An  Ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain  with  amendments, 
Section  45  of  Article  28  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1966  Edition),  title  "Taxes,"  subtitle  "Comptroller," 
providing  the  authority  and  procedure  whereunder  the 
City  Comptroller  may  sell  tax  sale  property. 

Section  1.  Beit  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  Section  45  of  Article  28  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1966  Edition),  title  "Taxes,"  subtitle  "Comp- 
troller," be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and  re-ordained,  with 
amendments,  to  read  as  follows : 
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45.     Re-sales  of  tax  property. 

The  City  Comptroller  may  [after  receiving  deed  for 
any  property  purchased  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  at  sales  of  property  by  the  City  Collector  for 
non-payment  of  taxes,]  from  the  certified  list  hereinafter 
provided  for,  offer  for  sale  any  property  purchased  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  at  sales  of  property 
by  the  Director  of  Finance  for  non-payment  of  taxes, 
[offer  the  said  property  for  sale]  at  either  public  or  private 
sale,  and  if  an  offer  be  made  for  any  such  property  which 
in  the  judgment  of  said  City  Comptroller  shall  be  advan- 
tageous to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  the 
said  City  Comptroller  is  hereby  authorized  to  accept  such 
offer  and  [the  Mayor  is]  further  authorized  and  directed 
to  execute  and  deliver  to  the  purchaser  [a  proper]  an  all 
right,  title,  and  interest  deed  for  the  property  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  purchase  money;  provided,  however,  [that  all 
such  sales  shall  be  ratified  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  who 
shall  join  in  the  execution  of  the  said  deed  to  signify  their 
ratification  and  approval  of  the  said  sale;  and  provided, 
further,  that  authority  for  such  sale  is  first  obtained  by  an 
ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  except  in  such 
cases  where  the  purchaser  has  a  title  interest  in  the 
property,  in  which  latter  event  no  prior  authorization  by 
an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  be  re- 
quired,] that  the  property  so  offered  for  sale  shall  be 
contained  in  a  list  of  properties,  ARRANGED  BY  COUN- 
CILMANIC  DISTRICT,  proposed  to  be  sold  hereunder 
ivhich  shall  be  from  time  to  time  supplied  by  the  City  Comp- 
troller TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL 
AND  to  the  President  of  the  City  Council  who  shall  have 
the  list  of  properties  printed  PUBLISHED  in  the  City 
Council  Journal,  and  if  no  ivritten  objection  to  the  sale 
thereof  by  a  member  of  the  Council  is  received  by  the  Presi- 
dent within  thirty  (SO)  days  of  the  printing  PUBLISHING 
of  the  list  in  the  Journal,  he  shall  so  certify  to  the  Comp- 
troller; tvhere  timely  objection  to  the  sale  of  the  properties 
or  any  of  them  is  made,  the  same  shall  be  stricken  from  the 
list  prior  to  certification  as  aforesaid  and  provided  that  all 
such  sales  shall  be  ratified  by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  and 
provided  further,  that  no  deed  or  deeds  shall  pass  under 
this  section  unless  the  same  be  approved  as  to  form  and 
legal  sufficiency  by  the  City  Solicitor.  IN  THE  EVENT 
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THAT  A  MEMBER  OF  THE  CITY  COUNCIL  SHALL 
FILE  SUCH  A  WRITTEN  OBJECTION  TO  THE  SALE 
WITHIN  THIRTY  (30)  DAYS  OF  THE  PUBLISHING 
OF  SUCH  LIST,  THEN  THE  CITY  COMPTROLLER 
SHALL  SEEK  AUTHORITY  FOR  SUCH  SALE  BY  ORDI- 
NANCE OF  THE  MAYOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL,  EX- 
CEPT IN  SUCH  CASES  WHERE  THE  PURCHASER 
HAS  A  TITLE  INTEREST  IN  THE  PROPERTY,  IN 
WHICH  LATTER  EVENT  NO  PRIOR  AUTHORIZATION 
BY  AN  ORDINANCE  OF  THE  MAYOR  AND  CITY 
COUNCIL  SHALL  BE  REQUIRED. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

April  20,  1971)  by  changing  from  the  M-1-2  Zoning  Dis- 
trict to  the  R-8  Zoning  District  the  property  lying  south 
of  Chase  Street  and  West  of  Milton  Avenue,  as  outlined 
in  red  on  the  plats  accompanying  this  ordinance.

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  ^fter  said  high- 
way or  highways  shall  have  been  closed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  all  subsurface  structures  and  appurte- 
nances now  owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, shall  be  and  continue  to  be  the  property  of  the  Mayor 
.and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  fee  simple,  until  the  use 
thereof  shall  be  abandoned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  and  in  the  event  that  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  desire  to  remove,  alter  or  interfere  there- 
with, such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  first  obtain  per- 
mission and  permits  therefor  from  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  B,altimore,  and  shall  in  the  application  for  such 
permission  and  permits  agree  to  pay  all  costs  and  charges  of 
every  kind  and  nature  made  necessary  by  such  removal, 
alteration  or  interference. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no  buildings  or 
structures  of  any  kind  shall  be  constructed  or  erected  in 
said  portion  of  s,aid  highw^ay  or  highways  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  closed  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
until  the  subsurface  structures  and  appurtenances  over 
which  said  buildings  or  structures  are  proposed  to  be  con- 
structed or  erected  shall  have  been  abandoned  or  shall  have 
been  removed  and  relaid  in  accordance  with  the  specifica- 
tions and  under  the  direction  of  the  Director  of  Public 
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Works  of  Baltimore  City,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  person 
or  persons  or  body  corporate  desiring  to  erect  such  build- 
ings or  structures.  Railroad  tracks  shall  be  taken  to  be 
"structures"  within  the  meaning  of  this  section. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  on  and  after  the 
closing  of  said  highway  or  highways,  the  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  through  its  duly  authorized 
representatives,  shall,  at  all  times,  have  access  to  said  prop- 
erty and  to  all  subsurface  structures  and  appurtenances 
used  by  it  therein,  for  the  purposes  of  inspection,  main- 
tenance, repair,  alteration,  relocation  and/or  replacement, 
of  any  or  all  of  said  structures  and  appurten,ances,  and  this 
without  permission  from  or  compensation  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  land. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  proceedings 
of  said  Department  of  Assessments,  with  reference  to  the 
condemnation  and  closing  of  said  streets  and  alleys  and  the 
proceedings  and  rights  of  all  p,arties  interested  or  affected 
thereby,  shall  be  regulated  by,  and  be  in  accordance 
with,  any  and  ^11  applicable  provisions  of  Article  4  of  the 
Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland  and  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision)  and  any  and  all  amend- 
ments thereto,  and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  any  and  all  ordinances  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  any  and  all  rules 
or  regulations  in  effect  which  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Director  of  Assessments  and  filed  with  the  Department  of 
Legislative  Reference. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Hospital,  Inc.,  a  body  corporate,  to  erect,  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate  a  bridgeway  above  East  Pleasant 
Street  between  North  Calvert  Street  and  St.  Paul  Place 
and  above  Hargrove  Alley  North  of  East  Pleasant  Street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and  authority  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  granted  to  Mercy  Hospital,  Inc.,  a  Mary- 
land corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  hereinafter 
sometimes  referred  to  as  "Grantee,"  to  construct,  erect, 
maintain,  and  operate  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  the 
following  described  structure : 

1.  Over  the  bed  of  East  Pleasant  Street  between  North 
Calvert  Street  and  St.  Paul  Place,  as  hereinafter  more 
particularly  described: 

A  bridgeway  one  story  high  above  and  across  East 
Pleasant  Street  to  serve  as  a  convenience  connection,  with 
not  less  than  7  feet  6  inches  clear  ceiling  height,  between 
the  proposed  new  parking  garage  to  be  erected  by  the 
Grantee  on  the  west  side  of  North  Calvert  Street  north  of 
East  Pleasant  with  the  Tower  hospital  building  of 
Grantee  located  at  301  St.  Paul  Place,  beginning  at  the 
south  building  line  of  East  Pleasant  Street  and  extending 
northerly  approximately  49  feet  5  inches  across  the  entire 
width  of  East  Pleasant  Street,  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions following:

And  said  bridgeway  thence  continuing  over  the  bed  of 
Hargrove  Alley  north  of  East  Pleasant  Street  as  hereinafter 
more  particularly  described: 

a.  A  bridgeway  one  story  high  above  and  across  Har- 
grove Alley  to  serve  as  a  convenience  connection  between 
the  structures  noted  above,  with  not  less  than  7  feet  6 
inches  clear  ceiling  height  and  shall  extend  northerly  ap- 
proximately 18  feet  from  the  north  building  line  of  East 
Pleasant  Street ;  the  center  line  of  said  portion  of  the  bridge- 
way  shall  be  approximately  11  feet  9  inches  west  of  the  east 
building-line  of  Hargrove  Alley.

That  construction  of  said  bridgeway  with  necessary  sup- 
porting beams  over,  above  and  across  East  Pleasant  Street 
and  Hargrove  Alley  shall  be  installed,  constructed,  operated 
and  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  plan  and  design,  as 
shown  on  drawing  of  Richter,  Cornbrooks,  Matthai,  Hop- 
kins, Inc.,  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  entitled  Bridge/Passage 
Mercy  Hospital,  dated  September  21,  1973,  and  numbered 
A-0-1  which  in  all  respects  is  hereby  made  a  part  of  this 
ordinance,  by  reference  thereto  even  though  it  is  not  physi- 
cally attached  hereto. 

No  woodwork  or  other  combustible  materials  shall  be  used 
in  the  construction  of  said  bridgeway  and  said  bridgeway 
shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  Building  Code 
of  Baltimore  City  and  shall  be  constructed  and  completed 
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under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Housing 
Commissioner  and  the  Director  of  Public  Works  both  of 
Baltimore  City,  and  shall  be  at  all  times  hereafter  subject 
to  lawful  regulation  and  control  by  said  Housing  Com- 
missioner and  Director  of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  franchise 
or  right  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  executed  and 
enjoyed  within  six  (6)  months  after  the  grant. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  said 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  as  compensation  for 
the  franchise  or  privilege  hereby  granted  the  sum  of  One 
Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  per  year,  payable  in  advance 
during  the  continuance  of  this  franchise  or  privilege,  or 
any  renewal  thereof ;  and  subject  to  the  increase  or  decrease 
of  this  charge  as  provided  in  Section  4  herein. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  hereby  expressly  reserves  the 
right  and  power,  at  all  times,  to  exercise,  in  the  interest 
of  the  public,  full  municipal  superintendence,  regulation 
and  control  in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with  this 
grant  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof.  The 
franchise  herein  granted  shall  be  held,  exercised  and  enjoyed 
for  a  period  of  one  year  from  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance, with  the  further  right  to  the  Grantee  to  twenty-four 
(24)  consecutive  one  year  renewals  of  the  franchise,  each 
such  renewal  to  be  for  a  period  of  one  year,  upon  the  same 
terms  and  conditions  as  the  original  one  year  grant,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  herein.  Each  one  year  renewal  period 
shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
original  or  renewal  term  then  in  force,  without  any  action 
being  taken  on  behalf  of  either  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  or  the  Grantee,  but  the  total  period  of  time 
during  which  the  franchise  shall  operate,  including  the 
original  term  and  all  renewals  thereof,  shall  not  exceed,  in 
the  aggregate  twenty-five  years.  Provided,  that  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Board  of  Estimates,  may  increase  or  decrease  the  franchise

and  then  in  effect. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  maintain  the 
structure  for  which  the  franchise  is  herein  granted  in  good 
condition  through  the  full  term  of  this  grant  and  so  long 
as  said  structure  shall  exist  at  the  locations  described  herein. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  non-compliance 
with  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions  of  the  grant  hereby 
made  by  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  at 
any  time,  or  times,  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  said 
grant,  which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and  that 
nothing  other  than  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  for- 
feiture of  the  grant  hereby  made. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Mayor  of 
Baltimore  City  shall  have  the  right  to  revoke  without  prior 
notice,  at  any  time  or  times,  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby 
granted  when,  in  judgment,  the  public  interest,  welfare, 
safety,  or  convenience  requires  such  revocation  and,  upon 
written  notice  to  that  effect  from  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore 
served  upon  the  Grantee  hereunder,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, all  rights  under  this  ordinance  shall  cease  and  termi- 
nate. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the  event  of 
any  revocation,  forfeiture,  or  termination  for  any  reason

and  assigns,  and  to  be  completed  within  such  time  as  shall 
be  specified  in  writing  by  the  said  Director  of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said 
Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable  for  and 
shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  against  any  and  all  suits,  losses,  costs, 
claims,  damages,  or  expenses  to  which  the  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  City  shall,  from  time  to  time  be 
subjected  on  account  of,  or  in  any  way  resulting  from: 

a.  The  presence,  construction,  use,  operation,  mainte- 
nance, alteration,  repair,  location,  relocation,  or  removal  of 
the  structures  for  which  the  franchise  is  herein  granted; 
and 

b.  Any  failure  on  the  part  of  said  Grantee,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  to  perform,  promptly  and  properly,  any  of  the 
duties  or  obligations  imposed  upon  it  or  them  by  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  and  directing  the  exchange 
between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and 
Crown   Oil   and  Wax   Company   of  Delaware,   Inc.,   of 
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certain  lots  of  ground  owned  by  Crown  Oil  and  Wax 
Company  of  Delaware,  Inc.  in  the  vicinity  of  F^it  Avenue 
And  Woodrow  Avenue  and  the  parcel  of  ground  owned 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  lying  be- 
tween the  easterly  side  of  the  right  of  way  line  for 
Interstate  Route  No.  95  and  the  westerly  line  of  the 
former  Crosse  and  Blackwell  Property.  The  property 
being  exchanged  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  being  no  longer  needed  for  public  use.

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902,  approved  December,  1966,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  and  reordained  with  amendments  to  read  as 
follows : 

504.     Bathing  Facilities 

Every  dwelling  unit  shall  contain  within  a  room  which 
affords  privacy,  a  bathtub  or  shower  in  good  working  con- 
dition which  shall  be  properly  connected  to  both  hot  and 
cold  water  lines  and  to  the  public  sanitary  sewer  or  to  an 
approved  sewage  disposal  system.  Such  bathing  facilities 
shall  be  within  and  accessible  from  within  the  dwelling 
unit.  [This  Section  shall  not  apply  to  any  two  story  dwell- 
ing which  contains  not  more  than  two  dwelling  units, 
provided  there  is  at  least  one  such  facility  available  for 
the  occupants  of  such  dwelling.]  The  sharing  of  an  existing 
bathing  facility  in  a  two  story  divelling  containing  not  more 
than  tivo  dwelling  units  other-wise  meeting  the  provisions  of 
this  Code  shall  be  unacceptable  after  tivo  (2)  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance.  The  floor  of  such  room  shall  be 
made  impervious  to  water  to  prevent  structural  deteriora- 
tion and  any  development  of  insanitary  conditions.

609.     Electrical  Outlets 

[Except  in  the  case  of  o\vner-occupied  single-family 
dwellings]  Every  habitable  room  [actually  used  as  such] 
shall  contain  at  least  two  (2)  separate  duplex  convenience 
outlets.  Outlets  shall  be  so  located  as  reasonable  to  provide 
service  to  appliances  in  different  parts  of  the  room.  In  sleep- 
ing rooms  and  dining  rooms,  a  ceiling  fixture  may  be  sub- 
stituted for  one  of  the  required  duplex  outlets.  The  excessive 
use  of  extension  cords  [including  o\vner-occupied,  single- 
family  dwellings]  shall  be  construed  as  a  condition  re- 
quiring additional  duplex  outlets.  Duplex  convenience  out- 
lets as  herein  provided,  which  may  be  lacking  in  owner

An  employee 
organization  shall  be  entitled  to  such  dues  deduction  only 
in  those  units  ivhere  said  em^^loyee  organization  has  been 
certified  as  the  exclusive  representative  and  only  during  the 
period  that  said  employee  organization  continues  to  be  so 
certified  as  the  exclusive  representative. 

[Any  employee  organization  certified  in  any  appropriate 
unit  shall  be  entitled  to  such  dues  deduction  on  a  city- 
wide  basis  during  the  period  of  its  certification.]

general  interest  in  providing  services  to  the  elderly.  Of  the

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  That  Section  72,  Article  19  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1966  Edition),  Title  'Tolice  Ordinances",  sub- 
title ''Interference  with  Traffic"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  and  re-enacted  with  amendments  to  read  as  follows: 

72.  INTERFERENCE  WITH  TRAFFIC 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  make  [other  than 
minor]  any  repairs  to  a  motor  vehicle  or  to  replace  or 
repair  any  tire  [on]  or  other  part  of  a  motor  vehicle  on  any 
public  street  where  the  standing  of  such  vehicle  or  vehicles 
[will  interfere  with  the  free  flow  of  traffic  in  both  direc- 
tions] ivill  tvholly  or  partially  obstruct  any  lane  of  traffic. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  [to  permit]  for  any  vehicle  in  the 
process  of  being  repaired  or  waiting  to  be  repaired  or  any 
vehicle  on  which  a  tire  or  other  part  thereof  is  being  re- 
placed or  waiting  for  a  tire  or  other  part  thereof  to  be 
replaced  to  sta.nd  double  [where  any  motor  vehicle  is  being 
repaired  or  a  tire  is  being  replaced]  or  to  do  any  work  or 
place  any  tools  or  equipment  on  any  sidewalk  in  connection 
with  the  repair  of  any  vehicle  or  the  replacement  or  repair 
of  any  tire  or  other  part  thereof. 

The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  not  apply  to  [cases 
of]  emergency  [where  it  is  necessary  to  replace  or  repair  a 
tire  or  repair  a  motor  vehicle  before  it  can  be  moved  with 
safety  and  without  damage  to  same]  repairs  which  are 
defined  as  repairs  necessary  ds  the  result  of  an  unexpected 
malfunction  or  breakdoivn  and  tvhich  are  necessary  in  order 
to  move  the  vehicle  safely  and  without  damage  to  same.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  Section  3.6  of  Article  9  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1966  Edition),  title  "Fire  Department  and  Fire 
Code,"  subtitle  "Fire  Prevention  Code,"  as  ordained  by 
Ordinance  975,  approved  May  1,  1967,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
repealed  and  reordained  with  amendments  to  re^d  as 
follows : 

Smoking  Regulations 

Section  3.6 

A.     Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  to  Designate  Areas  Where 
Smoking  Shall  be  Prohibited: 

Where  conditions  are  such  as  to  make  smoking  a  hazard 
in  any  area,  building,  structure,  institutions,  places  of 
assembly  and  in  open  sp.aces  where  combustible  materials 
are  stored  or  handled,  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  is 
empowered  and  authorized  to  order  the  owner  or  occupant 
in  writing  to  post  "NO  SMOKING"  signs  in  each  building, 
structure,  room  or  place  in  which  smoking  is  prohibited. 
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B.     Smoking  Prohibited : 

No  person  shall  smoke,  carry  or  have  any  lighted  match, 
pipe,  cigar  or  cigarette,  or  carry  or  use  ^ny  portable  open 
light,  in  any  theatre,  department  store,  or  in  any  other 
building  used  or  occupied  as  a  retail  store  for  sale  of  dress 
goods,  pyroxlin  plastics,  curtains,  draperies,  scarfs,  neckties, 
dresses,  underwear,  bedding,  bunting,  decorative  materials, 
linens  and  other  similar  highly  inflammable  material  or 
products. 

No  person  shall  smoke,  carry  or  have  any  lighted  match, 
pipe,  cigar  or  cigarette  in  any  elevator. 

C.  The  owner  or  manager  of  every  such  theatre,  depart- 
ment store  or  other  place  where  highly  flammable  materials 
or  products  are  on  display  shall  erect  or  cause  to  be  erected 
at  least  two  signs  containing  the  words  "NO  SMOKING" 
with  letters  not  less  than  4  inches  in  height  in  each  floor 
area  of  2,500  square  feet  or  part  thereof  in  every  story 
where  smoking  is  prohibited.  All  "NO  SMOKING"  signs 
shall  be  so  erected  that  they  will  be  visible  in  all  directions. 

The  oivner  or  manager  of  any  building  ivhich  contains  an 
elevator  shall  affix  or  cause  to  be  affixed  within  the  elevator 
a  sign  saying  ''NO  SMOKING"  in  letters  not  less  than 
tivo  inches  in  height, 

D.  The  owner  or  manager  of  any  place  where  smoking  is 
prohibited  shall  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  "NO  SMOKING"  regulations  and  is  hereby 
given  the  right  to  eject  or  have  ejected,  by  force  if  neces- 
sary, any  person  from  their  establishments  who  refuse  to 
comply  with  the  "NO  SMOKING"  regulations  of  this  Sec- 
tion 3.6  in  the  Fire  Prevention  Code. 

E.  Any  person  found  smoking,  carrying  or  having  any 
lighted  match,  pipe,  cigar  or  cigarette  in  any  area  where 
smoking  is  prohibited  in  this  Fire  Prevention  Code  shall  be 
Guilty,  together  with  such  managers  or  owners  of  such  es- 
tablishment who  permits  such  smoking,  of  a  violation  of 
this  Fire  Prevention  Code  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the 
penalties  herein  prescribed.

(1)  Any  member  who  is  en- 
titled to  a  disability  or  service  allowance  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  subtitle  m^y  elect  to  receive  the  maximum 
amount  of  such  allowance  or  he  may  elect  to  receive  the 
actuarial  equivalent  of  such  allowance,  computed  as  of  the 
effective  date  of  retirement,  in  a  lesser  amount  payable 
throughout  life  in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions : 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this 
subtitle,  should  a  member  be  removed  from  a  regular  per- 
manent position  of  the  City  without  fault  upon  his  part,

disability  pension  th,at  w^ould  have  been  payable  at  such 
time  had  he  been  retired  on  an  ordinary  disability  retire- 
ment. 
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Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  sub- 
title, should  a  member  leave  service  for  the  reasons  de- 
scribed in  the  above  paragraph,  with  less  than  twenty  years 
of  service,  but  after  the  [completion]  acquisition  of  five 
years  of  service  [and  the  attainment  of  ^ge  forty-five], 
such  member  may  elect  to  have  his  contributions  remain

SHOULD  ANY  RETIRED  MEMBER  OR  A  DECEASED 
RETIRED  MEMBER'S  BENEFICIARY  FAIL  TO  SUB- 
MIT SAID  SIGNED  STATEMENT  AS  REQUIRED, 
THEY  SHALL  NOT  BE  ENTITLED  TO  THE  AFORE- 
SAID MINIMUM  INCOME  BENEFIT  PROVIDED  IN 
THIS  SUBSECTION  UNTIL  THEY  HAVE  COMPLIED. 
HOWEVER,  THEY  SHALL  BE  ENTITLED  TO  RECEIVE 
THE  SAME  BENEFITS  AS  THEY  WERE  ENTITLED 
TO  RECEIVE  ON  THE  DAY  IMMEDIATELY  PRECED- 
ING THE  EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE. 

(E)  IN  NO  EVENT  SHALL  ANY  RETIRED  MEM- 
BER OR  A  DECEASED  RETIRED  MEMBER'S  BENE- 
FICIARY RECEIVE  LESS  THAN  A  FIVE  PERCENT 
(5%)  BENEFIT  INCREASE,  EXCEPT  THOSE  ELIGI- 
BLE FOR  THE  AFORESAID  $J,,000  OR  $2,000  MINIMUM 
BENEFITS,  RESPECTIVELY,  AND  THOSE  WHO  HAVE 
NOT  FILED  THE  STATEMENTS  IN  ACCORDANCE 
WITH  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  SUBSECTION  (N)(J,)(D), 
OVER  AND  ABOVE  THE  AMOUNT  OF  THE  TOTAL 
ANNUAL  RETIREMENT  BENEFITS,  INCLUDING  SUP- 
PLEMENTAL PAYMENTS,  THAT  THEY  WERE  EN- 
TITLED TO  RECEIVE  UNDER  THE  PROVISIONS  OF 
THIS  SUBTITLE  ON  THE  DAY  IMMEDIATELY  PRE- 
CEDING THE  EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  THIS  ORDI- 
NANCE. 

(F)  THE  BASIS  TO  BE  USED  IN  DETERMINING  THE 
ELIGIBILITY  FOR  AND  THE  COMPUTATION  OF  THE 
NEW  MINIMUM  TOTAL  RETIREMENT  BENEFITS 
PROVIDED  BY  THIS  SUBSECTION  6  (N)  SHALL  BE, 
THE  TOTAL  ANNUAL  RETIREMENT  BENEFITS,  IN- 
CLUDING SUPPLEMENTAL  PAYMENTS,  ON  THE 
DAY  IMMEDIATELY  PRECEDING  THE  EFFECTIVE 
DATE  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE,  USED  TO  CALCULATE 
PERIODIC  PAYMENTS  DUE  A  RETIRED  MEMBER  OR 
A  DECEASED  RETIRED  MEMBER'S  BENEFICIARY 
ON  THE  LAST  PAYROLL  PERIOD  IMMEDIATELY 
PRECEDING  THE  EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  THIS  ORDI- 
NANCE, REGARDLESS  OF  THE  BASIS   USED  FOR 
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CALCULATING  THE  BENEFITS  AND  EVEN  THOUGH 
THE  BENEFITS  MAY  HAVE  BEEN  INCORRECTLY 
DETERMINED, 

HOWEVER,  IF  THE  TOTAL  ANNUAL  BENEFITS, 
INCLUDING  SUPPLEMENTAL  PAYMENTS,  USED  IN 
CALCULATING  THE  PERIODIC  PAYMENTS  ARE 
LESS  THAN  THOSE  WHICH  WOULD  HAVE  BEEN 
PAID  TO  THE  RETIRED  MEMBER  OR  THE  DE- 
CEASED RETIRED  MEMBER'S  BENEFICIARY  IF  THE 
NEW  DEFINITION  OF  ''SERVICE''  UNDER  THIS  OR- 
DINANCE^ WERE  IMPLEMENTED,  THEN  THE 
LESSER  RETIREMENT  BENEFITS  ARE  TO  BE  RE- 
CALCULATED IN  CONFORMITY  WITH  THE  NEW 
DEFINITION  OF  ''SERVICE"  AS  PROVIDED  FOR  UN- 
DER THIS  ORDINANCE,  BEFORE  DETERMINING 
THE  ELIGIBILITY  FOR  AND  COMPUTATION  OF  THE 
$1^,000  MINIMUM  FOR  A  RETIRED  MEMBER  AND  THE 
$2,000  MINIMUM  FOR  A  DECEASED  RETIRED  MEM- 
BER'S BENEFICIARY  AND  THE  FIVE  PERCENT  (5%) 
MINIMUM  GUARANTEE  FOR  A  RETIRED  MEMBER 
OR  A  DECEASED  RETIRED  MEMBER'S  BENEFICI- 
ARY. 

(G)  THIS  SUBSECTION  SHALL  NOT  BE  APPLICA- 
BLE TO  A  BENEFICIARY  WHO  RECEIVED  A  LUMP 
SUM  BENEFIT  INSTEAD  OF  A  PERIODICALLY  PAID 
RETIREMENT  ALLOWANCE. 

(H)  THE  TOTAL  MINIMUM  BENEFITS  PROVIDED 
BY  THIS  SUBSECTION  SHALL  CEASE  AT  THE  TIME 
THAT  THE  RETIRED  MEMBER  OR  DECEASED  RE- 
TIRED MEMBER'S  BENEFICIARY  IS  NO  LONGER 
ENTITLED  TO  RECEIVE  A  PERIODICALLY  PAID 
PENSION,  ANNUITY,  OR  BOTH,  UNDER  ANY  OTHER 
SUBSECTION  OF  THIS  SUBTITLE.  IT  IS  FURTHER 
PROVIDED  THAT  THE  TOTAL  MINIMUM  RETIRE- 
MENT BENEFITS  GUARANTEE  SO  DISCONTINUED, 
WITH  THE  EXCEPTION  OF  J,(D)  OF  THIS  SUBSEC- 
TION, SHALL  NOT  BE  REINSTATED  UPON  ANY  SUB- 
SEQUENT REEMPLOYMENT  AND  ELIGIBILITY  FOR 
RETIREMENT  AS  A  RESULT  OF  SUCH  REEMPLOY- 
MENT. 
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(I)  THIS  SUBSECTION  SHALL  NOT  BE  APPLICA- 
BLE TO  ANY  SURVIVORS  OF  A  RETIRED  MEMBER 
WHO  ELECTED  TO  RECEIVE  MAXIMUM  BENEFITS 
WITHOUT  OPTIONAL  MODIFICATION  TO  PROVIDE 
A  PERIODICALLY  PAID  SURVIVORS  BENEFIT. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Section  12  of 
Article  22  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1966  Edition),  as 
amended,  title  ''Retirement  Systems/'  subtitle  "Employees' 
Retirement  System,"  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and  re- 
ordained,  with  amendments  to  read  as  follows: 

12.     Protection  against  fraud. 

Any  person  who  shall  knowingly  make  any  false  state- 
ment, or  shall  falsify  or  permit  to  be  falsified  any  record 
or  records  of  this  retirement  system  in  any  attempt  to  de- 
fraud such  system  as  a  result  of  such  act,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punishable  therefor  under 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland.  Should  any  change  or 
error  in  the  records  result  in  any  member  or  beneficiary 
receiving  from  the  retirement  system  more  or  less  than 
he  would  have  been  entitled  to  receive  had  the  records  been 
correct,  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  correct  such  error,  and 
as  far  as  practicable,  shall  adjust  the  payments  in  such 
a  manner  that  the  actuarial  equivalent  of  the  [benefit] 
payment  to  which  such  member  or  beneficiary  was  correctly 
entitled,  shall  be  paid.  Provided,  hoivever,  that  any  over- 
payments of  beyiefits  which  have  been  made  or  which  may 
he  made  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  by 
the  retirement  system  as  a  result  of  administrative  errors, 
ivith  the  exception  of  overpayments  resulting  from  the  fraud 
or  deliberate  misrepresentation  of  a  beneficiary  or  potential 
beneficiary,  are  hereby  waived  to  the  extent  that  they  have 
not  been  recovered  by  the  system  prior  t^  BEFORE  that 
date,  and  no  request  or  demand  for  reimbursement  thereof 
shall  be  made  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  upon 
any  retired  member  or  his  benefidary  ivho  shall  have  re- 
ceived same.  No  request  or  demand  shall  be  made  upon  the 
retirement  system  for  the  return  of  any  such  overpayments 
zvhich  may  have  been  recovered  by  the  system  prior  ^  BE- 
FORE the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  Subsections 
(b)  and    (c)  of  Section  15  of  Article  22  of  the  Baltimore 
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City  Code  (1966  Edition),  as  amended,  title  "Retirement 
Systems,"  subtitle  ''Employees'  Retirement  System"  be  and 
they  Are  hereby  repealed  and  reordained  with  amend- 
ments to  read  as  follows : 

15.     Special  Classes  of  Members. 

(b)  Waivers;  service.  Any  eligible  employee  in  service 
on  June  1,  1939,  shall  become  a  member  as  of  such  date, 
unless  or  or  before  August  1,  1939,  such  employee  shall 
file  with  thg  Board  of  Trustees  on  a  form  prescribed  by 
said  Board  a  notice  of  his  election  not  to  be  covered  in  the 
membership  of  the  System  and  a  duly  executed  waiver  of 
^11  present  and  prospective  benefits  which  would  otherwise 
inure  to  him  on  account  of  his  participation  in  the  Retire- 
ment System.  Any  employee  in  service  on  June  1,  1939, 
and  becoming  a  member  as  of  that  date,  shall  file  a  state- 
ment of  all  service  as  an  employee  rendered  by  him  [prior 
thereto]  before  June  1,  1939.  He  shall  be  credited  for  all 
such  service  rendered  prior  to  January  1,  1926,  as  vrior 
service,  and  for  fifty  per  centum  of  such  service  rendered 
between  January  1,  1926,  and  June  1,  1939,  as  [priorj 
service  [,  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  provided  in  Section  4 
of  this  article  for  City  Employees  entitled  to  prior  service 
credit].  Members  entitled  to  credit  for  such  [prior]  serv- 
ice may  elect  to  pay  to  the  Retirement  System  by  a  single 
payment  or  by  an  increased  r^te  of  contribution,  as  may 
be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  contributions, 
with  interest  which  they  would  have  paid  had  they  been 
members  between  January  1,  1926,  and  June  1,  1939,  in 
which  event,  upon  the  completion  of  the  payment,  they 
shall  be  credited  for  all  such  service  between  January  1, 
1926,  and  June  1,  1939,  as  if  they  h^d  been  members. 
[After  June  1,  1939,  all  employees  who  are  or  become 
members  shall  be  credited  with  service  in  a  manner  similar 
to  that  provided  in  Section  4  of  this  article  for  City  Em- 
ployees.] All  such  employees  becoming  members,  shall, 
after  June  1,  1939,  be  considered  in  all  other  respects  as  to 
contributions  made  by  them  and  benefits  payable  to  them 
or  on  their  account,  as  if  they  were  City  employees. 

(c)  Accrued  liability  contribution.  The  Actuary  of  the 
Retirement  System  shall  determine  under  the  provisions 
of  Subsection   (c)   of  Section  8  of  this  article  a  special 
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"accrued  liability  contribution"  sufficient  to  cover  the  ac- 
crued liability  on  account  of  such  employees  of  such  cor- 
poration for  any  service  rendered  [prior  to3  before  June 
1,  1939,  with  which  they  are  credited,  and  such  contribu- 
tion, subject  to  such  corresponding  adjustments  as  might 
affect  the  "accrued  liability  contribution"  payable  by  the 
City  on  account  of  City  employees,  shall  be  payable  on 
account  of  the  employees  of  such  corporation  in  lieu  of 
the  rate  set  for  City  employees,  and  for  a  period  of  time 
equal  to  the  period  over  which  the  accrued  liability  contri- 
bution of  the  City  is  hereafter  payable.  The  normal  contri- 
butions, likewise  to  be  determined  by  the  Actuary,  ;and  such 
special  accrued  liability  contribution  required  on  account  of 
the  employees  of  such  corporation  shall  be  paid  by  the  cor- 
poration out  of  available  funds  in  the  possession  of  such 
corporation  or  out  of  such  funds  as  may  be  appropriate  to 
such  corporation  by  the  M^yor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more; provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  the  Enoch 
Pratt  Free  Library  of  Baltimore  City  the  annuity  of  Fifty 
Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000)  paid  annually  to  said  Library 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  pursuant  to 
Chapter  181  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1882 
and  Ordinance  No.  106,  approved  July  15,  1882,  shall  not 
be  considered  "available  funds"  within  the  meaning  of  this 
subsection. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  Subsections 
(a),  (b),  (d)  and  (e)  of  Section  16  of  Article  22  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  (1966  Edition)  as  amended,  title  "Re- 
tirement Systems,"  subtitle  "Employees*  Retirement  Sys- 
tem," be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed  ^nd  reordained  with 
amendments  to  read  as  follows : 

16.  Additional  opportunity  to  obtain  credit  for  service  and 
prior  service. 

(a)  General  provisions.  Any  eligible  person  who  was 
employed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  dur- 
ing the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  and  who  is 
still  in  the  employ  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, but  who  did  not  join  the  Retirement  System  estab- 
lished under  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  No.  553,  approved 
February  1st,  1926,  and  any  amendments  thereto,  during 
that  year,  and  thereby  lost  credit  for  service  prior  to  the 
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year  1926,  may,  at  any  time  before  June  30th,  1943,  join 
the  Retirement  System,  if  such  person  has  not  done  so 
since  1926,  and  file  a  detailed  statement  of  all  service  as  an 
employee  rendered  by  such  employee  [prior  thereto,]  be- 
fore June  30,  19^3,  or  [prior  toj  before  the  date  when 
such  person  became  a  member  of  the  Retirement  Sys- 
tem. Those  employees  in  service  in  the  year  1926  who  become 
members  of  the  Retirement  System  after  1926,  or  who  may 
become  members  before  June  30th,  1943,  shall  be  credited 
for  all  service  rendered  prior  to  January  1st,  1926,  as 
prior  service,  and  for  fifty  per  centum  of  [such]  any 
service  rendered  between  January  1st,  1926,  and  June 
30th,  1943,  or  for  fifty  per  centum  of  [such]  any  service 
between  January  1st,  1926,  and  the  date  after  1926  when 
they  become  members  of  the  Retirement  System.  Members 
entitled  to  credit  for  such  [prior]  service  after  January 
1,  1926,  may  elect  to  pay  to  the  Retirement  System  by  a 
single  payment,  or  by  an  increased  rate  of  contribution, 
as  may  be  ;approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  con- 
tributions, with  interest  which  they  would  have  paid  had 
they  been  members  between  January  1st,  1926,  and 
June  30th,  1943,  or  the  date  after  January  1st,  1926,  when 
they  bec,ame  members  of  the  Retirement  System,  in  which 
event,  upon  completion  of  the  payment,  they  shall  be 
credited  for  all  service  from  January  1st,  1926,  as  if  they 
had  been  members. 

(b)  Members  in  1943.  Any  person  who  became  eligible 
to  join  the  Retirement  System  since  January  1,  1926,  and 
who  did  not  join  the  Retirement  System,  may,  [prior  to] 
before  June  30th,  1943,  file  an  application  and  statement 
of  service  and  join  the  Retirement  Sj^stem;  and  any  person 
who  joined  the  Retirement  System  since  1926,  under  the 
provisions  of  any  ordinance  authorizing  such  membership, 
without  obtaining  full  credit  for  service  [prior  to]  before 
the  date  of  membership,  may  pay  to  the  Retirement  System 
by  a  single  payment  or  by  an  increased  rate  of  contribu- 
tion, as  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
contributions,  with  interest,  such  person  would  have  p^id  if 
such  person  exercised  the  options  or  privileges  heretofore 
granted,  in  which  event,  upon  the  completion  of  the  pay- 
ment, such  person  shall  be  credited  with  all  service  from 
January  1,  1926,  as  if  such  person  had  exercised  the  op- 
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tions  or  privileges  in  the  first  instance ;  provided,  however, 
that  in  all  cases  the  service  beginning  at  any  time  since 
1926  must  have  been  continuous. 

(d)  Members  of  other  systems.  Any  person  who  is  a 
memlDer  of  the  Retirement  System  and  who  ;at  any  time 
in  the  past  was  a  member  of  any  retirement  system  which 
is  being  oper^ated  on  an  actuarial  basis,  with  contributions 
being  made  during  the  active  service  of  new  members 
which  are  computed  to  be  sufficient  to  provide  the  reserves 
needed  to  cover  the  retirement  benefits  payable  on  their 
account,  either  under  the  laws  of  this  State  or  under  the 
laws  of  any  political  subdivision  of  this  State,  or  who  was  in 
a  service  subsequently  covered  by  such  a  system,  and  who 
is  not  credited  in  the  Retirement  System  for  any  service 
[previously]  rendered  as  such  a  member  or  as  such  an 
employee,  or  who  was  an  employee  of  one  of  the  several 
private  or  semi-public  agencies  listed  in  Section  17  of  this 
article,  shall  be  credited  with  such  service,  provided  that 
he  shall  file  claim  therefor  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  at 
any  time  after  completion  of  six  months  of  continuous 
service  since  last  becoming  a  member  of  the  Retirement 
System  and  shall  pay  to  the  Retirement  System  by  a  single 
payment  or  by  an  increased  rate  of  contribution,  as  may 
be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  contributions 
with  interest  which  he  would  h,ave  paid  had  he  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Employees'  Retirement  System  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore  while  such  service  was  rendered,  and  that  this 
payment  shall  be  completed  at  least  ninety  days  [prior  to] 
before  the  effective  date  of  the  member's  retirement. 

(e)  Verification  of  applications  and  statements.  All  ap- 
plications and  all  statements  shall  be  filed  on  forms  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  all  statements  shall 
be  subject  to  verification  before  issuance  of  a  prior  service 
or  other  certificate.  The  Actuary  of  the  Retirement  System 
shall  determine,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle, 
a  special  ''accrued  liability  contribution,"  sufficient  to  cover 
the  ;accrued  liability  on  account  of  any  persons  for  service 
rendered  prior  to  January  1st,  1926,  and  from  January 
1st,  1926,  to  June  30th,  1943,  and  not  previously  provided 
for,  and  such  contribution,  together  with  such  adjustments 
as  may  be  deemed  proper,  shall  be  payable  over  the  period 
previously  determined  for  the  accrued  liability  of  the  City. 
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The  Actuary  shall  determine  the  normal  contribution,  to 
be  payable  as  heretofore  provided. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  subsection  (a) 
of  Section  17  of  Article  22  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1966  Edition),  as  amended,  title  ''Retirement  Systems," 
subtitle  "Employees'  Retirement  System,"  be  and  it  is 
hereby  repealed  and  reordained  with  amendment  to  read  as 
follows : 

17.  Same;  Department  of  Public  Recreation;  Department 
of  Education. 

(a)  Public  Recreation.  Any  employee  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Recreation  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  who  is  a  member  of  the  Retirement  System 
or  who  may  join  said  Retirement  System  pursuant  to  the 
terms  and  provisions  of  Section  16  of  this  article,  shall  be 
given  credit  for  prior  service  rendered  before  January  1, 
1926,  by  any  such  employee  of  the  Playground  Athletic 
League,  Incorporated,  the  Baltimore  Aroateur  Athletic 
Council,  the  Hampden-Woodberry  Neighborhood  Associa- 
tion, the  Carroll  Mansion  Association  and  the  Division  of 
Recreation  for  Colored  People,  in  addition  to  the  prior 
service  rendered  by  any  such  employee  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Except  as  above  provided,  all  of  the  terms  ^nd  provisions 
of  this  subtitle  shall  be  applicable  to  such  employee  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Recreation. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Subsections 
(b),  (c)  and  (d)  of  Section  18  of  Article  22  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1966  Edition),  as  amended,  title  "Retire- 
ment Systems,"  subtitle  "Employees*  Retirement  System," 
be  and  they  are  hereby  repealed  and  reordained  with 
amendments  to  read  as  follows : 

18.  Other  actuarial  systems. 

(b)  Prior  service  credit.  Upon  becoming  a  member  of 
the  Emploj'ees'  Retirement  System  of  the  City  and  upon 
the  deposit  in  the  Annuity  Savings  Fund  thereof  within  one 
year  thereafter,  of  his  accumulated  contributions  in  the 
Annuity  Savings  Fund  or  other  corresponding  fund  of  the 
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system  of  which  he  was  ^  member  [prior  to]  before 
becoming  a  member  of  the  Employees'  Retirement  System, 
he  shall  receive  prior  service  credit  for  all  service  rendered 
[prior  to]  before  January  1,  1926,  if  any,  provided  he  was 
in  the  service  at  any  time  during  the  calendar  year  1925, 
and  [membership]  service  credit  for  all  continuous  Re- 
tirement System  service  since  January,  1926.  Such  credit 
for  [membership]  sei'vice  shall  include  service  credited  as 
prior  service  in  the  system  from  which  he  is  transferring  if 
such  "prior  service"  [was]  ivere  rendered  subsequent  to 
January  1,  1926,  and  [prior  to]  before  the  establishment 
of  the  system  from  which  he  is  transferring  and  credit  for 
service  rendered  since  January  1,  1926,  iQ¥  FOR  which  he 
was  entitled  to  [membership]  service  credit  in  the  system 
from  which  he  is  transferring  if  such  total  service  credit  is 
greater. 

(c)  Contributions.  Upon  becoming  a  member  of  the 
Employees'  Retirement  System,  such  person  shall  there- 
after pay  the  rate  of  contribution  applicable  to  a  new  en- 
trant at  his  attained  age  and  be  eligible  for  such  pension 
and  annuity  ^s  is  provided  by  this  subtitle,  including  the 
credits  for  [previous]  service  and  prior  service  in  the  re- 
tirement system  from  which  he  has  transferred,  as  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  with  the  condition,  however,  that  if  he 
retires  on  a  retirement  allowance  within  five  years  after 
the  transfer,  the  benefits  payable  ^^ith  respect  to  the  serv- 
ice credit  shall  not  be  greater  than  those  which  would  have 
been  payable  with  respect  to  such  service,  had  he  remained 
in  the  system  from  which  he  transferred. 

(d)  Members  in  1947.  Notwithstanding  anjrthing  in  this 
section  to  the  contrary,  a  member  of  the  Employees'  Re- 
tirement System  on  June  1,  1947,  who  was  a  member  of 
another  system  immediately  [prior  to]  before  entering 
said  Employees'  Retirement  System,  or  who  was  in  a  service 
subsequently  covered  by  such  a  system  may  effect  such  a 
transfer  provided  he  deposits  the  amount  of  the  contribu- 
tions paid  or  payable  to  him  from  such  other  retirement 
system  [prior  to]  before  June  1,  1950.  To  qualify  under  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  section,  such  members  shall 
exhibit  such  data  and  information  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Employees'  Retirement  System  as  may  be  required 
by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Board  of  Trustees.

Retirement  System,"  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and  reor- 
dained  with  amendments,  to  read  as  follows: 

19.     Police;  members  of  system. 

All  officers,  agents,  servants  and  employees  of  the  Police 
Department  of  Baltimore  City  on  January  1,  1947,  shall 
become  members  of  the  Employees'  Retirement  System  of 
the  City  of^  Baltimore,  established  by  Ordinance  No.  553, 
approved  February  1,  1926,  and  all  amendments  thereof, 
unless,  on  or  before  September  1,  1947,  any  such  officer, 
agent,  servant  or  employee  shall  file  with  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  on  a  form  prescribed  by  said  Board,  a  notice  of 
election  not  to  be  covered  in  the  membership  of  the  System 
and  a  duly  executed  waiver  of  all  present  and  prospective 
benefits  which  would  otherwise  inure  to  him  on  account  of 
participation  in  the  said  Retirement  System.  Each  officer, 
agent,  servant  or  employee  of  the  Police  Department  on 
January  1,  1947,  w^ho  becomes  a  member  of  said  Retire- 
ment System  shall  file  a  detailed  statement,  on  forms  to  be 
furnished  by  said  Board  of  Trustees,  of  all  service  as  an 
officer,  agent,  servant  or  employee  of  said  Police  Depart- 
ment, or  of  any  other  department  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
rendered  by  him  or  her  to  the  date  of  his  or  her  enrollment 
in  the  Retirement  System  provided  that  such  enrollment 
was  on  or  [prior  to]  before  September  1,  1947.  Provided, 
however,  that  former  members  of  said  Police  Department 
who  were  detached  from  said  Police  Department  to  enter 
the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States,  the  United  States 
Maritime  Service,  or  the  United  States  Merchant  I»Iarine 
after  May  1, 1940,  and  who  did  so  serve,  and  who  shall  again 
become  members  of  the  Police  Department  after  September 
1,  1947,  shall  have  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  of  again 
becoming  a  member  of  said  Police  Department  to  file  with 
Board  of  Trustees  the  notice  of  his  election  not  to  be  covered 
in  the  membership  of  the  system.

Under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  adopt,  each  member  who 
was  an  employee  at  any  time  during  the  year  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  establishment  shall  file  a  detailed 
statement  of  all  service  rendered  by  him  [prior  to]  hefore 
the  date  of  establishment  for  which  he  claims  service  credit. 
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including  all  Retirement  Systems  service  [creditable] 
granted  or  credited  to  him  under  any  other  pension  or  re- 
tirement system  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  City  of 
Baltimore.

The  rights  and  status  of  any  per- 
son heretofore  or  hereafter  inducted  into  the  land  or  naval 
forces  of  the  United  States  for  training  and  service  pursuant 
to  the  Act  of  Congress  kno^\Ti  as  the  Selective  Training  and 
Service  Act  of  1940,  or  any  subsequent  Acts  of  a  similar 
nature,  and  any  member  of  any  reserve  component  of  the 
land  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  who  is  on  active 
duty  or  service,  or  who  may  be  ordered  or  assigned  to  active 
duty  or  service,  and  who,  because  of  such  induction  or  in 
order  to  perform  such  active  duty  or  service,  ceases  to  be  an 
employee,  shall  be  as  follows  in  the  Fire  and  Police  Em- 
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ployees  Retirement  System  of  the  City  of  Baltimore :  during 

the  period  of  such  absence,  no  such  person  or  his  estate 
shall  have  any  right  to  or  be  entitled  to  any  benefit  other 
than  the  payment  of  his  accumulated  contributions  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  34  of  this  subtitle.  Any  such  persons,  during 
such  absence,  except  as  herein  otherwise  specified,  shall 
retain  his  status  and  rights  as  a  member  of  the  Fire  and 
Police  Employees  Retirement  System  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more (1)  if  he  has  not  withdrawn  any  part  of  his  accumu- 
lated contributions,  and  (2)  if  within  one  hundred  and 
twenty  (120)  days  from  the  time  he  is  relieved  from  active 
duty  or  service  he  shall  again  become  an  employee  under 
this  subtitle,  and  (3)  if  he  shall  not  have  previously  taken 
any  other  employment.  If  under  the  above  restrictions  of 
any  such  person  again  becomes  an  employee  under  this 
subtitle  within  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  days  from 
the  time  he  is  relieved  from  active  duty,  he  shall  receive 
full  credit  as  service  with  the  City  for  the  period  of  his 
absence  as  if  he  had  not  been  absent  for  such  period,  but 
such  person  shall  produce  satisfactory  evidence  to  show 
that  he  meets  all  the  requirements  of  the  ordinance,  but 
such  contributions  shall  not  be  subject  to  withdrawal  by  any 
persons  in  the  event  of  their  leaving  the  City  service  and 
shall  not  be  considered  a  part  of  the  contributions  of  the 
member  to  Tvhich  it  is  credited  except  in  case  of  retirement 
or  death  while  in  service.  The  Trustees  of  the  Fire  and  Police 
Employees  Retirement  System  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall 
refund  to  or  reimburse  members  ef  FOR  any  contributions 
which  have  been  made,  or  shall  hereafter  be  made,  by  them, 
or  on  their  behalf  to  the  Retirement  System  for  the  period 
of  their  absence  while  in  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United 
States.  The  City  of  Baltimore  shall  thereupon  make  provi- 
sion for  paying  to  the  Fire  and  Police  Employees  Retirement 
System  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  the  amounts  which  each 
of  such  persons  would  have  paid  as  contributions  if  he  had 
not  been  absent  and  had  been  employed  for  the  period  of  his 
absence  at  the  same  rate  of  pay  as  when  he  entered  the 
military  service.  During  the  period  of  such  absence  of  any 
such  employee,  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  make  its  con- 
tribution on  behalf  of  such  employee  as  it  would  have  MADE 
had  he  not  been  absent  and  had  retained  his  status  as  an  em- 
ployee during  the  period  of  his  absence.  Such  person,  how- 
ever, shall  have  no  right  to  withdraw  any  part  of  such  con- 
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tribution  made  by  the  City  of  Baltimore.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Employees  Retirement  Sys- 
tem of  the  City  of  Baltimore  is  hereby  authorized  to  adopt 
such  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  In  the  event  any  such  person  who  may  be  absent  in 
such  military  service,  or  his  estate,  shall,  after  reinstatement 
in  the  Fire  and  Police  Employees  Retirement  System  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  file  claim  for  any  disability  or  death 
benefits  whatsoever  with  said  system,  and  the  Medical  Board 
of  said  system  shall  determine  that  the  cause  or  origin  of 
such  disability  or  death  is  in  any  manner,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  attributable  or  due  to,  or  may  have  arisen  out 
of  his  military  service,  then  such  person  or  his  estate  or 
dependents  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  benefits  other  than 
the  return  of  his  accumulated  contributions  under  said 
system  and  further  that  in  the  event  any  such  person  shall, 
after  reinstatement,  receive  any  disability  compensation  of 
any  nature,  either  from  the  United  States  of  America,  any 
department  or  agency  thereof,  or  from  any  of  the  States  or 
Territories  of  the  United  States,  or  from  the  District  of 
Columbia,  then  the  amount  of  such  payments  so  paid  shall 
be  deducted  from  any  funds  payable  by  the  Fire  and  Police 
Employees  Retirement  System  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  to 
such  person  or  his  estate  or  dependents  on  account  of  any 
benefits  other  than  the  return  of  his  accumulated  contribu- 
tions for  which  any  claim  has  been  filed. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Subsections 
(a)(1),  (a)(3),  (b)(2),  (b)(3),  (b)(4),  (b)(5),  (b)(6), 
(c),  (d)(2),  (d)(3),  (h)(2),  (h)(4)  and  (k)  (2)  of  Sec- 
tion 34  of  Article  22  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1966 
Edition),  as  amended,  title  ''Retirement  Systems"  subtitle 
"Fire  and  Police  Employees,"  be  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
pealed and  reordained  with  amendments  to  read  as  follows : 

34.     Benefits. 

(a)  Service  retirement  benefits.  (1)  Any  member  in 
service  may  retire  upon  his  written  application  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  setting  forth  at  what  time,  not  less  than  thirty 
days  nor  more  than  ninety  days  subsequent  to  the  execution 
and  filing  thereof,  he  desires  to  be  retired,  provided  that  the 
said  member  at  the  time  so  specified  for  his  retirement  shall 
have  attained  the  age  of  fifty  or  shall  have  [rendered]  ac-

(b)  Allowance  on  service  retirement.  Upon  retirement 
from  service  a  member  shall  receive  a  service  retirement 
allowance  which  shall  consist  of : 

(1)  An  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent 
of  his  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  his  retire- 
ment; and 

(2)  For  each  year  of  [membership]  service,  in  addition 
to  his  annuity,  a  pension  w^hich  shall  be  equal  to  one  one- 
hundredth  of  his  average  final  compensation  for  each  of  the 
first  twenty-five  years  of  [membership]  service,  less  any 
prior  service,  and  one  one-hundred-twentieth  of  his  average 
final  compensation  for  each  year  after  the  first  twenty-live 
years  of  [creditable]  service  [exclusive  of]  less  any  prior 
service;  and

prior  service,  [an  additional]  a  supplemental  pension  [for

The  additional  annuity  provided  as  the  result  of  voluntary 
contributions  permitted  under  Section  36(b)  (i)  shall  be 
payable  and  shall  not  be  used  in  determining  this  supple- 
mental pension,  if  any,  payable  under  this  subdivision,  nor 
in  determining  the  disability  pension  under  Section  3Jt,(d) 
(2). 

(c)  Ordinary  disability  retirement  benefit.  Upon  the 
application  of  a  member  in  service  or  of  the  head  of  his 
department,  any  member  who  has  [had]  acquired  five  or 
more  years  of  [creditable]  service  may  be  retired  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  not  less  than  thirty  and  not  more  than 
ninety  days  next  following  the  date  of  filing  such  applica- 
tion, on  an  ordinary  disability  retirement  allowance,  pro- 
vided that  the  medical  board,  after  a  medical  examination 
of  such  member,  shall  certify  that  such  member  is  mentally 
or  physically  incapacitated  for  the  further  performance  of 
duty,  that  such  incapacity  is  likely  to  be  permanent,  and 
that  such  member  should  be  retired. 

(d)  Allowance  on  ordinary  disability  retirement.  Upon 
retirement  for  ordinary  disability  a  member  shall  receive  a 
service  retirement  allowance  if  he  has  attained  the  age  of 
fifty;  otherwise  he  shall  receive  an  ordinary  disability  re- 
tirement allowance  which  shall  consist  of : 

(1)  An  annuity  which  shall  be  the  actuarial  equivalent 
of  his  accumulated  contributions  at  the  time  of  retirement; 
and 

(2)  A  pension  which,  together  with  his  annuity,  shall 
provide  a  total  retirement  allowance  equal  to  one-fortieth 
of  his  average  final  compensation  for  each  of  the  first  twenty 
years  of  [creditable]  service,  and  one-fiftieth  of  his  average 
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final  compensation  for  each  year  after  the  first  twenty  years 
of  [creditable]  service; 

(3)  Provided,  however,  that  notwithstanding  anything 
in  this  subsection  to  the  contrary,  if  at  the  time  of  retire- 
ment a  member  over  fifty  years  of  age  shall  have  rendered 
less  than  twenty-five  years  of  [creditable]  service,  and  shall 
be  retired  for  ordinary  disability,  then  and  in  that  event, 
and  notwithstanding  the  age  of  such  member,  he  shall 
receive  as  an  ordinary  disability  retirement  allowance  a 
sum  to  be  computed  as  provided  in  paragraphs  (d)  (1)  and 
(2)  of  this  subsection  to  the  extent  that  such  sum  does 
not  exceed  fifty  per  centum  (50%)  of  his  average  final 
compensation. 

(h)  Ordinary  death  benefit.  Upon  the  receipt  of  proper 
proofs  of  the  death  of  a  member  in  service  there  shall  be 
paid  to  such  person  as  he  shall  have  nominated  by  written 
designation  duly  executed  and  filed  with  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, otherwise  to  his  estate : 

(1)  his  accumulated  contributions;  and 

(2)  if  the  member  has  acquired  one  or  more  years  of 
[creditable]  service,  an  amount  equal  to  fifty  per  cent  of 
his  current  annual  compensation  or  average  final  compen- 
sation, whichever,  shall  be  greater  at  the  time  of  the  mem- 
ber's death; 

(h)  (4)  provided  further  that  whether  or  not  the  mem- 
ber was  eligible  for  a  service  retirement  allowance  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  if  he  had  at  least  two  years  of  continuous 
[creditable]  service  prior  to  his  death  and  is  survived  by  a 
widow,  such  widow  at  her  option  may  elect  to  receive  during 
her  widowhood  an  annual  sum  of  money  equal  to  one-fourth 
of  the  regular  annual  gross  compensation  of  said  member  at 
the  time  of  his  death  to  continue  as  long  as  she  remains 
unmarried.  If  there  be  no  such  widow,  or  if  the  widow  dies 
or  remarries  before  the  youngest  unmarried  child  of  said 
deceased  member  shall  have  either  attained  the  age  of  eight- 
een (18)  years,  or,  in  the  event  such  child  is  a  full  time 
student,  until  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-two 
(22)  years,  then  an  annual  sum  of  money  equal  to  one- 
fourth  of  the  regular  annual  gross  compensation  of  said 
member  at  the  time  of  his  death  shall  be  paid  to  such  child  or 
children,  divided  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  of  Trustees 
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in  its  discretion  shall  determine,  to  continue  for  the  benefit 
of  such  child  or  children  until  the  last  child  marries,  dies  or 
either  attains  the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  years,  or  in  the  event 
he  is  a  full  time  student,  attains  the  age  of  twenty-two  (22) 
years.  The  unremarried  widower  of  a  deceased  female 
member  may  qualify  for  his  option.  The  term  ''regular 
annual  gross  compensation''  shall  not  include  overtime  com- 
pensation, but  it  shall  include  longevity  payments,  if  any. 

The  optional  benefit  provided  under  this  Subsection  34 
(h)  (4)  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  benefits  payable,  includ- 
ing but  not  limited  to  the  benefits  payable  under  Subsections 
34(h)(1),  34(h)(2)  and  34(h)(3).  The  benefits  of  this 
Subsection  34(h)  (4)  shall  not  be  available  to  the  surviving 
widow,  widower,  child  or  children  of  a  member  who  has 
nominated  by  written  designation  duly  executed  and  filed 
with  the  Board  of  Trustees  a  person  other  than  a  surviving 
spouse  or  a  child  to  be  his  beneficiary  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  34  (h) . 

(k)  Optional  allowances.  (1)  Any  member  who  is  en- 
titled to  a  disability  or  service  allowance  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  subtitle  may  elect  to  receive  the  maximum 
amount  of  such  allowance  or  he  may  elect  to  receive  the 
actuarial  equivalent  ef  OF  such  allowance,  computed  as  of 
the  eflfective  date  of  retirement,  in  a  lesser  amount  payable 
throughout  life  in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions : 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this 
subtitle,  should  a  member  be  removed  from  a  regular  perma- 
nent position  of  the  City  without  fault  upon  his  part,  or 
should  a  member  appointed  or  elected  for  a  fixed  term  not 
be  reappointed  or  reelected[,]  after  the  completion  of 
fifteen  years  of  [creditable]  service  [and  the  attainment  of 
age  forty-five,  or  after  the  completion  of  twenty  years  of 
creditable  service  regardless  of  age],  such  member  may 
elect,  in  lieu  of  the  withdrawal  of  his  accumulated  contribu- 
tions, to  have  such  contributions  paid  to  him  in  an  annuity 
of  equivalent  actuarial  value,  in  which  event  he  shall  also  be 
paid  a  pension  equal  to  the  ordinary  disability  pension  that 
would  have  been  payable  at  such  time  had  he  been  retired 
on  an  ordinary  disability  retirement. 

[The  Board  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  shall  provide  for  and  pay  to  the  Retirement 
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System  for  the  purpose  of  paying  such  pensions  the  addi- 
tional amount  so  required.  The  payment  of  all  such  pen- 
sions the  additional  amount  so  required.  The  payment  of  all 
such  pensions  and  the  continued  payment  of  6»fe  SUCH  pen- 
sions shall  be  contingent  on  the  payment  annually  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  of  the  additional 
amount  so  required  to  meet  the  current  disbursement  of  such 
pensions.]

ERED,

FORE MAY^  1ST  OF  EACH  YEAR,  ON  A  FORM  AP- 
PROVED BY  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES,  A  SIGNED 
STATEMENT  SETTING  FORTH  THE  TOTAL  EARNED

tion and  maintenance  of  the  Public  Utility  Right  of  Way 
for  the  Bureau  of  Engineering  Southwest  Diversion  Sani- 
tary Sewer  Project,  Sanitary  Contract  No.  549,  in  the 
vicinity  of  Maisel  Street  and  Cedley  Street  and  authoriz- 
ing the  acquisition  by  purchase  or  condemnation  of  any

An  Ordinance  to  add  a  new  Section  177-G  to  Article  19  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1966  Edition),  title  "Police 
Ordinances,"  subtitle  "Special  Sanitary  Enforcement 
Officers — Citations,"  making  it  unlawful  to  violate  a 
written  promise  to  appear  made  upon  the  issuance  of  a 
citation  and  providing  that  if  a  person  fails  to  appear 
the  judge^  shall  issue  a  warrant  for  his  arrest  or  a  sum- 
mons to  a  new  trial. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Courts 
cil  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  Section  177-G  be  and  it  is 
hereby  added  to  Article  19  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1966 
Edition),  title  "Police  Ordinances,"  subtitle  "Special  Sani- 
tary Enforcement  Officers — Citations,"  to  read  as  follows: 

177-G.     Failure  to  obey  citation. 

(1)  Violation  of  promise  to  appear  unlawful. — It  shall 
be  unla\^rful  for  any  person  to  violate  his  written  promise 
to  appear  given  to  an  officer  upon  the  issuance  of  a  citation 
regardless  of  the  disposition  of  the  charge  for  which  the 
citation  was  originally  issued. 

(2)  Issuance  of  warrant  or  summons. — If  any  person 
fails  to  appear  in  accordance  with  his  promise,  the  District 
Court  Judge  or  Commissioner  shall  issue  a  warrant  for  the 
arrest  of  the  person  or  in  lieu  of  the  warrant,  shall  send,  by 
registered  mail  with  return  receipt  requested,  a  summons 
to  the  person  at  his  last  known  address  setting  the  case  for 
trial  on  a  date  at  least  two  weeks  subsequent  to  the  original 
date  of  trial.  All  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  sheriff 
in  the  execution  of  the  warrant  shall  be  assessed  against 
and  collected  from  the  person  so  arrested  by  the  District 
Court  judge  to  whom  the  writ  is  returnable,  and  by  him 
remitted  to  the  sheriff  who  shall  have  executed  the  warrant. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  issuance 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Maryland 
of    its    revenue   bonds,    designated    "Pollution    Control 
Revenue  Bonds  (Allied  Chemical  Corporation  Project), 
1974  Series,"  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not 
exceeding  $10,000,000  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tions 266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the  An- 
notated Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement  Volume, 
as  amended)   in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  Allied 
Chemical  Corporation,  a  New  York  corporation,  for  the 
sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  acquisition 
by  such  corporation  of  certain  pollution  control  facilities 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  provided  in  this  ordinance; 
making  certain  legislative  findings,  among  others,  con- 
cerning the  public  benefit  and  purpose  of  the  revenue 
bonds;  providing  that  such  revenue  bonds  (a)  shall  be 
payable  solely  and  only  from  revenue  derived  from  pay- 
ments by  such  corporation  to  the  City  on  the  loan  and 
(b)  shall  not  ever  constitute,  within  the  meaning  of  any 
constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  otherwise  (i)  an  in- 
debtedness of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  or  any 
other  political  subdivision  or  (ii)  a  charge  against  the 
general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  such  City ;  prescribing 
the  terms,  conditions,  security,  form  and  tenor  of  such 
bonds;  authorizing  the  private  sale  of  such  bonds;  pro- 
viding that  certain  matters  pertaining  to  such  revenue 
bonds,  including  (without  limitation)  interest  rate,  sink- 
ing fund  requirements,  redemption  provisions,  appoint- 
ment of  a  trustee,  form  of  official  statement  and  bond 
purchase  agreement,  shall  be  determined  at  the  time  of 
such  private  sale  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance ;  providing  for  the  authentication  and  delivery 
thereof;  creating  a  construction  fund  and  bond  fund  to 
be  held  by  the  trustee;  providing  for  the  investment  of 
moneys  held  by  the  trustee;  providing  remedies  for  bond- 
holders in  the  event  of  default;  providing  for  the  enact- 
ment of  supplemental  ordinances;  ^nd  generally  pro- 
viding for  and  determining  various  matters  in  connec- 
tion with  the  authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale  and 
payment  of  such  revenue  bonds. 
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RECITALS 

By  Chapter  352  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1972,  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  repealed  and  re-enacted, 
with  amendments,  Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of 
Article  41,  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Re- 
placement Volume,  as  amended)  (the  "Act").  The  Act 
now  empowers  all  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the 
State  of  Maryland  to  issue  revenue  bonds  and  to  loan  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  revenue  bonds  to  ^n  industrial 
concern  to  finance  the  acquisition  by  such  industrial  concern 
of  pollution  control  facilities.  The  Act  declares  it  to  be  the 
legislative  purpose  to  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment 
in  the  State,  to  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  a 
balanced  economy  in  the  State,  to  assist  in  the  retention 
of  existing  industry  in  the  State  through  the  control,  reduc- 
tion or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  environment,  to  pro- 
mote economic  development,  to  protect  natural  resources 
and  in  this  manner  to  promote  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the  counties  and  munic- 
ipalities of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City'*) 
hjas  determined  to  issue  and  sell  not  exceeding  $10,000,000 
principal  amount  of  its  Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bonds 
(Allied  Chemical  Corporation  Project),  1974  Series  (the 
"Bonds")  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  such  Bonds  to  Allied 
Chemical  Corporation,  a  New  York  corporation  (the  "In- 
dustry") and  an  industrial  concern  as  mentioned  in  the 
Act,  on  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  Loan 
Agreement  provided  by  this  Ordinance,  in  order  to  finance 
the  Industry's  acquisition  of  certain  pollution  control  fa- 
cilities (the  "Pollution  Control  Facilities")  at  the  Industry's 
Plant  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  to  control,  reduce  and  abate 
pollution  of  the  environment  of  the  State  of  Maryland 
and  of  the  City  and  thus  protect  natural  resources,  to  en- 
courage economic  development,  and  to  protect  the  health, 
welfare  ^nd  safety  of  the  citizens  of  this  State  and  this 
City. 

This  Ordinance  authorizes  and  consummates  a  transac- 
tion which  the  Industry  proposed  to  the  City  in  accordance 
with  Section  266B(d)  of  the  Act  by  a  letter  of  intent  dated 
December  14, 1973. 
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Secttion  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That,  acting  pursu;ant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby- 
found  and  determined,  as  follows : 

(1)  The  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  pur- 
suant to  the  Act  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  the  In- 
dustry for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  acquiring 
pollution  control  facilities  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act 
will  facilitate  and  expedite  the  acquisition,  construction,  in- 
stallation And  equipping  of  such  pollution  control  facilities 
by  the  Industry ; 

(2)  The  acquisition  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
by  the  Industry  and  the  financing  thereof  provided  in 
this  Ordinance  will  (a)  promote  the  declared  legislative  pur- 
poses of  the  Act  through  furtherance  of  the  control,  reduc- 
tion or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  environment,  and 
(b)  facilitate  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Federal, 
State  and  local  laws  and  regulations  governing  the  control, 
reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  environment, 
and  thus  will  (i)  sustain  jobs  and  employment  opportuni- 
ties and  aid  in  maintaining  employment,  thus  relieving  con- 
ditions of  unemployment  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in 
the  City;  (ii)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  a 
b;alanced  economy  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the 
City;  (iii)  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  in  the 
St^te  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City;  (iv)  promote  economic 
development;  (v)  protect  natural  resources;  and  (vi)  pro- 
mote the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  and  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

(3)  In  addition  to  authorizing  the  City  itself  to  acquire 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  either  to  lease  or  to 
sell  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  to  the  Industry,  the  Act, 
as  an  alternative  procedure,  also  authorizes  pollution  con- 
trol financing  to  be  accomplished  in  the  form  of  a  loan  to 
the  Industry.  The  loan  form  of  transaction  avoids  indirect 
costs  and  burden  on  the  City  by  not  requiring  any  direct 
involvement  by  the  City  in  the  construction,  ownership  or 
administration  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities;  it  per- 
mits, however,  ample  controls  to  be  imposed  on  the  use  of 
the  Bond  proceeds  to  insure  that  the  public  purposes  of 
the  Act  and  the  revenue  bonds  are  fully  accomplished.  It 
is,  therefore,  in  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the 
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City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  to  finance  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  by  a  loan  to  the  Industry.  This  Ordinance 
contemplates  and  authorizes  a  transaction  in  the  form  of 
a  loan  of  the  revenue  Bond  proceeds  by  the  City  to  the 
Industry,  rather  th^n  a  transaction  in  the  form  of  a  lease 
or  sale  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities.  Accordingly,  this 
Ordinance,  together  with  the  Loan  Agreement  authorized 
herebj^  contains  such  provisions  as  the  City  deems  appro- 
priate to  effect  the  financing  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facili- 
ties by  the  loan  form  of  transaction. 

(4)  Neither  bonds  nor  interest  coupons  issued  under 
the  authority  of  the  Act  constitute  an  indebtedness  of  the 
City  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers 
of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  pro- 
vision or  provision  of  the  City  Charter  or  statutory  limita- 
tion and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary 
liability  of  the  City.  The  principal  amount  of  the  loan  and 
the  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Industry  pursuant  to  the 
Loan  Agreement  authorized  hereby  will  be  paid  directly 
to,  and  will  be  disbursed  by,  an  independent  Trustee  ap- 
pointed hereby;  no  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with 
the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control 
of  the  City  but  only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks 
as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  to  insure  that  the 
Bond  proceeds  ^re  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes 
of  the  Act  and  this  Ordinance.  The  transactions  authorized 
hereby  do  not  constitute  any  physical  public  betterment 
or  improvement  or  the  acquisition  of  property  by  the  City  ; 
the  public  purposes  expressed  in  the  Act  are  intended  to  be 
achieved  by  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  pollution  control 
facilities  by  the  Industry. 

(5)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  either  on  its  own  behalf  or  for  the  pur- 
pose of  creating  any  security  for  the  Bonds,  which  security 
shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  the  absolute,  irrevocable, 
unconditional  obligation  of  the  Industry  to  make  the  pay- 
ments required  by  the  Loan  Agreement.  Accordingly, 
this  Ordinance  definitely  fixes  and  determines  the  amount 
of  revenue  derived  from  payments  on  the  loan  which  is 
necessary  to  be  set  Apart  and  applied  to  the  payment  of 
principal,  interest  or  premium  of  the  Bonds. 
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(6)  (a)  No  part  or  portion  of  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  as  defined  in  this  Ordi- 
nance, shall  be  set  aside  as  a  depreciation  account  (men- 
tioned in  the  Act)  since  neither  the  City  nor  the  Bond- 
holders desire,  or  are  creating,  any  interest  in  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  ;and  such  a  depreciation  account 
would  (i)  be  inconsistent  with  the  form  of  loan  transac- 
tion, and  (ii)  place  an  unreasonable  burden  on  the  In- 
dustry so  as  to  effect  the  feasibility  of  the  transaction  and 
thus  frustrate  the  legislative  purposes  of  the  Act  and  (b) 
a  covenant  such  as  that  permitted  by  Section  266G(c) 
of  the  Act  is  similarly  inconsistent  with  the  form  of  trans- 
action authorized  hereby  in  which  neither  the  City  nor 
the  Bondholders  obtain  or  retain  an  interest  in  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  and  is,  therefore,  a  procedure  which 
is  not  contemplated  by  the  Act  in  connection  with  this 
transaction. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  not  exceeding  $10,000,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bonds  (Al- 
lied Chemical  Corporation  Project),  1974  Series,  is  hereby 
authorized  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  such 
Bonds  to  be  solely  and  exclusively  payable  from,  and 
secured  by,  the  revenue  derived  from  payments  on  the 
loan  to  the  Industry  as  provided  herein. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized,  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  the  In- 
dustry and  the  prospective  purchasers  of  the  Bonds,  to 
cause  an  official  statement  to  be  prepared  for  distribution 
to  prospective  purchasers  of  the  Bonds.  Such  official  state- 
ment shall  be  presented  to  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
for  final  approval  by  resolution  ^t  the  time  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  act  upon  a  resolution  or  resolutions 
determining  the  matters  required  by  this  Ordinance  to  be 
determined  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Nothing  con- 
tained in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  preclude  the 
distribution,  prior  to  final  approval  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance,  of  a  preliminary  official  statement;  provided 
that  such  preliminary  official  statement  shall  be  clearly 
marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject  to  such  final  approval. 
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It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds  at  private 
sale,  as  authorized  by  the  Act,  upon  terms  and  conditions 
approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by  resolution 
adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such  resolution 
shall  authorize  the  Mayor  to  execute  a  bond  purchase 
agreement  with  the  purchasers  of  the  Bonds.  Such  resolu- 
tion, or  supplementary  resolutions  adopted  concurrently 
therewith,  shall  also  prescribe  (i)  the  maturities  and  the 
interest  rate  or  rates  to  be  borne  by  the  Bonds,  (ii)  cer- 
tain redempjtion  provisions  for  the  Bonds  as  provided  in 
Section  3.01  of  this  Ordinance,  (iii)  the  sinking  fund  require- 
ments, if  any,  for  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  3.02  of 
this  Ordinance,  and  (iv)  such  other  matters  as  may  be 
required  by  this  Ordinance  or  deemed  appropriate  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  and 
coupons  are  to  be  issued,  authenticated  and  delivered,  and 
all  property  subject  to  or  to  become  subject  to  this  Ordi- 
nance, including  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan  (as  herein  defined),  is  to  be  held  and  ap- 
plied, upon  and  subject  to  the  following  covenants,  con- 
ditions, uses  and  trusts;  and  the  City,  for  itself  and  its 
successors,  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with 
the  Trustee  and  its  successors  in  the  trust  and  with  all 
those  who  shall,  from  time  to  time,  hold  the  Bonds  and 
coupons,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  benefit  of  all  such  holders, 
as  follows : 

ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

The  terms  defined  in  this  Article  I  shall,  for  aH  purposes 
of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  ordinances  or  resolutions  sup- 
plemental hereto  now  or  hereafter  entered  into  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  hereof,  have  the  meaning^ 
herein  specified,  unless  the  context  clearly  otherwise  re- 
quires : 

"Act"  shall  mean  Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of 
Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Re- 
placement Volume,  as  amended),  as  re-enacted  by  Chapter 
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352  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1972,  and  all  future  acts 
supplemental  thereto  or  amendatory  thereof. 

"Additional  Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  issued 
under  Section  2.09  of  this  Ordinance. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  shall  mean  the  Block  Street  chemical 
factory  located  within  the  City  and  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Industry. 

"Bond"  or  "Bonds"  means  the  Pollution  Control  Revenue 
Bonds  of  the  City  of  all  Series  from  time  to  time  authenti- 
cated and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance.  The  1974  Series 
Bond  means  the  Bonds  identified  as  such  in  Section  2.02 
hereof. 

"Bond  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  in  Section  5.02 
hereof. 

"Bondholder"  or  "Holder"  or  "Owner  of  the  Bonds" 
means  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  and  the  registered 
owner  of  any  Bond. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  ^nd  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners  of  Finance"  means  that  board  of  finance 
known  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, Maryland. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  by  Sec- 
tion 6.02  hereof. 

"Coupon"  or  "coupons"  means  any  interest  coupon  or 
all  the  interest  coupons,  as  the  case  may  be,  appertaining 
to  the  Bonds. 

The  term  "Default"  or  "Event  of  Default"  means  any 
of  those  defaults  specified  in  and  defined  by  Section  10.01 
hereof. 

"Extraordinary  Services"  and  "Extraordinary  Ex- 
penses" means  all  services  rendered  and  all  expenses  in- 
curred under  the  Ordinance  other  than  Ordinary  Services 
and  Ordinary  Expenses. 

"Industry"  means  Allied  Chemical  Corporation,  a  New 
York  corporation,  and  its  successors  and  assigns  and  any 
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surviving,  resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as  provided 
in  Section  6.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

"Loan  Agreement"  means  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be 
executed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and  be- 
tween the  City  ^nd  the  Industry,  and  any  amendments 
or  supplements  thereto,  and  shall  include  the  Note  issued 
thereunder. 

"Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body  of 

the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  any  successor  body. 

"Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry  in 
substantially  the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  the  Loan 
agreement,  as  required  by  Section  4.01  hereof. 

"Ordinance"  me^ns  this  Ordinance  and  any  ordinance 
or  resolution  (or  other  action  or  instrument  authorized  by 
this  Ordinance)  supplemental  hereto  or  amendatory  hereof. 

"Ordinary  Services"  and  "Ordinary  Expenses"  means 
those  services  normally  rendered  and  those  expensea 
normally  incurred  by  a  trustee  under  instruments  similar 
to  this  Ordinance. 

The  term  "Outstanding"  or  "Bonds  Outstanding"  means 
all  Bonds  which  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  de- 
livered by  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  except : 

(a)  Bonds  theretofore  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  or 
theretofore  delivered  to  the  Trustee  for  cancellation ; 

(b)  Bonds  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  which 
cash  funds  or  securities,  as  provided  in  Section  9.01  hereof 
shall  have  been  theretofore  deposited  with  the  Trustee 
(whether  upon  or  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption 
date  of  any  such  Bonds) ;  provided  that  if  such  Bonds  are 
to  be  redeemed  prior  to  the  maturity  thereof,  notice  of 
such  redemption  shall  have  been  given  or  arrangements 
satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  sh^ll  have  been  made  therefor, 
or  waiver  of  such  notice  satisfactory  in  form  to  the  Trustee, 
shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Trustee ;  and 

(c)  Bonds  in  lieu  of  which  others  have  been  authenti- 
cated under  Section  2.07  hereof,  unless  proof  satisfactory 
to  the  Trustee  is  presented  to  the  Trustee  that  any  such 
Bonds  are  held  by  bona  fide  purch^ers  as  that  term  is 
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defined  in  Subtitle  8  of  Article  95B  of  the  Annotated  Code 
of  Maryland  (Maryland  Uniform  Commercial  Code),  as 
amended,  in  which  case  the  Bond  or  Bonds  so  replaced  and 
the  Bond  or  Bonds  authenticated  and  delivered  therefor 
shall  be  deemed  outstanding. 

"Person"  means  natural  persons,  firms,  associations, 
corporations  and  public  bodies. 

"Pollution  Control  Facilities"  means  the  facilities  de- 
signed to  collect,  treat  and  dispose  of  atmospheric  emis- 
sions and  the  industrial  effluent  originating  at  the  Balti- 
more Plant,  which  are  generally  described  in  Exhibit  A  to 
the  Loan  Agreement  and  which  are  pollution  control  facili- 
ties within  the  meaning  of  Section  103  (c)  (4)  (F)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended. 

"Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan" 
means  ;all  moneys  payable  by  the  Industry  to  the  City 
under  the  Loan  Agreement  and  all  other  revenues  of  the 
City  attributable  to  the  financing  of  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities. 

"Treasurer"  means  the  Treasurer  or  Deputy  Treasurer 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

"Trust  Estate"  means  at  any  particular  time  all  moneys 
which  at  such  time  are  deposited  or  are  required  to  be  de- 
posited with  the  Trustee  or  to  be  held  in  trust  under  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  property  which 
at  such  time  is  covered  or  intended  to  be  covered  by  the 
claim  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trust  company  or  banking  cor- 
por;ation  and  its  successor  or  successors  as  trustee  here- 
under, designated  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

ARTICLE  II 

DESCRIPTION,  AUTHORIZATION,  MANNER  OF 
EXECUTION,  AUTHENTICATION,  REGISTRATION 
AND  TRANSFER  OF  BONDS 

Section  2.01.  The  City  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the 
principal  of,  the  interest  on,  and  the  redemption  premium 
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(if  any)  on,  the  Bonds  only  out  of  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  pledged  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof  under  this  Ordinance,  and  not  otherwise.  The 
City  may,  at  its  option,  pay  the  principal  of,  the  interest 
on,  and  the  redemption  premium  (if  any)  on,  the  Bonds 
out  of  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for 
the  payment  thereof.  All  the  Bonds  to  be  issued  hereunder 
shall  be  equally  and  ratably  secured,  to  the  extent  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  by  the  Pledge  of  the  Receipts  ^nd 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan. 

Section  2.02.  There  is  hereby  created  for  issuance  under 
this  Ordinance  a  series  of  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  not  exceeding  $10,000,000  each  of  which  shall 
bear  the  descriptive  title  "City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bond  (Allied  Chemical  Corpora- 
tion Project),  1974  Series."  The  Bonds  shall  be  dated, 
shall  be  issued  as  coupon  Bonds  in  the  denomination  of 
$5,000  each,  registrable  as  to  principal  only  or  as  fully 
registered  bonds  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000  or  multiples 
thereof,  shall  mature,  shall  be  numbered,  shall  bear  such 
r^te  or  rates  of  interest  from  their  date  until  maturity  or 
until  the  date  fixed  for  redemption,  all  as  provided  in  a 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted  prior 
to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such  interest  shall  be  payable 
semi-annually,  and  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  the  right 
of  prior  redemption  at  the  prices  and  dates  set  forth  in 
said  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  and  upon 
the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  and  premium  (if  any) 
payable  upon  the  redemption  of,  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid 
in  any  coin  or  currency  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which,  at  the  respective  times  of  payment,  is  legal  tender 
for  the  payment  of  public  ^nd  private  debts  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Trustee  or  its  successor  in  trust. 

Section  2.03.  The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  on  behalf 
of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed 
or  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  City  Treasurer 
or  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  provided  that  at  least  one  of 
s^id  signatures  shall  be  a  manual  signature.  The  coupons 
attached  to  the  coupon  Bonds  shall  be  executed  bv  the 
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facsimiles  of  the  official  signatures  of  said  City  Treasurer 
or  Deputy  City  Treasurer  and  such  facsimiles  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  said  City  Treasurer  or 
Deputy  City  Treasurer  had  manually  sigfned  each  of  the 
coupons.  The  Bonds,  together  with  interest  thereon,  shall 
be  limited  obligations  of  the  City  payable  from  the  Bond 
Fund  and  shall  be  a  valid  claim  of  the  respective  holders 
thereof  only  against  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan  which  (except  amounts  paid  by  the  In- 
dustry pursuant  to  Sections  6.5  and  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
m'^iit)  are  hereby  pledged  ^nd  assigned  for  the  equal  and 
ratable  payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  coupons  and  shall 
be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  pay  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  except  as  may 
be  otherwise  expressly  authorized  in  this  Ordinance.  Neither 
the  Bonds  nor  the  coupons  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebt- 
edness or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing 
power  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  state  con- 
stitutional or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and 
shall  never  constitute  nor  give  rise  to  a  pecuniary  liability 
of  the  City. 

In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  facsimile  signa- 
ture shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to 
be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds,  such 
signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and 
sufficient  for  .all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  he  had  remained 
in  office  until  delivery. 

Section  2.04.  Only  such  Bonds  as  shall  have  endorsed 
thereon  a  certificate  of  authentication  substantially  in  the 
form  hereinafter  set  forth  duly  executed  by  the  Trustee 
shall  be  entitled  to  any  right  or  benefit  under  this  Ordi- 
nance. No  Bond  and  no  coupon  appertaining  to  any  Bond 
shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  unless  and 
until  such  certificate  of  authentication  shall  have  been 
duly  executed  by  the  Trustee,  and  such  executed  certificate 
of  the  Trustee  upon  any  such  Bond  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  that  such  Bond  has  been  authenticated  and  de- 
livered under  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee's  certificate  of 
authentication  on  any  Bond  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
executed  by  it  if  signed  by  an  authorized  signature  of  the 
Trustee,  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  that  the  same  person 
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sign  the  certificate  of  authentication  on  all  of  the  Bonds 
issued  hereunder.  Before  authenticating  or  delivering  any 
Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall  detach  ^nd  cancel  all  matured 
coupons,  if  any,  appertaining  thereto,  and  such  cancelled 
coupons  shall  be  cremated  by  the  Trustee  and  a  certificate 
of  cremation  or  other  destruction  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City  by  the  Trustee. 

Section  2.05.  The  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
and  the  coupons  attached,  if  any,  thereto  shall  be  sub- 
stantially in  "the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  with  such  ap- 
propriate variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  are  per- 
mitted or  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  by  a  resolution  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of 
the  Bonds. 

Section  2.06.  The  City  shall  execute  ^nd  deliver  to  the 
Trustee  and  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds  in 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $10,000,000 
and  deliver  them  to  the  purchaser  as  may  be  directed  by 
the  City  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.06  provided. 

Prior  to  the  authentication  by  the  Trustee  of  any  of 
the  Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee : 

1.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  this  Ordinance. 

2.  An  original  executed  counterpart  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment. 

3.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  setting  forth  the  details  relating  to 
the  Bonds  as  prescribed  by  Section  2.02  hereof. 

4.  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on  be- 
half of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authenticate 
and  deliver  the  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  not  exceeding  $10,000,000  to  the  purchasers  therein 
identified  upon  payment  to  the  Trustee  but  for  account 
of  the  City  of  a  sum  specified  in  such  request  and  author- 
ization plus  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery. 
Such  proceeds  sh^ll  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  de- 
posited to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction 
Fund  as  hereinafter  provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 
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Section  2.07.  In  the  event  any  Bond  is  mutilated,  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed,  the  City  may  execute  and  the  Trustee 
may  authenticate  a  new  Bond  of  like  date,  maturity  and 
denomination  as  that  mutil,ated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed, 
which  new  Bond  shall  have  attached  thereto  coupons  cor- 
responding in  all  respects  to  those  (if  any)  on  the  Bond 
mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed;  provided  that,  in  the 
case  of  any  mutilated  Bonds,  such  mutilated  Bond  to- 
gether with  all  coupons  (if  any)  appertaining  thereto  shall 
first  be  surrendered  to  the  City,  and  in  the  case  of  any  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed  Bond,  there  shall  be  first  furnished  to 
the  City  and  the  Trustee  evidence  of  such  loss,  theft  or 
destruction  satisfactory  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  to- 
gether with  indemnity  satisfactory  to  them.  In  the  event 
any  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  have  matured,  instead  of 
issuing  a  duplicate  Bond  or  coupon  the  City  may  pay  the 
same  without  surrender  thereof.  The  City  and  the  Trustee 
may  charge  the  holder  or  owner  of  such  Bond  with  their 
reasonable  fees  and  expenses  in  this  connection. 

Section  2.08.  All  the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  negotiable,  subject  to  the  provisions  for  registra- 
tion and  transfer  contained  in  this  Ordinance  and  in  the 
Bonds.  So  long  as  jany  of  the  Bonds  shall  remain  out- 
standing, the  City  shall  maintain  and  keep,  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Treasurer,  books  for  the  registration  and 
transfer  of  Bonds;  and,  upon  presentation  thereof  for 
such  purpose  at  said  office,  the  Treasurer  sh^H  register  or 
cause  to  be  registered  therein,  and  permit  to  be  transferred 
thereon,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  it  or  the 
Trustee  may  prescribe,  any  Bond  entitled  to  registration 
or  transfer.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  remain  out- 
standing, the  City  sh.all  make  all  necessary  provisions  to 
permit  the  exchange  of  Bonds  at  the  principal  office  of  the 
Treasurer. 

All  coupon  Bonds  shall  pass  by  delivery,  unless  regis- 
tered as  to  principal  other  than  to  bearer  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  Section  2.08.  Any  coupon  Bond  may  be 
registered  as  to  principal  on  the  books  of  the  City  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer,  upon  presentation  thereof 
at  said  office  and  the  payment  of  a  charge  sufficient  to 
reimburse  the  City  for  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  registra- 
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tion,  and  such  registration  shall  be  noted  on  such  Bond. 
After  said  registr;ation  no  transfer  thereof  shall  be  valid 
unless  made  on  said  books  at  the  written  request  of  the 
registered  owner  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writing, 
and  similarly  noted  on  such  Bond;  but  such  Bond  may  be 
discharged  from  registration  by  being  in  like  manner 
transferred  to  bearer,  after  which  it  shall  again  become 
transferable  by  delivery. 

Thereafter  such  Bond  may  again,  from  time  to  time, 
be  registered^  or  discharged  from  registration  in  the  same 
manner.  Registration  of  any  coupon  Bond  as  to  principal, 
however,  shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  by  delivery  of 
the  coupons  appertaining  to  such  Bond,  but  such  coupons 
shall  continue  to  p^ss  by  delivery  and  shall  remain  pay- 
able to  bearer. 

As  to  any  coupon  Bond  registered  as  to  principal  other 
than  to  bearer  the  person  in  whose  name  the  same  shall 
be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City  may  be  deemed  and 
regarded  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether  such 
Bonds  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  all  purposes,  except  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  coupons;  and  pay- 
ment of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  or  redemption 
price,  if  any,  of  such  Bond  shall  be  made  only  to,  or  upon 
the  order  of,  such  registered  owner  thereof,  but  such  reg- 
istration may  be  changed  as  above  provided.  All  such  pay- 
ments shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  discharge 
the  liability  upon  such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  or 
sums  so  paid.  The  City,  the  Trustee  and  any  paying  agent 
may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  as  the 
absolute  owner  thereof,  whether  such  coupon  shall  be  over- 
due or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  thereof 
and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever,  and  m.ay  deem  and 
treat  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  which  shall  not  at 
the  time  be  registered  as  to  principal  other  than  to  bearer, 
or  the  person  in  whose  name  any  coupon  Bond  for  the  time 
being  shall  be  registered  upon  the  Books  of  the  City,  as  the 
absolute  owner  of  such  Bond,  whether  such  Bond  sh^all  be 
overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of 
the  principal  or  redemption  price  thereof  and  for  all 
other  purposes  whatsoever  except  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ceiving payment  of  coupons,  and  neither  the  City,  nor  the 
Trustee  nor  any  paying  agent  shall  be  affected  by  any

notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  the  Trustee  and 
each  paying  agent  harmless  from  and  against  any  and 
all  loss,  cost,  charge,  expense,  judgment  or  liability  in- 
curred by  it,  acting  in  good  faith  ^nd  without  negligence 
hereunder,  in  so  treating  such  bearer  or  registered  owner. 

Each  registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall  be  trans- 
ferable only  upon  the  books  of  the  City,  which  shall  be 
kept  for  that  purpose  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treas- 
urer, at  the  written  request  of  the  registered  owner  thereof 
or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writing,  upon  surrender 
thereof,  together  with  a  written  instrument  of  transfer 
satisfactory  to  the  Treasurer  duly  executed  by  the  regis- 
tered owner  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney.  Upon  the 
transfer  of  any  such  registered  Bond,  the  City  shall  issue 
in  the  name  of  the  transferee,  in  authorized  denomina- 
tions, a  new  registered  Bond  or  Bonds  without  coupons, 
or,  at  the  option  of  the  transferee,  coupon  Bonds,  with 
appropriate  coupons  attached,  of  the  same  aggregate 
principal  amount,  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  as  the 
surrendered  Bonds. 

The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  deem  and  tre^t  the  per- 
son in  whose  name  any  outstanding  registered  Bond  with- 
out coupons  shall  be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City 
as  the  absolute  owner  of  such  Bond,  whether  such  Bond 
shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  pay- 
ment of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  and  redemption 
price,  if  any,  of  and  interest  on  such  Bond  and  for  all 
other  purposes,  ^nd  all  such  payments  so  made  to  any 
such  registered  owner  or  upon  his  order  shall  be  valid 
and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  discharge  the  liability  upon 
such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  or  sums  so  paid,  and 
neither  the  City  nor  the  Trustee  shall  be  affected  by  any 
notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  the  Trustee 
harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all  loss,  cost,  charge, 
expense,  judgment  or  liability  incurred  by  it,  acting  in 
good  faith  and  without  negligence  hereunder,  in  so  treat- 
ing such  registered  owner. 

Coupon  Bonds,  upon  surrender  thereof  at  the  principal 
office    of    the    Treasurer    with    all    unmatured    coupons 
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attached,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  holder  thereof,  be 
exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the  same  series, 
maturity  and  interest  rate  of  any  of  the  authorized  de- 
nominations. 

Registered  Bonds  without  coupons,  upon  surrender 
thereof  at  the  principal  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  with 
a  written  instrument  of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  duly  executed  by  the  registered  owner  or  his 
duly  Authorized  attorney,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  regis- 
tered owner  thereof,  be  exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  coupon  Bonds  of  the  same  series, 
maturity  and  interest  rate  with  appropriate  coupons 
attached,  or  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the 
same  series,  maturity  and  interest  r^te  of  any  other 
authorized  denominations. 

In  all  cases  in  which  the  privilege  of  exchanging  Bonds 
or  transferring  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  is  exer- 
cised, the  City  shall  execute  and  the  Trustee  shall  authen- 
ticate and  deliver  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance.  All  registered  Bonds  surren- 
dered in  any  such  exchanges  or  transfers  shall  forthwith  be 
cancelled  by  the  Trustee.  All  coupon  Bonds  and  the  cou- 
pons appertaining  to  such  Bonds  surrendered  in  any  such 
exchanges  or  transfers  shall  be  retained  in  the  possession 
of  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  reissuance  upon  subsequent 
exchanges  and  the  City,  prior  to  the  reissuance  of  ;any 
such  coupon  Bonds,  shall  detach  therefrom  and  cancel  all 
matured  coupons.  For  every  such  exchange  or  transfer 
of  Bonds,  whether  temporary  or  definitive,  the  City  or  the 
Trustee  may  make  a  charge  sufficient  to  reimburse  it  for 
any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid 
with  respect  to  such  exchange  or  transfer,  which  sum  or 
sums  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  requesting  such  exchange 
or  transfer  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  exercise  of  the 
privilege  of  making  such  exchange  or  transfer.  Notwith- 
standing any  other  provision  of  this  ordinance,  the  cost 
of  preparing  each  new  coupon  Bond  or  registered  Bond 
without  coupons  upon  e.ach  exchange  or  transfer,  and  any 
other  expenses  of  the  City  or  the  Trustee  incurred  in  con- 
nection therewith  (except  any  applicable  tax  or  other 
governmental  charge)  shall  be  paid  from  the  Bond  Fund. 
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The  City  shall  not  be  obliged  to  make  any  such  exchange 
or  transfer  of  Bonds  during  the  fifteen  (15)  days  next 
preceding  an  interest  payment  date  on  the  Bonds  or,  in  the 
case  of  3ny  proposed  redemption  of  Bonds,  next  preceding 
the  date  of  the  first  publication  of  notice  of  such  redemp- 
tion. The  City  shall  not  be  required  to  make  any  transfer 
or  exchange  of  any  Bonds  called  for  redemption. 

Section  2.09.  The  City,  at  the  request  of  the  Industry 
and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  in  effect  at  the  time 
thereof,  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  issue  Additional  Bonds 
from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional 
moneys,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  to  provide  additional  pollu- 
tion control  facilities  which  shall  become  part  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities,  on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds  and 
any  Additional  Bonds  theretofore  or  thereafter  issued  and 
payable  from  the  Bond  Fund.  Before  any  Additional  Bonds 
are  authenticated  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Trustee  the 
items  required  therefor  by  Section  2.10  hereof.  The  proceeds 
of  any  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  used  solely  to  pay  the  costs 
of  completing  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  of  improve- 
ment or  acquisition  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and 
to  pay  the  costs  incident  to  the  issuance  of  the  Additional 
Bonds,  in  accordance  with  Section  6.7  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, 

Such  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  series  and 
principal  amounts,  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest  at 
such  rate  or  rates,  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  at  such 
times  and  prices,  and  shall  mature  in  such  years  as  the 
ordinance  supplemental  hereto  authorizing  the  issuance 
thereof  shall  fix  and  determine,  and  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Trustee  for  authentication  and  delivery. 

Section  2.10.  Upon  the  adoption  in  each  instance  of  an 
appropriate  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  the  City  shall 
execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  shall 
authenticate,  such  Additional  Bonds  and  deliver  them  to  the 
purchaser  or  purchasers  as  may  be  directed  by  the  City, 
as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.10  provided.  Prior  to  the 
delivery  by  the  Trustee  of  any  such  Bonds  there  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Trustee : 
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(1)  A  valid  and  effective  amendment  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  pursuant  to  Section  10.6  thereof,  providing  for 
an  increase  in  the  obligations  of  the  City  and  the  Industry 
ill  accordance  with  Section  4.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

(2)  A  duly  enacted  supplemental  ordinance  providing 
for  the  issuance  of  such  new  series  of  Additional  Bonds. 

(3)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  providing  the  terms  of  such  Addi- 
tional Bonds. 

(4)  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  deliver  such 
Bonds  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  therein  identified 
upon  payment  to  the  Trustee,  for  the  account  of  the  City 
of  a  specified  sum  plus  any  accrued  interest.  The  proceeds 
of  such  Bonds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  de- 
posited to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction 
Fund  as  hereinafter  provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 

Section  2.11.  1.  One  or  more  series  of  refunding  Bonds 
may  be  authenticated  and  delivered  upon  original  issuance 
to  refund  all  but  not  less  than  all  the  Bonds  of  one  or 
more  series  then  outstanding.  Refunding  Bonds  shall  be 
issued  in  a  principal  amount  sufliicient,  together  with  other 
moneys  available  therefor,  to  accomplish  such  refunding 
and  to  make  the  deposits  in  the  Bond  Fund  required  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Section  or  by  the  provisions  of  the  sup- 
plemental ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds. 

2.  Refunding  Bonds  of  each  series  issued  to  refund  one 
cr  more  series  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  be  authen- 
ticated and  delivered  by  the  Trustee  only  upon  receipt  by 
it  (in  addition  to  the  documents  required  by  Section  2.06) 
of: 

( 1 )  Irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfactory 
to  it,  to  give  due  notice  of  redemption  of  all  the  Bonds  to 
be  refunded  on  a  redemption  date  specified  in  such  in- 
structions ; 

(2)  If  the  Bonds  to  be  refunded  are  not  by  their  terms 
subject  to  redemption  within  the  next  succeeding  60  days, 
irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfactory  to  it, 
to  make  due  publication  of  the  notice  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion 3.03  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and 
coupons  being:  refunded ; 
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(3)  Either  (i)  moneys  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  effect 
payment  at  the  applicable  redemption  price  of  the  Bonds 
to  be  refunded,  together  with  accrued  interest  on  such 
Bonds  to  the  redemption  date,  which  moneys  shall  be  held 
by  the  Trustee  in  a  separate  account  irrevocably  in  trust 
for  and  assigned  to  the  respective  holders  of  the  Bonds  to 
be  refunded,  or  (ii)  investments  in  such  principal  amounts, 
of  such  maturities,  bearing  such  interest,  and  otherwise 
having  such  terms  and  qualifications,  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  9.01  hereof  and 
any  moneys  required  pursuant  to  said  Section  9.01  hereof, 
which  investments  and  moneys  shall  be  held  in  trust  and 
used  only  as  provided  in  said  Section  9.01  hereof. 

The  proceeds,  including  accrued  interest,  of  the  refund- 
ing Bonds  of  each  such  series  shall  be  applied  simultane- 
ously with  the  delivery  such  Bonds  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such 
Bonds. 

3.  Any  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  Bonds  not 
needed  for  the  purposes  provided  in  this  Section  or  in  the 
supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund. 

ARTICLE  III 

REDEMPTION 

Section  3.01.  In  the  manner  and  with  the  effect  pro- 
vided in  this  ordinance,  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to 
redemption  prior  to  maturity,  either  at  the  option  of  the 
City  or  pursuant  to  certain  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
as  follows : 

(1)  The  Bonds  may  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity  on 
or  after  any  date  specified  and  at  the  times  and  in  the 
amounts  specified  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  either  as  a  whole  at  any  time  or  in  part  from 
time  to  time  on  any  interest  payment  date,  by  application 
of  any  moneys  available  for  that  purpose,  other  than 
moneys  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  in  accordance  with  the 
sinking  fund  provisions  and  moneys  from  the  sources 
described  in  (2)  below,  upon  pajTnent  in  each  case  of  the 
applicable  redemption  price,  expressed  as  a  percentage  of 
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principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed,  as  set  forth 
in  a  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  and  adopted 
prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the 
redemption  date. 

(2)  The  Bonds  also  may  be  redeemed  (a)  as  a  whole 
at  any  time  upon  the  exercise  by  the  Industry  of  its  option 
to  terminate  the  Loan  Agreement  as  provided  in  Section 
9.2  thereof,  or  (b)  in  part,  at  any  time,  in  inverse  order 
of  maturities  (by  lot  within  a  maturity)  upon  the  exercise 
by  tlie  Industry  of  its  option  of  a  partial  prepayment  of 
the  loan  as  pfovided  in  Section  9.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 
Any  of  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal  amount  thereof, 
plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date. 

(3)  The  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  in  accord- 
ance  Vv^th  the  sinking  fund  provisions  of  Section  3.02  hereof 
in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the  princi- 
pal amount  thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemp- 
tion date. 

In  the  case  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of 
denominations  greater  than  $5,000,  if  less  than  all  of  such 
Bonds  then  outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  redemption, 
then  for  all  purposes  in  connection  with  redemption,  each 
$5,000  of  principal  amount  shall  be  treated  as  though  it 
was  a  separate  bond  of  the  denomination  of  $5,000  bearing 
one  of  the  numbers  borne  by  such  registered  Bond  without 
coupons.  If  it  is  determined  that  one  or  more,  but  not  all 
of  the  $5,000  units  of  principal  amount  represented  by 
any  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  is  to  be  called 
for  redemption,  then  upon  notice  of  intention  to  redeem 
such  $5,000  unit  or  units,  the  ov/ner  of  such  registered  Bond 
without  coupons  shall  forthwith  surrender  such  Bond  to 
the  Trustee  (1)  for  payment  of  the  redemption  price 
(including  the  redemption  premium,  if  any,  and  interest 
to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption)  of  the  $5,000  unit  or 
units  of  principal  amount  called  for  redemption  and  (2) 
in  exchange  for  a  new  Bond  or  Bonds  of  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  the  unredeemed  balance  of  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  and 
of  like  maturity  and  interest  rate,  and  such  new  Bond  or 
Bonds  shall  be  numbered  corresponding  to  the  numbers  of 
the  $5,000  units  of  principal  amount  not  called  for  redemp- 
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tion.  New  Bonds  representing  the  unredeemed  balance  of 
the  principal  amount  of  such  registered  Bond  without  cou- 
pons shall  be  issued  to  the  registered  owner  thereof,  with- 
out charge  therefor.  If  the  owner  of  any  such  registered 
Bond  without  coupons  of  a  denomination  greater  than 
$5,000  shall  fail  to  present  such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  for 
payment  and  exchange  as  afores^aid,  such  Bond  shall, 
nevertheless,  become  due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed 
for  redemption  to  the  extent  of  the  $5,000  unit  or  units 
of  principal  amount  called  for  redemption  (and  to  that 
extent  only) ;  interest  shall  cease  to  accrue  on  the  portion 
of  the  principal  amount  of  such  Bond  represented  by  such 
$5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  on  and  after  the 
date  fixed  for  redemption  provided  that  funds  sufficient  for 
the  payment  of  the  redemption  price  shall  have  been  de- 
posited with  the  Trustee,  and  shall  be  available  for  the 
redemption  of  said  $5,000  unit  or  units  on  the  date  fixed 
for  redemption  and,  in  such  event,  such  Bond  sh^ll  not  be 
entitled  to  the  benefit  or  security  of  this  ordinance  to  the 
extent  of  the  portion  of  its  principal  amount  (and  accrued 
interest  thereon  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  and  appli- 
cable premium,  if  any)  represented  by  such  $5,000  unit  or 
units  of  principal  amount,  nor  shall  new  Bonds  be  there- 
after issued  coresponding  to  said  unit  or  units. 

Section  3.02.  As  and  for  a  sinking  fund  for  the  retire- 
ment of  the  Bonds  subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions 
provided  herein,  the  City  sh^ll  cause  to  be  deposited  in  the 
Bond  Fund  at  least  one  business  day  before  each  sinking 
fund  payment  date  out  of  the  payments  under  the  Loan 
Agreement  an  amount  sufficient  to  redeem  or  to  pay  (after 
credit  as  provided  below)  the  principal  amounts  of  such 
Bonds  subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions  provided 
herein  on  the  dates  and  the  amounts  specified  in  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

At  its  option,  to  be  exercised  prior  to  the  forty-fifth  day 
next  preceding  any  sinking  fund  payment  date,  the  City 
may  (i)  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  deposit  in  the 
Bond  Fund,  as  an  advance  payment  of  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  such  amount  of  funds  as 
the  Industry  may  determine,  with  written  instructions  to  the 
Trustee,  signed  in  the  name  of  the  Industry  by  ^n  author- 
ized officer   thereof,   to   apply   such   funds   prior  to   said 
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forty-fifth  day  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds  subject  to  the 
sinking  fund  provisions,  or  (ii)  deliver  to  the  Trustee  for 
cancellation  any  principal  amount  of  Bonds  subject  to  the 
sinking  fund  provisions,  or  (iii)  receive  a  credit  in  respect 
of  its  sinking  fund  payment  for  any  such  Series  which 
prior  to  said  sinking  fund  payment  date  have  been  pur- 
chased or  redeemed  (otherwise  than  through  the  operation 
of  the  sinking  fund)  and  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  and 
not  theretofore  applied  as  a  credit  against  any  sinking 
fund  payment. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  funds  and  instructions  specified  in 
(i),  the  Trustee  shall  use  all  reasonable  efforts  to  expend 
such  funds  as  nearly  ^as  may  be  practicable  in  the  pur- 
chase of  such  Bonds  at  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount 
thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  such  sinking  fund  pay- 
ment date  on  or  prior  to  such  sinking  fund  payment  date. 
Any  such  funds  not  so  expended  by  the  Trustee  shall  be 
retained  in  the  Bond  Fund,  shall  not  thereafter  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  and  shall  be  ;applied  as  herein 
otherwise  provided  for  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Bonds  so 
purchased  or  presented  for  cancellation  as  provided  above 
shall  be  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  Section 
3.04  hereof  and  shall  be  credited,  at  their  principal  amount, 
until  the  full  amount  thereof  has  been  so  credited  ;against 
the  next  ensuing  and  future  sinking  fund  payments  in 
chronological  order  to  the  extent  otherwise  payable  out  of 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan. 

Section  3.03.  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  are  called 
for  redemption,  the  Trustee  shall  give  notice,  in  the  name 
of  the  City,  of  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds,  which  notice 
shall  specify  the  maturities  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed, 
the  redemption  date  and  the  place  or  places  where  amounts 
due  upon  such  redemption  will  be  payable  and,  if  less  than 
all  of  the  Bonds  of  any  maturity  are  to  be  redeemed,  the 
numbers  of  such  Bonds  so  to  be  redeemed.  Such  notice 
shall  be  given  by  publication  at  least  once  not  less  th^n  30 
days  nor  more  than  60  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date 
in  a  newspaper  or  financial  journal  of  general  circulation 
published  in  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York,  and  in  the 
case  of  the  redemption  of  fully  registered  Bonds  upon 
mailing  a  copy  of  the  redemption  notice  by  first  class  mail 
at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
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to  the  holder  of  each  registered  Bond  to  be  redeemed  at 
the  address  shown  on  the  registration  books;  provided, 
however,  that  failure  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing  or  any 
defect  therein,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  proceed- 
ings for  the  redemption  of  Bonds.  If  all  of  the  Bonds  to  be 
redeemed  ^re  registered  Bonds,  notice  by  mailing  given  by 
first  class  mail  to  the  holder  or  holders  thereof,  at  the 
addresses  shown  on  the  registration  books,  not  less  than 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  as  afore- 
said shall  be  sufficient,  and  published  notice  of  the  call 
for  redemption  need  not  be  given,  and  failure  duly  to  give 
such  notice  by  mailing,  or  any  defect  in  the  notice,  to  the 
holder  of  ^ny  registered  Bond  designated  for  redemption 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the 
redemption  of  any  other  Bond.  All  Bonds  so  called  for  re- 
demption will  cease  to  bear  interest  on  the  specified  redemp- 
tion date,  provided  funds  for  their  redemption  are  on  deposit 
with  the  Trustee  and  shall  no  longer  be  protected  by  the 
ordinance  and  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  outstanding  under 
the  provisions  of  the  ordinance.  If,  because  of  the  tempo- 
rary or  permanent  suspension  of  the  publication  or  general 
circulation  of  any  newspaper  or  financial  journal  or  for 
any  other  reason,  it  is  impossible  or  impracticable  to  pub- 
lish such  notice  of  call  for  redemption  in  the  manner  herein 
provided,  then  such  publications  in  lieu  thereof  as  shall 
be  made  with  the  approval  of  the  Trustee  shall  constitute 
a  sufficient  publication  of  notice. 

Section  3.04.  All  Bonds  which  have  been  redeemed  shall 
be  cancelled  and  destroyed  by  the  Trustee  together  with 
the  unmatured  coupons  appertaining  thereto  and  shall  not 
be  reissued  and  a  counterpart  of  the  certificate  of  destruc- 
tion evidencing  such  destruction  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
Trustee  to  the  City  ^nd  the  Industry.  All  Bonds  so  destroyed 
shall  thereafter  no  longer  be  considered  outstanding  for 
any  purposes  of  the  ordinance  or  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  3.05.  All  unpaid  coupons  which  appertain  to 
Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  and  which  shall  have  be- 
come payable  on  or  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
shall  continue  to  be  payable  to  the  bearers  thereof  sever- 
ally and  respectively  upon  the  presentation  and  surrender 
of  such  coupons. 
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Section  3.06.  If  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the 
particular  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Trustee  in  inverse  order  of  maturities.  If  less  than  all  of 
the  Bonds  of  a  particular  maturity  at  the  time  outstanding 
are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  particular  Bonds 
of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  lot 
by  the  Trustee  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustee,  in  its  discre- 
tion, may  determine.  The  Trustee  shall  call  for  redemption 
in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  as  many  Bonds 
as  will,  as  neaj-ly  ^as  practicable,  exhaust  the  moneys  avail- 
able therefor.  Particular  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  only  in 
the  principal  amount  of  $5,000  each. 

No  redemption  of  less  than  all  the  Bonds  at  the  time  out- 
standing other  than  in  accordance  with  the  sinking  fund 
provisions  of  Section  3.02  hereof,  shall  be  m^de  pursuant 
hereto  unless  the  total  amount  of  funds  available  and  to 
be  used  for  such  partial  redemption  is  equal  to  or  more 
than  $50,000. 

ARTICLE  IV 
LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  4.01.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  execute,  seal  and  deliver,  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
the  Loan  Agreement  (including  the  assignments  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  the  Note  to  the  Trustee)  in  substantially 
the  form  presented  to  the  City  Council  as  evidenced  by  a 
copy  of  such  form  certified  by  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer 
and  filed  among  the  permanent  records  of  the  City.  The 
City,  however,  is  hereby  authorized,  prior  to  execution  of 
the  Loan  Agreement  and  such  assignments,  to  make  such 
changes  or  modifications  in  the  form  of  such  Loan  Agree- 
ment, note  and  assignments  as  may  be  required  or  deemed 
appropriate  by  it  in  order  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the 
transaction  authorized  by  this  ordinance;  provided  that 
such  changes  shall  be  within  the  scope  of  the  transactions 
authorized  by  the  Act  and  are  adopted  by  resolution  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  prior  to  execution  of  said  Loan 
Agreement.  Such  execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and 
assignments  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the 
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due  execution,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  of  such  instruments 
which  shall  thereupon  become  binding  upon  the  City  in 
accordance  with  their  terms  as  authorized  by  the  Act. 

ARTICLE  V 
REVENUES  AND  FUNDS 

Section  5.01.  The  Bonds  herein  authorized  and  all  pay- 
ments by  the  City  hereunder  are  not  general  obligations  of 
the  City  but  are  limited  obligations  payable  solely  from 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  and 
as  authorized  and  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

The  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
are  to  be  remitted  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  account 
of  the  City  and  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Said  payments 
are  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  and  the  entire  amount 
of  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  (except 
amounts  paid  by  the  Industry  pursuant  to  Section  6.5 
and  Section  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement)  are  pledged  to  the 
p^ayment  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest 
on  the  Bonds.  The  City  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that 
it  will  not  create  any  lien  upon  said  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan  other  than  the  lien  hereby 
created. 

Section  5.02.  There  is  hereby  created  by  the  City  and 
ordered  established  with  the  Trustee  a  trust  fund  to  be 
designated  "City  of  Baltimore  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
Revenue  Bond  Fund- Allied  Chemical  Corporation  Project" 
(which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  ''Bond  Fund'*), 
which  shall  be  used  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium,  if 
any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  5.03.  There  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds  and  the  amount  required  by  Section  6.01  hereof.  In 
addition,  there  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond  Fund,  as 
and  when  received  (a)  any  amount  remaining  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund  to  the  extent  provided  in  Section  3.3.  (k) 
of  the  Loan  Agreement  except  as  otherwise  directed  pur- 
suant to  said  Section  3.3 (k);   (b)   all  payments  specified 
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in  Section  4.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement;  and  (c)  all  other 
moneys  received  by  the  Trustee  under  and  pursuant  to  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  when  accompa- 
nied by  directions  by  the  Industry  that  such  moneys  are 
to  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund.  The  City  hereby  covenants 
and  agrees  that  so  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  issued  here- 
under are  outstanding  it  will  deposit,  or  cause  to  be  depos- 
ited, in  the  Bond  Fund  for  its  account  sufficient  sums  from 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
promptly  to  meet  and  pay  the  principal  of,  interest  and 
premium,  if.  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due 
and  payable. 

Section  5.04.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  5.10  and 
Section  11.04  hereof,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  paj^ment  of  the  principal  of,  and  inter- 
est on,  and  premiums,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  and  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Bonds  at  or  prior  to  maturity.  Whenever 
the  amount  in  the  Bond  Fund  from  any  source  whatsoever 
is  sufficient  to  redeem  all  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  here- 
under and  to  pay  interest  to  accrue  thereon  prior  to  such 
redemption,  the  City  covenants  and  agrees,  upon  request 
of  the  Industry,  to  take  and  cause  to  be  taken  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  redeem  all  or  part  of  said  Bonds  on  the  next 
succeeding  redemption  date  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  3.01  hereof  for  which  the  required  redemption 
notice  may  be  given. 

Section  5.05.  The  Bond  Fund  shall  be  in  the  custody  of 
the  Trustee  but  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  the  City  hereby 
authorizes  and  directs  the  Trustee  to  withdraw  sufficient 
funds  from  the  Bond  Fund  to  pay  principal  of  and  interest 
and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become 
due  and  payable  and  to  make  such  funds  so  withdrawn 
available  to  the  Trustee  and  to  any  paying  agent  or  agents 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  said  principal  and  interest,  and 
premium,  if  any,  which  authorization  and  direction  the 
Trustee  hereby  accepts. 

Section  5.06.  In  the  event  any  Bonds  shall  not  be  pre- 
sented for  pajTiient  when  the  principal  thereof  becomes 
due,  either  at  maturity  or  at  the  date  lixed  for  redemption 
thereof  or  otherwise,  or  in  the  event  any  coupon  shall  not 
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be  presented  for  payment  at  the  due  date  thereof,  if  funds 
sufficient  to  pay  such  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  have  been 
made  available  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder 
or  holders  thereof,  all  liability  of  the  City  to  the  holder 
thereof  for  the  payment  of  such  Bond  or  coupon,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  forthwith  cease,  determine  and  be  com- 
pletely discharged,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Trustee  to  hold  such  fund  or  funds,  without  liability 
for  interest  thereon,  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  of  such 
Bond,  or  the  bearer  of  such  coupon,  as  the  case  may  be, 
who  shall  thereafter  be  restricted  exclusively  to  such  fund 
or  funds,  for  any  claim  of  whatever  nature  on  his  part 
under  this  ordinance  or  on,  or  with  respect  to,  said  Bond 
or  coupon. 

Section  5.07.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  Trustee, 
until  the  principal  of,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the 
Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount  equal  to 
the  annual  fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  Ordinary  Services 
of  the  Trustee  rendered,  as  Trustee,  and  its  Ordinary 
Expenses  incurred,  as  Trustee,  under  this  Indenture,  as 
and  when  the  same  becomes  due,  (ii)  the  reasonable  fees 
and  charges  of  the  Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  and  any  pay- 
ing agents  for  acting  as  paying  agent  as  and  when  the 
same  become  due,  and  (iii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges 
for  the  necessary  Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraordi- 
nary Expenses  of  the  Trustee  under  this  ordinance,  as  and 
when  the  same  become  due.  It  is  further  understood  and 
agreed  that  the  initial  or  acceptance  fees  of  the  Trustee 
and  the  fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and 
paying  agent  referred  to  in  the  preceding  sentence  which 
become  due  prior  to  the  Completion  Date  (as  defined  in  the 
Loan  Agreement)  will  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  from  the 
Construction  Fund  as  and  when  the  same  shall  become  due. 
The  Industry  may,  without  creating  a  default  hereunder, 
contest  in  good  faith  the  necessity  for  any  such  Extraor- 
dinary Services  and  Extraordinary  Expenses  and  the  rea- 
sonableness of  any  of  the  fees,  charges  or  expenses  re- 
ferred to  herein. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the 
Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  City  for  the  fees  and  expenses 
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of  the  Cit}^  Treasurer  as  bond  registrar,  and  i-easonable 
administrative  expenses,  if  any,  incurred  by  the  City  in  the 
administration  of  said  Loan  Agreement  and  of  the  Bonds 
issued  under  this  ordinance. 

Section  5.08.  All  moneys  required  to  be  deposited  with 
or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  account  of  the  Bond  Fund  or 
the  Construction  Fund  under  any  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  trust,  and  except  for 
moneys  deposited  with  or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  the 
redemption  of  Bonds,  notice  of  the  redemption  of  which  has 
been  duly  given,  shall,  v/hile  held  by  the  Trustee,  constitute 
part  of  the  Trust  Estate  and  be  subject  to  the  lien  thereof. 

Section  5.09.  Reference  is  hereby  made  to  Article  V  of 
the  Loan  Agreement  whereunder  it  is  provided  that  under 
certain  circumstances  funds  of  the  Industry  may  be  re- 
quired to  restore,  repair  or  replace  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  in  the  event  of  damage,  destruction  or  condem- 
nation; but  no  such  funds  are  required  to  be  deposited 
with  the  Trustee. 

Section  5.10.  Any  amounts  remaining  in  the  Bond  Fund 
after  payment  in  full  of  the  principal  of,  interest  and  pre- 
mium, if  any,  on  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment  thereof 
as  provided  in  this  ordinance),  the  fees,  charges  and  ex- 
penses of  the  Trustee  and  any  paying  agents,  and  the  fees 
and  expenses  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  bond  registrar,  and 
all  other  amounts  required  to  be  paid  hereunder  shall, 
upon  the  joint  written  instruction  to  the  Trustee  from  the 
City  and  the  Industry,  be  paid  to  the  Industry  upon  the 
expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  the  term  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  as  provided  in  Section  9.2  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment. 

ARTICLE  VI 

CUSTODY  AND  APPLICATION  OF 
PROCEEDS  OF  BONDS 

Section  6.01.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  issuance  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  received  upon  the  sale  of  the 
Series  1974  Bonds. 
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Section  6.02.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established 
with  the  Trustee  a  trust  in  the  name  of  the  City  to  be 
designated  "City  of  Baltimore  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
Construction  Fund-Allied  Chemical  Corporation  Project" 
(which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  "Construc- 
tion Fund").  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  upon  the  issu- 
ance and  delivery  of  Bonds  remaining  after  the  deduction 
provided  by  Section  6.01  hereof  shall  have  been  made  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  Construction  Fund.  Moneys  in  the 
Construction  Fund  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  particularly  Section 
3.3  thereof. 

The  Trustee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue 
its  checks  for  each  disbursement  required  by  the  ^fore- 
said provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

The  Trustee  shall  keep  and  maintain  adequate  records 
pertaining  to  the  Construction  Fund  and  all  disbursements 
therefrom  and  after  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall 
have  been  completed  and  a  certificate  of  payment  of  all 
costs  filed  as  provided  in  Section  6.03  hereof,  the  Trustee 
shall,  if  requested  by  the  Industry,  file  an  accounting 
thereof  with  the  City  and  with  the  Industry. 

Section  6.03.  The  completion  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  and  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  expenses  in- 
cident thereto  shall  be  evidenced  by  the  filing  with  the 
Trustee  of  (i)  the  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement)  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  Section  3.5  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment ^nd  (ii)  a  certificate  signed  by  the  City  Treasurer 
and  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative,  which 
certificate  shall  state  that  all  obligations  and  costs  in  con- 
nection with  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  payable 
out  of  the  Construction  Fund  have  been  paid  and  dis- 
charged except  for  amounts  retrained  by  the  Trustee  with 
the  approval  of  the  said  Authorized  Industry  Representa- 
tive for  the  payment  of  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  not  then  due  and  payable  as  provided  in  the 
Loan  Agreement.  As  soon  as  practicable  and  in  any  event 
After  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  certificate  referred 
to  in  clause  (ii)  of  the  preceding  sentence  any  balance 
remaining   in    the    Construction    Fund    (other   than   the 
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amounts  retained  by  the  Trustee  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
ceding sentence)  shall  without  further  authorization  be 
deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  by  the  Trustee  with  advice 
to  the  City  and  to  the  Industry  of  such  action  unless  the 
Industry  shall  have  directed  the  Trustee  to  purchase 
Bonds  in  the  open  market  for  the  purpose  of  cancellation 
in  accordance  with  Section  3.3  (k)  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VII 
INVESTMENTS 

Section  7.01.  Any  moneys  held  as  part  of  the  Construc- 
tion Fund  and  the  Bond  Fund  shall,  at  the  written  re- 
quest of  and  as  specified  by  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement),  be 
invested  and  reinvested  by  the  Trustee  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  3.8  of  the  Loan  Agreement ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  neither  all  nor  a  major  portion  of 
the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  shall  be 
used,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause 
any  Bond  to  be  an  "arbitrage  bond"  within  the  meaning 
of  Section  103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954, 
as  amended.  Any  such  investment  shall  be  held  by  or 
under  the  control  of  the  Trustee  and  shall  be  deemed  at 
all  times  a  part  of  the  fund  in  which  such  moneys  are 
originally  held  and  the  interest  accruing  thereon  ^nd  any 
profit  realized  from  such  investments  shall  be  credited  to 
such  fund,  and  any  loss  resulting  from  such  investments 
shall  be  charged  to  such  fund.  The  Trustee  shall  sell  and 
reduce  to  cash  funds  a  sufficient  amount  of  such  invest- 
ments whenever  the  cash  balance  in  such  fund  or  account 
is  insufficient  for  the  purposes  of  such  fund  or  account. 

Section  7.02.  The  Trustee  may  make  any  and  all  in- 
vestments permitted  under  Section  7.01  through  its  own 
Bond  Department. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
GENERAL  COVENANTS 

Section  8.01.  Each  and  every  covenant  herein  made, 
including  all  covenants  made  by  the  various  sections  of 
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this  Article  VIII,  is  predicated  upon  the  condition  that 
any  obligation  for  the  payment  of  money  incurred  by  the 
City  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City  or 
a  charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing  pow- 
ers, but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  (except  ^mounts  paid 
pursuant  to  Sections  6.5  and  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement) 
which  are  required  to  be  set  apart  and  transferred  to  the 
Bond  Fund,  which  moneys,  revenues  and  receipts  are 
hereby  specifically  pledged  to  the  payment  thereof  in  the 
manner  and  to  the  extent  in  this  ordinance  specified  and 
nothing  in  the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  considered  as  pledging  any  other  funds  or  assets 
of  the  City. 

The  City  covenants  that  it  will  promptly  pay  the 
principal  of,  including  any  applicable  redemption  pre- 
miums, and  interest  on  every  Bond  issued  under  this  ordi- 
nance at  the  place,  on  the  dates  and  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided herein  and  in  said  Bonds,  and  in  the  coupons  appertain- 
ino:  thereto  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof. 

Section  8.02.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  faithfully 
perform  at  all  times  any  and  all  covenants,  undertakings, 
stipulations  and  provisions  contained  in  this  ordinance,  in 
any  .and  every  Bond  executed,  authenticated  and  delivered 
hereunder  and  in  all  proceedings  pertaining  thereto.  The 
City  covenants  that  it  is  duly  authorized  under  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  to  issue  the 
Bonds  authorized  hereby  and  to  enter  into  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, and  to  pledge  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan,  ^nd  that  the  Bonds  in  the  hands  of  the 
holders  and  owners  thereof  and  the  coupons  appertaining 
thereto  in  the  hands  of  the  bearers  thereof  are  and  will 
be  valid  and  enforceable  obligations  of  the  City  according 
to  the  import  thereof. 

Section  8.03.  The  City  will  at  all  times  maintain  its 
corporate  existence  or  assure  the  assumption  of  its  obliga- 
tions under  this  ordinance  by  any  public  body  succeeding 
to  its  powers  under  the  Act,  and  it  will  use  its  best  efforts 
to  maintain,  preserve  and  renew  all  the  rights  and  powers 
provided  to  it  by  the  Act;  and  it  will  comply  with  all 
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valid  acts,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  directions  of  ^ny 
legislative,  executive,  administrative  or  judicial  body  ap- 
plicable to  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  8.04.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstand- 
ing, the  City  will  enforce  the  obligation  of  the  Industry 
to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  p^id,  all  the  payments  and  other 
costs  and  charges  payable  by  the  Industry  under  the  Loan 
Agreement.  The  City  w^ill  not  enter  into  any  agreement 
with  the  Industry  amending  the  Loan  Agreement  without 
the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee  and,  in  the  event 
such  amendatory  agreement  shall  adversely  affect  the 
interests  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  prior  written 
consent  thereto  of  the  holders  of  at  least  Q6%%  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding. 

Section  8.05.  The  City  shall  cause  the  Industry  to  re- 
lease the  City  and  the  Trustee  from,  to  agree  that  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable  for,  and  to  agree 
to  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee  harmless 
from,  any  liability  for  ^ny  loss  or  damage  to  property  or 
any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  including  costs  and 
expenses  of  litigation  that  may  be  occasioned  by  any 
cause  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  or  the  financing  thereof. 

Section  8.06.  The  City  will  from  time  to  time  execute 
and  deliver  such  further  instruments  and  take  such  further 
action  as  may  be  reasonable  and  as  may  be  required  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  such  instruments  or  actions  shall  pledge  the 
credit  or  taxing  power  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  the  City, 
or  any  other  political  subdivision  of  said  State. 

Section  8.07.  Except  for  the  contemplated  assignment 
to  the  Trustee,  the  City  will  not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  or  encumber  its  interest  in  the  Loan  Agreement 
or  any  of  the  payments  or  receipts  derived  therefrom,  and 
will  promptly  pay  or  cause  to  be  discharged  or  make 
Adequate  provision  to  satisfy  and  discharge  any  lien  or 
charge  on  any  part  of  such  payments  or  receipts. 

Section  8.08.  In  Sections  5.1  and  5.2  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Industry  agrees  at  its  own  expense  to  keep 
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the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  good  repair  and  in  good 
operating  condition  and  properly  insured. 

Section  8.09.  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  all  books 
^nd  documents  in  its  possession  relating  to  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  and  the  moneys,  revenues  and  receipts 
derived  from  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  inspection  by  such  accountants  or  other 
agencies  as  the  Trustee  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

Section  8.10.  To  the  extent  that  such  information  shall 
be  made  known  to  the  City  under  the  terms  of  this  Section 
8.10,  it  will  keep  on  file  At  the  corporate  trust  office  of 
the  Trustee  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  the  last  known 
holders  of  all  Bonds  and  the  amount  believed  to  be  held 
by  e:\ch  of  such  last  known  holders.  Any  Bondholder  may 
request  that  his  name  and  address  be  placed  on  said  list 
by  filing  a  written  request  with  the  City  or  with  the 
Trustee,  which  request  sh^U  include  a  statement  of  the 
principal  amount  of  Bonds  held  by  such  holder  and  the 
numbers  of  such  Bonds.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no 
responsibility  with  regard  to  the  accuracy  of  said  list  and 
may  rely  on  said  list  for  the  payment  of  all  sums  due  and 
payable  under  this  ordinance  with  regard  to  the  payment 
of  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 
At  reasonable  times  and  under  reasonable  regulations 
established  by  the  Trustee,  said  list  may  be  inspected  and 
copied  by  the  Industry  or  by  holders  and/or  owners  (or 
a  designated  representative  thereof)  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  percent  in  principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  out- 
standing, such  ownership  and  the  authority  of  any  such 
designated  representative  to  be  evidenced  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Trustee. 

Section  8.11.  The  City  covenants  that,  in  order  to 
perfect  the  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  the  payments  to  be 
made  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  appropriate  Financing 
Statements,  naming  the  Trustee  as  assignee  of  the  con- 
tract rights  represented  by  such  Loan  Agreement  (includ- 
ing the  Note),  will  be  filed  in  the  appropriate  state  and 
county  offices  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Uni- 
form Commercial  Code,  as  amended.  The  City  and  the 
Trustee  will  file  such  necessary  continuation  statements 
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from  time  to  time  as  may  be  required  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  said  Uniform  Commercial  Code  to  protect  the 
interest  of  the  Trustee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

DEFEASANCE 

Section  9.01.  If  and  when  the  Bonds  secured  hereby 
shall  become  due  and  payable  in  accordance  with  their 
terms  or  through  redemption  proceedings  as  provided  in 
this  ordinance,  or  otherwise,  and  the  whole  amount  of  the 
principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  the  interest  so  due  and 
payable  upon  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid,  or  provision 
shall  have  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  to- 
gether with  all  other  sums  payable  hereunder  by  the  City, 
then  and  in  that  case,  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the 
Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust  Estate  and  all  covenants, 
agreements  and  other  obligations  of  the  City  to  the  Bond- 
holders shall  thereupon  cease,  terminate  and  become  void 
and  be  discharged  and  satisfied.  In  such  event,  upon  re- 
quest of  the  City,  the  Trustee  shall  assign  and  transfer  to 
the  City  all  property  then  held  by  the  Trustee  and  shall 
execute  such  documents  as  may  be  reasonably  required  by 
the  City  and  shall  turn  over  to  the  Industry,  so  long  as  it 
is  not  in  default  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  or  to  such 
person,  body  or  authority  as  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
same,  any  surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund  and  all  balances  re- 
maining in  any  other  fund  created  under  this  ordinance. 
If  and  when  the  Trustee  shall  hold  sufficient  moneys  here- 
under to  provide  for  payment  of  the  whole  amount  of  the 
principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  interest  due  and  payable 
and  thereafter  to  become  due  and  payable  upon  all  the 
Bonds,  together  with  all  other  sums  payable  or  which  may 
thereafter  become  payable  hereunder  by  the  City,  not- 
withstanding that  all  the  Bonds  and  coupons  have  not  yet 
become  due  and  payable  and  that  consequently  the  right, 
title  and  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust  Estate 
shall  not  have  ceased,  terminated  and  become  void  pur- 
suant to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  9.01,  the 
Trustee,  on  demand  of  the  City,  shall  turn  over  to  the 
Industry,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in  default  under  the  Loan 
Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body  or  authority  as  may  be 
entitled  to  receive  the  same,  ^ny  surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund 
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and  in  any  other  fund  created  under  this  ordinance  in 
excess  of  the  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  whole  amount  of 
the  principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  interest  due  and 
payable  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and  payable 
upon  All  the  Bonds,  together  with  all  other  sums  payable 
or  which  may  thereafter  become  payable  hereunder  by 
the  City. 

All  outstanding  Bonds  and  all  coupons  appertaining  to 
such  Bonds  shall  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption  date 
thereof  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  within  the  meaning 
and  with  the  effect  expressed  above  if  (a)  in  case  any  of 
said  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  on  any  date  prior  to  their 
maturity,  the  City  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee  in  form 
satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  instructions  to  publish  notice 
of  redemption  of  such  Bonds  on  said  date  as  provided  in 
Section  3.03  hereof,  (b)  there  shall  have  been  deposited 
with  the  Trustee  either  moneys  in  ^n  amount  which  shall 
be  sufficient,  or  securities  specified  in  Section  3.8  (i)  or  (iii) 
of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  principal  of  and  the  interest 
on  which  when  due  will  provide  moneys  which,  together 
with  the  moneys,  if  any,  deposited  with  the  Trustee  at  the 
same  time,  shall  be  sufficient,  to  pay  when  due  the  principal 
and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  due  and  to  become  due 
on  s,aid  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  the  redemption  date  or  matu- 
rity date  thereof,  as  the  case  mscy  be,  and  (c)  in  the  event 
said  Bonds  are  not  by  their  terms  subject  to  redemption 
within  the  next  succeeding  60  days,  the  City  shall  have 
given  the  Trustee  in  form  satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable 
instructions  to  publish,  as  soon  as  practicable  in  the  same 
manner  as  a  notice  of  redemption  is  published  pursuant  to 
Section  3.03  hereof,  a  notice  to  the  holders  of  such  Bonds 
and  coupons  that  the  deposit  required  by  (b)  above  has 
been  made  with  the  Trustee  and  that  said  Bonds  and  cou- 
pons are  deemed  to  have  been  paid  in  accordance  with  this 
Section,  and  stating  such  maturity  or  redemption  d^te  upon 
which  moneys  are  to  be  available  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  premium,  if  any,  on  said  Bonds.  Neither  the 
securities  nor  moneys  deposited  with  the  Trustee  pursuant 
to  this  Section  nor  principal  or  interest  payments  on  any 
such  securities  shall  be  withdrawn  or  used  for  ^ny  purpose 
other  than,  and  shall  be  held  in  trust  for,  the  payment  of 
the  principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  said 
Bonds;  provided  that  any  cash  received  from  such  princi- 
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pal  or  interest  payments  on  such  securities  deposited  with 
the  Trustee,  if  not  then  needed  for  such  purpose,  shall  to 
the  extent  practicable,  be  reinvested  in  securities  maturing 
at  times  and  in  amounts  sufficient  to  pay  when  due  the 
principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  to  become  due 
on  said  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  such  redemption  date  or 
maturity  date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  interest 
earned  from  such  reinvestments  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
Industry,  as  received  by  the  Trustee,  free  and  clear  of  any 
trust,  lien  or  pledge. 

The  release  of  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  this 
Section  9.01  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  the 
Trustee  to  be  paid  reasonable  compensation  for  all  services 
rendered  by  it  hereunder  and  all  its  reasonable  expenses, 
charges  and  other  disbursements  ^nd  those  of  its  attorneys, 
agents  and  employees,  incurred  on  and  about  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  trusts  hereby  created  and  the  performance 
of  its  powers  and  duties  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  X 
DEFAULTS  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  10.01.  In  case  one  or  more  of  the  following 
events,  in  this  ordinance  referred  to  as  the  "Events  of 
Default,"  shall  happen,  th^t  is  to  say,  if 

(a)  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Bonds  and  pre- 
mium, if  any,  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  be- 
come due  and  payable  at  maturity,  upon  redemption  or 
otherwise ;  or 

(b)  payment  of  an  installment  of  interest  on  the  Bonds 
shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  become  due  and 
payable ;  or 

(c)  there  shall  be  an  event  of  default  under  the  Loan 
Agreement ;  or 

(d)  an  order  or  decree  appointing  a  receiver  of  the 
Industry's  payments  under  the  Loan  Agreement  or  any  part 
thereof  shall  be  entered  with  the  consent  or  acquiescence 
of  the  City,  or  such  order  or  decree  shall  be  entered  without 
the  acquiescence  or  consent  of  the  City,  if  it  shall  not  be 
vacated,  discharged  or  stayed  within  sixty  (60)  days  after 
entry ;  or 
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(e)  the  City  shall  default  in  the  due  and  punctual  per- 
formance of  any  covenant,  condition,  agreement  or  pro- 
vision (other  than  as  specified  in  (a)  and  (b)  of  this 
Section  10.01)  contained  in  the  Bonds  or  in  this  ordinance 
on  the  part  of  the  City  to  be  performed,  and  such  default 
shall  continue  for  ninety  (90)  days  after  written  notice 
specifying  such  default  and  requiring  the  same  to  be  reme- 
died shall  have  been  given  to  the  City  and  the  Industry 
by  the  Trustee,  which  m.ay  give  such  notice  in  its  discretion 
and  shall  give  such  notice  at  the  written  request  of  the 
holders  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding;  then,  in 
any  such  case,  the  Trustee  may,  and  upon  written  request 
of  the  holders  of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall,  provided  that 
written  notice  of  the  default  has  been  given  to  the  City  and 
the  Industry  by  the  Trustee  and  the  default  has  not  there- 
tofore been  cured,  declare  the  principal  of  all  Bonds  then 
outstanding  to  be  due  and  payable  immediately  by  notice 
in  writing  delivered  to  the  City  and  the  Industry,  and  upon 
such  declaration  the  said  principal,  together  with  interest 
accrued  thereon,  shall  become  due  and  payable  immedi- 
ately at  the  place  of  payment  provided  therein,  anything 
in  this  ordinance  or  in  said  Bonds  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

The  above  provisions,  however,  ,are  subject  to  the  condi- 
tion that  if,  after  the  principal  of  said  Bonds  shall  have 
been  so  declared  to  be  due  and  payable,  all  arrears  of 
interest  upon  the  Bonds,  and  interest  on  overdue  install- 
ments of  interest  (if  lawful)  at  the  rMe  per  annum  which 
is  one  percentage  point  greater  than  that  borne  by  the 
Bonds,  and  all  other  sums  payable  under  this  ordinance, 
except  the  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  the  Bonds  which  by 
such  declaration  shall  have  become  due  and  payable,  shall 
have  been  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  the  City 
a]:;o  shall  have  performed  all  other  things  in  respect  of 
which  it  may  have  been  in  default  hereunder,  and  shall  h,ave 
paid  the  reasonable  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  of  the 
holders  of  such  Bonds,  including  reasonable  attorneys'  fees 
paid  or  incurred,  then  and  in  every  such  case,  such  default 
may  be  waived  and  such  declaration  and  its  consequences 
rescinded  and  annulled  by  the  Trustee  by  written  notice 
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to  the  City,  which  waiver,  rescission  and  annulment  shall 
be  binding  upon  all  Bondholders;  provided  that  if  such 
declaration  was  requested  by  the  holders  of  twenty-five 
per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds,  such 
waiver  rescission  and  annulment  must  be  consented  to  by 
the  holders  of  p.  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  outstanding,  which  consent  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  Trustee  and  upon  all  holders  of  Bonds;  but  no 
such  waiver,  rescission  and  annulment  shall  extend  to  or 
affect  any  subsequent  default  or  impair  any  right  or  remedy 
consequent  th^ereon. 

Section  10.02.  The  Trustee,  as  the  assignee  of  all  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  in  and  to  the  Lo;an 
Agreement,  shall  enforce  each  and  every  right  granted  to 
the  City  under  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  10.03.  Upon  the  happening  of  any  Event  of 
Default,  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  Trustee  in  its  dis- 
cretion may,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the  holders 
of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  outstanding  and  receipt  of  indemnity  to  its 
satisfaction,  shall: 

(a)  by  mandamus,  or  other  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
at  law  or  in  equity,  enforce  all  rights  of  the  Bondholders, 
and  require  the  City  or  the  Industry  to  carry  out  any 
agreements  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bondholders  and 
to  perform  its  or  their  duties  under  the  Act,  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  this  ordinance ; 

(b)  bring  suit  upon  the  Bonds ; 

(c)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  require  the  City  to  account 
as  if  it  were  the  trustee  of  ^n  express  trust  for  the  Bond- 
holders ;  or 

(d)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  enjoin  any  acts  or  things 
which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  violation  of  the  rights  of  the 
Bondholders. 

Section  10.04.  In  case  any  proceeding  taken  by  the 
Trustee  on  account  of  any  default  shall  have  been  discon- 
tinued or  abandoned  for  any  reason,  or  shall  have  been 
determined  adversely  to  the  Trustee,  then  and  in  every 
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case  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bondholders  shall  be 
restored  to  their  former  positions  and  rights  hereunder, 
respectively,  and  all  rights,  remedies  and  powers  of  the 
Trustee  shall  continue  as  though  no  such  proceeding  had 
been  taken. 

Section  10.05.  Anything  in  this  ordinance  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  princi- 
pal amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  hereunder  shall 
have  the  right,  by  an  instrument  in  writing  executed  and 
delivered  to  the  Trustee,  to  direct  the  method  and  place  of 
conducting  all  remedial  proceedings  to  be  taken  by  the 
Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  10.06.  No  holder  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall 
have  any  right  to  institute  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
in  equity  or  at  law  for  the  execution  of  any  trust  hereunder, 
or  any  other  remedy  hereunder  or  on  said  Bonds,  unless 
such  holder  previously  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee 
written  notice  of  an  Event  of  Default  as  hereinabove  pro- 
vided and  unless  also  the  holders  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  ;amount  of  the  Bonds  then 
outstanding  shall  have  made  written  request  of  the  Trustee 
so  to  do,  after  the  right  to  exercise  such  powers  or  rights 
of  action,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  accrued,  and  shall 
have  afforded  the  Trustee  a  reasonable  opportunity  either 
to  proceed  to  exercise  the  powers  hereinabove  granted,  or 
to  institute  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding  in  its  or  their 
name;  nor  unless  there  also  shall  have  been  offered  to  the 
Trustee  security  and  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it  against 
the  costs,  expenses  and  liabilities  to  be  incurred  therein  or 
thereby,  and  the  Trustee  sh^all  not  have  complied  with  such 
request  within  a  reasonable  time ;  and  such  notification,  re- 
quest and  offer  of  indemnity  are  hereby  declared  in  every 
such  case,  at  the  option  of  the  Trustee,  to  be  conditions 
precedent  to  the  execution  of  the  trusts  of  this  ordinance 
or  for  any  other  remedy  hereunder;  it  being  understood 
and  intended  that  no  one  or  more  holders  of  the  Bonds 
hereby  secured  shall  have  any  right  in  ^ny  manner  what- 
ever by  his  or  their  action  to  affect,  disturb  or  prejudice 
the  security  of  this  ordinance,  or  to  enforce  any  right  here- 
under or  under  the  Bonds  except  in  the  manner  herein 
provided,  and  that  all  proceedings  at  law  or  in  equity  shall 
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be  instituted,  had  and  maintained  in  the  manner  herein 
provided  and  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  holders  of  out- 
standing Bonds  and  coupons.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  con- 
tained, shall,  however,  effect  or  impair  the  right  of  any 
holder  of  Bonds  or  coupons  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of,  and  interest  on,  any  Bond  at  and  after  the  ma- 
turity thereof,  or  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  each  of  the 
Bonds  issued  hereunder  to  the  respective  holders  of  the 
Bonds  or  coupons  at  the  time,  pl^ce,  from  the  source  and  in 
the  manner  herein  and  in  said  Bonds  and  the  appurtenant 
coupons  expressed. 

Section  10.07.  All  rights  of  action  under  this  ordinance 
or  under  any  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  which  are  en- 
forceable by  the  Trustee  may  be  enforced  by  it  without  the 
possession  of  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  thereunto  apper- 
taining, or  the  production  thereof  on  the  trial  or  other 
proceedings  relative  thereto,  and  any  such  suit,  action  or 
proceeding  instituted  by  the  Trustee  shall  be  brought  in 
its  name  for  the  equal  and  ratable  benefit  of  the  holders  of 
the  Bonds  and  coupons,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  10.08.  No  remedy  herein  conferred  upon  or  re- 
served to  the  Trustee  or  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  is 
intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other  remedy  or  remedies, 
and  each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative,  and 
shall  be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  hereunder 
or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity  or  by 
statute. 

Section  10.09.  No  delay  or  omission  of  the  Trustee  or  of 
any  holder  of  the  Bonds  to  exercise  any  right  or  power 
accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such  right  or 
power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  of  any  such 
default,  or  an  acquiescence  therein;  and  every  power  and 
remedy  given  by  this  Article  to  the  Trustee  and  to  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds,  respectively,  may  be  exercised  from 
time  lo  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Section  10.10.  Any  moneys  received  by  the  Trustee  or 
by  any  receiver  pursuant  to  this  Article  X  shall  be  applied 
as  follows : 
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(a)  Unless  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have 
become  or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all 
such  moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  to  the  persons 
entitled  thereto  of  all  installments  of  interest  then  due  on 
the  Bonds,  with  interest  on  overdue  installments,  if  lav/ful, 
at  the  rate  per  annum  which  is  one  percentage  point 
greater  than  the  rate  borne  by  the  Bonds,  in  the  order  of 
the  maturity  of  the  installments  of  such  interest  and,  if 
the  amount  available  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  in  full 
any  particular  installment  with  such  interest,  then  to  the 
pa>Tnent  ratably,  according  to  the  amounts  due  on  such 
installment,  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  without  any 
discrimination  or  privilege. 

(b)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  become 
or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all  such 
moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  then  due  and  unpaid  upon  the  Bonds,  with 
interest  on  overdue  interest  and  principal,  as  aforesaid, 
without  preference  or  priority  of  principal  over  interest  or 
of  interest  over  principal,  or  of  any  installment  of  interest 
over  any  other  installment  of  interest,  or  of  any  Bond  over 
any  other  Bond,  ratably,  according  to  the  amounts  due 
respectively  for  principal  and  interest,  to  the  persons  enti- 
tled thereto  without  any  discrimination  or  privilege. 

(c)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  been 
declared  due  and  payable,  and  if  such  declaration  shall 
thereafter  have  been  rescinded  and  annulled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Article,  then,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (b)  of  this  Section  which  shall  be  applicable  in 
the  event  that  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  later 
become  due  or  be  declared  due  and  payable,  the  moneys 
shall  be  applied  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph (a)  of  this  Section. 

Whenever  moneys  are  to  be  applied  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Section,  such  moneys  shall  be  applied  at  such 
times,  and  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Trustee  shall  deter- 
mine, having  due  regard  to  the  amount  of  such  moneys 
available  for  application  and  the  likelihood  of  additional 
moneys  becoming  available  for  such  application  in  the  fu- 
ture. Whenever  the  Trustee  shall  apply  such  funds,  it  shall 
fix  the  date  (which  shall  be  an  interest  payment  date  unless 
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it  shall  deem  another  date  more  suitable)  upon  which  such 
application  is  to  be  made  and  upon  such  date  interest  on  the 
amounts  of  principal  to  be  paid  on  such  dates  shall  cease  to 
accrue.  The  Trustee  shall  give  such  notice  by  publication  or 
mailing  as  it  may  deem  appropriate  of  the  deposit  with  it 
of  any  such  moneys  and  of  the  fixing  of  any  such  date,  and 
shall  not  be  required  to  make  payment  to  the  holder  of 
any  unpaid  coupon  or  any  Bond  until  such  coupon  or  such 
Bond  shall  be  presented  to  the  Trustee  for  appropriate 
endorsement  or  for  cancellation  if  fully  paid. 

Section  10.11.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intention  of  this 
Article  to  provide  rights  and  remedies  to  the  Trustee  and 
Bondholders  which  may  be  lawfully  granted  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  but  should  any  right  or  remedy  herein 
granted  be  held  to  be  unlawful,  the  Trustee,  and  the  Bond- 
holders shall  be  entitled,  as  above  set  forth,  to  every  other 
right  and  remedy  provided  in  this  ordinance  and  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XI 
CONCERNING  THE  TRUSTEE 

Section  11.01.  By  executing  the  certificate  of  authenti- 
cation endorsed  upon  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall  signify 
its  acceptance  and  agree  to  execute  the  trusts  hereby 
created,  but  only  upon  the  additional  terms  set  forth  in 
this  Article,  to  all  of  which  the  City  agrees  and  the  re- 
spective holders  of  the  Bonds  agree  upon  and  by  their 
acceptance  of  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  11.02.  The  recitals,  statements  and  representa- 
tions in  this  ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds  contained,  save 
only  the  Trustee's  authentication  upon  the  Bonds,  shall  be 
taken  and  construed  as  made  by  and  on  the  part  of  the 
City,  and  not  by  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  does  not 
assume,  and  shall  not  have,  any  responsibility  or  obliga- 
tion for  the  correctness  of  any  thereof. 

Section  11.03.  The  Trustee  may  execute  any  of  the 
trusts  or  powers  hereof  and  perform  the  duties  required 
of  it  hereunder  by  or  through  attorneys,  agents,  receivers, 
or  employees,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  advice  of  counsel 
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concerning  all  matters  of  trust  and  its  duty  hereunder, 
and  the  Trustee  shall  be  answerable  for  the  default  or  mis- 
conduct of  any  such  attorney,  agent,  or  employee  selected 
by  it  with  reasonable  care.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be 
answerable  for  the  exercise  of  any  discretion  or  power 
under  this  ordinance  or  for  anything  whatever  in  connec- 
tion with  the  trust,  except  only  for  its  own  wilful  miscon- 
duct or  negligence. 

Section  11.04.  The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  payment 
and/or  reimbursement  for  reasonable  fees  for  its  Ordinary 
Services  rendered  hereunder,  and  all  advances,  counsel  fees 
and  other  Ordinary  Expenses  reasonably  and  necessarily 
made  or  incurred  by  the  Trustee  in  connection  with  such 
Ordinary  Services  and,  in  the  event  that  it  should  become 
necessary  that  the  Trustee  perform  Extraordinary  Serv- 
ices, it  shall  be  entitled  to  reasonable  extra  compensation 
therefor,  and  to  reimbursement  for  reasonable  and  neces- 
sary Extraordinary  Expenses  in  connection  therewith; 
provided,  that  if  such  Extraordinary  Services  or  Extra- 
ordinary Expenses  are  occasioned  by  the  neglect  or  mis- 
conduct of  the  Trustee,  it  shall  not  be  entitled  to  com- 
pensation or  reimbursement  therefor.  The  Trustee  shall 
have  a  lien  with  right  of  payment  prior  to  payment  on 
account  of  interest  or  principal  of  any  Bond  for  the  fore- 
going advances,  fees,  costs  and  expenses  incurred. 

Section  11.05.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  required  to 
take  notice,  or  to  be  deemed  to  have  notice,  of  any  default 
under  this  ordinance  other  than  a  default  under  Section 
10.01(a)  or  Section  10.01(b)  hereof,  unless  specifically 
notified  in  writing  of  such  default  by  the  holders  of  at 
least  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding.  The  Trustee  may,  however, 
at  any  time,  in  its  discretion,  require  of  the  City  full  in- 
formation and  advice  as  to  the  performance  of  any  of  the 
covenants,  conditions  and  agreements  contained  herein. 

Section  11.06.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation 
to  take  any  action  in  respect  of  any  default  or  otherwise, 
or  toward  the  execution  or  enforcement  of  any  of  the 
trusts  hereby  created,  or  to  institute,  appear  in  or  defend 
any  suit  or  other  proceeding  in  connection  therewith,  un- 
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less  requested  in  writing  so  to  do  by  holders  of  at  least 
twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  outstanding,  and  if  in  its  opinion  such  action 
rnay  tend  to  involve  it  in  expense  or  liability,  unless 
furnished,  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  it  may  require, 
with  security  and  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it;  but  the 
foregoing  provisions  are  intended  only  for  the  protection 
of  the  Trustee,  and  shall  not  affect  any  discretion  or  power 
given  by  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance  to  the  Trustee 
to  take  action  in  respect  of  any  default  without  such 
notice  or  request  from  the  Bondholders,  or  without  such 
security  or  indemnity. 

Section  11.07.  If  the  City  shall  fail  to  perform  any  of 
the  covenants  or  agreements  contained  in  this  ordinance 
other  than  the  covenants  or  agreements  in  respect  of  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of,  redemption  premium  (if  any), 
and  interest  on,  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may,  in  its  un- 
controlled discretion  and  without  notice  to  the  Bondhold- 
ers, at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  make  advances 
to  effect  performance  of  the  same  in  behalf  of  the  City, 
but  the  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation  so  to  do ;  and 
any  and  all  moneys  paid  or  advanced  by  the  Trustee  for 
any  such  purpose,  together  with  interest  thereon  at  one 
percentage  point  greater  than  the  rate  of  interest  on  the 
Series  1974  Bonds,  shall  be  a  claim  in  favor  of  the  Trustee 
upon  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
prior  to  the  claim  of  the  Bonds;  but  no  such  advance 
shall  operate  to  relieve  the  City  from  any  default  here- 
under. 

Section  11.08.  The  Trustee  shall  be  protected  and  shall 
incur  no  liability  in  acting  or  proceeding  in  good  faith 
upon  any  resolution,  notice,  telegram,  request,  consent, 
waiver,  certificate,  statement,  affidavit,  voucher,  bond, 
requisition  or  other  paper  or  document  which  it  shall  in 
good  faith  believe  to  be  genuine  and  to  have  been  passed 
or  signed  by  the  proper  board,  body  or  person  or  to  have 
been  prepared  and  furnished  pursuant  to  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  or  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  the 
Trustee  shall  be  under  no  duty  to  make  any  investigation 
or  inquiry  as  to  any  statements  contained  or  matters  re- 
ferred to  in  any  such  instrument,  but  may  accept  and  rely 
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upon  the  same  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  truth  and 
accuracy  of  such  statements.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be 
bound  to  recognize  any  person  as  a  holder  of  any  Bond 
or  coupon  or  to  take  any  action  at  his  request  unless  such 
Bond  or  coupon  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustee  or 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  ov/nership  of  such  bond  or 
coupon  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Trustee. 

Section  11.09.  The  Trustee  may  in  good  faith  buy,  sell, 
own,  hold  and  deal  in  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  issued 
hereunder  and  secured  by  this  ordinance,  and  may  join 
in  any  action  which  any  Bondholder  may  be  entitled  to 
take  with  like  effect  as  if  the  Trustee  were  not  a  party 
to  this  ordinance.  The  Trustee,  either  as  principal  or  agent, 
may  also  engage  in  or  be  interested  in  any  financial  or 
other  transaction  with  the  City  or  the  Industry,  and  may 
act  as  depository,  trustee,  or  agent  for  any  committee  or 
body  of  holders  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  or  other 
obligations  of  the  City  as  freely  as  if  it  were  not  Trustee 
hereunder. 

Section  11.10.  The  Trustee  may  allow  and  credit  inter- 
est upon  any  moneys  which  it  may  at  any  time  receive 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  at  such  rate, 
if  any,  as  it  customarily  allov/s  upon  similar  funds  of  simi- 
lar size  and  under  similar  conditions.  All  interest  allowed 
on  any  such  moneys  shall  be  credited  as  provided  in  Article 
VII  with  respect  to  interest  on  investments. 

Section  11.11.  The  Trustee  may  construe  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  insofar  as  the  same  may  ap- 
pear to  be  ambiguous  or  inconsistent  with  any  other  pro- 
vision thereof,  and  any  construction  of  any  such  provisions 
hereof  by  the  Trustee  in  good  faith  shall  be  binding  upon 
the  Bondholders. 

Section  11.12.  The  Trustee  may  resign  and  be  dis- 
charged of  the  trusts  created  by  this  ordinance  by  execut- 
ing an  instrument  in  writing  resigning  such  trust  and 
specifying  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
and  filing  tlie  same  with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer  not 
less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  date  specified  in  such 
instrument  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  and 
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by  giving  notice  of  such  resignation  by  publication  at  least 
once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  a  nevv'spaper 
carrying  financial  news  published  at  least  weekly  in  the 
English  language  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  City 
of  New  York,  New  York,  the  first  publication  of  said 
notice  to  appear  not  less  than  three  v/eeks  prior  to  the 
date  specified  in  such  notice  when  such  resignation  shall 
take  elfect.  Such  resignation  shall  take  effect  on  the  day 
specified  in  such  instrument  and  notice,  unless  previously 
a  successor  trustee  shall  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, in  whicii  event  such  resignation  shall  take  effect 
immediately  on  the  appointment  of  such  successor  trustee. 

Section  11.13.  The  Trustee  may  be  removed  at  any  time 
by  an  instrument  in  writing,  appointing  a  successor,  filed 
with  the  Trustee  so  removed  and  executed  by  the  holders 
of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  out- 
standing. 

Section  11.14.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign,  or  shall  be  removed,  or  be  dissolved,  or  if  its  prop- 
erty or  affairs  shall  be  taken  under  the  control  of  any 
state  or  federal  court  or  administrative  body  because  of 
insolvency  or  bankruptcy,  or  for  any  other  reason,  a  vacan- 
cy sliall  forthwith  and  ipso  facto  exist  in  the  office  of 
Trustee  and  a  successor  may  be  appointed  by  the  holders 
of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  out- 
standing, by  an  instrument  or  instruments  in  writing  filed 
with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  signed  by  such  Bondhold- 
ers or  by  their  attorneys-in-fact  duly  authorized.  Copies 
of  each  instrum.ent  shall  be  promptly  delivered  by  the  City 
to  the  predecessor  Trustee  and  to  the  Trustee  so  appointed. 

Until  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bond- 
holders as  herein  authorized,  the  City,  by  an  instrument 
authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance, 
may  appoint  a  Trustee  to  fill  such  vacancy.  After  any 
appointment  by  the  City,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  such 
appointment  to  be  published  once  in  each  of  two  consecu- 
tive weeks  in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial  nevrs  pub- 
lished at  least  weekly  in  the  English  language  and  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York.  Any 
new  Trustee  so  appointed  by  the  City  shall  immediately 
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and  without  further  act  be  superseded  by  a  Trustee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bondholders  in  the  manner  above  provided. 

Section  11.15.  Every  successor  in  the  trust  hereunder 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  shall 
be  a  trust  company,  a  bank  and  trust  company  or  a  national 
bank  with  trust  powers,  having  a  combined  capital  and 
surplus  of  at  least  Ten  Million  Dollars  (§10,000,000)  if 
there  be  such  a  trust  company,  bank  and  trust  company 
or  national  bank  willing  and  able  to  accept  the  trust  on 
reasonable  and  customary  terms. 

Section  11.16.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign  and  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall 
be  made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Article  prior  to  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  of  resigna- 
tion as  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  the 
retiring  Trustee  may  forthwith  apply  to  a  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  for  the  appointment  of  a  successor 
Trustee.  If  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be 
made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Article 
within  six  months  after  a  vacancy  sl^all  have  occurred 
in  the  office  of  Trustee,  the  holder  of  any  Bond  may 
apply  to  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  appoint  a 
successor  Trustee.  Such  court  may  thereupon,  after  such 
notice,  if  any,  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  prescribe,  appoint 
a  successor  Trustee. 

Section  11.17.  Any  successor  Trustee  appointed  here- 
under shall  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  the  City 
an  instrument  accepting  such  appointment  hereunder,  and 
thereupon  such  successor  Trustee,  without  any  further  act, 
deed  or  conveyance,  shall  become  duly  vested  with  all  the 
estates,  property,  rights,  powers,  trusts,  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  its  predecessor  in  the  trust  hereunder,  with  like 
effect  as  if  originally  named  Trustee  herein.  Upon  request 
of  such  Trustee,  the  Trustee  ceasing  to  act  and  the 
City  shall  execute  and  deliver  an  instrument  transferring 
such  successor  Trustee  all  the  estates,  property,  rights, 
powers  and  trusts  hereunder  of  the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to 
act,  and  the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to  act  shall  pay  over  to  the 
successor  Trustee  all  moneys  and  other  assets  at  the  time 
held  by  it  hereunder. 
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Section  11.18.  Any  corporation  into  which  any  Trustee 
hereunder  may  be  merged  or  with  which  it  may  be  con- 
solidated, or  any  corporation  resulting  from  any  merger 
or  consolidation  to  which  any  Trustee  hereunder  shall 
be  a  party,  shall  be  the  successor  Trustee  under  this  ordi- 
nance, without  the  execution  or  filing  of  any  paper  or  any 
further  act  on  the  part  of  the  parties  hereto,  anything 
herein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Section  11.19.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of 
this  Article  XI,  the  Trustee  shall,  during  the  existence  of 
an  Event  of  Default  known  to  the  Trustee,  exercise  such 
of  the  rights  and  powers  vested  in  it  by  this  ordinance 
and  use  the  same  degree  of  skill  and  care  in  their  exercise 
as  a  prudent  man  would  use  and  exercise  under  the  cir- 
cumstances in  the  conduct  of  his  own  affairs. 

Section  11.20.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  De- 
fault known  to  the  Trustee,  the  Trustee  shall  within  30 
days  give  written  notice  thereof  by  mail  to  each  registered 
holder  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  at  his  last  address 
appearing  upon  the  Bond  registry  books  of  the  City  kept 
by  the  City  Treasurer,  unless  such  Event  of  Default  shall 
have  been  cured  before  the  giving  of  such  notice. 

Section  11.21.  In  any  judicial  proceeding  to  which  the 
City  is  a  party  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustee 
and  its  counsel  has  a  substantial  bearing  on  the  interests 
of  holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may  intervene  on  be- 
half of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  shall,  upon  receipt 
of  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it,  do  so  if  requested  in  writ- 
ing by  the  holders  of  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%) 
in  principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  if  permitted 
by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 

ARTICLE  XII 

EXECUTION  OF  INSTRUMENTS  BY 

BONDHOLDERS  AND  PROOF  OF 

OWNERSHIP  OF  BONDS 

Section  12.01.  Any  request,  direction,  consent  or  other 
instrument  in  writing  required  or  permitted  by  this  ordi- 
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nance  to  be  signed  or  executed  by  Bondholders  may  be  in 
any  number  of  concurrent  instruments  of  similar  tenor  and 
may  be  signed  or  executed  by  such  Bondholders  in  person 
or  by  agent  appointed  by  an  instrument  in  writinqf.  Proof 
of  the  execution  of  any  such  instrument  and  of  the  owner- 
ship of  Bonds  shall  be  sufficient  for  any  purpose  of  this 
ordinance  and  shall  be  conclusive  in  favor  of  the  Trustee 
with  regard  to  any  action  taken  by  it  under  such  instru- 
ment if  made  in  the  following  manner : 

(a)  The  fact  and  date  of  the  execution  by  any  person 
of  any  such  instrument  may  be  proved  by  the  certificate  of 
any  officer  in  any  jurisdiction  who,  by  the  laws  thereof,  has 
power  to  take  acknowledgments  within  such  jurisdiction,  to 
the  effect  that  the  person  signing  such  instrument  acknowl- 
edged before  him  the  execution  thereof,  or  by  ^n  affidavit 
of  a  witness  to  such  execution. 

(b)  The  fact  of  the  holding  of  Bonds  hereunder  by  any 
Bondholder  and  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  and  the  date  of 
his  holding  the  same  (unless  such  Bonds  be  registered  as  to 
principal)  may  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the  person 
claiming  to  be  such  holder,  if  such  affidavit  shall  be  deemed 
by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory,  or  by  a  certificate  exe- 
cuted by  any  trust  company,  bank,  banker  or  member  of 
the  National  Association  of  Securities  Dealers  or  any  other 
depository,  wherever  situated,  if  such  certificate  shall  be 
deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory,  showing  that  at 
the  d.ate  therein  mentioned  such  person  had  on  deposit  with 
such  trust  company,  bank,  banker  or  other  depository  the 
Bonds  described  in  such  certificate.  The  Trustee  may  con- 
clusively assume  that  such  ownership  continues  until 
written  notice  to  the  contrary  is  served  upon  the  Trustee. 
The  ownership  of  Bonds  registered  as  to  principal  shall  be 
proved  by  the  registration  books  kept  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.10  of  this  Ordinance. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  as 
limiting  the  Trustee  to  such  proof,  it  being  intended  that  the 
Trustee  may  ^accept  any  other  evidence  of  the  matters 
herein  stated  which  to  it  may  seem  sufficient.  Any  request 
or  consent  of  the  holder  of  any  Bond  shall  bind  every 
future  holder  of  the  same  Bond  in  respect  of  anything  done 
by  the  Trustee  in  pursuance  of  such  request  or  consent. 
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ARTICLE  XIII 

MODIFICATION  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE  AND 
THE  LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  13.01.  This  ordinance  shall  not  be  modified  or 
amended  in  any  respect  except  as  provided  in  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Article. 

Section  13.02.  1.  The  City  may,  from  time  to  time  ^nd 
at  any  time,  without  the  consent  of  Bondholders,  adopt 
ordinances  supplemental  to  this  ordinance  as  follows : 

(a)  To  specify  and  determine  any  matters  and  things 
relative  to  Bonds  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 

with  this  ordinance  and  which  shall  not  adversely  affect 
the  interest  of  the  Bondholders. 

(b)  To  cure  any  formal  defect,  omission  or  ambiguity 
in  this  ordinance  if  such  action  does  not  adversely  affect 
the  rights  of  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(c)  To  grant  to  or  confer  upon  the  Trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Bondholders  any  additional  rights,  remedies, 
powers,  authority  or  security  which  may  lawfully  be  granted 
or  conferred  and  which  ^re  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 
with  this  ordinance  as  heretofore  in  effect ;  or 

(d)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the 
City  in  this  ordinance,  other  covenants  and  agreements  to 
be  observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  in- 
consistent with  this  ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect;  or 

(e)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this 
ordinance,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be  observed 
by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with 
this  ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect ;  or 

(f)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge 
under,  and  the  subjection  to  any  claim,  lien  or  pledge 
created  or  to  be  created  by,  the  ordinance,  of  the  Receipts 

and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  or  of  any  other 
moneys,  securities  or  funds. 

2.  Before  the  City  shall  jadopt  any  supplemental  ordi- 
nance pursuant  to  this  Section,  there  shall  have  been  filed 
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with  the  Trustee  an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such 
supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this 
ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms,  and  that  upon  enact- 
ment it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in  accord- 
ance with  its  terms. 

Section  13.03.  1.  Subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
contained  in  this  Section  and  not  otherwise,  the  holders  of 
not  less  than  662/^%  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  have  the  right  from  time  to 
time,  to  consent  to  and  approve  the  adoption  by  the  City 
of  any  supplemental  ordinance  as  shall  be  deemed  neces- 
sary or  desirable  by  the  City  for  the  purposes  of  modifying, 
altering,  amending,  adding  to  or  rescinding,  in  any  particu- 
lar, any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  contained  in  this  ordi- 
nance; provided,  however,  that,  unless  approved  in 
writing  by  all  the  holders  of  outstanding  Bonds,  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  permit,  or  be  construed  as  permitting, 
(i)  a  change  in  the  terms  of  redemption  or  maturity  of  the 
principal  of  or  the  interest  on  any  outstanding  Bond,  or  a 
reduction  in  the  principal  amount  or  redeniption  price  of  any 
outstanding  Bond  or  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  or  (ii) 
the  creation  of  a  claim  or  lien  upon,  or  a  pledge  of,  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  ranking 
prior  to  or  on  a  parity  with  the  claim,  lien  or  pledge  created 
by  this  ordinance,  or  (iii)  a  preference  or  priority  of  any 
Bond  or  Bonds  over  any  other  Bond  or  Bonds,  or  (iv)  a 
reduction  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds 
required  for  consent  to  such  supplemental  ordinance. 

2.  If  at  any  time  the  City  shall  determine  to  adopt  any 
supplemental  ordinance  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this 
Section,  if  coupon  Bonds  are  then  outstanding,  it  shall  cause 
notice  of  the  proposed  supplemental  ordinance  to  be  pub- 
lished at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  a 
newspaper  carrying  financial  news  published  at  least  weekly 
in  tlie  English  lang-uage  and  of  general  circulation  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  New  York.  It  shall  also  cause  a  similar 
notice  to  be  mailed,  postage  prepaid,  to  all  holders  of  Bonds 
registered  as  to  principal  and  to  all  Bondholders  who  shall 
have  filed  their  names  and  addresses  with  the  Trustee  for 
such  purpose.  Such  notice  shall  briefly  set  forth  the  nature

3.  Within  120  days  after  the  date  of  the  first  publica- 
tion of  such  notice,  the  City  may  enact  (the  date  of  enact- 
ment shall  be  the  date  of  passage  and  not  the  effective 
date)  such  supplemental  ordinance  in  substantially  the 
form  described  in  such  notice  only  if  there  shall  have  first 
been  filed  with  the  City  (a)  the  written  consents  of  holders 
of  not  less  than  66%%  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  outstanding  and  (b)  an  opinion  of  counsel  stat- 
ing that  such-supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or  per- 
mitted by  this  ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms,  and 
that  upon  enactment  it  will  be  v^lid  and  binding  upon  the 
City  in  accordance  with  its  terms. 

4.  If  the  holders  of  not  less  than  the  percentage  of  Bonds 
required  by  this  Section  shall  have  consented  to  and  ap- 
proved the  enactment  thereof  as  herein  provided,  no  holder 
of  any  Bond  shall  have  any  right  to  object  to  the  enactment 
of  such  supplemental  ordin.ance,  or  to  object  to  any  of  the 
terms  and  provisions  contained  therein  or  the  operation 
thereof,  or  in  any  manner  to  question  the  propriety  of  the 
enactment  thereof,  or  to  enjoin  or  restrain  the  City  from 
enacting  the  same  or  from  taking  any  action  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  thereof. 

5.  Upon  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  ordinance 
pursu,ant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  this  ordinance 
shall  be,  and  be  deemed  to  be,  modified  and  amended  in 
accordance  therewith,  and  the  respective  rights,  duties  and 
obligations  under  this  ordinance  of  the  City,  the  Trustee 
and  all  holders  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  thereafter 
be  determined,  exercised  and  enforced  under  this  ordinance 
subject  in  all  respects  to  such  modifications  and  amendments. 

Section  13.04.  Any  supplemental  ordinance  adopted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  there- 
after form  a  part  of  this  ordinance  and  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  contained  in  any  such  supplemental  ordinance 
as  to  any  provision  authorized  to  be  contained  therein  shall 
be  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  this  ordinance  for  any  and  all  such  purposes. 

Section  13.05.  Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, any  supplemental  ordinance  under  this  Article 
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which  Affects  any  rights,  powers  and  authority  of  the  Indus- 
try under  the  Loan  Agreement  or  requires  a  revision  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  shall  not  become  effective  unless  and  until 
the  Industry  shall  have  consented  to  such  supplemental 
ordinance. 

Section  13.06.  The  City  and  the  Trustees  may  without 
the  consent  of  or  notice  to  the  Bondholders  consent  to  any 
amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan  Agreement 
as  may  be  required  (i)  by  the  provisions  of  the  Lo^n  Agree- 
ment and  this  ordinance,  (ii)  in  connection  with  the  issuance 
of  Additional  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  2.09  hereof,  or 
any  refunding  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  2.11  hereof,  (iii) 
for  the  purpose  of  curing  any  ambiguity  or  formal  defect 
or  omission,  or  (iv)  in  connection  with  any  other  change 
therein  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Trustee,  is  not  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  Trustee,  or  materially  adverse  to  the  holders 
of  the  Bonds. 

Section  13.07.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  13.06  of 
this  ordinance,  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  consent 
to  any  amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  without  publication  of  notice  and  the  written 
approval  or  consent  of  the  holders  of  not  less  than  66%% 
in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  given  and  procured  as  in  Section  13.03  provided. 
If  at  any  time  the  City  and  the  Industry  shall  request  the 
consent  of  the  Trustee  to  any  such  proposed  amendment, 
change  or  modification,  the  Trustee  shall  cause  notice  of  such 
proposed  amendment,  change  or  modification  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  Section  13.03  with 
respect  to  supplemental  ordinances.  Such  notice  shall 
briefly  set  forth  the  nature  of  such  proposed  amendment, 
change  or  modification  and  shall  state  that  copies  of  the 
instrument  embodying  the  same  are  on  file  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection  by  all  Bondholders. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  14.01.  In  the  event  of  the  dissolution  of  the  City, 
all  the  covenants,  stipulations,  promises  and  agreements  in 
this  ordinance  contained,  by  or  on  behalf  of,  or  for  the 
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benefit  of,  the  City,  shall  bind  or  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
successors  of  the  City  from  time  to  time  and  any  entity, 
officer,  board,  commission,  agency  or  instrumentality  to 
whom  or  to  which  any  power  or  duty  of  the  City  shall  be 
transferred. 

Section  14.02.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  specifically 
provided,  nothing  in  this  ordinance  expressed  or  implied  is 
intended  or  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued  hereunder, 
any  right,  remedy  or  claim  under  or  by  reason  of  this 
ordinance,  this  ordinance  being  intended  to  be  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  benefit  of  the  City  and  the  Trustee  and  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued  hereunder. 

Section  14.03.  In  case  any  one  or  more  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of  the  Bonds 
or  coupons  issued  hereunder  shall,  for  any  reason,  be  held 
to  be  illegal  or  invalid,  such  illegality  or  invalidity  shall  not 
affect  any  other  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  or  of  said  Bonds  or  coupons,  and  this  ordinance 
and  the  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  be 
construed  and  enforced  as  if  such  illegal  or  invalid  provi- 
sions had  not  been  contained  therein. 

Section  14.04.  No  covenant  or  agreement  contained  in 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  ordinance  sh^ll  be  deemed 
to  be  the  covenant  or  agreement  of  any  oflicial,  oflScer, 
agent,  or  employee  of  the  City  in  his  individual  capacity,  and 
neither  the  members  of  the  City  Council  nor  any  official 
executing  the  Bonds  shall  be  liable  personally  on  the  Bonds 
or  coupons  or  be  subject  to  any  personal  liability  or  ;account- 
ability  by  reason  of  the  issuance  thereof. 

Section  14.05.  The  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall 
govern  the  construction  of  this  ordinance  and  of  all  Bonds 
and  coupons  issued  hereunder.

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

THIS  LOAN  AGREEMENT,  dated  as  of  , 

1974  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision 
of  the  State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  first  part,  and 
ALLIED  CHEMICAL  CORPORATION,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  duly 
qualified  to  conduct  business  in  the  State  of  Maryland, 
party  of  the  second  part, 

WITNESSETH : 

IN  CONSIDERATION  of  the  respective  representations 
and  agreements  hereinafter  contained,  the  parties  hereto 
agree  as  follows  (provided,  that  in  the  performance  of  the 
agreements  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  herein  contained, 
any  obligation  it  may  thereby  incur  for  the  payment  of 
money  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  or  a  charge 
upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing  powers  but 
shall  be  payable  solely  out  of  the  proceeds  derived  from 
this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  referred 
to  in  Section  3.2  hereof) : 

ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

Section  1.1.  Certain  terms  used  in  this  Loan  Agreement 
are  hereinafter  defined  in  this  Section  1.1.  When  used 
herein,  such  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  given  to  them 
by  the  language  employed  in  this  Article  I  defining  such 
terms,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise :

"Agreement''  or  "Loan  Agreement"  means  the  within

"Authorized  City  Representative"  means  the  person  at 
the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  City  by  written 
certificate  furnished  to  the  Industry  and  the  Trustee,  con- 
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taining  the  specimen  signature  of  such  person  and  signed  on 
behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor.  Such  certificate  may 
designate  an  alternate  or  alternates. 

"Authorized  Industry  Representative"  means  the  person 
at  the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Industry 
by  written  certificate  furnished  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
containing  the  specimen  signature  of  such  person  and 
signed  on  behalf  of  the  Industry  by  its  President,  or  any 
Vice  President  or  by  the  Chairm,an  of  its  Board  of  Direc- 
tors. Such  certificate  may  designate  an  alternate  or  al- 
ternates. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  means  the  Block  Street  chemical 
factory  located  within  the  City  and  owned  and  operated 
by  the  Industry, 

"Bonds"  me^ns  the  Bonds  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
issued  and  outstanding  under  the  ordinance. 

"Bond  Fund"  means  the  Bond  Fund  created  in  Section 
5.02  of  the  ordinance  and  referred  to  herein. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners"  means  that  board  of  finance  known  as 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

"Completion  D,ate"  means  the  date  of  completion  of  the 
construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  as  that  date 
shall  be  certified  as  provided  in  Section  3.5  hereof. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  Construction  Fund 
created  in  Section  6.02  of  the  ordinance  and  referred  to 
herein. 

"Independent  Counsel"  means  an  attorney  duly  admitted 
to  practice  law  before  the  highest  court  of  any  state  and 
not  an  employee  of  either  the  City  or  the  Industry. 

"Industry"  means:  (i)  the  party  of  the  second  part 
hereto  and  its  successors  and  assigns;  and  (ii)  any  surviv- 
ing, resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 6.3  hereof. 

"Mayor  and  City  Council"  me^ns  the  governing  body 
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of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  any  successor 
body. 

"Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry  in  sub- 
stantially the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  this  Agree- 
ment. 

"Ordinance"  means  the  Bond  Ordinance  of  the  City  en- 
acted on  ,  1974  providing  for  the  terms  and 

provisions  under  which  the  Bonds  will  be  issued  and  pur- 
suant to  which  the  City's  interest  in  this  Agreement  is 
pledged  as  security  for  the  payment  of  principal,  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

"Pollution  Control  Facilities"  means  the  facilities  de- 
signed to  collect,  treat  and  dispose  of  the  atmospheric 
emissions  and  industrial  effluent  originating  at  the  Balti- 
more Plant  which,  as  set  out  in  Section  2.2  hereof,  are 
to  be  constructed,  installed  or  completed  ^nd  thereafter 
operated  and  maintained  by  the  Industry  and  which  are 
pollution  control  facilities  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
103(c)(4)(F)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as 
amended.  The  Pollution  Control  Facilities  are  more  gen- 
erally described  in  Exhibit  A  attached  hereto. 

"Resolution"  shall  mean  the  resolution  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  providing  for  the  details  of  the  Bonds, 
all  as  provided  in  the  ordinance. 

''Series  1974  Bonds"  means  the  1974  Pollution  Control 
Revenue  Bonds  (Allied  Chemical  Corporation  Project)  of 
the  City,  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trustee  and/or  the  co-trustee  ap- 
pointed pursuant  to  the  Resolution. 

The  words  "hereof",  "herein",  "hereunder",  and  other 
words  of  similar  import  refer  to  this  Loan  Agreement  as 
a  whole. 

References  to  Articles,  Sections,  and  other  subdivisions 
of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  to  the  designated  Articles, 
Sections,  and  other  subdivisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement 
as  originally  executed. 

The  headings  of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  for  convenience 
only  and  shall  not  define  or  limit  the  provisions  hereof. 
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ARTICLE  II 
REPRESENTATIONS  AND  UNDERTAKINGS 

Section  2.1.  Representations  by  the  City,.  The  City 
makes  the  following  represent;ations  as  the  basis  for  the 
undertakings  on  the  part  of  the  Industry  herein  contained : 

(a)  The  City  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  and  a  body  corporate  and  politic  created  and 
existing  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  St^te  of 
Maryland ; 

(b)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  the  power 
to  enter  into  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Agree- 
ment and  to  carry  out  its  obligations  hereunder ; 

(c)  The  City  is  not  in  default  under  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  which  would 
affect  its  existence  or  its  powers  referred  to  in  the  preced- 
ing subsection  (b) ; 

(d)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  h^as  power 
to  enter  into  this  Agreement,  and  by  ordinance  has  duly 
authorized  the  execution  and  delivery  hereof ;  and 

(e)  Under  existing  statutes  and  decisions  no  taxes  on 
income  or  profits  are  imposed  on  the  City. 

Section  2.2.  Representations  by  the  Industry,  The  In- 
dustry makes  the  following  representations  as  the  basis 
for  the  undertakings  on  its  part  herein  contained: 

(a)  The  Industry  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  New  York,  is  in  good  standing  under 
its  charter  and  the  laws  of  New  York  and  the  laws  of 
Maryland,  and  has  power  to  enter  into  this  Agreement 
and  by  proper  corporate  action  h^s  been  duly  authorized 
to  execute  and  deliver  this  Agreement. 

(b)  Neither  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  consummation  of  the  transactions  contemplated 
hereby,  nor  the  fulfillment  of  or  compliance  with  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  Agreement,  conflict  with  or  result 
in  a  breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions 
of  any  corporate  restriction  of  any  agreement  or  instru- 
ment to  which  the  Industry  is  now  ^  party  or  by  which 
it  is  bound,  or  constitute  a  default  under  any  of  the  fore- 
going. 
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(c)  The  processes  carried  out  at  the  Baltimore  Plant 
result  in  the  discharge  of  atmospheric  emissions,  and  in- 
dustrial effluent  into  the  Patapsco  River.  The  City  and  the 
Industry  agreed  that  the  City  would  assist  the  Industry 
to  finance  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  through  the  is- 
suance of  Bonds  pursuant  to  the  Act.  The  construction  of 
Pollution  Control  Facilities,  including  the  reimbursement 
of  the  Industry  for  loans  incurred  or  funds  heretofore  ad- 
vanced as  aforesaid  for  such  purposes,  will  require  the 
expenditure  of  approximately  $10,000,000.  When  completed 
the  Industry  proposes  to  operate  and  maintain  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  in  accordance  with  all  applicable 
statutes,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  treatment  and  dis- 
position of  the  industrial  waste  originating  at  the  Balti- 
more Plant  (and  such  other  industrial  waste  as  may  be 
tre^ed  in  accordance  with  this  Agreement) . 

Section  2.3.  Pindings  by  City,  The  City  hereby  con- 
firms its  findings  that : 

(a)  The  Industry  is  engaged  in  industrial  activities  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  requiring  substantial 
capital  and  creating  substantial  employment  opportunities, 
and  is  financially  able  to  assume  all  obligations  prescribed 
by  the  Act  and  by  the  ordinance  and  is  qualified  as  an 
"industrial  concern"  to  borrow  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds 
from  the  City  to  finance  the  acquisition  by  the  Industry 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  for  purposes  of  the  Act ; 

(b)  The  Pollution  Control  Facilities  will  promote  the 
purposes  of  the  Act  by  (i)  maintaining  employment  and 
relieving  unemployment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
liand,  and  elsewhere  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  (ii)  en- 
couraging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
in  the  State  of  Maryland,  (iii)  assisting  in  the  retention 
of  existing  industry  in  the  State  of  Maryland  through  the 
control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  environ- 
ment; (iv)  promoting  economic  development;  (v)  protect- 
ing natural  resources;  and  (vi)  thus  promoting  the  health, 
welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, Maryland,  and  of  the  State  of  Maryland.

ARTICLE  III 

CONSTRUCTION  OF 
POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITIES 

Section  3.1.  Agreement  to  Construct  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,.  The  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  proceed  with 
all  reasonable  dispatch  to  construct,  install  and  complete 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

Section  3.2.  Agreement  to  Issue  Series  197 U  Bonds; 
Application  of  Bond  Proceeds.  In  order  to  provide  funds 
for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facil- 
ities, the  City  agrees  that  it  will  sell  and  cause  to  be 
delivered  to  the  purchasers  thereof  the  Series  1974  Bonds 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding 
$10,000,000,  and  will  thereupon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  received  on  the  s^le  of  the  Bonds ; 
and  (ii)  deposit  in  the  Construction  Fund  the  balance  of 
the  proceeds  received  from  said  sale. 

Section  3.3.  Disbursements  from  the  Construction  Fund. 
The  City  shall  in  the  ordinance  authorize  and  direct  the 
Trustee  to  use  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  for 
the  following  purposes  (but  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  3.8  hereof,  for  no  other  purposes) : 

(a)  Payment  of  the  initial  or  acceptance  fee  of  the 
Trustee,  the  fees  for  filing  any  financing  stjatements  and 
any  curative  documents  that  either  the  Trustee,  the  City 
or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem  desirable  to  file  for 
record  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  security  interest 
under  the  ordinance;  and  the  fees  and  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  any  actions  or  proceedings  that  either  the 
Trustee,  the  Industry,  or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem 
desirable  to  bring  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  security 
interest  under  the  ordinance ;  and  the  fees  and  expenses  in 
connection  with  ^ny  actions  or  proceedings  that  either  the 
Trustee,  the  Industry,  or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem 
desirable  to  bring  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the 
security  interest  under  the  ordinance  as  aforesaid. 

(b)  Payment  to  the  Industry  of  such  amounts,  if  any, 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  reimburse  the  Industry  in  full  for 
all  advances  and  payments  m^de  by  the  Industry  prior  to 
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or  after  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  for  expenditures  in 
connection  with  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  the  preparation  of  plans 
and  specifications  therefor  (including  any  preliminary 
study  or  planning  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or 
any  aspect  thereof)  and  all  construction,  acquisition  and 
installation  expenses  required  to  provide  utility  services 
or  other  facilities,  and  all  real  or  personal  properties 
deemed  necessary  in  connection  with  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  (including  architectural,  engineering  ^nd  super- 
visory services  with  respect  to  any  of  the  foregoing) . 

(c)  Payment  of  the  cost  of  legal,  financial  and  account- 
ing fees  and  expenses,  and  printing  and  engraving  costs  in- 
curred in  connection  with  the  authorization,  sale  and  issu- 
ance of  the  Bonds,  the  preparation  of  this  Agreement,  the 
ordinance,  the  Resolution,  and  all  other  documents  in  con- 
nection therewith  and  in  connection  with  the  acquisition 
and  construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

(d)  Payment  for  labor,  services,  materials  and  supplies 
used  or  furnished  in  site  improvement  and  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  payment  for  the 
cost  of  the  construction,  acquisition,  and  installation  of 
utility  services  or  other  facilities,  and  all  real  and  per- 
personal  property  deemed  necessary  in  connection  with 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  payment  for  the  mis- 
cellaneous expenses  incidental  to  any  of  the  foregoing  items 
including  the  premium  on  any  surety  bond. 

(e)  Payment  of  the  fees,  or  out-of-pocket  expenses  of 
the  City,  if  any,  incurred  with  respect  to  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities. 

(f )  Payment  to  the  Trustee  as  such  payments  become 
due,  of  the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  (as  Trustee 
and  paying  agent)  and  of  any  paying  agent  properly  in- 
curred under  the  ordinance  that  may  become  due  during 
the  Construction  Period,  or  reimbursement  thereof  if  p^id 
by  the  Industry. 

(g)  To  such  extent  as  they  shall  not  have  been  paid 
by  a  contractor  for  construction  or  installation  with  re- 
spect to  any  part  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  pay- 
ment of  the  premiums  on  all  insurance  required  to  be 
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taken  out  and  maintained  during  the  construction  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities,  or  reimbursement  thereof  if 
paid  by  the  Industry. 

(h)  Payment  of  the  taxes,  assessments  and  other 
charges,  if  any,  that  may  have  become  payable  during  the 
construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  or  reim- 
bursement thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(i)  Payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  seeking  to  enforce 
any  remedy  against  any  contractor  or  subcontractor  in 
respect  of  any  default  under  a  contract  relating  to  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

(j)  Payment  of  any  other  costs  and  expenses  relating 
to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

(k)  All  moneys  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund 
after  payment  in  full  of  the  costs  of  acquiring,  construct- 
ing and  equipping  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  and 
after  payment  of  all  other  items  (or  making  provisions 
for  the  payment  thereof)  provided  for  in  the  preceding 
subsections  (a)  to  (j),  inclusive,  of  this  Section,  shall  at 
the  direction  of  the  Industry  be:  (i)  used  by  the  Trustee 
for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  for  the  purpose  of  cancellation, 
at  prices  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount  thereof  plus 
accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery,  or  (ii) 
paid  into  the  Bond  Fund. 

Each  of  the  payments  made  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
subsections  (a),  (b),  (c),  (d),  (e),  (f),  (g),  (h),  (i)  and 
(j)  of  this  Section  shall  be  made  only  upon  receipt  by  the 
Trustee  of  a  written  order  by  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative,  approved  by  the  Authorized  City  Repre- 
sentative, which  approval  shall  not  be  unreasonably  with- 
held, which  shall  certify  with  respect  to  each  such  pay- 
ment: (i)  that  none  of  the  items  for  which  the  payment 
is  proposed  to  be  made  has  formed  the  basis  for  any  pay- 
ment theretofore  made  from  the  Construction  Fund;  and 
(ii)  that  each  item  for  which  the  payment  is  proposed 
to  be  made  is  or  was  necessary  in  connection  with  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities. 

Section  3.4.  T)nistee  May  Rely  on  Orders  and  Certifica- 
tions. In  making  any  such  payment  from  the  Construction 
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Fund,  the  Trustee  may  rely  on  any  such  orders  and 
certifications  delivered  to  it  pursuant  to  Section  3.3,  and 
the  Trustee  shall  be  relieved  of  all  liability  with  respect 
to  making  such  payments  in  accordance  with  such  orders 
and  certifications. 

Section  3.5.  Establishment  of  Completion  Date.  The  Com- 
pletion Date  shall  be  evidenced  to  the  Trustee  by  a  certifi- 
cate signed  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative, 
stating  that,  except  for  amounts  retained  by  the  Trustee 
for  Pollution  .Control  Facilities  costs  not  then  due  and  pay- 
able as  provided  in  Section  3.3.  (k),  construction  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  has  been  completed  in  accord- 
ance v/ith  the  specifications  therefor  and  all  labor,  services, 
materials  and  supplies  used  in  such  construction  have  been 
paid  for,  and  all  facilities  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  have  been  constructed,  acquired 
and  installed  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  there- 
for and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  connection  there- 
with have  been  paid.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  such 
certificate  shall  state  that  it  is  given  without  prejudice  to 
any  rights  against  third  parties  which  exist  at  the  date  of 
such  certificate  or  which  may  subsequently  come  into 
being.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Industry  to  cause  the 
certificate  contemplated  by  this  Section  3.5  to  be  furnished 
as  soon  as  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall  have  been 
completed. 

Section  3.6.  Industry  Required  to  Pay  Construction 
Costs  in  Event  Construction  Fund  Insufficient.  In  the  event 
the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  available  to  loan  to 
the  Industry  for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  costs 
thereof  in  full,  the  Industry  agrees  to  complete,  or  cause 
to  be  completed,  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  to 
finance  all  that  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  as  may  be  in  excess  of  the  moneys  available 
therefor  in  the  Construction  Fund.  The  City  does  not  make 
any  warranty,  either  express  or  implied,  that  the  moneys 
which  will  be  paid  into  the  Construction  Fund  and  whicli, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement,  will  be  available 
to  loan  to  the  Industry  for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities,  will  be  sufficient  to  provide  loans 
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to  pay  all  the  costs  which  have  been  or  will  be  incurred  in 
that  connection.  The  Industry  agrees  that  if  after  exhaus- 
tion of  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  the  Industry 
shall  finance  any  portion  of  the  said  costs  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Sec- 
tion, it  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement  there- 
for from  the  City  or  from  the  Trustee  or  from  the  holders 
of  any  of  the  Bonds,  nor  shall  it  be  entitled  to  any  abate- 
ment or  diminution  of  the  payments  required  by  Section 
4.3  hereof. 

Section  3.7.  Authorized  industry  and  City  Representa- 
tives and  Siiccessors.  The  Industry  and  the  City,  respec- 
tively, shall  designate,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Section 
1.1,  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative  and  the  Au- 
thorized City  Representative.  In  the  event  that  any  per- 
son so  designated  and  his  alternate  or  alternates,  if  any, 
should  become  unavailable  or  unable  to  take  any  action  or 
make  any  certificate  provided  for  or  required  in  this  Agree- 
ment, a  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner. 

Section  3.8.  Investment  of  Construction  Fund  and  Bond 
Fund  Moneys  Pennitted.  Any  moneys  held  as  a  part  of 
the  Construction  Fund  or  Bond  Fund,  and  not  required 
for  immediate  disbursements  and  withdrawal,  shall  be  in- 
vested or  reinvested  by  the  Trustee,  to  the  extent  such 
investments  are  not  prohibited  by  law  for  investment  of 
bond  proceeds  by  the  City,  in  (i)  general  obligations,  of, 
or  obligations  unconditionally  guaranteed  as  to  principal 
and  interest  by,  the  United  States  of  America;  (ii)  bonds, 
debentures,  participation  certificates  or  notes  issued  by 
any  agency  or  corporation  which  is  or  may  hereafter  be 
created  by  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  as  an 
agency  or  instrumentality  thereof;  (iii)  Public  Housing 
Bonds,  Temporary  Notes  or  Preliminary  Loan  Notes,  fully 
secured  by  contracts  with  the  United  States;  (iv)  certifi- 
cates of  deposit  issued  by  the  Trustee  or  any  bank,  trust 
company  or  national  banking  association,  organized  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  any  state  thereof, 
which  has  a  combined  capital  and  surplus  of  at  least 
$40,000,000,  in  any  amount  if  collaterally  secured  by 
securities  of  the  type  described  in  (i),  (ii)  and  (iii)  above 
having  a  market  value  of  not  less  than  the  amount  of  the 
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certificates  of  deposit  so  secured,  or  in  an  amount  not 
exceeding  10%  of  such  combined  capital  and  surplus  if 
not  so  collaterally  secured.  Such  investments  shall  be  made 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Trustee;  provided,  however,  the 
Industry  may  by  written  direction  from  the  Authorized 
Industry  Representative  to  the  Trustee  direct  the  invest- 
ments and  such  investments  shall  have  maturities  con- 
sonant with  the  need  for  funds  as  estimated  by  said  Au- 
thorized Industry  Representative.  The  Trustee  may,  and 
to  the  extent  required  for  payments  from  the  Construction 
Fund  or  Bond  Fund  shall,  sell  any  such  investment  at 
any  time,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  and  of  all  pay- 
ments at  maturity  and  upon  redemption  of  such  invest- 
ments, shall  be  credited  to  the  Fund  in  which  such  invest- 
ments were  held.  Interest  and  other  income  received  on 
moneys  or  securities  in  either  such  Fund  shall  be  credited 
to  such  Fund.  The  Industry  covenants  that  it  will  not  di- 
rect or  permit  investments  which  would  cause  the  Series 
1974  Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning 
of  Section  103(d)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954,  as  amended,  and  the  applicable  regulations  issued 
thereunder. 

ARTICLE  IV 

EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT;  DURA- 
TION OF  AGREEMENT;  REPAYMENT  PROVISIONS; 
AND    UNCONDITIONAL    OBLIGATIONS    OF 
INDUSTRY 

Section  4.1.  Effective  Date  of  this  Agreement;  Duration 
of  Agreement.  This  Agreement  shall  become  effective  upon 
its  delivery,  and  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect 
until  the  principal,  or  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds  have  been  fully  paid  (or  provision  for  their  pay- 
ment has  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance),  together  with  all  sums  to  which  the  City 
or  the  Trustee  are  entitled  hereunder. 

Section  4.2.  Possession  and  Ownership  of  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities.  The  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall  be  the 
sole  property  of  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry  shall  have 
sole  and  exclusive  possession  of  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities (subject  to  the  right  of  the  City  to  enter  thereon 
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for  inspection  purposes  and  to  the  other  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 6.2  hereof). 

Section  4.3.  Repayment  of  Loan  and  Payment  of  Other 
Amounts  Hereunder.  The  City  has  made  available  to  the 
Industry  in  the  form  of  a  loan  the  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  Series  1974  Bonds,  and  the  Industry  shall 
repay  such  loan  in  accordance  vrith  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  4.3.  Simultaneously  with  the  authentication  and 
delivery  of  the  Series  1974  Bonds  and  as  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  any  payments  from  the  Construction  Fund  under 
Section  3.3  hereof,  the  Industry  shall  execute  its  note, 
in  substantially  the  form  set  forth  in  Exhibit  B  hereto. 

On  the   last   business   day   before   ,   1974, 

and  on  the  last  business  day  before  each  and 

thereafter,   until  the   principal   of,   premium, 

if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  shall  have 
been  fully  paid  or  provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall 
have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance,  the 
Industry  shall  pay  to  the  Trustee;    (i)    if  such   date  is 

,   a   sum   equal   to   the    amount   payable   on 

such  date  as  interest  upon  the  Series  1974  Bonds,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  ordinance;  ^and  (ii)  if  such  date  is  , 

a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  payable  on  such  date  as  prin- 
cipal (whether  at  the  stated  maturity  or  by  sinking  fund 
redemption  pursuant  to  Section  3.02  of  the  ordinance) 
and  interest  upon  the  Series  1974  Bonds. 

In  any  event  each  payment  under  this  Section  shall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  the  amount  of  interest  or  interest  and 
principal  (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemption  or  ac- 
celeration) and  premium,  if  any,  payable  on  the  next  suc- 
ceeding interest  payment  date,  and  if  at  any  payment  date 
(whether  or  not  such  payment  date  is  an  interest  pay- 
ment date)  the  balance  in  the  Bond  Fund  is  insufficient 
to  make  the  required  payments  of  principal  (whether  at 
maturity  or  by  redemption  or  acceleration)  and  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  such  date,  the  Industry  shall  forth- 
with pay  any  such  deficiency;  provided  that  any  amount 
at  any  time  held  by  the  Trustee  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall 
be  credited  against  the  next  payment  to  the  extent  such 
amount  is  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  for  pa>Tnent 
of  Bonds   theretofore  matured   or  called   for   redemption 
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and  past  due  interest  in  all  cases  where  such  Bonds  or 
coupons  have  not  been  presented  for  payment;  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  if  the  amount  held  by  the  Trustee  in 
the  Bond  Fund  should  be  sufficient  to  pay  at  the  times 
required  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on 
the  Series  1974  Bonds  then  remaining  unpaid,  the  Industry 
shall  not  be  obligated  to  make  any  further  payments 
under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section. 

The  Industiy  agrees  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  until  the 
principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series 
1974  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount 
equal  to  the  annual  fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  Ordinary 
Services  of  the  Trustee,  as  Trustee,  rendered,  and  its  or- 
dinary Expenses,  as  Trustee,  incurred  under  the  ordi- 
nance, as  and  when  the  same  becomes  due;  (ii)  reason- 
able fees  and  charges  of  the  Trustee,  as  paying  agent, 
and  any  other  paying  agents  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  for 
acting  as  paying  agents  as  provided  in  the  ordinance,  and 
the  City  as  bond  registrar  as  provided  in  the  ordinance, 
as  and  when  the  same  become  due;  and  (iii)  the  reason- 
able fees  and  charges  of  the  Trustee  for  the  necessary 
Extraordinary  Services  rendered  by  it  and  Extraordinary 
Expenses  incurred  by  it  under  the  ordinance,  as  and  when 
the  same  become  due;  provided,  that  the  Industry  may, 
without  creating  a  default  hereunder,  contest  in  good 
faith  the  necessity  for  any  such  Extraordinary  Services 
and  Extraordinary  Expenses  and  the  reasonableness  of 
any  such  fees,  charges  or  expenses. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  payments  by  the 
Industry  under  this  Agreemient  including  payments  pur- 
suant to  the  Note  are  to  be  assigned  by  the  City  to  the 
Trustee.  The  Industry  assents  to  such  assignment  and 
agrees  tliat,  as  to  the  Trustee,  its  obligation  to  make  such 
payments  shall  be  absolute,  irrevocable  and  unconditional 
and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  defense  (other  than  pay- 
ment) or  any  right  of  set-off,  counterclaim  or  recoupment 
arising  out  of  any  breach  by  the  City  of  any  obligation 
to  the  Industry,  whether  hereunder  or  otherwise,  or  out  of 
any  indebtedness  or  liability  at  any  time  owing  to  the  In- 
dustry by  the  City.  The  City  directs  the  Industry,  and  the 
Industry  agrees,  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  at  its  principal  of- 
fice all  payments  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 
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In  the  event  the  Industry  shall  fail  to  make  any  of  the 
payments  required  in  this  Section  4.3,  the  item  or  install- 
ment so  in  default  shall  continue  as  an  obligation  of  the 
Industry  until  the  amount  in  default  shall  have  been  fully 
paid,  and  the  Industry  agrees  to  pay  the  same  with  in- 
terest thereon  at  one  percentage  point  greater  than  the 
rate  of  interest  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  until  fully  paid. 

Section  4.4.  Place  of  Payments.  The  payments  provided 
for  in  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be  paid  directly  to  the 
Trustee  for  the  account  of  the  City  and  shall  be  deposited 
in  the  Bond  Fund.  The  additional  payments  to  be  made  to 
the  Trustee  under  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be  paid  directly 
to  the  Trustee  for  its  own  use  or  for  disbursement  to  the 
paying  agents,  or  to  the  City,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  4.5.  Obligations  of  Industry  Hereunder  Uncon- 
ditional. The  obligations  of  the  Industry  to  make  the  pay- 
ments required  in  Section  4.3  hereof  and  to  perform  and 
observe  the  other  agreements  on  its  part  contained  herein 
shall  be  absolute  and  unconditional,  irrespective  of  any 
defense  or  any  rights  of  set-off,  recoupment  or  counter- 
claim it  might  otherwise  have  against  the  City,  and  the 
Industry  shall  pay  absolutely  net  during  the  term  of  this 
Agreement  the  payments  to  be  made  on  account  of  the 
loan  as  prescribed  in  Section  4.3  and  all  other  payments 
required  hereunder  free  of  any  deductions  and  without 
abatement,  diminution  or  set-off  other  than  those  herein 
expressly  provided;  and  until  such  time  as  the  principal 
of  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  shall 
have  been  fully  paid,  or  provision  for  the  payment  thereof 
shall  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance, 
the  Industry:  (i)  v\dll  not  suspend  or  discontinue  any  pay- 
ments provided  for  in  Section  4,3  hereof;  (ii)  will  per- 
form and  observe  all  of  its  other  agreements  contained 
in  this  Agreement;  and  (iii)  except  as  provided  in  Article 
IX  hereof,  will  not  terminate  this  Agreement  for  any  cause, 
including,  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
failure  of  the  Industry  to  complete  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  the  occurrence  of  any  acts  or  circumstances  that 
may  constitute  failure  of  consideration,  destruction  of  or 
damage  to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  commercial 
frustration  of  purpose,  any  change  in  the  tax  laws  of  the 
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United  States  of  America  or  of  Maryland  or  any  political 
subdivision  of  either  of  these,  or  any  failure  of  the  City 
to  perform  and  observe  any  agreement,  whether  express 
or  implied,  or  any  duty,  liability  or  obligation  arising  out 
of  or  connected  with  this  Agreement,  except  to  the  extent 
permitted  by  this  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  V 

OPERATION    AND   MAINTENANCE, 
INSURANCE  AND  CONDEMNATION 

Section  5.1.  ^Operation  and  Maintenance  of  Pollution 
Control  Facilities.  The  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  operate 
and  maintain  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  at  all  times 
hereafter  in  accordance  with  all  applicable  laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  at  its  own  expense  and  shall  defray  all  costs 
in  connection  therewith  (including  from  time  to  time  all 
necessary  repairs  and  renewals  and  replacements)  so  that 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  all  other  facilities  neces- 
sary or  incidental  thereto  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and 
in  good  operating  condition. 

Section  5.2.  Insurance.  The  Industry  shall  keep  at  its  own 
expense  the  Baltimore  Plant  and  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  at  all  times  insured  against  loss  or  damage  in 
accordance  with  the  customary  insurance  practices  of  the 
Industry  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Trustee  from  time  to 
time,  if  requested,  certificates  establishing  that  such  in- 
surance has  been  obtained,  or  that  the  Industry  is  acting 
as  a  self-insurer. 

If  the  Industry  at  any  time  shall  carry  property  damage 
or  public  liability  insurance  with  specific  reference  to  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  the  operation  thereof,  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  made  additional  insureds 
thereunder  or  included  therein  as  their  interests  may  ap- 
pear. 

The  Industry  releases  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from, 
agrees  that  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable 
for,  and  agrees  to  defend  and  hold  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  harmless  from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  dam- 
age to  property  or  any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person 
that  may  be  occasioned  by  any  cause  whatsoever  per- 
taining to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 
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The  Industry  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  payment  of 
any  costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance  or  con- 
demnation awards  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement  from 
the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners  of  the 
Bonds  of  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  payments 
prescribed  under  Section  4.8  hereof. 

Section  5.3.  Damage,  Destruction  and  Condemnation. 
Unless  the  Industry  shall  elect  to  exercise  its  option  to 
terminate  pursuant  to  Section  9.2,  in  the  event  that  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  any  part  thereof  (i)  shall 
be  damaged  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  casualty,  or 
(ii)  title  to  or  the  temporary  use  of  such  shall  be  taken 
under  the  exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  by  any 
governmental  authority,  the  Industry  shall  promptly  re- 
place, repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  damaged,  destroyed 
or  condemned  property  to  substantially  the  same  condi- 
tion as  existed  prior  to  such  event  v»uth  such  changes,  al- 
terations, deletions,  improvements  and  modifications  as 
m.ay  be  desired  by  the  Industry  and  which  do  not  disqualify 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  103(c)(4)(F)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954,  as  amended. 

The  Industry  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  pa.yment  of  any 
costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance  or  con- 
demnation aw^ard,  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement  from 
the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners  of  the 
Bonds  of  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  payments 
prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 


ARTICLE  VI 
SPECIAL  COVENANTS 

Section  6.1.  No  Warranty  of  Condition  of  Suitability 
by  the  City.  The  City  makes  no  warranty,  either  express 
or  implied,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  or  that  they  will  be  suitable  for  the  Industry's 
purposes  or  needs. 
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Section  6.2.  City's  Right  <^'  Access  to  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities.  The  Industry  agrees  that  the  City  and  the 
duly  authorized  agents  of  the  City  shall  have  the  right  at 
all  reasonab]e  times  to  enter  upon,  and  to  examine  and 
inspect,  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

Section  6.3.  Industry  to  Maintain  its  Corporate  Exist- 
ence;  Conditions  Under  Which  Exceptions  Permitted,. 
The  Industry  agrees  that  during  the  term  of  this  Agree- 
ment it  will  maintain  its  corporate  existence,  will  not  dis- 
solve or  othej'wise  dispose  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  its 
assets,  and  v/ill  not  consolidate  Vv^th  or  merge  into  another 
corporation  or  permit  one  or  more  other  corporations  to 
consolidate  with  or  merge  into  it ;  except,  that  the  Industry 
may,  without  violating  the  agreement  contained  in  this  Sec- 
tion, consolidate  with  or  merge  into  another  corporation, 
or  permit  one  or  more  corporations  to  consolidate  with  or 
merge  into  it,  or  sell  or  othervrise  transfer  to  another  cor- 
poration all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets  as  an  entirety 
and  thereafter  dissolve,  provided  the  surviving,  resulting 
or  transferee  corporation,  as  the  case  may  be,  assumes 
in  writing  all  of  the  obligations  of  the  Industry  under  this 
Agreement  and  the  Note. 

Section  6.4.  Qualification  in  Maryland.  The  Industry 
warrants  that  it  is,  and  throughout  the  terms  of  this  Agree- 
ment it  will  continue  to  be,  duly  qualified  to  do  business  in 
Maryland. 

Section  6.5.  No  Pecuniary  Liability.  The  Act  prescribes 
and  the  parties  intend  that  by  reason  of  making  this 
Agreement,  by  reason  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  by 
reason  of  the  performance  of  any  act  required  of  it  by 
this  Agreement,  or  by  reason  of  the  performance  of  any 
act  requested  of  it  by  the  Industry,  no  indebtedness  or 
charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the 
City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter 
provision  or  statutory  limitation  shall  occur  or  shall  ever 
constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 
Nevertheless,  if  the  City  shall  incur  any  such  pecuniary 
liability,  then  in  such  event  the  Industry  shall  indemnify 
and  hold  the  City  harmless  by  reason  thereof. 
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Section  6.6.  Financial  Statements  of  Industry.  The  In- 
dustry agrees  to  have  an  annual  audit  made  by  its  regular 
independent  certified  public  accountant  and  to  furnish  the 
Trustee  (within  thirtj'  days  after  receipt  by  the  Industry) 
with  a  balance  sheet  and  statement  of  income  and  surplus 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  Industry  and  its 
consolidated  subsidiaries,  if  any,  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal 
year,  and  the  results  of  operations  of  the  Industry  and 
its  consolidated  subsidiaries,  if  any,  for  each  fiscal  year, 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  opinion  of  said  account- 
ants. The  Industry  further  agrees  to  furnish  to  the  Trustee, 
to  the  initial  purchaser  of  the  Series  1974  Bonds,  and,  if 
requested  in  writing,  to  any  bondholder  all  financial  state- 
ments which  it  sends  to  its  shareholders. 

Section  6.7.  Additional  Bonds.  Subject  to  the  obligations 
of  the  City  under  the  ordinance,  the  City  and  the  Industry 
may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more  amendments  to  this 
Agreement  pertaining  to  obtaining  of  additional  funds  by 
the  City  to  finance  the  completion  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  or  to  provide  additional  pollution  control  facilities 
through  the  issuance  of  additional  Bonds  pursuant  to  Sec- 
tion 2.09  of  the  ordinance;  provided  that  no  obligation  is 
imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Section  6.7  to  enter  into  jany 
such  amendment,  and  no  such  amendment  is  permitted 
hereunder  which  would  result  either  in  the  breach  of  the 
City's  agreements  pursuant  to  the  ordinance  or  in  the 
reduction  of  the  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to  this 
Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VII 

ASSIGNMENT,  SUBLEASING,  MORTGAGING  AND 

SELLING;  REDEMPTION;  PREPAYMENT;  AND 

TREATMENT  OF  ADDITIONAL  WASTE 

Section  7.1.  Assignment  and  Subleasing.  This  Agreement 
may  be  assigned,  and  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  may 
be  leased,  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as  ^  whole  or  in 
part,  by  the  Industry  without  the  necessity  of  obtaining  the 
consent  of  either  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  subject,  however, 
to  each  of  the  following  conditions : 

(a)  No  assignment  (other  than  pursuant  to  Section 
6.3  hereof),  leasing,  sale  or  other  disposition  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  primary  liability  for  any  of  its  obliga- 
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tions  hereunder,  and  in  the  event  of  any  such  Assignment 
or  lease,  sale  or  other  disposition,  the  Industry  shall  con- 
tinue to  remain  primarily  liable  for  the  payments  specified 
under  this  Agreement  and  for  the  payment,  performance 
and  observance  of  the  other  obligations  and  agreements 
on  its  part  herein  provided  to  be  performed  jand  observed 
by  it. 

(b)  The  assignee,  lessee  or  transferee  shall  assume  in 
writing  the  obligations  and  covenants  of  the  Industry  here- 
under to  the  extent  of  the  interest  acquired. 

(c)  The  Industry  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
delivery  thereof,  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the 
City  and  to  the  Trustee  a  true  and  complete  copy  of  each 
such  assignment,  le^se,  deed  or  other  instrument,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

Section  7.2.  Assignment  of  this  Agreement  by  the  City. 
The  City  will  assign  its  interest  in  and  pledge  any  moneys 
receivable  under  this  Agreement  (except  payments  pur- 
suant to  Section  6.5  and  Section  8.4  hereof),  to  the  Trustee 
as  security  for  payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if 
any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  7.3.  Redemption  of  Bonds.  The  City,  at  the  re- 
quest at  any  time  of  the  Industry  ^nd  if  the  same  are 
then  callable,  shall  forthwith  take  all  steps  that  may  be 
necessary  under  the  applicable  redemption  provisions  of 
the  Resolution  and  the  ordinance  to  effect  redemption  of 
all  or  part  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds,  as  m^y  be  speci- 
fied by  the  Industry,  on  the  earliest  redemption  date  on 
which  such  redemption  may  be  made  under  such  applicable 
provisions.  The  City  shall  cooperate  with  the  Industry  in 
effecting  any  purchase  of  Bonds  to  be  delivered  for  credit 
as  provided  in  the  ordinance,  against  the  sinking  fund 
redemption  obligation,  if  desired  by  the  Industry. 

Section  7.4.  Prepayments.  There  is  expressly  reserved 
to  the  Industry  the  right  and  the  Industry  is  authorized 
and  permitted  at  any  time  it  may  choose  to  prepay  all  or 
any  part  of  the  amounts  payable  under  Section  4.3.  hereof, 
and  the  City  agrees  that  the  Trustee  may  accept  such  pre- 
payments when  the  same  are  tendered  by  the  Industry. 
All  amounts  so  prepaid  shall  be  credited  on  the  payments 
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specified  in  Section  4.3  hereof,  in  the  order  of  their  due 
dates,  or,  if  requested  by  the  Industry,  the  City  shall 
direct  the  Trustee  to  apply  such  payments  to  the  purchase 
of  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance. 

Section  7.5.  Modification  of  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 
The  Industry  may  from  time  to  time  in  its  sole  discretion 
and  at  its  own  expense  modify,  improve  or  enlarge  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  any  way  permitted  by  the 
then  applicable  statutes,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  pur- 
pose of  meeting  the  Industry's  pollution  control  needs  ^nd 
which  do  not  disqualify  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  103(c)(4)(F)  of  the  In- 
ternal Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended. 

Section  7.6.  Reference  to  Bonds  Ineffective  After  Bonds 
Paid.  Upon  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision 
for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  all  fees  and  charges 
of  the  Trustee,  all  references  in  this  Agreement  to  the 
Bonds  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  ineffective  and  either  the 
Trustee  nor  the  holders  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  there- 
after have  any  rights  hereunder,  saving  and  excepting 
those  that  shall  have  theretofore  vested.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  Agreement,  the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed  fully  paid: 

(a)  If  there  is  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  an  amount 
sufficient  to  p^y  the  principal  of  all  the  then  outstanding 
Bonds  plus  the  interest  due  thereon  until  and  at  their 
respective  maturities,  and  provision  for  payment  of  all 
Trustee's  and  paying  agents'  fees,  accrued  and  to  accrue, 
has  been  made  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee 
and  such  paying  agents ;  or 

(b)  If  the  Bonds  have  been  paid  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 9.01  of  the  ordinance. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
EVENTS  OF  DEFAULT  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  8.1.  Events  of  Default  Defined.  The  following 
shall  be  "events  of  default"  under  this  Agreement  and  the 
terms  "event  of  default"  or  "default"  sh^ll  mean,  when- 
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ever  they  are  used  in  this  Agreement  any  one  or  more  of 
the  following  events: 

(a)  Failure  by  the  Industry  to  pay  the  amounts  re- 
quired to  be  paid  under  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  Section 
4.3  of  this  Agreement  at  the  time  specified  therein. 

(b)  Failure  by  the  Industry  to  observe  and  perform 
any  covenant,  condition  or  agreement  in  this  Agreement 
on  the  part  of  the  Industry  to  be  observed  or  performed, 
other  than  as  referred  to  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  Sec- 
tion, for  a  period  of  forty-five  days  after  written 
notice,  specifying  such  failure  and  requesting  that  it  be 
remedied,  given  to  the  Industry  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee, 
unless  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  agree  in  writing  to 
an  extension  of  such  time  prior  to  its  expiration  (or  in  the 
case  of  any  such  default  which  cannot  with  due  diligence 
be  cured  within  such  45-day  period,  if  Industry  shall  fail 
to  proceed  promptly  to  cure  the  same  and  thereafter 
prosecute  the  curing  of  such  default  with  due  diligence, 
it  being  intended  in  connection  with  such  a  default  not 
susceptible  of  being  cured  with  due  diligence  within  the  45 
days  that  the  time  within  which  the  Industry  may  cure  the 
same  shall  be  extended  for  such  period  as  may  be  necessary 
to  complete  the  curing  of  the  same  with  all  due  diligence). 

(c)  The  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry  or 
the  filing  by  the  Industry  of  a  voluntary  petition  in  bank- 
ruptcy, or  the  commission  by  the  Industry  of  any  act  of 
bankruptcy,  or  adjudication  of  the  Industry  as  a  bank- 
rupt, or  assignment  by  the  Industry  for  the  benefit  of  its 
creditors,  or  the  entry  by  the  Industry  into  an  agreement 
of  composition  with  its  creditors,  or  the  approval  by  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  a  petition  applicable  to  the 
Industry  in  any  proceeding  for  its  reorganization  instituted 
under  the  provisions  of  the  general  bankruptcy  act,  as 
amended,  or  under  any  similar  act  in  any  domestic  or 
foreign  jurisdiction  which  may  now  be  in  effect  or 
hereafter  enacted.  The  term  "dissolution  or  liquidation  of 
the  Industry,"  as  used  in  this  subsection,  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  include  the  cessation  of  the  corporate  existence 
of  the  Industry  resulting  either  from  a  merger  or  consolida- 
tion of  the  Industry  into  or  with  another  corporation  or  a 
dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry  following  a  trans- 
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fer  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets  as  an  entity, 
provided,  that  the  conditions  permitting  such  actions  con- 
tained in  Section  6.5  hereof  shall  h^ve  been  met. 

The  forep:oing  provisions  of  this  Section  are  subject  to 
the  following  limitations:  If  by  any  reason  of  force  ma- 
jeure the  Industry  is  unable  in  whole  or  in  p^rt  to  carry 
out  the  agreements  of  the  Industry  on  its  part  herein  con- 
tained, other  than  the  obligations  on  the  part  of  the  In- 
dustry contained  in  Article  IV  and  Section  6.5  hereof,  the 
Industry  sh^all  not  be  deemed  in  default  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  such  inability.  The  term  "force  majeure"  as 
used  herein  shall  mean,  without  limitation,  the  following: 
acts  of  God;  strikes;  lockouts  or  other  industrial  disturb- 
ances; acts  of  public  enemies;  orders  of  any  kind  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States  or  of  Maryland  or 
any  of  their  departments,  agencies  or  officials,  or  any  civil 
or  military  authority ;  insurrections ;  riots ;  epidemics ;  land- 
slides; lightning:  earthquakes;  fire;  hurricanes;  storms; 
floods;  washouts,  droughts;  arrests;  restraint  of  govern- 
ment and  people;  civil  disturbances;  explosions;  breakage 
or  accident  to  machinery,  transmission  pipes  or  canals; 
partial  or  entire  failure  of  utilities;  or  any  other  cause  or 
event  not  reasonably  within  the  control  of  the  Industry,  it 
being  .agreed  that  the  settlement  of  strikes,  lockouts  and 
other  industrial  disturbances  shall  be  entirely  within  the 
discretion  of  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry  shall  not 
be  required  to  make  settlement  of  strikes,  lockouts  and 
other  industrial  disturbances  by  acceding  to  the  demands 
of  the  opposing  party  or  parties  when  such  course  is,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Industry,  unfavorable  to  the  Industry. 

Section  8.2.  Remedies  on  Default.  Whenever  any  event 
of  default  referred  to  in  Section  8.1  hereof  sh^ll  have 
happened  and  be  subsisting,  the  City  may  take  any  one  or 
more  of  the  following  remedial  steps : 

(a)  The  City  or  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Ordi- 
nance may,  at  its  option,  declare  all  payments  payable 
under  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  Section  4.3  hereof  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term  of  this  Agreement  to  be  imme- 
diately due  and  payable,  whereupon  the  same  shall  be- 
come immediately  due  and  payable. 
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(b)  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  at  the  time  be 
outstanding  and  unpaid,  the  City  m^y  have  access  to  and 
inspect,  examine  and  make  copies  of  the  books  and  records 
and  any  and  all  accounts  and  similar  data  of  the  Industry. 

(c)  The  City  may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in 
equity  may  appear  necessary  or  desirable  to  collect  the 
payments  and  other  amounts  then  due  and  thereafter 
to  become  due  or  to  enforce  performance  and  observance 
of  any  obligation,  agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry 
under  this  Agreement. 

Any  amounts  collected  pursuant  to  action  taken  under 
this  Section  shall  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund  and  applied 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

No  action  taken  pursuant  to  this  Section  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  the  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to 
Section  4,3  and  Section  8.2(a)  hereof,  all  of  which  shall 
survive  any  such  action,  and  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in  equity  as  may  appear 
necessary  and  desirable  to  collect  the  payments  and  other 
amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and/or 
to  enforce  the  performance  and  observance  of  any  obliga- 
tion, agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry  hereunder. 

Section  8.3.  No  Remedy  Exclusive.  No  remedy  herein  con- 
ferred upon  or  reserved  to  the  City  is  intended  to  be  ex- 
clusive of  any  other  available  remedy  or  remedies,  but 
each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative  and  shall 
be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  under  this  Agree- 
ment or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity  or 
by  statute.  No  delay  or  omission  to  exercise  any  right  or 
power  accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such 
right  or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  w;aiver  thereof, 
but  any  such  right  and  power  may  be  exercised  from  time 
to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient.  In  order 
to  entitle  the  City  to  exercise  any  remedy  reserved  to  it  in 
this  Article,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  give  any  notice, 
other  than  such  notice  as  may  be  herein  expressly  required. 
Such  rights  and  remedies  as  are  given  the  City  hereunder 
shall  also  extend  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  and  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed  third  party  bene- 
ficiaries of  all  covenants  and  agreements  herein  contained. 
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Section  8.4.  Agreement  to  Pay  Attorney's  Fees  and  Ex- 
penses. In  the  event  the  Industry  should  default  under  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  ^nd  the  City  or  the 
Trustee  should  employ  attorneys  or  incur  other  expenses 
for  the  collection  of  amounts  due  hereunder  or  the  en- 
forcement of  performance  or  observance  of  any  obligation 
or  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Industry  herein  contained, 
the  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  on  demand  therefor  pay 
to  the  City  or  the  Trustee  the  reasonable  fee  of  such  at- 
torneys and  such  other  expenses  so  incurred  by  the  City 
or  the  Trustee. 

Section  8.5.  No  Additional  Waiver  Implied  by  One 
Waiver.  In  the  event  any  agreement  contained  in  this  Agree- 
ment should  be  breached  by  the  Industry  and  thereafter 
waived  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  such  waiver  shall  be 
limited  to  the  particular  breach  so  waived  and  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  waive  any  other  breach  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  IX 
OPTIONS  IN  FAVOR  OF  INDUSTRY 

Section  9.1.  Option  to  Terminate.  The  Industry  shall  have, 
and  is  hereby  granted,  the  following  option  to  terminate 
this  Agreement : 

At  any  time  prior  to  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or 
provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  the  Industry 
may  terminate  this  Agreement  by  paying  to  the  Trustee 
an  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  amount  on  deposit 
in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay,  retire  and  re- 
deem all  the  outstanding  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance  (including,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  principal,  interest  to  maturity 
or  earliest  applicable  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be, 
premium,  expenses  of  redemption  and  Trustee's,  bond  reg- 
istrar's and  paying  agents'  fees  and  expenses),  and  in 
case  of  redemption  making  arrangements  satisfactory  to 
the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  re- 
demption, and  by  paying  to  the  City  any  and  all  sums 
then  due  to  the  City  under  this  Agreement. 
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Section  9.2.  Option  to  Ternvinate  Agreement  Prior  to  Pay- 
ment of  the  Bonds.  The  Industry  shall  have,  and  is  hereby 
gT'anted,  the  option  to  terminate  this  Agreement  prior  to 
the  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment 
thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Ordinance),  if  any  of  the  events  set  forth 
in  the  following  clauses  sKall  have  occurred  (but  only  upon 
payment  of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 

(a)  The  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  shall  have  been  damaged  or  destroyed 
to  such  an  extent  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Industry,  ex- 
pressed in  a  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry  Repre- 
sentative filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee,  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  can  not 
be  restored  within  a  period  of  four  months  to  the  condition 
immediately  preceding  such  damage  or  destruction  and 
the  Industry  will  thereby  be  prevented  from  conducting 
all,  or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations  ^t  the  Baltimore 
Plant  for  a  period  of  four  months. 

(b)  Title  to,  or  the  temporary  use  of,  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  (Control  Facilities  or  part 
thereof,  shall  have  been  taken  under  the  exercise  of  the 
power  of  eminent  domain  by  any  governmental  body  or 
by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  acting  under  govern- 
mental authority  to  such  an  extent  that  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Industry  expressed  in  a  certificate  of  the  Authorized 
Industry  Representative  filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee, 
the  Industry  will  thereby  be  prevented  from  conducting 
all,  or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations  at  the  Baltimore 
Plant  for  a  period  of  four  months. 

(c)  As  a  result  of  any  changes  in  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of 
America  or  of  legislative  or  administrative  action  (whether 
state  or  federal)  or  by  final  decree,  judgment  or  order  of 
any  court  or  administrative  body  (whether  state  or  fed- 
eral) entered  after  the  contest  thereof  by  the  Industry 
in  good  faith,  this  Agreement  shall  have  become  void  or 
unenforceable  or  impossible  of  performance  in  accordance 
with  the  intent  and  purposes  of  the  parties  as  expressed 
in  this  Agreement,  or  unreasonable  burdens  or  excessive 
liabilities  shall  have  been  imposed  on  the  City  or  the  In- 
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dustry  in  respect  of  the  B;altimore  Plant  including  without 
limitation  federal,  state  or  other  ad  valorem,  property, 
income  or  other  taxes  not  being  imposed  on  the  date  of 
this  Agreement. 

(d)  The  Industry,  by  certificate  of  the  Authorized  In- 
dustry Representative  filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee  shall 
determine:  (a)  the  reconstruction  or  restoration  of  the 
Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control  Facili- 
ties after  damage  or  destruction  thereto  or  condemnation 
thereof  is  not  economically  feasible;  or  (b)  to  cease  all, 
or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations  at  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  as  a 
result  of  changes  in  the  economic  availability  of  raw  mate- 
rials, operating  supplies  or  facilities  necessary  to  operate 
the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  or  technological  or  other  conditions  making  the 
continued  operation  of  the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  uneconomical. 

(e)  Legal  curtailment  of  the  Industry's  use  and  oc- 
cupancy of  all  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  all  or  substantially  all  of  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant. 

To  exercise  such  option,  the  Industry  shall,  within  ninety 
days  following  the  event  authorizing  the  exercise  of  such 
option,  give  written  notice  to  the  City,  and  to  the  Trustee 
if  any  of  the  Bonds  sh^H  then  be  unpaid,  and  shall  specify 
therein  the  date  of  termination,  which  date  shall  not  be 
less  than  forty-five  nor  more  than  ninety  days  from  the 
date  such  notice  is  mailed,  and  in  case  of  a  redemption  of 
the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordi- 
nance, shall  make  .arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee 
for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemption,  pro- 
vided that  this  option  to  terminate  is  conditioned  upon  the 
Industry's  payment  to  the  Trustee  on  or  prior  to  the  termi- 
nation date  of  the  sum  of  the  following : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds 
on  the  earliest  redemption  date  provided  by  the  ordi- 
nance, including,  without  limitation,  principal,  all  interest 
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to  accrue  to   said   redemption   date   and   redemption  ex- 
penses ;  plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's  paying 
agents'  ^nd  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under 
the  ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  fin^l  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

In  the  event  of  the  exercise  of  the  option  granted  in 
this  Section,  any  proceeds  of  insurance  or  condemnation 
not  already  paid  to  the  Industry  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Industry  simultaneously  with  the  Industry's  payment  of 
the  sum  prescribed  in  (1)  and  (2)  ;above. 

If  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in  clauses  (a),  (b),  (c), 
(d)  or  (e)  of  this  Section  9.2  occur  and  the  Industry  does 
not  exercise  its  option  to  terminate,  which  results  from 
such  event,  then  the  Industry  shall  continue  to  operate  and 
maintain  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  accordance  with 
this  Agreement  until  the  principal,  premium,  if  any,  and 
interest  of  the  Bonds  have  been  fully  paid  or  provision 
for  their  payment  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance,  and  until  such  time  shall 
undertake  any  repairs  thereto  or  restoration  thereof  re- 
quired under  any  provision  of  this  Agreement. 

Section  9.3.  Option  to  Prepay  in  Part  in  Certain  Circum- 
stances. In  ^addition  to  any  other  option  to  prepay  amounts 
due  under  this  Agreement,  the  Industry  shall  have  and 
is  hereby  granted  the  option  to  prepay  in  part  amounts 
due  under  Section  4.3  of  this  Agreement  if,  by  reason  of 
changes  in  federal  or  state  requirements  or  standards  or 
by  reason  of  the  availability  of  technologically  improved 
methods  of  pollution  control,  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Industry  determines  to  remove  or  abandon  the  use  of  any 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  installed  or  constructed 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds.  To  exercise  such  option, 
the  Industry  shall  give  written  notice  to  the  City  and  to 
the  Trustee  and  shall  specify  therein  the  date  of  partial 
prepayment,  which  d^te  shall  be  not  less  than  forty-five 
nor  more  than  ninety  days  from  the  date  such  notice  is 
mailed,  and  shall  make  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the 
Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemption 
of  the  Bonds,  provided  that  this  option  to  prepay  in  part 
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is  conditioned  upon  the  Industry's  payment  to  the  Trustee, 
on  or  prior  to  the  partial  prep;ayment  date,  an  amount  of 
money  which  will  be  sufficient  to  retire  and  redeem  that 
amount  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  which  bears  the 
same  ratio  to  all  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  as  the 
cost  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  removed  or  aban- 
doned bears  to  the  total  cost  of  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities, on  the  earliest  possible  redemption  date  provided  by 
the  Indenture,  including  without  limitation,  principal,  all 
interest  to  accrue  to  said  redemption  date,  and  redemption 
expenses. 

ARTICLE  X 
MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  10.1.  Notices.  All  notices,  certificates  or  other 
communications  hereunder  shall  be  sufficiently  given  and 
shall  be  deemed  given  when  mailed  by  registered  mail, 
postage  prepaid,  or  given  when  dispatched  by  telegram 
when  telegraphic  notice  is  permitted  by  express  provisions 
of  this  Agreement,  addressed  as  follows:  If  to  the  City,  to 
the  City  Treasurer,  City  Hall,  Baltimore,  Maryland 
21202;  if  to  the  Industry,  P.O.  Box  1219R,  Morristown, 
N.J.  07960,  Attention:   Treasurer;  of  to  the  Trustee,  at

Attention:  Corporate  Trust  Department.  The  City,  the 
Industry  and  the  Trustee  may,  by  notice  given  to  all  parties 
to  this  Agreement  and  the  ordinance,  designated  any  fur- 
ther or  different  addresses  to  which  subsequent  notices, 
certificates  or  other  communications  shall  be  sent. 

Section  10.2.  Filing, 

(a)  The  security  interest  of  the  City  created  herein 
shall  be  perfected  by  the  filing  of  financing  statements 
which  fully  comply  with  the  Maryland  Uniform  Commer- 
cial Code — Secured  Transactions,  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  and  in  the  Office 
of  the  State  Department  of  Assessments  and  Taxation, 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  The  parties  further 
agree  that  all  necessary  continuation  statements  shall  be 
filed  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Maryland  Uniform 
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Commercial  Code-Secured  Transactions,  in  order  to  con- 
tinue the  security  interests  created  by  this  Agreement,  to 
the  end  that  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and 
the  Trustee  shall  be  fully  preserved  as  against  creditors  of, 
or  purchasers  for  value  from,  the  City  or  the  Industry. 

Section  10.3.  Binding  Effect,  This  Agreement  shall  inure 
to  the  benefit  of  and  sh,all  be  binding  upon  the  City,  the 
Industry  and  their  respective  successors  and  assigns;  sub- 
ject, however,  to  the  limitations  contained  in  Sections  6.3^ 
7.1,  7.2  and  7.3  hereof. 

Section  10.4.  Severability.  In  the  event  any  provision  of 
this  Agreement  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unenforceable  by 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  holding  shall  not 
invalidate  or  render  unenforceable  any  other  provision 
hereof. 

Section  10.5.  Amounts  Remaining  in  Bond  Fund.  It  is 
agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  any  amounts  remaining 
in  the  Bond  Fund  after  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or 
provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance)  and  the 
fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  paying 
agents  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance,  shall  belong  to 
and  be  paid  to  the  Industry  by  the  Trustee  as  overpay- 
ments. 

Section  10.6.  Amendments,  Changes  and  Modifications. 
This  Agreement  may  not  be  amended,  changed,  modified, 
altered  or  terminated  without  in  each  instance  the  prior 
written  consent  of  the  Trustee  provided  the  City  and  the 
Industry  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more  amendments 
to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  an  increase  in  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  City  and  the  Industry  upon  an  undertaking  of 
the  Industry  to  complete  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
or  to  construct  or  acquire  additional  pollution  control  facili- 
ties through  the  issuance  of  additional  Bonds  pursuant  to 
Section  2.09  of  the  ordinance;  provided  that  no  obliga- 
tion is  imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Section  10.6  to  enter 
into  any  such  amendment  and  no  such  amendment  is  per- 
mitted hereunder  which  would  result  either  in  the  breach 
of  the  City's  agreements  pursuant  to  the  ordinance  or  in 
the  reduction  of  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to  this 
Agreement. 
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Section  10.7.  Execution  of  Count erpdrts,.  This  Agree- 
ment may  be  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  and  all  of  which  shall  constitute 
hut  one  and  the  sam.e  instrument. 

Section  10.8.  Law  Governing  Constrvxtion  of  Agreement. 
This  Agreement  is  prepared  and  entered  into  with  the  in- 
tention that  the  law  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall  govern 
its  construction.

Housing  and  Community  Development,  after  due  considera- 
tion that  the  property  owner  has  failed  to  achieve  substan- 
tial conformity  with  the  codes  and  ordinances  of  Baltimore 
City,  may  acquire  such  property  pursuant  to  the  Eminent 
Domain  Law  of  this  State  as  if  the  property  had  originally 
been  planned  for  acquisition  after  90  days  written  notice 
to  the  owner.  The  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  reserves  the  right  to  acquire  any  such  non- 
complying  property  for  a  period  of  t^vo  (2)  years  from  the 
date  of  said  written  90  days  notice  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Community  Development. 

(2)  Upon  the  acquisition  of  such  properties,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Community  Development  will  either : 

(a)  Demolish  the  structure  or  structures  thereon  and 
dispose  of  the  land  for  redevelopment  at  its  fair  value  for 
uses  in  accordance  vv^th  this  Plan ;  or 

(b)  Sell  or  lease  the  property  at  its  fair  value  subject 
to  rehabilitation  in  conformance  with  the  codes  and  ordi- 
nances of  Baltimore  City ;  or 

(c)  Rehabilitate  the  property  in  conformance  with  the 
codes  and  ordinances  of  Baltimore  City  and  dispose  of 
property  at  its  fair  value  in  accordance  with  applicable 
regulations.  If  sale  cannot  be  consummated  by  the  time 
rehabilitation  is  accomplished,  property  may  be  rented 
pending  continuing  sale  efforts. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Real  Estate 
Acquisition  Division  of  the  Department  of  the  Comptroller, 
or  such  persons  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates, in  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  it  by  Article  V, 
Section  5,  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter,  may  hereafter  from 
time  to  time  designate,  is  or  are  authorized  to  acquire  on 
behalf  of  the  iMayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  for 
the  purposes  described  in  this  ordinance  the  fee  simple 
interest  or  any  lesser  interest  in  and  to  the  properties  or 
portions  thereof  hereinabove  mentioned.  If  the  said  Real 
Estate  Acquisition  Division  of  the  Department  of  the  Comp- 
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troller,  or  such  person  or  persons  and  in  such  manner  as 
the  Board  of  Estimates,  in  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested 
in  it  by  Article  V,  Section  5,  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter, 
may  hereafter  from  time  to  time  designate,  is  or  are  unable 
to  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  on  the  purchase  price 
for  said  properties  or  portions  thereof,  it  or  they  shall 
forthwith  notify  the  City  Solicitor  of  Baltimore  City,  who 
shall  thereupon  institute  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  the  necessary  legal  proceedings  to 
acquire  by  condemnation  the  fee  simple  interest  or  any 
lesser  interest  iirand  to  said  properties  or  portions  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  selling  or 
otherwise  disposing  of  property  in  Sharp-Leadenhall,  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  shall 
require  that  developers  agree  in  writing  not  to  discriminate 
in  the  sale,  lease,  use  or  occupancy  of  the  property  developed 
by  them  against  any  person  because  of  race,  creed,  color 
or  national  origin.

That  in  the  event  it 
be  judicially  determined  that  any  word,  phrase,  clause, 
sentence,  paragraph,  section  or  part  in  or  of  this  ordinance 
or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstances 
is  invalid,  the  remaining  provisions  and  application  of  such 
provisions  to  other  persons  or  circumstances  shall  not  be 
affected  thereby,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  hereby  declar- 
ing that  they  would  have  ordained  the  remaining  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  without  the  word,  phrase,  clause,  sentence.

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[87.     Commission ;  powers,  members,  duties. 

(a)  Commission  created;  members.  Pursuant  to  the 
power  and  authority  vested  in  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  by  Chapter  611  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of 
1947,  and  by  Chapter  28  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1948, 
Special  Session,  and  by  Ordinance  No.  338,  approved  July 
2, 1948,  there  is  hereby  created  a  commission  to  be  known  as 
"The  Off-Street  Parking  Commission  of  Baltimore  City," 
to  consist  of  five  (5)  members  who  shall  be  interested  in 
the  development  and  establishment  of  off-street  parking 
facilities  and  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
Baltimore  City  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Section  6  of 
Article  IV  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter.

(2)  To  study  patterns  of  available  parking  facilities; 

(3)  To  study  and  ascertain  how  available  parking  facili- 
ties influence  and  affect  mass  transit  and  other  modes  of 
transportation; 

(h)  To  study  and  make  recommendations  to  appropriate 
City,  State  or  Federal  agencies  with  regard  to  parking 
policy  in  Baltimore  City; 

(5)  To  study  parking  fees  and  make  recommendations 
in  regard  thereto; 

(6)  To  study  general  design  criteria  for  parking  facili- 
ties and  recommendations  in  regard  thereto; 

(7)  To  develop  and  implement  a  comprehensive  down- 
toum  parking  facility; 

(8)  To  assist  any  and  all  public  or  private  segments  of 
the  community  involved  in  on-street  or  off-street  parking; 

(9)  To  study  parking  lot  operations  in  Baltimore  City,

Ventilation;  Heating  and  Electrical  Service"  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed  and  reordained,  with  amendments, 
to  read  as  follows : 

"614.  Every  space  heating  unit  or  hot  water  heating 
facility  shall:  (a)  not  use  gasoline  or  other  similar  highly 
flammable  liquid  fuel;  (b)  not  be  of  portable  type  using 
solid,  liquid  or  gaseous  fuel;  (c)  be  properly  connected  to 
an  approved  flue  or  vent  [unless  the  appliance  has  been 
approved  by  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  and  the  Chief 
of  the  Fire  Department  as  one  not  requiring  venting;] 
unless  it  is  an  electrical  appliance;  (d)  be  so  located 
or  protected  as  to  prevent  any  overheating  of  adjacent  com- 
bustible material;  (e)  if  employing  electricity  be  connected 
to  a  circuit  of  adequate  capacity  in  an  approved  manner; 
and  (f )  be  provided  with  all  required  automatic  or  safety 
devices  [andj,  be  installed  under  permit  and  be  properly 
operated,  [in  the  manner  required  by  the  laws,  ordinances, 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  City  of  Baltimore.]  A  kero- 
sene space  heater  which  has  its  fuel  piped  to  the  heater 
from  an  approved  tank  shall  be  permissible.  Other  kerosene 
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space  heaters  are  unacceptable.  [,  except  that  an  existing 
vented  kerosene  space  heater  having  its  fuel  tank  attached 
to  the  unit  may  continue  in  use  until  one  (1)  year  after  the 
passage  of  this  Code.  An  approved  unvented  gas-fired  space 
heater  shall  be  unacceptable  if  installed  in  a  room  or  en- 
closed space  where  the  input  rating  exceeds  thirty  (30) 
B.T.U.  per  hour  per  cubic  foot  of  room  or  space.  After  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  no  unvented  gas-fired  space 
heaters  may  be  installed  in  a  room  used  for  sleeping  pur- 
poses.] No  unvented,  gas-fired  space  heating  unit  other  than 
ornamental  gas  iogs  meeting  the  conditions  set  forth  beloiv, 
may  he  installed  or  operated  in  any  divelling,  dwelling  unit 
or  rooming  unit.  Ornamental  gas  logs  may  be  installed 
and  existing  ones  may  be  kept  in  use  in  any  dwelling  unit  or 
dwelling  heated  by  a  legal  heating  unit  provided  that  these 
logs  are  located  only  in  vented  fireplaces  in  rooms  not  used 
for  sleeping  purposes.

Whereas,  the  importance  of  interstate  public  carriers 
is  recognized  by  'the  Federal  regulation  thereof :  and 

Whereas,  the  courts  have  held  that  freedom  to  travel 
is  a  constitutional  right  of  a  citizen ;  and 

Whereas,  this  right  cannot  be  exercised  unless  the 
terminals  of  public  carriers  are  orderly  places  where  pas- 
sengers can  move  about  without  fear  of  harassment ; 

It  is,  therefore,  the  sense  of  the  City  Council  that  this 
ordinance  is  necessary  in  order  to  insure  safety,  peace 
and  order  in  the  bus  and  railroad  stations  for  the  sake  of 
the  health,  welfare,  safety  and  good  government  of  our 
citizens. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  Section  48B  be  and  it  is  hereby 
added  to  Article  19  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1966  Edi- 
tion), title  "Police  Ordinances,"  to  follow  immediately  after 
Section  48A  thereof,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

^8B.     Loitering  in  bus  and  railroad  terminals. 

(a)  "LoiteHng*'  shall  mean  remaining  idle  in  essen- 
tially one  location  and  shall  include  the  concept  of  spending 
time  idly;  to  he  dilatory ;  to  linger;  to  stay;  to  saunter; 
to  delay;  to  stand  around  and  shall  also  include  the  col- 
loquial expression  "hanging  around". 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  who  is  with- 
out a  business  purpose  for  being  there  to  loiter  in  any  bu^ 
station  or  railroad  station  in  such  manner  as  to  interfere 
with  the  free  and  uninterrupted  u^e  of  the  station  by 
passengers  and  to  refuse  to  leave  the  premises  when  re- 
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quested  to   do  so   by  a  special  officer  employed   by  the 
owner  of  the  terminal. 

(c)  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
five  hundred  ($500.00)  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
30  days,  or  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court.

Board  of  Licenses  for  hucksters,  hawkers,  and  peddlers, 
and  providing  certain  powers  and  duties  in  said  Board 
for  the  licensing  and  regulation  of  hucksters,  hawkers 
and  peddlers  in  the  downtown  area  of  the  City;  and 
relating  generally  to  the  peddling  of  merchandise  in 
the  dowTito^vn  area  of  the  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayo-r  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  new  Section  83A  be  and  it  is  hereby 
added  to  Article  15  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1966  Edi- 
tion), title  "Licenses,"  subtitle  "Selling  in  Streets,"  to  fol- 
low immediately  after  Section  83  thereof,  to  read  as  follows : 

8SA. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  any  other 
legal  entity,  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  on  or  in  any  sidewalk. 
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street,  alley,  mall,  parkivay,  esplanade,  highway  or  any 
other  property  open  or  devoted  to  public  use  in  the  down- 
town area  of  Baltimore  City,  any  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandise, except  newspapers,  either  exposed  or  enclosed 
in  boxes,  crates,  barrels,  baskets  or  any  other  container, 
carried,  conveyed,  or  transported  either  on  foot  or  by 
wagon,  pushcart,  handcart,  or  any  other  vehicle.  It  shall 
further  be  unlawful  to  erect,  construct,  build,  maintain, 
or  occupy  any  booth,  stand  or  other  structure,  either 
permanent  or  temporary,  upon  any  sideivalk,  street,  alley,, 
mall,  parkway, ^esplanade,  highway,  or  any  other  prop- 
erty open  or  devoted  to  public  use  in  the  downtoivn  area 
of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  engaging  in,  carrying  on  or 
furthering  the  business  of  VENDING,  peddling,  hawking  or 
huckstering  of  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  prohibited 
by  this  section.  The  phrase  ''downtown  area",  for  purposes 
of  this  section,  sJmll  mean  the  area  within  and  bounded  by 
Centre  Street  on  the  north,  Pratt  Street  on  the  south, 
the  Fallsway  on  the  east,  Groono  PACA  Street  on  the  west, 
and  Druid  Hill  Avenue  on  the  northwest. 

(b)  Provided,  however,  that  any  person  or  other  legal 
entity  may  sell  or  offer  for  sale  balloons,  flotvers  or  hot 
and  cold  or  frozen  food  and  drink  preparations  or  prod^ 
ucts  on  or  in  any  of  the  places  or  areas  mentioned  in 
subsection  (a)  of  this  section,  pi'ovided  that  he,  she  or 
it  first  obtains  a  license  to  do  so  from  the  Board  of  Li- 
censes or  Hucksters,  Hawkers,  and  Peddlers,  hereinafter 
created. 

(c)(1)  There  is  hereby  created  and  established  a 
Board  of  Licenses  for  Hucksters,  Hawkers  and  Peddlers, 
with  the  membership,  powers  and  duties  as  in  this  section 
provided.  The  Board  shall  be  composed  of  the  Director 
of  the  Baltimore  Community  Relations  Commission,  The 
Director  of  Finance,  and  the  Commissioner  of  Hou^ng  and 
Community  Development.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall 
annually  elect  a  Chairman  from  among  the  members  of 
the  Board  and  shall  appoint  a  Secretary,  The  members 
of  the  Board  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  services 
rendered  by  them  as  members  of  the  Board,  but  they  shall 
be  reimbursed  for  all  necessary  and  proper  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 
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(2)  The  Board  shall  appoint  such  employees,  assistants 
and  investigators  and  at  such  compensation  as  may  be  pro- 
vided in  the  annual  Ordinances  of  Estimates  from  time 
to  time. 

(3)  The  Board  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  deter^ 
mine  the  number  of  licenses  to  be  issued  to  persons  or 
other  legal  entities  to  sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  of  the 
merchandise  or  products  mentioned  in  subsection  (b)  and 
the  location  for  which  said  license  shall  be  effective;  and 
the  Board  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  li- 
censes to  persons  or  other  legal  entities  to  sell  or  offer  to 
sell  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  in  addition  to  the 
merchandise  or  products  mentioned  in  subsection  (b),  in 
the  downtown  area  from  time  to  time,  and  in  connection 
with  any  such  determination  or  act,  the  Board  shall  take 
into  consideration  the  following: 

(a)  the  volume  and  types  of  vehicular  and  pedestrian 
traffic  in  the  vicinity  of  the  particular  location; 

(b)  the  number  and  types  of  licenses  issued  and  out- 
standing in  the  vicinity  of  the  particular  location; 

(c)  the  health,  security,  and  general  welfare  of  the 
public;

(e)  the  types  or  kinds  of  merchandise  to  be  sold  at  or 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  particular  location. 

Any  and  all  licenses  issued  by  the  Board  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  such  reasonable  limitations  and  conditions  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  the  purpose 
and  intent  of  this  section, 

(U)  The  Board  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  pro- 
mulgate and  adopt  rules  and  regulations  to  carry  out  the 
purpose  and  intent  of  this  section.

repeal  Ordinance  No.  805,  approved  July  12,  1949. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and  authority  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  granted  to  The  Lexington  Market  Author- 
ity, its  successors  and  assigns,  to  continue  to  maintain  and 
operate  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  (25)  years,  an  underground  vehicular 
and  pedestrian  tunnel  and  service  drive  in  and  across  the 
bed  of  Paca  Street  at  the  location  designated  on  the  accom- 
panying plat. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  said  tunnel  shall 
at  all  times  hereafter  be  subject  to  the  regulation  of  and 
control  by  the  Commissioner,  Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development.

Baltimore,  and  shall  in  the  application  for  such  permission 
and  permits  agree  to  pay  all  costs  and  charges  of  every  kind 
and  nature  made  necessary  by  such  removal,  alteration  or 
interference. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no  buildings  or 
structures  of  any  kind  shall  be  constructed  or  erected  in 
said  portion  of  said  highway  or  highways  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  closed  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
until  the  subsurface  structures  and  appurtenances  now 
owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  over 
which  said  buildings  or  structures  are  proposed  to  be  con- 
structed or  erected  shall  have  been  abandoned  or  shall  have 
been  removed  and  relaid  in  accordance  with  the  specifica- 
tions and  under  the  direction  of  the  Director  of  Public 
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Works  of  Baltimore  City,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  person 
or  persons  or  body  corporate  desiring  to  erect  such  build- 
ings or  structures.

Assessments  and  filed  with  the  Department  of  Legislative 
Reference. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained.  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Provident  Hospital,  Inc.  to  be  used  to  meet  certain  nec- 
essary operating  expenses  of  Provident  Hospital,  Inc.

Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  subject  to  the  require- 
ment that  the  State  of  Maryland  provide  equal  and 
matching  funds  for  this  project  and  that  Provident

Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  point  formed  by  the  inter- 
section of  the  south  side  of  Pratt  Street,  66  feet  wide,  and 
the  east  side  of  Poppleton  Street,  66  feet  wide,  and  running 
thence  binding  on  the  east  side  of  said  Poppleton  Street,

side  of  said  Pratt  Street,  Easterly  66  feet,  more  or  less,  to 
the  place  of  beginning. 

The  said  Poppleton  Street  as  directed  to  be  condemned 
being  more  particularly  described  and  referred  to  among  the 
Land  Records  of  Baltimore  City  and  delineated  and  partic- 
ularly shown  on  a  plat  numbered  319-A-3A  which  was 
filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Department  of  Assessments  on  the 
First  (1st)  day  of  November  in  the  year  1973,  and  is  now 
on  f\]e  in  the  said  Office. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  after  said  high- 
way or  highways  shall  have  been  closed  under  the  provi- 
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sions  of  this  ordinance,  all  subsurface  structures  and  ap- 
purtenances now  owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  shall  be  and  continue  to  be  the  property  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  fee  simple,  until 
the  use  thereof  shall  be  abandoned  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  and  in  the  event  that  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  shall  desire  to  remove,  alter  or  interfere 
therewith,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  first  obtain 
permission  and  permits  therefor  from  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  and  shall  in  the  application  for  such 
permission  and  permits  agree  to  pay  all  costs  and  charges 
of  every  kind  and  nature  made  necessary  by  such  removal, 
alteration  or  interference. 

Sec.  8.  Avfl  be  it  further  ordained.  That  no  buildings  or 
structures  of  any  kind  shall  be  constructed  or  erected  in 
said  portion  of  said  highway  or  highways  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  closed  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
until  the  subsurface  structures  and  appurtenances  over 
which  said  buildings  or  structures  are  proposed  to  be  con- 
structed or  erected  shall  have  been  abandoned  or  shall  have 
been  removed  and  relaid  in  accordance  with  the  specifica- 
tions and  under  the  direction  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  of  Baltimore  City,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  person 
or  persons  or  body  corporate  desiring  to  erect  such  build- 
ings or  structures.  Railroad  tracks  shall  be  taken  to  be 
"structures"  within  the  meaning  of  this  section. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  on  and  after  the 
closing  of  said  highway  or  highways,  the  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  through  its  duly  author- 
ized representatives,  shall,  at  all  times,  have  access  to 
said  property  and  to  all  subsurface  structures  and  appur- 
tenances used  by  it  therein,  for  the  purposes  of  inspection, 
maintenance,  repair,  alteration,  relocation  and/or  replace- 
ment, of  any  or  all  of  said  structures  and  appurtenances, 
and  this  without  permission  from  or  compensation  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  land. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  proceedings 
of  said  Department  of  Assessments,  with  reference  to  the 
condemnation  and  closing  of  said  Poppleton  Street  and  the 
proceedings   and   rights   of   all   parties   interested   or   af- 
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fected  thereby,  shall  be  regulated  by,  and  be  in  accordance 
with,  any  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  Article  4  of  the 
Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland  and  the  Charter  of 
Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision)  and  any  and  all  amend- 
ments thereto,  and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  any  and  all  ordinances  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  any  and  all  rules 
or  regulations  in  effect  which  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Director  of  Assessments  and  filed  with  the  Department  of 
Legislative  Reference. 

Sec.  6.  ^nd  be  it  further'  ordained,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

new^al  Plan  for  the  B  &  0  Railroad  Museum  Area;  author- 
izing the  acquisition  by  purchase  or  by  condemnation  by 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  Urban  Re- 
newal purposes  for  the  fee  simple  interest  or  any  lesser 
interest,  in  and  to  certain  properties  or  portions  thereof, 
together  wuth  the  improvements  thereon,  situate  in  Balti- 
more City,  Maryland,  within  the  B  &  0  Railroad  Museum 
Area;  providing  that  in  selling  land  in  the  B  &  0  Railroad 
Museum  Area  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development  shall  require  that  developers  agree  in  writ- 
ing not  to  discriminate  in  the  sale,  lease,  use  or  occupancy 
of  the  property  developed  by  them  against  any  person  be- 
cause of  race,  creed,  color  or  national  origin;  waiving 
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such  requirements,  if  any,  as  to  content  or  procedure 
for  the  preparation,  adoption  and  approval  of  Renewal 
Plans  as  set  forth  in  Ordinance  No.  152,  approved  June

purpose  of  such  revenue  bonds;  providing  that  such  reve- 
nue bonds  (a)  shall  be  payable  solely  and  only  from  reve- 
nue derived  from  pajonents  by  such  corporation  to  the 
City  on  the  loan  and  (b)  shall  not  ever  constitute,  within 
the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or 
otherwise  (i)  an  indebtedness  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  or  any  other  political  subdivision  or 
(ii)  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers 
of  such  City ;  prescribing  the  terms,  conditions,  security, 
form  and  tenor  of  such  revenue  bonds;  authorizing 
the  private  sale  of  such  revenue  bonds;  providing  that 
certain  matters  pertaining  to  such  revenue  bonds,  in- 
cluding (without  limitation)  interest  rate,  sinking  fund 
requirements,  redemption  provisions,  appointment  of 
a  trustee,  form  of  official  statement  and  bond  purchase 
agreement,  shall  be  determined  at  the  time  of  such 
private  sale  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance;  providing  for  the  authentication  and  delivery 
thereof;  creating  a  construction  fund  and  bond  fund  to 
be  held  by  the  trustee;  providing  for  the  investment  of 
moneys  held  by  the  trustee;  providing  remedies  for 
bondholders  in  the  event  of  default;  providing  for  the 
enactment  of  supplemental  ordinances;  and  generally 
providing  for  and  determining  various  matters  in  con- 
nection with  the  authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale 
and  payment  of  such  revenue  bonds. 

RECITALS 

By  Chapter  352  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1972,  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  repealed  and  re-enacted. 
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with  amendments,  Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of 
Article  41,  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971 
Replacement  Volume  and  1973  Cumulative  Supplement) 
(the  Act).  The  Act  now  empowers  all  the  counties  and 
municipalities  of  the  State  of  Maryland  to  issue  revenue 
bonds  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  reve- 
nue bonds  to  an  industrial  concern  to  finance  the  acquisi- 
tion by  such  industrial  concern  of  pollution  control  fa- 
cilities. The  Act  declares  it  to  be  the  legislative  purpose 
to  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  State,  to 
encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  eco- 
nomy in  the  St^te,  to  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing 
industry  in  the  State  through  the  control,  reduction  or 
abatement  of  pollution  of  the  environment,  to  promote 
economic  development,  to  protect  natural  resources  and 
in  this  manner  to  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety 
of  the  residents  of  each  of  the  counties  and  municipalities 
of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  City)  has 
determined  to  issue  and  sell  not  exceeding  $1,500,000 
principal  amount  of  its  "City  of  Baltimore  %,  Pollu- 
tion (Control  Revenue  Bonds  (W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  Pro- 
ject), 1974  Series"  (the  Bonds)  and  to  loan  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds  to  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.,  a  Connecticut  corpora- 
tion (the  Industry)  and  an  industrial  concern  as  men- 
tioned in  the  Act,  on  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth 
in  the  Loan  Agreement  (hereinafter  defined)  provided  by 
this  Ordinance,  in  order  to  finance  the  Industry's  acquisi- 
tion of  certain  pollution  control  facilities  (the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities)  at  the  Industry's  plant  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  to  control,  reduce  and  abate  pollution  of  the 
environment  of  the  State  of  Maryland  and  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore  and  thus  protect  natural  resources,  to  en- 
courage economic  development,  and  to  protect  the  health, 
welfare  and  safety  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  and  the 
City  of  Baltimore. 

This  Ordinance  authorizes  and  consummates  a  trans- 
action which  the  Industry  has  proposed  to  the  City  in 
accordance  with  Section  266B(d)  of  the  Act  by  a  letter 
of  intent  dated  January  18, 1974. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
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of  Baltimore,  That,  acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby- 
found  and  determined,  as  follows : 

(1)  The  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant 
to  the  Act  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  the  Industry 
for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  acquiring  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  acquisition,  construction,  in- 
stallation and  equipping  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
by  the  Industry. 

(2)  The  acquisition  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
by  the  Industry  and  the  financing  thereof  as  provided 
in  this  Ordinance  will  (a)  promote  the  declared  legisla- 
tive purposes  of  the  Act  through  furtherance  of  the 
control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  envi- 
ronment, and  (b)  facilit;ate  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  Federal,  State  and  local  laws  and  regulations 
governing  the  control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollu- 
tion of  the  environment,  and  thus  will  (i)  sustain  jobs 
and  employment  opportunities  and  aid  in  m,aintaining 
employment,  thus  relieving  conditions  of  unemployment 
in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City  of  Baltimore; 
(ii)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced 
economy  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore;  (iii)  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry 
in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City  of  Baltimore; 
(iv)  promote  economic  development;  (v)  protect  natural 
resources;  and  (vi)  promote  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  of 
the  State  of  Maryland. 

(3)  In  addition  to  authorizing  the  City  itself  to  ac- 
quire the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  either  to  lease  or 
to  sell  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  to  the  Industry,  the 
Act,  as  an  alternative  procedure,  also  authorizes  pollu- 
tion control  financing  to  be  accomplished  in  the  form  of  a 
loan  to  the  Industry.  The  loan  form  of  transaction  avoids 
indirect  costs  and  burden  on  the  City  by  not  requiring  any 
direct  involvement  by  the  City  in  the  construction,  owner- 
ship or  administration  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities ; 
it  permits,  however,  ^ample  controls  to  be  imposed  on  the 
use  of  the  revenue  bond  proceeds  to  insure  that  the  pub- 
lic purposes  of  the  Act  and  the  revenue  bonds  are  fully 
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accomplished.  It  is,  therefore,  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  to  finance 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  by  a  loan  to  the  Industry. 
This  Ordinance  contemplates  and  authorizes  a  transac- 
tion in  the  form  of  a  loan  of  the  revenue  bond  proceeds 
by  the  City  to  the  Industry,  rather  than  a  transaction 
in  the  form  of  a  lease  or  sale  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities.  Accordingly,  this  Ordinance,  together  with  the 
Loan  Agreement  authorized  hereby,  contains  such  provi- 
sions as  the  City  deems  appropriate  to  effect  the  financing 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  by  the  loan  form  of 
transaction. 

(4)  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  interest  coupons  issued 
under  the  authority  of  the  Act  constitute  an  indebtedness 
of  the  City  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  tax- 
ing powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  consti- 
tutional provision  or  provision  of  the  City  Charter  or 
statutory  limitation  and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise 
to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  principal 
amount  of  the  Loan  (hereinafter  defined)  and  the  pay- 
ments to  be  made  by  the  Industry  pursuant  to  the  Loan 
Agreement  authorized  hereby  will  be  paid  directly  to,  and 
will  be  disbursed  by,  an  independent  Trustee  appointed 
pursuant  hereto;  no  such  moneys  will  be  commingled 
with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute 
control  of  the  City  but  only  to  such  limited  supervision 
and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  to  in- 
sure that  the  Bond  proceeds  are  used  to  accomplish  the 
public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this  Ordinance.  The  trans- 
actions authorized  hereby  do  not  constitute  any  physical 
public  betterment  or  improvement  or  the  acquisition  of 
property  by  the  City ;  the  public  purposes  expressed  in  the 
Act  are  intended  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the  acquisi- 
tion of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  by  the  Industry. 

(5)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  either  on  its  own  behalf  or  for  the  pur- 
pose of  creating  any  security  for  the  Bonds,  which  security 
shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  the  absolute,  irrevocable, 
unconditional  obligation  of  the  Industry  to  make  the  pay- 
ments required  by  the  Loan  Agreement.  Accordingly,  this 
Ordinance  definitely  fixes  and  determines  the  amount  of 
revenue   derived   from   payments   on  the   Loan  which  is 
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necessary  to  be  set  apart  and  applied  to  the  payment  of 
principal,  interest  or  premium  of  the  Bonds. 

(6)  (;a)  No  part  or  portion  of  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  as  defined  in  this 
Ordinance,  shall  be  set  aside  as  a  depreciation  account 
(mentioned  in  the  Act)  since  neither  the  City  nor  the 
Bondholders  desire,  or  are  creating,  any  interest  in  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  such  a  depreciation  ac- 
count would  (i)  be  inconsistent  with  the  form  of  loan 
transaction,  and  (ii)  place  an  unreasonable  burden  on 
the  Industr-y  so  as  to  affect  the  feasibility  of  the  transac- 
tion and  thus  frustrate  the  legislative  purposes  of  the 
Act  and  (b)  a  covenant  such  as  that  permitted  by  Sec- 
tion 266G(c)  of  the  Act  is  similarly  inconsistent  with  the 
form  of  transaction  authorized  hereby  in  which  neither 
the  City  nor  the  Bondholders  obt^ain  or  retain  an  interest 
in  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  is,  therefore,  a  pro- 
cedure which  is  not  contemplated  by  the  Act  in  connec- 
tion with  this  transaction. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  not  exceeding  $1,500,000  aggregate 

principal  amount  of  "City  of  Baltimore  %  Pollution 

Control  Revenue  Bonds  (W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  Project), 
1974  Series",  is  hereby  authorized  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance,  such  Bonds  to  be  solely  and  ex- 
clusively payable  from,  and  secured  by,  the  revenue 
derived  from  payments  on  the  Loan  to  the  Industry  as 
provided  herein. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized  in  conjunction  with  represent^ives  of  the  In- 
dustry to  cause  an  official  statement  to  be  prepared 
for  distribution  to  prospective  purchasers  of  the  Bonds. 
Such  official  statement  shall  be  presented  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  for  fin^l  approval  by  resolution  at 
the  time  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  act  upon  a  resolu- 
tion or  resolutions  determining  the  matters  required  by 
this  Ordinance  to  be  determined  prior  to  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be 
deemed  to  preclude  the  distribution  prior  to  final  approval 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  of  a  preliminary  official 
statement;  provided  that  such  preliminary  official  state- 
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ment  shall  be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  sub- 
ject to  such  final  approval. 

It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds  at 
private  sale,  as  authorized  by  the  Act,  upon  terms  and 
conditions  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by 
resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such 
resolution  shall  authorize  the  Mayor  to  execute  a  bond 
purchase  agreement  with  the  purchasers  of  the  Bonds. 
Such  resolution,  or  supplementary  resolutions  adopted 
concurrently  therewith,  shall  ^also  prescribe  (i)  the  ma- 
turities and  the  interest  rate  or  rates  to  be  borne  by  the 
Bonds,  (ii)  certain  redemption  provisions,  if  any,  for  the 
Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  3.01  of  this  Ordinance,  (iii) 
the  sinking  fund  requirements,  if  any,  for  the  Bonds  as 
provided  in  Section  3.02  of  this  Ordinance,  and  (iv)  such 
other  matters  as  may  be  required  by  this  Ordinance  or 
deemed   .appropriate   by   the   Commissioners   of  Finance. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  and 
coupons  are  to  be  issued,  authenticated  and  delivered,  and 
all  property  subject  to  or  to  become  subject  to  this  Ordi- 
nance, including  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan  (as  herein  defined),  is  to  be  held  and 
applied,  upon  and  subject  to  the  following  covenants, 
conditions,  uses  and  trusts;  and  the  City,  for  itself  and 
its  successors,  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with 
the  Trustee  and  its  successors  in  the  trust  and  with  all 
those  who  sh^H,  from  time  to  time,  hold  the  Bonds  and 
coupons,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  benefit  of  all  such 
holders,  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  I. 

DEFINITIONS 

The  terms  defined  in  this  Article  I  shall,  for  all  pur- 
poses of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  ordinances  or  resolu- 
tions supplemental  hereto  now  or  hereafter  entered  into 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof,  have  the  mean- 
ings herein  specified,  unless  the  context  clearly  otherwise 
requires : 

"Act"  shall  mean  Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive, 
of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland   (1971 
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Replacement  Volume  and  1973  Cumulative  Supplement) 
and  all  future  acts  supplemental  thereto  or  amendatory 
thereof. 

"Additional  Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  issued 
under  Section  2.09  of  this  Ordinance. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  shall  mean  the  Curtis  Bay  chemical 
plant  located  within  the  City  of  B^altimore  and  owned  and 
operated  by  the  Industry. 

"Bond"  or  "Bonds"  means  the  Pollution  Control  Reve- 
nue Bonds  of  the  City  of  all  Series  from  time  to  time 
authenticated  and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance.  The 
"1974  Series"  Bonds  means  the  Bonds  identified  as  such 
in  Section  2.02  hereof. 

"Bond  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  in  Section  5.02 
hereof. 

"Bondholder"  or  "Holder"  or  "Owner  of  the  Bonds" 
means  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  ^nd  the  registered 
owner  of  any  Bond. 

"City"  means  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision 
of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners  of  Finance"  means  that  board  of  fi- 
nance known  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  by  Sec- 
tion 6.02  hereof. 

"Coupon"  or  "coupons"  means  any  interest  coupon  or 
all  the  interest  coupons,  as  the  case  m^y  be,  appertaining 
to  the  Bonds. 

The  term  "Default"  or  "Event  of  Default"  means  any 
of  those  defaults  specified  in  and  defined  by  Section  10.01 
hereof. 

"Extraordinary  Services"  and  "Extraordinary  Ex- 
penses" means  all  services  rendered  and  all  expenses 
incurred  under  the  Ordinance  other  than  Ordinary  Serv- 
ices and  Ordinary  Expenses. 

"Industry"  means  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.,  a  Connecticut 
corporation,  and  its  successors  and  assigns  and  any  sur- 
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viving,  resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as  provided  in 
Section  6.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

"Loan"  means  the  loan  to  be  made  by  the  City  to  the 
Industry  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

"Loan  Agreement"  means  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be 
executed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  Industry,  and  any  amendments 
or  supplements  thereto,  and  shall  include  the  Note  issued 
thereunder. 

"Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body 
of  the  City  and  any  successor  body. 

"Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry 
in  substantially  the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  the 
Loan    Agreement,    as    required    by    Section    4.01    hereof. 

"Ordinance"  means  this  Ordinance  and  any  ordinance 
or  resolution  (or  other  action  or  instrument  authorized 
by  this  Ordinance)  supplemental  hereto  or  amendatory 
hereof. 

"Ordinary  Services"  and  "Ordinary  Expenses"  means 
those  services  normally  rendered  and  those  expenses 
normally  incurred  by  a  trustee  under  instruments  similar 
to  this  Ordinance. 

"The  term  "Outstanding"  or  "Bonds  Outstanding" 
means  all  Bonds  which  have  been  duly  authenticated  and 
delivered  by  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  except: 

(a)  Bonds  theretofore  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  or 
theretofore  delivered  to  the  Trustee  for  cancellation; 

(b)  Bonds  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  which 
cash  funds  or  securities,  as  provided  in  Section  9.01 
hereof  shall  have  been  theretofore  deposited  with  the 
Trustee  (whether  upon  or  prior  to  the  maturity  or  re- 
demption date  of  any  such  Bonds) ;  provided  that  if 
such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  the  maturity 
thereof,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been  given 
or  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  shall  have 
been  made  therefor,  or  waiver  of  such  notice  satisfactory 
in  form  to  the  Trustee,  shall  have  been  filed  with  the 
Trustee ;  and

(c)  Bonds  in  lieu  of  which  others  have  been  authenti- 
cated under  Section  2.07  hereof,  unless  proof  satisfactory 
to  the  Trustee  is  presented  to  the  Trustee  that  any  such 
Bonds  are  held  by  bona  fide  purchasers  as  that  term  is 
defined  in  Subtitle  8  of  Article  95B  of  the  Annotated  Code 
of  Maryland  (Maryland  Uniform  Commercial  Code), 
^  amended,  in  which  case  the  Bond  or  Bonds  so  replaced 
and  the  Bond  or  Bonds  authenticated  and  delivered  there- 
for shall  be  deemed  outstanding. 

"Person"  means  natural  persons,  firms,  associations, 
corporations  and  public  bodies. 

"Pollution  Control  Facilities"  means  the  facilities  de- 
signed to  collect,  tre^t  and  dispose  of  the  industrial  ef- 
fluent originating  at  the  Baltimore  Plant,  which  are  gen- 
erally described  in  Exhibit  A  to  the  Loan  Agreement 
and  which  are  "pollution  control  facilities"  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  103  (c)  (4)  (F)  of  the  Internal  Reve- 
nue Code  of  1954,  as  amended. 

"Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan" 
me^ans  all  moneys  payable  by  the  Industry  to  the  City 
under  the  Loan  Agreement  and  all  other  revenues  of  the 
City  attributable  to  the  financing  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  (except  amounts  paid  by  the  Industry  pursuant 
to  Sections  6.5  and  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement) . 

"Treasurer"  means  the  Treasurer  or  Deputy  Treas- 
urer of  the  City. 

"Trust  Estate"  means  at  any  particular  time  all  moneys 
which  at  such  time  are  deposited  or  are  required  to  be 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  to  be  held  in  trust  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  property 
which  at  such  time  is  covered  or  intended  to  be  covered 
by  the  claim  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trust  company  or  banking  cor- 
poration and  its  successor  or  successors  as  trustee  here- 
under, designated  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

DESCRIPTION,   AUTHORIZATION,   MANNER   OF 
EXECUTION,    AUTHENTICATION,    REGISTRA- 
TION  AND   TRANSFER   OF   BONDS. 

SECTION  2.01.  The  City  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the 
principal  of,  the  interest  on,  and  the  redemption  pre- 
mium (if  any)  on,  the  Bonds  only  out  of  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  pledged  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof  under  this  Ordinance,  and  not  otherwise. 
The  City  may,  at  its  option,  pay  the  principal  of,  the  inter- 
est on,  And  the  redemption  premium  (if  any)  on,  the 
Bonds  out  of  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the 
City  for  the  payment  thereof.  All  the  Bonds  to  be  issued 
hereunder  shall  be  equally  and  ratably  secured,  to  the 
extend  provided  in  this  Ordinance,  by  the  Pledge  of  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan. 

SECTION  2.02,  There  is  hereby  created  for  issuance 
under  this  Ordinance  a  series  of  Bonds  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $1,500,000  each  of  which 

shall  bear  the  descriptive  title  **City  of  Baltimore,  %, 

Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bond  (W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  Pro- 
ject), 1974  Series."  The  Bonds  shall  be  dated,  shall  be 
issued  as  coupon  bonds  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000 
each,  registrable  as  to  principal  only,  or  as  fully  regis- 
tered bonds  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000  or  multiples 
thereof,  shall  mature,  shall  be  numbered,  shall  bear  such 
rate  or  rates  of  interest  from  their  date  until  maturity 
or  until  the  date  fixed  for  redemption,  all  as  provided  in 
a  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted 
prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such  interest  shall  be  pay- 
able semi-annually,  and  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  the 
right  of  prior  redemption  at  the  prices  and  dates  set  forth 
in  said  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  and 
upon    the    terms    and   conditions    hereinafter    set    forth. 

The  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  and  premium  (if  any) 
payable  upon  the  redemption  of,  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid 
in  any  coin  or  currency  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which,  at  the  respective  times  of  payment,  is  legal  tender 
for  the  payment  of  public  and  priv^e  debts  at  the  prin- 
cipal office  of  the  Trustee  or  its  successor  in  trust. 
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SECTION  2.03.  The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  on  behalf 
of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed 
or  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Treasurer, 
provided  that  at  least  one  of  said  signatures  shall  be  a 
manual  signature.  The  coupons  attached  to  the  coupon 
Bonds  shall  be  executed  by  the  facsimile  of  the  official 
signature  of  the  Treasurer  and  such  facsimile  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  the  Treasurer  had  man- 
ually signed  each  of  the  coupons.  The  Bonds,  together 
with  interest  thereon,  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the 
City  payable  from  the  Bond  Fund  and  shall  be  a  valid 
claim  of  the  respective  holders  thereof  only  against  Re- 
ceipts and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Lo^n  and  the 
Bond  Fund,  which  are  hereby  pledged  and  assigned  for 
the  equal  and  ratable  payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the 
coupons  and  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  to 
pay  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  ^nd  interest  on 
the  Bonds,  except  as  may  be  otherwise  expressly  au- 
thorized in  this  Ordinance.  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  the 
coupons  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge 
against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  power  of  the  City 
within  the  meaning  of  any  state  constitutional  or  charter 
provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  shall  never  con- 
stitute nor  give  rise  to  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  facsimile  signa- 
ture shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to 
be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds,  such 
signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and 
sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  he  h,ad  remained 
in  office  until  delivery. 

SECTION  2.04.  Only  the  holders  of  such  of  the  Bonds  as 
shall  have  endorsed  thereon  a  certificate  of  authentica- 
tion substantially  in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  duly 
executed  by  the  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  any  right  or 
benefit  under  this  Ordinance.  No  Bond  and  no  coupon  ap- 
pertaining to  any  Bond  shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for 
any  purpose  unless  and  until  such  certificate  of  authenti- 
cation shall  have  been  duly  executed  by  the  Trustee,  and 
such  executed  certificate  of  the  Trustee  upon  any  such 
Bond  shjall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  such  Bond  has  been 
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authenticated  and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance.  The 
Trustee's  certificate  of  authentication  on  any  Bond  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  executed  by  it  if  signed  by  an 
authorized  signature  of  the  Trustee,  but  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  that  the  same  person  sign  the  certificate  of 
authentication  on  all  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder.  Be- 
fore authenticating  or  delivering  any  Bonds,  the  Trustee 
shall  detach  and  cancel  all  matured  coupons,  if  any,  ap- 
pertaining thereto,  and  such  cancelled  coupons  shall  be 
cremated  by  the  Trustee  and  a  certificate  of  cremation 
or  other  destruction  sh^ll  be  delivered  to  the  Treasurer 
by  the  Trustee. 

SECTION  2.05.  The  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
and  the  coupons,  if  any,  attached  thereto  shall  be  sub- 
stantially in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  with  such 
appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  are 
permitted  or  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  by  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted  prior  to 
the  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  2.06.  The  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
Trustee  and  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds  in 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding 
$1,500,000  and  deliver  them  to  the  purchasers  as  m^y  be 
directed  by  the  City  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.06 
provided. 

Prior  to  the  authentication  and  delivery  by  the  Trustee 
of  any  of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee: 

1.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  this  Ordinance. 

2.  An  original  executed  counterpart  of  the  Lo^n 
Agreement. 

3.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  setting  forth  the  details  relating  to 
the  Bonds  as  prescribed  by  Section  2.02  hereof. 

4.  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on  be- 
half of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authen- 
ticate and  deliver  the  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  not  exceeding  $1,500,000  to  the  purchasers 
therein  identified  upon  payment  to  the  Trustee  but  for  the 
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account  of  the  City  of  a  sum  specified  in  such  request 
and  authorization  plus  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the 
date  of  delivery.  Such  proceeds  shall  be  paid  over  to 
the  Trustee  and  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund 
and  Construction  Fund  as  hereinafter  provided  under 
Article  VI  hereof. 

SECTION  2.07.  In  the  event  any  Bond  is  mutilated,  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed,  the  City  may  execute  and  the  Trustee 
may  authenticate  a  new  Bond  of  like  date,  maturity  and 
denomination  as  that  mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed, 
which  new  Bond  shall  have  attached  thereto  coupons 
corresponding  in  all  respects  to  those  (if  any)  on  the 
Bond  mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed;  provided  that, 
in  the  case  of  any  mutilated  Bonds,  such  mutilated 
Bond  together  with  all  coupons  (if  any)  appertaining 
thereto  shall  first  be  surrendered  to  the  City,  and  in  the 
case  of  any  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed  Bond,  there  shall 
be  first  furnished  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee  evidence  of 
such  loss,  theft  or  destruction  satisfactory  to  the  City  and 
the  Trustee,  together  with  indemnity  satisfactory  to 
them.  In  the  event  any  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  have 
matured,  instead  of  issuing  a  duplicate  Bond  or  coupon 
the  City  may  pay  the  same  without  surrender  thereof. 
The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  charge  the  holder  or 
owner  of  such  Bonds  with  their  reasonable  fees  and  ex- 
penses in  this  connection. 

SECTION  2.08.  All  the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  be  negotiable,  subject  to  the  provisions  for 
registration  and  transfer  contained  in  this  Ordinance 
and  in  the  Bonds.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  re- 
main outstanding,  the  City  sh;all  maintain  and  keep,  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer,  books  for  the  registra- 
tion and  transfer  of  Bonds;  and,  upon  presentation  there- 
of for  such  purpose  at  said  office,  the  Treasurer  shall 
register  or  cause  to  be  registered  therein,  and  permit 
to  be  transferred  thereon,  under  such  re^asonable  regu- 
lations as  it  or  the  Trustee  may  prescribe,  any  Bond  en- 
titled to  registration  or  transfer.  So  long  as  any  of  the 
Bonds  remain  outstanding,  the  City  shall  make  all  neces- 
sary provisions  to  permit  the  exchange  of  Bonds  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer. 
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All  coupon  Bonds  shall  pass  by  delivery,  unless  regis- 
tered as  to  principal  other  than  to  bearer  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  Section  2.08.  Any  coupon  Bond  may  be 
registered  as  to  principal  on  the  books  of  the  City  at 
the  principal  office  of  the  Treasurer,  upon  presentation 
thereof  at  said  office  and  the  payment  of  a  charge  suf- 
ficient to  reimburse  the  City  for  any  tax  or  other  govern- 
mental charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such 
registration,  and  such  registration  shall  be  noted  on 
such  Bond.  After  said  registration  no  transfer  thereof 
shall  be  valid  unless  made  on  said  books  at  the  written 
request  of  the  registered  owner  or  his  attorney  duly 
authorized  in  writing,  and  similarly  noted  on  such  Bond; 
but  such  Bond  may  be  discharged  from  registration  by 
being  in  like  manner  transferred  to  bearer,  after  which 
it  shall  again  become  transferable  by  delivery. 

Thereafter  such  Bond  may  again,  from  time  to  time, 
be  registered  or  discharged  from  registration  in  the  same 
manner.  Registration  of  any  coupon  Bond  as  to  principal, 
however,  shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  by  delivery  of 
the  coupons  appertaining  to  such  Bond,  but  such  coupons 
shall  continue  to  pass  by  delivery  and  shall  remain  pay- 
able to  bearer. 

As  to  any  coupon  Bond  registered  as  to  principal 
other  than  to  bearer  the  person  in  whose  name  the  same 
shall  be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City  may  be 
deemed  and  regarded  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof, 
whether  such  Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  ^11  pur- 
poses, except  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of 
coupons;  and  payment  of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal 
or  redemption  price,  if  any,  of  such  Bond  shall  be  made 
only  to,  or  upon  the  order  of,  such  registered  owner 
thereof,  but  such  registration  may  be  changed  as  above 
provided.  All  such  payments  shall  be  valid  and  effectual 
to  satisfy  and  discharge  the  liability  upon  such  Bond  to  the 
extent  of  the  sum  or  sums  so  paid.  The  City,  the  Trustee 
and  any  paying  agent  may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of 
any  coupon  ^s  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether  such 
coupon  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
ceiving payment  thereof  and  for  all  other  purposes  wtiat- 
soever,  and  may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any  coupon 
Bond   which   shall   not   at  the  time  be  registered   as   to 
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principal  other  th^n  to  bearer,  or  the  person  in  whose 
name  any  coupon  Bond  for  the  time  being  shall  be  regis- 
tered upon  the  Books  of  the  City,  as  the  absolute  owner 
of  such  Bond,  whether  such  Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  the  principal  or 
redemption  price  thereof  and  for  all  other  purposes  what- 
soever except  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of 
coupons,  and  neither  the  City,  nor  the  Trustee  nor  any 
paying  agent  shall  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  con- 
trary. Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  City 
agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  the  Trustee  and  each 
paying  agent  harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all  loss, 
cost,  charge,  expense,  judgment  or  liability  incurred  by  it, 
acting  in  good  faith  and  without  negligence  hereunder,  in 
so  treating  such  bearer  or  registered  owner. 

Each  registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall  be 
transferable  only  upon  the  books  of  the  City,  which  shall 
be  kept  for  that  purpose  at  the  principal  office  of  the 
Treasurer,  at  the  written  request  of  the  registered  owner 
thereof  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writing,  upon 
surrender  thereof,  together  with  a  written  instrument 
of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  Treasurer  duly  executed 
by  the  registered  owner  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney. 
Upon  the  transfer  of  any  such  registered  Bond,  the  City 
shall  issue  in  the  name  of  the  transferee,  in  authorized 
denominations,  a  new  registered  Bond  or  Bonds  without 
coupons,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  transferee,  coupon 
Bonds,  with  appropriate  coupons  attached,  of  the  same 
aggregate  principal  amount,  series,  maturity  and  interest 
rate  as  the  surrendered  Bonds. 

The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  deem  and  treat  the 
person  in  whose  name  any  outstanding  registered  Bond 
without  coupons  shall  be  registered  upon  the  books  of 
the  City  as  the  absolute  owner  of  such  Bond,  whether 
such  Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  payment  of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  and 
redemption  price,  if  any,  of  and  interest  on  such  Bond 
and  for  all  other  purposes,  and  all  such  payments  so 
made  to  any  such  registered  owner  or  upon  his  order 
shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  discharge  the 
liability  upon  such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  or  sums 
so  paid,  and  neither  the  City  nor  the  Trustee  shall  be 
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affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and 
save  the  Trustee  harmless  from  and  against  any  and 
all  loss,  cost,  charge,  expense,  judgment  or  liability  in- 
curred by  it,  acting  in  good  faith  and  without  negligence 
hereunder,  in  so  treating  such  registered  owner. 

Coupon  Bonds,  upon  surrender  thereof  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Treasurer  with  all  unmatured  coupons  at- 
tached, may,  at  the  option  of  the  holder  thereof,  be  ex- 
changed for  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the  same  series, 
maturity  and  interest  rate  of  any  of  the  authorized  de- 
nominations. 

Registered  Bonds  without  coupons,  upon  surrender 
thereof  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treasurer  with  a 
written  instrument  of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  Treas- 
urer, duly  executed  by  the  registered  owner  or  his  duly 
authorized  attorney,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  registered 
o^vner  thereof,  be  exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  coupon  Bonds  of  the  same  series, 
maturity  and  interest  rate  with  appropriate  coupons  at- 
tached, or  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of 
the  same  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  of  any  other 
authorized  denominations. 

In  all  c;ases  in  which  the  privilege  of  exchanging  Bonds 
or  transferring  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  is  ex- 
ercised, the  City  shall  execute  and  the  Trustee  shall 
authenticate  and  deliver  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance.  All  registered  Bonds  sur- 
rendered in  any  such  exchanges  or  transfers  shall  forth- 
with be  cancelled  by  the  Trustee.  All  coupon  Bonds  and 
the  coupons  appertaining  to  such  Bonds  surrendered  in 
any  such  exchanges  or  transfers  shall  be  retained  in  the 
possession  of  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  reissuance  upon 
subsequent  exchanges  and  the  City,  prior  to  the  reissuance 
of  any  such  coupon  Bonds,  sh^ll  detach  therefrom  and 
cancel  all  matured  coupons.  For  every  such  exchange  or 
transfer  of  Bonds,  whether  temporary  or  definitive,  the 
City  or  the  Trustee  may  make  a  charge  sufficient  to  reim- 
burse it  for  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  re- 
quired to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  exchange  or  trans- 
fer, which  sum  or  sums  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  re- 
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questing  such  exchange  or  transfer  as  a  condition  pre- 
cedent to  the  exercise  of  the  privilege  of  making  such 
exchange  or  transfer.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provi- 
sion of  this  Ordinance,  the  cost  of  preparing  each  new 
coupon  Bond  or  registered  Bond  without  coupons  upon 
each  exchange  or  transfer,  and  any  other  expenses  of 
the  City  or  the  Trustee  incurred  in  connection  therewith 
(except  any  applicable  tax  or  other  governmental  charge) 
shall  be  paid  from  the  Bond  Fund.  The  City  shall  not 
be  obligated  to  make  any  such  exchange  or  transfer  of 
Bonds  during  the  fifteen  (15)  days  next  preceding  an 
interest  payment  date  on  the  Bonds  or,  in  the  case  of  any 
proposed  redemption  of  Bonds,  next  preceding  the  date 
of  the  first  publication  of  notice  of  such  redemption.  The 
City  shall  not  be  required  to  make  any  transfer  or  ex- 
change of  any  Bonds  called  for  redemption. 

SECTION  2.09.  The  City,  at  the  request  of  the  Industry 
and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  in  effect  at  the  time 
thereof,  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  issue  Additional  Bonds 
from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional 
moneys,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  to  provide  additional  pollu- 
tion control  facilities  which  shall  become  part  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities,  on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds 
and  any  Additional  Bonds  theretofore  or  thereafter  issued 
and  payable  from  the  Bond  Fund.  Before  any  Additional 
Bonds  are  authenticated  and  delivered  there  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  Trustee  the  items  required  therefor  by 
Section  2.10  hereof.  The  proceeds  of  any  Additional  Bonds 
shall  be  used  solely  to  pay  the  costs  of  completing  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  of  improvement  or  acquisi- 
tion of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  to  pay  the  costs 
incident  to  the  issuance  of  the  Additional  Bonds,  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  6.7  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Such  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  series 
and  principal  amounts,  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  in- 
terest At  such  rate  or  rates,  shall  be  subject  to  redemp- 
tion at  such  times  and  prices,  and  shall  mature  in  such 
years  as  the  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  authorizing 
the  issuance  thereof  shall  fix  and  determine,  and  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  for  authentication  and  delivery. 
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SECTION  2.10.  Upon  the  adoption  in  each  instance  of  an 
appropriate  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  the  City  shall 
execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  shall 
authenticate,  such  Additional  Bonds  3nd  deliver  them  to 
the  purchaser  or  purchasers  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
City,  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.10  provided.  Prior 
to  the  authentication  and  delivery  by  the  Trustee  of 
any  such  Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee: 

(1)  A  valid  and  effective  amendment  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  pursuant  to  Section  11.6  thereof,  providing 
for  an  increase  in  the  obligations  of  the  City  and  the 
Industry  in  accordance  with  Section  4.3  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

(2)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  a  supplemental  ordinance 
providing  for  the  issuance  of  such  new  series  of  Additional 
Bonds. 

(3)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  setting  forth  the  details  re- 
lating to  such  Additional  Bonds. 

(4)  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authenticate 
and  deliver  such  Additional  Bonds  to  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers therein  identified  upon  payment  to  the  Trustee 
for  the  account  of  the  City  of  a  sum  specified  in  such 
request  and  authorization  plus  any  accrued  interest 
thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery.  The  proceeds  of  such 
Bonds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  deposited  to 
the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction  Fund  as 
hereinafter  provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 

SECTION  2.11.  1.  One  or  more  series  of  refunding  Bonds 
may  be  authenticated  and  delivered  upon  originjal  is- 
suance to  refund  all  but  not  less  than  all  the  Bonds  of 
one  or  more  series  then  outstanding.  Refunding  Bonds 
shall  be  issued  in  a  principal  amount  sufl[icient,  together 
with  other  moneys  available  therefor,  to  accomplish  such 
refunding  and  to  make  the  deposits  in  the  Bond  Fund 
required  by  the  provisions  of  this  Section  or  by  the  provi- 
sions of  the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such 
Bonds. 
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2.  Refunding  Bonds  of  each  series  issued  to  refund 
one  or  more  series  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  be 
authenticated  and  delivered  by  the  Trustee  only  upon 
receipt  by  it  (in  addition  to  the  documents  required  by 
Section 2.06)  of: 

(1)  Irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satis- 
factory to  it,  to  give  due  notice  of  redemption  of  all  the 
Bonds  to  be  refunded  on  a  redemption  date  specified  in 
such  instructions ; 

(2)  If  the  Bonds  to  be  refunded  are  not  by  their 
terms  subject"  to  redemption  within  the  next  succeeding 
60  days,  irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satis- 
factory to  it,  to  make  due  publication  of  the  notice  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  3.03  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  then 
outstanding  and  coupons  being  refunded ; 

(3)  Either  (i)  moneys  in  an  amount  sufficient  to 
effect  payment  at  the  applicable  redemption  price  of  the 
Bonds  to  be  refunded,  together  with  accrued  interest  on 
such  Bonds  to  the  redemption  date,  which  moneys  shall 
be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  a  separate  account  irrevo- 
cably in  trust  for  and  assigned  to  the  respective  holders 
of  the  Bonds  to  be  refunded,  or  (ii)  investments  in  such 
principal  amounts,  of  such  maturities,  bearing  such  in- 
terest, and  otherwise  having  such  terms  and  qualifica- 
tions, AS  shall  be  necessary  to  comply  ^vith  the  provisions 
of  Section  9.01  hereof  and  any  moneys  required  pursuant 
to  said  Section  9.01  hereof,  which  investments  and  moneys 
shall  be  held  in  trust  and  used  only  as  provided  in  said 
Section  9.01  hereof. 

The  proceeds,  including  accrued  interest,  of  the  re- 
funding Bonds  of  each  such  series  shall  be  applied  simul- 
taneously with  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  supplemental  ordin;ance  authorizing  such 
Bonds. 

3.  Any  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  Bonds 
not  needed  for  the  purposes  provided  in  this  Section  or  in 
the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund. 
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ARTICLE  III 

REDEMPTION 

SECTION  3.01.  In  the  manner  and  with  the  effect  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to  redemp- 
tion prior  to  maturity,  either  at  the  option  of  the  City  or 
pursuant  to  certain  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  as 
follows: 

(1)  The  Bonds  may  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity 
on  or  after  any  date  specified  and  at  the  times  and  in 
the  amounts  specified  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  either  as  a  whole  at  any  time  or  in  part  from 
time  to  time  on  any  interest  payment  date,  by  applica- 
tion of  any  moneys  available  for  that  purpose,  other  than 
moneys  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  in  accordance  with 
the  sinking  fund  provisions  and  moneys  from  the  sources 
described  in  (2)  below,  upon  payment  in  each  case  of  the 
applicable  redemption  price,  expressed  as  a  percentage 
of  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed,  as  set 
forth  in  a  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
and  adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  plus  accrued 
interest  to  the  redemption  date. 

(2)  The  Bonds  also  may  be  redeemed  (a)  as  a  whole 
at  any  time  upon  the  exercise  by  the  Industry  of  its 
option  to  terminate  the  Loan  Agreement  as  provided  in 
Section  9.2  thereof,  or  (b)  in  part,  at  any  time,  in  inverse 
order  of  maturities  (by  lot  within  a  maturity)  upon  the 
exercise  by  the  Industry  of  its  option  of  a  partial  prepay- 
ment of  the  loan  as  provided  in  Section  9.3  of  the  Loan 
Agreement.  Any  of  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in 
the  manner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal 
amount  thereof,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption 
date. 

(3)  The  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  in  accord- 
ance with  the  sinking  fund  provisions  of  Section  3.02 
hereof  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at 
the  principal  amount  thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to 
the  redemption  date. 

(4)  The  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  as  a  whole 
at  any  time  upon  the  occurrence  of  an  event  which,  under 
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the  provision  of  Article  X  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  obli- 
gates the  Industry  to  prepay  the  amounts  due  there- 
under. Any  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal  amount  there- 
of, plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date,  and  all 
other  amounts,  including  additional  interest,  required  by 
Article  X  of  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be  paid  by  the  In- 
dustry. 

In  the  case  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of 
denominations  greater  than  $5,000,  if  less  than  all  of 
such  Bond&  then  outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  re- 
demption, then  for  all  purposes  in  connection  with  redem.p- 
tion,  each  §5,000  of  principal  amount  shall  be  treated  as 
though  it  was  a  separate  bond  of  the  denomination  of 
$5,000  bearing  one  of  the  numbers  borne  by  such  regis- 
tered Bond  without  coupons.  If  it  is  determined  that  one 
or  more,  but  not  all  of  the  $5,000  units  of  principal 
amount  represented  by  any  such  registered  Bond  with- 
out coupons  is  to  be  called  for  redemption,  then  upon 
notice  of  intention  to  redeem  such  $5,000  unit  or  units, 
the  owner  of  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons 
shall  forthwith  surrender  such  Bond  to  the  Trustee 
(1)  for  payment  of  the  redemption  price  (including 
the  redemption  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  to 
the  date  fixed  for  redemption)  of  the  $5,000  unit  or 
units  of  principal  amount  called  for  redemption  and  (2) 
in  exchange  for  a  new  Bond  or  Bonds  of  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  the  unredeemed  balance  of  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons 
and  of  like  maturity  and  interest  rate,  and  such  new  Bond 
or  Bonds  shall  be  numbered  corresponding  to  the  num- 
bers of  the  $5,000  units  of  principal  amount  not  called 
for  redemption.  New  Bonds  representing  an  unredeemed 
balance  of  the  principal  amount  of  such  registered  Bond 
without  coupons  shall  be  issued  to  the  registered  owner 
thereof,  without  charge  therefor.  If  the  owner  of  any 
such  registered  Bond  v^'ithout  coupons  of  a  denomination 
greater  than  $5,000  shall  fail  to  present  such  Bond  to  the 
Trustee  for  payment  and  exchange  as  aforesaid,  such 
Bond  shall,  nevertheless,  become  due  and  payable  on  the 
date  fixed  for  redemption  to  the  extent  of  the  $5,000 
unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  called  for  redemption 
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(and  to  that  extent  only) ;  interest  shall  cease  to  accrue 
on  the  portion  of  the  principal  amount  of  such  Bond  rep- 
resented by  such  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount 
on  and  after  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  provided 
that  funds  sufficient  for  the  payment  of  the  redemption 
price  shall  have  been  deposited  with  the  Trustee,  and 
shall  be  available  for  the  redemption  of  said  $5,000  unit 
or  units  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  and,  in  such 
event,  such  Bond  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  or 
security  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  extent  of  the  portion 
of  its  principal  amount  (and  accrued  interest  thereon  to 
the  date  fixed  for  redemption  and  applicable  premium, 
if  any)  represented  by  such  $5,000  unit  or  units  of 
principal  amount,  nor  shall  new  Bonds  be  thereafter 
issued  corresponding  to  said  unit  or  units. 

SECTION  3.02.  As  and  for  a  sinking  fund  (if  a  sinking 
fund  is  provided  for  in  the  resolution  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance)  for  the  retirement  of  the  Bonds  sub- 
ject to  the  sinking  fund  provisions  provided  herein,  the 
City  shall  cause  to  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  at 
least  one  business  day  before  each  sinking  fund  payment 
date  out  of  the  payments  under  the  Loan  Agreement  an 
amount  sufficient  to  redeem  or  to  pay  (after  credit  as 
provided  below)  the  principal  amounts  of  such  Bonds 
subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions  provided  herein 
on  the  dates  and  the  amounts  specified  in  the  resolution 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

At  its  option,  to  be  exercised  prior  to  the  forty -fifth 
day  next  preceding  any  sinking  fund  payment  date,  the 
City  may  (i)  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  deposit 
in  the  Bond  Fund,  as  an  advance  pa>Tnent  of  Receipts 
and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  such  amount 
of  funds  as  the  Industry  may  determine,  with  written 
instructions  to  the  Trustee,  signed  in  the  name  of  the 
Industry  by  an  authorized  officer  thereof,  to  apply  sucli 
funds  prior  to  said  forty-fifth  day  to  the  purchase  of 
Bonds  subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions,  or  (ii)  de- 
liver to  the  Trustee  for  cancellation  any  principal  amount 
of  Bonds  subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions,  or  (iii) 
receive  a  credit  in  respect  of  its  sinking  fund  payment  for 
any  such  Series  which  prior  to  said  sinking  fund  payment 
date  have  been  purchased  or  redeemed    (otherwise  than 
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through  the  operation  of  the  sinking  fund)  and  can- 
celled by  the  Trustee  and  not  theretofore  applied  as  a 
credit  against  any  sinking  fund  payment. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  funds  and  instructions  specified 
in  (i),  the  Trustee  shall  use  all  reasonable  efforts  to  ex- 
pend such  funds  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable  in  the 
purchase  of  such  Bonds  at  not  exceeding  the  principal 
amount  thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  such  sinking 
fund  payment  date  on  or  prior  to  such  sinking  fund 
payment  date.  Any  such  funds  not  so  expended  by  the 
Trustee  shall  be  retained  in  the  Bond  Fund,  shall  not 
thereafter  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  and  shall 
be  applied  as  herein  otherwise  provided  for  moneys  in  the 
Bond  Fund.  Bonds  so  purchased  or  presented  for  can- 
cellation as  provided  above  shall  be  cancelled  by  the 
Trustee  as  provided  in  Section  3.04  hereof  and  shall  be 
credited,  at  their  principal  amount,  until  the  full  amount 
thereof  has  been  so  credited  against  the  next  ensuing 
and  future  sinking  fund  payments  in  chronological 
order  to  the  extent  otherwise  payable  out  of  the  Receipts 
and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan. 

SECTION  3.03.  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  are 
called  for  redemption,  the  Trustee  shall  give  notice,  in 
the  name  of  the  City,  of  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds, 
which  notice  shall  specify  the  maturities  of  the  Bonds  to 
be  redeemed,  the  redemption  date  and  the  place  or  places 
where  amounts  due  upon  such  redemption  will  be  pay- 
able and,  if  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  of  any  maturity 
are  to  be  redeemed,  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  so  to  be 
redeemied.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  at 
least  once  not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  60 
days  prior  to  the  redemption  date  in  a  newspaper  or 
financial  journal  of  general  circulation  published  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  New  York,  and  in  the  case  of  the 
redemption  of  registered  Bonds  upon  mailing  a  copy  of 
the  redemption  notice  by  first  class  mail  at  least  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  to  the  holder 
of  each  registered  Bond  to  be  redeemed  at  the  address 
shown  on  the  registration  books;  provided,  however,  that 
failure  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing  or  any  defect  therein, 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  proceedings  for  the 
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redemption  of  Bonds.  If  all  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed 
are  registered  Bonds,  notice  by  mailing  given  by  first 
class  mail  to  the  holder  or  holders  thereof,  at  the  ad- 
dresses shown  on  the  registration  books,  not  less  than 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  as  afore- 
said shall  be  sufficient,  and  published  notice  of  the  call  for 
redemption  need  not  be  given,  and  failure  duly  to  give 
such  notice  by  mailing,  or  any  defect  in  the  notice,  to  the 
holder  of  any  registered  Bond  designated  for  redemp- 
tion shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the 
redemption  of  any  other  Bond.  All  Bonds  so  called  for 
redemption  will  cease  to  bear  interest  on  the  specified 
redemption  date,  provided  funds  for  their  redemption 
are  on  deposit  with  the  Trustee  and  shall  no  longer 
be  protected  by  the  Ordinance  and  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  be  outstanding  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 
If,  because  of  the  temporary  or  permanent  suspension 
of  the  publication  or  general  circulation  of  any  news- 
paper or  financial  journal  or  for  any  other  reason,  it  is 
impossible  or  impracticable  to  publish  such  notice  of  call 
for  redemption  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  then  such 
publications  in  lieu  thereof  as  shall  be  made  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Trustee  shall  constitute  a  sufficient  publica- 
tion of  notice. 

SECTION  3.04.  All  Bonds  which  have  been  redeemed  shall 
be  cancelled  and  destroyed  by  the  Trustee  together  with 
the  unmatured  coupons  appertaining  thereto  and  shall 
not  be  reissued  and  a  counterpart  of  the  certificate 
of  destruction  evidencing  such  destruction  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Trustee  to  the  City  and  the  Industry.  All 
Bonds  so  destroyed  shall  thereafter  no  longer  be  con- 
sidered outstanding  for  any  purposes  of  the  Ordinance 
or  the  Loan  Agreement. 

SECTION  3.05.  All  unpaid  coupons  which  appertain  to 
Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  and  which  shall  have 
become  payable  on  or  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  re- 
demption shall  continue  to  be  payable  to  the  bearers 
thereof  severally  and  respectively  upon  the  presentation 
and  surrender  of  such  coupons. 

SECTION  3.06.  If  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  are   to   be   called   for   prior   redemption,   the 
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particular  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Trustee  in  inverse  order  of  maturities.  If  less  than  all 
of  the  Bonds  of  a  particular  maturity  at  the  time  out- 
standing are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  partic- 
ular Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed  shall  be 
selected  by  lot  by  the  Trustee  in  such  manner  as  the 
Trustee,  in  its  discretion,  may  determine.  The  Trustee 
shall  call  for  redemption  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing 
provisions  as  many  Bonds  as  will,  as  nearly  as  practicable, 
exhaust  the  moneys  available  therefor.  Particular  Bonds 
shall  be  redeemed  only  in  the  principal  amount  of  $5,000 
each. 

No  redemption  of  less  than  all  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  other  than  in  accordance  with  the  sinking 
fund  provisions  of  Section  3.02  hereof,  shall  be  made  pur- 
suant hereto  unless  the  total  amount  of  funds  available 
and  to  be  used  for  such  partial  redemption  is  equal  to 
or  more  than  $50,000. 

ARTICLE  IV 
LOAN  AGREEMENT 

SECTION  4.01.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  execute,  seal  and  deliver,  on  behalf  of  the 
City,  the  Loan  Agreement  (including  the  assignments 
of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Note  to  the  Trustee) 
in  substantially  the  form  presented  to  the  City  Council 
as  evidenced  by  a  copy  of  such  form  certified  by  the 
Treasurer  and  filed  among  the  permanent  records  of 
the  City.  The  City,  however,  is  hereby  authorized,  prior 
to  execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  such  assign- 
ments, to  make  such  changes  or  modifications  in  the 
form  of  such  Loan  Agreement,  Note  and  assignments 
as  may  be  required  or  deemed  appropriate  by  item  in 
order  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  transaction 
authorized  by  the  Ordinance;  provided  that  such  changes 
shall  be  within  the  scope  of  the  transactions  authorized 
by  the  Act  and  are  adopted  by  resolution  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  prior  to  execution  of  said  Loan  Agree- 
ment. Such  execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  assign- 
ments by  the  Mayor  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the 
due  execution,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  of  such  instruments

which  shall  thereupon  become   binding  upon  the  City  in 
accordance   with   their   terms   as   authorized   by  the   Act. 

ARTICLE  V 

REVENUES  AND  FUNDS 

SECTION  5.01.  The  Bonds  herein  authorized  and  all 
payments  by  the  City  hereunder  are  not  general  obliga- 
tions of  the  City  but  are  limited  obligations  payable  solely 
from  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the 
Loan  and  as  authorized  and  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

The  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
are  to  be  remitted  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  account 
of  the  City  and  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Said  payments 
are  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  and  the  entire  amount 
of  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
and  the  Bond  Fund,  including  any  interest  or  other  in- 
come earned  on  the  same,  are  hereby  pledged  to  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  penalty, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds.  The  City  hereby  cove- 
nants and  agrees  that  it  will  not  create  any  lien  upon  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  other 
than  the  lien  hereby  created. 

SECTION  5.02.  There  is  hereby  created  by  the  City 
and  ordered  established  with  the  Trustee  a  trust  fund  to 
be  designated  *'City  of  Baltimore  Pollution  Control  Facili- 
ties Revenue  Bond  Fund  W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  Project" 
(which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  "Bond 
Fund"),  which  shall  be  used  to  pay  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  penalty,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds. 

SECTION  5.03.  There  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds  in  the  amount  required  by  Section  6.01  hereof.  In 
addition,  there  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond  Fund,  as 
and  when  received  (a)  any  amount  remaining  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund  to  the  extent  provided  in  Section  3.3 (k) 
of  the  Loan  Agreement  except  as  otherwise  directed 
pursuant  to  said  Section  3.3 (k);   (b)   all  payments  speci- 
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fied  in  subsections  (b)  and  (e)  of  Section  4.3  of  the  Loan 
Agreement;  and  (c)  all  other  moneys  received  by  the 
Trustee  under  and  pursuant  to  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Loan  Ap^reement  when  accompanied  by  directions  by 
the  Industry  that  such  moneys  are  to  be  paid  into  the 
Bond  Fund.  The  City  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that 
so  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder  are  out- 
standing it  will  deposit,  or  cause  to  be  deposited,  in  the 
Bond  Fund  for  its  account  sufficient  sums  from  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
promptly  to  meet  and  pay  the  principal  of,  interest, 
premium,  if  a-ny,  and  penalty,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the 
same  become  due  and  payable. 

SECTION  5.04.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  5.10  and 
Section  11.04  hereof,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  and 
interest  on,  and  premiums,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  and  for 
the  redemption  of  the  Bonds  at  or  prior  to  maturity. 
Whenever  the  amount  in  the  Bond  Fund  from  any  source 
whatsoever  is  sufficient  to  redeem  all  of  the  Bonds  out- 
standing hereunder  and  to  pay  interest  to  accrue  thereon 
prior  to  such  redemption,  and  to  pay  any  applicable 
premiums  or  additional  interest,  the  City  covenants  and 
agrees,  upon  request  of  the  Industry,  to  take  and  cause 
to  be  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  redeem  all  or  part 
of  said  Bonds  on  the  next  succeeding  redemption  date 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3.01  hereof  for  which 
the  required  redemption  notice  may  be  given. 

SECTION  5.05.  The  Bond  Fund  shall  be  in  the  custody  of 
the  Trustee  but  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  the  City 
hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  Trustee  to  withdraw 
sufficient  funds  from  the  Bond  Fund  to  pay  principal  of 
and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  and  additional  interest, 
if  any  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable 
and  to  make  such  funds  so  withdrawn  available  to  the 
Trustee  and  to  any  paying  agent  or  agents  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  said  principal  and  interest,  and  premium, 
if  any,  and  additional  interest,  if  any,  w^hich  authorization 
and  direction  the  Trustee  hereby  accepts. 

SECTION  5.06.  In  the  event  any  Bonds  shall  not  be 
presented   for   payment   when   the   principal   thereof   be- 
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comes  due,  either  at  maturity  or  at  the  date  fixed  for 
redemption  thereof  or  otherwise,  or  in  the  event  any 
coupon  shall  not  be  presented  for  payment  at  the  due 
date  thereof,  if  funds  sufficient  to  pay  such  Bonds  or 
coupons  shall  have  been  made  available  to  the  Trustee 
for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  or  holders  thereof,  all  liabil- 
ity of  the  City  to  the  holder  thereof  for  the  paj-ment 
of  such  Bond  or  coupon,  as  the  case  mav  be,  shall  forth- 
with cease,  determine  and  be  completely  discharged,  and 
thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustee  to  hold  such 
fund  or  funds,  without  liability  for  interest  thereon,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  holder  of  such  Bond,  or  the  bearer  of 
such  coupon,  as  the  case  may  be,  who  shall  thereafter 
be  restricted  exclusively  to  such  fund  or  funds,  for  any 
claim  of  whatever  nature  on  his  part  under  this  Ordi- 
nance, or  on,  or  with   respect  to,   said    Bond   or  coupon. 

SECTION  5.07.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 

Agreement,  the  Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  Trustee, 
until  the  principal  of,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  and 
additional  interest,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  shall  have  been 
fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount  equal  to  the  annual  fee  of  the 
Trustee  for  the  Ordinary  Services  of  the  Trustee  ren- 
dered, as  Trustee,  and  its  Ordinary  Expenses  incurred, 
as  Trustee,  under  this  Indenture,  as  and  when  the  same 
becomes  due,  (ii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges  of  the 
Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  and  any  paying  agents  for 
acting  as  paying  agent  as  and  when  the  same  become 
due,  and  (iii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges  for  the 
necessary  Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraordinary 
Expenses  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  as  and 
when  the  same  become  due.  It  is  further  understood 
and  agreed  that  the  initial  or  acceptance  fees  of  the 
Trustee  and  the  fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the 
Trustee  and  paying  agent  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
sentence  which  become  due  prior  to  the  Completion  Date 
(as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement)  will  be  paid  to  the 
Trustee  from  the  Construction  Fund  as  and  when  the 
same  shall  become  due.  The  Industry  may,  without  creat- 
ing a  default  hereunder,  contest  in  good  faith  the  neces- 
sity for  any  such  Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraordi- 
nary Expenses  and  the  reasonableness  of  any  of  the  fees, 
charges,  or  expenses  referred  to  herein. 
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Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement, 
the  Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  City  for  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  the  Treasurer  as  bond  registrar,  and  reason- 
able administrative  expenses,  if  any,  incurred  by  the  City 
in  the  administration  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  of  the 
Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance. 

SECTION  5.08.  All  moneys  required  to  be  deposited 
with  or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  account  of  the  Bond 
Fund  or  the  Construction  Fund  under  any  provision  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  trust,  and 
except  for  moneys  deposited  with  or  paid  to  the  Trustee 
for  the  redemption  of  Bonds,  notice  of  the  redemption 
of  which  has  been  duly  given,  shall,  while  held  by  the 
Trustee,  constitute  part  of  the  Trust  Estate  and  be  sub- 
ject to  the  lien  thereof. 

SECTION  5.09.  Reference  is  hereby  made  to  Article 
V  of  the  Loan  Agreement  whereunder  it  is  provided  that 
under  certain  circumstances  funds  of  the  Industry  may 
be  required  to  restore,  repair  or  replace  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  in  the  event  of  damage,  destruction  or 
condemnation;  but  no  such  funds  are  required  to  be  de- 
posited with  the  Trustee. 

SECTION  5.10.  Any  amounts  remaining. in  the  Bond 
Fund  after  payment  in  full  of  the  principal  of,  interest 
and  premium,  if  any,  on  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment 
thereof  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance),  the  fees,  charges 
and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  any  paying  agents,  and 
the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Treasurer  as  Bond  registrar, 
and  all  other  amounts  required  to  be  paid  hereunder 
shall,  upon  the  joint  written  instruction  to  the  Trustee 
from  the  City  and  the  Industry,  be  paid  to  the  Industry 
upon  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  the  term 
of  the  Loan  Agreement  as  provided  in  Section  9.2  of  the 
Loan  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VI 

CUSTODY  AND  APPLICATION  OF 
PROCEEDS  OF  BONDS 

SECTION  6.01.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  issuance 
and   sale  of  the   Bonds   there   shall   be   deposited   in   the 
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Bond    Fund   all    accrued   interest   derived   from   the   sale 
of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  6.02.  There  is  hereby  created  and  estab- 
lished with  the  Trustee  a  trust  in  the  name  of  the  City 
to  be  designated  "City  of  Baltimore  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  Construction  Fund — W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  Project 
(which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  **Construc- 
tion  Fund*').  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  upon  the  issu- 
ance and  sale  of  Bonds  remaining  after  the  deduction 
provided  by  Section  6.01  hereof  shall  have  been  made 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  Construction  Fund.  Moneys  in 
the  Construction  Fund  shall  be  expended  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  particu- 
larly Section  3.3.  thereof. 

The  Trustee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue 
its  checks  for  each  disbursement  required  by  the  afore- 
said provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

The  Trustee  shall  keep  and  maintain  adequate  records 
pertaining  to  the  Constuction  Fund  and  all  disbursements 
therefrom  and  after  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall 
have  been  completed  and  a  certificate  of  payment  of  all 
costs  filed  as  provided  in  Section  6.03  hereof,  the  Trustee 
shall,  if  requested  by  the  Industry,  file  an  accounting 
thereof  with  the  City  and  with  the  Industry. 

SECTION  6.03.  The  completion  of  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  and  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  expenses 
incident  thereto  shall  be  evidenced  by  the  filing  with  the 
Trustee  of  (i)  the  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement) 
required  by  the  provisions  of  Section  3.5  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  (ii)  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Treasurer 
and  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative,  which 
certificate  shall  state  that  all  obligations  and  costs  in  con- 
nection with  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  payable 
out  of  the  Construction  Fund  have  been  paid  and  dis- 
charged except  for  amounts  retained  by  the  Trustee  with 
the  approval  of  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative 
for  the  payment  of  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
not  then  due  and  payable  as  provided  in  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment. As  soon  as  practicable  and  in  any  event  after  sixty 
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days  from  the  date  of  the  certificate  referred  to  in  clause 
(ii)  of  the  preceding  sentence  any  balance  remaining  in 
the  Construction  Fund  (other  than  the  amounts  retained 
by  the  Trustee  referred  to  in  the  preceding  sentence) 
shall  without  further  authorization  be  deposited  in  the 
Bond  Fund  by  the  Trustee  with  advice  to  the  City  and 
to  the  Industry  of  such  action  unless  the  Industry  shall 
have  directed  the  Trustee  to  purchase  Bonds  in  accord- 
ance with  Section  3.3  (k)  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

SECTION  6.04.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of 
Default  undei-  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
which  default  is  not  cured  within  any  applicable  grace 
period  or  waived  as  herein  provided,  the  Trustee  shall 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  any  sums  remaining  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund,  and  such  funds  are  hereby  pledged  to 
the  repayment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon. 

ARTICLE  VII 
INVESTMENTS 

SECTION  7.01.  Any  moneys  held  as  part  of  the  Con- 
struction Fund  and  the  Bond  Fund  shall,  at  the  written 
request  of  and  as  specified  by  the  Authorized  Industiy 
Representative  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement),  be 
invested  and  reinvested  by  the  Trustee  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  3.8  of  the  Loan  Agreement; 
provided,  however,  that  neither  all  nor  a  major  portion 
of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  shall 
be  used,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
cause  any  Bond  to  be  an  "arbitrage  bond"  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
of  1954,  as  amended.  Any  such  investment  shall  be  held 
by  or  under  the  control  of  the  Trustee  and  shall  be 
deemed  at  all  times  a  part  of  the  fund  in  which  such 
moneys  are  originally  held  and  the  interest  accruing 
thereon  and  any  profit  realized  from  such  investments 
shall  be  credited  to  such  fund,  and  any  loss  resulting 
from  such  investments  shall  be  charged  to  such  fund. 
The  Trustee  shall  sell  and  reduce  to  cash  funds  a  suflS- 
cient  amount  of  such  investments  whenever  the  cash 
balance  in  such  fund  is  insufficient  for  the  purposes  of 
such  fund. 
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SECTION  7.02.  The  Trustee  may  make  any  and  all 
investments  permitted  under  Section  7.01  through  its  own 
Corporate  Trust  Department. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
GENERAL  COVENANTS 

SECTION    8.01.     Each    ^nd    every    covenant    herein 

made,  including  all  covenants  made  by  the  various  sec- 
tions of  this  Article  VIII,  is  predicated  upon  the  condition 
that  any  obligation  for  the  payment  of  money  incurred 
by  the  City  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the 
City  or  a  charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its 
taxing  powers,  but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  and 
the  Bond  Fund,  which  are  hereby  specifically  pledged  to  the 
payment  thereof  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  in  this 
Ordinance  specified,  and  nothing  in  the  Bonds  or  coupons 
or  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  considered  as  pledging  any 
other  funds  or  assets  of  the  City. 

The  City  covenants  that  it  will  promptly  pay  the  prin- 
cipal of,  including  any  applicable  redemption  premiums 
or  additional  interest,  and  interest  on  every  Bond  issued 
under  this  Ordinance  at  the  place,  on  the  dates  and  in 
the  manner  provided  herein  and  in  said  Bonds,  and  in  the 
coupons  appertaining  thereto  according  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  thereof . 

SECTION  8.02.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  faith- 
fully perform  at  all  times  any  and  all  covenants,  under- 
takings, stipulations  and  provisions  contained  in  this 
Ordinance,  in  any  and  every  Bond  executed,  authenticated 
and  delivered  hereunder  and  in  all  proceedings  pertain- 
ing thereto.  The  City  covenants  that  it  is  duly  authorized 
under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland, 
to  issue  the  Bonds  authorized  hereby  and  to  enter  into 
the  Loan  Agreement,  and  to  pledge  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  and  that  the  Bonds  in  the 
hands  of  the  holders  and  owners  thereof  and  the  coupons 
appertaining  thereto  in  the  hands  of  the  bearers  thereof 
are  and  will  be  valid  and  enforceable  obligations  of  the 
City  according  to  the  import  thereof. 
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SECTION  8.03.  The  City  will  at  all  times  maintain 
its  corporate  existence  or  assure  the  assumption  of  its 
obligations  under  this  Ordinance  by  any  public  body 
succeeding  to  its  powers  under  the  Act,  and  it  will  use  its 
best  elForts  to  maintain,  preserve  and  renew  all  the  rights 
and  powers  provided  to  it  by  the  Act;  and  it  will  comply 
with  all  valid  acts,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  direc- 
tions of  any  legislative,  executive,  administrative  or  judi- 
cial body  applicable  to  the  Loan  Agreement. 

SECTION  8.04.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  out- 
standing, the  City  will  enforce  the  obligation  of  the  Indus- 
try to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  ail  the  payments  and 
other  costs  and  charges  payable  by  the  Industry  under 
the  Loan  Agreement.  The  City  will  not  enter  into  any 
agreement  Vvith  the  Industry  amending  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee 
and,  in  the  event  such  amendatory  agreement  shall  ad- 
versely affect  the  interests  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds, 
the  prior  written  consent  thereto  of  the  holders  of  at 
least  66%%  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  out- 
standing. 

SECTION  8.05.  The  City  shall  cause  the  Industry  to 
release  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from,  to  agree  that  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable  for,  ^nd  to  agree 
to  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
harmless  from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  dam^age  to 
property  or  any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  includ- 
ing costs  and  expenses  of  litigation  that  may  be  occa- 
sioned by  any  cause  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  or  the  financing  thereof. 

SECTION  8.06.  The  City  will  from  time  to  time 
execute  and  deliver  such  further  instruments  and  take 
such  further  action  as  may  be  reasonable  and  as  may  be 
required  to  c^rry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance; 
provided,  however,  that  no  such  instrument  or  actions 
shall  pledge  the  credit  or  taxing  power  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  the  City,  or  any  other  political  subdivision  of 
said  State. 

SECTION  8.07.  Except  for  the  contemplated  assign- 
ment to  the  Trustee,  the  City  will  not  sell,  lease  or  other- 
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wise  dispose  of  or  encumber  its  interest  in  the  Loan 
Agreement  or  any  of  the  payments  or  receipts  derived 
therefrom,  and  will  promptly  pay  or  cause  to  be  dis- 
charged or  make  adequate  provision  to  satisfy  and  dis- 
charge any  lien  or  charge  on  any  part  of  such  payments 
or  receipts. 

SECTION  8.08.  In  Sections  5.1  and  5.2  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  City  shall  require  the  Industry  to  agree 
at  its  own  expense  to  keep  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
in  good  repair  and  in  good  operating  condition  and  prop- 
erly insured. 

SECTION  8.09.  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  all 
books  and  documents  in  its  possession  relating  to  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  the  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to 
inspection  by  such  accountants  or  other  agencies  as  the 
Trustee  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

SECTION  8.10.  To  the  extent  that  such  information 
shall  be  made  known  to  the  City  under  the  terms  of  this 
Section  8.10,  it  will  keep  on  file  at  the  corporate  trust  office 
of  the  Trustee  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  the  last 
known  holders  of  all  Bonds  and  the  amount  believed  to 
be  held  by  each  of  such  last  known  holders.  Any  Bond- 
holder may  request  that  his  name  and  address  be  placed 
on  said  list  by  filing  a  written  request  with  the  City  or 
with  the  Trustee,  which  request  shall  include  a  statement 
of  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  held  by  such  holder 
and  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds.  The  Trustee  shall  be 
under  no  responsibility  with  regard  to  the  accuracy  of 
said  list  and  may  rely  on  said  list  for  the  payment  of  all 
sums  due  and  payable  under  this  Ordinance  with  regard 
to  the  payment  of  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  inter- 
est on  the  Bonds.  At  reasonable  times  and  under  reason- 
able regulations  established  by  the  Trustee,  said  list  may 
be  inspected  and  copied  by  the  Industry  or  by  holders 
and/or  owners  (or  a  designated  representative  thereof) 
of  not  less  than  twenty-five  percent  in  principal  amount 
of  Bonds  then  outstanding,  such  ownership  and  the 
authority  of  any  such  designated  representative  to  be 
evidenced  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Trustee. 
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SECTION  8.11.  The  City  covenants  that,  in  order  to 
perfect  the  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  the  payments  to  be 
made  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  appropriate  Financing 
Statements,  naming  the  Trustee  as  assignee  of  the  con- 
tract rights  represented  by  the  Loan  Agreement  (includ- 
ing the  Note),  will  be  filed  in  the  appropriate  state  and 
county  offices  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Uni- 
form Commercial  Code,  as  amended.  The  City  and  the 
Trustee  will  file  such  necessary  continuation  statements 
from  time  to  time  as  may  be  required  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code  to  protect 
the  interest  of  the  Trustee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

DEFEASANCE 

SECTION  9.01.  If  and  when  the  Bonds  secured 
hereby  shall  become  due  and  payable  in  accordance  with 
their  terms  or  through  redemption  proceedings  as  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  or  otherwise,  and  the  whole 
amount  of  the  principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  the  inter- 
est so  due  and  payable  upon  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid, 
or  provision  shall  have  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the 
same,  together  with  all  other  sums  payable  hereunder 
by  the  City,  then  and  in  that  case,  the  right,  title  and 
interest  of  the  Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust  Estate  and  all 
covenants,  agreements  and  other  obligations  of  the  City 
to  the  Bondholders  shall  thereupon  cease,  terminate  and 
become  void  And  be  discharged  and  satisfied.  In  such  event, 
upon  request  of  the  City,  the  Trustee  shall  assign  and 
transfer  to  the  City  all  property,  other  than  the  sur- 
pluses referred  to  below,  then  held  by  the  Trustee  and 
shall  execute  such  documents  as  may  be  reasonably  re- 
quired by  the  City  and  shall  turn  over  to  the  Industry, 
so  long  as  it  is  not  in  default  under  the  Loan  Agreement, 
or  to  such  person,  body  or  authority  as  may  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  same,  any  surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund  or  the 
Construction  Fund  and  all  balances  remaining  in  any 
other  fund  created  under  this  Ordinance.  If  and  when  the 
Trustee  shall  hold  sufficient  moneys  hereunder  to  pro- 
vide for  payment  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal, 
premium  (if  any)  and  interest  due  and  payable  and 
thereafter  to  become  due  and  payable  upon  all  the  Bonds, 
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together  with  all  other  sums  payable  or  which  may  there- 
after become  payable  hereunder  by  the  City,  notwith- 
standing that  all  the  Bonds  and  coupons  have  not  yet 
become  due  and  payable  and  that  consequently  the  right, 
title  and  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust 
Estate  shall  not  h^ve  ceased,  terminated  and  become 
void  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section 
9.01,  the  Trustee,  on  demand  of  the  City,  shall  turn  over 
to  the  Industry,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in  default  under  the 
Loan  Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body  or  author- 
ity as  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  any  surplus 
in  the  Bond  Fund,  the  Construction  Fund  and  any  other 
fund  created  under  this  Ordinance  in  excess  of  the  sum 
sufficient  to  pay  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal,  pre- 
mium (if  any)  and  interest  due  and  payable  and  there- 
after to  become  due  and  payable  upon  all  the  Bonds, 
together  with  all  other  sums  payable  or  which  may 
thereafter  become  payable  hereunder  by  the  City. 

All  outstanding  Bonds  and  all  coupons  appertaining 
to  such  Bonds  shall  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption 
date  thereof  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  within  the 
meaning  and  with  the  effect  expressed  above  if  (a)  in 
case  any  of  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  on  any  date 
prior  to  their  maturity,  the  City  shall  have  given  to  the 
Trustee  in  form  satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  instructions 
to  publish  notice  of  redemption  of  such  Bonds  on  said 
date  as  provided  in  Section  3.03  hereof,  (b)  there  shall 
have  been  deposited  with  the  Trustee  either  moneys  in  an 
amount  which  shall  be  sufficient,  or  securities  specified 
in  Section  3.8 (i)  or  (iii)  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the 
principal  of  and  the  interest  on  which  when  due  will 
provide  moneys  which,  together  with  the  moneys,  if  any, 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  at  the  same  time,  shall  be 
sufficient,  to  pay  when  due  the  principal  and  the  interest 
and  premium,  if  any,  and  additional  interest,  if  any,  due 
and  to  become  due  on  such  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  the 
redemption  date  or  maturity  date  thereof,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  (c)  in  the  event  such  Bonds  are  not  by  their 
terms  subject  to  redemption  within  the  next  succeeding 
60  days,  the  City  shall  have  given  the  Trustee  in  form 
satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  instructions  to  publish,  as 
soon  as  practicable  in  the  same  manner  as  a  notice  of 
redemption  is  published  pursuant  to  Section  3.03  hereof, 
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a  notice  to  the  holders  of  such  Bonds  and  coupons  that 
the  deposit  required  by  (b)  above  has  been  made  with 
the  Trustee  and  that  such  Bonds  and  coupons  are  deemed 
to  have  been  paid  in  accordance  with  this  Section,  and 
stating  such  maturity  or  redemption  date  upon  which 
moneys  are  to  be  available  for  the  payment  of  the  princi- 
pal and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Bonds.  Neither  the 
securities  nor  moneys  deposited  with  the  Trustee  pursuant 
to  this  Section  nor  principal  or  interest  payments  on  any 
such  securities  shall  be  withdrawn  or  used  for  any  pur- 
pose other  than,  and  shall  be  held  in  trust  for,  the  pay- 
ment of  th^  principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any, 
on  such  Bonds;  provided  that  any  cash  received  from 
such  principal  or  interest  payments  on  such  securities 
deposited  with  the  Trustee,  if  not  then  needed  for  such 
purpose,  shall  to  the  extent  practicable,  be  reinvested 
in  securities  maturing  at  times  and  in  amounts  sufficient 
to  pay  when  due  the  principal  and  interest  and  premium, 
if  ^ny,  to  become  due  on  such  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  such 
redemption  date  or  maturity  date  thereof,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  interest  earned  from  such  reinvestments 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Industry,  as  received  by  the 
Trustee,  free  and  clear  of  any  trust,  lien  or  pledge. 

The  release  of  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  this 
Section  9.01  sh^ll  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  the 
Trustee  to  be  paid  reasonable  compensation  for  all  serv- 
ices rendered  by  it  hereunder  and  all  its  reasonable 
charges  and  other  disbursements  and  those  of  its  attor- 
neys, agents  and  employees,  incurred  on  and  about  the 
administration  of  the  trusts  hereby  created  and  the  per- 
formance of  its  powers  and  duties  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  X 

DEFAULTS  AND  REMEDIES 

SECTION  10.01.  In  case  one  or  more  of  the  follow- 
ing events,  in  this  Ordinance  referred  to  as  the  "Events 
of  Default,"  shall  happen,  that  is  to  Sjay,  if 

(a)  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Bonds  and  pre- 
mium, if  any,  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall 
become  due  and  payable  ^t  maturity,  upon  redemption 
or  otherwise ;  or 
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(b)  payment  of  an  installment  of  interest  on  the 
Bonds  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  become 
due  and  payable ;  or 

(c)  there  shall  be  an  event  of  default  under  the  Loan 
Agreement ;  or 

(d)  an  order  or  decree  appointing  a  receiver  of  the 
Industry's  pa^Tnents  under  the  Loan  Agreement  or  any 
part  thereof  shall  be  entered  with  the  consent  or  acqui- 
escence of  the  City,  or  such  order  or  decree  shall  be 
entered  without  the  acquiescence  or  consent  of  the  City, 
if  it  sh^ll  not  be  vacated,  discharged  or  stayed  within 
sixty  (60)  days  after  entry ;  or 

(e)  the  City  shall  default  in  the  due  and  punctual  per- 
formance of  any  covenant,  condition,  agreement  or  provi- 
sion (other  than  as  specified  in  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  Section 
10.01)  contained  in  the  Bonds  or  in  this  Ordinance  on  the 
p;art  of  the  City  to  be  performed,  and  such  default  shall 
continue  for  ninety  (90)  days  after  written  notice  specify- 
ing such  default  and  requiring  the  same  to  be  remedied 
shall  have  been  given  to  the  City  and  the  Industry  by  the 
Trustee,  which  may  give  such  notice  in  its  discretion  and 
shall  give  such  notice  at  the  written  request  of  the  holders 
of  not  less  than  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding;  then,  in  3ny  such 
case,  the  Trustee  may,  and  upon  written  request  of  the 
holders  of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount 
of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall,  provided  that  written 
notice  of  the  default  has  been  given  to  the  City  and  the 
Industry  by  the  Trustee  and  the  default  has  not  thereto- 
fore been  cured,  declare  the  principal  of  all  Bonds  then 
outstanding  to  be  due  and  payable  immediately  by  notice 
in  writing  delivered  to  the  City  and  the  Industry,  and 
upon  such  declaration  the  said  principal,  together  with 
interest  accrued  thereon,  shall  become  due  and  payable  im- 
mediately at  the  place  of  payment  provided  therein,  any- 
thing in  this  Ordinance  or  in  said  Bonds  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

The  above  provisions,  however,  are  subject  to  the  condi- 
tion that  if,  after  the  principal  of  said  Bonds  shall  have 
been  so  declared  to  be  due  and  payable,  all  arrears  of  in- 
terest upon  the  Bonds,  and  interest  on  overdue  installments 
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of  interest  (if  lawful)  at  the  rate  per  annum  which  is 
one  percentage  point  greater  than  that  borne  by  the  Bonds, 
and  all  other  sums  payable  under  this  Ordinance,  except 
the  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  the  Bonds  which  by  such 
declaration  shall  have  become  due  and  payable,  shall  have 
been  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  the  City  also  shall 
have  performed  all  other  things  in  respect  of  which  it  may 
have  been  in  default  hereunder,  and  shall  have  paid  the  rea- 
sonable expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  of  the  holders  of  such 
Bonds,  including  reasonable  attorneys'  fees  paid  or  incurred, 
then  and  in  every  such  case,  such  default  may,  and  upon  re- 
quest by  the  holders  of  the  nxajority  in  principal  amount 
of  the  Bonds  shall,  be  waived  and  such  declaration  and 
its  consequences  rescinded  and  annulled  by  the  Trustee  by 
written  notice  to  the  City,  which  waiver,  rescission  and 
annulment  shall  be  binding  upon  all  Bondholders;  pro- 
vided that  if  such  declaration  w^s  requested  by  the  hold- 
ers of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds,  such  waiver,  rescission  and  annulment  must  be 
consented  to  by  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding,  which  consent  shall 
be  binding  upon  the  Trustee  and  upon  all  holders  of 
Bonds ;  but  no  such  waiver,  rescission  and  annulment  shall 
extend  to  or  affect  any  subsequent  default  or  impair  any 
right  or  remedy  consequent  thereon. 

SECTION  10.02.  The  Trustee,  as  the  assignee  of  all 
the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  in  and  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  shall  enforce  each  and  every  right  granted  to 
the  City  under  the  Loan  Agreement. 

SECTION  10.03.  Upon  the  happening  of  any  Event  of 
Default,  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  Trustee  in  its 
discretion  may,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the  hold- 
ers of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  receipt  of  indemnity  to 
its  satisfaction,  shall: 

(a)  by  mandamus,  or  other  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
At  law  or  in  equity,  enforce  all  rights  of  the  Bondholders, 
and  require  the  City  or  the  Industry  to  carry  out  any 
agreements  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bondholders  and 
to  perform  its  or  their  duties  under  the  Act,  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  this  Ordinance ; 
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(b)  bring  suit  upon  the  Bonds ; 

(c)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  require  the  City  to  ac- 
count as  if  it  were  the  trustee  of  an  express  trust  for  the 
Bondholders ;  or 

(d)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  enjoin  any  acts  or 
things  which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  violation  of  the  rights 
of  the  Bondholders. 

SECTION  10.04.  In  case  any  proceeding  taken  by  the 
Trustee  on  account  of  any  default  shall  have  been  discon- 
tinued or  abandoned  for  any  reason,  or  shall  have  been 
determined  adversely  to  the  Trustee^  then  ^and  in  every  case 
the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bondholders  shall  be  restored 
to  their  former  positions  and  rights  hereunder,  respectively, 
and  all  rights,  remedies  and  powers  of  the  Trustee  shall 
continue  as  though  no  such  proceeding  had  been  taken. 

SECTION  10.05.  Anything  in  this  Ordinance  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding,  the  holders  of  a  majority  in 
principal  amount  of  the  bonds  then  outstanding  hereunder 
shall  have  the  right,  by  an  instrument  in  writing  executed 
and  delivered  to  the  Trustee,  to  direct  the  method  and 
place  of  conducting  all  remedial  proceedings  to  be  taken 
by  the  Trustee  hereunder. 

SECTION  10.06.  No  holder  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall 
have  any  right  to  institute  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
in  equity  or  at  law  for  the  execution  of  any  trust  here- 
under, or  any  other  remedy  hereunder  or  on  said  Bonds, 
unless  such  holder  previously  shall  have  given  to  the 
Trustee  written  notice  of  an  Event  of  Default  as  herein- 
above provided  and  unless  also  the  holders  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  have  made  written  request 
of  the  Trustee  so  to  do,  after  the  right  to  exercise  such 
powers  or  rights  of  action,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have 
accrued,  and  shall  have  afforded  the  Trustee  a  reasonable 
opportunity  either  to  proceed  to  exercise  the  powers  here- 
inabove granted,  or  to  institute  such  action,  suit  or  pro- 
ceeding in  its  or  their  name;  nor  unless  there  also  shall 
have  been  offered  to  the  Trustee  security  and  indemnity 
satisfactory  to  it  against  the  costs,  expenses  and  liabilities 
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to  be  incurred  therein  or  thereby,  and  the  Trustee  shall 
not  have  complied  with  such  request  within  a  reasonable 
time;  and  such  notification,  request  and  offer  of  indemnity 
are  hereby  declared  in  every  such  case,  at  the  option  of 
the  Trustee,  to  be  conditions  precedent  to  the  execution  of 
the  trusts  of  this  Ordinance  or  for  any  other  remedy  here- 
under; it  being  understood  ^and  intended  that  no  one  or 
more  holders  of  the  Bonds  hereby  secured  shall  have  any 
right  in  any  manner  whatever  by  his  or  their  action  to 
affect,  disturb  or  prejudice  the  security  of  this  Ordinance, 
or  to  enforce  any  right  hereunder  or  under  the  Bonds  ex- 
cept in  the  manner  herein  provided,  and  that  all  proceed- 
ings at  law  or  in  equity  slvall  be  instituted,  had  and  main- 
tained in  the  manner  herein  provided  and  for  the  equal 
benefit  of  all  holders  of  outstanding  Bonds  and  coupons. 
Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  contained,  shall,  however,  affect 
or  impair  the  right  of  any  holder  of  Bonds  or  coupons  to 
enforce  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  and  interest  on, 
any  Bond  at  and  after  the  maturity  thereof,  or  the  obliga- 
tion of  the  City  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  and 
premium,  if  any,  on  each  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder 
to  the  respective  holders  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  at  the 
time,  place,  from  the  source  and  in  the  manner  herein  and 
in  said  Bonds  and  the  appurtenant  coupons  expressed. 

SECTION  10.07.  All  rights  of  action  under  this  Ordi- 
nance or  under  any  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  which 
are  enforceable  by  the  Trustee  may  be  enforced  by  it  with- 
out the  possession  of  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  there- 
unto appertaining,  or  the  production  thereof  on  the  trial 
or  other  proceedings  relative  thereto,  and  any  such  suit, 
action  or  proceeding  instituted  by  the  Trustee  shall  be 
brought  in  its  name  for  the  equal  and  ratable  benefit  of 
the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons,  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance. 

SECTION  10.08.  No  remedy  herein  conferred  upon  or 
reserved  to  the  Trustee  or  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  is 
intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other  remedy  or  remedies, 
and  each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative,  and 
shall  be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  hereunder 
or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity  or  by 
statute. 
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SECTION  10.09.  No  delay  or  omission  of  the  Trustee 
or  of  any  holder  of  the  Bonds  to  exercise  any  right  or 
power  accruing  upon  any  default  sh^ll  impair  any  such 
right  or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  of  any 
such  default,  or  an  acquiescence  therein;  and  every  power 
and  remedy  given  by  this  Article  to  the  Trustee  and  to 
the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  respectively,  may  be  exercised 
from  time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  ex- 
pedient. 

SECTION  10.10.  Any  moneys  received  by  the  Trustee 
or  by  any  receiver  pursuant  to  this  Article  X  shall  be 
applied  as  follows : 

(a)  Unless  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have 
become  or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all 
such  moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  to  the  persons 
entitled  thereto  of  all  installments  of  interest  then  due  on 
the  Bonds,  with  interest  on  overdue  installments,  if  law- 
ful, at  the  rate  per  annum  which  is  one  percentage  point 
greater  th.an  the  rate  borne  by  the  Bonds,  in  the  order  of 
the  maturity  of  the  installments  of  such  interest  and,  if 
the  amount  available  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  in  full 
any  particular  installment  with  such  interest,  then  to  the 
payment  ratably,  according  to  the  amounts  due  on  such 
installment,  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  without  any 
discrimination  or  privilege. 

(b)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  become 
or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all  such  moneys 
shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  inter- 
est then  due  and  unpaid  upon  the  Bonds,  with  interest  on 
overdue  interest  and  principal,  as  aforesaid,  without  pref- 
erence or  priority  of  principal  over  interest  or  of  interest 
over  principal,  or  of  any  installment  of  interest  over  any 
other  installment  of  interest,  or  of  any  Bond  over  any 
other  Bond,  ratably,  according  to  the  amounts  due  respec- 
tively for  principal  and  interest,  to  the  persons  entitled 
thereto  without  any  discrimination  or  privilege. 

(c)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  been 
declared  due  and  payable,  and  if  such  declaration  sh^ll 
thereafter  have  been  rescinded  and  annulled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Article,  then,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
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paragraph  (b)  of  this  Section  which  shall  be  applic;able 
in  the  event  that  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  later 
become  due  or  be  declared  due  and  payable,  the  moneys 
shall  be  applied  in  ;accordance  with  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph (a)  of  this  Section. 

Whenever  moneys  are  to  be  applied  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Section,  such  moneys  shall  be  applied  at 
such  times,  and  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Trustee  shall 
determine,  having  due  regard  to  the  amount  of  such  moneys 
available  for  application  and  the  likelihood  of  additional 
moneys  becoming  available  for  such  application  in  the 
future.  Whenever  the  Trustee  shall  apply  such  funds,  it 
shall  fix  the  date  (which  shall  be  an  interest  payment  date 
unless  it  shall  deem  another  date  more  suitable)  upon  which 
such  application  is  to  be  made  and  upon  such  date  interest  on 
the  amounts  of  principal  and  interest  to  be  paid  on  such 
dates  shall  cease  to  accrue.  The  Trustee  shall  give  such 
notice  by  publication  or  mailing  as  it  may  deem  appro- 
priate of  the  deposit  with  it  of  any  such  moneys  and  of 
the  fixing  of  any  such  date,  and  shall  not  be  required  to 
make  payment  to  the  holder  of  any  unpaid  coupon  or 
any  Bond  until  such  coupon  or  such  Bond  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Trustee  for  appropriate  endorsement  or  for  cancel- 
lation if  fully  paid. 

SECTION  10.11.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intention  of  this 
Article  to  provide  rights  and  remedies  to  the  Trustee  and 
Bondholders  which  may  be  lawfully  granted  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  but  should  any  right  or  remedy  herein 
granted  be  held  to  be  unlawful,  the  Trustee,  and  the  Bond- 
holders shall  be  entitled,  as  above  set  forth,  to  every  other 
right  and  remedy  provided  in  this  Ordinance  and  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XI 

CONCERNING    THE    TRUSTEE 

SECTION  11.01.  By  executing  the  certificate  of  au- 
thentication endorsed  upon  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall 
signify  its  acceptance  and  agree  to  execute  the  trusts  hereby 
created,  but  only  upon  the  additional  terms  set  forth  in 
this  Article,  to  all  of  which  the  City  agrees  and  the  re- 
spective holders  of  the  Bonds  agree  upon  and  by  their 
acceptance  of  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 
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SECTION  11.02.  The  recitals,  statements  and  repre- 
sentations in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds  contained, 
save  only  the  Trustee's  authentication  upon  the  Bonds,  shall 
be  taken  and  construed  as  made  by  and  on  the  part  of 
the  City,  and  not  by  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  does 
not  assume,  and  shall  not  have,  any  responsibility  or 
obligation  for  the  correctness  of  any  thereof. 

SECTION  11.03.  The  Trustee  may  execute  any  of  the 
trusts  or  powers  hereof  and  perform  the  duties  required 
of  it  hereunder  by  or  through  attorneys,  agents,  receivers, 
or  employees,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  advice  of  counsel 
concerning  all  matters  of  trust  and  its  duty  hereunder,  and 
the  Trustee  shall  NOT  be  answerable  for  the  default  or  mis- 
conduct of  any  such  attorney,  agent,  or  employee  selected  by 
it  with  reasonable  care.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  answer- 
able for  the  exercise  of  any  discretion  or  power  under  this 
Ordinance  or  for  .anything  whatever  in  connection  with  the 
trust,  except  only  for  its  own  wilful  misconduct  or  negli- 
gence. 

SECTION  11.04.  The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  pay- 
ment and/or  reimbursement  for  reasonable  fees  for  its 
Ordinary  Services  rendered  hereunder,  and  all  advances, 
counsel  fees  and  other  Ordinary  Expenses  reasonably  and 
necessarily  made  or  incurred  by  the  Trustee  in  connection 
with  such  Ordinary  Services  and,  in  the  event  that  it 
should  become  necessary  that  the  Trustee  perform  Extra- 
ordinary Services,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  reasonable  extra 
compensation  therefor,  and  to  reimbursement  for  reason- 
able and  necessary  Extraordinary  Expenses  in  connection 
therewith;  provided,  that  if  such  Extraordinary  Services 
or  Extraordinary  Expenses  are  occasioned  by  the  neglect 
or  misconduct  of  the  Trustee,  it  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
com.pensation  or  reimbursement  therefor.  The  Trustee  shall 
have  a  lien  with  right  of  payment  prior  to  payment  on 
account  of  interest  or  principal  of  any  Bond  for  the  fore- 
going advances,  fees,  costs  and  expenses  incurred. 

SECTION  11.05.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  required  to 
take  notice,  or  to  be  deemed  to  have  notice,  of  any  default 
under  this  Ordinance  other  than  a  default  under  Section 
10.01(a)    or   Section   10.01(b)    hereof,   unless   specifically 
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notified  in  writing  of  such  default  by  the  holders  of  at 
le^st  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding.  The  Trustee  may,  however, 
at  any  time,  in  its  discretion,  require  of  the  City  full  in- 
formation and  advice  as  to  the  performance  of  any  of  the 
covenants,  conditions  and  agreements  contained  herein. 

SECTION  11.06.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obliga- 
tion to  take  any  action  in  respect  of  any  default  or 
otherwise,  or  toward  the  execution  or  enforcement  of  any 
of  the  trusts  hereby  created,  or  to  institute,  appear  in  or 
defend  any  -suit  or  other  proceeding  in  connection  there- 
with, unless  requested  in  writing  so  to  do  by  holders  of 
at  least  twenty -five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding,  and  if  in  its  opinion  such 
action  may  tend  to  involve  it  in  expense  or  liability,  un- 
less furnished,  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  it  may  re- 
quire, with  security  and  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it;  but 
the  foregoing  provisions  are  intended  only  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  Trustee,  and  shall  not  affect  any  discretion  or 
power  given  by  any  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  to  the 
Trustee  to  take  action  in  respect  of  any  default  without 
such  notice  or  request  from  the  Bondholders,  or  without 
such  security  or  indemnity. 

SECTION  11.07.  If  the  City  shall  fail  to  perform  any 
of  the  covenants  or  agreements  contained  in  this  Ordi- 
nance other  than  the  covenants  or  agreements  in  respect 
of  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  redemption  premium 
(if  any),  and  interest  on,  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may,  in 
its  uncontrolled  discretion  and  without  notice  to  the  Bond- 
holders, at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  make  advances 
to  effect  performance  of  the  same  in  behalf  of  the  City, 
but  the  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation  so  to  do ;  and 
any  and  all  moneys  paid  or  advanced  by  the  Trustee  for 
any  such  purpose,  together  with  interest  thereon  at  one 
percentage  point  greater  th^n  the  rate  of  interest  on  the 
Bonds,  shall  be  a  claim  in  favor  of  the  Trustee  upon  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  prior  to 
the  claim  of  the  Bonds;  but  no  such  advance  shall  oper- 
ate to  relieve  the  City  from  any  default  hereunder. 

SECTION  11.08.  The  Trustee  shall  be  protected  and 
shall  incur  no  liability  in  acting  or  proceeding  in  good 
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faith  upon  any  resolution,  notice,  telegram,  request,  con- 
sent, waiver,  certificate,  statement,  affidavit,  voucher,  bond, 
requisition  or  other  paper  or  document  v^hich  it  shall  in 
good  faith  believe  to  be  genuine  and  to  have  been  passed 
or  signed  by  the  proper  board,  body  or  person  or  to  have 
been  prepared  and  furnished  pursuant  to  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  or  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  the 
Trustee  shall  be  under  no  duty  to  make  any  investigation 
or  inquiry  as  to  any  statements  contained  or  matters  re- 
ferred to  in  any  such  instrument,  but  may  accept  and  rely 
upon  the  same  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  truth  and  ac- 
curacy of  such  statements.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  bound 
to  recognize  any  person  as  a  holder  of  any  Bond  or  coupon 
or  to  take  any  action  at  his  request  unless  such  Bond  or 
coupon  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  satisfactory 
evidence  of  the  ownership  of  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  Trustee. 

SECTION  11.09.  The  Trustee  may  in  good  faith  buy, 
sell,  own,  hold  and  deal  in  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons 
issued  hereunder  and  secured  by  this  Ordinance,  and  may 
join  in  any  action  which  any  Bondholder  may  be  entitled 
to  take  with  like  effect  as  if  the  Trustee  were  not  a  party 
to  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee,  either  as  principal  or 
agent,  may  also  engage  in  or  be  interested  in  any  financial 
or  other  transaction  with  the  City  or  the  Industry,  and 
may  act  as  depository,  trustee,  or  agent  for  any  committee 
or  body  of  holders  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  or  other 
obligations  of  the  City  as  freely  as  if  it  w^ere  not  Trustee 
hereunder. 

SECTION  11.10.  The  Trustee  may  allow  and  credit 
interest  upon  any  moneys  which  it  may  at  any  time  re- 
ceive under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  at 
such  rate,  if  any,  as  it  customarily  allows  upon  similar 
funds  of  similar  size  and  under  similar  conditions.  All  in- 
terest allowed  on  any  such  moneys  shall  be  credited  as  pro- 
vided in  Article  VII  with  respect  to  interest  on  invest- 
ments. 

SECTION  11.11.  The  Trustee  may  construe  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  insofar  as  the  same  may  ap- 
pear to  be  ambiguous  or  inconsistent  with  any  other  pro- 
vision thereof,  and  any  construction  of  any  such  provi- 
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sions  hereof  by  the  Trustee  acting  for  the  Bondholders  in 
good  faith  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Bondholders. 

SECTION  11.12.  The  Trustee  may  resign  and  be  dis- 
charged of  the  trusts  created  by  this  Ordinance  by  execut- 
ing an  instrument  in  writing  resigning  such  trust  and 
specifying  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
and  filing  the  same  with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer  not 
less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  date  specified  in  such 
instrument  when  such  resignation  shall  t^ke  efl^ect,  and  by 
giving  notice  of  such  resignation  by  publication  at  least 
once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  a  newspaper 
carrying  fiitancial  news  published  at  least  weekly  in  the 
English,  language  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  City 
of  New  York,  New  York,  the  first  publication  of  said  notice 
to  appear  not  less  than  three  weeks  prior  to  the  date 
specified  in  such  notice  when  such  resignation  shall  take 
effect.  Such  resignation  shall  take  effect  on  the  day  speci- 
fied in  such  instrument  and  notice,  unless  previously  3 
successor  trustee  shall  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  provided, 
in  which  event  such  resignation  shall  take  effect  immedi- 
ately on  the  appointment  of  such  successor  trustee. 

SECTION  11.13.  The  Trustee  may  be  removed  at  any 
time  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  appointing  a  successor, 
filed  with  the  Trustee  so  removed  and  executed  by  the 
holders  of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds 
then  outstanding. 

SECTION  11.14.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign,  or  shall  be  removed,  or  be  dissolved,  or  if  its  prop- 
erty or  affairs  shall  be  taken  under  the  control  of  any  state 
or  federal  court  or  administrative  body  because  of  in- 
solvency or  bankruptcy,  or  for  any  other  reason,  a  va- 
cancy shall  forthwith  and  ipso  facto  exist  in  the  office  of 
Trustee  and  a  successor  may  be  appointed  by  the  holders 
of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  out- 
standing, by  an  instrument  or  instruments  in  writing  filed 
with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  signed  by  such  Bond- 
holders or  by  their  attorneys-in-fact  duly  authorized.  Copies 
of  each  instrument  shall  be  promptly  delivered  by  the  City 
to  the  predecessor  Trustee  and  to  the  Trustee  so  appointed. 
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Until  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Bondholders  as  herein  authorized,  the  City,  by  an  instru- 
ment authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance,  may  appoint  a  Trustee  to  fill  such  vacancy.  After 
any  appointment  by  the  City,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  such 
appointment  to  be  published  once  in  each  of  two  consecu- 
tive weeks  in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial  news  pub- 
lished at  least  weekly  in  the  English  language  and  of  gen- 
eral circulation  in  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York.  Any 
new  Trustee  so  apponnted  by  the  City  shall  immediately 
and  without  further  act  be  superseded  by  a  Trustee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bondholders  in  the  manner  above  provided. 

SECTION  11.15.  Every  successor  in  the  trust  here- 
under appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision 
shall  be  a  trust  company,  a  bank  and  trust  company  or  a 
national  bank  with  trust  powers,  having  a  combined  capital 
and  surplus  of  at  least  One  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand 
Dollars  ($1,500,000)  if  there  be  such  a  trust  company,  bank 
and  trust  company  or  national  bank  willing  and  able  to 
accept  the  trust  on  reasonable  and  customary  tenns. 

SECTION  11.16.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign  and  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall 
be  made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Article  prior  to  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  of  resigna- 
tion as  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
the  retiring  Trustee  may  forthwith  apply  to  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  for  the  appointment  of  a  successor 
Trustee.  If  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be 
made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Article 
within  six  months  after  a  vacancy  shall  have  occurred  in 
the  office  of  Trustee,  the  holder  of  any  Bond  may  apply 
to  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  appoint  a  succes- 
sor Trustee.  Such  court  may  thereupon,  after  such  notice, 
if  any,  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  prescribe,  appoint  a 
successor  Trustee. 

SECTION  11.17.  Any  successor  Trustee  appointed  here- 
under shall  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  the  City 
an  instrument  accepting  such  appointment  hereunder,  and 
thereupon  such  successor  Trustee,  without  any  further  act, 
deed  or  conveyance,  shall  become  duly  vested  with  all  the 
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estates,  property,  rights,  powers,  trusts,  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  its  predecessor  in  the  trust  hereunder,  with  like 
effect  as  if  originally  named  Trustee  herein.  Upon  request 
of  such  successor  Trustee,  the  Trustee  ceasing  to  act  and 
the  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  an  instrument  trans- 
ferring to  such  successor  Trustee  all  the  estates,  property, 
rights,  powers  and  trusts  hereunder  of  the  Trustee  so 
ceasing  to  act,  and  the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to  act  shall  pay 
over  to  the  successor  Trustee  all  moneys  and  other  assets 
at  the  time  held  by  it  hereunder. 

SECTION  ^11.18.  Any  corporation  into  which  any 
Trustee  hereunder  may  be  merged  or  with  which  it  may 
be  consolidated,  or  any  corporation  resulting  from  any 
merger  or  consolidation  to  which  any  Trustee  hereunder 
shall  be  a  party,  or  any  corporation  which  by  purchase  or 
otherwise  acquires  the  trust  operation  of  any  Trustee  here- 
under, shall  be  the  successor  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance, 
without  the  execution  or  filing  of  any  paper  or  any  further 
act  on  the  part  of  the  parties  hereto,  anything  herein  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

SECTION  11.19.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions 
of  this  Article  XI,  the  Trustee  shall,  during  the  existence 
of  an  Event  of  Default  known  to  the  Trustee,  exercise 
such  of  the  rights  and  powers  vested  in  it  by  this  Ordi- 
nance and  use  the  same  degree  of  skill  and  care  in  their 
exercise  as  a  prudent  man  would  use  and  exercise  under 
the  circumstances  in  the  conduct  of  his  own  affairs. 

SECTION  11.20.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of 
Default  known  to  the  Trustee,  the  Trustee  shall  within  30 
days  give  written  notice  thereof  by  mail  to  each  registered 
holder  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  at  his  last  address  ap- 
pearing upon  the  Bond  registry  books  of  the  City  kept  by 
the  Treasurer,  unless  such  Event  of  Default  shall  have  been 
cured  before  the  giving  of  such  notice. 

SECTION  11.21.  In  any  judicial  proceeding  to  which 
the  City  is  a  party  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Trustee  and  its  counsel  has  a  substantial  bearing  on  the 
interests  of  holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  Ti'ustee  may  inter- 
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vene  on  behalf  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  shall,  upon 
receipt  of  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it,  do  so  if  requested 
in  writing  by  the  holders  of  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent 
(25%)  in  principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  if 
permitted  by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 

ARTICLE  XII 

EXECUTION  OF  INSTRUMENTS  BY 

BONDHOLDERS  AND  PROOF  OF 

OWNERSHIP  OF  BONDS 

SECTION  12.01.  Any  request,  direction,  consent  or 
other  instrument  in  writing  required  or  permitted  by  this 
Ordinance  to  be  signed  or  executed  by  Bondholders  may 
be  in  any  number  of  concurrent  instruments  of  similar 
tenor  and  may  be  signed  or  erecuted  by  such  Bondholders 
in  person  or  by  agent  appointed  by  an  instrument  in 
writing.  Proof  of  the  execution  of  any  such  instrument 
and  of  the  ownership  of  Bonds  shall  be  sufficient  for  any 
purpose  of  this  Ordinance  and  shall  be  conclusive  in  favor 
of  the  Trustee  with  regard  to  any  action  taken  by  it  under 
such  instrument  if  made  in  the  following  manner : 

(A)  The  fact  and  date  of  the  execution  by  any  person 
of  any  such  instrument  may  be  proved  by  the  certificate 
of  any  officer  in  any  jurisdiction  who,  by  the  laws  thereof, 
has  power  to  take  acknowledgments  within  such  jurisdic- 
tion, to  the  effect  that  l^e  person  signing  such  instrument 
acknowledged  before  him  the  execution  thereof,  or  by  an 
affidavit  of  a  witness  to  such  execution. 

(b)  The  fact  of  the  holding  of  Bonds  hereunder  by 
any  Bondholder  and  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  and  the 
date  of  his  holding  the  same  (unless  such  Bonds  be  regis- 
tered as  to  principal)  may  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of 
the  person  claiming  to  be  such  holder,  if  such  affidavit 
shall  be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory,  or  by 
a  certificate  executed  by  any  trust  company,  bank,  banker 
or  member  of  the  National  Association  of  Securities  Deal- 
ers or  any  other  depository,  wherever  situated,  if  such 
certificate  shall  be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfac- 
tory, showing  that  at  the  date  therein  mentioned  such  per- 
son had  on  deposit  with  such  trust  company,  bank,  banker 
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or  other  depository  the  Bonds  described  in  such  certificate. 
The  Trustee  may  conclusively  assume  that  such  ownership 
continues  until  written  notice  to  the  contrary  is  served 
upon  the  Trustee.  The  ownership  of  Bonds  registered  as 
to  principal  shall  be  proved  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  8.10  of  this  Ordinance. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  as 
limiting  the  Trustee  to  such  proof,  it  being  intended  that 
the  Trustee  may  accept  any  other  evidence  of  the  matters 
herein  stated  which  to  it  may  seem  sufficient.  Any  request 
or  consent  of"  the  holder  of  any  Bond  shall  bind  every 
future  holder  of  the  same  Bond  in  respect  of  anything 
done  by  the  Trustee  in  pursuance  of  such  request  or  con- 
sent. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

MODIFICATION   OF   THIS    ORDINANCE 
AND  THE  LOAN  AGREEMENT 

SECTION  13.01.  This  Ordinance  shall  not  be  modified 
or  amended  in  any  respect  except  as  provided  in  and  in 
accordance  with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Article. 

SECTION  13.02.  1.  The  City  may,  from  time  to  time 
and  at  any  time,  without  the  consent  of  Bondholders, 
adopt  ordinances  supplemental  to  this  Ordinance  as  fol- 
lows : 

(a)  To  specify  and  determine  any  matters  and  things 
relative  to  Bonds  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 
with  this  Ordinance  and  which  shall  not  adversely  affect 
the  interest  of  the  Bondholders;  or 

(b)  To  cure  any  formal  defect,  omission  or  ambiguity 
in  this  Ordinance  if  such  action  does  not  adversely  affect 
the  rights  of  the  Bondholders;  or 

ic)  To  grant  to  or  confer  upon  the  Trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Bondholders  any  additional  rights,  remedies, 
powers,  authority  or  security  which  may  lawfully  be 
granted  or  conferred  and  which  are  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  heretofore  in  effect; 
or 
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(d)  To  add  to  tlie  covenants  and  agreements  of  the 
City  in  this  Ordinance,  other  covenants  and  agreements  to 
be  observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  in- 
consistent with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect;  or 

(e)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this 
Ordinance,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be  observed 
by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with 
this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect ;  or 

(f)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge  under, 
and  the  subjection  to  any  claim,  lien  or  pledge  created  or 
to  be  created  by,  the  Ordinance,  of  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Loan  or  of  any  other  monej^s, 
securities  or  funds. 

2.  Before  the  City  shall  adopt  any  supplemental  ordi- 
nance pursuant  to  this  Section,  there  shall  have  been  filed 
with  the  Trustee  an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such 
supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this 
Ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms,  and  that  upon  en- 
actment it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in 
accordance  with  its  terms. 

SECTION  13.03.  1.  Subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
contained  in  this  Section  and  not  otherwise,  the  holders 
of  not  less  than  66%%  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  have  the  right  from  time 
to  time,  to  consent  to  and  approve  the  adoption  by  the 
Cit}'  of  any  supplemental  ordinance  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  for  the  purposes  of 
modifying,  altering,  amending,  adding  to  or  rescinding,  in 
any  particular,  any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  contained 
in  this  Ordinance;  provided,  however,  that,  unless  ap- 
proved in  writing  by  all  the  holders  of  outstanding  Bonds, 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  permit,  or  be  construed  as 
permitting,  (i)  a  change  in  the  terms  of  redemption  or 
maturity  of  the  principal  of  or  the  interest  on  any  out- 
standing Bond,  or  a  reduction  in  the  principal  amount  or 
redemption  price  of  any  outstanding  Bond  or  the  rate  of 
interest  thereon,  or  (ii)  the  creation  of  a  claim  or  lien 
upon,  or  a  pledge  of,  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the 
City  from  the  Loan  ranking  prior  to  or  on  a  parity  with 
the  claim,   lien  or  pledge  created  by  this   Ordinance,   or 
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(iii)  a  preference  or  priority  of  any  Bond  or  Bonds  over 
any  other  Bond  or  Bonds,  or  (iv)  a  reduction  in  the 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  required  for 
consent  to  such  supplemental  ordinance. 

2.  If  at  any  time  the  City  shall  determine  to  adopt 
any  supplemental  ordinance  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this 
Section,  if  coupon  Bonds  are  then  outstanding,  it  shall 
cause  notice  of  the  proposed  supplemental  ordinance  to  be 
published  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in 
a  newspaper  carrying  financial  news  published  at  least 
weekly  in  the  English  language  and  of  general  circulation 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York.  It  shall  also  cause 
a  similar  notice  to  be  mailed,  postage  prepaid,  to  all  hold- 
ers of  Bonds  registered  as  to  principal  and  to  all  Bond- 
holders who  shall  have  filed  their  names  and  addresses 
with  the  Trustee  for  such  purpose.  Such  notice  shall  briefly 
set  forth  the  nature  of  the  proposed  supplemental  ordi- 
nance and  shall  state  that  a  copy  thereof  is  on  file  at 
the  office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection  by  all  Bondholders. 

3.  Within  120  days  after  the  date  of  the  first  publica- 
tion of  such  notice,  the  City  may  enact  (the  date  of  enact- 
ment shall  be  the  date  of  passage  and  not  the  effective 
date)  sucli  supplemental  ordinance  in  substantially  the 
form  described  in  such  notice  only  if  there  shall  have  first 
been  filed  with  the  City  (a)  the  written  consents  of  holders 
of  not  less  than  66%%  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  (b)  an  opinion  of  counsel 
stating  that  such  supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or 
permitted  by  this  Ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms, 
and  that  upon  enactment  it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon 
the  City  in  accordance  with  its  terms. 

4.  If  the  holders  of  not  less  than  the  percentage  of 
Bonds  required  by  this  Section  shall  have  consented  to  and 
approved  the  enactment  thereof  as  herein  provided,  no 
holder  of  any  Bond  shall  have  any  right  to  object  to  the 
enactment  of  such  supplemental  ordinance,  or  to  object  to 
any  of  the  terms  and  provisions  contained  therein  or  the 
operation  thereof,  or  in  any  manner  to  question  the  pro- 
priety of  the  enactment  thereof,  or  to  enjoin  or  restrain  the 
City  from  enacting  the  same  or  from  taking  any  action 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  thereof. 
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5.  Upon  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  ordinance 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  this  Ordinance 
shall  be,  and  be  deemed  to  be,  modified  and  amended  in 
accordance  therewith,  and  the  respective  rights,  duties  and 
obligations  under  this  Ordinance  of  the  City,  the  Trustee 
and  all  holders  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  thereafter 
be  determined,  exercised  and  enforced  under  this  Ordi- 
nance subject  in  all  respects  to  such  modifications  and 
amendments. 

SECTION  13.04.  Any  supplemental  ordinance  adopted 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall 
thereafter  fomi  a  part  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  in  any  such  supplemental  ordi- 
nance as  to  any  provision  authorized  to  be  contained 
therein  shall  be  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  Ordinance  for  any  and  all 
such  purposes. 

SECTION  13.05.  Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, any  supplemental  ordinance  under  this 
Article  which  aflfects  the  Loan  Agreement  or  requires  a 
revision  of  the  Loan  Agreement  shall  not  become  effective 
unless  and  until  the  Industry  shall  have  consented  to  such 
supplemental  ordinance. 

SECTION  13.06.  The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  with- 
out the  consent  of  or  notice  to  the  Bondholders  consent  to 
any  amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment as  may  be  required  (i)  by  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  this  Ordinance,  (ii)  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  of  Additional  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section 
2.09  hereof,  or  any  refunding  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section 
2.11  hereof  (iii)  for  the  purpose  of  curing  any  ambiguity 
or  formal  defect  or  omission,  or  (iv)  in  connection  with 
any  other  change  therein  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Trustee,  is  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Trustee,  or  ma- 
terially adverse  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  13.07.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  13.06 
of  this  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  con- 
sent to  any  amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  without  publication  of  notice  ^nd  the  written 
approval  or  consent  of  the  holders  of  not  less  than  66%% 
in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
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outstanding  given  and  procured  as  in  Section  13.03  pro- 
vided. If  at  any  time  the  City  and  the  Industry  shall  re- 
quest the  consent  of  the  Trustee  to  ;any  such  proposed 
amendment,  change  or  modification,  the  Trustee  shall 
cause  notice  of  such  proposed  amendment,  change  or 
modification  to  be  published  in  the  same  manner  as  provided 
by  Section  13.03  with  respect  to  supplemental  ordinances. 
Such  notice  shall  briefly  set  forth  the  nature  of  such  pro- 
posed amendment,  change  or  modification  and  shall  state 
that  copies  of  the  instrument  embodying  the  same  are  on 
file  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection  by 
all  Bondholders. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

MISCELLANEOUS 

SECTION  14.01.  In  the  event  of  the  dissolution  of  the 
City,  all  the  covenants,  stipulations,  promises  and  agree- 
ments in  this  Ordinance  contained,  by  or  on  behalf  of, 
or  for  the  benefit  of,  the  City,  shall  bind  or  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  successors  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
and  any  entity,  officer,  board,  commission,  agency  or  in- 
strumentality to  whom  or  to  which  any  power  or  duty  of 
the  City  shall  be  transferred. 

SECTION  14.02.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  specifical- 
ly provided,  nothing  in  this  Ordinance  expressed  or  im- 
plied is  intended  or  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued 
hereunder,  any  right,  remedy  or  claim  under  or  by  reason 
of  this  Ordinance,  this  Ordinance  being  intended  to  be  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
and  the  holder  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued  hereunder. 

SECTION  14.03.  In  case  any  one  or  more  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  issued  hereunder  shall,  for  any  rea- 
son, be  held  to  be  illegal  or  invalid,  such  illegality  or  in- 
validity shall  not  affect  any  other  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of  said  Bonds  or 
coupons,  and  this  Ordinance  and  the  Loan  Agreement  and 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  as 
if  such  illegal  or  invalid  provisions  had  not  been  contained 
therein. 
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SECTION  14.04.  No  covenant  or  agreement  contained  in 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  Ordinance  sh^ll  be  deemed 
to  be  the  covenant  or  agreement  of  any  official,  officer, 
agent,  or  employee  of  the  City  in  his  individual  capacity, 
and  neither  the  members  of  the  City  Council  nor  any  of- 
ficial executing  the  Bonds  shall  be  liable  personally  on  the 
Bonds  or  coupons  or  be  subject  to  any  personal  liability 
or  accountability  by  reason  of  the  issuance  thereof. 

SECTION  14.05.  The  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland 
shall  govern  the  construction  of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all 
Bonds  and  coupons  issued  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  XV 

FORMS  OF  BONDS,  COUPONS,  TRUSTEE^S 
AUTHENTICATION  CERTIFICATE  AND 
LOAN  AGREEMENT 

SECTION  15.01.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  and  ^ny  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  adopted 
in  accordance  with  Article  XIII  hereof,  the  coupon  Bonds, 
the  coupons  for  interest  to  be  attached  thereto,  the  nota- 
tion for  registration  to  be  printed  thereon,  the  registered 
Bonds,  the  certificate  of  authentication  to  be  executed 
thereon  by  the  Trustee  and  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be 
executed  by  the  City  and  the  Industry  are  to  be  in  sub- 
stantially the  following  forms,  with  necessary  or  appro- 
priate variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or 
required  by  this  Ordinance.

the  Ordinance.  If,  because  of  the  temporary  or  permanent 
suspension  of  the  publication  or  general  circulation  of  any 
newspaper  or  financial  journal  or  for  any  other  reason,  it 
is  impossible  or  impractical  to  publish  such  notice  of  call 
for  redemption  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  then  si^.ch 
publication  in  lieu  thereof  as  shall  be  made  with  the 
approval  of  the  Trustee  shall  constitute  a  sufficient  pub- 
lication of  notice. 

Less  than  all  of  a  registered  bond  without  coupons  in  a 
denomination  greater  than  $5,000  may  be  so  redeemed, 
and  in  such  case,  upon  the  surrender  of  such  bond  to  the 
Trustee,  there  shall  be  issued  to  the  registered  owner 
thereof,  without  charge  therefor,  for  the  unredeemed 
balance  of  the  principal  amount  of  such  bond,  at  the  op- 
tion of  such  owner,  either  coupon  bonds  or  registered 
bonds  without  coupons  of  like   series,   maturity  and  in- 
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terest   rate   of  any   of  the   authorized   denominations,   as 
more  fully  set  forth  in  the  Ordinance. 

Pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement,  payments  sufficient 
for  the  prompt  payment  when  due  of  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  bonds  are  to  be  paid 
to  the  Trustee  for  the  account  of  the  City  and  deposited 
in  a  special  account  created  by  the  City  and  designated 
''City  of  Baltimore  Pollution  Control  Facilities  Bond 
Fund — W.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  Project"  and  have  been  pledged 
for  that  purpose. 

The  holder  of  this  bond  shall  have  no  right  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  or  to  institute  action  to 
enforce  the  covenants  therein,  or  to  take  any  action  with 
respect  to  any  default  under  the  Ordinance,  or  to  insti- 
tute, appear  in  or  defend  any  suit  or  other  proceedings 
with  respect  thereto,  except  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

All  acts,  conditions  and  things  required  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  statutes  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  the  Ordinance  to  exist,  to  have 
happened  and  to  have  been  performed  precedent  to  and 
in  the  issuance  of  this  bond,  do  exist,  have  happened  and 
have  been  performed. 

No  covenant  or  agreement  contained  in  this  bond  or  the 
Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  covenant  or  agree- 
ment of  any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the  City  in 
his  individual  capacity,  and  neither  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  of  the  City  nor  any  official  executing  this 
bond  shall  be  liable  personally  on  this  bond  or  be  subject 
to  any  personal  liability  or  accountability  by  reason  of 
the  issuance  of  this  bond. 

This  bond  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  benefit  under 
the  Ordinance  or  be  valid  or  become  obligatory  for  any 
purpose,  until  this  bond  shall  have  been  authenticated  by 
the  execution  by  the  Trustee,  or  its  successor  as  Trustee, 
of   the    Certificate    of    Authentication    inscribed    hereon.

FORM  OF  LOAN  AGREEMENT 

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

THIS  LOAN  AGREEMENT,  dated  as  of  ...., 

1974  between  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  W.  R. 
GRACE  &  CO.,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Connecticut  duly  qualified  to  conduct  business 
in  the  State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  second  part, 

WITNESSETH: 

IN  CONSIDERATION  of  the  respective  representa- 
tions and  agreements  hereinafter  contained,  the  parties 
hereto  agree  as   follows    (provided,   that  in  the  perfor- 
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mance  of  the  agreements  of  the  party  of  the  first  p^rt 
herein  contained,  any  obligation  it  may  thereby  incur 
for  the  payment  of  money  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary 
liability  or  a  charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  Against 
its  taxing  powers  but  shall  be  payable  solely  out  of  the 
proceeds  derived  from  this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  sale 
of  the  Bonds  referred  to  in  Section  3.2  hereof) : 

ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

SECTION  1.1.  Certain  terms  used  in  this  Loan  Agree- 
ment are  hereinafter  defined  in  this  Section  1.1.  When 
used  herein,  such  terms  shall  h^ave  the  meanings  given 
to  them  by  the  language  employed  in  this  Article  I  de- 
fining such  terms,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates 
otherwise : 

"Act*'  means  Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Ar- 
ticle 41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replace- 
ment Volume  and  1973  Cumulative  Supplement). 

'^Agreement"  or  "Loan  Agreement"  means  the  within 
Loan  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Industry. 

"Authorized  City  Representative*'  means  the  person  at 
the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  City  by  written 
certificate  furnished  to  the  Industry  and  the  Trustee,  con- 
taining the  specimen  signature  of  such  person  and  signed 
on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor.  Such  certificate  may 
designate  an  alternate  or  alternates. 

"Authorized  Industry  Representative"  means  the  per- 
son at  the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Industry 
by  written  certificate  furnished  to  the  City  and  the  Trus- 
tee containing  the  specimen  signature  of  such  person  and 
signed  on  behalf  of  the  Industry  by  its  President,  or  any 
Vice  President.  Such  certificate  may  designate  an  alter- 
nate or  alternates. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  means  the  Curtis  Bay  chemical  plant 
located  within  the  City  and  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Industry. 

"Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  from  time  to 
time  issued  and  outstanding  under  the  Ordinance. 
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*'Bond  Fund''  means  the  Bond  Fund  created  in  Section 
5.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to  herein. 

"City"  means  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  ^nd  a  political  subdivision 
of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners"  means  that  board  of  finance  known 
as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

"Completion  D^te"  means  the  date  of  completion  of  the 
construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  as  that 
date  shall  be  "certified  as  provided  in  Section  3.5  hereof. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  Construction  Fund 
created  in  Section  6.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to 
herein. 

"Independent  Counsel"  means  an  attorney  duly  ad- 
mitted to  practice  law  before  the  highest  court  of  any 
stjate  and  not  an  employee  of  either  the  City  or  the  In- 
dustry. 

"Industry"  means:  (i)  the  party  of  the  second  part 
hereto  and  its  successors  and  assigns;  and  (ii)  any  sur- 
viving, resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as  provided  in 
Section  6.3  hereof. 

"Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryl;and  and  any  successor  body. 

"Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry  in  sub- 
stantially the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  this  Agree- 
ment. 

"Ordinance"   means   the  Bond   Ordinance  of  the   City 

enacted  on  ,  1974  providing  for  the  terms  and 

provisions  under  which  the  Bonds  will  be  issued  and  pur- 
suant to  which  the  City's  interest  in  this  Agreement  is 
pledged  as  security  for  the  payment  of  principal,  premium, 
if  any,  ^nd  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

"Pollution  Control  Facilities"  means  the  facilities  de- 
signed to  collect,  treat  and  dispose  of  the  industrial  ef- 
fluent originating  at  the  Baltimore  Plant  which,  as  set 
out  in  Section  2.2  hereof,  are  to  be  constructed,  installed 
or  completed  and  thereafter  operated  and  maintained  by 
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the  Industry  and  which  are  pollution  control  facilities 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  103(c)(4)(F)  of  the  In- 
ternal Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended.  The  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  are  more  generally  described  in  Exhibit 
A  attached  hereto. 

"Resolution"  shall  mean  the  resolution  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Fin.ance  providing  for  the  details  of  the  Bonds, 
all  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

"Series    1974    Bonds'*    means   the    "City   of   Baltimore 

%  Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bonds   (W.  R.  Grace 

&  Co.  Project),  1974  Series''  of  the  City,  to  be  issued  pur- 
suant to  the  Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trustee  and/or  the  co-trustee  ap- 
pointed pursuant  to  the  Resolution,  or  any  successor. 

The  words  "hereof",  "herein",  "hereunder",  and  other 
words  of  similar  import  refer  to  this  Loan  Agreement  as 
a  whole. 

References  to  Articles,  Sections,  and  other  subdivisions 
of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  to  be  designated  Articles, 
Sections,  and  other  subdivisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement 
as  originally  executed. 

The  headings  of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  for  conve- 
nience only  and  shall  not  define  or  limit  the  provisions 
hereof. 

ARTICLE  II 

REPRESENTATIONS  AND  UNDERTAKINGS 

SECTION  2.1.  Representation  by  the  City.  The  City 
makes  the  following  representations : 

(a)  The  City  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of 
Marj^land,  and  a  body  corporate  and  politic  created  and 
existing  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Maryland ; 

(b)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  the 
power  to  enter  into  this  Agreement  and  the  transactions 
contemplated  hereby  and  to  carry  out  its  obligations  here- 
under, and  by  the  Ordinance  has  duly  authorized  the 
execution  and  delivery  hereof ; 
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(c)  The  City  is  not  in  default  under  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  which  would 
affect  its  existence  or  its  powers  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
ceding subsection  (b) ;  ^nd 

(d)  Under  existing  statutes  and  decisions  no  taxes 
on  income  or  profits  are  imposed  on  the  City. 

SECTION  2.2.  Representations  by  the  Indicstry,  The 
Industry  makes  the  following  representations : 

(a)  The  Industry  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated 
and  in  good  standing  under  the  laws  of  Connecticut,  and 
is  in  good  standing  under  the  laws  of  Maryland,  and  has 
power  to  enter  into  this  Agreement  and  by  proper  cor- 
porate action  has  been  duly  authorized  to  execute  and 
deliver  this  Agreement. 

(b)  Neither  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  consummation  of  the  transactions  contemplated 
hereby,  nor  the  fulfillment  of  or  compliance  with  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  Agreement,  conflict  with  or  result 
in  a  breach  of  ^ny  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions 
of  any  corporate  restrictions  of  any  agreement  or  instru- 
ment to  which  the  Industry  is  now  a  party  or  by  which 
it  is  bound,  or  constitute  a  default  under  any  of  the  fore- 
going. 

(c)  The  processes  carried  out  at  the  Baltimore  Plant 
result  in  the  discharge  of  industrial  effluent  into  Curtis 
Bay.  The  City  and  the  Industry  agreed  that  the  City  would 
assist  the  Industry  to  finance  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities through  the  issuance  of  Bonds  pursuant  to  the 
Act.  The  construction  of  Pollution  Control  Facilities, 
including  the  reimbursement  of  the  Industry  for  loans 
incurred  or  funds  heretofore  advanced  as  aforesaid  for 
such  purposes,  will  require  the  expenditure  of  approxi- 
mately   

When  completed,  the  Industry  proposes  to  operate  and 
maintain  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  accordance 
with  all  applicable  statutes,  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  treatment  and  disposition  of  the  industrial  waste 
originating  at  the  Baltimore  Plant  (and  such  other  in- 
dustrial waste  as  may  be  treated  in  accordance  with  this 
Agreement). 
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SECTION  2.3.  Findings  by  City,  The  City  hereby  con- 
firms its  findings  th^at : 

(a)  The  Industry  is  engaged  in  industrial  activities 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  requiring  substantial 
capital  and  creating  substantial  employment  opportuni- 
ties, and  is  financially  able  to  assume  all  obligations  pre- 
scribed by  the  Act  and  by  the  Ordinance  and  is  qualified 
as  an  "industrial  concern"  to  borrow  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  from  the  City  to  finance  the  acquisition  by  the 
Industry  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  for  purposes 
of  the  Act ; 

(b)  The  Pollution  Control  Facilities  will  promote  the 
purposes  of  the  Act  by  (i)  maintaining  employment  and 
relieving  unemployment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, and  elsewhere  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  (ii)  en- 
couraging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  eco- 
nomy in  the  State  of  Maryland,  (iii)  assisting  in  the 
retention  of  existing  industry  in  the  St^te  of  Maryland 
through  the  control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution 
of  the  environment;  (iv)  promoting  economic  develop- 
ment; (v)  protecting  natural  resources;  and  (vi)  thus 
promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  of  the  State  of 
Maryland. 

ARTICLE  III 

CONSTRUCTION   OF   POLLUTION 
CONTROL  FACILITIES 

SECTION  3.1.  Agreement  to  Construct  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities.  The  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  proceed 
with  all  reasonable  dispatch  to  construct,  install  and 
complete  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

SECTION  3.2.  Agreement  to  Issue  Series  1974-  Bonds; 
Application  of  Bond  Proceeds.  In  order  to  provide  funds 
for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facili- 
ties, the  City  agrees  that,  simultaneously  with  the  execu- 
tion and  delivery  of  this  Agreement,  it  will  issue,  sell  and 
cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  purchasers  thereof  the  Series 
1974  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  ex- 
ceeding $1,500,000  and  will  thereupon:  (i)  deposit  in  the 
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Bond  Fund  all  accrued  interest  received  on  the  sale  of 
the  Bonds;  (ii)  deposit  in  the  Construction  Fund  the 
balance  of  the  proceeds  received  from  the  said  sale. 

SECTION  3.3.  Disbursements  from  the  Construction 
Fund.  The  City  has  in  the  Ordinance  authorized  and  di- 
rected the  Trustee  to  use  the  moneys  in  the  Construction 
Fund  for  the  following  purposes  (but  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions  of   Section   3.8   hereof,   for   no   other   purposes): 

(a)  Payment  of  the  initial  or  acceptance  fee  of  the 
Trustee,  th^  fees  for  filing  any  financing  statements  and 
any  curative  documents  that  either  the  Trustee,  the  City, 
or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem  desirable  to  file  for 
record  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  security  interest 
under  the  Ordinance;  and  the  fees  and  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  any  actions  or  proceedings  that  either  the 
trustee,  the  Industry,  or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem 
desirable  to  bring  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  secu- 
rity interest  under  the  Ordinance  as  aforesaid. 

(b)  Payment  to  the  Industry  of  such  amounts,  if  any, 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  reimburse  the  Industry  in  full 
for  all  advances  ^nd  payments  made  by  the  Industry  prior 
to  or  after  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  for  expenditures 
in  connection  with  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  the  preparation  of  plans 
and  specifications  therefor  (including  any  preliminary 
study  or  planning  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or 
any  aspect  thereof)  and  all  construction,  acquisition  and 
installation  expenses  required  to  provide  utility  services 
or  other  facilities,  and  acquisition  of  all  real  or  personal 
properties  deemed  necessary  in  connection  with  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  (including  architectural,  engi- 
neering and  supervisory  services  with  respect  to  any  of 
the  foregoing) . 

(c)  Payment  of  the  cost  of  legal,  financial  and  ac- 
counting fees  and  expenses,  and  printing  and  engraving 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  sale 
and  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  the  preparation  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  Ordinance,  the  Resolution,  and  all  other  docu- 
ments in  connection  therewith  and  in  connection  with 
the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities. 
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(d)  Payment  for  l^bor,  services,  materials  and  sup- 
plies used  or  furnished  in  site  improvement  and  in  the 
acquisition  and  construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities, payment  for  the  cost  of  the  construction,  acquisi- 
tion, and  installation  of  utility  services  or  other  facilities, 
and  all  real  and  personal  property  deemed  necessary  in 
connection  with  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  pay- 
ment for  the  miscellaneous  expenses  incidental  to  any  of 
the  foregoing  items  including  the  premium  on  any  surety 
bond. 

(e)  Payment  of  the  fees,  or  out-of-pocket  expenses  of 
the  City,  if  any,  incurred  with  respect  to  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities. 

(f )  Payment  to  the  Trustee  ;as  such  payments  become 
due,  of  the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  (as  Trustee 
and  paying  agent)  and  of  any  paying  agent  properly 
incurred  under  the  Ordinance  that  may  become  due  dur- 
ing the  Construction  Period,  or  reimbursement  thereof  if 
paid  by  the  Industry. 

(g)  To  such  extent  as  they  shall  not  luive  been  paid 
by  a  contractor  for  construction  or  installation  with  re- 
spect to  any  part  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  pay- 
ment of  the  premiums  on  all  insurance  required  to  be  taken 
out  and  maintained  during  the  construction  of  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities,  or  reimbursement  thereof  if  paid 
by  the  Industry. 

(h)  Payment  of  the  taxes,  assessments  and  other 
charges,  if  any,  that  may  have  become  payable  during 
the  construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  or 
reimbursement  thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(i)  Payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  seeking  to  en- 
force any  remedy  against  any  contractor  or  subcontractor 
in  respect  of  any  default  under  a  contract  relating  to  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

(j)  Payment  of  jany  other  costs  and  expenses  relat- 
ing to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

(k)  All  moneys  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund 
after  the  completion  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities, 
the   delivery   of  the   certificate   required   by   Section   3.5 
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hereof,  and  upon  delivery  to  the  Trustee  by  the  Authorized 
Company  Representative  of  a  certificate  stating  that 
payment  in  full  has  been  made  of  the  costs  of  acquiring 
and  constructing  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  all  as 
provided  for  in  the  preceding  subsections  (a)  to  (j), 
inclusive,  of  this  Section,  shall  at  the  direction  of  the 
Industry  be:  (i)  used  by  the  Trustee  for  the  purchase 
of  Bonds  for  the  purpose  of  cancellation,  ;at  prices  not 
exceeding  the  principal  amount  thereof  plus  accrued  in- 
terest thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery,  or  (ii)  paid  into 
the  Bond  Fund. 

Each  of  the  payments  made  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
subsections  (a),  (b),  (c),  (d),  (e),  (f),  (g),  (h),  (i) 
and  (j)  of  this  Section  shall  be  made  only  upon  receipt 
by  the  Trustee  of  a  written  order  by  the  Authorized 
Industry  Representative,  approved  by  the  Authorized  City 
Representative,  which  approval  shall  not  be  unreasonably 
withheld,  which  shall  certify  with  respect  to  each  such 
payment:  (i)  that  none  of  the  items  for  which  the  pay- 
ment is  proposed  to  be  made  has  formed  the  basis  for 
any  payment  theretofore  made  from  the  Construction 
Fund;  and  (ii)  that  each  item  for  which  the  payment  is 
proposed  to  be  made  is  or  was  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  as  provided  in  this 
Agreement. 

SECTION  3.4.  Trustee  May  Rely  on  Orders  and  Certi- 
fications. In  making  any  such  payment  from  the  Con- 
struction Fund,  the  Trustee  may  rely  on  any  such  orders 
and  certifications  delivered  to  it  pursuant  to  Section  3.3, 
and  the  Trustee  shall  be  relieved  of  all  liability  with 
respect  to  making  such  payments  in  accordance  with  such 
orders  and  certifications. 

SECTION  3.5.  Establishment  of  Completion  Date,  The 
Completion  Date  shall  be  evidenced  to  the  Trustee  by  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representa- 
tive, stating  that,  except  for  amounts  retained  by  the 
Trustee  for  Pollution  Control  Facilities  costs  not  then  due 
3nd  payable  as  provided  in  Section  3.3.  (k),  construction 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  has  been  completed 
in   accordance   with   the   specifications   therefor    and    all 
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labor,  services,  nxaterials  and  supplies  used  in  such  con- 
struction have  been  paid  for,  and  all  facilities  necessary 
in  connection  with  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  have 
been  constructed,  acquired  and  installed  in  accordance 
with  the  specifications  therefor  and  aH  costs  and  expenses 
incurred  in  connection  therewith  have  been  paid.  Not- 
withstanding the  foregoing,  such  certificate  shall  state 
that  it  is  given  without  prejudice  to  any  rights  against 
third  parties  which  exist  at  the  date  of  such  certificate 
or  which  may  subsequently  come  into  being.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Industry  to  cause  the  certificate  contem- 
plated by  this  Section  3.5  to  be  furnished  as  soon  as  the 
Pollution   Control    Facilities   shall   have   been   completed. 

SECTION  3.6.  Industry  Required  to  Pay  Construction 
Costs  in  Event  Construction  Fund  Insufficient.  In  the 
event  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  available  to 
loan  to  the  Industry  for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
costs  thereof  in  full,  the  Industry  agrees  to  complete,  or 
cause  to  be  completed,  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and 
to  finance  all  that  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  as  m^y  be  in  excess  of  the  moneys 
available  therefor  in  the  Construction  Fund.  The  City 
does  not  make  any  warranty,  either  express  or  implied, 
that  the  moneys  which  will  be  paid  into  the  Construction 
Fund  and  which,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement, 
will  be  available  to  loan  to  the  Industry  for  payment  of 
the  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  provide  loans  to  pay  all  the  costs  which  have 
been  or  will  be  incurred  in  that  connection.  The  Industry 
agrees  that  if  after  exhaustion  of  the  moneys  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund  the  Industry  shall  finance  any  portion 
of  the  said  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  it  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  any  reimbursement  therefor  from  the  City  or 
from  the  Trustee  or  from  the  holders  of  any  of  the 
Bonds,  nor  shall  it  be  entitled  to  any  abatement  or  dimi- 
nution of  the  payments  required  by  Section  4.3  hereof. 

SECTION  3.7.  Authorized  Industry  and  City  Repre- 
sentatives and  Successors.  The  Industry  and  the  City, 
respectively,  shall  designate,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
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Section  1.1,  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative  and 
the  Authorized  City  Representative.  In  the  event  that  any 
person  so  designated  and  his  alternate  or  alternates,  if 
any,  should  become  unavailable  or  unable  to  take  any 
action  or  make  any  certificate  provided  for  or  required  in 
this  Agreement,  a  successor  sh>all  be  appointed  in  the  same 
manner. 

SECTION  3.8.  Investment  of  Construction  Fund  and 
Bond  Fund  Moneys  Permitted.  Any  moneys  held  as  a  part 
of  the  Construction  Fund  or  Bond  Fund,  and  not  required 
for  immediate  disbursements  and  withdrawal,  shall  be 
invested  or  reinvested  by  the  Trustee,  to  the  extent  such 
investments  are  not  prohibited  by  law  for  investment  of 
bond  proceeds  by  the  City,  in  (i)  general  obligations,  of, 
or  obligations  unconditionally  guaranteed  as  to  principal 
and  interest  by,  the  United  States  of  America;  (ii)  bonds, 
debentures,  participation  certificates  or  notes  issued  by 
any  agency  or  corporation  which  is  or  may  hereafter  be 
created  by  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  as 
an  agency  or  instrumentality  thereof;  (iii)  Public  Hous- 
ing Bonds,  Temporary  Notes  or  Preliminary  Loan  Notes, 
fully  secured  by  contracts  v/ith  the  United  States;  (iv) 
certificates  of  deposit  issued  by  the  Trustee  or  any  bank, 
trust  company  or  national  banking  association,  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  any  state  thereof, 
which  has  a  combined  capital  and  surplus  of  at  least 
$40,000,000,  in  any  amount;  or  (v)  any  other  invest- 
ment which  the  Trustee  may  make  under  Federal  and 
Maryland  law.  Such  investments  shall  be  made  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Trustee;  provided,  however,  the  Industry 
may  by  written  direction  from  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative  to  the  Trustee  direct  the  investments  and 
such  investments  shall  have  maturities  consonant  with 
the  need  for  funds  as  estimated  by  said  Authorized  In- 
dustry Representative.  The  Trustee  may,  and  to  the  extent 
required  for  payments  from  the  Construction  Fund  or 
Bond  Fund  shall,  sell  any  such  investment  at  any  time, 
and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  and  of  all  payments  at 
maturity  and  upon  redemption  of  such  investments,  shall 
be  credited  to  the  Fund  in  which  such  investments  were 
held.  Interest  and  other  income  received  on  moneys  or 
securities  in  either  such  Fund  shall  be  credited  to  such 
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Fund.  The  Industry  covenants  th^at  it  will  not  direct  or 
permit  investments  which  would  cause  the  Series  1974 
Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  103(d)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954, 
as  amended,  and  the  applicable  regulations  issued  there- 
under. 

SECTION  3.9.  Accounting  by  Trustee,  The  Trustee 
shall,  if  requested  by  the  Industry,  file  an  accounting 
pertaining  to  the  Construction  Fund  in  the  manner,  and 
at  the  time,  provided  in  Section  6.02  of  the  Ordinance. 

ARTICLE  IV 

EFFECTIVE   DATE   OF  THIS   AGREEMENT; 

DURATION  OF  AGREEMENT;  REPAYMENT 

PROVISIONS;    AND   UNCONDITIONAL 

OBLIGATIONS   OF   INDUSTRY 

SECTION  4.1.  Effective  Date  of  this  Agreement;  Dura- 
tion of  Agreement.  This  Agreement  shall  become  effective 
upon  its  delivery,  and  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  until  the  principal,  or  premium,  if  any,  and  interest 
on  the  Bonds  have  been  fully  paid  (or  provision  for  their 
payment  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance),  together  with  all  sums  to  which  the 
City  or  the  Trustee  are  entitled  hereunder. 

SECTION  4.2.  Possession  and  Otvnership  of  Pollution 
Control  Facilities.  The  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall 
be  the  sole  property  of  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry 
shall  have  sole  and  exclusive  possession  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  (subject  to  the  right  of  the  City  to 
enter  thereon  for  inspection  purposes  and  to  the  other 
provisions  of  Section  6.2  hereof) . 

SECTION  4.3.  Repayment  of  Loan  and  Payment  of 
Other  Amounts  Hereunder,  (a)  The  City  has  made  available 
to  the  Industry  in  the  form  of  a  loan  the  proceeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  the  Series  1974  Bonds,  and  the  In- 
dustry shall  repay  such  loan  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  subsection  (b)  of  this  Section  4.3.  Simulta- 
neously with  the  authentication  and  delivery  of  the  Series 
1974  Bonds  and  as  a  condition  precedent  to  any  payments 
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from  the  Construction  Fund  under  Section  3.3  hereof,  the 
Industry  shall  execute  its  note,  in  substantially  the  form 
set  forth  in  Exhibit  B  hereto. 

(b)     On  the   last  business   day  before   1> 

1974,  and  on  the  last  business  day  before  each 

1   and   1   thereafter,   until   the  princip;al   of, 

premium,  if  any,  additional  interest,  if  any,  and  interest 
on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid  or 
provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  have  been  made 
in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance,  the  Industry  shall  pay 

to  the  Trustee;   (i)  if  such  date  is  1,  a  sum 

equal  to  the  amount  payable  on  such  date  as  interest 
upon  the  Series  1974  Bonds,  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance; 

and   (ii)   if  such  date  is  1,  a  sum  equal  to 

the  amount  payable  on  such  date  as  principal  (whether 
at  the  stated  maturity  or  by  sinking  fund  redemption 
pursuant  to  Section  3.02  of  the  Ordinance)  and  interest 
upon  the  Series  1974  Bonds. 

In  any  event  each  payment  under  this  Section  shall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  the  amount  of  interest  or  interest  and 
principal  (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemption  or  ac- 
celeration) and  premium,  if  any,  payable  on  the  next  suc- 
ceeding interest  payment  date,  and  if  at  any  payment 
date  (whether  or  not  such  payment  date  is  an  interest 
payment  date)  the  balance  in  the  Bond  Fund  is  insufficient 
to  make  the  required  payments  of  principal  (whether  at 
maturity  or  by  redemption  or  acceleration)  and  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  such  dMe,  the  Industry  shall  forth- 
with pay  any  such  deficiency;  provided  that  any  amount 
at  any  time  held  by  the  Trustee  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall 
be  credited  against  the  next  payment  to  the  extent  such 
amount  is  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  for  payment 
of  Bonds  theretofore  matured  or  called  for  redemption 
and  past  due  interest  in  all  cases  where  such  Bonds  or 
coupons  have  not  been  presented  for  payment;  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  if  the  amount  held  by  the  Trustee 
in  the  Bond  Fund  should  be  sufficient  to  pay  at  the  times 
required  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest 
on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  then  remaining  unpaid,  the  In- 
dustry sh^ll  not  be  obligated  to  make  any  further  pay- 
ments   under   the   foregoing   provisions   of   this   Section. 
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(e)  The  Industry  agrees  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  until 
the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the 
Series  1974  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an 
amount  equal  to  the  annual  fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the 
Ordinary  Services  of  the  Trustee,  as  Trustee,  rendered, 
and  its  Ordinary  Expenses,  as  Trustee,  incurred  under  the 
Ordinance,  as  and  when  the  same  becomes  due;  (ii)  rea- 
sonable fees  and  charges  of  the  Trustee,  as  paying  agent, 
and  any  other  paying  agents  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds 
for  acting  as  paying  agents  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance, 
and  the  City  as  bond  registrar  as  provided  in  the  Ordi- 
nance, as  and  when  the  same  become  due;  and  (iii)  the 
reasonable  fees  and  charges  of  the  Trustee  for  the  neces- 
sary Extraordinary  Services  rendered  by  it  and  Extra- 
ordinary Expenses  incurred  by  it  under  the  Ordinance, 
as  and  when  the  same  become  due;  provided,  that  the 
Industry  may,  without  creating  a  default  hereunder,  con- 
test in  good  faith  the  necessity  for  any  such  Extra- 
ordinary Services  and  Extraordinary  Expenses  and  the 
reasonableness    of    any    such    fees,    charges    or   expenses. 

(d)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  paym.ents  by 
the  Industry  under  subsections  (b)  and  (e)  of  this  Sec- 
tion, including  payments  pursuant  to  the  Note,  are  to  be 
assigned  by  the  City  to  the  Trustee.  The  Industry  assents 
to  such  assignment  and  agrees  that,  as  to  the  Trustee, 
its  obligation  to  make  such  paj^ments  shall  be  absolute, 
irrevocable  and  unconditional  and  shall  not  be  subject 
to  any  defense  (other  than  payment)  or  any  right  of 
set-off,  counter-claim  or  recoupment  arising  out  of  any 
breach  by  the  City  of  any  obligation  to  the  Industry, 
\yhether  hereunder  or  otherwise,  or  out  of  any  indebted- 
ness or  liability  at  any  time  owing  to  the  Industry  by  the 
City.  The  City  directs  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry 
agrees,  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  at  its  principal  office  all 
payments  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

(e)  In  the  event  the  Industry  shall  fail  to  make  any 
of  the  payments  required  in  this  Section  4.3,  the  item 
or  installment  so  in  default  shall  continue  as  an  obligation 
of  the  Industry  until  the  amount  in  default  shall  have 
been  fully  paid,  and  the  Industry  agrees  to  pay  the  same 
with    interest   thereon   at    one   percentage   point   greater 
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than  the  rate  of  interest  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  until 
the  item  or  installment  is  fully  paid. 

SECTION  4.4.  Place  of  Payments.  The  payments  pro- 
vided for  in  subsections  (b)  and  (e)  of  Section  4.3 
hereof  shall  be  paid  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  ac- 
count of  the  City  and  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond 
Fund.  The  payments  to  be  made  to  the  Trustee  under 
subsection  (c)  of  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be  paid  directly 
to  the  Trustee  for  its  own  use  or  for  disbursement  to  the 
paying  agents,  or  to  the  City,  as  the  case  may  be. 

SECTION  4.5.  Obligations  of  Industry  Hereunder  Un- 
condAtional.  The  obligations  of  the  Industry  to  make  the 
payments  required  in  Section  4.3  hereof  and  to  perform 
and  observe  the  other  agreements  on  its  part  contained 
herein  shall  be  absolute  and  unconditional,  irrespective  of 
any  defense  or  any  rights  of  set-off,  recoupment  or 
counterclaim  it  might  otherwise  have  against  the  City, 
and  the  Industry  shall  pay  absolutely  net  during  the  term 
of  this  Agreement  the  payments  to  be  made  on  account 
of  the  loan  as  prescribed  in  Section  4.3  and  all  other 
payments  required  hereunder  free  of  any  deductions  and 
without  abatement,  diminution  or  set-off  other  than  those 
herein  expressly  provided;  and  until  such  time  as  the 
principal  of  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the 
Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid,  or  provision  for  the 
payment  thereof  shall  have  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  Ordinance,  the  Industry:  (i)  will  not  suspend  or 
discontinue  any  payments  provided  for  in  Section  4.3 
hereof;  (ii)  will  perform  and  observe  all  of  its  other 
agreements  contained  in  this  Agreement;  and  (iii)  except 
as  provided  in  Article  IX  hereof,  will  not  terminate  this 
Agreement  for  any  cause,  including,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  failure  of  the  Industry  to 
complete  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  the  occurrence 
of  any  acts  or  circumstances  that  may  constitute  failure 
of  consideration,  destruction  of  or  damage  to  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities,  commercial  frustration  of  purpose, 
any  change  in  the  tax  laws  of  the  United  States  of 
America  or  of  Maryland  or  any  political  subdivision  of 
either  of  these,  or  any  failure  of  the  City  to  perform  and 
observe  any  agreement,  whether   express  or  implied,   or 
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any  duty,  liability  or  obligation  arising  out  of  or  con- 
nected with  this  Agreement,  except  to  the  extent  per- 
mitted by  this  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  V 

OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE, 
INSURANCE  AND  CONDEMNATION 

SECTION  5.1.  Operation  and  Maintenance  of  Pollution 
Control  Facilities.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
9.2  of  this  Agreement,  the  Industry  agrees  that  it  will 
operate  and  maintain  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  at 
all  times  hereafter  in  accordance  with  all  applicable 
laws,  rules  and  regulations,  at  its  o\\n  expense  and  shall 
defray  all  costs  in  connection  therewith  (including  from 
time  to  time  all  necessary  repairs  and  renewals  and  re- 
placements) so  that  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and 
all  other  facilities  necessary  or  incidental  thereto  shall 
be  kept  in  good  repair  and  in  good  operating  condition. 

SECTION  5.2.  Insurance.  The  Industry  shall  keep  at 
its  own  expense  the  Baltimore  Plant  and  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  at  all  times  insured  against  loss  or 
damage  in  accordance  with  the  customary  insurance  prac- 
tices of  the  Industry  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Trustee  from 
time  to  time,  if  requested,  certificates  establishing  that 
such  insurance  has  been  obtained,  or  that  the  Industry 
is  acting  as  a  self-insurer. 

If  the  Industry  at  any  time  shall  carry  property  damage 
or  public  liability  insurance  with  specific  reference  to  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  the  operation  thereof,  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  made  additional  insureds 
thereunder  or  included  therein  as  their  interests  may 
appear. 

The  Industry  releases  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from, 
agrees  that  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable 
for,  and  agrees  to  defend  and  hold  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  harmless  from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or 
damage  to  property  or  any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  per- 
son that  may  be  occasioned  by  any  cause  whatsoever  per- 
taining to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 
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SECTION  5.3.  Damape,  Destruction  and  Condemna- 
tion. Unless  the  Industry  shall  elect  to  exercise  its  option 
to  terminate  pursuant  to  Section  9.2,  in  the  event  that 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  any  part  thereof  (i) 
shall  be  damaged  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  casualty, 
or  (ii)  title  to  or  the  temporary  use  of  such  shall  be 
taken  under  the  exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain 
by  any  governmental  authority,  the  Industry  shall  promptly 
replace,  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  damaged  or  de- 
stroyed property  or  the  property  remaining  after  con- 
demnation to  substantially  the  same  condition  as  existed 
prior  to  sueh  event  with  such  changes,  alterations,  dele- 
tions, improvements  and  modifications  as  may  be  desired 
by  the  Industry  and  which  do  not  disqualify  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  within  the  meaning  of  Section  103(c) 
(4)(F)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended. 

SECTION  5.4.  Insurance  Proceeds  or  Condemnation 
A^vards.  The  Industry  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  payment 
of  any  costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance 
or  condemnation  awards,  be  entitled  to  any  reimburse- 
ment from  the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners 
of  the  Bonds  of  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  pay- 
ments prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 

ARTICLE  VI 

SPECIAL  COVENANTS 

SECTION  6.1.  No  Warranty  of  Condition  of  Suita- 
bility by  the  City.  The  City  makes  no  warranty,  either 
express  or  implied,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities,  or  that  they  will  be  suitable  for  the 
Industry's  purposes  or  needs. 

SECTION  6.2.  City's  Right  of  Access  to  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities.  The  Industry  agrees  that  the  City  and 
the  duly  authorized  agents  of  the  City  shall  have  the  right 
at  all  reasonable  times  to  enter  upon,  and  to  examine  and 
inspect,  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

SECTION  6.3.  Industry  to  Maintain  its  Corporate 
Existence;   Conditions   Under  Which  Exceptions  Permit- 
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ted.  The  Industry  agrees  that  during  the  term  of  this 
Agreement  it  will  maintain  its  corporate  existence,  will 
not  dissolve  or  otherwise  dispose  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  its  assets,  and  will  not  consolidate  with  or  merge  into 
another  corporation  or  permit  one  or  more  other  corpo- 
rations to  consolidate  with  or  merge  into  it;  except,  that 
the  Industry  may,  without  violating  the  agreement  con- 
tained in  this  Section,  consolidate  with  or  merge  into 
another  corporation,  or  permit  one  or  more  corporations 
to  consolidate  with  or  merge  into  it,  or  sell  or  otherwise 
transfer  to  another  corporation  all  or  substantially  all  of 
its  assets  as  an  entirety  and  thereafter  dissolve,  provided 
the  surviving,  resulting  or  transferee  corporation,  as  the 
case  may  be,  (unless  the  surviving  or  resulting  corpora- 
tion is  the  Industry)  assumes  in  writing  all  of  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  Industry  under  this  Agreement  and  the  Note. 

SECTION  6.4.  Qvulification  in  Maryland.  The  Industry 
v/arrants  that  it  is,  and  throughout  the  terms  of  this 
Agreement  it  will  continue  to  be,  duly  qualified  to  do  busi- 
ness in  Maryland. 

SECTION  6.5.  No  Pecuniary  Liability.  The  Act  pre- 
scribes and  the  parties  intend  that  by  reason  of  making 
this  Agreement,  by  reason  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds, 
by  reason  of  the  performance  of  any  act  required  by  it 
by  this  Agreement,  or  by  reason  of  the  performance  of 
any  act  requested  of  it  by  the  Industry,  no  indebtedness 
or  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of 
the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or 
charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  shall  occur  or 
shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liabil- 
ity of  the  City.  Nevertheless,  if  the  City  shall  incur  any 
such  pecuniary  liability,  then  in  such  event  the  Industry 
shall  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  harmless  by  reason 
thereof. 

SECTION  6.6.  Financial  Statements  of  Industry.  The 
Industry  agrees  to  have  an  annual  audit  made  by  its  regu- 
lar independent  certified  public  accountants  and  to  fur- 
nish the  Trustee  (within  thirty  days  after  receipt  by  the 
Industry)  with  a  balance  sheet  and  statement  of  income 
and   surplus    showing  the   financial   condition   of  the   In- 
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dustry  and  its  consolidated  subsidiaries,  if  any,  at  the 
close  of  each  fiscal  year,  and  the  results  of  operations  of 
the  Industry  and  its  consolidated  subsidiaries,  if  any,  for 
each  fiscal  year,  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  opinion 
of  said  accountants.  The  Industry  further  agrees  to  fur- 
nish to  the  Trustee,  to  the  initial  purchaser  of  the  Scries 
1974  Bonds,  and,  if  requested  in  writing,  to  any  bold- 
holder  all  financial  statements  which  it  sends  to  its 
shareholders. 

SECTION  6.7.  Additional  Bonds.  Subject  to  the  obli- 
gations of  the  City  under  the  Ordinance,  the  City  and 
the  Industry  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more  amend- 
ments to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  obtaining  of  addi- 
tional funds  by  the  City  to  finance  the  completion  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  to  provide  additional  pol- 
lution control  facilities  through  the  issuance  of  additional 
Bonds  pursuant  to  Section  2.09  of  the  Ordinance;  pro- 
vided that  no  obligation  is  imposed  on  the  City  by  this 
Section  6.7  to  enter  into  any  such  amendment,  and  no 
such  amendment  is  permitted  hereunder  which  would 
result  either  in  the  breach  of  the  City's  agreements  pur- 
suant to  the  Ordinance  or  in  the  reduction  of  the  Indus- 
try's obligations  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VII 

ASSIGNMENT,  SUBLEASING,  MORTGAGING  AND 

SELLING;  REDEMPTION:  PREPAYMENT;  AND 

TREATMENT  OF  ADDITIONAL  WASTE 

SECTION  7.1.  Assignment  and  Subleasing.  This 
Agreement  may  be  assigned,  and  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  may  be  leased,  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as 
a  v>'hole  or  in  part,  by  the  Industry  without  the  necessity 
of  obtaining  the  consent  of  either  the  City  or  the  Trustee, 
subject,  however,  to  each  of  the  following  conditions : 

(a)  No  assignment  (other  than  pursuant  to  Section 
6.3  hereof),  leasing,  sale  or  other  disposition  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  primary  liability  for  any  of  its  obliga- 
tions hereunder,  and  in  the  event  of  any  such  assignment 
or  lease,  sale  or  other  disposition,  the  Industry  shall  con- 
tinue to  remain  primarily  liable  for  the  payments  speci- 
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fied  under  this  Agreement  and  for  the  payment,  perform- 
ance and  observation  of  the  other  obligations  and 
agreements  on  its  part  herein  provided  to  be  performed 
and  observed  by  it. 

(b)  The  assignee,  lessee  or  transferee  shall  assume 
in  writing  the  obligations  and  covenants  of  the  Industry 
hereunder  to  the  extent  of  the  interest  acquired. 

(c)  The  Industry  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
delivery  thereof,  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the 
City  and  to  the  Trustee  a  true  and  complete  copy  of  each 
such  assignment,  lease,  deed  or  other  instrument,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

SECTION  7.2.  Assignment  of  this  Agreement  by  the 
City.  The  City  will  assign  its  interest  in,  and  has  pledged 
any  moneys  receivable  under,  this  Agreement  (except  pay- 
ments pursuant  to  Section  6.5  and  Section  8.4  hereof), 
to  the  Trustee  as  security  for  payment  of  the  principal 
of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

SECTION  7.3.  Redemption  of  Bonds.  The  City,  at  the 
request  at  any  time  of  the  Industry  and  if  the  same  are 
then  callable,  shall  forthwith  take  all  steps  that  may  be 
necessary  under  the  applicable  redemption  provisions  of 
the  Resolution  and  the  Ordinance  to  effect  redemption  of 
all  or  part  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds,  as  may  be 
specified  by  the  Industry,  on  the  earliest  redemption  date 
on  which  such  redemption  may  be  made  under  such 
applicable  provisions.  The  City  shall  cooperate  with  the 
Industry  in  effecting  any  purchase  of  Bonds  to  be  deliv- 
ered for  credit  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  against  the 
sinking  fund  redemption  obligation,  if  desired  by  the 
Industry. 

SECTION  7.4.  Payments  in  Advance.  There  is  expressly 
reserved  to  the  Industry  the  right  and  the  Industry  is 
authorized  and  permitted  at  any  time  it  may  choose  to 
pay  in  advance  all  or  any  part  of  the  amounts  payable 
under  Section  4.3  hereof,  and  the  City  agrees  that  the 
Trustee  may  accept  such  prepayments  when  the  same 
are  tendered  by  the  Industry.  All  amounts  so  prepaid 
shall  be  credited  on  the  payments  specified  in  Section  4.3 
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hereof,  in  the  order  of  their  due  dates,  or,  if  requested  by  the 
Industry,  the  City  shall  direct  the  Trustee  to  apply  such 
payments  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds  in  accordance  with 
the  Ordinance. 

SECTION  7.5.  Modification  of  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities. The  Industry  may  from  time  to  time  in  its  sole 
discretion  and  at  its  own  expense  modify,  improve  or 
enlarge  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  any  way  per- 
mitted by  the  then  applicable  statutes,  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  which  do  not  disqualify  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  within  the  meaning  of  Section  103(c)(4)(F)  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended. 

SECTION  7.6.  Reference  to  Bonds  Ineffective  After 
Bonds  Paid.  Upon  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or  provi- 
sion for  paj^ment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  all  fees  and 
charges  of  the  Trustee,  all  references  in  this  Agreement 
to  the  Bonds  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  ineffective  and 
neither  the  Trustee  nor  the  holders  of  any  of  the  Bonds 
shall  thereafter  have  any  rights  hereunder,  saving  and 
excepting  those  that  shall  have  theretofore  vested.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  Agreement,  the  Bonds  shall  be 
'''eemed  fully  paid : 

(a)  If  there  is  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  an  amount 
sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  all  the  then  outstanding 
Bonds  plus  the  interest  due  thereon  until  and  at  their  re- 
spective maturities,  and  provision  for  payment  of  all 
Trustee's  and  paying  agents'  fees,  accrued  and  to  accrue, 
has  been  made  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee 
and  such  paying  agents ;  or 

(b)  If  the  Bonds  have  been  paid  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 9.01  of  the  Ordinance. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

EVENTS  OF  DEFAULT  AND  REMEDIES 

SECTION  8.1.  Events  of  Default  Defined.  The  follow- 
ing shall  be  "events  of  default"  under  this  Agreement  and 
the.  terms   "event   of   default"   or   "default"   shall   mean, 
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whenever  they  are  used  in  this  Agreement  any    one  or 
more  of  the  following  events : 

(a)  Failure  by  the  Industry  to  pay  the  amounts  required 
to  be  paid  under  subsection  (b)  and  (e)  of  Section  4.3 
of  this  Agreement  at  the  time  specified  therein. 

(b)  Failure  by  the  Industry  to  observe  and  perform 
any  covenant,  condition  or  agreement  in  this  Agreement 
on  the  part  of  the  Industry  to  be  observed  or  performed, 
(including,  but  not  limited  to  amounts  to  be  paid  under 
this  Agreement)  other  than  as  referred  to  in  subsection 
(a)  of  this  Section,  for  a  period  of  forty-five  days  after 
written  notice,  specifying  such  failure  and  requesting 
that  it  be  remedied,  given  to  the  Industry  by  the  City  or 
the  Trustee,  unless  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  agree 
in  writing  to  an  extension  of  such  time  prior  to  its  expi- 
ration (or  in  the  case  of  any  such  default  which  cannot 
with  due  diligence  be  cured  within  such  45-day  period, 
if  Industry  shall  fail  to  proceed  promptly  to  cure  the 
sam.e  and  thereafter  prosecute  the  curing  of  such  default 
with  due  diligence,  it  being  intended  in  connection  with 
such  a  default  not  susceptible  of  being  cured  with  due 
diligence  within  the  45  days  that  the  time  within  which 
the  Industry  may  cure  the  same  shall  be  extended  for  such 
period  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  curing  of  the 
same  with  all  due  diligence). 

(c)  The  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry  or 
filing  by  the  Industry  of  a  voluntary  petition  in  bank- 
ruptcy, or  the  commission  by  the  Industry  of  any  act  of 
bankruptcy,  or  adjudication  of  the  Industry  as  a  bank- 
rupt, or  assignment  by  the  Industry  for  the  benefit  of  its 
creditors,  or  the  entry  by  the  Industry  into  an  agreement 
of  composition  with  its  creditors,  or  the  approval  by  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  a  petition  applicable 
to  the  Industry  in  any  proceeding  for  its  reorganization 
instituted  under  the  provisions  of  the  general  bankruptcy 
act,  as  amended,  or  under  any  similar  act  in  any  domestic 
or  foreign  jurisdiction  which  may  now  be  in  eflTect  or 
hereafter  enacted.  The  term  "dissolution  or  liquidation 
of  the  Industry,"  as  used  in  this  subsection,  shall  not  be 
construed  to  include  the  cessation  of  the  corporate  exist- 
ence of  the  Industry  resulting  either  from   a  merger  or 
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consolidation  of  the  Industry  into  or  with  another  cor- 
poration or  a  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry 
following  a  transfer  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets 
as  an  entry,  provided,  that  the  conditions  permitting  such 
actions  contained  in  Section  6.3  hereof  shall  have  been  met. 

(d)  Upon  the  acceleration,  prior  to  its  stated  matur- 
ity, of  the  time  of  payment  of  any  indebtedness  of  the 
Industry,  which  condition  has  not  been  satisfied,  removed 
or  bonded  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Trustee  within  thirty 
(80)  days  from  the  time  of  such  acceleration. 

The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  are  subject 
to  the  followftig  limitations:  If  by  any  reason  of  force 
majeure  the  Industry  is  unable  in  whole  or  in  part  to 
carry  out  the  agreements  of  the  Industry  on  its  part 
herein  contained,  other  than  the  obligations  on  the  part 
of  the  Industry  contained  in  Article  IV  and  Section  6.5 
hereof,  the  Industry  shjall  not  be  deemed  in  default  dur- 
ing the  continuance  of  such  inability.  The  term  "force 
majeure"  as  used  herein  shall  mean,  without  limitation, 
the  following:  acts  of  God;  strikes;  lockouts  or  other  in- 
dustrial disturbances;  acts  of  public  enemies;  orders  of 
any  kind  of  the  government  of  the  United  States  or  of 
Maryland  or  any  of  their  departments,  agencies  or  officials, 
or  any  civil  or  military  authority;  insurrections;  riots; 
epidemics;  landslides;  lightning;  earthquakes;  fire;  hur- 
ricanes; storms;  floods;  washouts,  droughts;  arrests; 
restraint  of  government  and  people;  civil  disturbances; 
explosions;  breakage  or  accident  to  machinery,  trans- 
mission pipes  or  canals;  partial  or  entire  failure  of  utili- 
ties; or  any  other  cause  or  event  not  reasonably  within 
the  control  of  the  Industry,  it  being  agreed  that  the 
settlement  of  strikes,  lockouts  and  other  industrial  dis- 
turbances shall  be  entirely  within  the  discretion  of  the 
Industry,  and  the  Industry  shall  not  be  required  to  m^e 
settlement  of  strikes,  lockouts  and  other  industrial  dis- 
turbances by  acceding  to  the  demands  of  the  opposing 
party  or  parties  when  such  course  is,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Industry,  unfavorable  to  the  Industry. 

SECTION  8.2.  Remedies  on  Default  Whenever  any 
event  of  default  referred  to  in  Section  8.1  hereof  shall 
have  happened  and  be  subsisting,  the  City  may  take  any 
one  or  more  of  the  following  remedial  steps :

(a)  The  City  or  the  Trustee  may,  at  its  option,  de- 
clare all  payments  payable  under  subsections  (b)  and 
(e)  of  Section  4.3  hereof  for  the  remainder  of  the  term 
of  this  Agreement  to  be  immediately  due  and  payable, 
whereupon  the  s^me  shall  become  immediately  due  and 
payable. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  at  the  time 
be  outstanding  and  unpaid,  the  City  may  have  access  to 
and  inspect,  examine  and  make  copies  of  the  books  and 
records  ^nd  any  and  all  accounts  and  similar  data  of  the 
Industry  relating  to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

(c)  The  City  may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in 
equity  may  appear  necessary  or  desirable  to  collect  the 
payments  and  other  amounts  then  due  ^and  thereafter  to 
become  due  or  to  enforce  performance  and  observance  of 
any  obligation,  agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry 
under  this  Agreement. 

Any  amounts  collected  pursuant  to  action  taken  under 
this  Section  shall  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund  And  applied 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

No  action  taken  pursuant  to  this  Section  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  the  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to 
Section  4.3  and  Section  8.2(a)  hereof,  all  of  which  shall 
survive  any  such  action,  and  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in  equity  as  may 
appear  necessary  and  desirable  to  collect  the  payments 
and  other  ^mounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to  become  due 
and/or  to  enforce  the  performance  and  observance  of  any 
obligation,  agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry  here- 
under. 

SECTION  8.3.  No  Remedy  Exclusive,  No  remedy  herein 
conferred  upon  or  reserved  to  the  City  is  intended  to  be 
exclusive  of  any  other  available  remedy  or  remedies,  but 
each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative  and  shall 
be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  under  this 
Agreement  or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity 
or  by  statute.  No  delay  or  omission  to  exercise  any  right 
or  power  accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such 
right  or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver 
thereof,  but  any  such  right  and  power  may  be  exercised

from  time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expe- 
dient. In  order  to  entitle  the  City  to  exercise  any  remedy 
reserved  to  it  in  this  Article,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
give  any  notice,  other  than  such  notice  as  may  be  herein 
expressly  required.  Such  rights  and  remedies  as  ^re  given 
the  City  hereunder  shall  also  extend  to  the  Trustee  for 
the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds^  and  the  Trustee, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  shall  be  deemed 
third  party  beneficiary  of  all  covenants  and  agreements 
herein  contained. 

SECTION^  8.4.  Agreement  to  Pay  Attorneys'  Fees  and 
Expenses.  In  the  event  the  Industry  should  default  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  and  the  City  or 
the  Trustee  should  employ  attorneys  or  incur  other  ex- 
penses for  the  collection  of  amounts  due  hereunder  or  the 
enforcement  of  performance  or  observance  of  any  obliga- 
tion or  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Industry  herein 
contained,  the  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  on  demand 
therefor  pay  to  the  City  or  the  Trustee  the  reasonable 
fee  of  such  attorneys  and  such  other  expenses  so  incurred 
by  the  City  or  the  Trustee. 

SECTION  8.5.  No  Additional  Waiver  Implied  by  One 
Waiver.  In  the  event  any  agreement  contained  in  this  Agree- 
ment should  be  breached  by  the  Industry  and  thereafter 
waived  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  such  waiver  shall  be 
limited  to  the  particular  breach  so  waived  and  shall  not 
be  deemed  to  waive  any  other  breach  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  IX 

OPTIONS  IN  FAVOR  OF  INDUSTRY 

SECTION  9.1.  Option  to  Terminate.  The  Industry 
shall  have,  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  option  to  terminate 
this  Agreement  at  any  time  prior  to  full  payment  of  the 
Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been 
made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance) 
by  paying  to  the  Trustee  an  amount  which,  when  added 
to  the  amount  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  pay,  retire  and  redeem  all  the  outstanding  Bonds 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3.01(1)  of 
the  Ordinance  (including,  without  limiting  the  generality 
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of  the  foregoing,  principal,  interest  to  maturity  or  ear- 
liest applicable  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may  be, 
premium,  expenses  of  redemption  and  Trustee's,  bond  reg- 
istrar's and  paying  agents'  fees  and  expenses),  and  in 
case  of  redemption  making  arrangements  satisfactory  to 
the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  re- 
demption, and  by  paying  to  the  City  any  and  all  sums 
then  due  to  the  City  under  this  Agreement. 

SECTION  9.2.  Option  to  Terminate  in  Certain  Events. 
The  Industry  shall  have,  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  op- 
tion to  terminate  this  Agreement  prior  to  the  full  payment 
of  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment  thereof  having 
been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordi- 
nance), if  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in  the  following 
clauses  shall  have  occurred  (but  only  upon  payment  of 
the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 

(a)  The  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  slxall  have  been  damaged  or  destroyed 
to  such  an  extent  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Industry, 
expressed  in  a  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative  filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee,  the  Indus- 
try's Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
cannot  be  restored  within  a  period  of  four  months  to  the 
condition  immediately  preceding  such  damage  or  destruc- 
tion and  the  Industry  will  thereby  be  prevented  from 
conducting  ^11,  or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations  at 
the  Baltimore  Plant  for  a  period  of  four  months. 

(b)  Title  to,  or  the  temporary  use  of,  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  part 
thereof,  shall  have  been  taken  under  the  exercise  of  the 
power  of  eminent  domain  by  any  governmental  body  or 
by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  acting  under  govern- 
mental authority  to  such  an  extent  that  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Industry  expressed  in  a  certificate  of  the  Authorized 
Industry  Representative  filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee, 
the  Industry  will  thereby  be  prevented  from  conducting 
alL  or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations  at  the  Baltimore 
Plant  for  a  period  of  four  months. 

(c)  As  a  result  of  any  changes  in  Constitution  of 
Maryland   or   the   Constitution   of  the   United  States  of 
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America  or  of  legislative  or  administrative  action 
(whether  federal  state  or  local)  or  by  final  decree,  judg- 
ment or  order  of  any  court  or  administrative  body 
(whether  federal,  state  or  local)  entered  after  the  con- 
test thereof  by  the  Industry  in  good  faith,  this  Agreement 
shall  have  become  void  or  unenforceable  or  impossible  of 
performance  in  accordance  with  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  the  parties  as  expressed  in  this  Agreement,  or  unreason- 
able burdens  or  excessive  liabilities  shall  have  been  im- 
posed on  the  City  or  the  Industry  in  respect  of  the  Balti- 
more Plant  including  without  limitation  feder;al,  state  or 
other  ad  valorem,  property,  income  or  other  taxes  not 
being  imposed  on  the  date  of  this  Agreement. 

(d)  The  Industry,  by  certificate  of  the  Authorized 
Industry  Representative  filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee 
shall  determine:  (a)  the  reconstruction  or  restoration  of 
the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  after  damage  or  destruction  thereto  (or  any 
part  thereof)  or  condemnation  thereof  (or  any  part 
thereof)  is  not  economically  feasible;  or  (b)  to  cease  all, 
or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations  at  the  Inaustry's 
Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  as  a 
result  of  changes  in  the  economic  availability  of  raw  ma- 
terials, operating  supplies  or  facilities  necessary  to  oper- 
ate the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  or  technological  or  other  conditions  making  the 
continued  operation  of  the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  uneconomical. 

(e)  Legal  curtailment  of  the  Industry's  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  all  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  all  or  substantially  all  of  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant. 

To  exercise  such  option,  the  Industry  shall,  within 
ninety  days  following  the  event  authorizing  the  exercise 
of  such  option,  give  written  notice  to  the  City,  and  to  the 
Trustee  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be  unpaid,  and 
shall  specify  therein  the  date  of  termination,  which  djate 
shall  not  be  less  than  forty-five  nor  more  than  ninety  days 
from  the  date  such  notice  is  mailed,  and  in  case  of  a  re- 
demption of  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance,  shall  make  arrangements  satisfactory 
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to  the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of 
redemption,  provided  that  this  option  to  terminate  is  con- 
ditioned upon  the  Industry's  payment  to  the  Trustee  on 
or  prior  to  the  termination  date  of  the  sum  of  the  fol- 
lowing : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient 
to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  as 
provided   in   Section   3.01  (2) (a)    of  the   Ordinance;   plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's  pay- 
ing agents'  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under 
the  Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  final  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

In  the  event  of  the  exercise  of  the  option  granted  in 
this  Section,  any  proceeds  of  insurance  or  condemnation 
not  already  paid  to  the  Industry  shall  be  paid  to  the  In- 
dustry simultaneously  with  the  Industry's  pajnnent  of  the 
sum  prescribed  in  (1)  and  (2)  above. 

If  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in  clauses  (a),  (b),  (c), 
(d)  or  (e)  of  this  Section  9.2  occur  and  the  Industry  does 
not  exercise  its  option  to  terminate,  which  results  from 
such  event,  then  the  Industry  shall  continue  to  operate 
and  maintain  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  accord- 
ance with  this  Agreement  until  the  principal,  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  of  the  Bonds  have  been  fully  paid  or 
provision  for  their  payment  has  been  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  and  until  such 
time  shall  undertake  any  repairs  thereto  or  restoration 
thereof  required  under  any  provision  of  this  Agreement. 

Section  9.3.  Option  to  Prepay  in  Part  in  Certain  Cir- 
cumstances. In  addition  to  any  other  option  to  prepay 
amounts  due  under  this  Agreement,  the  Industry  shall 
have  and  is  hereby  granted  the  option  to  prepay  in  part 
amounts  due  under  Section  4.3  of  this  Agreement  if,  by 
reason  of  changes  in  federal  or  state  requirements  or 
standards  or  by  reason  of  the  availability  of  technologi- 
cally improved  methods  of  pollution  control,  the  Industry 
determines  to  remove  or  abandon  the  use  of  any  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  installed  or  constructed  with 
the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds.  To  exercise  such  option,  the 
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Industry  shall  give  written  notice  to  the  City  and  to  the 
Trustee  and  shall  specify  therein  the  date  of  partial  pre- 
payment, which  date  shall  be  not  less  than  forty-five  nor 
more  than  ninety  days  from  the  date  such  notice  is  mailed, 
^nd  shall  make  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee 
for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemption  of  the 
Bonds,  provided  that  this  option  to  prepay  in  part  is  con- 
ditioned upon  the  Industry's  payment  to  the  Trustee,  on 
or  prior  to  the  partial  prepayment  date,  an  amount  of 
money  which  will  be  sufficient  to  retire  and  redeem  that 
amount  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  which  bears  the 
same  r^tio  Xo  all  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  as  the 
cost  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  removed  or  aban- 
doned bears  to  the  total  cost  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  as  provided  in  Section  3.01  (2)  (b)  of  the  Ordi- 
nance. 

ARTICLE  X 

MANDATORY  PREPAYMENT 

SECTION  10.1.  Obligation  to  Prepay  and  Terminate 
Agreement  Prior  to  Payment  of  the  Bonds.  The  Industry 
shall  become  immediately  obligated  to  prepay  all  amounts 
due  under  this  Agreement  and  to  terminate  this  Agree- 
ment prior  to  the  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision 
for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance),  if  either  of  the  events 
set  forth  below  shall  have  occurred  (but  only  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 

(a)  The  enactment  of  ;any  amendment  to  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the  Treasury 
Regulations  issued  thereunder  (the  Code)  causing  the 
interest  on  the  Bonds  to  be  includible  in  gross  income,  as 
defined  in  Section  61  of  the  Code,  of  any  holder,  which 
by  his  or  its  nature  is  not  exempt  from  Federal  Income 
Taxation  (other  than  a  substantial  user,  as  defined  in  such 
Treasury  Regulations,  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
or  a  related  person) ;  provided  that  the  Trustee  and  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  afford  the  Industry  the  opportunity, 
at  the  Industry's  expense,  to  challenge  the  validity  of  any 
such  amendment. 
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(b)  A  final  judicial  decision  holding  the  interest  on 
the  Bonds  to  be  includible  in  gross  income,  as  above  de- 
scribed in  (a) ;  provided  that  the  Trustee  and/or  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  (i)  give(s)  the  Industry  notice 
within  30  days  after  the  Trustee  or  the  holder  of  the 
Bond  learn (s)  that  the  validity  of  the  tax  exemption  on 
the  interest  on  the  Bonds  is  being  challenged,  and  (ii) 
afford  the  Industry  the  opportunity,  ^t  the  Industry*s 
expense,  to  direct  the  necessary  litigation  (including  ad- 
ministrative audit  appeals),  it  being  understood  that  a 
judicial  decision  shall  not  be  considered  final  for  this 
purpose  until  the  conclusion  of  appellate,  including  Su- 
preme Court,  review  if  sought. 

The  Industry  shall,  within  30  d^ys  following  either  of 
the  events  obligating  the  Industry  to  prepay  and  termi- 
nate hereunder,  give  written  notice  to  the  City  and  the 
Trustee,  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be  unpaid  or 
adequate  provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  not  have 
been  made,  and  shall  specify  therein  the  proposed  date  of 
such  prepayment  and  termination,  which  date  shall  be  not 
less  than  15  nor  more  than  30  days  from  the  date  such 
notice  is  mailed,  and,  in  case  of  a  redemption  of  the 
Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance, 
shall  make  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  for 
the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemption. 

The  amount  which  the  Industry  shall  be  obligated  to 
pay  in  order  to  prepay  and  c^use  this  Agreement  to  be 
terminated  as  herein  provided  shall  be  the  sum  of  the 
following: 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds 
as  provided  in  Section  3.01(4)   of  the  Ordinance;  plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's  pay- 
ing agents'  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under 
the  Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  final  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  Bonds ;  plus 

(3)  An  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  interest 
paid  on  the  Bonds  from  the  date  the  interest  on  such  Bonds 
becomes  so  includible  in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder. 
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would  cause  the  total  amount  of  interest  on  such  Bonds 
from  such  date  to  the  date  of  payment  to  have  been  paid 
at  the  rate  of  165%  of %  per  annum. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  amount  payable  under  Sub- 
section (3)  above  shall  only  be  payable  in  the  event  that: 

(1)  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  becomes  so  includible 
in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder  for  any  reason  speci- 
fied in  Subsection  (b)  above ;  or 

(2)  the  Industry,  at  its  expense,  challenges  for  any 
reason  the  v;Rlidity  of  any  amendment  to  the  Code,  which 
amendment  results  in  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  becoming 
includible  in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder,  in  which 
event  the  amount  set  forth  in  (3)  above  would  be  com- 
puted beginning  on  the  date  such  holder  learns  that  the 
interest  on  the  Bonds  is  includible  in  his  or  its  gross 
income. 

ARTICLE  XI 

MISCELLANEOUS 

SECTION  11.1.  Notices.  All  notices,  certificates  or  other 
communications  hereunder  shall  be  sufficiently  given  and 
shall  be  deemed  given  when  mailed  by  registered  mail, 
postage  prepaid,  addressed  as  follows:  If  to  the  City,  to  the 
City  Treasurer,  City  Hall,  Baltimore,  Maryland  21202;  if 
to  the  Industry,  1114  Avenue  of  the  Americas,  New  York, 
New  York  10036,  Attention:  Treasurer;  if  to  the  Trustee 

at  the  , 

Attention:  Corporate  Trust  Department.  The  City,  the 
Industry  and  the  Trustee  may,  by  notice  given  to  all  parties 
to  this  Agreement  and  the  Ordinance,  designate  any  further 
or  different  addresses  to  which  subsequent  notices,  certifi- 
cates or  other  communications  shall  be  sent. 

SECTION  11.2.     Filing. 

(a)  The  security  interest  of  the  City  created  herein 
shall  be  perfected  by  the  filing  of  financial  statements  which 
fully  comply  with  the  Maryland  Uniform  Commercial  Code 
— Secured  Transactions,  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  and  in  the  Office  of  the 
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State  Department  of  Assessments  and  Taxation,  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  The  parties  further  agree  that  all 
necessary  continuation  statements  shall  be  filed  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  the  Maryland  Uniform  Commercial 
Code — Secured  Transactions,  in  order  to  continue  the  secu- 
rity interests  created  by  this  Agreement,  to  the  end  that  the 
rights  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Trustee  shall  be 
fully  preserved  as  against  creditors  of,  or  purchasers  for 
value  from,  the  City  or  the  Industry. 

SECTION  11.3.  Binding  Effect.  This  Agreement  shall 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  shall  be  binding  upon  the  City, 
the  Industry  and  their  respective  successors  and  assigns; 
subject,  however,  to  the  limitations  contained  in  Sections 
6.3,  7.1  and  7.2  hereof. 

SECTION  11.4.  Severability.  In  the  event  any  provi- 
sion of  this  Agreement  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unenforce- 
able by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  holding 
shall  not  invalidate  or  render  unenforceable  any  other  pro- 
vision hereof. 

SECTION  11.5.  Amounts  Remaining  in  Bond  Fund.  It 
is  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  any  amounts  remaining 
in  the  Bond  Fund  after  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or 
provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  the  fees, 
charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  paying  agents  in 
accordance  with  the  Ordinance,  shall  belong  to  and  be  paid 
to  the  Industry  by  the  Trustees  as  overpayments. 

SECTION  11.6.  Amendments,  Changes  and  Modifica- 
tions. This  Agreement  may  not  be  amended,  changed,  modi- 
fied, altered  or  terminated  without  in  each  instance  the  prior 
written  consent  of  the  Trustee  provided  the  City  and  the 
Industry  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more  amendments 
to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  an  increase  in  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  City  and  the  Industry  upon  an  undertaking  of 
the  Industry  to  complete  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or 
to  construct  or  acquire  additional  pollution  control  facilities 
through  the  issuance  of  additional  Bonds  pursuant  to  Sec- 
tion 2.09  of  the  Ordinance;  provided  that  no  obligation  is 
imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Section  11.6  to  enter  into  any 
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such  amendment  and  no  such  amendment  is  permitted 
hereunder  which  would  result  either  in  the  breach  of  the 
City's  agreements  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance  or  in  the 
reduction  of  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to  this  Agree- 
ment. 

SECTION  11.7.  Execution  of  Counterparts.  This  Agree- 
ment may  be  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  and  all  of  which  shall  constitute 
but  one  and  the  same  instrument. 

SECTION  "11.8.  Law  Governing  Construction  of  Agree- 
ment. This  Agreement  is  prepared  and  entered  into  with 
the  intention  that  the  law  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall 
govern  its  construction.

Whereas,  the  Department  has  submitted  to  the  City  for 
execution  a  proposed  agreement  in  compliance  with  said 
Section  211G-1,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  and  made 
a  part  hereof;  now  therefore 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  the  proposed  agreement  between  the 
Department  of  Transportation  of  Maryland  and  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  substantially  the  form 
which  is  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  for  the 
participation  to  the  extent  of  Forty  Million  Dollars  ($40,- 
000,000.00),  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  in 
the  proceeds  of  a  bond  issue,  to  be  known  as  Department  of 
Transportation-County  Highway  Construction  Bonds — 
Second  Issue,  Fifth  Series,  as  a  part  of  a  financing  program 
for  roads  and  highways  as  authorized  by  Section  211G-1  of 
Article  89B  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1969  Re- 
placement Volume),  as  amended,  be  and  it  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  approved.  When  properly  executed,  said 
agreement  shall  constitute  a  binding  contract  by  and  be- 
tween the  Department  of  Transportation  of  Maryland  and 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  accordance 
with  its  terms;  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more is  hereby  authorized  to  take  such  other  and  further 
action  as  may  be  necessarj^  and  proper  to  secure  for  the 
City  its  share,  in  accordance  with  the  said  Section  211G-1 
of  Article  89B,  of  the  proceeds  of  the  said  bond  issue. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage. 
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THIS  AGREEMENT,  executed  as  of  the  1st  day  of  July, 
1974,  in  three  counterparts,  each  counterpart  to  be  treated 
as  an  original,  by  and  between  the  DEPARTMENT  OF 
TRANSPORTATION  OF  MARYLAND  ("Department") 
and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  ("Partici- 
pant") : 

STATEMENT 

Section  211G-1  of  Article  89B  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  as  amended  to  date  ("Code")  authorizes  the  De- 
partment to  issue  its  bonds  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  several  counties  of  the 
State  in  order  to  accelerate  programs  of  construction  and 
reconstruction,  to  provide  local  participating  funds  for  fed- 
erally aided  highway  projects,  and  to  make  major  road 
repairs  necessary  to  eliminate  damage  caused  by  severe  and 
unforeseen  weather  conditions,  such  bonds  to  be  issued 
from  time  to  time,  subject  to  limitations  set  forth  in  Section 
211G-1.  Section  211G-1  provides  that  the  bonds  shall  be 
obligations  of  the  Department,  shall  be  issued  substantially 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  21  IB  and 
21  ID  of  Article  89B  of  the  Code  and  shall  be  payable,  as  to 
principal  and  interest,  from  a  separate  sinking  fund  to  be 
established  for  each  series  of  bonds  by  making  deductions 
in  each  year  from  Highway  User  Revenues  (as  defined  in 
Section  38A  (b)  of  Article  89B  of  the  Code)  allocated  in 
accordance  with  Section  38 A  (a)  of  Article  89B  of  the  Code 
to  each  Participant. 

In  order  to  assure  compliance  with  Section  211G-1,  the 
Department  prepared  and  distributed  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  several  counties  of  the 
State  information  concerning  participation  in  the  proceeds 
of  the  bonds  authorized  by  Section  211G-1.  Thereafter  the 
Participant  submitted  to  the  Department  a  request  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  Second  Issue,  Fifth  Series,  of  the  bonds  con- 
templated for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1974,  to  the 
extent  of  Forty  Million  Dollars  ($40,000,000).  Pursuant 
to  Section  211G-1,  the  Department  approved  the  Partici- 
pant's request. 

Accordingly,  this  Agreement  is  entered  into  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  the  payment  of  the  Participant's  share  of 
the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Second  Issue,  Fifth 
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Series,  of  the  bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  Depai*tment  in  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1974,  in  the  event  the  bonds 
are  issued. 

TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS 

In  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  herein  and  in 
accordance  with  applicable  law,  the  parties  agree  as  follows : 

1.  Issue  of  Bonds.  During  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
July  1,  1974,  the  Department  will  offer  at  public  sale  the 
Second  Issue,  Fifth  Series  of  its  bonds  authorized  by  Sec- 
tion 211G-1  of  Article  89B  of  the  Code,  to  be  known  as 
"Department  of  Transportation-County  Highway  Construc- 
tion Bonds — Second  Issue,  Fifth  Series,'*  ("Bonds")  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  equal  to  the  approved  portion 
of  the  total  requests  received  by  the  Department  for  par- 
ticipation in  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  provided  that  the 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  may  be  reduced 
by  the  Department  in  the  event  and  to  the  extent  that  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and/or  any  of  the 
counties  making  requests  shall  not  have  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Department  substantially  identical  to 
this  Agreement. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  dated  as  of  a  date  within  thirty  (30) 
days  from  the  date  of  sale,  shall  bear  interest  payable  semi- 
annually accounting  from  the  date  of  the  Bonds,  shall 
mature  within  fifteen  (15)  years  and  be  payable  in  con- 
secutive annual  serial  installments,  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  or  rates  named  by  the  successful  bidder  for  the 
Bonds  and  accepted  by  the  head  of  the  Department  and 
shall  be  subject  to  prior  redemption  by  the  Department  at 
prices  specified  by  it  prior  to  issuance  thereof  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement. 

The  obligation  of  the  Department  hereunder  to  issue  any 
of  the  Bonds  is  subject  to  its  absolute  discretion  to  deter- 
mine when  and  under  what  conditions  the  conditions  the 
Bonds  shall  be  issued,  the  form  and  contents  thereof  and 
of  any  official  statement  issued  with  respect  thereto,  and  to 
accept  or  reject  any  or  all  bids  received  therefor,  it  being 
the  purpose  of  this  reservation  that  this  Agreement  is  at 
all  times  subject  to  the  paramount  need  for  preserving  the 
credit  of  the  Department  and  the  security  of  Highway  User 
Revenues. 
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2.  Distribution  of  Proceeds.  In  the  event  the  Bonds 
are  issued,  then  promptly  after  settlement  therefor  and  de- 
livery thereof,  the  Department  will  cause  the  proceeds  to  be 
applied  as  follows: 

(a)  there  shall  first  be  deducted  from  the  the  proceeds 
all  monies  received  from  the  purchaser  of  the  Bonds  on 
account  of  accrued  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  which  shall 
be  credited  to  the  Sinking  Fund  hereinafter  provided  for; 

(b)  from  the  remainder  there  shall  be  paid  all  expenses 
incurred  by  the  Department  in  the  issuance  and  sale  of  th^ 
Bonds,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  expenses  of  printing, 
advertising,  delivery,  and  financial  and  legal  fees; 

(c)  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  shall  be  divided  in  the 
same  proportion  that  the  approved  request  of  the  Partici- 
pant bears  to  the  total  aggregate  issue  of  the  Bonds  and  the 
proportionate  share  shall  be  remitted  to  the  fiscal  officer  of 
the  Participant,  hereinafter  designated,  or  the  Department 
will  cause  such  proportionate  share  to  be  applied  on  account 
of  expenditures  for  construction,  reconstruction,  local  par- 
ticipation in  federally  aided  highway  projects  and  certain 
major  repairs  of  the  highways  of  the  Participant,  as  di- 
rected by  appropriate  written  resolution  of  the  Participant 
filed  with  the  Department  prior  to  the  distribution  of  the 
proceeds. 

3.  Sinkirig  Fund.  The  Department  will  establish  on  its 
books  a  separate  account  designated  ''County  Highway  Con- 
struction Bonds — Second  Issue,  Fifth  Series  Sinking  Fund," 
to  which  will  be  credited  the  accrued  interest  and  premium 
received  upon  settlement  for  the  Bonds.  The  Department 
will  cause  the  Comptroller  of  the  State  of  Maryland  to  credit 
to  the  Sinking  Fund  the  amounts  withheld  by  him  from  dis- 
tribution to  the  Participant  as  provided  below. 

In  the  event  the  Bonds  are  issued,  the  Comptroller  shall 
withhold  from  Highway  User  Revenues  allocated  to,  or 
held  for  the  credit  of  the  Participant  under  Section  38A  of 
Article  89B  of  the  Code  after  providing  for  sinking  fund 
requirements  for  County  Highway  Construction  Bonds 
issued  prior  to  1968,  and  for  previous  series  of  County  High- 
way Construction  Bonds — Second  Issue,  an  amount  equal 
to  the  Participant's  share  of  the  principal  and  interest  pay- 
able on  the  Bonds  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which  they  are  issued 
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and  in  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year.  All  funds  so  allocated 
to,  or  held  for  the  credit  of  the  Participant  shall  be  so  ap- 
plied until  the  Participant's  share  of  debt  service  on  account 
of  the  Bonds  outstanding  for  the  then  current  and  the  next 
succeeding  fiscal  year  shall  have  been  accumulated.  After 
the  Participant's  share  of  debt  service  shall  have  been  so 
accumulated  in  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  Bonds  are  issued 
(or  if  necessary,  in  the  fiscal  year  or  years  following) ,  then 
in  each  fiscal  year  thereafter  (or  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Department,  in  the  six-month  period  immediately  preceding 
the  beginning  thereof)  the  Comptroller  shall  withhold  from 
the  funds  allocated  to  or  held  for  the  credit  of  the  Partici- 
pant, an  amount  as  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  in  the 
Sinking  Fund  (exclusive  of  interest  and  increment,  if  any, 
or  investments)  an  amount  equal  to  its  share  of  principal 
and  interest  payments  due  in  the  current  and  next  succeed- 
ing fiscal  year.  The  amount  to  be  withheld  by  the  Comp- 
troller in  the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  Bonds  are  issued  shall 
be  reduced  by  an  amount  equal  to  the  Participant's  propor- 
tionate share  of  accrued  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  paid 
by  the  purchaser  of  the  Bonds. 

Withholdings,  for  each  fiscal  year  authorized  by  the  Par- 
ticipant under  agreements  entered  into  pursuant  to  Section 
211G-1,  shall  be  prorated  among  the  sinking  funds  for  the 
several  series  of  Department  of  Transportation-County 
Highway  Construction  Bonds — Second  Issue  in  which  the 
Participant  participates,  in  the  proportion  that  debt  service 
for  each  fiscal  year  under  each  agreement  bears  to  total  debt 
service  for  such  year  under  all  agreements. 

In  the  event  the  Participant  shall  elect  to  pay  its  share  of 
principal  and  interest  from  the  proceeds  of  taxes  to  be 
levied  by  it  directly,  the  Participant  shall  notify  the  Comp- 
troller, in  writing,  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  January 
in  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  Participant  proposes  to 
make  such  payments  and,  upon  receipt  of  such  notice,  the 
Comptroller  shall  not  withhold  in  accordance  with  Section 
3  hereof  any  of  the  Highway  User  Revenues  allocated  to  or 
held  for  the  credit  of  the  Participant  after  the  first  day  of 
July  in  such  year,  unless  and  until  the  Comptroller  shall 
receive  further  written  notice  from  the  Participant  so  to 
withhold,  or  unless  and  until  the  Comptroller  shall  receive 
written  notice  from  the  Department  that  the  Participant 
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has  failed  to  make  the  necessary  deposit  into  the  Sinking 
Fund,  at  the  times  and  in  the  amounts  necessary  to  main- 
tain it. 

All  payments  on  account  of  maturing  principal  and  inter- 
est of  the  Bonds  shall  be  made  from  the  Sinking  Fund  by  the 
State  Treasurer  upon  warrants  of  the  Comptroller  as  re- 
quested by  the  Department,  but  in  no  event  shall  the  Depart- 
ment request  a  warrant  disbursing  from  the  monies  withheld 
from  the  Participant  and  credited  to  the  Sinking  Fund  an 
amount  greater  than  the  Participant's  share  of  the  next 
accruing  liability  on  account  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time  of 
disbursement".  The  Department  shall  keep  accurate  records 
of  the  total  deposits  and  disbursements  made  into  and  from 
the  Sinking  Fund,  and  of  the  deposits  and  disbursements 
made  on  behalf  of  the  Participant. 

The  Participant's  share  of  the  total  amount  on  deposit  in 
the  Sinking  Fund  shall  at  no  time  (except  as  above  provided 
and  except  for  accumulated  earnings)  be  greater  than  its 
share  of  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  debt  service  on  the 
Bonds,  accruing  in  the  then  current  and  in  the  next  succeed- 
ing fiscal  year,  nor  less  than  its  proportionate  share  of  the 
amount  necessary  to  meet  debt  service  accruing  in  the  next 
succeeding  fiscal  year.  In  the  event  deposits  shall  be  con- 
tinuously made  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  Bonds,  the 
authority  to  withhold  hereby  conferred  on  the  Comptroller 
shall  terminate  not  later  than  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  next 
preceding  the  fiscal  year  of  the  final  serial  maturity  of  the 
Bonds. 

The  Department  shall  have  the  right,  from  time  to  time 
in  its  discretion,  to  invest  any  and  all  monies  in  the  Sinking 
Fund  in  accordance  with  Section  22  of  Article  95  of  the 
Code,  and  to  apply  the  Participant's  proportionate  share  of 
earnings  from  the  investments  as  follows : 

(a)  if  the  required  deposits  in  or  credits  to  the  Sinking 
Fund  on  behalf  of  the  Participant  shall  have  been  continu- 
ously made,  the  Department  may  apply  such  share  from  time 
to  time  to  bond  reclemptions  as  provided  in  Section  4  below; 
but  if  no  redemptions  shall  be  effected  the  Department  shall 
apply  the  share  in  reduction  of  the  Participant's  liability  to 
the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  fiscal  year  next  preceding  the  fiscal 
year  of  the  final  maturity  of  the  Bonds; 
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(b)  if  the  Participant's  share  of  the  Sinking  Fund  shall 
at  any  time  be  less  than  the  amounts  required  by  Section  3 
hereof,  the  Department  shall  apply  the  share  of  earnings  in 
reduction  of  the  Participant's  accrued  liability  to  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  and  thereafter  as  in  sub-paragraph  (a)  hereof. 

Unless  the  Participant  shall  have  previously  exercised 
its  option  under  Section  4  hereof,  the  Participant  shall  be 
entitled  to  reimbursement  of  its  proportionate  share  of  any 
balance  remaining  in  the  Sinking  Fund,  allocable  to  the 
Bonds,  after  all  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  coupons  attached 
thereto,  shall  have  matured  and  been  paid,  or  provision 
made  for  such  payment. 

4.  Redemption  and  Termination.  If,  in  the  issuance  of 
the  Bonds,  the  Department  shall  reserve  the  right  to  redeem 
the  Bonds  in  whole  or  in  part  at  a  price  in  excess  of  par,  it 
shall  not  thereafter  obligate  or  commit  any  funds  of  the 
Participant  in  the  Sinking  Fund  or  elsewhere,  in  the  exer- 
cise of  such  right  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the 
Participant.  However,  the  Participant  may,  in  its  discretion, 
terminate  at  any  time  its  entire  liability  hereunder  and  the 
withholding  provided  for  in  Section  3  hereof  by  serving 
written  notice  of  termination  of  this  Agreement  upon  the 
Department,  accompanied  by  a  certified  or  bank  cashier's 
check  drawn  to  the  order  of  Treasurer  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  in  an  amount  determined  by  the  Department  to 
be  equal  to  the  Participant's  share  of  the  principal  then  due 
or  to  become  due  on  the  Bonds  until  the  final  maturity 
thereof,  plus  the  Participant's  share  of  the  interest  due  or 
to  become  due  on  the  Bonds  until  their  respective  maturities, 
less  the  sum  of  the  Participant's  share  of  the  debt  service 
reserve  (including  any  increment  thereon)  accumulated  in 
the  Sinking  Fund,  and  the  Participant's  share  of  funds  held 
by  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of  bonds  and  coupons 
which  are  then  due,  but  which  have  not,  at  the  date  of  such 
termmation,  been  presented  for  payment.  The  sum  so  ten- 
dered by  the  Participant  shall  be  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  State  Treasury  Department  as  a  separate  account  and 
shall  be  invested  by  the  Treasurer  in  the  same  manner  as 
is  above  provided  for  the  investment  of  monies  in  the  Sink- 
ing Fund.  On  or  before  each  semi-annual  interest  payment 
date,  the  Comptroller  shall  cause  to  be  withdrawn  from  the 
separate  account  and  credited  to  the  Sinking  Fund  the  Par- 
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ticipanf  s  share  of  the  principal  and  interest  due,  and  he 
shall  also  cause  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  separate  account 
and  paid  to  the  Participant  the  accumulated  earnings  from 
the  investments  in  the  separate  account.  Any  balance  in  the 
account  after  the  final  withdrawal  shall  be  paid  to  the  Par- 
ticipant. If,  after  termination,  the  Department  shall  elect 
to  redeem  the  Bonds  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  thereof,  the  separate  account  may  be  charged 
with  so  much  as  may  be  necessary  of  the  Participant's  share 
of  the  redemption  price  paid. 

5.  Other  Covenants  and  Representations  by  Participant. 
In  consideration  of  the  issuance  by  the  Department  of  the 
Bonds  and  the  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  the 
Participant  further  covenants  and  represents  as  follows : 

(a)  except  as  provided  in  Section  3  above  there  are  no 
liens  upon,  or  pledges  of,  the  Participant's  share  of  Highway 
User  Revenues  allocated  to,  or  held  for  the  credit  of  the 
Participant  under  Section  38A  of  Article  89B  of  the  Code 
prior  or  superior  to  the  withholding  for  Sinking  Fund  pur- 
poses herein  agreed  to,  which  impair  or  interfere  with  the 
withholdings; 

(b)  the  Participant  will  not  pledge  any  such  revenues 
nor  create  or  permit  the  creation  of  any  liens  thereon  prior, 
superior,  or  equal  to  the  commitments  made  by  it  hereunder, 
and  will  not  do  or  suffer  to  be  done  any  act  or  thing  which 
will  impair  or  interfere  with  the  security  of  the  Bonds  or 
which  will  impair  or  interfere  with  its  ability  or  the  ability 
of  the  Department,  the  Comptroller  and  the  Treasurer  to 
perform  in  accordance  with  this  Agi'eement; 

(c)  the  Participant,  in  each  fiscal  year,  will  levy  ad 
valorem  taxes  upon  all  property  within  its  jurisdiction  sub- 
ject to  assessment  for  taxation  at  such  rates  as  will  be  suffi- 
cient for  it  to  collect  in  tax  revenue  a  minimum  of  one  dollar 
per  capita  of  population,  and  will  certify  its  annual  tax  levy 
in  each  year  to  the  Comptroller,  it  being  the  intent  and  pur- 
pose of  this  covenant  to  insure  that  the  Participant  will  not 
impair  its  other  covenants  hereunder  by  failure  to  comply 
with  the  applicable  provisions  of  Sections  33,  34,  and  38A 
of  Article  89B  of  the  Code; 

(d)  by  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  Department  on 
behalf  of  the  Participant,  no  debt  limit  or  referendum  re- 
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quirements  will  be  exceeded  or  violated  and  the  Participant's 
participation  in  such  bond  issue  will  be  within  any  such 
limitation  and  will  not  require  approval  by  its  qualified 
voters; 

(e)  the  net  proceeds  received  by  the  Participant  from  the 
Bonds  will  be  expended  by  or  for  the  Participant  as  set 
forth  in  Section  211G-1  of  Article  89B  of  the  Code  and  for 
no  other  purpose  whatsoever. 

6.  Agreement  for  Benefit  of  Bondholders.  It  is  hereby 
agreed  that  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  shall  and  are 
intended  to  be  for  the  benefit  and  security  of  the  bona  fide 
holders  from  time  to  time  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  attached 
thereto  and  that  the  covenants  herein  contained  shall  be 
enforceable  by  the  holders  to  the  same  extent  as  though  they 
were  parties  hereto. 

7.  Validity.  It  is  hereby  agreed  that  the  parties  hereto 
will  take  all  action  within  their  respective  delegated  powers 
to  assure  the  legal  validity  of  this  Agreement  and  of  the 
Bonds  and  that,  in  the  event  further  legislation  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Maryland  should  at  any  time  be  deemed 
necessary  to  assure  such  validity,  they  will  use  their  best 
efforts  to  obtain  the  passage  of  such  legislation. 

8.  Approval.  This  Agreement  shall  become  effective 
when  duly  authorized  and  executed  by  both  parties  hereto. 

The  execution  of  this  Agreement  has  been  authorized  and 
approved  by  ordinance  duly  passed  at  a  meeting  of  the  City 

Council  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  held  on  , 

1974,  and  the  passage  of  said  ordinance  has  been  recorded 
in  the  minutes  of  the  said  meeting  and  in  the  Journal  of  the 
City  Council  and  said  ordinance  was  approved  by  the  Mayor 
on ,  1974,  and  stands  enacted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Section  of  the  Baltimore 

City  Charter. 

Approval  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  of  the  issue  of  the  Bonds  is  necessary  prior  to  the 
sale  thereof. 

9.  Effect  Upon  Prior  Agreements.  Nothing  herein  shall 
be  construed  to  alter,  modify  or  supersede  any  agreements 
pertaining  to  all  prior  series  of  County  Highway  Construc- 
tion Bonds,  but  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  cumulative  to 
all  prior  agreements. 
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10.  Fiscal  Officer.  The  Participant  represents  that  the 
title  of  the  fiscal  officer  authorized  by  law  to  receive  and  hold 
custody  of  all  monies  due  and  payable  to  the  Participant 
under  this  Agreement  is  Treasurer  or  Deputy  Treasurer 
and  any  payments  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
made  to  the  Participant,  if  made  to  the  fiscal  officer.

An  Ordinance  entitled  'The  Ordinance  of  Estimates"  for  the 
twelve-month  period  ending  June  30, 1975.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That:  (a)  All  pre- 
miums resulting  from  the  sale  of  any  of  the  bonds  issued 
and  sold  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  applied  first  to  defray  the  cost  of  issuance  thereof  and 
the  balance,  if  any,  shall  be  applied  to  the  pajonent  of 
interest  on  any  of  said  bonds  becoming  due  and  payable 
during  the  fiscal  year  in  which  said  bonds  are  issued  and 
sold  or  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year.

expedient  in  connection  with  or  pertaining  to  any  or  all 
of  the  matters  or  things  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds 
authorized  to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and 
by  the  municipal  agency  designated  in  the  annual  Ordi- 
nance of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore.

after  named  and  said  bonds  shall  be  sold  by  said  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  from  time  to  time  and  at  such  times 
as  shall  be  requisite,  and  the  proceeds  derived  from  the 
sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  herein- 
after named,  provided  that  this  ordinance  shall  not  become 
effective  unless  it  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  legal  voters  of  Baltimore  City  cast  at  the  time 
and  place  hereinafter  designated  by  this  ordinance.

That  the  expenditure 
of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  author- 
ized to  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Charter 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  by  the 
municipal  agency  designated  in  the  annual  Ordinance  of 
Estimates   of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore.

public  health  and  safety,  the  provision  of  this  ordinance 
shall  prevail,  and  the  other  existing  provision  of  such  other 
ordinance  or  code  or  regulation  is  hereby  repealed  to  the 
extent  it  may  be  found  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  12.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Inc.,  Project)  1974  Series"  (the  Bonds)  and  to  use  the 
proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  finance  the  acquisition  of  cer- 
tain properties,  commonly  referred  to  as  ''Disposition  Lot 
1-York-Woodbourne  Business  Area"  in  the  Urban  Renewal 
Plan  (Ordinance  No ,  1974)  (the  Site),  raze  the  im- 
provements on  said  site  and  permit  to  be  constructed  there- 
on a  chain  super-market  facility  for  lease  by  the  City  to 
Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  for  a  basic  term  concurrent  with

(1)  There  is  a  lack  and  shortage  of  coordinated  modern 
and  convenient  community  shopping  facilities  for  middle 
and  moderate  income  citizens,  constituting  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  residences  of  the  general  commercial  area  of 
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York  Road-Woodbourne  Avenue  Business  Area,  resulting 
in  an  exodus  of  tax-payers  from  the  City  for  the  purchase 
of  their  needs ; 

(2)  The  issuance  of  Revenue  Bonds  by  the  City  pur- 
suant to  the  Act  in  order  to  acquire  various  properties, 
raze  the  same  and  construct  or  cause  to  be  constructed 
thereon  modern  and  convenient  shopping  facilities  will 
foster  renovation  and  rehabilitation  and  encourage  the 
investment  and  re-investment  by  private  industry  in  the 
revitalization  of  the  general  business  area  which  is  the 
subject  of  thisOrdinance ; 

(3)  The  accomplishment  of  the  transactions  con- 
templated and  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  including 
(without  limitation)  the  redevelopment,  renovation  and 
rehabilitation,  including  acquisition  where  necessary  will 
accomplish  a  public  purpose  and  meet  existing  public 
needs  by  (i)  protecting  said  business  area  from  future 
blighting  influences,  (ii)  retard  and  reverse  the  exodus 
of  the  tax-payers  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  by  making 
available  such  community  shopping  facilities,  (iii)  pre- 
vent the  further  deterioration  of  existing  commercial 
facilities  within  the  neighborhood,  and  (iv)  further  the 
economic  development  of  the  York  Road-Woodbourne  Ave- 
nue Business  Area.

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  not  exceeding  $1,000,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  ''City  of  Baltimore  %  Commer- 
cial Development  Revenue  Bonds  (Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc., 
Project),  1974  Series",  is  hereby  authorized  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  such  Bonds  to  be  solely 
and  exclusively  payable  from,  and  secured  by,  the  revenue 
derived  from  the  Lease  to  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  as  pro- 
vided herein. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  Food 
Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  to  cause  an  official  statement  to  be  pre- 
pared for  distribution  to  prospective  purchasers  of  the 
Bonds.  Such  official  statement  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  for  final  approval  by  Resolution 
at  the  time  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  act  upon  a 
Resolution  or  Resolutions  determining  the  matters  re- 
quired by  this  Ordinance  to  be  determined  prior  to  the 
sale  of  the  Bonds.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  deemed  to  preclude  the  distribution  prior  to  final 
approval  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  of  a  prelimi- 
nary official  statement;  provided  that  such  preliminary 
official  statement  shall  be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that 
it  is  subject  to  such  final  approval. 

It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds  at 
private  sale,  as  authorized  by  Sub-Section  (50),  Article 
II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  1964  Revision,  as 
amended,  upon  terms  and  conditions  approved  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  by  Resolution  adopted  prior  to 
the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such  Resolution  shall  authorize 
the  Mayor  to  execute  a  bond  purchase  agreement  with  the 
purchasers  of  the  Bonds.  Such  Resolution,  or  supple- 
mentary Resolutions  adopted  concurrently  therewith,  shall 
also  prescribe  (i)  the  maturities  and  the  interest  rate  or 
rates  to  be  borne  by  the  Bonds,  (ii)  certain  redemption 
provisions,  if  any,  for  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section 
3.01  of  this  Ordinance,  (iii)  the  sinking  fund  requirements. 
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if  any,  for  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  3.02  of  this 
Ordinance,  (iv)  the  form  and  content  of  the  Lease  Agree- 
ment, and  (v)  such  other  matters  as  may  be  required 
by  this  Ordinance  or  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  and 
coupons  are  to  be  issued,  authenticated  and  delivered,  and 
all  property  subject  to  or  to  become  subject  to  this  Ordi- 
nance, including  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Lease  (as  herein  defined),  is  to  be  held  and 
applied,  upon  and  subject  to  the  following  covenants, 
conditions,  uses  and  trusts;  and  the  City,  for  itself  and 
its  successors,  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with 
the  Trustee  and  its  successors  in  the  trust  and  with  all 
those  who  shall,  from  time  to  time,  hold  the  Bonds  and 
coupons,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  benefit  of  all  such  holders, 
as  follows : 

ARTICLE  I 
DEFINITIONS 

The  terms  defined  in  this  Article  I  shall,  for  all  pur- 
poses of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  ordinances  or  resolu- 
tions supplemental  hereto  now  or  hereafter  entered  into 
in  accordance  with  the  provision  hereof,  have  the  mean- 
ings herein  si^ecified,  unless  the  context  clearly  otherwise 
requires : 

"Act"  shall  mean  Sub-Section  (50),  Article  II  of  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City,  (1964  Revision)  as  amended, 
and  all  future  acts  supplemental  thereto  or  amendatory 
thereof. 

"York-Woodbourne  Business  Area"  means  that  area 
within  the  physical  boundaries  as  delineated  by  a  motes 

aft4  bounds  description  contained  in  Ordinance  No , 

entitled  "Urban  Renewal  Plan — York-Woodbourne  Busi- 
ness Area,  approved 1974." 

"Bond"  or  "Bonds"  means  the  Commercial  Development 
Revenue  Bonds  of  the  City  of  all  Series  from  time  to  time 
authenticated  and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance.  The 
"1974  Series"  Bonds  means  the  Bonds  identified  as  such 
in  Section  2.02  hereof. 
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"Bond  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  in  Section  5.02 
hereof. 

"Bondholder"  or  "Holder"  or  "Owner  of  the  Bonds" 
means  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  and  the  registered 
owner  of  any  Bond. 

"City"  means  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the   State   of   ^Maryland,   and  its   successors   and  assigns. 

"Commissioners  of  Finance"  means  that  board  of  fi- 
nance known  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the 
City. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  by  Section 
6.02  hereof. 

"Coupon"  or  "coupons"  means  any  interest,  coupon 
and/or  all  the  interest  and/or  coupons,  as  the  case  may 
be,  appertaining  to  the  Bonds. 

The  term  "Default"  or  "Event  of  Default"  means  any 
of  those  defaults  specified  in  and  defined  by  Section  10.01 
hereof. 

"Lease  Agreement"  means  the  Lease  Agreement  to  be 
executed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and  be- 
tween the  City,  as  Lessor,  and  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc., 
as  Lessee,  and  any  amendments  or  supplements  thereto. 

"Maj'or  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body  of 
the  City  and  any  successor  body. 

"Ordinance"  means  this  Ordinance  and  any  ordinance 
or  resolution  (or  other  action  or  instrument  authorized 
by  this  Ordinance)  supplemental  hereto  or  amendatory 
hereof. 

"Ordinary  Services"  and  "Ordinary  Expenses"  means 
those  services  normally  rendered  and  those  expenses 
normally  incurred  by  a  trustee  under  instruments  similar 
to  this  Ordinance. 

The  term  "Outstanding"  or  "Bonds  Outstanding"  means 
all  bonds  which  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  de- 
livered   by    the    Trustee    under    this    Ordinance,    except: 
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(a)  Bonds  theretofore  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  or 
theretofore  delivered  to  the  Trustee  for  cancellation ; 

(b)  Bonds  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  which 
cash  funds  or  securities,  as  provided  in  Section  9.01  hereof 
shall  have  been  theretofore  deposited  with  the  Trustee 
(whether  upon  or  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption  date 
of  any  such  Bonds)  ;  provided  that  if  such  Bonds  are  to 
be  redeemed  prior  to  the  maturity  thereof,  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  have  been  given  or  arrangements  satis- 
factory to  the  Trustee  shall  have  been  made  therefor,  or 
waiver  of  such  notice  satisfactory  in  form  to  the  Trustee, 
shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Trustee ;  and 

(c)  Bonds  in  lieu  of  which  others  have  been  authenti- 
cated under  Section  2.07  hereof,  unless  proof  satisfactory 
to  the  Trustee  is  presented  to  the  Trustee  that  any  such 
Bonds  are  held  by  bona  fide  purchasers  as  that  term  is 
defined  in  Subtitle  8  of  Article  95B  of  the  Annotated  Code 
of  Maryland  (Maryland  Uniform  Commercial  Code),  as 
amended,  in  which  case  the  Bond  or  Bonds  so  replaced 
and  the  Bond  or  Bonds  authenticated  and  delivered  there- 
for shall  be  deemed  outstanding. 

"Person"  means  natural  persons,  firms,  associations, 
corporations  and  public  bodies. 

"Disposition  Lot  1"  means  the  aggregate  of  those  four 
(4)  parcels  of  land  comprising  that  tract  of  land  to  be 
acquired  by  the  City  and  to  be  leased  to  Food  Fair  Stores, 
Inc.,  which  are  generally  described  in  the  Lease  Agree- 
ment. 

"Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Lease" 
means  all  monies  payable  by  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  to 
the  City  under  the  Lease  Agreement  and  all  other  revenues 
of  the  City  attributable  to  the  acquisition  of  properties 
and  construction  financing  of  the  new  facilities  thereon. 

"Treasurer"  means  the  Treasurer  or  Deputy  Treasurer 
of  the  City. 

"Trust  Estate"  means  at  any  particular  time  all  monies 
which  at  such  time  are  deposited  or  are  required  to  be 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  to  be  held  in  trust  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  property 
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which  at  such  time  is  covered  or  intended  to  be  covered  by 

the  claim  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trust  company  or  banking  corpora- 
tion and  its  successor  or  successors  as  trustee  hereunder, 
designated  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 


ARTICLE  II 

DESCRIPTION,  AUTHORIZATION,  MANNER  OF 

EXECUTION,  AUTHENTICATION,  REGISTRATION 

AND    TRANSFER    OF    BONDS 

Section  2.01.  The  City  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the 
principal  of,  the  interest  on,  and  the  redemption  premium 
(if  any)  on  the  Bonds  only  out  of  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Lease  pledged  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof  under  this  Ordinance,  and  not  otherwise. 
The  City  may,  at  its  option,  pay  the  principal  of,  the 
interest  on,  and  the  redemption  premium  (if  any),  on  the 
Bonds  out  of  any  other  monies  made  available  to  the  City 
for  the  payment  thereof.  All  the  Bonds  to  be  issued  here- 
under shall  be  equally  and  ratablj'  secured,  to  the  extent 
provided  in  this  Ordinance,  by  the  Pledge  of  the  Receipts 
and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Lease. 

Section  2.02.  There  is  hereby  created  for  issuance 
under  this  Ordinance  a  series  of  Bonds  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $1,000,000  each  of  which 

shall  bear  the  descriptive  title,  "City  of  Baltimore,  %, 

Commercial  Development  Revenue  Bond  (Food  Fair 
Stores,  Inc.,  Project),  1974  Series".  The  Bonds  shall  be 
dated,  shall  be  issued  as  coupon  bonds  in  the  denomina- 
tion of  $5,000  each,  registrable  as  to  principal  only,  or 
as  fully  registered  bonds  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000 
or  multiples  thereof,  shall  mature,  shall  be  numbered,  shall 
bear  such  rate  or  rates  of  interest  from  their  date  until 
maturity  or  until  the  date  fixed  for  redemption,  all  as 
provided  in  a  Resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such  interest  shall 
be  payable  semi-annually,  and  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to 
the  right  of  prior  redemption  at  the  prices  and  dates 
set  forth  in  said  Resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fi- 
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nance  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

The  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  and  premium  (if  any), 
payable  upon  the  redemption  of  the  Bonds,  shall  be  paid 
in  any  coin  or  currency  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which,  at  the  respective  times  of  pajonent,  is  legal  tender 
for  the  payment  of  public  and  private  debts  at  the  prin- 
cipal office  of  the  Trustee  or  its  successor  in  trust. 

Section  2.03.  The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  on  behalf 
of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed 
or  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Treasurer,  pro- 
vided that  at  least  one  of  said  signatures  shall  be  a  manual 
signature.  The  coupons  attached  to  the  coupon  Bonds 
shall  be  executed  by  the  facsimile  of  the  official  signature 
of  the  Treasurer  and  such  facsimile  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  the  Treasurer  had  manually  signed 
each  of  the  coupons.  The  Bonds,  together  with  interest 
thereon,  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City  payable 
from  the  Bond  Fund  and  shall  be  a  valid  claim  of  the 
respective  holders  thereof  only  against  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Lease  and  the  Bond  Fund,  which 
are  hereby  pledged  and  assigned  for  the  equal  and  ratable 
payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  coupons  and  shall  be  used 
for  no  other  purpose  than  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  except  as  may  be  other- 
wise expressly  authorized  by  this  Ordinance.  Neither  the 
Bonds  nor  the  coupons  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebted- 
ness or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing 
power  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  State  con- 
stitutional or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation 
and  shall  never  constitute  nor  give  rise  to  a  pecuniary 
liability  of  the  City. 

In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  facsimile  sig- 
nature shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease 
to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds,  such 
signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and 
sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  he  had  remained 
in  office  until  delivery. 

Section  2.04.  Only  the  holders  of  such  of  the  Bonds  as 
shall  have  endorsed  thereon  a  certificate  of  authentication 
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substantially  in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  duly  ex- 
ecuted by  the  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  any  right  or 
benefit  under  this  Ordinance.  No  Bond  and  no  coupon 
appertaining  to  any  Bond  shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for 
any  purpose  unless  and  until  such  certificate  of  authenti- 
cation shall  have  been  duly  executed  by  the  Trustee,  and 
such  executed  certificate  of  the  Trustee  upon  any  such 
Bond  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  such  Bond  has 
been  authenticated  and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance. 
The  Trustee's  certificate  of  authentication  on  any 
Bond  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  executed  by  it  if 
signed  by  an  authorized  signature  of  the  Trustee,  but  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  that  the  same  person  sign  the 
certificate  of  authentication  on  all  of  the  Bonds  issued 
hereunder.  Before  authentication  or  delivering  any  Bonds, 
the  Trustee  shall  detach  and  cancel  all  matured  coupons, 
if  any,  appertaining  thereto,  and  such  cancelled  coupons 
shall  be  cremated  by  the  Trustee  and  a  certificate  of  crema- 
tion or  other  destruction  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Treasurer 
by  the  Trustee. 

Section  2.05.  The  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
and  the  coupons,  if  any,  attached  thereto  shall  be  sub- 
stantially in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  with  such 
appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  are 
permitted  or  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  by  a  Resolution 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted  prior  to  the  sale 
of  the  bonds. 

Section  2.06.  The  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  to 
the  Trustee  and  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $1,000,- 
000  and  deliver  them  to  the  purchasers  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  City  as  hereinafter  in  the  Section  2.06  provided. 

Prior  to  the  authentication  and  deliver^'  by  the  Trustee 
of  any  of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee: 

1.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  this  Ordinance. 

2.  An  original  executed  counterpart  of  the  Lease 
Agreement. 

3.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  Resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  setting  forth  the  details  relating 
to  the  Bonds  as  prescribed  by  Section  2.02  hereof. 
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4.  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on  be- 
half of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authenticate 
and  deliver  the  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  not  exceeding  $1,000,000  to  the  purchasers  therein 
identified  upon  payment  to  the  Trustee  but  for  the  account 
of  the  City  of  a  sum  specified  in  such  request  and  au- 
thorization plus  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of 
delivery.  Such  proceeds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee 
and  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Con- 
struction Fund  as  hereinafter  provided  under  Article 
VI  hereof. 

Section  2.07.  In  the  event  any  Bond  is  mutilated,  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed,  the  City  may  execute  and  the  Trustee 
may  authenticate  a  new  Bond  of  like  date,  maturity  and 
denomination  as  that  mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed, 
which  new  Bond  shall  have  attached  thereto  coupons  cor- 
responding in  all  respects  to  those  (if  any)  on  the  Bond 
mutil;ated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed;  provided  that,  in  the 
case  of  any  mutilated  Bonds,  such  mutilated  Bond  to- 
gether with  all  coupons  (if  any)  appertaining  thereto 
shall  first  be  surrendered  to  the  City,  and  in  the  case  of 
any  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed  Bond,  there  shall  be  first 
furnished  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee  evidence  of  such 
loss,  theft  or  destruction  satisfactory  to  the  City  and  the 
Trustee,  together  with  indemnity  satisfactory  to  them. 
In  the  event  any  such  Bond  or  coupon  sl^all  have  matured, 
instead  of  issuing  a  duplicate  Bond  or  coupon  the  City 
may  pay  the  same  without  surrender  thereof.  The  City  and 
the  Trustee  may  charge  the  holder  or  owner  of  such  Bond 
with  their  reasonable  fees  and  expenses  in  this  connection. 

Section  2.08.  All  the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  be  negotiable,  subject  to  the  provisions  for  regis- 
tration and  transfer  contained  in  this  Ordinance  and  in  the 
Bonds.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  remain  outstanding, 
the  City  shall  maintain  and  keep,  at  the  principal  office  of  the 
Treasurer,  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  Bonds ; 
and,  upon  presentation  thereof  for  such  puri>ose  at  said 
oflfice,  the  Treasurer  shall  register  or  cause  to  be  registered 
therein,  and  permit  to  be  transferred  thereon,  under  such 
reasonable  regulations  as  it  or  the  Trustee  may  prescribe, 
any  Bond  entitled  to  registration  or  transfer.  So  long  as  any 
of  the  Bonds  remain  outstanding,  the  City  shall  make  all 
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necessary  provisions  to  permit  the  exchange  of  Bonds  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer. 

All  coupon  Bonds  shall  pass  by  delivery,  unless  regis- 
tered as  to  principal  other  than  the  bearer  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  Section  2.08.  Any  coupon  Bond  may  be 
registered  as  to  principal  on  the  books  of  the  City  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer,  upon  presentation  thereof 
at  said  office  and  the  payment  of  a  charge  sufficient  to 
reimburse  the  City  for  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  registra- 
tion, and  such  registration  shall  be  noted  on  such  Bond. 
After  said  registration  no  transfer  thereof  shall  be  valid 
unless  made  on  said  books  at  the  written  request  of  the 
registered  owner  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writ- 
ing, and  similarly  noted  on  such  Bond;  but  such  Bond 
may  be  discharged  from  registration  by  being  in  like 
manner  transferred  to  bearer,  after  which  it  shall  again 
become  transferable  by  delivery. 

Thereafter  such  Bond  may  again,  from  time  to  time, 
be  registered  or  discharged  from  registration  in  the 
same  manner.  Registration  of  any  coupon  Bond  as  to 
principal,  however,  shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  by 
delivery  of  the  coupons  appertaining  to  such  Bond,  but 
such  coupons  shall  continue  to  pass  by  delivery  and  shall 
remain  payable  to  bearer. 

As  to  any  coupon  Bond  registered  as  to  principal  other 
than  to  bearer  the  person  in  whose  name  the  same  shall 
be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City  m;ay  be  deemed 
and  regarded  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether  such 
Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  all  purposes,  except 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  coupons;  and  pay- 
ment of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  or  redemption 
price,  if  any,  of  such  Bond  shall  be  made  only  to,  or  upon 
the  order  of,  such  registered  owner  thereof,  but  such 
registration  may  be  changed  as  above  provided.  All  such 
payments  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  dis- 
charge the  liability  upon  such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the 
sum  or  sums  so  paid.  The  City,  the  Trustee  and  any  pay- 
ing agent  may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any  coupon 
as  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether  such  coupon  shall 
be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment 
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thereof  and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever,  and  may 
deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  which 
shall  not  at  the  time  be  registered  as  to  principal  other 
than  to  bearer,  or  the  person  in  whose  name  any  coupon 
Bond  for  the  time  being  shall  be  registered  upon  the 
Books  of  the  City,  as  the  absolute  owner  of  such  Bond, 
whether  such  Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  payment  of  the  principal  or  redemp- 
tion price  thereof  and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever 
except  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  coupons, 
and  neither  the  City,  not  the  Trustee  nor  any  paying 
agent  shall  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary.  Sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indem- 
nify and  save  the  Trustee  and  each  paying  agent  hjarm- 
less  from  and  against  any  and  all  loss,  cost,  charge, 
expense,  judgment  or  liability  incurred  by  it,  acting  in 
good  faith  and  without  negligence  hereunder,  in  so  treat- 
ing such  bearer  or  registered  owner. 

Each  registered  Bond  without  coupons  sh^ll  be  trans- 
ferable only  upon  the  Books  of  the  City,  which  shall  be 
kept  for  that  purpose  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treas- 
urer, at  the  written  request  of  the  registered  owner 
thereof  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writing,  upon 
surrender  thereof,  together  with  a  written  instrument  of 
transfer  satisfactory  to  the  treasurer  duly  executed  by 
the  registered  owner  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney. 
Upon  the  transfer  of  any  such  registered  Bond,  the  City 
shall  issue  in  the  name  of  the  transferee,  in  authorized 
denominations,  a  new  registered  Bond  or  Bonds  without 
coupons,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  transferee,  coupon  Bonds, 
with  appropriate  coupons  attached,  of  the  same  aggregate 
principal  amount,  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  as 
the  surrendered  Bonds. 

The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  deem  and  treat  the  per- 
son in  whose  name  any  outstanding  registered  Bond 
without  coupons  shall  be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the 
City  as  the  absolute  owner  of  such  Bond,  whether  such 
Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
payment  of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  and  redemp- 
tion price,  if  any,  of  and  interest  on  such  Bond  and  for 
all  other  purposes,  and  all  such  payments  so  made  to  any 
such  registered  owner  or  upon  his  order  shall  be  valid 
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and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  discharge  the  liability  upon 
such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  or  sums  so  paid,  and 
neither  the  City  nor  the  Trustee  sh^ll  be  affected  by  any 
notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  the  Trustee 
harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all  loss,  cost,  charge, 
expense,  judgment  or  liability  incurred  by  it,  acting  in 
good  faith  and  without  negligence  hereunder,  in  so  treat- 
ing such  registered  owner. 

Coupon  Bonds,  upon  surrender  thereof  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Treasurer  with  all  unmatured  coupons  at- 
tached, may,  at  the  option  of  the  holder  thereof,  be  ex- 
changed for  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the  same  series,  ma- 
turity and  interest  rate  of  any  of  the  authorized  denom- 
inations. 

Registered  Bonds  without  coupons,  upon  surrender 
thereof  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treasurer  with  a 
written  instrument  of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  Treas- 
urer, duly  executed  by  the  registered  owner  or  his  duly 
authorized  attorney,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  registered 
owner  thereof,  be  exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  of  coupon  Bonds  of  the  same  series,  maturity 
and  interest  rate  with  appropriate  coupons  attached,  or 
of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the  same  series, 
maturity  and  interest  rate  of  any  other  authorized  de- 
nominations. 

In  all  cases  in  which  the  privilege  of  exchanging  Bonds 
or  transferring  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  is  exer- 
cised, the  City  shall  execute  and  the  Trustee  shall  authen- 
ticate and  deliver  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance.  All  registered  Bonds  surrendered  in  any 
such  exchanges  or  transfers  shall  forthwith  be  cancelled 
by  the  Trustee.  All  coupon  Bonds  and  the  coupons  apper- 
taining to  such  Bonds  surrendered  in  any  such  exchanges 
or  transfers  shall  be  retained  in  the  possession  of  the  City 
for  the  purpose  of  reissuance  upon  subsequent  exchanges 
and  the  City,  prior  to  the  reissuance  of  any  such  coupon 
Bonds,  shall  detach  therefrom  and  cancel  all  matured 
coupons.  For  every  such  exchange  or  transfer  of  Bonds, 
whether  temporary  or  definitive,  the  City  or  the  Trustee 
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may  make  a  charge  sufficient  to  reimburse  it  for  any  tax 
or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid  with 
respect  to  such  exchange  or  transfer,  which  sum  or  sums 
shall  be  paid  by  the  person  requesting  such  exchange  or 
transfer  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  exercise  of  the 
privilege  of  making  such  exchange  or  transfer.  Notwith- 
standing any  other  provision  of  this  Ordinance,  the  cost 
of  preparing  each  new  coupon  Bond  or  registered  Bond 
without  coupons  upon  each  exchange  or  transfer,  and  any 
other  expenses  of  the  City  or  the  Ti'ustee  incurred  in  connec- 
tion therewith^  (except  any  applicable  tax  or  other  govern- 
mental charge)  shall  be  paid  from  the  Bond  Fund.  The 
City  shall  not  be  obligated  to  make  any  such  exchange  or 
transfer  of  Bonds  during  the  fifteen  (15)  days  next  pre- 
ceding an  interest  payment  date  on  the  Bonds  or,  in  the 
case  of  any  proposed  redemption  of  Bonds,  next  preceding 
the  date  of  the  first  publication  of  notice  of  such  redemp- 
tion. The  City  shall  not  be  required  to  make  any  transfer 
or  exchange  of  any  Bonds  called  for  redemption. 

Section  2.09.  The  City,  at  the  request  of  Food  Fair 
Stores,  Inc.,  and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  in  effect 
at  the  time  thereof,  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  issue  Addi- 
tional Bonds  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  provid- 
ing additional  monies,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  the  construction  of  the  super-market  facility 
on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds  and  any  Addition;al  Bonds 
theretofore  or  thereafter  issued  and  payable  from  the 
Bond  Fund.  Before  any  Additional  Bonds  are  authenti- 
cated and  delivered,  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Trustee 
the  items  required  therefor  by  Section  2.10  hereof.  The 
proceeds  of  any  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  used  solely  to 
pay  the  costs  of  completing  the  facility  or  of  improvement 
of  the  facility  and  to  pay  the  costs  incident  to  the  issuance 
of  the  Additional  Bonds,  in  accordance  with  the  Lease 
Agreement. 

Such  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  series  and 
principal  amounts,  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest  at 
such  rate  or  rates,  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  at  such 
times  and  prices,  and  shall  mature  in  such  years  as  the 
ordinance  supplemental  hereto  authorizing  the  issuance 
thereof  shall  fix  and  determine,  and  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Trustee  for  authentication  and  delivery. 
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Section  2.10.  Upon  the  adoption  in  each  instance  of 
an  appropriate  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  the  City 
shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee 
shall  authenticate,  such  Additional  Bonds  and  deliver  them 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
City,  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.10  provided.  Prior 
to  the  authentication  and  delivery  by  the  Trustee  of  any 
such  Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee : 

(1)  A  valid  and  effective  amendment  to  the  Lease 
Agreement,  providing  for  an  increase  in  the  rent  pay- 
ments due  the  City  by  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc. 

(2)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  a  supplemental  ordinance 
providing  for  the  issuance  of  such  new  series  of  Additional 
Bonds. 

(3)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  Resolution  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  setting  forth  the  details  relating 
to  such  Additional  Bonds. 

(4)  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authenticate 
and  deliver  such  Additional  Bonds  to  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers therein  identified  upon  payment  to  the  Trustee 
but  for  the  account  of  the  City  of  a  sum  specified  in  such 
request  and  authorization  plus  any  accrued  interest  thereon 
to  the  date  of  delivery.  The  proceeds  of  such  Bonds  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  deposited  to  the  credit 
of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction  Fund  as  hereinafter 
provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 

Section  2.11.  1.  One  or  more  series  of  refunding  Bonds 
may  be  authenticated  and  delivered  upon  original  issu- 
ance to  refund  all  but  not  less  than  all  the  Bonds  of  one 
or  more  series  then  outstanding.  Refunding  Bonds  shall 
be  issued  in  a  principal  amount  sufficient,  together  with 
other  monies  available  therefor,  to  ;accomplish  such  re- 
funding and  to  make  the  deposits  in  the  Bond  Fund  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  this  Section  or  by  the  provisions 
of  the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds. 

2.  Refunding  Bonds  of  each  series  issued  to  refund  one 
or  more  series  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  be  authen- 
ticated and  delivered  by  the  Trustee  only  upon  receipt  by 
it  (in  addition  to  the  documents  required  by  Section 
2.06)  of: 
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(1)  Irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfactory 
to  it,  to  give  due  notice  of  redemption  of  3II  the  Bonds 
to  be  refunded  on  a  redemption  date  specified  in  such  in- 
structions ; 

(2)  If  the  Bonds  to  be  refunded  are  not  by  their  terms 
subject  to  redemption  within  the  next  succeeding  60  days, 
irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfactory  to  it, 
to  make  due  publication  of  the  notice  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion 3.03  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and 
coupons  being  refunded ; 

(3)  Either  (i)  monies  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  effect 
payment  at  the  applicable  redemption  price  of  the  Bonds 
to  be  refunded,  together  with  accrued  interest  on  such 
Bonds  to  the  redemption  date,  which  monies  shall  be 
held  by  the  Trustee  in  a  separate  account  irrevocably  in 
trust  for  and  assigned  to  the  respective  holders  of  the 
Bonds  to  be  refunded,  or  (ii)  investments  in  such  princi- 
pal amounts,  of  such  maturities  bearing  such  interest,  and 
otherwise  having  such  terms  and  qualifications,  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  9.01 
hereof  ;and  any  monies  required  pursuant  to  said  Section 
9.01  hereof,  which  investments  and  monies  shall  be  held 
in  trust  and  used  only  as  provided  in  said  Section  9.01 
hereof. 

The  proceeds,  including  accrued  interest,  of  the  refund- 
ing Bonds  of  each  such  series  shall  be  applied  simultane- 
ously with  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such 
Bonds. 

3.  Any  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  Bonds  not 
needed  for  the  purposes  provided  in  this  Section  or  in  the 
supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund. 


ARTICLE  III 

REDEMPTION 

Section  3.01.  In  the  manner  and  with  the  effect  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to  re- 
demption prior  to  maturity,  either  at  the  option  of  the 
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City  or  pursuant  to  certain  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
as  follows : 

(1)  The  Bonds  may  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity  on 
or  after  any  date  specified  and  at  the  times  and  in  the 
amounts  specified  by  Resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  either  as  a  whole  at  any  time  or  in  part  from 
time  to  time  on  any  interest  payment  date,  by  application 
of  any  monies  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  in  accordance 
with  the  sinking  fund  provisions,  if  any,  and  monies  from 
the  sources  described  in  (2)  below,  upon  payment  in  each 
case  of  the  applicable  redemption  price,  expressed  as  a 
percentage  of  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  to  be  re- 
deemed, as  set  forth  in  a  Resolution  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  and  adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds, 
plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date. 

(2)  The  Bonds  also  may  be  redeemed  (a)  as  a  whole  at 
any  time  upon  the  exercise  by  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  of  its 
option  to  terminate  the  Lease  Agreement  as  provided  in 
said  Lease,  or  (b)  in  part,  at  any  time,  in  inverse  order 
of  maturities  (by  lot  within  a  maturity)  upon  the  exer- 
cise by  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  of  its  option  of  a  partial  pre- 
pa>Tnent  of  the  rent  as  provided  in  the  Lease  Agreement. 
Any  of  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal  amount  thereof, 
plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date. 

(3)  The  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  in  accord- 
ance with  the  sinking  fund  provisions  of  Section  3.02 
hereof  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the 
principal  amount  thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  the 
redemption  date. 

In  the  case  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of 
denominations  greater  than  $5,000,  if  less  than  all  of  such 
Bends  then  outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  redemption, 
then  for  all  purposes  in  connection  with  redemption,  each 
$5,000  of  principal  amount  shall  be  treated  as  though  it 
w^s  a  separate  bond  of  the  denomination  of  $5,000  bearing 
one  of  the  numbers  borne  by  such  registered  Bond  without 
coupons.  If  it  is  determined  that  one  or  more,  but  not  all 
of  the  $5,000  units  of  principal  amount  represented  by 
any  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  is  to  be  called 
for  redemption,  then  upon  notice  of  intention  to  redeem 
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such  $5,000  unit  or  units,  the  owner  of  such  registered 
Bond  without  coupons  shall  forthwith  surrender  such 
Bond  to  the  Trustee  (1)  for  payment  of  the  redemption 
price  (including  the  redemption  premium,  if  any,  and  in- 
terest to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption)  of  the  $5,000  unit 
or  units  of  principal  amount  called  for  redemption  and 
(2)  in  exchange  for  a  new  Bond  or  Bonds  of  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  the  unredeemed  balance  of  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  and 
of  like  maturity  and  interest  rate,  and  such  new  Bond  or 
Bonds  shall  be  numbered  corresponding  to  the  numbers  of 
the  $5,000  units  of  principal  amount  not  called  for  redemp- 
tion. New  Bonds  representing  an  unredeemed  balance  of 
the  principal  amount  of  such  registered  Bond  without 
coupons  shall  be  issued  to  the  registered  owner  thereof, 
without  charge  therefor.  If  the  owner  of  any  such  regis- 
tered Bond  without  coupons  of  ^  denomination  greater 
than  $5,000  shall  fail  to  present  such  Bond  to  the  Trustee 
for  payment  and  exchange  as  aforesaid,  such  Bond  shall, 
nevertheless,  become  due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed 
for  redemption  to  the  extent  of  the  $5,000  unit  or  units 
of  principal  amount  called  for  redemption  (and  to  that 
extent  only)  ;  interest  shall  cease  to  accrue  on  the  portion 
of  the  principal  amount  of  such  Bond  represented  by  such 
$5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  on  and  after  the 
date  fixed  for  redemption  provided  that  funds  sufficient  for 
the  payment  of  the  redemption  price  shall  have  been  de- 
posited with  the  Trustee,  and  shall  be  available  for  the 
redemption  and,  in  such  revent,  such  Bond  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  the  benefit  or  security  of  this  Ordinance  to  the 
extent  of  the  portion  of  its  principal  amount  (and  accrued 
interest  thereon  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  and  appli- 
cable premium,  if  any)  represented  by  such  $5,000  unit 
or  units  or  principal  amount,  nor  shall  new  Bonds  be  there- 
after issued  corresponding  to  said  unit  or  units. 

Section  3.02.  As  and  for  a  sinking  fund  (if  a  sinking 
fund  is  provided  for  in  the  Resolution  of  the  Commission- 
ers of  Finance)  for  the  retirement  of  the  Bonds  subject 
to  the  sinking  fund  provisions  provided  herein,  the  City 
shall  cause  to  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  at  least  one 
business  day  before  e^ch  sinking  fund  payment  date  out 
of  the  payments  under  the  Lease  Agreement  an  amount 
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sufficient  to  redeem  or  to  pay  (after  credit  as  provided 
below)  the  principal  amounts  of  such  Bonds  subject  to 
the  sinking  fund  provisions  provided  herein  on  the  dates 
and  the  amounts  specified  in  the  Resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance. 

At  its  option,  to  be  exercised  prior  to  the  forty-fifth  day 
next  preceding  any  sinking  fund  payment  date,  the  City 
may  (i)  cause  to  be  p,aid  to  the  Trustee  for  deposit  in  the 
Bond  Fund,  as  an  advance  payment  of  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Lease  such  amount  of  funds  as 
Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  may  determine,  with  written  instruc- 
tions to  the  Trustee,  signed  in  the  name  of  Food  Fair 
Stores,  Inc.,  by  an  authorized  officer  thereof,  to  apply  such 
funds  prior  to  said  forty-fifth  day  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds 
subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions,  (ii)  deliver  to  the 
Trustee  for  cancellation  any  principal  amount  of  Bonds 
subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions,  or  (iii)  receive  a 
credit  in  respect  of  its  sinking  fund  payment  for  any  such 
Series  which  prior  to  said  sinking  fund  payment  date 
have  been  purchased  or  redeemed  (otherwise  than  through 
the  operation  of  the  sinking  fund)  and  cancelled  by  the 
Trustee  and  not  theretofore  .applied  as  a  credit  against  any 
sinking  fund  payment. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  funds  and  instructions  specified  in 
(i),  the  Trustee  shall  use  all  reasonable  efforts  to  expend 
such  funds  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable  in  the  pur- 
chase of  such  Bonds  at  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount 
thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  such  sinking  fund  pay- 
ment date  on  or  prior  to  such  sinking  fund  payment  date. 
Any  such  funds  not  so  expended  by  the  Trustee  shall  be 
retained  in  the  Bond  Fund,  shall  not  thereafter  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  and  shall  be  applied  as  herein 
otherwise  provided  for  monies  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Bonds  so 
purchased  or  presented  for  cancellation  as  provided  above 
shall  be  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  Section 
3.04  hereof  and  shall  be  credited,  ;at  their  principal 
amount,  until  the  full  amount  thereof  has  been  so  credited 
against  the  next  ensuing  and  future  sinking  fund  pay- 
ments in  chronological  order  to  the  extent  otherwise  pay- 
able out  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from 
the  Lease. 
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Section  3.03.  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  are  called 
for  redemption,  the  Turstee  shall  give  notice,  in  the  name 
of  the  City,  of  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds,  which  notice 
shall  specify  the  m;aturities  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed, 
the  redemption  date  and  the  place  or  places  where  amounts 
due  upon  such  redemption  will  be  payable  and,  if  less  than 
all  of  the  Bonds  of  any  maturity  are  to  be  redeemed,  the 
numbers  of  such  Bonds  so  to  be  redeemed.  Such  notice 
shall  be  given  by  publication  at  least  once  not  less  than 
30  days  nor  more  th^n  60  days  prior  to  the  redemption 
date  in  a  newspaper  or  financial  journal  of  general  circu- 
lation published  in  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York,  and 
in  the  case  of  the  redemption  of  registered  Bonds  upon 
mailing  a  copy  of  the  redemption  notice  by  first  class  mail 
at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
to  the  holder  of  each  registered  Bond  to  be  redeemed  ^t 
the  address  shown  on  the  registration  books;  provided, 
however,  that  failure  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing  or 
any  defect  therein,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any 
proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  Bonds.  If  all  of  the 
Bonds  to  be  redeemed  are  registered  Bonds,  notice  by 
mailing  given  by  first  class  mail  to  the  holder  or  holders 
thereof,  at  the  addresses  shown  on  the  registration  books, 
not  less  than  thirty  d^ys  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemp- 
tion as  aforesaid  shall  be  sufficient,  and  published  notice 
of  the  call  for  redemption  need  not  be  given,  and  failure 
duly  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing,  or  any  defect  in  the 
notice,  to  the  holder  of  any  registered  Bond  designated 
for  redemption  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceed- 
ings for  the  redemtpion  of  any  other  Bond.  All  Bonds  so 
called  for  redemption  will  cease  to  bear  interest  on  the 
specified  redemption  d^te,  provided  funds  for  their  re- 
demption are  on  deposit  with  the  Trustee  and  shall  no 
longer  be  protected  by  the  Ordinance  and  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  be  outstanding  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance.  If,  because  of  the  temporary  or  permanent  sus- 
pension of  the  publication  or  general  circulation  of  any 
newspaper  or  financial  journal  or  for  any  other  reason,  it 
is  impossible  or  impracticable  to  publish  such  notice  of  call 
for  redemption  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  then  such 
publications  in  lieu  thereof  as  shall  be  made  with  the 
approval  of  the  Trustee  shall  constitute  a  sufficient  pub- 
lication of  notice. 
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Section  3.04.  All  Bonds  which  have  been  redeemed  shall 
be  cancelled  and  destroyed  by  the  Trustee  together  with 
the  unmatured  coupons  appertaining  thereto  and  shall  not 
be  reissued  and  a  counterpart  of  the  certificate  of  destruc- 
tion evidencing  such  destruction  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
Trustee  to  the  City  and  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.  All  bonds 
so  destroyed  shall  thereafter  no  longer  be  considered  out- 
standing for  any  purposes  of  the  Ordinance  or  the  Lease 
Agreement. 

Section  3.05.  All  unpaid  coupons  which  appertain  to 
Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  and  which  shall  have  be- 
come payable  on  or  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
shall  continue  to  be  payable  to  the  bearers  thereof  sever- 
ally and  respectively  upon  the  presentation  and  surrender 
of  such  coupons. 

Section  3.06.  If  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  par- 
ticular Bonds  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Trustee  in  inverse  order  of  maturities.  If  less  than  all  of 
the  Bonds  of  a  particular  maturity  at  the  time  outstanding 
are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  particular  Bonds 
of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  lot 
by  the  Trustee  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustee,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, may  determine.  The  Trustee  sh^H  call  Bonds  as 
will,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  exhaust  the  monies  avail- 
able therefor.  Particular  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  only  in 
the  principal  amount  of  $5,000  each. 

No  redemption  of  less  than  all  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  other  th^n  in  accordance  with  the  sinking 
fund  provisions  of  Section  3.02  hereof,  shall  be  made  pur- 
suant hereto  unless  the  total  amount  of  funds  available 
and  to  be  used  for  such  partial  redemption  is  equal  to  or 
more  than  $50,000. 

ARTICLE  IV 

LEASE  AGREEMENT 

Section  4.01.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  execute,  seal  and  deliver,  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
the  Lease  Agreement  (including  the  assignments  of  the 
Lease  Agreement  to  the  Trustee),  which  shall  be  in  the 
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form  determined  by  Resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  the 
City  Solicitor,  such  Lease  to  be  executed  by  the  Mayor  or 
Acting  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  attested  by 
the  Treasurer.  Such  execution  of  the  Lease  Agreement  and 
assignments  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of 
the  due  execution,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  of  such  instru- 
ments which  shall  thereupon  become  binding  upon  the 
City  in  accordance  with  their  terms  as  authorized  by  the 
Act. 

ARTICLE  V 

REVENUES  AND  FUNDS 

Section  5.01.  The  Bonds  herein  authorized  and  all  pay- 
ments by  the  City  hereunder  are  not  general  obligations 
of  the  City  but  are  limited  obligations  payable  solely  from 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Lease  and 
as  authorized  and  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

The  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Lease 
are  to  be  remitted  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  account 
of  the  City  and  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Said  payments 
are  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  and  the  entire  amount 
of  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Lease  and 
the  Bond  Fund,  including  any  interest  or  other  income 
earned  on  the  same,  are  hereby  pledged  to  the  payment  of 
the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  penalty,  if  any,  and  in- 
terest on  the  Bonds.  The  City  hereby  covenants  and  agrees 
that  it  will  not  create  any  lien  upon  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Lease  other  than  the  lien 
hereby  created. 

Section  5.02.  There  is  hereby  created  by  the  City  and 
ordered  established  with  the  Trustee  a  trust  fund  to  be 
designated  "City  of  Baltimore  Commercial  Development 
Revenue  Bond  Fund— Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  Project" 
(which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  "Bond 
Fund"),  which  shall  be  used  to  pay  the  principal  of,  pre- 
mium, if  any,  penalty,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  5.03.  There  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund 
all  accrued  interest  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  in 
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the  amount  required  by  Section  6.01  hereof.  In  addition, 
there  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bend  Fund,  as  and  when 
received    (a)    any  amount  remaining  in  the  Construction 

Fund  to  the  extent  provided  in  Section  of  the  Lease 

Agreement  except  as  otherwise  directed  pursuant  to  said 

Section ;  (b)  all  payments  specified  in  Sub-Section 

in  Section  of  the  Lease  Agreement;  and  (c)  all  other 

monies  received  by  the  Trustee  under  and  pursuant  to  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Lease  Agreement  when  accom- 
panied by  directions  by  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.  that  such 
monies  are  to  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund.  The  City  hereby 
covenants  and  agrees  that  so  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds 
issued  hereunder  are  outstanding  it  will  deposit,  or  cause 
to  be  deposited,  in  the  Bond  Fund  for  its  account  sufficient 
sums  from  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from 
the  Lease  promptly  to  meet  and  pay  the  principal  of,  inter- 
est, premium,  if  any,  and  penalty,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the 
same  become  due  and  payable. 

Section  5.04.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  5.10  and 
Section  11.04  hereof,  monies  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  and  inter- 
est on,  and  premiums,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  and  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Bonds  at  or  prior  to  maturity.  When- 
ever the  amount  in  the  Bond  Fund  from  any  source  what- 
soever is  sufficient  to  redeem  ail  of  the  Bonds  outstanding 
hereunder  and  to  pay  interest  to  accrue  thereon  prior  to 
such  redemption,  and  to  pay  any  applicable  premiums  or 
additional  interest,  the  City  covenants  and  agrees,  upon 
request  of  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.  to  take  and  cause  to  be 
taken  the  necessary  steps  to  redeem  all  or  part  of  said 
Bonds  on  the  next  succeeding  redemption  date  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  3.01  hereof  for  which  the  re- 
quired redemption  notice  may  be  given. 

Section  5.05.  The  Bond  Fund  shall  be  in  the  custody 
of  the  Trustee  but  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  the  City 
hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  Trustee  to  withdraw 
sufficient  funds  from  the  Bond  Fund  to  pay  principal  of 
and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  and  additional  interest, 
if  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable 
and  to  make  such  funds  so  withdrawn  available  to  the 
Trustee  and  to  any  paying  agent  or  agents  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  said  principal  and  interest,  and  premium, 
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if  any,  and  additional  interest,  if  any,  which  authoriza- 
tion and  direction  the  Trustee  hereby  accepts. 

Section  5.06.  In  the  event  any  Bonds  shall  not  be  pre- 
sented for  payment  when  the  principal  thereof  becomes 
due,  either  at  maturity  or  at  the  date  fixed  for  redemp- 
tion thereof  or  otherwise,  or  in  the  event  any  coupon  shall 
not  be  presented  for  payment  at  the  due  date  thereof,  if 
funds  sufficient  to  pay  such  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  have 
been  made  available  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the 
holder  or  holders  thereof,  all  liability  of  the  City  to  the 
holder  thereof  for  the  payment  of  such  Bond  or  coupon, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  forthwith  cease,  determine  and 
be  completely  discharged,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Trustee  to  hold  such  fund  or  funds,  without 
liability  for  interest  thereon,  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder 
of  such  Bond,  or  the  bearer  of  such  coupon,  as  the  case 
may  be,  who  shall  thereafter  be  restricted  exclusively  to 
such  fund  or  funds,  for  any  claim  of  whatever  nature  on 
his  part  under  this  Ordinance  or  on,  or  with  respect  to, 
said  Bond  or  coupon. 

Section  5.07.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Lease 
Agreement,  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  has  agreed  to  pay 
Trustee,  until  the  principal  of,  interest  and  premium,  if 
any,  and  additional  interest,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  shall 
have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount  equal  to  the  annual 
fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  Ordinary  Services  of  the  Trustee 
rendered,  as  Trustee,  and  its  Ordinary  Expenses  incurred, 
as  Trustee,  under  this  Ordinance  as  and  when  the  same 
becomes  due,  (ii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges  of  the 
Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  and  any  paying  agents  for  acting 
as  paying  agent  as  and  when  the  same  become  due.  It  is 
further  understood  and  agreed  that  the  initial  or  accept- 
ance fees  of  the  Trustee  and  the  fees,  charges  and  ex- 
penses of  the  Trustee  and  paying  agent  referred  to  in  the 
preceding  sentence  which  become  due  prior  to  the  Com- 
pletion Date  (as  defined  in  the  Lease  Agreement)  will  be 
paid  to  the  Trustee  from  the  Construction  Fund  as  and 
when  the  same  shall  become  due.  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc., 
may  without  creating  a  default  hereunder,  contest  in  good 
faith  the  necessity  for,  and  the  reasonableness  of,  any  of 
the  fees,  charges  or  expenses  referred  to  herein. 
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Section  5.08.  All  monies  required  to  be  deposited  with 
or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  account  of  the  Bond  Fund  or 
the  Construction  Fund  under  any  provision  of  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  trust,  and  except  for 
monies  deposited  with  or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  the 
redemption  of  Bonds,  notice  of  the  redemption  of  which 
has  been  duly  given,  shall,  while  held  by  the  Trustee,  con- 
stitute part  of  the  Trust  Estate  and  be  subject  to  the  lien 
thereof. 

Section  5.09.     Reference  is  hereby  made  to  Article  

of  the  Lease  Agreement  whereunder  it  is  provided  that 
under  certain  circumstances  funds  of  Food  Fair  Stores, 
Inc.,  may  be  required  to  restore,  repair  or  replace  the 
facility  in  the  event  of  damage,  destruction  or  condemna- 
tion ;  but  no  such  funds  are  required  to  be  deposited  with 
the  Trustee. 

Section  5.10.  Any  amounts  remaining  in  the  Bond 
Fund  after  payment  in  full  of  the  principal  of,  interest 
and  premium,  if  any,  on  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment 
thereof  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance),  the  fees,  charges 
and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  any  payment  agents,  and 
the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Treasurer  as  Bond  registrar, 
and  all  other  amounts  required  to  be  paid  hereunder  shall, 
upon  the  joint  v/ritten  instruction  to  the  Trustee  from 
the  City  and  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  be  paid  to  Food  Fair 
Stores,  Inc.,  upon  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of 
the  term  of  the  Lease  Agreement  as  provided  in  Section 
of  the  Lease  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VI 

CUSTODY  AND  APPLICATION  OF 
PROCEEDS  OF  BONDS 

Section  6.01.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund 
all  accrued  interest,  if  any,  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds. 

Section  6.02.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established 
with  the  Trustee  a  trust  in  the  name  of  the  City  to  be 
designated  ''City  of  Baltimore  Construction  Fund — Food 
Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  Project")    (which  is  sometimes  referred 
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to  herein  as  the  '^Construction  Fund").  The  balance  of 
the  proceeds  upon  the  issuance  and  sale  of  Bonds  remain- 
ing after  the  deduction  provided  by  Section  6.01  hereof 
shall  have  been  made  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Construc- 
tion Fund.  Monies  in  the  Construction  Fund  shall  be 
expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Lease 
Agreement. 

The  Trustee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue 
its  checks  for  each  disbursement  required  by  the  afore- 
said provisions  of  the  Lease  Agreement. 

The  Trustee  shall  keep  and  maintain  adequate  records 
pertaining  to  the  Construction  Fund  and  all  disbursements 
therefrom  and  after  the  chain  super-market  facility  shall 
have  been  completed  and  a  certificate  of  payment  of  all 
costs  filed  as  provided  in  Section  6.03  hereof,  the  Trustee 
shall,  if  requested  by  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  file  an  account- 
ing thereof  with  the  City  and  with  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc. 

Section  6.03.  The  completion  of  the  chain  super-market 
facility  and  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  expenses  inci- 
dent thereto  shall  be  evidenced  by  the  filing  with  the 
Trustee  of  (i)  the  certificate  of  the  authorized  Repre- 
sentative of  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.  (as  defined  in  the  Lease 

Agreement)  required  by  the  provisions  of  Section  of 

the  Lease  Agreement  and  (ii)  a  certificate  signed  by  the 
Treasurer  and  by  the  authorized  Representative  of  Food 
Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  which  certificate  shall  state  that  all 
obligations  and  costs  in  connection  with  the  chain  super- 
market facility  and  payable  out  of  the  Construction  Fund 
have  been  paid  and  discharged  except  for  amounts  re- 
tained by  the  Trustee  with  the  approval  of  the  authorized 
Representative  of  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  for  the  payment 
of  costs  of  the  facility  not  then  due  and  payable  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Lease  Agreement.  As  soon  as  practicable  and 
in  any  event  after  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  certifi- 
cate referred  to  in  clause  (ii)  of  the  preceding  sentence 
any  balance  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund  (other 
than  the  amounts  retained  by  the  Trustee  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  sentence)  shall  without  further  authoriza- 
tion be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  by  the  Trustee  with 
advice  to  the  City  and  to  Food  F^ir  Stores,  Inc.,  of  such 
action  unless  Food  Fair   Stores  shall  have   directed  the 
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Trustee  to   purchase   Bonds   in  accordance  with   Section 
of  the  Lease  Agreement. 

Section  6.04.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  De- 
fault under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
which  default  is  not  cured  within  any  applicable  grace 
period  or  waived  as  herein  provided,  the  Trustee  shall  de- 
posit in  the  Bond  Fund  any  sums  remaining  in  the 
Construction  Fund,  and  such  funds  are  hereby  pledged 
to  the  repayment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon. 

ARTICLE  VII 
INVESTMENTS 

Section  7.01.  Any  monies  held  as  part  of  the  Construc- 
tion Fund  and  the  Bond  Fund  shall,  at  the  written  request 
of  and  as  specified  by  the  authorized  Representative  of 
Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.  (as  defined  in  the  Lease  Agreement) , 
be  invested  and  reinvested  by  the  Trustee  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  of  the  Lease  Agree- 
ment; provided,  however,  that  neither  all  nor  a  major 
portion  of  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds 
shall  be  used,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  cause  any  Bond  to  be  an  ''arbitrage  bond"  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
of  1954,  as  amended.  Any  such  investment  shall  be  held 
by  or  under  the  control  of  the  Trustee  and  shall  be  deemed 
at  all  times  a  part  of  the  fund  in  which  such  monies  are 
originally  held  and  the  interest  accruing  thereon  and  any 
profit  realized  from  such  investments  shall  be  credited  to 
such  fund,  and  any  loss  resulting  from  such  investment 
sh^ll  be  charged  to  such  fund.  The  Trustee  shall  sell  and 
reduce  to  cash  funds  a  sufficient  amount  of  such  invest- 
ments whenever  the  cash  balance  in  such  fund  is  insuffi- 
cient for  the  purposes  of  such  fund. 

Section  7.02.  The  Trustee  may  make  any  and  all  in- 
vestments permitted  under  Section  7.01  through  its  own 
Corporate  Trust  Department. 
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ARTICLE  VIII 

GENERAL  COVENANTS 

Section  8.01.  Each  and  every  covenant  herein  made, 
including  all  covenants  made  by  the  v;arious  sections  of 
this  Article  VIII,  is  predicated  upon  the  condition  that 
any  obligation  for  the  payment  of  money  incurred  by  the 
City  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City  or 
a  charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing 
powers,  but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  ttie  City  from  the  Lease  and  the  Bond  Fund, 
which  are  hereby  specifically  pledged  to  the  payment 
thereof  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  in  this  Ordinance 
specified,  and  nothing  in  the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  considered  as  pledging  any  other  funds 
or  assets  of  the  City. 

The  City  covenants  that  it  will  promptly  pay  the  princi- 
pal of,  including  any  ;applicable  redemption  premiums  or 
additional  interest,  and  interest  on  every  Bond  issued  under 
this  Ordinance  at  the  place,  on  the  dates  and  in  the  man- 
ner provided  herein  and  in  said  Bonds,  and  in  the  coupons 
appertaining  thereto  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  thereof. 

Section  8.02.  The  City  covenants  th^at  it  will  faithfully 
perform  at  all  times  any  and  all  covenants,  undertakings, 
stipulations  and  provisions  contained  in  this  Ordinance, 
in  any  and  every  Bond  executed,  authenticated  and  deliv- 
ered hereunder  and  in  all  proceedings  pertaining  thereto. 
The  City  covenants  that  it  is  duly  authorized  under  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  to  issue 
the  Bonds  authorized  hereby  and  to  enter  into  the  Lease 
Agreement,  and  to  pledge  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the 
City  from  the  Lease,  and  that  the  Bonds  in  the  hands  of 
the  holders  and  owners  thereof  and  the  coupons  apper- 
taining thereto  in  the  hands  of  the  bearers  thereof  ^re 
and  will  be  valid  and  enforceable  obligations  of  the  City 
according  to  the  import  thereof. 

Section  8.03.  The  City  will  at  all  times  maintain  its 
corporate  existence  or  assure  the  assumption  of  its  obliga- 
tions under  this  Ordinance  by  any  public  body  succeeding 
to  its  powers  under  the  Act,  and  it  will  use  its  best  efforts 
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to  maintain,  preserve  and  renew  all  the  rights  and  powers 
provided  to  it  by  the  Act;  and  it  will  comply  with  all  valid 
acts,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  directions  of  any  legis- 
lative, executive,  administrative  or  judicial  body  applicable 
to  the  Lease  Agreement. 

Section  8.04.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstand- 
ing, the  City  will  enforce  the  obligation  of  Food  Fair 
Stores,  Inc.,  to  p^y,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  all  the  pajnments 
and  other  costs  and  charges  payable  by  Food  Fair  Stores, 
Inc.,  under  the  Lease  Agreement.  The  City  will  not  enter 
into  any  agreement  with  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  amending 
the  Lease  Agreement  without  the  prior  written  consent  of 
the  Trustee  and,  in  the  event  such  amendatory  agreement 
shall  adversely  affect  the  interests  of  the  holders  of  the 
Bonds,  the  prior  written  consent  thereto  of  the  holders 
of  at  le^ast  66%%  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then 
outstanding. 

Section  8.05.  The  City  shall  cause  Food  Fair  Stores, 
Inc.,  to  release  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from,  to  agree 
that  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable  for,  and 
to  agree  to  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
harmless  from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage  to 
property  or  any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  including 
costs  and  expenses  of  litigation  that  may  be  occasioned 
by  any  cause  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  facility  or  the 
financing  thereof. 

Section  8.06.  The  City  will,  from  time  to  time,  execute 
and  deliver  such  further  instruments  and  t^ke  such  further 
action  as  may  be  reasonable  and  as  may  be  required  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance;  provided,  however, 
that  no  such  instrument  or  actions  shall  pledge  the  credit 
or  taxing  power  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  the  City,  or  any 
other  political  subdivision  of  said  State. 

Section  8.07.  Except  for  the  proposed  assignment  of 
the  Lease  Agreement  to  the  Trustee,  the  City  will  not 
sell,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose  of  or  encumber  its  interest 
in  the  Lease  Agreement  or  any  of  the  payments  or  receipts 
derived  therefrom,  and  will  pay,  promptly,  or  cause  to  be 
discharged  or  make  adequate  provision  to  satisfy  and  dis- 
charge any  lien  or  charge  on  any  part  of  such  payments 
or  receipts. 
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Section  8.08.     In  Sections  and  of  the  Lease 

Agreement,  the  City  shall  require  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc., 
to  agree  at  its  own  expense  to  keep  the  facility  in  good 
repair  and  in  good  operating  condition  and  properly  in- 
sured. 

Section  8.09.  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  ^11  books 
and  documents  in  its  possession  relating  to  the  facility  and 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Lease  shall 
at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  such  accountants  or 
other  agencies  as  the  Trustee  may,  from  time  to  time 
designate. 

Section  8.10.  To  the  extent  that  such  information  shall 
be  made  known  to  the  City  under  the  terms  of  this  Section 
8.10,  it  will  keep  on  file  at  the  corporate  trust  office  of  the 
Trustee  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  the  last  known 
holders  of  all  Bonds  and  the  amount  believed  to  be  held 
by  each  of  such  last  known  holders.  Any  Bondholder  may 
request  that  his  name  and  address  be  placed  on  said  list 
by  filing  a  written  request  with  the  City  or  with  the 
Trustee,  which  request  shall  include  a  statement  of  the 
principal  amount  of  Bonds  held  by  such  holder  and  the 
numbers  of  such  Bonds.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no 
responsibility  with  regard  to  the  accuracy  of  said  list  and 
may  rely  on  said  list  for  the  p;ayment  of  all  sums  due 
and  payable  under  this  Ordinance  with  regard  to  the  pay- 
ment of  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds.  At  reasonable  times  and  under  reasonable  regula- 
tions established  by  the  Trustee,  said  list  may  be  inspected 
and  copied  by  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  or  by  holders  and/ 
or  owners  (or  a  designated  representative  thereof)  of  not 
less  than  twenty-five  percent  in  principal  amount  of  Bonds 
then  outstanding,  such  ownership  and  the  authority  of 
any  such  designated  representative  to  be  evidence  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Trustee. 

Section  8.11.  The  City  covenants  that,  in  order  to  per- 
fect the  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  the  payments  to  be 
made  under  the  Lease  Agreement,  appropriate  Financing 
Statements,  naming  the  Trustee  as  assignee  of  the  con- 
tract rights  represented  by  the  Lease  Agreement,  will  be 
filed  in  the  appropriate  State  and  Office  as  required  by  the 
provisions  of  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code,  as  amended. 
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The  City  and  the  Trustee  will  file  such  necessary  contin- 
uation st;atements  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  required 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Uniform  Commercial 
Code  to  protect  the  interest  of  the  Trustee. 

ARTICLE  IX 
DEFEASANCE 

Section  9.01.  If  and  when  the  Bonds  secured  hereby 
shall  become  due  and  payable  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
thereof  or  through  redemption  proceedings  as  provided 
in  this  Ordinance,  or  otherwise,  the  whole  amount  of  the 
principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  the  interest  so  due  and 
payable  upon  all  of  the  Bonds  sh^all  be  paid,  or  provision 
shall  have  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  to- 
gether with  all  other  sums  payable  hereunder  by  the  City, 
then  and  in  that  case,  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the 
Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust  Estate  and  all  covenants, 
agreements  and  other  obligations  of  the  City  to  the  Bond- 
holders shall  thereupon  cease,  terminate  and  become  void 
and  be  discharged  and  satisfied.  In  such  event,  upon  re- 
quest of  the  City,  the  Trustee  shall  assign  and  transfer 
to  the  City  all  property,  other  than  the  surpluses  referred 
to  below,  then  held  by  the  Trustee  and  shall  execute  such 
documents  as  may  be  reasonably  required  by  the  City  and 
shall  turn  over  to  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  so  long  as  it  is 
not  in  default  under  the  Lease  Agreement,  or  to  such 
person,  body  or  authority  as  may  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  same,  any  surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund  or  the  Construc- 
tion Fund  and  all  balances  remaining  in  any  other  fund 
cremated  under  this  Ordinance.  If  and  when  the  Trustee 
shall  hold  sufficient  monies  hereunder  to  provide  for  pay- 
ment of  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal,  premium  (if 
any)  and  interest  due  and  payable  and  thereafter  to  be- 
come due  and  payable  upon  all  the  Bonds,  together  with 
all  other  sums  payable  or  which  may  thereafter  become 
payable  hereunder  by  the  City,  notwithstanding  that  all 
the  Bonds  and  coupons  have  not  yet  become  due  and  pay- 
able and  that  consequently  the  right,  title  and  interest  of 
the  Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust  Estate  shall  not  have 
ceased,  terminated  and  become  void  pursuant  to  the  fore- 
going provisions  of  this  Section  9.01,  the  Trustee,  on  de- 
mand of  the  City,  shall  turn  over  to  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc., 
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SO  long  as  it  is  not  in  default  under  the  Lease  Agreement, 
or  to  such  person,  body  or  authority  as  may  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  same,  any  surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund,  the 
Construction  Fund  and  any  other  fund  created  under  this 
Ordinance  in  excess  of  the  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  whole 
amount  of  the  principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  interest 
due  and  payable  and  thereafter  to  become  due  ;and  payable 
upon  all  the  Bonds,  together  with  all  other  sums  payable 
or  which  may  thereafter  become  payable  hereunder  by 
the  City. 

All  outstanding  Bonds  and  all  coupons  appertaining 
to  such  Bonds  shall  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption 
date  thereof  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  within  the  mean- 
ing and  with  the  effect  expressed  above  of  (a)  in  case  any 
of  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  on  any  date  prior  to 
their  maturity,  the  City  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee 
in  form  satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  instructions  to  pub- 
lish notice  of  redemption  of  such  Bonds  on  said  date  as 
provided  in  Section  3.03  hereof,  (b)  there  shall  have  been 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  either  monies  in  an  amount 
which  shall  be  sufficient,  as  specified  in  the  documents,  or 
(iii)  of  the  Lease  Agreement,  the  principal  of  and  the  inter- 
est on  which  when  due  will  provide  monies  which,  together 
with  the  monies,  if  any,  deposited  with  the  trustee  at  the 
same  time,  shall  be  sufficient,  to  pay  when  due  the  prin- 
cipal and  the  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  and  additional 
interest,  if  any,  due  and  to  become  due  on  such  Bonds  on 
and  prior  to  the  redemption  date  or  maturity  date  thereof, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  (c)  in  the  event  such  Bonds  are 
not  by  the  terms,  thereof,  subject  to  redemption  within 
the  next  succeeding  60  days,  the  City  shall  have  given  the 
Trustee,  in  a  form  satisfactory  to  it,  irrevocable  instruc- 
tions to  publish,  as  soon  as  practicable,  in  the  same 
manner  as  a  notice  of  redemption  is  published,  pursuant 
to  Section  3.03  hereof,  a  notice  to  the  holders  of  such 
Bonds  and  coupons  that  the  deposit  required  by  (b)  above 
has  been  made  with  the  Trustee  and  that  such  Bonds  and 
coupons  are  deemed  to  have  been  paid  in  accordance  with 
this  Section,  and  stating  such  maturity  or  redemption 
date  upon  which  monies  are  to  be  available  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Bonds. 
Neither   the    securities    nor   monies    deposited    with    the 
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Trustee  pursuant  to  this  Section  nor  principal  or  interest 
payments  on  any  such  securities  shall  be  withdrawn  or 
used  for  any  purpose  other  than,  and  shall  be  held  in 
trust  for,  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  and 
premium,  if  any,  on  such  Bonds;  provided  that  any  c^sh 
received  from  such  principal  or  interest  payments  on  such 
securities  deposited  with  the  Trustee,  if  not  then  needed 
for  such  purpose,  shall,  to  the  extent  practicable,  be  rein- 
vested in  securities  maturing  at  times  and  in  amounts  suf- 
ficient to  pay  when  due  the  principal  and  interest  and 
premium,  if  any,  to  become  due  on  such  Bonds  on  and 
prior  to  such  redemption  date  or  maturity  d^te  thereof, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  interest  earned  from  such  rein- 
vestments shall  be  paid  over  to  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  as 
received  by  the  Trustee,  free  and  clear  of  any  trust,  lien 
or  pledge. 

The  release  of  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  this 
Section  9.01  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  the 
Trustee  to  be  paid  reasonable  compensation  for  ^11  services 
rendered  by  it  hereunder  and  all  its  reasonable  expenses, 
charges  and  other  disbursements  and  those  of  its  attor- 
neys, agents  and  employees,  incurred  on  and  about  the 
administration  of  the  trusts  hereby  created  and  the  per- 
formance of  its  powers  and  duties  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  X 

DEFAULTS  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  10.01.  In  case  one  or  more  of  the  following 
events,  in  this  Ordinance  referred  to  as  the  "Events  of 
Default",  shall  happen,  that  is  to  say,  if 

(a)  paj'ment  of  the  principal  of  the  Bonds  shall  not 
be  made  when  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable  at 
maturity,  upon  redemption  or  otherwise ;  or 

(b)  payment  of  an  installment  of  interest  on  the 
Bonds  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  become  due 
and  payable ;  or 

(c)  there  shall  be  an  ''Event  of  Default"  under  the 
Lease  Agreement ;  or 

(d)  an  Order  or  Decree  appointing  a  Receiver  of  Food

Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  payments  under  the  Lease  Agreement  or 
any  part  thereof,  shall  be  entered  with  the  consent  or 
acquiescence  of  the  City,  or  such  Order  or  Decree  shall  be 
entered  without  the  acquiescence  or  consent  of  the  City, 
if  it  shall  not  be  vacated,  discharged  or  stayed  within 
sixty  (60)  days  after  entry ;  or 

(e)  the  City  shall  default  in  the  due  and  punctual  per- 
formance of  any  covenant,  condition,  agreement  or  provi- 
sion (other  than  as  specified  in  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  Section 
10.01)  contained  in  the  Bonds  or  in  this  Ordinance  on  the 
part  of  the  City  to  be  performed,  and  such  default  shall 
continue  for  ninety  (90)  days  after  written  notice  speci- 
fying such  default  and  requiring  the  same  to  be  remedied 
shall  have  been  given  to  the  City  and  Food  Fair  Stores, 
Inc.,  by  the  Trustee,  which  may  give  such  notice  in  its 
discretion  and  shall  give  such  notice  at  the  written  request 
of  the  holders  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  percent  (25%) 
in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding;  then, 
in  any  such  case,  the  Trustee  may,  and  upon  written  re- 
quest of  the  holders  of  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  prin- 
cipal amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall,  provided 
that  written  notice  of  the  default  has  been  given  to  the 
City  and  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  by  the  Trustee  and  the  de- 
fault has  not  theretofore  been  cured,  declare  the  principal 
of  all  Bonds  then  outstanding  to  be  due  and  payable  im- 
mediately by  notice  in  writing,  delivered  to  the  City  and 
Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  and  upon  such  declaration  the  said 
principal,  together  with  interest  accrued  thereon,  shall 
become  due  and  payable  immediately  at  the  place  of  pay- 
ment provided  therein,  anything  in  this  Ordinance  or  in 
said  Bonds  to  be  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  above  provisions,  however,  are  subject  to  the  condi- 
tion that  if,  after  the  principal  of  said  Bonds  shall  have 
been  so  declared  to  be  due  and  payable,  all  arrears  of 
interest  upon  the  Bonds,  and  interest  on  overdue  install- 
ments of  interest  (if  lawful)  at  the  rate  per  annum  which 
is  one  percentage  point  greater  than  that  borne  by  the 
Bonds  and  all  other  sums  payable  under  this  Ordinance, 
except  the  principal  and  interest  thereon  the  Bonds  which, 
by  such  declaration,  shall  have  become  due  and  payable, 
have  been  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  the  City 
also  shall  have  perfonned  all  other  things  in  respect  of 
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which  it  may  have  been  in  default  hereunder,  and  shall 
have  paid  the  reasonable  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  of 
the  holders  of  such  Bonds,  then  and  in  every  such  case, 
such  default  may,  and  upon  request  by  the  holders  of  the 
majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  shall,  be  waived 
and  such  declaration  and  its  consequences  rescinded  and 
annulled  by  the  Trustee  by  written  notice  to  the  City, 
which  waiver,  rescission  and  annulment  shall  be  binding 
upon  all  Bondholders;  provided  that  if  such  declaration 
is  requested  by  the  holders  of  twenty-five  percent  (25%) 
of  the  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds,  such  waiver,  rescis- 
sion and  annulment  must  be  consented  to  by  the  holders 
of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  out- 
standing, which  consent  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Trustee 
and  upon  all  holders  of  Bonds ;  but  no  such  waiver,  rescis- 
sion and  annulment  shall  extend  to  or  affect  any  subse- 
quent default  or  impair  any  right  or  remedy  consequent 
thereon. 

Section  10.02.  The  Trustee,  as  the  assignee  of  all  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  in  and  to  the  Lease 
Agreement,  shall  be  empowered  to  enforce  each  and  every 
light  granted  to  the  City  under  the  Lease  Agreement. 

Section  10.03.  Upon  the  happening  of  any  "Event  of 
Default",  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  Trustee,  in  its 
discretion,  may,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the  hold- 
ers of  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  receipt  of  indemnity  to 
his  or  its  satisfaction,  shall : 

(a)  by  mandamus,  or  other  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
at  law  or  in  equity,  enforce  all  rights  of  the  Bondholders, 
and  require  the  City  or  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  to  carry  out 
any  agreements  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bondholders 
and  to  perform  its  respective  duties  under  the  Act,  the 
Lease  Agreement  and  this  Ordinance ; 

(b)  bring  suit  upon  the  Bonds ; 

(c)  b3'  action  or  suit  in  Equity  require  the  City  to 
account  as  if  it  were  the  trustee  of  an  express  trust  for 
the  Bondholders ;  or 

(d)  by   action   or   suit   in   Equity   enjoin   any  acts  or 
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things  which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  violation  of  the  rights 
of  the  Bondholders. 

Section  10.04.  In  case  any  proceeding  taken  by  the 
Trustee  on  account  of  any  default  shall  have  been  discon- 
tinued or  abandoned  for  any  reason,  or  shall  have  been 
determined  adversely  to  the  Trustee,  then  and  in  every 
case,  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bondholders  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  be  restored  to  their  former  respective 
positions  and  rights  hereunder,  and  all  rights,  remedies 
and  powers  of  the  Trustee  shall  continue  as  though  no 
such  proceedings  had  been  taken. 

Section  10.05.  Anything  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  prin- 
cipal amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  hereunder 
shall  have  the  right,  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  exe- 
cuted and  delivered  to  the  Trustee,  to  direct  the  method 
and  place  of  conducting  all  remedial  proceedings  to  be 
taken  by  the  Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  10.06.  No  holder  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall 
have  any  right  to  institute  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
in  equity  or  at  law  for  the  execution  of  any  trust  here- 
under, or  any  other  remedy  hereunder  or  on  said  Bonds, 
unless  such  holder  previously  shall  have  given  to  the 
Trustee  written  notice  of  an  "Event  of  Default",  as  here- 
inabove provided,  and,  unless  also,  the  holders  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  have  made  written  request 
of  the  Trustee  so  to  do,  after  the  right  to  exercise  such 
powers  or  rights  of  action,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have 
accrued,  and  shall  have  afforded  the  Trustee  a  reasonable 
opportunity  either  to  proceed  to  exercise  the  powers  here- 
inabove granted,  or  to  institute  such  action,  suit  or  pro- 
ceeding in  its  or  their  name;  nor  unless  there  also  shall 
have  been  offered  to  the  Trustee  security  and  indemnity 
satisfactory  to  it  against  the  costs,  expenses  and  liabilities 
to  be  incurred  therein  or  thereby,  and  the  Trustee  shall 
not  have  complied  with  such  request  within  a  reasonable 
time ;  and  such  notification,  request  and  offer  of  indemnity 
are  hereby  declared  in  every  such  case,  at  the  option  of 
the  Trustee,  to  be  conditions  precedent  to  the  execution 
of  the  trusts  of  this  Ordinance  or  for  any  other  remedy 
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hereunder;  it  being  understood  and  intended  that  no  one 
or  more  holders  of  the  Bonds  hereby  secured  shall  have 
any  right  in  any  manner  whatever  by  his  or  their  action 
to  affect,  disturb,  or  prejudice  the  security  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, or  to  enforce  any  right  hereunder  or  under  the 
Bonds  except  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  and  that  all 
proceedings  at  law  or  in  equity  shall  be  instituted,  had 
and  maintained  in  the  manner  herein  provided  and  for 
the  equal  benefit  of  all  holders  of  outstanding  Bonds  and 
coupons.  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  contained,  shall,  how- 
ever, affect  or  impair  the  right  of  any  holder  of  Bonds 
or  coupons  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  principal  of, 
and  interest  on,  any  Bond  at  and  after  the  maturity  there- 
of, or  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  the  principal  of 
and  interest  and  premium,  if  any  on  each  of  the  Bonds 
issued  hereunder  to  the  respective  holders  of  the  Bonds  or 
coupons  at  the  time,  place,  from  the  source  and  in  the 
manner  herein  and  in  said  Bonds  and  the  appurtenant 
coupons  expressed. 

Section  10.07.  All  rights  of  action  under  this  Ordi- 
nance or  under  any  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  which 
are  enforceable  by  the  Trustee  may  be  enforced  by  it 
without  the  possession  of  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons 
thereunto  appertaining,  or  the  production  thereof  on  the 
trial  or  other  proceedings  relative  thereto,  and  any  such 
suit,  action  or  proceedings  instituted  by  the  Trustee  shall 
be  brought  in  its  name  for  the  equal  and  ratable  benefit 
of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  10.08.  No  remedy  herein  conferred  upon  or 
reserved  to  the  Trustee  or  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  is 
intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other  remedy  or  remedies, 
and  each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative,  and 
shall  be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  here- 
under or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  Equity 
or  by  statute. 

Section  10.09.  No  delay  or  omission  of  the  Trustee  or 
of  any  holder  of  the  Bonds  to  exercise  any  right  or  power 
accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such  right 
or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  of  any  such 
default,  or  an  acquiescence  therein ;  and  every  power  and 
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remedy  given  by  the  Act  to  the  Trustee  and  to  the  holders 
of  the  Bonds,  respectively,  may  be  exercised,  from  time 
to  time,  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Section  10.10.  Any  monies  received  by  the  Trustee  or 
by  any  Receiver  pursuant  to  this  Article  X  shall  be  applied 
as  follows : 

(a)  Unless  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have 
become  or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all 
such  monies  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  to  the  persons 
entitled  thereto  of  all  installments  of  interest  then  due 
on  the  Bonds^  with  interest  on  overdue  installments,  if 
lawful,  at  the  rate  per  annum  which  is  one  percentage 
point  greater  than  the  rate  borne  by  the  Bonds,  in  the 
order  of  the  maturity  of  the  installments  of  such  interest 
and,  if  the  amount  available  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay 
in  full  any  particular  installment  with  such  interest,  then 
to  the  payment  ratably,  according  to  the  amounts  due  on 
such  installment,  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto  without 
any  discrimination  or  privilege. 

(b)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  become 
or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all  such 
monies  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  then  due  and  unpaid  upon  the  Bonds,  with 
interest  on  overdue  interest  and  principal,  as  aforesaid, 
without  preference  or  priority  of  principal  over  interest 
or  of  interest  over  principal,  or  of  any  installment  of 
interest  over  any  other  installment  of  interest  or  of  any 
Bond  over  any  other  Bond,  ratably,  according  to  the 
amounts  due  respectively  for  principal  and  interest,  to  the 
persons  entitled  thereto  without  any  discrimination  or 
privilege. 

(c)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  been 
declared  due  and  payable,  and  if  such  declaration  shall 
thereafter  have  been  rescinded  and  annulled  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Article,  then,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  (b)  of  this  Section,  w^hich  shall  be  appli- 
cable in  the  event  that  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall 
later  become  due  or  be  declared  due  and  payable,  the 
monies  shall  be  applied  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  (a)  of  this  Section. 
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Whenever  monies  are  to  be  applied  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Section,  such  monies  shall  be  applied  at 
such  times,  and  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Trustee  shall 
determine,  having  due  regard  to  the  amount  of  such  mon- 
ies available  for  application  and  the  likelihood  of  addi- 
tional monies  becoming  available  for  such  application  in 
the  future.  Whenever  the  Trustee  shall  apply  such  funds, 
it  shall  fix  the  date  (which  shall  be  an  interest  payment 
date  unless  it  shall  deem  another  date  more  suitable) 
upon  which  such  application  is  to  be  made  and  upon  such 
date  interest  on  the  amounts  of  principal  and  interest  to 
be  paid  on  such  dates  shall  cease  to  accrue.  The  Trustee 
shall  give  such  notice  by  publication  or  mailing,  as  it  may 
deem  appropriate,  of  the  deposit  with  it  of  any  such 
monies  and  of  the  fixing  of  any  such  date,  and  shall  not 
be  required  to  make  payment  to  the  holder  of  any  unpaid 
coupon  or  any  Bond  until  such  coupon  or  such  Bond  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Trustee  for  appropriate  endorsement 
or  for  cancellation  if  fully  paid. 

Section  10.11.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intention  of  this 
Article  to  provide  rights  and  remedies  to  the  Trustee  and 
Bondholders  which  may  be  lawfully  granted  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  but  should  any  right  or  remedy 
herein  granted  be  held  to  be  unlawful,  the  Trustee,  and 
the  Bondholders  shall  be  entitled,  as  above  set  forth,  to 
every  other  right  and  remedy  provided  in  this  Ordinance 
and  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XI 
CONCERNING  THE  TRUSTEE 

Section  11.01.  By  executing  the  certificate  of  authen- 
tication endorsed  by  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall  signify 
its  acceptance  and  agree  to  execute  the  trusts  hereby 
created,  but  only  upon  the  additional  terms  set  forth  in 
this  Article,  to  all  of  which  the  City  agrees  and  the  re- 
spective holders  of  the  Bonds  agree  upon  and  by  their 
acceptance  of  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  11.02.  The  recitals,  statements  and  represen- 
tations in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds  contained,  save 
only  the  Trustee's  authentication  upon  the   Bonds,   shall 
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be  taken  and  construed  as  made  by  and  on  the  part  of  the 
City,  and  not  by  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  does  not 
assume,  nor  shall  he  and/or  it,  have  any  responsibility 
or  obligation  for  the  correctness  of  any  thereof. 

Section  11.03.  The  Trustee  may  execute  any  of  the 
trusts  or  powers  thereof  and  perform  the  duties  required 
of  it  hereunder  by  or  through  attorneys,  agents,  receivers, 
or  employees,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  advice  of  counsel 
concerning  all  matters  of  trust  and  its  duty  hereunder, 
and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  answerable  for  the  default 
or  misconduct  "of  any  such  attorney,  agent,  or  employee 
selected  by  it  with  reasonable  care.  The  Trustee  shall  not 
be  answerable  for  the  exercise  of  any  discretion  or  power 
under  this  Ordinance  or  for  anything  whatever  in  connec- 
tion with  the  trust,  except  only  for  his  and/or  its  own 
willful  misconduct  or  negligence. 

Section  11.04.  The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  pay- 
ment and/or  reimbursement  for  reasonable  fees  for  its 
Ordinary  Services  rendered  hereunder,  and,  in  the  event 
that  it  should  become  necessary  that  the  Trustee  perform 
other  than  Ordinary  Services,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  reas- 
sonable  extra  compensation  therefor,  and  to  reimburse- 
ment for  reasonable  and  necessary  additional  expenses  if 
any,  in  connection  therewith;  provided,  that  if  such  addi- 
tional expenses  are  occasioned  by  the  neglect  or  miscon- 
duct of  the  Trustee,  he  and/or  it  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
compensation  or  reimbursement  therefor.  The  Trustee 
shall  have  a  lien  with  right  of  payment  prior  to  payment 
on  account  of  interest  or  principal  of  any  Bond  for  the 
foregoing  advances,  fees,  costs  and  expenses  incurred. 

Section  11.05.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  required  to  take 
notice,  or  to  be  deemed  to  have  notice,  of  any  default 
under  this  Ordinance  other  than  a  default  under  Section 
10.01(a)  or  Section  10.01(b)  hereof,  unless  specifically 
notified  in  writing  of  such  default  by  the  holders  of  at 
least  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding.  The  Trustee  may,  however,  at 
any  time,  in  its  discretion,  require  of  the  City  full  infor- 
mation and  advice  as  to  the  performance  of  any  of  the 
covenants,  conditions  and  agreements  contained  herein. 
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Section  11.06.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation 
to  take  any  action  in  respect  of  any  default  or  otherwise, 
or  toward  the  execution  or  enforcement  of  any  of  the 
trusts  hereby  created,  or  to  institute,  appear  in  or  defend 
any  suit  or  other  proceeding  in  connection  therewith,  un- 
less requested  in  writing  so  to  do  by  holders  of  at  least 
twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  outstanding,  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Trustee,  such  action  may  tend  to  involve  it  in  expense  or 
liability,  unless  furnished,  from  time  to  time,  as  and  often 
as  it  may  require,  with  security  and  indemnity  satisfac- 
tory to  it;  but  the  foregoing  provisions  are  intended  only 
for  the  protection  of  the  Trustee,  and  shall  not  effect  any 
discretion  or  power  given  by  any  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance to  the  Trustee  to  take  action  in  respect  of  any  de- 
fault without  such  notice  or  request  from  the  Bondholders, 
or  without  such  security  or  indemnity. 

Section  11.07.  If  the  City  shall  fail  to  perform  any  of 
the  covenants  or  agreements  contained  in  this  Ordinance 
other  than  the  covenants  or  agreements  in  respect  of  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of,  redemption  premium  (if 
any),  and  interest  on,  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may,  in  its 
uncontrolled  discretion  and  without  notice  to  the  Bond- 
holders, at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  make  advances 
to  effect  performance  of  the  same  in  behalf  of  the  City, 
but  the  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation  so  to  do;  and 
any  and  all  monies  paid  or  advanced  by  the  Trustee  for 
any  such  purpose,  together  with  interest  thereon  ^t  one 
percentage  point  greater  than  the  rate  of  interest  on  the 
Bonds,  shall  be  a  claim  in  favor  of  the  Trustee  upon  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Lease  prior 
to  the  claim  of  the  Bonds ;  but  no  such  advance  shall  oper- 
ate to  relieve  the  City  from  any  default  hereunder. 

Section  11.08.  The  Trustee  shall  be  protected  and  sh^ll 
incur  no  liability  in  acting  or  proceeding  in  good  faith 
upon  any  resolution,  notice,  telegram,  request,  consent, 
waiver,  certificate,  statement,  affidavit,  voucher,  bond, 
requisition  or  other  paper  or  document  which  it  shall  in 
good  faith  believe  to  be  genuine  and  to  have  been  passed 
or  signed  by  the  proper  board,  body  or  person  or  to  have 
been  prepared  and  furnished  pursuant  to  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  or  the  Lease  Agreement,  and  the 
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Trustee  shall  be  under  no  duty  to  make  any  investigation 
or  inquiry  as  to  any  statements  contained  or  matters  re- 
ferred to  in  any  such  instrument,  but  may  accept  and  rely 
upon  the  same  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  truth  and  ac- 
curacy of  such  statements.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  bound 
to  recognize  any  person  as  a  holder  of  any  Bond  or  coupon 
or  to  take  any  action  at  his  request  unless  such  Bond  or 
coupon  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  satisfactory 
evidence  of  the  ownership  of  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  Trustee. 

Section  11.09.  The  Trustee  may  in  good  faith  buy,  sell, 
own,  hold  and  deal  in  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  issued 
hereunder  and  secured  by  this  Ordinance,  and  may  join 
in  any  action  which  any  Bondholder  may  be  entitled  to 
take  with  like  effect  as  if  the  Trustee  were  not  a  party 
to  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee,  either  as  principal  or 
agent,  may  also  engage  in  or  be  interested  in  any  financial 
or  other  transaction  with  the  City  or  Food  Fair  Store,  Inc., 
and  may  act  as  depository,  trustee,  or  agent  for  any  com- 
mittee or  body  of  holders  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  or 
other  obligations  of  the  City  ^s  freely  as  if  it  were  not 
Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  11.10.  The  Trustee  may  allow  and  credit  inter- 
est upon  any  monies  which  it  may  at  any  time  receive 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  at  such  rate, 
if  any,  as  it  customarily  allows  upon  similar  funds  of 
similar  size  and  under  similar  conditions.  All  interest 
allowed  on  any  such  monies  shall  be  credited  as  provided 
in  Article  VII  with  respect  to  interest  on  investments. 

Section  11.11.  The  Trustee  may  construe  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  insofar  as  the  same  may  ap- 
pear to  be  ambiguous  or  inconsistent  with  any  other  pro- 
visions thereof,  and  any  construction  of  any  such  provi- 
sions hereof  by  the  Trustee  acting  for  the  Bondholders 
in  good  faith  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Bondholders. 

Section  11.12.  The  Trustee  may  resign  and  be  dis- 
charged of  the  trusts  created  by  this  Ordinance  by  execut- 
ing an  instrument  in  writing  resigning  such  trust  and 
specifying  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
and  filing  the  same  with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer  not 
less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  date  specified  in  such 
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instrument  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  and 
by  giving  notice  of  such  resignation  by  publication  at 
le^st  once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  a  news- 
paper carrying  financial  news  published  at  least  weekly 
in  the  English  language  and  of  general  circulation  in  the 
City  of  New  York,  New  York,  the  first  publication  of 
said  notice  to  appear  not  less  than  three  weeks  prior  to 
the  date  specified  in  such  notice  when  such  resignation 
shall  take  effect.  Such  resignation  shall  take  effect  on  the 
day  specified  in  such  instrument  and  notice,  unless  pre- 
viously a  successor  trustee  shall  be  appointed  as  herein- 
after provided,  in  which  event  such  resignation  shall  take 
effect  immediately  on  the  appointment  of  such  successor 
trustee. 

Section  11.13.  The  Trustee  may  be  removed  at  any 
time  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  appointing  a  successor, 
filed  with  the  Trustee  so  removed  and  executed  by  the 
holders  of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds 
then  outstanding. 

Section  11.14.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign,  or  shall  be  removed,  or  be  dissolved,  or  if  its  prop- 
erty or  affairs  shall  be  taken  under  the  control  of  any  state 
or  federal  court  or  administrative  body  because  of  insol- 
vency or  bankruptcy,  or  for  any  other  reason,  ;a  vacancy 
shall  forthwith  and  ipso  facto  exist  in  the  office  of  Trustee 
and  a  successor  may  be  appointed  by  the  holders  of  a  ma- 
jority in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding, 
by  an  instrument  or  instruments  in  writing  filed  with  the 
Deputy  City  Treasurer,  signed  by  such  Bondholders  or  by 
their  attorneys-in-fact  duly  authorized.  Copies  of  e^ch 
instrument  shall  be  promptly  delivered  by  the  City  to  the 
predecessor  Trustee  and  to  the  Trustee  so  appointed. 

Until  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Bondholders  as  herein  authorized,  the  City,  by  an  instru- 
ment authorized  by  Resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance,  may  appoint  a  Trustee  to  fill  such  vacancy.  After 
any  appointment  by  the  City,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  such 
appointment  to  be  published  once  in  each  of  two  consecu- 
tive weeks  in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial  news  pub- 
lished at  least  weekly  in  the  English  language  and  of 
general  circulation  in  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York. 
Any  new  Trustee  so  appointed  by  the  City  shall  imme- 
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diately  and  without  further  act  be  superseded  by  ^ 
Trustee  appointed  by  the  Bondholders  in  the  manner 
above  provided. 

Section  11.15.  Every  successor  in  the  trust  hereunder 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  shall 
be  a  trust  company,  a  bank  and  trust  company  or  a  na- 
tional bank  with  trust  powers,  having  3  combined  capital 
and  surplus  of  at  least  Ten  Million  Dollars  ($10,000,000) 
if  there  be  such  a  trust  company,  bank  and  trust  com- 
pany or  national  bank  willing  and  able  to  accept  the  trust 
on  reasonable  and  customary  terms. 

Section  11.16.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign  and  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall 
be  made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Article  prior  to  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  of  resigna- 
tion as  the  d.ate  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
the  retiring  Trustee  may  forthwith  apply  to  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  for  the  appointment  of  a  successor 
Trustee.  If  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall 
be  made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Article  within  six  months  after  a  vacancy  shall  have 
occurred  in  the  office  of  Trustee,  the  holder  of  any  Bond 
may  apply  to  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  ap- 
point a  successor  Trustee.  Such  court  m^y  thereupon, 
after  such  notice,  if  any,  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  pre- 
scribe, appoint  a  successor  Trustee. 

Section  11.17.  Any  successor  Trustee  appointed  here- 
under shall  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  the  City 
an  instrument  accepting  such  appointment  hereunder,  and 
thereupon  such  successor  Trustee,  without  any  further 
act,  deed  or  conveyance,  shall  become  duly  vested  with  all 
the  estates,  property,  rights,  powers,  trusts,  duties  and 
obligations  of  its  predecessor  in  the  trust  hereunder,  with 
like  effect  as  if  originally  named  Trust  herein.  Upon  re- 
quest of  such  successor  Trustee,  the  Trustee  ceasing  to 
act  and  the  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  an  instrument 
transferring  to  such  successor  Trustee  all  the  estates, 
property,  rights,  powers  and  trusts  hereunder  of  the 
Trustee  so  ceasing  to  act,  and  the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to  act 
shall  pay  over  to  the  successor  Trustee  all  monies  and 
other  assets  at  the  time  held  by  it  hereunder. 
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Section  11.18.  Any  corporation  into  which  any  Trustee 
hereunder  may  be  merged  or  with  which  it  may  be  con- 
solidated, or  any  corporation  resulting  from  any  merger 
or  consolidation  to  which  any  Trustee  hereunder  shall  be 
a  party,  or  any  corporation  which  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise acquires  the  trust  operation  of  any  Trustee  here- 
under, shall  be  the  successor  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance, 
without  the  execution  or  filing  of  any  paper  or  any  fur- 
ther act  on  the  part  of  the  parties  hereto,  anything  herein 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Section  11.19.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions 
of  this  Article  XI,  the  Trustee  shall,  during  the  existence 
of  an  "Event  of  Default"  known  to  the  Trustee,  exercise 
such  of  the  rights  and  powers  vested  in  it  by  this  Ordi- 
nance and  use  the  same  degree  of  skill  and  care  in  their 
exercise  as  a  prudent  man  would  use  and  exercise  under 
the  circumstances  in  the  conduct  of  his  own  affairs. 

Section  11.20.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  "Event  of 
Default"  known  to  the  Trustee,  the  Trustee  shall  within 
30  days  give  written  notice  thereof  by  mail  to  each  regis- 
tered holder  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  at  his  last  address 
appearing  upon  the  Bond  registry  books  of  the  City  kept 
by  the  Treasurer,  unless  such  "Event  of  Default"  shall 
have  been  cured  before  the  giving  of  such  notice. 

Section  11.21.  In  any  judicial  proceeding  to  which  the 
City  is  a  party  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustee 
and  its  counsel  has  a  substantial  bearing  on  the  interests 
of  holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may  intervene  on  be- 
half of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  shall,  upon  receipt  of 
indemnity  satisfactory  to  it,  do  so  if  requested  in  writing 
by  the  holders  of  at  least  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in 
principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  if  permitted 
by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 

ARTICLE  XII 

EXECUTION  OF  INSTRUMENTS  BY 

BONDHOLDERS  AND  PROOF  OF 

OWNERSHIP  OF  BONDS 

Section  12.01.  Any  request,  direction,  consent  or  other 
instrument  in  writing  required  or  permitted  by  this  Ordi- 
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nance  to  be  signed  or  executed  by  Bondholders  may  be  in 
any  number  of  concurrent  instruments  of  similar  tenor 
and  may  be  signed  or  executed  by  such  Bondholders  in 
person  or  by  agent  appointed  by  an  instrument  in  writing. 
Proof  of  the  execution  of  any  such  instrument  and  of  the 
ownership  of  Bonds  shall  be  sufficient  for  any  purpose 
of  this  Ordinance  and  shall  be  conclusive  in  favor  of  the 
Trustee  with  regard  to  any  action  taken  by  it  under  such 
instrument  if  made  in  the  following  manner : 

(a)  The  fact  and  date  of  the  execution  by  any  person 
of  any  such  instrument  may  be  proved  by  the  certificate 
of  any  officer  in  any  jurisdiction  who,  by  the  laws  thereof, 
has  power  to  take  acknowledgments  within  such  jurisdic- 
tion, to  the  effect  that  the  person  signing  such  instrument 
acknowledged  before  him  the  execution  thereof,  or  by  an 
affidavit  of  a  witness  to  such  execution. 

(b)  The  fact  of  the  holding  of  Bonds  hereunder  by  any 
Bondholder  and  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  and  the  date 
of  iiis  holding  the  same  (unless  such  Bonds  be  registered 
as  to  principal)  may  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the 
person  claiming  to  be  such  holder,  if  such  affidavit  shall 
be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory,  or  by  a  cer- 
tificate executed  by  any  trust  company,  bank,  banker  or 
member  of  the  National  Association  of  Securities  Dealers 
or  any  other  depository,  wherever  situated,  if  such  certifi- 
cate shall  be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory, 
showing  that  at  the  date  therein  mentioned  such  person 
had  on  deposit  with  such  trust  company,  bank,  banker  or 
other  depository  the  Bonds  described  in  such  certificate. 
The  Trustee  may  conclusively  assume  that  such  owner- 
ship continues  until  written  notice  to  the  contrary  is 
served  upon  the  Trustee.  The  ownership  of  Bonds  regis- 
tered as  to  principal  shall  be  proved  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  8.10  of  this  Ordinance. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  as 
limiting  the  Trustee  to  such  proof,  it  being  intended  that 
the  Trustee  may  accept  any  other  evidence  of  the  matters 
herein  stated  which  to  it  may  seem  sufficient.  Any  request 
or  consent  of  the  holder  of  any  Bond  shall  bind  every 
future  holder  of  the  same  Bond  in  respect  of  anything 
done  by  the  Trustee  in  pursuance  of  such  request  or 
consent. 
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ARTICLE  XIII 

MODIFICATION  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE 
AND  THE  LEASE  AGREEMENT 

Section  13.01.  This  Ordinance  shall  not  be  modified 
or  amended  in  any  respect  except  as  provided  in  and  in 
accordance  with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Article. 

Section  13.02.  1.  The  City  may,  from  time  to  time  and 
at  any  time,  without  the  consent  of  Bondholders,  adopt 
ordinances  supplemental  to  this  Ordinance  as  follows: 

(a)  To  specify  and  determine  any  matters  and  things 
relative  to  Bonds  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 
with  this  Ordinance  and  which  shall  not  adversely  affect 
the  interest  of  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(b)  To  cure  any  formal  defect,  omission  or  ambiguity 
in  this  Ordinance  if  such  action  does  not  adversely  affect 
the  rights  of  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(c)  To  grant  to  or  confer  upon  the  Trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Bondholders  any  additional  rights,  remedies, 
powers,  authority  or  security  which  may  lawfully  be 
granted  or  conferred  and  which  are  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  heretofore  in  effect ;  or 

(d)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the 
City  in  this  Ordinance,  other  covenants  and  agreements 
to  be  observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect; 
or 

(e)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this 
Ordinance,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be  ob- 
served by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  incon- 
sistent with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect;  or 

(f )  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge  under, 
and  the  subjection  to  any  claim,  lien  or  pledge  created  or 
to  be  created  by,  the  Ordinance,  of  the  Receipts  and  Rev- 
enues of  the  City  from  the  Lease  or  of  any  other  monies, 
securities  or  funds. 

2.  Before  the  City  shall  adopt  any  supplemental  ordi- 
nance pursuant  to  this  Section,  there  shall  have  been  filed 
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with  the  Trustee  an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such 
supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this 
Ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms,  and  that  upon 
enactment  it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in 
accordance  with  its  terms. 

Section  13.03.  1.  Subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
contained  in  this  Section  and  not  otherwise,  the  holders 
of  not  less  than  66%^/c  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  oustanding  shall  have  the  right  from  time 
to  time,  to  consent  to  and  approve  the  adoption  by  the 
City  of  any  supplemental  ordinance  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  for  the  purposes  of 
modifying,  altering,  amending,  adding  to  or  rescinding, 
in  any  particular,  any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  contained 
in  this  Ordinance;  provided,  ho\vever,  that,  unless  ap- 
proved in  writing  by  all  the  holders  of  outstanding  Bonds, 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  permit,  or  be  construed  as 
permitting  (i)  a  change  in  the  terms  of  redemption  or 
maturity  of  the  principal  of  or  the  interest  on  any  out- 
standing Bond,  or  a  reduction  in  the  principal  amount 
or  redemption  price  of  any  outstanding  Bond  or  the  rate 
of  interest  thereon,  or  (ii)  the  creation  of  a  claim  or  lien 
upon,  or  a  pledge  of,  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the 
City  from  the  Lease  ranking  prior  to  or  on  a  parity  with 
the  claim,  lien  or  pledge  created  by  this  Ordinance,  or 
(iii)  a  preference  or  priority  of  any  Bond  or  Bonds  over 
any  other  Bond  or  Bonds,  or  (iv)  a  reduction  in  the  aggre- 
gate principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  required  for  consent 
to  such  supplemental  ordinance. 

2.  If  at  any  time  the  City  shall  determine  to  adopt 
any  supplemental  ordinance  for  any  of  the  purposes  of 
this  Section,  if  coupon  Bonds  are  then  outstanding,  it 
shall  cause  notice  of  the  proposed  supplemental  ordinance 
to  be  published  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive 
weeks  in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial  news  published 
at  least  weekly  in  the  English  language  and  of  general 
circulation  in  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York.  It  shall 
also  cause  a  similar  notice  to  be  mailed,  postage  prepaid, 
to  all  holders  of  Bonds  registered  as  to  principrd  and  to 
all  Bondholders  who  shall  have  filed  their  names  and 
addresses  with  the  Trustee  for  such  purpose.  Such  notice 
shall  briefly  set  forth  the  nature  of  the  proposed  supple- 
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mental  ordinance  and  shall  state  that  a  copy  thereof  is  on 
file  at  the  office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection  by  all 
Bondholders. 

3.  Within  120  days  after  the  date  of  the  first  publica- 
tion of  such  notice,  the  City  may  enact  (the  date  of 
enactment  shall  be  the  date  of  passage  and  not  the  effective 
date)  such  supplemental  ordinance  in  substantially  the 
form  described  in  such  notice  only  if  there  shall  have 
first  been  filed  with  the  City  (a)  the  written  consents 
of  holders  of  not  less  than  66%%  in  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  (b)  an  opinion 
of  counsel  stating  that  such  supplemental  ordinance  is 
authorized  or  permitted  by  this  Ordinance  and  complies 
with  its  terms,  and  that  upon  enactment  it  will  be  valid 
and  binding  upon  the  City  in  accordance  with  its  terms. 

4.  If  the  holders  of  not  less  than  the  percentage  of 
Bonds  required  by  this  Section  shall  have  consented  to 
and  approved  the  enactment  thereof  as  herein  provided, 
no  holder  of  any  Bond  shall  have  any  right  to  object  to 
the  enactment  of  such  supplemental  ordinance,  or  to  ob- 
ject to  any  of  the  terms  and  provisions  contained  therein 
or  the  operation  thereof,  or  in  any  manner  to  question  the 
propriety  of  the  enactment  thereof,  or  to  enjoin  or  restrain 
the  City  from  enacting  the  same  or  from  taking  any  ac- 
tion pursuant  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

5.  Upon  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  ordinance 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  this  Ordinance 
shall  be,  and  be  deemd  to  be,  modified  and  amended  in 
accordance  therewith,  and  the  respective  rights,  duties, 
and  obligations  under  this  Ordinance,  of  the  City,  the 
Trustee  and  all  holders  of  Bonds  then  oustanding  shall 
thereafter  be  determined,  exercised  and  enforced  under 
this  Ordinance  subject  in  all  respects  to  such  modifica- 
tions and  amendments. 

Section  13.04.  Any  supplemental  ordinance  adopted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  there- 
after form  a  part  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  contained  in  any  such  supplemental  ordinance 
as  to  any  provision  authorized  to  be  contained  therein 
shall  be  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  the  teims  and 
conditions  of  this  Ordinance  for  any  and  all  such  purposes. 
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Section  13.05.  Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, any  supplemental  ordinance  under  this 
Article  which  affects  the  Lease  Agreement  or  requires  a 
revision  of  the  Lease  Agreement  shall  not  become  effective 
unless  and  until  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc.,  shall  have  con- 
sented to  such  supplemental  ordinance. 

Section  13.06.  The  City  and  the  Trustee  may,  without 
the  consent  of  or  notice  to  the  Bondholders,  consent  to  any 
amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Lease  Agreement 
as  may  be  required  (i)  by  the  provisions  of  the  Lease 
Agreement  and  this  Ordinance,  (ii)  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  of  Additional  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section 
2.09  hereof,  or  any  refunding  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section 
2.11  hereof  (iii)  for  the  purpose  of  curing  any  ambiguity 
or  formal  defect  or  omission,  or  (iv)  in  connection  with 
any  other  change  therein  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Trustee,  is  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Trustee,  or  materially 
adverse  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  13.07.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  13.06  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  consent 
to  any  amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Lease 
Agreement  without  publication  of  notice  and  the  written 
approval  or  consent  of  the  holders  of  not  less  than  66%% 
in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  given  and  procured  as  in  Section  13.03  pro- 
vided. If  at  any  time  the  City  and  Food  Fair  Stores,  Inc., 
shall  request  the  consent  of  the  Trustee  to  any  such  pro- 
posed amendment,  change  or  modification,  the  Trustee 
shall  cause  notice  of  such  proposed  amendment,  change  or 
modification  to  be  published  in  the  same  manner  as  pro- 
vided by  Section  13.03  with  respect  to  supplemental 
ordinances.  Such  notice  shall  briefly  set  forth  the  nature 
of  such  proposed  amendment,  change  or  modification  and 
shall  state  that  copies  of  the  instrument  embodying  the 
same  are  on  file  at  the  principal  ofl^ice  of  the  Trustee  for 
inspection  by  all  Bondholders. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  14.01.  In  the  event  of  the  dissolution  of  the 
City,  all  the  covenants,  stipulations,  promises  and  agree- 
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ments  in  this  Ordinance  contained,  by  or  on  behalf  of,  or 
for  the  benefit  of,  the  City,  shall  bind  or  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  successors  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
and  any  entity,  officer,  board,  commission,  agency  or  in- 
strumentality to  whom  or  to  which  any  power  or  duty 
of  the  City  shall  be  transferred. 

Section  14.02.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  specifically 
provided,  nothing  in  this  Ordinance  expressed  or  implied 
is  intended  or  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued 
hereunder,  any  right,  remedy  or  claim  under  or  by  reason 
of  this  Ordinance,  this  Ordinance  being  intended  to  be  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued  here- 
under. 

Section  14.03.  In  case  any  one  or  more  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the  Lease  Agreement  or  of 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  issued  hereunder  shall,  for  any  rea- 
son, be  held  to  be  illegal  or  invalid,  such  illegality  or 
invalidity  shall  not  affect  any  other  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance or  of  the  Lease  Agreement  or  of  said  Bonds  or  cou- 
pons, and  this  Ordinance  and  the  Lease  Agreement  and 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  as 
if  such  illegal  or  invalid  provisions  had  not  been  contained 
herein. 

Section  14.04.  No  covenant  or  agreement  contained  in 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  the  covenant  or  agreement  of  any  official,  officer, 
agent,  or  employee  of  the  City  in  his  individual  capacity, 
and  neither  the  members  of  the  City  Council  nor  any 
official  executing  the  Bonds  shall  be  liable  personally  on 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  be  subject  to  any  personal  lia- 
bility or  accountability  by  reason  of  the  issuance  thereof. 

Section  14.05.  The  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall 
govern  the  construction  of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  Bonds 
and  coupons  issued  hereunder.

155.  Declaration  of  Purpose, 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  recognizing 
that  our  system  of  representative  government  is  dependent 
in  part  upon  the  people  maintaining  the  highest  trust  in 
their  public  officials,  finds  and  declares  that  the  people  have 
a  right  to  be  assured  that  the  financial  interests  of  holders 
of  and  candidates  for  public  office  present  no  POTENTIAL 
conflict  with  the  public  tru^t.  It  is,  therefore,  the  ptirpose 
of  this  ordinance  to  promote  the  continued  trust  and  con- 
fidence of  the  people  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  in  the  integrity 
of  their  public  officers, 

156.  Definitions. 

When  u^ed  in  this  subtitle: 

(A)  ''Interest''  means  any  legal  or  equitable  interest, 
whether  or  not  subject  to  an  encumbrance  or  a  condition, 
ivhich  was  ow-ned  or  held,  in  whole  or  in  part,  jointly  or 
severally,  directly  or  indirectly,  at  any  time  during  the 
'calendar  year  for  which  a  required  statement  is  to  be  filed. 
'Interest"  includes  an  interest  in:  any  stock  or  similar 
security,  pre-organization  certificate  or  subscription,  in- 
vestment contract,  voting  timst  certificate,  limited  or  general 
partnership  or  joint  venture,  business  trust,  or  certificate 
of  interest  or  participation  in  a  profit  sharing  agreement  or 
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m  an  oil,  gas  or  other  mineral  royalty  or  lease;  a  certificate 
or  instrument  of  deposit  for  any  of  the  foregoing;  a  a  cer- 
tificate or  instrument  of  interest  or  participation  in,  or  a 
certificate  or  instrument  convertible,  ivith  or  without  con- 
sideration, into,  or  a  guarantee  of,  or  warrant  or  right  to 
subscribe  to  or  purchase,  any  of  the  foregoing;  a  put,  call, 
straddle,  or  other  option  or  privilege  of  subscribing  to  or 
purchasing  any  of  the  foregoing;  or  any  other  equity 
interest,  however  evidenced,  which  entitled  the  owner  or

(D)  "Business  with  the  City"  means  any  one  or  any 
combination  of  sales,  purchases,  leases  or  contracts  to,  from, 
or  ivith  the  City,  or  any  agency  thereof,  involving  considera- 
tion of  ¥^  FIVE  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000)  ($5,000)  or 
more  on  a  cumulative  basis  during  the  calendar  year  for 
which  a  reqiiired  statement  is  to  be  filed.  As  of  the  aivarding 
or  execution  of  a  contract  or  lease  the  total  then  ascertain-

(C)  The  Board  shall  meet  and  consider  a  request  for 
an  advisory  opinion  made  pursuant  to  subsection  (B)(If) 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  receipt  of  the  request. 

162.     Enforcement. 

(A)  Upon  receiving  a  report  of  violation  of  this  sub- 
title from  the  Financial  Disclosure  Advisory  Board,  or 
upon  receiving  a  complaint,  deemed  by  the  City  Solicitor 
to  be  jiistified,  of  such  violation  from  any  other  source, 
the  City  Solicitor  shall  file  a  petition  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  Baltimore  City  for  a  mandatory  injunction,  order- 
ing the  violator  to  take  such  actions  as  ivill  cure  the  viola- 
tion. The  City  Solicitor  shall  give  the  alleged  violator  notice 
of  his  determination  and  intention  to  file  a  petition  at  least 
fifteen  days  prior  to  filing  the  petition.  Where  the  com- 
plaint  is   from   a    source   other   than   the   Financial   Dis- 
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closure  Advisory  Board,  the  City  Solicitor  shall,  prior  to 
taking  action  under  this  section,  determine  whether  the 
Board  has  previously  rendered  an  advisory  opinion  with 
respect  to  the  subject  matter  of  the  complaint. 

(B)  The  equity  jurisdiction  of  the  Circuit  Court  of

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  non-compliance 
with  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions  of  the  grant  hereby 
made  by  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  at  any 
time  or  times,  shall,  at  the  option  of  the  Mayor  and  City- 
Council  of  Baltimore,  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  said  grant, 
which  shall  thereupon  be  and  become  void,  and  that  nothing 
other  than  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  shall  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  forfeiture  of 
the  grant  hereby  made.

An  Ordinance  granting  permission  and  authority  to  the 
University  of  Maryland  at  Baltimore  to  construct,  main- 
tain and  use  a  reinforced  concrete  mechanical  equipment 
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access  vault  under  the  sidewalk  between  709  and  719 
West  Baltimore  Street. 

Section  1.  Beit  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  permission  and  authority  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  University  of  Maryland  at 
Baltimore,  its  successors  and  assigns,  hereinafter  some- 
times referred  to  as  ''Grantee,"  to  construct,  maintain  and 
use  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  years,  a  reinforced  concrete  mechanical  equip- 
ment access  vault  for  removal  and/or  replacement  of  equip- 
ment at  the  Medical  School  teaching  facility. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  center  line 
of  said  reinforced  concrete  vault  shall  be  located  approxi- 
mately 5  feet  0  inches  north  of  the  north  building  line  of 
Baltimore  Street.

And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  after  said  high- 
way or  highways  shall  have  been  closed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance,  all  subsurface  structures  and  ap- 
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purtenances  now  owned  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  shall  be  and  continue  to  be  the  property  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in  fee  simple, 
until  the  use  thereof  shall  be  abandoned  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  in  the  event  that  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  shall  desire  to  remove,  alter  or 
interfere  therewith,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
first  obtain  permission  and  permits  therefor  from  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  shall  in  the 
application  for  such  permission  and  permits  agree  to  pay 
all  costs  and  charges  of  every  kind  and  nature  made 
necessary  by  such  removal,  alteration  or  interference. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no  buildings 
or  structures  of  any  kind  shall  be  constructed  or  erected 
in  said  portion  of  said  highway  or  highways  after  the  same 
shall  have  been  closed  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance until  the  subsurface  structures  and  appurtenances 
over  which  said  buildings  or  structures  are  proposed  to 
be  constructed  or  erected  shall  have  been  abandoned  or 
shall  have  been  removed  and  relaid  in  accordance  with 
the  specifications  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  of  Baltimore  City,  and  at  the  expense  of 
the  person  or  persons  or  body  corporate  desiring  to  erect 
such  buildings  or  structures.  Railroad  tracks  shall  be  t^ken 
to  be   "structures"  within  the  meaning  of  this   section. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  on  and  after 
the  closing  of  said  highway  or  highways,  the  said  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  acting  through  its  duly 
authorized  representatives,  shall,  ^t  all  times,  have  access 
to  said  property  and  to  all  subsurface  structures  and  ap- 
purtenances used  by  it  therein,  for  the  purposes  of  in- 
spection, maintenance,  repair,  alteration,  relocation  and/or 
replacement,  of  any  or  all  of  said  structures  and  appur- 
tenances, and  this  without  permission  from  or  com- 
pensation to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  proceed- 
ings of  said  Department  of  Assessments,  with  reference 
to  the  condemnation  and  closing  of  said  10  foot  alley  and 
the  proceedings  and  rights  of  all  parties  interested  or 
affected  thereby,  shall  be  regulated  by,  and  be  in  accord- 
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ance  with,  any  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  Article  4 
of  the  Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland  and  the 
Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision)  and  any  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  and  any  ^nd  all  other  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  any  and  all  ordinances 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  any  and 
all  rules  or  regulations  in  effect  which  have  been  adopted 
by  the  Director  of  Assessments  and  filed  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Legislative  Reference. 

Sec.  6.  Aud  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  issuance, 
from  time  to  time,  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland  of  its  revenue  bonds,  designated 
"Residential  Development  and  Rehabilitation  Bonds 
(Belvedere  Hotel  Project)"  in  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  not  exceeding  $4,500,000  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Sub-sections  (15)  and  (50)  of  Article  II  of 
the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision,  as  amend- 
ed) in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  a  developer  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance,  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  development, 
renovation  and  rehabilitation,  including  acquisition,  by 
such  developer  of  the  Belvedere  Hotel  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  for  residential  use  as  provided  in  this  Ordi- 
nance ;  making  certain  legislative  findings,  among  others, 
concerning  the  public  benefit  and  purpose  of  the  revenue 
bonds;  providing  that  such  revenue  bonds  (a)  shall  be 
payable  solely  and  only  from  revenue  derived  from  pay- 
ments by  such  developer  to  the  City  on  the  loan  and 
such  other  security  as  may  be  provided  and  (b)  shall 
not  ever  constitute,  within  the  meaning  of  Section  7  of 
Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  ^ny  other 
constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision  or  other- 
wise (i)  a  debt  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, Maryland  or  any  other  political  subdivision  or  (ii) 
a  pledge  of  or  involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing 
powers  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council;  authorizing  the 
private  (negotiated)  sale  of  such  revenue  bonds;  provid- 
ing that  certain  matters  pertaining  to  such  revenue 
bonds,  including  (without  limitation)  the  sale  of  any 
series  of  such  revenue  bonds,  the  amounts  and  dates  of 
any  such  series,  maturity  or  maturities,  interest  rate  or 
rates,  sinking  fund  requirements,  redemption  provisions 
and  the  appointment  of  a  trustee  to  act  under  this  Ordi- 
nance, shall  be  determined  administratively  at  or  prior 
to  the  time  of  such  private  sale  of  any  series  of  such 
revenue  bonds  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance,  unless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  other- 
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wise  prescribe;  providing  that  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  may  determine  by  resolution  or  by  other  appro- 
priate action  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  issu- 
ance, sale  and  delivery  of  any  series  of  such  revenue 
bonds,  including  (without  limitation)  the  provisions  of 
trust  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  and  the 
trustee,  the  creation  of  a  construction  fund  to  be  held 
by  the  trustee  and  provision  for  its  disbursement,  pro- 
vision for  the  investment  of  moneys  held  by  the  trustee, 
provision  of  remedies  for  bondholders  in  the  event  of 
default,  and  provision  for  the  enactment  of  supplemental 
ordinances  and  resolutions;  and  generally  providing  for 
and  determining  various  matters  in  connection  with  the 
authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale  and  payment  of 
such  revenue  bonds. 

RECITALS 

Sub-section  (15)  Land  Development  and  Redevelopment 
and  Sub-section  (50)  Revenue  Bonds  and  Obligations  of 
Article  II  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision, 
as  amended)  (collectively,  the  "Enabling  Laws")  authorize 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  to  borrow  money  through  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  its  revenue  bonds  and  to  loan  the 
proceeds  of  said  bonds  to  any  public,  quasi-public  or  private 
corporation,  partnership,  association,  person  or  other  legal 
entity  for  the  express  public  purpose  of  assisting  the 
financing  of  development  and  redevelopment,  including 
(without  limitation)  new  construction  or  the  comprehen- 
sive renovation  or  rehabilitation,  of  land  or  property 
located  within  the  boundary  lines  of  Baltimore  City,  for 
residential  housing  purposes,  including  related  commercial 
and  community  facilities.  Revenue  bonds  issued  pursuant 
to  the  Enabling  Laws  shall  be  payable,  as  to  both  principal 
and  interest  solely  from,  and  secured  solely  by,  (i)  the 
revenues  from  or  arising  in  connection  with  the  property, 
facilities,  developments  and  improvements,  the  financing  of 
which  is  undertaken  by  issuance  of  said  bonds,  and  real- 
ized from  or  produced  by  existing  facilities  to  which  such 
new  facilities  and  improvements  are  related,  (ii)  the  reve- 
nues from  or  arising  in  connection  with  any  contracts, 
mortgages  or  other  securities  purchased  or  otherwise  ac- 
quired with  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds,  (iii)  contracts, 
mortgages,  notes  or  other  securities  purchased  or  other- 
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wise  acquired  with  the  proceeds  of  any  of  the  bonds,  or 
(iv)  any  combination  of  (i),  (ii),  or  (iii). 

As  part  of  the  City's  Metrocenter  Plan,  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council,  through  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development,  has  sought  to  encourage  resi- 
dential opportunities  in  downtown  Baltimore  in  order  to 
hold  and  attract  middle  And  moderate  income  taxpayers, 
which  objective  can  best  be  accomplished  by  encouraging 
private  industry  to  invest  and  reinvest  in  the  downtown 
area.  One  of  the  specific  projects  of  the  Metrocenter  Plan 
is  the  rejuvenation  of  the  Mt.  Royal  area. 

The  Belvedere  Hotel  located  at  Chase  and  Charles 
Streets  in  downtown  Baltimore  was  constructed  at  the 
turn  of  the  century.  Since  its  construction,  the  Belvedere 
Hotel  has  acquired  both  historic  and  architectural  sig- 
nificance to  the  City  of  Baltimore.  For  more  than  two 
years,  however,  it  has  been  unoccupied  and  has  had  a 
blighting  and  debilitating  influence  on  the  Mt.  Roy^l  area 
neighborhood. 

Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City")  has 
determined  to  issue  and  sell  not  exceeding  $4,500,000 
principal  amount  of  its  Residential  Development  and  Re- 
habilitation Bonds  (Belvedere  Hotel  Project)  (the 
"Bonds")  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  such  Bonds  to  a 
developer  on  the  terms  and  conditions  to  be  set  forth  in 
a  loan  agreement  executed  pursuant  to  this  Ordinance 
(the  "Loan  Agreement"),  in  order  to  assist  in  the  financ- 
ing of  the  renovation  and  rehabilitation,  including  ac- 
quisition, of  the  Belvedere  Hotel  in  Baltimore  City,  Mary- 
land, to  (i)  provide  essential  residential  housing  needs, 
(ii)  prevent  the  deterioration  of  existing  residential  fa- 
cilities and  neighborhoods,  and  (iii)  encourage  the  re- 
juvenation of  the  downtown  area,  thereby  encouraging 
economic  development  and  protecting  the  health,  welfare 
and  safety  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Maryland  and 
this  City. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That,  acting  pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Laws, 
it  is  hereby  found  and  determined,  as  follows : 
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(1)  There  is  a  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  sanitary 
housing  for  middle  and  moderate  income  citizens  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore.  As  a  result  of  this  shortage,  there  has 
been  ja,  movement  of  financially  self-sufficient  taxpayers 
from  the  City  to  surrounding  subdivisions ; 

(2)  The  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  pur- 
suant to  the  Act  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  a  developer 
will  facilitate  the  renovation,  rehabilitation  and  acquisi- 
tion of  the  Belvedere  Hotel  in  Baltimore  City; 

(3)  The  accomplishment  of  the  transactions  contem- 
plated and  authorized  by  this  ordinance,  including  (with- 
out limitation)  the  development,  renovation,  rehabilita- 
tion, including  acquisition,  of  the  Belvedere  Hotel  by  the 
developer  and  the  financing  thereof  will  accomplish  a  pub- 
lic purpose  and  meet  existing  public  needs  by  (i)  creating 
additional  residential  housing  units,  (ii)  retarding  or 
reversing  the  movement  of  financially  self-sufficient  tax- 
payers to  surrounding  subdivisions,  (iii)  preventing  the 
further  deterioration  of  existing  residential  facilities  and 
neighborhoods  within  the  City,  and  (iv)  furthering  the 
rejuvenation  and  economic  development  of  the  downtown 
area. 

(4)  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  interest  coupons  issued 
under  the  authority  of  the  Enabling  Laws  constitute 
(i)  a  general  obligation  of  the  City,  (ii)  a  pledge  of  or 
involve  the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the 
City,  or  (iii)  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning 
of  Section  7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland 
or  any  other  constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provi- 
sion, and  said  Bonds  and  interest  coupons  shall  never 
constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the 
City.  The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  bonds  shall  be 
payable  from,  and  secured  by,  an  assignment  of  the  reve- 
nues realized  under  the  Loan  Agreement  from  or  Arising 
in  connection  with  the  property,  facilities,  developments 
and  improvements,  the  financing  of  which  is  undertaken 
by  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  may  be  addition- 
ally secured  (without  in  any  way  specifying  or  limiting 
the  terms  of  such  additional  security)  by  (i)  a  mortgage 
lien  on  the  said  property,  facilities,  developments  and  im- 
provements, with  the  payments  under  said  mortg^.ge  as- 
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signed  to  the  trustee  for  the  bondholders;  or  (ii)  insuring 
the  said  mortgage  payments  through  the  Maryland  Hous- 
ing Fund  or  such  other  Federal,  State  or  municipal  fund 
or  agency  as  may  be  permitted  by  applicable  law;  or  (iii) 
assigning  the  proceeds  of  said  mortgage  insurance  to  the 
trustee  for  the  bondholders;  or  (iv)  such  other  security  as 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  may  approve;  or  (v)  any 
combination  of  (i),  (ii),  (iii)  and  (iv).  The  principal 
amount  of  the  loan  and  the  payments  to  be  made  pur- 
suant to  the  Loan  Agreement  will  be  paid  directly  to,  and 
will  be  disbursed  by,  the  independent  trustee  appointed 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  pursuant  hereto;  no 
such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with  the  City's  funds 
or  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City  but  only  to 
such  limited  supervision  ^nd  checks  as  are  deemed  neces- 
sary or  desirable  to  insure  that  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds 
are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Enabling 
Laws  and  this  ordinance.  The  transactions  authorized 
hereby  do  not  constitute  a  public  improvement  or  a  capital 
project  within  the  meaning  of  any  Charter  or  statutory 
provision.  The  public  purposes  expressed  in  the  Act  are 
intended  to  be  achieved  by  providing  residential  housing 
units  within  the  City  for  middle  and  moderate  income 
taxpayers,  retarding  or  reversing  the  movement  of  fi- 
nancially self-sufficient  taxpayers  to  surrounding  subdi- 
visions, preventing  the  deterioration  of  existing  resi- 
dential facilities  and  neighborhoods,  and  encouraging 
the  rejuvenation  and  economic  development  of  down- 
town Baltimore. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  in  accordance 
with  the  Enabling  Laws,  any  and  all  loans  made  pursuant 
to  this  ordinance  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  which 
shall  designate  in  such  approval  ^  developer  (the  "Devel- 
oper") to  develop  (including  the  acquisition  of  the  Belve- 
dere Hotel),  renovate  and  rehabilitate  the  Belvedere  Hotel 
for  residential  housing  purposes.  The  Developer  may  be 
any  public,  quasi-public  or  private  corporation,  partner- 
ship, limited  partnership,  association,  person  or  other 
legal  entity.  This  ordinance  is  intended  to  be,  and  shall 
constitute,  upon  the  approval  of  said  loan  by  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  a  binding  and  enforceable  commitment  by  the 
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Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  the  Developer 
to  issue  and  deliver  the  Bonds  authorized  hereby  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  hereof. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  not  exceeding  $4,500,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  revenue  bonds,  hereby  designated 
"Residential  Development  and  Rehabilitation  Revenue 
Bonds  (Belvedere  Hotel  Project)"  are  hereby  authorized, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  such  Bonds 
to  be  solely  and  exclusively  payable  from,  and  secured  by, 
the  revenue  derived  from  payments  on  the  loan  to  the  De- 
veloper. The  Commissioners  of  Finance  may  require,  how- 
ever, that  the  Bonds  be  additionally  secured  by  (i)  a  mort- 
gage lien  on  the  property,  facilities,  developments  and 
improvements,  the  financing  of  which  is  undertaken  by 
the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  with  the  payments  under  said 
mortgage  assigned  to  the  trustee  for  the  bondholders;  or 
(ii)  insuring  the  said  mortgage  payments  through  the 
Maryland  Housing  fund  or  such  other  Federal,  St^te,  or 
municipal  fund  or  agency  as  may  be  permitted  by  appli- 
cable law;  or  (iii)  assigning  the  proceeds  of  said  mortgage 
insurance  to  the  trustee  for  the  bondholders;  or  (iv) 
such  other  security  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  may 
approve;  or  (v)  any  combination  of  (i),  (ii),  (iii)  ^and 
(iv).  The  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  issued,  sold 
and  delivered  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  not  exceed 
$4,500,000  unless  such  amount  shall  be  increased  by  an 
ordinance  supplemental  hereto. 

In  accordance  with  the  Enabling  Laws,  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  hereby  authorize  the  Commissioners  of  Fi- 
nance to  make  the  administrative  determinations  neces- 
sary for  the  issuance  of  the  revenue  bonds  of  the  City. 
The  Enabling  Laws  provide  that  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance,  by  resolution,  may  prescribe  certain  matters, 
including  (without  limitation)  the  form,  terms,  provi- 
sions, manner  or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including 
negotiated  as  well  as  competitive  bid  sale)  and  the  time  or 
times  of  issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such 
bonds,  and  the  issuance  and  sale  thereof.  This  Ordinance, 
accordingly,  provides  that  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
sh.all  make  such  determinations  in  connection  with  the  is- 
suance and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  as  provided  in  the  Enabling 
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Laws,  unless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  otherwise 
prescribe  prior  to  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

The  Bonds  authorized  by  this  ordinance  may  be  issued 
in  one  or  more  series,  and  each  such  series  shall  be  identi- 
fied by  a  letter  designation,  so  that  the  first  series  (if 
the  issuance  of  more  than  one  series  of  Bonds  hereunder 
is  then  contemplated)  shall  be  designated  "Residential 
Development  and  Rehabilitation  Revenue  Bonds  (Belve- 
dere Hotel  Project),  1974  Series  A".  The  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  of  Bonds  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  this  Ordi- 
nance at  any  one  time  shall  be  determined  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  by  resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  de- 
livery of  the  Bonds. 

The  Bonds  of  a  series  of  Bonds  shall  be  dated  as  of  the 
first  day  of  the  month  next  following  the  date  on  which 
such  series  of  Bonds  is  sold  unless  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  shall  specify  a  different  date  in  its  resolution 
hereinafter  described,  and  such  Bonds  shall  bear  interest 
at  an  annual  rate  or  rates  payable  semi-annually  following 
the  date  of  such  series  of  Bonds  so  that,  if  the  Bonds  of  a 
series  are  dated  January  1,  1975,  interest  on  that  series 
of  Bonds  v.'ill  be  payable  on  July  1,  1975,  January  1, 
1976,  and  semi-annually  thereafter. 

The  Bonds  of  each  series  of  Bonds  issued  hereunder 
shall  mature  on  such  date  or  dates  as  may  be  provided  in 
the  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  herein- 
after described,  but  the  last  maturity  of  any  such  series  of 
Bonds  shall  in  no  event  exceed  a  period  of  forty  (40) 
years  from  the  date  of  such  series  of  Bonds.  If  the  said 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  hereinafter 
described  does  not  pro\ide  any  maturity  or  maturities  for 
a  series  of  Bonds,  all  of  the  Bonds  of  such  series  shall 
mature  on  the  date  thirty  (30)  years  from  the  date  of  such 
series  of  Bonds.  If  the  Bonds  of  a  series  are  dated  January 
1,  1975,  all  the  Bonds  of  that  series  will  mature  (in  the 
absence  of  a  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
determining  otherwise)  on  January  1,  2005. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  prior  to  the 
delivery  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  resolutions  which  shall 
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prescribe  (i)  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  issued 
as  a  series  at  any  one  time,  (ii)  redemption  provisions 
for  such  series  of  Bonds,  and  (iii)  the  sinking  fund  re- 
quirements for  such  series  of  Bonds. 

Prior  to  the  delivery  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  may  also  adopt  a  resolution  or  re- 
solutions which  may  prescribe  (i)  the  date  of  issue  of 
such  series  of  Bonds,  (ii)  the  maturity  or  maturities  of 
such  series  of  Bonds,  (iii)  any  additional  terms  necessary 
or  appropriate  to  reflect  any  matters  provided  by  resolu- 
tion and  (iv)"  such  other  matters  as  may  be  deemed  ap- 
propriate by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

Any  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  pursuant  to  this 
Section  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  an 
administrative  nature  and  shall  be  effective  upon  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  the  City  Solicitor. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  it  is  hereby 
found  and  determined  that  the  best  interests  of  the  City 
will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds  at  private  sale  as  au- 
thorized by  the  Enabling  Laws,  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions determined  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  as  here- 
inafter authorized. 

Authority  is  hereby  conferred  on  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance,  unless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  other- 
wise prescribe  prior  to  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  the 
Bonds,  to  take  the  following  actions  and  to  make  the 
following  commitments  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council : 

(a)  to  deliver  a  Loan  Agreement  by  and  between  the 
City  and  the  Developer  in  the  form  determined  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Estimates  and  the  City  Solicitor,  such  Loan 
Agreement  to  be  executed  by  the  Mayor  or  acting  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  attested  by  the  Treasurer; 

(b)  to  prepare  and  distribute,  in  conjunction  with 
representatives  of  the  Developer  and  the  prospective  pur- 
chasers of  the  Bonds,  both  a  preliminary  and  a  final  official 
statement  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  the  Bonds;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  such  preliminary  official  state- 
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ment  shall  be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  sub- 
ject to  completion  and  amendment ; 

(c)  to  determine  the  date,  time  and  place  when  a  bond 
purchase  agreement  shall  be  submitted  by  the  purchasers 
for  the  Bonds,  such  bond  purchase  agreement  to  specify 
the  interest  rate  or  rates  proposed  to  be  paid  on  the  Bonds, 
the  price  at  which  such  Bonds  are  to  be  sold  to  such  pur- 
chasers, and  such  other  matters  as  the  purchasers  and  such 
City  officials  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  in  order 
to  effect  the  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  ; 

(d)  to  determine  the  interest  rate  or  rates  to  be  paid 
by  the  City  on  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  proposed 
bond  purchase  agreement  submitted  by  the  purchasers 
for  the  Bonds,  but  only  after  the  Developer  shall  have  given 
the  City  written  approval  of  such  rate  or  rates ; 

(e)  to  deliver,  as  a  binding  and  enforceable  obligation 
of  the  City,  the  bond  purchase  agreement  for  the  Bonds 
by  and  between  the  City  and  the  purchasers  for  the  Bonds 
and  to  proceed  to  accomplish  any  and  all  actions  necessary 
or  deemed  appropriate  by  either  of  them  to  issue  and 
deliver  the  Bonds  to  such  purchasers  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  bond  purchase 
agreement ; 

(f)  to  appoint  a  bank  having  trust  powers,  or  a  trust 
company,  as  trustee  for  the  bondholders  to  be  issued  pur- 
suant to  this  Ordinance ;  and 

(g)  in  order  to  insure  that  such  Bonds  are  issued 
without  direct  cost  to  the  City,  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment, directly  by  the  Developer,  of  all  costs,  fees  and  ex- 
penses incurred  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  such  payments  to  include 
(without  limitation)  costs  of  printing  and  issuing  the 
Bonds,  legal  expenses,  and  compensation  to  any  persons 
(other  than  full-time  employees  of  the  City)  performing 
services  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  with 
the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That,  prior  to  the 
sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  the  Commissioners  of  Finance, 
unless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  otherwise  pre- 
scribe, may  determine  by  resolution: 
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(1)  the  provisions  of  trust  between  the  City  and  the 
trustees ; 

(2)  the  manner  of  execution,  authentication,  reg- 
istration and  transfer  of  the  Bonds ; 

(3)  provisions  for  authentication  and  delivery  of  the 
Bonds ; 

(4)  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  between 
the  City  and  the  Developer ; 

(5)  the  terms  of  the  mortgage  or  other  evidence  of 
the  obligation  jof  the  Developer  issued  for  each  series  of 
Bonds;

(13)  the  manner  of  execution  of  instruments  by  hold- 
ers of  the  Bonds  and  the  method  of  proof  of  ownership 
of  the  Bonds ;

NOW,  THEREFORE,  IT  IS  HEREBY  AGREED,  that 
for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  the  sum  of 
One  Dollar  ($1.00),  the  receipt  of  which  is  hereby 
acknowledged.  City  does  hereby  grant  to  Container,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  the  right  to  construct  and  main- 
tain buildings  over  its  48-inch  storm  water  drain  situated 
in  its  15-foot  right-of-way,  all  as  more  particularly  shown 
on  Waste  Water  DraAving  No.  B.S.  80-33501,  on  file  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  of  Baltimore  City,  subject  to 
the  following  conditions : 

1.  The  improvements  shall  be  constructed  so  as  to  pro- 
vide: (a)  that  any  walls  required  to  span  the  drain  must 
be  constructed  a  minimum  of  15  feet  each  side  of  center 
line  of  right-of-way;  (b)  building  access  door  or  doors 
must  have  a  minimum  of  12  feet  horizontal  and  14  feet 
vertical  clearance;  (c)  a  minimum  vertical  clearance  of 
14  feet  shall  be  provided  within  the  structure;  (d)  that 
Container  shall  keep  the  area  of  the  right-of-way  within

The 
City  agrees  to  do  as  little  damage  as  possible  to  Con- 
tainer's buildings  and  structures  and  to  use  reasonable 
efforts  to  avoid  interfering  vv^ith  the  business  operations 
and  security  requirements  of  Container.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  issuance 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land of  its  revenue  bonds,  designated  "Pollution  Control 
Revenue  Bonds  (Dover  Poultry  Products  Project),  1974 
Series,"  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  ex- 
ceeding $350,000  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tions 266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the  An- 
notated Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement  Volume, 
as  amended)  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  Dover 
Poultry  Products,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation,  for  the 
sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  acquisition 
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by  such  corporation  of  certain  pollution  control  fa- 
cilities in  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  provided  in  this  or- 
dinance; making  certain  legislative  findings,  among 
others,  concerning  the  public  benefit  and  purpose  of 
the  revenue  bonds;  providing  that  such  revenue  bonds 
(a)  shall  be  payable  solely  and  only  from  revenue  de- 
rived from  payments  by  such  corporation  to  the  City 
on  the  loan  and  (b)  shall  not  ever  constitute,  within  the 
meaning  of  ^ny  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or 
otherwise  (i)  an  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland  or  any  other  political  subdivision  or  (ii)  a 
charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of 
such  City;  prescribing  the  terms,  conditions,  security, 
form  and  tenor  of  such  bonds;  authorizing  the  private 
sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  certain  matters  per- 
taining to  such  revenue  bonds,  including  (without  lim- 
itation) interest  rate,  redemption  provisions,  appoint- 
ment of  a  trustee,  form  of  official  statement  and  bond 
purchase  agreement,  shall  be  determined  at  the  time  of 
such  private  sale  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance;  providing  for  the  authentication  and  delivery 
thereof;  creating  a  construction  fund  and  bond  fund  to 
be  held  by  the  trustee;  providing  for  the  investment  of 
moneys  held  by  the  trustee;  providing  remedies  for 
bondholders  in  the  event  of  default;  providing  for  the 
enactment  of  supplemental  ordinances;  and  generally 
providing  for  and  determining  various  matters  in  con- 
nection with  the  authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale 
and  payment  of  such  revenue  bonds. 

RECITALS 

Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the 
Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement  Volume, 
as  amended)  (the  "Act")  now  empower  all  the  counties 
and  municipalities  of  the  State  of  Maryland  to  issue  reve- 
nue bonds  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such 
revenue  bonds  to  an  industrial  concern  to  finance  the 
acquisition  by  such  industrial  concern  of  pollution  con- 
trol facilities.  The  Act  declares  it  to  be  the  legislative 
purpose  to  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  State, 
to  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced 
economy  in  the  State,  to  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing 
industry  in  the  State  through  the  control,  reduction  or 
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abatement  of  pollution  of  the  environment,  to  promote 
economic  development,  to  protect  natural  resources  and 
in  this  manner  to  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety 
of  the  residents  of  each  of  the  counties  and  municipalities 
of  the  St^te  of  Maryland. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City") 
has  determined  to  issue  and  sell  not  exceeding  $350,000 
principal  amount  of  its  Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bonds 
(Dover  Poultry  Products  Project),  1974  Series  (the 
"Bonds")  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  such  Bonds  to  Dover 
Poultry  Products,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation  (the  "In- 
dustry") and  an  industrial  concern  as  mentioned  in  the 
Act,  on  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  Loan 
Ag:reement  provided  by  this  Ordinance  in  order  to  finance 
the  Industry's  acquisition  of  certain  pollution  control 
facilities  (the  "Pollution  Control  Facilities")  at  the  In- 
dustry's Plant  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  to  control,  reduce 
and  abate  pollution  of  the  environment  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  and  of  the  City  and  thus  protect  natural  re- 
sources, to  promote  economic  development,  and  to  promote 
the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  citizens  of  this  State 
and  this  City. 

This  Ordinance  authorizes  and  consummates  a  transac- 
tion which  the  Industry  proposed  to  the  City  in  accordance 
with  Section  266B(d)  of  the  Act  by  ;a  letter  of  intent 
dated  April  5, 1974. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That,  acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby 
found  and  determined,  as  follows : 

(1)  The  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  pur- 
suant to  the  Act  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  the  In- 
dustry for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  acquiring 
pollution  control  facilities  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act 
will  facilitate  ^and  expedite  the  acquisition,  construction, 
installation  and  equipping  of  such  pollution  control  facili- 
ties by  the  Industry ; 

^  (2)  The  acquisition  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facili- 
ties by  the  Industry  and  the  financing  thereof  provided 
in  this  Ordinance  will  (a)  promote  the  declared  legisla- 
tive purposes  of  the  Act  through  furtherance  of  the  con- 
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trol,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  environ- 
ment, and  (b)  facilitate  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  Federal,  State  and  local  laws  and  regulations  concern- 
ing the  control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of 
the  environment,  and  thus  will  (i)  sustain  jobs  and  em- 
ployment opportunities  and  aid  in  maintaining  employ- 
ment, thus  relieving  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City;  (ii)  encourage  the 
increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State 
of  Maryland  and  in  the  City;  (iii)  assist  in  the  retention 
of  existing  industry  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the 
City;  (iv)  promote  economic  development;  (v)  protect 
natural  resources;  and  (vi)  promote  the  health,  welfare 
and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

(3)  In  addition  to  authorizing  the  City  itself  to  ac- 
quire the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  either  to  lease 
or  to  sell  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  to  the  Industry, 
the  Act,  as  ,an  alternative  procedure,  also  authorizes  pollu- 
tion control  financing  to  be  accomplished  in  the  form  of  a 
loan  to  the  Industry.  The  loan  form  of  transaction  avoids 
indirect  costs  and  burden  on  the  City  by  not  requiring 
any  direct  involvement  by  the  City  in  the  construction, 
ownership  or  administration  of  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities; it  permits,  however,  ample  controls  to  be  imposed 
on  the  use  of  the  Bond  proceeds  to  insure  that  the  public 
purposes  of  the  Act  and  the  revenue  bonds  are  fully  ac- 
complished. It  is,  therefore,  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
citizens  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  to  finance 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  by  a  loan  to  the  Industry. 
This  Ordinance  contemplates  and  authorizes  a  transac- 
tion in  the  form  of  a  loan  of  the  revenue  Bond  proceeds 
by  the  City  to  the  Industry,  rather  than  a  transaction  in 
the  form  of  a  lease  or  s,ale  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facili- 
ties. Accordingly,  this  Ordinance,  together  with  the  Loan 
Agreement  authorized  hereby,  contains  such  provisions 
as  the  City  deems  appropriate  to  effect  the  financing  of 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  by  the  loan  form  of  trans- 
action. 

(4)  Neither  Bonds  nor  interest  coupons  issued  under 
the  authority  of  the  Act  constitute  an  indebtedness  of  the 
City  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  pow- 
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ers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional 
provision  or  provisions  of  the  City  Charter  or  statutory 
limitation  and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  principal  amount  of 
the  loan  and  the  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Industry 
pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  authorized  hereby  will 
be  paid  directly  to,  and  will  be  disbursed  by,  the  inde- 
pendent Trustee  appointed  to  act  as  trustee  hereunder; 
no  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with  the  City's  funds 
or  v/ill  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City  but 
only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are  deemed 
necessary  or" desirable  to  insure  that  the  Bond  proceeds 
are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and 
this  Ordinance.  The  transactions  authorized  hereby  do  not 
constitute  any  physical  public  betterment  or  improvement 
or  the  acquisition  of  property  by  the  City;  the  public 
purposes  expressed  in  the  Act  are  intended  to  be  achieved 
by  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  pollution  control  facili- 
ties by  the  Industry. 

(5)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  either  on  its  own  behalf  or  for  the  pur- 
pose of  creating  any  security  for  the  Bonds,  which  se- 
curity shall  be  solely  and  exclusively  the  absolute,  irre- 
vocable, unconditional  obligation  of  the  Industry  to  make 
the  payments  required  by  the  Loan  Agreement.  Accord- 
ingly, this  Ordinance  definitely  fixes  and  determines  the 
amount  of  revenue  derived  from  payments  on  the  loan 
which  is  necessary  to  be  set  apart  and  applied  to  the 
payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

(6)  (a)  No  part  or  portion  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  as  defined  in  this  Ordinance, 
shall  be  set  aside  as  a  depreciation  account  (mentioned 
in  the  Act)  since  neither  the  City  nor  the  Bondholders 
desire,  or  are  creating,  any  interest  in  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  and  such  a  depreciation  account  would  (i) 
be  inconsistent  with  the  form  of  loan  transaction,  and 
(ii)  place  an  unreasonable  burden  on  the  Industry  so  as 
to  affect  the  feasibility  of  the  transaction  and  thus  frus- 
trate the  legislative  purposes  of  the  Act  and  (b)  a  covenant 
such  as  that  permitted  by  Section  266G(c)  of  the  Act  is 
similarly  inconsistent  with  the  form  of  transaction  au- 
thorized hereby  in  which  neither  the  City  nor  the  Bond- 
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holders  obtain  or  retain  an  interest  in  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  and  is,  therefore,  a  procedure  which  is 
not  contemplated  by  the  Act  in  connection  with  this  trans- 
action. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  not  exceeding  $350,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bonds 
(Dover  Poultry  Products  Project),  1974  Series,  is  here- 
by authorized  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
such  Bonds  to  be  solely  and  exclusively  payable  from,  and 
secured  by,  the  revenue  derived  from  payments  on  the 
loan  to  the  Industry  as  provided  herein. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized,  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  the/ In- 
dustry and  the  prospective  purchasers  of  the  Bonds,  to 
cause  an  official  statement  to  be  prepared  for  distribution 
to  prospective  purchasers  of  the  Bonds.  Such  official 
statement  shall  be  presented  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  for  final  approval  by  resolution  at  the  time  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  act  upon  a  resolution  or  resolu- 
tions determining  the  matters  required  by  this  Ordinance 
to  be  determined  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Nothing 
contained  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  preclude 
the  distribution,  prior  to  final  approval  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance,  of  a  preliminary  official  statement; 
provided  that  such  preliminary  official  statement  shall  be 
clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject  to  such  final 
approval. 

It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  City  Vvill  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds  at 
private  sale,  as  authorized  by  the  Act,  upon  terms  and 
conditions  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by 
resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such 
resolution  shall  authorize  the  Mayor  to  execute  a  bond 
purchase  agreement  with  the  purchasers  of  the  Bonds. 
Such  resolution,  or  supplementary  resolutions  adopted  con- 
currently therewith,  shall  also  prescribe  (i)  the  maturity 
or  maturities  and  the  interest  rate  or  rates  to  be  borne 
by  the  Bonds,  (ii)  certain  redemption  provisions  for  the 
Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  3.01  of  this  Ordinance,  and 
(iii)   such  other  matters  as  may  be  required  by  this  Or- 
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dinance  or  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  and 
coupons  are  to  be  issued,  authenticated  and  delivered, 
and  all  property  subject  to  or  to  become  subject  to  this 
Ordinance,  including  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the 
City  from  the  Loan  (as  herein  defined),  is  to  be  held  and 
applied,  upon  and  subject  to  the  following  covenants,  con- 
ditions, uses  and  trusts;  and  the  City,  for  itself  and  its 
successors,  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with 
the  Trustee  and  its  successors  in  the  Trust  and  will  all 
those  who  shall,  from  time  to  time,  hold  the  Bonds  and 
coupons,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  benefit  of  all  such 
Holders,  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

The  terms  defined  in  this  Article  I  shall,  for  all  purposes 
of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  ordinances  or  resolutions 
supplemental  hereto  now  or  hereafter  entered  into  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  hereof,  have  the  meanings 
herein  specified,  unless  the  context  clearly  otherwise  re- 
quires : 

''Act"  means  Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of 
Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Re- 
placement Volume,  as  amended),  and  ail  future  acts  sup- 
plemental thereto  or  amendatory  thereof. 

"Additional  Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  issued 
under  Section  2.09  of  this  Ordinance. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  means  the  Hollins  Ferry  Road  plant 
located   within   the   City   and   operated   by   the    Industry. 

"Bond"  or  "Bonds"  means  the  Pollution  Control  Reve- 
nue Bonds  of  the  City  of  all  series  from  time  to  time 
authenticated  and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance.  The 
1974  Series  Bonds  means  the  Bonds  identified  as  such  in 
Section  2.02  hereof. 

"Bond  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  in  Section  5.02 
hereof. 
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''Bondholder"  or  ''Holder"  or  "Owner  of  the  Bonds" 
means  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  and  the  registered 
owner  of  any  Bond. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners  of  Finance"  means  that  board  of  fi- 
nance known  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  by  Sec- 
tion 6.02  hereof. 

"Coupon"  or  "coupons"  means  any  interest  coupon  or 
all  the  interest  coupons,  as  the  case  may  be,  appertaining 
to  the  Bonds. 

The  term  "Default"  or  "Event  of  Default"  means  any  of 
those  defaults  specified  in  and  defined  by  Section  10.01 
hereof. 

"Extraordinary  Services"  and  "Extraordinary  Ex- 
penses" means  all  services  rendered  and  all  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  Trustee  under  the  Ordinance  other  than 
Ordinary  Services  and  Ordinary  Expenses. 

"Industry"  means  Dover  Poultry  Products,  Inc.,  a  Mary- 
land corporation,  and  its  successors  and  assigns  and  any 
surviving,  resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as  provided 
in  Section  6.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

"Loan  Agreement"  means  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be 
executed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  Industry,  and  any  amendments 
or  supplements  thereto,  and  shall  include  the  Note  issued 
thereunder. 

"Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  any  successor 
body. 

"Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry  in  sub- 
stantially the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  as  required  by  Section  4.01  hereof. 
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"Ordinance"  means  this  Ordinance  and  any  ordinance 
or  resolution  (or  other  action  or  instrument  authorized 
by  this  Ordinance)  supplemental  hereto  or  amendatory 
hereof. 

''Ordinary  Services"  and  "Ordinary  Expenses"  means 
those  services  normally  rendered  and  those  expenses  nor- 
mally incurred  by  a  trustee  under  instruments  similar  to 
this  Ordinance. 

The  term  "Outstanding"  or  "Bonds  Outstanding" 
means,  as  at  any  particular  date,  the  aggregate  of  all 
Bonds  authenticated  and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance, 
except : 

(a)  Bonds  cancelled  at  or  prior  to  such  date ; 

(b)  Bonds  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  v/hich 
cash  funds  or  securities,  as  provided  in  Section  9.01  hereof 
shall  have  been  theretofore  deposited  with  the  Trustee 
(whether  upon  or  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption 
date  of  ;any  such  Bonds)  provided  that  if  such  Bonds  are 
to  be  redeemed  prior  to  the  maturity  thereof,  notice  of 
such  redemption  shall  have  been  given  or  arrangements 
satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  shall  have  been  made  there- 
for, or  waiver  of  such  notice  satisfactory  in  form  to  the 
Trustee,  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Trustee ;  and 

(c)  Bonds  in  lieu  of  which  others  have  been  authen- 
ticated under  Section  2.07  hereof,  unless  proof  satisfactory 
to  the  Trustee  is  presented  to  the  Trustee  that  any  such 
Bonds  are  held  by  bona  fide  purchasers  as  that  term  is 
defined  in  Subtitle  8  of  Article  95B  of  the  Annotated  Code 
of  Maryland  (Maryland  Uniform  Commercial  Code),  as 
amended,  in  which  case  the  Bond  or  Bonds  so  replaced 
and  the  Bond  or  Bonds  authenticated  and  delivered  there- 
for shall  be  deemed  outstanding. 

"Person"  means  natural  persons,  firms,  associations, 
corporations  and  public  bodies. 

"Pollution  Control  Facilities"  means  the  pollution  con- 
trol facilities  at  the  Baltimore  Plant  of  the  Industry,  de- 
scribed in  Exhibit  A  to  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  related 
improvements  and  any  substitutions  therefor,  to  be  ac- 
quired by  the  Industry  and  to  be  financed  under  the  Loan 
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Agreement  and  this  Ordinance  for  operation  by  the  In- 
dustry as  pollution  control  facilities,  as  defined  in  the  Act. 

"Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan" 
means  all  moneys  payable  by  the  Industry  to  the  City 
under  the  Loan  Agreement  and  all  other  revenues  of  the 
City  attributable  to  the  financing  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities. 

"Treasurer"  means  the  Treasurer  or  Deputy  Treasurer 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

"Trust  Estate"  means  at  any  particular  time  all  moneys 
which  at  such  time  are  deposited  or  are  required  to  be 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  to  be  held  in  trust  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  aH  property 
which  at  such  time  is  covered  or  intended  to  be  covered 
by  the  claim  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trust  company  or  banking  corpora- 
tion and  its  successor  or  successors  as  trustee  hereunder, 
who  shall  also  be  the  paying  agent  for  the  Bonds,  des- 
ignated prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  resolution 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

ARTICLE  II 

DESCRIPTION,  AUTHORIZATION,  MANNER  OF 
EXECUTION,    AUTHENTICATION,    REGISTRATION 
AND  TRANSFER  OF  BONDS 

Section  2.01.  The  City  sh^ll  be  obligated  to  pay  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  only  out  of  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  pledged 
for  the  payment  thereof  under  this  Ordinance,  and  not 
otherwise.  The  City  may,  at  its  option,  pay  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  out  of  any  other  moneys 
made  available  to  the  City  for  the  payment  thereof.  All 
the  Bonds  to  be  issued  hereunder  shall  be  equally  and 
ratably  secured,  to  the  extent  provided  in  this  Ordinance, 
by  the  pledge  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan. 

Section  2.02.  There  is  hereby  created  for  issuance 
under  this  Ordinance  a  series  of  Bonds  in  the  aggregate 
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principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $350,000  each  of  which 
shall  bear  the  descriptive  title  *'City  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bond  (Dover  Poultry 
Products  Project),  1974  Series."  The  Bonds  shall  be  dated, 
shall  be  issued  as  coupon  Bonds  in  the  denomination  of 
$5,000  each,  registrable  as  to  principal  only  or  as  fully 
registered  bonds  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000  or  multi- 
ples thereof,  shall  mature,  shall  be  numbered,  shall  bear 
such  rate  or  rates  of  interest  from  their  date  until  maturity 
or  until  the  date  fixed  for  redemption,  all  as  provided  in 
a  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted 
prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such  interest  shall  be  pay- 
able semi-annually  and  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to 
the  right  of  prior  redemption  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  Bonds  .authorized  hereby  may  be  issued,  sold  and 
delivered  at  one  or  more  times  hereafter;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  (i)  each  such  issuance^  sale  and  delivery  of 
Bonds  shall  be  accomplished  only  upon  (a)  the  adoption 
of  a  resolution  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  specify- 
ing all  matters  then  remaining  to  be  specified  in  connec- 
tion with  such  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  Bonds,  (b) 
the  due  execution  and  delivery  by  the  Industry  of  a  sep- 
arate Note  and  by  the  Industry  and  the  City  of  a  separate 
Loan  Agreement  securing  the  Bonds  then  to  be  issued, 
sold  and  delivered  and  (c)  compliance  with  all  other  re- 
quirements of  this  Ordinance,  and  (ii)  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Bonds  issued,  sold  and  delivered  here- 
under shall  not  exceed  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
Bonds  authorized  by  this  Ordinance. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid 
in  any  coin  or  currency  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which,  at  the  respective  times  of  payment,  is  legal  tender 
for  the  payment  of  public  and  private  debts  at  the  prin- 
cipal oflfice  of  the  Trustee  or  its  successor  in  trust. 

Section  2.03.  The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  on  behalf 
of  the  City  by  the  M^yor  of  the  City  and  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed 
or  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  City  Treasurer 
or^  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  provided  that  at  least  one  of 
said  signatures  shall  be  a  manual  signature.  The  coupons 
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attached  to  the  coupon  Bonds  shall  be  executed  by  the 
facsimiles  of  the  official  signatures  of  said  City  Treasurer 
or  Deputy  City  Treasurer  and  such  facsimiles  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  said  City  Treasurer  or 
Deputy  City  Treasurer  had  manually  signed  each  of  the 
coupons.  The  Bonds,  together  with  interest  thereon,  shall 
he  limited  obligations  of  the  City  payable  from  the  Bond 
Fund  and  shall  be  a  valid  claim  of  the  respective  Holders 
thereof  only  against  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan  which  (except  amounts  paid  by  the  In- 
dustry pursuant  to  Sections  6.6  .and  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment) are  hereby  pledged  and  assigned  for  the  equal  and 
ratable  payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  coupons  and  shall 
be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  pay  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  except  as  may  be  otherwise 
expressly  authorized  in  this  Ordinance.  Neither  the  Bonds 
nor  the  coupons  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or 
a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  power  of  the 
City  within  the  meaning  of  any  state  constitutional  or 
charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  shall  never 
constitute  nor  give  rise  to  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  facsimile  signa- 
ture shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to 
be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds,  such 
signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and 
sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  he  h,ad  remained 
in  office  until  delivery. 

Section  2.04.  Only  such  Bonds  as  shall  have  endorsed 
thereon  a  certificate  of  authentication  substantially  in 
the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  duly  executed  by  the  Trustee 
shall  be  entitled  to  any  right  or  benefit  under  this  Ordi- 
nance. No  Bond  and  no  coupon  appertaining  to  any  Bond 
shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  unless  and 
until  such  certificate  of  authentication  shall  have  been 
duly  executed  by  the  Trustee,  and  such  executed  certifi- 
cate of  the  Trustee  upon  .any  such  Bond  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  that  such  Bond  has  been  authenticated  and  de- 
livered under  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee's  certificate  of 
authentication  on  any  Bond  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
executed  by  it  if  signed  by  an  authorized  signature  of 
the  Trustee,  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  that  the  same 
person  sign  the  certificate  of  authentication  on  all  of  the 
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Bonds  issued  hereunder.  Before  authenticating  or  de- 
livering any  Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall  detach  and  cancel 
all  matured  coupons,  if  any,  appertaining  thereto,  and 
such  cancelled  coupons  shall  be  cremated  by  the  Trustee 
and  a  certificate  of  cremation  or  other  destruction  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  by  the  Trustee. 

Section  2.05.  The  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
and  the  coupons  attached  thereto,  if  any,  slxall  be  sub- 
stantially in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  with  such 
appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  are 
permitted  or  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  by  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted  prior  to 
the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  m.ay  be  printed  or  type- 
written. 

Section  2.06.  The  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
Trustee  and  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds  in 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $350,000 
and  deliver  them  to  the  purchaser  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  City  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.06  provided. 

Prior  to  the  authentication  by  the  Trustee  of  any  of 
the  Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee : 

1.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  this  Ordinance. 

2.  An  original  executed  counterpart  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

3.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  setting  forth  the  details  relating 
to  the  Bonds  as  prescribed  by  Section  2.02  hereof. 

4.  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on  be- 
half of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authenticate 
and  deliver  the  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  not  exceeding  $350,000  to  the  purchasers  therein  identi- 
fied upon  payment  to  the  Trustee  but  for  account  of  the 
City  of  a  sum  specified  in  such  request  and  authoriza- 
tion plus  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery. 
Such  proceeds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  de- 
posited to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  .and  Construction 
Fund  as  hereinafter  provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 
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Section  2.07.  In  the  event  any  Bond  is  mutilated,  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed,  the  City  may  execute  and  the  Trustee 
may  authenticate  a  new  Bond  of  like  date,  maturity  and 
denomination  as  that  mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed, 
which  new  Bond  shall  have  attached  thereto  coupons  cor- 
responding in  all  respects  to  those  (if  any)  on  the  Bond 
mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed;  provided  that,  in  the 
case  of  any  mutilated  Bond,  such  mutilated  Bond  together 
with  all  coupons  (if  any)  appertaining  thereto  shall  first 
be  surrendered  to  the  City,  and  in  the  case  of  any  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed  Bond,  there  shall  be  first  furnished  to 
the  City  ^nd  the  Trustee  evidence  of  such  loss,  theft  or 
destruction  satisfactory  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  to- 
gether with  indemnity  satisfactory  to  them.  In  the  event 
any  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  have  matured,  instead  of 
issuing  a  duplicate  Bond  or  coupon  the  City  may  pay  the 
same  without  surrender  thereof.  The  City  and  the  Trustee 
may  charge  the  Holder  or  Owner  of  such  Bond  with  their 
reasonable  fees  and  expenses  in  this  connection. 

Section  2.08.  All  the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  be  negotiable,  subject  to  the  provisions  for 
registration  and  transfer  contained  in  this  Ordinance 
and  in  the  Bonds.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  re- 
m.ain  Outstanding,  the  City  shall  maintain  and  keep,  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  the  bond 
registrar,  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of 
Bonds;  and,  upon  presentation  thereof  for  such  purpose 
at  said  office,  the  Treasurer  shall  register  or  cause  to  be 
registered  therein,  ,and  permit  to  be  transferred  thereon, 
under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  it  or  the  Trustee  may 
prescribe  any  Bond  entitled  to  registration  or  transfer. 
So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  remain  Outstanding,  the 
City  shall  make  all  necessary  provisions  to  permit  the 
exchange  of  Bonds  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treasurer. 

All  coupon  Bonds  shall  pass  by  delivery,  unless  regis- 
tered as  to  principal  other  than  to  bearer  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  Section  2.08.  Any  coupon  Bond  may  be 
registered  as  to  principal  on  the  books  of  the  City  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer,  upon  presentation  there- 
of at  said  office  ,and  the  payment  of  a  charge  sufficient  to 
reimburse  the  City  for  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such   regis- 
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tration,  and  such  registration  shall  be  noted  on  such  Bond. 
After  said  registration  no  transfer  thereof  shall  be  valid 
unless  made  on  said  books  at  the  written  request  of  the 
registered  Owner  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writ- 
ing, and  similarly  noted  on  such  Bond;  but  such  Bond 
may  be  discharged  from  registration  by  being  in  like 
manner  transferred  to  bearer,  after  which  it  shall  again 
become  transferable  by  delivery. 

Thereafter  such  Bond  may  again,  from  time  to  time, 
be  registered  or  discharged  from  registration  in  the  same 
manner.  Registration  of  any  coupon  Bond  as  to  principal, 
however,  shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  by  delivery  of 
the  coupons  appertaining  to  such  Bond,  but  such  coupons 
shall  continue  to  pass  by  delivery  and  shall  remain  payable 
to  bearer. 

As  to  any  coupon  Bond  registered  as  to  principal  other 
than  to  bearer  the  person  in  whose  name  the  same  shall 
be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City  may  be  deemed 
and  regarded  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether  such 
Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  all  purposes,  except  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  coupons;  and  pay- 
ment of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  or  redemption 
price,  if  any,  of  such  Bond  shall  be  m,ade  only  to,  or  upon 
the  order  of,  such  registered  Owner  thereof,  but  such 
registration  may  be  changed  as  above  provided.  All  such 
payments  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  dis- 
charge the  liability  upon  such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the 
sum  or  sums  so  paid.  The  City,  the  Trustee  and  the 
Trustee  as  paying  agent  may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer 
of  any  coupon  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether 
such  coupon  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  payment  thereof  and  for  all  other  purposes  what- 
soever, and  may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any  coupon 
Bond  which  shall  not  at  the  time  be  registered  as  to  prin- 
cipal other  than  to  bearer,  or  the  person  in  whose  name 
any  coupon  Bond  for  the  time  being  shall  be  registered 
upon  the  books  of  the  City,  as  the  absolute  owner  of  such 
Bond,  whether  such  Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  the  principal  thereof 
and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever  except  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  payment  of  coupons,  and  neither  the  City, 
nor  the  Trustee  nor  the  Trustee  as  paying  agent  shall  be 
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affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save 
the  Trustee  and  the  Trustee  as  paying  agent  harmless  from 
and  against  any  and  all  loss,  cost,  charge,  expense,  judg- 
ment or  liability  incurred  by  it,  acting  in  good  f^ith 
and  without  negligence  hereunder,  in  so  treating  such 
bearer  or  registered  Owner. 

Each  registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall  be  trans- 
ferable only  upon  the  books  of  the  City,  which  shall  be 
kept  for  that  purpose  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treas- 
urer, at  the  written  request  of  the  registered  Owner  there- 
of or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writing,  upon  sur- 
render thereof,  together  with  a  written  instrument  of 
transfer  s.atisfactory  to  the  Treasurer  duly  executed  by 
the  registered  Owner  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney. 
Upon  the  transfer  of  any  such  registered  Bond,  the  City 
shall  issue  in  the  name  of  the  transferee,  in  authorized 
denominations,  a  new  registered  Bond  or  Bonds  without 
coupons,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  transferee,  coupon  Bonds, 
with  appropriate  coupons  attached,  of  the  same  aggregate 
principal  amount,  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  as 
the  surrendered  Bond. 

The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  deem  and  treat  the  per- 
son in  whose  name  any  Outstanding  registered  Bond  with- 
out coupons  shall  be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the 
City  as  the  absolute  Owner  of  such  Bond,  whether  such 
Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
payment  of,  or  on  account  of^  the  principal  of  and  interest 
on  such  Bond  and  for  all  other  purposes,  and  all  such 
payments  so  made  to  any  such  registered  Owner  or  upon 
his  order  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  dis- 
charge the  liability  upon  such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the 
sum  or  sums  so  paid,  and  neither  the  City  nor  the  Trustee 
shall  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify 
and  save  the  Trustee  harmless  from  and  against  any  and 
all  loss,  cost,  charge,  expense,  judgment  or  liability  in- 
curred by  it,  acting  in  good  faith  and  v/ithout  negligence 
hereunder,    in    so   treating   any    such   registered    Owner. 

Coupon  Bonds,  upon  surrender  thereof  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Treasurer  with  all  unmatured  coupons  at- 
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tached,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Holder  thereof,  be  ex- 
changed for  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of  reg- 
istered Bonds  without  coupons  of  the  same  series,  ma- 
turity and  interest  rate  of  any  of  the  authorized  denomi- 
nations. 

Registered  Bonds  without  coupons,  upon  surrender 
thereof  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treasurer  with  a 
written  instrument  of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  Treas- 
urer, duly  executed  by  the  registered  Owner  or  his  duly 
authorized  attorney,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  registered 
Owner  thereof,  be  exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  of  coupon  Bonds  of  the  same  series,  ma- 
turity and  interest  rate  with  appropriate  coupons  at- 
tached, or  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the 
same  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  of  any  other  au- 
thorized denominations. 

In  all  cases  in  which  the  privilege  of  exchanging  Bonds 
or  transferring  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  is  exer- 
cised, the  City  shall  execute  and  the  Trustee  shall  authen- 
ticate and  deliver  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance.  All  registered  Bonds  surrendered  in 
any  such  exchanges  or  transfers  shall  forthwith  be  can- 
celled by  the  Trustee.  All  coupon  Bonds  and  the  coupons 
appertaining  to  such  Bonds  surrendered  in  any  such  ex- 
changes or  transfers  shall  be  retained  in  the  possession  of 
the  City  for  the  purpose  of  reissuance  upon  subsequent 
exchanges  and  the  City,  prior  to  the  reissuance  of  any 
such  coupon  Bonds,  shall  detach  therefrom  and  cancel  all 
matured  coupons.  For  every  such  exchange  or  transfer  of 
Bonds,  whether  temporary  or  definitive,  the  City  or  the 
Trustee  may  make  a  charge  sufficient  to  reimburse  it  for 
any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid 
with  respect  to  such  exchange  or  transfer,  which  sum  or 
sums  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons  requesting  such  exchange 
or  transfer  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  exercise  of 
the  privilege  of  making  such  exchange  or  transfer.  Not- 
withstanding any  other  provision  of  this  Ordinance,  the 
cost  of  preparing  each  new  coupon  Bond  or  registered 
Bond  without  coupons  upon  each  exchange  or  transfer, 
and  any  other  expenses  of  the  City  or  the  Trustee  incurred 
in  connection  therewith  (except  any  applicable  tax  or 
other  governmental  charge)  shall  be  paid  from  the  Bond 
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Fund.  The  Citj^  shall  not  be  obliged  to  make  any  such 
exchange  or  transfer  of  Bonds  during  the  fifteen  (15) 
days  next  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  on  the 
Bonds  or,  in  the  case  of  ;any  proposed  redemption  of 
Bonds,  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  first  publication 
of  notice  of  such  redemption.  The  City  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  make  any  transfer  or  exchange  of  any  Bonds 
called  for  redemption. 

Section  2.09.  The  City,  at  the  request  of  the  Industry 
and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  in  effect  at  the  time 
thereof,  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  issue  Additional  Bonds 
from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional 
moneys,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  Pol- 
lution Control  Facilities  or  to  provide  ^additional  pollution 
control  facilities  which  shall  become  part  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities,  on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds  and  any 
Additional  Bonds  theretofore  or  thereafter  issued  and 
payable  from  the  Bond  Fund.  Before  ^ny  Additional  Bonds 
are  authenticated  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Trustee 
the  items  required  therefor  by  Section  2.10  hereof.  The 
proceeds  of  any  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  used  solely  to 
pay  the  costs  of  completing  the  Pollution  Control  Facili- 
ties or  of  providing  additional  pollution  control  facilities 
and  to  pay  the  costs  incident  to  the  issuance  of  the  Ad- 
ditional Bonds,  in  accordance  with  Section  6.8  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

Such  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  series 
and  principal  amounts,  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest 
at  such  rate  or  rates,  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  at 
such  times  and  prices,  and  shall  mature  in  such  years 
as  the  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  authorizing  the  is- 
suance thereof  shall  fix  and  determine,  and  shall  be  de- 
posited with  the  Trustee  for  authentication  and  delivery. 

Section  2.10.  Upon  the  adoption  in  each  instance  of  an 
appropriate  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  the  City  shall 
execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  shall 
authenticate,  such  Additional  Bonds  and  deliver  them 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
City,  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.10  provided.  Prior 
to  the  delivery  by  the  Trustee  of  any  such  Additional 
Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee : 
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(1)  A  valid  and  effective  amendment  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  pursuant  to  Section  10.5  thereof,  providing 
for  an  increase  in  the  obligations  of  the  City  and  the 
Industry  in  accordance  with  Section  4.3  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment. 

(2)  A  duly  enacted  supplemental  ordinance  providing 
for  the  issuance  of  such  new  series  of  Additional  Bonds. 

(3)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  providing  the  terms  of  such  Addi- 
tional Bonds. 

(4)  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  deliver 
such  Bonds  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  therein  identi- 
fied upon  payment  to  the  Trustee,  for  the  account  of  the 
City  of  a  specified  sum  plus  any  accrued  interest.  The 
proceeds  of  such  Bonds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee 
and  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Con- 
struction Fund  as  hereinafter  provided  under  Article  VI 
hereof. 

ARTICLE  III 

REDEMPTION 

Section  3.01.  In  the  manner  and  with  the  effect  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to 
redemption  prior  to  maturity,  either  at  the  option  of 
the  City  or  pursuant  to  certain  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, as  follows : 

(1)  The  Bonds  may  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity  on 
or  after  any  date  specified  and  at  the  times  and  in  the 
amounts  specified  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Fin^ance  either  as  a  whole  at  any  time  or  in  part  from 
time  to  time  on  any  interest  payment  date,  in  inverse 
order  of  their  maturities  (by  lot  within  a  maturity)  in 
increments  of  $5,000,  by  application  of  any  moneys  avail- 
able for  that  purpose,  other  than  moneys  from  the  sources 
described  in  (2)  below,  upon  payment  in  each  case  of 
the  principal  amount  thereof,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the 
redemption  date. 

(2)  The  Bonds  also  may  be  redeemed  as  a  whole  at 
any  time  upon  the  exercise  by  the  Industry  of  its  option 
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to  terminate  the  Loan  Agreement  as  provided  in  Section 
9.2  thereof.  Any  of  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in 
the  manner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal 
amount  thereof,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption 
date. 

(3)  The  Bonds  ^re  subject  to  redemption  as  a  whole 
at  any  time  upon  the  occurrence  of  an  event  which,  under 
the  provisions  of  Article  X  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  obli- 
gates the  Industry  to  prepay  the  amounts  due  thereunder. 
Any  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal  amount  thereof, 
plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date,  and  all  other 
amounts,  including  additional  interest,  required  by  Ar- 
ticle X  of  the  Lo^n  Agreement  to  be  paid  by  the  Industry. 

In  the  case  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  de- 
nominations greater  than  $5,000,  if  less  than  all  of  such 
Bonds  then  Outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  redemption, 
then  for  all  purposes  in  connection  with  redemption,  each 
$5,000  of  principal  amount  shall  be  treated  as  though  it 
was  a  separate  bond  of  the  denomination  of  $5,000  bear- 
ing one  of  the  numbers  borne  by  such  registered  Bond 
without  coupons.  If  it  is  determined  that  one  or  more, 
but  not  all  of  the  $5,000  units  of  principal  amount  repre- 
sented by  any  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  is 
to  be  called  for  redemption,  then  upon  notice  of  intention 
to  redeem  such  $5,000  unit  or  units,  the  Owner  of  such 
registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall  forthwith  sur- 
render such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  (1)  for  payment  of  the 
principal  of  and  interest  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
on  the  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  called 
for  redemption  ^nd  (2)  in  exchange  for  a  new  Bond  or 
Bonds  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  unre- 
deemed balance  of  the  principal  amount  of  such  registered 
Bond  without  coupons  and  of  like  maturity  and  interest 
rate,  and  such  new  Bond  or  Bonds  shall  be  numbered 
corresponding  to  the  numbers  of  the  $5,000  units  of  prin- 
cipal amount  not  called  for  redemption.  New  Bonds  rep- 
resenting the  unredeemed  balance  of  the  principal 
amount  of  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall 
be  issued  to  the  registered  Owner  thereof,  without  charge 
therefor.  If  the  Owner  of  any  such  registered  Bond  with- 
out coupons  of  a  denomination  greater  than  $5,000  shall 
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foil  to  present  such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  for  payment  and 
exchange  as  aforesaid,  such  Bond  shall,  nevertheless,  be- 
come due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
to  the  extent  of  the  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal 
amount  called  for  redemption  (and  to  that  extent  only) ; 
interest  shall  ce^se  to  accrue  on  the  portion  of  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  such  Bond  represented  by  such  $5,000 
unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  on  and  after  the  date 
fixed  for  redemption  provided  that  funds  sufficient  for 
the  payment  of  the  redemption  price  shall  have  been  de- 
posited with  the  Trustee,  and  shall  be  available  for  the 
redemption  of  said  $5,000  unit  or  units  on  the  date  fixed 
for  redemption  ^nd,  in  such  event,  such  Bond  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  the  benefit  or  security  of  this  Ordinance  to  the 
extent  of  the  portion  of  its  principal  amount  and  accrued 
interest  thereon  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  repre- 
sented by  such  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount, 
nor  shall  new  Bonds  be  thereafter  issued  corresponding 
to  said  unit  or  units. 

Section  3.02.  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  are  called 
for  redemption,  the  Trustee  shall  give  notice,  in  the  name 
of  the  City,  of  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds,  which  no- 
tice shall  specify  the  maturities  of  the  Bonds  to  be  re- 
deemed, the  redemption  date  and  the  place  or  places  where 
amounts  due  upon  such  redemption  will  be  payable  and, 
if  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  of  any  maturity  are  to  be 
redeemed,  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  so  to  be  redeemed. 
Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  at  least  once  not 
less  than  thirty  (30)  days  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days 
prior  to  the  redemption  date  in  a  newspaper  or  financial 
journal  of  general  circulation  published  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  in  the  case  of  the  redemption  of 
fully  registered  Bonds  upon  mailing  a  copy  of  the  redemp- 
tion notice  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  at  least 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  to 
the  Holder  of  each  registered  Bond  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
address  shown  on  the  registration  books;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  failure  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing  or  any 
defect  therein,  shall  not  afl^ect  the  validity  of  any  pro- 
ceedings for  the  redemption  of  Bonds.  If  all  of  the  Bonds 
to  be  redeemed  are  registered  Bonds,  notice  by  mailing 
given  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  Holder  or 
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Holders  thereof,  at  the  addresses  shown  on  the  regis- 
tration bocks,  not  less  than  tliirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the 
date  fixed  for  redemption  as  aforesaid  shall  be  sufficient, 
and  published  notice  of  the  call  for  redemption  need  not 
be  given,  and  failure  duly  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing, 
or  any  defect  in  the  notice,  to  the  Holder  of  any  regis- 
tered Bond  designated  for  redemption  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  any 
other  Bond.  All  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  will  cease 
to  bear  interest  on  the  specified  redemption  date,  pro- 
vided funds  for  their  redemption  are  on  deposit  with  the 
Trustee,  and  shall  no  longer  be  protected  by  the  Ordinance 
and  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  Outstanding  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance.  If,  because  of  the  temporary 
or  permanent  suspension  of  the  publication  or  general 
circulation  of  any  newspaper  or  financial  journal  or  for 
any  ether  reason,  it  is  impossible  or  impracticable  to  pub- 
lish such  notice  of  call  for  redemption  in  the  manner 
herein  provided,  then  such  publication  in  lieu  thereof  as 
shall  be  made  with  the  approval  of  the  Trustee  shall  con- 
stitute a  sufficient  publication  of  notice. 

Section  3.03.  All  Bonds  which  have  been  redeemed 
shall  be  cancelled  and  destroyed  by  the  Trustee  together 
with  the  unmatured  coupons  appertaining  thereto  and 
shall  not  be  reissued  and  a  counterpart  of  the  certificate 
of  destruction  evidencing  such  destruction  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Trustee  to  the  City  and  the  Industry.  All 
Bonds  so  destroyed  shall  thereafter  no  longer  be  consid- 
ered Outstanding  for  any  purposes  of  this  Ordinance  or 
the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  3.04.  All  unpaid  coupons  which  appertain  to 
Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  and  which  shall  have  be- 
come payable  on  or  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
shall  continue  to  be  payable  to  the  bearers  thereof  sever- 
ally and  respectively  upon  the  presentation  and  surrender 
of  such  coupons. 

Section  3.05.  If  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
Outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the 
particular  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Trustee  in  inverse  order  of  maturities.  If  less  than  all  of 
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the  Bonds  of  a  particular  maturity  at  the  time  Outstand- 
ing are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  particular 
Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected 
by  lot  by  the  Trustee  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustee,  in  its 
discretion,  may  determine.  The  Trustee  shall  call  for  re- 
demption in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  as 
many  Bonds  as  will,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  exhaust  the 
moneys  available  therefor.  Particular  Bonds  shall  be  re- 
deemed   only    in    the    principal   amount   of    $5,000    each. 

No  redemption  of  less  than  all  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
Outstanding  shall  be  made  pursuant  hereto  unless  the 
total  amount  of  funds  available  and  to  be  used  for  such 
partial  redemption  is  equal  to  or  more  than  $50,000. 

ARTICLE  IV 

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  4.01.  The  Maj^or  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  execute,  seal  and  deliver,  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
the  Loan  Agreement  (including  the  assignments  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  and  the  Note  to  the  Trustee)  in  sub- 
stantially the  form  presented  to  the  City  Council  as  evi- 
denced by  a  copy  of  such  form  certified  by  the  Deputy 
City  Treasurer  and  filed  among  the  permanent  records 
of  the  City.  The  City,  however,  is  hereby  authorized, 
prior  to  execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  such  as- 
signments, to  make  such  changes  or  modifications  in  the 
form  of  such  Loan  Agreement,  Note  and  assignments  as 
may  be  required  or  deemed  appropriate  by  it  in  order  to 
accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  transaction  authorized  by 
this  Ordinance ;  provided  that  such  changes  shall  be  within 
the  scope  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  the  Act  and 
shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fi- 
nance prior  to  execution  of  said  Loan  Agreement.  Such 
execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  assignments  by  the 
Mayor  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  due  execution, 
on  behalf  of  the  City,  of  such  instruments  which  shall 
thereupon  become  binding  upon  the  City  in  accordance 
with  their  terms  as  authorized  bv  the  Act. 
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ARTICLE  V 

REVENUES  AND  FUNDS 

Section  5.01.  The  Bonds  herein  authorized  and  all  pay- 
ments by  the  City  hereunder  are  not  general  obligations 
of  the  City  but  are  limited  obligations  payable  solely 
from  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the 
Loan  and  as  authorized  and  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

The  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
are  to  be  remitted  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  account 
of  the  City  and  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Said  pay- 
ments are  to  be  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  and  the  entire  amount  of 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  (except 
amounts  paid  by  the  Industry  pursuant  to  Section  6.6 
and  Section  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement)  is  pledged  to 
the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 
The  City  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  it  will  not 
create  any  lien  upon  said  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the 
City  from  the  Loan  other  than  the  lien  hereby  created. 

Section  5.02.  There  is  hereby  created  by  the  City  and 
ordered  established  with  the  Trustee  a  trust  fund  to  be 
designated  ''City  of  Baltimore  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
Revenue  Bond  Fund — Dover  Poultry  Products  Project" 
(which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  ''Bond 
Fund"),  which  shall  be  used  to  pay  the  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  5.03.  There  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds  as  required  by  Section  6.01  hereof.  In  addition, 
there  shall  be  deposited  into  tlie  Bond  Fund,  as  and  vrhen 
received  (a)  any  amount  remaining  in  the  Construction 
Fund  to  the  extent  provided  in  Section  3.3  (k)  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  except  as  otherwise  directed  pursuant  to  said 
Section  3.3 (k)  ;  (b)  all  payments  specified  in  Section  4.3 
of  the  Loan  Agreement;  and  (c)  all  other  moneys  re- 
ceived by  the  Trustee  under  and  pursuant  to  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  when  accompanied  by 
directions  by  the  Industry  that  such  moneys  are  to  be 
paid  into  the  Bond  Fund.  The  City  hereby  covenants  and 
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agrees  that  so  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder 
are  outstanding  it  will  deposit,  or  cause  to  be  deposited, 
in  the  Bond  Fund  for  its  account  sufficient  sums  from  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
promptly  to  meet  and  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest 
on  the  Bonds,  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable. 

Section  5.04.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  5.09  and 
Section  11.04  hereof,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  inter- 
est on  the  Bonds  and  for  the  redemption  of  the  Bonds  at 
or  prior  to  maturity.  Whenever  the  amount  in  the  Bond  Fund 
from  any  source  v/hatsoever  is  sufficient  to  redeem  all  of 
the  Bonds  Outstanding  hereunder  and  to  pay  interest  to 
accrue  thereon  prior  to  such  redemption,  the  City  cove- 
nants and  agrees,  upon  request  of  the  Industry,  to  take 
and  cause  to  be  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  redeem  all  or 
part  of  said  Bonds  on  the  next  succeeding  redemption 
date  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3.01  hereof  for 
which  the  required  redemption  notice  may  be  given. 

Section  5.05.  The  Bond  Fund  shall  be  in  the  custody 
of  the  Trustee  but  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  the  City 
hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  Trustee  to  withdraw 
sufficient  funds  from  the  Bond  Fund  to  pay  principal  of 
and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  as  the  same  become  due  and 
payable  and  to  make  such  funds  so  withdrawn  available 
to  the  Trustee  as  paying  agent  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
said  principal  and  interest,  which  authorization  and  di- 
rection the  Trustee  hereby  accepts. 

Section  5.06.  In  the  event  any  Bond  shall  not  be  pre- 
sented for  payment  when  the  principal  thereof  becomes 
due,  either  at  maturity  or  at  the  date  fixed  for  redemp- 
tion thereof  or  otherwise,  or  in  the  event  any  coupon  shall 
not  be  presented  for  payment  at  the  due  date  thereof,  if 
funds  sufficient  to  pay  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  have 
been  made  available  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Holder  or  Holders  thereof,  all  liability  of  the  City  to  the 
Holder  thereof  for  the  payment  of  such  Bond  or  coupon, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  forthwith  cease,  determine  and 
be  completely  discharged,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Trustee  to  hold  such  fund  or  funds,  without 
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liability  for  interest  thereon,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Holder 
of  such  Bond,  or  the  bearer  of  such  coupon,  as  the  case 
may  be,  who  shall  thereafter  be  restricted  exclusively  to 
such  fund  or  funds  for  any  claim  of  whatever  nature  on 
his  part  under  this  Ordinance  or  on,  or  with  respect  to, 
such  Bond  or  coupon. 

Section  5.07.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  Trustee, 
until  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  have 
been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount  equal  to  the  annual  fee  of 
the  Trustee  for  the  Ordinary  Services  of  the  Trustee 
rendered,  as  Trustee,  and  its  Ordinary  Expenses  incurred, 
as  Trustee,  under  this  Ordinance  as  and  when  the  same 
becomes  due,  (ii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges  of  the 
Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  as  and  when  the  same  become 
due,  and  (iii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges  for  the 
necessary  Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraordinary  Ex- 
penses of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  as  and  when 
the  same  become  due.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed 
that  the  initial  or  acceptance  fees  of  the  Trustee  and  the 
fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  paying 
agent  referred  to  in  the  preceding  sentence  which  become 
due  prior  to  the  Completion  Date  (as  defined  in  the  Loan 
Agreement)  will  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  and  paying  agent 
from  the  Construction  Fund  as  and  when  the  same  shall 
become  due.  The  Industry  may,  without  creating  a  De- 
fault hereunder,  contest  in  good  faith  the  necessity  for  any 
such  Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraordinary  Expenses 
and  the  reasonableness  of  any  of  the  fees,  charges  or  ex- 
penses referred  to  herein. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the 
Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  City  the  fees  and  expenses 
of  the  City  Treasurer  as  bond  registrar,  and  reasonable 
administrative  expenses,  if  any,  incurred  by  the  City  in 
the  administration  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  relative  to 
the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance. 

Section  5.08.  All  moneys  required  to  be  deposited  with 
or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  account  of  the  Bond  Fund  or  the 
Construction  Fund  under  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance 
shall   be   held   by   the   Trustee   in   trust,   and   except  for 
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moneys  deposited  with  or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  the  re- 
demption of  Bonds,  notice  of  the  redemption  of  which  has 
been  duly  given,  shall,  while  held  by  the  Trustee,  con- 
stitute part  of  the  Trust  Estate  and  be  subject  to  the  lien 
thereof. 

Section  5.09.  Any  amounts  remaining  in  the  Bond 
Fund  after  payment  in  full  of  the  principal  of  and  inter- 
est on  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment  thereof  as 
provided  in  this  Ordinance),  the  fees,  charges  and  ex- 
penses of  the  Trustee  and  paying  agent,  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  Ihe  City  Treasurer  as  bond  registrar,  and  all 
other  amounts  required  to  be  paid  hereunder  shall,  upon 
joint  written  instruction  to  the  Trustee  from  the  City  and 
the  Industry,  be  paid  to  the  Industry  upon  the  expiration 
or  sooner  termination  of  the  term  of  the  Loan  Agreement 
as  provided  in  Section  9.2  and  Section  10.1  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VI 

CUSTODY  AND  APPLICATION  OF 
PROCEEDS  OF  BONDS 

Section  6.01.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  issuance  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  received  upon  the  sale  of  the 
1974  Series  Bonds. 

Section  6.02.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established 
with  the  Trustee  a  trust  in  the  name  of  the  City  to  be 
desij^nated  **City  of  Baltimore  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
Construction  Fund — Dover  Poultry  Products  Project" 
(which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  ''Construc- 
tion  Fund").  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  upon  the  issu- 
ance and  delivery  of  Bonds  remaining  after  the  deduction 
provided  by  Section  6.01  hereof  shall  have  been  made  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  Construction  Fund.  Moneys  in  the 
Construction  Fund  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  particularly 
Section  3.3  thereof. 

The  Trustee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue 
its  checks  for  each  disbursement  required  by  the  aforesaid 
provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 
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The  Trustee  shall  keep  and  maintain  adequate  records 
pertaining  to  the  Construction  Fund  and  all  disburse- 
ments therefrom  and  after  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
shall  have  been  completed  and  a  certificate  of  payment  of 
all  costs  filed  as  provided  in  Section  6.03  hereof,  the 
Trustee  shall,  if  requested  by  the  Industry,  file  an  account- 
ing thereof  with  the  City  and  with  the  Industry. 

Section  6.03.  The  completion  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  and  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  expenses  inci- 
dent thereto  shall  be  evidenced  by  the  filing  with  the 
Trustee  of  (i)  the  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement)  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  Section  3.5  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment and  (ii)  a  certificate  signed  by  the  City  Treasurer 
and  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative,  which 
certificate  shall  state  that  all  obligations  and  costs  in 
connection  v/ith  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  pay- 
able out  of  the  Construction  Fund  have  been  paid  and 
discharged  except  for  amounts  retained  by  the  Trustee 
with  the  approval  of  the  Authorized  Industry  Repre- 
sentative for  the  payment  of  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  not  then  due  and  payable  as  provided  in  the  Loan 
Agreement.  As  soon  as  practicable  and  in  any  event  before 
the  expiration  of  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date  of  the 
certificate  referred  to  in  clause  (ii)  of  the  preceding  sen- 
tence any  balance  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund 
(other  than  the  amounts  retained  by  the  Trustee  referred 
to  in  the  preceding  sentence)  shall  without  further  author- 
ization be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  by  the  Trustee  with 
advice  to  the  City  and  to  the  Industry  of  such  action 
unless  the  Industry  shall  have  directed  the  Trustee  to  pur- 
chase Bonds  in  the  open  market  for  the  purpose  of  can- 
cellation in  accordance  with  Section  3.3  (k)  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VII 

INVESTMENTS 

Section  7.01.  Any  moneys  held  as  part  of  the  Con- 
struction Fund  and  the  Bond  Fund  shall,  at  the  written 
request  of  and  as  specified  by  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative   (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement),  be 
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invested  and  reinvested  by  the  Trustee  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  3.8  of  the  Loan  Agreement;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  neither  all  nor  a  major  portion  of 
the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  shall  be 
used,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause 
any  Bond  to  be  an  "arbitrage  bond"  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as 
amended,  and  the  applicable  regulations  thereunder.  Any 
such  investment  shall  be  held  by  or  under  the  control  of 
the  Trustee  and  shall  be  deemed  at  all  times  a  part  of  the 
fund  in  which  such  moneys  are  originally  held  and  the 
interest  accruing  thereon  and  any  profit  realized  from 
such  investments  shall  be  C2^edited  to  such  fund,  and  any 
loss  resulting  from  such  investments  shall  be  charged  to 
such  fund.  The  Trustee  shall  sell  and  reduce  to  cash  funds 
a  sufficient  amount  of  such  investments  whenever  the  cash 
balance  in  such  fund  or  account  is  insuflicient  for  the  pur- 
poses of  such  fund  or  account. 

Section  7.02.  The  Trustee  may  make  any  and  all  in- 
vestments permitted  under  Section  7.01  through  its  own 
Bond  Department. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
GENERAL  COVENANTS 

Section   8.01.     Each  and  every  covenant  herein  made, 

including  all  covenants  made  by  the  various  sections  of 
this  Article  VIII,  is  predicated  upon  the  condition  that 
any  obligation  for  the  payment  of  money  incurred  by  the 
City  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City  or  a 
charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing  powers, 
but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan  (except  amounts  paid  pursuant 
to  Sections  6.6  and  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement)  which  are 
required  to  be  set  apaii;  and  transferred  to  the  Bond  Fund, 
which  moneys,  revenues  and  receipts  are  hereby  specifi- 
cally pledged  to  the  payment  thereof  in  the  manner  and 
to  the  extent  in  this  Ordinance  specified  and  nothing  in 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  pledging  any  other  funds  or  assets  of  the  City. 
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The  City  covenants  that  it  will  promptly  pay  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  interest  on  every  Bond  issued  under  this 
Ordinance  at  the  place,  on  the  dates  and  in  the  manner 
provided  herein  and  in  such  Bonds,  and  in  the  coupons 
appertaining  thereto,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  thereof. 

Section  8.02.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  faithfully 
perform  at  all  times  any  and  all  covenants,  undertakings, 
stipulations  and  provisions  contained  in  this  Ordinance,  in 
any  and  every  Bond  executed,  authenticated  and  delivered 
hereunder  and  in  all  proceedings  pertaining  thereto.  The 
City  covenants  that  it  is  duly  authorized  under  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  to  issue  the 
Bonds  authorized  hereby  and  to  enter  into  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, and  to  pledge  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan,  and  that  the  Bonds  in  the  hands  of  the 
Holders  and  Owners  thereof  and  the  coupons  appertain- 
ing thereto  in  the  hands  of  the  bearers  thereof  are  and 
will  be  v;alid  and  enforceable  obligations  of  the  City 
according  to  the  import  thereof. 

Section  8.03.  The  City  will  at  all  times  maintain  its 
corporate  existence  or  assure  the  assumption  of  its  obli- 
gations under  this  Ordinance  by  any  public  body  succeed- 
ing to  its  powers  under  the  Act,  and  it  will  use  its  best 
efforts  to  maintain,  preserve  and  renew  all  the  rights  and 
powers  provided  to  it  by  the  Act;  and  it  will  comply  with 
all  valid  acts,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  directions  of 
any  legislative,  executive,  administrative  or  judicial  body 
applicable  to  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  8.04.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  Out- 
standing, the  City  v/ill  enforce  the  obligation  of  the  Indus- 
try to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  all  the  payments  and 
other  costs  and  charges  payable  by  the  Industry  under 
the  Loan  Agreement.  The  City  will  not  enter  into  any 
agreement  with  the  Industry  amending  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee 
and,  in  the  event  such  amendatory  agreement  shall  ad- 
versely affect  the  interests  of  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds, 
the  prior  written  consent  thereto  of  the  Holders  of  at 
least  sixty-six  and  two  thirds  percent  (662^%)  in  prin- 
cipal amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding. 
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Section  8.05.  The  City  shall  cause  the  Industry  to  re- 
lease the  City  and  the  Trustee  from,  to  agree  that  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable  for,  and  to  agree 
to  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee  harmless 
from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage  to  property  or 
any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  including  costs  and 
expenses  of  litigation  that  may  be  occasioned  by  any  cause 
whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
or  the  financing  thereof. 

Section  8.Q6.  The  City  will  from  time  to  time  execute 
and  deliver  such  further  instruments  and  take  such  fur- 
the:e  actions  as  may  be  reasonable  and  as  may  be  required 
to  carry  cut  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance;  provided, 
however,  that  no  such  instruments  or  actions  shall  pledge 
the  credit  or  taxing  power  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  the 
City,  or  any  other  political  subdivision  of  said  State. 

Section  8.07.  Except  for  the  contemplated  assignment 
to  the  Trustee,  the  City  will  not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  or  encumber  its  interest  in  the  Loan  Agreement 
or  any  of  the  payments  or  receipts  derived  therefrom, 
and  will  promptly  pay  or  cause  to  be  discharged  or  make 
adequate  provision  to  satisfy  and  discharge  any  lien  or 
charge  on  any  part  of  such  payments  or  receipts. 

Section  8.08.  In  Sections  5.1  and  5.2  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, the  Industry  agrees  at  its  own  expense  to  keep  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  good  repair  and  in  good  oper- 
ating condition  and  properly  insured. 

Section  8.09.  The  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  all 
books  and  documents  in  its  possession  relating  to  the  Pol- 
lution Control  Facilities  and  the  moneys,  revenues  and  re- 
ceipts derived  from  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall 
at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  such  accountants  or 
other  agencies  as  the  Trustee  may  from  time  to  time 
designate. 

Section  8.10.  To  the  extent  that  such  information  shall 
be  made  kno\\Ti  to  the  City  under  the  terms  of  this  Section 
8.10,  it  ^'v'ill  keep  on  file  at  the  corporate  trust  office  of  the 
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Trustee  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  the  last  known 
Holders  of  all  Bonds  and  the  amount  believed  to  be  held 
by  each  of  such  last  known  Holders.  Any  Bondholder  may 
request  that  his  name  and  address  be  placed  on  said  list 
by  filing  a  written  request  with  the  City  or  with  the 
Trustee,  which  request  shall  include  a  statement  of  the 
principal  amount  of  Bonds  held  by  such  Holder  and  the 
numbers  of  such  Bonds.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no 
responsibility  with  regard  to  the  accuracy  of  said  list  and 
may  rely  on  said  list  for  the  payment  of  all  sums  due  and 
payable  under  this  Ordinance  with  regard  to  the  payment 
of  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds.  At  reasonable 
times  and  under  reasonable  regulations  established  by  the 
Trustee,  said  list  may  be  inspected  and  copied  by  the 
Industry  or  by  Holders  or  0\vners  (or  a  designated  repre- 
scntaiive  thereof)  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  percent 
(25%)  in  principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  Outstanding, 
such  ownership  and  the  authority  of  any  such  designated 
representative  to  be  evidenced  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Trustee. 

Section  8.11.  The  City  covenants  that,  in  order  to  per- 
fect the  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  the  payments  to  be 
made  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  appropriate  financing 
statements,  naming  the  Trustee  as  assignee  of  the  con- 
tract rights  represented  by  such  Loan  Agreement  (includ- 
ing the  Note),  will  be  filed  in  the  appropriate  state  and 
county  offices  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Uniform 
Commercial  Code,  as  amended.  The  City  and  the  Trustee 
will  file  such  necessary  continuation  statements  from  time 
to  time  as  may  be  required  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
said  Uniform  Commercial  Code  to  protect  the  interest  of 
the  Trustee  and  the  Bondholders. 


ARTICLE  IX 
DEFEASANCE 

Section  9.01.  If  and  when  the  Bonds  secured  hereby 
shall  become  due  and  payable  in  accordance  with  their 
terms  or  through  redemption  proceedings  as  provided  in 
this  Ordinance,  or  otherwise,  and  the  whole  amount  of 
the  principal  and  interest  so  due  and  payable  upon  all  of 
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the  Bonds  shall  be  paid,  or  provision  shall  have  been  made 
for  the  payment  of  the  same,  together  with  all  other  sums 
payable  hereunder  by  the  City,  then  and  in  that  case,  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust 
Estate  and  all  covenants,  agreements  and  other  obliga- 
tions of  the  City  to  the  Bondholders  shall  thereupon  cease, 
terminate  and  become  void  and  be  discharged  and  satis- 
fied. In  such  event,  upon  request  of  the  City,  the  Trustee 
shall  assign  and  transfer  to  the  City  ;all  property  then 
held  by  the  Trustee  and  shall  execute  such  documents  as 
may  be  reasonably  required  by  the  City  and  shall  turn 
over  to  the  Industry,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in  default  under 
the  Loan  Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body  or  authority 
as  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  ^ny  surplus  in  the 
Bond  Fund  and  all  balances  remaining  in  any  other  fund 
created  under  this  Ordinance.  If  and  when  the  Trustee 
shall  hold  sufficient  moneys  hereunder  to  provide  for  pay- 
ment of  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal  and  interest 
due  and  payable  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and  pay- 
able upon  all  the  Bonds,  together  with  all  other  sums  pay- 
able or  which  may  thereafter  become  payable  hereunder 
by  the  City,  notwithstanding  that  all  the  Bonds  and  cou- 
pons have  not  yet  become  due  and  payable  and  th^t  conse- 
quently the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  and 
to  the  Trust  Estate  shall  not  have  ceased,  terminated  and 
become  void  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Section  9.01,  the  Trustee,  on  demand  of  the  City,  shall 
turn  over  to  the  Industry,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in  default 
under  the  Loan  Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body  or 
authority  ^s  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  any 
surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund  and  in  any  other  fund  created 
under  this  Ordinance  in  excess  of  the  sum  sufficient  to  pay 
the  whole  amount  of  the  principal  and  interest  due  and 
payable  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and  payable  upon 
all  the  Bonds,  together  with  all  other  sums  payable  or 
which  may  thereafter  become  payable  hereunder  by  the 
City. 

All  Outstanding  Bonds  and  all  coupons  appertaining  to 
such  Bonds  shall  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption  date 
thereof  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  within  the  meaning 
and  with  the  effect  expressed  above  if  (a)  in  case  any  of 
said  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  on  any  date  prior  to  their 
maturity,  the  City  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee  in  form 
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satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  instructions  to  publish  notice 
of  redemption  of  such  Bonds  on  said  date  as  provided  in 
Section  3.02  hereof,  (b)  there  shall  have  been  deposited 
with  the  Trustee  either  moneys  in  an  amount  which  sh^ll 
be  sufficient,  or  securities  specified  in  Section  3.8 (i)  or 
(iii)  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  principal  of  and  the 
interest  on  which  when  due  will  provide  moneys  which, 
together  with  the  moneys,  if  any,  deposited  with  the 
Trustee  at  the  same  time,  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  when 
due  the  principal  and  interest  due  and  to  become  due  on 
said  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  the  redemption  date  or  matu- 
rity date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  (c)  in  the  event 
said  Bonds  are  not  by  their  terms  subject  to  redemption 
within  the  next  succeeding  sixty  (60)  days,  the  City  shall 
have  given  the  Trustee  in  form  satisfactory  to  it  irrevo- 
cable instructions  to  publish,  as  soon  as  practicable,  in  the 
same  manner  as  a  notice  of  redemption  is  published  pur- 
suant to  Section  3.02  hereof,  a  notice  to  the  Holders  of 
such  Bonds  and  coupons  that  the  deposit  required  by  (b) 
above  has  been  made  with  the  Trustee  and  that  said 
Bonds  and  coupons  are  deemed  to  have  been  paid  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  Section^  and  stating  such  maturity  or 
redemption  date  upon  which  moneys  are  to  be  available 
for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  such 
Bonds.  Neither  the  securities  nor  moneys  deposited  with 
the  Trustee  pursuant  to  this  Section  nor  principal  or  inter- 
est payments  on  any  such  securities  shall  be  withdrawn 
or  used  for  any  purpose  other  than,  and  shall  be  held  in 
trust  for,  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on 
such  Bonds;  provided  that  any  c^sh  received  from  such 
principal  or  interest  pajments  on  such  securities  depos- 
ited with  the  Trustee,  if  not  then  needed  for  such  purpose, 
shall  to  the  extent  practicable,  be  reinvested  in  securities 
maturing  at  times  and  in  amounts  sufficient  to  pay  when 
due  the  principal,  and  interest  to  become  due  on  said 
Bonds  on  and  prior  to  such  redemption  date  or  maturity 
date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  interest  earned  from 
such  reinvestments  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Industry  as 
received  by  the  Trustee,  free  and  clear  of  any  trust,  lien 
or  pledge. 

The  release  of  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  this 
Section  9.01  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of 
the  Trustee  to  be  paid   reasonable  compensation  for  all 
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services,  rendered  by  it  hereunder  and  all  its  reasonable 
expenses,  charges  and  other  disbursements  and  those  of 
its  attorneys,  agents  and  employees,  incurred  on  and  about 
the  administration  of  the  trusts  hereby  created  and  the 
performance  of  its  powers  .and  duties  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  X 

DEFAULTS  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  10.01.  In  case  one  or  more  of  the  following 
events,  in  this  Ordinance  referred  to  as  the  ''Events  of 
Default,"  shall  happen,  that  is  to  say,  if 

(a)  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
made  when  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable  ^t 
maturity,  upon  redemption  or  otherwise ;  or 

(b)  payment  of  an  installment  of  interest  on  the 
Bonds  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  become  due 
and  payable ;  or 

(c)  there  shall  be  an  event  of  default  under  the  Loan 
Agreement ;  or 

(d)  an  order  or  decree  appointing  a  receiver  of  the 
Industry's  payments  under  the  Loan  Agreement  or  any 
part  thereof  shall  be  entered  with  the  consent  or  acqui- 
escence of  the  City,  or  such  order  or  decree  shall  be  entered 
without  the  consent  or  acquiescence  of  the  City,  if  it  shall 
not  be  vacated,  discharged  or  stayed  within  sixty  (60) 
days  after  entry ;  or 

(e)  the  City  shall  default  in  the  due  and  punctual 
performance  of  any  covenant,  condition,  agreement  or  pro- 
vision (other  than  as  specified  in  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  Sec- 
tion 10.01)  contained  in  the  Bonds  or  in  this  Ordinance 
on  the  part  of  the  City  to  be  performed,  and  such  Default 
shall  continue  for  ninety  (90)  days  after  written  notice 
specifying  such  Default  and  requiring  the  same  to  be 
remedied  shall  have  been  given  to  the  City  and  the  Indus- 
try by  the  Trustee,  which  may  give  such  notice  in  its  dis- 
cretion and  shall  give  such  notice  at  the  written  request 
of  the  Holders  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  percent  (25%) 
in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding;  then, 
in  any  such  case,  the  Trustee  may,  and  upon  written  re- 
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quest  of  the  Holders  of  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Oustanding  shall, 
provided  that  written  notice  of  the  Default  has  been  given 
to  the  City  and  the  Industry  by  the  Trustee  and  the 
Default  has  not  theretofore  been  cured,  declare  the  princi- 
pal of  all  Bonds  then  Outstanding  to  be  due  and  payable 
immediately  by  notice  in  writing  delivered  to  the  City  and 
the  Industry,  and  upon  such  declaration  the  S;aid  princi- 
pal, together  with  interest  accrued  thereon,  shall  become 
due  and  payable  immediately  at  the  place  of  payment  pro- 
vided therein,  anything  in  this  Ordinance  or  in  said  Bonds 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  above  provisions,  however,  are  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions that  if,  after  the  principal  of  said  Bonds  shall 
have  been  so  declared  to  be  due  and  payable,  all  arrears 
of  interest  upon  the  Bonds,  and  interest  on  overdue  in- 
stallments of  interest  (if  lawful)  at  the  rate  per  ^nnum 
which  is  one  percentage  point  greater  than  that  then  borne 
by  the  Bonds,  and  all  other  sums  payable  under  this  Ordi- 
nance, except  the  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  the  Bonds 
which  by  such  declaration  shall  have  become  due  and 
payable,  shall  have  been  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
and  the  City  also  shall  have  performed  all  other  things  in 
respect  of  which  it  may  have  been  in  default  hereunder, 
and  shall  have  paid  the  reasonable  expenses  of  the  Trustee 
and  of  the  Holders  of  such  Bonds,  including  reasonable 
attorney's  fees  paid  or  incurred,  then  and  in  every  such 
case,  such  Default  shall  be  waived  and  such  declaration 
and  its  consequences  rescinded  and  annulled  by  the  Trustee 
by  written  notice  to  the  City,  which  waiver,  rescission  and 
annulment  shall  be  binding  upon  all  Bondholders;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  such  declaration  was  requested 
by  the  Holders  of  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds,  such  waiver,  rescission  and  annul- 
ment must  be  consented  to  by  the  Holders  of  a  majority  in 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding,  which 
consent  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Trustee  and  upon  all 
Holders  of  Bonds;  but  no  such  waiver,  rescission  and  an- 
nulment shall  extend  to  or  affect  any  subsequent  Default 
or  impair  any  right  or  remedy  consequent  thereon. 

Section  10.02.     The  Trustee,  as  the  assignee  of  all  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  in  and  to  the  Loan 
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Agreement,  shall  enforce  each  and  every  right  granted  to 
the  City  under  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  10.03.  Upon  the  h^appening  of  any  Event  of 
Default,  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  Trustee  in  its 
discretion  may,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the 
Holders  of  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  principal  amount 
of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding  and  receipt  of  indemnity 
to  its  satisfaction,  shall : 

(a)  by  mandamus,  or  other  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
at  law  or  in"  equity,  enforce  all  rights  of  the  Bondholders, 
^nd  require  the  City  or  the  Industry  to  carry  out  any 
agreements  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bondholders  and 
to  perform  its  or  their  duties  under  the  Act,  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  this  Ordinance ; 

(b)  bring  suit  upon  the  Bonds ; 

(c)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  require  the  City  to 
account  as  if  it  were  the  trustee  of  an  express  trust  for 
the  Bondholders ;  or 

(d)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  enjoin  any  acts  or 
things  which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  violation  of  the  rights 
of  the  Bondholders. 

Section  10.04.  In  case  any  proceeding  taken  by  the 
Trustee  on  account  of  .any  Default  shall  have  been  dis- 
continued or  abandoned  for  any  reason,  or  shall  have  been 
determined  adversely  to  the  Trustee,  then  and  in  every 
such  case  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bondholders  shall 
be  restored  to  their  former  positions  and  rights  hereunder, 
respectively,  and  all  rights,  remedies  and  powers  of  the 
Trustee  shall  continue  as  though  no  such  proceeding  had 
been  taken. 

Section  10.05.  Anything  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  the  Holders  of  a  majority  in 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding  here- 
under shall  have  the  right,  by  an  instrument  in  writing 
executed  and  delivered  to  the  Trustee,  to  direct  the  method 
and  place  of  conducting  all  remedial  proceedings  to  be 
taken  by  the  Trustee  hereunder. 
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Section  10.06.  No  Holder  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall 
h;ave  any  right  to  institute  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
in  equity  or  at  law  for  the  execution  of  any  trust  here- 
under, or  any  other  remedy  hereunder  or  on  said  Bonds, 
unless  such  Holder  previously  shall  have  given  to  the 
Trustee  written  notice  of  an  Event  of  Default  as  herein- 
above provided  and  unless  also  the  Holders  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  Outstanding  shall  have  made  written  request 
of  the  Trustee  so  to  do,  after  the  right  to  exercise  such 
powers  or  rights  of  action,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
have  accrued,  and  shall  have  afforded  the  Trustee  a  rea- 
sonable opportunity  either  to  proceed  to  exercise  the 
powers  hereinabove  granted,  or  to  institute  such  action, 
suit  or  proceeding  in  its  or  their  name;  nor  unless  there 
also  shall  have  been  offered  to  the  Trustee  security  and  in- 
demnity satisfactory  to  it  against  the  costs,  expenses  and 
liabilities  to  be  incurred  therein  or  thereby,  and  the 
Trustee  shall  not  have  complied  with  such  request  within 
a  reasonable  time;  and  such  notification,  request  and  offer 
of  indemnity  are  hereby  declared  in  every  such  case,  at 
the  option  of  the  Trustee,  to  be  conditions  precedent  to  the 
execution  of  the  trusts  of  this  Ordinance  or  for  any  other 
remedy  hereunder;  it  being  understood  and  intended  that 
no  one  or  more  Holders  of  the  Bonds  hereby  secured  shall 
have  any  right  in  any  manner  whatever  by  his  or  their 
action  to  affect,  disturb  or  prejudice  the  security  of  this 
Ordinance,  or  to  enforce  any  right  hereunder  or  under  the 
Bonds  except  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  and  that  all 
proceedings  at  law  or  in  equity  shall  be  instituted,  had  and 
maintained  in  the  manner  herein  provided  and  for  the 
equal  benefit  of  all  Holders  of  Outstanding  Bonds  ^nd  cou- 
pons. Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  contained,  shall,  however, 
affect  or  impair  the  right  of  any  Holder  of  Bonds  or  cou- 
pons to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  inter- 
est on  any  Bond  at  and  after  the  maturity  thereof,  or  the 
obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest 
on  each  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder  to  the  respective 
Holders  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  at  the  time,  place,  from 
the  source  and  in  the  manner  herein  and  in  said  Bonds 
and  the  appurtenant  coupons  expressed. 

Section  10.07.  All  rights  of  action  under  this  Ordinance 
or  under  any  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  which  are  en- 
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forceable  by  the  Trustee  may  be  enforced  by  it  without 
the  possession  of  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  thereunto 
appertaining,  or  the  production  thereof  on  the  trial  or 
other  proceedings  relative  thereto,  and  any  such  suit, 
action  or  proceeding  instituted  by  the  Trustee  shall  be 
brought  in  its  name  for  the  equal  and  ratable  benefit  of  the 
Holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  10.08.  No  remedy  herein  conferred  upon  or 
reserved  to  the  Trustee  or  to  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  is 
intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other  remedy  or  remedies, 
and  each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative,  and 
shall  be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  here- 
under or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity 
or  by  statute. 

Section  10.09.  No  delay  or  omission  of  the  Trustee  or 
of  any  Holder  of  the  Bonds  to  exercise  any  right  or  power 
accruing  upon  any  Default  shall  impair  any  such  right  or 
power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  .a  waiver  of  any  such 
Default  or  an  acquiescence  therein;  and  every  power  and 
remedy  given  by  this  Article  to  the  Trustee  and  to  the 
Holders  of  the  Bonds,  respectively,  may  be  exercised  from 
time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Section  10.10.  Any  moneys  received  by  the  Trustee  or 
by  any  receiver  pursuant  to  this  Article  X  shall  be  applied 
as  follows : 

(a)  Unless  the  principal  of  .all  the  Bonds  shall  have 
become  or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all 
such  moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  to  the  per- 
sons entitled  thereto  of  all  installments  of  interest  then 
due  on  the  Bonds,  with  interest  on  overdue  installments, 
if  lawful,  at  the  rate  per  annum  which  is  one  percentage 
point  greater  than  the  rate  then  borne  by  the  Bonds,  in  the 
order  of  the  maturity  of  the  installments  of  such  interest 
and,  if  the  amount  available  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay 
in  full  any  particular  installment  with  such  interest,  then 
to  the  payment  ratably,  according  to  the  amounts  due  on 
such  installment,  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  without 
any  discrimination  or  privilege. 
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(b)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  become 
or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all  such 
moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  then  due  and  unpaid  upon  the  Bonds,  with 
interest  on  overdue  interest  and  principal,  as  aforesaid, 
without  preference  or  priority  of  principal  over  interest 
or  of  interest  over  principal,  or  of  any  installment  of  in- 
terest over  any  other  installment  of  interest,  or  of  any 
Bond  over  any  other  Bond,  ratably,  according  to  the 
amounts  due  respectively  for  principal  and  interest,  to  the 
persons  entitled  thereto  without  any  discrimination  or 
privilege. 

(c)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  been 
declared  due  ^and  payable,  and  if  such  declaration  shall 
thereafter  have  been  rescinded  and  annulled  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Article,  then,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  (b)  of  this  Section  which  shall  be  applicable 
in  the  event  that  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  later 
become  due  or  be  declared  due  and  payable,  the  moneys 
shall  be  applied  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (a)  of  this  Section. 

Whenever  moneys  are  to  be  applied  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Section,  such  moneys  shall  be  applied  at 
such  times,  and  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Trustee  sh^H 
determine,  having  due  regard  to  the  amount  of  such 
moneys  available  for  such  application  in  the  future.  When- 
ever the  Trustee  shall  apply  such  funds,  it  shall  fix  the 
date  (which  shall  be  an  interest  payment  date  unless  it 
shall  deem  another  date  more  suitable)  upon  which  such 
application  is  to  be  made  and  upon  such  date  interest  on 
the  amounts  of  principal  to  be  paid  on  such  date  shall 
cease  to  accrue.  The  Trustee  shall  give  such  notice  by  pub- 
lication or  mailing  as  it  may  deem  appropri^ate  of  the 
deposit  with  it  of  any  such  moneys  and  of  the  fixing  of 
any  such  date,  and  shall  not  be  required  to  make  payment 
to  the  Holder  of  any  unpaid  coupon  or  any  Bond  until  such 
coupon  or  such  Bond  shall  be  presented  to  the  Trustee  for 
;appropriate  endorsement  or  for  cancellation  if  fully  paid. 

Section  10.11.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intention  of  this 
Article  to  provide  rights  and  remedies  to  the  Trustee  and 
Bondholders  which  may  be  lawfully  granted  under  the 
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provisions  of  the  Act,  but  should  any  right  or  remedy 
herein  granted  be  held  to  be  unlawful,  the  Trustee,  and 
the  Bondholders  shall  be  entitled,  as  above  set  forth,  to 
every  other  right  and  remedy  provided  in  this  Ordinance 
and  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XI 

CONCERNING  THE  TRUSTEE 

Section  ll.pi.  By  executing  the  certificate  of  authenti- 
cation endorsed  upon  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall  signify 
its  acceptance  and  agree  to  execute  the  trusts  hereby 
created,  and  agree  to  act  as  paying  agent  for  the  Bonds, 
but  only  upon  the  additional  terms  set  forth  in  this  Article, 
to  all  of  which  the  City  agrees  and  the  respective  Holders 
of  the  Bonds  agree  upon  and  by  their  accept;ance  of  deliv- 
ery of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  11.02.  The  recitals,  statements  and  represen- 
tations in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds  contained,  save 
only  the  Trustee's  authentication  upon  the  Bonds,  shall  be 
t-aken  and  construed  as  made  by  and  on  the  part  of  the 
City,  and  not  by  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  does  not 
assume,  and  shall  not  have^  any  responsibility  or  obliga- 
tion for  the  correctness  of  any  thereof. 

Section  11.03.  The  Trustee  may  execute  any  of  the 
trusts  or  powers  hereof  and  perform  the  duties  required 
of  it  hereunder  by  or  through  attorneys,  agents,  receivers, 
or  employees,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  advice  of  counsel 
concerning  all  matters  of  trust  and  its  duty  hereunder, 
and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  answerable  for  the  default 
or  misconduct  of  any  such  attorney,  agent,  or  employee 
selected  by  it  with  reasonable  care.  The  Trustee  shall  not 
be  answerable  for  the  exercise  of  any  discretion  or  power 
under  this  Ordinance  or  for  anything  whatever  in  con- 
nection with  the  trust,  except  only  for  its  own  wilful 
misconduct  or  negligence. 

Section  11.04.  The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  pay- 
ment and/or  reimbursement  for  reasonable  fees  for  its 
Ordinary  Services  rendered  hereunder,  and  all  advances, 
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counsel  fees  and  other  Ordinary  Expenses  reasonably  and 
necessarily  made  or  incurred  by  the  Trustee  in  connection 
with  such  Ordinary  Services  ^nd^  in  the  event  that  it 
should  become  necessary  that  the  Trustee  perform  Ex- 
traordinary Services,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  reasonable 
extra  compensation  therefor,  and  to  reimbursement  for 
reasonable  necessary  Extraordinary  Expenses  in  connec- 
tion therewith;  provided,  that  if  such  Extraordinary 
Services  or  Extraordinary  Expenses  are  occasioned  by  the 
neglect  or  misconduct  of  the  Trustee,  it  shall  not  be  enti- 
tled to  compensation  or  reimbursement  therefor.  The 
Trustee  shall  have  a  lien  with  right  of  payment  prior  to 
payment  on  account  of  interest  or  principal  of  any  Bond 
for  the  foregoing  advances,  fees,  costs  and  expenses  in- 
curred. 

Section  11.05.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  required  to 
take  notice  or  be  deemed  to  have  notice,  of  any  Default 
under  this  Ordinance  other  th.an  a  Default  under  Section 
10.01(a)  or  Section  10.01(b)  hereof,  unless  specifically 
notified  in  writing  of  such  Default  by  the  Holders  of  at 
least  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  Outstanding.  The  Trustee  may,  however, 
at  any  time,  in  its  discretion,  require  of  the  City  full 
information  ^nd  advice  as  to  the  performance  of  any  of 
the  covenants,  conditions  and  agreements  contained 
herein. 

Section  11.06.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation 
to  take  any  action  in  respect  of  any  Default  or  otherwise, 
or  toward  the  execution  or  enforcement  of  any  of  the 
trusts  hereby  created,  or  to  institute,  appear  in  or  de- 
fend any  suit  or  other  proceeding  in  connection  therewith, 
unless  requested  in  writing  so  to  do  by  Holders  of  at  least 
twenty-five  PERCENT  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  Outstanding,  and  if  in  its  opinion  such  action 
may  tend  to  involve  it  in  expense  or  liability,  unless  fur- 
nished, from  time  to  time  as  often  as  it  may  require,  with 
security  and  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it ;  but  the  foregoing 
provisions  are  intended  only  for  the  protetcion  of  the 
Trustee,  and  shall  not  affect  any  discretion  or  power  given 
by  any  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  Trustee  to  take 
action  in  respect  of  any  Default  without  such  notice  or 
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request  from  the  Bondholders,  or  without  such  security  or 
indemnity. 

Section  11.07.  If  the  City  shall  fail  to  perform  any  of 
the  covenants  or  agreements  contained  in  this  Ordinance 
other  than  the  covenants  or  agreements  in  respect  of  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds, 
the  Trustee  may,  in  its  absolute  discretion  and  without 
notice  to  the  Bondholders,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to 
time,  make  advances  to  effect  performance  of  the  same  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  but  the  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obli- 
gation so  to  cTo;  and  any  and  all  moneys  paid  or  advanced 
by  the  Trustee  for  jany  such  purpose,  together  with  inter- 
est thereon  at  one  percentage  point  greater  than  the  rate 
of  interest  then  borne  by  the  1974  Series  Bonds  (if  law- 
ful), shall  be  a  claim  in  favor  of  the  Trustee  upon  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  prior 
to  the  claim  of  the  Bonds ;  but  no  such  advance  shall  oper- 
ate to  relieve  the  City  from  any  Default  hereunder. 

Section  11.08.  The  Trustee  shall  be  protected  and  shall 
incur  no  liability  in  acting  or  proceeding  in  good  faith 
upon  any  resolution,  notice,  telegram,  request,  consent, 
waiver,  certificate,  statement,  affidavit,  voucher,  bond, 
requisition  or  other  paper  or  document  which  it  shall  in 
good  faith  believe  to  be  genuine  and  to  have  been  passed 
or  signed  by  the  proper  board,  body  or  person  or  to  have 
been  prepared  ^nd  furnished  pursuant  to  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  or  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  the 
Trustee  shall  be  under  no  duty  to  make  any  investigation 
or  inquiry  as  to  any  statements  contained  or  matters  re- 
ferred to  in  any  such  instrument,  but  may  accept  and 
rely  upon  the  same  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  truth  and 
accuracy  of  such  statements.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be 
bound  to  recognize  any  person  as  a  Holder  of  any  Bond 
or  coupon  or  to  take  any  action  at  his  request  unless  such 
Bond  or  coupon  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustee  or 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  ownership  of  such  Bond  or 
coupon  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Trustee. 

Section  11.09.  The  Trustee  may  in  good  faith  buy, 
sell,  own,  hold  and  deal  in  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons 
issued  hereunder  and  secured  by  this  Ordinance,  and  may 
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join  in  any  action  which  ;any  Bondholder  may  be  entitled 
to  take  with  like  effect  as  if  the  Trustee  were  not  a  party 
to  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee,  either  as  principal  or 
agent,  may  also  engage  in  or  be  interested  in  any  financial 
or  other  transaction  with  the  City  or  the  Industry,  and 
may  act  as  depository,  trustee,  or  agent  for  any  committee 
or  body  of  Holders  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  or  other 
obligations  of  the  City  as  freely  as  if  it  were  not  Trustee 
hereunder. 

Section  11.10.  The  Trustee  may  allow  and  credit  inter- 
est upon  any  moneys  which  it  may  at  any  time  receive 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  at  such 
rate,  if  any,  as  it  customarily  allows  upon  similar  funds 
of  similar  size  and  under  similar  conditions.  All  interest 
allowed  on  any  such  moneys  shall  be  credited  as  provided 
in  Article  VII  with  respect  to  interest  on  investments. 

Section  11.11.  The  Trustee  may  construe  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  insofar  as  the  same  may 
appear  to  be  ambiguous  or  inconsistent  with  any  other 
provision  thereof,  and  any  construction  of  any  such  pro- 
visions hereof  by  the  Trustee  in  good  faith  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  the  Bondholders. 

Section  11.12.  The  Trustee  m,ay  resign  and  be  dis- 
charged of  the  trusts  created  by  this  Ordinance  by  execut- 
ing an  instrument  in  writing  resigning  such  trust  and 
specifying  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
and  filing  the  same  with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer  not 
less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  date  specified  in  such 
instrument  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  and 
by  giving  notice  of  such  resignation  by  publication  at 
least  once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  a  news- 
paper carrying  financial  news  published  at  least  weekly 
in  the  English  language  and  of  general  circulation  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  the  first  publication  of  said 
notice  to  appear  not  less  than  three  weeks  prior  to  the 
date  specified  in  such  notice  when  such  resignation  shall 
take  effect.  Such  resignation  shall  take  effect  on  the  day 
specified  in  such  instrument  and  notice,  unless  previously 
a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, in  which  event  such  resignation  shall  take  effect 
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immediately    on    the    appointment    of     such    successor 
Trustee. 

Section  11.13.  The  Trustee  may  be  removed  at  any 
time  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  appointing  a  successor, 
filed  with  the  Trustee  so  removed  and  executed  by  the 
Holders  of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds 
then  Outstanding. 

Section  11.14.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign,  or  shall  be  removed,  or  be  dissolved,  or  if  its 
property  or  affairs  shall  be  taken  under  the  control  of  any 
state  or  federal  court  or  administrative  body  because  of 
insolvency  or  bankruptcy,  or  for  any  other  reason,  a  va- 
cancy shall  forthwith  and  ipso  facto  exist  in  the  office  of 
Trustee  and  a  successor  may  be  appointed  by  the  Holders 
of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Out- 
standing, by  an  instrument  or  instruments  in  writing 
filed  with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  signed  by  such 
Bondholders  or  by  their  attorneys-in-fact  duly  authorized. 
Copies  of  each  instrument  shall  be  promptly  delivered  by 
the  City  to  the  predecessor  Trustee  and  to  the  Trustee 
so  appointed. 

Until  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bond- 
holders as  herein  authorized,  the  City,  by  an  instru- 
ment authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance,  may  appoint  a  Trustee  to  fill  such  vacancy.  After 
any  appointment  by  the  City,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  such 
appointment  to  be  published  once  in  each  of  two  consecu- 
tive weeks  in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial  news  pub- 
lished at  least  weekly  in  the  English  language  ^nd  of 
general  circulation  in  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Any  new 
Trustee  so  appointed  by  the  City  shall  immediately  and 
without  further  act  be  superseded  by  a  Trustee  appointed 
by  the  Bondholders  in  the  manner  above  provided. 

Section  11.15.  Every  successor  in  the  trust  hereunder 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  shall 
be  a  trust  company,  a  bank  and  trust  company  or  a  na- 
tional bank  with  trust  powers,  having  a  combined  capital 
and  surplus  of  at  least  Ten  Million  Dollars  ($10,000,000) 
if  there  be  such  a  trust  company,  b/ank  and  trust  com- 
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pany  or  national  bank  willing  and  able  to  accept  the  trust 
on  reasonable  and  customary  terms. 

Section  11.16.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign  and  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  sh^ll 
be  made  pursu^ant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Article  prior  to  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  of  resig- 
nation as  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
the  retiring  Trustee  may  forthwith  apply  to  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  for  the  appointment  of  a  succes- 
sor Trustee.  If  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee 
shall  be  made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Article  within  six  (6)  months  after  a  vacancy  shall  have 
occurred  in  the  office  of  Trustee,  the  Holder  of  any  Bond 
may  apply  to  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  ap- 
point a  successor  Trustee.  Such  court  may  thereupon,  after 
such  notice,  if  any,  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  prescribe, 
appoint  a  successor  Trustee. 

Section  11.17.  Any  successor  Trustee  appointed  here- 
under shall  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  the  City 
an  instrument  accepting  such  appointment  hereunder,  and 
thereupon  such  successor  Trustee,  without  any  further  act, 
deed  or  conveyance,  shall  become  duly  vested  with  all  the 
estates,  property,  rights,  powers,  trusts,  duties  and  obli- 
gations of  its  predecessor  in  the  trust  hereunder,  with  like 
effect  as  if  originally  named  Trustee  herein.  Upon  request 
of  such  Trustee,  the  Trustee  ceasing  to  act  and  the  City 
shall  execute  and  deliver  an  instrument  transferring  to 
such  successor  Trustee  all  the  estates,  property,  rights, 
powers  and  trusts  hereunder  of  the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to 
act,  and  the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to  act  shall  pay  over  to 
the  successor  Trustee  all  moneys  and  other  assets  at  the 
time  held  by  it  hereunder. 

Section  11.18.  Any  corporation  into  which  any  Trustee 
hereunder  may  be  merged  or  with  which  it  may  be  con- 
solidated, or  any  corporation  resulting  from  any  merger 
or  consolidation  to  which  any  Trustee  hereunder  shall  be 
a  partj^  shall  be  the  successor  Trustee  under  this  Ordi- 
nance, without  the  execution  or  filing  of  any  paper  or 
any  further  act  on  the  part  of  the  parties  hereto,  any- 
thing herein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
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Section  11.19.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions 
of  this  Article  XI,  the  Trustee  shall,  during  the  existence 
of  an  Event  of  Default  known  to  the  Trustee,  exercise 
such  of  the  rights  and  powers  vested  in  it  by  this  Ordi- 
nance and  use  the  same  degree  of  skill  and  care  in  their 
exercise  as  a  prudent  man  would  use  and  exercise  under 
the  circumstances  in  the  conduct  of  his  o\\ti  affairs. 

Section  11.20.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  De- 
fault known  to  the  Trustee,  the  Trustee  shall  within  thirty 
(30)  days  give  written  notice  thereof  by  mail  to  each 
registered  Holder  of  Bonds  then  Outstanding  at  the  last 
address  shown  on  the  registration  books,  unless  such 
Event  of  Default  shall  have  been  cured  before  the  giving 
of  such  notice. 

Section  11.21.  In  any  judicial  proceeding  to  which  the 
City  is  a  party  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustee 
and  its  counsel  has  a  substantial  bearing  on  the  interests 
of  Holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may  intervene  on 
be:ialf  of  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  and  shall,  upon  receipt 
of  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it,  do  so  if  requested  in  writ- 
ing by  the  Holders  of  at  least  twenty-five  percent  (25%) 
in  principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  Outstanding  if  per- 
mitted by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 


ARTICLE  XII 

EXECUTION  OF  INSTRUMENT  BY 

BONDHOLDERS  AND  PROOF  OF 

OWNERSHIP  OF  BONDS 

Section  12.01.  Any  request,  direction,  consent  or  other 
instrument  in  writing  required  or  permitted  by  this  Ordi- 
nance to  be  signed  or  executed  by  Bondholders  may  be 
in  any  number  of  concurrent  instruments  of  similar 
tenor  and  may  be  signed  or  executed  by  such  Bondholders 
in  person  or  by  agent  appointed  by  an  instrument  in  writ- 
ing. Proof  of  the  execution  of  any  such  instrument  and 
of  the  ownership  of  Bonds  shall  be  sufficient  for  any  pur- 
pose of  this  Ordinance  and  shall  be  conclusive  in  favor 
of  the  Trustee  with  regard  to  any  action  taken  by  it 
under  such  instrument  if  made  in  the  following  manner: 
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(a)  The  fact  and  date  of  the  execution  by  any  person 
of  3ny  such  instrument  may  be  proved  by  the  certificate 
of  any  officer  in  any  jurisdiction  who,  by  the  laws  thereof, 
has  power  to  take  acknowledgments  within  such  juris- 
diction, to  the  effect  that  the  person  signing  such  instru- 
ment acknowledged  before  him  the  execution  thereof,  or 
by  an  affidavit  of  a  witness  to  such  execution. 

(b)  The  fact  of  the  holding  of  Bonds  hereunder  by  any 
Bondholder  and  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  and  the  date 
of  his  holding  the  same  (unless  such  Bonds  be  registered 
as  to  principal)  m.ay  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the  person 
claiming  to  be  such  Holder,  if  such  affidavit  shall  be 
deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory,  or  by  a  certifi- 
cate executed  by  any  trust  company,  bank,  banker  or 
member  of  the  National  Association  of  Securities  Dealers 
or  any  other  depository,  wherever  situated,  if  such  cer- 
tificate shall  be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory, 
showing  that  at  the  date  therein  mentioned  such  person 
had  on  deposit  with  such  trust  company,  bank,  banker, 
or  other  depository  the  Bonds  described  in  such  certificate. 
The  Trustee  may  conclusively  assume  that  such  owner- 
ship continues  until  written  notice  to  the  contrary  is 
served  upon  the  Trustee.  The  ownership  of  Bonds  regis- 
tered as  to  principal  shall  be  proved  by  the  registration 
books  kept  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2.08  of  this 
Ordinance. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  as 
limiting  the  Trustee  to  such  proof,  it  being  intended  tliat 
the  Trustee  may  accept  any  other  evidence  of  the  matters 
herein  stated  which  it  may  deem  sufficient.  Any  request 
or  consent  of  the  Holder  of  any  Bond  shall  bind  every 
future  Holder  of  the  same  Bond  in  respect  of  anjrthing 
done  by  the  Trustee  in  pursuance  of  such  request  or 
consent. 


ARTICLE  XIII 

MODIFICATION  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE  AND 
THE  LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  13.01.     This  Ordinance  shall  not  be  modified  or 
amended   in  any    respect  except  as   provided  in  and  in 
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accordance   with   and   subject  to  the   provisions   of  this 
Article. 

Section  13.02.  1.  The  City  may,  from  time  to  time, 
and  at  any  time,  without  the  consent  of  Bondholders, 
adopt  ordinances  supplemental  to  this  Ordinance  as  fol- 
lows: 

(a)  To  specify  and  determine  any  matters  and  things 
relative  to  Bonds  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 
with  this  Ordinance  and  which  sh^ll  not  adversely  affect 
the  interest  of  "the  Bondholders ;  or 

(b)  To  cure  any  formal  defect,  omission  or  ambiguity 
in  this  Ordinance  if  such  action  does  not  adversely  affect 
the  rights  of  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(c)  To  grant  to  or  confer  upon  the  Trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Bondholders  any  additional  rights,  reme- 
dies, powers,  authority  or  security  which  may  lawfully 
be  granted  or  conferred  and  which  are  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinjance  as  heretofore  in  effect; 
or 

(d)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the 
City  in  this  Ordinance,  other  covenants  and  agreements 
to  be  observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect; 
or 

(e)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this 
Ordinance,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be  ob- 
served by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  incon- 
sistent with  this  Ordinance  as   theretofore  in  effect;  or 

(f)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge 
under,  and  the  subjection  to  any  claim,  lien  or  pledge 
created  or  to  be  created  by,  this  Ordinance,  of  the  Re- 
ceipts and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  or  of  any 
other  moneys,  securities  or  funds. 

2.  Before  the  City  shall  adopt  any  supplemental  ordi- 
nance pursuant  to  this  Section,  there  shall  h^ave  been  filed 
with  the  Trustee  an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such 
supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this 
Ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms,  and  that  upon 
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enactment  it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in 
accordance  with  its  terms. 

Section  13.03.  1.  Subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
contained  in  this  Section  ^and  not  otherwise,  the  Holders 
of  not  less  than  sixty-six  and  two-thirds  percent  (662/^%) 
in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Out- 
standing shall  have  the  right  from  time  to  time,  to  con- 
sent to  and  approve  the  adoption  by  the  City  of  any 
supplemental  ordinance  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  or 
desirable  by  the  City  for  the  purposes  of  modifying,  alter- 
ing, amending,  adding  to  or  rescinding,  in  any  particular, 
any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  contained  in  this  Ordi- 
nance; provided,  however,  that,  unless  approved  in  writing 
by  all  the  Holders  of  Outstanding  Bonds,  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  permit,  or  be  construed  as  permitting, 
(i)  a  change  in  the  terms  of  redemption  or  maturity  of 
the  principal  of  or  the  interest  on  .any  Outstanding  Bond, 
or  a  reduction  in  the  principal  amount  or  redemption 
price  of  any  Outstanding  Bond  or  the  rate  of  interest 
thereon,  or  (ii)  the  creation  of  a  claim  or  lien  upon,  or 
a  pledge  of,  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from 
the  Loan  ranking  prior  to  or  on  a  parity  with  the  claim, 
lien  or  pledge  created  by  this  Ordinance,  or  (iii)  a  pref- 
erence or  priority  of  any  Bond  or  Bonds  over  any  other 
Bond  or  Bonds,  or  (iv)  a  reduction  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  required  for  consent  to 
such  supplemental  ordinance. 

2.  If  at  any  time  the  City  shall  determine  to  adopt 
any  supplemental  ordinance  for  any  of  the  purposes  of 
this  Section,  if  coupon  Bonds  are  then  Outstanding,  it  shall 
cause  notice  of  the  proposed  supplemental  ordinance  to 
be  published  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks 
in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial  news  published  at  least 
weekly  in  the  English  language  and  of  general  circulation 
in  Baltimore,  Maryland.  It  shall  also  cause  a  similar  notice 
to  be  mailed  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  all 
Holders  of  Bonds  registered  as  to  principal  and  to  all 
Bondholders  who  shall  have  filed  their  names  and  ad- 
dresses with  the  Trustee  for  such  purpose.  Such  notice 
shall  briefly  set  forth  the  nature  of  the  proposed  supple- 
mental ordinance  and  shall  st^te  that  a  copy  thereof  is 
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on  file  at  the  office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection  by  all 
Bondholders. 

3.  Within  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  days  after 
the  date  of  the  first  publication  of  such  notice,  the  City 
may  enact  (the  date  of  enactment  shall  be  the  date  of 
passage  and  not  the  effective  date)  such  supplemental 
ordinance  in  substantially  the  form  described  in  such 
notice  only  if  there  shall  have  first  been  filed  with  the 
City  (a)  the  written  consents  of  Holders  of  not  less  than 
sixty-six  and  two-thirds  percent  (662/^%)  in  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding  and  (b) 
an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such  supplemental  ordi- 
nance is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this  Ordinance  and 
complies  with  its  terms,  and  that  upon  enactment  it  will 
be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in  accordance  with 
its  terms. 

4.  If  the  Holders  of  not  less  than  the  percentage  of 
Bonds  required  by  this  Section  shall  have  consented  to 
and  approved  the  enactment  thereof  as  herein  provided, 
no  Holder  of  any  Bond  shall  have  any  right  to  object  to 
the  enactment  of  such  supplemental  ordinance,  or  to  ob- 
ject to  any  of  the  terms  ,and  provisions  contained  therein 
or  the  operation  thereof,  or  in  any  manner  to  question 
the  propriety  of  the  enactment  thereof,  or  to  enjoin  or 
restrain  the  City  from  enacting  the  same  or  from  taking 
any  action  pursuant  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

5.  Upon  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  ordinance 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  this  Ordinance 
shall  be,  and  be  deemed  to  be,  modified  and  amended  in 
accordance  therewith,  and  the  respective  rights,  duties 
and  obligations  under  this  Ordinance  of  the  City,  the 
Trustee  and  all  Holders  of  Bonds  then  Outstanding  shall 
thereafter  be  determined,  exercised  and  enforced  under 
this  Ordinance  subject  in  all  respects  to  such  modifica- 
tions and  amendments. 

Section  13.04.  Any  supplemental  ordin.ance  adopted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  there- 
after form  a  part  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  contained  in  any  sucJi  supplemental  ordinance 
as  to  any  provision    authorized  to  be  contained  therein 
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shall  be  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  Ordinance  for  any  and  all  such  purposes. 

Section  13.05.  Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, any  supplemental  ordinance  under  this 
Article  which  affects  any  rights,  powers  or  authority  of 
the  Industry  under  the  Loan  Agreement  or  requires  a  re- 
vision of  the  Loan  Agreement  shall  not  become  effective 
unless  and  until  the  Industry  shall  have  consented  to  such 
supplemental  ordinance. 

Section  13.06.  The  City  and  the  Trustee  may,  without 
the  consent  of  or  notice  to  the  Bondholders  consent  to  any 
amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment as  may  be  required  (i)  by  the  provisions  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  and  this  Ordinance,  (ii)  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  of  Additional  Bonds  as  provided  in 
Section  2.09  hereof,  (iii)  for  the  purpose  of  curing  any 
ambiguity  or  formal  defect  or  omission,  or  (iv)  in  connec- 
tion with  any  other  change  therein  which,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Trustee,  is  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Trustee, 
or  materially  adverse  to  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  13.07.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  13.06  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  consent 
to  any  amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  without  publication  of  notice  and  the  written 
approval  or  consent  of  the  Holders  of  not  less  than  sixty- 
six  and  two-thirds  percent  (662/^%)  in  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time  Outstanding  given  and 
procured  as  in  Section  13.03  provided.  If  at  any  time  the 
City  and  the  Industry  shall  request  the  consent  of  the 
Trustee  to  any  such  proposed  amendment,  change  or 
modification,  the  Trustee  shall  cause  notice  of  such  pro- 
posed amendment,  change  or  modification  to  be  published 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  Section  13.03  with 
respect  to  supplemental  ordinances.  Such  notice  shall 
briefly  set  forth  the  nature  of  such  proposed  amendment, 
change  or  modification  and  shall  state  that  copies  of  the 
instrument  embodying  the  same  are  on  file  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection  by  all  Bondholders. 
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ARTICLE  XIV 
MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  14.01.  In  the  event  of  the  dissolution  of  the 
City,  all  the  covenants,  stipulations,  promises  and  agree- 
ments in  this  Ordinance  contained,  by  or  on  behalf  of,  or 
for  the  benefit  of,  the  City,  shall  bind  or  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  successors  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
and  any  entity,  officer,  board,  commission,  agency  or  instru- 
mentality to  whom  or  to  which  any  power  or  duty  of  the 
City  shall  be  transferred. 

Section  14.02.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  specifically 
provided,  nothing  in  this  Ordinance  expressed  or  implied 
is  intended  or  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  and  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued 
hereunder,  any  right,  remedy  or  claim  under  or  by  reason 
of  this  Ordinance,  this  Ordinance  being  intended  to  be 
for  the  sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  and  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued 
hereunder. 

Section  14.03.  In  case  any  one  or  more  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  issued  hereunder  shall,  for  any  rea- 
son, be  held  to  be  illegal  or  invalid,  such  illegality  or  in- 
validity shall  not  aifect  any  other  provision  of  this  Ordi- 
nance or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of  said  Bonds  or 
coupons,  and  this  Ordinance  and  the  Loan  Agreement  and 
the  Bonds  e*=  AND  coupons  shall  be  construed  and  enforced 
as  if  such  illegal  or  invalid  provisions  had  not  been  con- 
tained therein. 

Section  14.04.  No  covenant  or  agreement  contained  in 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  the  covenant  or  agreement  of  any  official,  officer, 
agent,  or  employee  of  the  City  in  his  individual  capacity, 
and  neither  the  members  of  the  City  Council  nor  any 
official  executing  the  Bonds  shall  be  liable  personally  on 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  be  subject  to  any  personal  liability 
or  accountability  by  reason  of  the  issuance  thereof. 
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Section  14.05.  The  l^ws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall 
govern  the  construction  of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  Bonds 
and  coupons  issued  hereunder.

The  Bonds  are  equally  and  ratably  secured,  to  the  extent 
provided  in  the  Ordinance,  by  the  pledge  thereunder  of 
the  "Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan", 
which  term  is  used  herein  as  defined  in  the  Ordinance  and 
which  as  therein  defined  includes  all  the  payments  pay- 
able by  the  Industry  to  the  City  under  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment between  the  City  and  the  Industry  dated  as  of 

(the  "Loan  Agreement")  and  all  other  revenues  of  the 
City  attributable  to  the  financing  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities. 

As  more  fully  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  the  Bonds 
do  not  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  obligation  to  which 
the  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  are  pledged  but  are 
limited  obligations  of  the  City,  which  is  obligated  to  pay 
the  principal  of  and  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  only  out 
of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan. 
The  Bonds  may  also  be  paid  out  of  any  other  moneys  made 
available  to  the  City  or  the  Trustee  for  the  pajTuent 
thereof.  The  principal  of  and  the  interest  on  this  Bond 
does  not,  and  shall  not  ever,  constitute  an  indebtedness  or 
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a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of 
the  State  of  Maryland  or  the  City  or  any  other  political 
subdivision  of  such  State  within  the  meaning  of  any  con- 
stitutional or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and 
shall  not  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability 
of  the  City. 

Reference  is  hereby  made  to  the  Ordinance  for  a  full 
and  complete  statement  of  the  provisions  with  respect  to 
the  custody  and  application  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds, 
the  collection  and  disposition  of  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  "City  from  the  Loan  pledged  as  security  for 
the  payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon,  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  security  and  the  rights  of  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  ^nd  coupons  in  respect  thereto,  the 
terms  and  conditions  on  which,  and  the  purposes  for 
which,  the  Bonds  are  issued  and  the  rights,  duties  and 
obligations  of  the  City  and  the  Trustee  thereunder,  to  all 
of  which  the  holder  hereof,  by  acceptance  of  this  Bond, 
assents. 

As  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  bonds  of  other  series  rank- 
ing on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds  of  the  series  of  which 
this  Bond  is  one  may  be  issued,  and  such  additional  bonds 
may  v,ary  in  such  manner  as  is  provided  and  permitted 
in  the  Ordinance. 

This  Bond  is  transferable,  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance, 
only  upon  the  books  of  the  City  kept  at  the  principal  office 
of  the  City  Treasurer,  by  the  registered  owner  thereof  in 
person  or  by  his  duly  authorized  attorney,  and  similarly 
noted  thereon,  or  it  may  be  surrendered  in  exchange  for 
new  Bonds  of  the  same  aggregate  principal  amount  and 
interest  rate,  in  coupon  or  registered  form,  as  provided  in 
the  Ordinance. 

The  Bonds  are  issuable  in  the  form  of  coupon  Bonds, 
registrable  as  to  principal  only,  in  the  denomination  of 
?5,000  each,  and  in  the  form  of  registered  Bonds  without 
coupons  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000  each  or  any  multiple 
thereof  not  exceeding  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
Bonds  maturing  in  any  one  year.  Bonds,  upon  surrender 
thereof  at  the  principal  office  of  the  City  Ti'easurer,  with 
all  unmatured  coupons  may,  at  the  option  of  the  holder 
thereof,  be  exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate  principal 
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amount  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the  same 
maturity  ^nd  interest  rate  of  any  of  the  authorized  de- 
nominations, upon  payment  of  any  tax  or  other  govern- 
mental charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such 
exchange,  and  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  condi- 
tions provided  in  the  Ordinance.  In  like  manner,  upon  pay- 
ment of  any  required  tax  or  other  governmental  charge 
and  subject  to  such  conditions,  registered  Bonds  without 
coupons,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  the  principal  office 
of  the  City  Treasurer,  with  a  written  instrument  of 
transfer  satisfactory  to  the  City  Treasurer,  duly  executed 
by  the  registered  owner  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney, 
may,  at  the  option  of  the  registered  owner  thereof,  be 
exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
coupon  Bonds  of  the  same  maturity  and  interest  rate  with 
appropriate  coupons  attached  or  of  registered  Bonds  with- 
out coupons  of  the  same  maturity  and  interest  rate  of  any 
other  authorized  denominations.

of    the    Certificate    of    Authentication    inscribed    hereon.

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

THIS  LOAN  AGREEMENT,  dated  as  of  , 

between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a 

body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  DOVER 
POULTRY  PRODUCTS,  INC.,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  party  of  the  second 
part, 

WITNESSETH : 

IN  CONSIDERATION  of  the  respective  representa- 
tions and  agreements  hereinafter  contained,  the  parties 
hereto  agree  as  follows  (provided,  that  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  agreements  of  the  P;arty  of  the  first  part  herein 
contained,  any  obligation  it  may  thereby  incur  for  the 
payment  of  money  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability 
or  a  charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing 
powers  but  shall  be  payable  solely  out  of  the  proceeds 
derived  from  this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds  referred  to  in  Section  3.2  hereof) : 

ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

Section  1.1.  Certain  terms  used  in  this  Loan  Agree- 
ment are  hereinafter  defined  in  this  Section  1.1.  When 
used  herein,  such  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  given  to 
them  by  the  language  employed  in  this  Article  I  defining 
such  terms,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise: 
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"Act"  means  Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Arti- 
cle 41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replace- 
ment Volume,  as  amended),  and  all  future  acts  supple- 
mental thereto  or  amendatory  thereof. 

"Agreement'*  or  "Loan  Agreement"  means  the  within 
Loan  Agreement  between  the  City  .and  the  Industry. 

"Authorized  City  Representative"  means  the  person  at 
the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  City  by 
written  certificate  furnished  to  the  Industry  and  the 
Trustee,  containing  the  specimen  signature  of  such  per- 
son and  signed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor.  Such 
certificate   may    designate   an   alternate   or   alternates. 

"Authorized  Industry  Representative"  means  the  per- 
son at  the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Industry 
by  written  certificate  furnished  to  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  containing  the  specimen  signature  of  such  per- 
son and  signed  on  behalf  of  the  Industry  by  its  President, 
or  any  Vice  President.  Such  certificate  may  designate  an 
alternate  or  ;alternates. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  means  the  Hollins  Ferry  Road  plant 
located  within  the  City  and  operated  by  the  Industry. 

"Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
issued  and  outstanding  under  the  Ordinance.  The  1974 
Series  Bonds  means  the  Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bonds 
(Dover  Poultry  Products  Project),  1974  Series,  of  the 
City  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance. 

"Bond  Fund"  means  the  Bond  Fund  created  in  Section 
5.02  of  the  Ordinance  ^nd  referred  to  herein. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  corporate  and  politic  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners"  means  that  board  of  finance  known  as 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

"Completion  Date"  means  the  date  of  completion  of  the 
construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  as  that 
date  shall  be  certified  as  provided  in  Section  3.5  hereof. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  Construction  Fund  cre- 
ated in  Section  6.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to 
herein. 
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"Independent  Counsel"  means  an  attorney  duly  ad- 
mitted to  practice  law  before  the  highest  court  of  any 
state  and  not  an  employee  of  either  the  City  or  the 
Industry. 

"Industry"  means:  (i)  the  party  of  the  second  part 
hereto  and  its  successors  and  assigns;  and  (ii)  any  sur- 
viving, resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as  provided 
in  Section  6.3  hereof. 

"Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  any  successor  body. 

"Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry  in 
substantially  the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  this 
Agreement. 

"Ordinance"  means  the  Ordinance  of  the  City  enacted 

on  ,   1974  providing  for  the  terms  and 

provisions  under  which  the  Bonds  will  be  issued  and  pur- 
suant to  which  the  City's  interest  in  this  Agreement  is 
pledged  as  security  for  the  payment  of  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds. 

"Pollution  Control  Facilities"  means  the  pollution  con- 
trol facilities  at  the  Baltimore  Plant  of  the  Industry, 
described  in  Exhibit  A  to  this  Agreement,  and  related 
improvements  and  any  substitutions  therefor,  to  be  ac- 
quired by  the  Industry  and  to  be  financed  under  this 
Agreement  and  the  Ordinance  for  operation  by  the  Indus- 
try as  pollution  control  facilities,  as  defined  in  the  Act. 

"Resolution"  shall  mean  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  providing  for  the  details  of  the 
Bonds,  all  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  nie,ans  the  trust  company  or  banking  corpora- 
tion and  its  successor  or  successors  as  trustee  under  the 
Ordinance,  designated  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds 
by  the  Resolution. 

The  words  "hereof",  "herein",  "hereunder",  and  other 
words  of  similar  import  refer  to  this  Loan  Agreement  as 
a  whole. 

References  to  Articles,  Sections,  and  other  subdivisions 
of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  to  the  designated  Articles,

Sections,  and  other  subdivisions  of  this  Loan  Agreement 
as  originally  executed. 

The  headings  in  this  Loan  Agreement  ^re  for  conven- 
ience only  and  shall  not  define  or  limit  the  provisions 
hereof. 


ARTICLE  II 

REPRESENTATIONS  AND  UNDERTAKINGS 

Section  2.1.  Representations  hy  the  City.  The  City 
makes  the  following  representations  as  the  basis  for  the 
undertakings  on  the  part  of  the  Industry  herein  con- 
tained : 

(a)  The  City  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  and  a  body  corporate  and  politic  created  and 
existing  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Maryland ; 

(b)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  the  power 
to  enter  into  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Agree- 
ment and  to  carry  out  its  obligations  hereunder ; 

(c)  The  City  is  not  in  default  under  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  which  would 
affect  its  existence  or  its  powers  referred  to  in  the  preced- 
ing subsection  (b) ; 

(d)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  power  to 
enter  into  this  Agreement,  and  by  ordinance  has  duly 
authorized  the  execution  and  delivery  hereof ;  and 

(e)  Under  existing  statutes  and  decisions  no  taxes  on 
income  or  profits  are  imposed  on  the  City. 

Section  2.2.  Representations  by  the  Industry,  The 
Industry  makes  the  following  representations  as  the  basis 
for  the  undertakings  on  its  part  herein  contained : 

(a)  The  Industry  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  Maryland,  is  in  good  standing  under  its 
charter  and  the  laws  of  Maryland,  and  has  power  to  enter 
into  this  Agreement  and  by  proper  corporate  action  has 
been  duly  jauthorized  to  execute  and  deliver  this  Agree- 
ment. 
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(b)  Neither  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  consummation  of  the  transactions  contemplated 
hereby,  nor  the  fulfillment  of  or  compliance  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  Agreement,  conflict  with  or 
result  in  a  breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  pro- 
visions of  any  corporate  restriction  of  any  agreement  or 
instrument  to  which  the  Industry  is  now  a  party  or  by 
which  it  is  bound,  or  constitute  a  default  under  any  of 
the  foregoing. 

(c)  The  City  and  the  Industry  agreed  that  the  City 
would  assisfthe  Industry  to  finance  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  through  the  issuance  of  Bonds  pursuant  to  the 
Act  in  order  to  reduce  the  quantity  of  certain  solids  and 
greases  in  the  wastewater  discharged  from  the  Baltimore 
Pliant  into  the  City's  sewer  system.  The  construction  of 
Pollution  Control  Facilities,  including  the  reimbursement 
of  the  Industry  for  loans  incurred  or  funds  heretofore 
advanced  as  aforesaid  for  such  purposes,  will  require  the 
expenditure  of  not  exceeding  $350,000.  When  completed 
the  Industry  proposes  to  operate  and  maintain  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  in  accordance  with  all  applicable 
statutes,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  treatment  and  dis- 
position of  the  industrial  wastewater  originating  at  the 
Baltimore  Plant  (and  such  other  industrial  waste  as  may 
be  treated  in  accordance  with  this  Agreement) . 

Section  2.3.  Findings  by  City.  The  City  hereby  con- 
firms its  findings  that : 

(a)  The  Industry  is  engaged  in  industrial  activities 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  requiring  substantial 
capital  and  creating  substantial  employment  opportuni- 
ties, and  is  financially  able  to  assume  all  obligations  pre- 
scribed by  the  Act  and  by  the  Ordinance  and  is  qualified 
as  an  ''industrial  concern"  to  borrow  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  from  the  City  to  finance  the  acquisition  by  the 
Industry  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  for  purposes 
of  the  Act ; 

(b)  The  Pollution  Control  Facilities  will  promote  the 
purposes  of  the  Act  by  (i)  maintaining  employment  and 
relieving  unemployment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, and  elsewhere  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  (ii)  encour- 
aging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in 
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the  State  of  Maryland,  (iii)  assisting  in  the  retention  of 
existing  industry  in  the  State  of  Maryland  through  the 
control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  envi- 
ronment; (iv)  promoting  economic  development;  (v) 
protecting  natural  resources;  and  (vi)  thus  promoting 
the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

ARTICLE  III 

CONSTRUCTION  OF 
POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITIES 

Section  3.1.  Agreement  to  Construct  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities.  The  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  proceed 
with  all  reasonable  dispatch  to  construct,  install  and  com- 
plete the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

Section  3.2.  Agreement  to  Issue  197 Ii,  Series  Bonds; 
Application  of  Bond  Proceeds.  In  order  to  provide  funds 
for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facili- 
ties, the  City  agrees  that  it  will  sell  and  cause  to  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  purchasers  thereof  the  1974  Series  Bonds  in 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $350,- 
000,  and  will  thereupon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund 
all  accrued  interest  received  on  the  sale  of  the  Bonds ;  and 
(ii)  deposit  in  the  Construction  Fund  the  balance  of  the 
proceeds  received  from  said  sale. 

Section  3.3.  Disbursements  from  the  Construction 
Fund.  The  City  shall  in  the  Ordinance  authorize  and 
direct  the  Trustee  to  use  the  moneys  in  the  Construction 
Fund  for  the  following  purposes  (but  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of   Section  3.8  hereof,  for  no  other  purposes) : 

(a)  Payment  of  the  initial  or  acceptance  fee  of  the 
Trustee,  the  fees  for  filing  any  financing  statements  and 
any  curative  documents  that  either  the  Trustee,  the  City 
or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem  desirable  to  file  for 
record  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  security  interest 
under  the  Ordinance;  and  the  fees  and  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  any  actions  or  proceedings  that  either  the 
Trustee,  the  Industry,  or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem 
desirable  to  bring  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  secu- 
rity interest  under  the  Ordinance. 
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(b)  Payment  to  the  Industry  of  such  amounts,  if  any, 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  reimburse  the  Industry  in  full  for 
all  advances  and  payments  made  by  the  Industry  prior 
to  or  after  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  for  expenditures  in 
connection  with  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  the  preparation  of  plans 
and  specifications  therefor  (including  any  preliminary 
study  or  planning  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or 
any  aspect  thereof)  and  all  construction,  acquisition  and 
installation  expenses  required  to  provide  utility  services 
or  other  facilities,  and  all  real  or  personal  properties 
deemed  necessary  in  connection  with  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  (including  architectural,  engineering  and 
supervisory  services  with  respect  to  any  of  the  foregoing) . 

(c)  Payment  of  the  cost  of  legal,  financial  and  account- 
ing fees  and  expenses,  and  reproduction  costs  incurred  in 
connection  with  the  authorization,  sale  and  issuance  of 
the  Bonds,  the  preparation  of  this  Agreement,  the  Ordi- 
nance, the  Resolution,  and  all  other  documents  in  connec- 
tion therewith  and  in  connection  with  the  acquisition  and 
construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

(d)  Payment  for  labor,  services,  materials  and  supplies 
used  or  furnished  in  site  improvement  and  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  payment  for 
the  cost  of  the  construction,  acquisition,  and  installation 
of  utility  services  or  other  facilities,  and  all  real  and  per- 
sonal property  deemed  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  payment  for  the  miscel- 
laneous expenses  incidental  to  any  of  the  foregoing  items 
including  the  premium  on  any  surety  bond. 

(e)  Payment  of  the  fees,  or  out-of-pocket  expenses  of 
the  City,  if  any,  incurred  with  respect  to  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities. 

(f )  Payment  to  the  Trustee  as  such  payments  become 
due,  of  the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  (as  Trustee 
and  paying  agent)  properly  incurred  under  the  Ordinance 
that  may  become  due  prior  to  the  Completion  Date,  or  re- 
imbursement thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(g)  To  such  extent  as  they  shall  not  have  been  paid 
by  a  contractor  for  construction  or  installation  with  re- 
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spect  to  any  part  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  pay- 
ment of  the  premiums  on  all  insurance  required  to  be 
taken  out  and  maintained  during  the  construction  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities,  or  reimbursement  thereof  if 
paid  by  the  Industry. 

(h)  Payment  of  the  taxes,  assessments  and  other 
charges,  if  any,  that  may  have  become  payable  during  the 
construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  or  reim- 
bursement thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(i)  Payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  seeking  to  enforce 
any  remedy  against  any  contractor  or  subcontractor  in 
respect  of  any  default  under  a  contract  relating  to  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

(j)  Payment  of  any  other  costs  and  expenses  relating 
to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  including,  without  limi- 
tation, the  payment  of  interest  on  the  Bonds  until  the 
Completion  Date,  but  in  no  event  for  .a  period  longer  than 
three  (3)  years  following  the  date  of  the  Bonds. 

(k)  All  moneys  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund 
after  payment  in  full  of  the  costs  of  acquiring,  construct- 
ing and  equipping  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  and 
after  payment  of  all  other  items  (or  making  provisions 
for  the  payment  thereof)  provided  for  in  the  preceding 
subsections  (a)  to  (j),  inclusive,  of  this  Section,  shall  at 
the  direction  of  the  Industry  be:  (i)  used  by  the  Trustee 
for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  for  the  purpose  of  cancellation, 
at  prices  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount  thereof  plus 
accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery,  or  (ii) 
paid  into  the  Bond  Fund. 

Each  of  the  payments  made  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
subsections  (a)  to  (j),  inclusive,  of  this  Section,  shall  be 
made  only  upon  receipt  by  the  Trustee  of  a  written  order 
by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative,  approved  by 
the  Authorized  City  Representative,  which  approval 
shall  not  be  unreasonably  withheld,  which  shall  certify 
with  respect  to  each  such  payment:  (i)  that  none  of  the 
items  for  which  the  payment  is  proposed  to  be  made  has 
formed  the  b,asis  for  any  payment  theretofore  made  from 
the  Construction  Fund;  and  (ii)  that  each  item  for  which 
the  payment  is  proposed  to  be  made  is  or  was  necessary 
in  connection  with  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 
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Section  3.4.  Trustee  May  Rely  on  Orders  and  Certifica- 
tions. In  making  any  such  payment  from  the  Construction 
Fund,  the  Trustee  may  rely  on  any  such  orders  and  cer- 
tifications delivered  to  it  pursuant  to  Section  3.3.,  and  the 
Trustee  shall  be  relieved  of  all  liability  with  respect  to 
making  such  payments  in  accordance  with  such  orders 
and  certifications. 

Section  3.5.  Establishment  of  Completion  Date,  The 
Completion  Date  sh^ll  be  evidenced  to  the  Trustee  by  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representa- 
tive, stating  that,  except  for  amounts  retained  by  the 
Trustee  for  Pollution  Control  Facilities  costs  not  then  due 
and  payable  as  provided  in  Section  3.3  (k),  construction 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  has  been  completed  in 
accordance  with  the  specifications  therefor  and  all  labor, 
services,  materials  and  supplies  used  in  such  construction 
have  been  paid  for,  and  all  facilities  necessary  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  have  been  con- 
structed, acquired  and  installed  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications  therefor  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred 
in  connection  therewith  have  been  paid.  Notwithstanding 
the  foregoing,  such  certificate  shall  state  that  it  is  given 
without  prejudice  to  any  rights  against  third  parties 
which  exist  at  the  date  of  such  certificate  or  which  may 
subsequently  come  into  being.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Industry  to  cause  the  certificate  contemplated  by  this 
Section  3.5  to  be  furnished  as  soon  as  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  shall  have  been  completed. 

Section  3.6.  Industry  Required  to  Pay  Construction 
Costs  in  Event  Construction  Fund  Insufficient.  In  the 
event  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  available  to 
loan  to  the  Industry  for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay 
the  costs  thereof  in  full,  the  Industry  agrees  to  complete, 
or  cause  to  be  completed,  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
and  to  finance  all  that  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  as  may  be  in  excess  of  the  moneys  ;avail- 
able  therefor  in  the  Construction  Fund.  The  City  does  not 
make  any  warranty,  either  express  or  implied,  that  the 
moneys  which  will  be  paid  into  the  Construction  Fund  and 
which,  under  the  provisions   of  this  Agreement,  will  be 
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available  to  loan  to  the  Industry  for  payment  of  the  costs 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  will  be  sufficient  to  pro- 
vide loans  to  pay  all  the  costs  which  have  been  or  will  be 
incurred  in  that  connection.  The  Industry  agrees  that  if 
after  exhaustion  of  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund 
the  Industry  shall  finance  any  portion  of  the  said  costs 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Section,  it  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  reim- 
bursement therefor  from  the  City  or  from  the  Trustee  or 
from  the  Holders  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  nor  shall  it  be 
entitled  to  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  payments 
required  by  Section  4.3  hereof. 

Section  3.7.  Authorized  Industry  and  City  Represen- 
tatives and  Successors.  The  Industry  and  the  City,  re- 
spectively, shall  designate,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
Section  1.1,  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative  and 
the  Authorized  City  Representative.  In  the  event  that 
any  person  so  designated  and  his  alternate  or  alternates, 
if  an}',  should  become  unavailable  or  unable  to  take  any 
action  or  make  any  certificate  provided  for  or  required  in 
this  Agreement,  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same 
manner. 

Section  3.8.  Investment  of  Construction  Fund  and 
Bond  Fund  Moneys  Permitted.  Any  moneys  held  as  a  part 
of  the  Construction  Fund  or  Bond  Fund,  and  not  required 
for  immediate  disbursements  and  withdrawal,  shall  be 
invested  or  reinvested  by  the  Trustee,  to  the  extent  such 
investments  are  not  prohibited  by  law  for  investment  of 
bond  proceeds  by  the  City,  in  (i)  general  obligations  of, 
or  obligations  unconditionally  guaranteed  as  to  principal 
and  interest  by,  the  United  States  of  America;  (ii)  bonds, 
debentures,  participation  certificates  or  notes  issued  by  any 
agency  or  corporation  which  is  or  may  hereafter  be 
created  by  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  as 
an  agency  or  instrumentality  thereof;  (ii)  Public  Hous- 
ing Bonds,  Temporary  Notes  or  Preliminary  Loan  Notes, 
fully  secured  by  contracts  with  the  United  States;  (iv) 
certificates  of  deposit  issued  by  the  Trustee  or  any  bank, 
trust  company  or  national  banking  association,  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  any  state  thereof, 
which  has  a  combined  capital  and  surplus  of  at  least 
$40,000,000,  in  any  amount  if  collaterally  secured  by  secu- 
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rities  of  the  type  described  in  (i),  (ii)  and  (iii)  above 
having  a  market  value  of  not  less  than  the  amount  of  the 
certificates  of  deposit  so  secured,  or  in  an  amount  not 
exceeding  10%  of  such  combined  capital  and  surplus  if 
not  so  collaterally  secured.  Such  investments  sh^H  be 
made  in  the  discretion  of  the  Trustee;  provided,  however, 
the  Industry  may  by  written  direction  from  the  Author- 
ized Industry  Representative  to  the  Trustee  direct  the 
investments  and  such  investments  shall  have  maturities 
consonant  with  the  need  for  funds  as  estimated  by  said 
Authorized  Industry  Representative.  The  Trustee  may,  and 
to  the  extent  required  for  payments  from  the  Construction 
Fund  or  Bond  Fund  sh^all,  sell  any  such  investment  at  any 
time,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  and  of  all  payments 
at  maturity  and  upon  redemption  of  such  investments, 
shall  be  credited  to  the  Fund  in  which  such  investments 
were  held.  Interest  and  other  income  received  on  moneys 
or  securities  in  either  such  Fund  shall  be  credited  to  such 
Fund.  The  Industry  covenants  that  it  will  not  cause  the 
use  of  or  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds, 
whether  on  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Construction  Fund 
(or  any  fund  cre.ated  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance  which 
may  be  deemed  to  be  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to 
Section  103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as 
amended,  and  applicable  regulations  thereunder)  or  with- 
drawn therefrom  under  the  provisions  of  Section  3.3  of 
this  Agreement,  which  use  (i)  would  have  caused  the 
Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of 
such  Section  103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954,  3s  amended,  and  applicable  regulations  thereunder, 
if  such  use  had  been  reasonably  expected  on  the  date  of 
issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (ii)  would  cause  Section  103(c) 
(1)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  in  effect  on 
the  date  of  the  Bonds,  to  apply  to  the  Bonds. 

ARTICLE  IV 

EFFECTIVE   DATE  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT; 
DURATION  OF  AGREEMENT; 
REPAYMENT  PROVISIONS;  AND 
UNCONDITIONAL  OBLIGATIONS  OF 
INDUSTRY 

^  Section  4.1.     Effective  Date  of  this  Agreement;  Dura- 
tion of  Agreement.  This  Agreement  shall  become  effective 
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upon  its  delivery,  and  sh^ll  continue  in  full  force  and  effect 
until  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  have  been 
fully  paid  (or  provision  for  their  payment  has  been  made 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance),  to- 
gether with  all  sums  to  which  the  City  or  the  Trustee  are 
entitled  hereunder. 

Section  4.2.  Possession  and  Ownership  of  Pollution 
Control  Facilities.  The  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall  be 
the  sole  property  of  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry  shall 
have  sole  and  exclusive  possession  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  (subject  to  the  right  of  the  City  to  enter  thereon 
for  inspection  purposes  and  to  the  other  provisions  of 
Section  6.2  hereof) . 

Section  4.3.  Repayment  of  Loan  and  Payment  of  Other 
Amounts  Hereunder.  The  City  has  made  available  to  the 
Industry  in  the  form  of  a  loan  the  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  1974  Series  Bonds,  and  the  Industry  sh^ll 
repay  such  loan  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  4.3.  Simultaneously  with  the  authentication  and 
delivery  of  the  1974  Series  Bonds  and  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  any  payments  from  the  Construction  Fund 
under  Section  3.3  hereof,  the  Industry  shall  execute  its 
Note,  in  substantially  the  form  set  forth   in  Exhibit  B 

hereto.  On  the  last  business  day  before  ,  , 

and  on  the  last  business  day  before  each ,  and 

thereafter,  until  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  1974 
Series  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid  or  provision  for 
the  payment  thereof  shall  have  been  m^de  in  accordance 
with  the  Ordinance,  the  Industry  shall  pay  to  the  Trustee 
a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  payable  on  such  date  as 
principal  (at  the  stated  maturity,  if  any)  and  interest  upon 
the  1974  Series  Bonds. 

In  any  event  each  payment  under  this  Section  shall  be 
sufRcient  to  pay  the  amount  of  interest  or  interest  and 
principal  (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemption  or  ac- 
celeration) payable  on  the  next  succeeding  interest  pay- 
ment date,  and  if  at  any  payment  date  (whether  or  not 
such  payment  date  is  an  interest  payment  date)  the  bal- 
ance in  the  Bond  Fund  is  insufficient  to  make  the  required 
payments  of  principal  (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemp- 
tion or  acceleration)   and  interest  on  such   date,  the  In-

dustry  shall  forthwith  pay  any  such  deficiency;  provided 
that  any  amount  at  any  time  held  by  the  Trustee  in  the 
Bond  Fund  shall  be  credited  against  the  next  payment  to 
the  extent  such  amount  is  in  excess  of  the  amount  required 
for  payment  of  Bonds  theretofore  matured  or  called  for 
redemption  and  past  due  interest  in  all  cases  where  such 
Bonds  or  coupons  have  not  been  presented  for  payment; 
and  provided  further,  that  if  the  amount  held  by  the 
Trustee  in  the  Bond  Fund  should  be  sufficient  to  pay  at 
the  times  required  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the 
1974  Series  Bonds  then  remaining  unpaid,  the  fe«stee 
INDUSTRY  shall  not  be  obligated  to  make  any  further  pay- 
ments under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section. 

The  Industry  agrees  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  until  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  1974  Series  Bonds  shall 
have  been  fully  paid  :  (i)  an  amount  equal  to  the  annual 
fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  Ordinary  Services  of  the  Trustee, 
as  Trustee,  rendered,  and  its  Ordinary  Expenses,  as 
Trustee,  incurred  under  the  Ordinance,  as  and  when  the 
same  become  due;  (ii)  reasonable  fees  and  charges  of  the 
Trustee,  as  paying  agent  on  the  1974  Series  Bonds  for  act- 
ing as  paying  agent  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  and  the 
City  as  bond  registrar  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  as  and 
when  the  same  become  due;  and  (iii)  the  reasonable  fees 
and  charges  of  the  Trustee  for  the  necessary  Extraordinary 
Services  rendered  by  it  and  Extraordinary  Expenses  in- 
curred by  it  under  the  Ordinance,  as  and  when  the  same 
become  due;  .provided,  that  the  Industry  may,  without 
creating  a  default  hereunder,  contest  in  good  faith  the 
necessity  for  any  such  Extraordinary  Services  or  Extra- 
ordinary Expenses  and  the  reasonableness  of  any  such 
fees,  charges  or  expenses.  (The  terms  ''Ordinary  Services," 
"Ordinary  Expenses,"  ''Extraordinary  Services"  and  "Ex- 
traordinary Expenses"  as  used  herein  shall  have  the  same 
definitions  as  in  the  Ordinance.) 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  payments  by  the 
Industry  under  this  Agreement  including  payments  pur- 
suant to  the  Note  are  to  be  assigned  by  the  City  to  the 
Trustee.  The  Industry  assents  to  such  assignment  and 
agrees  that,  as  to  the  Trustee,  its  obligation  to  make  such 
payments  shall  be  absolute,  irrevocable  and  unconditional 
and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  defense  (other  than  pay- 
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ment)  or  any  right  of  set-off,  counterclaim  or  recoupment 
arising  out  of  any  breach  by  the  City  of  any  obligation 
to  the  Industry,  whether  hereunder  or  otherwise,  or  out 
of  any  indebtedness  or  liability  at  any  time  owing  to  the 
Industry  by  the  City.  The  City  directs  the  Industry,  and 
the  Industry  agrees,  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  at  its  principal 
office  all  payments  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

In  the  event  the  Industry  shall  fail  to  make  any  of  the 
payments  required  in  this  Section  4.3,  the  item  or  install- 
ment so  in  default  shall  continue  as  an  obligation  of  the 
Industry  until  the  amount  in  default  sh^ll  have  been  fully 
paid,  and  the  Industry  agrees  to  pay  the  same  with  inter- 
est thereon  at  one  percentage  point  greater  than  the  rate 
of  interest  on  the  1974  Series  Bonds  (if  lawful)  until  fully 
paid. 

Section  4.4.  Place  of  Payments,  The  payments  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  4.3  hereof  slxall  be  paid  directly  to 
the  Trustee  for  the  account  of  the  City  and  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  Bond  Fund.  The  additional  payments  to  be 
made  to  the  Trustee  under  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be  paid 
directly  to  the  Trustee  for  its  own  use  or  for  disbursement 
to  the  paying  agent,  or  to  the  City,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  4.5.  Obligations  of  Industry  Hereunder  Uncon- 
ditional. The  obligations  of  the  Industry  to  m^ke  the  pay- 
ments required  in  Section  4.3  hereof  and  to  perform  and 
observe  the  other  agreements  on  its  part  contained  herein 
shall  be  absolute  and  unconditional,  irrespective  of  any 
defense  or  any  rights  of  set-off,  recoupment  or  counter- 
claim it  might  otherwise  have  against  the  City,  and  the 
Industry  shall  pay  absolutely  net  during  the  term  of  this 
Agreement  the  payments  to  be  made  on  account  of  the  loan 
as  prescribed  in  Section  4.3  and  all  other  payments  re- 
quired hereunder  free  of  any  deductions  and  without  abate- 
ment, diminution  or  set-off  other  than  those  herein  ex- 
pressly provided;  and  until  such  time  as  the  principal  of 
and  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid,  or 
provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  have  been  made 
in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance,  the  Industry:  (i)  will 
not  suspend  or  discontinue  any  payments  provided  for  in 
Section  4.3  hereof;  (ii)  will  perform  and  observe  all  of 
its   other  agreements  contained  in  this  Agreement;  and

(iii)  except  as  provided  in  Article  IX  and  Article  X  hereof, 
will  not  terminate  this  Agreement  for  any  cause,  includ- 
ing, without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
failure  of  the  Industry  to  complete  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  the  occurrence  of  ^any  acts  or  circumstances  that 
may  constitute  failure  of  consideration,  destruction  of  or 
damage  to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  commercial 
frustration  of  purpose,  any  change  in  the  tax  laws  of  the 
United  States  of  America  or  of  Maryland  or  any  political 
subdivision  of  either  of  these,  or  any  failure  of  the  City 
to  perform  and  observe  any  agreement,  whether  express 
or  implied,  or  any  duty,  liability  or  obligation  arising 
out  of  or  connected  with  this  Agreement^  except  to  the 
extent  permitted  by  this  Agreement. 

Section  4.6.  Financial  Condition  of  Industry.  The  In- 
dustry shall,  so  long  as  ^ny  of  the  Bonds  remain  outstand- 
ing, satisfy  such  tests  of  the  Industry's  financial  condition 
as  shall  be  specified  in  the  Resolution  adopted  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

ARTICLE  V 

OPERATION     AND    MAINTENANCE, 
INSURANCE  AND  CONDEMNATION 

Section  5.1.  Operation  and  Maintenance  of  Pollution 
Control  Facilities.  The  Industry  agrees  th^t  it  will  operate 
and  maintain  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  at  all  times 
during  the  duration  of  this  Agreement  in  accordance  with 
all  applicable  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  ^t  its  own  ex- 
pense and  shall  defray  all  costs  in  connection  therewith 
(including  from  time  to  time  all  necessary  repairs  and 
renewals  and  replacements)  so  th^t  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  and  all  other  facilities  necessary  or  incidental 
thereto  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  in  good  operating 
condition. 

Section  5.2.  Insurance.  The  Industry  shall  keep  at  its 
own  expense  the  Baltimore  Plant  and  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  at  all  times  insured  against  loss  or  damage 
in  accordance  with  the  customary  insurance  practices  of 
the  Industry  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Trustee  from  time 
to  time,  if  requested,  certificates  establishing  th;at  such  in- 
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surance  has  been  obtained,  or  that  the  Industry  is  acting 
as  a  self -insurer. 

If  the  Industry  at  any  time  shall  carry  property  damage 
or  public  liability  insurance  with  specific  reference  to  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  the  operation  thereof,  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  made  additional  insureds 
thereunder  or  included  therein  as  their  interests  may  ap- 
pear. 

The  Industry  releases  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from, 
agrees  that  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable 
for,  and  Agrees  to  defend  and  hold  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  harmless  from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage 
to  property  or  any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  that 
may  be  occasioned  by  any  cause  whatsoever  pertaining  to 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

The  Industry  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  payment  of 
any  costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance  or  con- 
demnation awards,  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement  from 
the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners  of  the 
Bonds  or  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  payments 
prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 

Section  5.3.  Damage,  Destruction,  Modifications  and 
Condemnation.  In  accordance  with  the  authorization  con- 
tained in  Section  266H-1  of  the  Act,  the  City,  in  order 
to  effect  the  financing  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
and  thereby  accomplish  the  legislative  purpose  of  the  Act, 
deems  it  necessary  and,  therefore,  appropriate  th.at  the 
Industry  will  have  no  obligation  to  maintain,  repair,  re- 
place or  renew  any  element  or  unit  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  (a)  the  maintenance,  repair,  replacement  or  re- 
newal of  which  becomes  uneconomic  to  the  Industry  be- 
cause of  damage  or  destruction  by  a  cause  not  within  the 
control  of  the  Industry,  or  obsolescence  (including  eco- 
nomic obsolescence),  or  change  in  government  standards 
and  regulations,  or  the  termination  by  the  Industry  of  the 
operation  of  the  production  facilities  to  which  the  element 
or  unit  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  is  an  adjunct, 
and  (b)  with  respect  to  which  the  Industry  h^s  furnished 
to  the  City  and  the  Trustee  a  certificate  of  an  Authorized 
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Industry  Representative  that  the  maintenance,  repair,  re- 
placement or  renewal  of  such  element  or  unit  of  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  is  being  discontinued  for  one  of  the 
foregoing  reasons,  which  shall  be  stated  therein. 

At  its  ov/n  expense  (whether  by  financino^  or  otherwise), 
the  Industry  shall  have  the  privilege  of  remodeling  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  making  substitutions,  mod- 
ifications and  improvements  to  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  from  time  to  time  as  it,  in  its  discretion,  may 
deem  to  be  desirable  for  its  uses  and  purposes.  Provided, 
however,  that^uch  remodeling,  substitutions,  modifications 
and  improvements  shall  not  disqualify  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  within  the  meaning  of  Section  103(c)(4) 
(F)   of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of   1954,  ^as  amended. 

In  the  event  that  any  damage  or  loss  to  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  covered 
by  insurance,  the  proceeds  of  such  insurance  received  by 
the  Industry  in  respect  to  such  damage  or  loss  shall  be 
either  (i)  expended  by  the  Industry  to  rebuild,  repair  or 
restore  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  or  any  part  thereof, 
so  damaged  or  destroyed  or  to  acquire  other  pollution  con- 
trol facilities,  or  (ii)  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  deposit  in 
the  Bond  Fund  created  by  the  Ordinance,  all  as  the  In- 
dustry shall  determine.  The  Industry  shall  notify  the  City 
and  the  Trustee  of  the  occurrence  of  any  damage  or  loss 
to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  that  materially  impairs 
the  use  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  for  their  in- 
tended purpose. 

In  the  event  that  title  to  or  the  temporary  use  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be 
taken  in  condemnation  or  by  the  exercise  of  the  power  of 
eminent  domain  by  any  governmental  body  or  by  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  acting  under  governmental  author- 
ity, any  proceeds  received  from  any  award  or  awards  in 
respect  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  any  part 
thereof  made  in  such  condemnation  or  eminent  domain 
proceedings,  after  payment  of  all  expenses  incurred  in  the 
collection  thereof,  shall  be  either  (i)  expended  by  the  In- 
dustry to  replace  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  any 
part  thereof  so  taken  or  to  acquire  other  pollution  control 
facilities,  or   (ii)   paid  to  the  Trustee  for   deposit  in  the 
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Bond  Fund  created  by  the  Ordinance,  all  as  the  Industry 
shall  determine. 

The  Industry  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  payment  of  any 
costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance  or  con- 
demnation award,  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement  from 
the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners  of  the 
Bonds  or  ^ny  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  payments 
prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 

ARTICLE  VI 
SPECIAL  COVENANTS 

Section  6.1.  No  Warranty  of  Condition  or  Suitability 
by  the  City.  The  City  makes  no  warranty,  either  express 
or  implied,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  or  that  they  will  be  suitable  for  the  Industry's 
purposes  or  needs. 

Section  6.2  City's  Right  of  Access  to  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities.  The  Industry  agrees  that  the  City  and  the 
duly  authorized  agents  of  the  City  shall  h^ve  the  right 
at  all  reasonable  times  and  upon  the  giving  of  reasonable 
notice  to  enter  upon,  and  to  examine  and  inspect,  the  Pol- 
lution Control  Facilities. 

Section  6.3.  Industry  to  Maintain  its  Corporate  Exist- 
ence;  Conditions  Under  Which  Exceptions  Permitted.  The 
Industry  ^agrees  that  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement 
it  will  maintain  its  corporate  existence,  will  not  dissolve 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets, 
and  will  not  consolidate  with  or  merge  into  another  cor- 
poration or  permit  one  or  more  other  corporations  to  con- 
solidate with  or  merge  into  it;  except,  thjat  the  Industry 
may,  without  violating  the  agreement  contained  in  this 
Section,  consolidate  with  or  merge  into  another  corpora- 
tion, or  permit  one  or  more  corporations  to  consolidate 
with  or  merge  into  it,  or  sell  or  otherwise  transfer  to 
another  corporation  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets  as 
an  entirety  ^and  thereafter  dissolve,  provided  the  surviving, 
resulting  or  transferee  corporation,  as  the  case  may  be, 
assumes  in  writing  all  of  the  obligations  of  the  Industry 
under  this  Agreement  and  the  Note. 
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Section  6.4.  Qualification  in  Maryland,  The  Industry 
warrants  that  it  is,  and  throughout  the  term  of  this  Agree- 
ment it  will  continue  to  be,  duly  qualified  to  do  business 
in  Maryland  and  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  any 
requirements  imposed  on  it  by  the  Act^  as  in  force  on  the 
date  of  this  Agreement. 

Section  6.5.  Use  of  Pollution  Control  Facilities.  So  long 
as  the  Industry  operates  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities, 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  will  be  used  only  for  the 
purpose  of  w^ter  pollution  control  and  as  pollution  control 
facilities,  as  defined  in  the  Act. 

Section  6.6.  No  Pecuniary  Liahility.  The  Act  prescribes 
and  the  parties  intend  that  by  reason  of  making  this  Agree- 
ment, by  reason  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds^  by  reason 
of  the  performance  of  any  act  required  of  it  by  this  Agree- 
ment, or  by  reason  of  the  performance  of  ^ny  act  requested 
of  it  by  the  Industry,  no  indebtedness  or  charge  against 
the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  City  within 
the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or 
statutory  limitation  shall  occur  or  shall  ever  constitute  or 
give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  Neverthe- 
less, if  the  City  shall  incur  any  such  pecuniary  liability, 
then  in  such  event  the  Industry  shall  indemnify  and  hold 
the  City  harmless  by  reason  thereof. 

Section  6.7.  Financial  Statements  of  Industry.  The 
Industry  .agrees  to  furnish  the  Trustee  (within  sixty  days 
after  the  end  of  the  Industry's  fiscal  year)  with  a  balance 
sheet  and  statement  of  income  and  surplus  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Industry  and  its  consolidated 
subsidiaries,  if  any,  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  and 
the  results  of  operations  of  the  Industry  and  its  consolidated 
subsidiaries,  if  any,  for  each  fiscal  year. 

Section  6.8.  Additional  Bonds.  Subject  to  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  City  under  the  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the 
Industry  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more  amendments 
to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  obtaining  of  additional 
funds  by  the  City  to  finance  the  completion  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  or  to  provide  additional  pollution  con- 
trol  facilities  through  the  issuance  of  additional  Bonds 
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pursuant  to  Section  2.09  of  the  Ordinance;  provided  that 
no  obligation  is  imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Section  6.8 
to  enter  into  ^ny  such  amendment,  and  no  such  amend- 
ment is  permitted  hereunder  which  would  result  either  in 
the  breach  of  the  City's  agreements  pursuant  to  the  Ordi- 
nance or  in  the  reduction  of  the  Industry's  obligations 
pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VII 

ASSIGNMENT,  SUBLEASING,  MORTGAGING 
AND  SELLING;  REDEMPTION;  PREPAYMENT; 
AND  TREATMENT  OF  ADDITIONAL  WASTE 

Section  7.1.  Assignment  and  Subleasing.  This  Agree- 
ment may  be  assigned,  and  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
may  be  leased,  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as  a  whole 
or  in  part,  by  the  Industry  without  the  necessity  of  ob- 
taining the  consent  of  either  the  City  or  the  Trustee, 
subject,  however,  to  each  of  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  No  assignment  (other  than  pursuant  to  Section  6.3 
hereof),  leasing,  sale  or  other  disposition  shall  relieve  the 
Industry  from  primary  liability  for  any  of  its  obligations 
hereunder,  and  in  the  event  of  any  such  assignment  or 
lease,  sale  or  other  disposition,  the  Industry  sh^ll  continue 
to  remain  primarily  liable  for  the  payments  specified 
under  this  Agreement  and  for  the  payment,  performance 
and  observance  of  the  other  obligations  and  agreements 
on  its  part  herein  provided  to  be  performed  and  observed 
by  it. 

(b)  The  assignee,  lessee  or  transferee  shall  assume  in 
writing  the  obligations  and  covenants  of  the  Industry 
hereunder  to  the  extent  of  the  interest  acquired. 

(c)  The  Industry  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
the  delivery  thereof,  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to 
the  City  and  to  the  Trustee  a  true  and  complete  copy  of 
each  such  assignment,  lease,  deed  or  other  instrument,  as 
the  case  n^ay  be. 

Section  7.2.  Assignment  of  this  Agreement  by  the  City. 
The  City  will  assign  its  interest  in  and  pledge  any  moneys 
receivable  under  this  Agreement   (except   payments  pur- 
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suant  to  Section  6.6  and  Section  8.4  hereof),  to  the 
Trustee  as  security  for  payment  of  the  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  7.3.  Redemption  of  Bonds.  The  City,  at  the 
request  at  ^ny  time  of  the  Industry  and  if  the  same  are 
then  callable,  shall  forthwith  take  all  steps  that  may  be 
necessary  under  the  applicable  redemption  provisions  of 
the  Resolution  and  the  Ordinance  to  effect  redemption  of 
all  or  part  of  the  then  Outstanding  Bonds,  as  ni^ay  be 
specified  by  the  Industry,  on  the  earliest  redemption  date 
on  which  such  redemption  may  be  made  under  such  appli- 
cable provisions. 

Section  7.4.  Prepayments.  There  is  expressly  reserved 
to  the  Industry  the  right  and  the  Industry  is  authorized 
and  permitted  at  any  time  it  may  choose  to  prepay  all 
or  any  part  of  the  amounts  payable  under  Section  4.3. 
hereof,  and  the  City  agrees  that  the  Trustee  may  accept 
such  prepayments  when  the  same  are  tendered  by  the 
Industry.  All  amounts  so  prepaid  shall  be  credited  on  the 
payments  specified  in  Section  4.3  hereof,  in  the  order  of 
their  due  dates. 

Section  7.5.  Modification  of  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 
The  Industry  may  from  time  to  time  in  its  sole  discretion 
and  at  its  own  expense  modify,  improve  or  enlarge  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  any  way  permitted  by  the 
then  applicable  statutes,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  pur- 
pose of  meeting  the  Industry's  pollution  control  needs 
and  which  do  not  disqualify  the  Pollution  Control  Facili- 
ties within  the  meaning  of  Section  103(c)(4)(F)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended. 

Section  7.6.  Reference  to  Bonds  Ineffective  After  Bonds 
Paid.  Upon  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for 
payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  all  fees  and  charges  of 
the  Trustee,  the  paying  agent  and  the  City,  as  bond 
registrar,  all  references  in  this  Agreement  to  the  Bonds 
and  the  Trustee  shall  be  ineffective  and  neither  the 
Trustee  nor  the  holders  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  there- 
after h^ve  any  rights  hereunder,  saving  and  excepting 
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those  that  shall  have  theretofore  vested,  and  the  Industry 
shall  thereupon  be  discharged  from  any  obligations  arising 
under  this  Agreement.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Agreement, 
the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed  fully  paid : 

(a)  If  there  is  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  an  amount 
sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  all  the  then  outstanding 
Bonds  plus  the  interest  due  thereon  until  and  at  their 
respective  maturities,  and  provision  for  payment  of  all 
fees  and  charges  of  the  Trustee,  the  paying  agent  and  the 
City  as  bond  registrar,  accrued  and  to  accrue,  has  been 
made  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee ;  or 

(b)  If  the  Bonds  have  been  paid  as  provided  in  Section 
9.01  of  the  Ordinance. 


ARTICLE   VIII 
EVENTS  OF  DEFAULT  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  8.1.  Events  of  Default  Defined.  The  following 
shall  be  "events  of  default"  under  this  Agreement  and  the 
terms  "event  of  default"  or  "default"  shall  mean,  when- 
ever they  are  used  in  this  Agreement  any  one  or  more 
of  the  following  events : 

(a)  Failure  by  the  Industry  to  pay  the  amounts  re- 
quired to  be  paid  under  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  Section 
4.3  of  this  Agreement  at  the  time  specified  therein. 

(b)  Failure  by  the  Industry  to  observe  and  perform 
any  covenant,  condition  or  agreement  in  this  Agreement 
on  the  part  of  the  Industry  to  be  observed  or  performed, 
other  than  as  referred  to  in  subsection  (.a)  of  this  Section, 
for  a  period  of  forty-five  (45)  days  after  written  notice, 
specifying  such  failure  and  requesting  that  it  be  remedied, 
given  to  the  Industry  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  unless 
the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  agree  in  writing  to  an  ex- 
tension of  such  time  prior  to  its  expiration  (or  in  the  case 
of  any  such  default  which  cannot  with  due  diligence  be 
cured  within  such  45-day  period,  if  the  Industry  shall  fail 
to  proceed  promptly  to  cure  the  same  and  thereafter 
prosecute  the  curing  of  such  default  with  due  diligence, 
it  being  intended  in  connection  with  such  a  default  not 
susceptible  of  being  cured  with  due  diligence  within  the 
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forty-five  (45)  days  that  the  time  within  which  the  In- 
dustry may  cure  the  same  shall  be  extended  for  such  period 
as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  curing  of  the  same 
with  all  due  diligence). 

(c)  The  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry  or 
the  filing  by  the  Industry  of  a  voluntary  petition  in 
bankruptcy  or  the  commission  by  the  Industry  of  any  act 
of  bankruptcy,  or  adjudication  of  the  Industry  as  a  bank- 
rupt, or  assignment  by  the  Industry  for  the  benefit  of  its 
creditors,  or  the  entry  by  the  Industry  into  an  agreement 
of  composition  with  its  creditors,  or  the  approval  by  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  a  petition  applicable  to 
the  Industry  in  any  proceeding  for  its  reorganization  in- 
stituted under  the  provisions  of  the  general  bankruptcy 
act,  as  amended,  or  under  any  similar  act  in  any  domestic 
or  foreign  jurisdiction  which  may  now  be  in  effect  or  here- 
after enacted.  The  term  ''dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the 
Industry,"  as  used  in  this  subsection,  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  include  the  cessation  of  the  corporate  existence 
of  the  Industry  resulting  either  from  a  merger  or  con- 
solidation of  the  Industry  into  or  with  another  corporation 
or  a  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry  following 
a  transfer  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets  as  an 
entity,  provided,  that  the  conditions  permitting  such  actions 
contained  in  Section  6.6  hereof  shall  have  been  met. 

The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  are  subject  to 
the  following  limitations :  If  by  any  reason  of  force  majeure 
the  Industry  is  unable  in  whole  or  in  part  to  carry  out  the 
agreements  of  the  Industry  on  its  part  herein  contained, 
other  than  the  obligations  on  the  part  of  the  Industry 
contained  in  Article  IV  and  Section  6.6  hereof,  the  In- 
dustry shall  not  be  deemed  in  default  during  the  continu- 
ance of  such  inability.  The  term  ''force  majeure"  as  used 
herein  shall  mean,  without  limitation,  the  following:  acts 
of  God;  lockouts  or  other  industrial  disturbances;  acts 
of  public  enemies;  orders  of  any  kind  of  the  government 
of  the  United  States  or  of  Maryland  or  any  of  their 
departments,  agencies  or  officials,  or  any  civil  or  military 
authority;  insurrections;  riots;  epidemics;  landslides; 
lightning;  earthquakes;  fire;  hurricanes;  storms;  floods; 
washouts ;  droughts ;  arrests ;  restraint  of  government  and 
people ;  civil  disturbances ;  explosions ;  breakage  or  accident 
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to  machinery,  transmission  pipes  or  canals;  partial  or  en- 
tire failure  of  utilities;  or  any  other  cause  or  event  not 
reasonably  within  the  control  of  the  Industry,  it  being 
agreed  that  the  settlement  of  strikes,  lockouts  and  other 
industrial  disturbances  shall  be  entirely  within  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry  shall  not  be  required 
to  make  settlement  of  strikes,  lockouts  and  other  industrial 
disturbances  by  acceding  to  the  demands  of  the  opposing 
party  or  parties  when  such  course  is,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Industry,  unfavorable  to  the  Industry. 

Section  8.2.  Remedies  on  Default,  Whenever  any  event 
of  default  referred  to  in  Section  8.1  hereof  shall  have 
happened  and  be  subsisting,  the  City  may  take  any  one 
or  more  of  the  following  remedial  steps : 

(a)  The  City  or  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Ordi- 
nance may,  at  its  option,  declare  all  payments  pay^able 
under  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  Section  4.3  hereof  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term  of  this  Agreement  to  be  im- 
mediately due  and  payable,  whereupon  the  same  shall  be- 
come immediately  due  and  p,ayable. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  at  the  time 
be  outstanding  and  unpaid,  the  City  may  have  access  to 
and  inspect,  examine  and  make  copies  of  the  books  and 
records  and  any  and  ^all  accounts  and  similar  data  of  the 
Industry. 

(c)  The  City  may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in 
equity  may  appear  necessary  or  desirable  to  collect  the 
payments  and  other  amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to 
become  due  or  to  enforce  performance  and  observance  of 
any  obligation,  agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry 
under  this  Agreement. 

Any  amounts  collected  pursuant  to  action  taken  under 
this  Section  shall  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund  and  applied 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

No  action  taken  pursuant  to  this  Section  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  the  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to 
Section  4.3  and  Section  8.2(a)  hereof,  all  of  which  shall 
survive  any  such  action,  and  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in  equity  may  appear 
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necessary  and  desirable  to  collect  the  payments  and  other 
amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and/or 
to  enforce  the  performance  and  observance  of  any  obliga- 
tion, Agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry  hereunder. 

Section  8.3.  No  Remedy  Exclusive,.  No  remedy  herein 
conferred  upon  or  reserved  to  the  City  is  intended  to  be 
exclusive  of  any  other  available  remedy  or  remedies,  but 
each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative  and  shall 
be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  under  this 
Agreement  or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity 
or  by  statute"  No  delay  or  omission  to  exercise  any  right 
or  power  accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such 
right  or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  thereof, 
but  ^ny  such  right  or  power  may  be  exercised  from  time 
to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient.  In  order 
to  entitle  the  City  to  exercise  any  remedy  reserved  to  it 
in  this  Article,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  give  any  notice, 
other  than  such  notice  as  may  be  herein  expressly  required. 
Such  rights  and  remedies  as  are  given  the  City  hereunder 
shall  also  extend  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  and  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed  third  p.arty  bene- 
ficiaries of  all  covenants  and  agreements  herein  contained. 

Section  8.4.  Agreement  to  Pay  Attorney's  Fees  and 
Expenses.  In  the  event  the  Industry  should  default  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  and  the  City  or 
the  Trustee  should  employ  attorneys  or  incur  other  ex- 
penses for  the  collection  of  amounts  due  hereunder  or  the 
enforcement  of  performance  or  observance  of  any  obliga- 
tion or  agreement  on  the  p,art  of  the  Industry  herein  con- 
tained, the  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  on  demand  there- 
for pay  to  the  City  or  the  Trustee  the  reasonable  fee  of 
such  attorneys  and  such  other  expenses  so  incurred  by  the 
City  or  the  Trustee. 

Section  8.5.  No  Additional  Waiver  Implied  by  One 
Waiver.  In  the  event  any  agreement  contained  in  this 
Agreement  should  be  breached  by  the  Industry  and  there- 
after waived  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  such  waiver  shall 
be  limited  to  the  particular  breach  so  waived  and  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  waive  any  other  breach  hereunder. 
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ARTICLE  IX 

OPTIONS  IN  FAVOR  OF  INDUSTRY 

Section  9.1.  Option  to  Terminate.  The  Industry  shall 
have  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  following  option  to  term- 
inate this  Agreement : 

At  any  time  prior  to  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or 
provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been  n^ade  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  the  In- 
dustry may  terminate  this  Agreement  by  paying  to  the 
Trustee  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  amount  on 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay,  retire 
and  redeem  all  the  outstanding  Bonds  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  (including,  without  limit- 
ing the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  principal,  interest  to 
maturity  or  earliest  applicable  redemption  date,  as  the  case 
may  be,  expenses  of  redemption  and  Trustee's,  paying 
agent's  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses),  and  in  case 
of  redemption,  making  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the 
Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemp- 
tion, and  by  paying  to  the  City  any  and  all  sums  then  due 
to  the  City  under  this  Agreement. 

Section  9.2.  Option  to  Terminate  Agreement  Prior  to 
Payment  of  the  Bonds.  The  Industry  shall  have,  and  is 
hereby  granted,  the  option  to  terminate  this  Agreement 
prior  to  the  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or  provisions  for 
payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accord.ance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance),  if  any  of  the  events  set  forth 
in  the  following  clauses  shall  have  occurred  (but  only  upon 
payment  of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 

(a)  The  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  shall  have  been  damaged  or  destroyed 
to  such  An  extent  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Industry,  ex- 
pressed in  a  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry  Repre- 
sentative filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee,  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  cannot 
be  restored  within  a  period  of  four  (4)  months  to  the 
condition  immediately  preceding  such  damage  or  destruc- 
tion and  the  Industry  will  thereby  be  prevented  from  con- 
ducting all,  or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations  at  the 
Bjaltimore  Plant  for  a  period  of  four  (4)  months. 
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(b)  Title  to,  or  the  temporary  use  of,  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  part 
thereof,  shall  have  been  taken  under  the  exercise  of  the 
power  of  eminent  domain  by  any  governmental  body  or 
by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  acting  under  govern- 
mental authority  to  such  an  extent  that  in  the  opinion 
OF  THE  INDUSTRY  EXPRESSED  IN  A  CERTIFICATE 
of  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative  filed  with  the 
City  ^nd  Trustee,  the  Industry  will  thereby  be  prevented 
from  conducting  all,  or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations 
at  the  Baltimore  Plant  for  a  period  of  four  (4)  months. 

(c)  As  a  result  of  any  changes  in  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of 
America  or  of  any  legislative  or  administrative  action 
(whether  state  or  federal)  or  by  final  decree,  judgment 
or  order  of  any  court  or  administrative  body  (whether 
state  or  federal)  entered  after  the  contest  thereof  by  the 
Industry  in  good  faith,  this  Agreement  shall  have  become 
void  or  unenforceable  or  impossible  of  performance  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  parties  as 
expressed  in  this  Agreement,  or  unreasonable  burdens  or 
excessive  liabilities  shall  have  been  imposed  on  the  City 
or  the  Industry  in  respect  of  the  Baltimore  Plant  includ- 
ing, without  limitation,  federal,  state  or  other  ad  valorem, 
property,  income  or  other  taxes  not  being  imposed  on  the 
date  of  this  Agreement. 

(d)  The  Industry  by  certificate  of  the  Authorized  In- 
dustry Representative  filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee  shall 
determine:  (a)  that  the  reconstruction  or  restoration  of 
the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  after  damage  or  destruction  thereto  or  con- 
demnation thereof  is  not  economically  feasible;  or  (b)  to 
cease  all,  or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations  at  the  In- 
dustry's Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control  Facil- 
ities as  a  result  of  changes  in  the  economic  availability  of 
raw  materials,  operating  supplies  or  facilities  necessary  to 
operate  the  Industry's  Baltimore  Pl.ant  or  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities,  or  technological  or  other  conditions 
making  the  continued  operation  of  the  Industry's  Balti- 
more Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  uneconomical. 

(e)  Legal  curtailment  of  the  Industry's  use  and  oc- 
cupancy of  all  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  any 
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part  thereof,  or  all  or  substantially  all  of  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant. 

To  exercise  such  option,  the  Industry  shall,  within 
ninety  (90)  days  following  the  event  authorizing  the 
exercise  of  such  option,  give  written  notice  to  the  City, 
and  to  the  Trustee  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be 
unpaid,  and  shall  specify  therein  the  date  of  termination, 
which  date  shall  not  be  less  than  forty-five  (45)  nor  more 
than  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  such  notice  is 
mailed,  and  in  the  case  of  a  redemption  of  the  Bonds  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  shall 
make  .arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  for  the  giv- 
ing of  the  required  notice  of  redemption,  provided  that 
this  option  to  terminate  is  conditioned  upon  the  Industry's 
payment  to  the  Trustee  on  or  prior  to  the  termination  date 
of  the  sum  of  the  following : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds 
on  the  earliest  redemption  date  provided  by  the  Ordinance, 
including,  without  limitation,  principal,  all  interest  to 
accrue  to  said  redemption  date  and  redemption  expenses; 
plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's,  pay- 
ing agent's  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under 
the  Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  final  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

In  the  event  of  the  exercise  of  the  option  granted  in  this 
Section,  any  proceeds  of  insurance  or  condemnation  not 
already  paid  to  the  Industry  shall  be  paid  to  the  Industry 
simultaneously  with  the  Industry's  payment  of  the  sum 
prescribed  in  (1)  and  (2)  above. 

If  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in  clauses  (a),  (b),  (c), 
(d)  or  (e)  of  this  Section  9.2  occur  and  the  Industry  does 
not  exercise  its  option  to  terminate,  then  the  Industr^^  shall 
continue  to  operate  and  maintain  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  in  accordance  with  this  Agreement  until  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  have  been  fully 
paid  or  provision  for  their  payment  has  been  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  and  until 
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such  time  shall  undertake  any  repairs  thereto  or  restora- 
tion thereof  required  under  any  provision  of  this  Agree- 
ment. 


ARTICLE  X 
MANDATORY  PREPAYMENT 

Section  10.1.  Obligation  to  Prepay  and  Terminate 
Agreement  Prior  to  Payment  of  the  Bonds,.  The  Industry 
shall  become,  immediately  obligated  to  prepay  all  amounts 
due  under  this  Agreement  and  to  terminate  this  Agree- 
ment prior  to  the  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or  provi- 
sion for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance),  if  either  of 
the  events  set  forth  below  shall  have  occurred  (but  only 
upon  payment  of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 

(a)  The  enactment  of  any  amendment  to  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the  Treasury 
Regulations  issued  thereunder  (the  "Code")  causing  the 
interest  on  the  Bonds  to  be  includible  in  gross  income,  as 
defined  in  Section  61  of  the  Code,  of  any  holder,  which 
by  his  or  its  nature  is  not  exempt  from  Federal  income 
taxation  (other  than  a  substantial  user  as  defined  in  such 
Treasury  Regulations  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
or  a  related  person) ;  provided  that  the  Trustee  and  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  afford  the  Industry  the  opportunity, 
at  the  Industry's  expense,  to  challenge  the  validity  of  any 
such  amendment. 

(b)  A  final  judicial  decision  holding  the  interest  on  the 
Bonds  to  be  includible  in  gross  income,  ^s  above  described 
in  (a) ;  provided  that  the  Trustee  and/or  the  holders  of 
the  Bonds  (i)  give(s)  the  Industry  notice  within  thirty 
(30)  days  after  the  Trustee  or  the  holders  of  the  Bonds 
learn  that  the  validity  of  the  tax  exemption  of  the  interest 
on  the  Bonds  is  being  challenged,  and  (ii)  afford  the  In- 
dustry the  opportunity,  at  the  Industry's  expense,  to  direct 
the  necessary  litigation  (including  administrative  audit 
appeals),  it  being  understood  that  a  judicial  decision  shall 
not  be  considered  final  for  this  purpose  until  the  con- 
clusion of  appellate,  including  Supreme  Court,  review,  if 
sought. 
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The  Industry  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days  following 
either  of  the  events  obligating  the  Industry  to  prepay  and 
terminate  hereunder,  give  written  notice  to  the  City  and 
the  Trustee,  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be  unpaid  or 
adequate  provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  not  have 
been  nxade,  and  shall  specify  therein  the  proposed  date 
of  such  prepayment  and  termination,  which  date  shall  be 
not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  nor  more  than  thirty  (30)  days 
from  the  date  such  notice  is  mailed,  and,  in  case  of  a 
redemption  of  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance,  shall  make  arrangements  satisfactory  to 
the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  re- 
demption. 

The  amount  which  the  Industry  shall  be  obligated  to  pay 
in  order  to  prepay  and  cause  this  Agreement  to  be  term- 
inated as  herein  provided  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  following : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds 
as  provided  in  Section  3.01  (3)  of  the  Ordinance ;  plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's,  pay- 
ing agent's  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under 
the  Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  final  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  Bonds ;  plus 

(3)  An  amount  which,  when  Added  to  the  interest  paid 
on  the  Bonds  from  the  date  the  interest  on  such  Bonds 
becomes  so  includible  in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder, 
would  cause  the  total  amount  of  interest  on  such  Bonds 
from  such  date  to  the  date  of  payment  to  have  been  paid 
at  the  rate  of  165%  of  the  rate  of  interest  payable  at  such 
time  on  such  Bonds. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  amount  payable  under 
Subsection  (3)  above  shall  only  be  payable  as  to  those 
Bonds  held  by  the  original  purchasers  thereof  and  in  the 
event  that : 

(1)  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  becomes  so  includible 
in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder  for  any  reason  speci- 
fied in  Subsection  (b)  above;  or 

(2)  the  Industry,  at  its  expense,  challenges  for  any 
reason  the  v;alidity  of  any  amendment  to  the  Code,  which 
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amendment  results  in  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  becoming 
includible  in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder,  in  which 
event  the  amount  set  forth  in  (3)  above  would  be  com- 
puted beginning  on  the  date  that  the  interest  on  the  Bonds 
becomes  includible  in  his  or  its  gross  income. 

ARTICLE  XI 
MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  11.1.  Notices.  All  notices,  certificates  or  other 
communications  hereunder  shall  be  sufficiently  given  and 
shall  be  deemed  given  when  mailed  by  registered  mail, 
postage  prepaid,  addressed  as  follows:  If  to  the  City,  to 
the  City  Treasurer,  City  Hall,  Baltimore,  Maryland  21202; 
if  to  the  Industry,  2036  Hollins  Ferry  Road,  Baltimore, 
Maryland  21230,  Attention:  President;  if  to  the  Trustee, 

at  the Attention:  Corporate  Trust  Department. 

The  City,  the  Industry  and  the  Trustee  may,  by  notice 
given  to  the  parties  to  this  Agreement  and  the  Trustee, 
designate  anj^  further  or  different  addresses  to  which  sub- 
sequent notices,  certificates  or  other  communications  shall 
be  sent. 

Section  11.2.  Filing.  The  security  interest  of  the  City 
created  herein  slxall  be  perfected  by  the  filing  of  financing 
statements  which  fully  comply  with  the  Maryland  Uni- 
form Commercial  Code-Secured  Transactions,  in  the  office 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  and 
in  the  Office  of  the  State  Department  of  Assessments  and 
Taxation,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  The  parties 
further  agree  that  all  necessary  continuation  statements 
shall  be  filed  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Maryland 
Uniform  Commercial  Code-Secured  Transactions,  in  order 
to  continue  the  security  interests  created  by  this  Agree- 
ment, to  the  end  that  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  the 
Bonds  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  fully  preserved  as  against 
creditors  of,  or  purchasers  for  value  from,  the  City  or  the 
Industry. 

Section  11.3.  Binding  Effect.  This  Agreement  shall 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
City,  the  Industry  and  their  respective  successors  and  as- 
signs; subject,  however,  to  the  limitations  contained  in 
Sections  6.3,  7.1,  7.2,  and  7.3  hereof.

Section  11.4.  Severability.  In  the  event  any  provision 
of  this  Agreement  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unenforceable 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  holding  shall 
not  invalidate  or  render  unenforceable  any  other  provision 
hereof. 

Section  11.5.  Amounts  Remaining  in  Bond  Fund.  It  is 
agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  any  ^mounts  remaining 
in  the  Bond  Fund  after  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds 
(or  provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in

This  Agreement  may  not  be  amended,  changed, 
modified,  altered  or  terminated  without  in  each  instance 
the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee,  provided  the 
City  and  the  Industry  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more 
amendments  to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  an  in- 
crease in  the  obligations  of  the  City  and  the  Industry 
upon  an  undertaking  of  the  Industry  to  complete  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  to  construct  or  acquire 
additional  pollution  control  facilities  through  the  issuance 
of  additional  Bonds  pursuant  to  Section  2.09  of  the  Or- 
dinance; provided  that  no  obligation  is  imposed  on  the 
City  by  this  Section  11.6  to  enter  into  any  such  amend- 
ment and  no  such  amendment  is  permitted  hereunder 
which  would  result  either  in  the  breach  of  the  City's 
agreements  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance  or  in  the  reduction 
of  the  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

Section  11.7.  Execution  of  Counterparts.  This  Agree- 
ment may  be  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  and  all  of  which  shall  constitute 
but  one  and  the  same  instrument. 

Section  11.8.  Laiv  Governing  Construction  of  Agree- 
ment.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  issuance 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Maryland 
of  its  revenue  bonds,  designated  ''Industrial  Development 
Revenue  Bonds  (Dover  Poultry  Products  Project),  1974 
Series,"  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceed- 
ing $500,000  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  266-x\ 
to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code 
of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement  Volume,  as  amended)  in 
order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  Dover  Poultry  Products, 
Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing  the  acquisition  by  such  corporation 
of  certain  manufacturing  and  processing  facilities  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance;  making 
certain  legislative  findings,  among  others,  concerning  the 
public  benefit  and  purpose  of  the  revenue  bonds;  providing 
that  such  revenue  bonds  (a)  shall  be  payable  solely  and 
only  from  revenue  derived  from  payments  by  such  cor- 
poration to  the  City  on  the  loan  and  (b)  shall  not  ever 
constitute,  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or 
charter  provision  or  otherwise  (i)  an  indebtedness  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  or  any  other  political  sub- 
division or  (ii)  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  tax- 
ing powers  of  such  City;  prescribing  the  terms,  condi- 
tions, security,  form  and  tenor  of  such  bonds;  authorizing 
the  private  sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  certain 
matters  pertaining  to  such  revenue  bonds,  including 
(without  limitation)  interest  rate,  redemption  provisions, 
appointment  of  a  trustee,  form  of  official  statement  and 
bond  purchase  agreement,  shall  be  determined  at  the 
time  of  such  private  sale  by  resolution  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance;  providing  for  the  authentication  and 
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delivery  thereof;  creating  a  construction  fund  and  bond 
fund  to  be  held  by  the  trustee;  providing  for  the  invest- 
ment of  moneys  held  by  the  trustee;  providing  remedies 
for  bondholders  in  the  event  of  default;  providing 
for  the  enactment  of  supplemental  ordinances;  and  gen- 
erally providing  for  and  determining  various  matters  in 
connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale 
and  payment  of  such  revenue  bonds. 

RECITALS 

Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the 
Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement  Volume, 
as  amended)  (the  '*Act")  now  empower  all  the  counties  and 
municipalities  of  the  State  of  Maryland  to  issue  revenue 
bonds  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  revenue 
bonds  to  an  industrial  concern  to  finance  the  acquisition  by 
such  industrial  concern  of  manufacturing  and  processing 
facilities.  The  Act  declares  it  to  be  the  legislative  purpose 
to  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  State,  to  en- 
courage the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in 
the  State,  to  promote  economic  development  and  in  this 
manner  to  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the 
residents  of  each  of  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the 
State  of  Maryland. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City") 
has  determined  to  issue  and  sell  not  exceeding  $500,000 
principal  amount  of  its  "Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bonds  (Dover  Poultry  Products  Project),  1974  Series,"  (the 
"Bonds")  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  such  Bonds  to  Dover 
Poultry  Products,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation  (the  "Indus- 
try") and  an  industrial  concern  as  mentioned  in  the  Act, 
on  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  Loan  Agreement 
provided  by  this  Ordinance,  in  order  to  finance  the  Indus- 
try's acquisition  of  certain  manufacturing  and  processing 
facilities  (the  "Industrial  Facilities")  at  the  Industry's 
Plant  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  to  relieve  conditions  of  unem- 
ployment in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City,  to  pro- 
mote economic  development  and  to  promote  the  health, 
welfare  and  safety  of  the  citizens  of  this  State  and  this  City. 

This  Ordinance  authorizes  and  consummates  a  transaction 
which  the  Industry  proposed  to  the  City  in  accordance  with 
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Section  266-B(d)   of  the  Act  by  a  letter  of  intent  dated 
April  5, 1974. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That,  acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby 
found  and  determined,  as  follows : 

(1)  The  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  pursuant 
to  the  Act  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  the  Industry  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  acquiring  an  industrial 
building  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  will  facilitate  and 
expedite  the  a'cquisition,  construction,  installation  and  equip- 
ping of  such  an  industrial  building  by  the  Industry; 

(2)  The  acquisition  of  the  Industrial  Facilities  by  the 
Industry  and  the  financing  thereof  provided  in  this  Ordi- 
nance will  promote  the  declared  legislative  purposes  of  the 
Act  in  that  they  will  (a)  sustain  jobs  and  employment 
opportunities  and  aid  in  maintaining  employment,  thus 
relieving  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  State  of  Mary- 
land and  in  the  City;  (b)  encourage  the  increase  of  indus- 
try and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in 
the  City;  (c)  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  in 
the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City;  (d)  promote  economic 
development;  and  (e)  promote  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  of  the 
State  of  Maryland. 

(3)  In  addition  to  authorizing  the  City  itself  to  acquire 
the  Industrial  Facilities  and  either  to  lease  or  to  sell  the 
Industrial  Facilities  to  the  Industry,  the  Act,  as  an  alterna- 
tive procedure,  also  authorizes  industrial  development  fi- 
nancing to  be  accomplished  in  the  form  of  a  loan  to  the 
Industry.  The  loan  form  of  transaction  avoids  indirect  costs 
and  burden  on  the  City  by  not  requiring  any  direct  involve- 
ment by  the  City  in  the  construction,  ownership  or  admin- 
istration of  the  Industrial  Facilities;  it  permits,  however, 
ample  controls  to  be  imposed  on  the  use  of  the  Bond  pro- 
ceeds to  insure  that  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  the 
revenue  bonds  are  fully  accomplished.  It  is,  therefore,  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  to  finance  the  Industrial  Facilities  by  a  loan  to 
the  Industry.  This  Ordinance  contemplates  and  authorizes 
a  transaction  in  the  form  of  a  loan  of  the  revenue  Bond 
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proceeds  by  the  City  to  the  Industry,  rather  than  a  trans- 
action in  the  form  of  a  lease  or  sale  of  the  Industrial  Fa- 
cilities. Accordingly,  this  Ordinance,  together  with  the  Loan 
Agreement  authorized  hereby,  contains  such  provisions  as 
the  City  deems  appropriate  to  effect  the  financing  of  the 
Industrial  Facilities  by  the  loan  form  of  transaction. 

(4)  Neither  Bonds  nor  interest  coupons  issued  under 
the  authority  of  the  Act  constitute  an  indebtedness  of  the 
City  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  pow- 
ers of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional 
provision  or  provision  of  the  City  Charter  or  statutory 
limitation  and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  principal  amount  of 
the  loan  and  the  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Industry 
pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  authorized  hereby  will 
jbe  paid  directly  to,  and  will  be  disbursed  by,  the  inde- 
pendent Trustee  appointed  to  act  as  trustee  hereunder; 
no  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with  the  City's  funds 
or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of  the  City  but 
only  to  such  limited  supervision  and  checks  as  are  deemed 
necessary  or  desirable  to  insure  that  the  Bond  proceeds 
are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and 
this  Ordinance.  The  transactions  authorized  hereby  do  not 
constitute  any  physical  public  betterment  or  improvement 
or  the  acquisition  of  property  by  the  City;  the  public 
purposes  expressed  in  the  Act  are  intended  to  be  achieved 
by  facilitating  the  acquisition  of  manufacturing  and  proc- 
essing facilities  by  the  Industry. 

(5)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Industrial 
Facilities  either  on  its  own  behalf  or  for  the  purpose  of 
creating  any  security  for  the  Bonds,  which  security  shall  be 
solely  and  exclusively  the  absolute,  irrevocable,  uncondi- 
tional obligation  of  the  Industry  to  make  the  payments  re- 
quired by  the  Loan  Agreement.  Accordingly,  this  Ordinance 
definitely  fixes  and  determines  the  amount  of  revenue  de- 
rived from  payments  on  the  loan  which  is  necessary  to  be 
set  apart  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds. 

(6)  (a)  No  part  or  portion  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  as  defined  in  this  Ordinance,  shall 
be  set  aside  as  a  depreciation  account  (mentioned  in  the  Act) 
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since  neither  the  City  nor  the  Bondholders  desire,  or  are 
creating,  any  interest  in  the  Industrial  Facilities  and  such  a 
depreciation  account  would  (i)  be  inconsistent  with  the  form 
of  loan  transaction,  and  (ii)  place  an  unreasonable  burden 
on  the  Industry  so  as  to  affect  the  feasibility  of  the  transac- 
tion and  thus  frustrate  the  legislative  purposes  of  the  Act 
and  (b)  a  covenant  such  as  that  permitted  by  Section  266-G 
(c)  of  the  Act  is  similarly  inconsistent  with  the  form  of 
transaction  authorized  hereby  in  which  neither  the  City  nor 
the  Bondholders  obtain  or  retain  an  interest  in  the  Industrial 
Facilities  and^is,  therefore,  a  procedure  which  is  not  con- 
templated by  the  Act  in  connection  with  this  transaction. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  not  exceeding  $500,000  aggregate  princi- 
pal amount  of  ''Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds 
(Dover  Poultry  Products  Project),  1974  Series,"  is  hereby 
authorized  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  such 
Bonds  to  be  solely  and  exclusively  payable  from,  and  se- 
cured by,  the  revenue  derived  from  payments  on  the  loan 
to  the  Industry  as  provided  herein. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized,  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  the  In- 
dustry and  the  prospective  purchasers  of  the  Bonds,  to 
cause  an  official  statement  to  be  prepared  for  distribution 
to  prospective  purchasers  of  the  Bonds.  Such  official 
statement  shall  be  presented  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  for  final  approval  by  resolution  at  the  time  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  act  upon  a  resolution  or  resolu- 
tions determining  the  matters  required  by  this  Ordinance 
to  be  determined  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Nothing 
contained  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  preclude 
the  distribution,  prior  to  final  approval  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance,  of  a  preliminary  official  statement; 
provided  that  such  preliminary  official  statement  shall  be 
clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject  to  such  final 
approval. 

It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds  at 
private  sale,  as  authorized  by  the  Act,  upon  terms  and 
conditions  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by 
resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Suck 
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resolution  shall  authorize  the  ]\Iayor  to  execute  a  bond 
purchase  agreement  with  the  purchasers  of  the  Bonds. 
Such  resolution,  or  supplementary  resolutions  adopted  con- 
currently therewith,  shall  also  prescribe  (i)  the  maturity 
or  maturities  and  the  interest  rate  or  rates  to  be  borne 
by  the  Bonds,  (ii)  certain  redemption  provisions  for  the 
Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  3.01  of  this  Ordinance,  and 
(iii)  such  other  matters  as  may  be  required  by  this  Or- 
dinance or  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  and 
coupons  are  to  be  issued,  authenticated  and  delivered, 
and  all  property  subject  to  or  to  become  subject  to  this 
Ordinance,  including  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the 
City  from  the  Loan  (as  herein  defined),  is  to  be  held  and 
applied,  upon  and  subject  to  the  following  covenants,  con- 
ditions, uses  and  trusts;  and  the  City,  for  itself  and  its 
successors,  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with 
the  Trustee  and  its  successors  in  the  trust  and  with  all 
those  v;ho  shall,  from  time  to  time,  hold  the  Bonds  and 
coupons,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  benefit  of  all  such 
Holders,  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

The  terms  defined  in  this  Article  I  shall,  for  all  purposes 
of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  ordinances  or  resolutions 
supplemental  hereto  now  or  hereafter  entered  into  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  hereof,  have  the  meanings 
herein  specified,  unless  the  context  clearly  otherwise  re- 
quires : 

"Act"  means  Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of 
Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Re- 
placement Volume,  as  amended),  and  all  future  acts  sup- 
plemental thereto  or  amendatory  thereof. 

"Additional  Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  issued 
under  Section  2.09  of  this  Ordinance. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  means  the  Hollins  Ferry  Road  plant 
located   within   the   City   and   operated   by   the   Industry. 
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**Bond"  or  "Bonds*'  means  the  Industrial  Development 
Revenue  Bonds  of  the  City  of  all  series  from  time  to  time 
authenticated  and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance.  The 
1974  Series  Bonds  means  the  Bonds  identified  as  such  in 
Section  2.02  hereof. 

"Bond  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  in  Section  5.02 
hereof. 

"Bondholder"  or  "Holder"  or  "Owner  of  the  Bonds" 
means  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  and  the  registered 
owner  of  any  Bond. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,   and  its  successors    and   assigns. 

"Commissioners  of  Finance"  means  that  board  of  fi- 
nance known  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  by  Sec- 
tion 6.02  hereof. 

"Coupon"  or  "Coupons"  means  any  interest  coupon  or 
all  the  interest  coupons,  as  the  case  may  be,  appertaining 
to  the  Bonds. 

The  term  "Default"  or  "Event  of  Default"  means  any  of 
those  defaults  specified  in  and  defined  by  Section  10.01 
hereof. 

"Extraordinarj^  Services"  and  "Extraordinary  Ex- 
penses" means  all  services  rendered  and  all  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  Trustee  under  the  Ordinance  other  than 
Ordinary  Services  and  Ordinary  Expenses. 

"Industry"  means  Dover  Poultry  Products,  Inc.,  a  Mary- 
land corporation,  and  its  successors  and  assigns  and  any 
surviving,  resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as  provided 
in  Section  6.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

"Industrial  Facilities"  means  the  manufacturing  and 
processing  facilities  at  the  Baltimore  Plant  of  the  Industry, 
described  in  Exhibit  A  to  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  related 
improvements  and  any  substitutions  therefor,  to  be  ac- 
quired by  the  Industry  and  to  be  financed  under  the  Loan 
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Agreement  and  this  Ordinance  for  operation  by  the  In- 
dustry as  an  industrial  building,  as  defined  in  the  Act. 

**Loan  Agreement"  means  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be 
executed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and  be- 
tsveen  the  City  and  the  Industry,  and  any  amendments 
or  supplements  thereto,  and  shall  include  the  Note  issued 
thereunder. 

"Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  any  successor 
body. 

**Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry  in  sub- 
stantially the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  as  required  by  Section  4.01  hereof. 

"Ordinance"  means  this  Ordinance  and  any  ordinance 
or  resolution  (or  other  action  or  instrument  authorized 
by  this  Ordinance)  supplemental  hereto  or  amendatory 
hereof. 

"Ordinary  Services"  and  "Ordinary  Expenses"  means 
those  services  normally  rendered  and  those  expenses  nor- 
mally incurred  by  a  trustee  under  instruments  similar  to 
this  Ordinance. 

The  term  "Outstanding"  or  "Bonds  Outstanding" 
means,  as  at  any  particular  date,  the  aggregate  of  all 
Bonds  authenticated  and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance, 
except : 

(a)  Bonds  cancelled  at  or  prior  to  such  date ; 

(b)  Bonds  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  which 
cash  funds  or  securities,  as  provided  in  Section  9.01  hereof 
shall  have  been  theretofore  deposited  with  the  Trustee 
(whether  upon  or  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption 
date  of  any  such  Bonds)  provided  that  if  such  Bonds  are 
to  be  redeemed  prior  to  the  maturity  thereof,  notice  of 
such  redemption  shall  have  been  given  or  arrangements 
satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  shall  have  been  made  there- 
for, or  waiver  of  such  notice  satisfactory  in  form  to  the 
Trustee,  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Trustee ;  and 

(c)  Bonds  in  lieu  of  which  others  have  been  authen- 
ticated under  Section  2.07  hereof,  unless  proof  satisfactory 
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to  the  Trustee  is  presented  to  the  Trustee  that  any  such 
Bonds  are  held  by  bona  fide  purchasers  as  that  term  is 
defined  in  Subtitle  8  of  Article  95B  of  the  Annotated  Code 
of  Maryland  (Maryland  Uniform  Commercial  Code),  as 
amended,  in  which  case  the  Bond  or  Bonds  so  replaced 
and  the  Bond  or  Bonds  authenticated  and  delivered  there- 
for shall  be  deemed  outstanding. 

*Terson"  means  natural  persons,  firms,  associations, 
corporations  and  public  bodies. 

''Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan" 
means  all  moneys  payable  by  the  Industry  to  the  City 
under  the  Loan  Agreement  and  all  other  revenues  of  the 
City  attributable  to  the  financing  of  the  Industrial 
Facilities. 

''Treasurer"  means  the  Treasurer  or  Deputy  Treasurer 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

"Trust  Estate"  means  at  any  particular  time  all  moneys 
which  at  such  time  are  deposited  or  are  required  to  be 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  to  be  held  in  trust  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  property 
which  at  such  time  is  covered  or  intended  to  be  covered 
by  the  claim  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trust  company  or  banking  corpora- 
tion and  its  successor  or  successors  as  trustee  hereunder, 
who  shall  also  be  the  paying  agent  for  the  Bonds,  des- 
ignated prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  resolution 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

ARTICLE  II 

DESCRIPTION,  AUTHORIZATION,  MANNER  OF 
EXECUTION,   AUTHENTICATION,   REGISTRATION 
AND    TRANSFER    OF    BONDS 

Section  2.01.  The  City  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  only  out  of  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  pledged 
for  the  payment  thereof  under  this  Ordinance,  and  not 
otherwise.  The  City  may,  at  its  option,  pay  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  cut  of  any  other  moneys 
made  available  to  the  City  for  the  payment  thereof.  All 
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the  Bonds  to  be  issued  hereunder  shall  be  equally  and 
ratably  secured,  to  the  extent  provided  in  this  Ordinance 
by  the  pledge  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan. 

Section  2.02.  There  is  hereby  created  for  issuance 
under  this  Ordinance  a  series  of  Bonds  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $500,000  each  of  which 
shall  bear  the  descriptive  title  ''City  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bond  (Dover  Poul- 
try Products  Project),  1974  Series."  The  Bonds  shall  be 
dated,  shall  be  issued  as  coupon  Bonds  in  the  denomination 
of  $5,000  each,  registrable  as  to  principal  only  or  as  fully 
registered  bonds  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000  or  multi- 
ples thereof,  shall  mature,  shall  be  numbered,  shall  bear 
such  rate  or  rates  of  interest  from  their  date  until  maturity 
or  until  the  date  fixed  for  redemption,  all  as  provided  in 
a  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted 
prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such  interest  shall  be  pay- 
able semi-annually  and  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to 
the  right  of  prior  redemption  upon  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  Bonds  authorized  hereby  may  be  issued,  sold  and 
delivered  at  one  or  more  times  hereafter;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  (i)  each  such  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of 
Bonds  shall  be  accomplished  only  upon  (a)  the  adoption 
of  a  resolution  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  specify- 
ing all  matters  then  remaining  to  be  specified  in  connec- 
tion with  such  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  Bonds,  (b) 
the  due  execution  and  delivery  by  the  Industry  of  a  sep- 
arate Note  and  by  the  Industry  and  the  City  of  a  separate 
Loan  Agreement  securing  the  Bonds  then  to  be  issued, 
sold  and  delivered  and  (c)  compliance  with  all  other  re- 
quirements of  this  Ordinance,  and  (ii)  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Bonds  issued,  sold  and  delivered  here- 
under shall  not  exceed  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
Bonds  authorized  by  this  Ordinance. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid 
in  any  coin  or  currency  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which,  at  the  respective  times  of  payment,  is  legal  tender 
for  the  paj^ment  of  public  and  private  debts  at  the  prin- 
cipal office  of  the  Trustee  or  its  successor  in  trust. 
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Section  2.03.  The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  on  behalf 
of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed 
or  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  City  Treasurer 
or  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  provided  that  at  least  one  of 
said  signatures  shall  be  a  manual  signature.  The  coupons 
attached  to  the  coupon  Bonds  shall  be  executed  by  the 
facsimiles  of  the  official  signatures  of  said  City  Treasurer 
or  Deputy  City  Treasurer  and  such  facsimiles  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  said  City  Treasurer  or 
Deputy  City  ^Treasurer  had  manually  signed  each  of  the 
coupons.  The  Bonds,  together  with  interest  thereon,  shall 
be  limited  obligations  of  the  City  payable  from  the  Bond 
Fund  and  shall  be  a  valid  claim  of  the  respective  Holders 
thereof  only  against  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan  which  (except  amounts  paid  by  the  In- 
dustry pursuant  to  Sections  6.6  and  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment) are  hereby  pledged  and  assigned  for  the  equal  and 
ratable  payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  coupons  and  shall 
be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  pay  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  except  as  may  be  otherwise 
expressly  authorized  in  this  Ordinance.  Neither  the  Bonds 
nor  the  coupons  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or 
a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  power  of  the 
City  within  the  meaning  of  any  state  constitutional  or 
charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  shall  never 
constitute  nor  give  rise  to  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  facsimile  signa- 
ture shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to 
be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds,  such 
signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and 
sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  he  had  remained 
in  office  until  delivery. 

Section  2.04.  Only  such  Bonds  as  shall  have  endorsed 
thereon  a  certificate  of  authentication  substantially  in 
the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  duly  executed  by  the  Trustee 
shall  be  entitled  to  any  right  or  benefit  under  this  Ordi- 
nance. No  Bond  and  no  coupon,  appertaining  to  any  Bond 
shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  unless  and 
until  such  certificate  of  authentication  shall  have  been 
duly  executed  by  the  Trustee,  and  such  executed  certifi- 
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cate  of  the  Trustee  upon  any  such  Bond  shall  be  conclusive 
evidence  that  such  Bond  has  been  authenticated  and  de- 
livered under  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee's  certificate  of 
authentication  on  any  Bond  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
executed  by  it  if  signed  by  an  authorized  signature  of 
the  Trustee,  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  that  the  same 
person  sign  the  certificate  of  authentication  on  all  of  the 
Bonds  issued  hereunder.  Before  authenticating  or  de- 
livering any  Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall  detach  and  cancel 
all  matured  coupons,  if  any,  appertaining  thereto,  and 
such  cancelled  coupons  shall  be  cremated  by  the  Trustee 
and  a  certificate  of  cremation  or  other  destruction  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  by  the  Trustee. 

Section  2.05.  The  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
and  the  coupons  attached  thereto,  if  any,  shall  be  sub- 
stantially in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  with  such 
appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  are 
permitted  or  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  by  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted  prior  to 
the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  may  be  printed  or  type- 
written. 

Section  2.06.  The  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
Trustee  and  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds  in 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  §500,000 
and  deliver  them  to  the  purchaser  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  City  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.06  provided. 

Prior  to  the  authentication  by  the  Trustee  of  any  of 
the  Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee : 

1.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  this  Ordinance. 

2.  An  original  executed  counterpart  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

3.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  setting  forth  the  details  relating 
to  the  Bonds  as  prescribed  by  Section  2.02  hereof. 

4.  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on  be- 
half of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authenticate 
and  deliver  the  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  not  exceeding  $500,000  to  the  purchasers  therein  identi- 
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fied  upon  paj^ment  to  the  Trustee  but  for  account  of  the 
City  of  a  sum  specified  in  such  request  and  authoriza- 
tion plus  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery. 
Such  proceeds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  de- 
posited to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction 
Fund  as  hereinafter  provided   under  Article   VI   hereof. 

Section  2.07.  In  the  event  any  Bond  is  mutilated,  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed,  the  City  may  execute  and  the  Trustee 
may  authenticate  a  new  Bond  of  like  date,  maturity  and 
denomination- as  that  mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed, 
which  new  Bond  shall  have  attached  thereto  coupons  cor- 
responding in  all  respects  to  those  (if  any)  on  the  Bond 
mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed;  provided  that,  in  the 
case  of  any  mutilated  Bond,  such  mutilated  Bond  together 
with  all  coupons  (if  any)  appertaining  thereto  shall  first 
be  surrendered  to  the  City,  and  in  the  case  of  any  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed  Bond,  there  shall  be  first  furnished  to 
the  City  and  the  Trustee  evidence  of  such  loss,  theft  or 
destruction  satisfactory  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  to- 
gether with  indemnity  satisfactory  to  them.  In  the  event 
any  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  have  matured,  instead  of 
issuing  a  duplicate  Bond  or  coupon  the  City  may  pay  the 
same  without  surrender  thereof.  The  City  and  the  Trustee 
may  charge  the  Holder  or  Owner  of  such  Bond  with  the 
reasonable  fees  and  expenses  in  this  connection. 

Section  2.08.  All  the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  be  negotiable,  subject  to  the  provisions  for 
registration  and  transfer  contained  in  this  Ordinance 
and  in  the  Bonds.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  re- 
main Outstanding,  the  City  shall  maintain  and  keep,  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  be  the  bond 
registrar,  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of 
Bonds;  and,  upon  presentation  thereof  for  such  purpose 
at  said  office,  the  Treasurer  shall  register  or  cause  to  be 
registered  therein,  and  permit  to  be  transferred  thereon, 
under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  it  or  the  Trustee  may 
prescribe,  any  Bond  entitled  to  registration  or  transfer. 
So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  remain  Outstanding,  the 
City  shall  make  all  necessary  provisions  to  permit  the 
exchange  of  Bonds  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treasurer. 
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All  coupon  Bonds  shall  pass  by  delivery,  unless  regis- 
tered as  to  principal  other  than  to  bearer  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  Section  2.08.  Any  coupon  Bond  may  be 
registered  as  to  principal  on  the  books  of  the  City  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer,  upon  presentation  there- 
of at  said  office  and  the  payment  of  a  charge  sufficient  to 
reimburse  the  City  for  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  regis- 
tration, and  such  registration  shall  be  noted  on  such  Bond. 
After  said  registration  no  transfer  thereof  shall  be  valid 
unless  made  on  said  books  at  the  written  request  of  the 
registered  Owner  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writ- 
ing, and  similarly  noted  on  such  Bond;  but  such  Bond 
may  be  discharged  from  registration  by  being  in  like 
manner  transferred  to  bearer,  after  which  it  shall  again 
become  transferable  by  delivery. 

Thereafter  such  Bond  may  again,  from  time  to  time, 
be  registered  or  discharged  from  registration  in  the  same 
manner.  Registration  of  any  coupon  Bond  as  to  principal, 
however,  shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  by  delivery  of 
the  coupons  appertaining  to  such  Bond,  but  such  coupons 
shall  continue  to  pass  by  delivery  and  shall  remain  payable 
to  bearer. 

As  to  any  coupon  Bond  registered  as  to  principal  other 
than  to  bearer  the  person  in  whose  name  the  same  shall 
be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City  may  be  deemed 
and  regarded  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether  such 
Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  all  purposes,  except  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  coupons;  and  pay- 
ment of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  or  redemption 
price,  if  any,  of  such  Bond  shall  be  made  only  to,  or  upon 
the  order  of,  such  registered  Owner  thereof,  but  such 
registration  may  be  changed  as  above  provided.  All  such 
payments  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  dis- 
charge the  liability  upon  such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the 
sum  or  sums  so  paid.  The  City,  the  Trustee  and  the 
Trustee  as  paying  agent  may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer 
of  any  coupon  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether 
such  coupon  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  payment  thereof  and  for  all  other  purposes  what- 
soever, and  may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any  coupon 
Bond  which  shall  not  at  the  time  be  registered  as  to  prin- 
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cipal  other  than  to  bearer,  or  the  person  in  whose  name 
any  coupon  Bond  for  the  time  being  shall  be  registered 
upon  the  books  of  the  City,  as  the  absolute  owner  of  such 
Bond,  whether  such  Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  the  principal  thereof 
and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever  except  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  payment  of  coupons,  and  neither  the  City, 
nor  the  Trustee  nor  the  Trustee  as  paying  agent  shall  be 
affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save 
the  Trustee  and  the  Trustee  as  paying  agent  harmless  from 
and  against  any  and  all  loss,  cost,  charge,  expense,  judg- 
ment or  liability  incurred  by  it,  acting  in  good  faith 
and  without  negligence  hereunder,  in  so  treating  such 
bearer  or  registered  Owner. 

Each  registered  Bond  vathout  coupons  shall  be  trans- 
ferable only  upon  the  books  of  the  City,  which  shall  be 
kept  for  that  purpose  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treas- 
urer, at  the  written  request  of  the  registered  Owner  there- 
of or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writing,  upon  sur- 
render thereof,  together  with  a  written  instrument  of 
transfer  satisfactory  to  the  Treasurer  duly  executed  by 
the  registered  Owner  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney. 
Upon  the  transfer  of  any  such  registered  Bond,  the  City 
shall  issue  in  the  name  of  the  transferee,  in  authorized 
denominations,  a  new  registered  Bond  or  Bonds  without 
coupons,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  transferee,  coupon  Bonds, 
with  appropriate  coupons  attached,  of  the  same  aggregate 
principal  amount,  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  as 
the  surrendered  Bond. 

The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  deem  and  treat  the  per- 
son in  whose  name  any  Outstanding  registered  Bond  with- 
out coupons  shall  be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the 
City  as  the  absolute  Owner  of  such  Bond,  whether  such 
Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purposes  of  receiving 
payment  of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  of  and  interest 
on  such  Bond  and  for  all  other  purposes,  and  all  such 
payments  so  made  to  any  such  registered  Owner  or  upon 
his  order  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  dis- 
charge the  liability  upon  such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the 
sum  or  sums  so  paid,  and  neither  the  City  nor  the  Trustee 
shall  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject 
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to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify 
and  save  the  Trustee  harmless  from  and  against  any  and 
all  loss,  cost,  charge,  expense,  judgment  or  liability  in- 
curred by  it,  acting  in  good  faith  and  without  negligence 
hereunder,    in    so    treating   any    such    registered    Owner. 

Coupon  Bonds,  upon  surrender  thereof  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Treasurer  with  all  unmatured  coupons  at- 
tached, may,  at  the  option  of  the  Holder  thereof,  be  ex- 
changed for  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of  reg- 
istered Bonds  without  coupons  of  the  same  series,  ma- 
turity and  interest  rate  of  any  of  the  authorized  denomi- 
nations. 

Registered  Bonds  without  coupons,  upon  surrender 
thereof  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treasurer  with  a 
written  instrument  of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  Treas- 
urer, duly  executed  by  the  registered  Owner  or  his  duly 
authorized  attorney,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  registered 
Owner  thereof,  be  exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  of  coupon  Bonds  of  the  same  series,  ma- 
turity and  interest  rate  with  appropriate  coupons  at- 
tached, or  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the 
same  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  of  any  other  au- 
thorized denominations. 

In  all  cases  in  which  the  privilege  of  exchanging  Bonds 
or  transferring  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  is  exer- 
cised, the  City  shall  execute  and  the  Trustee  shall  authen- 
ticate and  deliver  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance.  All  registered  Bonds  surrendered  in 
any  such  exchanges  or  transfers  shall  forthv^ith  be  can- 
celled by  the  Trustee.  All  coupon  Bonds  and  the  coupons 
appertaining  to  such  Bonds  surrendered  in  any  such  ex- 
changes or  transfers  shall  be  retained  in  the  possession  of 
the  City  for  the  purpose  of  reissuance  upon  subsequent 
exchanges  and  the  City,  prior  to  the  reissuance  of  any 
such  coupon  Bonds,  shall  detach  therefrom  and  cancel  all 
matured  coupons.  For  every  such  exchange  or  transfer  of 
Bonds,  whether  temporary  or  definitive,  the  City  or  the 
Trustee  may  make  a  charge  sufficient  to  reimburse  it  for 
any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid 
with  respect  to  such  exchange  or  transfer,  which  sum  or 
sums  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  requesting  such  exchange 
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or  transfer  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  exercise  of 
the  privilege  of  making  such  exchange  or  transfer.  Not- 
withstanding any  other  provision  of  this  Ordinance,  the 
cost  of  preparing  each  new  coupon  Bond  or  registered 
Bond  without  coupons  upon  each  exchange  or  transfer, 
and  any  other  expenses  of  the  City  or  the  Trustee  incurred 
in  connection  therewith  (except  any  applicable  tax  or 
other  governmental  charge)  shall  be  paid  from  the  Bond 
Fund.  The  City  shall  not  be  obliged  to  make  any  such 
exchange  or  transfer  of  Bonds  during  the  fifteen  (15) 
days  next  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  on  the 
Bonds  or,  in  the  case  of  any  proposed  redemption  of 
Bonds,  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  first  publication 
of  notice  of  such  redemption.  The  City  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  make  any  transfer  or  exchange  of  any  Bonds 
called  for  redemption. 

Section  2.09.  The  City,  at  the  request  of  the  Industry 
and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  in  effect  at  the  time 
thereof,  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  issue  Additional  Bonds 
from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional 
moneys,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  In- 
dustrial Facilities  or  to  provide  additional  manufacturing 
and  processing  facilities  which  shall  become  part  of  the 
Industrial  Facilities,  on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds  and 
any  Additional  Bonds  theretofore  or  thereafter  issued  and 
payable  from  the  Bond  Fund.  Before  any  Additional  Bonds 
are  authenticated  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Trustee 
the  items  required  therefor  by  Section  2.10  hereof.  The 
proceeds  of  any  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  used  solely  to 
pay  the  costs  of  completing  the  Industrial  Facilities 
or  of  providing  additional  manufacturing  and  processing 
facilities  and  to  pay  the  costs  incident  to  the  issuance  of 
the  Additional  Bonds,  in  accordance  with  Section  6.8  of  the 
Loan  Agreement. 

Such  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  series 
and  principal  amounts,  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest 
at  such  rate  or  rates,  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  at 
such  times  and  prices,  and  shall  mature  in  such  years 
as  the  Ordinance  supplemental  hereto  authorizing  the  is- 
suance thereof  shall  fix  and  determine,  and  shall  be  de- 
posited with  the  Trustee  for  authentication  and  delivery. 
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Section  2.10.  Upon  the  adoption  in  each  instance  of  an 
appropriate  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  the  City  shall 
execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  shall 
authenticate  such  Additional  Bonds  and  deliver  them 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
City,  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.10  provided.  Prior 
to  the  delivery  by  the  Trustee  of  any  such  Additional 
Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee : 

(1)  A  valid  and  effective  amendment  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  pursuant  to  Section  10.5  thereof,  providing 
for  an  increase  in  the  obligations  of  the  City  and  the 
Industry  in  accordance  with  Section  4.3  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment. 

(2)  A  duly  enacted  supplemental  ordinance  providing 
for  the  issuance  of  such  new  series  of  Additional  Bonds. 

(3)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  providing  the  terms  of  such  Addi- 
tional Bonds. 

(4)  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  deliver 
such  Bonds  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  therein  identi- 
fied upon  payment  to  the  Trustee,  for  the  account  of  the 
City  of  a  specified  sum  plus  any  accrued  interest.  The 
proceeds  of  such  Bonds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee 
and  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Con- 
struction Fund  as  hereinafter  provided  under  Article  VI 
hereof. 

ARTICLE  III 

REDEMPTION 

Section  3.01.  In  the  manner  and  with  the  effect  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to 
redemption  prior  to  maturity,  either  at  the  option  of 
the  City  or  pursuant  to  certain  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, as  follows: 

(1)  The  Bonds  may  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity  on 
or  after  any  date  specified  and  at  the  times  and  in  the 
amounts  specified  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  either  as  a  whole  at  any  time  or  in  part  from 
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time  to  time  on  any  interest  payment  date,  in  inverse 
order  of  their  maturities  (by  lot  within  a  maturity)  in 
increments  of  $5,000,  by  application  of  any  moneys  avail- 
able for  that  purpose,  other  than  moneys  from  the  sources 
described  in  (2)  below,  upon  payment  in  each  case  of 
the  principal  amxunt  thereof,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the 
redemption  date. 

(2)  The  Bonds  also  may  be  redeemed  as  a  whole  at 
any  time  upon  the  exercise  by  the  Industry  of  its  option 
to  terminate  the  Loan  Agreement  as  provided  in  Section 
9.2  thereof."  Any  of  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in 
the  manner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal 
amount  thereof,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption 
date. 

(3)  The  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  as  a  v/hole 
at  any  time  upon  the  occurrence  of  an  event  which,  under 
the  provisions  of  Article  X  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  obli- 
gates the  Industry  to  prepay  the  amounts  due  thereunder. 
Any  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal  amount  thereof, 
plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date,  and  all  other 
amounts,  including  additional  interest,  required  by  Ar- 
ticle X  of  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be  paid  by  the  Industry. 

In  the  case  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  de- 
nominations greater  than  $5,000,  if  less  than  all  of  such 
Bonds  then  Outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  redemption, 
then  for  all  purposes  in  connection  with  redemption,  each 
$5,000  of  principal  amount  shall  be  treated  as  though  it 
was  a  separate  bond  of  the  denomination  of  $5,000  bear- 
ing one  of  the  numbers  borne  by  such  registered  Bond 
without  coupons.  If  it  is  determined  that  one  or  more, 
but  not  all  of  the  $5,000  units  of  principal  amount  repre- 
sented by  any  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  is 
to  be  called  for  redemption,  then  upon  notice  of  intention 
to  redeem  such  $5,000  unit  or  units,  the  Owner  of  such 
registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall  forthwith  sur- 
render such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  (1)  for  paj^ment  of  the 
principal  of  and  interest  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
on  the  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  called 
for  redemption  and  (2)  in  exchange  for  a  new  Bond  or 
Bonds   of  the   aggregate   principal  amount   of  the   unre- 
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deemed  balance  of  the  principal  amount  of  such  registered 
Bond  without  coupons  and  of  like  maturity  and  interest 
rate,  and  such  new  Bond  or  Bonds  shall  be  numbered 
corresponding  to  the  numbers  of  the  $5,000  units  of  prin- 
cipal amount  not  called  for  redemption.  New  Bonds  re- 
presenting the  unredeemed  balance  of  the  principal 
amount  of  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall 
be  issued  to  the  registered  Owner  thereof,  without  charge 
therefor.  If  the  Owner  of  any  such  registered  Bond  with- 
out coupons  of  a  denomination  greater  than  $5,000  shall 
fail  to  present  such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  for  payment  and 
exchange  as  aforesaid,  such  Bond  shall,  nevertheless,  be- 
come due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
to  the  extent  of  the  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal 
amount  called  for  redemption  (and  to  that  extent  only)  ; 
interest  shall  cease  to  accrue  on  the  portion  of  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  such  Bond  represented  by  such  $5,000 
unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  on  and  after  the  date 
fixed  for  redemption  provided  that  funds  sufficient  for 
the  paj'^ment  of  the  redemption  price  shall  have  been  de- 
posited with  the  Trustee,  and  shall  be  available  for  the 
redemption  of  said  $5,000  unit  or  units  on  the  date  fixed 
for  redemption  and,  in  such  event,  such  Bond  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  the  benefit  or  security  of  this  Ordinance  to  the 
extent  of  the  portion  of  its  principal  amount  and  accrued 
interest  thereon  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  repre- 
sented by  such  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount, 
nor  shall  new  Bonds  be  thereafter  issued  corresponding 
to  said  unit  or  units. 

Section  3.02.  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  are  called 
for  redemption,  the  Trustee  shall  give  notice,  in  the  name 
of  the  City,  of  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds,  which  no- 
tice shall  specify  the  maturities  of  the  Bonds  to  be  re- 
deemed, the  redemption  date  and  the  place  or  places  where 
amounts  due  upon  such  redemption  will  be  payable  and, 
if  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  of  any  maturity  are  to  be 
redeemed,  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  so  to  be  redeemed. 
Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  at  least  once  not 
less  than  thirty  (30)  days  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days 
prior  to  the  redemption  date  in  a  newspaper  or  financial 
journal  of  general  circulation  published  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  in  the  case  of  the  redemption  of 
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fully  registered  Bonds  upon  mailing  a  copy  of  the  redemp- 
tion notice  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  at  least 
thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  to 
the  Holder  of  each  registered  Bond  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
address  shown  on  the  registration  books;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  failure  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing  or  any 
defect  therein,  shall  not  alTect  the  validity  of  any  pro- 
ceedings for  the  redemption  of  Bonds.  If  all  of  the  Bonds 
to  be  redeemed  are  registered  Bonds,  notice  by  mailing 
given  BY  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  Holder  or 
Holders  thereof,  at  the  addresses  shov/n  on  the  regis- 
tration books,  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the 
date  fixed  for  ledemption  as  aforesaid  shall  be  sufficient, 
and  published  notice  of  the  call  for  redemption  need  not 
be  given,  and  failure  duly  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing, 
or  any  defect  in  the  notice,  to  the  Holder  of  any  regis- 
tered Bond  designated  for  redemption  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  any 
other  Bond.  All  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  will  cease 
to  bear  interest  on  the  specified  redemption  date,  pro- 
vided funds  for  their  redemption  are  on  deposit  with  the 
Trustee,  and  shall  no  longer  be  protected  by  the  Ordinance 
and  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  Outstanding  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance.  If,  because  of  the  temporary 
or  permanent  suspension  of  the  publication  or  general 
circulation  of  any  newspaper  or  financial  journal  or  for 
any  other  reason,  it  is  impossible  or  impracticable  to  pub- 
lish such  notice  of  call  for  redemption  in  the  manner 
herein  provided,  then  such  publication  in  lieu  thereof  as 
shall  be  made  with  the  approval  of  the  Trustee  shall  con- 
stitute a  sufficient  publication  of  notice. 

Section  3.03.  All  Bonds  which  have  been  redeemed 
shall  be  cancelled  and  destroyed  by  the  Trustee  together 
with  the  unmatured  coupons  appertaining  thereto  and 
shall  not  be  reissued  and  a  counterpart  of  the  certificate 
of  destruction  evidencing  such  destruction  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Trustee  to  the  City  and  the  Industry.  All 
Bonds  so  destroyed  shall  thereafter  no  longer  be  consid- 
ered Outstanding  for  any  purposes  of  this  Ordinance  or 
the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  3.04.  All  unpaid  coupons  which  appertain  to 
Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  and  which  shall  have  be- 
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come  payable  on  or  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
shall  continue  to  be  payable  to  the  bearers  thereof  sever- 
ally and  respectively  upon  the  presentation  and  surrender 
of  such  coupons. 

Section  3.05.  If  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
Outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the 
particular  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Trustee  in  inverse  order  of  maturities.  If  less  than  all  of 
the  Bonds  of  a  particular  maturity  at  the  time  Outstand- 
ing are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  particular 
Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected 
by  lot  by  the  Trustee  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustee,  in  its 
discretion,  may  determine.  The  Trustee  shall  call  for  re- 
demption in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  as 
many  Bonds  as  will,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  exhaust  the 
moneys  available  therefor.  Particular  Bonds  shall  be  re- 
deemed only  in  the  principal  amount  of  $5,000  each. 

No  redemption  of  less  than  all  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
Outstanding  shall  be  made  pursuant  hereto  unless  the 
total  amount  of  funds  available  and  to  be  used  for  such 
partial  redemption  is  equal  to  or  more  than  $50,000. 

ARTICLE  IV 

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  4.01.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  execute,  seal  and  deliver,  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
the  Loan  Agreement  (including  the  assignments  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  and  the  Note  to  the  Trustee)  in  sub- 
stantially the  form  presented  to  the  City  Council  as  evi- 
denced by  a  copy  of  such  form  certified  by  the  Deputy 
City  Treasurer  and  filed  among  the  permanent  records 
of  the  City.  The  City,  however,  is  hereby  authorized, 
prior  to  execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  such  as- 
signments, to  make  such  changes  or  modifications  in  the 
form  of  such  Loan  Agreement,  Note  and  assignments  as 
may  be  required  or  deemed  appropriate  by  it  in  order  to 
accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  transaction  authorized  by 
this  Ordinance ;  provided  that  such  changes  shall  be  within 
the  scope  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  the  Act  and 
shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fi- 
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nance  prior  to  execution  of  said  Loan  Agreement.  Such 
execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  assignments  by  the 
Mayor  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  due  execution, 
on  behalf  of  the  City,  of  such  instruments  which  shall 
thereupon  become  binding  upon  the  City  in  accordance 
with  their  terms  as  authorized  by  the  Act. 

ARTICLE  V 

REVENUES  AND  FUNDS 

Section  5.01.  The  Bonds  herein  authorized  and  all  pay- 
ments by  the  City  hereunder  are  not  general  obligations 
of  the  City  but  are  limited  obligations  payable  solely 
from  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the 
Loan  and  as  authorized  and   provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

The  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
are  to  be  remitted  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  account 
of  the  City  and  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Said  pay- 
ments are  to  be  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the  principal 
of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  and  the  entire  amount  of 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  (except 
amounts  paid  by  the  Industry  pursuant  to  Section  6.6 
and  Section  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement)  is  pledged  to 
the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 
The  City  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  it  will  not 
create  any  lien  upon  said  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the 
City  from  the   Loan  other  than  the  lien  hereby  created. 

Section  5.02.  There  is  hereby  created  by  the  City  and 
ordered  established  with  the  Trustee  a  trust  fund  to  be 
designated  ''City  of  Baltimore  Industrial  Facilities 
Revenue  Bond  Fund — Dover  Poultry  Products  Project'* 
(which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  "Bond 
Fund"),  which  shall  be  used  to  pay  the  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  5.03.  There  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds  as  required  by  Section  6.01  hereof.  In  addition, 
there  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond  Fund,  as  and  when 
received  (a)  any  amount  remaining  in  the  Construction 
Fund  to  the  extent  provided  in  Section  3.3  (k)  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  except  as  otherwise  directed  pursuant  to  said 
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Section  3.3(k);  (b)  all  payments  specified  in  Section  4.3 
of  the  Loan  Agreement;  and  (c)  all  other  moneys  re- 
ceived by  the  Trustee  under  and  pursuant  to  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  when  accompanied  by 
directions  by  the  Industry  that  such  moneys  are  to  be 
paid  into  the  Bond  Fund.  The  City  hereby  covenants  and 
agrees  that  so  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder 
are  outstanding  it  will  deposit,  or  cause  to  be  deposited, 
in  the  Bond  Fund  for  its  account  sufficient  sums  from  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
promptly  to  meet  and  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest 
on  the  Bonds,  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable. 

Section  5.04.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  5.09  and 
■Section  11.04  hereof,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  inter- 
est on  the  Bonds  and  for  the  redemption  of  the  Bonds  at 
or  prior  to  maturity.  Whenever  the  amount  in  the  Bond  Fund 
from  any  source  whatsoever  is  sufficient  to  redeem  all  of 
the  Bonds  Outstanding  hereunder  and  to  pay  interest  to 
accrue  thereon  prior  to  such  redemption,  the  City  cove- 
nants and  agrees,  upon  request  of  the  Industry,  to  take 
and  cause  to  be  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  redeem  all  or 
part  of  said  Bonds  on  the  next  succeeding  redemption 
date  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3.01  hereof  for 
which  the  required  redemption  notice  may  be  given. 

Section  5.05.  The  Bond  Fund  shall  be  in  the  custody 
of  the  Trustee  but  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  the  City 
hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  Trustee  to  withdraw 
sufficient  funds  from  the  Bond  Fund  to  pay  principal  of 
and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  as  the  same  become  due  and 
payable  and  to  make  such  funds  so  withdrawn  available 
to  the  Trustee  as  paying  agent  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
said  principal  and  interest,  which  authorization  and  di- 
rection the  Trustee  hereby  accepts. 

Section  5.06.  In  the  event  any  Bond  shall  not  be  pre- 
sented for  payment  when  the  principal  thereof  becomes 
due,  either  at  maturity  or  at  the  date  fixed  for  redemp- 
tion thereof  or  otherwise,  or  in  the  event  any  coupon  shall 
not  be  presented  for  payment  at  the  due  date  thereof,  if 
funds  sufficient  to  pay  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  have 
been  made  available  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the 
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Holder  or  Holders  thereof,  all  liability  of  the  City  to  the 
Holder  thereof  for  the  payment  of  such  Bond  or  coupon, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  forthwith  cease,  determine  and 
be  completely  discharged,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Trustee  to  hold  such  fund  or  funds,  without 
liability  for  interest  thereon,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Holder 
of  such  Bond,  or  the  bearer  of  such  coupon,  as  the  case 
may  be,  who  shall  thereafter  be  restricted  exclusively  to 
such  fund  or  funds  for  any  claim  of  whatever  nature  on 
his  part  under  this  Ordinance  or  on,  or  with  respect  to, 
such  Bond  or  coupon. 

Section  5.07.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  Trustee, 
until  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  have 
been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount  equal  to  the  annual  fee  of 
the  Trustee  for  the  Ordinary  Services  of  the  Trustee 
rendered,  as  Trustee,  and  its  Ordinary  Expenses  incurred, 
as  Trustee,  under  this  Ordinance  as  and  when  the  same 
becomes  due,  (ii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges  of  the 
Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  as  and  when  the  same  become 
due,  and  (iii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges  for  the 
necessary  Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraordinary  Ex- 
penses of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  as  and  when 
the  same  become  due.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed 
that  the  initial  or  acceptance  fees  of  the  Trustee  and  the 
fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  paying 
agent  referred  to  in  the  preceding  sentence  which  become 
due  prior  to  the  Completion  Date  (as  defined  in  the  Loan 
Agreement)  will  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  and  paying  agent 
from  the  Construction  Fund  as  and  when  the  same  shall 
become  due.  The  Industry  may,  without  creating  a  De- 
fault hereunder,  contest  in  good  faith  the  necessity  for  any 
such  Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraordinary  Expenses 
and  the  reasonableness  of  any  of  the  fees,  charges  or  ex- 
penses referred  to  herein. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the 
Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  City  the  fees  and  expenses 
of  the  City  Treasurer  as  bond  registrar,  and  reasonable 
administrative  expenses,  if  any,  incurred  by  the  City  in 
the  administration  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  relative  to 
the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance. 
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Section  5.08.  All  moneys  required  to  be  deposited  with 
or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  account  of  the  Bond  Fund  or  the 
Construction  Fund  under  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  trust,  and  except  for 
moneys  deposited  with  or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  the  re- 
demption of  Bonds,  notice  of  the  redemption  of  which  has 
been  duly  given,  shall,  while  held  by  the  Trustee,  con- 
stitute part  of  the  Trust  Estate  and  be  subject  to  the  lien 
thereof. 

Section  5.09.  Any  amounts  remaining  in  the  Bond 
Fund  after  payment  in  full  of  the  principal  of  and  inter- 
est on  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment  thereof  as 
provided  in  this  Ordinance),  the  fees,  charges  and  ex- 
penses of  the  Trustee  and  paying  agent,  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  bond  registrar,  and  all 
other  amounts  required  to  be  paid  hereunder  shall,  upon 
joint  written  instruction  to  the  Trustee  from  the  City  and 
the  Industry,  be  paid  to  the  Industry  upon  the  expiration 
or  sooner  termination  of  the  term  of  the  Loan  Agreement 
as  provided  in  Section  9.2  and  Section  10.1  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VI 

CUSTODY  AND  APPLICATION  OF 
PROCEEDS  OF  BONDS 

Section  6.01.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  issuance  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  received  upon  the  sale  of  the 
1974  Series  Bonds.  • 

Section  6.02.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established 
with  the  Trustee  a  trust  in  the  name  of  the  City  to  be 
designated  "City  of  Baltimore  Industrial  Facilities 
Construction  Fund — Dover  Poultry  Products  Project" 
(which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  ''Construc- 
tion  Fund").  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  upon  the  issu- 
ance and  delivery  of  Bonds  remaining  after  the  deduction 
provided  by  Section  6.01  hereof  shall  have  been  made  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  Construction  Fund.  Moneys  in  the 
Construction  Fund  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  particularly 
Section  3.3  thereof. 
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The  Trustee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue 
its  checks  for  each  disbursement  required  by  the  aforesaid 
provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

The  Trustee  shall  keep  and  maintain  adequate  records 
pertaining  to  the  Construction  Fund  and  all  disburse- 
ments therefrom  and  after  the  Industrial  Facilities 
shall  have  been  completed  and  a  certificate  of  payment  of 
all  costs  filed  as  provided  in  Section  6.03  hereof,  the 
Trustee  shall,  if  requested  by  the  Industry,  file  an  account- 
ing thereof  v^^ith  the  City  and  v^ith  the  Industry. 

Section  6.03.  The  completion  of  the  Industrial  Fa- 
cilities and  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  expenses  inci- 
dent thereto  shall  be  evidenced  by  the  filing  with  the 
Trustee  of  (i)  the  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement)  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  Section  3.5  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment and  (ii)  a  certificate  signed  by  the  City  Treasurer 
and  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative,  which 
certificate  shall  state  that  all  obligations  and  costs  in 
connection  with  the  Industrial  Facilities  and  payable 
out  of  the  Construction  Fund  have  been  paid  and 
discharged  except  for  amounts  retained  by  the  Trustee 
with  the  approval  of  the  Authorized  Industry  Repre- 
sentative for  the  payment  of  costs  of  the  Industrial 
Facilities  not  then  due  and  payable  as  provided  in  the  Loan 
Agreement.  As  soon  as  practicable  and  in  any  event  before 
the  expiration  of  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date  of  the 
certificate  referred  to  in  clause  (ii)  of  the  preceding  sen- 
tence any  balance  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund 
(other  than  the  amounts  retained  by  the  Trustee  referred 
to  in  the  preceding  sentence)  shall  without  further  author- 
ization be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  by  the  Trustee  with 
advice  to  the  City  and  to  the  Industry  of  such  action 
unless  the  Industry  shall  have  directed  the  Trustee  to  pur- 
chase Bonds  in  the  open  market  for  the  purpose  of  can- 
cellation in  accordance  with  Section  3.3  (k)  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VII 

INVESTMENTS 

Section  7.01.  Any  moneys  held  as  part  of  the  Con- 
struction Fund  and  the  Bond  Fund  shall,  at  the  written 
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request  of  and  as  specified  by  the  Authorized  Industry- 
Representative  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement),  be 
invested  and  reinvested  by  the  Trustee  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  3.8  of  the  Loan  Agreement;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  neither  all  nor  a  major  portion  of 
the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  shall  be 
used,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause 
any  Bond  to  be  an  ''arbitrage  bond"  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as 
amended,  and  the  applicable  regulations  thereunder.  Any 
such  investment  shall  be  held  by  or  under  the  control  of 
the  Trustee  and  shall  be  deemed  at  all  times  a  part  of  the 
fund  in  which  such  moneys  are  originally  held  and  the 
interest  accruing  thereon  and  any  profit  realized  from 
such  investments  shall  be  credited  to  such  fund,  and  any 
loss  resulting  from  such  investments  shall  be  charged  to 
such  fund.  The  Trustee  shall  sell  and  reduce  to  cash  funds 
a  sufficient  amount  of  such  investments  whenever  the  cash 
balance  in  such  fund  or  account  is  insufficient  for  the  pur- 
poses of  such  fund  or  account. 

Section  7.02.  The  Trustee  may  make  any  and  all  in- 
vestments permitted  under  Section  7.01  through  its  own 
Bond  Department. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

GENERAL  COVENANTS 

Section  8.01.  Each  and  every  covenant  herein  made, 
including  all  covenants  made  by  the  various  sections  of 
this  Article  VIII,  is  predicated  upon  the  condition  that 
any  obligation  for  the  payment  of  money  incurred  by  the 
City  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City  or  a 
charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing  pow- 
ers, but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Loan  (except  amounts  paid  pur- 
suant to  Sections  6.6  and  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement) 
which  are  required  to  be  set  apart  and  transferred  to  the 
Bond  Fund,  which  moneys,  revenues  and  receipts  are  here- 
by specifically  pledged  to  the  payment  thereof  in  the  man- 
ner and  to  the  extent  in  this  Ordinance  specified  and 
nothing  in  the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this   Ordinance 
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shall  be  considered  as  pledging  any  other  funds  or  assets  of 
the  City. 

The  City  covenants  that  it  will  promptly  pay  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  interest  on  every  Bond  issued  under  this 
Ordinance  at  the  place,  on  the  dates  and  in  the  manner 
provided  herein  and  in  such  Bonds,  and  in  the  coupons 
appertaining  thereto,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  thereof. 

Section  8^02.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  faithfully 
perform  at  all  times  any  and  all  covenants,  undertakings, 
stipulations  and  provisions  contained  in  this  Ordinance,  in 
any  and  every  Bond  executed,  authenticated  and  delivered 
hereunder  and  in  all  proceedings  pertaining  thereto.  The 
City  covenants  that  it  is  duly  authorized  under  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  to  issue  the 
Bonds  authorized  hereby  and  to  enter  into  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, and  to  pledge  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan,  and  that  the  Bonds  in  the  hands  of  the 
Holders  and  Owners  thereof  and  the  coupons  appertain- 
ing thereto  in  the  hands  of  the  bearers  thereof  are  and 
will  be  valid  and  enforceable  obligations  of  the  City 
according  to  the  import  thereof. 

Section  8.03.  The  City  will  at  all  times  maintain  its 
corporate  existence  or  assure  the  assumption  of  its  obli- 
gations under  this  Ordinance  by  any  public  body  succeed- 
ing to  its  powers  under  the  Act,  and  it  will  use  its  best 
efforts  to  maintain,  preserve  and  renew  all  the  rights  and 
powers  provided  to  it  by  the  Act;  and  it  will  comply  with 
all  valid  acts,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  directions  of 
any  legislative,  executive,  administrative  or  judicial  body 
applicable  to  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  8.04.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  Out- 
standing, the  City  will  enforce  the  obligation  of  the  Indus- 
try to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  all  the  payments  and 
other  costs  and  charges  payable  by  the  Industry  under 
the  Loan  Agreement.  The  City  will  not  enter  into  any 
agreement  with  the  Industry  amending  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee 
and,  in  the  event  such  amendatory  agreement  shall  ad- 
versely affect  the  interests  of  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds, 
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the  prior  written  consent  thereto  of  the  Holders  of  at 
least  sixty-six  and  two-thirds  percent  (662/3%)  in  prin- 
cipal amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding. 

Section  8.05.  The  City  shall  cause  the  Industry  to  re- 
lease the  City  and  the  Trustee  from,  to  agree  that  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable  for,  and  to  agree 
to  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee  harmless 
from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage  to  property  or 
any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  including  costs  and 
expenses  of  litigation  that  may  be  occasioned  by  any  cause 
whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  Industrial  Facilities  or  the 
financing  thereof. 

Section  8.06.  The  City  will  from  time  to  time  execute 
and  deliver  such  further  instruments  and  take  such  fur- 
ther actions  as  may  be  reasonable  and  as  may  be  required 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance;  provided, 
however,  that  no  such  instruments  or  actions  shall  pledge 
the  credit  or  taxing  power  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  the 
City,  or  any  other  political  subdivision  of  said  State. 

Section  8.07.  Except  for  the  contemplated  assignment 
to  the  Trustee,  the  City  will  not  sell,  lease  or  other\\ase 
dispose  of  or  encumber  its  interest  in  the  Loan  Agreement 
or  any  of  the  payments  or  receipts  derived  therefrom, 
and  will  promptly  pay  or  cause  to  be  discharged  or  make 
adequate  provision  to  satisfy  and  discharge  any  lien  or 
charge  on  any  part  of  such  pajTnents  or  receipts. 

Section  8.08.  In  Sections  5.1  and  5.2  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, the  Industry  agrees  at  its  own  expense  to  keep  the 
Industrial  Facilities  in  good  repair  and  in  good  oper- 
ating condition  and  properly  insured. 

Section  8.09.  The  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  all 
books  and  documents  in  its  possession  relating  to  the  In- 
dustrial Facilities  and  the  moneys,  revenues  and  re- 
ceipts derived  from  the  Industrial  Facilities  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  such  accountants  or 
other  agencies  as  the  Trustee  may  from  time  to  time 
designate. 

Section  8.10.  To  the  extent  that  such  information  shall 
be  made  known  to  the  City  under  the  terms  of  this  Section 
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8.10,  it  will  keep  on  file  at  the  corporate  trust  office  of  the 
Trustee  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  the  last  known 
Holders  of  all  Bonds  and  the  amount  believed  to  be  held 
by  each  of  such  last  known  Holders.  Any  Bondholder  may 
request  that  his  name  and  address  be  placed  on  said  list 
by  filing  a  written  request  with  the  City  or  with  the 
Trustee,  which  request  shall  include  a  statement  of  the 
principal  amount  of  Bonds  held  by  such  Holder  and  the 
numbers  of  such  Bonds.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no 
responsibility  with  regard  to  the  accuracy  of  said  list  and 
may  rely  oil  said  list  for  the  payment  of  all  sums  due  and 
payable  under  this  Ordinance  with  regard  to  the  payment 
of  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds.  At  reasonable 
times  and  under  reasonable  regulations  established  by  the 
Trustee,  said  list  may  be  inspected  and  copied  by  the 
Industry  or  by  Holders  or  Owners  (or  a  designated  repre- 
sentative thereof)  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  percent 
(25%)  in  principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  Oustanding, 
such  ownership  and  the  authority  of  any  such  designated 
representative  to  be  evidenced  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Trustee. 

Section  8.11.  The  City  covenants  that,  in  orJer  to  per- 
fect the  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  the  payments  to  be 
made  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  appropriate  financing 
statements,  naming  the  Trustee  as  assignee  of  the  con- 
tract rights  represented  by  such  Loan  Agreement  (includ- 
ing the  Note),  will  be  filed  in  the  appropriate  state  and 
county  offices  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Uniform 
Commercial  Code,  as  amended.  The  City  and  the  Tru.^tee 
will  file  such  necessary  continuation  statements  from  time 
to  time  as  may  be  required  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
said  Uniform  Commercial  Code  to  protect  the  interest  of 
the  Trustee  and  the  Bondholders. 

ARTICLE  IX 

DEFEASANCE 

Section  9.01.  If  and  when  the  Bonds  secured  hereby 
shall  become  due  and  payable  in  accordance  with  their 
terms  or  through  redemption  proceedings  as  provided  in 
this  Ordinance,  or  otherwise,  and  the  whole  amount  of 
the  principal  and  interest  so  due  and  payable  upon  all  of 
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the  Bonds  shall  be  paid,  or  provision  shall  have  been  made 
for  the  payment  of  the  same,  together  with  all  other  sums 
payable  hereunder  by  the  City,  then  and  in  that  case,  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust 
Estate  and  all  covenants,  agreements  and  other  obliga- 
tions of  the  City  to  the  Bondholders  shall  thereupon  cease, 
terminate  and  become  void  and  be  discharged  and  satis- 
fied. In  such  event,  upon  request  of  the  City,  the  Trustee 
shall  assign  and  transfer  to  the  City  all  property  then 
held  by  the  Trustee  and  shall  execute  such  documents  as 
may  be  reasonably  required  by  the  City  and  shall  turn 
over  to  the  Industry,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in  default  under 
the  Loan  Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body  or  authority 
as  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  any  surplus  in  the 
Bond  Fund  and  all  balances  remaining  in  any  other  fund 
created  under  this  Ordinance.  If  and  when  the  Trustee 
shall  hold  sufficient  moneys  hereunder  to  provide  for  pay- 
ment of  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal  and  interest 
due  and  payable  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and  pay- 
able upon  all  the  Bonds,  together  with  all  other  sums  pay- 
able or  which  may  thereafter  become  payable  hereunder 
by  the  City,  notwithstanding  that  all  the  Bonds  and  cou- 
pons have  not  yet  become  due  and  payable  and  that  conse- 
quently the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  and 
to  the  Trust  Estate  shall  not  have  ceased,  terminated  or 
become  void  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Section  9.01,  the  Trustee,  on  demand  of  the  City,  shall 
turn  over  to  the  Industry,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in  default 
under  the  Loan  Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body  or 
authority  as  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  any 
surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund  and  in  any  other  fund  created 
under  this  Ordinance  in  excess  of  the  sum  sufficient  to  pay 
the  whole  amount  of  the  principal  and  interest  due  and 
payable  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and  payable  upon 
all  the  Bonds,  together  with  all  other  sums  payable  or 
which  may  thereafter  become  payable  hereunder  by  the 
City. 

All  Outstanding  Bonds  and  all  coupons  appertaining  to 
such  Bonds  shall  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption  date 
thereof  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  within  the  meaning 
and  with  the  effect  expressed  above  if  (a)  in  case  any  of 
said  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  on  any  date  prior  to  their 
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maturity,  the  City  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee  in  form 
satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  instructions  to  publish  notice 
of  redemption  of  such  Bonds  on  said  date  as  provided  in 
Section  3.02  hereof,  (b)  there  shall  have  been  deposited 
with  the  Trustee  either  moneys  in  an  amount  which  shall 
be  sufficient,  or  securities  specified  in  Section  3.8 (i)  or 
(iii)  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  principal  of  and  the 
interest  on  which  when  due  will  provide  moneys  which, 
together  with  the  moneys,  if  any,  deposited  with  the 
Trustee  at  the  same  time,  shall  be  sufficient,  to  pay  when 
due  the  principal  and  interest  due  and  to  become  due  on 
said  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  the  redemption  date  or  matu- 
rity date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  (c)  in  the  event 
said  Bonds  are  not  by  their  terms  subject  to  redemption 
within  the  next  succeeding  sixty  (60)  days,  the  City  shall 
have  given  the  Trustee  in  form  satisfactory  to  it  irrevo- 
cable instructions  to  publish,  as  soon  as  practicable,  in  the 
same  manner  as  a  notice  of  redemption  is  pubMshed  pur- 
suant to  Section  3.02  hereof,  a  notice  to  the  Holders  of 
such  Bonds  and  coupons  that  the  deposit  required  by  (b) 
above  has  been  made  with  the  Trustee  and  that  said 
Bonds  and  coupons  are  deemed  to  have  been  paid  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  Section,  and  stating  such  maturity  or 
redemption  date  upon  which  moneys  are  to  be  available 
for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  such 
Bonds.  Neither  the  securities  nor  moneys  deposited  with 
the  Trustee  pursuant  to  this  Section  nor  principal  or  inter- 
est payments  on  any  such  securities  shall  be  withdrawn 
or  used  for  any  purpose  other  than,  and  shall  be  held  in 
trust  for,  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on 
such  Bonds;  provided  that  any  cash  received  from  such 
principal  or  interest  paj^ments  on  such  securities  depos- 
ited with  the  Trustee,  if  not  then  needed  for  such  purpose, 
shall  to  the  extent  practicable,  be  reinvested  in  securities 
maturing  at  times  and  in  amounts  sufficient  to  pay  when 
due  the  principal,  and  interest  to  become  due  on  said 
Bonds  on  and  prior  to  such  redemption  date  or  maturity 
date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  interest  earned  from 
such  reinvestments  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Industry,  as 
received  by  the  Trustee,  free  and  clear  of  any  trust,  lien 
or  pledge. 
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The  release  of  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  this 
Section  9.01  shall  be  without  predjudice  to  the  right  of 
the  Trustee  to  be  paid  reasonable  compensation  for  all 
services,  rendered  by  it  hereunder  and  all  its  reasonable 
expenses,  charges  and  other  disbursements  and  those  of 
its  attorneys,  agents  and  employees,  incurred  on  and  about 
the  administration  of  the  trusts  hereby  created  and  the 
performance  of  its  powers  and  duties  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  X 

DEFAULTS  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  10.01.  In  case  one  or  more  of  the  following 
events,  in  this  Ordinance  referred  to  as  the  ''Events  of 
Default,"  shall  happen,  that  is  to  say,  if 

(a)  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  be 
made  when  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable  at 
maturity,  upon  redemption  or  otherwise ;  or 

(b)  payment  of  an  installment  of  interest  on  the 
Bonds  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  become  due 
and  payable ;  or 

(c)  there  shall  be  an  event  of  default  under  the  Loan 
Agreement ;  or 

(d)  an  order  or  decree  appointing  a  receiver  of  the 
Industry's  payments  under  the  Loan  Agreement  or  any 
part  thereof  shall  be  entered  with  the  consent  or  acqui- 
escence of  the  City,  or  such  order  or  decree  shall  be  entered 
without  the  acquiescence  or  consent  of  the  City,  if  it  shall 
not  be  vacated,  discharged  or  stayed  within  sixty  (60) 
days  after  entry ;  or 

(e)  the  City  shall  default  in  the  due  and  punctual 
performance  of  any  covenant,  condition,  agreement  or  pro- 
vision (other  than  as  specified  in  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  Sec- 
tion 10.01)  contained  in  the  Bonds  or  in  this  Ordinance 
on  the  part  of  the  City,  to  be  performed,  and  such  Default 
shall  continue  for  ninety  (90)  days  after  written  notice 
specifying  such  Default  and  requiring  the  same  to  be 
remedied  shall  have  been  given  to  the  City  and  the  Indus- 
try by  the  Trustee,  which  may  give  such  notice  in  its  dis- 
cretion and  shall  give  such  notice  at  the  written  request 
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of  the  Holders  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  percent  (25%) 
in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding;  then, 
in  any  such  case,  the  Trustee  may,  and  upon  written  re- 
quest of  the  Holders  of  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding  shall, 
provided  that  written  notice  of  the  Default  has  been  given 
to  the  City  and  the  Industry  by  the  Trustee  and  the 
Default  has  not  theretofore  been  cured,  declare  the  princi- 
pal of  all  Bonds  then  Outstanding  to  be  due  and  payable 
immediately  by  notice  in  writing  delivered  to  the  City  and 
the  Industry^  and  upon  such  declaration  the  said  princi- 
pal, together  with  interest  accrued  thereon,  shall  become 
due  and  payable  immediately  at  the  place  of  payment  pro- 
vided therein,  anything  in  this  Ordinance  or  in  said  Bonds 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  above  provisions,  however,  are  subject  to  the  con- 
dition that  if,  after  the  principal  of  said  Bonds  shall 
have  been  so  declared  to  be  due  and  payable,  all  arrears 
of  interest  upon  the  Bonds,  and  interest  on  overdue  in- 
stallments of  interest  (if  lawful)  at  the  rate  per  annum 
which  is  one  percentage  point  greater  than  that  then  borne 
by  the  Bonds,  and  all  other  sums  payable  under  this  Ordi- 
nance, except  the  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  the  Bonds 
which  by  such  declaration  shall  have  become  due  and 
payable,  shall  have  been  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
and  the  City  also  shall  have  performed  all  other  things  in 
respect  of  which  it  may  have  been  in  default  hereunder, 
and  shall  have  paid  the  reasonable  expenses  of  the  Trustee 
and  of  the  Holders  of  such  Bonds,  including  reasonable 
attorneys'  fees  paid  or  incurred,  then  and  in  every  such 
case,  such  Default  shall  be  waived  and  such  declaration 
and  its  consequences  rescinded  and  annulled  by  the  Trustee 
by  written  notice  to  the  City,  which  waiver,  rescission  and 
annulment  shall  be  binding  upon  all  Bondholders;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  such  declaration  was  requested 
by  the  Holders  of  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds,  such  waiver,  rescission  and  annul- 
ment must  be  consented  to  by  the  Holders  of  a  majority  in 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding,  which 
consent  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Trustee  and  upon  all 
Holders  of  Bonds;  but  no  such  waiver,  rescission  and  an- 
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nulment  shall  extend  to  or  affect  any  subsequent  Default  or 
impair  srny  right  or  remedy  consequent  thereon. 

Section  10.02.  The  Trustee,  as  the  assignee  of  all  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  in  and  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  shall  enforce  each  and  every  right  granted  to 
the  City  under  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  10.03.  Upon  the  happening  of  any  Event  of 
Default,  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  Trustee  in  its 
discretion  may,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the 
Holders  of  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  principal  amount 
of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding  and  receipt  of  indemnity 
to  its  satisfaction,  shall : 

(a)  by  mandamus,  or  other  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
at  law  or  in  equity,  enforce  all  rights  of  the  Bondholders, 
and  require  the  City  or  the  Industry  to  carry  out  any 
agreements  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bondholders  and 
to  perform  its  or  their  duties  under  the  Act,  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  this  Ordinance  ; 

(b )  bring  suit  upon  the  Bonds ; 

(c)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  require  the  City  to 
account  as  if  it  were  the  trustee  of  an  express  trust  for 
the  Bondholders ;  or 

(d)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  enjoin  any  acts  or 
things  which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  violation  of  the  rights 
of  the  Bondholders. 

Section  10.04.  In  case  any  proceeding  taken  by  the 
Trustee  on  account  of  any  Default  shall  have  been  dis- 
continued or  abandoned  for  any  reason,  or  shall  have  been 
determined  adversely  to  the  Trustee,  then  and  in  every 
such  case  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bondholders  shall 
be  restored  to  their  former  positions  and  rights  hereunder, 
respectively,  and  all  rights,  remedies  and  powers  of  the 
Trustee  shall  continue  as  though  no  such  proceeding  had 
been  taken. 

Section  10.05.  Anything  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  the  Holders  of  a  majority  in 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding  here- 
under shall  have  the  right,  by  an  instrument  in  writing 
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executed  and  delivered  to  the  Trustee,  to  direct  the  method 
and  place  of  conducting  all  remedial  proceedings  to  be 
taken  by  the  Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  10.06.  No  Holder  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall 
have  any  right  to  institute  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
in  equity  or  at  law  for  the  execution  of  any  trust  here- 
under, or  any  other  remedy  hereunder  or  on  said  Bonds, 
unless  such  Holder  previously  shall  have  given  to  the 
Trustee  written  notice  of  an  Event  of  Default  as  herein- 
above provided  and  unless  also  the  Holders  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  Outstanding  shall  have  made  written  request 
of  the  Trustee  so  to  do,  after  the  right  to  exercise  such 
powers  or  rights  of  action,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
have  accrued,  and  shall  have  afforded  the  Trustee  a  rea- 
sonable opportunity  either  to  proceed  to  exercise  the 
powers  hereinabove  granted,  or  to  institute  such  action, 
suit  or  proceeding  in  its  or  their  name ;  nor  unless  there  also 
shall  have  been  offered  to  the  Trustee  security  and  indem- 
nity satisfactory  to  it  against  the  costs,  expenses  and 
liabilities  to  be  incurred  therein  or  thereby,  and  the 
Trustee  shall  not  have  complied  with  such  request  within 
a  reasonable  time;  and  such  notification,  request  and  offer 
of  indemnity  are  hereby  declared  in  every  such  case,  at 
the  option  of  the  Trustee,  to  be  conditions  precedent  to  the 
execution  of  the  trusts  of  this  Ordinance  or  for  any  other 
remedy  hereunder;  it  being  understood  and  intended  that 
no  one  or  more  Holders  of  the  Bonds  hereby  secured  shall 
have  any  right  in  any  manner  whatever  by  his  or  their 
action  to  affect,  disturb  or  prejudice  the  security  of  this 
Ordinance,  or  to  enforce  any  right  hereunder  or  under  the 
Bonds  except  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  and  that  all 
proceedings  at  law  or  in  equity  shall  be  instituted,  had  and 
maintained  in  the  manner  herein  provided  and  for  the 
equal  benefit  of  all  Holders  of  Outstanding  Bonds  and  cou- 
pons. Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  contained,  shall,  however, 
affect  or  impair  the  right  of  any  Holder  of  Bonds  or  cou- 
pons to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  inter- 
est on  any  Bond  at  and  after  the  maturity  thereof,  or  the 
obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest 
on  each  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder  to  the  respective 
Holders  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  at  the  time,  place,  from

the  source  and  in  the  manner  herein  and  in  said  Bonds 
and  the  appurtenant  coupons  expressed. 

Section  10.07.  All  rights  of  action  under  this  Ordinance 
or  under  any  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  which  are  en- 
forceable by  the  Trustee  may  be  enforced  by  it  without 
the  possession  of  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  thereunto 
appertaining,  or  the  production  thereof  on  the  trial  or 
other  proceedings  relative  thereto,  and  any  such  suit, 
action  or  proceeding  instituted  by  the  Trustee  shall  be 
brought  in  its  name  for  the  equal  and  ratable  benefit  of  the 
Holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  10.08.  No  remedj-  herein  conferred  upon  or 
reserved  to  the  Trustee  or  to  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  is 
intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other  remedy  or  remedies, 
and  each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative,  and 
shall  be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  here- 
under or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity 
or  by  statute. 

Section  10.09.  No  delay  or  omission  of  the  Trustee  or 
of  any  Holder  of  the  Bonds  to  exercise  any  right  or  power 
accruing  upon  any  Default  shall  impair  any  such  ri^ht  or 
power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  of  any  such 
Default,  or  an  acquiescence  therein;  and  every  power  and 
remedy  given  by  this  Article  to  the  Trustee  and  to  the 
Holders  of  the  Bonds,  respectively,  may  be  exercised  from 
time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Section  10.10.  Any  moneys  received  by  the  Trustee  or 
by  any  receiver  pursuant  to  this  Article  X  shall  be  applied 
as  follows : 

(a)  Unless  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have 
become  or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all 
such  moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  to  the  per- 
sons entitled  thereto  of  all  installments  of  interest  then 
due  on  the  Bonds,  with  interest  on  overdue  installments, 
if  lawful,  at  the  rate  per  annum  which  is  one  percentage 
point  greater  than  the  rate  then  borne  by  the  Bonds,  in  the 
order  of  the  maturity  of  the  installments  of  such  interest 
and,  if  the  amount  available  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay 
in  full  any  particular  installment  with  such  interest,  then 
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to  the  payment  ratably,  according  to  the  amounts  due  on 
such  installment,  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  without 
any  discrimination  or  privilege. 

(b)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  become 
or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all  such 
moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  then  due  and  unpaid  upon  the  Bonds,  with 
interest  on  overdue  interest  and  principal,  as  aforesaid, 
without  preference  or  priority  of  principal  over  interest 
or  of  interest  over  principal,  or  of  any  installment  of  in- 
terest over  any  other  installment  of  interest,  or  of  any 
Bond  over  any  other  Bond,  ratably,  according  to  the 
amounts  due  respectively  for  principal  and  interest,  to  the 
persons  entitled  thereto  without  any  discrimination  or 
privilege. 

(c)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  been 
declared  due  and  payable,  and  if  such  declaration  shall 
thereafter  have  been  rescinded  and  annulled  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Article,  then,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  (b)  of  this  Section  which  shall  be  applicable 
in  the  event  that  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  later 
become  due  or  be  declared  due  and  payable,  the  moneys 
shall  be  applied  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (a)  of  this  Section. 

Whenever  moneys  are  to  be  applied  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Section,  such  moneys  shall  be  applied  at 
such  tim.es,  and  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Trustee  shall 
determine,  having  due  regard  to  the  amount  of  such 
moneys  available  for  application  and  the  likelihood  of  ad- 
ditional moneys  becoming  available  for  such  application 
in  the  future.  Whenever  the  Trustee  shall  apply  such  funds, 
it  shall  fix  the  date  (which  shall  be  an  interest  payment 
date  unless  it  shall  deem  another  date  more  suitable)  upon 
which  such  application  is  to  be  made  and  upon  such  date  in- 
terest on  the  amounts  of  principal  to  be  paid  on  such  date 
shall  cease  to  accrue.  The  Trustee  shall  give  such  notice  by 
publication  or  mailing  as  it  may  deem  appropriate  of  the 
deposit  with  it  of  any  such  moneys  and  of  the  fixing  of 
any  such  date,  and  shall  not  be  required  to  make  payment 
to  the  Holder  of  any  unpaid  coupon  or  any  Bond  until  such 
coupon  or  such  Bond  shall  be  presented  to  the  Trustee  for 
appropriate  endorsement  or  for  cancellation  if  fully  paid. 
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Section  10.11.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intention  of  this 
Article  to  provide  rights  and  remedies  to  the  Trustee  and 
Bondholders  which  may  be  lawfully  granted  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  but  should  any  right  or  remedy 
herein  granted  be  held  to  be  unlawful,  the  Trustee,  and 
the  Bondholders  shall  be  entitled,  as  above  set  forth,  to 
every  other  right  and  remedy  provided  in  this  Ordinance 
and  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XI 

CONCERNING  THE  TRUSTEE 

Section  11.01.  By  executing  the  certificate  of  authenti- 
cation endorsed  upon  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall  signify 
its  acceptance  and  agree  to  execute  the  trusts  hereby 
created,  and  agree  to  act  as  paying  agent  for  the  Bonds, 
but  only  upon  the  additional  terms  set  forth  in  this  Article, 
to  all  of  which  the  City  agrees  and  the  respective  Holders 
of  the  Bonds  agree  upon  and  by  their  acceptance  of  deliv- 
ery of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  11.02.  The  recitals,  statements  and  represen- 
tations in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds  contained,  save 
only  the  Trustee's  authentication  upon  the  Bonds,  shall  be 
taken  and  construed  as  made  by  and  on  the  part  of  the 
City,  and  not  by  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  does  not 
assume,  and  shall  not  have,  any  responsibility  or  obliga- 
tion for  the  correctness  of  any  thereof. 

Section  11.03.  The  Trustee  may  execute  any  of  the 
trusts  or  powers  hereof  and  perform  the  duties  required 
of  it  hereunder  by  or  through  attorneys,  agents,  receivers, 
or  employees,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  advice  of  counsel 
concerning  all  matters  of  trust  and  its  duty  hereunder, 
and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  answerable  for  the  default 
or  misconduct  of  any  such  attorney,  agent,  or  employee 
selected  by  it  with  reasonable  care.  The  Trustee  shall  not 
be  answerable  for  the  exercise  of  any  discretion  or  power 
under  this  Ordinance  or  for  anything  whatever  in  con- 
nection with  the  trust,  except  only  for  its  own  wilful 
misconduct  or  negligence. 

Section  11.04.  The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  pay- 
ment and/or  reimbursement  for  reasonable  fees  for  its 
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Ordinary  Services  rendered  hereunder,  and  all  advances, 
counsel  fees  and  other  Ordinary  Expenses  reasonably  and 
necessarily  made  or  incurred  by  the  Trustee  in  connection 
with  such  Ordinary  Services  and,  in  the  event  that  it 
should  become  necessary  that  the  Trustee  perform  Ex- 
traordinary Services,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  reasonable 
extra  compensation  therefor,  and  to  reimbursement  for 
reasonable  and  necessary  Extraordinary  Expenses  in  con- 
nection therewith;  provided,  that  if  such  Extraordinary 
Services  or  Extraordinary  Expenses  are  occasioned  by  the 
neglect  or  misconduct  of  the  Trustee,  it  shall  not  be  enti- 
tled to  compensation  or  reimbursement  therefor.  The 
Trustee  shall  have  a  lien  with  right  of  payment  prior  to 
payment  on  account  of  interest  or  principal  of  any  Bond 
for  the  foregoing  advances,  fees,  costs  and  expenses  in- 
curred. 

Section  11.05.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  required  to 
take  notice,  or  be  deemed  to  have  notice,  of  any  Default 
under  this  Ordinance  other  than  a  Default  under  Section 
10.01(a)  or  Section  10.01(b)  hereof,  unless  specifically 
notified  in  writing  of  such  Default  by  the  Holders  of  at 
least  twenty-five  percent  (259c)  in  principal  c.mount  of 
the  Bonds  then  Outstanding.  The  Trustee  may,  however, 
at  any  time,  in  its  discretion,  require  of  the  City  full 
information  and  advice  as  to  the  performance  of  any  of 
the  covenants,  conditions  and  agreements  contained  here- 
in. 

Section  11.06.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation 
to  take  any  action  in  respect  of  any  Default  or  otherwir^e, 
or  toward  the  execution  or  enforcement  of  any  of  the 
trusts  hereby  created,  or  to  institute,  appear  in  or  de- 
fend any  suit  or  other  proceeding  in  connection  therewith, 
unless  requested  in  writing  so  to  do  by  Holders  of  at  least 
twenty-five  percent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  Outstanding,  and  if  in  its  opinion  such  action 
may  tend  to  involve  it  in  expense  or  liability,  unless  fur- 
nished from  time  to  time  as  often  as  it  may  require,  with 
security  and  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it ;  but  the  foregoing 
provisions  are  intended  only  for  the  protection  of  the  Trus- 
tee, and  shall  not  affect  any  discretion  or  power  given  by 
any  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  Trustee  to  take  action 
in  respect  of  any  Default  without  such  notice  or  request 
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from  the  Bondholders,  or  without  such  security  or  indem- 
nity. 

Section  11.07.  If  the  City  shall  fail  to  perform  any  of 
the  covenants  or  agreements  contained  in  this  Ordinance 
other  than  the  covenants  or  agreements  in  respect  of  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds, 
the  Trustee  may,  in  its  absolute  discretion  and  without 
notice  to  the  Bondholders,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to 
time,  make  advances  to  effect  performance  of  the  same  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  but  the  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obli- 
gation so  to  do;  and  any  and  all  moneys  paid  or  advanced 
by  the  Trustee  for  any  such  purpose,  together  with  inter- 
est thereon  at  one  percentage  point  greater  than  the  rate 
of  interest  then  borne  by  the  1974  Series  Bonds  (if  law- 
ful), shall  be  a  claim  in  favor  of  the  Trustee  upon  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  prior 
to  the  claim  of  the  Bonds ;  but  no  such  advance  shall  oper- 
ate to  relieve  the  City  from  any  Default  hereunder. 

Section  11.08.  The  Trustee  shall  be  protected  and  shall 
incur  no  liability  in  acting  or  proceeding  in  good  faith 
upon  any  resolution,  notice,  telegram,  request,  consent, 
waiver,  certificate,  statement,  affidavit,  voucher,  bond, 
requisition  or  other  paper  or  document  which  it  shall  in 
good  faith  believe  to  be  genuine  and  to  have  been  passed 
or  signed  by  the  proper  board,  body  or  person  or  to  have 
been  prepared  and  furnished  pursuant  to  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  or  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  the 
Trustee  shall  be  under  no  duty  to  make  any  investigation 
or  inquiry  as  to  any  statements  contained  or  matters  re- 
ferred to  in  any  such  instrument,  but  may  accept  and 
rely  upon  the  same  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  truth  and 
accuracy  of  such  statements.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be 
bound  to  recognize  any  person  as  a  Holder  of  any  Bond 
or  coupon  or  to  take  any  action  at  his  request  unless  such 
Bond  or  coupon  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustee  or 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  ownership  of  such  Bond  or 
coupon  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Trustee. 

Section  11.09.  The  Trustee  may  in  good  faith  buy, 
sell,  own,  hold  and  deal  in  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons 
issued  hereunder  and  secured  by  this  Ordinance,  and  may 
join  in  any  action  which  any  Bondholder  may  be  entitled 
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to  take  with  like  effect  as  if  the  Trustee  were  not  a  party 
to  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee,  either  as  principal  or 
agent,  may  also  engage  in  or  be  interested  in  any  financial 
or  other  transaction  with  the  City  or  the  Industry,  and 
may  act  as  depository,  trustee,  or  agent  for  any  committee 
or  body  of  Holders  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  or  other 
obligations  of  the  City  as  freely  as  if  it  were  not  Trustee 
hereunder. 

Section  11.10.  The  Trustee  may  allow  and  credit  inter- 
est upon  an^  moneys  which  it  may  at  any  time  receive 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  at  such 
rate,  if  any,  as  it  customarily  allows  upon  similar  funds 
of  similar  size  and  under  similar  conditions.  All  interest 
allowed  on  any  such  moneys  shall  be  credited  as  provided 
in  Article  VII  with  respect  to    interest  on  investments. 

Section  11.11.  The  Trustee  may  construe  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  insofar  as  the  same  may 
appear  to  be  ambiguous  or  inconsistent  with  any  other 
provision  thereof,  and  any  construction  of  any  such  pro- 
visions hereof  by  the  Trustee  in  good  faith  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  the  Bondholders. 

Section  11.12.  The  Trustee  may  resign  and  be  dis- 
charged of  the  trusts  created  by  this  Ordinance  by  execut- 
ing an  instrument  in  writing  resigning  such  trust  and 
specifying  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
and  filing  the  same  with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer  not 
less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  date  specified  in  such 
instrument  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  and 
by  giving  notice  of  such  resignation  by  publication  at 
least  once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  a  news- 
paper carrying  financial  news  published  at  least  weekly 
in  the  English  language  and  of  general  circulation  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  the  first  publication  of  said 
notice  to  appear  not  less  than  three  weeks  prior  to  the 
date  specified  in  such  notice  when  such  resignation  shall 
take  effect.  Such  resignation  shall  take  effect  on  the  day 
specified  in  such  instrument  and  notice,  unless  previously 
a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, in  which  event  such  resignation  shall  take  effect 
immediately  on  the  appointment  of  such  successor 
Trustee. 
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Section  11.13.  The  Trustee  may  be  removed  at  any 
time  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  appointing  a  successor, 
filed  with  the  Trustee  so  removed  and  executed  by  the 
Holders  of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds 
then  Outstanding. 

Section  11.14.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign,  or  shall  be  removed,  or  be  dissolved,  or  if  its 
property  or  affairs  shall  be  taken  under  the  control  of  any 
state  or  federal  court  or  administrative  body  because  of 
insolvency  or  bankruptcy,  or  for  any  other  reason,  a  va- 
cancy shall  forthwith  and  ipso  facto  exist  in  the  office  of 
Trustee  and  a  successor  may  be  appointed  by  the  Holders 
of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Out- 
standing, by  an  instrument  or  instruments  in  writing 
liled  with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  signed  by  such 
Bondholders  or  by  their  attorneys-in-fact  duly  authorized. 
Copies  of  each  instrument  shall  be  promptly  delivered  by 
the  City  to  the  predecessor  Trustee  and  to  the  Trustee 
so  appointed. 

Until  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bond- 
holders as  herein  authorized,  the  City,  by  an  instru- 
ment authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance,  may  appoint  a  Trustee  to  fill  such  vacancy.  After 
any  appointment  by  the  City,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  such 
appointment  to  be  published  once  in  each  of  two  consecu- 
tive weeks  in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial  news  pub- 
lished at  least  weekly  in  the  English  language  and  of 
general  circulation  in  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Any  new 
Trustee  so  appointed  by  the  City  shall  immediately  and 
without  further  act  be  superseded  by  a  Trustee  appointed 
by  the  Bondholders  in  the  manner  above  provided. 

Section  11.15.  Every  successor  in  the  trust  hereunder 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  shall 
be  a  trust  company,  a  bank  and  trust  company  or  a  na- 
tional bank  with  trust  powers,  having  a  combined  capital 
and  surplus  of  at  least  Ten  Million  Dollars  ($10,000,000) 
if  there  be  such  a  trust  company,  bank  and  trust  com- 
pany or  national  bank  willing  and  able  to  accept  the  trust 
on  reasonable  and  customary  terms. 

Section  11.16.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign  and  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall 
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be  made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Article  prior  to  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  of  resig- 
nation as  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
the  retiring  Trustee  may  forthwith  apply  to  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  for  the  appointment  of  a  succes- 
sor Trustee.  If  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee 
shall  be  made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Article  within  six  (6)  months  after  a  vacancy  shall  have 
occurred  in  the  office  of  Trustee,  the  Holder  of  any  Bond 
may  apply  to  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  ap- 
point a  succes^sor  Trustee.  Such  court  may  thereupon,  after 
such  notice,  if  any,  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  prescribe, 
appoint  a  successor  Trustee. 

Section  11.17.  Any  successor  Trustee  appointed  here- 
under shall  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  the  City 
an  instrument  accepting  such  appointment  hereunder,  and 
thereupon  such  successor  Trustee,  without  any  further  act, 
deed  or  conveyance,  shall  become  duly  vested  with  all  the 
estates,  property,  rights,  powers,  trusts,  duties  and  obli- 
gations of  its  predecessor  in  the  trust  hereunder,  with  like 
effect  as  if  originally  named  Trustee  herein.  Upon  request 
of  such  Trustee,  the  Trustee  ceasing  to  act  and  the  City 
shall  execute  and  deliver  an  instrument  transferring  to 
such  successor  Trustee  all  the  estates,  property,  rights, 
powers  and  trusts  hereunder  of  the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to 
act,  and  the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to  act  shall  pay  over  to 
the  successor  Trustee  all  moneys  and  other  assets  at  the 
time  held  by  it  hereunder. 

Section  11.18.  Any  corporation  into  which  any  Trustee 
hereunder  may  be  merged  or  with  which  it  may  be  con- 
solidated, or  any  corporation  resulting  from  any  merger 
or  consolidation  to  which  any  Trustee  hereunder  shall  be 
a  party,  shall  be  the  successor  Trustee  under  this  Ordi- 
nance, without  the  execution  or  filing  of  any  paper  or 
any  further  act  on  the  part  of  the  parties  hereto,  any- 
thing herein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Section  11.19.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions 
of  this  Article  XI,  the  Trustee  shall,  during  the  existence 
of  an  Event  of  Default  known  to  the  Trustee,  exercise 
such  of  the  rights  and  powers  vested  in  it  by  this  Ordi- 
nance and  use  the  same  degree  of  skill  and  care  in  their 
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exercise  as  a  prudent  man  would  use  and  exercise  under 
the  circumstances  in  the  conduct  of  his  own  affairs. 

Section  11.20.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  De- 
fault known  to  the  Trustee,  the  Trustee  shall  within  thirty 
(30)  days  give  written  notice  thereof  by  mail  to  each 
registered  Holder  of  Bonds  then  Outstanding  at  the  last 
address  shown  on  the  registration  books,  unless  such 
Event  of  Default  shall  have  been  cured  before  the  giving 
of  such  notice. 

Section  11.21.  In  any  judicial  proceeding  to  which  the 
City  is  a  party  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustee 
and  its  counsel  has  a  substantial  bearing  on  the  interests 
of  Holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may  intervene  on 
behalf  of  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  and  shall,  upon  receipt 
of  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it,  do  so  if  requested  in  writ- 
ing by  the  Holders  of  at  least  twenty-five  percent  (25%) 
in  principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  Outstanding  if  per- 
mitted by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 


ARTICLE  XII 

EXECUTION  OF  INSTRUMENTS  BY 

BONDHOLDERS  AND  PROOF  OF 

OWNERSHIP  OF  BONDS 

Section  12.01.  Any  request,  direction,  consent  or  other 
instrument  in  writing  required  or  permitted  by  this  Ordi- 
nance to  be  signed  or  executed  by  Bondholders  may  be 
in  any  number  of  concurrent  instruments  of  similar 
tenor  and  may  be  signed  or  executed  by  such  Bondholders 
in  person  or  by  agent  appointed  by  an  instrument  in  writ- 
ing. Proof  of  the  execution  of  any  such  instrument  and 
of  the  ownership  of  Bonds  shall  be  sufficient  for  any  pur- 
pose of  this  Ordinance  and  shall  be  conclusive  in  favor 
of  the  Trustee  with  regard  to  any  action  taken  by  it 
under  such  instrument  if  made  in  the  following  manner: 

(a)  The  fact  and  date  of  the  execution  by  any  person 
of  any  such  instrument  may  be  proved  by  the  certificate 
of  any  officer  in  any  jurisdiction  who,  by  the  laws  thereof, 
has  power  to  take  acknowledgements  within  such  juris- 
diction, to  the  effect  that  the  person  signing  such  instru- 
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menl  acknowledged  before  him  the  execution  thereof,  or 
by  an  affidavit  of  a  witness  to  such  execution. 

(b)  The  fact  of  the  holding  of  Bonds  hereunder  by  any 
Bondholder  and  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  and  the  date 
of  his  holding  the  same  (unless  such  Bonds  be  registered 
as  to  principal)  may  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the  person 
claiming  to  be  such  Holder,  if  such  affidavit  shall  be 
deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory,  or  by  a  certifi- 
cate executed  by  any  trust  company,  bank,  banker  or 
member  of  the  National  Association  of  Securities  Dealers 
or  any  othei*'  depository,  wherever  situated,  if  such  cert- 
tificate  shall  be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory, 
showing  that  at  the  date  therein  mentioned  such  person 
had  on  deposit  with  such  trust  company,  bank,  banker, 
or  other  depository  the  Bonds  described  in  such  certificate. 
The  Trustee  may  conclusively  assume  that  such  owner- 
ship continues  until  written  notice  to  the  contrary  is 
served  upon  the  Trustee.  The  ownership  of  Bonds  regis- 
tered as  to  principal  shall  be  proved  by  the  registration 
books  kept  under  the  provisions  of  Section  2.08  of  this 
Ordinance. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  as 
limiting  the  Trustee  to  such  proof,  it  being  intended  that 
the  Trustee  may  accept  any  other  evidence  of  the  matters 
herein  stated  which  it  may  deem  sufficient.  Any  request 
or  consent  of  the  Holder  of  any  Bond  shall  bind  every 
future  Holder  of  the  same  Bond  in  respect  of  anything 
done  by  the  Trustee  in  pursuance  of  such  request  or 
consent. 

ARTICLE  Xni 

MODIFICATION  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE  AND 
THE  LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  13.01.  This  Ordinance  shall  not  be  modified  or 
amended  in  any  respect  except  as  provided  in  and  in 
accordance  with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Article. 

Section  13.02.  1.  The  City  may,  from  time  to  time, 
and  at  any  time,  without  the  consent  of  Bondholders, 
adopt  ordinances  supplemental  to  this  Ordinance  as  fol- 
lows : 
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(a)  To  specify  and  determine  any  matters  and  things 
relative  to  Bonds  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 
with  this  Ordinance  and  which  shall  not  adversely  afTect 
the  interest  of  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(b)  To  cure  any  formal  defect,  omission  or  ambiguity 
in  this  Ordinance  if  such  action  dees  not  adversely  affect 
the  rights  of  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(c)  To  grant  to  or  confer  upon  the  Trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Bondholders  any  additional  rights,  reme- 
dies, powers,  authority  or  security  which  may  lawfully 
be  granted  or  conferred  and  which  are  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  heretofore  in  effect; 
or 

(d)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the 
City  in  this  Ordinance,  other  covenants  and  agreements 
to  be  observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect; 
or 

(e)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this 
Ordinance,  other  limitations  and  restriction  RESTRIC- 
TIONS to  be  observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary 
to  or  inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in 
effect ;  or 

(f)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge 
under,  and  the  subjection  to  any  claim,  lien  or  pledge 
created  or  to  be  created  by,  this  Ordinance,  of  the  Re- 
ceipts and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  or  of  any 
other  moneys,  securities  or  funds. 

2.  Before  the  City  shall  adopt  any  supplemental  ordi- 
nance pursuant  to  this  Section,  there  shall  have  been  filed 
with  the  Trustee  an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such 
supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this 
Ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms,  and  that  upon 
enactment  it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in 
accordance  with  its  terms. 

Section  13.03.  1.  Subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
contained  in  this  Section  and  not  otherwise,  the  Holders 
of  not  less  than  sixty-six  and  two-thirds  percent  (662^%) 
in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Out- 
standing shall  have  the  right  from  time  to  time,  to  con- 
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sent  to  and  approve  the  adoption  by  the  City  of  any 
supplemental  ordinance  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  or 
desirable  by  the  City  for  the  purposes  of  modifying,  alter- 
ing, amending,  adding  to  or  rescinding,  in  any  particular, 
any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  contained  in  this  Ordi- 
nance; provided,  however,  that,  unless  approved  in  writing 
by  all  the  Holders  of  Outstanding  Bonds,  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  permit,  or  be  construed  as  permitting, 
(i)  a  change  in  the  terms  of  redemption  or  maturity  of 
the  principal  of  or  the  interest  on  any  Outstanding  Bond, 
or  a  reduction  in  the  principal  amount  or  redemption 
price  of  any  Outstanding  Bond  or  the  rate  of  interest 
thereon,  or  (ii)  the  creation  of  a  claim  or  lien  upon,  or 
a  pledge  of,  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from 
the  Loan  ranking  prior  to  or  on  a  parity  with  the  claim, 
lien  or  pledge  created  by  this  Ordinance,  or  (iii)  a  pref- 
erence or  priority  of  any  Bond  or  Bonds  over  any  other 
Bond  or  Bonds,  or  (iv)  a  reduction  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  required  for  consent  to 
such  supplemental  ordinance. 

2.  If  at  any  time  the  City  shall  determine  to  adopt 

any  supplemental  ordinance  for  any  of  the  purposes  of 
this  Section,  if  coupon  Bonds  are  then  Outstanding,  it  shall 
cause  notice  of  the  proposed  supplemental  ordinance  to 
be  published  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  w^eeks 
in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial  news  published  at  least 
weekly  in  the  English  language  and  of  general  circulation 
in  Baltimore,  Maryland.  It  shall  also  cause  a  similar  notice 
to  be  mailed  by  registered  mail,  postage  prepaid,  to  all 
Holders  of  Bonds  registered  as  to  principal  and  to  all 
Bondholders  who  shall  have  filed  their  names  and  ad- 
dresses with  the  Trustee  for  such  purpose.  Such  notice 
shall  briefly  set  forth  the  nature  of  the  proposed  supple- 
mental ordinance  ;and  shall  state  that  a  copy  thereof  is 
on  file  at  the  office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection  by  all 
Bondholders. 

3.  Within  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  days  after 
the  date  of  the  first  publication  of  such  notice,  the  City 
may  enact  (the  date  of  enactment  shall  be  the  date  of 
passage  and  not  the  effective  date)  such  supplemental 
ordinance  in  substantially  the  form  described  in  such 
notice  only  if   there  shall  have  first  been  filed  with  the 
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City  (a)  the  written  consents  of  Holders  of  not  less  than 
sixty-six  and  two-thirds  percent  iQQ%%)  in  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  Outstanding  and  (b) 
an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such  supplemental  ordi- 
nance is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this  Ordinance  and 
complies  with  its  terms,  and  that  upon  enactment  it  will 
be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in  accordance  with 
its  terms. 

4.  If  the  Holders  of  not  less  than  the  percentage  of 
Bonds  required  by  this  Section  shall  have  consented  to 
and  approved  the  enactment  thereof  as  herein  provided, 
no  Holder  of  any  Bond  shall  have  any  right  to  object  to 
the  enactment  of  such  supplemental  ordinance,  or  to  ob- 
ject to  any  of  the  terms  and  provisions  contained  therein 
or  the  operation  thereof,  or  in  any  manner  to  question 
the  propriety  of  the  enactment  thereof,  or  to  enjoin  or 
restrain  the  City  from  enacting  the  same  or  from  taking 
any  action  pursuant  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

5.  Upon  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  ordinance 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  this  Ordinance 
shall  be,  and  be  deemed  to  be,  modified  and  amended  in 
accordance  therewith,  and  the  respective  rights,  duties 
and  obligations  under  this  Ordinance  of  the  City,  the 
Trustee  and  all  Holders  of  Bonds  then  Outstanding  shall 
thereafter  be  determined,  exercised  and  enforced  under 
this  Ordinance  subject  in  all  respects  to  such  modifica- 
tions and  amendments. 

Section  13.04.  Any  supplemental  ordinance  adopted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  there- 
after form  a  part  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  contained  in  any  such  supplemental  ordinance 
as  to  any  provision  authorized  to  be  contained  therein 
shall  be  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  Ordinance  for  any  and  all  such  purposes. 

Section  13.05.  Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, any  supplemental  ordinance  under  this 
Article  which  affects  any  rights,  powers  or  authority  of 
the  Industry  under  the  Loan  Agreement  or  requires  a  re- 
vision of  the  Loan  Agreement  shall  not  become  effective 
unless  and  until  the  Industry  shall  have  consented  to  such 
supplemental  ordinance. 
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Section  13.06.  The  City  and  the  Trustee  may,  without 
the  consent  of  or  notice  to  the  Bondholders  consent  to  any 
amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment as  may  be  required  (i)  by  the  provisions  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  and  this  Ordinance,  (ii)  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  of  Additional  Bonds  as  provided  in 
Section  2.09  hereof,  (iii)  for  the  purpose  of  curing  any 
ambiguity  or  formal  defect  or  omission,  or  (iv)  in  connec- 
tion with  any  other  change  therein  which,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Trustee,  is  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Trustee, 
or  materially  adverse  to  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  13.07.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  13.06  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  consent 
to  any  amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  without  publication  of  notice  and  the  written 
approval  or  consent  of  the  Holders  of  not  less  than  sixty- 
six  and  two-thirds  percent  i6Q%7c)  in  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time  Outstanding  given  and 
procured  as  in  Section  13.03  provided.  If  at  any  time  the 
City  and  the  Industry  shall  request  the  consent  of  the 
Trustee  to  any  such  proposed  amendment,  change  or 
modification,  the  Trustee  shall  cause  notice  of  such  pro- 
posed amendment,  change  or  modification  to  be  published 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  Section  13.03  with 
respect  to  supplemental  ordinances.  Such  notice  shall 
briefly  set  forth  the  nature  of  such  proposed  amendment, 
change  or  modification  and  shall  state  that  copies  of  the 
instrument  embodying  the  same  are  on  file  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection  by  all  Bondholders. 

ARTICLE  XIV 
MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  14.01.  In  the  event  of  the  dissolution  of  the 
City,  all  the  covenants,  stipulations,  promises  and  agree- 
ments in  this  Ordinance  contained,  by  or  on  behalf  of,  or 
for  the  benefit  of,  the  City,  shall  bind  or  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  successors  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
and  any  entity,  officer,  board,  commission,  agency  or  instru- 
mentality to  whom  or  to  which  any  power  or  duty  of  the 
City  shall  be  transferred. 
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Section  14.02.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  specifically 
provided,  nothing  in  this  Ordinance  expressed  or  implied 
is  intended  or  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  and  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued 
hereunder,  any  right,  remedy  or  claim  under  or  by  reason 
of  this  Ordinance,  this  Ordinance  being  intended  to  be 
for  the  sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  and  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued 
hereunder. 

Section  14.03.  In  case  any  one  or  more  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  issued  hereunder  shall,  for  any  rea- 
son, be  held  to  be  illegal  or  invalid,  such  illegality  or  in- 
validity shall  not  affect  any  other  provision  of  this  Ordi- 
nance or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of  said  Bonds  or 
coupons,  and  this  Ordinance  and  the  Loan  Agreement  and 
the  Bonds  oa?  AND  coupons  shall  be  construed  and  enforced 
as  if  such  illegal  or  invalid  provisions  had  not  been  con- 
tained   therein. 

Section  14.04.  No  covenant  or  agreement  contained  in 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  the  covenant  or  agreement  of  any  official,  officer, 
agent,  or  employee  of  the  City  in  his  individual  capacity, 
and  neither  the  members  of  the  City  Council  nor  any 
official  executing  the  Bonds  shall  be  liable  personally  on 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  be  subject  to  any  personal  liability 
or  accountability  by  reason  of  the  issuance  thereof. 

Section  14.05.  The  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall 
govern  the  construction  of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  Bonds 
and  coupons  issued  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  XV 

FORMS  OF  BONDS,  COUPONS,  TRUSTEE'S 

AUTHENTICATION  CERTIFICATE  AND 

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  15.01.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance and  any  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  adopted  in 
accordance  with  Article  XIII  hereof,  the  coupon  Bonds, 
the  coupons  for  interest  to  be  attached  thereto,  the  nota- 
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tion  for  registration  to  be  printed  thereon,  the  registered 
Bonds,  the  certificate  of  authentication  to  be  executed 
thereon  by  the  Trustee  and  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be 
executed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and 
the  Industry  are  to  be  in  substantially  the  following  forms, 
with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and 
insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this  Ordinance.

under  and  pursuant  to  Ordinance  No of  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  approved  (the 

"Ordinance"),  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  acquisition 
by  Dover  Poultry  Products,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation 
(the  "Industry")  of  certain  manufacturing  and  processing 
facilities  (the  "Industrial  Facilities")  at  the  Baltimore 
Plant  of  the  Industry  in  the  City. 

The  Bonds  are  equally  and  ratably  secured,  to  the  extent 
provided  in  the  Ordinance,  by  the  pledge  thereunder  of  the 
"Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan,"  which 
term  is  used  herein  as  defined  in  the  Ordinance  and  which 
as  therein  defined  includes  all  the  payments  payable  by 
the  Industry  to  the  City  under  the  Loan  Agreement  be- 
tween the  (Dity  and  the  Industry  dated  as  of  

(the  "Loan  Agreement")  and  all  other  revenues  of  the 
City  attributable  to  the  financing  of  the  Industrial 
Facilities. 

As  more  fully  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  do 
not  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  obligation  to  which  the 
full  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  are  pledged  but  are  limited 
obligations  of  the  City,  which  is  obligated  to  pay  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  only  out  of  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan.  The 
Bonds  may  also  be  paid  out  of  any  other  moneys  made 
available  to  the  City  or  the  Trustee  for  the  payment  there- 
of. The  principal  of  and  the  interest  on  this  Bond  does 
not,  and  shall  not  ever,  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a 
charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the 
State  of  Maryland  or  the  City  or  any  other  political  sub- 
division of  such  State  within  the  meaning  of  any  con- 
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stitutional  or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and 
shall  not  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability 
of  the  City. 

Reference  is  hereby  made  to  the  Ordinance  for  a  full 
and  complete  statement  of  the  provisions  with  respect  to 
the  custody  and  application  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds, 
the  collection  and  disposition  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan  pledged  as  security  for  the 
payment  of  the  Bonds  and  interest  thereon,  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  security  and  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  the 
Bonds  and  coupons  in  respect  thereto,  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions on  which,  and  the  purposes  for  which,  the  Bonds 
are  issued  and  the  rights,  duties  and  obligations  of  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  thereunder,  to  all  of  which  the  holder 
hereof,  by  acceptance  of  this  Bond,  assents. 

As  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  Bonds  of  other  series 
ranking  on  a  parity  Vvith  the  Bonds  of  the  series  of  which 
this  Bond  is  one  may  be  issued,  and  such  additional  bonds 
may  vary  in  such  manner  as  is  provided  and  permitted 
in  the  Ordinance. 

This  Bond  is  negotiable  and  shall  pass  by  delivery, 
except  when  registered  as  to  principal  other  than  to 
bearer.  This  Bond  may  be  registered  as  to  principal  in 
the  name  of  the  owner  on  the  registration  books  of  the 
City  in  the  principal  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  bond 
registrar,  upon  presentation  hereof  at  such  office  and  the 
notation  of  such  registration  endorsed  hereon  by  the  bond 
registrar,  and  upon  payment  of  any  tax  or  other  govern- 
mental charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such 
registration,  and  this  Bond  may  thereafter  be  transferred 
only  on  such  books,  at  the  written  request  of  the  registered 
owner  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney,  and  evidence  of  such 
transfer  shall  be  in  like  manner  endorsed  hereon ;  but  this 
Bond  may  be  discharged  from  registration  by  being  in  like 
manner  transferred  to  bearer,  after  which  it  shall  again 
become  transferable  by  delivery;  and  this  Bond  may 
again  and  from  time  to  time  be  registered  or  discharged 
from  registration  in  the  same  manner.  Registration  of  this 
Bond  shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  of  the  coupons 
hereto  attached,  which  shall  continue  to  pass  by  delivery 
and  shall  remain  payable  to  bearer. 
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The  Bonds  are  issuable  in  the  form  of  coupon  Bonds, 
registrable  as  to  principal  only  in  the  denomination  of 
$5,000  each,  and  in  the  form  of  registered  Bonds  without 
coupons  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000  each  or  any 
multiple  thereof  not  exceeding  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  Bonds  maturing  in  any  one  year. 

The  coupon  Bonds,  upon  surrender  thereof  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  with  all  unmatured 
coupons,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  holder  thereof,  be  ex- 
changed for  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the  same  maturity 
and  interest  rate  of  any  of  the  authorized  denominations, 
upon  payment  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge 
required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  exchange,  and 
in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  conditions  provided  in 
the  Ordinance.  In  like  manner,  upon  payment  of  any  re- 
quired tax  or  other  governmental  charge  and  subject  to 
such  conditions,  registered  Bonds  without  coupons,  upon 
the  surrender  thereof  at  the  principal  office  of  the  City 
Treasurer  with  a  written  instrument  of  transfer  satis-

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

THIS  LOAN  AGREEMENT,  dated  as  of  , 

between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a 

body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  DOVER 
POULTRY  PRODUCTS,  INC.,  a  corporation  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part, 

WITNESSETH: 

IN  CONSIDERATION  of  the  respective  representa- 
tions and  agreements  hereinafter  contained,  the  parties 
hereto  agree  as  follows  (provided,  that  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  agreements  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  herein 
contained,  any  obligation  it  may  thereby  incur  for  the 
payment  of  money  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability 
or  a  charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing 
powers  but  shall  be  payable  solely  out  of  the  proceeds 
derived  from  this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds  referred  to  in  Section  3.2  hereof) : 


ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

Section  1.1.  Certain  terms  used  in  this  Loan  Agree- 
ment are  hereinafter  defined  in  this  Section  1.1.  When 
used  herein,  such  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  given  to 
them  by  the  language  employed  in  this  Article  I  defining 
such  terms,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise: 

''Act"  means  Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Arti- 
cle 41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replace- 
ment Volume,  as  amended),  and  all  future  acts  supple- 
mental thereto  or  amendatory  thereof. 

''Agreement"  or  "Loan  Agreement"  means  the  within 
Loan  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Industry. 

"Authorized  City  Representative"  means  the  person  at 
the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  City  by 
written    certificate    furnished    to    the    Industry    and    the 
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Trustee,  containing  the  specimen  signature  of  such  per- 
son and  signed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor.  Such 
certificate    may    designate    an    alternate   or    alternates. 

"Authorized  Industry  Representative"  means  the  per- 
son at  the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Industry 
by  written  certificate  furnished  to  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  containing  the  specimen  signature  of  such  per- 
son and  signed  on  behalf  of  the  Industry  by  its  President, 
or  any  Vice  President.  Such  certificate  may  designate  an 
alternate  or  alternates. 

''Baltimore  Plant"  means  the  Hollins  Ferry  Road  plant 
located  within  the  City  and  operated  by  the  Industry. 

"Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
issued  and  Outstanding  under  the  Ordinance.  The  1974 
Series  Bonds  means  the  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bonds  (Dover  Poultry  Products  Project),  1974  Series,  of 
the  City,  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance. 

"Bond  Fund"  means  the  Bond  Fund  created  in  Section 
5.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to  herein. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  corporate  and  politic  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners"  means  that  board  of  finance  known  as 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

"Completion  Date"  means  the  date  of  completion  of  the 
construction  of  the  Industrial  Facilities  as  that  date 
shall  be  certified  as  provided  in  Section  3.5  hereof. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  Construction  Fund  cre- 
ated in  Section  6.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to 
herein. 

"Independent  Counsel"  means  an  attorney  duly  ad- 
mitted to  practice  law  before  the  highest  court  of  any 
state  and  not  an  employee  of  either  the  City  or  the 
Industry. 

"Industrial  Facilities"  means  the  manufacturing  and 
processing  facilities  at  the  Baltimore  Plant  of  the  Industry, 
described  in   Exhibit  A  to  this  Agreement,   and  related 
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improvements  and  any  substitutions  therefor,  to  be  ac- 
quired by  the  Industry  and  to  be  financed  under  this 
Agreement  and  the  Ordinance  for  operation  by  the  Indus- 
try as  an  industrial  building,  as  defined  in  the  Act. 

''Industry"  means:  (i)  the  party  of  the  second  part 
hereto  and  its  successors  and  assigns;  and  (ii)  any  sur- 
viving, resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as  provided 
in  Section  6.3  hereof. 

''Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  any  successor  body. 

"Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry  in 
substantially  the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  this 
Agreement. 

"Ordinance"  means  the  Ordinance  of  the  City  enacted 

on   ,   1974  providing  for  the  terms  and 

provisions  under  which  the  Bonds  will  be  issued  and  pur- 
suant to  which  the  City's  interest  in  this  Agreement  is 
pledged  as  security  for  the  payment  of  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds. 

"Resolution"  shall  mean  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  providing  for  the  details  of  the 
Bonds,  all  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trust  company  or  banking  corpora- 
tion and  its  successor  or  successors  as  trustee  under  the 
Ordinance,  designated  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds 
by  the  Resolution. 

The  Vv^ords  "hereof",  "herein",  "hereunder",  and  other 
words  of  similar  import  refer  to  this  Loan  Agreement  as 
a  whole. 

References  to  Articles,  Sections,  and  other  subdivisions 
of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  to  the  designated  Articles, 
Sections,  and  other  subdivisions  of  this  Loan  Agreement 
as  originally  executed. 

The  headings  in  this  Loan  Agi^eement  are  for  conven- 
ience only  and  shall  not  define  or  limit  the  provisions 
hereof. 
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ARTICLE  II 

REPRESENTATIONS  AND  UNDERTAKINGS 

Section  2.1.  Representations  by  the  City.  The  City 
makes  the  following  representations  as  the  basis  for  the 
undertakings  on  the  part  of  the  Industry  herein  con- 
tained: 

(a)  The  City  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  and  a  body  corporate  and  politic  created  and 
existing  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Maryland ; 

(b)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  the  power 
to  enter  into  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Agree- 
ment and  to  carry  out  its  obligations  hereunder ; 

(c)  The  City  is  not  in  default  under  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  which  would 
affect  its  existence  or  its  powers  referred  to  in  the  preced- 
ing subsection  (b)  ; 

(d)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  power  to 
enter  into  this  Agreement,  and  by  ordinance  has  duly 
authorized  the  execution  and  delivery  hereof ;  and 

(e)  Under  existing  statutes  and  decisions  no  taxes  on 
income  or  profits  are  imposed  on  the  City. 

Section  2.2.  Representations  by  the  Industry.  The 
Industry  makes  the  following  representations  as  the  basis 
for  the  undertakings  on  its  part  herein  contained : 

(a)  The  Industry  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  Maryland,  is  in  good  standing  under  its 
charter  and  the  laws  of  Maryland,  and  has  power  to  enter 
into  this  Agreement  and  by  proper  corporate  action  has 
been  duly  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  this  Agree- 
ment. 

(b)  Neither  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  consummation  of  the  transactions  contemplated 
hereby,  nor  the  fulfillment  of  or  compliance  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  Agreement,  conflict  with  or 
result  in  a  breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  pro- 
visions of  any  corporate  restriction  of  any  agreement  or 
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instrument  to  which  the  Industry  is  now  a  party  or  by 
which  it  is  bound,  or  constitute  a  default  under  any  of 
the  foregoing. 

(c)  The  City  and  the  Industry  agreed  that  the  City 
would  assist  the  Industry  to  finance  the  Industrial  Facil- 
ities through  the  issuance  of  Bonds  pursuant  to  the  Act. 
The  construction  of  Industrial  Facilities,  including  the  re- 
imbursement of  the  Industry  for  loans  incurred  or  funds 
heretofore  advanced  as  aforesaid  for  such  purposes,  will 
require  the  expenditure  of  not  exceeding  $500,000.  When 
completed  the  Industry  proposes  to  operate  and  maintain 
the  Industrial  Facilities  in  accordance  with  all  applicable 
statutes,  rules  and  regulations. 

Section  2.3.  Findings  by  City.  The  City  hereby  con- 
firms its  findings  that : 

(a)  The  Industry  is  engaged  in  industrial  activities 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  requiring  substantial 
capital  and  creating  substantial  employment  opportuni- 
ties, and  is  financially  able  to  assume  all  obligations  pre- 
scribed by  the  Act  and  by  the  Ordinance  and  is  qualified 
as  an  "industrial  concern"  to  borrow  the  proceeds  of  the 
Bonds  from  the  City  to  finance  the  acquisition  by  the 
Industry  of  the  Industrial  Facilities  for  purposes  of  the 
Act; 

(b)  The  Industrial  Facilities  will  promote  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Act  by  (i)  maintaining  employment  and 
relieving  unemployment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, and  elsewhere  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  (ii)  encour- 
aging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in 
the  State  of  Maryland,  (iii)  promoting  economic  develop- 
ment; and  (iv)  thus  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
and  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

ARTICLE  III 

CONSTRUCTION  OF 
INDUSTRIAL  FACILITIES 

Section  3.1.  Agreement  to  Consti-uct  Industrial  Facil- 
ities.    The     Industry     agrees     that     it     will      proceed 
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with  all  reasonable  dispatch  to  construct,  install  and  com- 
plete the  Industrial  Facilities. 

Section  3.2.  Agreement  to  Issue  197 Jf  Series  Bonds; 
Application  of  Bond  Proceeds.  In  order  to  provide  funds 
for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Industrial  Facilities, 
the  City  agrees  that  it  will  sell  and  cause  to  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  purchasers  thereof  the  1974  Series  Bonds  in 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $500,- 
000,  and  will  thereupon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund 
all  accrued  iiiterest  received  on  the  sale  of  the  Bonds;  and 
(ii)  deposit  in  the  Construction  Fund  the  balance  of  the 
proceeds  received  from  said  sale. 

Section  3.3.  Disbursements  from  the  Constncction 
Fund.  The  City  shall  in  the  Ordinance  authorize  and 
direct  the  Trustee  to  use  the  moneys  in  t?ie  Construction 
Fund  for  the  follow^ing  purposes  (but  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  3.8  hereof,  for  no  other  purposes) : 

(a)  Payment  of  the  initial  or  acceptance  fee  of  the 
Trustee,  the  fees  for  filing  any  financing  statements  and 
any  curative  documents  that  either  the  Trustee,  the  City 
or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem  desirable  to  file  for 
record  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  security  interest 
under  the  Ordinance;  and  the  fees  and  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  any  actions  or  proceedings  that  either  the 
Trustee,  the  Industry,  or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem 
desirable  to  bring  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  secu- 
rity interest  under  the  Ordinance. 

(b)  Paj^ment  to  the  Industry  of  such  amounts,  if  any, 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  reimburse  the  Industry  in  full  for 
all  advances  and  payments  made  by  the  Industry  prior 
to  or  after  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  for  expenditures  in 
connection  wath  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the 
Industrial  Facilities  and  the  preparation  of  plans 
and  specifications  therefor  (including  any  preliminary 
study  or  planning  of  the  Industrial  Facilities  or 
any  aspect  thereof)  and  all  construction,  acquisition  and 
installation  expenses  required  to  provide  utility  services 
or  other  facilities,  and  all  real  or  personal  properties 
deemed  necessary  in  connection  with  the  Industrial 
Facilities  (including  architectural,  engineering  and  super- 
visory services  with  respect  to  any  of  the  foregoing) . 
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(c)  Payment  of  the  cost  of  legal,  financial  and  account- 
ing fees  and  expenses,  and  reproduction  costs  incurred  in 
connection  with  the  authorization,  sale  and  issuance  of 
the  Bonds,  the  preparation  of  this  Agreement,  the  Ordi- 
nance, the  Resolution,  and  all  other  documents  in  connec- 
tion therewith  and  in  connection  with  the  acquisition  and 
construction  of  the  Industrial  Facilities. 

(d)  Payment  for  labor,  services,  materials  and  supplies 
used  or  furnished  in  site  improvement  and  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  Industrial  Facilities,  payment  for 
the  cost  of  the  construction,  acquisition,  and  installation 
of  utility  services  or  other  facilities,  and  all  real  and  per- 
sonal property  deemed  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
Industrial  Facilities  and  payment  for  the  miscel- 
laneous expenses  incidental  to  any  of  the  foregoing  items 
including  the  premium  on  any  surety  bond. 

(e)  Payment  of  the  fees,  or  out-of-pocket  expenses  of 
the  City,  if  any,  incurred  with  respect  to  the  Industrial 
Facilities. 

(f)  PajTuent  to  the  Trustee  as  such  paj-ments  become 
due,  of  the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  (as  Trustee 
and  paying  agent)  properly  incurred  under  the  Ordinance 
that  may  become  due  prior  to  the  Completion  Date,  or  re- 
imbursement thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(g)  To  such  extent  as  they  shall  not  have  been  paid 
by  a  contractor  for  construction  or  installation  with  re- 
spect to  any  part  of  the  Industrial  Facilities,  pay- 
ment of  the  premiums  on  all  insurance  required  to  be 
taken  out  and  maintained  during  the  construction  of  the 
Industrial  Facilities,  or  reimbursement  thereof  if  paid  by 
the  Industry. 

(h)  Payment  of  the  taxes,  assessments  and  other 
charges,  if  any,  that  may  have  become  payable  during  the 
construction  of  the  Industrial  Facilities,  or  reim- 
bursement thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(i)  Payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  seeking  to  enforce 
any  remedy  against  any  contractor  or  subcontractor  in 
respect  of  any  default  under  a  contract  relating  to  the 
Industrial  Facilities. 
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(j)  Payment  of  any  other  costs  and  expenses  relating 
to  the  Industrial  Facilities,  including,  without  limi- 
tation, the  payment  of  interest  on  the  Bonds  until  the 
Completion  Date,  but  in  no  event  for  a  period  longer  than 
three  (3)  years  following  the  date  of  the  Bonds. 

(k)  All  moneys  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund 
after  payment  in  full  of  the  costs  of  acquiring,  construct- 
ing and  equipping  the  Industrial  Facilities,  and 
after  payment  of  all  other  items  (or  making  provisions 
for  the  payment  thereof)  provided  for  in  the  preceding 
subsections  (a)  to  (j),  inclusive,  of  this  Section,  shall  at 
the  direction  of  the  Industry  be:  (i)  used  by  the  Trustee 
for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  for  the  purpose  of  cancellation, 
at  prices  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount  thereof  plus 
accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery,  or  (ii) 
paid  into  the  Bond  Fund. 

Each  of  the  payments  made  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
subsections  (a)  to  (j),  inclusive,  of  this  Section,  shall  be 
made  only  upon  receipt  by  the  Trustee  of  a  written  order 
by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative,  approved  by 
the  Authorized  City  Representative,  which  approval 
shall  not  be  unreasonably  withheld,  which  shall  certify 
with  respect  to  each  such  payment:  (i)  that  none  of  the 
items  for  which  the  payment  is  proposed  to  be  made  has 
formed  the  basis  for  any  payment  theretofore  made  from 
the  Construction  Fund;  and  (ii)  that  each  item  for  which 
the  payment  is  proposed  to  be  made  is  or  was  necessary 
in  connection  with  Industrial  Facilities. 

Section  3.4.  Trustee  May  Rely  on  Orders  and  Certificc- 
tions.  In  making  any  such  payment  from  the  Construction 
Fund,  the  Trustee  may  rely  on  any  such  orders  and  cer- 
tifications delivered  to  it  pursuant  to  Section  3.3.,  and  the 
Trustee  shall  be  relieved  of  all  liability  with  respect  to 
making  such  payments  in  accordance  with  such  orders 
and  certifications. 

Section  3.5.  Establishment  of  Completion  Date.  The 
Completion  Date  shall  be  evidenced  to  the  Trustee  by  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representa- 
tive, stating  that,  except  for  amounts  retained  by  the 
Trustee  for  Industrial  Facilities  costs  not  then  due 
and  payable  as  provided  in  Section  3.3  (k),  construction 
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of  the  Industrial  Facilities  has  been  completed  in 
accordance  with  the  specifications  therefor  and  all  labor, 
services,  materials  and  supplies  used  in  such  construction 
have  been  paid  for,  and  all  facilities  necessary  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Industrial  Facilities  have  been  con- 
structed, acquired  and  installed  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications  therefor  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred 
in  connection  therewith  have  been  paid.  Notwithstanding 
the  foregoing,  such  certificate  shall  state  that  it  is  given 
without  prejudice  to  any  rights  against  third  parties 
which  exist  at  the  date  of  such  certificate  or  which  may 
subsequently  come  into  being.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Industry  to  cause  the  certificate  contemplated  by  this 
Section  3.5  to  be  furnished  as  soon  as  the  Industrial 
Facilities  shall  have  been  completed. 

Section  3.6.  Industry  Required  to  Pay  Construction 
Costs  in  Event  Construction  Fund  Insufficient.  In  the 
event  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  available  to 
loan  to  the  Industry  for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the 
Industrial  Facilities  shall  not  be  suflficient  to  pay 
the  costs  thereof  in  full,  the  Industry  agrees  to  complete, 
or  cause  to  be  completed,  the  Industrial  Facilities 
and  to  finance  all  that  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Industrial 
Facilities  as  may  be  in  excess  of  the  moneys  avail- 
able therefor  in  the  Construction  Fund.  The  City  does  not 
make  any  warranty,  either  express  or  implied,  that  the 
moneys  w^hich  will  be  paid  into  the  Construction  Fund  and 
which,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement,  will  be 
available  to  loan  to  the  Industry  for  payment  of  the  costs 
of  the  Industrial  Facilities,  will  be  sufficient  to  pro- 
vide loans  to  pay  all  the  costs  which  have  been  or  will  be 
incurred  in  that  connection.  The  Industry  agrees  that  if 
after  exhaustion  of  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund 
the  Industry  shall  finance  any  portion  of  the  said  costs 
of  the  Industrial  Facilities  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Section,  it  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  reim- 
bursement therefor  from  the  City  or  from  the  Trustee  or 
from  the  Holders  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  nor  shall  it  be 
entitled  to  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  payments 
required  by  Section  4.3  hereof. 

Section  3.7.  Authorized  Industry  and  City  Represen- 
tatives and  Successors,   The  Industry  and  the   City,   re- 
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spectively,  shall  designate,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
Section  1.1,  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative  and 
the  Authorized  City  Representative.  In  the  event  that 
any  person  so  designated  and  his  alternate  or  alternates, 
if  any,  should  become  unavailable  or  unable  to  take  any 
action  or  make  any  certificate  provided  for  or  required  in 
this  Agreement,  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same 
manner. 

Section  3.8.  Investment  of  Construction  Fund  and 
Bond  Fund  Ms)neys  Permitted,  Any  moneys  held  as  a  part 
of  the  Construction  Fund  or  Bond  Fund,  and  not  required 
for  immediate  disbursements  and  withdrawal,  shall  be 
invested  or  reinvested  by  the  Trustee,  to  the  extent  such 
investments  are  not  prohibited  by  law  for  investment  of 
bond  proceeds  by  the  City,  in  (i)  general  obligations  of, 
or  obligations  unconditionally  guaranteed  as  to  principal 
and  interest  by,  the  United  States  of  America;  (ii)  bonds, 
debentures,  participation  certificates  or  notes  issued  by  any 
agency  or  corporation  which  is  or  may  hereafter  be 
created  by  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  as 
an  agency  or  instrumentality  thereof;  (iii)  Public  Hous- 
ing Bonds,  Temporary  Notes  or  Preliminary  Loan  Notes, 
fully  secured  by  contracts  with  the  United  States;  (iv) 
certificates  of  deposit  issued  by  the  Trustee  or  any  bank, 
trust  company  or  national  banking  association,  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  any  state  thereof, 
which  has  a  combined  capital  and  surplus  of  at  least 
$40,000,000,  in  any  amount  if  collaterally  secured  by  secu- 
rities of  the  type  described  in  (i),  (ii)  and  (iii)  above 
having  a  market  value  of  not  less  than  the  amount  of  the 
certificates  of  deposit  so  secured,  or  in  an  amount  not 
exceeding  10%  of  such  combined  capital  and  surplus  if 
not  so  collaterally  secured.  Such  investments  shall  be 
made  in  the  discretion  of  the  Trustee;  provided,  however, 
the  Industry  may  by  written  direction  from  the  Author- 
ized Industry  Representative  to  the  Trustee  direct  the 
investments  and  such  investments  shall  have  maturities 
consonant  with  the  need  for  funds  as  estimated  by  said 
Authorized  Industry  Representative.  The  Trustee  may,  and 
to  the  extent  required  for  payments  from  the  Construction 
Fund  or  Bond  Fund  shall,  sell  any  such  investment  at  any 
time,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  and  of  all  payments 
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at  maturity  and  upon  redemption  of  such  investments, 
shall  be  credited  to  the  Fund  in  which  such  investments 
were  held.  Interest  and  other  income  received  on  moneys 
or  securities  in  either  such  Fund  shall  be  credited  to  such 
Fund.  The  Industry  covenants  that  it  will  not  cause  the 
use  of  or  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds, 
whether  on  deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Construction  Fund 
(or  any  fund  created  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance  which 
may  be  deemed  to  be  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to 
Section  103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as 
amended,  and  applicable  regulations  thereunder)  or  with- 
dra\\Ti  therefrom  under  the  provisions  of  Section  3.3  of 
this  Agreement,  which  use  (i)  would  have  caused  the 
Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of 
such  Section  103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954,  as  amended,  and  applicable  regulations  thereunder, 
if  such  use  had  been  reasonably  expected  on  the  date  of 
issuance  of  the  Bonds,  or  (ii)  would  cause  Section  103(c) 
(1)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  in  effect  on 
the  date  of  the  Bonds,  to  apply  to  the  Bonds. 

ARTICLE  IV 

EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT; 

DURATION  OF  AGREEMENT; 

REPAYMENT  PROVISIONS;  AND 

UNCONDITIONAL  OBLIGATIONS  OF 

INDUSTRY 

Section  4.1.  Effective  Date  of  this  Agreement;  Dura- 
tion of  Agreement.  This  Agreement  shall  become  effective 
upon  its  delivery,  and  shall  continue  in  full  force  and  effect 
until  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  have  been 
fully  paid  (or  provision  for  their  payment  has  been  made 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance),  to- 
gether with  all  sums  to  which  the  City  or  the  Trustee  are 
entitled  hereunder. 

Section  4.2.  Possession  and  Oivnership  of  Industrial 
Facilities.  The  Industrial  Facilities  shall  be  the 
sole  property  of  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry  shall 
have  sole  and  exclusive  possession  of  the  Industrial 
Facilities  (subject  to  the  right  of  the  City  to  enter  thereon 
for  inspection  purposes  and  to  the  other  provisions  of 
Section  6.2  hereof). 
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Section  4.3.  Repayment  of  Loan  and  Payment  of  Other 
Amounts  Hereunder.  The  City  has  made  available  to  the 
Industry  in  the  form  of  a  loan  the  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  1974  Series  Bonds,  and  the  Industry  shall 
repay  such  loan  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  4.3.  Simultaneously  with  the  authentication  and 
delivery  of  the  1974  Series  Bonds  and  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  any  payments  from  the  Construction  Fund 
under  Section  3.3  hereof,  the  Industry  shall  execute  its 
Note,  in  substantially   the  form  set  forth   in  Exhibit  B 

hereto.  On  th^  last  business  day  before  ,  , 

and  on  the  last  business  day  before  each  ,  and  

thereafter,  until  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  1974 
Series  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid  or  provision  for 
the  payment  thereof  shall  have  been  made  in  accordance 
with  the  Ordinance,  the  Industry  shall  pay  to  the  Trustee 
a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  payable  on  such  date  as 
principal  (at  the  stated  maturity,  if  any)  and  interest  upon 
the  1974  Series  Bonds. 

In  any  event  each  payment  under  this  Section  shall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  the  amount  of  interest  or  interest  and 
principal  (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemption  or  ac- 
celeration) payable  on  the  next  succeeding  interest  pay- 
ment date,  and  if  at  any  payment  date  (whether  or  not 
such  payment  date  is  an  interest  payment  date)  the  bal- 
ance in  the  Bond  Fund  is  insufficient  to  make  the  required 
payments  of  principal  (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemp- 
tion or  acceleration)  and  interest  on  such  date,  the  In- 
dustry shall  forthwith  pay  any  such  deficiency;  provided 
that  any  amount  at  any  time  held  by  the  Trustee  in  the 
Bond  Fund  shall  be  credited  against  the  next  payment  to 
the  extent  such  amount  is  in  excess  of  the  amount  required 
for  payment  of  Bonds  theretofore  matured  or  called  for 
redemption  and  past  due  interest  in  all  cases  where  such 
Bonds  or  coupons  have  not  been  presented  for  payment; 
and  provided  further,  that  if  the  amount  held  by  the 
Trustee  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  at 
the  times  required  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the 
1974  Series  Bonds  then  remaining  unpaid,  the  Industry 
shall  not  be  obligated  to  make  any  further  payments  under 
the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section. 
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The  Industry  agrees  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  until  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  1974  Series  Bonds  shall 
have  been  fully  paid  :  (i)  an  amount  equal  to  the  annual 
fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  Ordinary  Services  of  the  Trustee, 
as  Trustee,  rendered,  and  its  Ordinary  Expenses,  as 
Trustee,  incurred  under  the  Ordinance,  as  and  when  the 
same  become  due;  (ii)  reasonable  fees  and  charges  of  the 
Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  on  the  1974  Series  Bonds  for  act- 
ing as  paying  agent  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  and  the 
City  as  bond  registrar  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  as  and 
when  the  same  become  due;  and  (iii)  the  reasonable  fees 
and  charges  of  the  Trustee  for  the  necessary  Extraordinary 
Services  rendered  by  it  and  Extraordinary  Expenses  in- 
curred by  it  under  the  Ordinance,  as  and  when  the  same 
become  due;  provided,  that  the  Industry  may,  without 
creating  a  default  hereunder,  contest  in  good  faith  the 
necessity  for  any  such  Extraordinary  Services  or  Extra- 
ordinary Expenses  and  the  reasonableness  of  any  such 
fees,  charges  or  expenses.  (The  terms  "Ordinary  Services," 
''Ordinary  Expenses,"  ''Extraordinary  Services"  and  "Ex- 
traordinary Expenses"  as  used  herein  shall  have  the  same 
definitions  as  in  the  Ordinance.) 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  payments  by  the 
Industry  under  this  Agreement  including  payments  pur- 
suant to  the  Note  are  to  be  assigned  by  the  City  to  the 
Trustee.  The  Industry  assents  to  such  assignment  and 
agrees  that,  as  to  the  Trustee,  its  obligation  to  make  such 
payments  shall  be  absolute,  irrevocable  and  unconditional 
and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  defense  (other  than  pay- 
ment) or  any  right  of  set-off,  counterclaim  or  recoupment 
arising  out  of  any  breach  by  the  City  of  any  obligation 
to  the  Industry,  whether  hereunder  or  otherwise,  or  out 
of  any  indebtedness  or  liability  at  any  time  owing  to  the 
Industry  by  the  City.  The  City  directs  the  Industry,  and 
the  Industry  agrees,  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  at  its  principal 
office  all  payments  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

In  the  event  the  Industry  shall  fail  to  make  any  of  the 
payments  required  in  this  Section  4.3,  the  item  or  install- 
ment so  in  default  shall  continue  as  an  obligation  of  the 
Industry  until  the  amount  in  default  shall  have  been  fully 
paid,  and  the  Industry  agrees  to  pay  the  same  with  inter- 
est thereon  at  one  percentage  point  greater  than  the  rate 
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of  interest  on  the  1974  Series  Bonds  (if  lawful)  until  fully 
paid. 

Section  4.4.  Place  of  Pmjments.  The  payments  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be  paid  directly  to 
the  Trustee  for  the  account  of  the  City  and  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  Bond  Fund.  The  additional  payments  to  be 
made  to  the  Trustee  under  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be  paid 
directly  to  the  Trustee  for  is  o\vn  use  or  for  disbursement 
to  the  paying  agent,  or  to  the  City,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  4.5^  Obligations  of  Industry  Hereunder  Uncon- 
ditional. The  obligations  of  the  Industry  to  make  the  pay- 
ments required  in  Section  4.3  hereof  and  to  perform  and 
observe  the  other  agreements  on  its  part  contained  herein 
shall  be  absolute  and  unconditional,  irrespective  of  any 
defense  or  any  rights  of  set-off,  recoupment  or  counter- 
claim it  might  otherwise  have  against  the  City,  and  the 
Industry  shall  pay  absolutely  net  during  the  term  of  this 
Agreement  the  payments  to  be  made  on  account  of  the  loan 
as  prescribed  in  Section  4.3  and  all  other  payments  re- 
quired hereunder  free  of  any  deductions  and  without  abate- 
ment, diminution  or  set-off  other  than  those  herein  ex- 
pressly provided;  and  until  such  time  as  the  principal  of 
and  interest  on  the  Bends  shall  have  been  fully  paid,  or 
provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  have  been  made 
in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance,  the  Industry:  (i)  will 
not  suspend  or  discontinue  any  payments  provided  for  in 
Section  4.3  hereof;  (ii)  will  perform  and  observe  all  of 
its  other  agreements  contained  in  this  Agreement;  and 
(iii)  except  as  provided  in  Article  IX  and  Article  X  hereof, 
will  not  terminate  this  Agreement  for  any  cause,  includ- 
ing, without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
failure  of  the  Industry  to  complete  the  Industrial 
Facilities,  the  occurrence  of  any  acts  or  circumstances  that 
may  constitute  failure  of  consideration,  destruction  of  or 
damage  to  the  Industrial  Facilities,  commercial 
frustration  of  purpose,  any  change  in  the  tax  laws  of  the 
United  States  of  America  or  of  Maryland  or  any  political 
subdivision  of  either  of  these,  or  any  failure  of  the  City 
to  perform  and  observe  any  agreement,  whether  express 
or  implied,  or  any  duty,  liability  or  obligation  arising  out 
of  or  connected  with  this  Agreement,  except  to  the 
extent  permitted  by  this  Agreement. 
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Section  4.6.  Financial  Condition  of  Industry.  The  In- 
dustry shall,  so  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  remain  outstand- 
ing, satisfy  such  tests  of  the  Industry's  financial  condition 
as  shall  be  specified  in  the  Resolution  adopted  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

ARTICLE  V 

OPERATION    AND    MAINTENANCE, 
INSURANCE  AND  CONDEMNATION 

Section  5.1.  Operation  and  Maintenance  of  Industrial 
Facilities.  The  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  operate 
and  maintain  the  Industrial  Facilities  at  all  times 
during  the  duration  of  this  Agreement  in  accordance  with 
all  applicable  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  at  its  own  ex- 
pense and  shall  defray  all  costs  in  connection  therewith 
(including  from  time  to  time  all  necessary  repairs  and 
renewals  and  replacements)  so  that  the  Industrial 
Facilities  and  all  other  facilities  necessary  or  incidental 
thereto  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  in  good  operating 
condition. 

Section  5.2.  Insurance.  The  Industry  shall  keep  at  its 
own  expense  the  Baltimore  Plant  and  the  Industrial 
Facilities  at  all  times  insured  against  loss  or  damage 
in  accordance  with  the  customary  insurance  practices  of 
the  Industry  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Trustee  from  time 
to  time,  if  requested,  certificates  establishing  that  such  in- 
surance has  been  obtained,  or  that  the  Industry  is  acting 
as  a  self -insurer. 

If  the  Industry  at  any  time  shall  carry  property  damage 
or  public  liability  insurance  with  specific  reference  to  the 
Industrial  Facilities  or  the  operation  thereof,  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  made  additional  insureds 
thereunder  or  included  therein  as  their  interests  may  ap- 
pear. 

The  Industry  releases  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from, 
agrees  that  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable 
for,  and  agrees  to  defend  and  hold  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  harmless  from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage 
to  property  or  any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  that 
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may  be  occasioned  by  any  cause  whatsoever  pertaining  to 
the  Industrial  Facilities. 

The  Industry  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  payment  of 
any  costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Industrial 
Facilities  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance  or  con- 
demnation awards,  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement  from 
the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners  of  the 
Bonds  or  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  payments 
prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 

Section  5.3".  Damage,  Destruction,  Modifications  and 
Condemnation.  In  accordance  with  the  authorization  con- 
tained in  Section  266H-1  of  the  Act,  the  City,  in  order 
to  effect  the  financing  of  the  Industrial  Facilities 
and  thereby  accomplish  the  legislative  purpose  of  the  Act, 
deems  it  necessary  and,  therefore,  appropriate  that  the 
Industry  will  have  no  obligation  to  maintain,  repair,  re- 
place or  renew  any  element  or  unit  of  the  Industrial 
Facilities  (a)  the  maintenance,  repair,  replacement  or  re- 
newal of  which  becomes  uneconomic  to  the  Industry  be- 
cause of  damage  or  destruction  by  a  cause  not  within  the 
control  of  the  Industry,  or  obsolescence  (including  eco- 
nomic obsolescence),  or  change  in  government  standards 
and  regulations,  or  the  termination  by  the  Industry  of  the 
operation  of  the  Industrial  Facilities,  and  (b)  with  respect 
to  which  the  Industry  has  furnished  to  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  a  certificate  of  an  Authorized  Industry  Represent- 
ative that  the  maintenance,  repair,  replacement  or  re- 
newal of  such  element  or  unit  of  the  Industrial  Facilities 
is  being  discontinued  for  one  of  the  foregoing  reasons, 
which  shall  be  stated  therein. 

At  its  own  expense  (whether  by  financing  or  otherwise), 
the  Industry  shall  have  the  privilege  of  remodeling  the 
Industrial  Facilities  or  making  substitutions,  modifica- 
tions and  improvements  to  the  Industrial  Facilities  from 
time  to  time  as  it,  in  its  discretion,  may  deem  to  be  de- 
sirable for  its  uses  and  purposes. 

In  the  event  that  any  damage  or  loss  to  the 
Industrial  Facilities,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  covered 
by  insurance,  the  proceeds  of  such  insurance  received  by 
the  Industry  in  respect  to  such  damage  or  loss  shall  be 
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either  (i)  expended  by  the  Industry  to  rebuild,  repair  or 
restore  the  Industrial  Facilities,  or  any  part  thereof, 
so  damaged  or  destroyed  cr  to  acquire  other  manufacturing 
and  processing  facilities,  or  (ii)  paid  to  the  Trustee  for 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  created  by  the  Ordinance,  all 
as  the  Industry  shall  determine.  The  Industry  shall  notify 
the  City  and  the  Trustee  of  the  occurrence  of  any  damage 
or  loss  to  the  Industrial  Facilities  that  materially  impairs 
the  use  of  the  Industrial  Facilities  for  their  intended 
purposes. 

In  the  event  that  title  to  or  the  temporary  use  of  the 
Industrial  Facilities,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be 
taken  in  condemnation  or  by  the  exercise  of  the  power  of 
eminent  domain  by  any  governmental  body  or  by  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  acting  under  governmental  author- 
ity, any  proceeds  received  from  any  award  or  awards  in 
respect  of  the  Industrial  Facilities  or  any  part 
thereof  made  in  such  condemnation  or  eminent  domain 
proceedings,  after  payment  of  all  expenses  incurred  in  the 
collection  thereof,  shall  be  either  (i)  expended  by  the  In- 
dustry to  replace  the  Industrial  Facilities  or  any 
part  thereof  so  taken  or  to  acquire  other  manufacturing 
and  processing  facilities,  or  (ii)  paid  to  the  Trustee  for 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  created  by  the  Ordinance,  all  as 
the  Industry  shall  determine. 

The  Industry  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  payment  of  any 
costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Industrial 
Facilities  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance  or  con- 
demnation award,  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement  from 
the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners  of  the 
Bonds  or  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  payments 
prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 

ARTICLE  VI 

SPECIAL  COVENANTS 

Section  6.1.  No  Warranty  of  Condition  or  Suitability 
by  the  City.  The  City  makes  no  warranty,  either  express 
or  implied,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Industrial 
Facilities,  or  that  they  will  be  suitable  for  the  Industry's 
purposes  or  needs. 
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Section  6.2.  City's  Right  of  Access  to  the  Industrial 
Facilities.  The  Industry  agrees  that  the  City  and  the 
duly  authorized  agents  of  the  City  shall  have  the  right 
at  all  reasonable  times  and  upon  the  giving  of  reasonable 
notice  to  enter  upon,  and  to  examine  and  inspect,  the 
Industrial  Facilities. 

Section  6.3.  Industry  to  Maintain  its  Corporate  Exist- 
ence; Conditions  Under  Which  Exceptions  Permitted.  The 
Industry  agrees  that  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement 
it  will  maintain  its  corporate  existence,  v/ill  not  dissolve 
or  otherwise  dispose  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets, 
and  will  not  consolidate  with  or  merge  into  another  cor- 
poration or  permit  one  or  more  other  corporations  to  con- 
solidate with  or  merge  into  it;  except,  that  the  Industry 
may,  without  violating  the  agreement  contained  in  this 
Section,  consolidate  with  or  merge  into  another  corpora- 
tion, or  permit  one  or  more  corporations  to  consolidate 
with  or  merge  into  it,  or  sell  or  otherwise  transfer  to 
another  corporation  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets  as 
an  entirety  and  thereafter  dissolve,  provided  the  surviving, 
resulting  or  transferee  corporation,  as  the  case  may  be, 
assumes  in  writing  all  of  the  obligations  of  the  Industry 
under  this  Agreement  and  the  Note. 

Section  6.4.  Qualification  in  Maryland.  The  Industry 
warrants  that  it  is,  and  throughout  the  term  of  this  Agree- 
ment it  will  continue  to  be,  duly  qualified  to  do  business 
in  Maryland  and  covenants  that  it  v/ill  comply  with  any 
requirements  imposed  on  it  by  the  Act,  as  in  force  on  the 
date  of  this  Agreement. 

Section  6.5.  Use  of  Industrial  Facilities,.  So  long 
as  the  Industry  operates  the  Industrial  Facilities, 
the  Industrial  Facilities  will  be  used  only  as  an 
industrial  building,  as  defined  in  the  Act. 

Section  Q.^.    No  Pecuniary  Liability.  The  Act  prescribes 

and  the  parties  intend  that  by  reason  of  making  this  Agree- 
ment, by  reason  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  by  reason 
of  the  performance  of  any  act  required  of  it  by  this  Agree- 
ment, or  by  reason  of  the  performance  of  any  act  requested 
of  it  by  the  Industry,  no  indebtedness  or  charge  against 
the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  City  within 
the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or 
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statutory  limitation  shall  occur  or  shall  ever  constitute  or 
give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  Neverthe- 
less, if  the  City  shall  incur  any  such  pecuniary  liability, 
then  in  such  event  the  Industry  shall  indemnify  and  hold 
the  City  harmless  by  reason  thereof. 

Section  6.7.  Financial  Statements  of  Inchistry.  The 
Industry  aorees  to  furnish  the  Trustee  (within  sixty  days 
after  the  end  of  the  Industry's  fiscal  year)  with  a  balance 
sheet  and  statement  of  income  and  surplus  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  Industry  and  its  consolidated 
subsidiaries,  if  any,  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  j^ear,  and 
the  results  of  operations  of  the  Industry  and  its  consolidated 
subsidiaries,  if  any,  for  each  fiscal  year. 

Section  6.8.  Additional  Bonds.  Subject  to  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  City  under  the  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the 
Industry  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more  amendments 
to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  obtaining  of  additional 
funds  by  the  City  to  finance  the  completion  of  the  Industrial 
Facilities  or  to  provide  additional  manufacturing  and  proc- 
essing facilities  through  the  issuance  of  additional  Bonds 
pursuant  to  Section  2.09  of  the  Ordinance;  provided  that 
no  obligation  is  imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Section  6.8 
to  enter  into  any  such  amendment,  and  no  such  amend- 
ment is  permitted  hereunder  which  would  result  either  in 
the  breach  of  the  City's  agreements  pursuant  to  the  Ordi- 
nance or  in  the  reduction  of  the  Industry's  obligations 
pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VII 

ASSIGNMENT,  SUBLEASING,  MORTGAGING 
AND  SELLING;  REDEMPTION;  PREPAYMENT; 
AND  TREATMENT  OF  ADDITIONAL  WASTE 

Section  7.1.  Assignment  and  Subleasing.  This  Agree- 
ment may  be  assigned,  and  the  Industrial  Facilities 
may  be  leased,  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as  a  whole 
or  in  part,  by  the  Industry  without  the  necessity  of  ob- 
taining the  consent  of  either  the  City  or  the  Trustee, 
subject,  however,  to  each  of  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  No  assignment  (other  than  pursuant  to  Section  6.3 
hereof),  leasing,  sale  or  other  disposition  shall  relieve  the 
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Industry  from  primary  liability  for  any  of  its  obligations 
hereunder,  and  in  the  event  of  any  such  assignment  or 
lease,  sale  or  other  disposition,  the  Industry  shall  continue 
to  remain  primarily  liable  for  the  payments  specified 
under  this  Agreement  and  for  the  payment,  performance 
and  observance  of  the  other  obligations  and  agreements 
on  its  part  herein  provided  to  be  performed  and  observed 
by  it. 

(b)  The  assignee,  lessee  or  transferee  shall  assume  in 
writing  the  obligations  and  covenants  of  the  Industry 
hereunder  to  the  extent  of  the  interest  acquired. 

(c)  The  Industry  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
the  delivery  thereof,  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to 
the  City  and  to  the  Trustee  a  true  and  complete  copy  of 
each  such  assignment,  lease,  deed  or  other  instrument,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

Section  7.2.  Assignment  of  this  Agreement  by  the  City. 
The  City  will  assign  its  interest  in  and  pledge  any  moneys 
receivable  under  this  Agreement  (except  paj-ments  pur- 
suant to  Section  Q.Q  and  Section  8.4  hereof),  to  the 
Trustee  as  security  for  payment  of  the  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  7.3.  Redemption  of  Bonds.  The  City,  at  the 
request  at  any  time  of  the  Industry  and  if  the  same  are 
then  callable,  shall  forthwith  take  all  steps  that  may  be 
necessary  under  the  applicable  redemption  provisions  of 
the  Resolution  and  the  Ordinance  to  effect  redemption  of 
all  or  part  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds,  as  may  be 
specified  by  the  Industry,  on  the  earliest  redemption  date 
on  which  such  redemption  may  be  made  under  such  appli- 
cable provisions. 

Section  7.4.  Prepayments.  There  is  expressly  reserved 
to  the  Industry  the  right  and  the  Industry  is  authorized 
and  permitted  at  any  time  it  may  choose  to  prepay  all 
or  any  part  of  the  amounts  payable  under  Section  4.3 
hereof,  and  the  City  agrees  that  the  Trustee  may  accept 
such  prepayments  when  the  same  are  tendered  by  the 
Industry.  All  amounts  so  prepaid  shall  be  credited  on  the 
payments  specified  in  Section  4.3  hereof,  in  the  order  of 
their  due  dates. 
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Section     7.5.     Modification     of     Industrial     Facilities. 

The  Industry  may  from  tim.e  to  time  in  its  sole  discretion 
and  at  its  own  expense  modify,  improve  or  enlarge  the 
Industrial  Facilities  in  any  way  permitted  by  the 
then  applicable  statutes,  rules  and  rep^ulations  for  the  pur- 
pose of  meeting  the  Industry's  manufacturing  and  proc- 
essing needs  and  which  do  not  disqualify  the  Industrial 
Facilities  within  the  meaning  of  Section  103(c)(4)(F)  of 
the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended. 

Section  7.6.  Reference  to  Bonds  Ineffective  After  Bonds 
Paid.  Upon  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for 
payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  all  fees  and  charges  of 
the  Trustee,  the  paying  agent  and  the  City,  as  bond 
registrar,  all  references  in  this  Agreement  to  the  Bonds 
and  the  Trustee  shall  be  ineffective  and  neither  the 
Trustee  nor  the  holders  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  there- 
after have  any  rights  hereunder,  saving  and  excepting 
those  that  shall  have  theretofore  vested,  and  the  Industry 
shall  thereupon  be  discharged  from  any  obligations  arising 
under  this  Agreement.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Agreement, 
the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed  fully  paid : 

(a)  If  there  is  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  an  amount 
sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  all  the  then  outstanding 
Bonds  plus  the  interest  due  thereon  until  and  at  their 
respective  maturities,  and  provision  for  payment  of  all 
fees  and  charges  of  the  Trustee,  the  Paying  agent  ^nd  the 
City  as  bond  registrar,  accrued  and  to  accrue,  has  been 
made  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee ;  or 

(b)  If  the  Bonds  have  been  paid  as  provided  in  Section 
9.01  of  the  Ordinance. 


ARTICLE  VIII 

EVENTS  OF  DEFAULT  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  8.1.  Events  of  Default  Defined.  The  following 
shall  be  "events  of  default"  under  this  Agreement  and  the 
terms  ''event  of  default"  or  "default"  shall  mean,  when- 
ever they  are  used  in  this  Agreement  any  one  or  more 
of  the  following  events : 
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(a)  Failure  by  the  Industry  to  pay  the  amounts  re- 
quired to  be  paid  under  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  Section 
4.3  of  this  Agreement  at  the  time  specified  therein. 

(b)  Faihire  by  the  Industry  to  observe  and  perform 
any  covenant,  condition  or  agreement  in  this  Agreement 
on  the  part  of  the  Industry  to  be  observed  or  performed, 
other  than  as  referred  to  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  Section, 
for  a  period  of  forty-five  (45)  days  after  written  notice, 
specifying  such  faihire  and  requesting  that  it  be  remedied, 
given  to  the^  Industry  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  unless 
the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  agree  in  writing  to  an  ex- 
tension of  such  time  prior  to  its  expiration  (or  in  the  case 
of  any  such  default  which  cannot  with  due  diligence  be 
cured  within  such  45-day  period,  if  the  Industry  shall  fail 
to  proceed  promptly  to  cure  the  same  and  thereafter 
prosecute  the  curing  of  such  default  with  due  diligence, 
it  being  intended  in  connection  with  such  a  default  not 
susceptible  of  being  cured  with  due  diligence  within  the 
forty -five  (45)  days  that  the  time  within  which  the  In- 
dustry may  cure  the  same  shall  be  extended  for  such  period 
as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  curing  of  the  same 
with  all  due  diligence). 

(c)  The  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry  or 
the  filing  by  the  Industry  of  a  voluntary  petition  in 
bankruptcy  or  the  commission  by  the  Industry  of  any  act 
of  bankruptcy,  or  adjudication  of  the  Industry  as  a  bank- 
rupt, or  assignment  by  the  Industry  for  the  benefit  of  its 
creditors,  or  the  entry  by  the  Industry  into  an  agreement 
of  composition  with  its  creditors,  or  the  approval  by  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  a  petition  applicable  to 
the  Industry  in  any  proceeding  for  its  reorganization  in- 
stituted under  the  provisions  of  the  general  bankruptcy 
act,  as  amended,  or  under  any  similar  act  in  any  domestic 
or  foreign  jurisdiction  which  may  now  be  in  effect  or  here- 
after enacted.  The  term  ''dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the 
Industry,"  as  used  in  this  subsection,  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  include  the  cessation  of  the  corporate  existence 
of  the  Industry  resulting  either  from  a  merger  or  con- 
solidation of  the  Industry  into  or  with  another  corporation 
or  a  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry  following 
a  transfer  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets  as  an

entity,  provided,  that  the  conditions  permitting  such  actions 
contained  in  Section  6.6  hereof  shall  have  been  met. 

The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  are  subject  to 
the  following  limitations :  If  by  any  reason  of  force  majeure 
the  Industry  is  unable  in  whole  or  in  part  to  carry  out  the 
agreements  of  the  Industry  on  its  part  herein  contained, 
other  than  the  obligations  on  the  part  of  the  Industry 
contained  in  Article  IV  and  Section  6.6  hereof,  the  In- 
dustry shall  not  be  deemed  in  default  during  the  continu- 
ance of  such  inability.  The  term  ''force  majeure"  as  used 
herein  shall  mean,  without  limitation,  the  following:  acts 
of  God;  strikes;  lockouts  or  other  industrial  disturbances; 
acts  of  public  enemies;  orders  of  any  kind  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  or  of  Maryland  or  ^ny  of  their 
departments,  agencies  or  officials,  or  any  civil  or  military 
authority;  insurrections;  riots;  epidemics;  landslides, 
lightning ;  earthquakes ;  fire ;  hurricanes ;  storms ;  floods ; 
washouts;  droughts;  arrests;  restraint  of  government  and 
people ;  civil  disturbances ;  explosions ;  breakage  or  accident 
to  machinery,  transmission  pipes  or  canals;  partial  or  en- 
tire failure  of  utilities ;  or  any  other  cause  or  event  not 
reasonably  within  the  control  of  the  Industry,  it  being 
agreed  that  the  settlement  of  strikes,  lockouts  and  other 
industrial  disturbances  shall  be  entirely  within  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry  shall  not  be  required 
to  make  settlement  of  strikes,  lockouts  and  other  industrial 
disturbances  by  acceding  to  the  demands  of  the  opposing 
party  or  parties  when  such  course  is,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Industry,  unfavorable  to  the  Industry. 

Section  8.2.  Remedies  on  Default.  Whenever  any  event 
of  default  referred  to  in  Section  8.1  hereof  shall  have 
happened  and  be  subsisting,  the  City  may  take  any  one 
or  more  of  the  following  remedial  steps : 

(a)  The  City  or  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Ordi- 
nance may,  at  its  option,  declare  all  payments  payable 
under  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  Section  4.3  hereof  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term  of  this  Agreement  to  be  im- 
mediately due  and  payable,  whereupon  the  same  shall  be- 
come immediately  due  and  payable. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  at  the  time 
be  outstanding  and  unpaid,  the  City  may  have  access  to 
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and  inspect,  examine  and  make  copies  of  the  books  and 
records  and  any  and  all  accounts  and  similar  data  of  the 
Industry. 

(c)  The  City  may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in 
equity  may  appear  necessary  or  desirable  to  collect  the 
payments  and  other  amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to 
become  due  or  to  enforce  performance  and  observance  of 
any  obligation,  agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry 
under  this  Agreement. 

Any  amounts  collected  pursuant  to  action  taken  under 
this  Section  shall  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund  and  applied 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

No  action  taken  pursuant  to  this  Section  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  the  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to 
Section  4.3  and  Section  8.2(a)  hereof,  all  of  which  shall 
survive  any  such  action,  and  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in  equity  may  appear 
necessary  and  desirable  to  collect  the  payments  and  other 
amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and/or 
to  enforce  the  performance  and  observance  of  any  obliga- 
tion, agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry  hereunder. 

Section  8.3.  No  Remedy  Exclusive.  No  remedy  herein 
conferred  upon  or  reserved  to  the  City  is  intended  to  be 
exclusive  of  any  other  available  remedy  or  remedies,  but 
each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative  and  shall 
be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  under  this 
Agreement  or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity 
or  by  statute.  No  delay  or  omission  to  exercise  any  right 
or  power  accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such 
right  or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  thereof, 
but  any  such  right  or  power  may  be  exercised  from  time 
to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient.  In  order 
to  entitle  the  City  to  exercise  any  remedy  reserved  to  it 
in  this  Article,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  give  any  notice, 
other  than  such  notice  as  may  be  herein  expressly  required. 
Such  rights  and  remedies  as  are  given  the  City  hereunder 
shall  also  extend  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  and  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed  third  party  bene- 
ficiaries of  all  covenants  and  agreements  herein  contained. 
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Section  8.4.  Agreement  to  Pay  Attorney's  Fees  and 
Expenses.  In  the  event  the  Industry  should  default  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  and  the  City  or 
the  Trustee  should  employ  attorneys  or  incur  other  ex- 
penses for  the  collection  of  amounts  due  hereunder  or  the 
enforcement  of  performance  or  observance  of  any  obliga- 
tion or  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Industry  herein  con- 
tained, the  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  on  demand  there- 
for pay  to  the  City  or  the  Trustee  the  reasonable  fee  of 
such  attorneys  and  such  other  expenses  so  incurred  by  the 
City  or  the  Trustee. 

Section  8,5.  No  Additional  Waiver  Implied  by  One 
Waiver.   In  the  event  any  agreement  contained   in  this 

Agreement  should  be  breached  by  the  Industry  and  there- 
after waived  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  such  waiver  shall 
be  limited  to  the  particular  breach  so  waived  and  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  waive  any  other  breach  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  IX 
OPTIONS  IN  FAVOR  OF  INDUSTRY 

Section  9.1.  Option  to  Terminate.  The  Industry  shall 
have  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  following  option  to  term- 
inate this  Agreement : 

At  any  time  prior  to  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or 
provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  the  In- 
dustry may  terminate  this  Agreement  by  paying  to  the 
Trustee  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  amount  on 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay,  retire 
and  redeem  all  the  outstanding  Bonds  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  (including,  without  limit- 
ing -f-he  generality  of  the  foregoing,  principal,  interest  to 
maturity  or  earliest  applicable  redemption  date,  as  the  case 
may  be,  expenses  of  redemption  and  Trustee's,  paying 
agent's  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses),  and  in  case 
of  redemption,  making  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the 
Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemp- 
tion, and  by  paying  to  the  City  any  and  all  sums  then  due 
to  the  City  under  this  Agreement. 
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Section  9.2.  Option  to  Terminate  Agreement  Prior  to 
Payment  of  the  Bonds.  The  Industry  shall  have,  and  is 
hereby  granted,  the  option  to  terminate  this  Agreement 
prior  to  the  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or  provisions  for 
payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance),  if  any  of  the  events  set  forth 
in  the  following  clauses  shall  have  occurred  (but  only  upon 
payment  of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 

(a)  The  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial 
Facilities  sh^ll  have  been  damaged  or  destroyed 
to  such  an  extent  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Industry,  ex- 
pressed in  a  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry  Repre- 
sentative filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee,  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial  Facilities  cannot 
be  restored  within  a  period  of  four  (4)  months  to  the 
condition  immediately  preceding  such  damage  or  destruc- 
tion and  the  Industry  will  thereby  be  prevented  from  con- 
ducting all,  or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations  at  the 
Baltimore  Plant  for  a  period  of  four  (4)  months. 

(b)  Title  to,  or  the  temporary  use  of,  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial  Facilities  or  part 
thereof,  shall  have  been  taken  under  the  exercise  of  the 
power  of  eminent  domain  by  any  governmental  body  or 
by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  acting  under  govern- 
mental authority  to  such  an  extent  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Industry  expressed  in  a  certificate  of  the  Authorized 
Industry  Representative  filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee, 
the  Industry  will  thereby  be  prevented  from  conducting  all, 
or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations  at  the  Baltimore  Plant 
for  a  period  of  four  (4)  months. 

(c)  As  a  result  of  any  changes  in  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of 
America  or  of  any  legislative  or  administrative  action 
(whether  state  or  federal)  or  by  final  decree,  judgment 
or  order  of  any  court  or  administrative  body  (whether 
state  or  federal)  entered  after  the  contest  thereof  by  the 
Industry  in  good  faith,  this  Agreement  shall  have  become 
void  or  unenforceable  or  impossible  of  performance  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  intent  and  purpose  of  the  parties  as 
expressed  in  this  Agreement,  or  unreasonable  burdens  or 
excessive  liabilities  shall  have  been  imposed  on  the  City 
or  the  Industry  in  respect  of  the  Baltimore  Plant  includ- 
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ing,  without  limitation,  federal,  state  or  other  ad  valorem, 
property,  income  or  other  taxes  not  being  imposed  on  the 
date  of  this  Agreement. 

(d)  The  Industry  by  certificate  of  the  Authorized  In- 
dustry Representative  filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee  shall 
determine:  (a)  that  the  reconstruction  or  restoration  of 
the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial 
Facilities  after  damage  or  destruction  thereto  or  con- 
demnation thereof  is  not  economically  feasible;  or  (b)  to 
cease  all,  or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations  at  the  In- 
dustry's Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial  Facil- 
ities as  a  result  of  changes  in  the  economic  availability  of 
raw  materials,  operating  supplies  or  facilities  necessary  to 
operate  the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial 
Facilities,  or  technological  or  other  conditions  mak- 
ing the  continued  operation  of  the  Industry's  Baltimore 
Plant  or  the  Industrial  Facilities  uneconomical. 

(e)  Legal  curtailment  of  the  Industry's  use  and  oc- 
cupancy of  all  of  the  Industrial  Facilities  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  all  or  substantially  all  of  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant. 

To  exercise  such  option,  the  Industry  shall,  within 
ninety  (90)  days  following  the  event  authorizing  the 
exercise  of  such  option,  give  written  notice  to  the  City, 
and  to  the  Trustee  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be 
unpaid,  and  shall  specify  therein  the  date  of  termination, 
which  date  shall  not  be  less  than  forty-five  (45)  nor  more 
than  ninety  (90)  days  from  the  date  such  notice  is 
mailed,  and  in  the  case  of  a  redemption  of  the  Bonds  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  shall 
make  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  for  the  giv- 
ing of  the  required  notice  of  redemption,  provided  that 
this  option  to  terminate  is  conditioned  upon  the  Industry's 
payment  to  the  Trustee  on  or  prior  to  the  termination  date 
of  the  sum  of  the  following: 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds 
on  the  earliest  redemption  date  provided  by  the  Ordinance, 
including,    without   limitation,    principal,    all    interest   to 
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accrue  to  said  redemption  date  and  redemption  expenses; 

plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's,  pay- 
ing agent's  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under 
the  Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  final  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

In  the  event  of  the  exercise  of  the  option  granted  in  this 
Section,  any  proceeds  of  insurance  or  condemnation  not 
already  paid  to  the  Industry  shall  be  paid  to  the  Industry 
simultaneously  with  the  Industry's  payment  of  the  sum 
prescribed  in  (1)  and  (2)  above. 

If  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in  clauses  (a),  (b),  (c), 

(d)  or  (e)  of  this  Section  9.2  occur  and  the  Industry  does 
not  exercise  its  option  to  terminate,  then  the  Industry  shall 
continue  to  operate  and  maintain  the  Industrial 
Facilities  in  accordance  with  this  Agreement  until  the 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  have  been  fully 
paid  or  provision  for  their  payment  has  been  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  and  until 
such  time  shall  undertake  any  repairs  thereto  or  restora- 
tion thereof  required  under  any  provision  of  this  Agree- 
ment. 

ARTICLE  X 

MANDATORY  PREPAYMENT 

Section  10.1.  Obligation  to  Prepay  and  Terminate 
Agreement  Prior  to  Payvient  of  the  Bonds.  The  Industry 
shall  become  immediately  obligated  to  prepay  all  amounts 
due  under  this  Agreement  and  to  terminate  this  Agree- 
ment prior  to  the  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or  provi- 
sion for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance),  if  either  of 
the  events  set  forth  below  shall  have  occurred  (but  only 
upon  payment  of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 

(a)  The  enactment  of  any  amendment  to  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the  Treasury 
Regulations  issued  thereunder  (the  ''Code")  causing  the 
interest  on  the  Bonds  to  be  includible  in  gross  income,  as 
defined  in  Section  61  of  the  Code,  of  any  holder,  which 
by  his  or  its  nature  is  not  exempt  from  Federal  income 
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taxation  (other  than  a  substantial  user  as  defined  in  such 
Treasury  Regulations  of  the  Industrial  Facilities  or  a 
related  person)  ;  p  rovided  that  the  Trustee  and  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  afford  the  Industry  the  opportunity, 
at  the  Industry's  expense,  to  challenge  the  validity  of  any 
such  amendment. 

(b)  A  final  judicial  decision  holding  the  interest  on  the 
Bonds  to  be  includible  in  gross  income,  as  above  described 
in  (a)  ;  provided  that  the  Trustee  and/or  the  holders  of 
the  Bonds  (i)  give(s)  the  Industry  notice  within  thirty 
(30)  days  after  the  Trustee  or  the  holders  of  the  Bonds 
learn  that  the  validity  of  the  tax  exemption  of  the  interest 
on  the  Bonds  is  being  challenged,  and  (ii)  afford  the  In- 
dustry the  opportunity,  at  the  Industry's  expense,  to  direct 
the  necessary  litigation  (including  administrative  audit 
appeals),  it  being  understood  that  a  judicial  decision  shall 
not  be  considered  final  for  this  purpose  until  the  con- 
clusion of  appellate,  including  Supreme  Court,  review,  if 
sought. 

The  Industry  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days  following 
either  of  the  events  obligating  the  Industry  to  prepay  and 
terminate  hereunder,  give  written  notice  to  the  City  and 
the  Trustee,  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be  unpaid  or 
adequate  provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  not  have 
been  made,  and  shall  specify  therein  the  proposed  date 
of  such  prepayment  and  termination,  which  date  shall  be 
not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  nor  more  than  thirty  (30)  days 
from  the  date  such  notice  is  mailed,  and,  in  case  of  a 
redemption  of  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance,  shall  make  arrangements  satisfactory  to 
the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  re- 
demption. 

The  amount  which  the  Industry  shall  be  obligated  to  pay 
in  Order  to  prepay  and  cause  this  Agreement  to  be  term- 
inated as  herein  provided  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  following  : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds 
as  provided  in  Section  3.01  (3)  of  the  Ordinance ;  plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's,  pay- 
ing agent's  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under

the  Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  final  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  Bonds ;  plus 

(3)  An  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  interest  paid 
on  the  Bonds  from  the  date  the  interest  on  such  Bonds 
becomes  so  includible  in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder, 
would  cause  the  total  amount  of  interest  on  such  Bonds 
from  such  date  to  the  date  of  payment  to  have  been  paid 
at  the  rate  of  165%  of  the  rate  of  interest  payable  at  such 
time  on  such  Bonds. 

Provided,  ,  however,  that  the  amount  payable  under 
Subsection  (3)  above  shall  only  be  payable  as  to  those 
Bonds  held  by  the  original  purchasers  thereof  and  in  the 
event  that : 

(1)  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  becomes  so  includible 
in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder  for  any  reason  speci- 
fied in  Subsection  (b)  above ;  or 

(2)  the  Industry,  at  its  expense,  challenges  for  any 
reason  the  validity  of  any  amendment  to  the  Code,  which 
amendment  results  in  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  becoming 
includible  in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder,  in  which 
event  the  amount  set  forth  in  (3)  above  would  be  com- 
puted beginning  on  the  date  that  the  interest  on  the  Bonds 
becomes  includible  in  his  or  its  gross  income. 

ARTICLE  XI 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  11.1.  Notices.  All  notices,  certificates  or  other 
communications  hereunder  shall  be  sufficiently  given  and 
shall  be  deemed  given  when  mailed  by  registered  mail, 
postage  prepaid,  addressed  as  follows:  If  to  the  City,  to 
the  City  Treasurer,  City  Hall,  Baltimore,  Maryland  21202; 
if  to  the  Industry,  2036  Hollins  Ferry  Road,  Baltimore, 
Maryland  21230,  Attention:  President;  if  to  the  Trustee, 

at  the Attention:  Corporate  Trust  Department. 

The  City,  the  Industry  and  the  Trustee  may,  by  notice 
given  to  the  parties  to  this  Agreement  and  the  Trustee, 
designate  any  further  or  different  addresses  to  which  sub- 
sequent notices,  certificates  or  other  communications  shall 
be  sent. 
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Section  11.2.  Filing.  The  security  interest  of  the  City 
created  herein  shall  be  perfected  by  the  filing  of  financing 
statements  which  fully  comply  with  the  Maryland  Uni- 
form Commercial  Code-Secured  Transactions,  in  the  office 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  and 
in  the  Office  of  the  State  Department  of  Assessments  and 
Taxation,  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  The  parties 
further  agree  that  all  necessary  continuation  statements 
shall  be  filed  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Maryland 
Uniform  Commercial  Code-Secured  Transactions,  in  order 
to  continue  the  security  interests  created  by  this  Agree- 
ment, to  the  end  that  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  the 
Bonds  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  fully  preserved  as  against 
creditors  of,  or  purchasers  for  value  from,  the  City  or  the 
Industry. 

Section  11.3.  Binding  Effect.  This  Agreement  shall 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
City,  the  Industry  and  their  respective  successors  and  as- 
signs; subject,  however,  to  the  limitations  contained  in 
Sections  6.3,  7.1,  7.2,  and  7.3  hereof. 

Section  11.4.  Severability.  In  the  event  any  provision 
of  this  Agreement  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unenforceable 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  holding  shall 
not  invalidate  or  render  unenforceable  any  other  provision 
hereof. 

Section  11.5.  Amounts  Remaining  in  Bond  Fund.  It  is 
agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  any  amounts  remaining 
in  the  Bond  Fund  after  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds 
(or  provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  the 
fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee,  the  paying  agent 
and  the  bond  registrar  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance, 
shall  belong  to  and  be  paid  to  the  Industry  by  the  Trustee 
as  overpayments. 

Section  11.6.  Amendments,  Changes  and  Modifica- 
tions. This  Agreement  may  not  be  amended,  changed, 
modified,  altered  or  terminated  without  in  each  instance 
the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee,  provided  the 
City  and  the  Industry  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more 
amendments  to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  an  in- 
crease  in  the  obligations   of  the   City  and  the   Industry 
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upon  an  undertaking  of  the  Industry  to  complete  the 
Industrial  Facilities  or  to  construct  or  acquire  additional 
manufacturing  and  processing  facilities  through  the  issu- 
ance of  additional  Bonds  pursuant  to  Section  2.09  of  the  Or- 
dinance; provided  that  no  obligation  is  imposed  on  the 
City  by  this  Section  11.6  to  enter  into  any  such  amend- 
ment and  no  such  amendment  is  permitted  hereunder 
which  would  result  either  in  the  breach  of  the  City's 
agreements  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance  or  in  the  reduction 
of  the  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

Section  If.?.  Execution  of  Counterparts.  This  Agree- 
ment may  be  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  and  all  of  which  shall  constitute 
but  one  and  the  same  instrument. 

Section  11.8.  Laiu  Govemiyig  Construction  of  Agree- 
ment. This  Agreement  is  prepared  and  entered  into  with 
the  intention  that  the  law  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall 
govern  its  construction.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  issuance 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Maryland 
of  its  revenue  bonds,  designated  ^'Pollution  Control  Rev- 
enue Bonds  (General  Refractories  Company  Project), 
1974  Series,"  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
not  exceeding  $600,000  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the 
Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement  Vol- 
ume, as  amended)  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to 
General  Refractories  Company,  a  Pennsylvania  corpora- 
tion, for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing 
the  acquisition  by  such  corporation  of  certain  pollution 
control  facilities  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  provided  in 
this    Ordinance;    making    certain    legislative    findings. 
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among  others,  concerning  the  public  benefit  and  pur- 
pose of  the  revenue  bonds;  providing  that  such  revenue 
bonds  (a)  sh^H  be  payable  solely  and  only  from  reve- 
nue derived  from  payment  by  such  corporation  to  the  City 
on  the  loan  and  (b)  shall  not  ever  constitute,  within  the 
meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or 
otherwise  (i)  an  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland  or  any  other  political  subdivision  or  (ii)  a 
charge  Against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of 
such  City;  prescribing  the  terms,  conditions,  security, 
form  and  tenor  of  such  bonds;  authorizing  the  private 
sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  certain  matters  per- 
taining to  such  revenue  bonds,  including  (without  limi- 
tation) interest  rate,  sinking  fund  requirements,  re- 
demption provisions,  form  of  official  statement,  appoint- 
ment of  a  trustee  and  bond  purchase  agreement  sh^H 
be  determined  at  the  time  of  such  private  sale  by  reso- 
lution of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance;  providing  for 
the  authentication  and  delivery  thereof;  creating  a  con- 
struction fund  and  bond  fund  to  be  held  by  the  trustee;

RECITALS 

By  Chapter  352  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1972,  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  repealed  and  re-enacted, 
with  amendments,  Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of 
Article  41,  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971 
Replacement  Volume,  as  amended)  (the  "Act").  The  Act 
now  empowers  all  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the 
St;ate  of  Maryland  to  issue  revenue  bonds  and  to  loan  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  revenue  bonds  to  an  industrial 
concern  to  finance  the  acquisition  by  such  industrial  con- 
cern of  pollution  control  facilities.  The  Act  declares  it  to 
be  the  legislative  purpose  to  relieve  conditions  of  unem- 
ployment in  the  State,  to  encourage  the  increase  of  in- 
dustry and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State,  to  assist  in 
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the  retention  of  existing  industry  in  the  St^e  through  the 
control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  en- 
vironment, to  promote  economic  development,  to  protect 
natural  resources  and  in  this  manner  to  promote  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the 
counties   and   municipalities    of   the    State   of   Maryland. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City") 
has  determined  to  issue  and  sell  not  exceeding  $600,000 
principal  amount  of  its  Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bonds 
(General  Refractories  Company  Project),  1.974  Series  (the 
"Bonds")  ^and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  such  Bonds  to  Gen- 
eral Refractories  Company,  a  Pennsylvania  corporation 
(the  "Industry")  and  an  industrial  concern  as  mentioned 
in  the  Act,  on  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the 
Loan  Agreement  provided  by  this  Ordinance,  in  order  to 
finance  the  Industry's  acquisition  of  certain  pollution  con- 
trol facilities  (the  "Pollution  Control  Facilities")  at  the 
Industry's  Chesapeake  Street  plant  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, to  control,  reduce  and  abate  pollution  of  the  environ- 
ment of  the  State  of  Maryland  and  of  the  City  and  thus 
protect  natural  resources,  to  encourage  economic  develop- 
ment, and  to  protect  the  health,  welf,are  and  safety  of  the 
citizens  of  this  State  and  this  City. 

This  Ordinance  authorizes  and  consummates  a  trans- 
action which  the  Industry  proposed  to  the  City  in  accord- 
ance with  Section  266B(d)  of  the  Act  by  a  letter  of  intent 
dated  March  8, 1974. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltiynore,  That  acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby 
found  and  determined,  as  follows : 

(1)  The  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  pur- 
suant to  the  Act  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  the  In- 
dustry for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  acquiring 
pollution  control  facilities  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act 
will  facilitate  and  expedite  the  acquisition,  construction, 
installation  and  equipping  of  such  pollution  control  fa- 
cilities by  the  Industry; 

(2)  The  acquisition  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
by  the  Industry  and  the  financing  thereof  provided  in  this 
Ordinance  will   (a)   promote  the  declared  legislative  pur- 
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poses  of  the  Act  through  furtherance  of  the  control,  re- 
duction or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  environment,  and 
(b)  facilitate  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Fed- 
eral, State  and  local  laws  and  regulations  governing  the 
control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  environ- 
ment and  thus  will  (i)  sustain  jobs  and  employment  op- 
portunities and  aid  in  maintaining  employment,  thus  re- 
lieving conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  State  of  Mary- 
land and  in  the  City;  (ii)  encourage  the  increase  of  in- 
dustry and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State  of  Maryland 
and  in  the  City;  (iii)  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing 
industry  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City;  (iv) 
promote  economic  development;  (v)  protect  natural  re- 
sources; and  (vi)  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety 
of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  of  the  State 
of  Maryland. 

(3)  In  addition  to  authorizing  the  City  itself  to  ac- 
quire the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  either  to  lease 
or  to  sell  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  to  the  Industry, 
the  Act,  as  an  alternative  procedure,  also  authorizes  pollu- 
tion control  financing  to  be  accomplished  in  the  form  of 
a  loan  to  the  Industry.  The  loan  form  of  transaction  avoids 
indirect  costs  and  burden  on  the  City  by  not  requiring 
any  direct  involvement  by  the  City  in  the  construction, 
ownership  or  administration  of  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities ;  it  permits,  however ;  ample  controls  to  be  imposed 
on  the  use  of  the  Bond  proceeds  to  insure  that  the  public 
purposes  of  the  Act  and  the  revenue  bonds  are  fully 
accomplished.  It  is^  therefore,  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
citizens  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  to  finance 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  by  a  loan  to  the  Industry. 
This  Ordinance  contemplates  and  authorizes  a  transaction 
in  the  form  of  a  loan  of  the  revenue  Bond  proceeds  by  the 
City  to  the  Industry,  rather  than  a  transaction  in  the 
form  of  a  lease  or  sale  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 
Accordingly,  this  Ordinance,  together  with  the  Loan 
Agreement  authorized  hereby,  contains  such  provisions 
as  the  City  deems  appropriate  to  effect  the  financing  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  by  the  loan  form  of  trans- 
action. 

(4)  Neither  bonds  nor  interest  coupons  issued  under 
the  authority  of  the  Act  constitute  an  indebtedness   of 
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the  City  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing 
powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitu- 
tional provision  or  provision  of  the  City  Charter  or  statu- 
tory limitation  and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise  to 
any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  principal  amount 
of  the  loan  and  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Industry 
pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  authorized  hereby  will 
be  paid  directly  to,  and  will  be  disbursed  by,  an  inde- 
pendent Trustee  appointed  hereby;  no  such  moneys  will 
be  commingled  with  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the 
absolute  control  of  the  City  but  only  to  such  limited  super- 
vision and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  to 
insure  that  the  Bond  proceeds  are  used  to  accomplish  the 
public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this  Ordinance.  The  trans- 
actions authorized  hereby  do  not  constitute  any  physical 
public  betterment  or  improvement  or  the  acquisition  of 
property  by  the  City;  the  public  purposes  expressed  in 
the  Act  are  intended  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the 
acquisition  of  pollution  control  facilities  by  the  Industry. 

(5)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  either  on  its  own  behalf  or  for  the 
purpose  of  creating  any  security  for  the  Bonds,  which 
security  shall  be  solely  ^nd  exclusively  the  absolute,  ir- 
revocable, unconditional  obligation  of  the  Industry  to  make 
the  payments  required  by  the  Loan  Agreement.  Accord- 
ingly, this  Ordinance  definitely  fixes  and  determines  the 
amount  of  revenue  derived  from  payments  on  the  loan 
which  is  necessary  to  be  set  apart  and  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment  of  principal,   interest   or   premium   of  the   Bonds. 

(6)  (a)  No  part  or  portion  of  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nue of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  as  defined  in  this  Ordi- 
nance, shall  be  set  aside  as  a  depreciation  account  (men- 
tioned in  the  Act)  since  neither  the  City  nor  the  Bond- 
holders desire,  or  are  creating,  any  interest  in  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  and  such  a  depreci;ation  account 
would  (i)  be  inconsistent  with  the  form  of  loan  trans- 
action, and  (ii)  place  an  unreasonable  burden  on  the  In- 
dustry, so  as  to  affect  the  feasibility  of  the  transaction  and 
thus  frustrate  the  legislative  purposes  of  the  Act  and 
(b)  a  covenant  such  as  that  permitted  by  Section  266G(c) 
of  the  Act  is  similarly  inconsistent  with  the  form  of  trans- 
action authorized  hereby  in  which  neither  the  City  nor 
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the  Bondholders  obtain  or  retain  an  interest  in  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  and  is,  therefore,  a  procedure  which 
is  not  contemplated  by  the  Act  in  connection  with  this 
transaction. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  not  exceeding  $600,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bonds 
(General  Refractories  Company  Project),  1974  Series,  is 
hereby  authorized,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, such  Bonds  to  be  solely  and  exclusively  payable 
from,  ^nd  secured  by,  the  revenue  derived  from  payment 
on  the  loan  to  the  Industry  as  provided  herein. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized,  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  the 
Industry,  to  cause  an  official  statement  to  be  prepared  for 
distribution  to  prospective  purchasers  of  the  Bonds.  Such 
official  statement  sl{all  be  presented  to  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  for  final  approval  by  resolution  at  the  time  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  act  upon  a  resolution  or  reso- 
lutions determining  the  matters  required  by  this  Ordi- 
nance to  be  determined  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds. 
Nothing  contained  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
preclude  the  distribution,  prior  to  final  approval  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance,  of  a  preliminary  official  state- 
ment; provided  that  such  preliminary  official  statement 
shall  be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject  to 
such  final  approval. 

It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds  at 
private  sale,  as  authorized  by  the  Act,  upon  terms  and 
conditions  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by 
resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such 
resolution  may  authorize  the  Mayor  to  execute  a  bond 
purchase  agreement  with  the  underwriters  for  the  Bonds. 
Such  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  concurrently  there- 
with, shall  also  prescribe  (i)  the  maturities  and  the 
interests  rates  to  be  borne  by  the  Bonds,  (ii)  certain  re- 
demption provisions  for  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 3.01  of  this  Ordinance,  (iii)  the  sinking  fund  re- 
quirements, if  any,  for  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section 
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3.02  of  this  Ordinance,  and  (iv)  such  other  matters  as 
may  be  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  deemed  appropriate 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds 
and  coupons  are  to  be  issued,  authenticated  and  delivered, 
and  all  property  subject  to  or  to  become  subject  to  this 
Ordinance,  including  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the 
City  from  the  Loan  (as  herein  defined),  is  to  be  held  and 
applied,  upon  and  subject  to  the  following  covenants,  con- 
ditions, uses  and  trusts;  and  the  City^  for  itself  and  its 
successors,  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  the 
Trustee  and  its  successors  in  the  trust  and  with  all  those 
who  shall,  from  time  to  time,  hold  the  Bonds  and  coupons 
or  any  of  them,  for  the  benefit  of  all  such  holders,  as 
follows : 

ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

The  terms  defined  in  this  Article  I  sh^ll,  for  all  pur- 
poses of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  ordinances  or  resolutions 
supplemental  hereto  now  or  hereafter  entered  into  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  hereof,  have  the  meanings 
herein  specified,  unless  the  context  clearly  otherwise  re- 
quires : 

"Act"  shall  mean  Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive, 
of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971 
Replacement  Volume,  as  amended),  as  re-enacted  by 
Chapter  352  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1972,  and  all 
future  acts  supplemental  thereto  or  amendatory  thereof. 

"Addition^al  Bonds*'  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  issued 
under  Section  2.09  of  this  Ordinance. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  shall  mean  the  refractories  plant  lo- 
cated at  Chesapeake  Street  within  the  City  and  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Industry. 

"Bond"  or  "Bonds"  means  the  Pollution  Control  Facili- 
ties Revenue  Bonds  of  the  City  of  all  series  from  time 
to  time  authenticated  and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance. 
The  1974  Series  Bonds  means  the  Bonds  identified  as  such 
in  Section  2.02  hereof. 
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**Bond  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  in  Section  5.02 
hereof. 

"Bondholder"  or  "Holder"  or  "0^^^ler  of  the  Bonds" 
means  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  and  the  registered 
owner  of  any  Bond. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the   State  of  Maryland,   and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners  of  Finance"  shall  mean  that  board 
of  finance  known  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  by  Section 
6.02  hereof. 

"Coupon"  or  "coupons"  shall  mean  any  interest  coupon 
or  all  the  interests  coupons,  as  the  case  may  be,  apper- 
taining to  the  Bonds. 

The  term  "Default"  or  "Event  of  Default"  means  any 
of  those  defaults  specified  in  and  defined  by  Section  10.01 
hereof. 

"Extraordinary  Services"  and  "Extraordinary  Ex- 
penses" means  all  services  rendered  and  all  expenses  in- 
curred under  the  Ordinance  other  than  Ordinary  Services 
and  Ordinary  Expenses. 

"Industry"  means  General  Refractories  Company,  a 
Pennsylvania  corporation,  and  its  successors  and  assigns 
and  any  surviving,  resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as 
provided  m  Section  6.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

"Loan  Agreement"  means  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be 
executed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  Industry,  and  any  amendments 
or  supplements  thereto,  and  shall  include  the  Note  issued 
thereunder. 

"Mayor  and  City  Council"  shall  mean  the  governing 
body  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  any  suc- 
cessor body. 

"Note"  shall  mean  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry 
in  substantially  the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  the 
Loan  Agreement,  as  required  by  Section  4.01  hereof. 
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"Ordinance"  shall  mean  this  Ordinance  and  any  ordi- 
nance or  resolution  (or  other  action  or  instrument  au- 
thorized by  this  Ordinance)  supplemental  hereto  or  amend- 
atory hereof. 

"Ordinary  Services"  and  "Ordinary  Expenses"  means 
those  services  normally  rendered  and  those  expenses  nor- 
mally incurred  by  a  trustee  under  instruments  similar  to 
this  Ordinance. 

The  term  "Outstanding"  or  "Bonds  Outstanding"  means 
all  Bonds  which  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  de- 
livered   by    the    Trustee    under   this    Ordinance,    except: 

(a)  Bonds  theretofore  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  or 
theretofore  delivered  to  the  Trustee  for  cancellation ; 

(b)  Bonds  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  which 
cash  funds  or  securities,  as  provided  in  Section  9.01  here- 
of, shall  have  been  theretofore  deposited  with  the  Trustee 
(whether  upon  or  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption 
d^te  of  any  such  Bonds) ;  provided  that  if  such  Bonds 
are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  the  maturity  thereof,  notice 
of  such  redemption  shall  have  been  given  or  arrangements 
satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  shall  have  been  made  therefor, 
or  waiver  of  such  notice  satisfactory  in  form  to  the  Trus- 
tee, shall  h.ave  been  filed  with  the  Trustee ;  and 

(c)  Bonds  in  lieu  of  which  others  have  been  authen- 
ticated under  Section  2.07  hereof,  unless  proof  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Trustee  is  presented  to  the  Trustee  that  any 
such  Bonds  are  held  by  bona  fide  purchasers  as  that  term 
is  defined  in  Subtitle  8  of  Article  95B  of  the  Annotated 
Code  of  Maryland  (the  Maryland  Uniform  Commercial 
Code),  as  amended,  in  which  case  the  Bond  or  Bonds 
so  replaced  and  the  Bond  or  Bonds  authenticated  and 
delivered  therefor  shall  be  deemed  outstanding. 

"Person"  means  natural  persons,  firms,  associations, 
corporations  and  public  bodies. 

"Pollution  Control  Facilities"  means  the  facilities  de- 
signed to  collect,  treat  and  dispose  of  the  industrial 
emissions  originating  at  the  Industry's  plant  located  at 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  which  are  generally 
described  in  Exhibit  A  to  the  Lo^n  Agreement. 
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"Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan" 
shall  mean  all  moneys  payable  by  the  Industry  to  the  City 
under  the  Loan  Agreement  and  all  other  revenues  of  the 
City  attributable  to  the  financing  of  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities. 

"Treasurer"  shall  mean  the  Treasurer  or  Deputy  Treas- 
urer of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

"Trust  Estate"  shall  mean  at  any  particular  time  all 
moneys  which  at  such  time  are  deposited  or  are  required 
to  be  deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  to  be  held  in  trust 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  ^nd  all 
property  which  at  such  time  is  covered  or  intended  to 
be  covered  by  the  claim  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordi- 
nance. 

"Trustee"  shall  mean  the  trust  company  or  banking 
corporation  and  its  successor  or  successors  as  trustee  here- 
under, designated  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 


ARTICLE  II 

DESCRIPTION,  AUTHORIZATION,  MANNER   OF 

EXECUTION,  AUTHENTICATION,  REGISTRATION 

AND    TRANSFER    OF    BONDS 

Section  2.01.  The  City  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the 
principal  of,  the  interest  on,  and  the  redemption  premium 
(if  any)  on,  the  Bonds  only  out  of  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Loan  pledged  for  the  payment 
thereof  under  this  Ordinance,  and  not  otherwise.  The  City 
may,  at  its  option,  pay  the  principal  of,  the  interest  on, 
and  the  redemption  premium  (if  any)  on,  the  Bonds  out 
of  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  the 
payment  thereof.  All  the  bonds  to  be  issued  hereunder 
shall  be  equally  and  ratably  secured,  to  the  extent  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  by  the  pledge  of  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan. 

Section  2.02.  There  is  hereby  created  for  issuance  un- 
der this  Ordinance  a  series  of  Bonds  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $600,000,  each  of  which 
shall  bear  the  descriptive  title  "City  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
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land,  Pollution  Control  RevenuG  Bond  (General  Refrac- 
tories Company  Project),  1974  Series."  The  Bonds  shall 
be  dated,  shall  be  issued  as  coupon  bonds  in  the  denomina- 
tion of  $5,000  each,  registrable  as  to  principal  only,  or 
as  fully  registered  bonds  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000 
or  multiples  thereof,  shall  mature,  shall  be  numbered,  shall 
be^r  such  rate  of  interest  from  their  date  until  maturity 
or  until  the  date  fixed  for  redemption,  all  as  provided  in 
a  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted 
prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such  interest  shall  be  pay- 
able semi-annually,  and  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  the 
right  of  prior  redemption  at  the  prices  and  dates  set 
forth  in  said  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  and  premium  (if 
any)  payable  upon  the  redemption  of,  the  Bonds  shall 
be  paid  in  any  coin  or  currency  of  the  United  States  of 
America  whidi,  at  the  respective  times  of  payment,  is 
legal  tender  for  the  p,ayment  of  public  and  private  debts 
at  the  principal  office  of  the  Trustee  or  its  successor  in 
Trust. 

Section  2.03.  The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  on  behalf 
of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  and  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed 
or  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  City  Treasurer 
or  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  provided  that  at  le^st  one  of 
said  signatures  shall  be  a  manual  signature.  The  coupons 
attached  to  the  coupon  Bonds  shall  be  executed  by  the 
facsimiles  of  the  official  signatures  of  said  City  Treasurer 
or  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  and  such  facsimiles  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  said  City  Treasurer  or  Dep- 
uty City  Treasurer  had  manually  signed  each  of  the  cou- 
pons. The  Bonds,  together  with  interest  thereon,  shall  be 
limited  obligations  of  the  City  payable  from  the  Bond  Fund 
and  shall  be  a  valid  cl.aim  of  the  respective  holders  thereof 
only  against  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the 
Loan  which  (except  amounts  paid  by  the  Industry  pur- 
suant to  Sections  6.5  and  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement) 
are  hereby  pledged  and  assigned  for  the  equal  and  ratable 
payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  coupons  and  shall  be  used 
for  no  other  purpose  than  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  except  as  may  be  other- 
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wise  expressly  authorized  in  this  Ordinance.  Neither  the 
Bonds  nor  the  coupons  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebted- 
ness or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  power 
of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  state  constitutional 
or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  shall  never 
constitute  or  give  rise  to  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  facsimile  of 
whose  signature  sh^ll  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  coupons 
shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such 
Bonds,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless 
be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if 
he  had  remained  in  office  until  delivery. 

Section  2.04.  Only  such  Bonds  as  shall  have  endorsed 
thereon  a  certificate  of  .authentication  substantially  in  the 
form  hereinafter  set  forth  duly  executed  by  the  Trustee 
shall  be  entitled  to  any  right  or  benefit  under  this  Ordi- 
nance. No  Bond  and  no  coupon  appertaining  to  any  Bond 
shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  unless  and  until 
such  certificate  of  authentication  sh^ll  have  been  duly 
executed  by  the  Trustee,  and  such  executed  certificate  of 
the  Trustee  upon  any  such  Bond  shall  be  conclusive  evi- 
dence that  such  Bond  has  been  authenticated  and  delivered 
under  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee^s  certificate  of  authen- 
tication on  any  Bond  shall  be  deemed  to  h.ave  been  executed 
by  it  if  signed  by  an  authorized  signature  of  the  Trustee, 
but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  that  the  same  person  sign 
the  certificate  of  authentication  on  all  of  the  Bonds  is- 
sued hereunder.  Before  authenticating  or  delivering  any 
Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall  det,ach  and  cancel  all  matured 
coupons,  if  any,  appertaining  thereto,  and  such  cancelled 
coupons  shall  be  cremated  by  the  Trustee,  and  a  certif- 
icate of  cremation  or  other  destruction  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  by  the  Trustee. 

Section  2.05.  The  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
and  the  coupons  attached,  if  ^ny,  thereto  shall  be  sub- 
stantially in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  with  such  ap- 
propriate variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  are  per- 
mitted or  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  by  a  resolution 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted  prior  to  the  sale 
of  the  Bonds. 
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Section  2.06.  The  City  sh^ll  execute  and  deliver  to 
the  Trustee  and  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $600,- 
000  and  deliver  them  to  the  purchaser  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  City  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.06  provided. 

Prior  to  the  authentication  by  the  Trustee  of  any  of  the 
Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee : 

1.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  this  Ordinance. 

2.  An  original  executed  counterpart  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

3.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  setting  forth  the  details  relating 
to  the  Bonds  as  prescribed  by  Section  2,02  hereof. 

4.  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authenticate 
and  deliver  the  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
not  exceeding  $600,000  to  the  purchasers  therein  identi- 
fied upon  payment  to  the  Trustee  but  for  account  of  the 
City  of  a  sum  specified  in  such  request  and  authorization 
plus  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery.  Such 
proceeds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  deposited  to 
the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction  Fund  ^as 
hereinafter  provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 

Section  2.07.  In  the  event  any  Bond  is  mutilated,  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed,  the  City  may  execute  and  the  Trustee 
may  authenticate  a  new  Bond  of  like  date,  maturity  and 
denomination  as  that  mutilated,  lost^  stolen  or  destroyed, 
which  new  Bond  shall  h,ave  attached  thereto  coupons  cor- 
responding in  all  respects  to  those  (if  any)  on  the  Bond 
mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed;  provided  that,  in  the 
case  of  any  mutilated  Bonds,  such  mutilated  Bond  to- 
gether with  all  coupons  (if  any)  appertaining  thereto 
shall  first  be  surrendered  to  the  City,  and  in  the  case  of 
any  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed  Bond,  there  shall  be  first 
furnished  to  the  City  ^nd  the  Trustee  evidence  of  such 
loss,  theft  or  destruction  satisfactory  to  the  City  and  the 
Trustee,  together  with  indemnity  satisfactory  to  them. 
In  the  event  any  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  have  matured, 
instead  of  issuing  a  duplicate  Bond  or  coupon  the  City 
may  pay  the  same  without  surrender  thereof.  The  City 
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and  the  Trustee  may  charge  the  holder  or  owner  of  such 
Bond  with  their  reasonable  fees  and  expenses  in  this 
connection. 

Section  2.08.  All  the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  negotiable,  subject  to  the  provisions  for  registra- 
tion and  transfer  contained  in  this  Ordinance  and  in  the 
Bonds.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  remain  out- 
standing, the  City  shall  maintain  and  keep,  at  the  prin- 
cipal office  of  the  Treasurer,  books  for  the  registration 
and  transfer  of  Bonds;  and,  upon  presentation  thereof 
for  such  purpose  at  said  office,  the  Treasurer  shall  register 
or  cause  to  be  registered  therein,  and  permit  to  be  trans- 
ferred thereon,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  it 
or  the  Trustee  may  prescribe,  any  Bond  entitled  to  re.ofis- 
tration  or  transfer.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  remain 
outstanding,  the  City  shall  make  all  necessary  provisions 
to  permit  the  exchange  of  Bonds  at  the  principal  office 
of  the  Treasurer. 

All  coupon  Bonds  shall  pass  by  delivery,  unless  regis- 
tered as  to  principal  other  than  to  bearer  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  Section  2.08.  Any  coupon  Bond  may  be 
registered  as  to  principal  on  the  books  of  the  City  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer,  upon  presentation  thereof 
at  said  office  and  for  the  payment  of  a  charge  sufficient 
to  reimburse  the  City  for  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  registra- 
tion, and  such  registration  shall  be  noted  on  such  Bond. 
After  said  registration  no  transfer  thereof  shall  be  valid 
unless  made  on  said  books  at  the  written  request  of  the 
registered  owner  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writ- 
ing, and  similarly  noted  on  such  Bond ;  but  such  Bond  may 
be  discharged  from  registration  by  being  in  like  manner 
transferred  to  bearer,  after  which  it  shall  again  become 
transferable  by  delivery. 

Thereafter  such  Bond  may  again,  from  time  to  time, 
be  registered  or  discharged  from  registration  in  the  same 
manner.  Registration  of  any  coupon  Bond  as  to  principal, 
however,  shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  by  delivery  of 
the  coupons  appertaining  to  such  Bond,  but  such  coupons 
shall  continue  to  pass  by  delivery  and  shall  remain  pay- 
able to  bearer. 
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As  to  any  coupon  Bond  registered  as  to  principal  other 
than  to  bearer  the  person  in  whose  name  the  same  shall 
be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City  may  be  deemed 
and  regarded  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether  such 
Bonds  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  all  purposes,  except 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  coupons;  and 
payment  of  or  on  account  of  the  principal  or  redemption 
price,  if  any,  of  such  Bond  shall  be  made  only  to,  or  upon 
the  order  of,  such  registered  owner  thereof,  but  such  reg- 
istration may  be  changed  as  above  provided.  All  such 
payments  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  dis- 
charge the-  liability  upon  such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the 
sum  or  sums  so  paid.  The  City,  the  Trustee  and  any  paying 
agent  may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  as 
the  absolute  ov/ner  thereof,  whether  such  coupon  shall  be 
overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment 
thereof  and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever,  and  may 
deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  which  shall 
not  at  the  time  be  registered  as  to  principal  other  than 
to  bearer,  or  the  person  in  whose  name  any  coupon  Bond 
for  the  time  being  shall  be  registered  upon  the  Books  of 
the  City,  as  the  absolute  owner  of  such  Bond,  whether 
such  Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  payment  of  the  principal  or  redemption  price 
thereof  and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever  except  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  coupons,  and  neither 
the  City,  nor  the  Trustee  nor  any  paying  agent  shall  be 
affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save 
the  Trustee  and  each  paying  .agent  harmless  from  and 
against  any  and  all  loss,  cost,  charge,  expense,  judgment 
or  liability  incurred  by  it,  acting  in  good  faith  and  without 
negligence  hereunder,  in  so  treating  such  bearer  or  regis- 
tered owner. 

Each  registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall  be  trans- 
ferable only  upon  the  Books  of  the  City,  which  shall  be 
kept  for  that  purpose  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treas- 
urer, at  the  written  request  of  the  registered  owner 
thereof  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writing,  upon 
surrender  thereof,  together  with  a  written  instrument  of 
transfer  satisfactory  to  the  Treasurer  duly  executed  by 
the  registered  owner  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney. 
Upon  the  transfer  of  any  such  registered  Bond  the  City 
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shall  issue  in  the  name  of  the  transferee,  in  authorized 
denominations,  a  new  registered  Bond  or  Bonds  without 
coupons,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  transferee,  coupon  Bonds, 
with  appropriate  coupons  attached,  of  the  same  aggregate 
principal  amount,  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  3s 
the  surrendered  Bonds. 

The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  deem  and  treat  the  per- 
son in  whose  name  any  outstanding  registered  Bond  with- 
out coupons  shall  be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City 
as  the  absolute  owner  of  such  Bond,  whether  such  Bond 
shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  pay- 
ment of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  and  redemption 
price,  if  any,  of  and  interest  on  such  Bond  and  for  all 
other  purposes,  and  all  such  payments  so  made  to  any 
such  registered  owner  or  upon  his  order  shall  be  valid 
and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  discharge  the  liability  upon 
such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  or  sums  so  paid,  and 
neither  the  City  nor  the  Trustee  shall  be  affected  by  any 
notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  the  Trustee 
harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all  loss,  cost,  charge, 
expense,  judgment,  or  liability  incurred  by  it,  acting  in 
good  faith  and  without  negligence  hereunder,  in  so  treat- 
ing such  registered  owner. 

Coupon  Bonds,  upon  surrender  thereof  at  the  principal 
of!ice  of  the  Treasurer  with  all  unmatured  coupons 
attached,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  holder  thereof,  be 
exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the  same  series, 
maturity  and  interest  rate  of  any  of  the  authorized 
denominations. 

Registered  Bonds  without  coupons,  upon  surrender 
thereof  at  the  principal  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  with 
a  written  instrument  of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  duly  executed  by  the  registered  owner  or  his 
duly  authorized  attorney,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  regis- 
tered owner  thereof,  be  exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Coupon  Bonds  of  the  same  series, 
maturity  and  interest  rate  with  appropriate  coupons 
attached,  or  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the 
same  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  of  any  other  author- 
ized denominations. 
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In  all  cases  in  which  the  privilege  of  exchanging  Bonds 
or  transferring  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  is  exer- 
cised, the  City  sh^ll  execute  and  the  Trustee  shall  authen- 
ticate and  deliver  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance.  All  registered  Bonds  surrendered  in 
any  such  exchange  or  transfers  shall  forthwith  be  can- 
celled by  the  Trustee.  All  coupon  Bonds  and  the  coupons 
appertaining  to  such  Bonds  surrendered  in  any  such  ex- 
changes or  transfers  shall  be  retained  in  the  possession 
of  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  reissuance  upon  subsequent 
exchanges,  and  the  City,  prior  to  the  reissuance  of  any 
such  coupon  Bonds^  shall  detach  therefrom  and  cancel  all 
matured  coupons.  For  every  such  exchange  or  transfer  of 
Bonds,  whether  temporary  or  definitive,  the  City  or  the 
Trustee  may  make  a  charge  sufficient  to  reimburse  it  for 
any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid 
with  respect  to  such  exchange  or  transfer  which  sum  or 
sums  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  requesting  such  exchange 
or  transfer  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  exercise  of  the 
privilege  of  making  such  exchange  or  transfer.  Notwith- 
standing any  other  provision  of  this  Ordinance,  the  cost 
of  preparing  each  new  coupon  Bond  or  registered  Bond 
without  coupons  upon  each  exchange  or  transfer,  and  any 
other  expenses  of  the  City  or  the  Trustee  incurred  in  con- 
nection therewith  (except  any  applicable  tax  or  other 
governmental  charge)  shall  be  paid  from  the  Bond  Fund. 
The  City  shall  not  be  obliged  to  make  any  such  exchange 
or  transfer  of  Bonds  during  the  fifteen  (15)  days  next 
preceding  an  interest  paj'ment  date  on  the  Bonds  or,  in 
the  case  of  any  proposed  redemption  of  Bonds,  next  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  the  first  publication  of  notice  of  such 
redemption.  The  City  shall  not  be  required  to  make  any 
transfer  or  exchange  of  any  Bonds  called  for  redemption. 

Section  2.09.  The  City,  at  the  request  of  the  Industry 
and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  in  effect  at  the  time 
thereof,  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  issue  Additional  Bonds 
from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional 
moneys,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  to  provide  additional  Pol- 
lution Control  Facilities  which  shall  become  part  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities,  on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds 
and  any  Additional  Bonds  theretofore  or  thereafter  issued 
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and  payable  from  the  Bond  Fund.  Before  any  Additional 
Bonds  are  authenticated,  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Trustee  the  items  required  therefor  by  Section  2.10 
hereof.  The  proceeds  of  any  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  used 
solely  to  pay  the  costs  of  completing  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  or  of  improvement  or  acquisition  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  and  to  pay  the  costs  incident  to  the  issu- 
ance of  the  Additional  Bonds,  in  accordance  with  Section 
6.7  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Such  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  series  ^nd 
principal  amounts,  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest  at 
such  rate  or  rates,  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  at  such 
times  and  prices,  and  shall  mature  in  such  years  ^s  the 
ordinance  supplemental  hereto  authorizing  the  issuance 
thereof  shall  fix  and  determine,  and  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Trustee  for  authentication  and  delivery. 

Section  2.10.  Upon  the  adoption  in  each  instance  of 
an  appropriate  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  the  City 
shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee 
shall  authenticate,  such  Additional  Bonds  and  deliver  them 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
City,  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.10  provided.  Prior  to 
the  delivery  by  the  Trustee  of  any  such  Bonds  there  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Trustee : 

(1)  A  valid  and  effective  amendment  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  pursuant  to  Section  11.6  thereof,  providing 
for  an  increase  in  the  obligations  of  the  City  and  the 
Industry  in  accordance  with  Section  4.3  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

(2)  A  duly  enacted  supplemental  ordinance  providing 
for  the  issuance  of  such  new  series  of  Additional  Bonds 

(3)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  providing  the  terms  of  such  Addi- 
tional Bonds. 

(4)  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on 
behalf  of  the  City  ^nd  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  deliver  such 
Bonds  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  therein  identified 
upon  payment  to  the  Trustee,  for  the  account  of  the  City, 
of  a  specified  sum  plus  any  accrued  interest.  The  proceeds 
of  such  Bonds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  de- 
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posited  to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction 
Fund  as  hereinafter  provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 

Section  2.11.  1.  One  or  more  series  of  refunding  Bonds 
may  be  authenticated  and  delivered  upon  original  issu- 
ance to  refund  all  but  not  less  than  all  the  Bonds  of  one 
or  more  series  then  outstanding.  Refunding  Bonds  shall 
be  issued  in  a  principal  amount  sufficient,  together  with 
other  moneys  available  therefor,  to  accomplish  such  re- 
funding and  to  make  the  deposits  in  the  Bond  Fund  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  this  Section  or  by  the  provisions 
of  the   supplemental   ordinance   authorizing  such   Bonds. 

2.  Refunding  Bonds  of  each  series  issued  to  refund  one 
or  more  series  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  be  authen- 
ticated and  delivered  by  the  Trustee  only  upon  receipt  by 
it  (in  addition  to  the  documents  required  by  Section 
2.06)  of: 

(1)  Irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfac- 
tory to  it,  to  give  due  notice  of  redemption  of  all  the 
Bonds  to  be  refunded  on  a  redemption  date  specified  in 
such  instructions ; 

(2)  If  the  Bonds  to  be  refunded  are  not  by  their  terms 
subject  to  redemption  within  the  next  succeeding  60  days, 
irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfactory  to  it, 
to  make  due  publication  of  the  notice  provided  for  in 
Section  3.03  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding 
and  coupons  being  refunded ; 

(3)  Either  (i)  moneys  in  an  amount  sufficient  to 
effect  payment  at  the  applicable  redemption  price  of  the 
Bonds  to  be  refunded,  together  with  accrued  interest  on 
such  Bonds  to  the  redemption  date,  which  moneys  shall 
be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  a  separate  account  irrevocably 
in  trust  for  and  assigned  to  the  respective  holders  of  the 
Bonds  to  be  refunded,  or  (ii)  investments  in  such  princi- 
pal amounts,  of  such  maturities,  bearing  such  interest, 
and  otherwise  having  such  terms  and  qualifications,  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
9.01  hereof  and  any  moneys  required  pursuant  to  said 
Section  9.01  hereof,  which  investments  and  moneys  shall 
be  held  in  trust  and  used  only  as  provided  in  said  Section 
9.01  hereof. 
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The  proceeds,  including  accrued  interest,  of  the  refund- 
ing Bonds  of  each  such  series  shall  be  applied  simultan- 
eously with  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such 
Bonds. 

3.  Any  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  Bonds  not 
needed  for  the  purposes  provided  in  this  Section  or  in  the 
supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund. 


ARTICLE  III 

REDEMPTION 

Section  3.01.  In  the  manner  and  with  the  effect  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to 
redemption  prior  to  maturity,  either  at  the  option  of  the 
City  or  pursuant  to  certain  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
as  follows : 

(1)  The  Bonds  may  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity  on 
or  after  any  date  specified  and  at  the  times  and  in  the 
amounts  specified  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Fin.ance  either  as  a  whole  at  any  time  or  in  part  from 
time  to  time  on  any  interest  payment  date,  by  application 
of  any  moneys  available  for  that  purpose  other  than 
moneys  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  in  accordance  with 
the  sinking  fund  provisions  and  moneys  from  the  sources 
described  in  (2)  below,  upon  payment  in  each  case  of  the 
applicable  redemption  price,  expressed  as  a  percentage  of 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed,  as  set  forth 
in  a  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  and 
adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  plus  accrued  inter- 
est to  the  redemption  date. 

(2)  The  Bonds  also  may  be  redeemed  (A)  as  a  whole 
at  any  time  upon  the  exercise  by  the  Industry  of  its 
option  to  terminate  the  loan  agreement  as  provided  in 
Section  9.2  thereof,  or  (B)  in  part,  at  any  time,  in  inverse 
order  of  maturities  (by  lot  within  a  maturity)  upon  the 
exercise  by  the  Industry  of  its  option  of  a  partial  pre- 
payment of  the  loan  as  provided  in  Section  9.3  of  the  loan 
agreement.  Any  of  such  bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the 
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manner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal  amount 
thereof,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date. 

(3)  The  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  in  accord- 
ance with  the  sinking  fund  provisions  of  Section  3.02 
hereof  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the 
principal  amount  thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  re- 
demption date. 

(4)  The  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  as  a  whole 
at  any  time  upon  the  occurrence  of  an  event  which,  under 
the  provision  of  Article  X  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  obli- 
gates the  "Industry  to  prepay  the  amounts  due  thereunder. 
Any  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal  amount  thereof, 
plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date,  and  all  other 
amounts,  including  additional  interest,  required  by  Article 
X  of  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be  paid  by  the  Industry. 

In  the  case  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of 
denominations  greater  than  $5,000,  if  less  than  all  of 
such  Bonds  then  outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  redemp- 
tion, then  for  all  purposes  in  connection  with  redemption, 
each  $5,000  of  principal  amount  shall  be  treated  as  though 
it  was  a  separate  Bond  of  the  denomination  of  $5,000 
bearing  one  of  the  numbers  borne  by  such  registered 
Bond  without  coupons.  If  it  is  determined  that  one  or 
more,  but  not  all  of  the  $5,000  units  of  principal  amount 
represented  by  any  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons 
is  to  be  called  for  redemption,  then  upon  notice  of  inten- 
tion to  redeem  such  $5,000  unit  or  units,  the  owner  of 
such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall  forthwith 
surrender  such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  (1)  for  payment  of 
the  redemption  price  (including  the  redemption  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption)  of 
the  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  called  for 
redemption  and  (2)  exchange  for  a  new  Bond  or  Bonds  of 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  unredeemed  bal- 
ance of  the  principal  amount  of  such  registered  Bond 
without  coupons  and  of  like  maturity  and  interest  rate, 
and  such  new  Bond  or  Bonds  shall  be  numbered  corre- 
sponding to  the  numbers  of  the  $5,000  units  of  princi- 
pal amount  not  called  for  redemption.  New  Bonds 
representing    the    unredeemed    balance    of    the    principal 
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amount  of  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons 
shall  be  issued  to  the  registered  owner  thereof,  with- 
out charge  therefor.  If  the  owner  of  any  such  registered 
Bond  without  coupons  of  jsl  denomination  greater  than 
$5,000  shall  fail  to  present  such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  for 
payment  and  exchange  as  aforesaid,  such  Bond  shall, 
nevertheless,  become  due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed 
for  redemption  to  the  extent  of  the  $5,000  unit  or  units 
of  principal  amount  called  for  redemption  (and  to  that 
extent  only) ;  interest  shall  cease  to  accrue  on  the  portion 
of  the  principal  amount  of  such  Bond  represented  by  such 
$5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  on  and  after  the 
date  fixed  for  redemption  provided  that  funds  sufficient 
for  the  payment  of  the  redemption  price  shall  have  been 
deposited  with  the  Trustee,  and  shall  be  available  for  the 
redemption  of  said  $5,000  unit  or  units  on  the  date  fixed 
for  redemption  ^nd,  in  such  event,  such  Bond  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  the  benefit  or  security  of  this  Ordinance  to  the 
extent  of  the  portion  of  its  principal  amount  (and  accrued 
interest  thereon  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  and 
applicable  premium,  if  any)  represented  by  such  $5,000 
unit  or  units  of  principal  amount,  nor  shall  new  Bonds  be 
thereafter  issued  corresponding  to  said  unit  or  units. 

Section  3.02.  As  and  for  a  sinking  fund  for  the  retire- 
ment of  the  Bonds  subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions 
provided  herein,  the  City  shall  cause  to  be  deposited  in 
the  Bond  Fund  at  least  one  business  day  before  each  sink- 
ing fund  payment  date  out  of  the  payments  under  the 
Loan  Agreement  an  amount  in  immediately  available  funds 
sufficient  to  redeem  or  to  pay  (after  credit  is  provided 
below)  the  principal  ;amounts  of  such  Bonds  subject  to 
the  sinking  fund  provisions  provided  herein  on  the  dates 
and  the  amounts  specified  in  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance. 

At  its  option,  to  be  exercised  prior  to  the  forty-fifth 
day  next  preceding  any  sinking  fund  payment  date,  the 
City  may  (i)  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  deposit  in 
the  Bond  Fund,  as  an  advance  payment  of  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Lo,an,  such  amount  of  funds 
as  the  Industry  may  determine,  with  written  instructions 
to  the  Trustee,  signed  in  the  name  of  the  Industry  by  an 
authorized  officer  thereof,  to  apply  such  funds  prior  to 
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said  forty-fifth  day  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds  subject  to 
the  sinking  fund  provisions,  or  (ii)  deliver  to  the  Trustee 
for  cancellation  any  principal  amount  of  Bonds  subject 
to  the  sinking  fund  provisions,  or  (iii)  receive  a  credit  in 
respect  of  its  sinking  fund  payment  for  any  such  Series 
which  prior  to  said  sinking  fund  payment  date  has  been 
purchased  or  redeemed  (otherwise  than  through  the  oper- 
ation of  the  sinking  fund)  and  cancelled  by  the  Trustee 
and  not  theretofore  applied  as  a  credit  against  any  sink- 
ing fund  payment. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  funds  and  instructions  specified  in 
(i),  the  Trustee  shall  use  all  reasonable  efforts  to  expend 
such  funds  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable  in  the  purchase 
of  such  Bonds  at  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount 
thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  such  sinking  fund  pay- 
ment date  on  or  prior  to  such  sinking  fund  payment  date. 
Any  such  funds  not  so  expended  by  the  Trustee  sh^H  be 
retained  in  the  Bond  Fund^  shall  not  thereafter  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  and  shall  be  applied  as  herein 
otherwise  provided  for  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Bonds 
so  purchased  or  presented  for  cancellation  as  provided 
above  shall  be  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  as  provided  in 
Section  3.04  hereof  and  shall  be  credited,  ^t  their  principal 
amount,  until  the  full  amount  thereof  has  been  so  credited 
against  the  next  ensuing  and  future  sinking  fund  pay- 
ments in  chronological  order  to  the  extent  otherwise  pay- 
able out  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from 
the  Loan. 

Section  3.03.  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  are  called 
for  redemption,  the  Trustee  shall  give  notice,  in  the  name 
of  the  City,  of  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds,  which 
notice  shall  specify  the  maturities  of  the  Bonds  to  be  re- 
deemed, the  redemption  date  and  the  place  or  places 
where  amounts  due  upon  such  redemptk)n  will  be  payable 
and,  if  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  of  any  maturity  are  to 
be  redeemed,  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  so  to  be  redeemed. 
Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  at  least  once 
not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  60  days  prior  to  the 
redemption  date  in  a  newspaper  or  financial  journal  of 
general  circulation  published  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  and  in  the  case  of  the  redemption  of  fully  regis- 
tered Bonds  upon  mailing  a  copy  of  the  redemption  notice 
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by  first  class  mail  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date 
fixed  for  redemption  to  the  holder  of  each  registered 
Bond  to  be  redeemed  at  the  address  shown  on  the  regis- 
tration books ;  provided,  however^  that  failure  to  give  such 
notice  by  mailing  or  any  defect  therein,  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  any  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of 
Bonds.  If  all  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  are  registered 
Bonds,  notice  by  mailing  given  by  first  class  mail  to  the 
holder  or  holders  thereof,  at  the  addresses  shown  on  the 
registration  books,  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the 
date  fixed  for  redemption  as  aforesaid  shall  be  sufficient, 
and  published  notice  of  the  call  for  redemption  need  not 
be  given,  and  failure  duly  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing, 
or  any  defect  in  the  notice,  to  the  holder  of  any  registered 
Bond  designated  for  redemption  shall  not  affect  the  valid- 
ity of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  any  other 
Bond.  All  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  will  cease  to 
bear  interest  on  the  specified  redemption  date,  provided 
funds  for  their  redemption  are  on  deposit  with  the  Trustee 
and  shall  no  longer  be  protected  by  the  Ordinance  and  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  outstanding  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Ordinance.  If,  because  of  the  temporary  or  permanent 
suspension  of  the  publication  or  general  circulation  of  any 
newspaper  or  financial  journal  or  for  any  other  reason,  it 
is  impossible  or  impracticable  to  publish  such  notice  of 
call  for  redemption  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  then 
such  publications  in  lieu  thereof  as  shall  be  made  with  the 
approval  of  the  Trustee  shall  constitute  a  sufficient  pub- 
lication of  notice. 

Section  3.04.  All  Bonds  which  have  been  redeemed  shall 
be  cancelled  and  destroyed  by  the  Trustee  together  with 
the  unmatured  coupons  appertaining  thereto  and  shall  not 
be  reissued  and  a  counterpart  of  the  certificate  of  de- 
struction evidencing  such  destruction  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Trustee  to  the  City  and  the  Industry.  All  Bonds  so 
destroyed  shall  thereafter  no  longer  be  considered  out- 
standing for  any  purposes  of  the  Ordinance  or  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

Section  3.05.  All  unpaid  coupons  which  appertain  to 
Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  and  which  shall  have  be- 
come payable  on  or  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
shall  continue  to  be  payable  to  the  bearers  thereof  sever- 
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ally  and  respectively  upon  the  presentation  and  surrender 
of  such  coupons. 

Section  3.06.  If  less  th.an  all  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the 
particular  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Trustee  in  inverse  order  of  maturities.  If  less  than  all  of 
the  Bonds  of  a  particular  maturity  at  the  time  outstand- 
ing are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  particular 
Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected 
by  lot  by  the  Trustee  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustee,  in  its 
discretion,  may  determine.  The  Trustee  shall  call  for  re- 
demption in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  as 
many  Bonds  as  will,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  exhaust  the 
moneys  available  therefor.  Particular  Bonds  shall  be  re- 
deemed only  in  the  principal  amount  of  $5,000  each. 

No  redemption  of  less  than  all  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  other  than  in  accordance  with  the  sinking 
fund  provisions  of  Section  3.02  hereof,  shall  be  made  pur- 
suant hereto  unless  the  total  amount  of  funds  available 
and  to  be  used  for  such  partial  redemption  is  equal  to  or 
more  than  $50,000. 

ARTICLE  IV 

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  4.01.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  execute,  seal  and  deliver,  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
the  Loan  Agreement  (including  the  assignments  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  and  the  Note  to  the  Trustee)  in  substan- 
tially the  form  presented  to  the  City  Council  as  evidenced 
by  a  copy  of  such  form  certified  by  the  Deputy  City 
Treasurer  and  filed  among  the  permanent  records  of  the 
City.  The  City,  however,  is  hereby  authorized,  prior  to 
execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  such  assignments, 
to  make  such  changes  or  modifications  in  the  form  of  such 
Loan  Agreement,  note  and  assignments  ^s  may  be  re- 
quired or  deemed  appropriate  by  it  in  order  to  accomplish 
the  purpose  of  the  transaction  authorized  by  this  Ordi- 
nance; provided  that  such  changes  shall  be  within  the 
scope  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  the  Act,  and  are 
adopted  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
prior  to  execution  of  said  Loan  Agreement.  Such  execu- 
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tion  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  assignments  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  due 
execution,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  of  such  instruments 
which  shall  thereupon  become  binding  upon  the  City  in 
accordance  with  their  terms  as  authorized  by  the  Act. 

ARTICLE  V 

REVENUES  AND  FUNDS 

Section  5.01.  The  Bonds  herein  authorized  and  all  pay- 
ments by  the  City  hereunder  .are  not  general  obligations 
of  the  City  but  are  limited  obligations  payable  solely  from 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
and  as  authorized  and  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

The  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
are  to  be  remitted  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  account 
of  the  City  and  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Said  pay- 
ments are  sufficient  in  .amount  to  pay  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  and  the  entire 
amount  of  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the 
Loan  (except  amounts  paid  by  the  Industry  pursuant  to 
Section  6.5  and  Section  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement)  are 
pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if 
any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds.  The  City  hereby  cove- 
nants and  Agrees  that  it  will  not  create  any  lien  upon 
said  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
other  than  the  lien  hereby  created. 

Section  5.02.  There  is  hereby  created  by  the  City  and 
ordered  established  with  the  Trustee  a  trust  fund  to  be 
designated  **City  of  Baltimore  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
Revenue  Bond  Fund — General  Refractories  Company  Proj- 
ect'' (which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  ''Bond 
Fund''),  which  shall  be  used  to  p.ay  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  5.03.  There  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds  and  the  amount  required  by  Section  6.01  hereof. 
In  addition,  there  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond  Fund, 
as  and  when  received  (a)  any  amount  remaining  in  the 
Construction  Fund  to  the  extent  provided  in  Section  3.3 
(k)  of  the  Loan  Agreement  except  as  otherwise  directed 
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pursuant  to  said  Section  3.3 (k)  ;  (b)  all  payments  speci- 
fied in  Section  4.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement;  and  (c)  all 
other  moneys  received  by  the  Trustee  under  and  pursuant 
to  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  when 
accompanied  by  directions  by  the  Industry  that  such 
moneys  are  to  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund.  The  City 
hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  so  long  as  any  of  the 
Bonds  issued  hereunder  are  outstanding  it  will  deposit, 
or  cause  to  be  deposited,  in  the  Bond  Fund  for  its  account 
sufficient  sums  from  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan  promptly  to  meet  and  pay  the  principal 
of,  interest -and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the 
same  become  due  and  payable. 

Section  5.04.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  5.10  and 
Section  11.04  hereof,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  and  inter- 
est on,  and  premiums,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  and  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Bonds  at  or  prior  to  maturity.  When- 
ever the  amount  in  the  Bond  Fund  from  any  source  what- 
soever is  sufficient  to  redeem  all  of  the  Bonds  outstanding 
hereunder  and  to  pay  interest  to  accrue  thereon  prior  to 
such  redemption,  the  City  covenants  .and  agrees,  upon 
request  of  the  Industry,  to  take  and  cause  to  be  taken  the 
necessary  steps  to  redeem  all  or  part  of  said  Bonds  on  the 
next  succeeding  redemption  date  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  3.01  hereof  for  which  the  required  redemption 
notice  may  be  given. 

Section  5.05.  The  Bond  Fund  shall  be  in  the  custody 
of  the  Trustee  but  in  the  name  of  the  City,  and  the  City 
hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  Trustee  to  withdraw 
sufficient  funds  from  the  Bond  Fund  to  pay  principal  of 
and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the 
same  become  due  and  payable  and  to  make  such  funds  so 
withdrawn  available  to  the  Trustee  and  to  the  paying 
agent  or  agents  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said  principal 
and  interest,  and  premium,  if  any,  which  authorization 
and  direction  the  Trustee  hereby  accepts. 

Section  5.06.  In  the  event  any  Bonds  shall  not  be  pre- 
sented for  payment  when  the  principal  thereof  becomes 
due,  either  at  maturity  or  at  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
thereof  or  otherwise,  or  in  the  event  any  coupon  shall  not 
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be  presented  for  payment  at  the  due  date  thereof,  if  funds 
sufficient  to  pay  such  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  have  been 
made  available  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder 
or  holders  thereof,  all  liability  of  the  City  to  the  holder 
thereof  for  the  payment  of  such  Bond  or  coupon,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  forthwith  cease,  determine  and  be  com- 
pletely discharged,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Trustee  to  hold  such  fund  or  funds,  without  liability 
for  interest  thereon,  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  of  such 
Bond,  or  the  bearer  of  such  coupon,  as  the  case  may  be, 
who  shall  thereafter  be  restricted  exclusively  to  such  fund 
or  funds,  for  any  claim  of  whatever  nature  on  his  part 
under  this  Ordinance  or  on,  or  with  respect  to,  said  Bond 
or  coupon. 

Section  5.07.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  Trustee, 
until  the  principal  of,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the 
Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount  equal 
to  the  annual  fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  Ordinary  Services 
of  the  Trustee  rendered,  as  Trustee,  and  its  Ordinary  Ex- 
penses incurred,  as  Trustee,  under  this  Indenture,  as  and 
when  the  same  becomes  due,  (ii)  the  reasonable  fees  and 
charges  of  the  Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  and  any  paying 
agents  for  acting  as  paying  agent  as  and  when  the  same 
become  due,  and  (iii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges 
for  the  necessary  Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraor- 
dinary Expenses  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  as 
and  when  the  same  become  due.  It  is  further  understood 
and  agreed  that  the  initial  or  acceptance  fees  of  the 
Trustee  and  the  fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee 
and  paying  agent  referred  to  in  the  precedin.o'  sentence 
which  become  due  prior  to  the  Completion  Date  (as  defined 
in  the  Loan  Agreement)  will  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  from 
the  Construction  Fund  as  and  when  the  same  shall  be- 
come due.  The  Industry  may,  v^ithout  creating  a  default 
hereunder,  contest  in  good  faith  the  necessity  for  any 
such  Extraordinary  Services  and  the  amount  of  any  such 
Extraordinary  Expenses. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the 
Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  City  for  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  bond  registrar,  and 
reasonable  administrative  expenses,  if  any,  incurred  by 
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the  City  in  the  administration  of  said  Loan  Agreement 
and  of  the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance. 

Section  5.08.  All  moneys  required  to  be  deposited  with 
or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  account  of  the  Bond  Fund  or 
the  Construction  Fund  under  ;any  provision  of  this  Inde- 
ture  shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  trust,  and  except  for 
moneys  deposited  with  or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  the  re- 
demption of  Bonds,  notice  of  the  redemption  of  which  has 
been  duly  given,  shall,  while  held  by  the  Trustee,  consti- 
tute part  of  the  Trust  Estate  and  be  subject  to  the  lien 
hereof. 

Section  5.0^9.  Reference  is  hereby  made  to  Article  V 
of  the  Loan  Agreement  whereunder  it  is  provided  that 
under  certain  circumstances  funds  of  the  Industry  may  be 
required  to  restore,  repair  or  replace  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  in  the  event  of  damage,  destruction  or  condem- 
nation; but  no  such  funds  are  required  to  be  deposited 
with  the  Trustee. 

Section  5.10.  Any  amounts  remaining  in  the  Bond 
Fund  after  payment  in  the  full  of  the  principal  of,  inter- 
est and  premium,  if  any,  on  Bonds  (or  provision  for  pay- 
ment thereof  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance),  the  fees, 
charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  any  paying 
agents,  and  the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  City  Treasurer 
as  bond  registrar,  and  all  other  amounts  required  to  be 
paid  hereunder  shall,  upon  the  joint  written  instruction 
to  the  Trustee  from  the  City  and  the  Industry,  be  paid 
to  the  Industry  upon  the  expiration  or  earlier  termination 
of  the  term  of  the  Loan  Agreement  as  provided  in  Section 
9.2  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VI 

CUSTODY  AND  APPLICATION  OF 
PROCEEDS  OF  BONDS 

Section  6.01.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  issuance  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  received  upon  the  sale  of  the 
Series  1974  Bonds. 

Section  6.02.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established 
with  the  Trustee  ^  trust  in  the  name  of  the  city  to  be 
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designated  "City  of  Baltimore  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
Construction  Fund — General  Refractories  Company  Proj- 
ect'* (which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  "Con- 
struction Fund").  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  upon  the 
issuance  and  delivery  of  Bonds  remaining  after  the  de- 
duction provided  by  Section  6.01  hereof  shall  have  been 
made  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Construction  Fund.  Moneys 
in  the  Construction  Fund  shall  be  expended  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and 
particularly  Section  3.3  thereof. 

The  Trustee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue 
its  check  for  each  disbursement  required  by  the  aforesaid 
provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

The  Trustee  shall  keep  and  maintain  adequate  records 
pertaining  to  the  Construction  Fund  and  all  disburse- 
ments therefrom  and  after  the  Pollution  Control  F;acilities 
shall  have  been  completed  and  a  eortifiod  CERTIFICATE 
of  payment  of  all  costs  files  FILED  as  provided  in  Section 
6.03  hereof,  the  Trustee  shall,  if  requested  by  the  Industry, 
file  an  accounting  thereof  with  the  City  and  with  the  In- 
dustry. 

Section  6.03.  The  completion  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  and  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  expenses  inci- 
dent thereto  shall  be  evidenced  by  the  filing  with  the 
Trustee  of  (i)  the  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement)  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  Section  3.5  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment and  (ii)  a  certificate  signed  by  the  City  Treasurer 
and  by  the  Industry  (by  one  of  the  authorized  officers 
of  the  Industry),  which  certificate  sh^ll  state  that  all 
obligations  and  costs  in  connection  with  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  and  payable  out  of  the  Construction 
Fund  have  been  paid  and  discharged  except  for  amounts 
retained  by  the  Trustee  with  the  approval  of  the  said 
Authorized  Industry  Representative  for  the  payment  of 
costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  not  then  due  ^nd 
payable  as  provided  in  the  Loan  Agreement.  As  soon  as 
practicable  and  in  any  event  after  sixty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  certificate  referred  to  in  clause  (ii)  of  the 
preceding  sentence  any  balance  remaining  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund  (other  th^n  the  amounts  retained  by  the 
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Trustee  referred  to  in  the  preceding  sentence)  shall  with- 
out further  authorization  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund 
by  the  Trustee  with  advice  to  the  City  and  to  the  Industry 
of  such  action  unless  the  Industry  shall  have  directed  the 
Trustee  to  purchase  Bonds  in  the  open  market  for  the 
purpose  of  cancellation  in  accordance  with  Section  3.3  (k) 
of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VII 
INVESTMENTS 

Section  Z.01.  Any  moneys  held  as  part  of  the  Con- 
struction Fund  and  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be  invested  ^nd 
reinvested  by  the  Trustee  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  3.8  of  the  Loan  Agreement;  provided, 
however,  that  neither  all  nor  a  major  portion  of  the  pro- 
ceeds derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  used, 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  any 
Bond  to  be  an  "arbitrage  bond"  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as 
amended.  Any  such  investment  shall  be  held  by  or  under 
the  control  of  the  Trustee  and  shall  be  deemed  at  all 
times  a  part  of  the  fund  in  which  such  moneys  are  origi- 
nally held  and  the  interest  accruing  thereon,  and  any 
profit  realized  from  such  investments  shall  be  credited  to 
such  fund,  and  any  loss  resulting  from  such  investments 
shall  be  charged  to  such  fund.  The  Trustee  shall  sell  and 
reduce  to  cash  funds  a  sufficient  amount  of  such  invest- 
ments whenever  the  cash  balance  in  such  fund  or  account 
is  insufficient  for  the  purposes  for  such  fund  or  account. 

Section  7.02.  The  Trustee  may  make  any  and  all  in- 
vestments permitted  under  Section  7.01  through  its  own 
Bond  Department. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

GENERAL  COVENANTS 

Section  8.01.  Each  and  every  covenant  herein  made, 
including  all  covenants  made  by  the  various  sections  of 
this  Article  VIII,  is  predicated  upon  the  condition  that 
any  obligation  for  the  payment  of  money  incurred  by  the 
City  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City  or 
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A  charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing 
powers,  but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  (except  amounts  paid 
pursuant  to  Sections  6.5  and  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement) 
which  are  required  to  be  set  apart  and  transferred  to  the 
Bond  Fund,  which  moneys,  revenues  and  receipts  are 
hereby  specifically  pledged  to  the  payment  thereof  in  the 
manner  and  to  the  extent  in  this  Ordinance  specified  and 
nothing  in  the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  considered  as  pledging  any  other  funds  or  assets 
of  the  City. 

The  City  covenants  that  it  will  promptly  pay  the  prin- 
cipal of,  including  any  applicable  redemption  premiums, 
and  interest  on  every  Bond  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
at  the  place,  on  the  dates  and  in  the  manner  provided 
herein  ^nd  in  said  Bonds,  and  in  the  coupons  appertaining 
thereto  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof. 

Section  8.02.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  faithfully 
perform  at  all  times  any  and  all  covenants,  undertakings, 
stipulations  and  provisions  contained  in  this  Ordinance, 
in  any  and  every  Bond  executed^  authenticated  and  deliv- 
ered hereunder  and  in  all  proceedings  pertaining  thereto. 
The  City  covenants  that  it  is  duly  authorized  under  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  to  issue 
the  Bonds  authorized  hereby  and  to  enter  into  the  Loan 
Agreement,  and  to  pledge  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan,  ;and  that  the  Bonds  in  the  hands  of  the 
holders  and  owners  thereof  and  the  coupons  appertaining 
thereto  in  the  hands  of  the  bearers  thereof  are  and  will 
be  valid  and  enforceable  obligations  of  the  City  according 
to  the  import  thereof. 

Section  8.03.  The  City  will  at  all  times  maintain  its 
corporate  existence  or  assure  the  assumption  of  its  obli- 
gations under  this  Ordinance  by  any  public  body  suc- 
ceeding to  its  powers  under  the  Act,  and  it  will  use  its 
best  efforts  to  maintain,  preserve  and  renew  all  the  rights 
and  powers  provided  to  it  by  the  Act;  and  it  will  comply 
with  all  valid  acts,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  directions 
of  any  legislative,  executive,  administrative  or  judicial 
body  applicable  to  the  Loan  Agreement. 
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Section  8.04.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstand- 
ing, the  City  will  enforce  the  obligation  of  the  Industry 
to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  all  the  payments  and  other 
costs  and  charges  P;ayable  by  the  Industry  under  the  Loan 
Agreement.  The  City  will  not  enter  into  any  agreement 
without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee  and,  in 
the  event  such  amendatory  agreement  shall  adversely 
affect  the  interests  of  the  holders  of  the  bonds,  the  prior 
written  consent  thereto  of  the  holders  of  at  least  66%% 
in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding. 

Section  8.05.  The  City  shall  cause  the  Industry  to 
release  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from,  to  agree  that  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable  for,  and  to  agree 
to  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee  harmless 
from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage  to  property  or 
any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person,  including  costs  and 
expenses  of  litigation,  that  may  be  occasioned  by  any  cause 
whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
or  the  financing  thereof,  except  as  set  forth  in  Section 
5.2  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  8.06.  The  City  will  from  time  to  time  execute 
and  deliver  such  further  instruments  and  take  such  fur- 
ther action  as  may  be  reasonable  and  as  may  be  required 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance;  provided, 
however,  that  no  such  instruments  or  actions  shall  pledge 
the  credit  or  taxing  power  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  the 
City,  or  any  other  political  subdivision  of  said  State. 

Section  8.07.  Except  for  the  contemplated  assignment 
to  the  Trustee,  the  City  will  not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  or  encumber  its  interest  in  the  Loan  Agreement 
or  any  of  the  payments  or  receipts  derived  therefrom,  and 
will  promptly  pay  or  cause  to  be  discharged  or  make  ade- 
quate provision  to  satisfy  and  discharge  any  lien  or  charge 
on  any  part  of  such  payments  or  receipts. 

Section  8.08.  In  Sections  5.1  and  5.2  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, the  Industry  agrees  at  its  own  expense  to  keep  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  good  repair  and  in  good 
operating  condition  and  properly  insured. 

Section  8.09.  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  all  books 
and  documents  in  its  possession  relating  to  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  and  the  moneys,  revenues  and  receipts 
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derived  from  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  inspection  by  such  accountants  or  other 
agencies  as  the  Trustee  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

Section  8.10.  To  the  extent  that  such  information 
shall  be  made  known  to  the  City  under  the  terms  of  this 
Section  8.10,  it  will  keep  on  file  at  the  corporate  trust 
office  of  the  Trustee  a  list  of  names  and  ;addresses  of 
the  last  known  holders  of  all  Bonds  and  the  amount  be- 
lieved to  be  held  by  each  of  such  last  known  holders.  Any 
Bondholder  may  request  that  his  name  and  address  be 
placed  on  said  list  by  filing  a  written  request  with  the 
City  or  with  the  Trustee,  which  request  shall  include  a 
statement  of  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  held  by  such 
holder  and  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds.  The  Trustee  shall 
be  under  no  responsibility  with  regard  to  the  accuracy 
of  said  list,  and  may  rely  on  said  list  for  the  payment  of 
all  sums  due  and  payable  under  this  Ordinance  with  re- 
gard to  the  payment  of  principal  of,  premium,  if  any, 
^nd  interest  on  the  Bonds.  At  reasonable  times  and  under 
reasonable  regulations  established  by  the  Trustee,  said 
list  may  be  inspected  and  copied  by  the  Industry  or  by 
holders  and/or  owners  (or  a  designated  representative 
thereof)  of  twenty-five  percent  or  more  in  principal 
amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding,  such  ownership  and 
the  authority  of  any  such  designated  representative  to 
be  evidenced  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Trustee. 

Section  8.11.  The  City  covenants  that,  in  order  to  per- 
fect the  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  tlie  payments  to  be  made 
under  the  Loan  Agreement,  appropriate  Financing  State- 
ments, naming  the  Trustee  as  assignee  of  the  contract 
rights  represented  by  such  Loan  Agi'eement  (including  the 
Note),  will  be  filed  in  the  appropriate  state  and  county 
offices  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Uniform  Com- 
mercial Code,  as  amended.  The  City  and  the  Trustee  will 
file  such  necessary  continuation  statements  from  time  to 
time  as  may  be  required  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
said  Uniform  Commercial  Code  to  protect  the  interest  of 
the  Trustee. 
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ARTICLE  IX 

DEFEASANCE 

Section  9.01.  If  and  when  the  Bonds  secured  hereby 
shall  become  due  and  payable  in  accordance  with  their 
terms  or  through  redemption  proceedings  as  provided  in 
this  Ordinance,  or  otherwise,  and  the  whole  amount  of 
the  principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  the  interest  so  due 
and  payable  upon  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid,  or  provi- 
sions shall  have  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the  same, 
together  with  all  other  sums  payable  hereunder  by  the 
City,  then  arid  in  that  case,  the  right,  title  and  interest  of 
the  Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust  Estate  and  all  covenants, 
agreements  and  other  obligations  of  the  City  to  the  Bond- 
holders shall  thereupon  cease,  terminate  and  become  void 
and  be  discharged  and  satisfied.  In  such  event,  upon  re- 
quest of  the  City,  the  Trustee  shall  assign  and  transfer 
to  the  City  all  documents  and  property  then  held  by  the 
Trustee  and  sh^ll  execute  such  documents  as  may  be  rea- 
sonably required  by  the  City  and  shall  turn  over  to  the 
Industry,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in  default  under  the  Loan 
Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body  or  authority  as  may 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  upon  the  joint  written 
instructions  of  the  City  and  the  Industry  any  surplus  in 
the  Bond  Fund  and  all  balances  remaining  in  any  other 
fund  created  under  this  Ordinance.  If  and  when  the  Trustee 
shall  hold  sufficient  moneys  hereunder  to  provide  for 
payment  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal,  premium 
(if  any)  and  interest  due  and  payable  and  thereafter  to 
become  due  and  payable  upon  all  the  Bonds,  together  with 
all  other  sums  payable  or  which  may  thereafter  become 
payable  hereunder  by  the  City,  notwithstanding  that  all 
the  Bonds  and  coupons  have  not  yet  become  due  and  pay- 
able and  that  consequently  the  right,  title  and  interest  of 
the  Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust  Estate  shall  not  have 
ceased,  terminated  and  become  void  pursuant  to  the  fore- 
going provisions  of  this  Section  9.01,  the  Trustee,  on  de- 
mand of  the  City,  shall  turn  over  to  the  Industry,  so  long 
as  it  is  not  in  default  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  or  to 
such  person^  body  or  authority  as  may  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  same,  upon  the  joint  written  instructions  of 
the  City  and  the  Industry,  any  surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund 
and  in  any  other  fund  created  under  this  Ordinance  in 
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excess  of  the  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  whole  amount  of 
the  principal,  premium  (if  ^ny)  and  interest  due  and 
payable  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and  payable  upon 
all  the  Bonds,  together  with  all  other  sums  payable  or 
which  may  thereafter  become  payable  hereunder  by  the 
City. 

All  outstanding  Bonds  and  all  coupons  appertaining 
to  such  Bonds  shall  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption 
date  thereof  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  within  the  mean- 
ing and  with  the  effect  expressed  above  if  (a)  in  case 
any  of  said  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  on  any  date  prior 
to  their  maturity,  the  City  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee 
in  form  satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  instructions  to  pub- 
lish notice  of  redemption  of  such  Bonds  on  said  date  as 
provided  in  Section  3.03  hereof,  (b)  there  shall  have  been 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  either  moneys  in  an  amount 
which  shall  be  sufficient  or  securities  specified  in  Section 
3.8 (i)  or  (iii)  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  principal  of 
and  the  interest  on  which  when  due  will  provide  moneys 
which,  together  with  the  moneys,  if  any,  deposited  with 
the  Trustee  at  the  same  time^  shall  be  sufficient  to  p^y 
when  due  the  principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any, 
due  and  to  become  due  on  said  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  the 
redemption  date  or  maturity  date  thereof,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  (c)  in  the  event  said  Bonds  are  not  by  their 
terms  subject  to  redemption  within  the  next  succeeding 
60  days,  the  City  shall  have  given  the  Trustee  in  form 
satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  instruction  to  publish,  as 
soon  as  practicable  in  the  same  manner  as  a  notice  of 
redemption  is  published  pursuant  to  Section  3.03  hereof, 
a  notice  to  the  holders  of  such  Bonds  and  coupons  that 
the  deposit  required  by  (b)  above  has  been  made  with 
the  Trustee  and  that  said  Bonds  and  coupons  are  deemed 
to  have  been  paid  in  accordance  with  this  Section  and 
stating  such  maturity  or  redemption  date  upon  which 
moneys  are  to  be  available  for  the  payment  of  the  princi- 
pal and  premium,  if  any,  on  said  Bonds.  Neither  the  se- 
curities nor  moneys  deposited  with  the  Trustee  pursuant 
to  this  Section  nor  princip;al  nor  interest  payments  on  any 
such  securities  shall  be  withdrawn  or  used  for  any  pur- 
pose other  than,  and  shall  be  held  in  trust  for,  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  said 
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Bonds;  provided  that  any  cash  received  from  such  princi- 
pal or  interest  payments  on  such  securities  deposited  with 
the  Trustee,  if  not  then  needed  for  such  purpose,  shall,  to 
the  extent  practicable,  be  reinvested  in  securities  matur- 
ing at  times  and  in  amounts  sufficient  to  pay  when  due 
the  principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  to  become 
due  on  said  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  such  redemption  date 
or  maturity  date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  interest 
earned  from  such  reinvestments  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
Industry,  as  received  by  the  Trustee,  free  and  clear  of  any 
trust,  lien  or  pledge. 

The  release^  of  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  this 
Section  9.01  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  the 
Trustee  to  be  paid  reasonable  compensation  for  all  services 
rendered  by  it  hereunder  and  all  its  reasonable  expenses, 
charges  and  other  disbursements  and  those  of  its  attor- 
neys, agents  and  employees,  incurred  on  and  about  the 
administration  of  the  trusts  hereby  created  and  the  per- 
formance of  its  powers  and  duties  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  X 

DEFAULTS  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  10.01.  In  case  one  or  more  of  the  following 
events,  in  this  Ordinance  referred  to  as  the  ^'Events  of 
Default,"  shall  happen,  that  is  to  say,  if 

(a)  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Bonds  and  pre- 
mium, if  any,  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  be- 
come due  and  payable  at  maturity,  upon  redemption  or 
otherwise ;  or 

(b)  payment  of  an  installment  of  interest  on  the  Bonds 
shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  become  due  and 
payable;  or 

(c)  there  shall  be  an  event  of  default  under  the  Loan 
Agreement ;  or 

(d)  an  order  or  decree  appointing  a  receiver  of  the 
Industry's  payments  under  the  Loan  Agi'eement  or  any 
part  thereof  shall  be  entered  with  the  consent  or  ac- 
quiescence of  the  City  or  such  order  or  decree  shall  be 
entered  without  the  acquiescence  or  consent  of  the  City 
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if  it  shall  not  be  vacated,  discharged  or  stayed  within 
sixty  (60)  days  after  entry ;  or 

(e)  the  City  shall  default  in  the  due  and  punctual  per- 
formance of  any  covenant,  condition,  agreement  or  provi- 
sion (other  than  as  specified  in  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  Section 
10.01)  contained  in  the  Bonds  or  in  this  Ordinance  on  the 
part  of  the  City  to  be  performed,  ^nd  such  default  shall 
continue  for  ninety  (90)  days  after  written  notice  specify- 
ing such  default  and  requiring  the  same  to  be  remedied 
shall  have  been  given  to  the  City  and  the  Industry  by  the 
Trustee,  which  may  give  such  notice  in  its  discretion  and 
shall  give  such  notice  at  the  written  request  of  the  holders 
of  not  less  than  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding;  then,  in  any  such 
case,  the  Trustee  m^y,  and  upon  written  request  of  the 
holders  of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount 
of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall,  provided  that  written 
notice  of  the  default  has  been  given  to  the  City  and  the 
Industry  by  the  Trustee  and  the  default  has  not  thereto- 
fore been  cured,  declare  the  principal  of  all  Bonds  then 
outstanding  to  be  due  and  payable  immediately  by  notice 
in  writing  delivered  to  the  City  and  the  Industry,  and 
upon  such  declaration  the  said  principal,  together  with 
interest  accrued  thereon,  shall  become  due  and  payable 
immediately  at  the  place  of  payment  provided  therein,  any- 
thing in  this  Ordinance  or  in  said  Bonds  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

The  above  provisions,  however,  are  subject  to  the  condi- 
tion that  if,  after  the  principal  of  said  Bonds  shall  have 
been  so  declared  to  be  due  and  payable,  all  arrears  of 
interest  upon  the  Bonds,  and  interest  on  overdue  install- 
ments of  interest  (if  lawful)  at  the  rate  per  annum  which 
is  one  percentage  point  greater  than  that  borne  by  the 
Bonds,  and  all  other  sums  payable  under  this  Ordinance, 
except  the  principal  of,  .and  interest  on,  the  Bonds  which 
by  such  declaration  shall  have  become  due  and  payable, 
shall  have  been  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  the 
City  also  shall  have  performed  all  other  things  in  respect 
of  which  it  may  have  been  in  default  hereunder,  and  shall 
have  paid  the  reasonable  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  of 
the  holders  of  such  Bonds,  including  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees  paid  or  incurred,  then  and  in  every  such  case,  such 
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default  may  be  waived  and  such  declaration  ;and  its  con- 
sequences rescinded  and  annulled  by  the  Trustee  by  written 
notice  to  the  City,  which  waiver,  rescission  and  annulment 
shall  be  binding  upon  all  Bondholders;  provided  that  if 
such  declaration  was  requested  by  the  holders  of  twenty- 
five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds,  such 
waiver,  rescission  and  annulment  must  be  consented  to  by 
the  holders  of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds 
then  outstanding,  which  consent  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
Trustee  and  upon  all  holders  of  Bonds ;  but  no  such  waiver, 
rescission  and  annulment  shall  extend  to  or  alTect  any  sub- 
sequent default  or  impair  any  right  or  remedy  consequent 
thereon. 

Section  10.02.  The  Trustee,  as  the  assignee  of  ^all  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  in  and  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  shall  enforce  each  and  every  right  granted  to 
the  City  under  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  10.03.  Upon  the  happening  of  any  Event  of 
Default,  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  Trustee  in  its 
discretion  may,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the  hold- 
ers of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  receipt  of  indemnity  to  its 
satisfaction,  shall : 

(a)  by  mandamus,  or  other  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
at  law  or  in  equity,  enforce  all  rights  of  the  Bondholders, 
and  require  the  City  or  the  Industry  to  carry  out  any 
agreements  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bondholders  and 
to  perform  its  or  their  duties  under  the  Act,  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  this  Ordinance ; 

(b)  bring  suit  upon  the  Bonds  ; 

(c)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  require  the  City  to 
account  as  if  it  were  the  trustee  of  an  express  trust  for 
the  Bondholders ;  or 

(d)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  enjoin  any  acts  or 
things  which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  violation  of  the  rights 
of  the  Bondholders. 

Section  10.04.  In  case  any  proceeding  taken  by  the 
Trustee  on  account  of  any  default  shall  have  been  discon- 
tinued or  abandoned  for  any  reason,  or  shall  h,ave  been 
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determined  adversely  to  the  Trustee,  then  and  in  every 
case  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bondholders  shall  be 
restored  to  their  former  positions  and  rights  hereunder, 
respectively,  and  all  rights,  remedies  and  powers  of  the 
Trustee  shall  continue  as  though  no  such  proceeding  had 
been  taken. 

Section  10.05.  Anything  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  prin- 
cipal amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  hereunder 
shall  have  the  right,  by  an  instrument  in  writing  executed 
and  delivered  to  the  Trustee,  to  direct  the  method  and 
place  of  conducting  all  remedial  proceedings  to  be  taken 
by  the  Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  10.06.  No  holder  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  have 
any  right  to  institute  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding  in 
equity  or  at  Uw  for  the  execution  of  any  trust  hereunder, 
or  any  other  remedy  hereunder  or  on  said  Bonds,  unless 
such  holder  previously  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee 
written  notice  of  an  Event  of  Default  as  hereinabove  pro- 
vided and  unless  also  the  holders  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then 
outstanding  shall  have  m.ade  written  request  of  the  Trustee 
so  to  do,  after  the  right  to  exercise  such  powers  or  rip^hts 
of  action,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  accrued,  and 
shall  have  afforded  the  Trustee  a  reasonable  opportunity 
either  to  proceed  to  exercise  the  powers  hereinabove 
granted,  or  to  institute  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding  in 
its  or  their  name;  nor  unless  there  also  shall  have  been 
offered  to  the  Trustee  security  and  indemnity  satisfactory 
to  it  against  the  costs,  expenses  and  liabilities  to  be  in- 
curred therein  or  thereby,  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  have 
complied  with  such  request  within  a  reasonable  time;  and 
such  notification,  request  ;and  offer  of  indemnity  are 
hereby  declared  in  every  such  case,  at  the  option  of  the 
Trustee,  to  be  conditions  precedent  to  the  execution  of  the 
trusts  of  this  Ordinance  or  for  any  other  remedy  here- 
under; it  being  understood  and  intended  that  no  one  or 
more  holders  of  the  Bonds  hereby  secured  shall  have  any 
right  in  any  manner  whatever  by  his  or  their  action  to 
affect,  disturb  or  prejudice  the  security  of  this  Ordinance, 
or  to  enforce  any  right  hereunder  or  under  the  Bonds, 
except  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  ^nd  that  all  pro- 
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ceedings  at  law  or  in  equity  shall  be  instituted,  had  and 
maintained  in  the  manner  herein  provided  and  for  the 
equal  benefit  of  all  holders  of  outstanding  Bonds  and 
coupons.  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  contained,  shall,  how- 
ever, affect  or  impair  the  right  of  ^ny  holder  of  Bonds  or 
coupons  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and 
interest  on  any  Bond  at  and  after  the  maturity  thereof, 
or  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  the  principal  of  and 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  each  of  the  Bonds  issued 
hereunder  to  the  respective  holders  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons 
at  the  time,  place,  from  the  source  and  in  the  manner 
herein  and  in  said  Bonds  and  the  appurtenant  coupons 
expressed. 

Section  10.07.  All  rights  of  action  under  this  Ordi- 
nance or  under  any  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  which  are 
enforceable  by  the  Trustee  may  be  enforced  by  it  without 
the  possession  of  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  thereunto 
appertaining,  or  the  production  thereof  on  the  trial  or 
other  proceedings  relative  thereto,  and  ^ny  such  suit,  ac- 
tion or  proceeding  instituted  by  the  Trustee  shall  be 
brought  in  its  name  for  the  equal  and  ratable  benefit  of 
the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  10.08.  No  remedy  herein  conferred  upon  or 
reserved  to  the  Trustee  or  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  is 
intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other  remedy  or  remedies, 
and  each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative,  and 
shall  be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  hereunder 
or  now  or  here,after  existing  at  law  or  in  equity  or  by 
statute. 

Section  10.09.  No  delay  or  omission  of  the  Trustee  or 
of  any  holder  of  the  Bonds  to  exercise  any  right  or  power 
accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such  right  or 
power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  of  any  such 
default,  or  an  acquiescence  therein;  and  every  power  and 
remedy  given  by  this  Article  to  the  Trustee  and  to  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds,  respectively,  may  be  exercised  from 
time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Section  10.10.  Any  moneys  received  by  the  Trustee  or 
by  any  receiver  pursuant  to  this  Article  X  shall  be  applied 
as  follows : 
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(a)  Unless  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have 
become  or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all 
such  moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  to  the  persons 
entitled  thereto  of  all  installments  of  interest  then  due 
on  the  Bonds,  with  interest  on  overdue  installments,  if  law- 
ful, at  the  rate  per  annum  which  is  one  percentage  point 
greater  than  the  rate  borne  by  the  Bonds,  in  the  order  of 
the  maturity  of  the  inst;allments  of  such  interest  and,  if 
the  amount  available  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  in  full 
any  particular  installment  with  such  interest,  then  to  the 
payment  ratably,  according  to  the  amounts  due  on  such 
installment,  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  without  any 
discrimination  or  privilege. 

(b)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  become 
or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all  such 
moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  then  due  and  unpaid  upon  the  Bonds,  with 
interest  on  overdue  interest  and  principal,  as  aforesaid, 
without  preference  or  priority  of  principal  over  interest 
or  of  interest  over  principal,  or  of  any  installment  of  in- 
terest over  any  other  installment  of  interest,  or  of  any 
Bond  over  any  other  Bond,  ratably,  according  to  the 
amounts  due  respectively  for  the  principal  and  interest,  to 
the  persons  entitled  thereto  without  any  discrimination  or 
privilege. 

(c)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  been 
declared  due  and  payable,  and  if  such  declaration  shall 
thereafter  have  been  rescinded  and  annulled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Article,  then,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (b)  of  this  Section  which  shall  be  applicable  in 
the  event  that  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  later 
become  due  or  be  declared  due  and  payable,  the  moneys 
shall  be  applied  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph (a)  of  this  Section. 

Whenever  moneys  are  to  be  applied  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Section,  such  moneys  shall  be  applied  at 
such  times,  and  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Trustee  shall 
determine,  having  due  regard  to  the  amount  of  such 
moneys  available  for  application  and  the  likelihood  of  ad- 
ditional moneys  becoming  available  for  such  application  in 
the  future.  Whenever  the  Trustee  shall  apply  such  funds. 
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it  shall  fix  the  date  (which  shall  be  an  interest  payment 
date  unless  it  slxall  deem  another  date  more  suitable)  upon 
which  such  application  is  to  be  made  and  upon  such  date 
interest  on  the  amounts  of  principal  to  be  paid  on  such 
dates  shall  cease  to  accrue.  The  Trustee  shall  give  such 
notice  by  publication  or  mailing  as  it  may  deem  appropri- 
ate of  the  deposit  with  it  of  any  such  moneys  and  of  the 
fixing  of  any  such  date,  and  shall  not  be  required  to  make 
payment  to  the  holder  of  any  unpaid  coupon  or  any  Bond 
until  such  coupon  or  such  Bond  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Trustee  for  appropriate  endorsement  or  for  cancellation  if 
fully  paid. 

Section  10.11.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intention  of  this 
Article  to  provide  rights  and  remedies  to  the  Trustee  and 
Bondholders  which  may  be  lawfully  granted  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  but  should  any  right  or  remedy  herein 
granted  be  held  to  be  unlawful,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bond- 
holders shall  be  entitled,  as  above  set  forth,  to  every  other 
right  and  remedy  provided  in  this  Ordinance  and  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XI 
CONCERNING  THE  TRUSTEE 

Section  11.01.  By  executing  the  certificate  of  authenti- 
cation endorsed  upon  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall  signify 
its  acceptance  and  agree  to  execute  the  trusts  hereby  cre- 
ated, but  only  upon  the  additional  terms  set  forth  in  this 
Article,  to  all  of  which  the  City  agrees  and  the  respective 
holders  of  the  Bonds  agree  upon  and  by  their  acceptance 
of  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  11.02.  The  recitals,  statements  and  representa- 
tions in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds  contained,  save 
only  the  Trustee's  authentication  upon  the  Bonds,  shall  be 
taken  and  construed  as  made  by  and  on  the  part  of  the 
City,  and  not  by  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  does  not 
assume,  and  shall  not  have,  any  responsibility  or  obliga- 
tion for  the  correctness  of  any  thereof. 

Section  11.03.  The  Trustee  may  execute  any  of  the 
trusts  or  powers  hereof  and  perform  the  duties  required 
of  it  hereunder  by  or  through  attorneys,  agents,  receivers, 
or  employees,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  advice  of  counsel 
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concerning  all  matters  of  trust  and  its  duty  hereunder, 
and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  answerable  for  the  default  or 
misconduct  of  any  such  attorney,  agent,  or  employee  se- 
lected by  it  with  reasonable  c^re.  The  Trustee  shall  not 
be  answerable  for  the  exercise  of  any  discretion  or  power 
under  this  Ordinance  or  for  anything  whatever  in  connec- 
tion with  the  trust,  except  only  for  its  own  wilful  mis- 
conduct or  negligence. 

Section  11.04.  The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  pay- 
ment and/or  reimbursement  for  reasonable  fees  for  its 
Ordinary  Services  rendered  hereunder,  and  all  advances, 
counsel  fees  and  other  Ordinary  Expenses  reasonably  and 
necessarily  made  or  incurred  by  the  Trustee  in  connection 
with  such  Ordinary  Services  and,  in  the  event  that  it 
should  become  necessary  that  the  Trustee  perform  Extra- 
ordinary Services,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  reasonable  extra 
compensation  therefor,  and  to  reimbursement  for  reason- 
able and  necess,ary  Extraordinary  Expenses  in  connection 
therewith;  provided,  that  if  such  Extraordinary  Services 
or  Extraordinary  Expenses  are  occasioned  by  the  neglect 
or  misconduct  of  the  Trustee,  it  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
compensation  or  reimbursement  therefor.  The  Trustee  shall 
have  a  lien  with  right  of  payment  prior  to  payment  on 
account  of  interest  or  principal  of  any  Bond  for  the  fore- 
going advances,  fees,  costs  and  expenses  incurred. 

Section  11.05.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  required  to  take 
notice,  or  to  be  deemed  to  have  notice,  of  any  default 
under  this  Ordinance  other  than  a  default  under  Section 
10.01(a)  or  Section  10.01(b)  hereof,  unless  specifically 
notified  in  writing  of  such  default  by  the  holders  of  at 
least  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding.  The  Trustee  may,  however, 
at  ^ny  time,  in  its  discretion,  require  of  the  (]!ity  full  in- 
formation and  advice  as  to  the  performance  of  any  of 
the  covenants,  conditions  and  agreements  contained  herein. 

Section  11.06.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation 
to  take  any  action  in  respect  of  any  default  or  otherwise, 
or  toward  the  execution  or  enforcement  of  ^any  of  the  trusts 
hereby  created,  or  to  institute,  appear  in  or  defend  any 
suit  or  other  proceeding  in  connection  therewith,  unless 
requested  in  writing  so  to  do  by  holders  of  at  least  twenty- 
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five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then 
outstanding,  and  if  in  its  opinion  such  action  may  tend 
to  involve  it  in  expense  or  liability,  unless  furnished,  from 
time  to  time  as  often  as  it  may  require^  with  security  and 
indemnity  satisfactory  to  it;  but  the  foregoing  provisions 
are  intended  only  for  the  protection  of  the  Trustee,  and 
shall  not  affect  any  discretion  or  power  given  by  any  pi'o- 
visions  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  Trustee  to  take  action 
in  respect  of  any  default  without  such  notice  or  request 
from  the  Bondholders,  or  without  such  security  or  in- 
demnity. 

Section  11.07.  If  the  City  shall  fail  to  perform  any  of 
the  covenants  or  agreements  contained  in  this  Ordinance 
other  than  the  covenants  or  agreements  in  respect  of  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of,  redemption  premium  (if  any), 
and  interest  on,  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may,  in  its  un- 
controlled discretion  and  without  notice  to  the  Bondhold- 
ers at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  make  advances  to 
effect  performance  of  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City,  but 
the  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation  so  to  do;  and  any 
and  all  moneys  paid  or  advanced  by  the  Trustee  for  any 
such  purpose,  together  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate 
of  seven  per  cent  (7%)  per  ^nnum  shall  be  a  claim  in 
favor  of  the  Trustee  upon  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of 
the  City  from  the  Loan  prior  to  the  claim  of  the  Bonds; 
but  no  such  advance  shall  operate  to  relieve  the  City  from 
any  default  hereunder. 

Section  11.08.  The  Trustee  shall  be  protected  and  shall 
incur  no  liability  in  acting  or  proceeding  in  good  faith  upon 
any  resolution,  notice,  telegram,  request,  consent,  waiver, 
certificate,  statement,  affidavit,  voucher,  bond,  requisition 
other  paper  or  document  which  it  shall  in  good  faith  be- 
lieve to  be  genuine  and  to  have  been  passed  or  signed  by 
the  proper  board,  body  or  person  or  to  have  been  prepared 
and  furnished  pursuant  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  or  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  the  Trustee  shall 
be  under  no  duty  to  make  any  investigation  or  inquiry  as 
to  any  statements  contained  or  matters  referred  to  in 
any  such  instrument,  but  may  accept  and  rely  upon  the 
same  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  truth  and  accuracy  of 
such  statements.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  bound  to  recog- 
nize any  person  ^s  a  holder  of  any  Bond  or  coupon  or  to 
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take  any  action  at  his  request  unless  such  Bond  or  coupon 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  satisfactory  evidence 
of  the  ownership  of  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  be  furn- 
ished to  the  Trustee. 

Section  11.09.  The  Trustee  may  in  good  faith  buy,  sell, 
own,  hold  and  deal  in  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  issued 
hereunder  and  secured  by  this  Ordinance,  and  may  join 
in  any  action  which  any  Bondholder  may  be  entitled  to 
take  with  like  effect  as  if  the  Trustee  were  not  a  party 
to  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee^  either  as  principal  or  agent, 
may  also  engage  in  or  be  interested  in  any  financial  or 
other  transaction  with  the  City  or  the  Industry,  and  may 
act  as  depository,  trustee,  or  agent  for  any  committee  or 
body  of  holders  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  or  other 
obligations  of  the  City  as  freely  as  if  it  were  not  Trustee 
hereunder. 

Section  11.10.  The  Trustee  may  allow  and  credit  inter- 
est upon  any  moneys  which  it  may  at  any  time  receive 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  at  such 
rate,  if  any,  as  it  customarily  allows  upon  similar  funds 
of  similar  size  and  under  similar  conditions.  All  interest 
allowed  on  any  such  moneys  shall  be  credited  as  provided 
in  Article  VII  with  respect  to  interest  on  investments. 

Section  11.11.     The  Trustee  may  construe  any  of  the 

provisions  of  this  Ordinr.nce  insofar  as  the  same  may  ap- 
pear to  be  ambiguous  or  inconsistent  with  any  other  pro- 
vision thereof,  and  any  construction  of  any  such  provi- 
sions hereof  by  the  Trustee  in  good  faith  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  Bondholders. 

Section  11.12.  The  Trustee  may  resign  and  be  dis- 
charged of  the  trusts  created  by  this  Ordinance  by  execut- 
ing an  instrument  in  writing  resigning  such  trust  and 
specifying  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
and  filing  the  same  with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer  not 
less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  date  specified  in  such 
instrument  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  and  by 
giving  notice  of  such  resignation  by  publication  at  least 
once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  a  newspaper 
carrying  financial  news  published  at  least  weekly  in  the 
English  language  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  the  first  publication  of  said  notice 
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to  appear  not  less  than  three  weeks  prior  to  the  date 
specified  in  such  notice  when  such  resignation  shall  take 
effect.  Such  resignation  shall  take  effect  on  the  day  speci- 
fied in  such  instrument  and  notice,  unless  previously  a 
successor  trustee  shall  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, in  which  event  such  resignation  shjall  take  effect 
immediately  on  the  appointment  of  such  successor  trustee. 

Section  11.13.  The  Trustee  may  be  removed  at  any  time 
by  an  instrument  in  writing,  appointing  a  successor,  filed 
with  the  Trustee  so  removed  and  executed  by  the  holders 
of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  out- 
standing. 

Section  11.14.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall  re- 
sign, or  sh.all  be  removed,  or  be  dissolved,  or  if  its  prop- 
erty or  affairs  shall  be  taken  under  the  control  of  any  state 
or  federal  court  or  administrative  body  because  of  insolv- 
ency or  bankruptcy,  or  for  any  other  reason,  a  vacancy 
shall  forthwith  and  ipso  facto  exist  in  the  office  of  Trustee, 
and  a  successor  may  be  appointed  by  the  holders  of  a 
majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstand- 
ing, by  an  instrument  or  instruments  in  writing  filed  with 
the  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  signed  by  such  Bondholders  or 
by  their  attorneys-in-fact  duly  authorized.  Copies  of  each 
instrument  shall  be  promptly  delivered  by  the  City  to  the 
predecessor  Trustee  and  to  the  Trustee  so  appointed. 

Until  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bond- 
holders as  herein  authorized,  the  City,  by  an  instrument 
authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fi- 
nance, may  appoint  a  Trustee  to  fill  such  vacancy.  After 
any  appointment  by  the  City,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  such 
appointment  to  be  published  once  in  each  of  two  consecu- 
tive weeks  in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial  news  pub- 
lished at  least  weekly  in  the  English  language  and  of  gen- 
eral circulation  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Any 
new  Trustee  so  appointed  by  the  City  shall  immediately 
and  without  further  act  be  superseded  by  a  Trustee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bondholders  in  the  manner  above  provided. 

Section  11.15.     Every  successor  in  the  trust  hereunder 

appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  shall  be  a 
trust  company,  a  bank  and  trust  company  or  a  national 
bank  with  trust  powers,  having  a  combined  capital  and 
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surplus  of  at  least  Ten  Million  Dollars  ($10,000,000)  if 
there  be  such  a  trust  company,  bank  and  trust  company  or 
national  bank  willing  and  able  to  accept  the  trust  on  rea- 
sonable and  customary  terms. 

Section  11.16.  In  case  at  ^ny  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign  and  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be 
made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Article 
prior  to  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  of  resignation 
as  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  the  re- 
tiring Trustee  may  forthwith  apply  to  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  for  the  appointment  of  jbl  successor  Trustee.  If 
no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  made  pur- 
suant to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Article  within 
six  months  after  a  vacancy  shall  have  occurred  in  the 
office  of  Trustee,  the  holder  of  any  Bond  may  apply  to 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  appoint  a  successor 
Trustee.  Such  court  may  thereupon,  ^fter  such  notice,  if 
any,  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  prescribe,  appoint  a  suc- 
cessor Trustee. 

Section  11.17.  Any  successor  Trustee  appointed  here- 
under shall  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  the  City 
an  instrument  accepting  such  appointment  hereunder,  and 
thereupon  such  successor  Trustee^  without  any  further  act, 
deed  or  conveyance,  shall  become  duly  vested  with  ^11  the 
estates,  property,  rights,  powers,  trusts,  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  its  predecessor  in  the  trust  hereunder,  with  like 
effect  as  if  originally  named  Trustee  herein.  Upon  request 
of  such  Trustee,  the  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  an  in- 
strument transferring  to  such  successor  Trustee  all  the 
estates,  property,  rights,  powers  and  trusts  hereunder  of 
the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to  act,  and  the  Trustee  so  ceasing 
to  ^ct  shall  pay  over  to  the  successor  Trustee  all  moneys 
and  other  assets  at  the  time  held  by  it  hereunder. 

Section  11.18.  Any  corporation  into  which  any  Trustee 
hereunder  may  be  merged  or  with  which  it  may  be  con- 
solidated, or  any  corporation  resulting  from  any  merger 
or  consolidation  to  which  any  Trustee  hereunder  shall  be 
a  party,  shall  be  the  successor  Trustee  under  this  Ordi- 
nance, without  the  execution  or  filing  of  any  p,aper  or  any 
further  act  on  the  part  of  the  parties  hereto,  anything 
herein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
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Section  11.19.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of 
this  Article  XI,  the  Trustee  shall,  during  the  existence  of 
an  Event  of  Default  known  to  the  Trustee,  exercise  such 
of  the  rights  and  powers  vested  in  it  by  this  Ordinance 
and  use  the  same  degree  of  skill  and  care  in  their  exercise 
as  a  prudent  man  would  use  and  exercise  under  the  cir- 
cumstances in  the  conduct  of  his  own  affairs. 

Section  11.20.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  De- 
fault known  to  the  Trustee,  the  Trustee  shall  within  30 
days  give  written  notice  thereof  by  mail  to  each  registered 
holder  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  at  his  last  address  ap- 
pearing upon  the  Bond  registry  books  of  the  City  kept 
by  the  City  Treasurer,  unless  such  Event  of  Default  shall 
have  been  cured  before  the  giving  of  such  notice. 

Section  11.21.  In  any  judicial  proceeding  to  which  the 
City  is  a  party  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustee 
and  its  counsel  has  a  substantial  bearing  on  the  interests 
of  holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may  intervene  on 
behalf  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  shall,  upon  receipt 
of  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it,  do  so  if  requested  in  writ- 
ing by  the  holders  of  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%) 
in  principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  if  per- 
mitted by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 

ARTICLE  XII 

EXECUTION  OF  INSTRUMENTS 

BY  BONDHOLDERS  AND 
PROOF  OF  OWNERSHIP  OF  BONDS 

Section  12.01.  Any  request,  direction,  consent  or  other 
instrument  in  writing  required  or  permitted  by  this  Ordi- 
nance to  be  signed  or  executed  by  Bondholders  may  be 
in  any  number  of  concurrent  instruments  of  similar  tenor 
and  may  be  signed  or  executed  by  such  Bondholders  in 
person  or  by  agent  appointed  by  an  instrument  in  writing. 
Proof  of  the  execution  of  any  such  instrument  and  of  the 
ownership  of  Bonds  shall  be  sufficient  for  any  purpose  of 
this  Ordinance  and  shall  be  conclusive  in  f,avor  of  the 
Trustee  with  regard  to  any  action  taken  by  it  under  such 
instrument  if  made  in  the  following  manner : 
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(a)  The  fact  and  date  of  the  execution  by  any  person 
of  any  such  instrument  may  be  proved  by  the  certificate 
of  any  officer  in  any  jurisdiction  who,  by  the  Uws  thereof, 
has  power  to  take  acknowledgments  within  such  jurisdic- 
tion, to  the  effect  that  the  person  signing  such  instru- 
ment acknowledged  before  him  the  execution  thereof,  or 
by  an  affidavit  of  a  witness  to  such  execution. 

(b)  The  fact  of  the  holding  of  Bonds  hereunder  by 
any  Bondholder  and  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  and  the 
date  of  his  holding  the  same  (unless  such  Bonds  be  regis- 
tered as  to  Principal)  m.ay  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of 
the  person  claiming  to  be  such  holder,  if  such  affidavit 
shall  be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory,  or  by 
a  certificate  executed  by  any  trust  company,  bank,  banker 
or  member  of  the  National  Association  of  Securities  Deal- 
ers or  any  other  depository,  wherever  situated,  if  such 
certificate  shall  be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory, 
showing  that  at  the  date  therein  mentioned  such  person 
had  on  deposit  with  such  trust  company,  bank,  banker  or 
other  depositoiy  the  Bonds  described  in  such  certificate. 
The  Trustee  may  conclusively  assume  that  such  ownership 
continues  until  written  notice  to  the  contrary  is  served 
upon  the  Trustee.  The  ownership  of  Bonds  registered  as  to 
principal  sliall  be  proved  by  the  registration  books  kept 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  8.10  of  this  Ordinance. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  as 
limiting  the  Trustee  to  such  proof,  it  being  intended  that 
the  Trustee  may  accept  any  other  evidence  of  the  matters 
herein  stated  which  to  it  may  seem  sufficient.  Any  request 
or  consent  of  the  holder  of  any  Bond  shall  bind  every 
future  holder  of  the  same  Bond  in  respect  of  anything 
done  by  the  Trustee  in  pursuance  of  such  request  or  consent. 


ARTICLE  XIII 

MODIFICATION  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE  AND 
THE  LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  13.01.  This  Ordinance  shall  not  be  modified 
or  amended  in  any  respect  except  as  provided  in  and  in 
accordance  with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Article. 
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Section  13.02.  1.  The  City  may,  from  time  to  time, 
and  at  any  time,  without  the  consent  of  Bondholders,  adopt 
ordinances  supplemental  to  this  Ordinance  as  follows: 

(a)  To  specify  and  determine  any  matters  and  things 
relative  to  Bonds  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  incon- 
sistent with  this  Ordinance  and  which  shall  not  adversely 
affect  the  interests  of  the  Bondholders. 

(b)  To  cure  any  formal  defect,  omission  or  ambiguity 
in  this  Ordinance  if  such  action  does  not  adversely  affect 
the  interests  of  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(c)  Te  grant  to  or  confer  upon  the  Trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Bondholders  any  additional  rights,  reme- 
dies, powers,  authority  or  security  which  m^y  lawfully 
be  granted  or  conferred  and  which  are  not  contrary  to 
or  inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  heretofore  in 
effect;  or 

(d)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the 
City  in  this  Ordinance,  other  covenants  ^nd  agreements 
to  be  observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect; 
or 

(e)  To  Add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this 
Ordinance,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be  ob- 
served by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  incon- 
sistent with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect;  or 

(f)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge  un- 
der, and  the  subjection  to  any  claim,  lien  or  pledge 
created  or  to  be  created  by,  the  Ordinance,  of  the  Receipts 
and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  or  of  any  other 
moneys,  securities  or  funds. 

2.  Before  the  City  shall  adopt  any  supplemental  ordi- 
nance pursuant  to  this  Section,  there  shall  have  been  filed 
with  the  Trustee  an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such 
supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this 
Ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms,  and  th^t  upon 
enactment  it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in 
accordance  with  its  terms. 

Section  13.03.  1.  Subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
contained  in  this  Section  and  not  otherwise,  the  holders 
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of  not  less  than  66%%  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  have  the  right  from  time 
to  time,  to  consent  to  ^nd  approve  the  adoption  by  the 
City  of  any  supplemental  ordinance  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  for  the  purposes  of 
modifying,  altering,  amending,  adding  to  or  rescinding, 
in  any  particular,  any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  con- 
tained in  this  Ordinance;  provided,  however,  that,  unless 
approved  in  writing  by  all  the  holders  of  outstanding 
bonds,  nothing  herein  contained  shall  permit,  or  be  con- 
strued as  permitting,  (i)  a  change  in  the  terms  of  re- 
demption or  maturity  of  the  principal  of  or  the  interest 
on  any  outstanding  Bond,  or  a  reduction  in  the  principal 
amount  or  redemption  price  of  any  outstanding  Bond  or 
the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  or  (ii)  the  creation  of  a 
cUim  or  lien  upon,  or  a  pledge  of,  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  ranking  prior  to  or 
on  a  parity  with  the  claim,  lien  or  pledge  created  by  this 
Ordinance,  or  (iii)  a  preference  or  priority  of  any  Bond 
or  Bonds  over  any  other  Bond  or  Bonds,  or  (iv)  a  reduction 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  required 
for  consent  to  such  supplemental  ordinance. 

2.  If  at  any  time  the  City  shall  determine  to  adopt 
any  supplemental  ordinance  for  any  of  the  purposes  of 
this  Section,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  the  proposed  supple- 
mental ordinance  to  be  published  at  least  once  a  week 
for  two  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial 
news  published  at  le^st  weekly  in  the  English  language 
and  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, and  shall  also  cause  a  similar  notice  to  be  mailed, 
postage  prepaid,  to  all  holders  of  Bonds  registered  as  to 
principal  ,and  to  all  Bondholders  who  shall  have  filed  their 
names  and  addresses  with  the  Trustee  for  such  purpose. 
Such  notice  shall  briefly  set  forth  the  nature  of  the  pro- 
posed supplemental  ordinance  and  shall  state  that  a  copy 
thereof  is  on  file  at  the  office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection 
by  all  Bondholders. 

3.  Within  one  year  after  the  date  of  the  first  publica- 
tion of  such  notice,  the  City  m,ay  enact  (the  date  of  enact- 
ment shall  be  the  date  of  passage  and  not  the  effective 
date)  such  supplemental  ordinance  in  substantially  the 
form  described  in  such  notice  only  if  there  shall  have  first 
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been  filed  with  the  City  (a)  the  written  consents  of 
holders  of  not  less  than  66%%  in  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  (b)  an  opinion 
of  counsel  stating  that  such  supplemental  ordinance  is 
authorized  or  permitted  by  this  Ordinance  and  complies 
with  its  terms,  and  that  upon  enactment  it  will  be  valid 
and  binding  upon  the  City  in  accordance  with  its  terms. 

4.  If  the  holders  of  not  less  than  the  percentage  of 
Bonds  required  by  this  Section  shall  have  consented  to 
and  Approved  the  enactment  thereof  as  herein  provided, 
no  holder  of  any  Bond  shall  have  any  right  to  object  to 
the  enactment  of  such  supplemental  ordinance,  or  to  ob- 
ject to  any  of  the  terms  and  provisions  contained  therein 
or  the  operation  thereof,  or  in  any  manner  to  question 
the  propriety  of  the  enactment  thereof,  or  to  enjoin  or 
restrain  the  City  from  enacting  the  same  or  from  taking 
3ny  action  pursuant  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

5.  Upon  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  ordinance 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  this  Ordinance 
shall  be,  and  be  deemed  to  be,  modified  and  amended  in 
accordance  therewith,  and  the  respective  rights,  duties 
and  obligations  under  this  Ordinance  of  the  City,  the 
Trustee  and  all  holders  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  sh^ll 
thereafter  be  determined,  exercised  and  enforced  under 
this  Ordinance  subject  in  all  respects  to  such  modifica- 
tions and  amendments. 

Section  13.04.  Any  supplemental  ordinance  adopted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Article  shall  there- 
after form  a  part  of  this  Ordinance,  and  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  contained  in  any  such  supplemental  ordinance 
as  to  any  provision  authorized  to  be  contained  therein 
shall  be  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  Ordinance  for  any  and  all  such  purposes. 

Section  13.05.  Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, any  supplemental  ordinance  under  this 
Article  which  affects  any  rights,  powers  and  authority  of 
the  Industry  under  the  Loan  Agreement  or  requires  a 
revision  of  the  Loan  Agreement  shall  not  become  effective 
unless  and  until  the  Industry  shall  have  consented  to  such 
supplemental  ordinance. 
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Section  13.06.  The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  without 
the  consent  of  or  notice  to  the  Bondholders  consent  to  any 
amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment as  may  be  required  (i)  by  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  this  Ordinance,  (ii)  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  of  Additional  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section 
2.09  hereof,  or  any  refunding  Bonds  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 2.11  hereof,  (iii)  for  the  purpose  of  curing  any 
ambiguity  or  form  defect  or  omission,  or  (iv)  in  con- 
nection with  any  other  change  therein  which,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Trustee,  is  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
Trustee,  or  materially  adverse  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  13.07.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  13.06  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  consent 
to  any  amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  without  publication  of  notice  and  the  written 
approval  or  consent  of  the  holders  of  not  less  than  66%% 
in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  given  and  procured  as  in  Section  13.03  pro- 
vided. If  at  any  time  the  City  and  the  Industry  shall 
request  the  consent  of  the  Trustee  to  any  such  proposed 
amendment,  change  or  modification,  the  Trustee  shall 
cause  notice  of  such  proposed  amendment,  change  or  modi- 
fication to  be  published  in  the  same  manner  as  provided 
by  Section  13.03  with  respect  to  supplemental  ordinances.

reason  of  this  Ordinance,  this  Ordinance  being  intended 
to  be  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  the  City,  the 
Industry,  the  Trustee  and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and 
coupons  issued  hereunder. 

Section  14.03.  In  case  any  one  or  more  of  the  provi- 
sions of  thfs  Ordinance  or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  issued  hereunder  shall,  for  any 
reason,  be  held  to  be  illegal  or  invalid,  such  illegality  or

cessor as  Trustee,  in  any  coin  or  currency  of  the  United 
States  of  America  which,  at  the  respective  times  of  pay- 
ment, is  legal  tender  for  the  payment  of  public  and  pri- 
vate debts. 

This  bond  is  one  of  a  duly  authorized  issue  of  revenue 
bonds  of  the  City,  aggregating  six  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars ($600,000)  in  principal  amount,  ^nd  issued  under 
and  pursuant  to  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  particularly  Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive, 
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of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971 
Replacement  Volume,  as  amended),  as  re-enacted  by  Chap- 
ter 352  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1972,  and  under  and 

pursuant  to  Ordinance  No of  the  Mayor  and  City 

Council  of  Baltimore,  approved   (the  **Ordi- 

nance")  for  the  purposes  of  financing  the  acquisition  by 
General  Refractories  Company,  a  Pennsylvania  corpora- 
tion (the  ''Corporation")  of  certain  pollution  control 
facilities  (the  "Facilities")  at  the  Chesapeake  Street  Bal- 
timore Plant  of  the  Corporation  in  the  City. 

The  Bonds  are  equally  and  ratably  secured,  to  the  ex- 
tent provided  in  the  Ordinance,  by  the  pledge  thereunder 
of  the  "Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan," 
which  term  is  used  herein  as  defined  in  the  Ordinance 
^and  which  as  therein  defined  includes  all  the  payments 
payable  by  the  Corporation  to  the  City  under  the  Loan 
Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Corporation  dated  as 
of (the  "Loan  Agreement")  and  all  other  reve- 
nues of  the  City  attributable  to  the  financing  of  the 
Facilities. 

As  more  fully  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  do 
not  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  obligation  to  which  the 
full  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  are  pledged  but  are  lim- 
ited obligations  of  the  City,  which  is  obligated  to  pay  the 
principal  of,  the  interest  on,  and  the  redemption  premium 
(if  any)  on,  the  Bonds  only  out  of  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan.  The  Bonds  may  also 
be  paid  out  of  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the 
City  or  the  Trustee  for  the  payment  thereof.  The  principal 
of,  the  interest  on,  or  the  redemption  premium  (if  any) 
on,  this  bond,  does  not,  and  shall  not  ever,  constitute  an 
indebtedness  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or 
taxing  powers  of  the  State  of  Maryland  or  the  City  or  any 
other  political  subdivision  of  such  State  within  the  mean- 
ing of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  statutory 
limitation  and  shall  not  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

Reference  is  hereby  made  to  the  Ordinance  for  a  full 
and  complete  statement  of  the  provisions  with  respect 
to  the  custody  and  application  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds,  the  collection  and  disposition  of  the  Receipts 
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and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  pledged 
as  security  for  the  payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  interest 
thereon,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  security  and  the 
rights  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  in  respect 
thereto,  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which,  and  the  pur- 
poses for  which,  the  Bonds  are  issued  and  the  rights, 
duties  and  obligations  of  the  City  and  the  Trustee  there- 
under, to  all  of  which  the  holder  hereof,  by  acceptance 
of  this  bond,  assents. 

As  provided  in  the  Ordinance  bonds  of  other  series 
ranking  on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds  of  the  series  of  which 
this  Bond  is  one  may  be  issued,  and  such  additional  bonds 
may  vary  in  such  manner  as  is  provided  and  permitted 
in  the  Ordinance. 

This  Bond  is  transferable,  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance, 
only  upon  books  of  the  City  kept  at  the  principal  office 
of  the  City  Treasurer,  by  the  registered  owner  thereof 
in  person  or  by  his  duly  authorized  attorney,  and  similarly 
noted  thereon,  or  it  may  be  surrendered  in  exchange  for 
new  Bonds  of  the  same  aggregate  principal  amount  and 
interest  rate,  in  coupon  or  registered  form,  as  provided  in 
the  Ordinance. 

The  Bonds  are  issuable  in  the  form  of  coupon  Bonds,

In  like  manner,  upon 
payment  of  any  required  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  and  subject  to  such  conditions,  registered  Bonds 
without  coupons,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  the  prin-

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ment  of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  City  Treasurer  duly 
executed  by  the  registered  owner  or  his  duly  authorized 
attorney,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  registered  owner 
thereof,  be  exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  coupon  Bonds  of  the  same  maturity  and  inter- 
est rate  with  appropriate  coupons  attached  or  of  regis- 
tered Bonds  without  coupons  of  the  same  maturity  and 
interest   rate   of   any   other  authorized   denominations.

tute, appear  in  or  defend  any  suit  or  other  proceedings 
with  respect  thereto,  except  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

All  acts,  conditions  and  things  required  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  statutes  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  the  Charter 
of  the  City  and  the  Ordinance  to  exist,  to  have  happened 
and  to  have  been  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issu- 
ance of  this  Bond,  do  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been 
performed. 
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No  covenant  or  agreement  contained  in  this  Bond  or

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

THIS  LOAN  AGREEMENT,  dated  as  of , 

19....,  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  General 
Refractories  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  duly  qualified  to  con- 
duct business  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part, 

IN  CONSIDERATION  of  the  respective  representations 
and  agreements  hereinafter  contained,  the  parties  hereto 
agree  as  follows  (provided,  that  in  the  performance  of  the 
agreements  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  herein  contained, 
any  obligation  it  may  thereby  incur  for  the  payment  of 
money  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  or  a  charge 
upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing  powers  but 
shall  be  payable  solely  out  of  the  proceeds  derived  from 
this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  referred  to 
in  Section  3.2  hereof) : 

ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

Section  1.1.  Certain  terms  used  in  this  Loan  Agreement 
are  hereinafter  defined  in  this  Section  1.1.  When  used 
herein,  such  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  given  to  them 
by  the  language  employed  in  this  Article  I  defining  such 
terms,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise : 

"Act"  means  Section  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article 
41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replace- 
ment Volume)  as  amended  and  supplemented. 

"Agreement"  or  "Loan  Agreement"  means  the  within 
Loan  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Industry. 

"Authorized  City  Representative"  means  the  person  at 
the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  City  by  written 
certificate  furnished  to  the  Industry  and  the  Trustee,  con- 
taining the  specimen  signature  of  such  person  and  signed 
on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor.  Such  certificate  may 
designate  an  alternate  or  alternates. 
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"Authorized  Industry  Representative"  means  the  person 
at  the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Industry 
by  written  certificate  furnished  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
containing  the  specimen  signature  of  such  person  and 
signed  on  behalf  of  the  Industry  by  its  President,  any 
Vice  President  or  by  the  Chairman  of  its  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. Such  certificate  may  designate  an  alternate  or 
alternates. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  shall  mean  the  refractories  plant 
located  at  Chesapeake  Street  within  the  city  and  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Industry. 

"Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
issued  and  outstanding  under  the  Ordinance. 

"Bond  Fund"  means  the  Bond  Fund  created  in  Sec- 
tion 5.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to  herein. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  M;aryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners"  shall  mean  that  board  of  finance  known 
as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

"Completion  Date"  means  the  date  of  completion  of  the 
construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  as  that  date 
shall  be  certified  as  provided  in  Section  3.5  hereof. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  Construction  Fund  cre- 
ated in  Section  6.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to 
herein. 

"Independent  Counsel"  means  an  attorney  duly  admit- 
ted to  practice  law  before  the  highest  court  of  any  state 
and  not  an  employee  of  either  the  City  or  the  Industry. 

"Independent  Engineer"  means  an  engineer  or  engineer- 
ing firm  registered  and  qualified  to  practice  the  profession 
of  engineering  under  the  laws  of  Maryland  and  who  or 
which  is  not  a  full  time  employee  of  either  the  City  or 
the  Industry. 

"Industry"  means:  (i)  the  party  of  the  second  part 
hereto  and  its  successors  and  assigns;  and  (ii)  any  surviv- 
ing, resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 6.3  hereof. 
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"Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  any  successor  body. 

"Note"  shall  me^n  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry 
in  substantially  the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  this 
Agreement. 

"Ordinance"  shall  mean  the  Bond  Ordinance  of  the  City 

enacted  on  19....  providing  for  the  terms  and 

provisions  under  which  the  Bonds  will  be  issued  and  pur- 
suant to  which  the  City's  interest  in  this  Agreement  is 
pledged  as  security  for  the  payment  of  principal,  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

"Pollution  Control  Facilities"  means  the  facilities  de- 
signed to  collect,  treat  ^nd  dispose  of  the  industrial  emis- 
sions originating  at  the  Baltimore  Plant  which,  as  set  out 
in  Section  2.2  hereof,  are  to  be  completed  and  thereafter 
operated  and  maintained  by  the  Industry.  The  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  are  more  generally  described  in  Exhibit 
"A"  attached  hereto. 

"Resolution"  shall  mean  the  resolution  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  providing  for  the  details  of  the  Bonds, 
all  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

"Series  1974  Bonds"  means  the  $600,000  1974  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  Revenue  Bonds  (General  Refractories 
Company  Project)  of  the  City,  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the 
Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trustee  and/or  the  co-trustee  ap- 
pointed pursuant  to  Resolution. 

The  words  "hereof,"  "herein,"  "hereunder,"  and  other 
words  of  similar  import  refer  to  this  Loan  Agreement  as 
a  whole. 

Reference  to  Articles,  Sections,  and  other  subdivisions 
of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  to  fee  THE  designated  Article, 
Sections,  and  other  subdivisions  of  this  Loan  Agreement  as 
originally  executed. 

The  headings  of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  for  con- 
venience only  and  shall  not  define  or  limit  the  provisions 
hereof. 
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ARTICLE  II 
REPRESENTATIONS  AND  UNDERTAKINGS 

Section  2.1.  Representations  by  the  City.  The  City- 
makes  the  following  representations  as  the  basis  for  the 
undertakings  on  the  part  of  the  Industry  herein  contained : 

(a)  The  City  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  and  a  body  corporate  and  politic  created  and 
existing  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  ; 

(b)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  the  power 
to  enter  into  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Agree- 
ment and  to  carry  out  its  obligations  hereunder ; 

(c)  The  City  is  not  in  default  under  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  which  would 
affect  its  existence  or  its  powers  referred  to  in  the  preced- 
ing subsection  (b)  ; 

(d)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  power 
to  enter  into  this  Agreement,  and  by  ordinance  has  duly 
authorized  the  execution  and  delivery  hereof ;  and 

(e)  Under  existing  statutes  and  decisions  no  taxes  on 
income  or  profits  are  imposed  on  the  City. 

Section  2.2.  Representations  by  the  Industry.  The  In- 
dustry makes  the  following  representations  as  the  basis 
for  the  undertakings  on  its  part  herein  contained : 

(a)  The  Industry  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  is  in  good  standing  under 
its  charter  and  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  laws  of 
Maryland,  and  has  power  to  enter  into  this  Agreement 
and  by  proper  corporate  action  has  been  duly  authorized 
to  execute  and  deliver  this  Agreement. 

(b)  Neither  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  consummation  of  the  transactions  contemplated 
hereby,  nor  the  fulfillment  of  or  compliance  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  Agreement  conflict  with  or 
result  in  a  breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions,  or 
provisions  of  any  corporate  restriction  of  any  agreement 
or  instrument  to  which  the  Industry  is  now  a  party  or 
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by  which  it  is  bound,  or  constitute  a  default  under  any  of 
the  foregoing. 

(c)  The  processes  carried  out  at  the  Baltimore  Plant 
result  in  the  discharge  of  furnace  emissions  into  the 
air.  The  City  and  the  Industry  agreed  that  the  City  would 
assist  the  Industry  to  finance  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities through  the  issuance  of  Bonds  pursuant  to  the  Act. 
The  construction  of  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  including 
the  reimbursement  of  the  Industry  for  loans  incurred  or 
funds  heretofore  advanced  as  aforesaid  for  such  purposes 
will  require  the  expenditure  of  approximately  $600,000. 
When  compfeted,  the  Industry  proposes  to  operate  and 
maintain  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  accordance 
with  all  applicable  st;atutes,  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
treatment  and  disposition  of  the  industrial  emissions  orig- 
inating at  the  Baltimore  Plant  (and  such  other  industrial 
emissions  as  may  be  treated  in  accordance  with  this  Agree- 
ment. 

Section  2.3.  Findings  by  City,.  The  City  hereby  con- 
firms its  findings  that : 

(a)  The  Industry  is  engaged  in  industrial  activities  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  requiring  substantial 
capital  and  creating  substantial  employment  opportuni- 
ties, ^nd  is  financially  able  to  assume  all  obligations 
prescribed  by  the  Act  and  by  the  Ordinance  and  is  quali- 
fied as  an  "industrial  concern"  to  borrow  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  from  the  City  to  finance  the  acquisition  by  the 
Industry  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  for  purposes 
of  the  Act : 

(b)  The  Pollution  Control  Facilities  will  promote  the 
purposes  of  the  Act  by  (i)  maintaining  employment  and 
relieving  unemployment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land and  elsewhere  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  (ii)  encour- 
aging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in 
the  State  of  Maryland,  (iii)  assisting  in  the  retention  of 
existing  industry  in  the  State  of  Maryland  through  the 
control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  en- 
vironment; (iv)  promoting  economic  development;  (v) 
protecting  natural  resources;  and  (vi)  thus  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 
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ARTICLE  III 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  POLLUTION 
CONTROL  FACILITIES 

Section  3.1.  Agreement  to  Construct  Pollution  Control 
Facilities.  The  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  proceed  with 
all  reasonable  dispatch  to  construct  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  which  ^are  designed  to  treat  industrial  emis- 
sions. 

Section  3.2.  Agreement  to  Issue  Series  197 Jf  Bonds; 
Application  of  Bond  Proceeds.  In  order  to  provide  funds 
for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities, 
the  City  agrees  that  it  will  sell  and  cause  to  be  delivered 
to  the  purchasers  thereof  the  Series  1974  Bonds  in  the 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $600,000  and 
will  immediately  thereupon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund 
all  accrued  interest  received  on  the  sale  of  the  Bonds;  and 
(ii)  deposit  in  the  Construction  Fund  the  balance  of  the 
proceeds  received  from  said  sale.  Failure  of  the  City  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  3.2  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  of  all  of  its  obligations  and  duties  under 
the  Ordinance  and  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  3.3.  Disbursements  from  the  Construction 
Fund.  The  City  shall  in  the  Ordinance  authorize  and  direct 
the  Trustee  to  use  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund 
for  the  following  purposes  (but,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  3.8  hereof,  for  no  other  purposes) : 

(a)  Payment  of  the  initial  or  acceptance  fee  of  the 
Trustee,  the  fees  for  filing  ^any  financing  statements  and 
any  curative  documents  that  either  the  Trustee,  the  City, 
or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem  desirable  to  file  for 
record  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  security  interest 
under  the  Ordinance ;  and  the  fees  and  expenses  in  connec- 
tion with  any  actions  or  proceedings  that  either  the  Trus- 
tee, the  Industry,  or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem  de- 
sirable to  bring  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  security 
interest  under  the  Ordinance  as  aforesaid. 

(b)  Payment  to  the  Industry  of  such  amounts,  if  any, 
;as  shall  be  necessary  to  reimburse  the  Industry  in  full  for 
all  advances  and  payments  made  by  the  Industry  prior 
to  or  after  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  for  expenditures  in 
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connection  with  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  the  preparation  of  plans 
and  specifications  therefor  (including?  any  preliminary^ 
study  or  planning  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or 
any  aspect  thereof)  and  all  construction,  acquisition  and 
installation  expenses  required  to  provide  utility  services 
or  other  facilities,  and  all  real  or  personal  properties 
deemed  necessary  in  connection  with  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  (including  architectural,  engineering  and 
supervisory  services  with  respect  to  any  of  the  foregoing) . 

(c)  Payment  of  the  cost  of  legal,  financial  and  ac- 
counting fe^s  and  expenses,  and  printing  and  engraving 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  s^le 
and  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  the  preparation  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  Ordinance,  the  Resolution,  and  all  other  docu- 
ments in  connection  therewith  and  in  connection  with 
the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities. 

(d)  Payment  for  labor,  services,  materials  and  supplies 
used  or  furnished  in  site  improvement  and  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  payment  for  the 
cost  of  the  construction,  acquisition,  and  installation  of 
utility  services  or  other  facilities,  and  all  real  and  personal 
property  deemed  necessary  in  connection  with  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  and  payment  for  the  miscellaneous 
expenses  incidental  to  any  of  the  foregoing  items  includ- 
ing the  premium  on  any  surety  bond. 

(e)  Payment  of  the  fees,  or  out-of-pocket  expenses 
of  the  City,  if  any,  incurred  with  respect  to  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities. 

(f)  PajTnent  to  the  Trustee  as  such  payments  be- 
come due,  of  the  fees  and  expenses  cf  the  Trustee  (as 
Trustee  and  paying  agent)  and  of  any  paying  agent  or 
Bond  Registrar  properly  incurred  under  the  Ordinance 
th^t  may  become  due  during  the  construction  period,  or 
reimbursement  thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(g)  To  such  extent  as  they  shall  not  have  been  paid 
by  a  contractor  for  construction  or  installation  with 
respect  to  any  part  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facility,  pay- 
ment of  the  premiums  on  all  insurance  required  to  be 
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taken  out  and  maintained  during  the  construction  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities,  or  reimbursement  thereof  if 
paid  by  the  Industry. 

(h)  Payment  of  the  taxes,  assessments  and  other 
charges,  if  any,  that  may  have  become  payable  during 
the  construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  or 
reimbursement  thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(i)  Payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  seeking  to  en- 
force any  remedy  against  any  contractor  or  subcontractor 
in  respect  of  any  default  under  a  contract  relating  to 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

(j)  Payment  of  any  other  costs  and  expenses  re- 
lating to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

(k)  All  moneys  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund 
after  payment  in  full  of  the  costs  of  acquiring,  construct- 
ing and  equipping  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  and 
after  payment  of  all  other  items  (or  after  making  provi- 
sion for  the  payment  thereof)  provided  for  in  the  preced- 
ing subsections  (a)  to  (j),  inclusive,  of  this  Section,  shall 
At  the  direction  of  the  Industry  be:  (i)  used  by  the  Trustee 
for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  for  the  purpose  of  cancellation, 
at  prices  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount  thereof  plus 
accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery,  or  (ii) 
paid  into  the  Bond  Fund. 

Each  of  the  payments  made  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
subsections  (a),  (b),  (c),  d),  (e),  (f),  (g),  (h),  (i), 
and  (j)  of  this  Section  shall  be  made  only  upon  receipt 
by  the  Trustee  of  a  written  order  by  the  Authorized  In- 
dustry Representative,  approved  by  the  Authorized  City 
Representative,  which  approval  shall  not  be  unreasonably 
withheld,  which  shall  certify  with  respect  to  each  such 
payment:  (i)  that  none  of  the  items  for  which  the  pay- 
ment is  proposed  to  be  made  has  formed  the  basis  for  any 
payment  theretofore  made  from  the  Construction  Fund; 
and  (ii)  that  each  item  for  which  the  payment  is  proposed 
to  be  made  is  or  was  necessary  in  connection  with  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  and  w.as  in  substantial  conformance 
with  the  plans  and  specifications  therefor. 

Section  3.4.  Trustee  May  Rely  on  Orders  and  Certifi- 
cations. In  making  any  such  payment  from  the  Construe- 
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tion  Fund,  the  Trustee  may  rely  on  any  such  orders  and 
certifications  delivered  to  it  pursuant  to  Section  3.3,  and 
the  Trustee  shall  be  relieved  of  all  liability  with  respect 
to  making  such  payments  in  accordance  with  such  orders 
and  certifications. 

Section  3.5.  Establishment  of  Completion  Date.  The 
Completion  Date  shall  be  evidenced  to  the  Trustee  by  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representa- 
tive, stating  that,  except  for  amounts  retained  by  the 
Trustee  for  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  costs  not  then 
due  and  payable  as  provided  in  Section  3.3  (k),  construc- 
tion of  the  "Pollution  Control  Facilities  has  been  com- 
pleted in  Accordance  with  the  specifications  therefor,  and 
all  labor,  services,  materials  and  supplies  used  in  such 
construction  have  been  paid  for,  and  all  facilities  neces- 
sary in  connection  with  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
have  been  constructed,  acquired  and  installed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  specifications  therefor,  and  all  costs  and 
expenses  incurred  in  connection  therewith  have  been  paid. 
Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  such  certificate  shall  state 
that  it  is  given  without  prejudice  to  any  rights  against 
third  parties  which  exist  at  the  date  of  such  certificate 
or  which  may  subsequently  come  into  being.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Industry  to  cause  the  certificate  contem- 
plated by  this  Section  3.5  to  be  furnished  as  soon  as  the 
Pollution    Control   Facilities   shall   have   been   completed. 

Section  3.6.  Industry  Required  to  Pay  Construction 
Costs  in  Event  Construction  Fund  Insufficient.  In  the 
event  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  available  to 
loan  to  the  Industry  for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  shall  not  be  suf!icient  to  pay  the 
costs  thereof  in  full,  the  Industry  agrees  to  complete,  or 
cause  to  be  completed,  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
and  to  fin.ance  all  that  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  as  may  be  in  excess  of  the  moneys 
available  therefor  in  the  Construction  Fund.  The  City  does 
not  make  any  warranty,  either  express  or  implied, 
that  the  moneys  which  will  be  paid  into  the  Construction 
Fund  and  which,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement, 
will  be  available  to  loan  to  the  Industry  for  payment  of 
the  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  provide  loans  to  pay  all  the  costs  which  have 
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been  or  will  be  incurred  in  that  connection.  The  Industry 
agrees  that  if  after  exhaustion  of  the  moneys  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund  the  Industry  shall  finance  any  portion  of 
the  said  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  it  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  reimbursement  therefor  from  the  City  or  from 
the  Trustee  or  from  the  holders  of  any  Bonds,  nor  shall 
it  be  entitled  to  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  pay- 
ments required  by  Section  4.3  hereof. 

Section  3.7.  Authorized  Industry  and  City  Representa- 
tives and  Successors.  The  Industry  and  the  City,  respec- 
tively, shall  designate,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Section 
1.1,  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative  and  the  Au- 
thorized City  Representative.  In  the  event  that  any  per- 
son so  designated  and  his  alternate  or  alternates,  if  any, 
should  become  unavailable  or  unable  to  take  any  action 
or  make  any  certificate  provided  for  or  required  in  this 
Agreement,  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same 
manner. 

Section  3.8.  Investment  of  Construction  Fund  and 
Bond  Fund  Moneys  Permitted.  Any  moneys  held  as  part  of 
the  Construction  Fund  or  Bond  Fund,  and  not  required 
for  immediate  disbursement  and  withdrawal,  shall  be  in- 
vested or  reinvested  by  the  Trustee,  to  the  extent  such 
investments  are  not  prohibited  by  law  for  investment  of 
Bond  proceeds  by  the  City,  in  (i)  general  obligations  of, 
or  obligations  unconditionally  guaranteed  as  to  principal 
and  interest  by,  the  United  States  of  America;  (ii)  bonds, 
debentures,  participation  certificates  or  notes  issued  by 
any  agency  or  corporation  which  is  or  may  hereafter  be 
created  by  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  as  ^an 
agency  or  instrumentality  thereof;  (iii)  Public  Housing 
Bonds,  temporary  notes  or  preliminary  loan  notes,  fully 
secured  by  contracts  with  the  United  States;  (iv)  certifi- 
cates of  deposit  issued  by  the  Trustee  or  any  bank, 
trust  company  or  national  banking  association,  or- 
ganized under  the  Laws  of  the  United  States  or  any  State 
thereof,  which  has  a  combined  capital  and  surplus  of  at 
least  $40,000,000,  in  any  amount  if  collaterally  secured  by 
securities  of  the  type  described  in  (i),  (ii)  and  (iii) 
above  having  a  market  value  of  not  less  than  the  amount 
of  the  certificates  of  deposit  so  secured  or  in  amount  not 
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exceeding  10%  of  such  combined  capital  and  surplus  if 
not  so  collaterally  secured.  Such  investments  shall  be  made 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Trustee;  provided,  however,  the 
Industry  may  by  written  direction  from  the  Authorized 
Industry  Representative  to  the  Trustee  direct  the  invest- 
ments, and  such  investments  shall  have  maturities  con- 
sonant with  the  need  for  funds  as  estimated  by  said 
Authorized  Industry  Representative.  The  Trustee  may, 
and  to  the  extent  required  for  payments  from  the  Con- 
struction Fund  or  Bond  Fund  shall,  sell  any  such  in- 
vestment at  any  time,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  and 
of  all  payr^ents  at  maturity  and  upon  redemption  of  such 
investments,  shall  be  credited  to  the  Fund  in  which  such 
investments  were  held.  Interest  and  other  income  received 
on  moneys  or  securities  in  either  such  Fund  shall  be 
credited  to  such  Fund.  The  Industry  covenants  that  it  will 
not  direct  or  permit  investments  which  would  cause  the 
Series  1974  Bonds  to  be  ''arbitrage  Bonds"  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  103(d)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the  applicable  regulations 
issued  thereunder. 

ARTICLE  IV 

EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT; 

DURATION  OF  AGREEMENT; 

REPAYMENT  PROVISIONS;  AND 

UNCONDITIONAL  OBLIGATIONS  OF  INDUSTRY 

Section  4.1.  Effective  Date  of  this  Agreement;  Dura- 
tion of  Agreement.  This  Agreement  shall  become  effective 
upon  its  delivery,  and  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  until  the  principal,  or  premium,  if  any,  and  interest 
on  the  Bonds  have  been  fully  paid  (or  provision  for  their 
payment  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance),  together  with  all  sums  to  which  the 
City  or  the  Trustee  are  entitled  hereunder. 

Section  4.2.  Possession  and  Oivnership  of  Pollution 
Control  Facilities.  The  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall 
be  the  sole  property  of  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry 
shall  have  sole  and  exclusive  possession  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  (subject  to  the  right  of  the  City  to  enter 
thereon  for  inspection  purposes  and  to  the  other  provisions 
of  Section  6.2  hereof). 
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Section  4.3.  Repayment  of  Loan  and  Payment  of  Other 
Amounts  Hereunder,.  The  City  has  made  available  to  the 
Industry  in  the  form  of  a  loan  the  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  Series  1974  Bonds,  and  the  Industry  sh^ll 
repay  such  loan  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  4.3.  Simultaneously  with  the  authentication  and 
delivery  of  the  Series  1974  Bonds  and  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  any  payments  from  the  Construction  Fund 
under  Section  3.3  hereof,  the  Industry  shall  execute  its 
Note,   in   substantially  the  form  set  forth  in  Exhibit  B 

hereto.  On  the  last  business  day  before  , 

1974,  And  on  the  last  business  day  before  each  

and    thereafter,    until   the    principal    of, 

premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds 
shall  have  been  fully  paid  or  provision  for  the  payment 
thereof  shall  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Ordinance,  the  Industry  shall  pay  to  the  Trustee  in  im- 
mediately available  funds:  (i)  if  such  date  is  , 

a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  payable  on  such  date  as  interest 
upon  the  Series  1974  Bonds,  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance; 

and    (ii)   if  such  date  is ,  a  sum  equal  to 

the  amount  payable  on  such  date  ^s  principal,  if  any, 
(whether  at  the  stated  maturity  or  by  sinking  fund 
redemption  pursuant  to  Section  3.02  of  the  Ordinance) 
and  interest  upon  the  Series  1974  Bonds. 

In  any  event  each  payment  under  this  Section  shall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  the  amount  of  interest  or  interest  And 
principal  (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemption  or  ac- 
celeration) and  premium,  if  any,  payable  on  the  next 
succeeding  interest  payment  date,  and  if  at  any  payment 
date,  (whether  or  not  such  payment  date  is  an  interest  pay- 
ment date)  the  balance  in  the  Bond  Fund  is  insufficient  to 
make  the  required  payments  of  principal  (whether  at 
maturity  or  by  redemption  or  acceleration)  and  premium,  if 
any,  and  interest  on  such  date,  the  Industry  shall  forthwith 
pay  any  such  deficiency;  provided  that  any  amount  at  any 
time  held  by  the  Trustee  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be  credited 
against  the  next  payment  to  the  extent  such  amount  is  in 
excess  of  the  amount  required  for  payment  of  Bonds  there- 
fore matured  or  called  for  redemption  and  past  due  interest 
in  all  cases  where  such  Bonds  or  coupons  have  not  been 
presented  for  payment;  And  provided  further,  that  if  the 
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amount  held  by  the  Trustee  in  the  Bond  Fund  should  be 
sufficient  to  pay  at  the  times  required  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds 
then  remaining  unpaid,  the  Industry  shall  not  be  obligated 
to  make  any  further  payments  under  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  this  Section. 

The  Industry  agrees  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  until  the 
principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series 
1974  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount 
equal  to  the  annual  fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  ordinary 
services  oi,  the  Trustee,  as  Trustee,  rendered,  and  its 
ordinary  expenses,  as  Trustee,  incurred  under  the  Ordi- 
nance, as  and  when  the  same  becomes  due;  (ii)  reasonable 
fees  and  charges  of  the  Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  ^nd  any 
other  paying  agents  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  for  acting 
as  paying  agents  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  and  the 
City  as  Bond  Registrar  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  as 
and  when  the  same  become  due;  and  (iii)  the  reasonable 
fees  and  charges  of  the  Trustee  for  the  necessary  extra- 
ordinary services  rendered  by  it  and  extraordinary  ex- 
penses incurred  by  it  under  the  Ordinance,  as  and  when 
the  same  become  due;  provided,  that  the  Industry  may 
without  creating  a  default  hereunder,  contest  in  good 
faith  the  necessity  for  any  such  extraordinary  services 
and   the    amount    of    any    such    extraordinary    expenses. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  payments  by  the 
Industry  under  this  Agreement  including  payments  pur- 
suant to  the  Note  are  to  be  .assigned  by  the  City  to  the 
Trustee.  The  Industry  assents  to  such  assignment  and 
agrees  that,  as  to  the  Trustee,  its  obligation  to  make  such 
payments  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  defense  (other  than 
payment)  or  any  right  of  set-off,  counterclaim  or  recoup- 
ment arising  out  of  any  breach  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee 
of  any  obligation  to  the  Industry,  whether  hereunder  or 
otherwise,  or  out  of  any  indebtedness  or  liability  at  any 
time  owing  to  the  Industry  by  the  City,  except  as  provided 
in  Section  3.2  hereof.  The  City  directs  the  Industry,  and 
the  Industry  agrees,  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  at  its  principal 
office  all  payments  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

In  the  event  the  Industry  shall  fail  to  make  any  of  the 
payments  required  in  this  Section  4.3,  the  item  or  install- 
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ment  so  in  default  slxall  continue  as  an  obligation  of  the 
Industry  until  the  amount  in  default  shall  have  been  fully 
paid,  and  the  Industry  agrees  to  pay  the  same  with  in- 
terest thereon  at  one  percentage  point  greater  than  the 
rate  of  interest  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  until  fully  paid. 

Section  4.4.  Place  of  Payments.  The  payments  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be  p^aid  directly  to 
the  Trustee  for  the  account  of  the  City  and  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  Bond  Fund.  The  additional  payments  to 
be  made  to  the  Trustee  under  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be 
paid  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  its  own  use  or  for  dis- 
bursement to  the  payment  agents,  or  to  the  City,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

Section  4.5.  Obligations  of  Industry  Hereunder  Un- 
conditional. The  obligations  of  the  Industry  to  make  the 
payments  required  in  Section  4.3  hereof  ^and  to  perform 
and  observe  the  other  agreements  on  its  part  contained 
herein  shall  be  absolute  and  unconditional,  irrespective 
of  any  defense  or  any  rights  of  set-off,  recoupment  or 
counterclaim  it  might  otherwise  have  against  the  City,  and 
the  Industry  shall  pay  absolutely  net  during  the  term  of 
this  Agreement  the  payments  to  be  m,ade  on  account  of 
the  loan  as  prescribed  in  Section  4.3  and  all  other  pay- 
ments required  hereunder  free  of  any  deductions  and 
without  abatement,  diminution  or  set-off  other  than 
those  herein  expressly  provided;  and  until  such  time  as 
the  principal  of  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the 
Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid,  or  provision  for  the 
payment  thereof  shall  have  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  Ordinance,  the  Industry:  (i)  will  not  suspend  or  dis- 
continue any  payments  provided  for  in  Section  4.3  here- 
of; (ii)  will  perform  and  observe  all  of  its  other  agree- 
ments contained  in  this  Agreement;  and  (iii)  except  as 
provided  in  Article  IX  hereof,  will  not  terminate  this 
Agreement  for  any  cause,  including,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  failure  of  the  Industry  to 
complete  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  the  occurrence  of 
any  acts  or  circumstances  that  may  constitute  failure  of 
consideration,  destruction  of  or  damage  to  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities,  commercial  frustration  of  purpose,  any 
change  in  the  tax  laws  of  the  United  States  of  America 
or  of  Maryland  or  any  political  subdivision  of  either  of 
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these,  or  any  failure  of  the  City  to  perform  and  observe 
any  agreement,  whether  express  or  implied,  or  any  duty, 
liability  or  obligation  arising  out  of  or  connected  with 
this  Agreement,  except  to  the  extent  permitted  by  this 
Agreement. 

ARTICLE  V 

OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE, 
INSURANCE  AND  CONDEMNATION 

Section  5.1.  Operation  and  Maintenance  of  Pollution 
Control  Facilities.  The  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  operate 
and  maintain  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  at  all  times 
hereafter  in  accordance  with  all  applicable  laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  at  its  own  expense  and  shall  defray  all  costs 
in  connection  therewith  (including  from  time  to  time  all 
necessary  repairs  and  renewals  and  replacements)  so  that 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  all  other  facilities 
necessary  or  incidental  thereto  shall  be  kept  in  good  re- 
pair and  in  good  operating  condition. 

Section  5.2.  Insurance.  The  Industry  shall  keep  at  its 
own  expense  the  B^altimore  plant  and  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  at  all  times  insured  against  loss  or  damage 
in  accordance  with  the  customary  insurance  practices  of 
the  Industry  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Trustee  from  time  to 
time  certificates  establishing  that  such  insurance  has  been 
obtained,  or  th,at  the  Industry  considers  the  Baltimore 
plant  and  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  to  be  its  asset 
and  is  acting  as  a  self-insurer.  The  Trustee  shall  have  no 
responsibility  to  evaluate  the  adequacy  of  any  such  in- 
surance. 

If  the  Industry  at  any  time  shall  c^arry  property  dam- 
age or  public  liability  insurance  with  specific  reference 
to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  the  operation  thereof, 
the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  made  additional  insureds 
thereunder  or  included  therein  as  their  interests  may 
appear. 

The  Industry  releases  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from, 
agrees  that  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable 
for,  and  agrees  to  defend  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
harmless  from,  any  Hability  for  any  loss  or  damage  to 
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property  or  any  injury  to  or  death  of  ^ny  person  including 
costs  or  expenses  of  litigation,  that  may  be  occasioned  by 
any  cause  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  except  as  the  same  may  be  caused  by  the 
negligence  of  the  City,  or  any  of  its  agencies,  servants 
or  employees  while  acting  on  behalf  of  the  City. 

The  Industry  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  payment  of 
any  costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance  or 
condemnation  awards,  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement 
from  the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners  of 
the  Bonds  or  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  pay- 
ments prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 

Section  5.3.  Damage,  Destruction  and  Condemnation. 
Unless  the  Industry  shall  elect  to  exercise  its  option  to 
terminate  pursuant  to  Section  9.2,  in  the  event  that  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  any  part  thereof  (i)  shall 
be  damaged  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  casualty,  or  (ii) 
title  to  or  the  temporary  use  of  such  shall  be  taken  under 
the  exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  by  any 
governmental  authority,  the  Industry  shall  promptly  re- 
place, repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  damaged,  destroyed  or 
condemned  property  to  substantially  the  same  condition 
as  existed  prior  to  such  event  with  such  changes,  altera- 
tions and  modification  as  may  be  desired  by  the  Industry 
and  which  do  not  disqualify  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities within  the  meaning  of  Section  103  (c)  (4)  (F) 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended. 

The  Industry  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  payment  of 
any  costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance  or 
condemnation  award,  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement 
from  the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners  of 
the  Bonds  or  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  pay- 
ments prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 

ARTICLE  VI 
SPECIAL  COVENANTS 

Section  6.1.  No  Warranty  of  Condition  or  Suitability 
by  the  City.  The  City  makes  no  warranty,  either  express 
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or  implied,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  or  that  they  will  be  suitable  for  the  Industry's 
purposes  or  needs ;  provided,  however,  that  if  any  approval 
by  the  City  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  is  required 
by  law  or  regulation,  the  City  agrees  to  follow  its  es- 
tablished procedures  in  the  grant  or  denial  of  such  ap- 
proval. 

Section  6.2.  City's  Right  of  Access  to  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities.  The  Industry  agrees  that  the  City  and 
the  duly  authorized  agents  of  the  City  shall  have  the  right 
at  all  reasonable  times  to  enter  upon,  and  to  examine 
and  inspect,  f  he  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

Section  6.3.  Industry  to  Maintain  its  Corporate  Exis- 
tence; Conditions  Under  Which  Exceptions  Permitted. 
The  Industry  agrees  that  during  the  term  of  this  Agree- 
ment it  will  maintain  its  corporate  existence,  will  not  dis- 
solve or  otherwise  dispose  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  its 
assets,  and  will  not  consolidate  with  or  merge  into  another 
corporation  or  permit  one  or  more  other  corporations  to 
consolidate  with  or  merge  into  it;  provided,  that  the  In- 
dustry may,  without  violating  the  agreement  contained 
in  this  Section,  consolidate  with  or  merge  into  another 
corporation,  or  permit  one  or  more  corporations  to  con- 
solidate with  or  merge  into  it,  or  sell  or  otherwise  transfer 
to  another  corporation  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets 
as  an  entirety  and  thereafter  dissolve,  provided  the  sur- 
viving, resulting  or  transferee  corporation,  as  the  case  may 
be,  is  a  solvent  corporation  with  a  net  worth  at  least 
equ^l  to  that  of  the  Industry  immediately  prior  to  said 
consolidation,  merger  or  transfer,  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  of  America  or  any  state,  dis- 
trict or  territory  thereof,  and  assumes  in  writing  all 
of  the  obligations  of  the  Industry  under  this  Agreement 
and  the  Note. 

Section  6.4.  Qualification  in  Maryland.  The  Industry 
warrants  that  it  is,  ^and  throughout  the  terms  of  this 
Agreement  it  will  continue  to  be,  duly  qualified  to  do  busi- 
ness in  Maryland. 

Section  6.5.  Pecuniary  Liability.  The  Act  proscribod 
PRESCRIBES  and  the  parties  intend  that  by  reason  of  mak- 
ing this  Agreement,  by  reason  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds, 
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by  reason  of  the  performance  of  any  act  required  of  it  by 
this  Agreement,  or  by  reason  of  the  performance  of  any 
act  requested  of  it  by  the  Industry,  no  indebtedness 
or  charge  against  the  general  ci'edit  or  taxing  powers  of 
the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or 
charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  shall  occur  or 
shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  lia- 
bility of  the  City.  Nevertheless,  if  the  City  shall  incur 
any  such  pecuniary  liability,  then  in  such  event  the  In- 
dustry shall  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  harmless  by 
reason  thereof. 

Section  6.6.  Financial  Statements  of  Industry.  The 
Industry  agrees  to  have  an  .annual  audit  made  by  its 
regular  independent  certified  public  accountant  and  to 
furnish  the  Trustee  (within  thirty  days  after  receipt  by 
the  Industry)  with  a  balance  sheet  and  statement  of 
income  and  surplus  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Industry  and  its  consolidated  subsidiaries,  if  any,  at 
the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  and  the  results  of  operations 
of  the  Industry  and  its  consolidated  subsidiaries,  if  any, 
for  each  fiscal  year,  accomplished  by  a  certificate  of  opin- 
ion of  said  accountants.  The  Industry  further  agrees  to 
furnish  to  the  Trustee,  to  the  initial  purchaser  of  the 
Series  1974  Bonds,  and  if  requested  in  writing,  to  any 
bondholder  all  financial  statements  which  it  sends  to  its 
shareholders. 

Section  6.7.  Additional  Bonds.  Subject  to  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  City  under  the  Ordinance,  the  Cit^'  and  the 
Industry  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more  amend- 
ments to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  obtaining  of  addi- 
tional funds  by  the  City  to  finance  the  completion  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  to  provide  additional  pollu- 
tion control  facilities  through  the  issuance  of  additional 
Bonds  pursuant  to  Section  2.09  of  the  Ordinance ;  provided 
that  no  obligation  is  imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Section 
6.7  to  enter  into  any  such  amendment,  and  no  such 
amendment  is  permitted  hereunder  which  would  result 
either  in  the  breach  of  the  City's  agreements  pursuant 
to  the  Ordinance  or  in  the  reduction  of  the  Industry's 
obligations  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 
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ARTICLE  VII 

ASSIGNMENT,  SUBLEASING,  MORTGAGING 

AND  SELLING;  REDEMPTION;  PREPAYMENT; 

AND  TREATMENT  OF  ADDITIONAL  WASTE 

Section  7.1.  Assignment  and  Subleasing.  This  Agree- 
ment may  be  assigned,  and  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
may  be  leased,  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as  a  whole 
or  in  part,  by  the  Industry  without  the  necessity  of  ob- 
taining the  consent  of  either  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  sub- 
ject, however,  to  each  of  the  following  conditions : 

(a)  No  assignment  (other  than  pursuant  to  Section 
6.3  hereof)  leasing,  sale  or  other  disposition  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  primary  liability  for  any  of  its  obli- 
gations hereunder,  and  in  the  event  of  any  such  assign- 
ment or  lease,  sale  or  other  disposition,  the  Industry  shall 
continue  to  remain  primarily  liable  for  the  payments 
specified  under  this  Agreement  and  for  the  payment,  per- 
formance and  observance  of  the  other  obligations  and 
agreements  on  its  part  herein  provided  to  be  performed 
and  observed  by  it. 

(b)  The  assignee,  lessee  or  transferee  shall  assume 
in  writing  the  obligations  and  covenants  of  the  Industry 
hereunder  to  the  extent  of  the  interest  acquired. 

(c)  The  Industry  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days 
after  the  delivery  thereof,  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished 
to  the  City  and  to  the  Trustee  a  true  and  complete  copy 
of  each  such  assignment,  lease,  deed  or  other  instrument, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  7.2.  Assignment  of  this  Agreement  by  the 
City.  The  City  will  assign  its  interest  in  and  pledge  any 
moneys  receivable  under  this  Agreement  (except  pay- 
ments pursuant  to  Section  6.5  and  Section  8.4  hereof), 
to  the  Trustee  as  security  for  payment  of  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  7.3.  Redemption  of  Bonds.  The  City,  at  the 
request  at  any  time  of  the  Industry  and  if  the  same  are 
then  callable,  shall  forthwith  take  all  steps  that  may  be 
necessary  under  the  applicable  redemption  provisions  of 
the  Resolution  and  the  Ordinance  to  effect  redemption  of 
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all  or  part  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds,  as  may  be 
specified  by  the  Industry,  on  the  earliest  redemption  date 
on  which  such  redemption  may  be  made  under  such  ap- 
plicable provisions.  The  City  sh,all  cooperate  with  the  In- 
dustry in  effecting  any  purchase  of  Bonds  to  be  delivered 
for  credit,  ;as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  against  the  sink- 
ing fund  redemption  obligation,  if  desired  by  the  Industry. 

Section  7.4.  Prepayments.  There  is  expressly  reserved 
to  the  Industry  the  right  and  the  Industry  is  authorized 
and  permitted  at  any  time  it  may  choose  to  prepay  all  or 
any  part  of  the  amounts  payable  under  Section  4.3  hereof, 
and  the  City  agrees  that  the  Trustee  may  accept  such  pre- 
payments when  the  same  are  tendered  by  the  Industry. 
All  amounts  so  prepaid  shall  be  credited  on  the  payments 
specified  in  Section  4.3  hereof,  in  the  order  of  their  due 
dates,  or,  if  requested  by  the  Industry,  the  City  shall 
direct  the  Trustee  to  apply  such  payments  to  the  purchase 
of  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance. 

Section  7.5.  Modification  of  Pollution  Control  Facili- 
ties. The  Industry  may  from  time  to  time  in  its  sole  dis- 
cretion and  at  its  own  expense  modify,  improve  or  enlarge 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  any  way  permitted  by 
the  then  applicable  statutes,  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  purpose  of  meeting  the  Industry's  Pollution  Control 
needs  and  which  do  not  disqualify  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  within  the  meaning  of  Section  103(c)(4)(F) 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  ^mended. 

Section  7.6.  Reference  to  Bonds  Ineffective  After  Bonds 
Paid.  Upon  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision 
for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  all  fees  and  charges 
of  the  Trustee,  all  references  in  this  Agreement  to  the 
Bonds  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  ineffective,  and  neither 
the  Trustee  nor  the  holders  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall 
thereafter  have  any  rights  hereunder,  saving  and  except- 
ing those  that  shall  have  theretofore  vested.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Agreement,  the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed  fully 
paid  : 

(a)  If  there  is  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  an  amount 
sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  all  the  then  outstanding 
Bonds  plus  the  interest  due  thereon  until  and  at  their 
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respective  maturities,  and  provision  for  payment  of  all 
Trustee's  and  paying  agents'  fees,  accrued  and  to  accrue, 
has  been  made  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee 
and  such  paying  agents ;  or 

(b)     If  the  Bonds  have  been  paid  as  provided  in  Section 
9.01  of  the  Ordinance. 


ARTICLE  VIII 

EVENTS  OF  DEFAULT  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  8.4.  Events  of  Default  Defined.  The  following 
shall  be  ''events  of  default"  under  this  Agreement  and  the 
terms  "events  of  default"  or  ''default"  shall  mean,  when- 
ever they  are  used  in  this  Agreement  any  one  or  more  of 
the  following  events : 

(a)  Failure  by  the  Industry  to  pay  the  amounts 
required  to  be  paid  under  the  first  two  paragraphs  of 
Section  4.3  of  this  Agreement  at  the  time  specified  therein. 

(b)  Failure  by  the  Industry  to  observe  and  perform 
any  coven^ant,  condition  or  agreement  in  this  Agreement 
on  the  part  of  the  Industry  to  be  observed  or  performed, 
other  than  as  referred  to  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  Section, 
for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  written  notice, 
specifying  such  failure  and  requesting  that  it  be  remedied, 
given  to  the  Industry  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  unless 
the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  agree  in  writing  to  an  ex- 
tension of  such  time  prior  to  its  expiration  (or  in  the  case 
of  any  such  default  which  cannot  with  due  diligence  be 
cured  within  such  30-dAy  period,  if  Industry  shall  fail 
to  proceed  promptly  to  cure  the  same  and  thereafter  prose- 
cute the  curing  of  such  default  with  due  diligence,  it  being 
intended  in  connection  with  such  a  default  not  susceptible 
of  being  cured  with  due  diligence  within  the  30  days  that 
the  time  within  which  the  Industry  may  cure  the  same 
shall  be  extended  for  such  period  as  may  be  necessary 
to  complete  the  curing  of  the  same  with  all  due  diligence). 

(c)  The  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry  or 
the  filing  by  the  Industry  of  a  voluntary  petition  in  bank- 
ruptcy, or  the  commission  by  the  Industry  of  ^ny  Act  of 
bankruptcy,  or  adjudication  of  the  Industry  as  a  bankrupt. 
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or  assignment  by  the  Industry  for  the  benefit  of  its  credi- 
tors, or  the  entry  by  the  Industry  into  an  agreement  of 
composition  with  its  creditors,  or  the  approval  by  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  of  a  petition  applicable  to  the 
Industry  in  any  proceeding  for  its  reorganization  insti- 
tuted under  the  provisions  of  the  general  bankruptcy 
Act,  as  amended,  or  under  any  similar  act  in  any  domestic 
or  foreign  jurisdiction  which  may  now  be  in  effect  or 
hereafter  enacted.  The  term  "dissolution  or  liquidation 
of  the  Industry,"  as  used  in  this  subsection,  shall  not  be 
construed  to  include  the  cessation  of  the  corporate  exist- 
ence of  the  Industry  resulting  either  from  a  merger  or 
consolidation  of  the  Industry  into  or  with  another  corpora- 
tion or  a  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry 
following  a  transfer  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  ;assets 
as  an  entity,  provided,  that  the  conditions  permitting  such 
actions  contained  in  Section  6.3  hereof  shall  have  been  met. 

The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  are  subject 
to  the  following  limitations:  If  by  any  reason  of  force 
majeure  the  Industry  is  unable  in  whole  or  in  part  to  carry 
out  the  agreements  of  the  Industry  on  its  part  herein 
contained,  other  than  the  obligations  on  the  part  of  the 
Industry  contained  in  Article  IV  and  Section  6.5  hereof, 
the  Industry  shall  not  be  deemed  in  default  during  the 
continuance  of  such  inability.  The  term  "force  majeure" 
as  used  herein  shall  mean,  without  limitation,  the  follow- 
ing: acts  of  God;  strikes;  lockouts  or  other  industrial 
disturbances;  acts  of  public  enemies,  orders  of  any  kind 
of  the  government  of  the  United  States  or  of  Maryland  or 
any  of  their  departments,  agencies  or  officials,  or  any 
civil  or  military  authority;  insurrections;  riots;  epidem- 
ics; landslides;  lightning;  earthquakes;  fire;  hurricanes; 
storms;  floods;  washouts;  droughts;  arrests;  restraint  of 
government  and  people;  civil  disturbances;  explosions; 
breakage  or  accident  to  machinery,  transmission  pipes  or 
canals;  partial  or  entire  failure  of  utilities;  or  any  other 
cause  or  event  not  reasonably  within  the  control  of  the 
Industry,  it  being  agreed  that  the  settlement  of  strikes, 
lockouts  and  other  industrial  disturbances  shall  be  entirely 
within  the  discretion  of  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry 
shall  not  be  required  to  make  settlement  of  strikes,  lock- 
outs and  other  industrial  disturbances  by  acceding  to  the 
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demands  of  the  opposing  party  or  parties  when  such 
course  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Industry,  unfavorable 
to  the  Industry. 

Section  8.2.  Remedies  on  Default.  Whenever  any  event 
of  default  referred  to  in  Section  8.1  hereof  shall  have 
happened  and  be  subsisting,  the  City  may  take  Any  one 
or  more  of  the  following  remedial  steps : 

(a)  The  City  or  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Ordi- 
nance may,  at  its  option,  declare  all  payments  payable 
under  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  Section  4.3  hereof 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  this  Agreement  to  be 
immediately  due  and  payable,  whereupon  the  same  shall 
become  immediately  due  and  payable. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  at  the  time  be 
outstanding  and  unpaid^  the  City  may  have  access  to  and 
inspect,  examine  and  make  copies  of  the  books  and  records 
and  any  and  all  accounts  and  similar  data  of  the  Industry. 

(c)  The  City  may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in 
equity  may  appear  necessary  or  desirable  to  collect  the 
payments  and  other  amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to 
become  due  or  to  enforce  performance  and  observance  of 
any  obligation,  agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry 
under  this  Agreement. 

Any  amounts  collected  pursuant  to  action  taken  under 
this  Section  shall  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund  and  applied 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

No  action  taken  pursuant  to  this  Section  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  the  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to 
Section  4.3  and  Section  8.2(a)  hereof,  all  of  which  shall 
survive  any  such  action,  and  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in  equity  as  may 
appear  necessary  and  desirable  to  collect  the  payments 
and  other  amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to  come  due 
and/or  to  enforce  the  perform.ance  and  observance  of 
any  obligation,  agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry 
hereunder. 

Section  8.3.  No  Remedy  Exclusive.  No  remedy  herein 
conferred  upon  or  reserved  to  the  City  is  intended  to  be 
exclusive  of  any  other  available  remedy  or  remedies,  but 
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each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative  and  shall 
be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  under  this 
Agreement  or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity 
or  by  statute.  No  delay  or  omission  to  exercise  any  right 
or  power  accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such 
right  or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver 
thereof,  but  any  such  right  and  power  may  be  exercised 
from  time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedi- 
ent. In  order  to  entitle  the  City  to  exercise  any  remedy 
reserved  to  it  in  this  Article,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
give  ^ny  notice,  other  than  such  notice  as  may  be  herein 
expressly  required.  Such  rights  and  remedies  as  are  given 
the  City  hereunder  shall  also  extend  to  the  Trustee,  and 
the  Trustee  and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed 
third  party  beneficiaries  of  all  covenants  and  agreements 
herein  contained. 

Section  8.4.  Agreement  to  Pay  Attorney's  Fees  and 
Expenses.  In  the  event  the  Industry  should  default  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  and  the  City  or 
the  Trustee  should  employ  attorneys  or  incur  other  ex- 
penses for  the  collection  of  debt  or  the  enforcement  of 
performance  or  observance  of  any  obligation  or  agreement 
on  the  part  of  the  Industry  herein  contained,  the  Industry 
agrees  that  it  will  on  demand  therefor  pay  to  the  City  or 
the  Trustee  the  reasonable  fee  of  such  attorneys  and  such 
other  expenses  so  incurred  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee. 

Section  8.5.  No  Additional  Waiver  Implied  by  One 
Waiver.  In  the  event  any  agreement  cont;ained  in  this 
Agreement  should  be  breached  by  the  Industry  and  there- 
after waived  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  such  waiver  shall 
be  limited  to  the  particular  breach  so  waived  and  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  waive  any  other  breach  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  IX 
OPTIONS  IN  FAVOR  OF  INDUSTRY 

Section  9.1.  Option  to  Terminate.  The  Industry  shall 
h^ve,  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  following  option  to  ter- 
minate this  Agreement : 

At  any  time  prior  to  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or 
provision    for    payment    thereof    having    been    made    in 
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accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Indenture)  the 
Industry  may  terminate  this  Agreement  by  paying  to  the 
Trustee  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  amount  on 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay,  retire 
and  redeem  all  the  outstanding  Bonds  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  (including,  without  limit- 
ing the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  principal,  interest  to 
maturity  or  earliest  applicable  redemption  date,  as  the 
case  may  be,  premium,  expenses  of  redemption  and 
Trustee's,  paying  agents'  and  Bond  Registrar's  fees  and 
expenses),  and  in  case  of  redemption  making  arrange- 
ments satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the 
required  notice  of  redemption,  and  by  paying  to  the  City 
any  and  all  sums  then  due  to  the  City  under  this  Agree- 
ment. 

Section  9.2.  Option  to  Terminate  Agreement  Prior  to 
Payment  of  Bonds.  The  Industry  shall  have,  and  is  hereby 
granted,  the  option  to  terminate  this  Agreement  prior  to 
the  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment 
thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Ordinance),  if  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in 
the  following  clauses  shall  have  occurred  (but  only  upon 
payment  of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 

(a)  The  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  have  been  damaged  or  destroyed  to  such 
extent  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Industry  expressed  in  a  resolution  filed  with  the 
Trustee:  (i)  such  facilities  cannot  be  reasonably  restored 
within  a  period  of  six  months  to  the  condition  thereof 
immediately  preceding  such  damage  or  destruction;  or 
(ii)  restoration  of  the  Baltimore  Plant  and  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  is  not  economically  feasible. 

(b)  Title  to,  or  the  temporary  use  of,  all  or  substan- 
tially all  of  the  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  or  such  part  thereof  as  shall  materially  interfere, 
in  Industry's  judgment,  with  the  operation  of  the  Baltimore 
Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  for  the  purpose 
for  which  the  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  are  designed,  shall  have  been  taken  under  the 
exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  by  any  govern- 
mental body  or  by  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  acting 
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under  governmental  authority  (including  such  a  taking  or 
takings  as  results  in  the  Industry  being  thereby  prevented 
from  operating  the  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  for  a  period  of  six  months) . 

(c)  As  a  result  of  any  changes  in  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of 
America  or  of  legislative  or  administrative  action 
(whether  state  or  federal)  or  by  final  decree,  judgment 
or  order  of  any  court  or  administrative  body  (whether 
state  or  federal)  entered  after  the  contest  thereof  by  the 
Industry  in  good  faith,  this  Agreement  shall  have  become 
void  or  unenforceable  or  impossible  of  performance  in 
accordance  with  the  intent  and  purposes  of  the  parties 
as  expressed  in  this  Agreement,  or  unreasonable  burdens 
or  excessive  liabilities  shall  have  been  imposed  on  the  City 
or  the  Industry  in  respect  to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities, 
including,  without  limitation,  federal,  state  or  other  ad 
valorem,  property,  income  or  other  taxes  not  being  im- 
posed on  the  date  of  this  Agreement. 

(d)  Changes  in  economic  availability  of  raw  materials, 
operating  supplies  or  facilities  necessary  to  operate  the 
Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  technological  or  other 
changes  make  the  continued  operation  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  or  any  part  thereof  or  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant  uneconomical,  or  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  determined  to  be 
obsolete  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  installed, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Industry. 

(e)  Legal  curtailment  of  the  Industry's  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  all  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  any  part 
thereof,  or  all  or  substantially  all  of  the  Industry's  Balti- 
more Plant. 

To  exercise  such  option,  the  Industry  shall,  within 
sixty  (60)  days  following  the  event  authorizing  the  exer- 
cise of  such  option,  give  written  notice  to  the  City,  and 
to  the  Trustee  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be  unpaid, 
and  shall  specify  therein  the  date  of  termination  which 
date  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty 
(60)  days  from  the  d,ate  such  notice  is  mailed,  and  in  case 
of  a  redemption  of  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Ordinance,  shall  make  arrangements  satis- 
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factory  to  the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice 
of  redemption,  provided  that  this  option  to  terminate  is 
conditioned  upon  the  Industry's  payment  to  the  Trustee 
on  or  prior  to  the  termination  date  of  the  sum  of  the 
following : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient 
to  retire  and  redeem  ,all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  on 
the  earliest  redemption  date  provided  by  the  Ordinance 
including,  without  limitation,  principal,  all  interest  to 
accrue  to  said  redemption  date  and  redemption  expenses; 
plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's,  pay- 
ing agents'  .and  Bond  Registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under 
the  Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  final  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

In  the  event  of  the  exercise  of  the  option  granted  in 
this  Section,  any  proceeds  of  insurance  or  condemnation 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Industry  simultaneously  with  the 
Industry's  payment  of  the  sum  prescribed  in  (1)  and 
(2)  above. 

If  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in  clauses  (a),  (b),  (c), 
(d)  or  (e)  of  this  Section  9.2  occur  and  the  Industry 
does  not  exercise  its  option  to  terminate  which  results 
from  such  event,  then  the  Industry  shall  continue  to  oper- 
ate and  maintain  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  accord- 
ance with  this  Agreement  and  shall  undertake  any  repairs 
thereto  or  restoration  thereof  required  under  any  provi- 
sion of  this  Agreement. 

Section  9.3.  Option  to  Prepay  in  Part  in  Certain  Cir- 
cumstances. In  addition  to  any  other  option  to  repay 
amounts  due  under  this  Agreement,  the  Industry  shall 
have  and  is  hereby  granted  the  option  to  prepay  in  part 
amounts  due  under  Section  4.3  of  this  Agreement  if,  by 
reason  of  changes  in  federal  or  state  requirements  or  stand- 
ards or  by  reason  of  the  availability  of  technological 
improved  methods  of  pollution  control,  the  board  of  direc- 
tors of  the  Industry  determines  to  remove  or  abandon  the 
use  of  any  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  installed  or 
constructed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds.  To  exercise 
such  option,  the  Industry  shall  give  written  notice  to  the 
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City  and  to  the  Trustee  and  shall  specify  therein  the  date 
of  partial  prepayment,  which  date  shall  be  not  less  than 
thirty  nor  more  than  sixty  days  from  the  date  such 
notice  is  mailed,  and  shall  make  arrangements  satisfactory 
to  the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of 
redemption  of  the  Bonds,  provided  that  this  option  to 
prepay  in  part  is  conditioned  upon  the  Industry's  pay- 
ment to  the  Trustee,  on  or  prior  to  the  partial  prepayment 
date,  an  amount  of  money  which  will  be  sufficient  to  retire 
and  redeem  th^at  amount  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds 
which  bears  the  same  ratio  to  all  of  the  then  outstanding 
Bonds  as  the  cost  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  re- 
moved or  abandoned  bears  to  the  total  cost  of  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities,  on  the  earliest  possible  redemption 
date  provided  by  the  Ordinance,  including  without  limi- 
tation, principal,  all  interest  to  accrue  to  said  redemption 
date,  and  redemption  expenses. 

ARTICLE  X 
MANDATORY  PREPAYMENT 

Section  10.1.  Obligation  to  Prepay  and  Terminate 
Agreement  Prior  to  Payment  of  the  Bonds.  The  Industry 
shall  become  immediately  obligated  to  prepay  all  amounts 
due  under  this  Agreement  and  to  terminate  this  Agreement 
prior  to  the  full  pajTnent  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for 
p^ayment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance),  if  either  of  the  events 
set  forth  below  shall  have  occurred  (but  only  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 

(a)  The  enactment  of  any  amendment  to  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the  Treasury  Regu- 
lations issued  thereunder  (the  Code)  causing  the  interest 
on  the  Bonds  to  be  includible  in  gross  income,  as  defined 
in  Section  61  of  the  Code,  of  any  holder,  which  by  his 
or  its  nature  is  not  exempt  from  Federal  Income  Taxation 
(other  than  a  substantial  user,  as  defined  in  such  Treas- 
ury Regulations,  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  or  a  related 
person) ;  provided  that  the  Trustee  and  the  holders  of  the 
Bonds  afford  the  Industry  the  opportunity,  at  the  Indus- 
try's expense,  to  challenge  the  validity  of  any  such  amend- 
ment. 
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(b)  A  final  judicial  decision  holding  the  interest  on 
the  Bonds  to  be  includible  in  gross  income,  as  above  de- 
scribed in  (a)  ;  provided  that  the  Trustee  and/or  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  (i)  give(s)  the  Industry  notice  within 
30  days  after  the  Trustee  or  the  holder  of  the  Bond 
learn (s)  that  the  validity  of  the  tax  exemption  on  the 
interest  on  the  Bonds  is  being  challenged,  and  (ii)  afford 
the  Industry  the  opportunity,  at  the  Industry's  expense, 
to  direct  the  necessary  litigation  (including  administra- 
tive audit  appeals),  it  being  understood  that  a  judicial 
decision  shall  not  be  considered  final  for  this  purpose  until 
the  conclusion  of  appellate,  including  Supreme  Court,  re- 
view if  sought. 

The  Industry  shall,  within  30  days  following  either  of 
the  events  obligating  the  Industry  to  prepay  and  termi- 
nate hereunder,  give  written  notice  to  the  City  and  the 
Trustee,  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be  unpaid  or  ade- 
quate provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  not  have 
been  made,  and  shall  specify  therein  the  proposed  date  of 
such  prepayment  and  termination,  which  date  shall  be  not 
less  than  15  nor  more  than  30  days  from  the  date  such 
notice  is  mailed,  and,  in  case  of  a  redemption  of  the  Bonds 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  shall 
make  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  for  the 
giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemption. 

The  amount  which  the  Industry  shall  be  obligated  to 
pay  in  order  to  prepay  and  cause  this  Agreement  to  be 
terminated  as  herein  provided  shall  be  the  sum  of  the 
following  : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which^  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund^  will  be  sufficient 
to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  as 
provided  in  Section  3.01(4)  of  the  Ordinance;  plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's  pay- 
ing agents'  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under 
the  Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  final  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  Bonds ;  plus 

(3)  An  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  interest 
paid  on  the  Bonds  from  the  date  the  interest  on  such  Bonds 
becomes  so  includible  in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder, 
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would  cause  the  total  amount  of  interest  on  such  Bonds 
from  such  date  to  the  date  of  payment  to  have  been  paid 
at  the  rate  of  165%  of %  per  annum. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  amount  payable  under  Sub- 
section (3)  above  shall  only  be  payable  in  the  event  that: 

(1)  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  becomes  so  includible  in 
gross  income  of  any  such  holder  for  any  reason  specified 
in  Subsection  (b)  above;  or 

(2)  the  Industry,  at  its  expense,  challenges  for  any 
reason  the  validity  of  any  amendment  to  the  Code,  which 
amendment  results  in  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  becoming 
includible  in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder,  in  which 
event  the  amount  set  forth  in  (3)  above  would  be  com- 
puted beginning  on  the  date  such  holder  learns  that  the 
interest  on  the  Bonds  is  includible  in  his  or  its  gross  income. 

ARTICLE  XI 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  11.1.  Notices.  All  notices,  certificates  or  other 
communications  hereunder  shall  be  sufficiently  given  and 
shall  be  deemed  given  when  mailed  by  registered  mail, 
postage  prepaid,  or  given  when  dispatched  by  telegram 
when  telegraphic  notice  is  permitted  by  express  provisions 
of  this  Agreement,  addressed  as  follows:  If  to  the  City, 

to   the   ,    ;   if  to 

the  Industry,  at  the  ,   ;  if  to 

the  Trustee,  at  ,  Attention:  Corporate  Trust 

Department.  The  City,  the  Industry  and  the  Trustee  may, 
by  notice  given  to  all  parties  to  this  Agrement  and  the 
Ordinance,  designate  any  further  or  different  addresses 
to  which  subsequent  notices,  certificates  or  other  com- 
munications shall  be  sent. 

Section  11.2.     Filing. 

(a)  The  security  interest  of  the  Trustee  created  herein 
shall  be  perfected  by  the  filing  of  financing  statements 
which  fully  comply  with  the  Maryland  Uniform  Commer- 
cial Code — Secured  Transactions,  in  the  Office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  and  in  the  Office 
of  the  State  Department  of  Assessments  and  Taxation,  in 
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the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  The  parties  further  ao:ree 
that  all  necessary  continuation  statements  shall  be  filed 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Maryland  Uniform  Com- 
mercial Code — Secured  Transactions,  in  order  to  continue 
the  security  interests  created  by  this  Agreement,  to  the 
end  that  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  the 
Trustee  shall  be  fully  preserved  as  against  creditors  of, 
or  purchasers  for  value  from,  the  City  or  the  Industry. 

Section  11.3.  Binding  Effect.  This  Agreement  shall 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  shall  be  binding  upon  the  City, 
the  Industry  and  their  respective  successors  and  assigns, 
subject,  however,  to  the  limitations  contained  in  Sections 
6.3,  7.1,  7.2  and  7.3  hereof. 

Section  11.4.  Severability,.  In  the  event  any  provision 
of  this  Agreement  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unenforceable 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  holding  shall 
not  invalidate  or  render  unenforceable  any  other  provi- 
sion hereof. 

Section  11.5.  Amounts  Remaining  in  Bond  Fund.  It 
is  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  any  amounts  remain- 
ing in  the  Bond  Fund  after  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds 
(or  provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  the 
fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  paying 
agents  in  accordance  with  the  Indenture,  shall  belong  to 
and  be  paid  to  the  Industry  by  the  Trustee  as  overpay- 
ments. 

Section  11.6.  Amendments,  Changes  and  Modifications. 
This  Agreement  may  not  be  amended,  changed,  modified, 
altered  or  terminated  without  in  each  instance  the  prior 
written  consent  of  the  Trustee ;  provided  the  City  and  the 
Industry  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more  amendments 
to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  an  increase  in  the  obli- 
gations of  the  City  and  the  Industry  upon  an  undertaking 
of  the  Industry  to  complete  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
or  to  construct  or  acquire  additional  pollution  control 
facilities  through  the  issuance  of  additional  Bonds  pur- 
suant to  Section  2.09  of  the  Ordinance;  provided  that  no 
obligation  is  imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Section  11.6 
to  enter  into  any  such  amendment  and  no  such  amendment 
is  permitted  hereunder  which  would  result  either  in  the 
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breach  of  the  City's  agreements  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance 
or  in  the  reduction  of  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to 
this  Agreement. 

Section  11.7.  Execution  of  Counterparts.  This  Agree- 
ment may  be  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  ^nd  all  of  which  shall  constitute 
but  one  and  the  same  instrument. 

Section  11.8.  Laiv  Governing  Construction  of  Agree- 
ment. This  Agreement  is  prepared  and  entered  into  with 
the  intention  that  the  law  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall 
govern  its  construction.

Upon  the  payment  of  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  the 
Ordinance,  all  sums  remaining  to  be  paid  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Note  shall  be  deemed  to  be  canceled  and  the 
obligations  of  the  Industry  under  this  Note  shall  be  ter- 
minated. 

This  Note  shall  be  governed  and  construed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  issu- 
ance by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land of  its  revenue  bonds,  designated  ''Industrial  Reve- 
nue Bonds  (General  Refractories  Company  Project), 
1974  Series,"  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not 
exceeding  SI. 000, 000  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tions 266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the  An- 
notated Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement  Volume, 
as  amended)  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  General 
Refractories  Company,  a  Pennsylvania  corporation,  for 
the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  financing  the  acquisi- 
tion by  such  corporation  of  certain  industrial  buildings 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance; 
making  certain  legislative  findings,  among  others,  con- 
cerning the  public  benefit  and  purpose  of  the  revenue 
bonds;  providing  that  such  revenue  bonds  (a)  shall  be 
payable  solely  and  only  from  revenue  derived  from  pay- 
ments by  such  corporation  to  the  City  on  the  loan  and 
(b)  shall  not  ever  constitute,  within  the  meaning  of  any 
constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  otherwise  (i)  an 
indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  or  any 
other   political    sub-division    or    (ii)    a    charge    against 
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the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  such  City;  pre- 
scribing the  terms,  conditions,  security,  form  and  tenor 
of  such  bonds ;  authorizing  the  private  sale  of  such  bonds ; 
providing  that  certain  matters  pertaining  to  such  reve- 
nue bonds,  including  (without  limitation)  interest  rate, 
sinking  fund  requirements,  redemption  provisions,  form 
of  official  statement,  appointment  of  a  trustee  and  bond 
purchase  agreement  shall  be  determined  at  the  time  of 
such  private  sale  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance;  providing  for  the  authentication  and  delivery 
thereof;  creating  a  construction  fund  and  bond  fund  to 
be  held  by- the  trustee;  providing  for  the  investment  of 
moneys  held  by  the  trustee ;  providing  remedies  for  bond- 
holders in  the  event  of  default ;  providing  for  the  enact- 
ment of  supplemental  ordinances ;  and  generally  provid- 
ing for  and  determining  various  matters  in  connection 
with  the  authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale  and  paj'- 
ment  of  such  revenue  bonds. 

RECITALS 

By  Chapter  352  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1972,  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  repealed  and  re-enacted, 
with  amendments,  Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of 
Article  41,  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Re- 
placement Volume,  as  amended)  (the  "Act").  The  Act  now 
empowers  all  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State 
of  Maryland  to  issue  revenue  bonds  and  to  loan  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  such  revenue  bonds  to  an  industrial 
concern  to  finance  the  acquisition  by  such  industrial  con- 
cern of  industrial  buildings.  The  Act  declares  it  to  be  the 
legislative  purpose  to  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment 
in  the  State,  to  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  a 
balanced  economy  in  the  State,  to  promote  economic  de- 
velopment, to  protect  natural  resources  and  in  this  manner 
to  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents 
of  each  of  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  of 
Maryland. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City") 
has  determined  to  issue  and  sell  not  exceeding  81,000,000 
principal  amount  of  its  Industrial  Revenue  Bonds  (General 
Refractories  Company  Project),  1974  Series  (the  "Bonds") 
and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  such  Bonds  to  General  Re- 
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fractories  Company,  a  Pennsylvania  corporation  (the 
"Industry")  and  an  industrial  concern  as  mentioned  in  the 
Act,  on  the  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  Loan 
Agreement  provided  by  this  Ordinance,  in  order  to  finance 
the  Industry's  acquisition  of  certain  industrial  buildings 
(the  ''Industrial  Buildings")  at  the  Industry's  Chesapeake 
Street  plant  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  to  encourage  eco- 
nomic development,  and  to  protect  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  Citizens  of  this  State  and  this  City. 

This  Ordinance  authorizes  and  consummates  a  transac- 
tion which  the  Industry  proposed  to  the  City  in  accordance 
with  Section  266B(d)  of  the  Act  by  a  letter  of  intent 
dated  March  8, 1974. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  that  acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby 
found  and  determined,  as  follows : 

(1)  The  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  pur- 
suant to  the  Act  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  the  In- 
dustry for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  acquiring  in- 
dustrial buildings  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act  will 
facilitate  and  expedite  the  acquisition,  construction,  instal- 
lation and  equipping  of  such  industrial  buildings  by  the 
Industry ; 

(2)  The  acquisition  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  by  the 
Industry  and  the  financing  thereof  provided  in  this  Ordi- 
nance will  promote  the  declared  legislative  purposes  of  the 
Act  through  furtherance  of  the  control,  reduction  or  abate- 
ment of  pollution  of  the  environment  facilitating  the  ac- 
quisition of  industrial  buildings  by  the  Industry  and  thus 
will  (i)  sustain  jobs  and  employment  opportunities  and 
aid  in  maintaining  employment,  thus  relieving  conditions 
of  unemployment  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City ; 
(ii)  encourage  the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced 
economy  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City;  (iii) 
assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  in  the  State  of 
Maryland  and  in  the  City;  (iv)  promote  economic  develop- 
ment; and  (v)  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of 
the  residents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  of  the  State  of 
Maryland. 
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(3)  In  addition  to  authorizing  the  City  itself  to  acquire 
the  Industrial  Buildings  and  either  to  lease  or  to  sell  the 
Industrial  Buildings  to  the  Industry,  the  Act,  as  an  alterna- 
tive procedure,  also  authorizes  industrial  building  financ- 
ing to  be  accomplished  in  the  form  of  a  loan  to  the  In- 
dustry. The  loan  form  of  transaction  avoids  indirect  costs 
and  burden  on  the  City  by  not  requiring  any  direct  in- 
volvement by  the  City  in  the  construction,  ownership  or 
administration  of  the  Industrial  Buildings;  it  permits, 
however;  ample  controls  to  be  imposed  on  the  use  of  the 
Bond  proceeds  to  insure  that  the  public  purposes  of  the 
Act  and  the  ^revenue  bonds  are  fully  accomplished.  It  is, 
therefore,  in  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  to  finance  the  Industrial  Buildings 
by  a  loan  to  the  Industry.  This  Ordinance  contemplates 
and  authorizes  a  transaction  in  the  form  of  a  loan  of  the 
revenue  Bond  proceeds  by  the  City  to  the  Industry,  rather 
than  a  transaction  in  the  form  of  a  lease  or  sale  of  the 
Industrial  Buildings.  Accordingly,  this  Ordinance,  together 
with  the  Loan  Agreement  authorized  hereby  contains 
such  provisions  as  the  City  deems  appropriate  to  effect  the 
financing  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  by  the  loan  form  of 
transaction. 

(4)  Neither  bonds  nor  interest  coupons  issued  under 
the  authority  of  the  Act  constitute  an  indebtedness  of  the 
City  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  pow- 
ers of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional 
provision  or  provision  of  the  City  Charter  or  statutory 
limitation  and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  principal  amount  of 
the  loan  and  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Industry  pur- 
suant to  the  Loan  Agreement  authorized  hereby  will  be 
paid  directly  to,  and  will  be  disbursed  by,  an  independent 
Trustee  appointed  hereby;  no  such  moneys  will  be  com- 
mingled vrith  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  abso- 
lute control  of  the  City  but  only  to  such  limited  super- 
vision and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable 
to  insure  that  the  Bond  proceeds  are  used  to  accomplish 
the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this  Ordinance.  The 
transactions  authorized  hereby  do  not  constitute  any  phy- 
sical public  betterment  or  improvement  or  the  acquisition 
of  property  by  the  City;  the  public  purposes  expressed  in 
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the  Act  are  intended  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the 
acquisition  of  industrial  buildings  by  the  Industry. 

(5)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Industrial 
Buildings  either  on  its  own  behalf  or  for  the  purpose  of 
creating  any  security  for  the  Bonds,  which  security  shall 
be  solely  and  exclusively  the  absolute,  irrevocable,  uncon- 
ditional obligation  of  the  Industry  to  make  the  payments 
required  by  the  Loan  Agreement.  Accordingly,  this  Ordi- 
nance definitely  fixes  and  determines  the  amount  of  reve- 
nue derived  from  payments  on  the  loan  which  is  necessary 
to  be  set  apart  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  principal, 
interest  or  premium  of  the  Bonds. 

(6)  (a)  No  part  or  portion  of  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nue of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  as  defined  in  this  Ordi- 
nance, shall  be  set  aside  as  a  depreciation  account  (men- 
tioned in  the  Act)  since  neither  the  City  nor  the  Bond- 
holders desire,  or  are  creating,  any  interest  in  the  Indus- 
trial Buildings  and  such  a  depreciation  account  would 
(i)  be  inconsistent  with  the  form  of  loan  transaction,  and 
(ii)  place  an  unreasonable  burden  on  the  Industry,  so  as 
to  affect  the  feasibility  of  the  transaction  and  thus  frus- 
trate the  legislative  purposes  of  the  Act  and  (b)  a  cove- 
nant such  as  that  permitted  by  Section  266G(c)  of  the 
Act  is  similarly  inconsistent  with  the  form  of  transaction 
authorized  hereby  in  which  neither  the  City  nor  the 
Bondholders  obtain  or  retain  an  interest  in  the  Industrial 
Buildings  and  is,  therefore,  a  procedure  which  is  not  con- 
templated by  the  Act  in  connection  with  this  transaction. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  not  exceeding  $1,000,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Industrial  Revenue  Bonds  (Gen- 
eral Refractories  Company  Project),  1974  Series,  is 
hereby  authorized,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, such  Bonds  to  be  solely  and  exclusively  payable 
from,  and  secured  by,  the  revenue  derived  from  payment 
on  the  loan  to  the  Industry  as  provided  herein. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized,  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  the 
Industry,  to  cause  an  official  statement  to  be  prepared  for 
distribution  to  prospective  purchasers  of  the  Bonds.  Such

official  statement  shall  be  presented  to  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  for  final  approval  by  resolution  at  the  time  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  act  upon  a  resolution  or  reso- 
lutions determining  the  matters  required  by  this  Ordi- 
nance to  be  determined  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds. 
Nothing  contained  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
preclude  the  distribution,  prior  to  final  approval  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance,  of  a  preliminary  official  state- 
ment; provided  that  such  preliminary  official  statement 
shall  be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject  to 
such  final  approval. 

It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds  at 
private  sale,  as  authorized  by  the  Act,  upon  terms  and 
conditions  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by 
resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such 
resolution  may  authorize  the  Mayor  to  execute  a  bond 
purchase  agreement  with  the  underwriters  for  the  Bonds. 
Such  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  concurrently  there- 
with, shall  also  prescribe  (i)  the  maturities  and  the 
interests  rates  to  be  borne  by  the  Bonds,  (ii)  certain  re- 
demption provisions  for  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 3.01  of  this  Ordinance,  (iii)  the  sinking  fund  re- 
quirements, if  any,  for  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section 
3.02  of  this  Ordinance,  and  (iv)  such  other  matters  as 
may  be  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  deemed  appropriate 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds 

and  coupons  are  to  be  issued,  authenticated  and  delivered, 
and  all  property  subject  to  or  to  become  subject  to  this 
Ordinance,  including  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the 
City  from  the  Loan  (as  herein  defined),  is  to  be  held  and 
applied,  upon  and  subject  to  the  following  covenants,  con- 
ditions, uses  and  trusts;  and  the  City,  for  itself  and  its 
successors,  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  the 
Trustee  and  its  successors  in  the  trust  and  with  all  those 
who  shall,  from  time  to  time,  hold  the  Bonds  and  coupons 
or  any  of  them,  for  the  benefit  of  all  such  holders,  as 
follows : 
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ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

The  terms  defined  in  this  Article  I  shall,  for  all  pur- 
poses of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  ordinances  or  resolutions 
supplemental  hereto  now  or  hereafter  entered  into  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  hereof,  have  the  meanings 
herein  specified,  unless  the  context  clearly  otherwise  re- 
quires : 

"Act"  shall  mean  Sections  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive, 
of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971 
Replacement  Volume,  as  amended),  as  re-enacted  by 
Chapter  352  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1972,  and  all 
future  acts  supplemental  thereto  or  amendatory  thereof. 

"Additional  Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  issued 
under  Section  2.09  of  this  Ordinance. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  shall  mean  the  refractories  plant  lo- 
cated at  Chesapeake  Street  within  the  City  and  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Industry. 

"Bond"  or  "Bonds"  means  the  Industrial  Rev- 
enue Bonds  of  the  City  of  all  series  from  time  to  time 
authenticated  and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance.  The  1974 
Series  Bonds  means  the  Bonds  identified  as  such  in  Sec- 
tion 2.02  hereof. 

"Bond  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  in  Section  5.02 
hereof. 

"Bondholder"  or  "Holder"  or  "Owner  of  the  Bonds" 
means  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  and  the  registered 
owner  of  any  Bond. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and    its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners  of  Finance"  shall  mean  that  board 
of  finance  known  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  by  Section 
6.02  hereof. 
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"Coupon"  or  "coupons"  shall  mean  any  interest  coupon 
or  all  the  interests  coupons,  as  the  case  may  be,  apper- 
taining to  the  Bonds. 

The  term  "Default"  or  "Event  of  Default"  means  any 
of  those  defaults  specified  in  and  defined  by  Section  10.01 
hereof. 

"Extraordinary  Services"  and  "Extraordinary  Ex- 
penses" means  all  services  rendered  and  all  expenses  in- 
curred under  the  Ordinance  other  than  Ordinary  Services 
and  Ordinary  Expenses. 

"Industrial  Building"  means  any  building  or  structure, 
or  portion  thereof,  suitable  for  or  intended  for  use  as  a 
factory,  mill,  shop,  processing  plant,  fabricating  plant  and 
offices  related  to  any  of  the  foregoing  and/or  necessary  or 
useful  machinery  and  equipment,  including  any  addition, 
extension  or  permanent  improvement  thereto,  as  the  Indus- 
try's Baltimore  Plant. 

"Industry"  means  General  Refractories  Company,  a 
Pennsylvania  corporation,  and  its  successors  and  assigns 
and  any  surviving,  resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as 
provided  in  Section  6.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

"Loan  Agreement"  means  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be 
executed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and  be- 
tween the  City  and  the  Industry,  and  any  amendments 
or  supplements  thereto,  and  shall  include  the  Note  issued 
thereunder. 

"Mayor  and  City  Council"  shall  mean  the  governing 
body  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  any  suc- 
cessor body. 

"Note"  shall  mean  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry 
in  substantially  the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  the 
Loan  Agreement,  as  required  by  Section  4.01  hereof. 

"Ordinance"  shall  mean  this  Ordinance  and  any  ordi- 
nance or  resolution  (or  other  action  or  instrument  au- 
thorized by  this  Ordinance)  supplemental  hereto  or  amend- 
atory hereof. 

"Ordinary  Services"  and  "Ordinary  Expenses"  means 
those  services  normally  rendered  and  those  expenses  nor- 
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mally  incurred  by  a  trustee  under  instruments  similar  to 
this  Ordinance. 

The  term  ''Outstanding"  or  ''Bonds  Outstanding"  means 
all  Bonds  which  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  de- 
livered   by    the    Trustee    under    this    Ordinance,    except: 

(a)  Bonds  theretofore  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  or 
theretofore    delivered    to    the    Trustee    for    cancellation; 

(b)  Bonds  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  which 
cash  funds  or  securities,  as  provided  in  Section  9.01  here- 
of, shall  have  been  theretofore  deposited  with  the  Trustee 
(whether  upon  or  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption 
date  of  any  such  Bonds)  ;  provided  that  if  such  Bonds 
are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  the  maturity  thereof,  notice 
of  such  redemption  shall  have  been  given  or  arrangements 
satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  shall  have  been  made  therefor, 
or  waiver  of  such  notice  satisfactoiy  in  form  to  the  Trus- 
tee, shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Trustee ;  and 

(c)  Bonds  in  lieu  of  which  others  have  been  authen- 
ticated under  Section  2.07  hereof,  unless  proof  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Trustee  is  presented  to  the  Trustee  that  any 
such  Bonds  are  held  by  bona  fide  purchasers  as  that  term 
is  defined  in  Subtitle  8  of  Article  95B  of  the  Annotated 
Code  of  Maryland  (the  Maryland  Uniform  Commercial 
Code),  as  amended,  in  which  case  the  Bond  or  Bonds 
so  replaced  and  the  Bond  or  Bonds  authenticated  and 
delivered  therefor  shall  be  deemed  outstanding. 

"Person"  means  natural  persons,  firms,  associations, 
corporations  and  public  bodies. 

"Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan" 
shall  mean  all  moneys  payable  by  the  Industry  to  the  City 
under  the  Loan  Agreement  and  all  other  revenues  of  the 
City  attributable  to  the  financing  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  INDUSTRIAL  BUILDING. 

"Treasurer"  shall  mean  the  Treasurer  or  Deputy  Treas- 
urer of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

"Trust  Estate"  shall  mean  at  any  particular  time  all 
moneys  which  at  such  time  are  deposited  or  are  required 
to  be  deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  to  be  held  in  trust 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this   Ordinance  and  all 
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property  which  at  such  time  is  covered  or  intended  to 
be  covered  by  the  claim  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordi- 
nance. 

"Trustee"  shall  mean  the  trust  company  or  banking 
corporation  and  its  successor  or  successors  as  trustee  here- 
under, designated  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

ARTICLE  II 

DESCRIPTION,  AUTHORIZATION,  MANNER  OF 

EXECUTION,  AUTHENTICATION,  REGISTRATION 

AND    TRANSFER    OF    BONDS 

Section  2.01.  The  City  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the 
principal  of,  the  interest  on,  and  the  redemption  premium 
(if  any)  on,  the  Bonds  only  out  of  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Loan  pledged  for  the  payment 
thereof  under  this  Ordinance,  and  not  otherwise.  The  City 
may,  at  its  option,  pay  the  principal  of,  the  interest  on, 
and  the  redemption  premium  (if  any)  on,  the  Bonds  out 
of  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  the 
payment  thereof.  All  the  bonds  to  be  issued  hereunder 
shall  be  equally  and  ratably  secured,  to  the  extent  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  by  the  pledge  of  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan. 

Section  2.02.  There  is  hereby  created  for  issuance  un- 
der this  Ordinance  a  series  of  Bonds  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $1,000,000,  each  of  which 
shall  bear  the  descriptive  title  "City  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, Industrial  Revenue  Bond  (General  Refractories 
Company  Project),  1974  Series."  The  Bonds  shall  be 
dated,  shall  be  issued  as  coupons  bonds  in  the  denomina- 
tion of  $5,000  each,  registrable  as  to  principal  only,  or 
as  fully  registered  bonds  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000 
or  multiples  thereof,  shall  mature,  shall  be  numbered,  shall 
bear  such  rate  of  interest  from  their  date  until  maturity 
or  until  the  date  fixed  for  redemption,  all  as  provided  in 
a  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted 
prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such  interest  shall  be  pay- 
able semi-annually,  and  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  the 
right  of  prior  redemption  at  the  prices  and   dates    set 
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forth  in  said  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  and  premium  (if 
any)  payable  upon  the  redemption  of,  the  Bonds  shall 
be  paid  in  any  coin  or  currency  of  the  United  States  of 
America  which,  at  the  respective  times  of  payment,  is 
legal  tender  for  the  payment  of  public  and  private  debts 
at  the  principal  office  of  the  Trustee  or  its  successor  in 
Trust. 

Section  2.03.  The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  on  behalf 
of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City,  and  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed 
or  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  City  Treasurer 
or  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  provided  that  at  least  one  of 
said  signatures  shall  be  a  manual  signature.  The  coupons 
attached  to  the  coupon  Bonds  shall  be  executed  by  the 
facsimiles  of  the  official  signatures  of  said  City  Treasurer 
or  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  and  such  facsimiles  shall  have 
the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  said  City  Treasurer  or  De- 
puty City  Treasurer  had  manually  signed  each  of  the  cou- 
pons. The  Bonds,  together  with  interest  thereon,  shall  be 
limited  obligations  of  the  City  payable  from  the  Bond  Fund 
and  shall  be  a  valid  claim  of  the  respective  holders  thereof 
only  against  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the 
Loan  which  (except  amounts  paid  by  the  Industry  pur- 
suant to  Sections  6.5  and  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement) 
are  hereby  pledged  and  assigned  for  the  equal  and  ratable 
payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  coupons  and  shall  be  used 
for  no  other  purpose  than  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  except  as  may  be  other- 
wise expressly  authorized  in  this  Ordinance.  Neither  the 
Bonds  nor  the  coupons  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebted- 
ness or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  power 
of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  state  constitutional 
or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  shall  never 
constitute  or  give  rise  to  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  facsimile  of 
V\4iose  signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  coupons 
shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such 
Bonds,  such  signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless 
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be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if 
he  had  remained  in  ofiice  until  delivery. 

Section  2.04.  Only  such  Bonds  as  shall  have  endorsed 
thereon  a  certificate  of  authentication  substantially  in  the 
form  hereinafter  set  forth  duly  executed  by  the  Trustee 
shall  be  entitled  to  any  right  or  benefit  under  this  Ordi- 
nance. No  Bond  and  no  coupon  appertaining  to  any  Bond 
shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  unless  and  until 
such  certificate  of  authentication  shall  have  been  duly 
executed  by  the  Trustee,  and  such  executed  certificate  of 
the  Trustee  upon  any  such  Bond  shall  be  conclusive  evi- 
dence that  stich  Bond  has  been  authenticated  and  delivered 
under  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee's  certificate  of  authen- 
tication on  any  Bond  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  executed 
by  it  if  signed  by  an  authorized  signature  of  the  Trustee, 
but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  that  the  same  person  sign 
the  certificate  of  authentication  on  all  of  the  Bonds  is- 
sued hereunder.  Before  authenticating  or  delivering  any 
Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall  detach  and  cancel  all  matured 
coupons,  if  any,  appertaining  thereto,  and  such  cancelled 
coupons  shall  be  cremated  by  the  Trustee,  and  a  certifi- 
cate of  cremation  or  other  destruction  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  by  the  Trustee. 

Section  2.05.  The  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
and  the  coupons  attached,  if  any,  thereto  shall  be  sub- 
stantially in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  with  such  ap- 
propriate variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  are  per- 
mitted or  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  by  a  resolution 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted  prior  to  the  sale 
of  the  Bonds. 

Section  2.06.  The  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  to 
the  Trustee  and  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $1,000,- 
000  and  deliver  them  to  the  purchaser  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  City  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.06  provided. 

Prior  to  the  authentication  by  the  Trustee  of  any  of  the 
Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee : 

1.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  this  Ordinance. 

2.  An  original  executed  counterpart  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 
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3.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  setting  forth  the  details  relating 
to  the  Bonds  as  prescribed  by  Section  2.02  hereof. 

4.  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authenticate 
and  deliver  the  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
not  exceeding  $1,000,000  to  the  purchasers  therein  identi- 
fied upon  payment  to  the  Trustee  but  for  account  of  the 
City  of  a  sum  specified  in  such  request  and  authorization 
plus  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery.  Such 
proceeds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  deposited  to 
the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction  Fund  as 
hereinafter  provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 

Section  2.07.  In  the  event  any  Bond  is  mutilated,  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed,  the  City  may  execute  and  the  Tinistee 
may  authenticate  a  new  Bond  of  like  date,  maturity  and 
denomination  as  that  mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed, 
which  new  Bond  shall  have  attached  thereto  coupons  cor- 
responding in  all  respects  to  those  (if  any)  on  the  Bond 
mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed;  provided  that,  in  the 
case  of  any  mutilated  Bonds,  such  mutilated  Bond  to- 
gether with  all  coupons  (if  any)  appertaining  thereto 
shall  first  be  surrendered  to  the  City,  and  in  the  case  of 
any  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed  Bond,  there  shall  be  first 
furnished  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee  evidence  of  such 
loss,  theft  or  destruction  satisfactory  to  the  City  and  the 
Trustee,  together  with  indemnity  satisfactory  to  them. 
In  the  event  any  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  have  matured, 
instead  of  issuing  a  duplicate  Bond  or  coupon  the  City 
may  pay  the  same  without  surrender  thereof.  The  City 
and  the  Trustee  may  charge  the  holder  or  o^^Tier  of  such 
Bond  with  their  reasonable  fees  and  expenses  in  this 
connection. 

Section  2.08.  All  the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  negotiable,  subject  to  the  provisions  for  registra- 
tion and  transfer  contained  in  this  Ordinance  and  in  the 
Bonds.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  remain  out- 
standing, the  City  shall  maintain  and  keep,  at  the  prin- 
cipal office  of  the  Treasurer,  books  for  the  registration 
and  transfer  of  Bonds;  and,  upon  presentation  thereof 
for  such  purpose  at  said  office,  the  Treasurer  shall  register 
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or  cause  to  be  registered  therein,  and  permit  to  be  trans- 
ferred thereon,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  it 
or  the  Trustee  may  prescribe,  any  Bond  entitled  to  regis- 
tration or  transfer.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  remain 
outstanding,  the  City  shall  make  all  necessary  provisions 
to  permit  the  exchange  of  Bonds  at  the  principal  office 
of  the  Treasurer. 

All  coupon  Bonds  shall  pass  by  delivery,  unless  regis- 
tered as  to  principal  other  than  to  bearer  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  Section  2.08.  Any  coupon  Bond  may  be 
registered  as  to  principal  on  the  books  of  the  City  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer,  upon  presentation  thereof 
at  said  office  and  for  the  paj^ment  of  a  charge  sufficient 
to  reimburse  the  City  for  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  registra- 
tion, and  such  registration  shall  be  noted  on  such  Bond. 
After  said  registration  no  transfer  thereof  shall  be  valid 
unless  made  on  said  books  at  the  written  request  of  the 
registered  owner  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writ- 
ing, and  similarly  noted  on  such  Bond ;  but  such  Bond  may 
be  discharged  from  registration  by  being  in  like  manner 
transferred  to  bearer,  after  which  it  shall  again  become 
transferable  by  delivery. 

Thereafter  such  Bond  may  again,  from  time  to  time, 
be  registered  or  discharged  from  registration  in  the  same 
manner.  Registration  of  any  coupon  Bond  as  to  principal, 
however,  shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  by  delivery  of 
the  coupons  appertaining  to  such  Bond,  but  such  coupons 
shall  continue  to  pass  by  delivery  and  shall  remain  pay- 
able to  bearer. 

As  to  any  coupon  Bond  registered  as  to  principal  other 
than  to  bearer  the  person  in  whose  name  the  same  shall 
be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City  may  be  deemed 
and  regarded  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether  such 
Bonds  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  all  purposes,  except 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  paj^ment  of  coupons;  and 
payment  of  or  on  account  of  the  principal  or  redemption 
price,  if  any,  of  such  Bond  shall  be  made  only  to,  or  upon 
the  order  of,  such  registered  owner  thereof,  but  such  reg- 
istration may  be  changed  as  above  provided.  All  such 
payments  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  dis- 
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charge  the  liability  upon  such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the 
sum  or  sums  so  paid.  The  City,  the  Trustee  and  any  paying 
agent  may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  as 
the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether  such  coupon  shall  be 
overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment 
thereof  and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever,  and  may 
deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  which  shall 
not  at  the  time  be  registered  as  to  principal  other  than 
to  bearer,  or  the  person  in  whose  name  any  coupon  Bond 
for  the  time  being  shall  be  registered  upon  the  Books  of 
the  City,  as  the  absolute  ov/ner  of  such  Bond,  whether 
such  Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  payment  of  the  principal  or  redemption  price 
thereof  and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever  except  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  coupons,  and  neither 
the  City,  nor  the  Trustee  nor  any  paying  agent  shall  be 
affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save 
the  Trustee  and  each  paying  agent  harmless  from  and 
against  any  and  all  loss,  cost,  charge,  expense,  judgment 
or  liability  incurred  by  it,  acting  in  good  faith  and  without 
negligence  hereunder,  in  so  treating  such  bearer  or  regis- 
tered owner. 

Each  registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall  be  trans- 
ferable only  upon  the  Books  of  the  City,  which  shall  be 
kept  for  that  purpose  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treas- 
urer, at  the  written  request  of  the  registered  owner 
thereof  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writing,  upon 
surrender  thereof,  together  with  a  written  instrument  of 
transfer  satisfactory  to  the  Treasurer  duly  executed  by 
the  registered  owner  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney. 
Upon  the  transfer  of  any  such  registered  Bond  the  City 
shall  issue  in  the  name  of  the  transferee,  in  authorized 
denominations,  a  new  registered  Bond  or  Bonds  without 
coupons,  or,  at  the  option  of  the  transferee,  coupon  Bonds, 
with  appropriate  coupons  attached,  of  the  same  aggregate 
principal  amount,  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  as 
the  surrendered  Bonds. 

The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  deem  and  treat  the  per- 
son in  whose  name  any  outstanding  registered  Bond  with- 
out coupons  shall  be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City 
as  the  absolute  owner  of  such  Bond,  whether  such  Bond 
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shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  pay- 
ment of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  and  redemption 
price,  if  any,  of  and  interest  on  such  Bond  and  for  all 
other  purposes,  and  all  such  payments  so  made  to  any 
such  registered  owner  or  upon  his  order  shall  be  valid 
and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  discharge  the  liability  upon 
such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  or  sums  so  paid,  and 
neither  the  City  nor  the  Trustee  shall  be  affected  by  any 
notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  the  Trustee 
harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all  loss,  cost,  charge, 
expense,  judgment,  or  liability  incurred  by  it,  acting  in 
good  faith  and  without  negligence  hereunder,  in  so  treat- 
ing such  registered  owner. 

Coupon  Bonds,  upon  surrender  thereof  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Treasurer  with  all  unmatured  coupons 
attached,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  holder  thereof,  be 
exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the  same  series, 
maturity  and  interest  rate  of  any  of  the  authorized 
denominations. 

Registered  Bonds  without  coupons,  upon  surrender 
thereof  at  the  principal  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  with 
a  written  instrument  of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  duly  executed  by  the  registered  owner  or  his 
duly  authorized  attorney,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  regis- 
tered owner  thereof,  be  exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Coupon  Bonds  of  the  same  series, 
maturity  and  interest  rate  with  appropriate  coupons 
attached,  or  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the 
same  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  of  any  other  author- 
ized denominations. 

In  all  cases  in  which  the  privilege  of  exchanging  Bonds 
or  transferring  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  is  exer- 
cised, the  City  shall  execute  and  the  Trustee  shall  authen- 
ticate and  deliver  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance.  All  registered  Bonds  surrendered  in 
any  such  exchange  or  transfers  shall  forthwith  be  can- 
celled by  the  Trustee.  All  coupon  Bonds  and  the  coupons 
appertaining  to  such  Bonds  surrendered  in  any  such  ex- 
changes or  transfers  shall  be  retained  in  the  possession 
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of  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  reissuance  upon  subsequent 
exchanges,  and  the  City,  prior  to  the  reissuance  of  any 
such  coupon  Bonds,  shall  detach  therefrom  and  cancel  all 
matured  couix)ns.  For  every  such  exchange  or  transfer  of 
Bonds,  whether  temporary  or  definitive,  the  City  or  the 
Trustee  may  make  a  charge  sufficient  to  reimburse  it  for 
any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid 
with  respect  to  such  exchange  or  transfer  which  sum  or 
sums  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  requesting  such  exchange 
or  transfer  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  exercise  of  the 
privilege  of  making  such  exchange  or  transfer.  Notwith- 
standing any  other  provision  of  this  Ordinance,  the  cost 
of  preparing  each  new  coupon  Bond  or  registered  Bond 
VN'ithout  coupons  upon  each  exchange  or  transfer,  and  any 
other  expenses  of  the  City  or  the  Trustee  incurred  in  con- 
nection therewith  (except  any  applicable  tax  or  other 
governmental  charge)  shall  be  paid  from  the  Bond  Fund. 
The  City  shall  not  be  obliged  to  make  any  such  exchange 
or  transfer  of  Bonds  during  the  fifteen  (15)  days  next 
preceding  an  interest  payment  date  on  the  Bonds  or,  in 
the  case  of  any  proposed  redemption  of  Bonds,  next  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  the  first  publication  of  notice  of  such 
redemption.  The  City  shall  not  be  required  to  make  any 
transfer  or  exchange  of  any  Bonds  called  for  redemption. 

Section  2.09.  The  City,  at  the  request  of  the  Industry 
and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  in  effect  at  the  time 
thereof,  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  issue  Additional  Bonds 
from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional 
moneys,  to  be  used  ie¥  ^he  purpose  of  completing  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilitios  e^  to  provide  additional 
Industrial  Buildings  which  shall  become  part  of  the 
Industrial  Building,  on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds  and  any 
Additional  Bonds  theretofore  or  thereafter  issued  and 
payable  from  the  Bond  Fund.  Before  any  Additional 
Bonds  are  authenticated,  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Trustee  the  items  required  therefor  by  Section  2.10 
hereof.  The  proceeds  of  any  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  used 
solely  to  pay  the  costs  of  completing  the  Industrial  Buildings 
or  of  improvement  or  acquisition  of  the  Industrial  Buildings 
and  to  pay  the  costs  incident  to  the  issuance  of  the  Addi- 
tional Bonds,  in  accordance  with  Section  6.7  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 
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Such  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  series  and 
principal  amounts,  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest  at 
such  rate  or  rates,  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  at  such 
times  and  prices,  and  shall  mature  in  such  years  as  the 
ordinance  supplemental  hereto  authorizing  the  issuance 
thereof  shall  fix  and  determine,  and  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Trustee  for  authentication  and  delivery. 

Section  2.10.  Upon  the  adoption  in  each  instance  of 
an  appropriate  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  the  City 
shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee 
shall  authenticate,  such  Additional  Bonds  and  deliver  them 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
City,  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.10  provided.  Prior  to 
the  delivery  by  the  Trustee  of  any  such  Bonds  there  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Trustee: 

(1)  A  valid  and  effective  amendment  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  pursuant  to  Section  11.6  thereof,  providing 
for  an  increase  in  the  obligations  of  the  City  and  the 
Industry  in  accordance  with  Section  4.3  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

(2)  A  duly  enacted  supplemental  ordinance  providing 
for  the  issuance  of  such  new  series  of  Additional  Bonds. 

(3)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  providing  the  terms  of  such  Addi- 
tional Bonds. 

(4)  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  deliver  such 
Bonds  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  therein  identified 
upon  payment  to  the  Trustee,  for  the  account  of  the  City, 
of  a  specified  sum  plus  any  accrued  interest.  The  proceeds 
of  such  Bonds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  de- 
posited to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction 
Fund   as  hereinafter  provided   under  Article  VI  hereof. 

Section  2.11.  1.  One  or  more  series  of  refunding  Bonds 
may  be  authenticated  and  delivered  upon  original  issu- 
ance to  refund  all  but  not  less  than  all  the  Bonds  of  one 
or  more  series  then  outstanding.  Refunding  Bonds  shall 
be  issued  in  a  principal  amount  sufficient,  together  with 
other  moneys  available  therefor,  to  accomplish  such  re- 
funding and  to  make  the  deposits  in  the  Bond  Fund  re- 
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quired  by  the  provisions  of  this  Section  or  by  the  provisions 
of  the   supplemental   ordinance   authorizing  such   Bonds. 

2.  Refunding  Bonds  of  each  series  issued  to  refund  one 
or  more  series  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  be  authen- 
ticated and  delivered  by  the  Trustee  only  upon  receipt  by 
it  (in  addition  to  the  documents  required  by  Section 
2.06)  of: 

(1)  Irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfac- 
tory to  it,  to  give  due  notice  of  redemption  of  all  the 
Bonds  to  be  refunded  on  a  redemption  date  specified  in 
such  instructions ; 

(2)  If  the  Bonds  to  be  refunded  are  not  by  their  terms 
subject  to  redemption  within  the  next  succeeding  60  days, 
irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfactory  to  it, 
to  make  due  publication  of  the  notice  provided  for  in 
Section  3.03  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding 
and  coupons  being  refunded ; 

(3)  Either  (i)  moneys  in  an  amount  sufficient  to 
effect  payment  at  the  applicable  redemption  price  of  the 
Bonds  to  be  refunded,  together  with  accrued  interest  on 
such  Bonds  to  the  redemption  date,  which  moneys  shall 
be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  a  separate  account  irrevocably 
in  trust  for  and  assigned  to  the  respective  holders  of  the 
Bonds  to  be  refunded,  or  (ii)  investments  in  such  princi- 
pal amounts,  of  such  maturities,  bearing  such  interest, 
and  otherwise  having  such  terms  and  qualifications,  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
9.01  hereof  and  any  moneys  required  pursuant  to  said 
Section  9.01  hereof,  which  investments  and  moneys  shall 
be  held  in  trust  and  used  only  as  provided  in  said  Section 
9.01  hereof. 

The  proceeds,  including  accrued  interest,  of  the  refund- 
ing Bonds  of  each  such  series  shall  be  applied  simultan- 
eously with  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such 
Bonds. 

3.  Any  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  Bonds  not 
needed  for  the  purposes  provided  in  this  Section  or  in  the 
supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund. 
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ARTICLE  III 

REDEMPTION 

Section  3.01.  In  the  manner  and  with  the  effect  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to 
redemption  prior  to  maturity,  either  at  the  option  of  the 
City  or  pursuant  to  certain  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
as  follows : 

(1)  The  Bonds  may  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity  on 
or  after  any  date  specified  and  at  the  times  and  in  the 
amounts  specified  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  either  as  a  whole  at  any  time  or  in  part  from 
time  to  time  on  any  interest  payment  date,  by  application 
of  any  moneys  available  for  that  purpose  other  than 
moneys  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  in  accordance  with 
the  sinking  fund  provisions  and  moneys  from  the  sources 
described  in  (2)  below,  upon  payment  in  each  case  of  the 
applicable  redemption  price,  expressed  as  a  percentage  of 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed,  as  set  forth 
in  a  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  and 
adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  plus  accrued  inter- 
est to  the  redemption  date. 

(2)  The  Bonds  also  may  be  redeemed  (A)  as  a  whole 
at  any  time  upon  the  exercise  by  the  Industry  of  its 
option  to  terminate  the  loan  agreement  as  provided  in 
Section  9.2  thereof,  or  (B)  in  part,  at  any  time,  in  inverse 
order  of  maturities  (by  lot  within  a  maturity)  upon  the 
exercise  by  the  Industry  of  its  option  of  a  partial  pre- 
payment of  the  loan  as  provided  in  Section  9.3  of  the  loan 
agreement.  Any  of  such  bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the 
manner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal  amount 
thereof,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date. 

(3)  The  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  in  accord- 
ance with  the  sinking  fund  provisions  of  Section  3.02 
hereof  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the 
principal  amount  thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  re- 
demption date. 

(4)  The  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  as  a  whole 
at  any  time  upon  the  occurrence  of  an  event  which,  under 
the  provision  of  Article  X  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  obli- 
gates the  Industry  to  prepay  the  amounts  due  thereunder. 
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Any  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal  amount  thereof, 
plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date,  and  all  other 
amounts,  including  additional  interest,  required  by  Article 
X  of  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be  paid  by  the  Industry. 

In  the  case  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of 
denominations  greater  than  $5,000,  if  less  than  all  of 
such  Bonds  then  outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  redemp- 
tion, then  for  all  purposes  in  connection  with  redemption, 
each  $5,000  of  principal  amount  shall  be  treated  as  though 
it  was  a  separate  Bond  of  the  denomination  of  $5,000 
bearing  one  of  the  numbers  borne  by  such  registered 
Bond  without  coupons.  If  it  is  determined  that  one  or 
more,  but  not  all  of  the  $5,000  units  of  principal  amount 
represented  by  any  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons 
is  to  be  called  for  redemption,  then  upon  notice  of  inten- 
tion to  redeem  such  $5,000  unit  or  units,  the  owner  of 
such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall  forthwith 
surrender  such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  (1)  for  payment  of 
the  redemption  price  (including  the  redemption  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption)  of 
the  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  called  for 
redemption  and  (2)  exchange  for  a  new  Bond  or  Bonds  of 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  unredeemed  bal- 
ance of  the  principal  amount  of  such  registered  Bond 
without  coupons  and  of  like  maturity  and  interest  rate, 
and  such  new  Bond  or  Bonds  shall  be  numbered  corre- 
sponding to  the  numbers  of  the  $5,000  units  of  princi- 
pal amount  not  called  for  redemption.  New  Bonds 
representing  the  unredeemed  balance  of  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  such  registered  Bond  without  cou- 
pons shall  be  issued  to  the  registered  owner  thereof,  with- 
out charge  therefor.  If  the  owner  of  any  such  registered 
Bond  without  coupons  of  a  denomination  greater  than 
$5,000  shall  fail  to  present  such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  for 
payment  and  exchange  as  aforesaid,  such  Bond  shall, 
nevertheless,  become  due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed 
for  redemption  to  the  extent  of  the  $5,000  unit  or  units 
of  principal  amount  called  for  redemption  (and  to  that 
extent  only) ;  interest  shall  cease  to  accrue  on  the  portion 
of  the  principal  amount  of  such  Bond  represented  by  such 
$5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  on  and  after  the 
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date  fixed  for  redemption  provided  that  funds  sufficient 
for  the  payment  of  the  redemption  price  shall  have  been 
deposited  with  the  Trustee,  and  shall  be  available  for  the 
redemption  of  said  $5,000  unit  or  units  on  the  date  fixed 
for  redemption  and,  in  such  event,  such  Bond  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  the  benefit  or  security  of  this  Ordinance  to  the 
extent  of  the  portion  of  its  principal  amount  (and  accrued 
interest  thereon  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  and 
applicable  premium,  if  any)  represented  by  such  $5,000 
unit  or  units  of  principal  amount,  nor  shall  new  Bonds  be 
thereafter  issued  corresponding   to  said  unit  or  units. 

Section  3':02.  As  and  for  a  sinking  fund  for  the  retire- 
ment of  the  Bonds  subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions 
provided  herein,  the  City  shall  cause  to  be  deposited  in 
the  Bond  Fund  at  least  one  business  day  before  each  sink- 
ing fund  payment  date  out  of  the  payments  under  the 
Loan  Agreement  an  amount  in  immediately  available  funds 
sufficient  to  redeem  or  to  pay  (after  credit  is  provided 
below)  the  principal  amounts  of  such  Bonds  subject  to 
the  sinking  fund  provisions  provided  herein  on  the  dates 
and  the  amounts  specified  in  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance. 

At  its  option,  to  be  exercised  prior  to  the  forty-fifth 
day  next  preceding  any  sinking  fund  payment  date,  the 
City  may  (i)  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  deposit  in 
the  Bond  Fund,  as  an  advance  payment  of  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  such  amount  of  funds 
as  the  Industry  may  determine,  with  written  instructions 
to  the  Trustee,  signed  in  the  name  of  the  Industry  by  an 
authorized  officer  thereof,  to  apply  such  funds  prior  to 
said  forty-fifth  day  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds  subject  to 
the  sinking  fund  provisions,  or  (ii)  deliver  to  the  Trustee 
for  cancellation  any  principal  amount  of  Bonds  subject 
to  the  sinking  fund  provisions,  or  (iii)  receive  a  credit  in 
respect  of  its  sinking  fund  payment  for  any  such  Series 
which  prior  to  said  sinking  fund  payment  date  has  been 
purchased  or  redeemed  (otherwise  than  through  the  oper- 
ation of  the  sinking  fund)  and  cancelled  by  the  Trustee 
and  not  theretofore  applied  as  a  credit  against  any  sink- 
ing fund  payment. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  funds  and  instructions  specified  in 
(i),  the  Trustee  shall  use  all  reasonable  eflforts  to  expend 
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such  funds  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable  in  the  purchase 
of  such  Bonds  at  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount 
thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  such  sinking  fund  pay- 
ment date  on  or  prior  to  such  sinking  fund  payment  date. 
Any  such  funds  not  so  expended  by  the  Trustee  shall  be 
retained  in  the  Bond  Fund,  shall  not  thereafter  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  and  shall  be  applied  as  herein 
otherwise  provided  for  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Bonds 
so  purchased  or  presented  for  cancellation  as  provided 
above  shall  be  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  as  provided  in 
Section  3.04  hereof  and  shall  be  credited,  at  their  principal 
amount,  until  the  full  amount  thereof  has  been  so  credited 
against  the  next  ensuing  and  future  sinking  fund  pay- 
ments in  chronological  order  to  the  extent  otherwise  pay- 
able out  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from 
the  Loan. 

Section  3.03.     In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  are  called 

for  redemption,  the  Trustee  shall  give  notice,  in  the  name 
of  the  City,  of  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds,  which 
notice  shall  specify  the  maturities  of  the  Bonds  to  be  re- 
deemed, the  redemption  date  and  the  place  or  places 
where  amounts  due  upon  such  redemption  will  be  payable 
and,  if  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  of  any  maturity  are  to 
be  redeemed,  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  so  to  be  redeemed. 
Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  publication  at  least  once 
not  less  than  30  days  nor  more  than  60  days  prior  to  the 
redemption  date  in  a  newspaper  or  financial  journal  of 
general  circulation  published  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
ilaryland,  and  in  the  case  of  the  redemption  of  fully  regis- 
tered Bonds  upon  mailing  a  copy  of  the  redemption  notice 
by  first  class  mail  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date 
fixed  for  redemption  to  the  holder  of  each  registered 
Bond  to  be  redeemed  at  the  address  shovvm  on  the  regis- 
tration books ;  provided,  hovrever,  that  failure  to  give  such 
notice  by  mailing  or  any  defect  therein,  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  anj'  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of 
Bonds.  If  all  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  are  registered 
Bonds,  notice  by  mailing  given  by  first  class  mail  to  the 
holder  or  holders  thereof,  at  the  addresses  shown  on  the 
registration  books,  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the 
date  fixed  for  redemption  as  aforesaid  shall  be  sufficient, 
and  published  notice  of  the  call  for  redemption  need  not 
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be  given,  and  failure  duly  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing, 
or  any  defect  in  the  notice,  to  the  holder  of  any  registered 
Bond  designated  for  redemption  shall  not  affect  the  valid- 
ity of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  any  other 
Bond.  All  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  will  cease  to 
bear  interest  on  the  specified  redemption  date,  provided 
funds  for  their  redemption  are  on  deposit  with  the  Trustee 
and  shall  no  longer  be  protected  by  the  Ordinance  and  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  be  outstanding  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Ordinance.  If,  because  of  the  temporary  or  permanent 
suspension  of  the  publication  or  general  circulation  of  any 
newspaper  or  financial  journal  or  for  any  other  reason,  it 
is  impossible  or  impracticable  to  publish  such  notice  of 
call  for  redemption  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  then 
such  publications  in  lieu  thereof  as  shall  be  made  with  the 
approval  of  the  Trustee  shall  constitute  a  sufficient  pub- 
lication of  notice. 

Section  3.04.  All  Bonds  which  have  been  redeemed  shall 
be  cancelled  and  destroyed  by  the  Trustee  together  with 
the  unmatured  coupons  appertaining  thereto  and  shall  not 
be  reissued  and  a  counterpart  of  the  certificate  of  de- 
struction evidencing  such  destruction  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Trustee  to  the  City  and  the  Industry.  All  Bonds  so 
destroyed  shall  thereafter  no  longer  be  considered  out- 
standing for  any  purposes  of  the  Ordinance  or  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

Section  3.05.  All  unpaid  coupons  which  appertain  to 
Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  and  which  shall  have  be- 
come payable  on  or  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
shall  continue  to  be  payable  to  the  bearers  thereof  sever- 
ally and  respectively  upon  the  presentation  and  surrender 
of  such  coupons. 

Section  3.06.  If  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the 
particular  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Trustee  in  inverse  order  of  maturities.  If  less  than  all  of 
the  Bonds  of  a  particular  maturity  at  the  time  outstand- 
ing are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  particular 
Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected 
by  lot  by  the  Trustee  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustee,  in  its 
discretion,  may  determine.  The  Trustee  shall  call  for  re- 
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demption  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  as 
many  Bonds  as  will,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  exhaust  the 
moneys  available  therefor.  Particular  Bonds  shall  be  re- 
deemed only  in  the  principal  amount  of  $5,000  each. 

No  redemption  of  less  than  all  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  other  than  in  accordance  with  the  sinking 
fund  provisions  of  Section  3.02  hereof,  shall  be  made  pur- 
suant hereto  unless  the  total  amount  of  funds  available 
and  to  be  used  for  such  partial  redemption  is  equal  to  or 
more  than  §50,000. 

ARTICLE  IV 

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  4.01.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  execute,  seal  and  deliver,  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
the  Loan  Agreement  (including  the  assignments  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  and  the  Note  to  the  Trustee)  in  substan- 
tially the  form  presented  to  the  City  Council  as  evidenced 
by  a  copy  of  such  form  certified  by  the  Deputy  City 
Treasurer  and  filed  among  the  permanent  records  of  the 
City.  The  Citj%  however,  is  hereby  authorized,  prior  to 
execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  such  assignments, 
to  make  such  changes  or  modifications  in  the  form  of  such 
Loan  Agreement,  note  and  assignments  as  may  be  re- 
quired or  deemed  appropriate  by  it  in  order  to  accomplish 
the  purpose  of  the  transaction  authorized  by  this  Ordi- 
nance; provided  that  such  changes  shall  be  within  the 
scope  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  the  Act,  and  are 
adopted  by  resolution  of  the  Commission5;rs  of  Finance 
prior  to  execution  of  said  Loan  Agreement.  Such  execu- 
tion of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  assignments  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  due 
execution,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  of  such  instruments 
which  shall  thereupon  become  binding  upon  the  City  in 
accordance  with  their  terms  as  authorized  by  the  Act. 

ARTICLE  V 

REVENUES  AND  FUNDS 

Section  5.01.  The  Bonds  herein  authorized  and  all  pay- 
ments by  the  City  hereunder  are  not  general  obligations 
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of  the  City  but  are  limited  obligations  payable  solely  from 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
and  as  authorized  and  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

The  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
are  to  be  remitted  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  account 
of  the  City  and  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Said  pay- 
ments are  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  and  the  entire 
amount  of  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the 
Loan  (except  amounts  paid  by  the  Industry  pursuant  to 
Section  6.5  and  Section  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement)  are 
pledged  to  thte  payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if 
any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds.  The  City  hereby  cove- 
nants and  agrees  that  it  will  not  create  any  lien  upon 
said  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
ether  than  the  lien  hereby  created. 

Section  5.02.  There  is  hereby  created  by  the  City  and 
ordered  established  with  the  Trustee  a  trust  fund  to  be 
designated  ''City  of  Baltimore  Industrial  Revenue  Bond 
Fund — General  Refractories  Company  Project''  (which  is 
sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  "Bond  Fund"),  which 
shall  be  used  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  5.03.  There  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds  and  the  amount  required  by  Section  6.01  hereof. 
In  addition,  there  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond  Fund, 
as  and  when  received  (a)  any  amount  remaining  in  the 
Construction  Fund  to  the  extent  provided  in  Section  3.3 
(k)  of  the  Loan  Agreement  except  as  otherwise  directed 
pursuant  to  said  Section  3.3(k);  (b)  all  payments  speci- 
fied in  Section  4.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement;  and  (c)  all 
other  moneys  received  by  the  Trustee  under  and  pursuant 
to  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  when 
accompanied  by  directions  by  the  Industry  that  such 
moneys  are  to  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund.  The  City 
hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  so  long  as  any  of  the 
Bonds  issued  hereunder  are  outstanding  it  will  deposit, 
or  cause  to  be  deposited,  in  the  Bond  Fund  for  its  account 
sufficient  sums  from  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan  promptly  to  meet  and  pay  the  principal 
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of,   interest  and  premium,   if  any,   on  the  Bonds   as  the 
same  become  due  and  payable. 

Section  5.04.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  5.10  and 
Section  11.04  hereof,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  and  inter- 
est on,  and  premiums,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  and  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Bonds  at  or  prior  to  maturity.  When- 
ever the  amount  in  the  Bond  Fund  from  any  source  what- 
soever is  sufficient  to  redeem  all  of  the  Bonds  outstanding 
hereunder  and  to  pay  interest  to  accrue  thereon  prior  to 
such  redemption,  the  City  covenants  and  agrees,  upon 
request  of  the  Industry,  to  take  and  cause  to  be  taken  the 
necessary  steps  to  redeem  all  or  part  of  said  Bonds  on  the 
next  succeeding  redemption  date  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  3.01  hereof  for  which  the  required  redemption 
notice  may  be  given. 

Section  5.05.  The  Bond  Fund  shall  be  in  the  custody 
of  the  Trustee  but  in  the  name  of  the  City,  and  the  City 
hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  Trustee  to  withdraw 
sufficient  funds  from  the  Bond  Fund  to  pay  principal  of 
and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the 
same  become  due  and  payable  and  to  make  such  funds  so 
withdrawn  available  to  the  Trustee  and  to  the  paying 
agent  or  agents  for  the  purpose  of  paying  said  principal 
and  interest,  and  premium,  if  any,  which  authorization 
and  direction  the  Trustee  hereby  accepts. 

Section  5.06.  In  the  event  any  Bonds  shall  not  be  pre- 
sented for  payment  when  the  principal  thereof  becomes 
due,  either  at  maturity  or  at  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
thereof  or  otherwise,  or  in  the  event  any  coupon  sh^ll  not 
be  presented  for  payment  at  the  due  date  thereof,  if  funds 
sufficient  to  pay  such  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  have  been 
made  available  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder 
or  holders  thereof,  all  liability  of  the  City  to  the  holder 
thereof  for  the  payment  of  such  Bond  or  coupon,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  forthwith  cease,  determine  and  be  com- 
pletely discharged,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Trustee  to  hold  such  fund  or  funds,  without  liability 
for  interest  thereon,  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  of  such 
Bond,  or  the  bearer  of  such  coupon,  as  the  case  may  be, 
who  shall  thereafter  be  restricted  exclusively  to  such  fund 
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or  funds,  for  any  claim  of  whatever  nature  on  his  part 
under  this  Ordinance  or  on,  or  with  respect  to,  said  Bond 
or  coupon. 

Section  5.07.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  Trustee, 
until  the  principal  of,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the 
Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount  equal 
to  the  annual  fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  Ordinary  Services 
of  the  Trustee  rendered,  as  Trustee,  and  its  Ordinary  Ex- 
penses incurred,  as  Trustee,  under  this  Indenture,  as  and 
when  the  sJime  becomes  due,  (ii)  the  reasonable  fees  and 
charges  of  the  Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  and  any  paying 
agents  for  acting  as  paying  agent  as  and  when  the  same 
become  due,  and  (iii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges 
for  the  necessary  Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraor- 
dinary Expenses  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  as 
and  when  the  same  become  due.  It  is  further  understood 
and  agreed  that  the  initial  or  acceptance  fees  of  the 
Trustee  and  the  fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee 
and  paying  agent  referred  to  in  the  preceding  sentence 
which  become  due  prior  to  the  Completion  Date  (as  defined 
in  the  Loan  Agreement)  will  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  from 
the  Construction  Fund  as  and  when  the  same  shall  be- 
come due.  The  Industry  may,  without  creating  a  default 
hereunder,  contest  in  good  faith  the  necessity  for  any 
such  Extraordinary  Services  and  the  amount  of  any  such 
Extraordinary  Expenses. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the 
Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  City  for  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  bond  registrar,  and 
reasonable  administrative  expenses,  if  any,  incurred  by 
the  City  in  the  administration  of  said  Loan  Agreement 
and  of  the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance. 

Section  5.08.  All  moneys  required  to  be  deposited  with 
or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  account  of  the  Bond  Fund  or 
the  Construction  Fund  under  any  provision  of  this  Inde- 
ture  shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  trust,  and  except  for 
moneys  deposited  with  or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  the  re- 
demption of  Bonds,  notice  of  the  redemption  of  which  has 
been  duly  given,  shall,  while  held  by  the  Trustee,  consti- 
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tute  part  of  the  Trust  Estate  and  be  subject  to  the  lien 
hereof. 

Section  5.09.  Reference  is  hereby  made  to  Article  V 
of  the  Loan  Agreement  whereunder  it  is  provided  that 
under  certain  circumstances  funds  of  the  Industry  may  be 
required  to  restore,  repair  or  replace  the  Industrial  Build- 
ings in  the  event  of  damage,  destruction  or  condem- 
nation; but  no  such  funds  are  required  to  be  deposited 
with  the  Trustee. 

Section  5.10.  Any  amounts  remaining  in  the  Bond 
Fund  after  payment  in  the  full  of  the  principal  of,  inter- 
est and  premium,  if  any,  on  Bonds  (or  provision  for  pay- 
ment thereof  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance),  the  fees, 
charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  any  paying 
agents,  and  the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  City  Treasurer 
as  bond  registrar,  and  all  other  amounts  required  to  be 
paid  hereunder  shall,  upon  the  joint  written  instruction 
to  the  Trustee  from  the  City  and  the  Industry,  be  paid 
to  the  Industry  upon  the  expiration  or  earlier  termination 
of  the  term  of  the  Loan  Agreement  as  provided  in  Section 
9.2  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 


ARTICLE  VI 

CUSTODY  AND  APPLICATION  OF 
PROCEEDS  OF  BONDS 

Section  6.01.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  issuance  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  received  upon  the  sale  of  the 
Series  1974  Bonds. 

Section  6.02.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established 
with  the  Trustee  a  trust  in  the  name  of  the  city  to  be 
designated  "City  of  Baltimore  Industrial  Buildings 
Construction  Fund — General  Refractories  Company  Proj- 
ect" (which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  ''Con- 
struction Fund").  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  upon  the 
issuance  and  delivery  of  Bonds  remaining  after  the  de- 
duction provided  by  Section  6.01  hereof  shall  have  been 
made  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Construction  Fund.  Moneys 
in  the  Construction  Fund  shall  be  expended  in   accord- 
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ance   with    the    provisions    of   the    Loan    Agreement   and 
particularly  Section  3.3  thereof. 

The  Trustee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue 
its  check  for  each  disbursement  required  by  the  aforesaid 
provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

The  Trustee  shall  keep  and  maintain  adequate  records 
pertaining  to  the  Construction  Fund  and  all  disburse- 
ments therefrom  and  after  the  Industrial  Buildings 
shall  have  been  completed  and  a  cortifiod  CERTIFICATE 
of  payment  of  all  costs  files  FILED  as  provided  in  Section 
6.03  hereof,  the  Trustee  shall,  if  requested  by  the  Industry, 
file  an  accounting  thereof  with  the  City  and  with  the  In- 
dustry. 

Section  6.03.  The  completion  of  the  Industrial  Build- 
ings and  the  payments  of  all  costs  and  expenses  inci- 
dent thereto  shall  be  evidenced  by  the  filing  with  the 
Trustee  of  (i)  the  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement)  re- 
quired by  the  provisions  of  Section  3.5  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment and  (ii)  a  certificate  signed  by  the  City  Treasurer 
and  by  the  Industry  (by  one  of  the  authorized  ofl^cers 
of  the  Industry),  which  certificate  shall  state  that  all 
obligations  and  costs  in  connection  with  the  Industrial 
Buildings  and  paj^able  out  of  the  Construction 
Fund  have  been  paid  and  discharged  except  for  amounts 
retained  by  the  Trustee  with  the  approval  of  the  said 
Authorized  Industry  Representative  for  the  payment  of 
costs  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  not  then  due  and 
payable  as  provided  in  the  Loan  Agreement.  As  soon  as 
practicable  and  in  any  event  after  sixty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  certificate  referred  to  in  clause  (ii)  of  the 
preceding  sentence  any  balance  remaining  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund  (other  than  the  amounts  retained  by  the 
Trustee  referred  to  in  the  preceding  sentence)  shall  with- 
out further  authorization  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund 
by  the  Trustee  with  advice  to  the  City  and  to  the  Industry 
of  such  action  unless  the  Industry  shall  have  directed  the 
Trustee  to  purchase  Bonds  in  the  open  market  for  the 
purpose  of  cancellation  in  accordance  with  Section  3.3  (k) 
of  the  Loan  Agreement. 
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ARTICLE  VII 

INVESTMENTS 

Section  7.01.  Any  moneys  held  as  part  of  the  Con- 
struction Fund  and  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be  invested  and 
reinvested  by  the  Trustee  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  3.8  of  the  Loan  Agreement;  provided, 
however,  that  neither  all  nor  a  major  portion  of  the  pro- 
ceeds derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  used, 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  any 
Bond  to  be  an  "arbitrage  bond"  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as 
amended.  Any  such  investment  shall  be  held  by  or  under 
the  control  of  the  Trustee  and  shall  be  deemed  at  all 
times  a  part  of  the  fund  in  which  such  moneys  are  origi- 
nally held  and  the  interest  accruing  thereon,  and  any 
profit  realized  from  such  investments  shall  be  credited  to 
such  fund,  and  any  loss  resulting  from  such  investments 
shall  be  charged  to  such  fund.  The  Trustee  shall  sell  and 
reduce  to  cash  funds  a  sufficient  amount  of  such  invest- 
ments whenever  the  cash  balance  in  such  fund  or  account 
is  insufficient  for  the  purposes  for  such  fund  or  account. 

Section  7.02.  The  Trustee  may  make  any  and  all  in- 
vestments permitted  under  Section  7.01  through  its  own 
Bond  Department. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

GENERAL  COVENANTS 

Section  8.01.  Each  and  every  covenant  herein  made, 
including  all  covenants  made  by  the  various  sections  of 
this  Article  VIII,  is  predicated  upon  the  condition  that 
any  obligation  for  the  payment  of  money  incurred  by  the 
City  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City  or 
a  charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing 
powers,  but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  (except  amounts  paid 
pursuant  to  Sections  6.5  and  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement) 
which  are  required  to  be  set  apart  and  transferred  to  the 
Bond  Fund,  which  moneys,  revenues  and  receipts  are 
hereby  specifically  pledged  to  the  payment  thereof  in  the 
manner  and  to  the  extent  in  this  Ordinance  specified  and 
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nothing  in  the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  considered  as  pledging  any  other  funds  or  assets 
of  the  City. 

The  City  covenants  that  it  will  promptly  pay  the  prin- 
cipal of,  including  any  applicable  redemption  premiums, 
and  interest  on  every  Bond  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
at  the  place,  on  the  dates  and  in  the  manner  provided 
herein  and  in  said  Bonds,  and  in  the  coupons  appertaining 
thereto  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof. 

Section  8.02.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  faithfully 
perform  at  all  times  any  and  all  covenants,  undertakings, 
stipulations  and  provisions  contained  in  this  Ordinance, 
in  any  and  every  Bond  executed,  authenticated  and  deliv- 
ered hereunder  and  in  all  proceedings  pertaining  thereto. 
The  City  covenants  that  it  is  duly  authorized  under  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  to  issue 
the  Bonds  authorized  hereby  and  to  enter  into  the  Loan 
Agreement,  and  to  pledge  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan,  and  that  the  Bonds  in  the  hands  of  the 
holders  and  owners  thereof  and  the  coupons  appertaining 
thereto  in  the  hands  of  the  bearers  thereof  are  and  will 
be  valid  and  enforceable  obligations  of  the  City  according 
to  the  import  thereof. 

Section  8.03.  The  City  will  at  all  times  maintain  its 
corporate  existence  or  assure  the  assumption  of  its  obli- 
gations under  this  Ordinance  by  any  public  body  suc- 
ceeding to  its  powers  under  the  Act,  and  it  will  use  its 
best  efforts  to  maintain,  preserve  and  renew  all  the  rights 
and  powers  provided  to  it  by  the  Act;  and  it  will  comply 
with  all  valid  acts,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  directions 
of  any  legislative,  executive,  administrative  or  judicial 
body  applicable  to  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  8.04.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstand- 
ing, the  City  will  enforce  the  obligation  of  the  Industry 
to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  all  the  payments  and  other 
costs  and  charges  payable  by  the  Industry  under  the  Loan 
Agreement.  The  City  will  not  enter  into  any  agreement 
without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee  and,  in 
the  event  such  amendatory  agreement  shall  adversely 
affect  the  interests  of  the  holders  of  the  bonds,  the  prior 
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written    consent    thereto    of    the    holders    of    at    least 
662/^%  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding. 

Section  8.05.  The  City  shall  cause  the  Industry  to 
release  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from,  to  agree  that  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable  for,  and  to  agree 
to  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee  harmless 
from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage  to  property  or 
any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person,  including  costs  and 
expenses  of  litigation,  that  may  be  occasioned  by  any  cause 
whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  Industrial  Buildings 
or  the  financing  thereof,  except  as  set  forth  in  Section 
5.2  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  8.06.  The  City  will  from  time  to  time  execute 
and  deliver  such  further  instruments  and  take  such  fur- 
ther action  as  may  be  reasonable  and  as  may  be  required 
to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance;  provided, 
however,  that  no  such  instruments  or  actions  shall  pledge 
the  credit  or  taxing  power  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  the 
Cit}^,  or  any  other  political  subdivision  of  said  State. 

Section  8.07.  Except  for  the  contemplated  assignment 
to  the  Trustee,  the  City  will  not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  or  encumber  its  interest  in  the  Loan  Agreement 
or  any  of  the  payments  or  receipts  derived  therefrom,  and 
will  promptly  pay  or  cause  to  be  discharged  or  make  ade- 
quate provision  to  satisfy  and  discharge  any  lien  or  charge 
on  any  part  of  such  payments  or  receipts. 

Section  8.08.  In  Sections  5.1  and  5.2  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, the  Industry  agrees  at  its  own  expense  to  keep  the 
Industrial  Buildings  in  good  repair  and  in  good 
operating  condition  and  properly  insured. 

Section  8.09.  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  all  books 
and  documents  in  its  possession  relating  to  the  Industrial 
Buildings  and  the  moneys,  revenues  and  receipts 
derived  from  the  Industrial  Buildings  shall  at  all 
times  be  open  to  inspection  by  such  accountants  or  other 
agencies  as  the  Trustee  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

Section  8.10.  To  the  extent  that  such  information 
shall  be  made  known  to  the  City  under  the  terms  of  this 
Section  8.10,  it  will  keep  on  file  at  the  corporate  trust 
office  of  the  Trustee  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of 
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the  last  known  holders  of  all  Bonds  and  the  amount  be- 
lieved to  be  held  by  each  of  such  last  known  holders.  Any 
Bondholder  may  request  that  his  name  and  address  be 
placed  on  said  list  by  filing  a  written  request  with  the 
City  or  with  the  Trustee,  which  request  shall  include  a 
statement  of  the  principal  amount  of  Bonds  held  by  such 
holder  and  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds.  The  Trustee  shall 
be  under  no  responsibility  with  regard  to  the  accuracy 
of  said  list,  and  may  rely  on  said  list  for  the  payment  of 
all  sums  due  and  payable  under  this  Ordinance  with  re- 
gard to  the  payment  of  principal  of,  premium,  if  any, 
and  interest  on  the  Bonds.  At  reasonable  times  and  under 
reasonable  regulations  established  by  the  Trustee,  said 
list  may  be  inspected  and  copied  by  the  Industry  or  by 
holders  and/or  owners  (or  a  designated  representative 
thereof)  of  twenty-five  percent  or  more  in  principal 
amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding,  such  ownership  and 
the  authority  of  any  such  designated  representative  to 
be  evidenced  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Trustee. 

Section  8.11.  The  City  covenants  that,  in  order  to  pro- 
tect the  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  the  payments  to  be  made 
under  the  Loan  Agreement,  appropriate  Financing  State- 
ments, naming  the  Trustee  as  assignee  of  the  contract 
rights  represented  bj'  such  Loan  Agreement  (including  the 
Note),  will  be  filed  in  the  appropriate  state  and  county 
offices  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Uniform  Com- 
mercial Code,  as  amended.  The  City  and  the  Trustee  will 
file  such  necessary  continuation  statements  from  time  to 
time  as  may  be  required  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
said  Uniform  Commercial  Code  to  protect  the  interest  of 
the  Trustee. 

ARTICLE  IX 

DEFEASANCE 

Section  9.01.  If  and  when  the  Bonds  secured  hereby 
shall  become  due  and  payable  in  accordance  with  their 
terms  or  through  redemption  proceedings  as  provided  in 
this  Ordinance,  or  otherwise,  and  the  whole  amount  of 
the  principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  the  interest  so  due 
and  payable  upon  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid,  or  provi- 
sions shall  have  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the  same, 
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together  with  all  other  sums  payable  hereunder  by  the 
City,  then  and  in  that  case,  the  right,  title  and  interest  of 
the  Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust  Estate  and  all  covenants, 
agreements  and  other  obligations  of  the  City  to  the  Bond- 
holders shall  thereupon  cease,  terminate  and  become  void 
and  be  discharged  and  satisfied.  In  such  event,  upon  re- 
quest of  the  City,  the  Trustee  shall  assign  and  transfer 
to  the  City  all  documents  and  property  then  held  by  the 
Trustee  and  shall  execute  such  documents  as  may  be  rea- 
sonably required  by  the  City  and  shall  turn  over  to  the 
Industry,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in  default  under  the  Loan 
Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body  or  authority  as  may 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  upon  the  joint  written 
instructions  of  the  City  and  the  Industry  any  surplus  in 
the  Bond  Fund  and  all  balances  remaining  in  any  other 
fund  created  under  this  Ordinance.  If  and  when  the  Trustee 
shall  hold  sufficient  moneys  hereunder  to  provide  for 
payment  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal,  premium 
(if  any)  and  interest  due  and  payable  and  thereafter  to 
become  due  and  payable  upon  all  the  Bonds,  together  with 
all  other  sums  payable  or  which  may  thereafter  become 
payable  hereunder  by  the  City,  notwithstanding  that  all 
the  Bonds  and  coupons  have  not  yet  become  due  and  pay- 
able and  that  consequently  the  right,  title  and  interest  of 
the  Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust  Estate  sh^H  not  have 
ceased,  terminated  and  become  void  pursuant  to  the  fore- 
going provisions  of  this  Section  9.01,  the  Trustee,  on  de- 
mand of  the  City,  shall  turn  over  to  the  Industry,  so  long 
as  it  is  not  in  default  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  or  to 
such  person,  body  or  authority  as  may  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  same,  upon  the  joint  written  instructions  of 
the  City  and  the  Industry,  any  surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund 
and  in  any  other  fund  created  under  this  Ordinance  in 
excess  of  the  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  whole  amount  of 
the  principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  interest  due  and 
payable  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and  payable  upon 
all  the  Bonds,  together  with  all  other  sums  payable  or 
which  may  thereafter  become  payable  hereunder  by  the 
City. 

All  outstanding  Bonds  and  all  coupons  appertaining 
to  such  Bonds  shall  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption 
date  thereof  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  within  the  mean- 
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ing  and  with  the  effect  expressed  above  if  (a)  in  case 
any  of  said  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  on  any  date  prior 
to  their  maturity,  the  City  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee 
in  form  satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  instructions  to  pub- 
lish notice  of  redemption  of  such  Bonds  on  said  date  as 
provided  in  Section  3.03  hereof,  (b)  there  shall  have  been 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  either  moneys  in  an  amount 
which  shall  be  sufficient  or  securities  specified  in  Section 
3.8 (i)  or  (iii)  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  principal  of 
and  the  interest  on  which  when  due  will  provide  moneys 
which,  together  with  the  moneys,  if  any,  deposited  with 
the  Trustee  ^at  the  same  time,  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay 
when  due  the  principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any, 
due  and  to  become  due  on  said  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  the 
redemption  date  or  maturity  date  thereof,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  (c)  in  the  event  said  Bonds  are  not  by  their 
terms  subject  to  redemption  within  the  next  succeeding 
60  days,  the  City  shall  have  given  the  Trustee  in  form 
satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  instruction  to  publish,  as 
soon  as  practicable  in  the  same  manner  as  a  notice  of 
redemption  is  published  pursuant  to  Section  3.03  hereof, 
a  notice  to  the  holders  of  such  Bonds  and  coupons  that 
the  deposit  required  by  (b)  above  has  been  made  with 
the  Trustee  and  that  said  Bonds  and  coupons  are  deemed 
to  have  been  paid  in  accordance  with  this  Section  and 
stating  such  maturity  or  redemption  date  upon  which 
moneys  are  to  be  available  for  the  payment  of  the  princi- 
pal and  premium,  if  any,  on  said  Bonds.  Neither  the  se- 
curities nor  moneys  deposited  with  the  Trustee  pursuant 
to  this  Section  nor  principal  nor  interest  payments  on  any 
such  securities  shall  be  withdrawn  or  used  for  any  pur- 
pose other  than,  and  shall  be  held  in  trust  for,  the  payment 
of  the  principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  said 
Bonds;  provided  that  any  cash  received  from  such  princi- 
pal or  interest  payments  on  such  securities  deposited  with 
the  Trustee,  if  not  then  needed  for  such  purpose,  shall,  to 
the  extent  practicable,  be  reinvested  in  securities  matur- 
ing at  times  and  in  amounts  sufficient  to  pay  when  due 
the  principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  to  become 
due  on  said  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  such  redemption  date 
or  maturity  date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  interest 
earned  from  such  reinvestments  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
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Industry,  as  received  by  the  Trustee,  free  and  clear  of  any 
trust,  lien  or  pledge. 

The  release  of  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  this 
Section  9.01  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  the 
Trustee  to  be  paid  reasonable  compensation  for  all  services 
rendered  by  it  hereunder  and  all  its  reasonable  expenses, 
charges  and  other  disbursements  and  those  of  its  attor- 
neys, agents  and  employees,  incurred  on  and  about  the 
administration  of  the  trusts  hereby  created  and  the  per- 
formance of  its  powers  and  duties  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  X 
DEFAULTS  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  10.01.  In  case  one  or  more  of  the  following 
events,  in  this  Ordinance  referred  to  as  the  ''Events  of 
Default,"  shall  happen,  that  is  to  say,  if 

(a)  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Bonds  and  pre- 
mium, if  any,  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  be- 
come due  and  payable  at  maturity,  upon  redemption  or 
otherwise ;  or 

(b)  payment  of  an  installment  of  interest  on  the  Bonds 
shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  become  due  and 
payable ;  or 

(c)  there  shall  be  an  event  of  default  under  the  Loan 
Agreement ;  or 

(d)  an  order  or  decree  appointing  a  receiver  of  the 
Industry's  payments  under  the  Loan  Agreement  or  any 
part  thereof  shall  be  entered  with  the  consent  or  ac- 
quiescence of  the  City  or  such  order  or  decree  shall  be 
entered  without  the  acquiescence  or  consent  of  the  City 
if  it  shall  not  be  vacated,  discharged  or  stayed  within 
sixty  (60)  days  after  entrj^;  or 

(e)  the  City  shall  default  in  the  due  and  punctual  per- 
formance of  any  covenant,  condition,  agreement  or  provi- 
sion (other  than  as  specified  in  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  Section 
10.01)  contained  in  the  Bonds  or  in  this  Ordinance  on  the 
part  of  the  City  to  be  performed,  and  such  default  shall 
continue  for  ninety  (90)  days  after  written  notice  specify- 
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ing  such  default  and  requiring  the  same  to  be  remedied 
shall  have  been  given  to  the  City  and  the  Industry  by  the 
Trustee,  which  may  give  such  notice  in  its  discretion  and 
shall  give  such  notice  at  the  written  request  of  the  holders 
of  not  less  than  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding;  then,  in  any  such 
case,  the  Trustee  may,  and  upon  written  request  of  the 
holders  of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount 
of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall,  provided  that  written 
notice  of  the  default  has  been  given  to  the  City  and  the 
Industry  by  the  Trustee  and  the  default  has  not  thereto- 
fore been  cured,  declare  the  principal  of  all  Bonds  then 
outstanding  to  be  due  and  payable  immediately  by  notice 
in  writing  delivered  to  the  City  and  the  Industry,  and 
upon  such  declaration  the  said  principal,  together  with 
interest  accrued  thereon,  shall  become  due  and  payable, 
immediately  at  the  place  of  payment  provided  therein,  any- 
thing in  this  Ordinance  or  in  said  Bonds  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

The  above  provisions,  however,  are  subject  to  the  condi- 
tion that  if,  after  the  principal  of  said  Bonds  shall  have 
been  so  declared  to  be  due  and  payable,  all  arrears  of 
interest  upon  the  Bonds,  and  interest  on  overdue  install- 
ments of  interest  (if  lawful)  at  the  rate  per  annum  which 
is  one  percentage  point  greater  than  that  borne  by  the 
Bonds,  and  all  other  sums  payable  under  this  Ordinance, 
except  the  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  the  Bonds  which 
by  such  declaration  shall  have  become  due  and  payable, 
shall  have  been  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  the 
City  also  shall  have  performed  all  other  things  in  respect 
of  which  it  may  have  been  in  default  hereunder,  and  shall 
have  paid  the  reasonable  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  of 
the  holders  of  such  Bonds,  including  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees  paid  or  incurred,  then  and  in  every  such  case,  such 
default  may  be  waived  and  such  declaration  and  its  con- 
sequences rescinded  and  annulled  by  the  Trustee  by  written 
notice  to  the  City,  which  waiver,  rescission  and  annulment 
shall  be  binding  upon  all  Bondholders;  provided  that  if 
such  declaration  was  requested  by  the  holders  of  twenty- 
five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds,  such 
waiver,  rescission  and  annulment  must  be  consented  to  by 
the  holders  of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds 
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then  outstanding,  which  consent  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
Trustee  and  upon  all  holders  of  Bonds ;  but  no  such  w;aiver, 
rescission  and  annulment  shall  extend  to  or  affect  any  sub- 
sequent default  or  impair  any  right  or  remedy  consequent 
thereon. 

Section  10.02.  The  Trustee,  as  the  assignee  of  all  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  in  and  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  shall  enforce  each  and  every  right  granted  to 
the  City  under  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  10.03.  Upon  the  happening  of  any  Event  of 
Default,  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  Trustee  in  its 
discretion  may,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the  hold- 
ers of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  receipt  of  indemnity  to  its 
satisfaction,  shall : 

(a)  by  mandamus,  or  other  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
at  law  or  in  equity,  enforce  all  rights  of  the  Bondholders, 
and  require  the  City  or  the  Industry  to  carry  out  any 
agreements  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bondholders  and 
to  perform  its  or  their  duties  under  the  Act,  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  this  Ordinance ; 

(b)  bring  suit  upon  the  Bonds ; 

(c)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  require  the  City  to 
account  as  if  it  were  the  trustee  of  an  express  trust  for 
the  Bondholders ;  or 

(d)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  enjoin  any  acts  or 
things  which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  violation  of  the  rights 
of  the  Bondholders. 

Section  10.04.  In  case  any  proceeding  taken  by  the 
Trustee  on  account  of  any  default  shall  have  been  discon- 
tinued or  abandoned  for  any  reason,  or  shall  have  been 
determined  adversely  to  the  Trustee,  then  and  in  every 
case  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bondholders  shall  be 
restored  to  their  former  positions  and  rights  hereunder, 
respectively,  and  all  rights,  remedies  and  powers  of  the 
Trustee  shall  continue  as  though  no  such  proceeding  had 
been  taken. 

Section  10.05.  Anything  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  prin- 
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cipal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  hereunder 
shall  have  the  right,  by  an  instrument  in  writing  executed 
and  delivered  to  the  Trustee,  to  direct  the  method  and 
place  of  conducting  all  remedial  proceedings  to  be  taken 
bj'  the  Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  10.06.  No  holder  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  have 
any  right  to  institute  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding  in 
equity  or  at  law  for  the  execution  of  any  trust  hereunder, 
or  any  other  remedy  hereunder  or  on  said  Bonds,  unless 
such  holder  previously  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee 
written  noticTe  of  an  Event  of  Default  as  hereinabove  pro- 
vided and  unless  also  the  holders  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then 
outstanding  shall  have  made  written  request  of  the  Trustee 
so  to  do,  after  the  right  to  exercise  such  powers  or  rights 
of  action,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  accrued,  and 
shall  have  afforded  the  Trustee  a  reasonable  opportunity 
either  to  proceed  to  exercise  the  powers  hereinabove 
granted,  or  to  institute  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding  in 
its  or  their  name;  nor  unless  there  also  shall  have  been 
offered  to  the  Trustee  security  and  indemnity  satisfactory 
to  it  against  the  costs,  expenses  and  liabilities  to  be  in- 
curred therein  or  thereby,  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  have 
complied  with  such  request  within  a  reasonable  time;  and 
such  notification,  request  and  offer  of  indemnity  are 
hereby  declared  in  every  such  case,  at  the  option  of  the 
Trustee,  to  be  conditions  precedent  to  the  execution  of  the 
trusts  of  this  Ordinance  or  for  any  other  remedy  here- 
under; it  being  understood  and  intended  that  no  one  or 
more  holders  of  the  Bonds  hereby  secured  shall  have  any 
right  in  any  manner  whatever  by  his  or  their  action  to 
affect,  disturb  or  prejudice  the  security  of  this  Ordinance, 
or  to  enforce  any  right  hereunder  or  under  the  Bonds, 
except  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  and  that  all  pro- 
ceedings at  law  or  in  equity  shall  be  instituted,  had  and 
maintained  in  the  manner  herein  provided  and  for  the 
equal  benefit  of  all  holders  of  outstanding  Bonds  and 
coupons.  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  contained,  shall,  how- 
ever, affect  or  impair  the  right  of  any  holder  of  Bonds  or 
coupons  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and 
interest  on  any  Bond  at  and  after  the  maturity  thereof, 
or  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  the  principal  of  and 
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interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  each  of  the  Bonds  issued 
hereunder  to  the  respective  holders  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons 
at  the  time,  place,  from  the  source  and  in  the  manner 
herein  and  in  said  Bonds  and  the  appurtenant  coupons 
expressed. 

Section  10.07.  All  rights  of  action  under  this  Ordi- 
nance or  under  any  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  which  are 
enforceable  by  the  Trustee  may  be  enforced  by  it  without 
the  possession  of  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  thereunto 
appertaining,  or  the  production  thereof  on  the  trial  or 
other  proceedings  relative  thereto,  and  any  such  suit,  ac- 
tion or  proceeding  instituted  by  the  Trustee  shall  be 
brought  in  its  name  for  the  equal  and  ratable  benefit  of 
the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  10.08.  No  remedy  herein  conferred  upon  or 
reserved  to  the  Trustee  or  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  is 
intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other  remedy  or  remedies, 
and  each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative,  and 
shall  be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  hereunder 
or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity  or  by 
statute. 

Section  10.09.  No  delay  or  omission  of  the  Trustee  or 
of  any  holder  of  the  Bonds  to  exercise  any  right  or  power 
accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such  right  or 
power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  of  any  such 
default,  or  an  acquiescence  therein;  and  every  power  and 
remedy  given  by  this  Article  to  the  Trustee  and  to  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds,  respectively,  may  be  exercised  from 
time  to  time  and  as  often  as  maj'  be  deemed  expedient. 

Section  10.10.  Any  moneys  received  by  the  Trustee  or 
by  any  receiver  pursuant  to  this  Article  X  shall  be  applied 
as  follows: 

(a)  Unless  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have 
become  or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all 
such  moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  to  the  persons 
entitled  thereto  of  all  installments  of  interest  then  due 
on  the  Bonds,  with  interest  on  overdue  installments,  if  law- 
ful, at  the  rate  per  annum  which  is  one  percentage  point 
greater  than  the  rate  borne  by  the  Bonds,  in  the  order  of 
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the  maturity  of  the  installments  of  such  interest  and,  if 
the  amount  available  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  in  full 
any  particular  installment  with  such  interest,  then  to  the 
payment  ratably,  according  to  the  amounts  due  on  such 
installment,  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  without  any 
discrimination  or  privilege. 

(b)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  become 
or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all  such 
moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  then  due  and  unpaid  upon  the  Bonds,  with 
interest  on  ^overdue  interest  and  principal,  as  aforesaid, 
without  pre'ference  or  priority  of  principal  over  interest 
or  of  interest  over  principal,  or  of  any  installment  of  in- 
terest over  any  other  installment  of  interest,  or  of  any 
Bond  over  any  other  Bond,  ratably,  according  to  the 
amounts  due  respectively  for  the  principal  and  interest,  to 
the  persons  entitled  thereto  without  any  discrimination  or 
privilege. 

(c)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  been 
declared  due  and  payable,  and  if  such  declaration  shall 
thereafter  have  been  rescinded  and  annulled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Article,  then,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (b)  of  this  Section  which  shall  be  applicable  in 
the  event  that  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  later 
become  due  or  be  declared  due  and  payable,  the  moneys 
shall  be  applied  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph (a)  of  this  Section. 

Whenever  moneys  are  to  be  applied  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Section,  such  moneys  shall  be  applied  at 
such  times,  and  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Trustee  shall 
determine,  having  due  regard  to  the  amount  of  such 
moneys  available  for  application  and  the  likelihood  of  ad- 
ditional moneys  becoming  available  for  such  application  in 
the  future.  Whenever  the  Trustee  shall  apply  such  funds, 
it  shall  fix  the  date  (which  shall  be  an  interest  payment 
date  unless  it  shall  deem  another  date  more  suitable)  upon 
which  such  application  is  to  be  made  and  upon  such  date 
interest  on  the  amounts  of  principal  to  be  paid  on  such 
dates  shall  cease  to  accrue.  The  Trustee  shall  give  such 
notice  by  publication  or  mailing  as  it  may  deem  appropri- 
ate of  the  deposit  with  it  of  any  such  moneys  and  of  the 
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fixing  of  any  such  date,  and  shall  not  be  required  to  make 
payment  to  the  holder  of  any  unpaid  coupon  or  any  Bond 
until  such  coupon  or  such  Bond  shall  be  presented  to  the 
Trustee  for  appropriate  endorsement  or  for  cancellation  if 
fully  paid. 

Section  10.11.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intention  of  this 
Article  to  provide  rights  and  remedies  to  the  Trustee  and 
Bondholders  which  may  be  lawfully  granted  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  but  should  any  right  or  remedy  herein 
granted  be  held  to  be  unlawful,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bond- 
holders shall  be  entitled,  as  above  set  forth,  to  every  other 
right  and  remedy  provided  in  this  Ordinance  and  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XI 

CONCERNING  THE  TRUSTEE 

Section  11.01.  By  executing  the  certificate  of  authenti- 
cation endorsed  upon  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall  signify 
its  acceptance  and  agree  to  execute  the  trusts  hereby  cre- 
ated, but  only  upon  the  additional  terms  set  forth  in  this 
Article,  to  all  of  which  the  City  agrees  and  the  respective 
holders  of  the  Bonds  agree  upon  and  by  their  acceptance 
of  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  11.02.  The  recitals,  statements  and  representa- 
tions in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds  contained,  save 
only  the  Trustee's  authentication  upon  the  Bonds,  shall  be 
taken  and  construed  as  made  by  and  on  the  part  of  the 
City,  and  not  by  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  does  not 
assume,  and  shall  not  have,  any  responsibility  or  obliga- 
tion for  the  correctness  of  any  thereof. 

Section  11.03.  The  Trustee  may  execute  any  of  the 
trusts  or  powers  hereof  and  perform  the  duties  required 
of  it  hereunder  by  or  through  attorneys,  agents,  receivers, 
or  employees,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  advice  of  counsel 
concerning  all  matters  of  trust  and  its  duty  hereunder, 
and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  answerable  for  the  default  or 
misconduct  of  any  such  attorney,  agent,  or  employee  se- 
lected by  it  with  reasonable  care.  The  Trustee  shall  not 
be  answerable  for  the  exercise  of  any  discretion  or  power 
under  this  Ordinance  or  for  anything  whatever  in  connec- 
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tion  with  the  trust,  except  only  for  its  own  wilful  mis- 
conduct or  negligence. 

Section  11.04.  The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  pay- 
ment and/or  reimbursement  for  reasonable  fees  for  its 
Ordinary  Services  rendered  hereunder,  and  all  advances, 
counsel  fees  and  other  Ordinary  Expenses  reasonably  and 
necessarily  made  or  incurred  by  the  Trustee  in  connection 
with  such  Ordinary  Services  and,  in  the  event  that  it 
should  become  necessary  that  the  Trustee  perform  Ex- 
traordinary Services,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  reasonable  extra 
compensation  therefor,  and  to  reimbursement  for  reason- 
able and  necessary  Extraordinary  Expenses  in  connection 
therewith;  provided,  that  if  such  Extraordinary  Services 
or  Extraordinary  Expenses  are  occasioned  by  the  neglect 
or  misconduct  of  the  Trustee,  it  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
compensation  or  reimbursement  therefor.  The  Trustee  shall 
have  a  lien  with  right  of  payment  prior  to  payment  on 
account  of  interest  or  principal  of  any  Bond  for  the  fore- 
going advances,  fees,  costs  and  expenses  incurred. 

Section  11.05.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  required  to  take 
notice,  or  to  be  deemed  to  have  notice,  of  any  default 
under  this  Ordinance  other  than  a  default  under  Section 
10.01(a)  or  Section  10.01(b)  hereof,  unless  specifically 
notified  in  writing  of  such  default  by  the  holders  of  at 
least  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding.  The  Trustee  may,  however, 
at  any  time,  in  its  discretion,  require  of  the  CJity  full  in- 
formation and  advice  as  to  the  performance  of  any  of 
the  covenants,  conditions  and  agreements  contained  herein. 

Section  11.06.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation 
to  take  any  action  in  respect  of  any  default  or  otherwise, 
or  toward  the  execution  or  enforcement  of  any  of  the  trusts 
hereby  created,  or  to  institute,  appear  in  or  defend  any 
suit  or  other  proceeding  in  connection  therewith,  unless 
requested  in  writing  so  to  do  by  holders  of  at  least  twenty- 
five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then 
outstanding,  and  if  in  its  opinion  such  action  may  tend 
to  involve  it  in  expense  or  liability,  unless  furnished,  from 
time  to  time  as  often  as  it  may  require,  with  security  and 
indemnity  satisfactory  to  it;  but  the  foregoing  provisions 
are  intended  only  for  the  protection  of  the  Trustee,  and 
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shall  not  affect  any  discretion  or  power  given  by  any  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  to  the  Trustee  to  take  action 
in  respect  of  any  default  without  such  notice  or  request 
from  the  Bondholders,  or  without  such  security  or  in- 
demnity. 

Section  11.07.  If  the  City  shall  fail  to  perform  any  of 
the  covenants  or  agreements  contained  in  this  Ordinance 
other  than  the  covenants  or  agreements  in  respect  of  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of,  redemption  premium  (if  any), 
and  interest  on,  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may,  in  its  un- 
controlled discretion  and  without  notice  to  the  Bondhold- 
ers at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  make  advances  to 
effect  performance  of  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City,  but 
the  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation  so  to  do;  and  any 
and  all  moneys  paid  or  advanced  by  the  Trustee  for  any 
such  purpose,  together  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate 
of  seven  per  cent  {79c)  per  annum  shall  be  a  claim  in 
favor  of  the  Trustee  upon  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of 
the  City  from  the  Loan  prior  to  the  claim  of  the  Bonds; 
but  no  such  advance  shall  operate  to  relieve  the  City  from 
any  default  hereunder. 

Section  11.08.  The  Trustee  shall  be  protected  and  shall 
incur  no  liability  in  acting  or  proceeding  in  good  faith  upon 
any  resolution,  notice,  telegram,  request,  consent,  waiver, 
certificate,  statement,  affidavit,  voucher,  bond,  requisition 
other  paper  or  document  which  it  shall  in  good  faith  be- 
lieve to  be  genuine  and  to  have  been  passed  or  signed  by 
the  proper  board,  body  or  person  or  to  have  been  prepared 
and  furnished  pursuant  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  or  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  the  Trustee  shall 
be  under  no  duty  to  make  any  investigation  or  inquiry  as 
to  any  statements  contained  or  matters  referred  to  in 
any  such  instrument,  but  may  accept  and  rely  upon  the 
same  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  truth  and  accuracy  of 
such  statements.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  bound  to  recog- 
nize any  person  as  a  holder  of  any  Bond  or  coupon  or  to 
take  any  action  at  his  request  unless  such  Bond  or  coupon 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  satisfactory  evidence 
of  the  ownership  of  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  the  Trustee.

Section  11.09.  The  Trustee  may  in  good  faith  buy,  sell, 
own,  hold  and  deal  in  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  issued 
hereunder  and  secured  by  this  Ordinance,  and  may  join 
in  any  action  which  any  Bondholder  may  be  entitled  to 
take  with  like  effect  as  if  the  Trustee  were  not  a  party 
to  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee,  either  as  principal  or  agent, 
may  also  engage  in  or  be  interested  in  any  financial  or 
other  transaction  with  the  City  or  the  Industry,  and  may 
act  as  depository,  trustee,  or  agent  for  any  committee  or 
body  of  holders  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  or  other 
obligations  of  the  City  as  freely  as  if  it  were  not  Trustee 
hereunder.    ^ 

Section  11.10.  The  Trustee  may  allow  and  credit  inter- 
est upon  any  moneys  which  it  may  at  any  time  receive 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  at  such 
rate,  if  any,  as  it  customarily  allows  upon  similar  funds 
of  similar  size  and  under  similar  conditions.  All  interest 
allowed  on  any  such  moneys  shall  be  credited  as  provided 
in  Article  VII  with  respect  to  interest  on  investments. 

Section  11.11.  The  Trustee  may  construe  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  insofar  as  the  same  may  ap- 
pear to  be  ambiguous  or  inconsistent  with  any  other  pro- 
vision thereof,  and  any  construction  of  any  such  provi- 
sions hereof  by  the  Trustee  in  good  faith  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  Bondholders. 

Section  11.12.  The  Trustee  may  resign  and  be  dis- 
charged of  the  trusts  created  by  this  Ordinance  by  execut- 
ing an  instrument  in  writing  resigning  such  trust  and 
specifying  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
and  filing  the  same  with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer  not 
less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  date  specified  in  such 
instrument  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  and  by 
giving  notice  of  such  resignation  by  publication  at  least 
once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  a  newspaper 
carrying  financial  news  published  at  least  ^veekly  in  the 
English  language  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  the  first  publication  of  said  notice 
to  appear  not  less  than  three  weeks  prior  to  the  date 
specified  in  such  notice  when  such  resignation  shall  take 
effect.  Such  resignation  shall  take  effect  on  the  day  speci- 
fied in  such  instrument  and  notice,   unless  previously  a 
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successor  trustee  shall  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, in  which  event  such  resignation  shall  take  effect 
immediately  on  the  appointment  of  such  successor  trustee. 

Section  11.13.     The  Trustee  may  be  removed  at  any  time 

by  an  instrument  in  writing,  appointing  a  successor,  filed 
with  the  Trustee  so  removed  and  executed  by  the  holders 
of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  out- 
standing. 

Section  11.14.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall  re- 
sign, or  shall  be  removed,  or  be  dissolved,  or  if  its  prop- 
erty or  affairs  shall  be  taken  under  the  control  of  any  state 
or  federal  court  or  administrative  body  because  of  insolv- 
ency or  bankruptcy,  or  for  any  other  reason,  a  vacancy 
shall  forthwith  and  ipso  facto  exist  in  the  office  of  Trustee, 
and  a  successor  may  be  appointed  by  the  holders  of  a 
majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstand- 
ing, by  an  instrument  or  instruments  in  writing  filed  with 
the  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  signed  by  such  Bondholders  or 
by  their  attorneys-in-fact  duly  authorized.  Copies  of  each 
instrument  shall  be  promptly  delivered  by  the  City  to  the 
predecessor  Trustee  and  to  the  Trustee  so  appointed. 

Until  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bond- 
holders as  herein  authorized,  the  City,  by  an  instrument 
authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fi- 
nance, may  appoint  a  Trustee  to  fill  such  vacancy.  After 
any  appointment  by  the  City,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  such 
appointment  to  be  published  once  in  each  of  two  consecu- 
tive weeks  in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial  news  pub- 
lished at  least  weekly  in  the  English  language  and  of  gen- 
eral circulation  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  Any 
new  Trustee  so  appointed  by  the  City  shall  immediately 
and  without  further  act  be  superseded  by  a  Trustee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bondholders  in  the  manner  above  provided. 

Section  11.15.  Every  successor  in  the  trust  hereunder 
pointed  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  shall  be  a 
trust  company,  a  bank  and  trust  company  or  a  national 
bank  with  trust  powers,  having  a  combined  capital  and 
surplus  of  at  least  Ten  Million  Dollars  ($10,000,000)  if 
there  be  such  a  trust  company,  bank  and  trust  company  or 
national  bank  willing  and  able  to  accept  the  trust  on  rea- 
sonable and  customarv  terms. 
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Section  11.16.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign  and  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be 
made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Article 
prior  to  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  of  resignation 
as  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  the  re- 
tiring Trustee  may  forthwith  apply  to  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  for  the  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee.  If 
no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  made  pur- 
suant to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Article  within 
six  months  after  a  vacancy  shall  have  occurred  in  the 
office  of  Trustee,  the  holder  of  any  Bond  may  apply  to 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  appoint  a  successor 
Trustee.  Such  court  may  thereupon,  after  such  notice,  if 
any,  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  prescribe,  appoint  a  suc- 
cessor Trustee. 

Section  11.17.  Any  successor  Trustee  appointed  here- 
under shall  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  the  City 
an  instrument  accepting  such  appointment  hereunder,  and 
thereupon  such  successor  Trustee,  without  any  further  act, 
deed  or  conveyance,  shall  become  duly  vested  with  all  the 
estates,  property,  rights,  powers,  trusts,  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  its  predecessor  in  the  trust  hereunder,  with  like 
effect  as  if  originally  named  Trustee  herein.  Upon  request 
of  such  Trustee,  the  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  an  in- 
strument transferring  to  such  successor  Trustee  all  the 
estates,  property,  rights,  powers  and  trusts  hereunder  of 
the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to  act,  and  the  Trustee  so  ceasing 
to  act  shall  pay  over  to  the  successor  Trustee  all  moneys 
and  other  assets  at  the  time  held  by  it  hereunder. 

Section  11.18.  Any  corporation  into  which  any  Trustee 
hereunder  may  be  merged  or  with  which  it  may  be  con- 
solidated, or  any  corporation  resulting  from  any  merger 
or  consolidation  to  which  any  Trustee  hereunder  shall  be 
a  party,  shall  be  the  successor  Trustee  under  this  Ordi- 
nance, without  the  execution  or  filing  of  any  paper  or  any 
further  act  on  the  part  of  the  parties  hereto,  anything 
herein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Section  11.19.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of 
this  Article  XI,  the  Trustee  shall,  during  the  existence  of 
an  Event  of  Default  known  to  the  Trustee,  exercise  such 
of  the  rights  and  powers  vested  in  it  by  this  Ordinance 
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and  use  the  same  degree  of  skill  and  care  in  their  exercise 
as  a  prudent  man  would  use  and  exercise  under  the  cir- 
cumstances in  the  conduct  of  his  own  affairs. 

Section  11.20.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  De- 
fault known  to  the  Trustee,  the  Trustee  shall  within  30 
days  give  written  notice  thereof  by  mail  to  each  registered 
holder  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  at  his  last  address  ap- 
pearing upon  the  Bond  registry  books  of  the  City  kept 
by  the  City  Treasurer,  unless  such  Event  of  Default  shall 
have  been  cured  before  the  giving  of  such  notice. 

Section  11.21.  In  any  judicial  proceeding  to  v/hich  the 
City  is  a  party  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustee 
and  its  counsel  has  a  substantial  bearing  on  the  interests 
of  holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may  intervene  on 
behalf  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  shall,  upon  receipt 
of  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it,  do  so  if  requested  in  writ- 
ing by  the  holders  of  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%) 
in  principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  if  per- 
mitted by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 

ARTICLE  XII 

EXECUTION  OF  INSTRUMENTS 
BY  BONDHOLDERS  AND 
PROOF  OF  OWNERSHIP  OF  BONDS 

Section  12.01.  Any  request,  direction,  consent  or  other 
instrument  in  writing  required  or  permitted  by  this  Ordi- 
nance to  be  signed  or  executed  by  Bondholders  may  be 
in  any  number  of  concurrent  instruments  of  similar  tenor 
and  may  be  signed  or  executed  by  such  Bondholders  in 
person  or  by  agent  appointed  by  an  instrument  in  writing. 
Proof  of  the  execution  of  any  such  instrument  and  of  the 
ownership  of  Bonds  shall  be  sufficient  for  any  purpose  of 
this  Ordinance  and  shall  be  conclusive  in  favor  of  the 
Trustee  with  regard  to  any  action  taken  by  it  under  such 
instrument  if  made  in  the  following  manner : 

(a)  The  fact  and  date  of  the  execution  by  any  person 
of  any  such  instrument  may  be  proved  by  the  certificate 
of  any  officer  in  any  jurisdiction  who,  by  the  laws  thereof, 
has  power  to  take  acknowledgments  within  such  jurisdic- 
tion, to  the  effect  that  the  person  signing  such  instru- 
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ment  acknowledged  before  him  the  execution  thereof,  or 
by  an  affidavit  of  a  witness  to  such  execution. 

(b)  The  fact  of  the  holding  of  Bonds  hereunder  by 
any  Bondholder  and  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  and  the 
date  of  his  holding  the  same  (unless  such  Bonds  be  regis- 
tered as  to  Principal)  may  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of 
the  person  claiming  to  be  such  holder,  if  such  affidavit 
shall  be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory,  or  by 
a  certificate  executed  by  any  trust  company,  bank,  banker 
or  member  of  the  National  Association  of  Securities  Deal- 
ers or  any  other  depository,  wherever  situated,  if  such 
certificate  sliall  be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory, 
showing  that  at  the  date  therein  mentioned  such  person 
had  on  deposit  with  such  trust  company,  bank,  banker  or 
other  depository  the  Bonds  described  in  such  certificate. 
The  Trustee  may  conclusively  assume  that  such  ownership 
continues  until  written  notice  to  the  contrary  is  served 
upon  the  Trustee.  The  ownership  of  Bonds  registered  as  to 
principal  shall  be  proved  by  the  registration  books  kept 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  8.10  of  this  Ordinance. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  as 
limiting  the  Trustee  to  such  proof,  it  being  intended  that 
the  Trustee  may  accept  any  other  evidence  of  the  matters 
herein  stated  which  to  it  may  seem  sufficient.  Any  request 
or  consent  of  the  holder  of  any  Bond  shall  bind  every 
future  holder  of  the  same  Bond  in  respect  of  anything 
done  by  the  Trustee  in  pursuance  of  such  request  or  consent. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

MODIFICATION  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE  AND 
THE  LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  13.01.  This  Ordinance  shall  not  be  modified 
or  amended  in  any  respect  except  as  provided  in  and  in 
accordance  with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Article. 

Section  13.02.  1.  The  City  may,  from  time  to  time 
and  at  any  time,  without  the  consent  of  Bondholders,  adopt 
ordinances  supplemental  to  this  Ordinance  as  follows: 

(a)  To  specify  and  determine  any  matters  and  things 
relative  to  Bonds  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  incon- 
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sistent  with  this  Ordinance  and  which  shall  not  adversely 
affect  the  interests  of  the  Bondholders. 

(b)  To  cure  any  formal  defect,  omission  or  ambiguity 
in  this  Ordinance  if  such  action  does  not  adversely  affect 
the  interests  of  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(c)  To  grant  to  or  confer  upon  the  Trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Bondholders  any  additional  rights,  reme- 
dies, powers,  authority  or  security  which  may  lawfully 
be  granted  or  conferred  and  which  are  not  contrary  to 
or  inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  heretofore  in 
effect ;  or 

(d)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the 
City  in  this  Ordinance,  other  covenants  and  agreements 
to  be  observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect; 
or 

(e)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this 
Ordinance,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be  ob- 
served by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  incon- 
sistent with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect;  or 

(f)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge  un- 
der, and  the  subjection  to  any  claim,  lien  or  pledge 
created  or  to  be  created  by,  the  Ordinance,  of  the  Receipts 
and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  or  of  any  other 
moneys,  securities  or  funds. 

2.  Before  the  City  shall  adopt  any  supplemental  ordi- 
nance pursuant  to  this  Section,  there  shall  have  been  filed 
with  the  Trustee  an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such 
supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this 
Ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms,  and  that  upon 
enactment  it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in 
accordance  with  its  terms. 

Section  13.03.  1.  Subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
contained  in  this  Section  and  not  otherwise,  the  holders 
of  not  less  than  66%%  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  have  the  right  from  time 
to  time,  to  consent  to  and  approve  the  adoption  by  the 
City  of  any  supplemental  ordinance  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  for  the  purposes  of 
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modifying,  altering,  amending,  adding  to  or  rescinding, 
in  any  particular,  any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  con- 
tained in  this  Ordinance;  provided,  however,  that,  unless 
approved  in  writing  by  all  the  holders  of  outstanding 
bonds,  nothing  herein  contained  shall  permit,  or  be  con- 
strued as  permitting,  (i)  a  change  in  the  terms  of  re- 
demption or  maturity  of  the  principal  of  or  the  interest 
on  any  outstanding  Bond,  or  a  reduction  in  the  principal 
amount  or  redemption  price  of  any  outstanding  Bond  or 
the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  or  (ii)  the  creation  of  a 
claim  or  lien  upon,  or  a  pledge  of,  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  ranking  prior  to  or 
on  a  parity  with  the  claim,  lien  or  pledge  created  by  this 
Ordinance,  or  (iii)  a  preference  or  priority  of  any  Bond 
or  Bonds  over  any  other  Bond  or  Bonds,  or  (iv)  a  reduction 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  required 
for  consent  to  such  supplemental  ordinance. 

2.  If  at  any  time  the  City  shall  determine  to  adopt 
any  supplemental  ordinance  for  any  of  the  purposes  of 
this  Section,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  the  proposed  supple- 
mental ordinance  to  be  published  at  least  once  a  week 
for  two  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial 
news  published  at  least  weekly  in  the  English  language 
and  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, and  shall  also  cause  a  similar  notice  to  be  mailed, 
postage  prepaid,  to  all  holders  of  Bonds  registered  as  to 
principal  and  to  all  Bondholders  who  shall  have  filed  their 
names  and  addresses  with  the  Trustee  for  such  purpose. 
Such  notice  shall  briefly  set  forth  the  nature  of  the  pro- 
posed supplemental  ordinance  and  shall  state  that  a  copy 
thereof  is  on  file  at  the  office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection 
by  all  Bondholders. 

3.  Within  one  year  after  the  date  of  the  first  publica- 
tion of  such  notice,  the  City  may  enact  (the  date  of  enact- 
ment shall  be  the  date  of  passage  and  not  the  effective 
date)  such  supplemental  ordinance  in  substantially  the 
form  described  in  such  notice  only  if  there  shall  have  first 
been  filed  with  the  City  (a)  the  written  consents  of 
holders  of  not  less  than  66%%  in  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  (b)  an  opinion 
of  counsel  stating  that  such  supplemental  ordinance  is 
authorized  or  permitted  by  this  Ordinance  and  complies 
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with  its  terms,  and  that  upon  enactment  it  will  be  valid 
and  binding  upon  the  City  in  accordance  with  its  terms. 

4.  If  the  holders  of  not  less  than  the  percentage  of 
Bonds  required  by  this  Section  shall  have  consented  to 
and  approved  the  enactment  thereof  as  herein  provided, 
no  holder  of  any  Bond  shall  have  any  right  to  object  to 
the  enactment  of  such  supplemental  ordinance,  or  to  ob- 
ject to  any  of  the  terms  and  provisions  contained  therein 
or  the  operation  thereof,  or  in  any  manner  to  question 
the  propriety  of  the  enactment  thereof,  or  to  enjoin  or 
restrain  the  City  from  enacting  the  same  or  from  taking 
any  action  pursuant  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

5.  Upon  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  ordinance 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  this  Ordinance 
shall  be,  and  be  deemed  to  be,  modified  and  amended  in 
accordance  therewith,  and  the  respective  rights,  duties 
and  obligations  under  this  Ordinance  of  the  City,  the 
Trustee  and  all  holders  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall 
thereafter  be  determined,  exercised  and  enforced  under 
this  Ordinance  subject  in  all  respects  to  such  modifica- 
tions and  amendments. 

Section  13.04.  Any  supplemental  ordinance  adopted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Article  shall  there- 
after form  a  part  of  this  Ordinance,  and  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  contained  in  any  such  supplemental  ordinance 
as  to  any  provision  authorized  to  be  contained  therein 
shall  be  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  the  terms  and 
conditions  of  this  Ordinance  for  any  and  all  such  purposes. 

Section  13.05.  Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, any  supplemental  ordinance  under  this 
Article  which  affects  any  rights,  powers  and  authority  of 
the  Industry  under  the  Loan  Agreement  or  requires  a 
revision  of  the  Loan  Agreement  shall  not  become  effective 
unless  and  until  the  Industry  shall  have  consented  to  such 
supplemental  ordinance. 

Section  13.06.  The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  without 
the  consent  of  or  notice  to  the  Bondholders  consent  to  any 
amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment as  may  be  required  (i)  by  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  this  Ordinance,  (ii)  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  of  Additional  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section 
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2.09  hereof,  or  any  refunding  Bonds  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 2.11  hereof,  (iii)  for  the  purpose  of  curing  any 
ambiguity  or  form  defect  or  omission,  or  (iv)  in  con- 
nection with  any  other  change  therein  which,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Trustee,  is  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
Trustee,  or  materially  adverse  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  13.07.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  13.06  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  consent 
to  any  amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  without  publication  of  notice  and  the  written 
approval  or  consent  of  the  holders  of  not  less  than  66%% 
in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  given  and  procured  as  in  Section  13.03  pro- 
vided. If  at  any  time  the  City  and  the  Industry  shall 
request  the  consent  of  the  Trustee  to  any  such  proposed 
amendment,  change  or  modification,  the  Trustee  shall 
cause  notice  of  such  proposed  amendment,  change  or  modi- 
fication to  be  published  in  the  same  manner  as  provided 
by  Section  13.03  with  respect  to  supplemental  ordinances. 
Such  notice  shall  briefly  set  forth  the  nature  of  such  pro- 
posed amendment,  change  or  modification  and  shall  state 
that  copies  of  the  instrument  embodying  the  same  are  on 
file  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection 
by  all  Bondholders. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  14.01.  In  the  event  of  the  dissolution  of  the 
City,  all  the  covenants,  stipulations,  promises  and  agree- 
ments in  this  Ordinance  contained,  by  or  on  behalf  of, 
or  for  the  benefit  of,  the  City,  shall  bind  or  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  successors  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
and  any  entity,  officer,  board,  commission,  agency  or  in- 
strumentality to  whom  or  to  which  any  power  or  duty 
of  the  City  shall  be  transferred. 

Section  14.02.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  specifically 
provided,  nothing  in  this  Ordinance  expressed  or  implied 
is  intended  or  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  other  than  the  City,  the  Industry, 
the  Trustee  and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  is- 
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sued  hereunder,  any  right,  remedy  or  claim  under  or  by 
reason  of  this  Ordinance,  this  Ordinance  being  intended 
to  be  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  the  City,  the 
Industry,  the  Trustee  and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and 
coupons  issued  hereunder. 

Section  14.03.  In  case  any  one  or  more  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  issued  hereunder  shall,  for  any 
reason,  be  held  to  be  illegal  or  invalid,  such  illegality  or 
invalidity  shall  not  affect  any  other  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of  said  Bonds  or 
coupons,  and  this  Ordinance  and  the  Loan  Agreement  and 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  as 
if  such  illegal  or  invalid  provisions  had  not  been  con- 
tained therein. 

Section  14.04.  No  covenant  or  agreement  contained  in 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  the  covenant  or  agreement  of  any  official,  officer, 
agent,  or  employee  of  the  City  in  his  individual  capacity, 
and  neither  the  members  of  the  City  Council  nor  any 
official  executing  the  Bonds  shall  be  liable  personally  on 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  be  subject  to  any  personal  lia- 
bility or  accountability  by  reason  of  the  issuance  thereof. 

Section  14.05.  The  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall 
govern  the  construction  of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all 
Bonds  and  coupons  issued  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  XV 

FORMS  OF  BONDS,  COUPONS,  TRUSTEE'S 
AUTHENTICATION  CERTIFICATE  AND 
LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  15.01.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance and  any  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  adopted  in 
accordance  with  Article  XIII  hereof,  the  coupon  Bonds, 
the  coupons  for  interest  to  be  attached  thereto,  the  nota- 
tion for  registration  to  be  printed  thereon,  the  registered 
Bonds,  the  certificate  of  authentication  to  be  executed 
thereon  by  the  Trustee,  and  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be 
executed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  and 
the  Industry  are  to  be  in  substantiallv  the  following  forms, 
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with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and 
insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this  Ordinance :

Ordinance.  If,  because  of  the  temporary  or  permanent  sus- 
pension of  the  publication  or  general  circulation  of  any 
newspaper  or  financial  journal  or  for  any  other  reason,  it 
is  impossible  or  impracticable  to  publish  such  notice  of 
call  for  redemption  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  then 
such  publication  in  lieu  thereof  as  shall  be  made  with  the 
approval  of  the  Trustee  shall  constitute  a  sufficient  pub- 
lication of  notice. 

Less  than  all  of  a  registered  Bond  without  coupons  in 
a  denomination  greater  than  $5,000  may  be  so  redeemed, 
and  in  such  case,  upon  the  surrender  of  such  Bond  to  the 
Trustee,  there  shall  be  issued  to  the  registered  owner 
thereof,  without  charge  therefor,  for  the  unredeemed  bal- 
lance  of  the  principal  amount  of  such  Bond,  at  the  option 
of  such  owner,  either  coupon  Bonds  or  registered  Bonds 
without  coupons  of  like  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate 
of  any  of  the  authorized  denominations,  as  more  fully 
set  forth  in  the  Ordinance. 

Pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement,  payments  sufficient 
for  the  prompt  payment  when  due  of  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  are  to  be  paid 
to  the  Trustee  for  the  account  of  the  City  and  deposited 
in  a  special  account  created  by  the  City  and  designated 
''City  of  Baltimore  Industrial  Revenue  Bond  Fund — Gen- 
eral Refractories  Company  Project"  and  have  been  pledged 
for  that  purpose. 

The  holder  of  this  Bond  shall  have  no  right  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  or  to  institute  action  to 
enforce  the  covenants  therein,  or  to  take  any  action  with 
respect  to  any  default  under  the  Ordinance,  or  to  insti- 
tute, appear  in  or  defend  any  suit  or  other  proceedings 
with  respect  thereto,  except  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

All  acts,  conditions  and  things  required  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  statutes  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  the  Charter 
of  the  City  and  the  Ordinance  to  exist,  to  have  happened 
and  to  have  been  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issu- 
ance of  this  Bond,  do  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been 
performed. 
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No  covenant  or  agreement  contained  in  this  Bond  or 
the  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  covenant  or  agree- 
ment of  any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the  City  in  his 
individual  capacity,  and  neither  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  nor  any  official  executing  this  Bond 
shall  be  liable  personally  on  this  Bond  or  be  subject  to 
any  personal  liability  or  accountability  by  reason  of  the 
issuance  of  this  Bond. 

This  Bond  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  benefit  under  the 
Ordinance,  or  be  valid  or  become  obligatory  for  any  pur- 
pose, until  this  Bond  shall  have  been  authenticated  by 
the  execution  by  the  Trustee,  or  its  successor  as  Trustee, 
of  the  Certificate  of  Authentication  inscribed  hereon.

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

THIS  LOAN  AGREEMENT,  dated  as  of , 

19....,  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  General 
Refractories  Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  duly  qualified  to  con- 
duct business  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  sec- 
ond part, 

IN  CONSIDERATION  of  the  respective  representations 
and  agreements  hereinafter  contained,  the  parties  hereto 
agree  as  follows  (provided,  that  in  the  performance  of  the 
agreements  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  herein  contained, 
any  obligation  it  may  thereby  incur  for  the  payment  of 
money  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  or  a  charge 
upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing  powers  but 
shall  be  payable  solely  out  of  the  proceeds  derived  from 
this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  referred  to 
in  Section  3.2  hereof) : 

ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

Section  1.1.  Certain  terms  used  in  this  Loan  Agreement 
are  hereinafter  defined  in  this  Section  1.1.  When  used 
herein,  such  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  given  to  them 
by  the  language  employed  in  this  Article  I  defining  such 
terms,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise : 

"Act"  means  Section  266-A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article 
41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replace- 
ment Volume)  as  amended  and  supplemented. 

"Agreement"  or  "Loan  Agreement"  means  the  within 
Loan  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Industry. 

"Authorized  City  Representative"  means  the  person  at 
the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  City  by  written 
certificate  furnished  to  the  Industry  and  the  Trustee,  con- 
taining the  specimen  signature  of  such  person  and  signed 
on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor.  Such  certificate  may 
designate  an  alternate  or  alternates. 
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"Authorized  Industry  Representative"  means  the  person 
at  the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Industry 
by  written  certificate  furnished  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
containing  the  specimen  signature  of  such  person  and 
signed  on  behalf  of  the  Industry  by  its  President,  any 
Vice  President  or  by  the  Chairman  of  its  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. Such  certificate  may  designate  an  alternate  or 
alternates. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  shall  mean  the  refractories  plant 
located  at  Chesapeake  Street  within  the  city  and  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Industry. 

"Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
issued  and  outstanding  under  the  Ordinance. 

"Bond  Fund"  means  the  Bond  Fund  created  in  Sec- 
tion 5.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to  herein. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners"  shall  mean  that  board  of  finance  kno\\Ti 
as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

"Completion  Date"  means  the  date  of  completion  of  the 
construction  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  as  that  date 
shall  be  certified  as  provided  in  Section  3.5  hereof. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  Construction  Fund  cre- 
ated in  Section  6.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to 
herein. 

"Independent  Counsel"  means  an  attorney  duly  admit- 
ted to  practice  law  before  the  highest  court  of  any  state 
and  not  an  employee  of  either  the  City  or  the  Industry. 

"Independent  Engineer"  means  an  engineer  or  engineer- 
ing firm  registered  and  qualified  to  practice  the  profession 
of  engineering  under  the  laws  of  Maryland  and  who  or 
which  is  not  a  full  time  employee  of  either  the  City  or 
the  Industry. 

"Industrial  Building"  means  any  building  or  structure, 
or  portion  thereof  suitable  for  or  intended  for  use  as  a 
factory,  mill,  shop,  processing  plant,  fabricating  plant  and 
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offices  related  to  any  of  the  foregoing  and/or  necessary  or 
useful  machinery  and  equipment,  including  any  addition, 
extension  or  permanent  improvement  thereto,  at  the  In- 
dustry's Baltimore  plant. 

''Industry"  means:  (i)  the  party  of  the  second  part 
hereto  and  its  successors  and  assigns;  and  (ii)  any  surviv- 
ing, resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 6.3  hereof. 

''Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  any  successor  body. 

"Note"  shall  mean  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry 
in  substantially  the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  this 
Agreement. 

"Ordinance"  shall  mean  the  Bond  Ordinance  of  the  City 

enacted  on  19....  providing  for  the  terms  and 

provisions  under  which  the  Bonds  will  be  issued  and  pur- 
suant to  which  the  City's  interest  in  this  Agreement  is 
pledged  as  security  for  the  payment  of  principal,  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

"Resolution"  shall  mean  the  resolution  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  providing  for  the  details  of  the  Bonds, 
all  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

"Series  1974  Bonds"  means  the  $1,000,000  1974  Indus- 
trial Revenue  Bonds  (General  Refractories  Company  Proj- 
ect) of  the  City,  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the 
Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trustee  and/or  the  co-trustee  ap- 
pointed pursuant  to  Resolution. 

The  words  "hereof,"  "herein,"  "hereunder,"  and  other 
words  of  similar  import  refer  to  this  Loan  Agreement  as 
a  whole. 

Reference  to  Articles,  Sections,  and  other  subdivisions 
of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  to  be  THE  designated  Articles, 
Sections,  and  other  subdivisions  of  this  Loan  Agreement  as 
originally  executed. 

The  headings  of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  for  con- 
venience only  and  shall  not  define  or  limit  the  provisions 
hereof. 
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ARTICLE  II 

REPRESENTATIONS  AND  UNDERTAKINGS 

Section  2.1.  Representations  by  the  City.  The  City 
makes  the  following  representations  as  the  basis  for  the 
undertakings  on  the  part  of  the  Industry  herein  contained; 

(a)  The  City  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of 
Marj^land,  and  a  body  corporate  and  politic  created  and 
existing  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  ; 

(b)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  the  power 
to  enter  into  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Agree- 
ment and  to  carry  out  its  obligations  hereunder ; 

(c)  The  City  is  not  in  default  under  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  which  would 
affect  its  existence  or  its  powers  referred  to  in  the  preced- 
ing subsection  (b) ; 

(d)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  power 
to  enter  into  this  Agreement,  and  by  ordinance  has  duly 
authorized  the  execution  and  delivery  hereof ;  and 

(e)  Under  existing  statutes  and  decisions  no  taxes  on 
income  or  profits  are  imposed  on  the  City. 

Section  2.2.  Representations  by  the  Industry.  The  In- 
dustry makes  the  following  representations  as  the  basis 
for  the  undertakings  on  its  part  herein  contained: 

(a)  The  Industry  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,  is  in  good  standing  under 
its  charter  and  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  laws  of 
Maryland,  and  has  power  to  enter  into  this  Agreement 
and  by  proper  corporate  action  has  been  duly  authorized 
to  execute  and  deliver  this  Agreement. 

(b)  Neither  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  consummation  of  the  transactions  contemplated 
hereby,  nor  the  fulfillment  of  or  compliance  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  Agreement  conflict  with  or 
result  in  a  breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions,  or 
provisions  of  any  corporate  restriction  of  any  agreement 
or  instrument  to  which  the  Industry  is  now  a  party  or 
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by  which  it  is  bound,  or  constitute  a  default  under  any  of 
the  foregoing. 

(c)  The  processes  carried  out  at  the  Baltimore  Plant 
result  in  the  discharge  of  furnance  emissions  into  the 
air.  The  City  and  the  Industry  agreed  that  the  City  would 
assist  the  Industry  to  finance  the  Industrial  Buildings 
through  the  issuance  of  Bonds  pursuant  to  the  Act. 
The  construction  of  Industrial  Buildings,  including 
the  reimbursement  of  the  Industry  for  loans  incurred  or 
funds  heretofore  advanced  as  aforesaid  for  such  purposes 
will  require  the  expenditure  of  approximately  $1,000,000. 

Section  2.3.  Findings  hy  City.  The  City  hereby  con- 
firms its  findings  that : 

(a)  The  Industry  is  engaged  in  industrial  activities  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  requiring  substantial 
capital  and  creating  substantial  employment  opportuni- 
ties, and  is  financially  able  to  assume  all  obligations 
prescribed  by  the  Act  and  by  the  Ordinance  and  is  quali- 
fied as  an  ''industrial  concern"  to  borrow  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  from  the  City  to  finance  the  acquisition  by  the 
Industry  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  for  purposes 
of  the  Act : 

(b)  The  Industrial  Buildings  will  promote  the 
purposes  of  the  Act  by  (i)  maintaining  employment  and 
relieving  unemployment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land and  elsewhere  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  (ii)  encour- 
aging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in 
the  State  of  Maryland,  (iii)  assisting  in  the  retention  of 
existing  industry  in  the  State  of  Maryland  through  the 
control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  en- 
vironment; (iv)  promoting  economic  development;  and 
(v)  thus  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  of  the 
State  of  Maryland. 

ARTICLE  III 

CONSTRUCTION  OF 
INDUSTRIAL  BUILDINGS 

Section  3.1.  Agreement  to  Construct  Industrial  Build- 
ings,   The    Industry    agrees    that    it    will    proceed    with 
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all  reasonable  dispatch  to  construct  the  Industrial  Build- 
ings which  are  designed  to  expand  industrial  activ- 
ity. 

Section  3.2.  Agreement  to  Issue  Series  197 J^  Bonds; 
Application  of  Bond  Proceeds.  In  order  to  provide  funds 
for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Industrial  Buildings, 
the  City  agrees  that  it  will  sell  and  cause  to  be  delivered 
to  the  purchasers  thereof  the  Series  1974  Bonds  in  the 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $1,000,000  and 
will  immediately  thereupon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund 
all  accrued  interest  received  on  the  sale  of  the  Bonds ;  and 
(ii)  deposit  in  the  Construction  Fund  the  balance  of  the 
proceeds  received  from  said  sale.  Failure  of  the  City  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  3.2  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  of  all  of  its  obligations  and  duties  under 
the  Ordinance  and  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  3.3.  Disbursements  from  the  Construction 
Fund,  The  City  shall  in  the  Ordinance  authorize  and  direct 
the  Trustee  to  use  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund 
for  the  following  purposes  (but,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  3.8  hereof,  for  no  other  purposes) : 

(a)  Payment  of  the  initial  or  acceptance  fee  of  the 
Trustee,  the  fees  for  filing  any  financing  statements  and 
any  curative  documents  that  either  the  Trustee,  the  City, 
or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem  desirable  to  file  for 
record  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  security  interest 
under  the  Ordinance ;  and  the  fees  and  expenses  in  connec- 
tion with  any  actions  or  proceedings  that  either  the  Trus- 
tee, the  Industry,  or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem  de- 
sirable to  bring  in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  security 
interest  under  the  Ordinance  as  aforesaid. 

(b)  Payment  to  the  Industry  of  such  amounts,  if  any, 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  reimburse  the  Industry  in  full  for 
all  advances  and  payments  made  by  the  Industry  prior 
to  or  after  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  for  expenditures  in 
connection  with  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the 
Industrial  Buildings  and  the  preparation  of  plans 
and  specifications  therefor  (including  any  preliminary 
study  or  planning  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  or 
any  aspect  thereof;  and  all  construction,  acquisition  and 
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installation  expenses  required  to  provide  utility  services 
or  other  facilities,  and  all  real  or  personal  properties 
deemed  necessary  in  connection  with  the  Industrial 
Buildings  (including  architectural,  engineering  and 
supervisory  services  with  respect  to  any  of  the  foregoing). 

(c)  Payment  of  the  cost  of  legal,  financial  and  ac- 
counting fees  and  expenses,  and  printing  and  engraving 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  sale 
and  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  the  preparation  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  Ordinance,  the  Resolution,  and  all  other  docu- 
ments in  connection  therewith  and  in  connection  with 
the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the  Industrial  Build- 
ings. 

(d)  Payment  for  labor,  services,  materials  and  supplies 
used  or  furnished  in  site  improvement  and  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Industrial  Buildings,  payment  for  the 
cost  of  the  construction,  acquisition,  and  installation  of 
utility  services  or  other  facilities,  and  all  real  and  personal 
property  deemed  necessary  in  connection  with  the  Indus- 
trial Buildings  and  payment  for  the  miscellaneous 
expenses  incidental  to  any  of  the  foregoing  items  includ- 
ing the  premium  on  any  surety  bond. 

(e)  Payment  of  the  fees,  or  out-of-pocket  expenses 
of  the  City,  if  any,  incurred  with  respect  to  the  Industrial 
Buildings. 

(f)  Payment  to  the  Trustee  as  such  payments  be- 
come due,  of  the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  (as 
Trustee  and  paying  agent)  and  of  any  paying  agent  or 
Bond  Registrar  properly  incurred  under  the  Ordinance 
that  may  become  due  during  the  construction  period,  or 
reimbursement  thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(g)  To  such  extent  as  they  shall  not  have  been  paid 
by  a  contractor  for  construction  or  installation  with 
respect  to  any  part  of  the  Industrial  Buildings,  pay- 
ment of  the  premiums  on  all  insurance  required  to  be 
taken  out  and  maintained  during  the  construction  of  the 
Industrial  Buildings  or  reimbursement  thereof  if 
paid  by  the  Industry. 

(h)  Payment  of  the  taxes,  assessments  and  other 
charges,   if  any,   that  may  have  become   payable   during 
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the     construction      of     the      Industrial      Buildings,      or 
reimbursement  thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(i)  Payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  seeking  to  en- 
force any  remedy  against  any  contractor  or  subcontractor 
in  respect  of  any  default  under  a  contract  relating  to 
the  Industrial  Buildings. 

(j)  Payment  of  any  other  costs  and  expenses  re- 
lating to  the  Industrial  Buildings. 

(k)  All  monej's  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund 
after  payment  in  full  of  the  costs  of  acquiring,  construct- 
ing and  "  equipping  the  Industrial  Buildings,  and 
after  payment  of  all  other  items  (or  after  making  provi- 
sion for  the  payment  thereof)  provided  for  in  the  preced- 
ing subsections  (a)  to  (j),  inclusive,  of  this  Section,  shall 
at  the  direction  of  the  Industry  be:  (i)  used  by  the  Trustee 
for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  for  the  purpose  of  cancellation, 
at  prices  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount  thereof  plus 
accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery,  or  (ii) 
paid  into  the  Bond  Fund. 

Each  of  the  payments  made  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
subsections  (a),  (b),  (c),  (d),  (e),  (f),  (g),  (h),  (i), 
and  (j)  of  this  Section  shall  be  made  only  upon  receipt 
by  the  Trustee  of  a  written  order  by  the  Authorized  In- 
dustry Representative,  approved  by  the  Authorized  City 
Representative,  which  approval  shall  not  be  unreasonably 
withheld,  which  shall  certify  with  respect  to  each  such 
payment:  (i)  that  none  of  the  items  for  which  the  pay- 
ment is  proposed  to  be  made  has  formed  the  basis  for  any 
payment  theretofore  made  from  the  Construction  Fund; 
and  (ii)  that  each  item  for  which  the  payment  is  proposed 
to  be  made  is  or  was  necessary  in  connection  with  Indus- 
trial Buildings  and  was  in  substantial  conformance 
with  the  plans  and  specifications  therefor. 

Section  3.4.  Trustee  May  Rely  on  Orders  and  Certifi- 
cations. In  making  any  such  payment  from  the  Construc- 
tion Fund,  the  Trustee  may  rely  on  any  such  orders  and 
certifications  delivered  to  it  pursuant  to  Section  3.3,  and 
the  Trustee  shall  be  relieved  of  all  liability  with  respect 
to  making  such  payments  in  accordance  with  such  orders 
and  certifications. 
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Section  3.5.  Establishment  of  Completion  Date.  The 
Completion  Date  shall  be  evidenced  to  the  Trustee  by  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representa- 
tive, stating  that,  except  for  amounts  retained  by  the 
Trustee  for  the  Industrial  Buildings  costs  not  then 
due  and  payable  as  provided  in  Section  3.3  (k),  construc- 
tion of  the  Industrial  Buildings  has  been  com- 
pleted in  accordance  with  the  specifications  therefor,  and 
all  labor,  services,  materials  and  supplies  used  in  such 
construction  have  been  paid  for,  and  all  facilities  neces- 
sary in  connection  with  the  Industrial  Buildings 
have  been  constructed,  acquired  and  installed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  specifications  therefor,  and  all  costs  and 
expenses  incurred  in  connection  therewith  have  been  paid. 
Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  such  certificate  shall  state 
that  it  is  given  without  prejudice  to  any  rights  against 
third  parties  which  exist  at  the  date  of  such  certificate 
or  which  may  subsequently  come  into  being.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Industry  to  cause  the  certificate  contem- 
plated by  this  Section  3.5  to  be  furnished  as  soon  as  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  INDUSTRIAL  BUILDING  shall 
have  been  completed. 

Section  3.6.  Industry  Required  to  Pay  Construction 
Costs  in  Event  Construction  Fund  Insufficient.  In  the 
event  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  available  to 
loan  to  the  Industry  for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  In- 
dustrial Buildings  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
costs  thereof  in  full,  the  Industry  agrees  to  complete,  or 
cause  to  be  completed,  the  Industrial  Buildings 
and  to  finance  all  that  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Indus- 
trial Buildings  as  may  be  in  excess  of  the  moneys 
available  therefor  in  the  Construction  Fund.  The  City  does 
not  make  any  warranty,  either  express  or  implied,  that 
the  moneys  which  will  be  paid  into  the  Construction 
Fund  and  which,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement, 
will  be  available  to  loan  to  the  Industry  for  payment  of 
the  costs  of  the  Industrial  Buildings,  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  provide  loans  to  pay  all  the  costs  which  have 
been  or  will  be  incurred  in  that  connection.  The  Industry 
agrees  that  if  after  exhaustion  of  the  moneys  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund  the  Industry  shall  finance  any  portion  of 
the    said    costs    of    the    Industrial    Buildings    pursuant 
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to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  it  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  reimbursement  therefor  from  the  City  or  from 
the  Trustee  or  from  the  holders  of  any  Bonds,  nor  shall 
it  be  entitled  to  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  pay- 
ments required  by  Section  4.3  hereof. 

Section  3.7.  Authorized  Indtistry  and  City  Representa- 
tives and  Successors.  The  Industry  and  the  City,  respec- 
tively, shall  designate,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Section 
1.1,  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative  and  the  Au- 
thorized City  Representative.  In  the  event  that  any  per- 
son so  designated  and  his  alternate  or  alternates,  if  any, 
should  become  unavailable  or  unable  to  take  any  action 
or  make  any  certificate  provided  for  or  required  in  this 
Agreement,  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same 
manner. 

Section  3.8.  Investment  of  Construction  Fund  and 
Bond  Fund  Moneys  Permitted.  Any  moneys  held  as  part  of 
the  Construction  Fund  or  Bond  Fund,  and  not  required 
for  immediate  disbursement  and  withdrawal,  shall  be  in- 
vested or  reinvested  by  the  Trustee,  to  the  extent  such 
investments  are  not  prohibited  by  law  for  investment  of 
Bond  proceeds  by  the  City,  in  (i)  general  obligations  of, 
or  obligations  unconditionally  guaranteed  as  to  principal 
and  interest  by,  the  United  States  of  America;  (ii)  bonds, 
debentures,  participation  certificates  or  notes  issued  by 
any  agency  or  corporation  which  is  or  may  hereafter  be 
created  by  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  as  an 
agency  or  instrumentality  thereof;  (iii)  Public  Housing 
Bonds,  temporary  notes  or  preliminary  loan  notes,  fully 
secured  by  contracts  with  the  United  States;  (iv)  certif- 
icates of  deposit  issued  by  the  Trustee  or  any  bank, 
trust  company  or  national  banking  association,  or- 
ganized under  the  Laws  of  the  United  States  or  any  State 
thereof,  which  has  a  combined  capital  and  surplus  of  at 
least  $40,000,000,  in  any  amount  if  collaterally  secured  by 
securities  of  the  type  described  in  (i),  (ii)  and  (iii) 
above  having  a  market  value  of  not  less  than  the  amount 
of  the  certificates  of  deposit  so  secured  or  in  an  amount  not 
exceeding  10%  of  such  combined  capital  and  surplus  if 
not  so  collaterally  secured.  Such  investments  shall  be  made 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Trustee;  provided,  however,  the 
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Industry  may  by  written  direction  from  the  Authorized 
Industry  Representative  to  the  Trustee  direct  the  invest- 
ments, and  such  investments  shall  have  maturities  con- 
sonant with  the  need  for  funds  as  estimated  by  said 
Authorized  Industry  Representative.  The  Trustee  may, 
and  to  the  extent  required  for  payments  from  the  Con- 
struction Fund  or  Bond  Fund  shall,  sell  any  such  in- 
vestment at  any  time,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  and 
of  all  payments  at  maturity  and  upon  redemption  of  such 
investments,  shall  be  credited  to  the  Fund  in  which  such 
investments  were  held.  Interest  and  other  income  received 
on  moneys  or  securities  in  either  such  Fund  shall  be 
credited  to  such  Fund.  The  Industry  covenants  that  it  will 
not  direct  or  permit  investments  which  would  cause  the 
Series  1974  Bonds  to  be  ''arbitrage  bonds"  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  103(d)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the  applicable  regulations 
issued  thereunder. 


ARTICLE  IV 

EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT; 

DURATION  OF  AGREEMENT; 

REPAYMENT  PROVISIONS;  AND 

UNCONDITIONAL  OBLIGATIONS  OF  INDUSTRY 

Section  4.1.  Effective  Date  of  this  Agreement;  Dura- 
tion of  Agreement.  This  Agreement  shall  become  effective 
upon  its  delivery,  and  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  until  the  principal,  or  premium,  if  any,  and  interest 
on  the  Bonds  have  been  fully  paid  (or  provision  for  their 
payment  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance),  together  with  all  sums  to  which  the 
City  or  the  Trustee  are  entitled  hereunder. 

Section  4.2.  Possession  and  Ownership  of  Industrial 
Buildings.  The  Industrial  Buildings  shall  be  the  sole  prop- 
erty of  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry  shall  have  sole  and 
exclusive  possession  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  (subject 
to  the  right  of  the  City  to  enter  thereon  for  inspection  pur- 
poses and  to  the  other  provisions  of  Section  6.2  hereof) . 

Section  4.3.  Repayment  of  Loan  and  Payment  of  Other 
Amounts  Hereunder.  The  City  has  made  available  to  the 
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Industry  in  the  form  of  a  loan  the  proceeds  derived  from 
the  sale  of  the  Series  1974  Bonds,  and  the  Industry  shall 
repay  such  loan  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Section  4.3.  Simultaneously  with  the  authentication  and 
delivery  of  the  Series  1974  Bonds  and  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  any  payments  from  the  Construction  Fund 
under  Section  3.3  hereof,  the  Industry  shall  execute  its 
Note,  in  substantially  the  form  set  forth  in   Exhibit   B 

hereto.  On  the  last  business  day  before  , 

1974,  and  on  the  last  business  day  before  each  

and    thereafter,    until   the    principal    of, 

premium,  jf  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds 
shall  have  been  fully  paid  or  provision  for  the  payment 
thereof  shall  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Ordinance,  the  Industry  shall  pay  to  the  Trustee  in  im- 
mediately available  funds:  (i)  if  such  date  is  , 

a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  payable  on  such  date  as  interest 
upon  the  Series  1974  Bonds,  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance ; 

and   (ii)    if  such  date  is   ,   a  sum  equal  to 

the  amount  payable  on  such  date  as  principal,  if  any, 
(whether  as  the  stated  maturity  or  by  sinking  fund 
redemption  pursuant  to  Section  3.02  of  the  Ordinance) 
and  interest  upon  the  Series  1974  Bonds. 

In  any  event  each  payment  under  this  Section  shall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  the  amount  of  interest  or  interest  and 
principal  (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemption  or  ac- 
celeration) and  premium,  if  any,  payable  on  the  next 
succeeding  interest  payment  date,  and  if  at  any  payment 
date,  and  if  at  any  payment  date  (whether  or  not  such 
payment  date  is  an  interest  payment  date)  the  balance 
in  the  Bond  Fund  is  insufficient  to  make  the  required  pay- 
ments of  principal  (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemption 
or  acceleration)  and  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on 
such  date,  the  Industry  shall  forthwith  pay  any  such 
deficiency;  provided  that  any  amount  at  any  time  held 
by  the  Trustee  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be  credited  against 
the  next  payment  to  the  extent  such  amount  is  in  excess 
of  the  amount  required  for  payment  of  Bonds  theretofore 
matured  or  called  for  redemption  and  past  due  interest  in 
all  cases  where  such  Bonds  or  coupons  have  not  been 
presented  for  payment;  and  provided  further,  that  if  the 
amount  held  by  the  Trustee  in  the  Bond  Fund  should  be 
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sufficient  to  pay  at  the  times  required  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds 
then  remaining  unpaid,  the  Industry  shall  not  be  obligated 
to  make  any  further  payments  under  the  foregoing  pro- 
visions of  this  Section. 

The  Industry  agrees  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  until  the 
principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series 
1974  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount 
equal  to  the  annual  fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  ordinary 
services  of  the  Trustee,  as  Trustee,  rendered,  and  its 
ordinary  expenses,  as  Trustee,  incurred  under  the  Ordi- 
nance, as  and  when  the  same  becomes  due;  (ii)  reasonable 
fees  and  charges  of  the  Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  and  any 
other  paying  agents  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  for  acting 
as  paying  agents  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  and  the 
City  as  Bond  Registrar  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  as 
and  when  the  same  become  due;  and  (iii)  the  reasonable 
fees  and  charges  of  the  Trustee  for  the  necessary  ex- 
traordinary services  rendered  by  it  and  extraordinary  ex- 
penses incurred  by  it  under  the  Ordinance,  as  and  when 
the  same  become  due;  provided,  that  the  Industry  may 
without  creating  a  default  hereunder,  contest  in  good 
faith  the  necessity  for  any  such  extraordinary  services 
and  the  amount  of  any  such  extraordinary  expenses. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  payments  by  the 
Industry  under  this  Agreement  including  payments  pur- 
suant to  the  Note  are  to  be  assigned  by  the  City  to  the 
Trustee.  The  Industry  assents  to  such  assignment  and 
agrees  that,  as  to  the  Trustee,  its  obligation  to  make  such 
payments  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  defense  (other  than 
payment)  or  any  right  of  set-off,  counterclaim  or  recoup- 
ment arising  out  of  any  breach  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee 
of  any  obligation  to  the  Industry,  whether  hereunder  or 
otherwise,  or  out  of  any  indebtedness  or  liability  at  any 
time  owing  to  the  Industry  by  the  City,  except  as  provided 
in  Section  3.2  hereof.  The  City  directs  the  Industry,  and 
the  Industry  agrees,  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  at  its  principal 
office  all  payments  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

In  the  event  the  Industry  shall  fail  to  make  any  of  the 
payments  required  in  this  Section  4.3,  the  item  or  install- 
ment so  in  default  shall  continue  as  an  obligation  of  the 
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Industry  until  the  amount  in  default  shall  have  been  fully- 
paid,  and  the  Industry  agrees  to  pay  the  same  with  in- 
terest thereon  at  one  percentage  point  greater  than  the 
rate  of  interest  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  until  fully  paid. 

Section  4.4  Place  of  Payments.  The  payments  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be  paid  directly  to 
the  Trustee  for  the  account  of  the  City  and  shall  be  de- 
posited in  the  Bond  Fund.  The  additional  payments  to 
be  made  to  the  Trustee  under  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be 
paid  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  its  own  use  or  for  dis- 
bursement to  the  payment  agents,  or  to  the  City,  as  the 
case  may  b'fe. 

Section  4.5.  Obligations  of  Industry  Hereunder  Un- 
conditional. The  obligations  of  the  Industry  to  make  the 
payments  required  in  Section  4.3  hereof  and  to  perform 
and  observe  the  other  agreements  on  its  part  contained 
herein  shall  be  absolute  and  unconditional,  irrespective 
of  any  defense  or  any  rights  of  set-off,  recoupment  or 
counterclaim  it  might  otherv/ise  have  against  the  City,  and 
the  Industry  shall  pay  absolutely  net  during  the  term  of 
this  Agreement  the  payments  to  be  made  on  account  of 
the  loan  as  prescribed  in  Section  4.3  and  all  other  pay- 
ments required  hereunder  free  of  any  deductions  and 
without  abatement,  diminution  or  set-off  other  than 
those  herein  expressly  provided;  and  until  such  time  as 
the  principal  of  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the 
Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid,  or  provision  for  the 
payment  thereof  shall  have  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  Ordinance,  the  Industry:  (i)  will  not  suspend  or  dis- 
continue any  payments  provided  for  in  Section  4.3  here- 
of; (ii)  will  perform  and  observe  all  of  its  other  agree- 
ments contained  in  this  Agreement;  and  (iii)  except  as 
provided  in  Article  IX  hereof,  will  not  terminate  this 
Agreement  for  any  cause,  including,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  failure  of  the  Industry  to 
complete  the  Industrial  Buildings,  the  occurrence  of 
any  acts  or  circumstances  that  may  constitute  failure  of 
consideration,  destruction  of  or  damage  to  the  Industrial 
Buildings,  commercial  frustration  of  purpose,  any 
change  in  the  tax  laws  of  the  United  States  of  America 
or  of  Maryland  or  any  political  subdivision  of  either  of 
these,  or  any  failure  of  the  City  to  perform  and  observe 
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any  agreement,  whether  express  or  implied,  or  any  duty, 
liability  or  obligation  arising  out  of  or  connected  with 
this  Agreement,  except  to  the  extent  permitted  by  this 
Agreement. 

ARTICLE  V 

OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE, 
INSURANCE  AND  CONDEMNATION 

Section  5.1.  Operation  and  Maintenance  of  Industrial 
Buildings.  The  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  operate 
and  maintain  the  Industrial  Buildings  at  all  times 
hereafter  in  accordance  with  all  applicable  laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  at  its  own  expense  and  shall  defray  all  costs 
in  connection  therewith  (including  from  time  to  time  all 
necessary  repairs  and  renewals  and  replacements)  so  that 
the  Industrial  Buildings  and  all  other  facilities  necessary 
or  incidental  thereto  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  in 
good  operating  condition. 

Section  5.2.  Insurance.  The  Industry  shall  keep  at  its 
own  expense  the  Baltimore  plant  and  the  Industrial 
Buildings  at  all  times  insured  against  loss  or  damage 
in  accordance  with  the  customary  insurance  practices  of 
the  Industry  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Trustee  from  time  to 
time  certificates  establishing  that  such  insurance  has  been 
obtained,  or  that  the  Industry  considers  the  Baltimore 
Plant  and  the  Industrial  Buildings  to  be  its  asset 
and  is  acting  as  a  self-insurer.  The  Trustee  shall  have  no 
responsibility  to  evaluate  the  adequacy  of  any  such  in- 
surance. 

If  the  Industry  at  any  time  shall  carry  property  dam- 
age or  public  liability  insurance  with  specific  reference 
to  the  Industrial  Buildings  or  the  operation  thereof, 
the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  made  additional  insureds 
thereunder  or  included  therein  as  their  interests  may 
appear. 

The  Industry  releases  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from, 
agrees  that  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable 
for,  and  agrees  to  defend  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
harmless  from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage  to 
property  or  any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  including 
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costs  or  expenses  of  litigation,  that  may  be  occasioned  by 
any  cause  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  Industrial  Build- 
ings, except  as  the  same  may  be  caused  by  the  negligence 
of  the  City,  or  any  of  its  agencies,  servants  or  employees 
while  acting  on  behalf  of  the  City. 

The  Industry  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  payment  of 
any  costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Industrial 
Buildings  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance  or 
condemnation  awards,  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement 
from  the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners  of 
the  Bonds  or  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  pay- 
ments prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 

Section  5.3.  Damage,  Destruction  and  Condemnation. 
Unless  the  Industry  shall  elect  to  exercise  its  option  to 
terminate  pursuant  to  Section  9.2,  in  the  event  that  the 
Industrial  Buildings  or  any  part  thereof  (i)  shall 
be  damaged  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  casualty,  or  (ii) 
title  to  or  the  temporary  use  of  such  shall  be  taken  under 
the  exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  by  any 
governmental  authority,  the  Industry  shall  promptly  re- 
place, repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  damaged,  destroyed  or 
condemned  property  to  substantially  the  same  condition 
as  existed  prior  to  such  event  with  such  changes,  altera- 
tions and  modification  as  may  be  desired  by  the  Industry 
and  which  do  not  disqualify  the  Industrial  Buildings 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  103  (c)  (4)  (F)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended. 

The  Industry  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  payment  of 
any  costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Industrial 
Buildings  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance  or 
condemnation  award,  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement 
from  the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners  of 
the  Bonds  or  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  pay- 
ments prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 

ARTICLE  VI 

SPECIAL  COVENANTS 

Section  6.1.  No  Warranty  of  Condition  or  Suitability 
by  the  City.  The  City  makes  no  warranty,  either  express 
or  implied,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Industrial  Buildings 
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or  that  they  will  be  suitable  for  the  Industry's 
purposes  or  needs ;  provided,  however,  that  if  any  approval 
by  the  City  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  is  required 
by  law  or  regulation,  the  City  agrees  to  follow  its  es- 
tablished procedures  in  the  grant  or  denial  of  such  ap- 
proval. 

Section  6.2.  City's  Right  of  Access  to  the  Industrial 
Buildings.  The  Industry  agrees  that  the  City  and 
the  duly  authorized  agents  of  the  City  shall  have  the  right 
at  all  reasonable  times  to  enter  upon,  and  to  examine 
and  inspect,  the  Industrial  Buildings. 

Section  6.3.  Industry  to  Maintain  its  Corporate  Exis- 
tence; Conditions  Under  Which  Exceptions  Permitted. 
The  Industry  agrees  that  during  the  term  of  this  Agree- 
ment it  will  maintain  its  corporate  existence,  will  not  dis- 
solve or  otherwise  dispose  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  its 
assets,  and  \\all  not  consolidate  with  or  merge  into  another 
corporation  or  permit  one  or  more  other  corporations  to 
consolidate  with  or  merge  into  it;  provided,  that  the  In- 
dustry may,  without  violating  the  agreement  contained 
in  this  Section,  consolidate  with  or  merge  into  another 
corporation,  or  permit  one  or  more  corporations  to  con- 
solidate with  or  merge  into  it,  or  sell  or  otherwise  transfer 
to  another  corporation  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets 
as  an  entirety  and  thereafter  dissolve,  provided  the  sur- 
viving, resulting  or  transferee  corporation,  as  the  case  may 
be,  is  a  solvent  corporation  with  a  net  worth  at  least 
equal  to  that  of  the  Industry  immediately  prior  to  said 
consolidation,  merger  or  transfer,  organized  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  of  America  or  any  state,  dis- 
trict or  territory  thereof,  and  assumes  in  writing  all 
of  the  obligations  of  the  Industry  under  this  Agreement 
and  the  Note. 

Section  6.4.  Qualification  in  Maryland.  The  Industry 
warrants  that  it  is,  and  throughout  the  terms  of  this 
Agreement  it  will  continue  to  be,  duly  qualified  to  do  busi- 
ness in  Maryland. 

Section  6.5.  Pecuniary  Liability.  The  Act  proseribod 
PRESCRIBES  and  the  parties  intend  that  by  reason  of  mak- 
ing this  Agreement,  by  reason  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds, 
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by  reason  of  the  performance  of  any  act  required  of  it  by 
this  Agreement,  or  by  reason  of  the  performance  of  any 
act  requested  of  it  by  the  Industry,  no  indebtedness 
or  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of 
the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or 
charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  shall  occur  or 
shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  lia- 
bility of  the  City.  Nevertheless,  if  the  City  shall  incur 
any  such  pecuniary  liability,  then  in  such  event  the  In- 
dustry shall  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  harmless  by 
reason  thereof. 

Section  6.6.  Financial  Statements  of  Industry.  The 
Industry  agrees  to  have  an  annual  audit  made  by  its 
regular  independent  certified  public  accountant  and  to 
furnish  the  Trustee  (within  thirty  days  after  receipt  by 
the  Industry)  with  a  balance  sheet  and  statement  of 
income  and  surplus  showing  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Industry  and  its  consolidated  subsidiaries,  if  any,  at 
the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  and  the  results  of  operations 
of  the  Industry  and  its  consolidated  subsidiaries,  if  any, 
for  each  fiscal  year,  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  opin- 
ion of  said  accountants.  The  Industry  further  agrees  to 
furnish  to  the  Trustee,  to  the  initial  purchaser  of  the 
Series  1974  Bonds,  and  if  requested  in  writing,  to  any 
bondholder  all  financial  statements  w^hich  it  sends  to  its 
shareholders. 

Section  6.7.  Additional  Bonds.  Subject  to  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  City  under  the  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the 
Industry  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more  amend- 
ments to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  obtaining  of  addi- 
tional funds  by  the  City  to  finance  the  completion  of  the 
Industrial  Buildings  or  to  provide  additional  indus- 
trial buildings  through  the  issuance  of  additional 
Bonds  pursuant  to  Section  2.09  of  the  Ordinance ;  provided 
that  no  obligation  is  imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Section 
6.7  to  enter  into  any  such  amendment,  and  no  such 
amendment  is  permitted  hereunder  which  would  result 
either  in  the  breach  of  the  City's  agreements  pursuant 
to  the  Ordinance  or  in  the  reduction  of  the  Industry's 
obligations  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 
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ARTICLE  VII 

ASSIGNMENT,  SUBLEASING,  MORTGAGING 

AND  SELLING;  REDEMPTION;  PREPAYMENT; 

AND  TREATMENT  OF  ADDITIONAL  WASTE 

Section  7.1.  Assignment  and  Subleasing.  This  Agree- 
ment may  be  assigned,  and  the  Industrial  Buildings 
may  be  leased,  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as  a  whole 
or  in  part,  by  the  Industry  without  the  necessity  of  ob- 
taining the  consent  of  either  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  sub- 
ject, however,  to  each  of  the  following  conditions : 

(a)  No  assignment  (other  than  pursuant  to  Section 
6.3  hereof)  leasing,  sale  or  other  disposition  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  primary  liability  for  any  of  its  obli- 
gations hereunder,  and  in  the  event  of  any  such  assign- 
ment or  lease,  sale  or  other  disposition,  the  Industry  shall 
continue  to  remain  primarily  liable  for  the  payments 
specified  under  this  Agreement  and  for  the  payment,  per- 
formance and  observance  of  the  other  obligations  and 
agreements  on  its  part  herein  provided  to  be  performed 
and  observed  by  it. 

(b)  The  assignee,  lessee  or  transferee  shall  assume 
in  writing  the  obligations  and  covenants  of  the  Industry 
hereunder  to  the  extent  of  the  interest  acquired. 

(c)  The  Industry  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days 
after  the  delivery  thereof,  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished 
to  the  City  and  to  the  Trustee  a  true  and  complete  copy 
of  each  such  assignment,  lease,  deed  or  other  instrument, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  7.2.  Assignment  of  this  Agreement  by  the 
City.  The  City  will  assign  its  interest  in  and  pledge  any 
moneys  receivable  under  this  Agreement  (except  pay- 
ments pursuant  to  Section  6.5  and  Section  8.4  hereof), 
to  the  Trustee  as  security  for  payment  of  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  7.3.  Redemption  of  Bonds.  The  City,  at  the 
request  at  any  time  of  the  Industry  and  if  the  same  are 
then  callable,  shall  forthwith  take  all  steps  that  may  be 
necessary  under  the  applicable  redemption  provisions  of 
the  Resolution  and  the  Ordinance  to  effect  redemption  of 
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all  or  part  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds,  as  may  be 
specified  by  the  Industry,  on  the  earliest  redemption  date 
on  which  such  redemption  may  be  made  under  such  ap- 
plicable provisions.  The  City  shall  cooperate  with  the  In- 
dustry in  effecting  any  purchase  of  Bonds  to  be  delivered 
for  credit,  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  against  the  sink- 
ing fund  redemption  obligation,  if  desired  by  the  Industry. 

Section  7.4.  Prepayments.  There  is  expressly  reserved 
to  the  Industry  the  right  and  the  Industry  is  authorized 
and  permitted  at  any  time  it  may  choose  to  prepay  all  or 
any  part  of^the  amounts  payable  under  Section  4.3  hereof, 
and  the  City  agrees  that  the  Trustee  may  accept  such  pre- 
payments when  the  same  are  tendered  by  the  Industry. 
All  amounts  so  prepaid  shall  be  credited  on  the  payments 
specified  in  Section  4.3  hereof,  in  the  order  of  their  due 
dates,  or,  if  requested  by  the  Industry,  the  City  shall 
direct  the  Trustee  to  apply  such  payments  to  the  purchase 
of  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance. 

Section  7.5.  Modification  of  Indtcstrial  Buildings 
The  Industry  may  from  time  to  time  in  its  sole  dis- 
cretion and  at  its  own  expense  modify,  improve  or  enlarge 
the  Industrial  Buildings  in  any  way  permitted  by 
the  then  applicable  statutes,  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  purpose  of  meeting  the  Industry's  industrial  needs 
and  which  do  not  disqualify  the  Industrial  Buildings 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954, 
as  amended. 

Section  7.6.  Reference  to  Bonds  Ineffective  After  Bonds 
Paid.  Upon  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision 
for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  all  fees  and  charges 
of  the  Trustee,  all  references  in  this  Agreement  to  the 
Bonds  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  ineffective,  and  neither 
the  Trustee  nor  the  holders  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall 
thereafter  have  any  rights  hereunder,  saving  and  except- 
ing those  that  shall  have  theretofore  vested.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Agreement,  the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed  fully 
paid: 

(a)  If  there  is  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  an  amount 
sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  all  the  then  outstanding 
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Bonds  plus  the  interest  due  thereon  until  and  at  their 
respective  maturities,  and  provision  for  payment  of  all 
Trustee's  and  paying  agents'  fees,  accrued  and  to  accrue, 
has  been  made  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee 
and  such  paying  agents ;  or 

(b)  If  the  Bonds  have  been  paid  as  provided  in  Section 
9.01  of  the  Ordinance. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

EVENTS  OF  DEFAULT  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  8.1.  Events  of  Default  Defined.  The  following 
shall  be  ''events  of  default"  under  this  Agreement  and  the 
terms  ''events  of  default"  or  "default"  shall  mean,  when- 
ever they  are  used  in  this  Agreement  any  one  or  more  of 
the  following  events: 

(a)  Failure  by  the  Industry  to  pay  the  amounts 
required  to  be  paid  under  the  first  two  paragraphs  of 
Section  4.3  of  this  Agreement  at  the  time  specified  therein. 

(b)  Failure  by  the  Industry  to  observe  and  perform 
any  covenant,  condition  or  agreement  in  this  Agreement 
on  the  part  of  the  Industry  to  be  observed  or  performed, 
other  than  as  referred  to  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  Section, 
for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days  after  written  notice, 
specifying  such  failure  and  requesting  that  it  be  remedied, 
given  to  the  Industry  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  unless 
the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  agree  in  writing  to  an  ex- 
tension of  such  time  prior  to  its  expiration  (or  in  the  case 
of  any  such  default  which  cannot  with  due  diligence  be 
cured  within  such  30-day  period,  if  Industry  shall  fail 
to  proceed  promptly  to  cure  the  same  and  thereafter  prose- 
cute the  curing  of  such  default  with  due  diligence,  it  being 
intended  in  connection  with  such  a  default  not  susceptible 
of  being  cured  with  due  diligence  within  the  30  days  that 
the  time  within  which  the  Industry  may  cure  the  same 
shall  be  extended  for  such  period  as  may  be  necessary 
to  complete  the  curing  of  the  same  with  all  due  diligence). 

(c)  The  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry  or 
the  filing  by  the  Industry  of  a  voluntary  petition  in  bank- 
ruptcy, or  the  commission  by  the  Industry  of  any  Act  of 
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bankruptcy,  or  adjudication  of  the  Industry  as  a  bankrupt, 
or  assignment  by  the  Industry  for  the  benefit  of  its  credi- 
tors, or  the  entry  by  the  Industry  into  an  agreement  of 
composition  with  its  creditors,  or  the  approval  by  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  of  a  petition  applicable  to  the 
Industry  in  any  proceeding  for  its  reorganization  insti- 
tuted under  the  provisions  of  the  general  bankruptcy 
act,  as  amended,  or  under  any  similar  act  in  any  domestic 
or  foreign  jurisdiction  which  may  now  be  in  effect  or 
hereafter  enacted.  The  term  "dissolution  or  liquidation 
of  the  Industry,"  as  used  in  this  subsection,  shall  not  be 
construed  to  include  the  cessation  of  the  corporate  exist- 
ence of  the  Industry  resulting  either  from  a  merger  or 
consolidation  of  the  Industry  into  or  with  another  corpora- 
tion or  a  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry 
following  a  transfer  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets 
as  an  entity,  provided,  that  the  conditions  permitting  such 
actions  contained  in  Section  6.3  hereof  shall  have  been  met. 

The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  are  subject 
to  the  following  limitations:  If  by  any  reason  of  force 
majeure  the  Industry  is  unable  in  whole  or  in  part  to  carry 
out  the  agreements  of  the  Industry  on  its  part  herein 
contained,  other  than  the  obligations  on  the  part  of  the 
Industry  contained  in  Article  IV  and  Section  6.5  hereof, 
the  Industry  shall  not  be  deemed  in  default  during  the 
continuance  of  such  inability.  The  term  ''force  majeure" 
as  used  herein  shall  mean,  without  limitation,  the  follow- 
ing: acts  of  God;  strikes;  lockouts  or  other  industrial 
disturbances;  acts  of  public  enemies,  orders  of  any  kind 
of  the  government  of  the  United  States  or  of  Maryland  or 
any  of  their  departments,  agencies  or  officials,  or  any 
civil  or  military  authority;  insurrections;  riots;  epidem- 
ics; landslides;  lightning;  earthquakes;  fire;  hurricanes; 
storms;  floods;  washouts;  droughts;  arrests;  restraint  of 
government  and  people;  civil  disturbances;  explosions; 
breakage  or  accident  to  machinery,  transmission  pipes  or 
canals;  partial  or  entire  failure  of  utilities;  or  any  other 
cause  or  event  not  reasonably  within  the  control  of  the 
Industry,  it  being  agreed  that  the  settlement  of  strikes, 
lockouts  and  other  industrial  disturbances  shall  be  entirely 
within  the  discretion  of  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry 
shall  not  be  required  to  make  settlement  of  strikes,  lock- 
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outs  and  other  industrial  disturbances  by  acceding  to  the 
demands  of  the  opposing  party  or  parties  when  such 
course  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Industry,  unfavorable 
to  the  Industry. 

Section  8.2.  Remedies  on  Default.  Whenever  any  event 
of  default  referred  to  in  Section  8.1  hereof  shall  have 
happened  and  be  subsisting,  the  City  may  take  any  one 
or  more  of  the  following  remedial  steps : 

(a)  The  City  or  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Ordi- 
nance may,  at  its  option,  declare  all  payments  payable 
under  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  Section  4.3  hereof 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  this  Agreement  to  be 
immediately  due  and  payable,  whereupon  the  same  shall 
become  immediately  due  and  payable. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  at  the  time  be 
outstanding  and  unpaid,  the  City  may  have  access  to  and 
inspect,  examine  and  make  copies  of  the  books  and  records 
and  any  and  all  accounts  and  similar  data  of  the  Industry; 

(c)  The  City  may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in 
equity  may  appear  necessary  or  desirable  to  collect  the 
payments  and  other  amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to 
become  due  or  to  enforce  performance  and  observance  of 
any  obligation,  agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry 
under  this  Agreement. 

Any  amounts  collected  pursuant  to  action  taken  under 
this  Section  shall  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund  and  applied 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

No  action  taken  pursuant  to  this  Section  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  the  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to 
•Section  4.3  and  Section  8.2(a)  hereof,  all  of  which  shall 
survive  any  such  action,  and  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in  equity  as  may 
appear  necessary  and  desirable  to  collect  the  payments 
and  other  amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to  come  due 
and/or  to  enforce  the  performance  and  observance  of 
any  obligation,  agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry 
hereunder. 

Section  8.3.  No  Remedy  Exclusive.  No  remedy  herein 
conferred  upon  or  reserved  to  the  City  is  intended  to  be

exclusive  of  any  other  available  remedy  or  remedies,  but 
each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative  and  shall 
be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  under  this 
Agreement  or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity 
or  by  statute.  No  delay  or  omission  to  exercise  any  right 
or  power  accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such 
right  or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver 
thereof,  but  any  such  right  and  power  may  be  exercised 
from  time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedi- 
ent. In  order  to  entitle  the  City  to  exercise  any  remedy 
reserved  to  it  in  this  Article,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
give  any  nptice,  other  than  such  notice  as  may  be  herein 
expressly  required.  Such  rights  and  remedies  as  are  given 
the  City  hereunder  shall  also  extend  to  the  Trustee,  and 
the  Trustee  and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed 
third  party  beneficiaries  of  all  covenants  and  agreements 
herein  contained. 

Section  8.4.  Agreement  to  Pay  Attorney's  Fees  and 
Expenses,  In  the  event  the  Industry  should  default  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  and  the  City  or 
the  Trustee  should  employ  attorneys  or  incur  other  ex- 
penses for  the  collection  of  debt  or  the  enforcement  of 
performance  or  observance  of  any  obligation  or  agreement 
on  the  part  of  the  Industry  herein  contained,  the  Industry 
agrees  that  it  will  on  demand  therefor  pay  to  the  City  or 
the  Trustee  the  reasonable  fee  of  such  attorneys  and  such 
other  expenses  so  incurred  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee. 

Section  8.5.  No  Additional  Waiver  Implied  by  One 
Waiver.  In  the  event  any  agreement  contained  in  this 
Agreement  should  be  breached  by  the  Industry  and  there- 
after waived  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  such  waiver  shall 
be  limited  to  the  particular  breach  so  waived  and  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  waive  any  other  breach  hereunder. 


ARTICLE  IX 
OPTIONS  IN  FAVOR  OF  INDUSTRY 

Section  9.1.  Option  to  Terminate.  The  Industry  shall 
have,  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  following  option  to  ter- 
minate this  Agreement : 
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At  any  time  prior  to  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or 
provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Indenture)  the 
Industry  may  terminate  this  Agreement  by  paying  to  the 
Trustee  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  amount  on 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay,  retire 
and  redeem  all  the  outstanding  Bonds  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  (including,  without  limit- 
ing the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  principal,  interest  to 
maturity  or  earliest  applicable  redemption  date,  as  the 
case  may  be,  premium,  expenses  of  redemption  and 
Trustee's,  paying  agents'  and  Bond  Registrar's  fees  and 
expenses),  and  in  case  of  redemption  making  arrange- 
ments satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the 
required  notice  of  redemption,  and  by  paying  to  the  City 
any  and  all  sums  then  due  to  the  City  under  this  Agree- 
ment. 

Section  9.2.  Option  to  Terminate  Agreement  Prior  to 
Payment  of  Bonds.  The  Industry  shall  have,  and  is  hereby 
granted,  the  option  to  terminate  this  Agreement  prior  to 
the  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment 
thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Ordinance),  if  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in 
the  following  clauses  shall  have  occurred  (but  only  upon 
payment  of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 

(a)  The  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial 
Buildings  have  been  damaged  or  destroyed  to  such 
extent  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Industry  expressed  in  a  resolution  filed  with  the 
Trustee:  (i)  such  facilities  cannot  be  reasonably  restored 
within  a  period  of  six  months  to  the  condition  thereof 
immediately  preceding  such  damage  or  destruction;  or 
(ii)  restoration  of  the  Baltimore  Plant  and  the  Industrial 
Buildings  is  not  economically  feasible. 

(b)  Title  to,  or  the  temporary  use  of,  all  or  substan- 
tially all  of  the  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial  Buildings 
or  such  part  thereof  as  shall  materially  interfere, 
in  Industry's  judgment,  with  the  operation  of  the  Baltimore 
Plant  or  the  Industrial  Buildings  for  the  purpose 
for  which  the  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial 
Buildings  are  designed,  shall  have  been  taken  under  the 
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exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  by  any  govern- 
mental body  or  by  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  acting 
under  governmental  authority  (including  such  a  taking  or 
takings  as  results  in  the  Industry  being  thereby  prevented 
from  operating  the  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial 
Buildings  for  a  period  of  six  months) . 

(c)  As  a  result  of  any  changes  in  the  Constitution  of 
Maryland  or  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of 
America  or  of  legislative  or  administrative  action 
(whether  state  or  federal)  or  by  final  decree,  judgment 
or  order  of  any  court  or  administrative  body  (whether 
state  or  federal)  entered  after  the  contest  thereof  by  the 
Industry  in  good  faith,  this  Agreement  shall  have  become 
void  or  unenforceable  or  impossible  of  performance  in 
accordance  with  the  intent  and  purposes  of  the  parties 
as  expressed  in  this  Agreement,  or  unreasonable  burdens 
or  excessive  liabilities  shall  have  been  imposed  on  the  City 
or  the  Industry  in  respect  to  the  Industrial  Buildings, 
including,  without  limitation,  federal,  state  or  other  ad 
valorem,  property,  income  or  other  taxes  not  being  im- 
posed on  the  date  of  this  Agreement. 

(d)  Changes  in  economic  availability  of  raw  materials, 
operating  supplies  or  facilities  necessary  to  operate  the 
Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  technological  or  other 
changes  make  the  continued  operation  of  the  Industrial 
Buildings  or  any  part  thereof  or  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant  uneconomical,  or  the  Industrial  Build- 
ings or  any  part  thereof  shall  be  determined  to  be 
obsolete  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  installed, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Industry. 

(e)  Legal  curtailment  of  the  Industry's  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  all  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  or  any  part 
thereof,  or  all  or  substantially  all  of  the  Industry's  Balti- 
more Plant. 

To  exercise  such  option,  the  Industry  shall,  within 
sixty  (60)  days  following  the  event  authorizing  the  exer- 
cise of  such  option,  give  written  notice  to  the  City,  and 
to  the  Trustee  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be  unpaid, 
and  shall  specify  therein  the  date  of  termination  which 
date  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty 
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(60)  days  from  the  date  such  notice  is  mailed,  and  in  case 
of  a  redemption  of  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Ordinance,  shall  make  arrangements  satis- 
factory to  the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice 
of  redemption,  provided  that  this  option  to  terminate  is 
conditioned  upon  the  Industry's  payment  to  the  Trustee 
on  or  prior  to  the  termination  date  of  the  sum  of  the 
following : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient 
to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  on 
the  earliest  redemption  date  provided  by  the  Ordinance, 
including,  without  limitation,  principal,  all  interest  to 
accrue  to  said  redemption  date  and  redemption  expenses; 
plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's,  pay- 
ing agents'  and  Bond  Registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under 
the  Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  final  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

In  the  event  of  the  exercise  of  the  option  granted  in 
this  Section,  any  proceeds  of  insurance  or  condemnation 
shall  be  paid  to  the  Industry  simultaneously  with  the 
Industry's  payment  of  the  sum  prescribed  in  (1)  and 
(2)  above. 

If  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in  clauses  (a),  (b),  (c), 
(d)  or  (e)  of  this  Section  9.2  occur  and  the  Industry 
does  not  exercise  its  option  to  terminate  which  results 
from  such  event,  then  the  Industry  shall  continue  to  oper- 
ate and  maintain  the  Industrial  Buildings  in  accord- 
ance with  this  Agreement  and  shall  undertake  any  repairs 
thereto  or  restoration  thereof  required  under  any  provi- 
sion of  this  Agreement. 

Section  9.3.  Option  to  Prepay  in  Part  in  Certain  Cir- 
cumstances. In  addition  to  any  other  option  to  repay 
amounts  due  under  this  Agreement,  the  Industry  shall 
have  and  is  hereby  granted  the  option  to  prepay  in  part 
amounts  due  under  Section  4.3  of  this  Agreement  if,  by 
reason  of  changes  in  federal  or  state  requirements  or  stand- 
ards or  by  reason  of  the  availability  of  technological 
improved  methods  of  pollution  control,  the  board  of  direc- 
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tors  of  the  Industry  determines  to  remove  or  abandon  the 
use  of  any  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  installed  or 
constructed  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds.  To  exercise 
such  option,  the  Industry  shall  give  written  notice  to  the 
City  and  to  the  Trustee  and  shall  specify  therein  the  date 
of  partial  prepayment,  which  date  shall  be  not  less  than 
thirty  nor  more  than  sixty  days  from  the  date  such 
notice  is  mailed,  and  shall  make  arrangements  satisfactory 
to  the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of 
redemption  of  the  Bonds,  provided  that  this  option  to 
prepay  in  part  is  conditioned  upon  the  Industry's  pay- 
ment to  the  Trustee,  on  or  prior  to  the  partial  prepayment 
date,  an  amount  of  money  which  will  be  sufficient  to  retire 
and  redeem  that  amount  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds 
which  bears  the  same  ratio  to  all  of  the  then  outstanding 
Bonds  as  the  cost  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  re- 
moved or  abandoned  bears  to  the  total  cost  of  the  Indus- 
trial Buildings,  on  the  earliest  possible  redemption 
date  provided  by  the  Ordinance,  including  without  limi- 
tation, principal,  all  interest  to  accrue  to  said  redemption 
date,  and  redemption  expenses. 

ARTICLE  X 

MANDATORY  PREPAYMENT 

Section  10.1.  Obligation  to  Prepay  and  Terminate 
Agreement  Prior  to  Payment  of  the  Bonds.  The  Industry 
shall  become  immediately  obligated  to  prepay  all  amounts 
due  under  this  Agreement  and  to  terminate  this  Agreement 
prior  to  the  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for 
payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance),  if  either  of  the  events 
set  forth  below  shall  have  occurred  (but  only  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 

(a)  The  enactment  of  any  amendment  to  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the  Treasury  Regu- 
lations issued  thereunder  (the  Code)  causing  the  interest 
on  the  Bonds  to  be  includible  in  gross  income,  as  defined 
in  Section  61  of  the  Code,  of  any  holder,  which  by  his 
or  its  nature  is  not  exempt  from  Federal  Income  Taxation 
(other  than  a  substantial  user,  as  defined  in  such  Treas- 
ury Regulations,  of  the  Industrial  Buildings  or  a  related 
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person) ;  provided  that  the  Trustee  and  the  holders  of  the 
Bonds  afford  the  Industry  the  opportunity,  at  the  Indus- 
try's expense,  to  challenge  the  validity  of  any  such  amend- 
ment. 

(b)  A  final  judicial  decision  holding  the  interest  on 
the  Bonds  to  be  includible  in  gross  income,  as  above  de- 
scribed in  (a) ;  provided  that  the  Trustee  and/or  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  (i)  give(s)  the  Industry  notice  within 
30  days  after  the  Trustee  or  the  holder  of  the  Bond 
learn (s)  that  the  validity  of  the  tax  exemption  on  the 
interest  on  the  Bonds  is  being  challenged,  and  (ii)  afford 
the  Industry  the  opportunity,  at  the  Industry's  expense, 
to  direct  the  necessary  litigation  (including  administra- 
tive audit  appeals),  it  being  understood  that  a  judicial 
decision  shall  not  be  considered  final  for  this  purpose  until 
the  conclusion  of  appellate,  including  Supreme  Court,  re- 
view if  sought. 

The  Industry  shall,  within  30  days  following  either  of 
the  events  obligating  the  Industry  to  prepay  and  termi- 
nate hereunder,  give  written  notice  to  the  City  and  the 
Trustee,  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be  unpaid  or  ade- 
quate provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  not  have 
been  made,  and  shall  specify  therein  the  proposed  date  of 
such  prepayment  and  termination,  which  date  shall  be  not 
less  than  15  nor  more  than  30  days  from  the  date  such 
notice  is  mailed,  and,  in  case  of  a  redemption  of  the  Bonds 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  shall 
make  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  for  the 
giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemption. 

The  amount  which  the  Industry  shall  be  obligated  to 
pay  in  order  to  prepay  and  cause  this  Agreement  to  be 
terminated  as  herein  provided  shall  be  the  sum  of  the 
following : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient 
to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  as 
provided  in  Section  3.01  (4)  of  the  Ordinance ;  plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's  pay- 
ing agents'  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under 
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the  Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  final  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  Bonds ;  plus 

(3)  An  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  interest 
paid  on  the  Bonds  from  the  date  the  interest  on  such  Bonds 
becomes  so  includible  in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder, 
would  cause  the  total  amount  of  interest  on  such  Bonds 
from  such  date  to  the  date  of  payment  to  have  been  paid 
at  the  rate  of  165%  of %  per  annum. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  amount  payable  under  Sub- 
section (3)  above  shall  only  be  payable  in  the  event  that: 

(1)  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  becomes  so  includible  in 
gross  income  of  any  such  holder  for  any  reason  specified 
in  Subsection  (b)  above;  or 

(2)  the  Industry,  at  its  expense,  challenges  for  any 
reason  the  validity  of  any  amendment  to  the  Code,  which 
amendment  results  in  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  becoming 
includible  in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder,  in  which 
event  the  amount  set  forth  in  (3)  above  would  be  com- 
puted beginning  on  the  date  such  holder  learns  that  the 
interest  on  the  Bonds  is  includible  in  his  or  its  gross  income. 

ARTICLE  XI 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  11.1.  Notices.  All  notices,  certificates  or  other 
communications  hereunder  shall  be  suflSciently  given  and 
shall  be  deemed  given  when  mailed  by  registered  mail, 
postage  prepaid,  or  given  when  dispatched  by  telegram 
when  telegraphic  notice  is  permitted  by  express  provisions

The  City,  the  Industry  and  the  Trustee  may, 
by  notice  given  to  all  parties  to  this  Agrement  and  the 
Ordinance,  designate  any  further  or  different  addresses 
to  which  subsequent  notices,  certificates  or  other  com- 
munications shall  be  sent. 
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Section  11.2.     Filing. 

(a)  The  security  interest  of  the  Trustee  created  herein 
shall  be  perfected  by  the  filing  of  financing  statements 
which  fully  comply  with  the  Maryland  Uniform  Commer- 
cial Code — Secured  Transactions,  in  the  Office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  and  in  the  Office 
of  the  State  Department  of  Assessments  and  Taxation,  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  The  parties  further  agree 
that  all  necessary  continuation  statements  shall  be  filed 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Maryland  Uniform  Com- 
mercial Code — Secured  Transactions,  in  order  to  continue 
the  security  interests  created  by  this  Agreement,  to  the 
end  that  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  the 
Trustee  shall  be  fully  preserved  as  against  creditors  of, 
or  purchasers  for  value  from,  the  City  or  the  Industry. 

Section  11.3.  Binding  Effect.  This  Agreement  shall 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  shall  be  binding  upon  the  City, 
the  Industry  and  their  respective  successors  and  assigns, 
subject,  however,  to  the  limitations  contained  in  Sections 
6.3,  7.1,  7.2  and  7.3  hereof. 

Section  11.4.  Severability.  In  the  event  any  provision 
of  this  Agreement  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unenforceable 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  holding  shall 
not  invalidate  or  render  unenforceable  any  other  provi- 
sion hereof. 

Section  11.5.  Amounts  Remaining  in  Bond  Fund.  It 
is  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  any  amounts  remain- 
ing in  the  Bond  Fund  after  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds 
(or  provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  the 
fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  paying 
agents  in  accordance  vvith  the  Indenture,  shall  belong  to 
and  be  paid  to  the  Industry  by  the  Trustee  as  overpay- 
ments. 

Section  11.6.  Amendments,  Changes  and  Modifications. 
This  Agreement  may  not  be  amended,  changed,  modified, 
altered  or  terminated  without  in  each  instance  the  prior 
written  consent  of  the  Trustee;  provided  the  City  and  the 
Industry  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more  amendments 
to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  an  increase  in  the  obli- 
gations of  the  City  and  the  Industry  upon  an  undertaking 
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of  the  Industry  to  complete  the  Industrial  Buildings 
or  to  construct  or  acquire  additional  industrial  build- 
ing through  the  issuance  of  additional  Bonds  pur- 
suant to  Section  2.09  of  the  Ordinance;  provided  that  no 
obligation  is  imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Section  11.6 
to  enter  into  any  such  amendment  and  no  such  amendment 
is  permitted  hereunder  which  would  result  either  in  the 
breach  of  the  City's  agreements  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance 
or  in  the  reduction  of  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to 
this  Agreement. 

Section  11.7.  Execution  of  Counterparts,  This  Agree- 
ment may  "be  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  and  all  of  which  shall  constitute 
but  one  and  the  same  instrument. 

Section  11.8.  Lmv  Governing  Construction  of  Agree- 
ment. This  Agreement  is  prepared  and  entered  into  with 
the  intention  that  the  lavv^  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall 
govern  its  construction.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  issuance 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  of  its  reve- 
nue bonds,  designated  ''City  of  Baltimore,  Industrial 
Revenue  Bonds  (Clendenin  Brothers  Incorporated  Proj- 
ect), 1974  Series",  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
not  exceeding  $525,000  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the 
Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement  Vol- 
ume and  1973  Cumulative  Supplement)  in  order  to  loan 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  Clendenin  Brothers  Incorporated, 
a  Maryland  corporation,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  pur- 
pose of  financing  the  acquisition  and  equipping  by  such 
corporation  of  an  industrial  building  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance ;  m;aking  certain 
legislative  findings,  among  others,  concerning  the  public 
benefit  and  purpose  of  such  revenue  bonds;  providing 
that  such  revenue  bonds  (a)  shall  be  payable  solely  and 
only  from  revenue  derived  from  payments  by  such  cor- 
poration to  the  City  on  the  loan  and  (b)  shall  not  ever 
constitute,  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or 
charter  provision  or  otherwise  (i)  an  indebtedness  of 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  or  any  other 
political  subdivision  or  (ii)  a  charge  against  the  general

nue  bonds;  authorizing  the  private  sale  of  such  revenue 
bonds ;  providing  that  certain  matters  pertaining  to  such 
revenue  bonds,  including  (without  limitation)  interest 
r^te,  sinking  fund  requirements,  redemption  provisions, 
appointment  of  a  trustee,  form  of  official  statement  and 
bond  purchase  agreement,  shall  be  determined  at  the 
time  of  such  private  sale  by  resolution  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance;  providing  for  the  authentication  and 
delivery  thereof;  creating  a  construction  fund  and  bond 
fund  to  be  held  by  the  trustee ;  providing  for  the  invest- 
ment of  moneys  held  by  the  trustee ;  providing  remedies 
for  bondholders  in  the  event  of  default;  providing  for 
the  enactment  of  supplemental  ordinances ;  and  generally 
providing  for  and  determining  various  matters  in  con- 
nection with  the  authorization,  issuance,  security,  sale 
and  payment  of  such  revenue  bonds. 

RECITALS 

By  Chapter  352  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1972,  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  repealed  and  re-enacted, 
with  ;amendments.  Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of 
Article  41,  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Re- 
placement Volume  and  1973  Cumulative  Supplement)  (the 
Act).  The  Act  now  empowers  all  the  counties  and  munici- 
palities of  the  State  of  Maryland  to  issue  revenue  bonds 
and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  revenue  bonds 
to  an  industrial  concern  to  finance  the  acquisition  and 
equipping  by  such  industrial  concern  of  industrial  build- 
ings (including  the  rehabilitation,  remodeling,  extension 
or  permanent  improvement  of  an  industrial  building).  The 
Act  declares  it  to  be  the  legislative  purpose  to  relieve  con- 
ditions of  unemployment  in  the  State,  to  encourage  the 
increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the 
State,  to  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  in 
the  State  through  the  control,  reduction  or  abatement  of 
pollution  of  the  environment  (where  the  proceeds  of  bonds 
are  used  for  that  purpose),  to  promote  economic  develop- 
ment, to  protect  natural  resources  and  in  this  manner  to 
promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of 
each  of  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  of 
Maryland. 
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The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  City) 
has  determined  to  issue  and  sell  not  exceeding  $525,000 
principal  amount  of  its  ''City  of  Baltimore  Industrial 
Revenue  Bonds"  (Clendenin  Brothers  Incorporated  Proj- 
ect), 1974  Series"  (the  Bonds)  and  to  loan  the  proceeds 
of  the  Bonds  to  Clendenin  Brothers  Incorporated,  a  Mary- 
land corporation  (the  Industry),  and  an  industrial  concern 
as  mentioned  in  the  Act,  on  the  terms  and  conditions  set 
forth  in  the  Loan  Agreement  (hereinafter  defined)  pro- 
vided by  this  Ordinance,  in  order  to  finance  the  Industry's 
acquisition,  including  rehabilitation,  remodeling,  exten- 
sion and  jDermanent  improvement)  and  equipping  of  a 
certain  industrial  building  (the  Industrial  Building)  at  the 
Industry's  plant  at  4309  Erdman  Avenue  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  to  relieve  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  thus 
encourage  economic  development,  and  to  protect  the  health, 
welfare  and  safety  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  and  the 
City  of  Baltimore. 

This  Ordinance  authorizes  and  consummates  a  trans- 
action which  the  Industry  has  proposed  to  the  City  in 
accordance  with  Sections  266B(d)  and  266H-1  of  the  Act 
by  a  letter  of  intent  dated  April  8, 1974. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That,  acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby 
found  and  determined,  as  follows : 

(1)  The  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  pursuant 
to  the  Act  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  the  Industry 
for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  acquiring  and  equip- 
ping the  Industrial  Building  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act  will  facilitate  and  expedite  the  acquisition  and  equip- 
ping of  the  Industrial  Building  by  the  Industry. 

(2)  The  acquisition  and  equipping  of  the  Industrial 
Building  by  the  Industry  and  the  financing  thereof  as  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance  will  promote  the  declared  legisla- 
tive purposes  of  the  Act  by  (a)  sustaining  jobs  and  em- 
ployment opportunities  and  aiding  in  maintaining  employ- 
ment, thus  relieving  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City  of  Baltimore;  (b)  en- 
couraging the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy 
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in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City  of  Baltimore; 
(c)  assisting  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City  of  Baltimore;  (d)  pro- 
moting economic  development;  and  (e)  promoting  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  and  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

(3)  In  addition  to  authorizing  the  City  itself  to  acquire 
the  Industrial  Building  and  either  to  lease  or  to  sell  the 
Industrial  Building  to  the  Industry,  the  Act,  as  an  alterna- 
tive procedure,  also  authorizes  industrial  building  financing 
to  be  accomplished  in  the  form  of  a  loan  to  the  Industry. 
The  loan  form  of  transaction  avoids  indirect  costs  and 
burden  on  the  City  by  not  requiring  any  direct  involve- 
ments by  the  City  in  the  construction,  ownership  or 
administration  of  the  Industrial  Building;  it  permits, 
however,  ample  controls  to  be  imposed  on  the  use  of  the 
revenue  bond  proceeds  to  insure  that  the  public  purposes 
of  the  Act  and  the  revenue  bonds  are  fully  accomplished. 
It  is,  therefore,  in  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  to  finance  the  Industrial 
Building  by  a  loan  to  the  Industry.  This  Ordinance  con- 
templates And  authorizes  a  transaction  in  the  form  of  a 
loan  of  the  revenue  bond  proceeds  by  the  City  to  the  In- 
dustry, rather  than  a  transaction  in  the  form  of  a  lease 
or  sale  of  the  Industrial  Building.  Accordingly,  this  Ordi- 
nance, together  with  the  Loan  Agreement  authorized 
hereby  and  hereinafter  defined,  contains  such  provisions 
as  the  City  deems  appropriate  to  effect  the  fin;ancing  of 
the  Industrial  Building  by  the  loan  form  of  transaction. 

(4)  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  interest  coupons  issued 
under  the  authority  of  the  Act  constitute  an  indebtedness 
of  the  City  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing 
powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitu- 
tional provision  or  provision  of  the  City  Charter  or 
statutory  limitation  and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise 
to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  principal 
amount  of  the  Loan  (hereinafter  defined)  and  the  pay- 
ments to  be  made  by  the  Industry  pursuant  to  the  Loan 
Agreement  authorized  hereby  will  be  paid  directly  to,  and 
will  be  disbursed  by,  an  independent  Trustee  appointed 
pursuant  hereto ;  no  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with 
the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control 
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of  the  City  but  only  to  such  limited  supervision  ^nd  checks 
as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  to  insure  that  the 
Bond  proceeds  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public  purposes 
of  the  Act  and  this  Ordinance.  The  transactions  author- 
ized hereby  do  not  constitute  any  physical  public  better- 
ment or  improvement  or  the  acquisition  of  property  by 
the  City;  the  public  purposes  expressed  in  the  Act  are 
intended  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the  acquisition  ^nd 
equipping  of  the  Industrial  Building  by  the  Industry. 

(5)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Industrial 
Building  other  than  a  first  lien  under  a  deed  of  trust  upon 
the  Indu^rial  Building  and  the  land  thereunder  and 
appurtenant  thereto,  to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the 
Industry  to  Alan  P.  Hoblitzell,  Jr.  and  William  H.  D,aiger, 
Jr.,  Trustees,  as  security  for  the  Loan,  and  any  general 
interest  in  the  Industry's  property  shared  by  all  holders 
of  the  Company's  obligations  which  rank  and  are  secured 
equally  with  the  Industry's  obligation  pursuant  to  the  Loan 
Agreement.  The  security  for  the  Bonds  shall  be  solely  and 
exclusively  (a)  the  absolute,  irrevocable  and  unconditional 
obligation  of  the  Industry  to  make  the  payments  required 
by  the  Loan  Agreement  and  (b)  the  assignment  to  the 
Trustee  by  the  City  of  all  its  rights,  title  and  interest  in 
and  to  the  Loan  Agreement  and  the  aforesaid  deed  of  trust. 
In  addition,  the  p,ayment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds  shall  be  fully  and  unconditionally  guaranteed  by 
the  Industry.  Accordingly,  this  Ordinance  definitely  fixes 
and  determines  the  amount  of  revenue  derived  from  pay- 
ments on  the  Loan  which  is  necessary  to  be  set  apart  and 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  or  interest  or 
premium  on,  the  Bonds. 

(6)  (a)  No  part  or  portion  of  the  Receipts  ^nd  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  as  defined  in  this  Ordi- 
nance, shall  be  set  aside  as  a  depreciation  account  (men- 
tioned in  the  Act)  since  neither  the  City  nor  the  Bond 
holders  desire,  or  are  creating,  any  interest  in  the  Indus- 
trial Building,  except  as  set  forth  in  (5)  above.  Such  a 
depreciation  account  would  (i)  be  inconsistent  with  the 
form  of  loan  transaction,  and  (ii)  place  an  unreasonable 
burden  on  the  Industry  so  as  to  affect  the  feasibility  of 
the  transaction  and  thus  frustrate  the  legislative  purposes 
of  the  Act  and  (b)  a  covenant  such  as  that  permitted  by 
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Section  266G  (c)  of  the  Act  is  similarly  inconsistent  with 
the  form  of  transaction  authorized  hereby  in  which  neither 
the  City  nor  the  Bondholders  obtain  or  retain  an  interest 
in  the  Industrial  Building,  except  as  set  forth  in  (5)  above, 
and  is,  therefore,  a  procedure  which  is  not  contemplated 
by  the  Act  in  connection  with  this  transaction. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  not  exceeding  $525,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  **City  of  Baltimore  Industrial  Revenue 
Bonds  (Clendenin  Brothers  Incorporated  Project),  1974 
Series",  is  hereby  authorized  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance,  such  Bonds  to  be  solely  and  exclusively  play- 
able from,  and  secured  by,  the  revenue  derived  from  pay- 
ments on  the  Loan  made  by  the  City  to  the  Industry  as 
provided  herein  and  the  assignment  of  all  of  the  City's 
right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  the  Loan  Agreement 
and  the  Deed  of  Trust  (hereinafter  defined).  The  payment 
of  principal  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  be  fully  ^nd 
unconditionally  guaranteed  by  the  Industry. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  the 
Industry  to  cause  an  official  statement  to  be  prepared  for 
distribution  to  prospective  purchasers  of  the  Bonds.  Such 
official  statement  shall  be  presented  to  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  for  fin^l  approval  by  resolution  at  the  time 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  act  upon  a  resolution  or 
resolutions  determining  the  matters  required  by  this  Ordi- 
nance to  be  determined  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds. 
Nothing  contained  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to 
preclude  the  distribution  prior  to  final  approval  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance,  of  a  preliminary  official  state- 
ment; provided  that  such  preliminary  officinal  statement 
shall  be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject  to 
such  final  approval. 

It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds  at 
private  sale,  as  authorized  by  the  Act,  upon  terms  and 
conditions  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by 
resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such 
resolution  shall  authorize  the  Mayor  to  execute  a  bond 
purchase  agreement  with  the  purchasers  of  the  Bonds. 
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Such  resolution,  or  supplementary  resolutions  adopted  con- 
currently therewith  shall  also  prescribe  (i)  the  maturities 
and  the  interest  rate  or  rates  to  be  borne  by  the  Bonds, 
(ii)  certain  redemption  provisions,  for  the  Bonds  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  3.01  of  this  Ordinance,  (iii)  the  sinking 
fund  requirements,  if  any,  for  the  Bonds  as  provided  in 
Section  3.02  of  this  Ordin^ance,  and  (iv)  such  other  mat- 
ters as  may  be  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  deemed  ap- 
propriate by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  are 
to  be  issued,  authenticated  and  delivered,  and  all  property 
subject  to  or  to  become  subject  to  this  Ordinance,  including 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  (as 
herein  defined),  is  to  be  held  and  applied,  upon  ;and  subject 
to  the  following  covenants,  conditions,  uses  and  trusts ;  and 
the  City,  for  itself  and  its  successors,  does  hereby  cove- 
nant and  agree  to  and  with  the  Trustee  and  its  successors 
in  the  trust  and  with  all  those  who  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  hold  the  Bonds,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  benefit  of  all 
such  holders,  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  I 
DEFINITIONS 

The  terms  defined  in  this  Article  I  shall,  for  all  purposes 
of  this  Ordinance  ^and  of  all  ordinances  or  resolutions  sup- 
plemental hereto  now  or  hereafter  entered  into  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof^  have  the  meanings 
herein  specified,  unless  the  context  clearly  otherwise  re- 
quires : 

*'Act"  shall  mean  Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of 
Article  41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971 
Replacement  Volume  and  1973  Cumulative  Supplement) 
and  all  future  acts  supplemental  thereto  or  amendatory 
thereof. 

"Additional  Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  issued 
under  Section  2.09  of  this  Ordinance. 

"Bond"  or  "Bonds"  means  the  Industrial  Revenue 
Bonds  of  the  City  of  all  Series  from  time  to  time  au- 
thenticated and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance.  The  "1974

Series"    Bonds   means   the   Bonds    identified   as    such   in 
Section  2.02  hereof. 

"Bond  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  in  Section  5.02 
hereof. 

"Bondholder"  or  "Holder"  or  "Owner  of  the  Bonds" 
means  the  registered  owner  of  any  Bond. 

"City"  me^ns  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners  of  Finance"  means  that  board  of  finance 
known  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  by  Section 
6.02  hereof. 

"Deed  of  Trust"  means  the  first  lien  Deed  of  Trust  to 
be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  Industry  to  Alan  P. 
Hoblitzell,  Jr.  and  William  H.  Daiger,  Jr.,  Trustees,  cover- 
ing the  Industrial  Building  and  land  thereunder  and 
appurtenant  thereto,  as  security  for  the  Loan  Agreement. 

"Default"  or  "Event  of  Default"  means  any  of  those 
defaults  specified  in  and  defined  by  Section  10.01  hereof. 

"Extraordin.ary  Services"  and  "Extraordinary  Expenses" 
means  all  services  rendered  and  all  expenses  incurred  under 
the  Ordinance  other  than  Ordinary  Services  and  Ordinary 
Expenses. 

"Guaranty  Agreement"  means  the  Guaranty  Agreement 
to  be  executed  by  the  Industry  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  whereby  the  Industry  fully  and  unconditionally 
guarantees  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds. 

"Industrial  Building"  means  the  Industrial  Building,  all 
fixtures  and  machinery  and  equipment  and  related  prop- 
erty installed  or  situated  therein,  and  the  land  thereunder 
located  at  4309  Erdman  Avenue  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
and  which  is  gener,ally  described  in  Exhibit  A  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  and  which  is  an  "industrial  building"  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

"Industry"  means  Clendenin  Brothers  Incorporated,  a 
Maryland  corporation,  and  its  successors  and  assigns  and

any  surviving,  resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  7.1  (c)  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

"Lo^n"  means  the  loan  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
the  Bonds  to  be  made  by  the  City  to  the  Industry  pursuant 
to  the  Loan  Agreement. 

"Loan  Agreement"  means  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be 
executed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and  between 
the  City  and  the  Industry,  and  any  amendments  or  supple- 
ments thereto,  and  shall  include  the  Note  issued  there- 
under. 

''Mayof  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body  of 
the  City  and  any  successor  body. 

''Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry  in  sub- 
stantially the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  as  required  by  Section  4.01  hereof. 

''Ordinance"  means  this  Ordinance  and  any  ordinance 
or  resolution  (or  other  action  or  instrument  authorized  by 
this  Ordinance)  supplemental  hereto  or  amendatory 
hereof. 

"Ordinary  Services"  and  "Ordinary  Expenses"  means 
those  services  normally  rendered  and  those  expenses 
normally  incurred  by  ,a  trustee  under  instruments  similar 
to  this  Ordinance. 

The  term  "Outstanding"  or  "Bonds  Outstanding"  means 
all  Bonds  which  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered 
by  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  except : 

(a)  Bonds  theretofore  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  or 
theretofore  delivered  to  the  Trustee  for  cancellation; 

(b)  Bonds  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  which 
cash  funds  or  securities,  as  provided  in  Section  9.01  hereof 
shall  have  been  theretofore  deposited  with  the  Trustee 
(whether  upon  or  prior  to  the  m,aturity  or  redemption 
date  of  any  such  Bonds) ;  provided  that  if  such  Bonds 
are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  the  maturity  thereof,  notice 
of  such  redemption  shall  have  been  given  or  arrangements 
satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  shall  have  been  made  therefor, 
or  waiver  of  such  notice  satisfactory  in  form  to  the 
Trustee,  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Trustee ;  and 
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(c)  Bonds  in  lieu  of  which  others  h^ave  been  au- 
thenticated under  Section  2.07  hereof,  unless  proof  satis- 
factory to  the  Trustee  is  presented  to  the  Trustee  that 
any  such  Bonds  are  held  by  bona  fide  purchasers  as  that 
term  is  defined  in  Subtitle  8  of  Article  95B  of  the  An- 
notated Code  of  Maryland  (Maryland  Uniform  Commercial 
Code),  as  amended,  in  which  case  the  Bond  or  Bonds  so 
replaced  ;and  the  Bond  or  Bonds  authenticated  and  de- 
livered therefor  shall  be  deemed  outstanding. 

'Terson"  means  natural  persons,  firms,  associations, 
corporations  and  public  bodies. 

''Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan" 
means  all  moneys  payable  by  the  Industry  to  the  City 
under  the  Loan  Agreement  and  all  other  revenues  of  the 
City  attributable  to  the  financing  of  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing (except  amounts  paid  by  the  Industry  pursuant  to 
Sections  5.3(c),  9.4,  11.4,  and  13.8  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment). 

'Treasurer"  means  the  Treasurer  or  Deputy  Treasurer 
of  the  City. 

"Trust  Estate"  means  at  any  particular  time  all  moneys 
which  at  such  time  are  deposited  or  are  required  to  be 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  to  be  held  in  trust  under 
Any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  property 
which  at  such  time  is  covered  or  intended  to  be  covered 
by  the  claim  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trust  company  or  banking  corpora- 
tion and  its  successor  or  successors  as  trustee  hereunder, 
designated  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  resolution 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

ARTICLE  II 

DESCRIPTION,  AUTHORIZATION,  MANNER 

OF  EXECUTION,  AUTHENTICATION, 

REGISTRATION  AND  TRANSFER 

OF  BONDS 

Section  2.01.  The  City  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the 
principal  of,  the  interest  on,  and  the  redemption  premium 
(if  any)  on,  the  Bonds  only  out  of  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
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nues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  pledged  for  the  payment 
thereof  under  this  Ordinance,  and  not  otherwise.  The  City 
may,  at  its  option,  pay  the  principal  of,  the  interest  on, 
and  the  redemption  premium  (if  any)  on,  the  Bonds  out 
of  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  the 
payment  thereof.  All  the  Bonds  to  be  issued  hereunder 
shall  be  equally  and  ratably  secured,  to  the  extent  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  by  (a)  the  Pledge  of  the  Receipts 
and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  and  the  Bond 
Fund,  (b)  the  assignment  by  the  City  to  the  Trustee  of 
the  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Deed  of  Trust,  and  (c)  the 
Guaranty  Agreement. 

Section  2.02.  There  is  hereby  created  for  issuance  un- 
der this  Ordinance  a  series  of  Bonds  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $525,000  each  of  which 
shall  bear  the  descriptive  title  "City  of  B^altimore  Indus- 
trial Revenue  Bond  (Clendenin  Brothers  Incorporated 
Project),  1974  Series".  The  Bonds  shall  be  dated,  shall  be 
issued  as  fully  registered  bonds  in  the  denomination  of 
$5,000  or  multiples  thereof,  shall  mature,  shall  be  num- 
bered, shall  bear  such  rate  or  rates  of  interest  from  their 
date  until  maturity  or  until  the  date  fixed  for  redemp- 
tion, all  as  provided  in  a  resolution  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such 
interest  shall  be  payable  semi-annually,  and  the  Bonds 
shall  be  subject  to  the  right  of  prior  redemption  at  the 
prices  and  dates  set  forth  in  said  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  principal  of,  ;and  interest  on,  and  premium  (if 
any),  payable  upon  the  redemption  of  the  Bonds  shall  be 
paid  in  any  coin  or  currency  of  the  United  States  of 
America  which,  at  the  respective  times  of  payment,  is 
legal  tender  for  the  payment  of  public  and  private  debts 
at  the  principal  office  of  the  Trustee  or  its  successor  in 
trust. 

Section  2.03.  The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  on  behalf 
of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed 
or  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Treasurer,  pro- 
vided that  at  least  one  of  said  signatures  shall  be  a  manual 
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signature.  The  Bonds,  together  with  interest  thereon,  shall 
be  limited  obligations  of  the  City  p,ayable  from  the  Bond 
Fund  and  shall  be  a  valid  claim  of  the  respective  holders 
thereof  only  against  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan  and  the  Bond  Fund,  which  are  hereby 
pledged  and  assigned  for  the  equal  and  ratable  payment 
of  the  Bonds  and  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than 
to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on 
the  Bonds,  except  as  may  be  otherwise  expressly  author- 
ized in  this  Ordinance.  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  the  interest 
thereon  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge 
against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  power  of  the  City 
within  the  meaning  of  any  state  constitutional  or  charter 
provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  shall  never  consti- 
tute nor  give  rise  to  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  facsimile  signa- 
ture shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  shall  cease  to  be  such 
officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds,  such  signature 
or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient 
for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  he  had  remained  in  office 
until  delivery. 

Section  2.04.  Only  the  holders  of  such  of  the  Bonds  as 
shall  have  endorsed  thereon  a  certificate  of  authentication 
substantially  in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  duly  exe- 
cuted by  the  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  ^ny  right  or 
benefit  under  this  Ordinance.  No  Bond  shall  be  valid  or 
obligatory  for  any  purpose  unless  and  until  such  certificate 
of  authentication  shall  have  been  duly  executed  by  the 
Trustee,  and  such  executed  certificate  of  the  Trustee  upon 
any  such  Bond  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  such  Bond 
has  been  authenticated  ^nd  delivered  under  this  Ordinance. 
The  Trustee's  certificate  of  authentication  on  any  Bond 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  executed  by  it  if  signed  by 
an  authorized  signature  of  the  Trustee,  but  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  that  the  same  person  sign  the  certificate  of 
authentication  on  all  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder. 

Section  2.05.  The  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth 
with  such  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions 
as  are  permitted  or  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  by  a 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted  prior 
to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds. 
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Section  2.06.  The  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  to 
the  Trustee  and  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  not  exceeding  $525,000 
and  deliver  them  to  the  purchasers  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  City  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.06  provided. 

Prior  to  the  authentication  and  delivery  by  the  Trustee 
of  any  of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee: 

1.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  this  Ordinance. 

2.  An  original  executed  counterpart  of  the  Lo^n 
Agreement. 

3.  An  "original  executed  counterpart  of  the  Guaranty 
Agreement  and  of  the  Deed  of  Trust. 

4.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  setting  forth  the  details  relating 
to  the  Bonds  as  prescribed  by  Section  2.02  hereof. 

5.  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on  be- 
half of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authenticate 
and  deliver  the  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  not  exceeding  $525,000  to  the  purchasers  therein  iden- 
tified upon  payment  to  the  Trustee,  but  for  the  account 
of  the  City,  of  a  sum  specified  in  such  request  and  author- 
ization plus  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of  de- 
livery. Such  proceeds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and 
deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction 
Fund  as  hereinafter  provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 

Section  2.07.  In  the  event  any  Bond  is  mutilated,  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed,  the  City  may  execute  and  the  Trustee 
may  authenticate  a  new  Bond  of  like  date,  maturity  and 
denomination  as  that  mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed; 
provided  that,  in  the  case  of  any  mutilated  Bonds,  such 
mutilated  Bond  shall  first  be  surrendered  to  the  City,  and 
in  the  case  of  any  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed  Bond,  there 
shall  be  first  furnished  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee  evi- 
dence of  such  loss,  theft  or  destruction  satisfactory  to  the 
City  and  the  Trustee,  together  with  indemnity  satisfac- 
tory to  them.  In  the  event  any  such  Bond  shall  have 
matured,  instead  of  issuing  a  duplicate  Bond  the  City  may 
pay  the  same  without  surrender  thereof.  The  City  and 
the  Trustee  may  charge  the  holder  or  owner  of  such  Bond 
with  their  reasonable  fees  and  expenses  in  this  connection. 
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Section  2.08.  All  the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  negotiable,  subject  to  the  provisions  for  registra- 
tion and  transfer  contained  in  this  Ordinance  and  in  the 
Bonds.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  remain  outstand- 
ing, the  City  shall  maintain  and  keep^  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Treasurer,  books  for  the  registration  and 
transfer  of  Bonds ;  and,  upon  presentation  thereof  for 
such  purpose  at  said  office,  the  Treasurer  shall  register  or 
cause  to  be  registered  therein,  and  permit  to  be  trans- 
ferred thereon,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  it  or 
the  Trustee  may  prescribe,  any  Bond  entitled  to  regis- 
tration or  transfer.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  remain 
outstanding,  the  City  shall  make  all  necessary  provisions 
to  permit  the  exchange  of  Bonds  at  the  principal  office 
of  the  Treasurer. 

Each  Bond  shall  be  transferable  only  upon  the  books  of 
the  City,  which  shall  be  kept  for  that  purpose  at  the  prin- 
cipal office  of  the  Treasurer,  at  the  written  request  of  the 
registered  owner  thereof  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized 
in  writing,  upon  surrender  thereof,  together  with  a  writ- 
ten instrument  of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  Treasurer 
duly  executed  by  the  registered  owner  or  his  duly  author- 
ized attorney.  Upon  the  transfer  of  any  such  Bond,  the 
City  shall  issue  in  the  name  of  the  transferee,  in  author- 
ized denominations,  a  new  registered  Bond  or  Bonds,  of 
the  same  aggregate  principal  amount,  series,  maturity 
and  interest  rate  as  the  surrendered  Bonds. 

The  City,  the  Trustee  and  any  paying  agent  may  deem 
and  treat  the  person  in  whose  name  any  outstanding  Bond 
shall  be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City  as  the 
absolute  owner  of  such  Bond,  whether  such  Bond  shall 
be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment 
of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  and  redemption  price, 
if  any,  of  and  interest  on  such  Bond  and  for  all  other 
purposes,  and  all  such  pajTnents  so  made  to  any  such  reg- 
istered owner  or  upon  his  order  shall  be  valid  and  effec- 
tual to  satisfy  and  discharge  the  liability  upon  such  Bond 
to  the  extent  of  the  sum  or  sums  so  paid,  and  neither  the 
City,  the  Trustee  nor  any  paying  agent  shall  be  affected 
by  any  notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  the 
Trustee  harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all  loss,  cost, 
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charge,  expense,  judgment  or  liability  incurred  by  it, 
acting  in  good  faith  and  without  negligence  hereunder, 
in  so  treating  such  registered  owner. 

Bonds,  upon  surrender  thereof  at  the  principal  office  of 
the  Treasurer  with  a  written  instrument  of  transfer  satis- 
factory to  the  Treasurer,  duly  executed  by  the  registered 
owner  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney,  may,  at  the  option 
of  the  registered  owner  thereof,  be  exchanged  for  an  equal 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  of  the  same  series, 
maturity  and  interest  rate  of  any  other  authorized  de- 
nominations. 

In  all  cases  in  which  the  privilege  of  exchanging  or 
transferring  Bonds  is  exercised^  the  City  shall  execute  and 
the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  and  deliver  Bonds  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance.  All  Bonds 
surrendered  in  any  such  exchanges  or  transfers  shall 
forthwith  be  cancelled  by  the  Trustee.  For  every  such  ex- 
change or  transfer  of  Bonds,  whether  temporary  or 
definitive,  the  City  or  the  Trustee  may  make  a  charge 
sufficient  to  reimburse  it  for  any  tax  or  other  govern- 
mental charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such 
exchange  or  transfer,  which  sum  or  sums  shall  be  paid  by 
the  person  requesting  such  exchange  or  transfer  ^s  a  con- 
dition precedent  to  the  exercise  of  the  privilege  of  making 
such  exchange  or  transfer.  Notwithstanding  any  other 
provision  of  this  Ordinance,  the  cost  of  preparing  each 
new  registered  Bond  upon  each  exchange  or  transfer,  and 
any  other  expenses  of  the  City  or  the  Trustee  incurred  in 
connection  therewith  except  any  applicable  tax  or  other 
governmental  charge)  shall  be  paid  from  the  Bond  Fund. 
The  City  shall  not  be  obliged  to  make  any  such  exchange 
or  transfer  of  Bonds  during  the  fifteen  (15)  days  next 
preceding  an  interest  payment  date  on  the  Bonds,  or,  in 
the  case  of  any  proposed  redemption  of  Bonds,  next  pre- 
ceding the  date  of  the  first  publication  of  notice  of  such 
redemption.  The  City  shall  not  be  required  to  make  any 
transfer  or  exchange  of  any  Bonds  called  for  redemption. 

Section  2.09.  The  City,  at  the  request  of  the  Industry, 
with  approval  of  all  of  the  holders  of  outstanding  Bonds, 
and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  in  effect  at  the  time 
thereof,  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  issue  Additional  Bonds 
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from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional 
moneys,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the 
Industrial  Building  or  to  provide  additional  industrial  ex- 
pansion which  shall  become  part  of  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing, on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds  and  any  Additional  Bonds 
theretofore  or  thereafter  issued  and  payable  from  the 
Bond  Fund.  Before  any  Additional  Bonds  are  authenticated 
and  delivered  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Trustee  the 
items  required  therefor  by  Section  2.10  hereof.  The  pro- 
ceeds of  any  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  used  solely  to  p^ay 
the  costs  of  completing  the  Industrial  Building  or  of  im- 
provement or  acquisition  of  the  Industrial  Building  and 
to  pay  the  costs  incident  to  the  issuance  of  the  Additional 
Bonds,  in  accordance  with  Section  9.5  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment. 

Such  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  series 
and  principal  amounts,  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest 
at  such  rate  or  rates,  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  at 
such  times  and  prices,  and  shall  mature  in  such  years  as 
the  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  authorizing  the  issu- 
ance thereof  shall  fix  and  determine,  and  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  Trustee  for  authentication  and  delivery. 

Section  2.10.  Upon  the  adoption  in  each  instance  of 
an  appropriate  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  the  City 
shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee 
shall  authenticate,  such  Additional  Bonds  and  deliver  them 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
City,  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.10  provided.  Prior 
to  the  authentication  and  delivery  by  the  Trustee  of  any 
such  Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee : 

(1)  A  valid  and  effective  amendment  to  (a)  the  Loan 
Agreement,  pursuant  to  Section  9.5  thereof  providing  for 
an  increase  in  the  obligations  of  the  City  and  the  Industry 
in  accordance  with  Section  5.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement, 
(b)  the  Deed  of  Trust  to  provide  for  ^n  increase  in  the 
amount  of  indebtedness  secured  thereby,  and  (c)  the 
Guaranty  Agreement  to  provide  for  an  increase  in  the 
obligations  of  the  Industry  thereunder. 

(2)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  a  supplemental  ordi- 
nance providing  for  the  issuance  of  such  new  series  of 
Additional  Bonds. 
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(3)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  setting  forth  the  det^ails  relating 
to  such  Additional  Bonds. 

(4)  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on 
behalf  of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authenti- 
cate and  deliver  such  Additional  Bonds  to  the  purchaser 
or  purchasers  therein  identified  upon  payment  to  the 
Trustee  but  for  the  account  of  the  City  of  a  sum  specified 
in  such  request  and  authorization  plus  any  accrued  inter- 
est thereon  to  the  date  of  delivery.  The  proceeds  of  such 
Bonds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  deposited 
to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction  Fund  as 
hereinafter  provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 

Section  2.11.  1.  One  or  more  series  of  refunding  Bonds 
may  be  authenticated  and  delivered  upon  original  issuance 
to  refund  all  but  not  less  than  all  the  Bonds  of  one  or  more 
series  then  outstanding.  Refunding  Bonds  sh^ll  be  issued 
in  a  principal  amount  sufficient,  together  with  other 
moneys  available  therefor,  to  accomplish  such  refunding 
and  to  make  the  deposits  in  the  Bond  Fund  required  by 
the  provisions  of  this  Section  or  by  the  provisions  of  the 
supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds. 

2.  Refunding  Bonds  of  each  series  issued  to  refund  one 
or  more  series  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  be  authen- 
ticated and  delivered  by  the  Trustee  only  upon  receipt  by 
it  (in  addition  to  the  documents  required  by  Section  2.06) 
of: 

(1)  Irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfac- 
tory to  it,  to  give  due  notice  of  redemption  of  all  the 
Bonds  to  be  refunded  on  a  redemption  date  specified  in 
such  instructions ; 

(2)  If  the  Bonds  to  be  refunded  are  not  by  their  terms 
subject  to  redemption  within  the  next  succeeding  60  days, 
irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfactory  to  it, 
to  make  due  publication  of  the  notice  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion 3.03  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  then  oustanding 
being  refunded  ; 

(3)  Either  (i)  moneys  in  an  amount  sufficient  to 
effect  payment  at  the  applicable  redemption  price  of  the 
Bonds  to  be  refunded,  together  with  accrued  interest  on 
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such  Bonds  to  the  redemption  date,  which  moneys  shall 
be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  a  separate  account  irrevocably 
in  trust  for  and  assigned  to  the  respective  holders  of  the 
Bonds  to  be  refunded,  or  (ii)  investments  in  such  princi- 
pal amounts,  of  such  maturities,  bearing  such  interest, 
and  otherwise  having  such  terms  and  qualifications,  ;as 
shall  be  necessary  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 9.01  hereof  and  any  moneys  required  pursuant  to  said 
Section  9.01  hereof,  which  investments  and  moneys  shall 
be  held  in  trust  and  used  only  as  provided  in  said  Section 
9.01  hereof. 

The  proceeds,  including  accrued  interest,  of  the  refund- 
ing Bonds  of  each  such  series  shall  be  applied  simult;an- 
eously  with  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such 
Bonds. 

3.  Any  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  Bonds 
not  needed  for  the  purposes  provided  in  this  Section  or  in 
the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund. 

ARTICLE  III 

REDEMPTION 

Section  3.01.  In  the  manner  ;and  with  the  effect  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to 
redemption  prior  to  maturity,  either  at  the  option  of  the 
City  or  pursuant  to  certain  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
as  follows : 

(1)  The  Bonds  may  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity 
on  or  after  any  date  specified  and  at  the  times  and  in 
the  amounts  specified  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  either  as  a  whole  ^t  any  time  or  in  part  from 
time  to  time  on  any  interest  payment  date,  by  application 
of  any  moneys  available  for  that  purpose,  other  than 
moneys  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  in  accordance  with 
the  sinking  fund  provisions  and  moneys  from  the  sources 
described  in  (2)  below,  upon  payment  in  each  case  of  the 
applicable  redemption  price,  expressed  as  a  percentage  of 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  to  be  rendered,  as  set  forth 
in   a   resolution   of  the   Commissioners   of   Finance   and 
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adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  plus  accrued  inter- 
est to  the  redemption  date. 

(2)  The  Bonds  also  may  be  redeemed  as  a  whole  at 
any  time  upon  the  exercise  by  the  Industry  of  its  option 
to  terminate  the  Loan  Agreement  as  provided  in  Section 
12.2  thereof.  Any  of  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the 
m.anner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal 
amount  thereof,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption 
date. 

(3)  The  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  in  accord- 
ance with  j:he  sinking  fund  provisions  of  Section  3.02 
hereof  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the 
principal  amount  thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  re- 
demption date. 

If  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  are  to  be 
called  for  redemption,  then  for  all  purposes  in  connection 
with  redemption,  each  $5,000  of  principal  ;amount  shall 
be  treated  as  though  it  was  a  separate  Bond  of  the 
denomination  of  $5,000  bearing  one  of  the  numbers  borne 
by  such  Bond.  If  it  is  determined  that  one  or  more,  but 
not  all  of  the  $5,000  units  of  principal  amount  represented 
by  any  one  of  the  Bonds  is  to  be  called  for  redemption, 
then  upon  notice  of  intention  to  redeem  such  $5,000  unit 
or  units,  the  owner  of  such  Bond  shall  forthwith  sur- 
render such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  (1)  for  payment  of  the 
redemption  price  (including  the  redemption  premium,  if 
any,  and  interest  to  the  d.ate  fixed  for  redemption)  of 
the  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  called  for 
redemption  and  (2)  in  exchange  for  a  new  Bond  or  Bonds 
of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  unredeemed 
balance  of  the  principal  amount  of  such  Bond  and  of  like 
maturity  and  interest  rate,  ^and  such  new  Bond  or  Bonds 
shall  be  numbered  corresponding  to  the  numbers  of  the 
$5,000  units  of  principal  amount  not  called  for  redemp- 
tion. New  Bonds  representing  an  unredeemed  balance  of 
the  principal  amount  of  any  Bond  shall  be  issued  to  the 
registered  owner  thereof,  without  charge  therefor.  If  the 
owner  of  any  Bond  of  a  denomination  greater  than  $5,000 
shall  fail  to  present  such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  for  pay- 
ment and  exchange  as  aforesaid,  such  Bond  shall,  never- 
theless, become  due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  re- 
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demption  to  the  extent  of  the  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  prin- 
cipal amount  called  for  redemption  (and  to  that  extent 
only)  ;  interest  shall  cease  to  accrue  on  the  portion  of  the 
principal  amount  of  such  Bond  represented  by  such  $5,000 
unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  on  and  after  the  date 
fixed  for  redemption  provided  that  funds  sufficient  for  the 
payment  of  the  redemption  price  shall  have  been  deposited 
with  the  Trustee,  and  shall  be  available  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  said  $5,000  unit  or  units  on  the  date  fixed  for 
redemption  and,  in  such  events  such  Bond  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  the  benefit  or  security  of  this  Ordinance  to  the 
extent  of  the  portion  of  its  principal  amount  (and  accrued 
interest  thereon  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  and 
applicable  premium,  if  any)  represented  by  such  $5,000 
unit  or  units  of  principal  amount,  nor  shall  new  Bonds  be 
thereafter  issued  corresponding  to  said  unit  or  units. 

Section  3.02.  As  and  for  a  sinking  fund  (if  a  sinking 
fund  is  provided  for  in  the  resolution  of  the  Commission- 
ers of  Finance)  for  the  retirement  of  the  Bonds  subject 
to  the  sinking  fund  provisions  provided  herein,  the  City 
shall  cause  to  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  at  le;ast  one 
business  day  before  each  sinking  fund  payment  date  out 
of  the  payments  under  the  Loan  Agreement  an  amount 
sufficient  to  redeem  or  to  pay  (after  credit  as  provided 
below)  the  principal  amounts  of  such  Bonds  subject  to  the 
sinking  fund  provisions  provided  herein  on  the  dates  and 
the  amounts  specified  in  the  resolution  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance. 

At  its  option,  to  be  exercised  prior  to  the  forty-fifth  d^y 
next  preceding  any  sinking  fund  payment  date,  the  City 
may  (i)  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  deposit  in 
the  Bond  Fund,  as  an  advance  payment  of  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  such  amount  of  funds 
as  the  Industry  may  determine,  with  written  instructions 
to  the  Trustee,  signed  in  the  name  of  the  Industry  by  an 
authorized  officer  thereof,  to  apply  such  funds  prior  to 
s.aid  forty-fifth  day  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds  subject  to 
the  sinking  fund  provisions,  or  (ii)  deliver  to  the  Trustee 
for  cancellation  any  provisions,  or  (iii)  receive  a  credit 
in  respect  of  its  sinking  fund  paj'ment  for  any  such  Series 
which  prior  to  said  sinking  fund  payment  date  have  been 
purchased  or  redeemed  (otherwise  than  through  the  oper- 
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ation  of  the  sinking  fund)  and  cancelled  by  the  Trustee 
and  not  theretofore  applied  as  a  credit  against  any  sink- 
ing fund  payment. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  funds  and  instructions  specified  in 
(i),  the  Trustee  shall  use  all  reasonable  efforts  to  expend 
such  funds  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable  in  the  pur- 
chase of  such  Bonds  at  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount 
thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  such  sinking  fund  pay- 
ment date  on  or  prior  to  such  sinking  fund  payment  date. 
Any  such  funds  not  so  expended  by  the  Trustee  shall  be 
retained  in  the  Bond  Fund,  shall  not  thereafter  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  and  shall  be  applied  as  herein 
otherwise  provided  for  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Bonds 
so  purchased  or  presented  for  cancellation  ^s  provided 
above  shall  be  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  as  provided  in 
Section  3.04  hereof  and  shall  be  credited,  at  their  princi- 
pal account,  until  the  full  amount  thereof  has  been  so 
credited  against  the  next  ensuing  and  future  sinking 
fund  payments  in  chronological  order  to  the  extent  other- 
wise payable  out  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan. 

Section  3.03.  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  are  called 
for  redemption,  the  Trustee  shall  give  notice,  in  the  name 
of  the  City,  of  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds,  which 
notice  shall  specify  the  maturities  of  the  Bonds  to  be  re- 
deemed, the  redemption  date  and  the  place  or  places 
where  amounts  due  upon  such  redemption  will  be  pay- 
able and,  if  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  of  any  maturity 
are  to  be  redeemed,  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  so  to  be 
redeemed.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  mailing  a  copy 
of  the  redemption  notice  by  first  class  mail  at  least  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  to  the  regis- 
tered holder  of  each  Bond  to  be  redeemed  at  the  address 
shown  on  the  registration  books;  provided,  however,  that 
failure  duly  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing,  or  any  defect 
in  the  notice,  to  the  holder  of  any  Bond  designated  for 
redemption  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings 
for  the  redemption  of  any  other  Bond.  All  Bonds  so  called 
for  redemption  will  cease  to  bear  interest  on  the  specified 
redemption  date,  provided  funds  for  their  redemption  are 
on  deposit  with  the  Trustee  and  shall  no  longer  be  pro- 
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tected  by  the  Ordinance  and  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be 
outstanding  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

Section  3.04.  All  Bonds  which  have  been  redeemed 
shall  be  cancelled  and  destroyed  by  the  Trustee  and  shall 
not  be  reissued  and  a  counterpart  of  the  certificate  of 
destruction  evidencing  such  destruction  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Trustee  to  the  City  and  the  Industry.  All  Bonds 
so  destroyed  shall  thereafter  no  longer  be  considered  out- 
standing for  any  purposes  of  the  Ordinance  or  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

Section  3.05.  If  less  th^n  all  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  par- 
ticular Bonds  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Trustee  in  inverse  order  of  maturities.  If  less  than  all 
of  the  Bonds  of  a  particular  maturity  at  the  time  out- 
standing are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  par- 
ticular Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed  shall  be 
selected  by  lot  by  the  Trustee  in  such  manner  as  the 
Trustee,  in  its  discretion,  may  determine.  The  Trustee 
shall  call  for  redemption  in  accordance  with  the  fore- 
going provisions  as  many  Bonds  as  will,  as  nearly  as 
practicable,  exhaust  the  moneys  available  therefor.  Par- 
ticular Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  only  in  the  principal 
amount  of  $5,000  each  or  multiples  thereof. 

No  redemption  of  less  than  all  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  other  than  in  accordance  with  the  sinking 
fund  provisions  of  Section  3.02  hereof,  shall  be  made  pur- 
suant hereto  unless  the  total  amount  of  funds  available 
And  to  be  used  for  such  partial  redemption  is  equal  to 
or  more  than  $30,000. 

ARTICLE  IV 

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  4.01.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  execute,  seal  and  deliver,  on  behalf  of  the  City 
the  Loan  Agreement  (including  the  assignments  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  and  the  Note  and  the  Deed  of  Trust  to 
the  Trustee)  in  substantially  the  form  presented  to  the 
City  Council  as  evidenced  by  a  copy  of  such  form  certified 
by  the  Treasurer  and  filed  Among  the  permanent  records 
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of  the  City.  The  City,  however,  is  hereby  authorized,  prior 
to  execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  such  assignments, 
to  make  such  changes  or  modifications  in  the  form  of  such 
Loan  Agreement,  Note  and  assignments  as  may  be  required 
or  deemed  appropriate  by  it  in  order  to  accomplish  the 
purpose  of  the  transaction  authorized  by  this  Ordinance; 
provided  that  such  changes  shall  be  within  the  scope  of 
the  transactions  authorized  by  the  Act  and  are  adopted 
by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  prior  to 
execution  of  said  Loan  Agreement.  Such  execution  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  and  assignments  by  the  Mayor  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  of  the  due  execution,  on  behalf  of  the 
City,  of  such  instruments  which  shall  thereupon  become 
binding  upon  the  City  in  accordance  with  their  terms  as 
authorized  by  the  Act. 

ARTICLE  V 

REVENUES  AND  FUNDS 

Section  5.01.  The  Bonds  herein  authorized  and  all  pay- 
ments by  the  City  hereunder  are  not  general  obligations 
of  the  City  but  are  limited  obligations  payable  solely  from 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  and 
as  authorized  and  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

The  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
are  to  be  remitted  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  account 
of  the  City  and  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Said  pay- 
ments are  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  and  the  en- 
tire amount  of  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the 
Loan  and  the  Bond  Fund,  including  any  interest  or  other 
income  earned  on  the  same,  are  hereby  pledged  to  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest 
on  the  Bonds.  The  City  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that 
it  will  not  create  any  lien  upon  the  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan  other  than  the  lien  hereby 
created. 

Section  5.02.  There  is  hereby  created  by  the  City  and 
ordered  established  with  the  Trustee  a  trust  fund  to  be 
designated  "City  of  Baltimore  Industri;al  Revenue  Bond 
Fund-Clendenin  Brothers  Incorporated  Project"  (which  is 
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sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  **Bond  Fund"),  which 
shall  be  used  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any, 
and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  5.03.  There  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds  in  the  amount  required  by  Section  6.01  hereof.  In 
addition,  there  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond  Fund,  as 
and  when  received  (a)  any  amount  remaining  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund  to  the  extent  provided  in  Section  4.3  (k) 
of  the  Loan  Agreement  except  as  otherwise  directed  pur- 
suant to  said  Section  4.3(k);  (b)  all  payments  specified 
in  subsections  (b)  and  (e)  of  Section  5.3  of  the  Loan 
Agreement;  and  (c)  all  other  moneys  received  by  the 
Trustee  under  and  pursuant  to  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Loan  Agreement  when  accompanied  by  directions  by 
the  Industry  that  such  moneys  are  to  be  paid  into  the 
Bond  Fund.  The  City  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that 
so  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder  are  out- 
standing it  will  deposit,  or  cause  to  be  deposited,  in  the 
Bond  Fund  for  its  account  sufficient  sums  from  the  Re- 
ceipts and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  promptly 
to  meet  and  pay  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  premium, 
if  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable. 

Section  5.04.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  5.10  and 
Section  11.04  hereof,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  and  inter- 
est on,  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  and  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Bonds  at  or  prior  to  maturity.  When- 
ever the  amount  in  the  Bond  Fund  from  any  source  what- 
soever is  sufficient  to  redeem  all  of  the  Bonds  outstanding 
hereunder  and  to  pay  interest  to  accrue  thereon  prior  to 
such  redemption,  and  to  pay  any  applicable  premiums,  the 
City  covenants  and  agrees,  upon  request  of  the  Industry, 
to  take  and  cause  to  be  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  re- 
deem all  or  part  of  such  Bonds  on  the  next  succeeding 
redemption  date  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3.01 
hereof  for  which  the  required  redemption  notice  may  be 
given. 

Section  5.05.  The  Bond  Fund  shall  be  in  the  custody  of 
the  Trustee  but  for  the  account  of  the  City  and  the  City 
hereby  authorizes  and   directs  the   Trustee  to  withdraw 
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sufRcient  funds  from  the  Bond  Fund  to  pay  principal  of 
and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the 
same  become  due  and  payable  and  to  make  such  funds  so 
withdrawn  available  to  the  Trustee  and  to  any  paying 
agent  or  agents  for  the  purpose  of  paying  such  principal 
and  interest,  and  premium,  if  any,  which  authorization 
and  direction  the  Trustee  hereby  accepts. 

Section  5.06.  In  the  event  any  Bonds  shall  not  be 
presented  for  payment  when  the  principal  thereof  becomes 
due,  either  at  maturity  or  at  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
thereof  or  otherwise,  if  funds  sufficient  to  pay  such  Bonds 
shall  have  been  made  available  to  the  Trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  holder  or  holders  thereof,  all  liability  of  the 
City  to  the  holder  thereof  for  the  payment  of  such  Bond 
shall  forthwith  cease,  determine  and  be  completely  dis- 
charged, and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustee 
to  hold  such  fund  or  funds,  without  liability  for  interest 
thereon,  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  of  such  Bond,  who 
shall  thereafter  be  restricted  exclusively  to  such  fund  or 
funds  for  any  claim  of  whatever  nature  on  his  part 
under  this  Ordinance  or  on,  or  with  respect  to,  such  Bond. 

Section  5.07.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  Trustee, 
until  the  principal  of,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on 
the  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount  equal 
to  the  annual  fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  Ordinary  Services 
of  the  Trustee  rendered,  as  Trustee,  and  its  Ordinary 
Expenses  incurred,  as  Trustee,  under  this  Indenture,  as  and 
when  the  same  becomes  due,  (ii)  the  reasonable  fees  and 
charges  of  the  Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  and  any  paying 
agents  for  acting  as  paying  agent  as  and  when  the  same 
become  due,  and  (iii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges  for 
the  necessary  Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraordinary 
Expenses  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  as  and 
when  the  same  becomes  due.  It  is  further  understood  and 
agreed  that  the  initial  or  acceptance  fees  of  the  Trustee 
and  the  fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and 
paying  agent  referred  to  in  the  preceding  sentence  which 
become  due  prior  to  the  Completion  Date  (as  defined  in 
the  Loan  Agreement)  will  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  from 
the  Construction  Fund  as  and  when  the  same  shall  become 
due.  The  Industry  may,  without  creating  a  default  here- 
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under,  contest  in  good  faith  the  necessity  for  any  such 
Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraordinary  Expenses  and 
the  reasonableness  of  any  of  the  fees^  charges  or  expenses 
referred  to  herein. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the 
Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  City  for  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  the  Treasurer  as  bond  registrar,  and  reason- 
able administrative  expenses,  if  any,  incurred  by  the  City 
in  the  administration  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  of  the 
Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance. 

Section  5.08.  All  moneys  required  to  be  deposited  with 
or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  account  of  the  Bond  Fund  or  the 
Construction  Fund  under  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  trust,  and  except  for  moneys 
deposited  with  or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  the  redemption 
of  Bonds,  notice  of  the  redemption  of  which  has  been  duly 
given,  shall,  while  held  by  the  Trustee,  constitute  part  of 
the  Trust  Estate  and  be  subject  to  the  lien  thereof. 

Section  5.09.  Reference  is  hereby  made  to  Article  V  of 
the  Loan  Agreement  whereunder  it  is  provided  that  under 
certain  circumstances  funds  of  the  Industry  may  be  re- 
quired to  restore,  repair  or  replace  the  Industrial  Building 
in  the  event  of  damage,  destruction  or  condemnation; 
but  no  sucli  funds  are  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Trustee. 

Section  5.10.  Any  amounts  remaining  in  the  Bond  Fund 
after  payment  in  full  of  the  principal  of,  interest  and 
premium,  if  any,  on  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment 
thereof  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance),  the  fees,  charges 
and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  any  paying  agents,  and 
the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Treasurer  as  Bond  registrar, 
and  all  other  amounts  required  to  be  paid  hereunder  shall, 
upon  the  joint  written  instruction  to  the  Trustee  from  the 
City  and  the  Industry,  be  paid  to  the  Industry  upon  the 
expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  the  term  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  as  provided  in  Article  XII  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment. To  the  extent  that  payments  required  to  be  made 
by  the  Industry  pursuant  to  Sections  5.3(c),  9.4,  11.4  and 
13.8  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  first  moneys  in  the  Bond 
Fund  shall  be  applied  to  such  payments  prior  to  making 
any  other  payment  therefrom  as  herein  provided. 
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ARTICLE  VI 


CUSTODY  AND  APPLICATION  OF 
PROCEEDS  OF  BONDS 

Section  6.01.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund 
all  accrued  interest  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  6.02.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established 
with  the  Trustee  a  trust  fund  in  the  name  of  the  City  to 
be  designated  ''City  of  Baltimore  Industrial  Building  Con- 
struction Fund-Clendenin  Brothers  Incorporated  Project" 
(which  is  solnetimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  ''Construc- 
tion Fund").  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  from  the  issu- 
ance and  sale  of  Bonds  remaining  after  the  deduction  pro- 
vided by  Section  6.01  hereof  shall  have  been  made  shall 
be  deposited  in  the  Construction  Fund.  Moneys  in  the 
Construction  Fund  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  particularly 
Section  4.3  thereof. 

The  Trustee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue 
its  checks  for  each  disbursement  required  by  the  aforesaid 
provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

The  Trustee  shall  keep  and  maintain  adequate  records 
pertaining  to  the  Construction  Fund  and  all  disbursements 
therefrom  and  after  the  Industrial  Building  shall  have 
been  completed  and  a  certificate  of  p,ayment  of  all  costs 
filed  as  provided  in  Section  6.03  hereof,  the  Trustee  shall, 
if  requested  by  the  Industry^  file  an  accounting  thereof 
with  the  City  and  with  the  Industry. 

Section  6.03.  The  completion  of  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing and  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  expenses  incident 
thereto  shall  be  evidenced  by  the  filing  with  the  Trustee 
of  (i)  the  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry  Repre- 
sentative (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement)  required  by 
the  provisions  of  Section  4.5  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and 
(ii)  ,a  certificate  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  by  the 
Authorized  Industry  Representative,  which  certificate  shall 
state  that  all  obligations  and  costs  in  connection  with  the 
Industrial  Building  and  payable  out  of  the  Construction 
Fund  have  been  paid  and  discharged  except  for  amounts 
retained  by  the  Trustee  with  the  approval  of  the  Author- 
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ized  Industry  Representative  for  the  payment  of  costs  of 
the  Industrial  Building  not  then  due  and  payable  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Loan  Agreement.  As  soon  as  practicable  and 
in  any  event  ^fter  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  certif- 
icate referred  to  in  clause  (ii)  of  the  preceding  sentence 
any  balance  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund  (other 
than  the  amounts  retained  by  the  Trustee  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  sentence)  shall  without  further  authoriza- 
tion be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  by  the  Trustee  with 
advice  to  the  City  and  to  the  Industry  of  such  action  unless 
the  Industry  shall  have  directed  the  Trustee  to  purchase 
Bonds  in  accordance  with  Section  4.3  (k)  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment. 

Section  6.04.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of 
this  Ordinance,  upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  De- 
fault under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
which  default  is  not  cured  within  any  applicable  grace 
period  or  waived  as  herein  provided,  the  Trustee  shall  de- 
posit in  the  Bond  Fund  any  sums  remaining  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund,  and  such  sums  are  hereby  pledged  to  the 
repayment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon. 

ARTICLE  VII 

INVESTMENTS 

Section  7.01.  Any  moneys  held  as  part  of  the  Construc- 
tion Fund  and  the  Bond  Fund  shall,  at  the  written  request 
of  and  as  specified  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representa- 
tive (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement),  be  invested  and 
reinvested  by  the  Trustee  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  4.8  of  the  Loan  Agreement;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  neither  all  nor  any  portion  of  the  proceeds  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  used,  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  any  Bond  to 
be  an  "arbitrage  bond"  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended. 
Any  such  investment  shall  be  held  by  or  under  the  control 
of  the  Trustee  and  shall  be  deemed  at  all  times  a  part 
of  the  fund  in  which  such  moneys  are  originally  held  and 
the  interest  accruing  thereon  and  any  profit  realized  from 
such  investments  shall  be  credited  to  such  fund,  and  any 
loss  resulting  from  such  investments  shall  be  charged  to 
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such  fund.  The  Trustee  shall  sell  and  reduce  to  cash  funds 
a  sufficient  amount  of  such  investments  whenever  the  cash 
balance  in  such  fund  is  insufficient  for  the  purposes  of 
such  fund. 

Section  7.02.  The  Trustee  may  make  any  and  all  in- 
vestments permitted  under  Section  7.01  through  its  own 
Corporate  Trust  Department. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

GENERAL  COVENANTS 

Section  8.01.  Each  and  every  covenant  herein  made,  in- 
cluding all  covenants  made  by  the  various  sections  of  this 
Article  VIII,  is  predicated  upon  the  condition  that  any 
obligation  for  the  payment  of  money  incurred  by  the  City 
shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City  or  a 
charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing  pow- 
ers, but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  and  the  Bond  Fund, 
which  are  hereby  specifically  pledged  to  the  payment 
thereof  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  in  this  Ordinance 
specified,  and  nothing  in  the  Bonds  or  in  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  considered  as  pledging  any  other  funds  or  assets 
of  the  City. 

The  City  covenants  that  it  will  promptly  pay  the  prin- 
cipal of,  including  any  applicable  redemption  premiums, 
and  interest  on  every  Bond  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
at  the  place,  on  the  dates  and  in  the  manner  provided 
herein  and  in  said  Bonds,  according  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  thereof. 

Section  8.02.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  faithfully 
perform  at  all  times  any  and  all  covenants,  undertakings, 
stipulations  and  provisions  contained  in  this  Ordinance, 
in  any  and  every  Bond  executed,  authenticated  and 
delivered  hereunder  and  in  all  proceedings  pertaining 
thereto.  The  City  covenants  that  it  is  duly  authorized  under 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  to 
issue  the  Bonds  authorized  hereby  and  to  enter  into  the 
Loan  Agreement,  and  to  pledge  Receipts  and  Revenues  of 
the  City  from  the  Loan,  and  that  the  Bonds  in  the  hands 
of  the  holders  and  owners  thereof  are  and  will  be  valid 
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and  enforceable  obligations  of  the  City  according  to  the 
import  thereof. 

Section  8.03.  The  City  will  at  all  times  maintain  its 
corporate  existence  or  assure  the  assumption  of  its  obliga- 
tions under  this  Ordinance  by  any  public  body  succeeding 
to  its  powers  under  the  Act,  and  it  will  use  its  best 
efforts  to  maintain,  preserve  and  renew  all  the  rights  and 
powers  provided  to  it  by  the  Act;  and  it  will  comply  with 
all  valid  .acts,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  directions  of 
any  legislative,  executive,  administrative  or  judicial  body 
applicable  to  the  Lroan  Agreement. 

Section  8.04.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstand- 
ing, the  City  will  enforce  the  obligation  of  the  Industry 
to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  all  the  payments  ;and  other 
costs  and  charges  payable  by  the  Industry  under  the  Loan 
Agreement.  The  City  will  not  enter  into  any  agreement 
with  the  Industry  amending  the  Loan  Agreement  without 
the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee  and,  in  the  event 
such  amendatory  agreement  shall  adversely  .affect  the  in- 
terests of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  prior  written  con- 
sent thereto  of  the  holders  of  at  least  66%%  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding,  or  a  greater  per- 
centage if  required  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  8.05.  The  City  shall  cause  the  Industry  to  re- 
lease the  City  and  the  Trustee  from,  to  agree  that  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable  for,  and  to  agree 
to  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee  harmless 
from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage  to  property  or 
any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  including  costs  and 
expenses  of  litigation  that  may  be  occasioned  by  any  cause 
whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  Industri^al  Building  or  the 
financing  thereof. 

Section  8.06.  The  City  will  from  time  to  time  execute 
and  deliver  such  further  instruments  and  take  such  further 
action  as  may  be  reasonable  and  as  may  be  required  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  such  instrument  or  actions  shall  pledge  the 
credit  or  taxing  power  of  the  St,ate  of  Maryland,  the  City, 
or  any  other  political  subdivision  of  said  State. 
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Section  8.07.  Except  for  the  contemplated  assignment 
to  the  Trustee,  the  City  will  not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  or  encumber  its  interest  in  the  Loan  Agreement 
or  any  of  the  payments  or  receipts  derived  therefrom  or 
the  Deed  of  Trust,  and  will  promptly  pay  or  cause  to  be 
discharged  or  make  adequate  provision  to  satisfy  and  dis- 
charge any  lien  or  charge  on  any  part  of  such  payments 
or  receipts. 

Section  8.08.  In  Sections  6.2  and  6.10  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  City  shall  require  the  Industry  to  agree 
at  its  own  expense  to  keep  the  Industrial  Building  in  good 
repair  and"  in  good  operating  condition  and  properly  in- 
sured. 

Section  8.09.  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  all  books 
and  documents  in  its  possession  relating  to  the  Industrial 
Building  and  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from 
the  Loan  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  such 
accountants  or  other  agencies  as  the  Trustee  may  from 
time  to  time  designate. 

Section  8.10.  The  City  covenants  that,  in  order  to  pro- 
tect the  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  the  payments  to  be 
made  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  appropriate  Financing 
Statements,  naming  the  Trustee  as  assignee  of  the  con- 
tract rights  represented  by  the  Loan  Agreement  (includ- 
ing the  Note),  ^and  the  Deed  of  Trust,  will  be  filed  in 
the  appropriate  state  and  county  offices  as  required  by  the 
provisions  of  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code,  as  amended. 
The  City  and  the  Trustee  will  file  such  necessary  con- 
tinuation statements  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  required 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Uniform  Commercial 
Code  to  protect  the  interest  of  the  Trustee. 

ARTICLE  IX 
DEFEASANCE 

Section  9.01.  If  and  when  the  Bonds  secured  hereby 
shall  become  due  and  payable  in  accordance  with  their 
terms  or  through  redemption  proceedings  as  provided  in 
this  Ordinance,  or  otherwise,  and  the  whole  amount  of 
the  principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  the  interest  so  due 
and  payable  upon  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid,  or  provi- 
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sion  shall  have  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the  s^me, 
together  with  all  other  sums  payable  hereunder  by  the 
City,  then  and  in  that  case,  the  right,  title  and  interest 
of  the  Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust  Estate  and  all  covenants, 
agreements  and  other  obligations  of  the  City  to  the  Bond- 
holders shall  thereupon  cease,  terminate  and  become  void 
and  be  discharged  and  satisfied.  In  such  event,  upon  re- 
quest of  the  City,  the  Trustee  shall  assign  and  transfer  to 
the  City  all  property,  other  than  the  surpluses  referred  to 
below,  then  held  by  the  Trustee  and  shall  execute  such 
documents  as  may  be  reasonably  required  by  the  City,  and 
shall  turn  over  to  the  Industry,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in 
default  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body 
or  authority  as  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  any 
surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund  or  the  Construction  Fund  and 
all  balances  remaining  in  any  other  fund  created  under 
this  Ordinance.  If  and  when  the  Trustee  shall  hold  suf- 
ficient moneys  hereunder  to  provide  for  payment  of  the 
whole  amount  of  the  principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  in- 
terest due  .and  payable  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and 
payable  upon  all  the  Bonds,  together  with  all  other  sums 
payable  or  which  may  thereafter  become  payable  here- 
under by  the  City,  notwithstanding  that  all  the  Bonds 
have  not  yet  become  due  and  payable  and  that  consequently 
the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  and  to  the 
Trust  Estate  shall  not  have  ceased,  terminated  and  be- 
come void  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Section  9.01,  the  Trustee,  on  demand  of  the  City,  shall 
turn  over  to  the  Industry,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in  default 
under  the  Loan  Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body  or 
authority  as  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  any  sur- 
plus in  the  Bond  Fund,  the  Construction  Fund  and  any 
other  fund  created  under  this  Ordinance  in  excess  of  the 
sum  suf!icient  to  pay  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal, 
premium  (if  any)  and  interest  due  and  payable  and  there- 
after to  become  due  and  payable  upon  all  the  Bonds,  to- 
gether with  all  other  sums  payable  or  which  may  there- 
after become  paj^able  hereunder  by  the  City. 

All  outstanding  Bonds  shall  prior  to  the  maturity  or 
redemption  date  thereof  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid 
within  the  meaning  and  with  the  effect  expressed  above 
if  (a)  in  case  any  of  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  on 
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any  date  prior  to  their  maturity,  the  City  shall  have  given 
to  the  Trustee  in  form  s;atisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  in- 
structions to  give  notice  of  redemption  of  such  Bonds  on 
said  date  as  provided  in  Section  3.03  hereof,  (b)  there  shall 
have  been  deposited  with  the  Trustee  either  moneys  in  an 
amount  which  shall  be  sufficient,  or  securities  specified  in 
Section  4.8 (i)  or  (iii)  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  princi- 
pal of  and  the  interest  on  which  when  due  will  provide 
moneys  which,  together  with  the  moneys,  if  any,  de- 
posited with  the  Trustee  at  the  same  time,  shall  be  suf- 
ficient, to  pay  when  due  the  principal  and  the  interest 
and  premium,  if  any,  due  and  to  become  due  on  such 
Bonds  on  and  prior  to  the  redemption  date  or  maturity 
date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  (c)  in  the  event 
such  Bonds  are  not  by  their  terms  subject  to  redemption 
within  the  next  succeeding  60  days,  the  City  shall  have 
given  the  Trustee  in  form  satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable 
instructions  to  give,  as  soon  as  practicable  in  the  same 
manner  as  a  notice  of  redemption  is  given  pursuant  to 
Section  3.03  hereof,  a  notice  to  the  holders  of  such  Bonds 
that  the  deposit  required  by  (b)  above  has  been  made  with 
the  Trustee  and  that  such  Bonds  are  deemed  to  have  been 
paid  in  accordance  with  this  Section,  ^nd  stating  such 
maturity  or  redemption  date  upon  which  moneys  are  to 
be  available  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  premium, 
is  any,  on  such  Bonds.  Neither  the  securities  nor  moneys 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  pursuant  to  this  Section  nor 
principal  or  interest  payments  on  any  such  securities  shall 
be  withdrawn  or  used  for  any  purpose  other  than,  and 
shall  be  held  in  trust  for,  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Bonds;  pro- 
vided that  any  cash  received  from  such  principal  or  inter- 
est payments  on  such  securities  deposited  with  the  Trustee, 
if  not  then  needed  for  such  purpose,  shall  to  the  extent 
practicable,  be  reinvested  in  securities  maturing  at  times 
and  in  amounts  sufficient  to  p,ay  when  due  the  principal 
and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  to  become  due  on  such 
Bonds  on  and  prior  to  such  redemption  date  or  maturity 
date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  interest  earned  from 
such  reinvestments  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Industry,  as 
received  by  the  Trustee,  free  and  clear  of  any  trust,  lien 
or  pledge. 
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The  rele^ase  of  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  this 
Section  9.01  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  the 
Trustee  to  be  paid  reasonable  compensation  for  all  serv- 
ices rendered  by  it  hereunder  and  all  its  reasonable  ex- 
penses, charges  and  other  disbursements  and  those  of  its 
attorneys,  agents  and  employees,  incurred  on  and  about 
the  administration  of  the  trusts  hereby  created  and  the 
performance  of  its  powers  and  duties  hereunder. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Section  9.01  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  of  its  direct  obligations  to  the  holders  of  the 
Bonds  as  set  forth  in  Section  5.1  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  X 
DEFAULTS  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  10.01.  In  case  one  or  more  of  the  following 
events,  in  this  Ordinance  referred  to  as  the  "Events  of 
Default,"  shall  happen,  that  is  to  say,  if 

(a)  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Bonds  and  pre- 
mium, if  any,  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall 
become  due  and  payable  at  maturity,  upon  redemption 
or  otherwise ;  or 

(b)  payment  of  an  installment  of  interest  on  the 
Bonds  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  become  due 
and  pay,able ;  or 

(c)  there  shall  be  an  event  of  default  under  the  Loan 
Agreement  which  has  not  been  cured  within  any  appli- 
cable grace  period  provided  therein ;  or 

(d)  an  order  or  decree  appointing  a  receiver  of  the 
Industry's  payments  under  the  Loan  Agreement  or  any 
part  thereof  shall  be  entered  with  the  consent  or  acqui- 
escence of  the  City,  or  such  order  or  decree  sh^ll  be  en- 
tered without  the  acquiescence  or  consent  of  the  City,  if 
it  shall  not  be  vacated,  discharged  or  stayed  within  sixty 
(60)  days  after  the  entry ;  or 

(e)  the  City  shall  default  in  the  due  and  punctual 
performance  of  any  covenant,  condition,  agreement 
or  provision  (other  than  as  specified  in  (a)  and  (b)  of 
this  Section  10.01)  contained  in  the  Bonds  or  in  this  Ordi- 
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nance  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  be  performed,  and  such 
default  shall  continue  for  sixty  (60)  days  after  written 
notice  specifying  such  default  and  requiring  the  same  to 
be  remedied  shall  have  been  given  to  the  City  and  the 
Industry  by  the  Trustee,  which  may  give  such  notice  in 
its  discretion  and  shall  give  such  notice  at  the  written 
request  of  the  holders  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  per  cent 
(25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  out- 
standing; then,  in  any  such  case,  the  Trustee  may  and 
upon  written  request  of  the  holders  of  twenty-five  per 
cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  out- 
standing shall,  declare  the  principal  of  all  Bonds  then 
outstanding  to  be  due  and  payable  immediately  by  notice 
in  writing  delivered  to  the  City  and  the  Industry,  and 
upon  such  declaration  the  said  principal,  together  with 
interest  accrued  thereon,  shall  become  due  and  payable 
immediately  at  the  place  of  payment  provided  therein, 
anything  in  this  Ordinance  or  in  said  Bonds  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

The  above  provisions,  however,  are  subject  to  the  con- 
dition that  if,  after  the  principal  of  said  Bonds  shall  have 
been  so  declared  to  be  due  ^nd  payable,  all  arrears  of 
interest  upon  the  Bonds,  and  interest  on  overdue  install- 
ments of  interest  (if  lawful)  at  the  rate  per  annum  w^hich 
is  one  percentage  point  greater  than  that  borne  by  the 
Bonds,  and  all  other  sums  paj'able  under  this  Ordinance, 
except  the  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  the  Bonds 
which  by  such  declaration  shall  have  become  due  and 
payable,  shall  have  been  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
City,  and  the  City  also  shall  have  performed  all  other 
things  in  respect  of  which  it  may  have  been  in  default 
hereunder,  and  shall  have  been  paid  the  reasonable 
expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  of  the  holders  of  such 
Bonds,  including  reasonable  attorneys'  fees  paid  or  in- 
curred, then  and  in  every  such  case,  such  default  may, 
and  upon  request  by  the  holders  of  the  majority  in 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  shall,  be  waived  and 
such  declaration  and  its  consequences  rescinded  and 
annulled  by  the  Trustee  by  written  notice  to  the  City, 
which  waiver,  rescission  and  annulment  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  all  Bondholders;  provided  that  if  such  declara- 
tion  was    requested   by   the   holders    of   t^venty-five    per 
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cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds,  such 
waiver  rescission  and  annulment  must  be  consented  to 
by  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding,  which  consent  shall  be 
binding  upon  the  Trustee  and  upon  all  holders  of 
Bonds;  but  no  such  waiver,  rescission  and  annulment 
shall  extend  to  or  affect  any  subsequent  default  or  im- 
pair any  right  or  remedy  consequent  thereon. 

Section  10.02.  The  Trustee,  as  the  assignee  of  all 
the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Cit>^  in  and  to  the 
Loan  Agreement,  shall  enforce  each  and  every  right 
granted  to  the  City  under  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  10.03.  Upon  the  happening  of  any  Event 
of  Default,  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  Trustee  in 
its  discretion  may,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the 
holders  of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  receipt  of 
indemnity  to  its  satisfaction,  shall : 

(a)  by  mandamus,  or  other  suit,  action  or  proceed- 
ing at  law  or  in  equity,  enforce  all  rights  of  the  Bond- 
holders, and  require  the  City  or  the  Industry  to  carry 
out  any  agreements  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  Bond- 
holders and  to  perform  its  or  their  duties  under  the 
Act,  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Deed  of  Trust,  the  Guar- 
anty' Agreement  and  this  Ordinance ; 

(b )  bring  suit  upon  the  Bonds ; 

(c)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  require  the  City  to 
account  as  if  it  were  the  trustee  of  an  express  trust 
for  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(d)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  enjoin  any  acts  or 
things  which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  violation  of  the 
rights  of  the  Bondholders. 

Section  10.04.  In  case  any  proceeding  taken  by  the 
Trustee  on  account  of  any  default  shall  have  been  dis- 
continued or  abandoned  for  any  reason,  or  shall  have 
been  determined  adversely  to  the  Trustee,  then  and  in 
every  case  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bondholders 
shall  be  restored  to  their  former  positions  and  rights 
hereunder,    respectively,    and    all    rights,    remedies    and 
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powers  of  the  Trustee  shall  continue  as  though  no  such 
proceeding  had  been  taken. 

Section  10.05.  Anything  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  the  holders  of  a  majority  in 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  here- 
under shall  have  the  right,  by  an  instrument  in  writing 
executed  and  delivered  to  the  Trustee,  to  direct  the 
method  and  place  of  conducting  all  remedial  proceed- 
ings to  be  taken  by  the  Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  10.06.  No  holder  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall 
have  any  jfight  to  institute  any  suit,  action  or  proceed- 
ing in  equity  or  at  law  for  the  execution  of  any  trust 
hereunder,  or  .any  other  remedy  hereunder  or  on  said 
Bonds,  unless  such  holder  previously  shall  have  given 
to  the  Trustee  written  notice  of  an  Event  of  Default  as 
hereinabove  provided  and  unless  also  the  holders  of 
not  less  than  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  have  made 
written  request  of  the  Trustee  so  to  do,  after  the  right 
to  exercise  such  powers  or  rights  of  action,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  have  accrued,  and  shall  have  afforded  the 
Trustee  a  reasonable  opportunity  either  to  proceed  to  ex- 
ercise the  powers  hereinabove  granted,  or  to  institute  such 
action,  suit  or  proceeding  in  its  or  their  name;  nor  unless 
there  also  shall  have  been  offered  to  the  Trustee  security 
and  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it  against  the  costs,  ex- 
penses and  liabilities  to  be  incurred  therein  or  thereby, 
and  the  Trustee  shall  not  have  complied  with  such  re- 
quest within  a  reasonable  time;  and  such  notification, 
request  and  offer  of  indemnity  are  hereby  declared  in 
every  such  case,  at  the  option  of  the  Trustee,  to  be 
conditions  precedent  to  the  execution  of  the  trusts  of 
this  Ordinance  or  for  ^ny  other  remedy  hereunder;  it 
being  understood  and  intended  that  no  one  or  more 
holders  of  the  Bonds  hereby  secured  shall  have  any 
right  in  any  manner  whatever  by  his  or  their  action 
to  affect,  disturb  or  prejudice  the  security  of  this  Ordi- 
nance, or  to  enforce  any  right  hereunder  or  under  the 
Bonds  except  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  and  that 
all  proceedings  at  l,aw  or  in  equity  shall  be  instituted, 
had  and  maintained  in  the  manner  herein  provided  and 
for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  holders  of  outstanding  Bonds. 
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Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  contained,  shall,  however, 
affect  or  impair  the  right  of  any  holder  of  Bonds  to 
enforce  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  and  interest 
on,  any  Bond  at  and  after  the  maturity  thereof,  or  the 
obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  the  principal  of  and 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  each  of  the  Bonds 
issued  hereunder  to  the  respective  holders  of  the  Bonds 
or  coupons  at  the  time,  place,  from  the  source  and  in 
the  manner  herein  and  in  said  Bonds  expressed. 

Section  10.07.  All  rights  of  action  under  this  Ordi- 
nance or  under  any  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  which 
are  enforceable  by  the  Trustee  may  be  enforced  by  it 
without  the  possession  of  any  of  the  Bonds  or  the 
production  thereof  on  the  trial  or  other  proceedings 
relative  thereto,  and  any  such  suit,  action  or  proceed- 
ing instituted  by  the  Trustee  shall  be  brought  in  its 
name  for  the  equal  and  ratable  benefit  of  the  holders 
of  the  Bonds,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  10.08.  No  remedy  herein  conferred  upon  or 
reserved  to  the  Trustee  or  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds 
is  intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other  remedy  or 
remedies,  and  each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be 
cumulative,  and  shall  be  in  addition  to  every  other 
remedy  given  hereunder  or  now  or  hereafter  existing 
at  law  or  in  equity  or  by  statute. 

Section  10.09.  No  delay  or  omission  of  the  Trustee 
or  of  any  holder  of  the  Bonds  to  exercise  any  right 
or  power  accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any 
such  right  or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a 
waiver  of  any  such  default,  or  an  acquiescence  therein; 
and  every  power  and  remedy  given  by  this  Article  to 
the  Trustee  .and  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  respect- 
ively, may  be  exercised  from  time  to  time  and  as  often 
as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Section  10.10.  Any  moneys  received  by  the  Trustee 
or  by  any  receiver  pursuant  to  this  Article  X  shall 
be  applied  as  follows : 

(a)  Unless  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have 
become  or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable, 
all  such  moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  to  the 
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persons  entitled  thereto  of  all  installments  of  interest 
then  due  on  the  Bonds,  with  interest  on  overdue  install- 
ments, if  lawful,  at  the  rate  per  annum  which  is  one 
percentage  point  greater  than  the  rate  borne  by  the 
Bonds,  in  the  order  of  the  maturity  of  the  installments 
of  such  interest  and,  if  the  amount  available  shall  not 
be  sufficient  to  pay  in  full  any  particular  installment 
with  such  interest,  then  to  the  payment  ratably,  accord- 
ing to  the  amounts  due  on  such  installment,  to  the 
persons  entitled  thereto,  without  any  discrimination  or 
privilege. 

(b)  If^  the  principal  of  ^11  the  Bonds  shall  have  be- 
come or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all 
such  moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  then  due  and  unpaid  upon  the 
Bonds,  with  interest  on  overdue  interest  and  principal, 
as  aforesaid,  without  preference  or  priority  of  princi- 
pal over  interest  or  of  interest  over  principal,  or  of 
any  installment  of  interest  over  any  other  installment 
of  interest,  or  of  any  Bond  over  any  other  Bond,  rata- 
bly, according  to  the  amounts  due  respectively  for 
principal  and  interest,  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto 
without  any  discrimination  or  privilege. 

(c)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  been 
declared  due  and  payable,  and  if  such  declaration  shall 
thereafter  have  been  rescinded  and  annulled  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Article,  then,  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraph  (b)  of  this  Section  which  shall  be 
applicable  in  the  event  that  the  principal  of  all  the 
Bonds  shall  later  become  due  or  be  declared  due  and 
payable,  the  moneys  shall  be  applied  in  accordance 
with   the   provisions   of  paragraph    (a)    of   this    Section. 

Whenever  moneys  are  to  be  applied  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Section,  such  moneys  shall  be  applied 
at  such  times,  and  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Trustee 
shall  determine,  having  due  regard  to  the  amount  of 
such  moneys  available  for  application  and  the  likeli- 
hood of  additional  moneys  becoming  available  for  such 
application  in  the  future.  Whenever  the  Trustee  shall 
apply  such  funds,  it  shall  fix  the  date  (which  shall  be 
an  interest  payment  date  unless  it  shall  deem  another 
date  more   suitable)    upon   which   such   application   is   to 
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be  made  and  upon  such  date  interest  on  the  amounts 
of  principal  and  interest  to  be  paid  on  such  dates  shall 
cease  to  accrue.  The  Trustee  shall  give  such  notice  of 
the  deposit  with  it  of  any  such  moneys  and  of  the 
fixing  of  any  such  date  by  mail,  and  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  make  payment  to  the  holder  of  any  Bond  until 
such  Bond  shall  be  presented  to  the  Trustee  for  appro- 
priate  endorsement   or   for   cancellation   if   fully   paid. 

Section  10.11.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intention  of  this 
Article  to  provide  rights  and  remedies  to  the  Trustee 
and  Bondholders  which  may  be  lawfully  granted  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act,  but  should  any  right  or 
remedy  herein  granted  be  held  to  be  unlawful,  the 
Trustee,  and  the  Bondholders  sh,all  be  entitled,  as  above 
set  forth,  to  every  other  rights  and  remedy  provided  in 
this  Ordinance  and  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XI 

CONCERNING  THE  TRUSTEE 

Section  11.01.  By  executing  the  certificate  of  authen- 
tication endorsed  upon  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall 
signify  its  acceptance  and  agree  to  execute  the  trusts 
hereby  created,  but  only  upon  the  additional  terms  set 
forth  in  this  Article,  to  all  of  which  the  City  agrees 
and  the  respective  holders  of  the  Bonds  agree  upon  ^nd 
by  their   acceptance    of   delivery   of   any   of   the   Bonds. 

Section  11.02.  The  recitals,  statements  and  represen- 
tations in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds  contained, 
save  only  the  Trustee's  authentication  upon  the  Bonds, 
shall  be  taken  and  construed  as  made  by  and  on  the 
part  of  the  City,  and  not  by  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee 
does  not  assume,  and  shall  not  have,  any  responsibility 
or  obligation  for  the  correctness  of  any  thereof. 

Section  11.03.  The  Trustee  may  execute  any  of  the 
trusts  or  powers  hereof  and  perform  the  duties  re- 
quired of  it  hereunder  by  or  through  attorneys,  agents, 
receivers,  or  employees,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  advice 
of  counsel  concerning  all  matters  of  trust  and  its  duty 
hereunder,  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  answerable  for 
the  default  or  misconduct  of  any  such  attorney,  agent, 
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or  employee  selected  by  it  with  reasonable  care.  The 
Trustee  shall  not  be  answerable  for  the  exercise  of  any 
discretion  or  power  under  this  Ordinance  or  for  any- 
thing whatever  in  connection  with  the  trust,  except 
only   for   its   own   willful   misconduct  or   negligence. 

Section  11.04.  The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  pay- 
ment and/or  reimbursement  for  reasonable  fees  for 
its  Ordinary  Services  rendered  hereunder,  and  all  ad- 
vances, counsel  fees  and  other  Ordinary  Expenses  rea- 
sonably and  necessarily  made  or  incurred  by  the 
Trustee  in  connection  with  such  Ordinary  Services  and, 
in  the  e^ent  that  it  should  become  necessary  that  the 
Trustee  perform  Extraordinary  Services,  it  shall  be  en- 
titled to  reasonable  extra  compensation  therefor,  and 
to  reimbursement  for  reasonable  and  necessary  Extraor- 
dinary Expenses  in  connection  therewith;  provided, 
that  if  such  Extraordinary  Services  or  Extraordinary 
Expenses  are  occasioned  by  the  neglect  or  misconduct 
of  the  Trustee,  it  shall  not  be  entitled  to  compensation 
or  reimbursement  therefor.  The  Trustee  shall  have  a 
lien  with  right  of  payment  prior  to  payment  on  account 
of  interest  or  principal  of  any  Bond  for  the  foregoing 
advances,  fees,  costs  and  expenses  incurred. 

Section  11.05.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  required  to 
take  notice,  or  to  be  deemed  to  have  notice,  of  any 
default  under  this  Ordinance  other  than  a  default  under 
Section  10.01(a)  or  Section  10.01(b)  hereof,  unless  spe- 
cifically notified  in  writing  of  such  default  by  the  hold- 
ers of  .at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding.  The  Trustee 
may,  however,  at  any  time,  in  its  discretion,  require 
of  the  City  full  information  and  advice  as  to  the  per- 
formance of  any  of  the  covenants,  conditions  and 
agreements  contained  herein. 

Section  11.06.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obli- 
gation to  take  any  action  in  respect  of  ^any  default  or 
otherwise,  or  toward  the  execution  or  enforcement  of 
any  of  the  trusts  hereby  created,  or  to  institute,  appear 
in  or  defend  any  suit  or  other  proceeding  in  connection 
therewith,  unless  requested  in  writing  so  to  do  by 
holders  of  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent   (25%)   in  prin- 
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cipal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding,  and  if 
in  its  opinion  such  action  may  tend  to  involve  it  in 
expense  or  liability,  unless  furnished,  from  time  to  time 
as  often  as  it  may  require,  with  security  and  indemnity 
satisfactory  to  it;  but  the  foregoing  provisions  are 
intended  only  for  the  protection  of  the  Trustee,  and 
shall  not  affect  any  discretion  or  power  given  by  any 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  Trustee  to  take 
action  in  respect  of  any  default  without  such  notice  or 
request  from  the  Bondholders,  or  without  such  security 
or  indemnity. 

Section  11.07.  If  the  City  shall  fail  to  perform  any  of 
the  covenants  or  agreements  contained  in  this  Ordinance 
other  than  the  covenants  or  agreements  in  respect  of 
the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  redemption  premium  (if 
any) ,  and  interest  on,  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may,  in  its  un- 
controlled discretion  and  without  notice  to  the  Bondhold- 
ers, at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  make  advances 
to  effect  performance  of  the  same  in  behalf  of  the  City, 
but  the  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation  so  to  do; 
and  any  and  all  moneys  paid  or  advanced  by  the 
Trustee  for  any  such  purpose,  together  with  interest 
thereon  at  one  percentage  point  greater  th^n  the  rate 
of  interest  on  the  Bonds,  shall  be  a  claim  in  favor  of 
the  Trustee  upon  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan  prior  to  the  claim  of  the  Bonds;  but 
no  such  advance  shall  operate  to  relieve  the  City  from 
any  default  hereunder. 

Section  11.08.  The  Trustee  shall  be  protected  and 
shall  incur  no  liability  in  acting  or  proceeding  in  good 
faith  upon  any  resolution,  notice,  telegram,  request, 
consent,  waiver,  certificate,  statement,  affidavit, 
voucher,  bond,  requisition  or  other  paper  or  document 
which  it  shall  in  good  faith  believe  to  be  genuine  and 
to  have  been  passed  or  signed  by  the  proper  board, 
body  or  person  or  to  h,ave  been  prepared  and  furnished 
pursuant  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance 
or  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  under 
no  duty  to  make  any  investigation  or  inquiry  as  to 
any  statements  contained  or  matters  referred  to  in  any 
such  instrument,  but  may  accept  and  rely  upon  the  same 
as    conclusive    evidence    of    the    truth    jand    accuracy    of 
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such  statements.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  bound  to 
recognize  any  person  as  a  holder  of  any  Bond  or  to 
take  any  action  at  his  request  unless  such  Bond  shall 
be  deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  satisfactory  evidence 
of  the  ownership  of  such  Bond  shall  be  furnished  to 
the  Trustee. 

Section  11.09.  The  Trustee  may  in  good  faith  buy, 
sell,  own,  hold  and  deal  in  any  of  the  Bonds  issued 
hereunder  ^nd  secured  by  this  Ordinance,  and  may  join 
in  any  action  which  any  Bondholder  may  be  entitled 
to  take  with  like  effect  as  if  the  Trustee  were  not  a 
party  to  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee,  either  as  princi- 
pal or  agent,  may  also  engage  in  or  be  interested  in 
any  financial  or  other  transaction  with  the  City  or  the 
Industry,  and  may  act  as  depository,  trustee,  or  agent 
for  any  committee  or  body  of  holders  of  the  Bonds 
secured  hereby  or  other  obligations  of  the  City  as 
freely   as   if   it   were   not   Trustee   hereunder. 

Section  11.10.  The  Trustee  may  allow  and  credit 
interest  upon  any  moneys  which  it  may  at  any  time 
receive  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
at  such  rate,  if  any,  as  it  customarily  allows  upon  sim- 
ilar funds  of  similar  size  and  under  similar  conditions. 
All  interest  allowed  on  any  such  moneys  shall  be  cred- 
ited as  provided  in  Article  VII  with  respect  to  interest 
or  investments. 

Section  11.11.  The  Trustee  may  construe  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  insofar  as  the  same  may 
appear  to  be  ambiguous  or  inconsistent  with  any  other 
provision  thereof,  and  any  construction  of  any  such 
provisions  hereof  by  the  Trustee  acting  for  the  Bond- 
holders in  good  faith  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Bond- 
holders. 

Section  11.12.  The  Trustee  may  resign  and  be  dis- 
charged of  the  trusts  created  by  this  Ordinance  by 
executing  an  instrument  in  writing  resigning  such  trust 
and  specifying  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take 
effect,  and  filing  the  same  with  the  Deputy  City  Treas- 
urer not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  date 
specified  in  such  instrument  when  such  resignation  shall 
take  effect,  and  by  giving  notice  of  such  resignation  by 
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mailing  a  copy  of  such  instrument  by  registered  mail 
at  least  three  weeks  prior  to  the  date  specified  in  such 
instrument  when  such  resignation  will  t^ke  place  to  the 
registered  holders  of  the  Bonds  at  the  addresses  shown 
on  the  registration  books.  Such  resignation  shall  take 
effect  on  the  day  specified  in  such  instrument  and  notice, 
unless  previously  a  successor  trustee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed as  hereinafter  provided,  in  which  event  such 
resignation  shall  take  effect  immediately  on  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  successor  trustee. 

Section  11.13.  The  Trustee  may  be  removed  M  any 
time  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  appointing  a  suc- 
cessor, filed  with  the  Trustee  so  removed  and  executed 
by  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding. 

Section  11.14.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign,  or  shall  be  removed,  or  be  dissolved,  or  if  its 
property  or  affairs  shall  be  taken  under  the  control  of 
any  st^te  or  federal  court  or  administrative  body  be- 
cause of  insolvency  or  bankruptcy,  or  for  any  other 
reason,  a  vacancy  shall  forthwith  and  ipso  facto  exist 
in  the  office  of  Trustee  and  a  successor  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding,  by  an  instru- 
ment or  instruments  in  writing  filed  with  the  Deputy 
City  Treasurer,  signed  by  such  Bondholders  or  by  their 
attorneys-in-fact  duly  authorized.  Copies  of  each  in- 
strument shall  be  promptly  delivered  by  the  City  to  the 
predecessor    Trustee   and   to   the    Trustee    so    appointed. 

Until  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Bondholders  as  herein  authorized,  the  City,  by  an  in- 
strument authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Commission- 
ers of  Finance,  may  appoint  a  Trustee  to  fill  such 
vacancy.  After  any  appointment  by  the  City,  it  shall 
cause  notice  of  such  appointment  to  be  mailed  to  the 
registered  holders  of  the  Bonds  at  the  addresses  shown 
on  the  registration  books.  Any  new  Trustee  so  appoint- 
ed by  the  City  shall  immediately  and  without  further 
act  be  superseded  by  a  Trustee  .appointed  by  the  Bond- 
holders in  the  manner  above  provided. 

Section  11.15.  Every  successor  in  the  trust  hereunder 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  shall 
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be  a  trust  company,  a  bank  and  trust  company  or  a 
national  bank  with  trust  powers,  having  a  combined 
capital  and  surplus  of  at  least  Forty  Million  Dollars 
($40,000,000)  if  there  be  such  a  trust  company,  bank 
and  trust  company  or  national  bank  willing  and  able 
to  accept  the  trust  on  reasonable  and  customary  terms. 

Section  11.16.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign  and  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee 
shall  be  made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
this  Article  prior  to  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  of 
resignation  as  the  date  when  such  resignation  sl^all 
take  effect,  the  retiring  Trustee  may  forthwith  apply 
to  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  successor  Trustee.  If  no  appointment  of  a 
successor  Trustee  shall  be  made  pursuant  to  the  fore- 
going provisions  of  this  Article  within  six  months  after 
a  vacancy  shall  have  occurred  in  the  office  of  Trustee, 
the  holder  of  any  Bond  may  apply  to  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  to  appoint  a  successor  Trustee.  Such 
court  may  thereupon,  after  such  notice,  if  any,  as  it 
may  deem  proper  and  prescribe,  appoint  a  successor 
Trustee. 

Section  11.17.  Any  successor  Trustee  appointed 
hereunder  shall  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to 
the  City  an  instrument  accepting  such  appointment 
hereunder,  and  thereupon  such  successor  Trustee,  with- 
out any  further  act,  deed  or  conveyance,  shall  become 
duly  vested  with  all  the  estates,  property,  rights,  pow- 
ers, trusts,  duties  and  obligations  of  its  predessor 
in  the  trust  hereunder,  with  like  effect  as  if  originally 
named  Trustee  herein.  Upon  request  of  such  successor 
Trustee,  the  Trustee  ceasing  to  act  and  the  City  shall 
execute  and  deliver  an  instrument  transferring  to  such 
successor  Trustee  all  the  estates,  property,  rights,  pow- 
ers and  trusts  hereunder  of  the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to 
act,  and  the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to  act  shall  pay  over 
to  the  successor  Trustee  all  moneys  and  other  assets 
at  the  time  held  by  it  hereunder. 

Section  11.18.  Any  corporation  into  which  any 
Trustee  hereunder  may  be  merged  or  with  which  it 
may  be  consolidated,  or  any  corporation  resulting  from 
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any  merger  or  consolidation  to  which  any  Trustee  here- 
under shall  be  a  party,  or  any  corporation  which  by 
purchase  or  otherwise  acquires  the  trust  operations  of 
any  Trustee  hereunder,  shall  be  the  successor  Trustee 
under  this  Ordinance,  without  the  execution  or  filing 
of  any  paper  or  any  further  ^ct  on  the  part  of  the 
parties  hereto,  anything  herein  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. 

Section  11.19.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions 
of  this  Article  XI,  the  Trustee  shall,  during  the  exist- 
ence of  an  Event  of  Default  known  to  the  Trustee,  exer- 
cise such  of  the  rights  and  powers  vested  in  it  by  this 
Ordinance  and  use  the  same  degree  of  skill  and  care 
in  their  exercise  as  a  prudent  m.an  would  use  and  exer- 
cise under  the  circumstances  in  the  conduct  of  his  own 
affairs. 

Section  11.20.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of 
Default  known  to  the  Trustee,  the  Trustee  shall  within 
30  days  give  written  notice  thereof  by  mail  to  each 
registered  holder  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  at  his  last 
address  appearing  upon  the  Bond  registry  books  of  the 
City  kept  by  the  Treasurer,  unless  such  Event  of  Default 
shall  h^ve  been  cured  before  the  giving  of  such  notice. 

Section  11.21.  In  any  judicial  proceeding  to  which 
the  City  is  a  party  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Trustee  and  its  counsel  has  a  substantial  bearing  on 
the  interests  of  holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may 
intervene  on  behalf  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and 
shall,  upon  receipt  of  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it,  do 
so  if  requested  in  writing  by  the  holders  of  at  least 
twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
Bonds  then  outstanding  if  permitted  by  the  court  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 

ARTICLE  XII 

EXECUTION  OF  INSTRUMENTS  BY 

BONDHOLDERS  AND  PROOF  OF 

OWNERSHIP  OF  BONDS 

Section  12.01.  Any  request,  direction,  consent  or  other 
instrument  in  writing  required  or  permitted  by  this  Ordi-

nance  to  be  signed  or  executed  by  Bondholders  may  be 
in  any  number  of  concurrent  instruments  of  similar  tenor 
and  may  be  signed  or  executed  by  such  Bondholders  in 
person  or  by  agent  appointed  by  an  instrument  in  writing. 
Proof  of  the  execution  of  any  such  instrument  and  of  the 
ownership  of  Bonds  shall  be  sufficient  for  any  purpose  of 
this  Ordinance  and  shall  be  conclusive  in  favor  of  the 
Trustee  with  regard  to  any  action  taken  by  it  under  such 
instrument  if  made  in  the  following  manner : 

(a)  The  fact  and  date  of  the  execution  by  any  person 
of  any  such  instrument  may  be  proved  by  the  certificate 
of  any  officer  in  any  jurisdiction  who,  by  the  laws  thereof, 
has  power  to  take  .acknowledgments  within  such  jurisdic- 
tion, to  the  effect  that  the  person  signing  such  instrument 
acknowledged  before  him  the  execution  thereof,  or  by  an 
affidavit  of  a  witness  to  such  execution. 

(b)  The  ownership  of  Bonds  shall  be  proved  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Section  8.10  of  this  Ordi- 
nance. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  with 
limiting  the  Trustee  to  such  proof,  it  being  intended  that 
the  Trustee  may  accept  any  other  evidence  of  the  matters 
herein  stated  which  to  it  m.ay  seem  sufficient.  Any  request 
or  consent  of  the  holder  of  any  Bond  shall  bind  every 
future  holder  of  the  same  Bond  in  respect  of  anything 
done  by  the  Trustee  in  pursuance  of  such  request  or  con- 
sent. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

MODIFICATION  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE 
AND  THE  LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  13.01.  This  Ordinance  shall  not  be  modified  or 
amended  in  any  respect  except  as  provided  in  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Article. 

Section  13.02.  1.  The  City  may,  from  time  to  time  and 
at  any  time,  without  the  consent  of  Bondholders,  adopt 
ordinances  supplemental  to  this  Ordinance  as  follows : 

(a)  To  specify  and  determine  any  matters  and  things 
relative  to  Bonds  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 
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with  this  Ordinance  and  which  shall  not  adversely  affect 
the  interest  of  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(b)  To  cure  any  formal  defect,  omission  or  ambiguity 
in  this  Ordinance  if  such  action  does  not  adversely  affect 
the  rights  of  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(c)  To  grant  to  or  confer  upon  the  Trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Bondholders  any  additional  rights,  remedies, 
powers,  authority  or  security  which  may  lawfully  be 
granted  or  conferred  and  which  are  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  heretofore  in  effect ;  or 

(d)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the 
City  in  this  Ordinance,  other  covenants  and  agreements 
to  be  observed  by  the  City  which  ^re  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect; 
or 

(e)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this 
Ordinance,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be  ob- 
served by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  incon- 
sistent with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect;  or 

(f)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge 
under,  and  the  subjection  to  any  claim,  lien  or  pledge 
created  or  to  be  cre.ated  by,  the  Ordinance,  of  the  Receipts 
and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  or  of  any  other 
moneys,  securities  or  funds. 

2.  Before  the  City  shall  adopt  any  supplemental  ordi- 
nance pursuant  to  this  Section,  there  shall  have  been  filed 
with  the  Trustee  an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such 
supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this 
Ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms,  ^nd  that  upon 
enactment  it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in 
accordance  with  its  terms. 

Section  13.03.  1.  Subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
contained  in  this  Section  and  not  otherwise,  the  holders 
of  not  less  than  662^%  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  have  the  right  from  time 
to  time,  to  consent  to  and  approve  the  adoption  by  the 
City  of  any  supplemental  ordinance  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  for  the  purposes  of 
modifying,  altering,  amending,  adding  to  or  rescinding, 
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in  any  particular,  any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  contained 
in  this  Ordinance;  provided,  however,  that,  unless  ap- 
proved in  writing  by  all  the  holders  of  outstanding  Bonds, 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  permit,  or  be  construed  as 
permitting,  (i)  a  change  in  the  terms  of  redemption  or 
maturity  of  the  principal  of  or  the  interest  on  any  out- 
standing Bond,  or  a  reduction  in  the  principal  amount  or 
redemption  price  of  any  outstanding  Bond  or  the  rate  of 
interest  thereon,  or  (ii)  the  creation  of  a  claim  or  lien 
upon,  or  a  pledge  of,  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the 
City  from  the  Loan  ranking  prior  to  or  on  a  parity  with  the 
claim,  lien  er  pledge  created  by  this  Ordcnance,  or  (iii) 
a  preference  or  priority  of  any  Bond  or  Bonds  over  any 
other  Bond  or  Bonds,  or  (iv)  a  reduction  in  the  aggregate 
supplemental  ordinance,  or  (v)  the  issuance  and  Sale  of 
Additional  Bonds. 

2.  If  at  any  time  the  City  shall  determine  to  adopt  any 
supplemental  ordinance  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this 
Section,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  the  proposed  supplemental 
ordinance  to  be  mailed,  postage  prepaid,  to  all  registered 
holders  of  Bonds.  Such  notice  shall  briefly  set  forth  the 
nature  of  the  proposed  supplemental  ordinance  and  shall 
state  that  a  copy  thereof  is  on  file  at  the  office  of  the 
Trustee  for  inspection  by  all  Bondholders. 

3.  Within  120  days  after  the  date  of  the  mailing  of 
such  notice,  the  City  may  enact  (the  date  of  enactment 
shall  be  the  date  of  passage  and  not  the  effective  date) 
such  supplemental  ordinance  in  substantially  the  form  de- 
scribed in  such  notice  only  if  there  shall  have  first  been 
filed  with  the  City  (a)  the  written  consents  of  holders 
of  not  less  than  66%%  (or  100%  as  the  case  may  be)  in 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding 
and  (b)  an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such  supple- 
mental ordinance  is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this  Ordi- 
nance and  comxplies  with  its  terms,  and  that  upon  enact- 
ment it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in  accord- 
ance with  its  terms. 

4.  If  the  holders  of  not  less  than  the  percentage  of 
Bonds  required  by  this  Section  shall  have  consented  to  and 
approved  the  enactment  thereof  as  herein  provided,  no 
holder  of  any  Bond  shall  have  any  right  to  object  to  the 
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enactment  of  such  supplemental  ordinance,  or  to  object  to 
any  of  the  terms  and  provisions  contained  therein  or  the 
operation  thereof,  or  in  any  manner  to  question  the  pro- 
priety of  the  enactment  thereof,  or  to  enjoin  or  restrain 
the  City  from  enacting  the  same  or  from  taking  any  action 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

5.  Upon  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  ordinance 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  this  Ordinance 
shall  be,  and  be  deemed  to  be,  modified  and  amended  in 
accordance  therewith,  ^nd  the  respective  rights,  duties  and 
obligations  under  this  Ordinance  of  the  City,  the  Trustee 
and  all  holders  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  thereafter 
be  determined,  exercised  and  enforced  under  this  Ordi- 
nance subject  in  all  respects  to  such  modifications  and 
amendments. 

Section  13.04.  Any  supplemental  ordinance  adopted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  there- 
after form  a  part  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  in  any  such  supplemental  ordi- 
nance as  to  any  provision  authorized  to  be  contained 
therein  shall  be  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  p^rt  of  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  Ordinance  for  any  and  all 
such  purposes. 

Section  13.05.  Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, any  supplemental  ordinance  under  this 
Article  which  affects  the  Loan  Agreement  or  requires  a 
revision  of  the  Loan  Agreement  shall  not  become  effective 
unless  and  until  the  Industry  shall  h^ave  consented  to  such 
supplemental  ordinance. 

Section  13.06.  The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  without 
the  consent  of  or  notice  to  the  Bondholders  consent  to  any 
amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment as  may  be  required  (i)  by  the  provisions  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  and  this  Ordinance,  (ii)  for  the  purpose 
of  curing  any  ambiguity  or  formal  defect  or  omission,  or 
(iii)  in  connection  with  any  other  change  therein  which, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Trustee,  is  not  to  the  prejudice 
of  the  Trustee,  or  materially  adverse  to  the  holders  of  the 
Bonds. 
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Section  13.07.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  13.06  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  consent 
to  any  amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  without  the  mailing  of  notice  and  the  written 
approval  or  consent  of  the  holders  of  not  less  than  66%% 
(100%  in  case  of  an  amendment  pertaining  to  the  issuance 
of  Additional  Bonds)  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  at  the  time  outstanding  given  and  procured  as 
in  Section  13.03  provided.  If  at  any  time  the  City  and  the 
Industry  shall  request  the  consent  of  the  Trustee  to  any 
such  proposed  amendment,  change  or  modification,  the 
Trustee  shall  cause  notice  of  such  proposed  amendment, 
change  or  modification  to  be  published  in  the  same  manner 
as  provided  by  Section  13.03  with  respect  to  supplemental 
ordinances.  Such  notice  shall  briefly  set  forth  the  nature 
of  such  proposed  amendment,  change  or  modification  and 
shall  state  that  copies  of  the  instrument  embodying  the 
same  ;are  on  file  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Trustee  for 
inspection  by  all  Bondholders.

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  14.01.  In  the  event  of  the  dissolution  of  the 
City,  all  the  covenants,  stipulations,  promises  and  agree- 
ments in  this  Ordinance  contained,  by  or  on  behalf  of, 
or  for  the  benefit  of,  the  City,  shall  bind  or  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  successors  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
and  any  entity,  officer,  board,  commission,  agency  or  in- 
strumentality to  whom  or  to  which  any  power  or  duty  of 
the  City  shall  be  transferred. 

Section  14.02.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  specifically 
provided,  nothing  in  this  Ordinance  expressed  or  implied 
is  intended  or  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon  any  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder, 
any  right,  remedy  or  claim  under  or  by  reason  of  this 
Ordinance,  this  Ordinance  being  intended  to  be  for  the 
sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  the  City  and  the  Trustee  and 
the  holders  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder. 

Section  14.03.  In  case  any  one  or  more  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of 
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the  Bonds  issued  hereunder  sh^ll,  for  any  reason,  be  held 
to  be  illegal  or  invalid,  such  illegality  or  invalidity  shall 
not  affect  any  other  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  or  of  said  Bonds  or  coupons,  and  this 
Ordinance  and  the  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Bonds  shall 
be  construed  and  enforced  as  if  such  illegal  or  invalid  pro- 
visions had  not  been  contained  therein.

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

THIS  LOAN  AGREEMENT,  made  as  of  this  

day  of   ,   1974,   between  MAYOR   AND   CITY 

COUNCIL  OF  BALTIMORE,  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate ^nd  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of  Mary- 
land, part  of  the  first  part  and  CLENDENIN  BROTH- 
ERS INCORPORATED,  a  corporation  organized  and 
existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  party 
to  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH : 

WHEREAS,   Chapter  352  of  the  1972   Session  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  as  ^niended,  being  Sections 
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266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the  Annotated 
Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement  Volume  and  1973 
Cumulative  Supplement),  declares  it  to  be  the  policy  of 
the  State  of  Maryland  that  conditions  of  unemployment 
exist  in  many  areas  of  the  State;  the  development  of 
new  commercial,  industrial,  and  manufacturing  plants 
are  essential  to  relieve  this  unemployment  and  to  es- 
tablish a  balanced  economy  within  the  State;  and  the 
present  and  prospective  health,  happiness,  safety,  right 
of  gainful  employment,  and  general  welfare  of  the  citi- 
zens of  each  of  the  counties  and  municip,alities  of  the

WHEREAS,  the  City  has  agreed,  upon  the  terms  ^nd 
conditions  hereinafter  in  this  Loan  Agreement  set  forth, 
to  lend  funds  to  the  Industry  to  be  used  for  the  pur- 
poses of  paying  the  cost  of  the  acquisition  (including 
renovations  and  permanent  improvements)  and  equip- 
ping of  the  Industrial  Building  and  to  raise  such  funds 
by  the  issuance  and  sale  of  its  industrial  revenue

in  this  Loan  Agreement,  including  the  revenues  and 
receipts  derived  hereunder,  which  have  been  pledged 
under  the  Ordinance  to  the  Trustee  (hereinafter  de- 
fined), and  by  an  assignment  of  the  City's  interest  in 
the  Deed  of  Trust  (hereinafter  defined)  and  by  the  Guar- 
anty Agreement  (hereinafter  defined) ; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  repre-

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"Authorized  City  Representative'*  me.ans  the  person 
at  the  time  designated  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  City  by 
written  certificate  furnished  to  the  Industry  and  the 
Trustee  containing  the  specimen  signature  of  such  per- 
son and  signed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of 
the  City.

"Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  from  time  to 
time  issued  ^nd  outstanding  under  the  Ordinance  (here- 
inafter defined) ,  including  the  Series  1974  Bonds. 

"Bond  Fund"  means  the  Bond  Fund  created  in  Sec- 
tion 5.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to  herein. 

"Business  Day"  means  a  day  other  than  a  Saturday, 
Sunday  or  legal  holidy  in  the  State  of  Maryland. 

"City"  means  Mayor  ^nd  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivi- 
sion of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and 
assigns. 

"Code"  means  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as 
amended,  and  the  Treasury  Regulations  issued  thereunder. 

"Commissioners"  means  that  board  of  finance  known 
as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore. 

"Completion  Date"  means  the  date  of  completion  of 
the  acquisition  and  equipping  of  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing as  that  date  shall  be  certified  as  provided  in  Section 
4.5  hereof. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  Construction  Fund 
created  in  Section  6.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred 
to  herein. 
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''Construction  Period"  means  the  period  between  the 
beginning  of  acquisition  and  equipping  or  the  date  on 
which  the  Series  1974  Bonds  are  delivered  to  the  pur- 
chasers thereof,  whichever  is  earlier,  and  the  Comple- 
tion Date. 

"Contracts"  means  the  contracts  described  in  Exhibit 
C  as  revised  to  the  date  hereof,  or  as  hereafter  entered 
into  or  revised  by  the  Industry  and  its  contractors  re- 
lating to  the  acquisition  and  equipping  of  the  Indus- 
trial Building. 

''Deed  of  Trust"  means  the  first  lien  Deed  of  Trust  exe- 
cuted and  delivered  on  the  date  hereof  by  the  Industry 
to  Alan  P.  Hoblitzell,  Jr.  and  William  H.  Daiger,  Jr., 
Trustees,  covering  the  Industrial  Building  and  land 
thereunder  and  appurtenant  thereto,  as  security  for 
this  Loan  Agreement. 

"Guaranty  Agreement"  means  the  Guaranty  Agree- 
ment to  be  executed  and  delivered  by  the  Industry 
whereby  the  Industry  fully  and  unconditionally  guaran- 
tees to  the  Trustee  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds. 

"Independent  Counsel"  means  an  .attorney  duly  ad- 
mitted to  practice  law  before  the  highest  Court  of  any 
state  and  not  an  employee  of  either  the  City  or  the 
Industry. 

"Industrial  Building"  means  the  Industrial  Building, 
all  fixtures  and  machinery  and  equipment  and  related 
property  installed  or  situated  therein,  and  the  land 
thereunder,  located  at  4309  Erdman  Avenue  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  and  described  generally  in  Exhibit  A 
attached  hereto. 

"Industry"  means  Clendenin  Brothers  Incorporated, 
a  Maryland  corporation,  and  its  successors  and  as- 
signs. 

"Loan"  means  the  Loan  evidenced  by  and  described 
in  this  Agreement  made  by  the  City  on  the  date  hereof 
to  the  Industry. 

"Loan  Term"  means  the  period  the  Loan  is  to  be  out- 
standing as  specified  in  Section  5.1  hereof. 
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"M,ayor  and  City  Councir'  means  the  governing  body 
of  the  City  and  any  successor  body. 

"Net  Proceeds"  when  used  with  respect  to  any  con- 
demnation award  or  insurance  proceeds  allocable  to  the 
Industrial  Building  means  the  gross  proceeds  from 
condemnation  or  insurance  so  allocable,  with  respect  to 
which  that  term  is  used,  remaining  after  payment  of  all 
expenses  (including  attorney's  fees  and  any  extraordi- 
nary expenses  of  the  Trustee)  incurred  in  the  collec- 
tion of  such  gross  proceeds. 

"Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry  in 
substantially  the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  this 
Agreement. 

"Ordinance"  means  Ordinance  No of  the  City 

enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  on  , 

1974  by  which  the  City  has,  inter  alia,  authorized  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  this  Agreement  and  the  issu- 
ance and  sale  of  the  Bonds,  .and  has  pledged  the  moneys 
derived  and  to  be  derived  by  the  City  from  this  Agree- 
ment to  secure  the  punctual  payment  of  the  Bonds  and 
the  interest  thereon. 

"Resolution"  shall  mean  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  providing  for  the  details  of  the 
Series    1974    Bonds,    all    as    provided    in    the    Ordinance. 

"Series  1974  Bonds"  means  the  "City  of  Baltimore  In- 
dustrial Revenue  Bonds  (Clendenin  Brothers  Incorpo- 
rated Project),  1974  Series  of  the  City,  to  be  issued 
pursuant  to  the  Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  me,ans  the  trustee  and/or  the  co-trustee 
appointed  pursuant  to  the  Resolution,  or  any  successor. 

The  words  "hereof",  "herein",  "hereunder",  and  other 
words  of  similar  import  refer  to  this  Agreement  as  a 
whole. 

References  to  Articles,  Sections,  and  other  subdivisions 
of  this  Agreement  are  to  the  designated  Articles,  Sec- 
tions, and  other  subdivisions  of  the  Agreement  as 
originally  executed. 

The  headings  of  this  Agreement  are  for  convenience 
only  and  shall  not  define  or  limit  the  provisions  hereof. 
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ARTICLE  II 
LENDING  CLAUSE  AND  SECURITY 

Section  2.1.  The  Loan.  The  City  Agrees,  upon  the 
terms  and  subject  to  the  conditions  contained  in  this 
Agreement,  to  make  the  Loan  to  the  Industry  on  the 
date  hereof  in  the  amount  of  $525,000.  The  Industry 
unconditionally  promises  to  pay  interest  on  the  unpaid 
balance  of  the  Loan  at  the  rate  set  forth  in  the  Resolu- 
tion and  to  repay  the  principal  of  the  Loan  as  pro- 
vided in  this  Agreement. 

Section  2.2.  Security.  The  Loan  is  secured  by  the  Deed 
of  Trust  and  by  this  Agreement.  The  Industry  sh^ll 
furnish  the  City  with  a  title  insurance  policy  on  the 
Industrial  Building  in  an  amount  not  less  than  $525,- 
000,  which  insurance  policy  shall  name  as  insureds  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  as  interests  appear,  and  shall 
be  satisfactory  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee  in  all 
respects. 

ARTICLE  III 
REPRESENTATIONS  AND  FINDINGS 

Section  3.1.  Representations  by  the  City.  The  City 
makes  the  following  representations : 

(a)  Corporate  Existence.  The  City  is  a  body  politic 
and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State 
of  Maryland,  created  ,and  existing  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland.  Under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  the  City  has  the  power  to  enter 
into  this  Agreement  and  the  transactions  contemplated 
hereunder  and  to  carry  out  its  obligations  hereunder. 
By  proper  action,  the  City  has  duly  authorized  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  this  Agreement.  The  City  is 
not  in  default  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Maryland  which  would  affect  its  exist- 
ence  or   its   powers   referred   to   in   this   subsection    (a). 

(b)  Issuance  of  the  Bonds.  To  finance  the  cost  of 
the  acquisition  and  equipping  of  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing the  City  has  agreed  at  the  request  of  the  Industry 
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to   issue   and   to   lend   the   proceeds   of   the   sale   of   the 
Bonds  to  the  Industry  under  this  Agreement. 

(c)  Pledge  of  Proceeds  of  the  Loan,.  As  provided 
in  the  Ordinance  pursuant  to  which  the  Bonds  are  to  be 
issued  and  sold,  the  City's  interest  in  this  Loan  Agree- 
ment and  the  moneys  derived  by  the  City  from  the 
repayment  of  the  Loan  will  be  pledged  for  payment 
of  the  principal  of  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any, 
on  the  Bonds  and  for  any  other  payment  referred  to  in 
Section  5.3  hereof. 

Section  'S.2.  Representations  by  the  Industry.  The  In- 
dustry makes  the  following  representations : 

(a)  Subsidiaries.  The  Industry  has  the  subsidiaries 
listed  in  Exhibit  D,  attached  hereto  and  made  a  part 
hereof,  and  no  others. 

(b)  Good  Standing.  The  Industry  and  its  subsidiar- 
ies are  each  a  corporation  duly  organized  and  existing, 
in  good  standing,  under  the  laws  of  the  jurisdiction  of 
their  respective  incorporations,  and  each  such  corpora- 
tion has  the  corporate  power  to  own  its  property  and 
to  carry  on  its  business  as  now  being  conducted  and 
is  duly  qualified  to  do  business  and  is  in  good  standing 
in  each  jurisdiction  in  which  the  character  of  the  prop- 
erties owned  by  it  therein  or  in  which  the  transaction 
of  its  business  makes  such  qualifications  necessary,  in- 
cluding,   but    not   limited    to,    the    State    of  Maryland. 

(c)  Corporate  Authority.  The  Industry  has  full 
power  and  authority  to  enter  into  this  Agreement,  to 
make  the  borrowing  hereunder,  to  execute  .and  deliver 
this  Agreement,  the  Deed  of  Trust,  the  Guaranty  Agree- 
ment and  all  other  documents  necessary  in  the  prem- 
ises, and  to  incur  the  obligations  provided  for  herein, 
all  of  which  have  been  duly  authorized  by  all  proper 
and  necessary  corporate  action.  No  consent  or  ap- 
proval of  stockholders  or  of  any  public  authority  is 
required  as  a  condition  to  the  validity  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  Deed  of  Trust  or  the  Guaranty  Agreement. 

(d)  Binding  Agreement.  This  Agreement,  the  Deed 
of  Trust  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement,  when  issued  and 
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delivered  pursuant  hereto  for  value  received,  will  con- 
stitute the  valid  and  legally  binding  obligations  of  the 
Industry  and  shall  be  fully  enforceable  in  accordance 
with  their  respective  terms. 

(e)  Litigation.  There  are  no  proceedings  pending  or, 
so  far  as  the  officers  of  the  Industry  know,  threatened 
before  any  court  or  administrative  agency  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  officers  of  the  Industry,  will  mate- 
rially adversely  affect  the  financial  condition  or  opera- 
tions of  the  Industry  or  any  subsidiary,  or  the  author- 
ity of  the  Industry  to  enter  into  this  Agreement,  the 
Deed  of  Trust  or  the  Guar.anty  Agreement. 

(f)  No  Conflicting  Agreements.  There  is  no  charter, 
by-law  or  preference  stock  provision  of  the  Industry 
and  no  provision  of  any  existing  mortgage,  indenture, 
contract  or  agreement  binding  on  the  Industry  or  affect- 
ing its  property,  which  would  conflict  with  or  in  any 
way  prevent  the  execution,  delivery,  or  carrying  out  of 
the  terms  of  this  Agreement,  the  Deed  of  Trust,  or  the 
Guaranty  Agreement. 

(g)  Financial  Condition.  The  consolidated  balance 
sheet  of  the  Industry  and  its  subsidiaries  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1973,  together  with  consolidated  statements  of 
profit  and  loss  and  of  surplus  for  the  period  then  ended, 
prepared  by  Stegman  &  Associates,  P. A.,  hertofore  de- 
livered to  the  City  are  complete  and  correct  and  fairly 
present  the  financial  condition  of  the  Industry  and  its 
subsidiaries  and  the  results  of  their  operations  and 
transactions  in  their  surplus  accounts  as  of  the  date 
and  for  the  period  referred  to  and  have  been  prepared 
in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  prin- 
ciples applied  on  ,a  consistent  basis  throughout  the 
period  involved.  There  are  no  liabilities,  direct  or  indi- 
rect, fixed  or  contingent,  of  the  Industry  or  any  of  its 
subsidiaries  as  of  the  date  of  such  balance  sheet  which 
are  not  reflected  therein  or  in  the  notes  thereto.  There 
has  been  no  material  adverse  change  in  the  financial 
a  condition  or  operations  of  the  Industry  or  any  of  its 
subsidiaries  since  the  date  of  said  balance  sheet. 

(h)  Utility  Arrangements  and  Permits,.  The  Industry 
has  procured,  or  hereby  agrees  to  use  its  best  efforts 
to  procure,  from  the  appropriate  state,  county,  munici- 
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pal,  and  other  authorities  and  corporations,  connection 
and  discharge  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  water, 
gas,  electricity  and  other  utilities  and  sewage  and  in- 
dustrial waste  disposal  for  the  operation  of  the  Indus- 
trial Building. 

(i)  Use  of  Loan  Proceeds.  The  Company  intends  to  ac- 
quire and  equip  the  Industrial  Building  pursuant  to  the 
Contracts.  The  Company  intends  the  Bonds  to  be  ''Indus- 
trial Development  Bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
103(c)(2)  of  the  Code. 

(j)     Contracts.   The  Contracts  .are  valid  and  binding. 

Section  3.3.  Findings  by  City.  The  City  hereby  con- 
firms its  findings  that : 

(a)  The  Industry  is  engaged  in  industrial  activities 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  requiring  substan- 
tial capital  and  creating  substantial  employment  oppor- 
tunities, and  is  financially  able  to  assume  all  obligations 
prescribed  by  the  Act  and  by  the  Ordinance  and  is 
qualified  as  an  ''industrial  concern"  to  borrow  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Bonds  from  the  City  to  finance  the  acquisi- 
tion and  equipping  by  the  Industry  of  the  Industrial 
Building  for  purposes  of  the  Act ; 

(b)  The  acquisition  and  equipping  of  the  Industrial 
Building  will  promote  the  purposes  of  the  Act  by  (i) 
maintaining  employment  and  relieving  unemployment 
in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and  elsewhere  in 
the  State  of  Maryland;  (ii)  encouraging  the  increase 
of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State  of 
Maryland;  (iii)  promoting  economic  development;  and 
(iv)  thus  promoting  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of 
the  residents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and 
of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

ARTICLE  IV 

COMMENCEMENT  AND  COMPLETION 

OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL  BUILDING; 

ISSUANCE  OF  THE  BONDS 

Section  4.1.  Agreement  to  Acquire,  and  Equip  the  In- 
dustrial Building.  The  Industry  covenants  and  agrees 
that: 
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(a)  It  will  proceed  with  all  reasonable  dispatch  to 
cause  the  Industrial  Building  to  be  acquired  and 
equipped  substantially  in  accordance  with  the  Contracts. 

(b)  The  Industry  and  its  contractors  may  make  any 
changes  in  the  Contracts  which  do  not  cause  the  In- 
dustry to  be  in  violation  of  the  representations  con- 
tained in  Section  3.2  hereof. 

(c)  In  the  event  the  acquisition  and  equipping  of 
the  Industrial  Building  commences  prior  to  the  receipt 
of  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  the  Industry' 
agrees  to  advance  all  funds  necessary  for  such  purposes 
subject  to  reimbursement  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
hereof.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Section  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  making  any  pajTnents  required  to 
be  m,ade  pursuant  hereto. 

Section  4.2.  Agreement  to  Issue  Bonds;  Application 
of  Bond  Proceeds.  In  order  to  provide  funds  for  pay- 
ment of  the  costs  of  acquisition  and  equipping  pro- 
vided for  in  Section  4.1  hereof,  the  City  agrees  that 
it  will  issue  and  sell  and  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the 
purchasers  thereof  the  Series  1974  Bonds  in  the  aggre- 
gate principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  8525,000  pur- 
suant to  and  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance  and  the 
Resolution.  Upon  receipt  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series 
1974  Bonds,  the  City  will:  (a)  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund 
all  accrued  interest,  if  any,  received  on  the  sale  of  the 
Series  1974  Bonds,  and  (b)  deposit  in  the  Construction 
Fund  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  received  from  such 
sale. 

Section  4.3.  Disbursements  from  the  Construction 
Fund.  The  City  has  in  the  Ordinance  authorized  and 
directed  the  Trustee  to  disburse  the  moneys  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund  for  the  following  purposes  (and,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  Section  4.8  hereof,  for  no  other 
purpose) : 

(a)  Payment  of  the  initial  or  acceptance  fee  of  the 
Trustee;  the  necessary  expenses  of  preparing,  printing, 
^nd  selling  the  Bonds;  the  fees  and  expenses  for  re- 
cording or  filing  the  Deed  of  Trust,  any  financing 
statements,    and    any    other    documents    or    instruments, 
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the  filing  or  recording  of  which  either  the  City,  the 
Trustee,  or  the  Industry  or  Independent  Counsel  may 
deem  desirable;  and  the  fees  And  expenses  in  connection 
with  the  commencment  and  prosecution  of  any  action 
or  proceeding  that  either  the  Trustee,  the  Industry  or 
Independent  Counsel  may  reasonably  deem  desirable 
in  connection  with  this  Agreement  and  the  transactions 
contemplated  hereby. 

(b)  Payment  to  the  Industry  of  such  amounts,  if 
^ny,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  reimburse  the  Industry 
for  all  advances  and  payments  made  or  costs  incurred 
by  the  Industry  prior  to  or  after  the  execution  of  this 
Agreement  and  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  for  expendi- 
tures in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  Industrial  Building  (including 
any  preliminary  study  of  the  Industrial  Building  or 
any  aspect  thereof);  site  improvements;  any  and  all 
direct  and  indirect  costs  of  acquisition  and  equipping 
of  the  Industrial  Building;  the  construction,  acquisition 
and  installation  necessary  to  provide  utility  services; 
acquisition  of  all  other  property  deemed  necessary  in 
connection  with  the  Industrial  Building;  and  for  mis- 
cellaneous expenses  incidental  to  any  of  the  above 
(including,  without  limitation,  fees  for  architectural, 
engineering  and  supervisory  services  with  respect  to 
any  of  the  foregoing) . 

(c)  Payment  of  the  legal,  financial  and  accounting 
fees  and  expenses  (including  those  of  the  Trustee, 
Independent  Counsel  and  counsel  to  the  purchasers  of 
the  Bonds)  and  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with 
the  authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds, 
including  printing  and  engraving  expenses,  the  prepa- 
ration of  this  Agreement,  the  Ordinance,  the  Resolu- 
tion and  all  other  documents  in  connection  therewith 
and  in  connection  with  the  acquisition  of  the  Indus- 
trial Building    (including  the  cost  of  title  insurance). 

(d)  Payment  for  labor,  services,  materials  and  sup- 
plies used  or  furnished  for  any  of  the  purposes  of 
objectives  set  out  in  Section  4.3(b)  above. 

(e)  Payment  of  the  fees,  or  out-of-pocket  expenses 
of  the  City,  if  any,  incurred  with  respect  to  the  Indus- 
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trial    Building,    or    the    Bonds    to    be    issued    under    the 
Ordinance. 

(f)  Payment  of  the  Trustee  as  such  payments  be- 
come due,  of  the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  (as 
Trustee  and  p,aying  agent)  and  of  any  paying  agent 
properly  incurred  under  the  Ordinance  that  may  become 
due  during  the  Construction  Period,  or  reimbursement 
thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(g)  To  such  extent  as  they  shall  not  have  been 
paid  by  a  contractor  for  acquisition  or  equipping  with 
respect  to  any  part  of  the  Industrial  Building,  payment 
of  the  premiums  on  all  insurance  required  to  be  taken 
out  and  maintained  during  the  construction  and  equip- 
ping of  the  Industrial  Building,  or  reimbursement 
thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(h)  Payment  of  the  taxes,  assessments  and  other 
charges,  if  any,  that  may  have  been  payable  during  the 
construction  and  equipping  of  the  Industrial  Building, 
or  reimbursement  thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(i)  Payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  seeking  to  en- 
force any  remedy  against  any  contractor  or  subcon- 
tractor in  respect  of  any  default  under  a  contract 
relating  to  the  Industrial  Building. 

(j)  Payment  of  any  other  costs  and  expenses  re- 
lating to  the  Industrial  Building  ,and  authorized  under 
the  Act. 

(k)  All  moneys  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund 
after  the  completion  of  the  acquisition  and  equipping 
of  the  Industrial  Building,  the  delivery  of  the  certifi- 
cate required  by  Section  4.5  hereof,  and  upon  delivery 
to  the  Trustee  by  the  Authorized  Company  Representa- 
tive of  a  certificate  stating  that  payment  in  full  has 
been  made  of  the  costs  of  acquiring  and  equipping  the 
Industrial  Building,  all  as  provided  for  in  the  preceding 
subsections  (a)  to  (j),  inclusive,  of  this  Section,  shall 
at  the  direction  of  the  Industry  be:  (i)  used  by  the 
Trustee  for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  for  the  purpose  of 
cancellation,  at  prices  not  exceeding  the  principal 
amount  thereof  plus  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the 
date  of  delivery,  or  (ii)  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund. 
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Each  of  the  payments  made  pursuant  to  the  preced- 
ing subsections  (a),  (b),  (c),  d),  (e),  (f),  (g),  (h), 
(i)  and  (j)  of  this  Section  shall  be  made  only  upon 
receipt  by  the  Trustee  of  ,a  written  requisition  signed 
by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Authorized  City  Representative.  The 
requisition  shall  set  forth  in  trade  breakdown  form, 
and  in  such  detail  as  may  be  required  by  the  Trustee, 
the  percentage  of  completion  and  the  amounts  ex- 
pended or  costs  incurred  for  work  done  and  materials 
delivered  and  installed.  Each  requisition  shall  contain 
the  certification  of  the  Authorized  Industry  Representa- 
tive with  respect  to  each  paj^ment:  (i)  that  none  of 
the  items  for  which  the  payment  is  proposed  to  be 
made  has  formed  the  basis  for  any  payment  thereto- 
fore made  from  the  Construction  Fund;  (ii)  that  each 
item  for  which  the  payment  is  proposed  to  be  made 
is  or  was  necessary  in  connection  with  the  Industrial 
Building  ;as  provided  in  this  Agreement;  and  (iii)  sub- 
stantially all  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Loan  are  being 
used  in  compliance  with  Section  103(c)(2)   of  the  Code. 

Section  4.4.  Trustee  May  Rely  on  Orders  and  Certifi- 
cations, In  making  any  such  payment  from  the  Con- 
struction Fund,  the  Trustee  may  rely  on  any  such 
requisition  and  certifications  delivered  to  it  pursuant  to 
Section  4.3,  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  relieved  of  all 
liability  with  respect  to  making  such  payments  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  requisition  and  certifications. 

Section  4.5.  Establishment  of  Completion  Date.  The 
Completion  Date  shall  be  evidenced  to  the  Trustee  by  a 
Certificate  signed  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Repre- 
sentative stating  in  substance  that,  (1)  the  acquisition 
and  equipping  of  the  Industrial  Building  has  been  com- 
pleted to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Industry  in  accordance 
with  the  Contracts  and  the  plans  and  specifications 
therefor,  and  all  labor,  services,  materials  and  supplies 
used  in  such  acquisition  and  equipping  have  been  paid 
for,  (2)  all  other  improvements  necessary  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Industrial  Building  have  been  acquired 
substantially  in  accordance  with  the  Contracts  and  the 
plans  and  specifications  therefor,  and  all  costs  and 
expenses    incurred    in    connection    therewith    have    been 
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paid,  (3)  the  Industrial  Building  is  suitable  and  suffi- 
cient for  its  intended  purposes,  and  (4)  substantially 
all  of  the  proceeds  from  the  Bonds  theretofore  ad- 
vanced by  the  Trustee  have  been  used,  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  103(c)  (2)  of  the  Code. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  such  certificate  shall 
state  that  it  is  given  without  prejudice  to  any  rights 
against  third  parties  which  exist  at  the  date  of  such 
certificate  or  which  may  substantially  come  into  being. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Industry  to  cause  such  cer- 
tificate to  be  furnished  as  soon  as  the  acquisition  and 
equipping  of  the  Industrial  Building  shall  have  been 
completed. 

Section  4.6.  Industry  Required  to  Pay  Costs  in  the 
Event  Proceeds  of  Bonds  Insufficient.  In  the  event  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Bonds  available  for  payment  from  the  Con- 
struction Fund  of  the  costs  of  the  Industrial  Building  shall 
not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  costs  thereof  in  full,  the  In- 
dustry Agrees  to  complete,  or  cause  to  be  completed,  the 
acquisition  and  equipping  of  the  Industrial  Building  and 
pay  all  that  portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Industrial  Building 
as  may  be  in  excess  of  the  moneys  available  therefor  in 
the  Construction  Fund.  The  City  does  not  make  any  war- 
ranty, either  express  or  implied,  that  the  moneys  which  will 
be  paid  into  the  Construction  Fund  and  which,  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Agreement,  will  be  available  for 
payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Industrial  Building  will  be 
sufficient  to  pay  all  the  costs  which  will  be  incurred  in  that 
connection.  The  Industry  agrees  that  if  after  exhaustion 
of  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  fund  the  Industry  shall 
pay  any  portion  of  the  said  costs  of  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  it  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement  therefor  from  the  City 
or  from  the  Trustee  or  from  the  holders  of  any  of  the 
Bonds,  nor  shall  it  be  entitled  to  any  abatement  or  diminu- 
tion of  the  amounts  payable  hereunder. 

Section  4.7.  Authorized  Industry  and  City  Representa- 
tives and  Successors.  The  Industry  and  the  Cit>%  respec- 
tively, shall  designate,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Section 
1.1,  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative  and  the  Au- 
thorized City  Representative.  In  the  event  that  any  person 
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SO  designated  and  his  alternate  or  alternates,  if  any,  should 
become  unavailable  or  unable  to  take  any  action  or  make 
any  certificate  provided  for  or  required  in  this  Agreement, 
a  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner. 

Section  4.8.  Investment  of  Construction  Fund  and  Bond 
Fund  Moneys  Permitted.  Any  moneys  held  as  a  part  of 
the  Construction  Fund  or  Bond  Fund,  and  not  required 
for  immediate  disbursements  and  withdrawal,  shall  be 
invested  or  reinvested  by  the  Trustee,  to  the  extent  such 
investments  are  not  prohibited  by  law  for  investment  of 
bond  proceeds  by  the  City,  in  (i)  general  obligations,  of, 
or  obligations  unconditionally  guaranteed  as  to  principal 
and  interest  by,  the  United  States  of  America;  (ii)  bonds, 
debentures,  participation  certificates  or  notes  issued  by 
any  agency  or  corporation  which  is  or  may  hereafter  be 
created  by  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  as 
an  agency  or  instrumentality  thereof;  (iii)  Public  Hous- 
ing Bonds,  Temporary  Notes  or  Preliminary  Loan  Notes, 
fully  secured  by  contracts  with  the  United  States;  (iv) 
certificates  of  deposit  issued  by  the  Trustee  or  any  bank, 
trust  company  or  national  banking  association,  organized 
under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  any  state  thereof, 
which  has  a  combined  capital  and  surplus  of  at  least 
$40,000,000,  in  any  amount;  or  (v)  any  other  investment 
which  the  Trustee  may  make  under  Federal  and  Maryland 
law.  Such  investments  shall  be  made  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Trustee;  provided,  however,  the  Industry  may  by 
written  direction  from  the  Authorized  Industry  Repre- 
sentative to  the  Trustee  direct  the  investments  and  such 
investments  shall  have  maturities  consonant  with  the 
need  for  funds  as  estimated  by  said  Authorized  Industry 
Representative.  The  Trustee  may,  .and  to  the  extent  re- 
quired for  payments  from  the  Construction  Fund  or  Bond 
Fund  shall,  sell  any  such  investment  at  any  time,  and  the 
proceeds  of  such  sale,  and  of  all  payments  at  maturity 
and  upon  redemption  of  such  investments,  shall  be  credited 
to  the  Fund  in  which  such  investments  were  held.  Interest 
and  other  income  received  on  moneys  or  securities  in 
either  such  Fund  shall  be  credited  to  such  Fund.  The  In- 
dustry covenants  that  it  will  not  direct  or  permit  invest- 
ments which  would  cause  the  Bonds  to  be  ''arbitrage 
bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  103(d)(2)   of  the 
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Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the  ap- 
plicable regulations  issued  thereunder  and,  to  that  end, 
the  yield  on  any  investment  or  investments  hereunder 
shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  rate  of  interest  then  payable 
on  the  Bonds. 


ARTICLE  V 

EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT; 
DURATION  OF  LOAN  TERM; 
REPAYMENT  PROVISIONS 

Section  5.1.  Effective  Bate  of  this  Agreement;  Dura- 
tion of  Loan  Term.  This  Agreement  shall  become  effective 
upon  its  delivery,  .and  shall  expire  on  such  date  as  the 
principal,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  have 
been  fully  paid  (or  provision  for  their  payment  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  ; 
provided  that  if  subsequent  to  the  aforesaid  date  a  holder 
of  any  of  the  Bonds,  in  a  tax  return  or  as  3  result  of  a 
deficiency  assessment  or  otherwise,  incurs  a  tax  liabil- 
ity under  circumstances  that  would  have  caused  the  rate 
of  interest  on  the  Bonds  to  be  increased  as  in  the  Bonds 
provided,  the  Industry  agrees  to  pay  directly  to  holders 
of  the  Bonds  an  additional  .amount  of  money  equal  to  one 
hundred  per  cent  (100%)  of  the  interest  paid  or  payable 
on  the  Bonds  from  the  date  such  tax  liability  is  first  in- 
curred to  and  including  the  aforesaid  date. 

Section  5.2.  Quiet  and  Peaceful  Enjoyment  of  the 
Industrial  Building.  The  City  agrees  that  the  Industry 
shall  enjoy  sole  and  exclusive  possession  of  the  Industrial 
Building  (subject  to  the  right  of  the  City  to  enter  thereon 
for  inspection  purposes  and  to  the  other  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 9.2  hereof,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Deed 
of  Trust) .  The  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  it  will  not 
take  any  action,  other  than  pursuant  to  Article  XI  of 
this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  provisions  of  the  Deed  of 
Trust,  to  prevent  the  Industry  from  having  quiet  and 
peaceable  enjoyment  of  the  Industrial  Building. 

Section  5.3.  Repayment  of  Loan  and  Payment  of  Other 
Amounts  Hereunder,  (a)  The  City  has  made  the  Loan  to 
the  Industry  from  the  proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of 
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the  Series  1974  Bonds,  and  the  Industry  shall  repay  the 
Loan  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  subsection  (b) 
of  this  Section  5.3.  Simultaneously  with  the  authentication 
and  delivery  of  the  Series  1974  Bonds  and  as  a  condition 
precedent  to  any  payments  from  the  Construction  Fund 
under  Section  4.3  hereof,  the  Industry  shall  execute  its 
note,  in  substantially  the  form  set  forth  in  Exhibit  B 
hereto 

(b)     On  the  last  business  day  before  1,  1974, 

and  on  the  last  business  day  before  the  first  days  of 

and  in  each  year  thereafter,  until  the  principal  of, 

premium,  If  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds 
shall  have  been  fully  paid  or  provision  for  the  payment 
thereof  shall  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  Ordi- 
nance, the  Industry  shall,  and  hereby  promises  to,  pay  to 

the  Trustee:  (i)  if  such  date  is  1,  a  sum  equal 

to  the  amount  payable  on  such  date  as  interest  upon  the 
Series  1974  Bonds  (,at  the  rate  therein  provided),  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Ordinance;  and  (ii)  if  such  date  is 1, 

a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  payable  on  such  date  as  princi- 
pal (whether  at  the  stated  maturity  or  by  sinking  fund  re- 
demption pursuant  to  Section  3.02  of  the  Ordinance)  and 
interest  upon  the  Series  1974  bonds. 

In  any  event  each  payment  under  this  Section  slxall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  the  amount  of  interest  or  interest  and 
principal  (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemption  or  ac- 
celeration) and  premium,  if  any,  payable  on  the  next  suc- 
ceeding interest  payment  date,  and  it  at  any  payment  date 
(whether  or  not  such  payment  date  is  an  interest  payment 
date)  the  balance  in  the  Bond  Fund  is  insufficient  to  make 
the  required  payments  of  principal  (whether  at  maturity 
or  by  redemption  or  acceleration)  and  premium,  if  any, 
and  interest  on  such  date,  the  Industry  shall  forthwith  pay 
any  such  deficiency ;  provided  that  any  amount  at  any  time 
held  by  the  Trustee  in  the  Bond  fund  shall  be  credited 
against  the  next  payment  to  the  extent  such  amount  is 
in  excess  of  the  amount  required  for  payment  of  Bonds 
theretofore  matured  or  called  for  redemption  and  past  due 
interest  in  all  cases  where  such  Bonds  or  coupons  have 
not  been  presented  for  payment;  and  provided  further, 
that  if  the  amount  held  by  the  Trustee  in  the  Bond  Fund 
should  be  sufficient  to  pay  at  the  times  required  the  prin- 
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cipal  of,  premium  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series  1974 
Bonds  then  remaining  unpaid,  the  Industry  shall  not  be 
obligated  to  make  any  further  payments  under  the  fore- 
going provisions  of  this  Section. 

The  Industry  is  informed  that  under  certain  circum- 
stances the  rate  of  interest  payable  on  the  Series  1974 
Bonds  may  be  increased,  and  hereby  covenants  and  agrees 
that  its  payments  hereunder  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  (in 
so  far  as  interest  is  concerned)  interest  on  the  Series  1974 
Bonds  at  the  rate  therein  provided. 

(c)  The  Industry  agrees  to  p,ay  to  the  Trustee  until 
the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the 
Series  1974  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an 
amount  equal  to  the  annual  fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the 
Ordinary  Services  of  the  Trustee,  as  Trustee,  rendered,  and 
its  Ordinary  Expenses,  as  Trustee,  incurred  under  the  Ordi- 
nance, as  and  when  the  same  becomes  due;  (ii)  reasonable 
fees  ^nd  charges  of  the  Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  and 
any  other  paying  agents  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  for 
acting  .as  paying  agents  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  and 
the  City  as  bond  registrar  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance, 
as  and  when  the  same  become  due;  and  (iii)  the  reason- 
able fees  .and  charges  of  the  Trustee  for  the  necessary 
Extraordinary  Services  rendered  by  it  and  Extraordinary 
Expenses  incurred  by  it  under  the  Ordinance,  as  and  when 
the  same  become  due;  provided,  that  the  Industry  may, 
without  creating  a  default  hereunder,  contest  in  good  faith 
the  necessity  for  any  such  Extraordinary  Services  and 
Extr,aordinary  Expenses  and  the  reasonableness  of  any 
such  fees,  charges  or  expenses. 

(d)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  payments  by 
the  Industry  under  subsections  (b)  and  (e)  of  this  Sec- 
tion, including  payments  pursuant  to  the  Note,  are  to  be 
assigned  by  the  City  to  the  Trustee.  The  Industry  assents 
to  such  assignment  and  agrees  that,  as  to  the  Trustee,  its 
obligation  to  make  such  payments  sh,all  be  absolute,  ir- 
revocable and  unconditional  and  shall  not  be  subject  to 
any  defense  (other  than  payment)  or  any  right  of  set- 
off, counterclaim  or  recoupment  arising  out  of  any  breach 
by  the  City  of  any  obligation  to  the  Industry,  whether 
hereunder  or  otherwise,  or  out  of  any  indebtedness  or  li- 
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ability  at  any  time  owing  to  the  Industry  by  the  City. 
The  City  directs  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry  agrees, 
to  pay  the  Trustee  at  its  principal  office  all  payments 
pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

(e)  In  the  event  the  Industry  shall  fail  to  make  any 
of  the  payments  required  in  subsection  (b)  of  this  Section 
5.3,  the  item  or  installment  so  in  default  shall  continue 
as  an  obligation  of  the  Industry  until  the  .amount  in  de- 
fault shall  have  been  fully  paid,  and  the  Industry  agrees 
to  pay  the  same  with  interest  thereon  at  one  percentage 
point  greater  than  the  rate  of  interest  on  the  Series  1974 
Bonds  until  the  item  or  installment  is  fully  paid. 

Section  5.4.  Place  of  Payments.  The  p.ayments  pro- 
vided for  in  subsections  (b)  and  (e)  of  Section  5.3  hereof 
shall  be  paid  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  account  of 
the  City  and  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund.  The 
payments  to  be  made  to  the  Trustee  under  subsection  (c) 
of  Section  5.3  hereof  shall  be  paid  directly  to  the  Trustee 
for  its  own  use  or  for  disbursement  to  the  paying  agents, 
or  to  the  City,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  5.5  Obligations  of  Industry  Hereunder  Uncon- 
ditional. The  obligations  of  the  Industry  to  m.ake  the  pay- 
ments required  in  Section  5.3  hereof  and  to  perform  and 
observe  the  other  agreements  on  its  part  contained 
herein  shall  be  absolute  and  unconditional,  irrespective  of 
any  defense  or  any  rights  of  set-off,  recoupment  or  counter- 
claim it  might  otherwise  have  against  the  City,  and  the 
Industry  shall  pay  .absolutely  net  during  the  term  of  this 
Agreement  the  payments  to  be  made  on  account  of  the 
Loan  as  prescribed  in  Section  5.3  and  all  other  payments 
required  hereunder  free  of  any  deductions  .and  without 
abatement,  diminution  or  set-off  other  than  those  herein 
expressly  provided;  and  until  such  time  as  the  principal 
of  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  shall 
have  been  fully  paid,  or  provision  for  the  payment  thereof 
shall  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance, 
the  Industry:  (i)  will  not  suspend  or  discontinue  any  pay- 
ments provided  for  in  Section  5.3  hereof;  (ii)  will  perform 
and  observe  all  of  its  other  agreements  contained  in  this 
Agreement;  and  (iii)  except  as  provided  in  Article  X 
hereof,  will  not  terminate  this  Agreement  for  any  cause. 
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including,  without  limiting  the  generalitj-  of  the  forego- 
ing, failure  of  the  Industry  to  complete  the  acquisition 
and  equipping  of  the  Industrial  Building,  the  occurrence 
of  any  acts  or  circumstances  that  may  constitute  failure 
of  consideration,  destruction  of  or  damage  to  the  Industrial 
Building,  commercial  frustration  of  purpose,  any  change 
in  the  tax  laws  of  the  United  States  of  America  or  of 
]\Iaryland  or  any  political  subdivision  or  either  of  these, 
or  any  failure  of  the  City  to  perform  and  observe  any 
agreement,  whether  express  or  implied,  or  any  duty,  liabil- 
ity or  obligation  arising  out  of  or  connected  with  this 
Agreement,  except  to  the  extent  permitted  by  this  Agree- 
ment. 

ARTICLE  VI 
AFFIRMATIVE  COVENANTS 

Section    6.1.     Maintenance    of    Existence:    Conduct    of 

Business.  The  Industry  shall  preserve  and  maintain  its 
existence  as  a  corporation  and  will  continue  to  be  qualified 
to  do  business  in  the  State  of  Maryland. 

Section  6.2.  Maintenance  of  Properties.  The  Indus- 
try' shall  keep  the  Industrial  Building  and  all  of  its 
other  properties  and  improvements  necessary  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Industry  to  its  business  in  good  work- 
ing order  and  condition,  ordinary  wear  and  tear  ex- 
cepted. The  Industry  shall  make  all  replacements  and 
repairs    reasonably    required    to    insure    the    foregoing. 

Section  6.3.  Compliance  with  Applicable  Laws.  The 
Industry  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  all 
applicable  laws,  rules,  regulations,  and  orders  of  any 
governmental  authority,  a  breach  of  which  would 
materially  and  adversely  affect  the  ability  to  use  the 
Industrial  Building  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
designed  except  where  contested  in  good  faith  and  by 
proper  proceedings. 

Section  6.4.  Litigation.  The  Industry  shall  promptly 
give  notice  in  writing  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee  of  all 
litigation  and  of  all  proceedings  before  any  govern- 
mental or  regulatory  agencies  affecting  the  Industry 
which,    if    adverselv    determined,    would    materiallv    af- 
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feet   the    Industry's    use    of   the    Industrial    Building  for 
the  purposes  for  which  it  was  designed. 

Section  6.5.  Further  Assurances  and  Corrective  In- 
struments. The  City  and  the  Industry  agree  that  they 
will,  from  time  to  time,  execute,  acknowledge  and  de- 
liver or  cause  to  be  executed,  acknowledged  and  de- 
livered, such  supplements  hereto  and  such  further  in- 
stalments as  may  reasonably  be  required  for  carrying 
out  the  intention  of  the  parties  to,  or  facilitating  the 
performance,  of  this  Agreement. 

Section  Q).Q>.  Covenants  ivith  Respect  to  Use  of  Bond 
Proceeds.  The  City  is  issuing  the  Bonds  with  the  inten- 
tion that  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  be  and  remain  free 
from  Federal  income  taxation  and  is  covenanting  with 
the  holders  of  the  Bonds  that  it  (i)  will  make  no  use  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  which,  if  such  use  had 
been  leasonably  expected  on  their  date  of  issue  would 
have  caused  the  Bonds  to  be  ''arbitrage  bonds"  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  103(d)  of  the  Code  as  in  effect 
at  the  time  of  such  issuance,  and  (ii)  will  comply  to 
the  extent  applicable  with  the  requirements  of  Section 
103(d)  of  the  Code.  To  that  end  the  Industry  covenants 
with  the  City  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the 
Bonds  that  it  (i)  will  make  no  use  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  which,  if  such  use  had  been  reasonably  ex- 
pected on  their  date  of  issue  would  have  caused  the 
Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  103(d)  of  the  Code  as  in  effect  at  the  time  of 
such  issuance,  and  (ii)  will  comply  to  the  extent  ap- 
plicable with  the  requirements  of  Section  103(d)  of 
the  Code. 

Section  6.7.  Modification  of  the  Industrial  Building 
by  Company.  Subject  to  the  representations  contained 
in  Section  8.2  hereof,  the  agreements  contained  in  Sec- 
tion 4.1  hereof,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Deed  of  Trust 
the  Industry  may,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  its  own 
expense,  with  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  City 
and  Trustee,  install  additional  property  or  otherwise 
improve,  alter,  or  replace  the  Industrial  Building  with 
property  of  equal  or  greater  value. 
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Section  6.8.  Restriction  on  Transfer  and  Encum- 
brance of  Industrial  Building  by  Company.  The  In- 
dustry agrees  that,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  Agreement  and  the  Deed  of  Trust,  it  will  not  sell, 
assign,  transfer,  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
Industrial  Building  or  any  portion  thereof  nor  create 
or  suffer  to  exist  any  lien  or  encumbrance  upon  the 
Industrial  Building  during  the  Loan  Term. 

Section  6.9.  Taxes  and  Claims.  The  Industry  shall 
pay  and  discharge  and  cause  each  of  its  subsidiaries 
to  pay  and  discharge,  all  taxes,  assessments  and  gov- 
ernmental charges  or  levies  imposed  upon  any  of  them 
on  their  income  or  properties  prior  to  the  date  on 
which  penalties  attach  thereto,  and  all  lawful  claims 
which,  if  unpaid,  might  become  a  lien  or  charge  upon 
the  Industrial  Building  to  such  an  extent  as  to  materi- 
ally adversely  affect  the  Industry's  ability  to  use  the 
Industrial  Building  for  the  purposes  for  which  it  was 
designed,  provided  that  the  Industry  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  pay  any  such  tax,  assessment,  charge,  levy  or 
claim,  the  payment  of  which  is  being  contested  in  good 
faith  and  by  proper  proceedings. 

Section  6.10.  Insurance.  The  Industry  shall  maintain 
such  insurance  on  the  Industrial  Building  as  is  required 
by  the  provisions  of  the  Deed  of  Trust.  In  addition  the 
Industry  shall  maintain,  and  cause  each  of  its  sub- 
sidiaries to  maintain,  insurance  with  responsible  in- 
surance companies  on  such  of  their  properties,  in  such 
amounts  and  against  such  risks  as  is  customarily  main- 
tained by  similar  businesses  operating  in  the  same  vi- 
cinity. 

The  Industry  shall  file,  and  cause  each  of  its  sub- 
sidiaries to  file,  with  the  Trustee  upon  its  request  a  de- 
tailed list  of  the  insurance  then  in  effect,  stating  the 
names  of  the  insurance  companies,  the  am.ounts  and 
rates  of  the  insurance,  dates  of  the  expiration  thereof 
and  the  properties  and  risks  covered  thereby  and;  and, 
within  30  days  after  notice  in  writing  from  the  Trustee, 
obtain,  and  cause  each  of  its  subsidiaries  to  obtain, 
such  additional  insurance  as  the  Trustee  may  reason- 
ably request. 
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The  Industry  releases  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from, 
agrees  that  the  City  ^nd  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable 
for,  and  agrees  to  defend  and  hold  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  harmless  from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or 
damage  to  property  or  any  injury  to  or  death  of  any 
person  that  may  be  occasioned  by  any  cause  whatso- 
ever pertaining  to  the  Industrial  Building. 

Section  6.11.  WorJcing  Capital.  The  Industry  shall 
maintain  an  excess  of  consolidated  current  assets  over 
consolidated  current  liabilities  of  the  Industry  and  its 
subsidiaries  of  not  less  than  $800,000.  ''Consolidated 
current  assets"  and  ''consolidated  current  liabilities" 
are  to  be  determined  both  as  to  classification  of  items 
and  amounts  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  ac- 
counting principles  applied  on  a  consistent  basis  by 
the  Industry's  accountants  in  preparation  of  its  pre- 
vious annual  financial  statements;  provided  that  there 
shall  be  excluded  from  consolidated  current  assets 
(i)  all  prepaid  expenses  and  (ii)  all  amounts  due  to 
the  Industry  or  any  subsidiary  from  any  of  its  directors, 
officers  or  employees. 

Section  6.12.  Net  Worth.  The  Industry  shall  main- 
tain a  consolidated  tangible  net  worth  of  not  less  than 
?1,200,000. 

Section  6.13.  Financial  Statements.  The  Industry 
shall  furnish  to  the  Trustee  as  soon  as  available  but 
in  no  event  more  than  60  days  after  the  end  of  each 
quarter,  financial  statements  of  the  Industry  and  its 
subsidiaries  as  of  the  close  of  such  period  prepared 
for  the  use  of  management  of  the  Industry,  certified 
by  a  financial  officer  of  the  Industry  and  accompanied 
by  a  certificate  of  such  officer  stating  whether  any 
event  has  occurred  which  constitutes  an  event  of  default 
hereunder  or  which  would  constitute  such  an  event 
of  default  with  the  giving  of  notice  or  the  lapse  of 
time,  or  both,  and,  if  so,  stating  the  facts  with  re- 
spect thereto;  (ii)  as  soon  as  available  but  in  no  event 
more  than  90  days  after  the  close  of  each  of  the 
Industry's  fiscal  years,  a  copy  of  the  annual  report  in 
reasonable  detail  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  relating 
to    the    Industry    and    its    subsidiaries    prepared    in    ac- 
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cordance  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles 
by  independent  certified  public  accountants  satisfactory 
to  the  Trustee  which  report  shall  include  consolidated 
and  consolidating  balance  sheets  of  the  Industry  and 
its  subsidiaries  as  of  the  end  of  such  fiscal  year  and 
consolidated  and  consolidating  statements  of  earnings 
and  surplus  of  the  Industry  and  its  subsidiaries  for 
such  fiscal  year;  (iii)  as  soon  as  available  but  in  no 
event  more  than  90  days  after  the  close  of  each  of 
the  Industry's  fiscal  years,  a  letter  or  opinion  of  the 
accountants  who  prepared  the  annual  report  relating 
to  the  Industry  and  its  subsidiaries  stating  whether 
anything  in  such  accountants'  examination  has  revealed 
the  occurrence  of  an  event  which  constitutes  An  event 
of  default  hereunder  w^hich  would  constitute  such  an 
event  of  default  with  the  giving  of  notice  or  the  lapse 
of  time,  or  both,  and,  if  so,  stating  the  facts  with 
respect  thereto;  and  (iv)  such  additional  information, 
reports  or  statements  as  the  Trustee  may  from  time  to 
time  reasonably  request. 

ARTICLE  VII 
NEGATIVE  COVENANTS 

Section  7.1.  Negative  Covenants.  The  Industry  shall 
not,  without  the  prior  written   consent   of  the   Trustee: 

(a)  Other  Borroivings.  Create,  incur,  assume  or  suf- 
fer to  exist  any  liability  for  borrowed  money,  or 
permit  any  subsidiary  so  to  do,  except  (i)  indebtedness 
existing  on  the  date  hereof  and  of  which  the  Trustee 
has  specific  knowledge,  and  (ii)  indebtedness  of  the 
Industry  or  any  subsidiary  secured  by  mortgages,  en- 
cumbrances or  liens  specifically  permitted  by  subpara- 
graph (b)  below. 

(b)  Other  Liens.  Create,  incur,  assume  or  suffer  to 
exist  any  mortgage,  pledge,  lien  or  other  encumbrance 
of  any  kind  (including  the  charge  upon  property  pur- 
chased under  conditional  sales  or  other  title  retention 
agreements)  upon,  or  any  security  interest  in,  any  of 
its  property  or  assets,  whether  now  owned  or  here- 
after acquired,   or   permit   any   subsidiary   so   to   do,   ex- 
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cept  (i)  liens  for  taxes  not  delinquent  or  being  con- 
tested in  good  faith  and  by  appropriate  proceedings, 
(ii)  liens  in  connection  with  workmen's  compensation, 
unemploj^ment  insurance  or  other  social  security  obli- 
gations, (iii)  deposits  or  pledges  to  secure  bids,  tend- 
ers, contracts,  (other  than  contracts  for  the  payment 
of  money),  leases,  statutory  obligations,  surety  and 
appeal  bonds  and  other  obligations  of  like  nature  aris- 
ing in  the  ordinary  course  of  business,  (iv)  mechanics', 
workmen's,  materialmen's,  landlords',  carriers,  or  other 
like  liens  arising  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business 
with  respect  to  obligations  which  are  not  due  or  which 
are  being  contested  in  good  faith,  and  (v)  the  Deed  of 
Trust. 

(c)  Mergers,  Acquisition  or  Purchase  of  Assets.  Enter 
into  any  merger  or  consolidation  or  acquire  all  or 
substantially  all  of  the  assets  of  any  person,  firm,  joint 
venture  or  corporation,  or  sell,  lease,  or  otherwisG 
dispose  of  any  of  its  assets  except  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  its  business,  or  permit  any  subsidiary  so  to 
do,  except  that  a  subsidiary  may  be  merged  or  consoli- 
dated with  another  subsidiary  or  into  the  Industry, 
unless  the  surviving,  resulting  or  transferee  corpora- 
tion, as  the  case  may  be,  assumed  in  a  writing,  satis- 
factory in  all  respects  to  the  Trustee,  all  of  the  obli- 
gations of  the  Industry  under  this  Agreement  and  the 
Note. 

(d)  Loans.  Make  loans  or  advances  to  any  person, 
firm,  joint  venture  or  corporation,  or  permit  any  sub- 
sidiary so  to  do. 

(e)  Contingent  Liabilities .  Assume,  guarantee,  en- 
dorse, contingently  agree  to  purchase  or  otherwise 
become  liable  upon  the  obligation  of  any  person,  firm, 
joint  venture  or  corporation,  or  permit  any  subsidiary 
so  to  do,  except  (i)  by  the  endorsement  of  negotiable 
instruments  for  deposit  or  collection  or  similar  trans- 
actions in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  and  (ii) 
guarantees  by  the  Industry  of  contractual  obligations 
(other  than  for  the  payment  of  borrowed  money)  of 
any  wholly-owned  subsidiary. 
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(f)  Investments.  Purchase  or  acquire  the  obliga- 
tions or  stock  of,  or  any  other  interest  in,  any  person, 
firm,  joint  venture,  corporation  or  other  enterprise 
whatsoever,  or  permit  any  subsidiary  to  do  so,  except 
direct  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  Industry  may  purchase  or 
sell  from  time  to  time  copper  future  contracts  traded 
on  the  New  York  Commodity  Exchange  in  order  to 
hedge  its  copper  inventory.  In  no  event  shall  the  open 
quantity  of  such  future  contracts  exceed  the  lower  of 
100,000  pounds  or  Sl^/c  of  the  Industry's  copper  and 
copper  alloy  inventory  determined  by  weight  without 
the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee. 

(g)  Capital  Expenditures.  Make  any  capital  expen- 
ditures, or  permit  any  subsidiary  so  to  do,  without  the 
prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee.  Provided,  however, 
that  the  Industry  may  make  capital  expenditures,  in- 
cluding capitalized  value  (lessor's  cost)  of  leased  as- 
sets, not  to  exceed  during  any  twelve  (12)  month 
period  75%  of  the  ''net  cash  flow"  of  the  Industry 
based  on  the  Industry's  financial  statements  for  the 
previous  calendar  year.  ''Net  cash  flow"  means  net  after 
tax  income  plus  depreciation  less  (i)  allowable  divi- 
dends, and  (ii)  annual  payments  hereunder. 

(h)  Dividends  and  Purchase  of  Stock.  Declare  any 
dividends  (other  than  dividends  payable  in  capital 
stock  of  the  Industry)  on  any  shares  of  any  class  of 
its  capital  stock,  or  apply  any  of  its  property  or  assets 
to  the  purchase  redeption  or  other  retirement  of,  or  set 
apart  any  sum  for  the  payment  of  any  dividends  on,  or 
for  the  purchase,  redemption  or  other  retirement  or, 
or  make  any  other  distribution  by  reduction  of  capital 
or  otherwise  in  respect  of,  any  shares  of  any  class  of 
capital  stock  of  the  Industry,  or  in  any  way  amend 
its  capital  structure.  Provided,  that  the  Industry  may 
declare  dividends  on  its  capital  stock  not  to  exceed 
in  the  aggregate,  the  sum  of  $20,000  during  any  twelve 
(12)  month  period. 

(i)  Sale  and  Leaseback.  Directly  or  indirectly  enter 
into  any  arrangement  whereby  the  Company  or  any 
subsidiary   shall   sell    or   transfer   all   or   any   substantial 
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part  of  its  fixed  assets  then  owTied  by  it  and  shall 
thereupon  or  within  one  year  thereafter  rent  or  lease 
the  assets  so  sold  or  transferred. 

(j)  Stock  of  Subsidiaries.  Sell  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  any  shares  of  capital  stock  of  any  subsidiary  (except 
in  connection  with  a  merger  or  consolidation  of  any 
subsidiary  into  the  Industry  or  with  another  subsidiary 
or  the  dissolution  of  any  subsidiary)  or  permit  any 
subsidiary  to  issue  any  additional  shares  of  its  capital 
stock  except  pro  rata  to  its  stockholders. 

(k)  LiojDilities  of  Subsidiaries.  Permit  any  subsidi- 
;ary  to  have  any  liabilities  except  (i)  liabilities  other 
than  for  borrowed  money  incurred  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business,  and  (ii)  liabilities  for  borrowed 
money  to  the  extent  permitted  by  subparagraph  (a) 
above. 

(1)  Sale  of  Accounts  Receivable.  Sell,  discount, 
transfer,  assign,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  of  its 
accounts  receivable,  notes  receivable,  installment  or 
conditional  sales  agreements  or  any  other  of  their 
rights  to  receive  income  or  moneys,  however  evidenced, 
or  permit  a  subsidiary  so  to  do. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

DAMAGE    AND    CONDEMNATION; 
APPLICATION    OF    NET    PROCEEDS 

Section  8.1.  Damage,  Destruction  and  Condemna- 
tion. Unless  the  payments  required  to  be  made  pur- 
suant to  subsections  (b)  and  (e)  of  Section  5.3  shall 
have  been  accelerated  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  11.2(a)  hereof,  or  the  Industry  shall  have 
elected  to  exercise  its  option  to  terminate  pursuant 
to  Article  XII  hereof,  if  prior  to  full  paj^ment  of 
the  Bonds  or  adequate  provision  for  the  payment 
thereof  (i)  the  Industrial  Building  or  any  portion 
thereof  is  damaged  by  fire  or  other  casualty  or  is 
destroyed  (in  whole  or  in  part)  or  (ii)  title  to,  or  the 
use  of,  the  Industrial  Building  or  any  part  thereof  or 
the  interest  of  the  Industry  in  the  Industrial  Building 
or   any   part   thereof   shall   be   taken   under   the    exercise 
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of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  by  any  governmental 
body  or  by  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  acting 
under  governmental  authority,  either  temporarily  or 
permanently  the  Industry  shall  be  obligated  to  con- 
tinue to  pay  the  amounts  specified  in  this  Agreement, 
and  the  Industry  will  cause  the  Net  Proceeds  resulting 
from  any  event  described  in  Section  8.1  hereof  to  be 
applied  to  the  prompt  repair,  restoration,  relocation, 
modification  or  improvement  of  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing by  the  Industry.  The  City  will  and  will  cause  the 
Trustee,  as  loss  payee,  to  make  available,  under  rea- 
sonable terms  and  conditions  which  will  assure  the 
proper  application  of  the  Net  Proceeds  for  the  pur- 
pose of  repair  or  restoration  of  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing,  any  casualty  insurance  proceeds   received   by  them. 

Section  8.2.  Insufficiency  of  Net  Proceeds.  If  the 
Net  Proceeds  are  insuflficient  to  pay  in  full  the  cost  of 
any  repair,  restoration,  relocation,  modification  or 
improvement  referred  to  in  Section  8.1,  the  Industry 
will  nonetheless  complete  the  work  and  will  pay  any 
costs  of  such  work  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  the  Net 
Proceeds. 

ARTICLE  IX 

SPECIAL  COVENANTS 

Section  9.1.  No  Warranty  of  Condition  or  Suita- 
bility by  the  City.  The  City  makes  no  warranty,  either 
express  or  implied,  as  to  the  Industrial  Building  or  any 
part  thereof  or  that  the  Industrial  Building  will  be 
suitable  for  the  Industry's  purposes  or  needs. 

•Section  9.2.  Right  of  Access  to  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing. The  Industry  agrees  that  the  City  and  the  Trustee, 
and  their  duly  authorized  agents,  shall  have  the  right  at 
all  reasonable  times  to  enter  upon  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing to  examine  and  inspect  the  Industrial  Building  and 
to  enforce  any  remedies  in  the  event  of  default. 

Section  9.3.  City  and  Industry  Representatives. 
Whenever  under  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  the 
approval  of  the  City  or  the  Industry  is  required  or  the 
City  or  the  Industry  is  required  to  take  some  action  at 
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the  request  of  the  other,  such  approval  or  such  re- 
quest shall  be  given  for  the  City  by  the  Authorized 
City  Representative,  and  for  the  Industry  by  the 
Authorized  Company  Representative,  and  the  other 
party  hereto  and  the  Trustee  are  authorized  to  rely 
upon  any  such  approval  or  request  and  neither  party 
hereto  shall  have  any  compliant  against  the  other  nor 
against   the   Trustee   as    a   result   of   any   such    reliance. 

Section  9.4.  No  Pecuniary  Liability.  The  Act  pre- 
scribes and  the  parties  intend  that  by  reason  of  mak- 
ing this  Agreement,  by  reason  of  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds,  by "  reason  of  the  performance  of  any  act  re- 
quired of  it  by  this  Agreement,  or  by  reason  of  the 
performance  of  any  act  requested  of  it  by  the  Industry, 
no  indebtedness  or  charge  against  the  general  credit 
or  taxing  powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any 
constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  statutory  limita- 
tion shall  occur  or  shall  ever  constitute  or  give  rise  to 
any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  Nevertheless,  if  the 
City  shall  incur  any  such  pecuniary  liability,  then  in 
such  event  the  Industry  shall  indemnify  and  hold  the 
City  harmless  by  reason  thereof. 

Section  9.5.  Additional  Bonds.  Subject  to  the  ob- 
ligations of  the  City  under  the  Ordinance,  the  City  and 
the  Industry  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  holders  of 
all  of  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  here- 
after negotiate  one  or  more  amendments  to  this  Agree- 
ment pertaining  to  obtaining  of  additional  funds  by 
the  City  to  finance  the  completion  of  the  Industrial 
Building  or  to  provide  financing  for  further  industrial 
expansion  through  the  issuance  of  additional  Bonds 
pursuant  to  Section  2.09  of  the  Ordinance;  provided 
that  no  obligation  is  imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Sec- 
tion 9.5  to  enter  into  any  such  amendment,  and  no  such 
amendment  is  permitted  hereunder  which  would  re- 
sult either  in  the  breach  of  the  City's  agreements  pur- 
suant to  the  Ordinance  or  in  the  reduction  of  the  In- 
dustry's obligations  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 
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ARTICLE  X 

ASSIGNMENT,  SUBLEASING,  REDEMPTION 

PAYMENTS  IN  ADVANCE,  AND 

EFFECT  OF  PAYMENT  OF  BONDS 

Section  10.1.  Assignment  and  Subleasing.  This 
Agreement  may  be  assigned,  and  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing may  be  leased,  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as  a 
whole  or  in  part  by  the  Industry  without  the  necessity 
of  obtaining  the  consent  of  either  the  City  or  the 
Trustee,  subject,  however,  to  each  of  the  following 
conditions : 

(a)  No  assignment,  leasing,  sale  or  other  disposi- 
tion shall  relieve  the  Industry  from  primary  liability 
for  any  of  its  obligations  hereunder,  and  in  the  event 
of  any  such  assignment  or  lease,  sale  or  other  disposi- 
tion, the  Industry  shall  continue  to  remain  primarily 
liable  for  the  payments  specified  under  this  Agreement 
and  for  the  payment,  performance  and  observance  of 
the  other  pbligations  and  agreements  on  its  part  herein 
provided  to  be  performed  and  observed  by  it. 

(b)  The  assignee,  lessee  or  transferee  shall  assume 
in  writing  the  obligations  and  covenants  of  the  Indus- 
try  hereunder    to    the    extent    of   the    interest    acquired. 

(c)  The  Industry  shall,  within  thirty  (30)  days  after 
the  delivery  thereof,  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished 
to  the  City  and  to  the  Trustee  a  true  and  complete 
copy  of  each  such  assignment,  lease,  deed  or  other 
instrument,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  10.3.  Redemption  of  Bonds.  The  City,  at  the 
request  at  any  time  of  the  Industry  and  if  the  same  are 
then  callable,  shall  forthwith  take  all  steps  that  may 
be  necessary  under  the  applicable  redemption  provi- 
sions of  the  Resolution  and  the  Ordinance  to  effect 
redemption  of  all  or  part  of  the  then  outstanding 
Bonds,  as  may  be  specified  by  the  Industry,  on  the 
earliest  redemption  date  on  which  such  redemption  may 
be  made  under  such  applicable  provisions.  The  City  shall 
cooperate  with  the  Industry  in  effecting  any  purchase 
of  Bonds  to  be   delivered  for  credit  as  provided  in  the 
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Ordinance,    against    the    sinking    fund    redemption    obli- 
gation, if  any,  if  desired  by  the  Industry. 

Section  10.4.  Payments  in  Advance.  There  is  ex- 
pressly reserved  to  the  Industry  the  right,  and  the 
Industry  is  authorized  and  permitted  at  any  time  it 
may  choose,  to  pay  in  advance  all  or  any  part  of  the 
amounts  payable  under  Section  5.3  hereof,  and  the 
City  agrees  that  the  Trustee  may  accept  such  prepay- 
ments when  the  same  are  tendered  by  the  Industry. 
All  amounts  so  prepaid  shall  be  credited  on  the  pay- 
ments specified  in  Section  5.3  hereof,  in  the  order  of 
their  due  dates,  or,  if  requested  by  the  Industry,  the 
City  shall  direct  the  Trustee  to  apply  such  payments 
to  the  purchase  of  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  Ordi- 
nance. 

Section  10.5.  Assignment  by  the  City,  The  City  has, 
simultaneously  with  the  delivery  of  this  Agreement,  by 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  Assignment,  assigned  all 
moneys  payable  by  the  Industry  under  this  Agreement, 
(except  payments  to  be  made  pursuant  to  Section  5.3 
(c).  Section  9.4  and  Sections  11.4  and  13.8  hereof) 
all  of  the  City's  rights  and  remedies  hereunder,  and 
all  of  the  City's  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  the 
Deed  of  Trust,  to  the  Trustee  as  security  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  and 
all  other  sums  payable  under  the  Ordinance.  The  In- 
dustry agrees  that  it  will  make  payment  directly  to 
the  Trustee  of  all  sums  specified  herein  as  amounts 
payable  or  to  become  payable  by  the  Industry,  other 
than  payments  to  be  made  to  the  City  pursuant  to 
Section  9.4  and  Sections  11.4  and  13.8,  notwithstanding 
any  term  of  this  Agreement  or  the  nonperformance 
by  the  City  of  any  obligation  hereunder  or  any 
other  matter  or  event  whatsoever,  including  without 
limitation,  the  bankruptcy,  insolvency,  liquidation  or 
nonexistence  of  the  City,  which  might  otherwise  re- 
lieve the  Industry  from  the  obligation  to  pay  such 
amount,  and  that  the  same  shall  be  paid  at  the  re- 
spective times  specified  herein  for  the  payment  there- 
of, and  the  receipt  by  the  Trustee  of  such  payments 
shall  discharge  the  obligations  of  the  Industry  to  the 
City    hereunder    to    the    extent    thereof.    The    Industry 
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agrees  that  no  such  payment  shall  be  subject  to  any- 
right  of  set  off,  counterclaim  or  any  other  defense 
which  the  Industry  may  or  might  now  or  hereafter 
have  against  the  City,  and  that  all  such  payments  shall 
be  final,  and  the  Industry  shall  not  seek  to  recover 
from  the  Trustee  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  any 
moneys  paid  by  the  Industry  to  the  Trustee  by  virtue 
of  this  Agreement  or  the  Assignment.  The  Assignment 
shall  not  impose  on  the  Trustee  any  of  the  duties, 
liabilities,  or  obligations  of  the  City  hereunder,  but  the 
Trustee  shall  require  thereby  all  rights  of  the  City 
hereunder  to  collect  and  receive  all  sums  payable  here- 
under, or  amounts  equal  thereto,  as  are  necessary  to 
pay  such  indebtedness  in  full  and  to  constitute  the 
Trustee  the  beneficiary  of  the  obligations  of  the  Indus- 
try herein  contained. 

Section  10.5.  Reference  to  Bonds  Ineffective  After 
Bonds  Paid.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  5.1,  hereof 
upon  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for 
payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  all  fees  and 
charges  of  the  Trustee,  all  references  in  this  Agreement 
to  the  Series  1974  Bonds  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  in- 
effective and  neither  the  Trustee  nor  the  holders  of 
any  of  the  Bonds  shall  thereafter  have  any  rights 
hereunder,  saving  and  excepting  those  that  shall  have 
theretofore  vested.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed  fully  paid : 

(a)  If  there  is  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  an 
amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  all  the  then 
outstanding  Bonds  plus  the  interest  due  thereon  until 
and  at  their  respective  maturities,  and  provision  for 
payment  of  all  Trustee's  and  paying  agents'  fees,  ac- 
crued and  to  accrue,  has  been  made  in  a  manner  satis- 
factory   to    the    Trustee    and    such    paying    agents;    or 

(b)  If  the  Bonds  have  been  paid  as  provided  in 
Section  9.01  of  the  Ordinance. 
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ARTICLE  XI 

EVENTS  OF  DEFAULT  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  11.1.  Defaults.  The  following  shall  be 
"Events  of  Default"  under  this  Agreement,  and  the 
terms  ''event  of  default"  or  ''default"  shall  mean,  when- 
ever they  are  used  in  this  Agreement  any  one  or  more 
of  the  following  events : 

(a)  Any  representation  or  warranty  made  by  the 
Industry  herein  or  any  statement  or  representation 
made  in  &ny  certificate,  report  or  opinion  delivered 
pursuant  to  this  Agreement,  the  Deed  of  Trust  or  the 
Guaranty  shall  prove  to  have  been  incorrect  in  any 
material    respect    when    made    or    shall    be    breached;    or 

(b)  Default  shall  be  made  by  the  Industry  in  the 
payment  of  any  amounts  due  under  Sections  5.3(b) 
and  (e)  this  Agreement  when  due  and  payable,  whether 
at  maturity,  by  acceleration,  obligation  or  election  to 
prepay,  or  otherwise ;  or 

(c)  Default  shall  be  made  by  the  Industry  in  the 
due  observance  or  performance  of  ;any  term,  covenant 
or  agreement  contained  in  Sections  6.11  and  6.12  and 
Article  VII  hereof,  or  in  the  Deed  of  Trust ;  or 

(d)  Default  shall  be  made  by  the  Industry  in  the 
due  observance  or  performance  of  any  other  term, 
covenant  or  agreement  herein  contained,  including,  but 
not  limited  to  agreements  to  pay  money  as  herein  pro- 
vided other  than  in  Sections  5.3(b)  and  (e),  which  shall 
remain  unremedied  for  30  days  after  written  notice 
thereof  shall  have  been  given  to  the  Industry  by  the 
City  or  the  Trustee. 

(e)  Any  obligation  of  the  Industry  (other  than  its 
obligation  hereunder)  or  of  any  subsidiary  for  the  pay- 
ment of  borrowed  money  becomes  or  is  declared  to  be 
due  and  payable  prior  to  the  expressed  maturity  there- 
of; or 

(f)  The  Industry  or  any  subsidiary  makes  an  as- 
signment for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  files  a  petition  in 
bankruptcy,   is   adjudicated   insolvent   or   bankrupt,    peti- 
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tions  or  applies  to  any  tribunal  for  any  receiver  or 
any  trustee  of  the  Industry  or  any  subsidiary  or  any 
substantial  part  of  its  property,  commences  any  pro- 
ceeding relating  to  the  Industry  or  any  subsidiary 
under  any  reorganization,  arrangement,  readjustment 
of  debt,  dissolution  or  liquidation  law  or  statute  of  even 
jurisdiction,  whether  now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  or 
if  there  is  commenced  against  the  Industry  or  any  sub- 
sidiary any  such  proceeding  which  remains  undismissed 
for  a  period  of  30  days,  or  the  Industry  or  any  sub- 
sidiary by  any  act  indicates  its  consent  to,  approval 
of  or  acquiescence  in  any  such  proceeding  or  the 
appointment  of  any  receiver  of  or  any  trustee  for  the 
Industry  or  any  subsidiary  or  any  substantial  part  of 
its  property,  or  suffers  any  such  receivership  or  trus- 
teeship to  continue  undischarged  for  a  period  of  30 
days ;  or 

(g)  Any  judgment  against  the  Industry  or  any  sub- 
sidiary, or  any  attachment  or  other  levy  against  the 
property  or  the  Industry  or  any  subsidiary  with  re- 
spect to  a  claim,  remains  unpaid,  unstayed  on  appeal, 
undischarged,  unbonded  or  undismissed  for  a  period  of 
30  days. 

The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  are  subject 
to  the  following  limitations:  If  by  any  reason  of  force 
majeure  the  Industry  is  unable  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  carry  out  the  agreements  of  the  Industry  on  its  part 
herein  contained,  other  than  the  obligations  on  the  part 
of  the  Industry  contained  in  Article  V  and  Section  9.4 
hereof,  the  Industry  shall  not  be  deemed  in  default 
during  the  continuance  of  such  inability.  The  term 
''force  majeure"  as  used  herein  shall  mean,  without 
limitation,  the  following:  acts  of  God;  strikes;  lock- 
outs or  other  industrial  disturbances;  acts  of  public 
enemies;  orders  of  any  kind  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States  or  of  Maryland  or  any  of  their  depart- 
ments, agencies  or  officials,  or  any  civil  or  military 
authority;  insurrections;  riots,  epidemics;  landslides; 
lightning;  earthquakes;  fire;  hurricanes;  storms; 
floods;  washouts;  droughts;  arrests;  restraint  of  gov- 
ernment and  people;  civil  disturbances;  explosions; 
breakage    or    accident    to    machinery,  transmission    pipes 
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or  canals;  pai-tial  or  entire  failure  of  utilities;  or  any 
other  cause  or  event  not  reasonably  within  the  control 
of  the  Industry,  it  being  agreed  that  the  settlement  of 
strikes,  lockouts  and  other  industrial  disturbances  shall 
be  entirely  within  the  discredition  of  the  Industry,  and 
the  Industry  shall  not  be  required  to  make  settlement 
of  strikes,  lockouts  and  other  industrial  disturbances 
by  acceding  to  the  demands  of  the  opposing  party  or 
parties  when  such  course  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Industry,  unfavorable  to  the  Industry. 

Section  -11.2.  Remedies  on  Default.  Whenever  any 
event  of  default  described  in  Section  11.1  hereof  shall 
have  occurred  and  be  continuing : 

(a)  The  City  or  the  Trustee  may,  by  written  notice 
to  the  Company,  declare  forthwith  due  and  payable  all 
payments  payable  under  subsections  (b)  and  (e)  of 
Section  5.3  hereof  for  the  remainder  of  the  Loan  Term 
and  all  other  moneys  payable  hereunder,  whereupon 
the  same  will  become  forthwith  due  and  payable,  with- 
out protest,  presentment,  notice  or  demand,  all  of 
which  are  expressly  waived  by  the  Industry. 

(b)  The  Trustee  or  the  City,  with  the  prior  written 
consent  of  the  Trustee,  may  from  time  to  time,  take 
whatever  action  at  law  or  in  equity  may  appear 
necessary  or  desirable  to  collect  the  moneys  payable 
by  the  Industry  hereunder,  then  due  or  thereafter  to 
become  due,  or  to  enforce  performance  and  observance 
of  any  obligation,  agreement  or  covenant  of  the  In- 
dustry under  this  Agreement. 

Whenever  any  event  of  default  shall  have  occurred 
and  be  continuing,  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  in  the 
event  any  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds 
shall  at  the  time  be  outstanding  and  unpaid,  may  have 
access  to  and  inspect,  examine,  and  make  copies  of 
the  books  and  records  and  any  and  all  accounts,  data 
and  income  tax  and  other  tax  returns   of  the   Industry. 

Any  amounts  collected  pursuant  to  action  taken  under 
this  Section  shall  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund  and  ap- 
plied in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordi- 
nance. 
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No  action  taken  pursuant  to  this  Section  shall  re- 
lieve the  Industry  from  the  Industry's  obligations  pur- 
suant to  Section  5.3  and  Section  11.2(a)  hereof,  all  of 
which  shall  survive  any  such  action,  and  the  City  and 
the  Trustee  may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in 
equity  as  may  appear  necessary  and  desirable  to  collect 
the  payments  and  other  amounts  then  due  and  there- 
after to  become  due  and/or  to  enforce  the  performance 
and  observance  of  any  obligation,  agreement  or  cove- 
nant of  the  Industry  hereunder. 

Section  11.3.  No  Remedy  Exclusive.  No  remedy 
herein  conferred  upon  or  reserved  to  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  is  intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other  avail- 
able remedy  or  remedies,  but  each  and  every  such 
remedy  shall  be  cumulative  and  shall  be  in  addition  to 
every  other  remedy  given  under  this  Agreement  or  now 
or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity  or  by  statute. 
No  delay  or  omission  to  exercise  any  right  or  power 
accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such  right 
or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  thereof, 
but  any  such  right  and  power  may  be  exercised  from 
time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 
In  order  to  entitle  the  City  and  the  Trustee  to  exer- 
cise any  remedy  reserved  to  them  in  this  Article,  it 
shall  not  be  necessary  to  give  any  notice,  other  than 
such  notice  as  may  be  herein  expressly  required.  Such 
rights  and  remedies  as  are  given  the  City  hereunder 
shall  also  extend  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds,  and  the  Trustee,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  shall  be  deemed  third  party 
beneficiary^  of  all  covenants  and  agreements  herein 
contained. 

Section  11.4.  Agreement  to  Pay  Attorneys'  Fees  and 
Expenses.  In  the  event  the  Industry  should  default 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  and  the 
City  or  the  Trustee  should  employ  attorneys  or  incur 
other  expenses  for  the  collection  of  amounts  due 
hereunder  or  the  enforcement  of  performance  or  ob- 
servance of  any  obligation  or  agreement  on  the  part 
of  the  Industry  herein  contained,  the  Industry  agrees 
that    it    will    on    demand    therefor    paj'    to    the    City    or 
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the  Trustee  the  reasonable  fee  of  such  attorneys  and 
such  other  expenses  so  incurred  by  the  City  or  the 
Trustee. 

Section  11.5.  No  Additional  Waiver  Implied  by  One 
Waiver.  In  the  event  any  agreement  contained  in  this 
Agreement  should  be  breached  by  the  Industry  and 
thereafter  waived  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  such 
waiver  shall  be  limited  to  the  particular  breach  so 
waived  and  shall  not  be  deemed  to  waive  any  other 
breach  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  XII 
OPTIONS  IN  FAVOR  OF  INDUSTRY 

Section  12.1.  Option  to  Terminate.  The  Industry 
shall  have,  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  option  to  ter- 
minate this  Agreement  at  any  time  prior  to  full  pay- 
ment of  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment  thereof 
having  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance)  by  paying  to  the  Trustee  an  amount 
which,  when  added  to  the  amount  on  deposit  in  the 
Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay,  retire  and  redeem 
all  the  outstanding  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  3.01(1)  of  the  Ordinance  (including, 
without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  prin- 
cipal, interest  to  maturity  or  earliest  applicable  re- 
demption date,  as  the  case  may  be,  premium,  expenses 
of  redemption  and  Trustee's,  bond  registrar's  ^nd 
paying  agents'  fees  and  expenses),  and  in  case  of  re- 
demption making  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the 
Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemp- 
tion, and  by  paying  to  the  City  ,any  and  all  sums  then 
due  to  the  City  under  this  Agreement. 

Section  12.2.  Option  to  Terminate  In  Certain  Events, 
The  Industry  shall  have,  and  is  hereby  granted,  the 
option  to  terminate  this  Agreement  prior  to  the  full 
payment  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment  there- 
of having  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance),  if  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in  the 
following  clauses  shall  have  occurred  (but  only  upon 
payment  of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 
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(a)  The  Industrial  Building  shall  have  been  dam- 
aged or  destroyed  to  such  an  extent  that,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Industry,  expressed  in  a  certificate  of  the  Au- 
thorized Industry  Representative  filed  with  the  City 
and  Trustee,  the  Industrial  Building  can  not  be  re- 
stored within  a  period  of  four  months  to  the  condition 
thereof  immediately  preceding  such  damage  or  de- 
struction and  the  Industry  is  thereby  prevented  from 
conducting  all,  or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations 
at  the  Industrial  Building  for  a  period  of  four  months. 

(b)  Title  to,  or  the  temporary  use  of,  the  Industrial 
Building  or  part  thereof,  or  other  property  used  in 
connection  therewith,  shall  have  been  taken  under  the 
exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  dom,ain  by  any  gov- 
ernmental body  or  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
acting  under  governmental  authority  to  such  an  extent 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Industry  expressed  in  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  Authorized  Industrial  Representative  filed 
with  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  the  Industry  will  thereby 
be  prevented  from  conducting  all,  or  substantially  all, 
of  its  operations  at  the  Industrial  Building  for  a  period 
of  four  months. 

(c)  As  ,a  result  of  any  changes  in  the  Constitution 
of  Maryland  or  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
of  America  or  of  legislative  or  administrative  action 
(whether  federal,  state  or  local)  or  by  final  decree, 
judgment  or  order  of  any  court  or  administrative  body 
(whether  federal,  state  or  local)  entered  after  the 
contest  thereof  by  the  Industry  in  good  faith,  this 
Agreement  shall  have  become  void  or  unenforceable  or 
inpossible  of  performance  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
tent and  purpose  of  the  parties  as  expressed  in  this 
Agreement. 

(d)  Legal  curtailment  of  the  Industry's  use  and 
occupancy  of  the  Industrial  Building  or  any  part 
thereof. 

To  exercise  such  option,  the  Industry  shall,  within 
ninety  days  following  the  event  authorizing  the  exer- 
cise of  such  option,  give  written  notice  to  the  City,  and 
to  the  Trustee  if  any  of  the  Bonds   shall  then  be  un- 
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paid,  and  shall  specify  therein  the  date  of  termination, 
which  date  shall  not  be  less  than  forty-five  nor  more 
than  ninety  d^ys  from  the  date  such  notice  is  mailed, 
and  in  case  of  a  redemption  of  the  Bonds  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  shall  make  ar- 
rangements satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  for  the  giving 
of  the  required  notice  of  redemption,  provided  that  this 
option  to  terminate  is  conditioned  upon  the  Industry's 
payment  to  the  Trustee  on  or  prior  to  the  termination 
of  the  sum  of  the  following : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  th^n  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding 
Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  3.01(2)  of  the  Ordinance; 
plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's 
paying  agents'  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses 
under  the  Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such 
final  payment  and  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

In  the  event  of  the  exercise  of  the  option  granted  in 
this  Section,  any  proceeds  of  insurance  or  condemna- 
tion not  already  paid  to  the  Industry  shall  be  paid  to 
the  Industry  simultaneously  with  the  Industry's  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  prescribed  in  (1)  and  (2)  above. 

If  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in  clauses  (a),  (b), 
(c)  or  (d)  of  this  Section  12.2  occur  and  the  Industry 
does  not  exercise  it  option  to  terminate,  which  re- 
sults from  such  event,  then  the  Industry  shall  con- 
tinue to  operate  and  maintain  the  Industrial  Building 
in  accordance  with  this  Agreement  until  the  principal, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  of  the  Bonds  have  been 
fully  paid  or  provision  for  their  payment  has  been  made 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  and 
until  such  time  shall  undertake  any  repairs  thereto  or 
restoration  thereof  required  under  any  provision  of  this 
Agreement. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  13.1.  Notices.  All  notices,  certificates  or 
other    communications    hereunder    shall    be    sufficiently 
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given  and  shall  be  deemed  given  when  mailed  by  reg- 
istered mail,  postage  prepaid,  addressed  as  follows:  If 
to  the  City,  to  the  City  Treasurer,  City  Hall,  Baltimore, 
Maryland  21202;  if  to  the  Industry,  4309  Erdman  Ave- 
nue,   Baltimore,    Maryland    21213,    Attention:    President; 

if  to  the  Trustee  at  the  , 

Attention:  Corporate  Trust  Department.  The  City,  the 
Industry  and  the  Trustee  may,  by  notice  given  to  all 
parties  to  this  Agreement  and  the  Ordinance,  designate 
anj^  further  or  different  addresses  to  which  subsequent 
notices,  certificates  or  other  communications  shall  be 
sent.  A  duplicate  copy  of  each  notice,  certificate  or  other 
communication  given  hereunder  by  either  the  City  or 
the  Industry  to  the  other  shall  also  be  given  to  the 
Trustee. 

Section  13.2.  Filing.  The  security  interest  of  the 
Trustee  created  herein  by  this  Assignment  shall  be  per- 
fected by  the  filing  of  financing  statements  which  fully 
comply  with  the  ^laryland  Uniform  Commercial  Code — 
Secured  Transactions,  in  the  oflfice  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  and  in  the  Office  of 
the  State  Department  of  Assessments  and  Taxation,  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  The  parties  further 
agree  that  all  necessary  continuation  statements  shall 
be  filed  within  the  time  prescribed  bj'  the  IMarj^land 
Uniform  Commercial  Code — Secured  Transactions,  in 
order  to  continue  the  security  interests  created  by  this 
Agreement.  The  Deed  of  Trust  shall  be  recorded  among 
the  Land  Records  of  Baltimore  CitJ^  to  the  end  that 
the  rights  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Trustee 
shall  be  fully  preserved  as  against  creditors  of,  or 
purchasers    for    value    from,   the    City    or    the    Industry 

Section  13.3.  Binding  Effect.  This  Agreement  shall 
insure  to  the  benefit  of  and  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
City,  the  Industry  and  their  respective  successors  and 
assigns;  subject,  however,  to  the  limitations  contained 
in  Sections  7.1  and  7.2  hereof. 

Section  13.4.  Severability.  In  the  event  any  provi- 
sion of  this  Agreement  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unen- 
forceable  by   any   court   of   competent  jurisdiction,   such 
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holding    shall    not    invalidate    or    render    unenforceable 
any  other  provision  hereof. 

Section  13.5.  Amounts  Remaining  in  Bond  Fund. 
It  is  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  any  amounts 
remaining  in  the  Bond  Fund  after  payment  in  full  of 
the  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment  thereof  having 
been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance)  and  the  fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the 
Trustee  and  paying  agents  in  accordance  with  the 
Ordinance,  shall  belong  to  and  be  paid  to  the  Industry 
by  the  Trustee  as  overpayments,  all  as  provided  in  the 
Ordinance. 

Section  13.6.  Amendments,  Changes  and  Modifica- 
tions. Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Agreement 
and  the  Ordinance,  this  Agreement  may  not  be  amended, 
changed,  modified,  altered  or  terminated  without  in 
each  instance  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee. 

Section  13.7.  Expenses.  The  Industry  agrees  to  pay, 
whether  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Loan  or  other 
funds,  all  expenses  of  the  City,  the  Trustee,  and  the 
purchasers  of  the  Bonds  (including  the  fees  and  ex- 
penses of  their  counsel)  in  connection  with  the  is- 
suance of  the  Bonds  and  the  transactions  contemplated 
hereby,  including  all  costs  of  recording  and  filing  (fees 
and  taxes). 

Section  13.8.  Indemnification  of  City  and  Trustee. 
The  Industry  shall  protect,  indemnify,  and  save  harm- 
less the  City  and  the  Trustee  and  their  respective 
officers,  employees  ,and  agents  against  and  from  any 
and  all  liabilities,  suits,  actions,  claims,  demands,  losses, 
expenses  and  costs  of  every  kind  and  nature  incurred 
by,  or  asserted  or  imposed  against,  the  City,  the  Trustee 
and  their  respective  officers,  agents  or  employees,  or 
any  of  them,  by  reason  of  any  accident,  injury  (in- 
cluding death)  or  damage  to  any  person  or  property, 
howsoever  caused,  resulting  from,  connected  with  or 
growing  out  of  any  act  of  commission  or  omission  of 
the  Industry;  or  any  officers,  employees,  agents,  as- 
signees, contractors  or  subcontractors  of  the  Industry 
or  any  use,  non-use,  possession,  occupation,  condition, 
operation,      service,      design,      construction,      acquisition, 
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rtxaintenance  or  management  of,  or  on,  or  in  connec- 
tion with,  the  Industrial  Building  or  any  part  thereof, 
during  the  term  of  this  Agreement  and  regardless  of 
whether  such  liabilities,  suits,  actions,  claims,  demands, 
damages,  losses,  expenses  and  costs  be  against  or  be 
suffered  or  sustained  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee  or  any 
of  their  respective  officers,  agents  or  employees,  or  be 
against  or  be  suffered  or  sustained  by  other  persons, 
corporations,  or  other  legal  entities  to  w^hom  the  City 
or  the  Trustee  or  any  of  their  respective  officers,  agents 
or  employees  may  become  liable  therefor.  The  City  shall 
not  be  liable  for  any  damage  or  injury  occurring  dur- 
ing the  term  of  this  Agreement,  to  the  persons  or  prop- 
erty of  the  Industry  or  any  of  its  officers,  agents,  in- 
cluding operating  personnel,  contractors  and  em- 
ployees, or  any  other  person  or  entity  who  or  which 
may  be  upon  the  Industrial  Building,  due  to  any  act 
or  negligence  of  any  person  or  entity  other  th,an  the 
City,  its  officers,  agents,  servants  and  employees.  The 
Industry  may,  and  if  so  requested  by  the  City  or  the 
Trustee  shall,  undertake  to  defend,  at  its  sole  cost  and 
expense,  any  and  all  suits,  actions  or  proceedings 
brought  .against  the  Industry,  or  the  Trustee  or  any  of 
their  respective  officers^  agents  or  employees  in  con- 
nection with  any  of  the  matters  mentioned  in  this  Sec- 
tion, provided  that  the  City  shall  give  the  Industry 
timely  notice  of  and  shall  forward  to  the  Industry 
every  demand,  notice,  summons  or  other  process  re- 
ceived with  respect  to  any  claim  or  legal  proceedings 
within  the  purview  hereof. 

Section  13.9.  Execution  of  Counterparts.  This 
Agreement  may  be  executed  in  several  counterparts, 
each  of  which  shall  be  ^n  original  and  all  of  which 
shall    constitute    but    one    and    the    same    instrument. 

Section  13.10.  Lata  Governing  Construction  of 
Agreement.  This  Agreement  is  prepared  and  entered 
into  with  the  intention  that  the  law  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  shall  govern  its  construction.

An  Ordinance  authorizing  and  providing  for  the  issuance 
by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
of  its  revenue  bonds,  designated  ''Industrial  Develop- 
ment Revenue  Bonds  (Industrial  Service  Centers  Proj- 
ect), 1974  Series,"  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  not  exceeding  $1,500,000  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the 
Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement  Vol- 
ume and  1973  Cumulative  Supplement),  in  order  to  loan 
the  proceeds  to  Industrial  Service  Centers  of  Maryland, 
Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive 
purpose  of  financing  the  acquisition  by  such  corpora- 
tion of  certain  warehousing  and  fabricating  facilities 
(including  related  offices  and  necessary  or  useful  ma- 
chinery and  equipment)  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  as 
provided  in  this  ordinance;  making  certain  legislative 
findings,  among  others,  concerning  the  public  benefit 
and  purpose  of  the  revenue  bonds ;  providing  that  such 
revenue  bonds  (a)  shall  be  paj^able  solely  and  only  from 
revenue  derived  from  payments  by  such  corporation  to 
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the  City  on  the  loan  and  (b)  shall  not  ever  constitute, 
within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter 
provision  or  otherwise  (i)  an  indebtedness  of  the  City 
of  Balthnore,  Maryland  or  any  other  political  subdivi- 
sion or  (ii)  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing 
powers  cf  such  City;  prescribing  the  terms,  conditions, 
security,  form  and  tenor  of  such  bonds;  authorizing  the 
private  sale  of  such  bonds;  providing  that  certain  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  such  revenue  bonds;  including 
(without  limitation)  interest  rate,  sinking  fund  provi-

RECITALS 

Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41  of  the 
Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement  Volume 
and  1973  Cumulative  Supplement)  (the  ''Act")  now  em- 
powers all  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  to  issue  revenue  bonds  and  to  loan  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  such  revenue  bonds  to  an  industrial  concern 
to  finance  acquisition  by  such  industrial  concern  of  an 
industrial  building  or  buildings  as  defined  in  the  Act,  The 
Act  declares  it  to  be  the  legislative  purpose  to  relieve  con- 
ditions of  unemployment  in  the  State,  to  encourage  the 
increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State, 
to  promote  economic  development  and  in  this  manner  to 
promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of 
each  of  the  counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  of 
Maryland. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  ''City") 
has  determined  to  issue  and  sell  not  exceeding  $1,500,000 
principal  amount  of  its  "Industrial  Development  Revenue 
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Bonds  (Industrial  Service  Centers  Project),  1974  Series" 
(the  ''Bonds")  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  such  Bonds  to 
Industrial  Service  Centers  of  Maryland,  Inc.,  a  Maryland 
corporation  (the  ''Industry"),  and  an  industrial  concern 
as  mentioned  in  the  Act,  on  the  terms  and  conditions  set 
forth  in  the  Loan  Agreement  provided  by  this  ordinance, 
in  order  to  finance  the  Industry's  (i)  acquisition  of  a  new 
warehouse  and  fabricating  plant,  (ii)  extension  of  oflTices 
related  thereto,  and  (iii)  acquisition  of  necessary  or  useful 
machinery  and  equipment  therefor  (collectively,  the  "In- 
dustrial Building")  at  the  Industry's  Baltimore  Service 
Center  in  the  City  of  Baltimore.  The  City  has  determined 
to  undertake  the  foregoing  actions  in  order  to  relieve  con- 
ditions of  unemployment  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in 
the  City,  to  promote  economic  development  and  to  pro- 
mote the  health,  welfare,  and  safety  of  the  citizens  of  this 
State  and  this  City. 

Eastmet  Corporation,  a  Maryland  Corporation  (the 
"Guarantor")  of  which  the  Industry  is  a  wholly  o^\^led  sub- 
sidiary, has  determined  to  guarantee  the  full  performance 
by  the  Industry  of  any  and  all  provisions,  covenants,  and 
agreements  contained  in  such  Loan  Agreement  and  related 
documents  and  the  payment  of  any  and  all  amounts  re- 
quired to  be  paid  by  the  Industry  thereunder. 

This  ordinance  authorizes  and  consummates  a  transac- 
tion which  the  Industry  proposed  to  the  City  in  accord- 
ance with  Section  266B(d)  of  the  Act  by  a  letter  of  intent 
dated  April  8, 1974. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That,  acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby 
found  and  determined,  as  follows : 

(1)  The  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  pur- 
suant to  the  Act  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  the 
Industry  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  acquiring 
the  Industrial  Building  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act 
will  facilitate  and  expedite  the  acquisition,  construction, 
installation  and  equipping  of  the  Industrial  Building  by 
the  Industry. 

(2)  The  acquisition  of  the  Industrial  Building  by  the 
Industry  and  the  financing  thereof  provided  in  this  ordi- 
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nance  will  promote  the  declared  legislative  purix)ses  of 
the  Act  in  that  they  will  (a)  increase  jobs  and  employ- 
ment opportunities  and  aid  in  maintaining  employment, 
thus  relieving  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  State  of 
Maryland  and  in  the  City;  (b)  encourage  the  increase  of 
industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State  of  jMaryland 
and  in  the  City;  (c)  assist  in  the  retention  of  existing 
industry  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City;  (d) 
promote  economic  development;  and  (e)  promote  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  and  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

(3)  In  "addition  to  authorizing  the  City  itself  to  ac- 
quire the  Industrial  Building  and  either  to  lease  or  to  sell 
the  Industrial  Building  to  the  Industry,  the  Act,  as  an 
alternative  procedure,  also  authorizes  industrial  develop- 
ment financing  to  be  accomplished  in  the  form  of  a  loan 
to  the  industrial  concern.  The  loan  form  of  transaction 
avoids  indirect  costs  and  burden  on  the  City  by  not  re- 
quiring any  direct  involvement  by  the  City  in  the  con- 
struction, ownership  or  administration  of  the  Industrial 
Building;  it  permits,  however,  ample  controls  to  be  im- 
posed on  the  use  of  the  revenue  bonds  proceeds  to  insure 
that  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  the  revenue  bonds 
are  fully  accomplished.  It  is,  therefore,  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  to 
finance  the  Industrial  Building  by  a  loan  to  the  Industry. 
This  ordinance  contemplates  and  authorizes  a  transaction 
in  the  form  of  a  loan  of  the  revenue  bond  proceeds  by  the 
City  to  the  Industry,  rather  than  a  transaction  in  the 
form  of  a  lease  or  sale  of  the  Industrial  Building.  Accord- 
ingly, this  Ordinance,  together  with  the  Loan  Agreement 
authorized  hereby,  contains  such  provisions  as  the  City 
deems  appropriate  to  effect  the  financing  of  the  Industrial 
Building  by  the  loan  form  of  transaction. 

(4)  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  interest  coupons  issued 
under  the  authority  of  the  Act  constitute  an  indebtedness 
of  the  City  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing 
powers  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitu- 
tional provisions  or  provision  of  the  City  Charter  or 
statutory  limitation  and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise 
to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  principal 
amount  of  the  Loan    (hereinafter  defined)    and  the  pay- 
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ments  to  be  made  by  the  Industry  pursuant  to  the  Loan 
Agreement  authorized  hereby  will  be  paid  directly  to,  and 
will  be  disbursed  by  the  independent  Trustee  appointed  to 
act  as  trustee  hereunder;  no  such  moneys  will  be  com- 
mingled with  the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the 
absolute  control  of  the  City  but  only  to  such  limited  super- 
vision and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable 
to  insure  that  the  Bond  proceeds  are  used  to  accomplish 
the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and  this  ordinance.  The 
transactions  authorized  hereby  do  not  constitute  any  physi- 
cal public  betterment  or  improvement  or  the  acquisition 
of  property  by  the  City;  the  public  purposes  expressed  in 
the  Act  are  intended  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the 
acquisition   of   the   Industrial    Building   bj'   the   Industry. 

(5)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Industrial 
Building  either  on  its  own  behalf  or  for  the  purpose  of 
creating  any  security  for  the  Bonds,  which  security  shall 
be  solely  and  exclusively  the  absolute,  irrevocable,  uncon- 
ditional obligation  of  the  Industry  to  make  the  payments 
required  by  the  Loan  Agreement,  together  with  the  guar- 
anty of  such  obligations  by  the  Guarantor.  Accordingly, 
this  ordinance  definitely  fixes  and  determines  the  amount 
of  revenue  derived  from  payments  on  the  loan  which  is 
necessary  to  be  set  apart  and  applied  to  the  payment  of 
principal,  interest,  or  premium  of  the  Bonds. 

(6)  (a)  No  part  or  portion  of  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  as  defined  in  this  Ordi- 
nance, shall  be  set  aside  as  a  depreciation  account  (men- 
tioned in  the  Act)  since  neither  the  City  nor  the  Bond- 
holders desire,  or  are  creating,  any  interest  in  the 
Industrial  Building  and  such  a  depreciation  account  would 
(i)  be  inconsistent  with  the  form  of  loan  transaction,  and 
(ii)  place  an  unreasonable  burden  on  the  Industry  so  as 
to  effect  the  feasibility  of  the  transaction  and  thus  frus- 
trate the  legislative  purposes  of  the  Act  and  (b)  a  cove- 
nant such  as  that  permitted  by  Section  266G(c)  of  the 
Act  is  similarly  inconsistent  with  the  form  of  transaction 
authorized  hereby  in  which  neither  the  City  nor  the 
Bondholders  obtain  or  retain  an  interest  in  the  Industrial 
Building  and  is,  therefore,  a  procedure  which  is  not  con- 
templated by  the  Act  in  connection  with  this  transaction. 
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Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  issuance 
sale  and  delivery  of  not  exceeding  51>500,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bonds  (Industrial  Service  Centers  Project),  1974  Series, 
is  hereby  authorized  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, such  Bonds  to  be  solely  and  exclusively  payable 
from,  and  secured  by,  the  revenue  derived  from  payments 
on  the  loan  to  the  Industry  as  provided  herein. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  the  In- 
dustry to  cause  an  official  statement  to  be  prepared  for 
distribution  to  prospective  purchasers  of  the  Bonds.  Such 
official  statement  shall  be  presented  to  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  for  final  approval  by  resolution  or  resolutions 
determining  the  matters  required  by  this  Ordinance  to  be 
determined  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Nothing  con- 
tained in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  preclude  the 
distribution  prior  to  final  approval  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance,  of  a  preliminary  official  statement;  provided 
that  such  preliminary  official  statement  shall  be  clearly 
marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject  to  such  final  approval. 

It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds  at  private 
sale,  as  authorized  by  the  Act,  upon  terms  and  conditions 
approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by  resolution 
adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such  resolution 
shall  authorize  the  Mayor  to  execute  3  bond  purchase  agree- 
ment with  the  purchaser (s)  of  the  Bonds.  Such  resolu- 
tion, or  supplementary  resolutions  adopted  concurrently 
therewith,  shall  also  prescribe  (i)  the  maturities  and  the 
interest  rate  or  rates  to  be  borne  by  the  Bonds,  (ii)  certain 
redemption  provisions,  if  any,  for  the  Bonds  as  provided 
in  Section  3.01  of  this  Ordinance,  (iii)  the  sinking  fund 
requirements,  if  any,  for  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section 
3.02  of  this  Ordinance,  and  (iv)  such  other  matters  as 
may  be  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  deemed  appropriate 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  are 
to  be  issued,  authenticated  and  delivered,  and  all  property 
subject  to  or  to  become  subject  to  this  ordinance,  includ- 
ing the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
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(as  herein  defined),  is  to  be  held  and  applied,  upon  and 
subject  to  the  following  covenants,  conditions,  uses  and 
trusts;  and  the  City,  for  itself  and  its  successors,  does 
hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with  the  Trustee  and 
its  successors  in  the  trust  and  with  all  those  who  shall, 
from  time  to  time,  hold  the  Bonds  and  coupons,  or  any  of 
them,  for  the  benefit  of  all  such  holders,  as  follows: 


ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

The  terms  defined  in  this  Article  I  shall,  for  all  pur- 
poses of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  ordinances  or  resolu- 
tions supplemental  hereto  now  or  hereafter  entered  into 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof,  have  the  mean- 
ings herein  specified,  unless  the  context  clearly  otherwise 
requires : 

''Act"  means  Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article 
41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement 
Volume  and  1973  Cumulative  Supplement)  and  all  future 
acts  supplemental  thereto  or  amendatory  thereof. 

''Additional  Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  issued 
under  Section  2.09  of  this  Ordinance. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  means  the  Industry's  Baltimore  Ser- 
vice Center,  a  warehousing  and  metal  fabricating  plant  lo- 
cated at  5000  East  Monument  Street,  Baltimore,  Md.,  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Industry. 

"Bond"  or  "Bonds"  means  the  Industrial  Development 
Revenue  Bonds  of  the  City  of  all  Series  from  time  to  time 
authenticated  and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance.  The 
"1974  Series"  Bonds  means  the  Bonds  identified  as  such 
in  Section  2.02  hereof. 

"Bondholder"  or  "Holder"  or  "Owner  of  the  Bonds" 
means  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  or  the  registered 
owner  of  any  Bond. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 
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"Commissioners  of  Finance"  means  that  board  of  finance 
known  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  by  Section 
6.02  hereof. 

"Coupon"  or  "coupons"  means  any  interest  coupon  or 
all  the  interest  coupons,  as  the  case  may  be,  appertaining 
to  the  Bonds. 

"Default"  or  "Event  of  Default"  means  any  of  those 
defaults  siaecified  in  and  defined  by  Section  10.01  hereof. 

"Extraordinary  Services"  and  "Extraordinary  Ex- 
penses" means  all  services  rendered  and  all  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  Trustee  under  the  Ordinance  other  than 
Ordinary  Services  and  Ordinary  Expenses. 

"Guarantor"  or  "Guarantor  Corporation"  means  East- 
met  Corporation,  a  Maryland  Corporation  (of  which  the 
Industry  is  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary),  which  is  executing 
and  delivering  the  Guaranty  Agreement  on  the  date  of 
execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  its  successors  and 
assigns;  and  any  surviving,  resulting  or  transferee  corpo- 
rations as  provided  in  the  Guaranty  Agreement. 

"Guaranty  Agreement"  or  "Guaranty"  means  the  Guar- 
anty Agreement  executed  and  delivered  by  the  Guarantor 
Corporation  in  the  form  set  forth  as  Exhibit  C  to  the  Loan 
Agreement  as  required  by  Section  4.7  thereof. 

"Industrial  Building"  means  the  warehousing  and  fab- 
ricating facilities  at  the  Baltimore  Plant  of  the  Industry 
(including  related  offices  and  necessary  or  useful  machin- 
ery and  equipment)  as  described  in  Exhibit  A  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  and  related  improvements  and  any  substitu- 
tions therefor,  to  be  acquired  by  the  Industry  and  to  be 
financed  under  the  Loan  Agreement  and  this  Ordinance 
for  operation  by  the  Industry  as  an  industrial  building, 
as  defined  in  the  Act. 

"Industry"  means  Industrial  Service  Centers  of  Mary- 
land, Inc.,  a  Marjiand  Corporation,  and  its  successors  and 
assigns  and  any  surviving  resulting,  or  transferee  corpo- 
ration as  provided  in  Section  6.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement, 
and   also   includes   the   Guarantor   when   engaged   in   any 
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performance  of  its  obligations,  or  the  exercise  of  any  of 
its  rights,  under  the  Guaranty  Agreement. 

"Loan"  means  the  loan  to  be  made  by  the  City  to  the 
Industry  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds. 

"Loan  Agreement"  or  "Loan  Agreement  to  Finance  an 
Industrial  Building"  means  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be 
executed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and  between 
the  City  and  the  Industry,  and  any  amendments  or  sup- 
plements thereto,  and  shall  include  the  Note  issued  there- 
under, and  unless  the  context  otherwise  clearly  indicates 
a  contrary  intent,  also  includes  the  Guaranty  Agreement 
issued  thereunder. 

"Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  any  successor  body. 

"Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Borrower  Cor- 
poration in  substantially  the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B 
to  the  Loan  Agreement,  as  required  by  Section  4.01  hereof. 

"Ordinance"  means  this  Ordinance  and  any  ordinance 
or  resolution  (or  other  action  or  instrument  authorized 
by  this  Ordinance)  supplemental  hereto  or  amendatory 
hereof. 

"Ordinary  Services"  and  "Ordinary  Expenses"  means 
those  services  normally  rendered  and  those  expenses  nor- 
mally incurred  by  a  trustee  under  instruments  similar  to 
this  Ordinance. 

The  term  "Outstanding"  or  "Bonds  Outstanding"  means 
all  Bonds  which  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  deliv- 
ered by  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  except : 

(a)  Bonds  theretofore  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  or 
theretofore  delivered  to  the  Trustee  for  cancellation  ; 

(b)  Bonds  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  which 
cash  funds  or  securities,  as  provided  in  Section  9.01  hereof 
shall  have  been  theretofore  deposited  with  the  Trustee 
(whether  upon  or  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption 
date  of  any  such  Bonds)  ;  provided  that  if  such  Bonds 
are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  the  maturity  thereof,  notice 
of  such  redemption  shall  have  been  given  or  arrangements

satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  shall  have  been  made  therefor, 
or  waiver  of  such  notice  satisfactory  in  form  to  the  Trustee, 
shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Trustee;  and 

(c)  Bonds  in  lieu  of  which  others  have  been  authenti- 
cated under  Section  2.07  hereof,  unless  proof  satisfactory 
to  the  Trustee  is  presented  to  the  Trustee  that  any  such 
Bonds  are  held  by  bona  fide  purchasers  as  that  term  is 
defined  in  Subtitle  8  of  Article  95B  of  the  Annotated  Code 
of  Maryland  (Maryland  Uniform  Commercial  Code),  as 
amended,  in  which  case  the  Bond  or  Bonds  so  replaced 
and  the  Bond  or  Bonds  authenticated  and  delivered  therefor 
shall  be  deemed  Outstanding. 

"Person"  means  natural  persons,  firms,  associations, 
corporations  and  public  bodies. 

"Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan" 
means  all  moneys  payable  by  the  Industry  to  the  City 
under  the  Loan  Agreement  and  all  other  revenues  of  the 
City  attributable  to  the  financing  of  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing (except  amounts  paid  by  the  Industry  pursuant  to  Sec- 
tions 6.5  and  8.4  of  the  Loan  Agreement),  including  (with- 
out limitation)  any  payments  made  by  the  Guarantor 
under  the  Guaranty  Agreement. 

"Treasurer"  or  "City  Treasurer"  means  the  Treasurer 
or  Deputy  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  who  shall 
also  be  the  bond  registrar  for  the  Bonds. 

"Trust  Estate"  means  at  any  particular  time  all  monej'S 
which  at  such  time  are  deposited  or  are  required  to  be 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  to  be  held  in  trust  under 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  property 
which  at  such  time  is  covered  or  intended  to  be  covered 
by  the  claim  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trust  company  or  banking  corpo- 
ration and  its  successor  or  successors  as  trustee  here- 
under, who  shall  also  be  the  paying  agent  for  the  Bonds, 
designated  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  resolution 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 
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ARTICLE  II 

DESCRIPTION,  AUTHORIZATION,  MANNER 

OF  EXECUTION,  AUTHENTICATION, 
REGISTRATION  AND  TRANSFER  OF  BONDS 

Section  2.01.  The  City  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the 
principal  of,  the  interest  on,  and  the  redemption  premium 
(if  any)  on  the  Bonds  only  out  of  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Loan  pledged  for  the  payment 
thereof  under  this  Ordinance,  and  not  otherwise.  The  City 
may,  at  its  option,  pay  the  principal  of,  the  interest  on, 
and  the  redemption  premium  (if  any)  on  the  Bonds  out 
of  any  other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  the 
payment  thereof.  All  the  Bonds  to  be  issued  hereunder 
shall  be  equally  and  ratably  secured,  to  the  extent  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  by  the  pledge  of  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan. 

Section  2.02.  There  is  hereby  created  for  issuance 
under  this  Ordinance  a  series  of  Bonds  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $1,500,000,  e.ach  of 
which  shall  bear  descriptive  title  ''Industrial  Development 
Revenue  Bond  (Industrial  Service  Centers  Project),  1974 
Series."  The  Bonds  shall  be  dated,  shall  be  issued  as 
coupon  bonds  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000  each,  regis- 
trable as  to  principal  only,  or  as  fully  registered  bonds  in 
the  denomination  of  $5,000  or  multiples  thereof,  shall 
mature,  shall  be  numbered,  sh,all  bear  such  rate  or  rates 
of  interest  from  their  date  until  maturity  or  until  the 
date  fixed  for  redemption,  all  as  provided  in  a  resolution 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted  prior  to  the  sale 
of  the  Bonds.  Such  interest  shall  be  payable  semi-annually, 
and  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  the  right  of  prior  re- 
demption at  the  prices  and  d,ates  set  forth  in  said  resolution 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  and  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  and  premium  (if  any) 
payable  upon  the  redemption  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid 
in  any  coin  or  currency  of  the  United  States  of  America 
which,  at  the  respective  times  of  payment,  is  legal  tender 
for  the  payment  of  public  and  private  debts  at  the  princi- 
pal ofRce  of  the  Trustee  or  its  successor  in  trust. 
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Section  2.03.  The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  on  behalf 
of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  corporate 
seal  of  the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed 
or  reproduced  thereon  and  attested  by  the  Treasurer,  pro- 
vided that  at  least  one  of  said  signatures  shall  be  a  manual 
signature.  The  coupons  attached  to  the  coupon  Bonds  (if 
any)  shall  be  executed  by  the  facsimile  of  the  official  sig- 
nature of  the  Treasurer  and  such  facsimile  shall  have  the 
s.ame  force  and  effect  as  if  the  Treasurer  had  manually 
signed  each  of  the  coupons.  The  Bonds,  together  with  inter- 
est thereon,  shall  be  limited  obligations  of  the  City  pay- 
able from  the  Bond  Fund  and  shall  be  a  valid  claim  of  the 
respective  holders  thereof  only  against  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Loan  and  the  Bond  Fund,  which 
are  hereby  pledged  and  assigned  for  the  equal  and  ratable 
payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  coupons  and  shall  be  used 
for  no  other  purpose  than  to  pay  the  principal  of,  pre- 
mium, if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  except  as  may 
be  otherwise  expressly  authorized  in  this  Ordinance. 
Neither  the  Bonds  nor  the  coupons  shall  ever  constitute 
an  indebtedness  or  .a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or 
taxing  power  of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any 
state  constitutional  or  charter  provision  or  statutory 
limitation  and  shall  never  constitute  nor  give  rise  to  a 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  facsimile  signature 
shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to  be 
such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds,  such  sig- 
nature or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and 
sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  he  had  remained 
in  office  until  delivery. 

Section  2.04.  Only  the  holders  of  such  of  the  Bonds  as 
shall  have  endorsed  thereon  a  certificate  of  authentication 
substantially  in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  duly 
executed  by  the  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  any  right  or 
benefit  under  this  Ordinance.  No  Bond  and  no  coupon  ap- 
pertaining to  any  Bond  shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for 
any  purpose  unless  and  until  such  certificate  of  authentica- 
tion shall  have  been  duly  executed  by  the  Trustee,  and 
such  executed  certificate  of  the  Trustee  upon  any  such  Bond 
shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  such  Bond  has  been  au- 
thenticated   and    delivered    under    this    Ordinance.    The 
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Trustee's  certificate  of  authentication  on  any  Bond  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  executed  by  it  if  signed  by  an 
authorized  signature  of  the  Trustee,  but  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  that  the  same  person  sign  the  certificate  of 
authentication  on  all  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder.  Before 
authenticating  or  delivering  any  Bonds,  the  Trustee 
shall  detach  and  cancel  all  matured  coupons,  if  any,  ap- 
pertaining thereto,  and  such  cancelled  coupons  sh^ll  be 
cremated  by  the  Trustee  and  a  certificate  of  cremation  or 
other  destruction  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Treasurer  by 
the  Trustee. 

Section  2.05.  The  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
and  the  coupons,  if  any,  attached  thereto  shall  be  sub- 
stantially in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth  with  such  ap- 
propriate variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  are  per- 
mitted or  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  by  a  resolution 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted  prior  to  the  sale 
of  the  Bonds. 

Section  2.06.  The  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
Trustee  and  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds  in 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $1,500,- 
000  and  deliver  them  to  the  purchasers  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  City  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.06  provided. 

Prior  to  the  authentication  and  delivery  by  the  Trustee 
of  any  of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee: 

1.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  this  Ordinance. 

2.  An  original  executed  counterpart  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

3.  An  original  executed  counterpart  of  the  Guaranty 
Agreement. 

4.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  setting  forth  the  details  relating 
to  the  Bonds  as  prescribed  by  Section  2.02  hereof. 

5.  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on  be- 
half of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authenticate 
and  deliver  the  Bonds  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  not  exceeding  $1,500,000  to  the  purchasers  therein  iden- 
tified upon  payment  to  the  Trustee  but  for  the  account  of 
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the  City  of  a  sum  specified  in  such  request  and  authoriza- 
tion plus  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  d.ate  of  delivery. 
Such  proceeds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  de- 
posited to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction 
Fund  as  hereinafter  provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 

Section  2.07.  In  the  event  any  Bond  is  mutilated,  lost 
stolen  or  destroyed,  the  City  may  execute  and  the  Trustee 
may  authenticate  a  new  Bond  of  like  date,  maturity  and 
denomination  as  th,at  mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed, 
which  new^  Bond  shall  have  attached  thereto  coupons  cor- 
responding in  all  respects  to  those  (if  any)  on  the  Bond 
mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed;  provided  that,  in  the 
case  of  any  mutilated  Bonds,  such  mutilated  Bond  together 
with  all  coupons  (if  any)  appertaining  thereto  shall  first 
be  surrendered  to  the  City,  and  in  the  case  of  any  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed  Bond,  there  shall  be  first  furnished 
to  the  City  and  the  Trustee  evidence  of  such  loss,  theft  or 
destruction  satisfactory  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  to- 
gether with  indemnity  satisfactory  to  them.  In  the  event 
any  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  have  matured,  instead  of 
issuing  a  duplicate  Bond  or  coupon  the  City  may  pay  the 
same  without  surrender  thereof.  The  City  and  the  Trustee 
may  charge  the  holder  or  owner  of  such  Bond  with  their 
reasonable  fees  and  expenses  in  this  connection. 

Section  2.08.  All  the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  be  negotiable,  subject  to  the  provisions  for 
registration  and  transfer  contained  in  this  Ordinance  and 
in  the  Bonds.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  remain 
outstanding,  the  City  shall  maintain  and  keep,  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer,  books  for  the  registra- 
tion and  transfer  of  Bonds ;  and,  upon  presentation  thereof 
for  such  purpose  at  said  office,  the  Treasurer  shall  register 
or  cause  to  be  registered  therein,  and  permit  to  be  trans- 
ferred thereon,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  it 
or  the  Trustee  may  prescribe,  any  Bond  entitled  to  regis- 
tration or  transfer.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  remain 
outstanding,  the  City  shall  make  all  necessary  provisions 
to  permit  the  exchange  of  Bonds  at  the  principal  office 
of  the  Treasurer. 

All  coupon  Bonds  shall  pass  by  delivery,  unless  regis- 
tered as  to  principal  other  than  to  bearer  in  the  manner 
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provided  in  this  Section  2.08.  Any  coupon  Bond  may  be 
registered  as  to  principal  on  the  books  of  the  City  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Treasurer,  upon  presentation  thereof 
at  said  office  and  the  payment  of  a  charge  sufficient  to 
reimburse  the  City  for  any  t^x  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  registra- 
tion, and  such  registration  shall  be  noted  on  such  Bond. 
After  said  registration  no  transfer  thereof  shall  be  valid 
unless  made  on  said  books  at  the  written  request  of  the 
registered  owner  or  his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writ- 
ing, and  similarly  noted  on  such  Bond ;  but  such  Bond  may 
be  discharged  from  registration  by  being  in  like  manner 
transferred  to  bearer,  after  which  it  shall  again  become 
transferable  by  delivery. 

Thereafter  such  Bond  may  again,  from  time  to  time,  be 
registered  or  discharged  from  registration  in  the  same 
manner.  Registration  of  any  coupon  Bond  as  to  principal, 
however,  shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  by  delivery  of 
the  coupons  appertaining  to  such  Bond,  but  such  coupons 
shall  continue  to  pass  by  delivery  and  shall  remain  pay- 
able to  bearer. 

As  to  any  coupon  Bond  registered  as  to  principal  other 
than  to  bearer  the  person  in  whose  name  the  same  shall 
be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City  may  be  deemed 
and  regarded  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether  such 
Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  all  purposes,  except  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  coupons;  and  pay- 
ment of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  or  redemption 
price,  if  any,  of  such  Bond  shall  be  made  only  to,  or  upon 
the  order  of,  such  registered  owner  thereof,  but  such  regis- 
tration may  be  changed  as  above  provided.  All  such  pay- 
ments shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  discharge 
the  liability  upon  such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  or 
sums  so  paid.  The  City,  the  Trustee  and  any  paying  agent 
may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  as  the  abso- 
lute owner  thereof,  whether  such  coupon  shall  be  overdue 
or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  thereof  and 
for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever,  and  may  deem  and  treat 
the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  which  shall  not  at  the  time 
be  registered  as  to  principal  other  than  to  bearer,  or  the 
person  in  whose  name  any  coupon  Bond  for  the  time  being 
shall  be  registered  upon  the  Books  of  the  City,  as  the 
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absolute  owner  of  such  Bond,  whether  such  Bond  shall  be 
overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment  of 
the  principal  or  redemption  price  thereof  and  for  all  other 
purposes  whatsoever  except  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
payment  of  coupons,  and  neither  the  City,  nor  the  Trustee 
nor  any  paying  agent  shall  be  affected  by  any  notice  to 
the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  City 
agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  the  Trustee  and  each  paying 
agent  harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all  loss,  cost, 
charge,  expense,  judgment  or  liability  incurred  by  it, 
acting  in  good  faith  and  without  negligence  hereunder,  in 
so  treating  such  bearer  or  registered  owner. 

Each  registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall  be  transfer- 
able only  upon  the  books  of  the  City,  which  shall  be  kept 
for  that  purpose  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treasurer, 
at  the  written  request  of  the  registered  owner  thereof  or 
his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writing,  upon  surrender 
thereof,  together  with  a  written  instrument  of  transfer 
satisfactory  to  the  Treasurer  duly  executed  by  the  regis- 
tered owner  or  his  duly  authorized  attorney.  Upon  the 
transfer  of  any  such  registered  Bond,  the  City  shall  issue 
in  the  name  of  the  transferee,  in  authorized  denomina- 
tions, a  new  registered  Bond  or  Bonds  without  coupons, 
or,  at  the  option  of  the  transferee,  coupon  Bonds,  with 
appropriate  coupons  attached,  of  the  same  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount,  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  as  the 
surrendered  Bonds. 

The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  deem  and  treat  the  per- 
son in  whose  name  any  oustanding  registered  Bond  without 
coupons  shall  be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City  as 
the  absolute  owner  of  such  Bond,  whether  such  Bond  shall 
be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  payment 
of,  or  on  account  of,  the  principal  and  redemption  price, 
if  any,  of  and  interest  on  such  Bond  and  for  all  other 
purposes,  and  all  such  payments  so  made  to  any  such 
registered  owner  or  upon  his  order  shall  be  valid  and 
effectual  to  satisfy  and  discharge  the  liability  upon  such 
Bond  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  or  sums  so  paid,  and  neither 
the  City  nor  the  Trustee  shall  be  affected  by  any  notice 
to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the 
City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  the  Trustee  harmless 
from  and  against  any  and  all  loss,  cost,  charge,  expense. 
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judgment  or  liability  incurred  by  it,  acting  in  good  faith 
and  without  negligence  hereunder,  in  so  treating  such  reg- 
istered owner. 

Coupon  Bonds,  upon  surrender  thereof  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Treasurer  with  all  unmatured  coupons  at- 
tached, may,  at  the  option  of  the  holder  thereof,  be  ex- 
changed for  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the  same  series,  ma- 
turity and  interest  rate  of  any  of  the  authorized  denomi- 
nations. 

Registered  Bonds  without  coupons,  upon  surrender 
thereof  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treasurer  with  a 
written  instrument  of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  Treas- 
urer, duly  executed  by  the  registered  owner  or  his  duly 
authorized  attorney,  may,  .at  the  option  of  the  registered 
owner  thereof,  be  exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate  prin- 
cipal amount  of  coupon  Bonds  (if  any)  of  the  same  series, 
maturity  and  interest  rate  with  appropriate  coupons 
attached,  or  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  the 
same  series,  m,aturity  and  interest  rate  of  any  other  au- 
thorized denominations. 

In  all  cases  in  which  the  privilege  of  exchanging  Bonds 
or  transferring  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  is  exer- 
cised, the  City  shall  execute  and  the  Trustee  shall  authen- 
ticate and  deliver  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance.  All  registered  Bonds  surrendered  in  any 
such  exchanges  or  transfers  shall  forthwith  be  cancelled 
by  the  Trustee.  All  coupon  Bonds  .and  the  coupons  apper- 
taining to  such  Bonds  surrendered  in  any  such  exchanges 
or  transfers  shall  be  retained  in  the  possession  of  the  City 
for  the  purpose  of  reissuance  upon  subsequent  exchanges 
and  the  City,  prior  to  the  reissuance  of  any  such  coupon 
Bonds,  shall  detach  therefrom  and  cancel  all  matured  cou- 
pons. For  every  such  exchange  or  transfer  of  Bonds, 
whether  temporary  or  definitive,  the  City  or  the  Trustee 
m,ay  make  a  charge  sufficient  to  reimburse  it  for  any  tax 
or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be  paid  with 
respect  to  such  exchange  or  transfer,  which  sum  or  sums 
shall  be  paid  by  the  person  requesting  such  exchange  or 
transfer  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  exercise  of  the 
privilege  of  making  such  exchange  or  transfer.  Notwith- 
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standing  any  other  provision  of  this  Ordinance,  the  cost 
of  preparing  each  new  coupon  Bond  or  registered  Bond 
without  coupons  upon  each  exchange  or  transfer,  and  any 
other  expenses  of  the  City  or  the  Trustee  incurred  in  con- 
nection therewith  (except  any  applicable  tax  or  other 
governmental  charge)  shall  be  paid  from  the  Bond  Fund. 
The  City  shall  not  be  obliged  to  make  any  such  exchange 
or  transfer  of  Bonds  during  the  fifteen  (15)  days  next 
preceding  an  interest  payment  date  on  the  Bonds  or,  in  the 
case  of  any  proposed  redemption  of  Bonds,  next  preceding 
the  date  of  .the  first  publication  of  notice  of  such  redemp- 
tion. The  City  shall  not  be  required  to  make  any  transfer 
or  exchange  of  any  Bonds  called  for  redemption. 

Section  2.09.  The  City^  at  the  request  of  the  Industry 
and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  in  effect  at  the  time 
thereof,  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  issue  Additional  Bonds 
from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  providing  additional 
moneys,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  In- 
dustrial Building  or  to  provide  additional  industrial  build- 
ings, as  th,at  term  is  defined  in  the  Act,  which  shall  become 
part  of  the  Industrial  Building,  on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds 
and  any  Additional  Bonds  theretofore  or  thereafter  issued 
and  payable  from  the  Bond  Fund.  Before  any  Additional 
Bonds  are  authenticated  and  delivered  there  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  Trustee  the  items  required  therefor  by 
Section  2.10  hereof.  The  proceeds  of  any  Additional  Bonds 
shall  be  used  solely  to  pay  the  costs  of  completing  the 
Industrial  Building  or  of  improvement  or  acquisition  of 
the  Industrial  Building  and  to  pay  the  costs  incident  to 
the  issuance  of  the  Additional  Bonds,  in  accordance  with 
Section  6.7  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Such  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  series  and 
principal  amounts,  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest  at 
such  rate  or  rates,  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  at  such 
times  and  prices,  and  shall  mature  in  such  years  as  the 
ordinance  supplemental  hereto  authorizing  the  issuance 
thereof  shall  fix  and  determine,  and  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Trustee  for  authentication  and  delivery. 

Section  2.10.  Upon  the  adoption  in  each  instance  of 
an  appropriate  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  the  City 
shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee 
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shall  authenticate,  such  Additional  Bonds  And  deliver  them 
to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
City,  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.10  provided.  Prior 
to  the  authentication  and  delivery  by  the  Trustee  of  any 
such  Bonds  there  shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee : 

(1)  A  valid  and  effective  amendment  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  pursuant  to  Section  11.6  thereof,  providing 
for  an  increase  in  the  obligations  of  the  City  and  the 
Industry  in  accordance  with  Section  4.3  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

(2)  An  original  executed  counterpart  of  an  endorse- 
ment to  the  Guaranty  Agreement  providing  for  an  in- 
crease in  the  obligations  of  the  Guarantor  with  respect  to 
any  incre;ased  obligations  of  Industry  under  such  amend- 
ment to  the  Loan  Agreement. 

(3)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  a  supplemental  ordinance 
providing  for  the  issuance  of  such  new  series  of  Additional 
Bonds. 

(4)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  setting  forth  the  details  relating  to 
such  Additional  Bonds. 

(5)  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on  be- 
half of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  authenticate 
and  deliver  such  Additional  Bonds  to  the  purchaser  or  pur- 
chasers therein  identified  upon  payment  to  the  Trustee 
but  for  the  account  of  the  City  of  a  sum  specified  in  such 
request  and  authorization  plus  any  accrued  interest  there- 
on to  the  date  of  delivery.  The  proceeds  of  such  Bonds  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  deposited  to  the  credit  of 
the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction  Fund  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided under  Article  VI  hereof. 

Section  2.11.  1.  One  or  more  series  of  refunding  Bonds 
may  be  authenticated  ^and  delivered  upon  original  issuance 
to  refund  all  but  not  less  than  all  the  Bonds  of  one  or 
more  series  then  outstanding.  Refunding  Bonds  (if  any) 
shall  be  issued  in  a  principal  amount  sufficient,  together 
with  other  moneys  available  therefor,  to  accomplish  such 
refunding  and  to  make  the  deposits  in  the  Bond  Fund 
required  by  the  provisions  of  this  Section  or  by  the  provi- 
sions of  the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such 
Bonds. 
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2.  Refunding  Bonds  (if  any)  of  each  series  issued  to 
refund  one  or  more  series  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall 
be  authenticated  and  delivered  by  the  Trustee  only  upon 
receipt  by  it  (in  addition  to  the  documents  required  by 
Section 2.06)  of: 

(1)  Irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfac- 
tory to  it,  to  give  due  notice  of  redemption  of  all  the  Bonds 
to  be  refunded  on  a  redemption  date  specified  in  such  in- 
structions ; 

(2)  If4he  Bonds  to  be  refunded  are  not  by  their  terms 
subject  to  redemption  within  the  next  succeeding  60  days, 
irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfactory  to  it, 
to  make  due  publication  of  the  notice  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion 3.03  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and 
coupons  being  refunded ; 

(3)  Either  (i)  moneys  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  effect 
payment  at  the  applicable  redemption  price  of  the  Bonds 
to  be  refunded,  together  with  accrued  interest  on  such 
Bonds  to  the  redemption  date,  which  moneys  shall  be  held 
by  the  Trustee  in  a  separate  account  irrevocable  in  trust 
for  And  assigned  to  the  respective  holders  of  the  Bonds 
to  be  refunded,  or  (ii)  investments  in  such  principal 
amounts,  of  such  maturities,  bearing  such  interest,  and 
otherwise  having  such  terms  and  qualifications,  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  9.01 
hereof  and  any  moneys  required  pursuant  to  said  Section 
9.01  hereof,  which  investments  and  moneys  shall  be  held 
in  trust  and  used  only  as  provided  in  s^id  Section  9.01 
hereof. 

The  proceeds,  including  accrued  interest,  of  the  refund- 
ing Bonds  of  each  such  series  shall  be  applied  simultane- 
ously with  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such 
Bonds. 

3.  Any  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  Bonds  not 
needed  for  the  purposes  provided  in  this  Section  or  in  the 
supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund. 

4.  The  Commissioners  of  Finance  may,  in  accordance 
with  Section  2  of  this  Ordinance,  provided  by  resolution 
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adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  that  refunding 
Bonds  shall  never  be  issued,  anything  to  the  contrary  con- 
tained in  Section  2.02  hereof  notwithstanding. 

ARTICLE  III 

REDEMPTION 

Section  3.01.  In  the  manner  and  with  the  effect  pro- 
vided in  this  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to  re- 
demption prior  to  maturity,  either  at  the  option  of  the 
City  or  pursuant  to  certain  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
as  follows : 

(1)  The  Bonds  may  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity  on 
or  after  any  date  specified  and  at  the  times  and  in  the 
amounts  specified  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  either  as  a  whole  at  any  time  or  in  part  from 
time  to  time  on  any  interest  payment  date,  by  application 
of  any  moneys  available  for  that  purpose,  other  than  moneys 
deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  in  accordance  with  the  sink- 
ing fund  provisions  and  moneys  from  the  sources  described 
in  (2)  below,  upon  payment  in  each  case  of  the  applicable 
redemption  price,  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  principal 
amount  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed,  as  set  forth  in  a 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  and  adopted 
prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds,  plus  accrued  interest  to 
the  redemption  date. 

(2)  The  Bonds  also  may  be  redeemed  (a)  as  a  whole 
at  any  time  upon  the  exercise  by  the  Industry  of  its  option 
to  terminate  the  Loan  Agreement  as  provided  in  Section 
9.2  thereof,  or  (b)  in  part,  at  any  time,  in  inverse  order 
of  maturities  (by  lot  within  a  maturity)  upon  the  exercise 
by  the  Industry  of  its  option  of  a  partial  prepayment  of 
the  loan  as  provided  in  Section  9.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 
Any  of  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal  amount 
thereof,  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date. 

(3)  The  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  in  accord- 
ance with  the  sinking  fund  provisions  of  Section  3.02 
hereof  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Article  III,  at  the 
principal  amount  thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  the  re- 
demption date. 
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(4)  The  Bonds  are  subject  to  redemption  as  a  whole 
at  anj'  time  upon  the  occurrence  of  an  event  which,  under 
the  provision  of  Article  X  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  obli- 
gates the  Industry  to  prepay  the  amounts  due  thereunder. 
Any  such  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided in  this  Article  III,  at  the  principal  amount  thereof, 
plus  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date,  and  all  other 
amounts,  including  additional  interest,  required  by  Article 
X  of  the  Loan  Agreement  to  be  paid  by  the  Industry. 

In  the  case  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  de- 
nominations greater  than  $5,000,  if  less  than  all  of  such 
Bonds  then  outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  redemption, 
then  for  all  purposes  in  connection  with  redemption  e,ach 
$5,000  of  principal  amount  shall  be  treated  as  though  it 
was  a  separate  bond  of  the  denomination  of  $5,000  bearing 
one  of  the  numbers  borne  by  such  registered  Bond  without 
coupons.  If  it  is  determined  that  one  or  more,  but  not  all 
of  the  $5,000  units  of  principal  amount  represented  by  any 
such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  is  to  be  called  for 
redemption,  then  upon  notice  of  intention  to  redeem  such 
$5,000  unit  or  units,  the  owner  of  such  registered  Bond 
without  coupons  shall  forthwith  surrender  such  Bond  to 
the  Trustee  (1)  for  payment  of  the  redemption  price  (in- 
cluding the  redemption  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  to 
the  date  fixed  for  redemption)  of  the  $5,000  unit  or  units 
of  principal  amount  called  for  redemption  and  (2)  in  ex- 
change for  a  new  Bond  or  Bonds  of  the  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  unredeemed  balance  of  the  principal  amount 
of  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  and  of  like 
maturity  and  interest  rate,  and  such  new  Bond  or  Bonds 
shall  be  numbered  corresponding  to  the  numbers  of  the 
$5,000  units  of  principal  amount  not  called  for  redemp- 
tion. New  Bonds  representing  an  unredeemed  balance  of 
the  principal  amount  of  such  registered  Bond  without 
coupons  shall  be  issued  to  the  registered  owner  thereof, 
without  charge  therefor.  If  the  owner  of  any  such  registered 
Bond  without  coupons  of  a  denomination  greater  than 
$5,000  shall  fail  to  present  such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  for 
payment  and  exchange  as  aforesaid,  such  Bond  shall,  never- 
theless, become  due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  re- 
demption to  the  extent  of  the  $5,000  unit  or  units  of 
principal  amount  called  for  redemption   (and  to  that  ex- 
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tent  only)  ;  interest  shall  cease  to  accrue  on  the  portion  of 
the  principal  amount  of  such  Bond  represented  by  such 
$5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  on  and  after  the 
the  date  fixed  for  redemption  provided  that  funds  sufficient 
for  the  payment  of  the  redemption  price  shall  have  been 
deposited  with  the  Trustee,  and  shall  be  available  for  the 
redemption  of  said  $5,000  unit  or  units  on  the  date  fixed  for 
redemption  and,  in  such  event,  such  Bond  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  the  benefit  or  security  of  this  Ordinance  to  the 
extent  of  the  portion  of  its  principal  amount  (and  accrued 
interest  thereon  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  and  ap- 
plicable premium,  if  any)  represented  by  such  $5,000  unit 
or  units  of  principal  amount,  nor  shall  new  Bonds  be  there- 
after issued  corresponding  to  said  unit  or  units. 

Section  3.02.  As  and  for  a  sinking  fund  (if  a  sinking 
fund  is  provided  for  in  the  resolution  of  the  Commission- 
ers of  Finance)  for  the  retirement  of  the  Bonds  subject 
to  the  sinking  fund  provisions  provided  herein,  the  City 
shall  cause  to  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund  at  least  one 
business  day  before  each  sinking  fund  payment  date  out 
of  the  payments  under  the  Loan  Agreement  an  amount 
sufficient  to  redeem  or  to  pay  (after  credit  as  provided 
below)  the  principal  amounts  of  such  Bonds  subject  to  the 
sinking  fund  provisions  provided  herein  on  the  dates  and 
the  amounts  specified  in  the  resolution  of  the  Commission- 
ers of  Finance. 

At  its  option,  to  be  exercised  prior  to  the  forty-fifth  day 
next  preceding  any  sinking  fund  payment  date,  the  City 
may  (i)  an  advance  payment  of  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  such  amount  of  funds  as  the 
Industry  may  determine,  with  written  instructions  to  the 
Trustee,  signed  in  the  name  of  the  Industry  by  an  author- 
ized officer  thereof,  to  apply  such  funds  prior  to  said  forty- 
fifth  day  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds  subject  to  the  sinking 
fund  provisions,  or  (ii)  deliver  to  the  Trustee  for  cancella- 
tion any  principal  amount  of  Bonds  subject  to  the  sinking 
fund  provisions,  or  (iii)  receive  a  credit  in  respect  of  its 
sinking  fund  payment  for  ^ny  such  Series  which  prior  to 
said  sinking  fund  payment  date  have  been  purchased  or  re- 
deemed (otherwise  than  through  the  operation  of  the  sink- 
ing fund)   and  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  and  not  thereto- 
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fore  applied  as  a  credit  against  any  sinking  fund   pay- 
ment. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  funds  and  instructions  specified  in 
(i),  the  Trustee  shall  use  all  reasonable  efforts  to  expend 
such  funds  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable  in  the  purchase 
of  such  Bonds  at  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount 
thereof  plus  accrued  interest  to  such  sinking  fund  payment 
date  on  or  prior  to  such  sinking  fund  payment  date.  Any 
such  funds  not  so  expended  by  the  Trustee  shall  be  re- 
tained in  the  Bond  Fund,  shall  not  thereafter  be  used  for 
the  purchase  of  Bonds  and  shall  be  applied  as  herein  other- 
wise provided  for  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Bonds  so 
purchased  or  presented  for  cancellation  as  provided  above 
shall  be  cancelled  by  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  Section 
3.04  hereof  and  shall  be  credited,  at  their  principal  amount, 
until  the  full  amount  thereof  has  been  so  credited  against 
the  next  ensuing  and  future  sinking  fund  payments  in 
chronological  order  to  the  extent  otherwise  payable  out  of 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan. 

Section  3.03.  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  are  called 
for  redemption,  the  Trustee  shall  give  notice,  in  the  name 
of  the  City,  of  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds,  which  notice 
shall  specify  the  maturities  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed, 
the  redemption  date  and  the  place  or  places  where  amounts 
due  upon  such  redemption  will  be  payable  and,  if  less  than 
all  of  the  Bonds  of  any  maturity  are  to  be  redeemed,  the 
numbers  of  such  Bonds  so  to  be  redeemed.  Such  notice 
shall  be  given  by  publication  at  least  once  not  less  than  30 
days  nor  more  than  60  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date 
in  a  newspaper  or  financial  journal  of  general  circulation 
published  in  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York,  and  in 
the  case  of  the  redemption  of  registered  Bonds  upon  mail- 
ing a  copy  of  the  redemption  notice  by  first  class  mail  at 
least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  to 
the  holder  of  each  registered  Bond  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
address  shown  on  the  registration  books;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  failure  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing  or  any 
defect  therein,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  proceed- 
ings for  the  redemption  of  Bonds.  If  all  of  the  Bonds  to 
be  redeemed  are  registered  Bonds,  notice  by  mailing  given 
by  first  class  mail  to  the  holder  or  holders  thereof,  at  the 
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addresses  sho-v^Ti  on  the  registration  books,  not  less  than 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  as  afore- 
said shall  be  sufficient,  and  published  notice  of  the  call  for 
redemption  need  not  be  given,  and  failure  duly  to  give 
such  notice  by  mailing,  or  any  defect  in  the  notice,  to  the 
holder  of  any  registered  Bond  designated  for  redemption 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  re- 
demption of  any  other  Bond.  All  Bonds  so  called  for  re- 
demption will  cease  to  bear  interest  on  the  specified  re- 
demption date,  provided  funds  for  their  redemption  are 
on  deposit  with  the  Trustee  and  shall  no  longer  be  pro- 
tected by  the  Ordinance  and  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be 
cutstandino-  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance.  If,  be- 
cause of  the  temporary  or  permanent  suspension  of  the 
publication  or  general  circulation  of  any  newspaper  or  fi- 
nancial journal  or  for  any  other  reason,  it  is  impossible 
or  impracticable  to  publish  such  notice  of  call  for  redemp- 
tion in  the  manner  herein  provided,  then  such  publications 
in  lieu  thereof  as  shall  be  made  with  the  approval  of  the 
Trustee  shall  constitute  a  sufficient  publication  of  notice. 

Section  3.04.  All  Bonds  which  have  been  redeemed 
shall  be  cancelled  and  destroyed  by  the  Trustee  together 
with  the  unmatured  coupons  appertaining  thereto  and 
shall  not  be  reissued  and  a  counterpart  of  the  certificate 
of  destruction  evidencing  such  destruction  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Trustee  to  the  City  and  the  Industry.  All 
Bonds  so  destroyed  shall  thereafter  no  longer  be  consid- 
ered outstanding  for  any  purposes  of  the  Ordinance  or  the 
Loan  Agreement. 

Section  3.05.  All  unpaid  coupons  which  appertain  to 
Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  and  which  shall  have  be- 
come payable  on  or  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
shall  continue  to  be  payable  to  the  bearers  thereof  severally 
and  respectively  upon  the  presentation  and  surrender  of 
such  coupons. 

Section  3.06.  If  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  par- 
ticular Bonds  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Trustee  in  inverse  order  of  maturities.  If  less  than  all  of 
the  Bonds  of  a  particular  maturity  at  the  time  outstand- 
ing are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  particular 
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Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected 
by  lot  by  the  Trustee  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustee,  in 
its  discretion,  may  determine.  The  Trustee  shall  call  for 
redemption  in  accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions 
as  many  Bonds  as  will,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  exhaust 
the  moneys  available  therefor.  Particular  Bonds  shall  be 
redeemed  only  in  the  principal  amount  of  $5,000  each. 

No  redemption  of  less  than  all  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  other  than  in  accordance  with  the  sinking  fund 
provisions  of  Section  3.02  hereof,  shall  be  made  pursuant 
hereto  unress  the  total  amount  of  funds  available  and  to 
be  used  for  such  partial  redemption  is  equal  to  or  more 
than  §50,000. 


ARTICLE  IV 

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  4.01.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  execute,  seal  and  deliver,  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
the  Loan  Agreement  (including  the  assignments  of  the 
Note  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement)  and  the  assignment 
thereof  to  the  Trustee  in  substantially  the  form  presented 
to  the  City  Council  as  evidenced  by  a  copy  of  such  form 
certified  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  filed  among  the  perma- 
nent records  of  the  City.  The  City,  however,  is  hereby 
authorized,  prior  to  execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and 
such  assignments,  to  make  such  changes  or  modifications 
in  the  form  of  such  Loan  Agreement,  Note,  Guaranty 
Agreement,  and  assignments  as  may  be  required  or 
deemed  appropriate  by  it  in  order  to  accomplish  the  pur- 
pose of  the  transaction  authorized  by  this  Ordinance ;  pro- 
vided that  such  changes  shall  be  within  the  scope  of  the 
transactions  authorized  by  the  Act  and  shall  be  made  by 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  prior  to  execu- 
tion of  said  Loan  Agreement.  Such  execution  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  assignment  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  con- 
clusive evidence  of  the  due  execution,  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
of  such  instruments  which  shall  thereupon  become  binding 
upon  the  City  in  accordance  with  their  terms  as  author- 
ized by  the  Act. 
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ARTICLE  V 

REVENUES  AND  FUNDS 

Section  5.01.  The  Bonds  herein  authorized  and  all  pay- 
ments by  the  City  hereunder  are  not  general  obligations 
of  the  City  but  are  limited  obligations  payable  solely  from 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  and 
as  authorized  and  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

The  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
are  to  be  remitted  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  account 
of  the  City  and  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Said  pay- 
ments are  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  and  the  entire 
amount  of  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the 
Loan  and  the  Bond  Fund,  including  any  interest  or  other 
income  earned  on  the  same,  are  hereby  pledged  to  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  penalty,  if 
any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds.  The  City  hereby  covenants 
and  agrees  that  it  will  not  cre,ate  any  lien  upon  the  Re- 
ceipts and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  other  than 
the  lien  hereby  created. 

Section  5.02.  There  is  hereby  created  by  the  City  and 
ordered  established  with  the  Trustee  a  trust  fund  to  be 
designated  ''City  of  Baltimore  Industrial  Development 
Revenue  Bond  Fund — Industrial  Service  Centers  Project" 
(which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  ''Bond 
Fund"),  which  shall  be  used  to  pay  the  principal  of,  pre- 
mium, if  any,  penalty,  if  anj^,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  5.03.  There  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds 
in  the  amount  required  by  Section  6.01  hereof.  In  addition, 
there  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond  Fund,  as  and  when 
received  (a)  any  amount  remaining  in  the  Construction 
Fund  to  the  extent  provided  in  Section  3.3  (k)  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  except  as  otherwise  directed  pursuant  to  said 
Section  3.3(k);   (b)  all  payments  specified  in  subsections 

(b)  and   (e)   of  Section  4.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement;  and 

(c)  all  other  moneys  received  by  the  Trustee  under  and 
pursuant  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement 
when  accompanied  by  directions  by  the  Industry  that  such 
moneys   are   to   be  paid   into  the   Bond   Fund.   The   City 
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hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  so  long  as  any  of  the 
Bonds  issued  hereunder  are  outstanding  it  will  deposit,  or 
cause  to  be  deposited,  in  the  Bond  Fund  for  its  account 
sufficient  sums  from  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan  promptly  to  meet  and  pay  the  principal 
of,  interest,  premium,  if  any,  and  penalty,  if  any,  on  the 
Bonds  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable. 

Section  5.04.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  5.10  and 
Section  11.04  hereof,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  and  inter- 
est on,  an'd  premiums,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  and  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Bonds  at  or  prior  to  maturity.  When- 
ever the  amount  in  the  Bond  Fund  from  any  source  what- 
soever is  sufficient  to  redeem  all  of  the  Bonds  outstanding 
hereunder  and  to  pay  interest  to  accrue  thereon  prior  to 
such  redemption,  and  to  pay  any  applicable  premiums  or 
additional  interest,  the  City  covenants  and  agrees,  upon 
request  of  the  Industry,  to  take  and  cause  to  be  taken  the 
necessary  steps  to  redeem  all  or  part  of  said  Bonds  on 
the  next  succeeding  redemption  date  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  Section  3.01  hereof  for  which  the  required  redemp- 
tion notice  may  be  given. 

Section  5.05.  The  Bond  Fund  shall  be  in  the  custody 
of  the  Trustee  but  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  the  City 
hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  Trustee  to  withdraw 
sufficient  funds  from  the  Bond  Fund  to  pay  principal  of 
and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  and  additional  interest, 
if  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due  and  payable 
and  to  make  such  funds  so  withdrawn  available  to  the 
Trustee  and  to  any  paying  agent  or  agents  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  said  principal  and  interest,  and  premium,  if  any, 
and  additional  interest,  if  any,  which  authorization  and 
direction  the  Trustee  hereby  accepts. 

Section  5.06.  In  the  event  any  Bonds  shall  not  be  pre- 
sented for  payment  when  the  principal  thereof  becomes 
due,  either  at  maturity  or  at  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
thereof  or  otherwise,  or  in  the  event  any  coupon  shall  not 
be  presented  for  payment  at  the  due  date  thereof,  if  funds 
sufficient  to  paj^  such  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  have  been 
made  available  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder 
or  holders  thereof,  all  liability  of  the  City  to  the  holder 
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thereof  for  the  payment  of  such  Bond  or  coupon,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  forthwith  cease,  determine  and  be  com- 
pletely discharged,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Trustee  to  hold  such  fund  or  funds,  without  liability 
for  interest  thereon,  for  the  benefit  of  the  holder  of  such 
Bond,  or  the  bearer  of  such  coupon,  as  the  case  may  be, 
who  shall  thereafter  be  restricted  exclusively  to  such  fund 
or  funds,  for  any  claim  of  whatever  nature  on  his  part 
under  this  Ordinance  or  on,  or  with  respect  to,  said  Bond 
or  coupon. 

Section  5.07.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  Trustee, 
until  the  principal  of,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  and 
additional  interest,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  shall  have  been 
fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount  equal  to  the  annual  fee  of  the 
Trustee  for  the  Ordinary  Services  of  the  Trustee  rendered, 
as  Trustee,  and  its  Ordinary  Expenses  incurred,  as 
Trustee,  under  this  Ordinance,  as  And  when  the  same  be- 
comes due,  (ii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges  of  the 
Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  and  any  paying  agents  for  act- 
ing as  paying  agent  as  and  when  the  same  become  due, 
and  (iii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges  for  the  necessary 
Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraordinary  Expenses  of  the 
Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  as  and  when  the  same  be- 
come due.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  the 
initial  or  acceptance  fees  of  the  Trustee  and  the  fees, 
charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  paying  agent 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  sentence  which  become  due 
prior  to  the  Completion  Date  (as  defined  in  the  Loan 
Agreement)  will  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  from  the  Construc- 
tion Fund  as  and  Vvdien  the  same  shall  become  due.  The 
Industry  may,  without  creating  a  default  hereunder,  con- 
test in  good  faith  the  necessity  for  any  such  Extraordinary 
Services  and  Extraordinary  Expenses  and  the  reasonable- 
ness of  any  of  the  fees,  charges  or  expenses  referred  to 
herein. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the 
Industry  has  agreed  to  pay  the  City  for  the  fees  and  ex- 
penses of  the  Treasurer  as  bond  registrar,  and  reasonable 
administrative  expenses,  if  any,  incurred  by  the  City  in  the 
administration  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  of  the  Bonds 
issued  under  this  Ordinance.

Section  5.08.  All  moneys  required  to  be  deposited  with 
or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  account  of  the  Bond  Fund  or 
the  Construction  Fund  under  any  provision  of  this  Ordi- 
nance shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  trust,  and  except 
for  moneys  deposited  with  or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  the 
redemption  of  Bonds,  notice  of  the  redemption  of  which 
has  been  duly  given,  shall,  while  held  by  the  Trustee,  con- 
stitute part  of  the  Trust  Estate  and  be  subject  to  the  lien 
thereof. 

Section  5.09.  Reference  is  hereby  made  to  Article  V  of 
the  Loan  "Agreement  whereunder  it  is  provided  that  under 
certain  circumstances  funds  of  the  Industry  may  be  re- 
quired to  restore,  repair  or  replace  the  Industrial  Building 
in  the  event  of  damage,  destruction  or  condemnation;  but 
no  such  funds  are  required  to  be  deposited  with  the  Trustee. 

Section  5.10.  Any  amounts  remaining  in  the  Bond  Fund 
after  payment  in  full  of  the  principal  of,  interest  and  pre- 
mium, if  any,  on  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment  thereof 
as  provided  in  this  Ordinance),  the  fees,  charges  and  ex- 
penses of  the  Trustee  and  any  paying  agents,  and  the  fees 
and  expenses  of  the  Treasurer  as  Bond  registrar,  and  all 
other  amounts  required  to  be  paid  hereunder  shall,  upon 
the  joint  written  instruction  to  the  Trustee  from  the  City 
and  the  Industry,  be  paid  to  the  Industry  upon  the  expira- 
tion or  sooner  termination  of  the  term  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment as  provided  in  Section  9.2  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 


ARTICLE  VI 

CUSTODY  AND  APPLICATION  OF 
PROCEEDS  OF  BONDS 

Section  6.01.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  issua:^xe  and 
sale  of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  derived  from  the  sale  of  the 
Bonds. 

Section  6.02.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established 
with  the  Trustee  a  trust  in  the  name  of  the  City  to  be 
designated  **City  of  Baltimore  Industrial  Building  Con- 
struction Fund — Industrial  Service  Centers  Project" 
(which  is  sometimes  referred  to  herein  as  the  ''Construe- 
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tion  Fund").  The  balance  of  the  proceeds  upon  the  issu- 
ance and  sale  of  Bonds  remaining  after  the  deduction  pro- 
vided by  Section  6.01  hereof  shall  have  been  made  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  Construction  Fund.  Moneys  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  particularly  Sec- 
tion 3.3  thereof. 

The  Trustee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue 
its  checks  for  each  disbursement  required  by  the  afore- 
said provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

The  Trustee  shall  keep  and  maintain  adequate  records 
pertaining  to  the  Construction  Fund  and  all  disbursements 
therefrom  and  after  the  Industrial  Building  shall  have 
been  completed  and  a  certificate  of  payment  of  all  costs 
filed  as  provided  in  Section  6.03  hereof,  the  Trustee  shall, 
if  requested  by  the  Industry,  file  an  accounting  thereof 
with  the  City  and  with  the  Industry. 

Section  6.03.  The  completion  of  the  Industrial  Building 
and  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  expenses  incident  thereto 
shall  be  evidenced  by  the  filing  with  the  Trustee  of  (i) 
the  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative 
(as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement)  required  by  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  3.5  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  (ii)  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  Treasurer  and  by  the  Authorized 
Industry  Representative,  which  certificate  shall  state  that 
all  obligations  and  costs  in  connection  with  the  Industrial 
Building  and  payable  out  of  the  Construction  Fund  have 
been  paid  and  discharged  except  for  amounts  retained  by 
the  Trustee  with  the  approval  of  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative  for  the  payment  of  costs  of  the  Industrial 
Building  not  then  due  and  payable  as  provided  in  the  Loan 
Agreement.  As  soon  as  practicable  and  in  any  event  after 
sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  certificate  referred  to  in 
clause  (ii)  of  the  preceding  sentence  any  balance  remain- 
ing in  the  Construction  Fund  (other  than  the  amounts  re- 
tained by  the  Trustee  referred  to  in  the  preceding  sen- 
tence) shall  without  further  authorization  be  deposited 
in  the  Bond  Fund  by  the  Trustee  with  advice  to  the  City 
and  to  the  Industry  of  such  action  unless  the  Industry  shall 
have  directed  the  Trustee  to  purchase  Bonds  in  accordance 
with  Section  3.3  (k)  of  the  Loan  Aggrement. 
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Section  6.04.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  De- 
fault under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Ordinance, 
which  default  is  not  cured  within  any  applicable  grace 
period  or  waived  as  herein  provided,  the  Trustee  shall  de- 
posit in  the  Bond  Fund  any  sums  remaining  in  the  Con- 
struction Fund,  and  such  funds  are  hereby  pledged  to  the 
repayment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon. 

ARTICLE  VII 

INVESTMENTS 

Section  7.01.  Any  moneys  held  as  part  of  the  Con- 
struction Fund  and  the  Bond  Fund  shall,  at  the  written 
request  of  and  as  specified  by  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement),  be 
invested  and  reinvested  by  the  Trustee  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  3.8  of  the  Loan  Agreement;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  neither  all  nor  a  major  portion  of  the 
proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  used, 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  any 
Bond  to  be  an  ''arbitrage  bond"  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as 
amended,  and  the  applicable  regulations  thereunder.  Any 
such  investment  shall  be  held  by  or  under  the  control  of 
the  Trustee  and  shall  be  deemed  at  all  times  a  part  of  the 
fund  in  which  such  moneys  are  originally  held  and  the 
interest  accruing  thereon  and  any  profit  realized  from 
such  investments  shall  be  credited  to  such  fund,  and  any 
loss  resulting  from  such  investments  shall  be  charged  to 
such  fund.  The  Trustee  shall  sell  and  reduce  to  cash  funds 
a  sufficient  amount  of  such  investments  whenever  the  cash 
balance  in  such  fund  is  insufficient  for  the  purposes  of 
such  fund. 

Section  7.02.  The  Trustee  may  make  any  and  all  invest- 
ments permitted  under  Section  7.01  through  its  own  Cor- 
porate Trust  Department. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

GENERAL  COVENANTS 

Section  8.01.  Each  and  every  covenant  herein  made, 
including  all  covenants  made  by  the  various  sections  of  this 
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Article  VIII,  is  predicted  upon  the  condition  that  any 
obligation  for  the  payment  of  money  incurred  by  the  City 
shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City  or  a 
charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing  powers, 
but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan  and  the  Bond  Fund,  which  are 
hereby  specifically  pledged  to  the  payment  thereof  in  the 
manner  and  to  the  extent  in  this  Ordinance  specified,  and 
nothing  in  the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  considered  as  pledging  any  other  funds  or  assets  of  the 
City. 

The  City  covenants  that  it  will  promptly  pay  the  prin- 
cipal of,  including  any  applicable  redemption  premiums  or 
additional  interest,  and  interest  on  every  Bond  issued  under 
this  Ordinance  at  the  place,  on  the  dates  and  in  the  manner 
provided  herein  and  in  said  Bonds,  and  in  the  coupons 
appertaining  thereto  according  to  the  true  intent  And 
meaning  thereof. 

Section  8.02.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  faithfully 
perform  at  all  times  any  and  all  covenants,  undertakings, 
stipulations  and  provisions  contained  in  this  Ordinance,  in 
any  and  every  Bond  executed,  authenticated  and  delivered 
hereunder  and  in  all  proceedings  pertaining  thereto.  The 
City  covenants  that  it  is  duly  authorized  under  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  to  issue  the  Bonds 
authorized  hereby  and  to  enter  into  the  Loan  Agreement, 
and  to  pledge  Receipts  .and  Revenues  of  the  City  from 
the  Loan,  and  that  the  Bonds  in  the  hands  of  the  holders 
and  owners  thereof  and  the  coupons  appertaining  thereto 
in  the  hands  of  the  bearers  thereof  are  and  will  be  valid 
and  enforceable  obligations  of  the  City  according  to  the 
import  thereof. 

Section  8.03.  The  City  will  at  all  times  maintain  its 
corporate  existence  or  assure  the  assumption  of  its  obli- 
gations under  this  Ordinance  by  any  public  body  succeed- 
ing to  its  powers  under  the  Act,  and  it  will  use  its  best 
efforts  to  maintain,  preserve  and  renew  all  the  rights  and 
powers  provided  to  it  by  the  Act;  and  it  will  comply  with 
all  valid  acts,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  directions  of 
an>  legislative,  executive,  administrative  or  judicial  body 
applicable  to  the  Loan  Agreement.

Section  8.04.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstand- 
ing, the  City  will  enforce  the  obligation  of  the  Industry  to 
pay.  or  cause  to  be  paid,  all  the  payments  and  other  costs 
and  charges  payable  by  the  Industry  under  the  Loan 
Agreement.  The  City  will  not  enter  into  any  agreement 
with  the  Industry  amending  the  Loan  Agreement  without 
the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee  and,  in  the  event 
such  amendatory  agreement  shall  adversely  affect  the 
interests  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  prior  written 
consent  thereto  of  the  holders  of  at  least  Q6%%  in  princi- 
pal amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding. 

Section  8.05.  The  City  shall  cause  the  Industry  to 
release  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from,  to  agree  that  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable  for,  and  to  agree 
to  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee  harmless 
from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage  to  property  or 
^ny  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  including  costs  and 
expenses  of  litigation  that  may  be  occasioned  by  any  cause 
whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  Industrial  Building  or  the 
financing  thereof. 

Section  8.06.  The  City  will  from  time  to  time  execute 
and  deliver  such  further  instruments  and  take  such  further 
action  as  may  be  reasonable  and  as  m.ay  be  required  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance ;  provided,  however 
that  no  such  instrument  or  actions  shall  pledge  the  credit 
or  taxing  power  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  the  City,  or  any 
other  political  subdivision  of  said  State. 

Section  8.07.  Except  for  the  contemplated  assignments 
to  the  Trustee,  the  City  will  not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  or  encumber  its  interest  in  the  Loan  Agreement 
or  any  of  the  paj^ments  or  receipts  derived  therefrom,  and 
will  promptly  pay  or  cause  to  be  discharged  or  make  ade- 
quate provision  to  satisfy  and  discharge  any  lien  or  charge 
on  any  part  of  such  payments  or  receipts. 

Section  8.08.  In  Sections  5.1  and  5.2  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, the  City  shall  require  the  Industry  to  agree  at  its 
own  expense  to  keep  the  Industrial  Building  in  good  re- 
pair and  in  good  operating  condition  and  properly  insured. 

Section  8.09.  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  all  books 
and  documents  in  its  possession  relating  to  the  Industrial 
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Building  and  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from 
the  Loan  sh^ll  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  such 
accountants  or  other  agencies  as  the  Trustee  may  from 
time  to  time  designate. 

Section  8.10.  To  the  extent  that  such  information  shall 
be  made  known  to  the  City  under  the  terms  of  this  Section 
8.10,  it  will  keep  on  file  at  the  corporate  trust  office  of  the 
Trustee  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  the  last  known 
holders  of  all  Bonds  and  the  amount  believed  to  be  held 
by  each  of  such  last  known  holders.  Any  Bondholder  may 
request  that  his  name  and  address  be  placed  on  said  list 
by  filing  a  written  request  with  the  City  or  with  the 
Trustee,  which  request  shall  include  a  statement  of  the 
principal  amount  of  Bonds  held  by  such  holder  and  the 
numbers  of  such  Bonds.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  re- 
sponsibility with  regard  to  the  .accuracy  of  said  list  and 
may  rely  on  said  list  for  the  payment  of  all  sums  due  and 
payable  under  this  Ordinance  with  regard  to  the  payment 
of  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds 
At  reasonable  times  and  under  reasonable  regulations  es- 
tablished by  the  Trustee,  said  list  may  be  inspected  and 
copied  by  the  Industry  or  by  holders  and/or  owners  (or  a 
designated  representative  thereof)  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  percent  in  principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding, 
such  ownership  and  the  authority  of  any  such  designated 
representative  to  be  evidenced  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Trustee. 

Section  8.11.  The  City  covenants  that,  in  order  to  per- 
fect the  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  the  payments  to  be  made 
under  the  Loan  Agreement,  ^appropriate  Financing  State- 
ments, naming  the  Trustee  as  assignee  of  the  contract 
rights  represented  by  the  Loan  Agreement  (including  the 
Note  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement)  will  be  filed  in  the 
appropriate  office  of  the  State  and  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City  as  required  by 
the  provisions  of  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code,  as 
amended.  The  City  and  the  Trustee  will  file  such  necessary 
continuation  statements  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  re- 
quired pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Uniform  Com- 
mercial Code  to  protect  the  interest  of  the  Trustee. 
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ARTICLE  IX 
DEFEASANCE 

Section  9.01.  If  and  when  the  Bonds  secured  hereby 
shall  become  due  and  payable  in  accordance  with  their 
terms  or  through  redemption  proceedings  as  provided  in 
this  Ordinance,  or  otherwise,  and  the  whole  amount  of  the 
principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  the  interest  so  due  and 
payable  upon  .all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid,  or  provision 
shall  have  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  to- 
gether with  all  other  sums  payable  hereunder  by  the  City, 
then  and  in  that  case,  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the 
Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust  Estate  and  all  covenants, 
agreements  and  other  obligations  of  the  City  to  the  Bond- 
holders shall  thereupon  cease,  terminate  and  become  void 
and  be  discharged  and  satisfied.  In  such  event,  upon  re- 
quest of  the  City,  the  Trustee  shall  assign  and  transfer  to 
the  City  all  property,  other  than  the  surpluses  referred 
to  below,  then  held  by  the  Trustee  and  shall  execute  such 
documents  as  may  be  reasonably  required  by  the  City  and 
shall  turn  over  to  the  Industry,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in 
default  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body 
or  authority  as  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  any 
surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund  or  the  Construction  Fund  and  all 
balances  remaining  in  any  other  fund  created  under  this 
Ordinance.  If  and  when  the  Trustee  shall  hold  suflScient 
moneys  hereunder  to  provide  for  payment  of  the  whole 
amount  of  the  principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  interest 
due  and  payable  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and  pay- 
able upon  ,all  the  Bonds,  together  with  all  other  sums  pay- 
able or  which  may  thereafter  become  payable  hereunder 
by  the  City,  notwithstanding  that  all  the  Bonds  and  cou- 
pons have  not  yet  become  due  and  payable  and  that  conse- 
quently the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  and 
to  the  Trust  Estate  shall  not  h^ve  ceased,  terminated  and 
become  void  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
Section  9.01,  the  Trustee,  on  demand  of  the  City,  shall  turn 
over  to  the  Industry,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in  default  under 
the  Loan  Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body  or  authority 
as  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  any  surplus  in  the 
Bond  Fund,  the  Construction  Fund  and  any  other  fund 
created  under  this  Ordinance  in  excess  of  the  sum  sufficient 
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to  pay  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal,  premium  (if  any) 
and  interest  due  and  payable  and  thereafter  to  become 
due  and  payable  upon  all  the  Bonds,  together  with  all 
other  sums  payable  or  which  may  thereafter  become  pay- 
able hereunder  by  the  City. 

All  outstanding  Bonds  and  all  coupons  appertaining  to 
such  Bonds  shall  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption  date 
thereof  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  within  the  meaning 
and  with  the  effect  expressed  above  if  (a)  in  case  any  of 
such  Bonds  are  to  be  redemed  on  any  date  prior  to  their 
maturity,  the  City  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee  in  form 
satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  instructions  to  publish  notice 
of  redemption  of  such  Bonds  on  s,aid  date  as  provided  in 
Section  3.03  hereof,  (b)  there  shall  have  been  deposited 
with  the  Trustee  either  moneys  in  an  amount  which  shall 
be  sufficient,  or  securities  specified  in  Section  3.8 (i)  or 
(iii)  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  principal  of  and  the 
interest  on  which  when  due  will  provide  moneys  which, 
together  with  the  moneys,  if  any,  deposited  with  the 
Trustee  at  the  same  time,  shall  be  sufficient,  to  pay  when 
due  the  principal  and  the  interest  and  premium,  if  any, 
and  additional  interest,  if  any,  due  and  to  become  due  on 
such  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  the  redemption  date  or  matu- 
rity date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  (c)  in  the  event 
such  Bonds  are  not  by  their  terms  subject  to  redemption 
within  the  next  succeeding  60  days,  the  City  shall  have 
given  the  Trustee  in  form  satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable 
instructions  to  publish,  as  soon  as  practicable  in  the  same 
manner  as  a  notice  of  redemption  is  published  pursuant 
to  Section  3.03  hereof,  a  notice  to  the  holders  of  such  Bonds 
and  coupons  that  the  deposit  required  by  (b)  above  has 
been  made  with  the  Trustee  and  that  such  Bonds  and  cou- 
pons are  deemed  to  have  been  paid  in  accordance  with 
this  Section,  ^nd  stating  such  maturity  or  redemption  date 
upon  which  moneys  are  to  be  available  for  the  payment  of 
the  principal  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Bonds.  Neither 
the  securities  nor  moneys  deposited  with  the  Trustee  pur- 
suant to  this  Section  nor  principal  or  interest  payments 
on  any  such  securities  shall  be  withdrawn  or  used  for  any 
purpose  other  than,  and  shall  be  held  in  trust  for,  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any, 
on  such  Bonds ;  provided  that  any  cash  received  from  such 
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principal  or  interest  payments  on  such  securities  depos- 
ited with  the  Trustee,  if  not  then  needed  for  such  purpose, 
shall  to  the  extent  practicable,  be  reinvested  in  securities 
maturing  at  times  and  in  amounts  sufficient  to  pay  when 
due  the  principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  to 
become  due  on  such  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  such  redemp- 
tion date  or  m,aturity  date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  interest  earned  from  such  reinvestments  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  Industry,  as  received  by  the  Trustee,  free  and 
clear  of  ai;y  trust,  lien  or  pledge. 

The  release  of  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  this 
Section  9.01  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  the 
Trustee  to  be  paid  reasonable  compensation  for  all  serv- 
ices rendered  by  it  hereunder  and  all  its  reasonable  ex- 
penses, charges  and  other  disbursements  and  those  of  its 
attorneys,  agents  and  employees,  incurred  on  and  about 
the  administration  of  the  trusts  hereby  created  and  the 
performance  of  its  powers  and  duties  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  X 

DEFAULTS  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  10.01.  In  case  one  or  more  of  the  following 
events,  in  this  Ordinance  referred  to  as  the  ''Events  of 
Default,"  shall  happen,  that  is  to  say,  if 

(a)  payment  of  the  principal  of  the  Bonds  and  pre- 
mium, if  any,  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall 
become  due  and  payable  at  maturity,  upon  redemption  or 
otherwise;  or 

(b)  payment  of  an  installment  of  interest  on  the 
Bonds  shall  not  be  made  when  the  same  shall  become  due 
and  payable;  or 

(c)  there  shall  be  an  event  of  default  under  the  Loan 
Agreement;  or 

(d)  an  order  or  decree  appointing  a  receiver  of  the 
Industry's  payments  under  the  Loan  Agreement  or  any 
part  thereof  shall  be  entered  with  the  consent  or  acqui- 
escence of  the  City^  or  such  order  or  decree  shall  be  en- 
tered without  the  .acquiescence  or  consent  of  the  City,  if 
it  shall  not  be  vacated,  discharged  or  stayed  within  sixty 
(60)  days  after  entry;  or 
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(e)  the  City  shall  default  in  the  due  and  punctual  per- 
formance of  any  covenant,  condition,  agreement  or  provi- 
sion (other  than  as  specified  in  (a)  and  (b)  of  this 
Section  10.01)  contained  in  the  Bonds  or  in  this  Ordinance 
on  the  part  of  the  City  to  be  performed,  and  such  default 
shall  continue  for  ninety  (90)  days  after  written  notice 
specifying  such  default  and  requiring  the  same  to  be  reme- 
died shall  have  been  given  to  the  City  and  the  Industry 
by  the  Trustee,  which  may  give  such  notice  in  its  discre- 
tion and  shall  give  such  notice  at  the  written  request  of 
the  holders  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in 
principal     amount     of     the     Bonds     then     outstanding; 

then,  in  any  such  case,  the  Trustee  may,  and  upon  written 
request  of  the  holders  of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall, 
provided  that  written  notice  of  the  default  has  been  given 
to  the  City,  the  Industry  and  the  Guarantor  by  the  Trustee 
and  the  default  has  not  theretofore  been  cured,  declare  the 
principal  of  all  Bonds  then  outstanding  to  be  due  and 
payable  immediately  by  notice  in  writing  delivered  to  the 
City  and  the  Industry,  and  upon  such  declaration  the  said 
principal,  together  with  interest  accrued  thereon,  shall 
become  due  and  payable  immediately  at  the  place  of  pay- 
ment provided  therein,  anything  in  this  Ordinance  or  in 
s,aid  Bonds  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  above  provisions,  however,  are  subject  to  the  condi- 
tion that  if,  after  the  principal  of  said  Bonds  shall  have 
been  so  declared  to  be  due  and  payable,  all  arrears  of  in- 
terest upon  the  Bonds,  and  interest  on  overdue  install- 
ments of  interest  (if  lawful)  at  the  rate  per  annum  which 
is  one  percentage  point  greater  than  that  borne  by  the 
Bonds,  and  all  other  sums  payable  under  this  Ordinance, 
except  the  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  the  Bonds  which 
by  such  declaration  shall  have  become  due  and  payable, 
shall  have  been  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  the 
City  also  shall  have  performed  all  other  things  in  respect 
of  which  it  may  have  been  in  default  hereunder,  and  shall 
have  paid  the  reasonable  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  of 
the  holders  of  such  Bonds,  including  reasonable  attorney's 
fees  paid  or  incurred,  then  and  in  every  such  case,  such 
default  may,  and  upon  request  by  the  holders  of  the  ma- 
jority in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  shall,  be  waived 
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and  such  declaration  and  its  consequences  rescinded  and 
annulled  by  the  Trustee  by  written  notice  to  the  City, 
which  waiver,  rescission  and  annulment  shall  be  binding 
upon  all  Bondholders;  provided  that  if  such  declaration 
was  requested  by  the  holders  of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%) 
in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds,  such  waiver,  rescission 
and  annulment  must  be  consented  to  by  the  holders  of  a 
majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstand- 
ing, which  consent  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Trustee  and 
upon  all  holders  of  Bonds ;  but  no  such  waiver,  rescission 
and  annulment  shall  extend  to  or  affect  any  subsequent 
default  or  impair  any  right  or  remedy  consequent  thereon. 

Section  10.02.  The  Trustee,  as  the  assignee  of  all  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  in  and  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  shall  enforce  each  and  every  right  granted  to 
the  City  under  the  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  10.03.  Upon  the  happening  of  any  Event  of 
Default,  then  and  in  every  such  case  the  Trustee  in  its 
discretion  m,ay,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the  hold- 
ers of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of 
the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  receipt  of  indemnity  to 
its  satisfaction,  shall : 

(a)  by  mandamus,  or  other  suit,  action  or  proceeding 
;at  law  or  in  equity,  enforce  all  rights  of  the  Bondholders, 
and  require  the  City,  the  Industry  and  the  Guarantor  to 
carry  out  any  agreements  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Bondholders  and  to  perform  its  or  their  duties  under  the 
Act,  the  Loan  Agreement  and  this  Ordinance ; 

(b)  bring  suit  upon  the  Bonds  ; 

(c)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  require  the  City  to 
account  as  if  it  were  the  trustee  of  an  express  trust  for 
the  Bondholders;  or 

(d)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  enjoin  any  acts  or  things 
which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  violation  of  the  rights  of 
the  Bondholders. 

Section  10.04.  In  c^se  any  proceeding  taken  by  the 
Trustee  on  account  of  any  default  shall  have  been  discon- 
tinued or  abandoned  for  any  reason,  or  shall  have  been 
determined  adversely  to  the  Trustee,  then  and  in  every 
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case  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bondholders  shall  be 
restored  to  their  former  positions  and  rights  hereunder, 
respectively,  and  all  rights^  remedies  ;and  powers  of  the 
Trustee  shall  continue  as  though  no  such  proceeding  had 
been  taken. 

Section  10.05.  Anything  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  prin- 
cipal amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  hereunder 
shall  have  the  right,  by  an  instrument  in  writing  executed 
and  delivered  to  the  Trustee,  to  direct  the  method  and 
pl,ace  of  conducting  all  remedial  proceedings  to  be  taken 
by  the  Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  10.06.  No  holder  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  have 
any  right  to  institute  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding  in 
equity  or  at  law  for  the  execution  of  any  trust  hereunder, 
or  any  other  remedy  hereunder  or  on  said  Bonds,  unless 
such  holder  previously  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee 
written  notice  of  an  Event  of  Default  as  hereinabove  pro- 
vided and  unless  also  the  holders  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  per  cent  (2d^c)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then 
outstanding  shall  have  made  written  request  of  the  Trustee 
so  to  do,  after  the  right  to  exercise  such  powers  or  rights 
of  action,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  accrued,  and  shall 
have  ;afforded  the  Trustee  a  reasonable  opportunity  either 
to  proceed  to  exercise  the  powers  hereinabove  granted,  or 
to  institute  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding  in  its  or  their 
name ;  nor  unless  there  also  shall  have  been  offered  to  the 
Trustee  security  and  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it  against 
the  costs,  expenses  and  liabilities  to  be  incurred  therein 
or  thereby,  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  have  complied  with 
such  request  within  a  reasonable  time;  and  such  notifica- 
tion, request  and  offer  of  indemnity  are  hereby  declared 
in  every  such  case,  at  the  option  of  the  Trustee,  to  be  con- 
ditions precedent  to  the  execution  of  the  trusts  of  this 
ordinance  or  for  any  other  remedy  hereunder;  it  being 
understood  and  intended  that  no  one  or  more  holders  of 
the  Bonds  hereby  secured  shall  have  any  right  in  any 
manner  whatever  by  his  or  their  action  to  affect,  disturb 
or  prejudice  the  security  of  this  Ordinance,  or  to  enforce 
;any  right  hereunder  or  under  the  Bonds  except  in  the 
manner  herein  provided,  and  that  all  proceedings  at  law 
or  in  equity  shall  be  instituted,  had  and  maintained  in  the 
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manner  herein  provided  and  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all 
holders  of  outstanding  Bonds  and  coupons.  Nothing  in  this 
Ordinance  contained,  shall,  however,  affect  or  impair  the 
right  of  any  holder  of  Bonds  or  coupons  to  enforce  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  any  Bond  at 
and  after  the  maturity  thereof,  or  the  obligation  of  the 
City  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest  and  premium,  if 
any,  on  each  of  the  Bonds  issued  hereunder  to  the  respec- 
tive holders  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  at  the  time,  place, 
from  the  source  and  in  the  manner  herein  and  in  said 
Bonds  and  the  appurtenant  coupons  expressed. 

Section  10.07.  All  rights  of  action  under  this  Ordi- 
nance or  under  any  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  which  are 
enforceable  by  the  Trustee  may  be  enforced  by  it  without 
the  possession  of  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  thereunto 
appertaining,  or  the  production  thereof  on  the  trial  or 
other  proceedings  relative  thereto,  and  any  such  suit,  ac- 
tion or  proceeding  instituted  by  the  Trustee  shall  be 
brought  in  its  name  for  the  equal  and  ratable  benefit  of 
the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance. 

Section  10.08.  No  remedy  herein  conferred  upon  or  re- 
served to  the  Trustee  or  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  is 
intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other  remedy  or  remedies, 
and  each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative,  and 
shall  be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  here- 
under or  now  or  hereafter  existing  .at  law  or  in  equity 
or  by  statute. 

Section  10.09.  No  delay  or  omission  of  the  Trustee  or 
of  any  holder  of  the  Bonds  to  exercise  any  right  or  power 
accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such  right  or 
power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  of  any  such 
default,  or  an  acquiescence  therein;  and  every  power  and 
remedy  given  by  this  Article  to  the  Trustee  and  to  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds,  respectively,  may  be  exercised  from 
time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Section  10.10.  Any  moneys  received  by  the  Trustee  or 
by  any  receiver  pursuant  to  this  Article  X  shall  be  applied 
as  follows : 

(a)  Unless  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  h^ave  be- 
come or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all  such 
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moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  to  the  persons 
entitled  thereto  of  all  installments  of  interest  then  due 
on  the  Bonds,  with  interest  on  overdue  installments,  if 
lawful,  at  the  r^te  per  annum  which  is  one  percentage 
point  greater  than  the  rate  borne  by  the  Bonds,  in  the 
order  of  the  maturity  of  the  installments  of  such  interest 
and,  if  the  amount  available  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay 
in  full  any  particular  installment  with  such  interest,  then 
to  the  payment  ratably,  according  to  the  amounts  due  on 
such  instilment,  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  without 
any  discrimination  or  privilege. 

(b)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  become 
or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all  such 
moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  then  due  ,and  unpaid  upon  the  Bonds,  with  interest 
on  overdue  interest  and  principal,  as  aforesaid,  without 
preference  or  priority  of  principal  over  interest  or  of  in- 
terest over  principal,  or  of  any  installment  of  interest 
over  any  other  installment  of  interest,  or  of  any 
Bond  over  any  other  Bond,  ratably,  according  to  the 
amounts  due  respectively  for  principal  and  interest,  to  the 
persons  entitled  thereto  without  any  discrimination  or 
privilege. 

(c)  If  the  principal  of  3II  the  Bonds  shall  have  been 
declared  due  and  payable,  and  if  such  declaration  shall 
thereafter  have  been  rescinded  and  annulled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Article,  then,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (b)  of  this  Section  which  shall  be  applicable 
in  the  event  that  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  later 
become  due  or  be  declared  due  and  payable,  the  moneys 
shall  be  applied  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph (a)  of  this  Section. 

Whenever  moneys  are  to  be  applied  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Section,  such  moneys  shall  be  applied  at 
such  times,  and  from  time  to  time,  3s  the  Trustee  shall 
determine,  having  due  regard  to  the  amount  of  such 
moneys  available  for  application  and  the  likelihood  of  ad- 
ditional moneys  becoming  available  for  such  application 
in  the  future.  Whenever  the  Trustee  shall  apply  such  funds, 
it  shall  fix  the  date  which  shall  be  an  interest  payment 
date  unless  it  shall  deem  another  date  more  suitable)  upon 
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which  such  application  is  to  be  made  and  upon  such  date 
interest  on  the  amounts  of  principal  and  interest  to  be 
paid  on  such  dates  shall  cease  to  accrue.  The  Trustee  shall 
give  such  notice  by  publication  or  mailing  as  it  may  deem 
appropriate  of  the  deposit  with  it  of  any  such  moneys 
and  of  the  fixing  of  any  such  date,  and  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  make  payment  to  the  holder  of  any  unpaid  cou- 
pon or  any  Bond  until  such  coupon  or  such  Bond  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Trustee  for  appropriate  endorsement  or 
for  cancellation  if  fully  paid. 

Section  10.11.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intention  of  this 
Article  to  provide  rights  and  remedies  to  the  Trustee  and 
Bondholders  w^hich  may  be  lawfully  granted  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act,  but  should  any  right  or  remedy  herein 
granted  be  held  to  be  unlawful,  the  Trustee,  and  the  Bond- 
holders shall  be  entitled,  as  above  set  forth,  to  every  other 
right  and  remedy  provided  in  this  Ordinance  and  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XI 

CONCERNING  THE  TRUSTEE 

Section  11.01.  By  executing  the  certificate  of  au- 
thentication endorsed  upon  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall 
signify  its  acceptance  and  agree  to  execute  the  trusts 
hereby  created,  but  only  upon  the  additional  terms  set 
forth  in  this  Article,  to  all  of  which  the  City  agrees  and 
the  respective  holders  of  the  Bonds  agree  upon  and  by 
their  acceptance  of  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  11.02.  The  recitals,  statements  and  representa- 
tions in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds  contained,  save 
only  the  Trustee's  authentication  upon  the  Bonds,  shall  be 
taken  and  construed  as  made  by  and  on  the  part  of  the 
City,  and  not  by  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  does  not 
assume,  and  shall  not  have,  any  responsibility  or  obliga- 
tion for  the  correctness  of  any  thereof. 

Section  11.03.  The  Trustee  may  execute  any  of  the 
trusts  or  powers  hereof  and  perform  the  duties  required 
of  it  hereunder  by  or  through  attorneys,  agents,  receivers, 
or  employees,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  advice  of  counsel 
concerning  all  matters  of  Trusts  and  its  duty  hereunder, 
and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  answerable  for  the  default 
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or  misconduct  of  any  such  attorney,  agent,  or  employee 
selected  by  it  with  reasonable  care.  The  Trustee  shall  not 
be  answerable  for  the  exercise  of  any  discretion  or  power 
under  this  Ordinance  or  for  anything  whatever  in  connec- 
tion with  the  trust,  except  only  for  its  own  wilful  mis- 
conduct or  negligence. 

Section  11.04.  The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  payment 
and  'or  reimbursement  for  reasonable  fees  for  its  Ordinary 
Services  rendered  hereunder,  and  all  advances,  counsel  fees 
and  other  Ordinary  Expenses  reasonably  and  necessarily 
made  or  incurred  by  the  Trustee  in  connection  with  such 
Ordinary  Services  and,  in  the  event  that  it  should  become 
necessary  that  the  Trustee  perform  Extraordinary  Serv- 
ices, it  shall  be  entitled  to  reasonable  extra  compensation 
therefor,  and  to  reimbursement  for  reasonable  and  neces- 
sary Extraordinary  Expenses  in  connection  therewith; 
provided,  that  if  such  Extraordinary  Services  or  Extraor- 
dinary Expenses  are  occasioned  by  the  neglect  or  mis- 
conduct of  the  Trustee,  it  shall  not  be  entitled  to  compensa- 
tion or  reimbursement  therefor.  The  Trustee  shall  have 
a  lien  with  right  of  payment  prior  to  payment  on  account 
of  interest  or  principal  of  any  Bond  for  the  foregoing  ad- 
vances, fees,  costs  and  expenses  incurred. 

Section  11.05.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  required  to  take 
notice,  or  to  be  deemed  to  have  notice,  of  any  default  under 
this  Ordinance  other  than  a  default  under  Section  10.01 
(a)  or  Section  10.01(b)  hereof,  unless  specifically  notified 
in  VN'riting  of  such  default  by  the  holders  of  at  least  twenty- 
five  per  cent  (25 '^r )  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then 
outstanding.  The  Trustee  may,  however,  at  any  time,  in 
its  discretion,  require  of  the  C^ity  full  information  and  ad- 
vice as  to  the  performance  of  any  of  the  covenants,  condi- 
tions and  agreements  contained  herein. 

Section  11.06.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation 
to  take  any  action  in  respect  of  any  default  or  otherwi?e, 
or  tovrard  the  execution  or  enforcement  of  any  of  the 
trusts  hereby  created,  or  to  institute,  appear  in  or  defend 
any  suit  or  other  proceeding  in  connection  therewith, 
unless  requested  in  writing  so  to  do  by  holders  of  at  least 
twentj^-five  per  cent  (25 T^)  in  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  outstanding,  and  if  in  its  opinion  such  action 
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may  tend  to  involve  it  in  expense  or  liability,  unless  fur- 
nished, from  time  to  time  as  often  as  it  may  require,  with 
security  and  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it;  but  the  fore- 
going provisions  are  intended  only  for  the  protection  of 
the  Trustee,  and  shall  not  affect  any  discretion  or  power 
given  by  any  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  Trustee 
to  take  action  in  respect  of  any  default  without  such  notice 
or  request  from  the  Bondholders,  or  without  such  security 
or  indemnity. 

Section  11. 07.  If  the  City  shall  fail  to  perform  any  of 
the  covenants  or  agreements  contained  in  this  Ordinance 
other  than  the  covenants  or  agreements  in  respect  of  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of,  redemption  premium  (if  any), 
and  interest  on,  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may,  in  its  un- 
controlled discretion  and  without  notice  to  the  Bondhold- 
ers, at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  make  advances 
to  euect  performance  of  the  same  in  behalf  of  the  City, 
but  the  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation  so  to  do ;  and 
any  and  all  moneys  paid  or  advanced  by  the  Trustee  for 
any  such  purpose,  together  with  interest  thereon  at  one 
percentage  point  greater  than  the  rate  of  interest  on  the 
Bonds,  shall  be  a  claim  in  favor  of  the  Trustee  upon  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  prior  to 
the  claim  of  the  Bonds ;  but  no  such  advance  shall  operate 
to  relieve  the  City  from  any  default  hereunder. 

Section  11.08.  The  Trustee  shall  be  protected  and  shall 
incur  no  liability  in  acting  or  proceeding  in  good  faith 
upon  an}'  resolution,  notice,  telegram,  request,  consent, 
waiver,  certificate,  statement,  affidavit,  voucher,  bond, 
requisition  or  other  paper  or  document  which  it  shall  in 
good  faith  believe  to  be  genuine  and  to  have  been  passed 
or  signed  by  the  proper  board,  body  or  person  or  to  have 
been  prepared  and  furnished  pursuant  to  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  or  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  the 
Trustee  shall  be  under  no  duty  to  make  ,any  investigation 
or  inquiry  as  to  any  statements  contained  or  matters  re- 
ferred to  in  any  such  instrument,  but  may  accept  and  rely 
upon  the  same  as  conclusive  evidence  of  the  truth  and 
accuracy  of  such  statements.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be 
bound  to  recognize  any  person  as  a  holder  of  any  Bond  or 
coupon  or  to  take  any  action  at  his  request  unless  such 
Bond  or  coupon  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Trustee  or 
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satisfactory  evidence  of  the  ownership  of  such  Bond  or 
coupon  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Trustee. 

Section  11.09.  The  Trustee  may  in  good  faith  buy,  sell, 
own,  hold  and  deal  in  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  issued 
hereunder  and  secured  by  this  Ordinance,  and  may  join 
in  any  action  which  any  Bondholder  may  be  entitled  to 
take  with  like  effect  as  if  the  Trustee  were  not  a  party 
to  this  Ordinance.  The  Trustee,  either  as  principal  or  agent, 
may  also  engage  in  or  be  interested  in  any  financial  or 
other  transaction  with  the  City  or  the  Industry  or  the 
Guarantor  and  may  act  as  depository,  trustee,  or  agent 
for  any  committee  or  body  of  holders  of  the  Bonds  secured 
hereby  or  other  obligations  of  the  City  as  freely  as  if  it 
were  not  Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  11.10.  The  Trustee  may  allow  and  credit  inter- 
est upon  any  moneys  which  it  may  at  any  time  receive 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  at  such  rate, 
if  any,  as  it  customarily  allows  upon  similar  funds  of 
similar  size  and  under  similar  conditions.  All  interest  al- 
lowed on  any  such  moneys  shall  be  credited  as  provided 
in  Article  VII  with  respect  to  interest  on  investments. 

Section  11.11.  The  Trustee  may  construe  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  insofar  as  the  same  may  ap- 
pear to  be  ambiguous  or  inconsistent  with  any  other  pro- 
vision thereof,  and  any  construction  of  any  such  provisions 
hereof  by  the  Trustee  acting  for  the  Bondholders  in  good 
faith  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Bondholders. 

Section  11.12.  The  Trustee  may  resign  and  be  dis- 
charged of  the  trusts  created  by  this  Ordinance  by  execut- 
ing an  instrument  in  writing  resigning  such  trust  and 
specifying  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
and  filing  the  same  with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer  not 
less  than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  date  specified  in  such 
instrument  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  and  by 
giving  notice  of  such  resignation  by  publication  at  least 
once  a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  a  newspaper 
carrying  financial  news  published  at  least  weekly  in  the 
English  language  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  of 
New  York,  New  York,  the  first  publication  of  said  notice 
to   appear  not  less   than   three  weeks   prior  to  the   date 
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specified  in  such  notice  when  such  resignation  shall  take 
effect.  Such  resignation  shall  take  effect  on  the  day  speci- 
fied in  such  instrument  and  notice,  unless  previously  a 
successor  trustee  shall  be  appointed  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, in  which  event  such  resignation  shall  take  effect 
immediately  on  the  appointment  of  such  successor  trustee. 

Section  11.13.  The  Trustee  may  be  removed  at  any 
time  by  an  instrument  in  writing,  appointing  a  successor, 
filed  with  the  Trustee  so  removed  and  executed  by  the 
holders  of^  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds 
then  outstanding. 

Section  11.14.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign,  or  shall  be  removed,  or  be  dissolved,  or  if  its  prop- 
erty or  aflfairs  shall  be  taken  under  the  control  of  any 
state  or  federal  court  or  administrative  body  because  of 
insolvency  or  bankruptcy,  or  for  any  other  reason,  a  va- 
cancy shall  forthwith  and  ipso  facto  exist  in  the  office  of 
Trustee  and  a  successor  may  be  appointed  by  the  holders 
of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  out- 
standing, by  an  instrument  or  instruments  in  writing  filed 
with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer,  signed  by  such  Bond- 
holders or  by  their  attorneys-in-fact  duly  authorized. 
Copies  of  each  instrument  shall  be  promptly  delivered  by 
the  City  to  the  predecessor  Trustee  and  to  the  Trustee  so 
appointed. 

Until  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Bondholders  as  herein  authorized,  the  City,  by  an  instru- 
ment authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance,  may  appoint  a  Trustee  to  fill  such  vacancy.  After 
any  appointment  by  the  City,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  such 
appointment  to  be  published  once  in  each  of  two  con- 
secutive weeks  in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial  news 
published  at  least  weekly  in  the  English  language  and  of 
general  circulation  in  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York. 
Any  new  Trustee  so  appointed  by  the  City  shall  immedi- 
ately and  without  further  act  be  superseded  by  a  Trustee 
appointed  by  the  Bondholders  in  the  manner  above  pro- 
vided. 

Section  11.15.  Every  successor  in  the  trust  hereunder 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provision  shall 
be  a  trust  company,  a  bank  and  trust  company  or  a  national 
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bank  with  trust  powers,  having  a  combined  capital  and 
surplus  of  at  least  Ten  Million  Dollars  ($10,000,000)  if 
there  be  such  a  trust  company,  bank  and  trust  company 
or  national  bank  willing  and  able  to  accept  the  trust  on 
reasonable  and  customary  terms. 

Section  11.16.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign  and  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall 
be  made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Article 
prior  to  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  of  resignation  as 
the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  the  retir- 
ing Trustee  may  forthwith  apply  to  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  for  the  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee. 
If  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  made 
pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Article  within 
six  months  after  a  vacancy  shall  have  occurred  in  the  office 
of  Trustee,  the  holder  of  any  Bond  may  apply  to  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  to  appoint  a  successor  Trustee. 
Such  court  may  thereupon,  after  such  notice,  if  any,  as  it 
may  deem  proper  and  prescribe,  appoint  a  successor 
Trustee. 

Section  11.17.  Any  successor  Trustee  appointed  here- 
under shall  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  the  City 
an  instrument  accepting  such  appointment  hereunder,  and 
thereupon  such  successor  Trustee,  without  any  further  act, 
deed  or  conveyance,  shall  become  duly  vested  with  all  the 
estates,  property,  rights,  powers,  trusts,  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  its  predecessor  in  the  trust  hereunder,  with  like 
effect  as  if  originally  named  Trustee  herein.  Upon  request 
of  such  successor  Trustee,  the  Trustee  ceasing  to  act  and 
the  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  an  instrument  trans- 
ferring to  such  successor  Trustee  all  the  estates,  property, 
rights,  powers  and  trusts  hereunder  of  the  Trustee  so  ceas- 
ing to  act,  and  the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to  act  shall  pay 
over  to  the  successor  Trustee  all  moneys  and  other  assets 
at  the  time  held  by  it  hereunder. 

Section  11.18.  Any  corporation  into  which  any  Trustee 
hereunder  may  be  merged  or  with  which  it  may  be  con- 
solidated, or  any  corporation  resulting  from  any  merger 
or  consolidation  to  which  any  Trustee  hereunder  shall  be 
a  party,  or  any  corporation  which  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise  acquires  the  trust  operation   of  any   Trustee  here- 
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under,  shall  be  the  successor  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance, 
without  the  execution  or  filing  of  any  paper  or  any  further 
act  on  the  part  of  the  parties  hereto,  anything  herein  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Section  11.19.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions 
of  this  Article  XI,  the  Trustee  shall,  during  the  existence 
of  an  Event  of  Default  known  to  the  Trustee,  exercise 
such  of  the  rights  and  powers  vested  in  it  by  this  Ordi- 
nance and  use  the  same  degree  of  skill  and  care  in  their 
exercise  as. a  prudent  man  would  use  and  exercise  under 
the  circumstances  in  the  conduct  of  his  own  affairs. 

Section  11.20.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  De- 
fault known  to  the  Trustee,  the  Trustee  shall  within  30 
days  give  written  notice  thereof  by  mail  to  each  registered 
holder  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  at  his  last  address  ap- 
pearing upon  the  Bond  registry  books  of  the  City  kept  by 
the  Treasurer,  unless  such  Event  of  Default  shall  have 
been  cured  before  the  giving  of  such  notice. 

Section  11.21.  In  any  judicial  proceeding  to  which  the 
City  is  a  party  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustee 
and  its  counsel  has  a  substantial  bearing  on  the  interests  of 
holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may  intervene  on  behalf 
of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  shall,  upon  receipt  of 
indemnity  satisfactory  to  it,  do  so  if  requested  in  writing 
by  the  holders  of  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in 
principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  if  permitted 
by  the  court  having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 

ARTICLE  XII 

EXECUTION  OF  INSTRUMENTS 

BY  BONDHOLDERS  AND  PROOF 

OF  OWNERSHIP  OF  BONDS 

Section  12.01.  Any  request,  direction,  consent  or  other 
instrument  in  writing  required  or  permitted  by  this 
Ordinance  to  be  signed  or  executed  by  Bondholders  may 
be  in  any  number  of  concurrent  instruments  of  similar 
tenor  and  may  be  signed  or  executed  by  such  Bondholders 
in  person  or  by  agent  appointed  by  an  instrument  in  writ- 
ing. Proof  of  the  execution  of  any  such  instrument  and 
of  the  ownership  of  Bonds  shall  be  sufficient  for  any  pur- 
pose of  this  Ordinance  and  shall  be  conclusive  in  favor  of 
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the  Trustee  with  regard  to  any  action  taken  by  it  under 
such  instrument  if  made  in  the  following  manner : 

(a)  The  fact  and  date  of  the  execution  by  any  person 
of  any  such  instrument  may  be  proved  by  the  certificate 
of  any  officer  in  any  jurisdiction  who,  by  the  laws  thereof, 
has  power  to  take  acknowledgments  within  such  jurisdic- 
tion, to  the  effect  that  the  person  signing  such  instrument 
acknowledged  before  him  the  execution  thereof,  or  by  an 
affidavit  of  a  witness  to  such  execution. 

(b)  The  fact  of  the  holding  of  Bonds  hereunder  by  any 
Bondholder  and  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  and  the  date 
of  his  holding  the  same  (unless  such  Bonds  be  registered 
as  to  principal)  may  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the 
person  claiming  to  be  such  holder,  if  such  affidavit  shall 
be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory,  or  by  a 
certificate  executed  by  any  trust  company,  bank,  banker  or 
member  of  the  National  Association  of  Securities  Dealers 
or  any  other  depository,  wherever  situated,  if  such  certifi- 
cate shall  be  deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory, 
showing  that  at  the  date  therein  mentioned  such  person 
had  on  deposit  with  such  trust  company,  bank,  banker  or 
other  depository  the  Bonds  described  in  such  certificate. 
The  Trustee  may  conclusively  assume  that  such  owner- 
ship continues  until  written  notice  to  the  contrary  is  served 
upon  the  Trustee.  The  ownership  of  Bonds  registered  as 
to  principal  shall  be  proved  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  8.10  of  this  Ordinance. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  as 
limiting  the  Trustee  to  such  proof,  it  being  intended  that 
the  Trustee  may  accept  any  other  evidence  of  the  matters 
herein  stated  which  to  it  may  seem  sufficient.  Any  request 
or  consent  of  the  holder  of  any  Bond  shall  bind  every 
future  holder  of  the  same  Bond  in  respect  of  anything 
done  by  the  Trustee  in  pursuance  of  such  request  or  con- 
sent. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

MODIFICATION  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE 
AND  THE  LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  13.01.  This  Ordinance  shall  not  be  modified  or 
amended  in  any  respect  except  as  provided  in  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Article. 
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Section  13.02.  1.  The  City  may,  from  time  to  time  and 
at  any  time,  without  the  consent  of  Bondholders,  adopt 
ordinances  supplemental  to  this  Ordinance  as  follows : 

(a)  To  specify  and  determine  any  matters  and  things 
relative  to  Bonds  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 
with  this  Ordinance  and  which  shall  not  adversely  affect 
the  interest  of  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(b)  To  cure  any  formal  defect,  omission  or  ambiguity 
in  this  Ordinance  if  such  action  does  not  adversely  affect 
the  rights  of  the  Bondholders ;  or 

(c)  To  grant  to  or  confer  upon  the  Trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Bondholders  any  additional  rights,  remedies, 
powers,  authority  or  security  which  may  lawfully  be 
granted  or  conferred  and  which  are  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  heretofore  in  effect ;  or 

(d)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the 
City  in  this  Ordinance,  other  covenants  and  agreements  to 
be  observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or 
inconsistent  with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect; 
or 

(e)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this 
Ordinance,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be  ob- 
served by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsis- 
tent with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect ;  or 

(f)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge 
under,  and  the  subjection  to  any  claim,  lien  or  pledge 
created  or  to  be  created  by,  the  Ordinance,  of  the  Receipts 
and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  or  of  any  other 
moneys,  securities  or  funds. 

2.  Before  the  City  shall  adopt  any  supplemental  ordi- 
nance pursuant  to  this  Section,  there  shall  have  been  filed 
with  the  Trustee  an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such 
supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this 
Ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms,  and  that  upon 
enactment  it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in 
accordance  with  its  terms. 

Section  13.03.  1.  Subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
contained  in  this  Section  and  not  otherwise,  the  holders 
of  not  less  than  66%%  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
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the  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  have  the  right  from  time 
to  time,  to  consent  to  and  approve  the  adoption  by  the 
City  of  any  supplemental  oixlinance  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  or  desirable  by  the  City  for  the  purposes  of 
modifying,  altering,  amending,  adding  to  or  rescinding,  in 
any  particular,  any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  contained 
in  this  Ordinance ;  provided,  however,  that,  unless  approved 
in  writing  by  all  the  holders  of  outstanding  Bonds,  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  permit,  or  be  construed  as  permit- 
ting, (i)  a  change  in  the  terms  of  redemption  or  maturity 
of  the  principal  of  or  the  interest  on  any  outstanding  Bond, 
or  a  reduction  in  the  principal  amount  or  redemption  price 
of  any  outstanding  Bond  or  the  rate  of  interest  thereon, 
or  (ii)  the  creation  (either  through  the  issuance  of  addi- 
tional bonds  under  Section  2.09  hereof  or  otherwise)  of  a 
claim  or  lien  upon,  or  a  pledge  of,  the  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Loan  ranking  prior  to  or  on  a 
parity  with  the  claim,  lien  or  pledge  created  by  this  Ordi- 
nance, or  (iii)  a  preference  or  priority  of  any  Bond  or 
Bonds  over  any  other  Bond  or  Bonds,  or  (iv)  a  reduction 
in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  required 
for  consent  to  such  supplemental  ordinance. 

2.  If  at  any  time  the  City  shall  determine  to  adopt  any 
supplemental  ordinance  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this 
Section,  if  coupon  Bonds  are  then  outstanding,  it  shall 
cause  notice  of  the  proposed  supplemental  ordinance  to  be 
published  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks 
in  a  newspaper  carrying  financial  news  published  at  least 
weekly  in  the  English  language  and  of  general  circulation 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  New  York.  It  shall  also  cause  a 
similar  notice  to  be  mailed,  postage  prepaid,  to  all  holders, 
of  Bonds  registered  as  to  principal  and  to  all  Bondholders 
who  shall  have  filed  their  names  and  addresses  with  the 
Trustee  for  such  purpose.  Such  notice  shall  briefly  set 
forth  the  nature  of  the  proposed  supplemental  ordinance 
and  shall  state  that  a  copy  thereof  is  on  file  at  the  office 
of  the  Trustee  for  inspection  by  all  Bondholders. 

3.  Within  120  days  after  the  date  of  the  first  publica- 
tion of  such  notice,  the  City  may  enact  (the  date  of  enact- 
ment shall  be  the  date  of  passage  and  not  the  effective 
date)  such  supplemental  ordinance  in  substantially  the 
form  described  in  such  notice  only  if  there  shall  have  first 
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been  filed  with  the  City  (a)  the  written  consents  of  hold- 
ers of  not  less  than  66%%  in  aggregate  principal  amount 
of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  (b)  an  opinion  of 
counsel  stating  that  such  supplemental  ordinance  is  au- 
thorized or  permitted  by  this  Ordinance  and  complies  with 
its  terms,  and  that  upon  enactment  it  will  be  valid  and 
binding  upon  the  City  in  accordance  with  its  terms. 

4.  If  the  holders  of  not  less  than  the  percentage  of 
Bonds  required  by  this  Section  shall  have  consented  to  and 
approved  J:he  enactment  thereof  as  herein  provided,  no 
holder  of  any  Bond  shall  have  any  right  to  object  to  the 
enactment  of  such  supplemental  ordinance,  or  to  object  to 
any  of  the  terms  and  provisions  contained  therein  or  the 
operation  thereof,  or  in  any  manner  to  question  the  pro- 
priety of  the  enactment  thereof,  or  to  enjoin  or  restrain 
the  City  from  enacting  the  same  or  from  taking  any  action 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

5.  Upon  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  ordinance 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  this  Ordinance 
shall  be,  and  be  deemed  to  be,  modified  and  amended  in 
accordance  therewith,  and  the  respective  rights,  duties  and 
obligations  under  this  Ordinance  of  the  City,  the  Trustee 
and  all  holders  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  thereafter 
be  determined,  exercised  and  enforced  under  this  Ordi- 
nance subject  in  all  respects  to  such  modifications  and 
amendments. 

Section  13.04.  Any  supplemental  ordinance  adopted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  there- 
after form  a  part  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  contained  in  any  such  supplemental  ordinance 
as  to  any  provision  authorized  to  be  contained  therein  shall 
be  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  part  of  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  this  Ordinance  for  any  and  all  such  purposes. 

Section  13.05.  Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  not- 
w^ithstanding,  any  supplemental  ordinance  under  this 
Article  which  affects  the  Loan  Agreement  or  requires  a 
revision  of  the  Loan  Agreement  shall  not  become  eff'ec- 
tive  unless  and  until  the  Industry  shall  have  consented  to 
such  supplemental  ordinance. 

Section  13.06.     The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  without 
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the  consent  of  or  notice  to  the  Bondholders  consent  to  any 
amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan  Agreement 
as  may  be  required  (i)  by  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  this  Ordinance,  (ii)  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  Additional  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  2.09 
hereof,  or  any  refunding  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  2.11 
hereof  (iii)  for  the  purpose  of  curing  any  ambiguity  or 
formal  defect  or  omission,  or  (iv)  in  connection  with  any 
other  change  therein  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Trustee,  is  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Trustee,  or  ma- 
terially adverse  to  the  holders  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  13.07.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  13.06  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  consent 
to  any  amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  without  publication  of  notice  and  the  written 
approval  or  consent  of  the  holders  of  not  less  than  66%% 
in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  given  and  procured  as  in  Section  13.03  pro- 
vided. If  at  any  time  the  City  and  the  Industry  shall  re- 
quest the  consent  of  the  Trustee  to  any  such  proposed 
amendment,  change  or  modification,  the  Trustee  shall  cause 
notice  of  such  proposed  amendment,  change  or  modification 
to  be  published  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  Section 
13.03  with  respect  to  supplemental  ordinances.  Such  notice 
shall  briefly  set  forth  the  nature  of  such  proposed  amend- 
ment, change  or  modification  and  shall  state  that  copies 
of  the  instrument  embodying  the  same  are  on  file  at  the 
principal  office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection  by  all  Bond- 
holders. 

Section  13.08.  Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, any  supplemental  ordinance  under  this 
Article  which  affects  the  Guaranty  Agreement  or  requires 
a  revision  of  the  Guaranty  Agreement  shall  not  become 
effective  unless  and  until  the  Guarantor  shall  have  con- 
sented to  such  supplemental  ordinance. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  14.01.  In  the  event  of  the  dissolution  of  the 
City,  all  the  covenants,  stipulations,  promises  and  agree- 
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ments  in  this  Ordinance  contained,  by  or  on  behalf  of,  or 
for  the  benefit  of,  the  City,  shall  bind  or  inure  to  the 
benefit  of  the  successors  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
and  any  entity,  officer,  board,  commission,  agency  or  in- 
strumentality to  whom  or  to  which  any  power  or  duty 
of  the  City  shall  be  transferred. 

Section  14.02.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  specifically 
provided,  nothing  in  this  Ordinance  expressed  or  implied 
is  intended  or  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued  here- 
under, any  right,  remedy  or  claim  under  or  by  reason  of 
this  Ordinance,  this  Ordinance  being  intended  to  be  for 
the  sole  ^nd  exclusive  benefit  of  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued  here- 
under. 

Section  14.03.  In  case  any  one  or  more  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of  the 
Bonds  or  coupons  issued  hereunder  shall,  for  any  reason, 
be  held  to  be  illegal  or  invalid,  such  illegality  or  invalidity 
shall  not  affect  any  other  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  or 
of  the  Loan  Agreement  or  of  said  Bonds  or  coupons,  and 
this  Ordinance  and  the  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Bonds 
or  coupons  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  as  if  such  illegal 
or  invalid  provisions  had  not  been  contained  therein. 

Section  14.04.  No  covenant  or  agreement  contained  in 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  the  covenant  or  agreement  of  any  official,  officer, 
agent,  or  employee  of  the  City  in  his  individual  capacity, 
and  neither  the  members  of  the  City  Council  nor  any 
official  executing  the  Bonds  shall  be  liable  personally  on 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  be  subject  to  any  personal  liabil- 
ity or  accountability  by  reason  of  the  issuance  thereof. 

Section  14.05.  The  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall 
govern  the  construction  of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  Bonds 
and  coupons  issued  hereunder. 
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ARTICLE  XV 

FORMS  OF  BONDS,  COUPONS,  TRUSTEE'S 
AUTHENTICATION  CERTIFICATE  AND 
LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  15.01.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance and  any  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  adopted  in 
accordance  with  Article  XIII  hereof,  the  coupon  Bonds, 
the  coupons  for  interest  to  be  attached  thereto,  the  nota- 
tion for  registration  to  be  printed  thereon,  the  registered

The  bonds  are  equally  and  ratably  secured,  to  the  extent 
provided  in  the  Ordinance,  by  the  pledge  thereunder  of 
the  ''Bond  Fund",  which  is  used  herein  as  defined  in  the 
Ordinance,  and  the  "Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City

LOAN  AGREEMENT 

THIS  LOAN  AGREEMENT,  dated  as  of , 

1974  between  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  In- 
dustrial Service  Centers  of  Maryland,  Inc.,  a  corporation 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  party 
of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH: 

IN  CONSIDERATION  of  the  respective  representations 
and  agreements  hereinafter  contained,  the  parties  hereto 
agree  as  follows  (provided,  that  in  the  performance  of 
the  agreements  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  herein  con- 
tained, any  obligation  it  may  thereby  incur  for  the  pay- 
ment of  money  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  or  a 
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charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing  powers 
but  shall  be  payable  solely  out  of  the  proceeds  derived 
from  this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  re- 
ferred to  in  Section  3.2  hereof) : 


ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

Section  1.1.  Certain  terms  used  in  this  Loan  Agree- 
ment are  hereinafter  defined  in  this  Section  1.1.  When  used 
herein,  such  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  given  to  them 
by  the  language  employed  in  this  Article  I  defining  such 
terms,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise: 

"Act"  means  Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Ar- 
ticle 41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replace- 
ment Volume  and  1973  Cumulative  Supplement). 

^'Agreement"  or  ''Loan  Agreement"  or  ''Loan  Agreement 
to  Finance  for  Industrial  Building"  means  the  within  Loan 
Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Industry. 

"Authorized  City  Representative"  means  the  person  at 
the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  City  by  written 
certificate  furnished  to  the  Industry  and  the  Trustee,  con- 
taining the  specimen  signature  of  such  person  and  signed 
on  behalf  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor.  Such  certificate  may 
designate  an  alternate  or  alternates. 

"Authorized  Industry  Representative"  means  the  person 
at  the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  Industry  by 
written  certificate  furnished  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
containing  the  specimen  signature  of  such  person  and 
signed  on  behalf  of  the  Industry  by  its  President,  or  any 
Vice  President.  Such  certificate  may  designate  an  alter- 
nate or  alternates. 

"Baltimore  Plant"  means  the  Industry's  Baltimore  Serv- 
ice Center,  a  warehousing  and  metal  fabricating  plant 
located  at  5000  East  Monument  Street,  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, owned  and  operated  by  the  Industry. 

"Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
issued,  authenticated  and  outstanding  under  the  Ordi- 
nance. 
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"Bond  Fund"  means  the  Bond  Fund  created  in  Section 
5.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to  herein. 

''City"  means  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the   State  of  Maryland,   and   its  successors   and   assigns. 

''Commissioners"  means  that  board  of  finance  known  as 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

"Completion  Date"  means  the  date  of  completion  of  the 
construction  of  the  Industrial  Building  as  that  date  shall 
be  certified  as  provided  in  Section  3.5  hereof. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  Construction  Fund 
created  in  Section  6.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to 
herein. 

"Guarantor"  or  "Guarantor  Corporation"  means  the 
corporation  which  is  executing  and  delivering  the  Guar- 
anty Agreement  in  substantially  the  same  form  provided 
in  Exhibit  C  to  this  Agreement  and  its  successors  and 
assigns;  and  any  surviving,  resulting  or  transferee  cor- 
porations as  provided  in  the  Guaranty  Agreement. 

"Guaranty  Agreement"  or  "Guaranty"  means  the  Guar- 
anty Agreement  executed  and  delivered  by  the  Guarantor 
Corporation  in  the  form  set  forth  as  Exhibit  C  to  the 
Loan  Agreement  as  required  by  Section  4.7  hereof. 

"Independent  Counsel"  means  an  attorney  duly  admitted 
to  practice  law  before  the  highest  court  of  any  state  and 
not  an  employee  of  either  the  City  or  the  Industry. 

"Industrial  Building"  means  the  warehousing  and  fab- 
ricating facilities  at  the  Baltimore  Plant  of  the  Industry 
(including  related  offices  and  necessary  or  useful  machin- 
ery and  equipment)  as  described  in  Exhibit  A  to  this 
Agreement,  and  related  improvements  and  any  substitu- 
tions therefor,  to  be  acquired  by  the  Industry  and  to  be 
financed  under  this  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Ordinance 
for  operation  by  the  Industry  as  an  industrial  building, 
as  defined  in  the  Act. 

"Industry"  means:  (i)  the  party  of  the  second  part 
hereto  and  its  successors  and  assigns;  (ii)  surviving, 
resulting  or  transferee  corporation  as  provided  in  Section 
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6.3  hereof;  and  (iii)  the  Guarantor  when  engaged  in  any 
performance  of  its  obligations,  or  the  exercise  of  any  of 
its  rights,  under  the  Guaranty  Agreement. 

"Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland  and  any  successor  body. 

*'Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Industry  in  sub- 
stantially the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  this  Agree- 
ment. 

''Ordinance"   means   the   Bond   Ordinance   of   the    City 

enacted  on  ,   1974  providing  for  the  terms 

and  provisions  under  which  the  Bonds  will  be  issued  and 
pursuant  to  which  the  City's  interest  in  this  Agreement, 
including  the  Note  and  Guaranty  issued  hereunder,  is 
pledged  as  security  for  the  payment  of  principal,  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

"Resolution"  shall  mean  the  resolution  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  providing  for  the  details  of  the  Bonds, 
all  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

"Series  1974  Bonds"  means  the  "Industrial  Develop- 
ment Revenue  Bonds  (Industrial  Service  Centers  Project), 
1974  Series"  of  the  City,  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  Ordi- 
nance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trustee  and/or  the  co-trustee  ap- 
pointed pursuant  to  the  Resolution,  or  any  successor  or 
successors  as  trustee  thereunder. 

The  words  "hereof",  "herein",  "hereunder",  and  other 
words  of  similar  import  refer  to  this  Loan  Agreement  as  a 
w^hole. 

References  to  Articles,  Sections,  and  other  subdivisions 
of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  to  the  designated  Articles, 
Sections,  and  other  subdivisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  as 
originally  executed. 

The  headings  of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  for  con- 
venience only  and  shall  not  define  or  limit  the  provisions 
hereof. 
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ARTICLE  II 

REPRESENTATIONS  AND  UNDERTAKINGS 

Section  2.1.  Representations  by  the  City.  The  City 
makes  the  following  representations : 

(a)  The  City  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  and  a  body  corporate  and  politic  created  and 
existing  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Maryland ; 

(b)  Under  ther  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  the  pow- 
er to  enter  into  this  Agreement  and  the  transactions  con- 
templated hereby  and  to  carry  out  its  obligations  here- 
under, and  by  the  Ordinance  has  duly  authorized  the 
execution  and  delivery  hereof ; 

(c)  The  City  is  not  in  default  under  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  which  would 
affect  its  existence  or  its  powers  referred  to  in  the  preced- 
ing subsection  (b) ;  and 

(d)  Under  existing  statutes  and  decisions  no  taxes  on 
income  or  profits  are  imposed  on  the  City. 

Section  2.2.  Representations  by  the  Industry.  The  In- 
dustry makes  the  following  representations: 

(a)  The  Industry  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated 
and  in  good  standing  under  the  laws  of  Maryland,  and  has 
power  to  enter  into  this  Agreement  and  by  proper  corpor- 
ate action  has  been  duly  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver 
this  Agreement. 

(b)  The  Guarantor  is  a  corporation  duly  incorporated 
and  in  good  standing  under  the  laws  of  Maryland  and 
has  power  to  enter  into  the  Guaranty  Agreement  and  by 
proper  corporate  action  has  been  duly  authorized  to  exe- 
cute and  deliver  the  Guaranty  Agreement  required  by  this 
Agreement. 

(c)  Neither  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  consummation  of  the  transactions  contemplated 
hereby,  nor  the  fulfillment  of  or  compliance  with  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  Agreement,  conflict  with  or 
result  in  a  breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provi- 
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sions  of  any  corporate  restrictions  of  any  agreement  or 
instrument  to  which  the  Industry  or  Guarantor  is  now  a 
party  or  by  which  it  is  bound,  or  constitute  a  default 
under  any  of  the  foregoing. 

(c)  The  operations  carried  out  at  the  Baltimore  Plant 
presently  result  in  the  employment  of  24  persons,  and 
when  expanded  as  contemplated  by  the  parties  to  this 
Agreement  will  employ  approximately  36  additional  per- 
sons. 

The  City  and  the  Industry  agreed  that  the  City  would 
assist  the  Industry  to  finance  the  Industrial  Building 
through  the  issuance  of  Bonds  pursuant  to  the  Act.  The 
construction  of  Industrial  Buildings,  including  the  reim- 
bursement of  the  Industry  for  loans  incurred  or  funds 
heretofore  advanced  as  aforesaid  for  such  purposes,  will 
require  the  expenditure  of  not  exceeding  $1,500,000  When 
completed  the  Industry  proposes  to  operate  and  maintain 
the  Industrial  Building  in  accordance  with  all  applicable 
statutes,  rules  and  regulations. 

Section  2.3.  Findings  by  Cihj.  The  City  hereby  con- 
firms its  findings  that : 

(a)  The  Industry  is  engaged  in  industrial  activities  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  requiring  substantial 
capital  and  creating  substantial  employment  opportuni- 
ties, and  is  financially  able  to  assume  all  obligations 
prescribed  by  the  Act  and  by  the  Ordinance  and  is  quali- 
fied as  an  ''Industrial  concern"  to  borrow  the  proceeds  of 
the  Bonds  from  the  City  to  finance  the  acquisition  by  the 
Industry  of  the  Industrial  Building  for  purposes  of  the 
Act; 

(b)  The  Industrial  Building  will  promote  the  purposes 
of  the  Act  by  increasing  jobs  and  employment  opportuni- 
ties and  aiding  in  maintaining  employment,  thus  relieving 
conditions  of  unemployment  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and 
in  the  City;  (b)  encouraging  the  increase  of  industry  and 
a  balanced  economy  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the 
City;  (c)  assisting  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  in 
the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City;  (d)  promoting 
economic  development;  and  (e)  promoting  the  health,  wel- 
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fare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
and  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

ARTICLE  III 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  INDUSTRIAL  BUILDING 

Section  3.1.  Agreement  to  Construct  Industrial  Build- 
ing. The  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  proceed  with  all 
reasonable  dispatch  to  construct,  install  and  complete  the 
Industrial  "Building. 

Section  3.2.  Agreement  to  Issue  Series  197 U  Bonds; 
Application  of  Bond  Proceeds.  In  order  to  provide  funds  for 
payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Industrial  Building,  the  City 
agrees  that,  simultaneously  with  the  execution  and  delivery 
of  this  Agreement,  it  will  issue,  sell  and  cause  to  be  de- 
livered to  the  purchasers  thereof  the  Series  1974  Bonds  in 
the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  exceeding  $1,500,- 
000  and  will  thereupon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  all 
accrued  interest  received  on  the  sale  of  the  Bonds;  (ii) 
deposit  in  the  Construction  Fund  the  balance  of  the  pro- 
ceeds received  from  the  said  sale. 

Section  3.3.  Disbursements  from  the  Construction 
Fund.  The  City  has  in  the  Ordinance  authorized  and  di- 
rected the  Trustee  to  use  the  moneys  in  the  Construction 
Fund  for  the  following  purposes  (but  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions  of   Section   3.8   hereof,   for   no   other   purposes)  : 

(a)  Paym.ent  of  the  initial  or  acceptance  fee  of  the 
Trustee,  the  fees  for  filing  any  financing  statements  and 
any  curative  documents  that  either  the  Trustee,  the  City, 
or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem  desirable  to  file  for  rec- 
ord in  order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  security  interest 
under  the  Ordinance;  and  the  fees  and  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  any  actions  or  proceedings  that  either  the 
Trustee,  the  Industry,  or  Independent  Counsel  may  deem 
necessary  or  desirable  to  bring  in  order  to  perfect  or 
protect  the  security  interest  under  the  Ordinance  as  afore- 
said. 

(b)  Payment  to  the  Industry  of  such  amounts,  if  any, 
as  shall  be  necessary  to  reimburse  the  Industry  in  full 
for  all  advances  and  payments  made  by  the  Industry  prior 
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to  or  after  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds  for  expenditures 
in  connection  with  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the 
Industrial  Building  and  the  preparation  of  plans  and 
specifications  therefor  (including  any  preliminary  study 
or  planning  of  the  Industrial  Building  or  any  aspect  there- 
of) and  all  construction,  acquisition  and  installation  ex- 
penses required  to  provide  utility  services  or  other  facili- 
ties, and  acquisition  of  all  real  or  personal  properties  deemed 
necessary  in  connection  with  the  Industrial  Building 
(including  architectural,  engineering  and  supervisory 
services  with  respect  to  any  of  the  foregoing). 

(c)  Payment  of  the  cost  of  legal,  financial  and  account- 
ing fees  and  expenses,  and  printing,  reproduction  and 
engraving  costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  authoriza- 
tion, sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  the  preparation  of 
this  Agreement,  the  Ordinance,  the  Resolution,  and  all 
other  documents  in  connection  therewith  and  in  connec- 
tion with  the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the  Industrial 
Building. 

(d)  Payment  for  labor,  services,  materials  and  sup- 
plies used  or  furnished  in  site  improvement  and  in  the 
acquisition  and  construction  of  the  Industrial  Building, 
payment  for  the  cost  of  the  construction,  acquisition,  and 
installation  of  utility  services  or  other  facilities,  and 
all  real  and  personal  property  deemed  necessary  in  con- 
nection with  the  Industrial  Building  and  payment  for  the 
miscellaneous  expenses  incidental  to  any  of  the  foregoing 
items  including  the  premium  on  any  surety  bond. 

(e)  Payment  of  the  fees,  or  out-of-pocket  expenses  of 
the  City,  if  any,  incurred  with  respect  to  the  Industrial 
Building. 

(f)  Payment  to  the  Trustee  as  such  payments  be- 
come due,  of  the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  (as 
Trustee  and  paying  agent)  and  of  any  paying  agent  prop- 
erly incurred  under  the  Ordinance  that  may  become  due 
during  the  Construction  Period,  or  reimbursement  thereof 
if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(g)  To  such  extent  as  they  shall  not  have  been  paid 
by  a  contractor  for  construction  or  installation  with  re- 
spect to  any  part  of  the  Industrial  Building,  payment  of 
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the  premiums  on  all  insurance  required  to  be  taken  out 
and  maintained  during  the  construction  of  the  Industrial 
Building,  or  reimbursement  thereof  if  paid  by  the  In- 
dustry. 

(h)  Payment  of  the  taxes,  assessments  and  other 
charges,  if  any,  that  may  have  become  payable  during 
the  construction  of  the  Industrial  Building,  or  reimburse- 
ment thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industry. 

(i)  Payment  of  expenses  incurred  in  seeking  to  en- 
force any  remedy  against  smy  contractor  or  subcontractor 
in  respect  of  any  default  under  a  contract  relating  to  the 
Industrial  Building. 

(j)  Payment  of  any  other  costs  and  expenses  relating 
to  the  Industrial  Building. 

(k)  All  moneys  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund 
after  the  completion  of  the  Industrial  Building,  the  de- 
livery of  the  certificate  required  by  Section  3.5  hereof, 
and  upon  delivery  to  the  Trustee  by  the  Authorized  Com- 
pany Representative  of  a  certificate  stating  that  payment 
in  full  has  been  made  of  the  costs  of  acquiring  and  con- 
structing the  Industrial  Building,  all  as  provided  for  in 
the  preceding  subsections  (a)  to  (j),  inclusive,  of  this 
Section,  shall  at  the  direction  of  the  Industry  be:  (i) 
used  by  the  Trustee  for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  for  the  pur- 
pose of  cancellation,  at  prices  not  exceeding  the  principal 
amount  thereof  plus  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date 
of  delivery,  or  (ii)  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund. 

Each  of  the  payments  made  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
subsections  (a),  (b),  (c),  (d),  (e),  (f),  (g),  (h),  (i)  and 
(j)  of  this  Section  shall  be  made  only  upon  receipt  by  the 
Trustee  of  a  written  order  by  the  Authorized  Industry 
Representative,  approved  by  the  Authorized  City  Repre- 
sentative, which  approval  shall  not  be  unreasonably  with- 
held, which  shall  certify  with  respect  to  each  such  pay- 
ment: (i)  that  none  of  the  items  for  which  the  payment 
is  proposed  to  be  made  has  formed  the  basis  for  any  pay- 
ment theretofore  made  from  the  Construction  Fund;  and 
(ii)  that  each  item  for  which  the  payment  is  proposed  to 
be  made  is  or  was  necessary  in  connection  with  the  In- 
dustrial Building,  as  provided  in  this  Agreement. 
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Section  3.4.  Trustee  May  Rely  on  Orders  and  Certi- 
fications. In  making  any  such  payment  from  the  Con- 
struction Fund,  the  Trustee  may  rely  on  any  such  orders 
and  certifications  delivered  to  it  pursuant  to  Section  3.3, 
and  the  Trustee  shall  be  relieved  of  all  liability  with  re- 
spect to  making  such  payments  in  accordance  with  such 
orders  and  certifications. 

Section  3.5.  Establishment  of  Completion  Date.  The 
Completion  Date  shall  be  evidenced  to  the  Trustee  by  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  Authorized  Industry  Representa- 
tive, stating  that,  except  for  amounts  retained  by  the 
Trustee  for  Industrial  Building  costs  not  then  due  and 
payable  as  provided  in  Section  3.3.  (k),  construction  of 
the  Industrial  Building  has  been  completed  in  accordance 
with  the  specifications  therefor  and  all  labor,  services, 
materials  and  supplies  used  in  such  construction  have 
been  paid  for,  and  all  facilities  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  Industrial  Building  have  been  constructed,  ac- 
quired and  installed  in  accordance  with  the  specification 
therefor  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  connec- 
tion therewith  have  been  paid.  Notwithstanding  the  fore- 
going, such  certificate  shall  state  that  it  is  given  without 
prejudice  to  any  rights  against  third  parties  which  exist 
at  the  date  of  such  certificate  or  which  may  subsequently 
come  into  being.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Industry  to 
cause  the  certificate  contemplated  by  this  Section  3.5  to 
be  furnished  as  soon  as  the  Industrial  Building  shall 
have  been  completed. 

Section  3.6.  Industry  Required  to  Pay  Construction 
Costs  in  Event  Construction  Fund  Insufficient.  In  the  event 
the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  available  to  loan 
to  the  Industry  for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Industrial 
Building  shall  not  be  suf!icient  to  pay  the  costs  thereof 
in  full,  the  Industry  agrees  to  complete,  or  cause  to  be 
completed,  the  Industrial  Building  and  to  finance  all  that 
portion  of  the  costs  of  the  Industrial  Building  as  may  be 
in  excess  of  the  moneys  available  therefor  in  the  Construc- 
tion Fund.  The  City  does  not  make  any  warranty,  either 
express  or  implied,  that  the  moneys  which  will  be  paid  into 
the  Construction  Fund  and  which,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Agreement,  will  be  available  to  loan  to  the  Industry 
for  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Industrial  Building,  will 
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be  sufficient  to  provide  loans  to  pay  all  the  costs  which  have 
been  or  will  be  incurred  in  that  connection.  The  Industry 
agrees  that  if  after  exhaustion  of  the  moneys  in  the 
Construction  Fund  the  Industry  shall  finance  any  portion 
of  the  said  costs  of  the  Industrial  Building,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Section,  it  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
any  reimbursement  therefor  from  the  City  or  from  the 
Trustee  or  from  the  holders  of  any  of  the  Bonds,  nor  shall 
it  be  entitled  to  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the 
payments  required  by  Section  4.3  hereof. 

Section  3.7.  Authorized  Industry  and  City  Representa- 
tives and  Successors.  The  Industry  and  the  City,  re- 
spectively, shall  designate,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
Section  1.1,  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative  and 
the  Authorized  City  Representative.  In  the  event  that  any 
person  so  designated  and  his  alternate  or  alternates,  if 
any,  should  become  unavailable  or  unable  to  take  any  ac- 
tion or  make  any  certificate  provided  for  or  required  in  this 
Agreement,  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same 
manner. 

Section  3.8.  Investment  of  Construction  Fund  and 
Bond  Fund  Moneys  Permitted.  Any  moneys  held  as  a  part 
of  the  Construction  Fund  or  Bond  Fund,  and  not  required 
for  immediate  disbursements  and  withdrawal,  shall  be 
invested  or  reinvested  by  the  Trustee,  to  the  extent  such 
investments  are  not  prohibited  by  law  for  investment  of 
bond  proceeds  by  the  City,  in  (i)  general  obligations,  of, 
or  obligations  unconditionally  guaranteed  as  to  principal 
and  interest  by,  the  United  States  of  America;  (ii)  bonds, 
debentures,  participation  certificates  or  notes  issued  by 
any  agency  or  corporation  which  is  or  may  hereafter  be 
created  by  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  as  an 
agency  or  instrumentality  thereof;  (iii)  Public  Housing 
Bonds,  Temporary  Notes  or  Preliminary  Loan  Notes,  fully 
secured  by  contracts  with  the  United  States;  (iv)  certifi- 
cates of  deposit  issued  by  the  Trustee  or  any  bank,  trust 
company  or  national  banking  association,  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  any  state  thereof,  which 
has  a  combined  capital  and  surplus  of  at  least  $40,000,000, 
in  any  amount;  or  (v)  ^ny  other  investment  which  the 
Trustee  may  make  under  Federal  and  Maryland  law.  Such 
investments  shall  be  made  in  the  discretion  of  the  Trustee ; 
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provided,  however,  the  Industry  may  by  written  direction 
from  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative  to  the  Trus- 
tee direct  the  investments  and  such  investments  shall  have 
maturities  consonant  with  the  need  for  funds  as  esti- 
mated by  s.aid  Authorized  Industry  Representative.  The 
Trustee  may,  and  to  the  extent  required  for  payments 
from  the  Construction  Fund  or  Bond  Fund  shall,  sell  any 
such  investment  at  any  time,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale, 
and  of  all  payments  at  maturity  and  upon  redemption  of 
such  investments,  shall  be  credited  to  the  Fund  in  which 
such  investments  were  held.  Interest  and  other  income 
received  on  moneys  or  securities  in  either  such  Fund  shall 
be  credited  to  such  Fund. 

The  Industry  covenants  th,at  it  will  not  cause  the  use  of 
or  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds,  whether  on 
deposit  to  the  credit  of  the  Construction  Fund  (or  any  fund 
created  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance  which  may  be  deemed  to 
be  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  pursuant  to  Section  103(d)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  appli- 
cable regulations  thereunder)  or  withdrawn  therefrom 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  3.3  of  this  Agreement, 
which  use  (i)  would  have  caused  the  Bonds  to  be  "arbi- 
trage bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  such  Section  103(d) 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and 
applicable  regulations  thereunder,  if  such  use  had  been 
reasonably  expected  on  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds, 
or  (ii)  would  cause  Section  103(c)(1)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  in  effect  on  the  date  of  the  Bonds, 
to  apply  to  the  Bonds. 

Section  3.9.  Accounting  by  Trustee.  The  Trustee  shall, 
if  requested  by  the  Industry,  file  an  accounting  pertaining 
to  the  Construction  Fund  in  the  manner,  and  at  the  time, 
provided  in  Section  6.02  of  the  Ordinance. 


ARTICLE  IV 

EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT;  DURA- 
TION OF  AGREEMENT;  REPAYMENT  PROVISIONS; 
AND  UNCONDITIONAL  OBLIGATIONS  OF  INDUS- 
TRY 

Section  4.1.     Effective  Date  of  this  Agreement;  Dura- 
tion  of  Agreement.  This  Agreement  shall  become  effective 
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upon  its  delivery,  and  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  until  the  principal,  or  premium,  if  any,  and  interest 
on  the  Bonds  have  been  fully  p^id  (or  provision  for  their 
payment  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance),  together  with  all  sums  to  which  the 
City  or  the  Trustee  are  entitled  hereunder. 

Section  4.2.  Possession  and  Oiunership  of  Industrial 
Building.  The  Industrial  Building  shall  be  the  sole  property 
of  the  Industry,  and  the  Industry  shall  have  sole  and  ex- 
clusive possession  of  the  Industrial  Building  (subject  to 
the  right  of  the  City  to  enter  thereon  for  inspection  pur- 
poses and  to  the  other  provisions  of  Section  6.2  hereof). 

Section  4.3.  Repayment  of  Loan  and  Payment  of  Other 
Amounts  Hereunder,  (a)  The  City  has  made  available  to 
the  Industry  in  the  form  of  a  loan  the  proceeds  derived 
from  the  sale  of  the  Series  1974  Bonds,  and  the  Industry 
shall  repay  such  loan  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  subsection  (b)  of  this  Section  4.3.  Simultaneously  with 
the  authentication  and  delivery  of  the  Series  1974  Bonds 
^nd  as  a  condition  precedent  to  any  payments  from  the 
Construction  Fund  under  Section  3.3  hereof,  the  Industry 
shall  execute  its  note,  in  substantially  the  form  set  forth 
in  Exhibit  B  hereto,  and  cause  the  Guarantor  to  execute 
its  guaranty  agreement,  as  additional  security  for  such 
loan,  in  substantially  the  form  set  forth  in  Exhibit  C 
hereto. 

(b)     On  the  last  business  day  before  ,  1, 

1974,  and  on  the  last  business  d,ay  before  each 1 

and 1  thereafter,  until  the  principal  of,  premium, 

if  any,  additional  interest,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the 
Series  1974  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid  or  provision 
for  the  payment  thereof  shall  have  been  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Ordinance,  the  Industry  sh,all  pay  to  the 

Trustee;  (i)  if  such  date  is  1,  a  sum  equal  to 

the  amount  payable  on  such  date  as  interest  upon  the 
Series  1974  Bonds,  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance;  ^nd  (ii) 

if  such  date  is  1,  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount 

payable  on  such  date  as  principal  (whether  at  the  stated 
maturity  or  by  sinking  fund  redemption  pursuant  to 
Section  3.02  of  the  Ordinance)  and  interest  upon  the 
Series  1974  Bonds. 
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In  any  event  each  payment  under  this  Section  sh;all  be 
sufficient  to  pay  the  amount  of  interest  or  interest  and 
principal  (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemption  or  ac- 
celeration) and  premium,  if  any,  payable  on  the  next  suc- 
ceeding interest  payment  date,  and  if  at  any  payment 
date  (whether  or  not  such  payment  date  is  an  interest  pay- 
ment date)  the  balance  in  the  Bond  Fund  is  insufficient  to 
make  the  required  payments  of  principal  (whether  at 
maturity  or  by  redemption  or  acceleration)  and  premium, 
if  any,  and  interest  on  such  date,  the  Industry  shall  forth- 
with p^ay  any  such  deficiency;  provided  that  any  amount 
at  any  time  held  by  the  Trustee  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be 
credited  against  the  next  payment  to  the  extent  such 
amount  is  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  for  payment 
of  Bonds  theretofore  matured  or  called  for  redemption 
and  past  due  interest  in  all  cases  where  such  Bonds  or 
coupons  have  not  been  presented  for  payment;  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  if  the  amount  held  by  the  Trustee  in 
the  Bond  Fund  should  be  sufficient  to  p,ay  at  the  times 
required  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest 
on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  then  remaining  unpaid,  the 
Industry  shall  not  be  obligated  to  make  any  further  pay- 
ments   under   the   foregoing   provisions    of   this    Section. 

(c)  The  Industry  agrees  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  until 
the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series 
1974  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount 
equ.al  to  the  annual  fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  Ordinary 
Services  of  the  Trustee,  as  Trustee,  rendered,  and  its 
Ordinary  Expenses,  as  Trustee,  incurred  under  the  Ordi- 
nance, as  and  when  the  same  becomes  due;  (ii)  reasonable 
fees  and  charges  of  the  Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  and 
any  other  paying  agents  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  for 
acting  ^s  paying  agents  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance, 
and  the  City  as  bond  registrar  as  provided  in  the  Ordi- 
nance, as  and  when  the  same  become  due;  and  (iii)  the 
reasonable  fees  and  charges  of  the  Trustee  for  the  neces- 
sary Extraordinary  Services  rendered  by  it  and  Extra- 
ordinary Expenses  incurred  by  it  under  the  Ordinance, 
as  and  when  the  same  become  due;  provided,  that  the 
Industry  may,  without  creating  a  default  hereunder,  con- 
test in  good  faith  the  necessity  for  any  such  Extraordinary 
Services  and  Extraordinary  Expenses  and  the  reasonable- 
ness of  any  such  fees,  charges  or  expenses. 
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(d)  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  all  payments  by 
the  Industry  under  subsections  (b)  and  (e)  of  this  Sec- 
tion, including  payments  pursuant  to  the  Note  and  Guar- 
anty Agreement,  are  to  be  assigned  by  the  City  to  the 
Trustee.  The  Industry  assents  to  such  assignment  and 
agrees  that,  as  to  the  Trustee,  its  obligation  to  make 
such  payments  shall  be  absolute,  irrevocable  and  uncondi- 
tional and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  defense  (other  than 
payment)  or  any  right  of  set-off,  counterclaim  or  recoup- 
ment arising  out  of  any  breach  by  the  City  of  any  oblig;a- 
tion  to  the  Industry,  whether  hereunder  or  otherwise,  or 
out  of  any  indebtedness  or  liability  at  any  time  owing  to 
the  Industry  by  the  City.  The  City  directs  the  Industry, 
and  the  Industry  agrees,  to  pay  to  the  Trustee  at  its  prin- 
cipal   office   all    payments    pursuant   to   this    Agreement. 

(e)  In  the  event  the  Industry  shall  fail  to  make  any 
of  the  p^ayments  required  in  this  Section  4.3,  the  item  or 
installment  so  in  default  shall  continue  as  an  obligation 
of  the  Industry  until  the  amount  in  default  shall  have  been 
fully  paid,  and  the  Industry  agrees  to  pay  the  same  with 
interest  thereon  at  one  percentage  point  greater  than  the 
rate  of  interest  on  the  Series  1974  Bonds  until  the  item 
or  installment  is  fully  paid. 

Section  4.4.  Place  of  Payments.  The  payments  pro- 
vided for  in  subsections  (b)  and  (e)  of  Section  4.3  hereof 
shall  be  paid  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  account  of  the 
City  and  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund.  The  pay- 
ments to  be  made  to  the  Trustee  under  subsection  (c) 
of  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be  paid  directly  to  the  Trustee 
for  its  own  use  or  for  disbursement  to  the  paying  agents, 
or  to  the  City,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  4.5.  Obligations  of  Industry  Hereunder  Uncon- 
ditional. The  obligations  of  the  Industry  to  make  the  pay- 
ments required  in  Section  4.3  hereof  and  to  perform  and 
observe  the  other  agreements  on  its  part  contained 
herein  shall  be  absolute  and  unconditional,  irrespective  of 
any  defense  or  any  rights  of  set-off,  recoupment  or  count- 
erclaim it  might  otherwise  have  against  the  City,  and  the 
Industry  shall  pay  absolutely  net  during  the  term  of  this 
Agreement  the  payments  to  be  made  on  account  of  the  loan 
as  prescribed  in  Section  4.3  and  all  other  payments  re- 
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quired  hereunder  free  of  any  deductions  and  without  abate- 
ment, diminution  or  set-off  other  than  those  herein  ex- 
pressly provided;  and  until  such  time  as  the  principal  of 
and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  shall  have 
been  fully  paid,  or  provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall 
h;ave  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance,  the 
Industry:  (i)  will  not  suspend  or  discontinue  any  pay- 
ments provided  for  in  Section  4.3  hereof;  (ii)  will  perform 
and  observe  all  of  its  other  agreements  contained  in  this 
Agreement;  and  (iii)  except  as  provided  in  Article  IX 
hereof,  will  not  terminate  this  Agreement  for  any  cause,  in- 
cluding without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
failure  of  the  Industry  to  complete  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  the  occurrence  of  any  acts  or  circumstances  that 
may  constitute  failure  of  consideration,  destruction  of  or 
damage  to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  commercial  frus- 
tration of  purpose,  any  change  in  the  tax  laws  of  the  United 
States  of  America  or  of  Maryland  or  any  political  subdivi- 
sion of  either  of  these,  or  any  failure  of  the  City  to  perform 
and  observe  any  agreement,  whether  express  or  implied, 
or  any  duty,  liability  or  obligation  arising  out  of  or  con- 
nected with  this  Agreement,  except  to  the  extent  per- 
mitted by  this  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  V 

OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE,  INSURANCE 
AND  CONDEMNATION 

Section  5.1.  Operation  and  Maintenance  of  Industrial 
Building.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  9.2  of  this 
Agreement,  the  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  operate  and 
maintain  the  Industrial  Building  at  all  times  hereafter  in 
accordance  with  all  applicable  laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
at  its  own  expense  and  shall  defray  all  costs  in  connection 
therewith  (including  from  time  to  time  all  necessary  re- 
pairs and  renewals  and  replacements)  so  that  the  In- 
dustrial Building  and  all  other  facilities  necessary  or  inci- 
dental thereto  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  in  good 
operating  condition. 

Section  5.2.  Insurance.  The  Industry  shall  keep  at  its 
own  expense  the  Baltimore  Plant,  and  the  Industrial  Build- 
ing thereat,  at  all  times  insured  against  loss  or  damage  in 
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accordance  with  the  customary  insurance  practices  of  the 
Industry  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Trustee  from  time  to 
time,  if  requested,  certificates  establishing  that  such  in- 
surance has  been  obtained^  or  that  the  Industry  is  acting 
^s  a  self-insurer. 

If  the  Industry  at  any  time  shall  carry  property  damage 
or  public  liability  insurance  with  specific  reference  to  the 
Industrial  Building  or  the  operation  thereof,  the  City  and 
the  Trustee  shall  be  made  additional  insureds  thereunder 
or  included  therein  as  their  interests  may  appear. 

The  Industry  releases  the  City  and  the  Trustee  from, 
agrees  that  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable  for, 
and  agrees  to  defend  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
harmless  from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage  to 
property  or  any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  that  may 
be  occasioned  by  any  cause  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the 
Industrial  Building. 

Section  5.3.  Damage,  Destruction  and  Condemna- 
tion, Unless  the  Industry  shall  elect  to  exercise  its  option 
to  terminate  pursuant  to  Section  9.2,  in  the  event  that 
the  Industrial  Building  or  any  part  thereof  (i)  shall  be 
damaged  or  destroyed  by  fire  or  other  casualty,  or  (ii) 
title  to  or  the  temporary  use  of  such  shall  be  taken  under 
the  exercise  of  the  power  of  eminent  domain  by  any 
governmental  authority,  the  Industry  shall  promptly  re- 
place, repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  damaged  or  destroyed 
property  or  the  property  remaining  after  condemnation 
to  substantially  the  same  condition  as  existed  prior  to  such 
event  with  such  changes,  alterations,  deletions,  improve- 
ments and  modifications  as  may  be  desired  by  the  Industry 
and  which  do  not  disqualify  the  Industrial  Building  with- 
in the  meaning  of  Section  103(c)  (  )  of  the  Internal  Reve- 
nue Code  of  1954,  as  amended. 

Section  5.4.  Insurance  Proceeds  or  Condemnation 
Awards.  The  Industry  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  pay- 
ment of  any  costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Indus- 
trial Building  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance  or 
condemnation  awards,  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement 
from  the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners  of 
the  Bonds  of  any  .abatement  or  diminution  of  the  pay- 
ments prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 
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ARTICLE  VI 

SPECIAL  COVENANTS 

Section  6.1.  No  Warranty  of  Condition  of  Suitability 
by  the  City.  The  City  makes  no  warranty,  either  express  or 
implied,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Industrial  Building,  or 
that  it  will  be  suitable  for  the  Industry's  purposes  or  needs. 

Section  6.2.  City's  Right  of  Access  to  the  Industrial 
Building.  The  Industry  agrees  that  the  City  and  the  duly 
authorized  agents  of  the  City  shall  have  the  right  at  All 
reasonable  times  to  enter  upon,  and  to  examine  and  in- 
spect, the  Industrial  Building. 

Section  6.3.  Industry  to  Maintain  its  Corporate  Exis- 
tence; Conditions  Under  Which  Exceptions  Permitted. 
The  Industry  agrees  that  during  the  term  of  this  Agree- 
ment it  will  maintain  its  corporate  existence,  will  not  dis- 
solve or  otherwise  dispose  of  all  substantially  all  of  its 
assets,  and  will  not  consolidate  with  or  merger  into  another 
corporation  or  permit  one  or  more  other  corporations  to 
consolidate  with  or  merge  into  it ;  except,  that  the  Industry 
may,  without  violating  the  agreement  contained  in  this 
Section,  consolidate  with  or  merge  into  another  corpora- 
tion, or  permit  one  or  more  corporations  to  consolidate 
with  or  merge  into  it,  or  sell  or  otherwise  transfer  to 
another  corporation  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets 
as  an  entirety  and  thereafter  dissolve,  provided  the  sur- 
viving, resulting  or  transferee  corporation,  as  the  case 
may  be,  (unless  the  surviving  or  resulting  corporation 
is  the  Industry)  assumes  in  writing  all  of  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  Industry  under  this  Agreement  and  the  Note. 

Section  6.4.  Qualification  in  Maryland.  The  Industry 
warrarxts  th^t  it  is,  and  throughout  the  terms  of  this 
Agreement  it  will  continue  to  be,  duly  qualified  to  do 
business  in  Maryland. 

Section  6.5.  No  Pecuniary  Liability.  The  Act  prescribes 
and  the  parties  intend  that  by  reason  of  making  this 
Agreement,  by  reason  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  by 
reason  of  the  performance  of  any  act  required  of  it  by 
this  Agreement,  or  by  reason  of  the  performance  of  ^ny 
act  requested  of  it  by  the  Industry,  no  indebtedness  or 
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charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the 
City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter 
provision  or  statutory  limitation  shall  occur  or  shall  ever 
constitute  or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the 
City.  Nevertheless,  if  the  City  shall  incur  ^ny  such  pecuni- 
ary liability,  then  in  such  event  the  Industry  shall  indem- 
nify and  hold  the  City  harmless  by  reason  thereof. 

Section  6.6.  Financial  Statements  of  Industry.  The 
Industry  agrees  to  have  an  annual  audit  made  by  its 
regular  mdependent  certified  public  accountants  and  to 
furnish  the  Trustee  (within  thirty  days  after  receipt  by 
the  Industry)  with  a  balance  sheet  and  statement  of  in- 
come and  surplus  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Industry  and  its  consolidated  subsidiaries,  if  any,  at  the 
close  of  each  fiscal  ye^r,  and  the  results  of  operations  of 
the  Industry  and  its  consolidated  subsidiaries,  if  any,  for 
each  fiscal  year,  accompanied  by  a  certificate  or  opinion 
of  said  accountants.  The  Industry  further  agrees  to  fur- 
nish to  the  Trustee,  to  the  initial  purchaser  of  the  Series 
1974  Bonds,  and,  if  requested  in  writing,  to  any  bondholder 
all  financial  statements  which  it  sends  to  its  shareholders. 
Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  (a)  an  annual  audit  of 
the  Guarantor  and  its  consolidated  subsidiaries  (including 
the  Industry)  by  its  regular  independent  certified  public 
accountants,  and  the  furnishing  to  the  Trustee  within  30 
days  after  receipt  thereof  by  the  Guarantor  of  a  con- 
solidated balance  sheet  and  a  consolidated  statement  of 
income  and  surplus  showing  the  consolidated  financial 
position  and  the  consolidated  results  of  operations  of  the 
Guarantor  and  its  consolidated  subsidiaries  for  each  fiscal 
year,  accompanied  by  a  certificate  or  opinion  of  said  ac- 
countants, and  (b)  the  furnishing  by  the  Guarantor  to  the 
Trustee  and  to  the  initial  purchaser  of  the  Series  1974 
Bonds  and,  if  requested  in  writing  to  any  bondholder,  all 
financial  statements  which  Guarantor  sends  to  its  share- 
holders, shall  be  deemed  compliance  with  the  foregoing 
and  shall  be  accepted  in  lieu  thereof. 

Section  6.7.  Additional  Bonds.  Subject  to  the  obli- 
gations of  the  City  under  the  Ordinance,  the  City  and 
the  Industry  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more  amend- 
ments to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  obtaining  of  addi- 
tional funds  by  the  City  to  finance  the  completion  of  the 
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Industrial  Building  or  to  provide  additional  industrial 
buildings  (as  defined  in  the  Act)  through  the  issuance 
of  additional  Bonds  pursuant  to  Section  2.09  of  the  Ordi- 
nance; provided  that  no  obligation  is  imposed  on  the  City 
by  this  Section  6.7  to  enter  into  such  amendment,  ^nd 
no  such  amendment  is  permitted  hereunder  which  would 
result  either  in  the  breach  of  the  City's  agreements  pur- 
suant to  the  Ordinance  or  in  the  reduction  of  the  Industry's 
obligations  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VII 

ASSIGNMENT,    SUBLEASING,    MORTGAGING 
AND  SELLING;  REDEMPTION;  AND  PREPAYMENT 

Section  7.1.  Assignment  and  Subleasing.  This  Agree- 
ment may  be  assigned,  and  the  Industrial  Building  may 
be  leased,  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as  a  whole  or  in 
part,  by  the  Industry  without  the  necessity  of  obtaining 
the  consent  of  either  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  subject, 
however,  to  e,ach  of  the  following  conditions : 

(a)  No  assignment  (other  than  pursuant  to  Section 
6.3  hereof),  leasing,  sale  or  other  disposition  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  primary  liability  for  any  of  its  obliga- 
tions hereunder,  and  in  the  event  of  any  such  assign- 
ment or  lease,  sale  or  other  disposition,  the  Industry  shall 
continue  to  remain  primarily  liable  for  the  payments 
specified  under  this  Agreement  and  for  the  payment,  per- 
formance and  observance  of  the  other  obligations  and 
agreements  on  its  part  herein  provided  to  be  performed  and 
observed  by  it. 

(b)  The  assignee,  lessee  or  transferee  shall  assume  in 
writing  the  obligations  and  covenants  of  the  Industry 
hereunder  to  the  extent  of  the  interest  acquired. 

(c)  The  Industry  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the 
delivery  thereof,  furnish  or  cause  to  be  furnished  to  the 
City  and  to  the  Trustee  a  true  and  complete  copy  of  each 
such  assignment,  lease,  deed  or  other  instrument,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

Section  7.2.  Assignment  of  this  Agreement  by  the 
City,  The  City  will  assign  its  interest  in,  and  has  pledged 
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any  moneys  receivable  under,  this  Agreement  (except  pay- 
ments pursuant  to  Section  6.5  and  Section  8.4  hereof), 
including  the  Note  and  Guaranty  Agreement  issued  here- 
under, to  the  Trustee  as  security  for  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal  of,   premium,   if  any,   and   interest   on   the   Bonds. 

Section  7.3.  Redemption  of  Bonds.  The  City,  at  the 
request  at  any  time  of  the  Industry  and  if  the  same  are 
then  callable,  shall  forthwith  take  all  steps  that  may  be 
necessary  under  the  applicable  redemption  provisions  of 
the  Resolution  and  the  Ordinance  to  effect  redemption  of 
all  or  part  of  the  then  Outstanding  Bonds,  as  may  be 
specified  by  the  Industry  on  the  earliest  redemption  date 
which  such  redemption  may  be  made  under  such  applicable 
provisions.  The  City  shall  cooperate  with  the  Industry  in 
effecting  any  purchase  of  Bonds  to  be  delivered  for  credit 
as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  and  Resolution,  against  the 
sinking  fund  redemption  obligation,  (if  any),  if  desired 
by  the  Industry. 

Section  7.4.  Payments  in  Advance.  There  is  expressly 
reserved  to  the  Industry  the  right  and  the  Industry  is 
authorized  and  permitted  at  any  time  it  may  choose  to  pay 
in  advance  all  or  ,any  part  of  the  amounts  payable  under 
Section  4.3  hereof,  and  the  City  agrees  that  the  Trustee 
may  accept  such  prepayments  when  the  same  are  tendered 
by  the  Industry.  All  amounts  so  prepaid  shall  be  credited 
on  the  payments  specified  in  Section  4.3  hereof,  in  the 
order  of  their  due  dates,  or,  if  requested  by  the  In- 
dustry the  City  shall  direct  the  Trustees  to  apply  such 
payments  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds  in  accordance  with 
the  Ordinance. 

Section  7.5.  Modification  of  Industrial  Building.  The 
Industry  may  from  time  to  time  in  its  sole  discretion  and 
at  its  own  expense  modify,  improve  or  enlarge  the  In- 
dustrial Building  in  any  way  permitted  by  the  then  ap- 
plicable statutes,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  the  Industry's  warehousing  and  fabricMing 
needs. 

Section  7.6.  Reference  to  Bonds  Ineffective.  After 
Bonds  Paid.  Upon  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or  pro- 
vision for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  all  fees 
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and  charges  of  the  Trustee,  all  references  in  this  Agree- 
ment to  the  Bonds  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  ineffective  and 
neither  the  Trustee  nor  the  holders  of  any  of  the  Bonds 
shall  thereafter  have  any  rights  hereunder,  saving  and  ex- 
cepting those  that  shall  have  theretofore  vested.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  Agreement,  the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed 
fully  paid : 

(a)  If  there  is  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  an  amount 
sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  all  the  then  outstanding 
Bonds  plus  the  interest  due  thereon  until  and  at  their 
respective  maturities,  and  provision  for  payment  of  all 
Trustee's  and  paying  agents'  fees,  accrued  and  to  accrue, 
has  been  made  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  and 
such  paying  agents;  or 

(b)  If  the  Bonds  have  been  paid  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 9.01  of  the  Ordinance. 


ARTICLE  VIII 

EVENTS   OF   DEFAULT   AND   REMEDIES 

Section  8.1.  Events  of  Default  Defined.  The  following 
shall  be  ''events  of  default"  under  this  Agreement  and  the 
terms  ''event  of  default"  or  "default"  shall  mean,  when- 
ever they  are  used  in  this  Agreement  any  one  or  more  of 
the  following  events : 

(a)  Failure  by  the  Industry  to  pay  the  amounts  re- 
quired to  be  paid  under  subsection  (b)  and  (e)  of  Section 
4.3  of  this  Agreement  ,at  the  time  specified  therein. 

(b)  Failure  by  the  Industry  or  Guarantor  to  ob- 
serve and  perform  any  covenant,  condition  or  agreement 
in  this  Agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Industry  to  be  ob- 
served or  performed,  (including,  but  not  limited  to  amounts 
to  be  paid  under  this  Agreement)  other  than  as  referred 
to  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  Section,  for  a  period  of  forty- 
five  days  after  written  notice,  specifying  such  failure  and 
requesting  that  it  be  remedied,  given  to  the  Industry  by 
the  City  or  the  Trustee,  unless  the  City  and  the  Trustee 
shall  agree  in  writing  to  an  extension  of  such  time  prior  to 
its  expiration  (or  in  the  case  of  any  such  default  which 
cannot  with   due  diligence  be  cured  within  such  45-day 
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period,  if  Industry  shall  fail  to  proceed  promptly  to  cure 
the  same  and  thereafter  prosecute  the  curing  of  such  de- 
fault with  due  diligence,  it  being  intended  in  connection 
with  such  a  default  not  susceptible  of  being  cured  with 
due  diligence  within  the  45  days  that  the  time  within 
which  the  Industry  may  cure  the  same  shall  be  extended 
for  such  period  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  curing 
of  the  same  with  all  due  diligence). 

(c)  The  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the  Industry  or 
Guarantor^ or  filing  by  the  Industry  of  a  voluntary  peti- 
tion in  bankruptcy,  or  the  commission  by  the  Industry 
or  Guarantor  of  any  act  of  bankruptcy,  or  adjudication  of 
the  Industry  as  a  bankrupt,  or  assignment  by  the  In- 
dustry for  the  benefit  of  its  creditors,  or  the  entry  by  the 
Industry  or  Guarantor  into  an  agreement  of  composition 
with  its  creditors,  or  the  approval  by  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  of  a  petition  applicable  to  the  Industry  or 
Guarantor  in  any  proceeding  for  its  reorganization  in- 
stituted under  the  provisions  of  the  general  bankruptcy 
act,  as  amended,  or  under  any  similar  act  in  any  domestic 
or  foreign  jurisdiction  which  may  now  be  in  effect  or  here- 
after enacted.  The  term  ''dissolution  or  liquidation  of  the 
Industry  or  Guarantor,"  as  used  in  this  subsection,  shall 
not  be  construed  to  include  the  cessation  of  the  corporate 
existence  of  the  Industry  or  Guarantor  resulting  either 
from  a  merger  or  consolidation  of  the  Industry  or  Guar- 
antor into  or  with  another  corporation  or  a  dissolution 
or  liquidation  of  the  Industry  or  Guarantor  following  a 
transfer  of  all  or  substantially  all  of  its  assets  as  an  entry, 
provided,  that  the  conditions  permitting  such  actions  con- 
tained in  Section  6.3  hereof  shall  have  been  met. 

(d)  Upon  the  acceleration,  prior  to  its  stated  maturity, 
of  the  time  of  payment  of  any  indebtedness  of  the  Industry, 
which  condition  has  not  been  satisfied,  removed  or  bonded 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Trustee  within  thirty  (30)  days 
from  the  time  of  such  acceleration. 

The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  are  subject 
to  the  following  limitations:  If  by  any  reason  of  force 
majeure  the  Industry  is  unable  in  whole  or  in  part  to  carry 
out  the  agreements  of  the  Industry  on  its  part  herein 
contained,  other  than  the  obligations  on  the  part  of  the 
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Industry  contained  in  Article  IV  and  Section  6.5  hereof, 
the  Industry  shall  not  be  deemed  in  default  during  the 
continuance  of  such  inability.  The  term  ''force  majeure" 
as  used  herein  shall  mean,  without  limitation,  the  fol- 
lowing: acts  of  God;  strikes;  lockouts  or  other  industrial 
disturbances;  ^cts  of  public  enemies;  orders  of  any  kind 
of  the  government  of  the  United  States  or  of  Maryland  or 
any  of  their  departments,  agencies,  or  officials,  or  any  civil 
or  military  authority;  insurrections;  riots;  epidemics; 
landslides;  lightning;  earthquakes;  fire;  hurricanes; 
storms;  floods;  washouts;  droughts;  arrests;  restraint  of 
government  and  people;  civil  disturbances;  explosions; 
breakage  or  accident  to  machinery,  transmission  pipes  or 
can.als;  partial  or  entire  failure  of  utilities;  or  any  other 
cause  or  event  not  reasonably  within  the  control  of  the 
Industry,  it  being  agreed  that  the  settlement  of  strikes, 
lockouts  and  other  industrial  disturbances  shall  be  en- 
tirely within  the  discretion  of  the  Industry,  and  the  In- 
dustry shall  not  be  required  to  make  settlement  of  strikes, 
lockouts  and  other  industrial  disturbances  by  acceding  to 
the  demands  of  the  opposing  party  or  parties  when  such 
course  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Industry,  unfavorable 
to  the  Industry. 

Section  8.2.  Remedies  on  Default,  Whenever  any 
event  of  default  referred  to  in  Section  8.1  hereof  shall 
have  happened  and  be  subsisting,  the  City  may  take  any 
one  or  more  of  the  following  remedial  steps : 

(a)  The  City  or  the  Trustee  may,  at  its  option,  de- 
clare all  payments  payable  under  subsections  (b)  and  (e) 
of  Section  4.3  hereof  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  this 
Agreement  to  be  immediately  due  and  payable,  whereupon 
the  same  shall  become  immediately   due  and  payable. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  at  the  time 
be  outstanding  and  unpaid,  the  City  may  have  access  to 
and  inspect,  ex,amine  and  make  copies  of  the  books  and 
records  and  any  and  all  accounts  and  similar  data  of  the 
Industry  relating  to  the  Industrial  Building. 

(c)  The  City  may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in 
equity  may  appear  necessary  or  desirable  to  collect  the 
payments  and  other  amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to 
become  due  or  to  enforce  performance  and  observance  of 
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any  obligation,  agreement  or  covenants  of  the  Industry 
under  this  Agreement. 

Any  amounts  collected  pursuant  to  action  taken  under 
this  Section  shall  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund  and  applied 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

No  action  taken  pursuant  to  this  Section  shall  relieve 
the  Industry  from  the  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to 
Section  4.3  and  Section  8.2(a)  hereof,  all  of  which  shall 
survive  any  such  action,  and  the  City  and  the  Trustee  may 
take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in  equity  as  may  appear 
necessary  and  desirable  to  collect  the  payments  and  other 
amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and/or 
to  enforce  the  performance  and  observance  of  any  obli- 
gation, agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Industry  hereunder. 

Section  8.3.  No  Remedy  Exclusive.  No  remedy  herein 
conferred  upon  or  reserved  to  the  City  is  intended  to  be 
exclusive  of  any  other  available  remedy  or  remedies,  but 
each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative  and  shall 
be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  under  this 
Agreement  or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in 
equity  or  by  statute.  No  delay  or  omission  to  exercise  ^ny 
right  or  power  accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair 
any  such  right  or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a 
waiver  thereof,  but  any  such  right  and  power  may  be  exer- 
cised from  time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient.  In  order  to  entitle  the  City  to  exercise  any 
remey  reserved  to  it  in  this  Article,  it  shall  not  be  neces- 
sary to  give  any  notice,  other  than  such  notice  as  may  be 
herein  expressly  required.  Such  rights  and  remedies  as 
are  given  the  City  hereunder  shall  also  extend  to  the 
Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  and  the 
Trustee,  for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds,  shall 
be  deemed  third  party  beneficiary  of  all  covenants  and 
agreements  herein  contained. 

Section  8.4.  Agreement  to  Pay  Attorney's  Fees  and  Ex- 
penses. In  the  event  the  Industry  should  default  under  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  and  the  City  or  the 
Trustee  should  employ  attorneys  or  incur  other  expenses 
for  the  collection  of  ^mounts  due  hereunder  or  the  en- 
forcement of  performance  or  observance  of  any  obligation 
or  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Industry  herein  contained. 
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the  Industry  agrees  that  it  will  on  demand  therefor  pay 
to  the  City  or  the  Trustee  the  reasonable  fee  of  such  attor- 
neys and  such  other  expenses  so  incurred  by  the  City  or 
the  Trustee. 

Section  8.5.  No  Additional  Waiver  Implied  by  One 
Waiver.  In  the  event  any  agreement  contained  in  this 
Agreement  should  be  breached  by  the  Industry  and  there- 
after waived  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  such  waiver  shall 
be  limited  to  the  particular  breach  so  waived  and  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  waive  any  other  breach  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  IX 

OPTIONS  IN  FAVOR  OF  INDUSTRY 

Section  9.1.  Option  to  Terminate.  The  Industry  shall 
have,  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  option  to  terminate  this 
Agreement  at  any  time  prior  to  full  payment  of  the  Bonds 
(or  provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  by  pay- 
ing to  the  Trustee  an  .amount  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient  to 
pay,  retire  and  redeem  all  the  outstanding  Bonds  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Section  3.01(1)  of  the 
Ordinance  (including,  without  limiting  the  generality  of 
the  foregoing,  principal,  interest  to  maturity  or  earliest 
applicable  redemption  date,  as  the  case  m.ay  be,  premium, 
expenses  of  redemption  and  Trustee's,  bond  registrar's  and 
paying  agents'  fees  and  expenses),  and  in  case  of  redemp- 
tion making  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  for 
the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemption,  and  by 
paying  to  the  City  ^ny  and  all  sums  then  due  to  the  City 
under  this  Agreement. 

Section  9.2.  Option  to  Terminate  In  Certain  Events,. 
The  Industry  shall  have,  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  option 
to  terminate  this  Agreement  prior  to  the  full  payment  of 
the  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been 
made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance), 
if  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in  the  following  clauses  shall 
have  occurred  (but  only  upon  payment  of  the  sum  here- 
inafter prescribed) : 
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(a)  The  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial 
Building  shall  have  been  damaged  or  destroyed  to  such  an 
extent  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Industry,  expressed  in  a 
certificate  of  the  Authorized  Industry  Representative  filed 
with  the  City  and  Trustee,  the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant 
or  the  Industrial  Building  cannot  be  restored  within  a 
period  of  four  months  to  the  condition  immediately  pre- 
ceding such  d.amage  or  destruction  and  the  Industry  will 
thereby  be  prevented  from  conducting  all,  or  substantially 
all,  of  it^  operations  at  the  Baltimore  Plant  for  a  period 
of  four  months. 

(b)  Title  to,  or  the  temporary  use  of,  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial  Building  or  part  thereof, 
shall  have  been  taken  under  the  exercise  of  the  power  of 
eminent  domain  by  any  governmental  body  or  by  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  acting  under  governmental 
authority  to  such  an  extent  that  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Industry  expressed  in  a  certificate  of  the  Authorized  In- 
dustry Representative  filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee,  the 
Industry  will  thereby  be  prevented  from  conducting  all, 
or  substantially  all,  of  its  operations  at  the  Baltimore 
Plant  for  a  period  of  four  months. 

(c)  As  a  result  of  any  changes  in  Constitution  of  Mary- 
land or  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America 
or  of  legislative  or  administrative  .action  (whether  federal, 
state  or  local)  or  by  final  decree,  judgment  or  order  of 
any  court  or  administrative  body  (whether  federal,  state 
or  local)  entered  after  the  contest  thereof  by  the  Industry 
in  good  faith,  this  Agreement  shall  have  become  void  or 
unenforceable  or  impossible  of  performance  in  accordance 
with  the  intent  ^nd  purpose  of  the  parties  as  expressed 
in  this  Agreement,  or  unreasonable  burdens  or  excessive 
liabilities  shall  have  been  imposed  on  the  City  or  the  In- 
dustry in  respect  of  the  Baltimore  Plant  including  without 
limitation  federal,  state  or  other  ad  valorem,  property, 
income  or  other  taxes  not  being  imposed  on  the  date  of 
this  Agreement. 

(d)  The  Industry,  by  certificate  of  the  Authorized 
Industry  Representative  filed  with  the  City  and  Trustee 
shall  determine:  (a)  the  reconstruction  or  restoration  of 
the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial  Building 
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after  damage  or  destruction  thereto  (or  any  part  thereof) 
or  condemnation  thereof  (or  any  part  thereof)  is  not 
economically  feasible;  or  (b)  to  cease  all,  or  substantially 
all,  of  its  operations  at  the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or  the 
Industrial  Building  as  a  result  of  changes  in  the  economic 
availability  of  raw  materials,  operating  supplies  or  facili- 
ties necessary  to  operate  the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant  or 
the  Industrial  Building,  or  technological  or  other  condi- 
tions making  the  continued  operation  of  the  Industry's 
Baltimore  Plant  or  the  Industrial  Building  uneconomical. 

(e)  Legal  curtailment  of  the  Industry's  use  and  occu- 
pancy of  all  of  the  Industrial  Building  or  any  part  thereof, 
or  all  or  substantially  all  of  the  Industry's  Baltimore  Plant. 

To  exercise  such  option,  the  Industry  shall,  within 
ninety  days  following  the  event  authorizing  the  exercise 
of  such  option,  give  written  notice  to  the  City,  and  to  the 
Trustee  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be  unpaid,  and  shall 
specify  therein  the  date  of  termination,  which  date  shall 
not  be  less  than  forty-five  nor  more  than  ninety  days  from 
the  date  such  notice  is  mailed,  and  in  case  of  a  redemption 
of  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordi- 
nance, shall  make  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee 
for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemption,  pro- 
vided that  this  option  to  terminate  is  conditioned  upon  the 
Industry's  payment  to  the  Trustee  on  or  prior  to  the  ter- 
mination date  of  the  sum  of  the  following : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient 
to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  as 
provided  in   Section   3.01  (2)  (a)    of  the   Ordinance;   plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's  paying 
agents'  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under  the 
Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  final  payment 
and  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

In  the  event  of  the  exercise  of  the  option  granted  in 
this  Section,  any  proceeds  of  insurance  or  condemnation 
not  already  paid  to  the  Industry  shall  be  paid  to  the  Indus- 
try simultaneously  with  the  Industry's  payment  of  the 
sum  prescribed  in  (1)  and  (2)  above. 
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If  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in  clauses  (a),  (b),  (c), 
(d)  or  (e)  of  this  Section  9.2  occur  and  the  Industry  does 
not  exercise  its  option  to  terminate,  which  results  from 
such  event,  then  the  Industry  shall  continue  to  operate 
and  maintain  the  Industrial  Building  in  accordance  with 
this  Agreement,  until  the  principal,  premium,  if  any,  and 
interest  of  the  Bonds  have  been  fully  paid  or  provision  for 
their  payment  has  been  m^de  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Ordinance,  and  until  such  time  shall  under- 
take any  repairs  thereto  or  restoration  thereof  required 
under  any  provision  of  this  Agreement. 

Section  9.3.  Option  to  Prepay  in  Part  in  Certain  Circum- 
stances. In  addition  to  any  other  option  to  prepay  amounts 
due  under  this  Agreement,  the  Industry  shall  have  ^nd  is 
hereby  granted  the  option  to  prepay  in  part  amounts  due 
under  Section  4.3  of  this  Agreement  if,  by  reason  of 
changes  in  federal  or  state  requirements  or  standards  or 
by  reason  of  the  availability  of  technologically  improved 
methods  of  warehousing  or  fabricating,  the  Industry  de- 
termines to  remove  or  abandon  the  use  of  any  of  the 
Industrial  Building  installed  or  constructed  with  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Bonds.  To  exercise  such  option,  the  Industry 
shall  give  written  notice  to  the  City  and  to  the  Trustee 
and  shall  specify  therein  the  date  of  partial  prepayment, 
which  date  shall  be  not  less  than  forty-five  nor  more  than 
ninety  days  from  the  date  such  notice  is  mailed,  and  shall 
make  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  for  the 
giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemption  of  the  Bonds, 
provided  that  this  option  to  prepay  in  part  is  conditioned 
upon  the  Industry's  payment  to  the  Trustee,  on  or  prior 
to  the  partial  prepayment  date,  an  amount  of  money 
which  will  be  sufficient  to  retire  and  redeem  that  amount 
of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  which  bears  the  same  ratio 
to  all  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  as  the  cost  of  the 
Industrial  Building  removed  or  abandoned  bears  to  the 
total  cost  of  the  Industrial  Building,  as  provided  in  Section 
3.01  (2)  (b)  of  the  Ordinance. 

ARTICLE  X 

MANDATORY  PREPAYMENT 

Section  10.1.  Obligation  to  Prepay  and  Terminate 
Agreement  Prior  to  Payment  of  the  Bonds,  The  Industry 
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shall  become  immediately  obligated  to  prepay  ^W  amounts 
due  under  this  Agreement  and  to  terminate  this  Agree- 
ment prior  to  the  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision 
for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance),  if  either  of  the  events 
set  forth  below  shall  have  occurred  (but  only  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed) : 

(a)  The  enactment  of  any  amendment  to  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  and  the  Treasury  Reg- 
ulations issued  thereunder  (the  Code)  causing  the  interest 
on  the  Bonds  to  be  includible  in  gross  income,  as  defined 
in  Section  61  of  the  Code,  of  any  holder,  which  by  his  or 
its  nature  is  not  exempt  from  Federal  Income  Taxation 
(other  than  a  substantial  user,  as  defined  in  such  Treasury 
Regulations,  of  the  Industrial  Building  or  a  related  per- 
son) ;  provided  that  the  Trustee  and  the  holders  of  the 
Bonds  afford  the  Industry  the  opportunity,  at  the  Indus- 
try's expense,  to  challenge  the  validity  of  any  such 
amendment. 

(b)  A  fin,al  judicial  decision  holding  the  interest  on  the 
Bonds  to  be  includible  in  gross  income,  as  above  described 
in  (a) ;  provided  that  the  Trustee  and/or  the  holders  of 
the  Bonds  (i)  give(s)  the  Industry  notice  within  30  days 
after  the  Trustee  or  the  holder  of  the  Bond  learn (s)  that 
the  validity  of  the  tax  exemption  on  the  interest  on  the 
Bonds  is  being  challenged,  and  (ii)  afford  the  Industry  the 
opportunity,  at  the  Industry's  expense,  to  direct  the  nec- 
essary litigation  (including  administrative  audit  appeals), 
it  being  understood  that  a  judicial  decision  shall  not  be 
considered  final  for  this  purpose  until  the  conclusion  of 
appellate,  including  Supreme  Court,  review  if  sought. 

The  Industry  shall,  within  30  days  following  either  of 
the  events  obligating  the  Industry  to  prepay  and  termi- 
nate hereunder,  give  written  notice  to  the  City  and  the 
Trustee,  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be  unpaid  or  ade- 
quate provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  not  have 
been  made,  and  shall  specify  therein  the  proposed  date  of 
such  prepayment  and  termination,  which  date  shall  be  not 
less  than  15  nor  more  than  30  days  from  the  date  such 
notice  is  m,ailed,  and,  in  case  of  a  redemption  of  the  Bonds 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance,  shall 
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make  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  for  the  giv- 
ing of  the  required  notice  of  redemption. 

The  amount  which  the  Industry  shall  be  obligated  to  pay 
in  order  to  prepay  and  cause  this  Agreement  to  be  ter- 
minated AS  herein  provided  shall  be  the  sum  of  the  fol- 
lowing : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  suffi- 
cient to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds 
as  provided  in  Section  3.01(4)  of  the  Ordinance;  plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's  pay- 
ing agents'  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under 
the  Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  fin^l  pay- 
ment and  redemption  of  the  Bonds ;  plus 

(3)  An  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  interest 
paid  on  the  Bonds  from  the  date  the  interest  on  such  Bonds 
becomes  so  includible  in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder, 
would  cause  the  total  amount  of  interest  on  such  Bonds 
from  such  date  to  the  date  of  payment  to  have  been  paid 
at  the  rate  of  165%  of %  per  ^nnum. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  amount  payable  under  Sub- 
section (3)  above  shall  only  be  payable  as  to  those  Bonds 
held  by  the  original  purchasers  thereof  and  in  the  event 
that: 

(1)  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  becomes  so  includible 
in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder  for  any  reason  speci- 
fied in  Subsection  (b)  above ;  or 

(2)  the  Industry,  at  its  expense,  challenges  for  any 
reason  the  validity  of  any  amendment  to  the  Code,  which 
amendment  results  in  the  interest  on  the  Bonds  becoming 
includible  in  gross  income  of  any  such  holder,  in  which 
event  the  amount  set  forth  in  (3)  above  would  be  com- 
puted beginning  on  the  date  such  interest  on  the  Bonds 
becomes  includible  in  his  or  its  gross  income. 

ARTICLE  XI 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  11.1.  Notices.  All  notices,  certificates  or  other 
communications  hereunder  shall  be  sufficiently  given  and 
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shall  be  deemed  given  when  mailed  by  registered  mail, 
postage  prepaid,  addressed  as  follows:  If  to  the  City,  to 
the  City  Treasurer,  City  Hall,  Baltimore,  Maryland  21202 ; 

if  to  the  Industry,  ,  Baltimore,  Maryland 

,  Attention:  ;  if  to  the  Trustee  at 

the  ,  Attention:  Corporate  Trust  De- 
partment; if  to  the  Guarantor,  

The  City,  the  Industry  and  the  Trustee  may,  by  notice 
given  to  all  parties  to  this  Agreement  and  the  Ordinance, 
designate  any  further  or  different  addresses  to  which  sub- 
sequent notices,  certificates  or  other  communications  shall 
be  sent. 

Section  11.2.     Filing. 

(a)  The  security  interest  of  the  City  created  herein 
shall  be  perfected  by  the  filing  of  financing  statements 
which  fully  comply  with  the  Maryland  Uniform  Commer- 
cial Code — Secured  Transactions,  in  the  of!ice  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  and  in  the  Office 
of  the  State  Department  of  Assessments  and  Taxation,  in 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  The  parties  further  agree 
that  all  necessary  continuation  statements  shall  be  filed 
within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Maryland  Uniform  Com- 
mercial Code — Secured  Transactions,  in  order  to  continue 
the  security  interests  created  by  this  Agreement,  to  the 
end  that  the  rights  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  the 
Trustee  shall  be  fully  preserved  as  against  creditors  of, 
or  purchasers  for  value  from,  the  City  or  the  Industry. 

Section  11.3.  Binding  Effect.  This  Agreement  shall 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  shall  be  binding  upon  the  City, 
the  Industry  and  their  respective  successors  and  assigns; 
subject,  however,  to  the  limitations  contained  in  Sections 
6.3,  7.1  and  7.2  hereof. 

Section  11.4.  Severability.  In  the  event  any  provision 
of  this  Agreement  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unenforceable 
by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  holding  shall 
not  invalidate  or  render  unenforceable  any  other  provi- 
sion hereof. 

Section  11.5.  Amounts  Remaining  in  Bond  Fund.  It  is 
agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  any  amounts  remaining 
in  the  Bond  Fund  after  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or 
provision  for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  ac- 
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cordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  the 
fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  paying 
agents  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance,  shall  belong  to 
and  be  paid  to  the  Industry  by  the  Trustee  as  overpay- 
ments. 

Section  11.6.  Amendments,  Changes  and  Modifications. 
This  Agreement  may  not  be  amended,  changed,  modified, 
altered  or  terminated  without  in  each  instance  the  prior 
written  consent  of  the  Trustee  and  the  execution  by  Guar- 
antor of  :an  endorsement  to  the  Guranty  Agreement  pro- 
viding for  the  continued  guaranty  by  Guarantor  of  the 
performance  of  all  obligations  of  the  Industry  under  the 
Loan  Agreement  as  amended,  changed,  modified,  altered  or 
terminated  thereunder;  provided  the  City  and  the  Indus- 
try may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more  amendments  to 
this  Agreement  pertaining  to  an  increase  in  the  obligations 
of  the  City  and  the  Industry  upon  an  undertaking  of  the 
Industry  to  complete  the  Industrial  Building  or  to  construct 
or  acquire  additional  industrial  buildings  as  defined  in  the 
Act  through  the  issuance  of  additional  Bonds  pursuant  to 
Section  2.09  of  the  Ordinance ;  provided  that  no  obligation 
is  imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Section  11.6  to  enter  into 
any  such  amendments  and  no  such  amendment  is  per- 
mitted hereunder  which  would  result  either  in  the  breach 
of  the  City's  agreements  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance  or  in 
the  reduction  of  Industry's  obligations  pursuant  to  this 
Agreement. 

Section  11.7.  Execution  of  Counterparts.  This  Agree- 
ment may  be  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  and  all  of  which  shall  consti- 
tute but  one  and  the  same  instrument. 

Section  11.8.  Laiv  Governing  Construction  of  Agreement. 
This  Agreement  is  prepared  and  entered  into  with  the 
intention  that  the  law  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall  gov- 
ern its  construction.

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GUARANTY  AGREEMENT 
RECITALS 

As  of  the  date  hereof,  Industrial  Service  Centers  of  Mary- 
land, Inc.  (the  "Industry"),  a  Maryland  corporation,  de- 
siring to  borrow  the  sum  of  $1,500,000  from  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City"),  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  created  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  entered 
into  a  "Loan  Agreement  To  Finance  An  Industrial  Build- 
ing"  (the  "Loan  Agreement")   between  the  City  and  the 

Industry  dated  ,  1974,  providing  for  repayment 

of  the  loan  and  the  payment  of  interest  thereon,  and  pro- 
viding that  such  loan  shall  be  evidenced  by  a  note  (the 
"Note"). 

The  Loan  Agreement  was  entered  into  by  the  City  pur- 
suant to  Ordinance  No (the  "Ordinance")   of  Mayor 

and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  which  approved  authoriz- 
ing the  issuance  of  not  to  exceed  $1,500,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  "Industrial  Development  Revenue 
Bonds"  (Industrial  Service  Centers  Project),  1974  Series", 
dated  ,  (the  "Bonds"),  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article  41 
of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement 
Volume  and  1973  Cumulative  Supplement). 

The  Note  was  simultaneously  executed  by  the  Industry 
and  delivered  to  the  City  in  the  principal  amount  of 
$1,500,000  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  ....  per  cent 
per  annum  payable  semi-annually  on  the  actual  principal 
balance  outstanding. 

The  Industry  is  obligated  to  acquire  the  Industrial 
Building  (defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement  and  described 
in  Exhibit  A  thereto)  in  Baltimore,  Maryland  with  the 
funds  borrowed  under  the  Loan  Agreement. 

The  Loan  Agreement  provides  that  the  City  shall  re- 
ceive, as  security  for  its  loan  to  the  Industry  and  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  such  loan,  a  guaranty  agreement 
(the  "Guaranty")  from  the  undersigned,  Eastmet  Corpo- 
ration, a  corporation  organized  and  existing  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  (the  "Guarantor").  The 
Guarantor  is  the  owner  of  100%  of  the  outstanding  com- 
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mon  stock  of  the  Industrj^  and  has  requested  that  the  City 
enter  into  the  Loan  Agreement  with  the  Industry  and  per- 
form all  of  its  undertakings  as  therein  set  forth. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  as  a  further  inducement  to  the 
City  to  enter  into  the  Loan  Agreement  and  to  perform 
its  undertakings  thereunder,  and  in  consideration  there- 
fore, Guarantor  hereby  agrees  as  follows : 

Guarantee  of  Performance  by  Industry.  Guarantor 
hereby  unconditionally  guarantees  the  performance  of  all 
obligations  of  the  Industry  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  at 
the  times,  and  in  the  manner  specified  therein.  Guarantor 
further  guarantees  that,  if  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  in- 
cluding, without  limitation,  bankruptcy  or  insolvency,  the 
Industry  cannot  or  does  not  perform  such  obligations  at 
the  times  and  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, Guarantor  will,  as  promptly  as  possible  after  receiv-

It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  City  to  make  de- 
mand on,  take  action  against,  or  exercise  any  rights  or 
remedies  against,  the  Industry,  or  to  realize  or  attempt  to 
realize  upon  any  security,  before  Guarantor  shall  be  re- 
quired to  perform  the  obligations  of  the  Industry  in  the 
manner  herein  set  forth. 

2.  Enforcement  by  Trustee  and  Bond  Holders,  Payment 
of  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  is  secured  by  a 
Note  of  even  date  herewith  (hereinafter  called  ''Note") 
executed  by  the  Industry  and  delivered  to  the  City  to  evi- 
dence the  obligation  of  the  Industry  under  and  pursuant 
to  the  Loan  Agreement  to  repay  the  aforesaid  loan  made 
thereunder  by  the  City  to  the  Industry.  This  Guaranty 
Ageeement  shall  be  assigned  by  the  City  to  the  Trustee 
under  the  terms  of  the  Loan  Agreement  as  security  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest 
on  the  Bonds.  Guarantor  hereby  agrees  to  such  assignment 
and  agrees  further  that  the  Trustee  and  the  holders  of 
the  Bonds  (to  the  extent  provided  in  the  Loan  Agreement) 
shall  be  beneficiaries  of  this  Guaranty  Agreement,  and 
that  the  Trustee  shall  have,  and  is  hereby  granted  the

3.  No  Waiver.  Guarantor  agrees  that,  so  long  as  this 
Guaranty  Agreement  shall  be  in  force,  no  indulgences, 
waivers,  consents  or  other  acts  or  omissions  of  any  nature 
whatsoever  of  or  between  the  City  and  the  Industry  with 
respect  to  the  Loan  Agreement  or  any  terms,  provisions 
or  conditions  therein  contained,  shall  in  any  way  release 
or  diminish  the  obligations  of  Guarantor  under  this  Guar- 
anty Agreement. 

4.  Modification  and  Amendment.  It  is  hereby  agreed

Guarantor  agrees  that,  while  this  Guaranty 
Agreement  is  in  force,  it  will  maintain  its  corporate  exist- 
ence, and  that,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Trustee,

to  the  provisions  of  Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Ar- 
ticle 41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replace- 
ment Volume,  as  amended)  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to 
an  industrial  concern,  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of 
financing  the  acquisition  by  such  industrial  concern  of  cer-

bonds  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  revenue 
bonds  to  an  industrial  concern  to  finance  the  acquisition  by 
such  industrial  concern  of  pollution  control  facilities.  The 
Act  declares  it  to  be  the  legislative  purpose  to  relieve  con- 
ditions of  unemployment  in  the  State,  to  encourage  the  in- 
crease of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State,  to 
assist  in  the  retention  of  existing  industry  in  the  State 
through  the  control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of 
the  environment,  to  promote  economic  development,  to  pro- 
tect natural  resources  and  in  this  manner  to  promote  the 
health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  each  of  the 
counties  and  municipalities  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (the  "City") 
has  determined  to  issue  and  sell  not  exceeding  $17,000,000 
principal  amount  of  its  Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bonds 
(SCM  Corporation  Project),  Series  A  (the  "Bonds")  and 
to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  Glidden  Plants,  Inc. 
("Borrower  Subsidiary"),  a  Maryland  corporation  and  a 
wholly-owned  consolidated  subsidiary  of  SCM  Corporation 
("SCM"),  a  New  York  corporation  and  an  industrial  con- 
cern as  mentioned  in  the  Act,  on  substantially  the  terms  and 
conditions  set  forth  in  the  loan  agreement  authorized  by 
this  Ordinance  (the  "Loan  Agreement") ,  in  order  to  finance 
the  acquisition  of  certain  pollution  control  facilities  (the 
"Pollution  Control  Facilities")  at  plants  of  The  Glidden- 
Durkee  Division  of  SCM  Corporation  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, Maryland,  to  control,  reduce  and  abate  pollution  of 
the  environment  of  the  State  of  Maryland  and  of  the  City 
and  thus  to  protect  natural  resources,  to  encourage  eco- 
nomic development,  and  to  protect  the  health,  welfare  and 
safety  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  and  the  State. 

The  Loan  Agreement  will  require  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary (i)  to  use  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  solely  to  acquire 
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the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  to  enter  into  a  Lease 
Agreement  leasing  such  facilities  to  Glidco  Leasing,  Inc. 
("Lessee  Subsidiary"),  a  Maryland  corporation  and  a 
wholly-owned  consolidated  subsidiary  of  SCM;  (ii)  to  in- 
clude in  the  Lease  Agreement  requirements,  among  others, 
that  (a)  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  be  operated  by 
SCM  under  an  agreement  with  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  and 
(b)  the  rental  payments  from  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  to  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary  be  payable  at  times  and  amounts 
sufficient  tp  provide  for  the  payments,  when  due,  of  all 
amounts  payable  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  under  the 
Loan  Ageement;  (iii)  to  require  in  the  Lease  Agreement, 
as  a  condition  precedent  to  its  effectiveness,  that  SCM  exe- 
cute and  deliver  a  Guaranty  Agreement  by  which  SCM  will 
unconditionally  guarantee  the  punctual  payment  of  all  pay- 
ments payable  under  the  Lease  Agreement;  and  (iv)  to 
assign  to  the  City  (for  assignment  by  the  City  to  the 
Trustee)  as  security  for  the  Loan,  the  Lease  Agreement,  the 
Guaranty  Agreement  and  all  amounts  payable  thereunder. 

The  Borrower  Subsidiary,  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  and 
their  parent,  SCM,  as  an  industrial  enterprise  or  under- 
taking, will  accomplish  the  acquisition  of  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  for  operation  at  the  Baltimore  City  plants  of 
The  Glidden-Durkee  Division  of  SCM. 

This  Ordinance  authorizes  and  consummates  a  trans- 
action which  SCM  proposed  to  the  City  in  accordance  with 
Section  266B(d)  of  the  Act  by  a  letter  of  intent  dated 
MAY  3,  1974. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That,  acting  pursuant  to  the  Act,  it  is  hereby 
found  and  determined,  as  follows: 

(1)  The  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  pursuant 
to  the  Act  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  purpose  of  acquiring 
pollution  control  facilities  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act 
for  use  at  the  Baltimore  City  plants  of  the  Glidden-Durkee 
Division  of  SCM  will  facilitate  and  expedite  the  acquisition, 
construction,  installation  and  equipping  of  such  pollution 
control  facilities; 
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(2)  The  acquisition  and  financing  of  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  provided  in  this  Ordinance  will  (a)  promote 
the  declared  legislative  purposes  of  the  Act  through  further- 
ance of  the  control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of 
the  environment,  and  (b)  facilitate  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  Federal,  State  and  local  laws  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  control,  reduction  or  abatement  of  pol- 
lution of  the  environm^ent  and  thus  will  (i)  sustain  jobs 
and  employment  opportunities  and  aid  in  maintaining  em- 
ployment, thus  relieving  conditions  of  unemployment  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City;  (ii)  encourage  the  in- 
crease of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the  State  of 
Maryland  and  in  the  City;  (iii)  assist  in  the  retention  of 
existing  industry  in  the  State  of  Maryland  and  in  the  City; 
(iv)  promote  economic  development;  (v)  protect  natural 
resources;  and  (vi)  promote  the  health,  welfare  and  safety 
of  the  residents  of  the  State  of  Maryland  and  of  the  City. 

(3)  In  addition  to  authorizing  the  City  itself  to  acquire 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  either  to  lease  or  to  sell 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  to  an  industrial  concern,  the 
Act,  as  an  alternative  procedure,  also  authorizes  pollution 
control  financing  to  be  accomplished  in  the  form  of  a  loan. 
The  loan  form  of  transaction  avoids  indirect  costs  and 
burden  on  the  City  by  not  requiring  any  direct  involvement 
by  the  City  in  the  construction,  ownership  or  administration 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities;  it  permits,  however, 
ample  controls  to  be  imposed  on  the  use  of  the  Bond  pro- 
ceeds to  insure  that  the  public  purposes  of  the  Act  and 
the  revenue  bonds  are  fully  accomplished.  It  is,  therefore, 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  City  to  finance  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  by  a  loan  to  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary which,  in  turn,  shall  be  required  to  lease  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  to  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  for  opera- 
tion by  SCM  as  required  by  the  Loan  Agreement.  This 
Ordinance  contemplates  and  authorizes  a  transaction  in  the 
form  of  a  loan  of  the  revenue  Bond  proceeds  by  the  City 
in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Loan  Agreement,  rather 
than  a  transaction  in  the  form  of  a  lease  or  sale  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  by  the  City.  SCM,  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  and  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  have  advised  the  City 
and  it  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  it  is  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  administration  and  management  of 
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SCM  that  the  revenue  Bond  proceeds  be  loaned  to  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary. 

(4)  Under  the  facts  and  circumstances  affecting  this 
financing  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  at  the  Baltimore 
City  plants  of  The  Glidden-Durkee  Division  of  SCM,  the 
purposes  of  the  Act  will  be  most  effectively  and  efficiently 
realized  by  the  said  loan  ("Loan")  to  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary and  by  requiring,  as  conditions  precedent  to  the 
making  of  the  Loan  by  the  City  that  (i)  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary agree  to  acquire  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and 
enter  into  a  Lease  Agreement  leasing  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  to  the  Lessee  Subsidiary;  (ii)  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary include  in  the  Lease  Agreement  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions provided  in  the  form,  of  Loan  Agreement  to  be 
approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  pursuant  to 
this  Ordinance,  such  terms  and  conditions  to  include 
(among  others)  requirements  that  (a)  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  be  operated  by  SCM  under  an  agreement 
with  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  and  (b)  the  rental  payments 
from  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  to  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  be 
payable  at  times  and  in  amounts  sufficient  to  provide  for 
the  payment,  when  due,  of  all  amounts  payable  by  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary  under  the  Loan  Agreement;  and  (iii) 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary  require  in  the  Lease  Agreement, 
as  a  condition  precedent  to  its  effectiveness,  that  SCM 
execute  and  deliver  a  Guaranty  Agreement  (containing  the 
terms  required  by  this  Ordinance)  by  which  SCM  will  un- 
conditionally guarantee  the  punctual  payment  of  all  pay- 
ments payable  under  the  Lease  Agreement;  and  (iv)  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary  assign  to  the  City  (for  assignment  by 
the  City  to  the  Trustee)  as  security  for  the  Loan,  the  Lease 
Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement  and  all  amounts 
payable  thereunder  (except  amounts  payable  under  pro- 
visions indemnifying  the  City  against  any  expenses  and 
liabilities  incurred  by  the  City  in  connection  with  the 
Loan).  Accordingly,  this  Ordinance,  together  with  the  form 
of  Loan  Agreement  hereby  authorized  and  those  provisions 
of  the  Lease  Agreement  and  Guaranty  Agreement  required 
by  this  Ordinance,  contain  such  provisions  as  the  City 
deems  appropriate  to  effect  the  financing  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  by  the  loan  form  of  transaction. 
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(5)  SCM  constitutes  an  ^'industrial  concern"  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act.  The  Borrower  Subsidiary  constitutes 
an  ''industrial  concern"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  as 
a  wholly-owned  consolidated  subsidiary  of  SCM  participat- 
ing in  the  concerted  undertaking  by  the  Borrower  Subsidi- 
ary, the  Lessee  Subsidiary  and  SCM  to  effect  the  acquisition 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  by  the  Borrower  Subsidi- 
ary for  lease  to  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  and  operation  by  SCM. 
Such  concerted  undertaking  by  SCM,  the  Borrower  Subsidi- 
ary and  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  constitutes  an  industrial  en- 
terprise and  an  ''industrial  concern"  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Act. 

(6)  Neither  bonds  nor  interest  coupons  issued  under 
the  authority  of  the  Act  constitute  an  indebtedness  of  the 
City  or  a  charge  against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers 
of  the  City  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  pro- 
vision or  provision  of  the  City  Charter  or  statutory  limi- 
tation and  shall  never  constitute  or  give  rise  to  any 
pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  principal  amount  of  the 
Loan  and  the  payments  to  be  made  pursuant  to  the  Loan 
Agreement  authorized  hereby  will  be  paid  directly  to,  and 
will  be  disbursed  by,  an  independent  Trustee  appointed 
pursuant  hereto.  No  such  moneys  will  be  commingled  with 
the  City's  funds  or  will  be  subject  to  the  absolute  control  of 
the  City  but  will  be  subject  only  to  such  limited  supervision 
and  checks  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  to  insure 
that  the  Bond  proceeds  are  used  to  accomplish  the  public 
purposes  of  the  Act  and  this  Ordinance.  The  transactions 
authorized  hereby  do  not  constitute  any  physical  public 
betterment  or  improvement  or  the  acquisition  of  property 
by  the  City;  it  being  intended  that  the  public  purposes  ex- 
pressed in  the  Act  are  to  be  achieved  by  facilitating  the 
acquisition  of  pollution  control  facilities  by  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  for  lease  to  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  for  use  by 
SCM  as  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

(7)  The  City  will  acquire  no  interest  in  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  either  on  its  own  behalf  or  for  the  pur- 
pose of  creating  any  security  for  the  Bonds.  The  sole  and 
exclusive  security  for  the  Bonds  shall  be  the  respective 
absolute,  irrevocable,  unconditional  obligations  of  the  Bor- 
rower Subsidiary,  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  and  SCM  to  make 
the  pajnnents  and  perform  the  other  obligations  required 
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by  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Lease  Agreement  and  the 
Guaranty  Agreement  (as  the  case  may  be).  Accordingly, 
this  Ordinance  definitely  fixes  and  determines  the  amount 
of  revenue  derived  from  payments  under  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment which  is  necessary  to  be  set  apart  and  applied  to  the 
payment  of  principal,  interest  or  premium  of  the  Bonds. 

(8)  (a)  No  part  or  proportion  of  the  Receipts  and 
Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  as  hereinafter  defined, 
shall  be  set  aside  as  a  depreciation  account  (mentioned  in 
the  Act)  since  neither  the  City  nor  the  Bondholders  desire, 
or  are  creating,  any  interest  in  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities, and  such  a  depreciation  account  would  (i)  be  in- 
consistent with  the  form  of  loan  transaction,  and  (ii)  place 
an  unreasonble  burden  on  the  Industrial  Corporations  so 
as  to  affect  the  feasibility  of  the  transaction  and  thus  frus- 
trate the  legislative  purposes  of  the  Act;  and  (b)  a  covenant 
such  as  that  permitted  by  Section  266G  (c)  of  the  Act  is 
similarly  inconsistent  with  the  form  of  transaction  au- 
thorized hereby  in  which  neither  the  City  nor  the  Bond- 
holders obtain  or  retain  an  interest  in  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  and  such  a  covenant  is,  therefore,  a  procedure 
which  is  not  contemplated  by  the  Act  in  connection  with 
this  transaction. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  issuance, 
sale  and  delivery  of  Pollution  Control  Revenue  Bonds  (SCM 
Corporation  Project),  Series  A,  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  exceeding  $17,000,000  is  hereby  authorized, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance;  such  Bonds  to 
be  solely  and  exclusively  payable  from,  and  secured  by,  the 
revenue  derived  from  payments  on  the  Loan  AND  OTHER- 
WISE as  provided  herein. 

The  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  are  hereby 
authorized,  in  conjunction  with  representatives  of  the  In- 
dustrial Corporations  and  the  prospective  underwriter  or 
underwriters  for  the  Bonds,  to  cause  an  official  statement 
to  be  prepared  for  distribution  to  purchasers  of  the  Bonds. 
Such  official  statement  shall  be  presented  to  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  for  final  approval  by  resolution  at  or 
prior  to  the  time  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  act  upon  a 
resolution  or  resolutions  determining  the  matters  required 
by  this  Ordinance  to  be  determined  prior  to  the  sale  of  the 
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Bonds.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  preclude  the  distribution,  prior  to  final  approval  by  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance,  of  a  preliminary  official  state- 
ment; provided  that  such  preliminary  official  statement  shall 
be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject  to  such  final 
approval. 

It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  best  interests 
of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds  at  private 
(negotiated)  sale,  as  authorized  by  the  Act,  upon  terms  and 
conditions  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by 
resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds.  Such 
resolution  shall  authorize  the  Mayor  or  Acting  Mayor  of 
the  City  to  execute  a  Bond  purchase  agreement  with  under- 
writers for  the  Bonds.  Such  resolution,  or  resolutions 
adopted  concurrently  therewith  or  prior  thereto,  shall  also 
prescribe  (i)  the  date,  the  maturity  or  maturities  and  the 
interest  rate  or  rates  to  be  borne  by  the  Bonds,  (ii)  certain 
redemption  provisions  for  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section 
3.01  of  this  Ordinance,  (iii)  the  sinking  fund  requirements, 
if  any,  for  the  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  3.02  of  this 
Ordinance,  (iv)  the  form  of  Lease  Agreement  as  provided 
in  Section  4.02  of  this  Ordinance,  (v)  the  form  of  Guaranty 
Agreement  as  provided  in  Section  4.02  of  this  Ordinance, 
(vi)  the  form  of  Assignment  as  provided  in  Section  4.01  of 
this  Ordinance,  (vii)  the  Trustee,  (viii)  any  paying  agent 
or  agents  in  addition  to  the  Trustee,  and  (ix)  such  other 
matters  as  may  be  required  by  this  Ordinance  or  deemed 
appropriate  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further-  ordained,  That  the  Bonds  and 
coupons  are  to  be  issued,  authenticated  and  delivered,  and 
all  property  subject  to  or  to  become  subject  to  this  Ordi- 
nance, including  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City 
from  the  Loan  (as  hereinafter  defined),  is  to  be  held  and 
applied,  upon  and  subject  to  the  following  covenants,  con- 
ditions, uses  and  trusts;  and  the  City,  for  itself  and  its 
successors,  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with 
the  Trustee  and  its  successors  in  the  trust  and  with  all  those 
who  shall,  from  time  to  time,  hold  the  Bonds  and  coupons, 
or  any  of  them,  for  the  benefit  of  all  such  holders,  as  fol- 
lows: 
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ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

The  terms  defined  in  this  Article  I  shall,  for  all  purposes 
of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  ordinances  or  resolutions  sup- 
plemental hereto  now  or  hereafter  entered  into  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  hereof,  have  the  meanings  herein 
specified,  unless  the  context  clearly  otherwise  requires: 

''Act"  means  Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article 
41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement 
Volume,  as  amended),  as  re-enacted  by  Chapter  352  of  the 
Laws  of  Maryland  of  1972  and  as  amended  by  Chapter  396 
of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1973,  and  all  future  acts  sup- 
plemental thereto  or  amendatory  thereof. 

"Additional  Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  issued 
pursuant  to  Section  2.10  of  this  Ordinance. 

"Adrian  Joyce  Works"  means  the  entire  Baltimore  Plant 
manufacturing  titanium  dioxide,  located  on  Hawkins  Point 
Road  and  having  the  post  office  address  of  3901  Hawkins 
Point  Road,  Baltimore,  Maryland  21226. 

"Assignment"  means  the  assignment  by  which  the  Lease 
Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement,  and  all  payments 
thereunder,  are  assigned  to  the  City  by  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary as  security  for  the  Loan  and  by  which  the  Lease 
Agreement,  the  Guaranty  Agreement  and  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, and  all  payments  thereunder,  are  assigned  to  the 
Trustee  by  the  City.  The  Assignment  may  consist  of  more 
than  one  instrument  and  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
or  forms  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  as 
provided  in  Section  4.01  of  this  Ordinance. 

"Baltimore  Plants"  means  the  Baltimore  factories  and  the 
related  facilities  operated  by  The  Glidden-Durkee  Division 
of  SCM  Corporation  at  5601  Eastern  Avenue,  3901  Hawkins 
Point  Road  and  2701  Broening  Highway. 

"Bond"  or  "Bonds"  means  the  Pollution  Control  Revenue 
Bonds  of  the  City  of  all  series  from  time  to  time  authenti- 
cated and  delivered  under  this  Ordinance.  The  "Series  A 
Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  identified  as  such  in  Section  2.02 
hereof. 
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''Bond  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  in  Section  5.02 
hereof. 

''Bondholder"  or  "Holder"  or  "Owner  of  the  Bonds" 
means  the  bearer  of  any  coupon  Bond  a«4  NOT  REGIS- 
TERED AS  TO  PRINCIPAL  OR  the  registered  owner  of 
any  Bond. 

"Borrower  Subsidiary"  means  Glidden  Plants,  Inc.,  a 
Maryland  corporation  and  a  wholly-owned  consolidated  sub- 
sidiary of  SCM,  or  any  corporation  which  is  the  surviving, 
resulting  or  transferee  corporation  in  any  merger,  con- 
solidation or  transfer  of  assets  permitted  under  Section 
6.3  of  the  Loan  Agreement.  Glidden  Plants,  Inc.  will  cove- 
nant to  limit  its  activities  to  the  accomplishment  of  the 
transactions  contemplated  by  this  Ordinance.  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary shall  also  mean  SCM  in  the  event  that  SCM  shall 
have  assumed  the  obligations  of  Glidden  Plants,  Inc.  as 
provided  in  Section  4.02  hereof. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners  of  Finance"  means  that  board  of  finance 
known  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  Maryland. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  fund  created  by  Section 
6.02  hereof. 

"Coupon"  or  "coupons"  means  any  interest  coupon  or  all 
the  interest  coupons,  as  the  case  may  be,  appertaining  to 
the  Bonds. 

"Default"  or  "Event  of  Default"  means  any  of  those  de- 
faults specified  in  and  defined  by  Section  10.01  hereof. 

"Extraordinary  Services"  and  "Extraordinary  Expenses" 
means  all  services  rendered  and  all  expenses  incurred  by 
the  Trustee  under  the  Ordinance  other  than  Ordinary 
Services  and  Ordinary  Expenses. 

"Guaranty  Agreement"  means  the  guaranty  agreement 
to  be  executed  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and 
between  SCM  and  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  which  guaranty 
agreement  shall  contain  the  provisions  required  by  Section 
4.02  of  this  Ordinance  and  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
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provided  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  pursuant  to 
Section  4.02  of  this  Ordinance. 

''Industrial  Corporation"  means  SCM,  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  or  the  Lessee  Subsidiary,  as  participants  in  the 
concerted  undertaking  to  acquire  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities for  use  at  the  Baltimore  Plants. 

"Loan"  means  the  loan  by  the  City  to  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary as  provided  by  the  Loan  Agreement. 

"Lease  Agreement"  means  the  lease  agreement  to  be  exe- 
cuted prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and  between 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary  and  the  Lessee  Subsidiary,  which 
lease  agreement  shall  contain  the  provisions  required  by 
Section  4.02  of  this  Ordinance  and  shall  be  substantially  in 
the  form  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  as 
provided  in  Section  4.02  of  this  Ordinance. 

"Lessee  Subsidiary"  means  Gildco  Leasing,  Inc.,  a  Mary- 
land corporation  and  a  wholly-owned  consolidated  sub- 
sidiary^ of  SCM,  or  any  corporation  which  is  the  surviving, 
resulting  or  transferee  corporation  in  any  merger,  consol- 
idation or  transfer  of  assets  permitted  under  Section  6.3 
of  the  Loan  Agreement.  Glidco  Leasing,  Inc.  will  covenant 
to  limit  its  activities  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  trans- 
actions contemplated  by  this  Ordinance. 

"Loan  Agreement"  means  the  loan  agreem.ent  to  be  exe- 
cuted prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and  between 
the  City  and  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  in  the  form  set  forth 
in  this  Ordinance,  and  any  amendments  or  supplements 
thereto,  and  shall  include  the  Note  issued  thereunder. 

"Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body  of 
the  City  and  any  successor  body. 

"Note"  means  the  note  executed  by  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement,  which  note  shall 
be  substantially  in  the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  B  to  the 
Loan  Agreement. 

"Ordinance"  means  this  Ordinance  and  any  ordinance  or 
resolution  (or  other  action  or  instrument  authorized  by 
this  Ordinance)  supplemental  hereto  or  amendatory  hereof. 

"Ordinary  Services"  and  "Ordinary  Expenses"  means 
those    services    normally    rendered    and    those    expenses 
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normally  incurred  by  a  trustee  under  instruments  similar 
to  this  Ordinance. 

"Outstanding"  or  "Bonds  Outstanding"  means  all  Bonds 
which  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  by  the 
Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  except: 

(a)  Bonds  which  have  been  cancelled  by  the  Trustee 
or  which  have  been  delivered  to  the  Trustee  for  cancella- 
tion; provided  that  Bonds  which  have  been  purchased  and 
delivered  to  the  Trustee  in  anticipation  of  future  sinking 
fund  requirements  shall  be  deemed  to  be  Outstanding  Bonds; 

(b)  Bonds  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  which 
cash  funds  or  securities,  as  provided  in  Section  9.01  hereof 
shall  have  been  theretofore  deposited  with  the  Trustee 
(whether  upon  or  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption  date 
of  any  such  Bonds) ;  provided  that  if  such  Bonds  are  to  be 
redeemed  prior  to  the  maturity  thereof,  notice  of  such  re- 
demption shall  have  been  given  or  arrangements  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Trustee  shall  have  been  made  therefor,  or  waiver 
of  such  notice  satisfactory  in  form  to  the  Trustee  shall  have 
been  filed  with  the  Trustee;  and 

(c)  Bonds  in  lieu  of  which  others  have  been  authen- 
ticated under  Section  2.07  hereof,  unless  proof  satisfactory 
to  the  Trustee  is  presented  to  the  Trustee  that  any  such 
Bonds  are  held  by  bona  fide  purchasers  as  that  term  is  de- 
fined in  Subtitle  8  of  Article  95B  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  (the  Maryland  Uniform  Commercial  Code),  as 
amended,  in  which  case  the  Bond  or  Bonds  so  replaced  and 
the  Bond  or  Bonds  authenticated  and  delivered  therefor 
shall  be  deemed  outstanding. 

"Pemco  Plant"  means  the  entire  Baltimore  Plant  located 
at  5601  Eastern  Avenue,  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

"Person"  means  natural  persons,  firms,  associations,  cor- 
porations and  public  bodies. 

"Pollution  Control  Facilities"  means  the  facilities  de- 
signed to  collect,  treat  and  dispose  of  the  water  and  air 
pollutants  originating  at  the  Baltimore  Plants  which,  as 
set  out  in  Section  2.2  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  are  to  be 
constructed,  installed  or  completed  and  thereafter  operated 
and  maintained  as  provided  in  the  Loan  Agreement  and 
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which  are  pollution  control  facilities  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act  and  Section  103(c)  (4)  (F)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code  of  1954  as  amended.  The  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
are  generally  described  in  Exhibit  A  to  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment. Pollution  Control  Facilities  also  means  and  includes 
the  facilities  resulting  from  any  addition,  modification,  sub- 
stitution or  improvement  to,  or  removal  from,  such  facili- 
ties, as  permitted  in  Section  5.1  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

"Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan"  means 
all  moneys' payable  to  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, the  Lease  Agreement,  the  Guaranty  AGREEMENT 
and  the  Assignment  and  all  other  revenues  of  the  City  at- 
tributable to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities;  provided  that 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  shall  not 
include  amounts  paid  pursuant  to  Section  6.5  or  Section  8.4 
of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

*'SCM"  means  SCM  Corporation,  a  New  York  corpora- 
tion, or  any  corporation  which  is  the  surviving,  resulting, 
or  transferee  corporation  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or 
transfer  of  assets  permitted  under  Section  6.3  of  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

"St.  Helena  Plant"  means  the  entire  Baltimore  Plant 
located  at  2701  Broening  Highway,  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

"Treasurer"  means  the  Treasurer  or  Deputy  Treasurer 
of  the  City. 

"Trust  Estate"  means  at  any  particular  time  all  moneys 
which  at  such  time  are  deposited  or  are  required  to  be  de- 
posited with  the  Trustee  or  to  be  held  in  trust  under  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  property  which 
at  such  time  is  covered  or  intended  to  be  covered  by  the 
claim  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance. 

"Trustee"  means  the  trust  company  or  banking  corpora- 
tion designated  (by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Fi- 
nance prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds)  to  act  as  trustee 
under  this  Ordinance,  in  its  capacity  as  such  trustee,  and 
its  successor  or  successors  as  trustee  hereunder. 
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ARTICLE  II 

DESCRIPTION,  AUTHORIZATION,  MANNER  OF 

EXECUTION,  AUTHENTICATION,  REGISTRATION 

AND  TRANSFER  OF  BONDS 

Section  2.01.  The  City  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the 
principal  of,  the  interest  on,  and  the  redemption  premium 
(if  any)  on,  the  Bonds  from  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of 
the  City  from  the  Loan  assigned  to  secure  the  payment 
thereof  under  this  Ordinance,  and  not  otherwise.  The  City 
may,  at  its  option,  pay  the  principal  of,  the  interest  on  and 
the  redemption  premium  (if  any)  on,  the  Bonds  out  of  any 
other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  for  the  payment 
thereof.  All  the  Bonds  to  be  issued  hereunder  shall  be 
equally  and  ratably  secured,  to  the  extent  provided  in  this 
Ordinance,  by  the  assignment  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan. 

Section  2.02.  There  is  hereby  created  for  issuance  under 
this  Ordinance  a  series  of  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  exceeding  $17,000,000,  each  of  which  shall  bear 
the  descriptive  title  ''City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  Pollution 
Control  Revenue  Bond  (SCM  Corporation  Project),  Series 
A."  The  Bonds  shall  be  dated,  shall  be  issued  as  coupon 
bonds  in  the  denomination  of  $5,000  each,  registrable  as  to 
principal  only,  or  as  fully  registered  bonds,  in  the  denomina- 
tion of  $5,000  or  multiples  thereof,  shall  mature,  shall  be 
numbered,  shall  bear  such  rate  or  rates  of  interest  from  their 
date  until  their  maturity  or  maturities  or  until  the  date  or 
dates  fixed  for  redemption,  all  as  provided  in  a  resolution  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Finance  adopted  prior  to  the  sale  of 
the  Bonds.  Interest  on  the  Bonds  will  be  payable  semi- 
annually, and  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  the  right  of  prior 
redemption  at  the  prices  and  dates  and  upon  occurence  of  the 
events  set  forth  in  said  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

The  principal  of,  and  interest  on,  and  premium  (if  any) 
payable  upon  the  redemption  of,  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid  in 
any  coin  or  currency  of  the  United  States  for  the  payment  of 
public  and  private  debts  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Trustee 
or  at  the  principal  office  of  its  successor  in  trust. 
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Section  2.03.  The  Bonds  shall  be  executed  on  behalf  of 
the  City  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  corporate  seal  of 
the  City  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  be  impressed  or  re- 
produced thereon  and  attested  by  the  City  Treasurer  or 
Deputy  City  Treasurer,  provided  that  at  least  one  of  said 
signatures  shall  be  a  manual  signature.  The  coupons  at- 
tached to  the  coupon  Bonds  shall  be  executed  by  the  facsim- 
iles of  the  official  signatures  of  said  City  Treasurer  or  Dep- 
uty City  Treasurer,  and  such  facsimiles  shall  have  the  same 
force  and -effect  as  if  said  City  Treasurer  or  Deputy  City 
Treasurer  manually  signed  each  of  the  coupons. 

The  Bonds,  together  with  interest  thereon,  shall  be  limited 
obligations  of  the  City  payable  from  the  Bond  Fund  and  shall 
be  a  valid  claim  of  the  respective  holders  thereof  only  against 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  which  are 
hereby  assigned  for  the  equal  and  ratable  payment  of  the 
Bonds  and  the  coupons  and  shall  be  used  for  no  other  pur- 
pose than  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds,  except  as  may  be  otherwise  expressly 
authorized  in  this  Ordinance.  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  the 
coupons  shall  ever  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge 
against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  power  of  the  City 
within  the  meaning  of  any  state  constitutional  or  charter 
provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  shall  never  constitute 
or  give  rise  to  a  pecuniaiy  liability  of  the  City. 

In  case  any  officer  whose  signature  or  facsimile  of  whose 
signature  shall  appear  on  the  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease 
to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds,  such 
signature  or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and 
sufficient  for  all  purposes,  the  same  as  if  he  had  remained 
in  office  until  delivery.  Furthermore,  it  shall  not  be  necessary 
that  the  same  officer  sign  all  of  the  Bonds  that  may  be  issued 
hereunder  at  any  one  time  or  from  time  to  time. 

Section  2.04.  The  definitive  Bonds  and  the  coupons  at- 
tached (if  any)  shall  be  substantially  in  the  forms  herein- 
after set  forth  with  such  appropriate  variations,  ommissions 
and  insertions  as  are  permitted  or  required  by  this  Ordi- 
nance. All  the  Bonds  may  have  endorsed  thereon  such 
legends  or  text  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  con- 
form to  any  applicable  rules  and  regulations  of  any  govern- 
mental authority  or  of  any  securities  exchange  on  which  the 
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Bonds  may  be  listed  or  any  usage  or  requirement  of  law  with 
respect  thereto. 

Section  2.05.  Until  Bonds  in  definitive  form  are  ready 
for  delivery,  the  City  may  execute,  and  upon  its  request  in 
writing,  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  and  deliver  in  lieu  of 
any  thereof,  and  subject  to  the  same  provisions,  limitations 
and  conditions,  one  or  more  printed,  lithographed  or  type- 
written Bonds  in  temporary  form,  substantially  of  the  tenor 
of  the  Bonds  herein  described,  with  no  coupons  attached  and 
registered  as  to  principal  and  interest  as  herein  provided, 
and  with  appropriate  omissions,  variations  and  insertions. 
Such  Bond  or  Bonds  in  temporary  form  will  be  for  the  prin- 
cipal amount  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000)  or  any 
multiple  thereof.  Until  exchanged  for  Bonds  in  definitive 
form,  such  Bonds  in  temporary  form  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  benefit  of  this  Ordinance.  The  City  shall,  without  unrea- 
sonable delay,  prepare,  execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustee, 
and  thereupon,  upon  the  presentation  and  surrender  of  the 
Bond  or  Bonds  in  temporary  form,  the  Trustee  shall  authen- 
ticate and  deliver,  in  exchange  therefor,  a  Bond  or  Bonds  in 
a  definitive  authorized  form  in  authorized  denominations, 
and  for  the  same  aggregate  principal  amount  as  the  Bond 
or  Bonds  in  temporary  form  surrendered.  Such  exchange 
shall  be  made  by  the  City  at  its  ovvm  expense  and  without 
making  any  charge  to  the  Owners  of  the  Bonds  therefor, 
provided  that  the  City  shall  be  entitled  to  reimbursement 
pursuant  to  Section  5.07  hereof  for  any  such  expense. 

Section  2.06.  Only  such  Bonds  as  shall  have  endorsed 
thereon  a  certificate  of  authentication  substantially  in  the 
form  hereinafter  set  forth  duly  executed  by  the  Trustee 
shall  be  entitled  to  any  right  or  benefit  under  this  Ordinance. 
No  Bond  and  no  coupon  appertaining  to  any  Bond  shall  be 
valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  unless  and  until  such 
certificate  of  authentication  shall  have  been  duly  executed 
by  the  Trustee,  and  such  executed  certificate  of  the  Trustee 
upon  any  such  Bond  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  such 
Bond  has  been  authenticated  and  delivered  under  this  Ordi- 
nance. The  Trustee's  certificate  of  authentication  on  any 
Bond  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  executed  by  it  if 
manually  signed  by  an  authorized  signature  of  the  Trustee, 
but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  that  the  same  person  sign  the 
certificate  of  authentication  on  all  of  the  Bonds  issued  here- 
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under.  Before  authentication  or  delivering  any  Bonds,  the 
Trustee  shall  detach  and  cancel  all  matured  coupons,  if  any, 
appertaining  thereto,  and  such  cancelled  coupons  shall  be 
cremated  or  otherwise  destroyed  by  the  Trustee,  and  a  cer- 
tificate of  cremation  or  other  destruction  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  Treasurer  by  the  Trustee. 

The  City  may  cause  a  copy  of  the  text  of  the  opinion  of 
Bond  counsel  to  be  printed  on  any  of  the  Bonds,  and  deposit 
with  the  Trustee  an  executed  counterpart  of  such  opinion. 
The  Treasurer  shall  certify  to  the  correctness  of  the  copy 
appearing  on  the  Bonds  by  manual  or  facsimile  signature. 

Section  2.07.  The  City  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the 
Trustee  and  the  Trustee  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  exceeding  ?17,000,000  and 
deliver  them  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  City  as  hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.07 
provided. 

Prior  to  the  authentication  by  the  Trustee  of  any  of  the 
Bonds  there  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Trustee: 

1.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  this  Ordinance. 

2.  An  original  executed  counterpart  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, the  Lease  Agreement,  the  Guaranty  Agreement  and 
the  Assignment. 

3.  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  or  resolutions 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  prescribing  the  matters 
required  by  Section  2  of  this  Ordinance  including  the  de- 
tails relating  to  the  Bonds  as  prescribed  by  Section  2.02 
hereof. 

4.  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on  behalf 
of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  authenti- 
cate and  deliver  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount 
not  exceeding  $17,000,000  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
therein  identified  upon  payment  to  the  Trustee  for  the  ac- 
count of  the  City  of  the  sum  specified  in  such  request  and 
authorization  plus  accrued  interest  thereon  to  the  date  of 
delivery.  Such  proceeds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee 
and  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construc- 
tion Fund  as  provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 
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Section  2.08.  In  the  event  any  Bond  is  mutilated,  lost, 
stolen  or  destroyed,  the  City  may  execute  and  the  Trustee 
may  authenticate  a  new  Bond  of  like  date,  maturity  and 
denomination  as  that  of  the  Bond  mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or 
destroyed,  which  new  Bond  shall  have  attached  thereto 
coupons  corresponding  in  all  respect  to  those  (if  any)  on 
the  Bond  mutilated,  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed;  provided  that, 
in  the  case  of  any  mutilated  Bonds,  such  mutilated  Bonds 
together  with  all  coupons  (if  any)  appertaining  thereto 
shall  first  be  surrendered  to  the  Trustee,  and  in  the  case 
of  any  lost,  stolen  or  destroyed  Bond  there  shall  be  first 
furnished  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee  evidence  of  such  loss, 
theft  or  destruction  satisfactory  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee, 
together  with  indemnity  satisfactory  to  them.  In  the  event 
any  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  have  matured,  instead  of 
issuing  a  duplicate  Bond  or  coupon  the  Trustee  may  pay 
the  same  without  surrender  thereof.  The  City  and  the 
Trustee  may  charge  the  Holder  or  Owner  of  such  Bond  their 
reasonable  fees  and  expenses  in  this  connection. 

Section  2.09.  All  the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  negotiable,  subject  to  the  provisions  for  registration 
and  transfer  contained  in  this  Ordinance  and  in  the  Bonds. 
So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  remain  outstanding,  the 
City  shall  maintain  and  keep,  at  the  principal  office  of  the 
Treasurer,  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  Bonds; 
and,  upon  presentation  thereof  for  such  purpose  at  said 
office,  the  Treasurer  shall  register  or  cause  to  be  registered 
therein,  and  permit  to  be  transferred  thereon,  under  such 
reasonable  regulations  as  the  City  or  the  Trustee  may  pre- 
scribe, any  Bond  entitled  to  registration  or  transfer.  So  long 
as  any  of  the  Bonds  remain  outstanding,  the  City  shall  make 
all  necessary  provisions  to  permit  the  exchange  of  Bonds 
at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treasurer. 

All  coupon  Bonds  shall  pass  by  delivery,  unless  registered 
as  to  principal  other  than  to  bearer  in  the  manner  provided 
in  this  Section  2.09.  Any  coupon  Bond  may  be  registered  as 
to  principal  on  the  books  of  the  City  at  the  principal  office 
of  the  Treasurer,  upon  presentation  thereof  at  said  office 
and  the  payment  of  a  charge  sufficient  to  reimburse  the 
City  for  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to 
be  paid  with  respect  to  such  registration,  and  such  registra- 
tion shall  be  noted  on  such  Bond.  After  said  registration 
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no  transfer  thereof  shall  be  valid  unless  made  on  said  books 
at  the  written  request  of  the  registered  owner  or  his  attorney 
duly  authorized  in  writing,  and  similarly  noted  on  such 
Bond;  but  such  Bond  may  be  discharged  from  registration 
by  being  in  like  manner  transferred  to  bearer,  after  which 
it  shall  again  become  transferable  by  delivery. 

Thereafter  such  Bond  may  again,  from  time  to  time,  be 
registered  or  discharged  from  registration  in  the  same 
manner.  Registration  of  any  coupon  Bond  as  to  principal, 
however,  shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  by  delivery  of  the 
coupons  appertaining  to  such  Bond,  and  such  coupons  shall 
continue  to  pass  by  delivery  and  shall  remain  payable  to 
bearer. 

As  to  any  coupon  Bond  registered  as  to  principal  other 
than  to  bearer  the  person  in  whose  name  the  same  shall  be 
registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City  may  be  deemed  and 
regarded  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof,  whether  such  Bonds 
shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  all  purposes,  except  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  payment  of  coupons;  and  payment  of,  or 
on  account  of,  the  principal  or  redemption  price,  if  any,  of 
such  Bond  shall  be  made  only  to,  or  upon  the  order  of,  such 
registered  owner  thereof,  but  such  registration  may  be 
changed  as  above  provided.  All  such  payments  shall  be 
valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and  discharge  the  liability  upon 
such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the  sum  or  sums  so  paid.  The 
City,  the  Trustee  and  any  paying  agent  may  deem  and  treat 
the  bearer  of  any  coupon  as  the  absolute  owner  thereof, 
whether  such  coupon  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  payment  thereof  and  for  all  other  pur- 
poses whatsoever,  and  may  deem  and  treat  the  bearer  of  any 
coupon  Bond  which  shall  not  at  the  time  be  registered  as  to 
principal  other  than  to  bearer,  or  the  person  in  whose  name 
any  coupon  Bond  for  the  time  being  shall  be  registered  upon 
the  Books  of  the  City,  as  the  absolute  owner  of  such  Bond, 
whether  such  Bond  shall  be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  payment  of  the  principal  or  redemption  price 
thereof  and  for  all  other  purposes  whatsoever  except  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  payment  of  coupons,  and  neither  the 
City,  nor  the  Trustee  nor  any  paying  agent  shall  be  affected 
by  any  notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save  the  Trustee 
and  each  paying  agent  harmless  from  and  against  any  and 
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all  loss,  cost,  charge,  expense,  judgment  or  liability  incurred 
by  it,  acting  in  good  faith  and  without  negligence  hereunder, 
in  so  treating  such  bearer  or  registered  owner. 

Each  registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall  be  trans- 
ferable only  upon  the  books  of  the  City,  which  shall  be 
kept  for  that  purpose  at  the  principal  ofRce  of  the  Treasurer 
at  the  written  request  of  the  registered  owner  thereof  or  his 
attorney  duly  authorized  in  writing,  upon  surrender  thereof, 
together  with  a  written  instrument  of  transfer  satisfactory 
to  the  Treasurer  duly  executed  by  the  registered  owner  or 
his  attorney  duly  authorized  in  writing.  Upon  the  surrender 
for  transfer  of  any  such  registered  Bond,  the  City  shall 
issue  in  the  name  of  the  transferee,  in  authorized  denomina- 
tions, a  new  registered  Bond  or  Bonds  without  coupons,  or, 
at  the  option  of  the  transferee,  coupon  Bonds,  with  appro- 
priate coupons  attached,  of  the  same  aggregate  principal 
amount,  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate  as  the  sur- 
rendered Bonds. 

The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  deem  and  treat  the  person 
in  whose  name  any  outstanding  registered  Bond  without 
coupons  shall  be  registered  upon  the  books  of  the  City  as 
the  absolute  owner  of  such  Bond,  whether  such  Bond  shall 
be  overdue  or  not,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  pajTnent  of, 
or  on  account  of,  the  principal  and  redemption  price,  if  any, 
of  and  interest  on  such  Bond  and  for  all  other  purposes, 
and  all  such  payments  so  made  to  any  such  registered  owner 
or  upon  his  order  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  satisfy  and 
discharge  the  liability  upon  such  Bond  to  the  extent  of  the 
sum  or  sums  so  paid,  and  neither  the  City  nor  the  Trustee 
shall  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary.  Subject  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Act,  the  City  agrees  to  indemnify  and 
save  the  Trustee  harmless  from  and  against  any  and  all 
loss,  cost,  charge,  expense,  judgment,  or  liability  incurred 
by  it,  acting  in  good  faith  and  without  negligence  hereunder, 
in  so  treating  such  registered  owner. 

Coupon  Bonds,  upon  surrender  thereof  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Treasurer  with  all  unmatured  coupons  attached, 
may,  at  the  option,  of  the  holder  thereof,  be  exchanged  for  an 
equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of  registered  Bonds  with- 
out coupons  of  the  same  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate 
of  any  of  the  authorized  denominations. 
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Registered  Bonds  without  coupons,  upon  surrender 
thereof  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Treasurer  with  a  written 
instrument  of  transfer  satisfactory  to  the  Treasurer,  duly 
executed  by  the  registered  owner  or  his  duly  authorized 
attorney,  may,  at  the  option  of  the  registered  owner  thereof, 
be  exchanged  for  an  equal  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
coupon  Bonds  of  the  same  series,  maturity  and  interest  rate 
with  appropriate  coupons  attached,  or  of  registered  Bonds 
without  coupons  of  the  same  series,  maturity  and  interest 
rate  of  any  other  authorized  denominations. 

In  all  cases  in  which  the  privilege  of  exchanging  Bonds 
or  transferring  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  is  exer- 
cised, the  City  shall  execute  and  the  Trustee  shall  authenti- 
cate and  deliver  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Ordinance.  All  registered  Bonds  surrendered  in  any 
such  exchanges  or  transfers  shall  forthwith  be  cancelled  by 
the  Trustee.  All  coupon  Bonds  and  the  coupons  appertaining 
to  such  Bonds  surrendered  in  any  such  exchanges  or  trans- 
fers shall  be  retained  in  the  possession  of  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  reissuance  upon  subsequent  exchanges,  and  the 
City,  prior  to  the  reissuance  of  any  such  coupon  Bonds, 
shall  detach  therefrom  and  cancel  all  matured  coupons.  For 
every  such  exchange  or  transfer  of  Bonds,  whether  tempo- 
rary or  definitive,  the  City  or  the  Trustee  may  make  a 
charge  sufficient  to  reimburse  it  for  any  tax  or  other  gov- 
ernmental charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such 
exchange  or  transfer  which  sum  or  sums  shall  be  paid  by 
the  person  requesting  such  exchange  or  transfer  as  a  con- 
dition precedent  to  the  exercise  of  the  privilege  of  making 
such  exchange  or  transfer.  Nothwithstanding  any  other 
provision  of  this  Ordinance,  the  cost  of  preparing  each  new 
coupon  Bond  or  registered  Bond  without  coupons  upon  each 
exchange  or  transfer,  and  any  other  expenses  of  the  City 
or  the  Trustee  incurred  in  connection  therewith  (except  any 
applicable  tax  or  other  governmental  charge)  shall  be  paid 
from  the  Bond  Fund  if  not  otherwise  paid  by  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  as  required  by  the  Loan  Agreement.  The  City 
shall  not  be  obliged  to  make  any  such  exchange  or  trans- 
fer of  Bonds  during  the  fifteen  (15)  days  next  preceding 
an  interest  payment  date  on  the  Bonds  or  in  the  case  of  any 
proposed  redemption  of  Bonds,  next  preceding  the  date  of 
the  first  publication  of  notice  of  such  redemption.  The  City

shall  not  be  required  to  make  any  transfer  or  exchange  of 
any  Bonds  called  for  redemption. 

Section  2.10.  The  City,  at  the  request  of  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  in  effect  at  the 
time  thereof,  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  issue  Additional 
Bonds  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  providing  addi- 
tional moneys,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  to  provide  additional  pollution 
control  facilities  which  shall  become  part  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities,  on  a  parity  with  the  Bonds  and  any  Ad- 
ditional Bonds  theretofore  or  thereafter  issued  and  payable 
from  the  Bond  Fund.  Before  any  Additional  Bonds  are 
authenticated  there  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Trustee  the 
items  required  therefor  by  Section  2.11  hereof.  The  proceeds 
of  any  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  used  solely  to  pay  the  costs 
of  completing  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  of  improve- 
ment or  acquisition  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  to 
pay  the  costs  incident  to  the  issuance  of  the  Additional 
Bonds,  in  accordance  with  Section  6.7  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment. 

Such  Additional  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  such  series  and 
principal  amounts,  shall  be  dated,  shall  bear  interest  at 
such  rate  or  rates,  shall  be  subject  to  redemption  at  such 
times  and  prices,  and  shall  mature  in  such  years  as  the 
ordinance  supplemental  hereto  authorizing  the  issuance 
thereof  shall  fix  and  determine,  and  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Trustee  for  authentication  and  delivery. 

Section  2.11.     Upon  the  adoption  in  each  instance  of  an 

appropriate  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  the  City  shall 
execute  and  deliver  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  shall 
authenticate,  such  Additional  Bonds  and  deliver  them  to  the 
purchaser  or  purchasers  as  may  be  directed  by  the  City,  as 
hereinafter  in  this  Section  2.11  provided.  Prior  to  the  de- 
livery by  the  Trustee  of  any  such  Additional  Bonds  there 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Trustee : 

(1)  Valid  and  effective  amendments  to  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, the  Lease  Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement, 
providing  for  an  increase  in  the  obligations  of  the  City  and 
the  Industrial  Corporations  PURSUANT  TO  THE  LOAN 
AGREEMENT,  THE  LEASE  AGREEMENT  AND  THE 
GUARANTY  AGREEMENT  IN  ORDER  TO  PROVIDE 
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PRINCIPAL,    PREMIUM,    IF    ANY,    AND    INTEREST 
ON  SUCH  ADDITIONAL  BONDS,  m  accordanGO  witb  See- 

(2)  A  duly  enacted  supplemental  ordinance  providing 
for  the  issuance  of  such  new  series  of  Additional  Bonds. 

(3)  A  duly  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance  providing  the  terms  of  such  Addi- 
tional Bonds  to  the  extent  authorized  by  the  applicable  sup- 
plemental ordinance. 

(4)  A  request  and  authorization  to  the  Trustee  on  be- 
half of  the  City  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  to  deliver  such 
Bonds  to  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  therein  identified  upon 
payment  to  the  Trustee,  for  the  account  of  the  City,  of  a 
specified  sum  plus  any  accrued  interest.  The  proceeds  of  such 
Bonds  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Trustee  and  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  the  Bond  Fund  and  Construction  Fund  as  herein- 
after provided  under  Article  VI  hereof. 

Section  2.12.  1.  One  or  more  series  of  refunding  Bonds 
may  be  authenticated  and  delivered  upon  original  issuance 
to  refund  all  or  any  part  of  a  series  of  Bonds  but  not  less 
than  all  Bonds  of  any  one  maturity  within  such  series. 
Refunding  Bonds  shall  be  issued  in  a  principal  amount 
suflficient,  together  with  other  moneys  available  therefor, 
to  accomplish  such  refunding  and  to  make  the  deposits  in  the 
Bond  Fund  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  Section  or  by 
the  provisions  of  the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing 
such  Bonds. 

2.  Refunding  Bonds  of  each  series  issued  to  refund  one 
or  more  series  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  be  authenti- 
cated and  delivered  by  the  Trustee  only  upon  receipt  by  it 
(in  addition  to  the  documents  required  by  Section  2.07)  of: 

(1)  Irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfactory 
to  it,  to  give  due  notice  of  redemption  of  all  the  Bonds  to  be 
refunded  on  a  redemption  date  specified  in  such  instructions ; 

(2)  If  the  Bonds  to  be  refunded  are  not  by  their  terms 
subject  to  redemption  within  the  next  succeeding  60  days, 
irrevocable  instructions  to  the  Trustee,  satisfactory  to  it, 
to  make  due  publication  of  the  notice  provided  for  in  Section 
3.03  to  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  and  cou- 
pons being  refunded ; 
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(3)  Either  (i)  moneys  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  effect 
payment  at  the  applicable  redemption  price  of  the  Bonds  to 
be  refunded,  together  with  accrued  interest  on  such  Bonds  to 
the  redemption  date,  which  moneys  shall  be  held  by  the 
Trustee  in  a  separate  account  irrevocably  in  trust  for  and 
assigned  to  the  respective  Holders  of  the  Bonds  to  be  re- 
funded, or  (ii)  investments  in  such  principal  amounts  of 
such  maturities,  bearing  such  interest,  and  otherwise  hav- 
ing such  terms  and  qualifications,  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  9.01  hereof  and  any 
moneys  required  pursuant  to  said  Section  9.01  hereof  which 
investments  and  moneys  shall  be  held  in  trust  and  used 
only  as  provided  in  said  Section  9.01  hereof. 

The  proceeds,  including  accrued  interest,  of  the  refunding 
Bonds  of  each  such  series  shall  be  applied  simultaneously 
with  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  in  the  manner  provided  in 
the  supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds. 

3.  Any  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  Bonds  not 
needed  for  the  purposes  provided  in  this  Section  or  in  the 
supplemental  ordinance  authorizing  such  Bonds  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund. 

ARTICLE  III 
REDEMPTION 

Section  3.01.  In  the  manner  and  with  the  effect  provided 
in  this  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  will  be  subject  to  redemption 
prior  to  maturity,  either  at  the  option  of  the  City  or  pursuant 
to  certain  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  in  accordance  with  a 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  specifying  the 
dates  and  times  of  redemption,  the  amounts  of  Bonds  to  be 
redeemed,  any  events  giving  rise  to  mandatory  or  optional 
redemption  and  such  other  matters  relating  to  redemption 
as  may  be  provided  in  the  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance. 

In  the  case  of  registered  Bonds  without  coupons  of  denom- 
inations greater  than  §5,000,  if  less  than  all  of  such  Bonds 
then  outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  redemption,  then  for 
all  purposes  in  connection  with  redemption,  each  $5,000  of 
principal  amount  shall  be  treated  as  though  it  was  a  separate 
Bond  of  the  denomination  of  $5,000  bearing  one  of  the  num- 
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bers  borne  by  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons.  If  it 
is  determined  that  one  or  more,  but  not  all  of  the  $5,000 
units  of  principal  amount  represented  by  any  such  registered 
Bond  without  coupons  is  to  be  called  for  redemption,  then 
upon  notice  of  intention  to  redeem  such  $5,000  unit  or  units, 
the  owner  of  such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  shall 
forthwith  surrender  such  Bond  to  the  Trustee  (1)  for  pay- 
ment of  the  redemption  price  (including  the  redemption 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemp- 
tion) of  the  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  called 
for  redemption  and  (2)  in  exchange  for  a  new  Bond  or 
Bonds  of  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  THE  UNRE- 
DEEMED PORTION  OF  such  registered  Bond  without 
coupons  and  of  like  maturity  and  interest  rate,  and 
such  new  Bond  or  Bonds  shall  be  numbered  correspond- 
ing to  the  numbers  of  the  $5,000  units  of  principal  amount 
not  called  for  redemption.  New  Bonds  representing  the 
unredeemed  balance  of  the  principal  amount  of  such  regis- 
tered Bond  without  coupons  shall  be  issued  to  the  registered 
owner  thereof,  without  charge  therefor.  If  the  owner  of  any 
such  registered  Bond  without  coupons  of  a  denomination 
greater  than  $5,000  shall  fail  to  present  such  Bond  to  the 
Trustee  for  payment  and  exchange  as  aforesaid,  such  Bond 
shall,  nevertheless,  become  due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed 
for  redemption  to  the  extent  of  the  $5,000  unit  or  units  of 
principal  amount  called  for  redemption  (and  to  that  extent 
only)  ;  interest  shall  cease  to  accrue  on  the  portion  of  the 
principal  amount  of  such  Bond  represented  by  such  $5,000 
unit  or  units  of  principal  amount  on  and  after  the  date 
fixed  for  redemption  provided  that  funds  sufficient  for  the 
pajTnent  of  the  redemption  price  shall  have  been  deposited 
with  the  Trustee,  and  shall  be  available  for  the  redemption 
of  said  $5,000  unit  or  units  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
and,  in  such  event,  such  Bond  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the 
benefit  or  security  of  this  Ordinance  to  the  extent  of  the  por- 
tion of  its  principal  amount  (and  accrued  interest  thereon 
to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  and  applicable  premium 
if  any)  represented  by  such  $5,000  unit  or  units  of  principal 
amount,  nor  shall  new  Bonds  be  thereafter  issued  corres- 
ponding to  said  unit  or  units. 

Section  3.02.     As  and  for  a  sinking  fund  for  the  retire- 
ment of  the  Bonds  subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions 
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provided  herein,  the  City  shall  cause  to  be  deposited  in  the 
Bond  Fund  at  least  one  business  day  before  each  sinking 
fund  payment  date  out  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the 
City  from  the  Loan  an  amount  sufficient  to  redeem  or  to  pay 
(after  credit  as  provided  below)  the  principal  amounts  of 
such  Bonds  subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions  provided 
herein  on  the  dates  and  in  the  amounts  specified  in  the 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

At  its  option,  to  be  exercised  prior  to  the  forty-fifth  day 
next  preceding  any  sinking  fund  pa\Tnent  date,  the  City 
may  (i)  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  deposit  in  the 
Bond  Fund,  as  an  advance  pajment  of  Receipts  and  Reve- 
nues of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  such  amount  of  funds  as 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary  may  determine,  with  written  in- 
structions to  the  Trustee,  signed  in  the  name  of  the  Bor- 
rower Subsidiary  by  an  authorized  officer  thereof,  to  apply 
such  funds  prior  to  said  forty-fifth  day  to  the  purchase  of 
Bonds  subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions,  or  (ii)  deliver 
to  the  Trustee  for  cancellation  any  principal  amount  of 
Bonds  subject  to  the  sinking  fund  provisions,  or  (iii)  re- 
ceive a  credit  in  respect  of  its  sinking  fund  payment  for  any 
such  Series  BONDS  which  prior  to  said  sinking  fund  pay- 
ment date  have  been  purchased  or  redeemed  (otherwise  than 
through  the  operation  of  the  sinking  fund)  and  cancelled 
by  the  Trustee  and  not  theretofore  applied  as  a  credit 
against  any  sinking  fund  pajTaent. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  funds  and  instructions  specified  in 
(i),  the  Trustee  shall  use  all  reasonable  efforts  to  expend 
such  funds  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable  in  the  purchase 
of  such  Bonds  at  not  exceeding  the  principal  amount  thereof 
plus  accrued  interest  to  such  sinking  fund  payment  date  on 
or  prior  to  such  sinking  fund  payment  date.  Any  such  funds 
not  so  expended  by  the  Trustee  shall  be  retained  in  the 
Bond  Fund,  shall  not  thereafter  be  used  for  the  purchase  of 
Bonds  and  shall  be  applied  as  herein  otherwise  provided 
for  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Bonds  so  purchased  or  pre- 
sented for  cancellation  as  provided  above  shall  be  cancelled 
by  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  Section  3.04  hereof  and  shall 
be  credited,  at  their  principal  amount,  until  the  full  amount 
thereof  has  been  so  credited  against  the  next  ensuing  and 
future  sinking  fund  payments  in  chronological  order  to  the 
extent  otherwise  payable  out  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan. 
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Section  3.03.  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  are  called 
for  redemption,  the  Trustee  shall  give  notice,  in  the  name 
of  the  City,  of  the  redemption  of  such  Bonds,  which  notice 
shall  specify  the  maturities  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed, 
the  redemption  date  and  the  place  or  places  where  amounts 
due  upon  such  redemption  will  be  payable  and,  if  less  than 
all  of  the  Bonds  of  any  maturity  are  to  be  redeemed,  the 
numbers  of  such  Bonds  so  to  be  redeemed.  Such  notice  shall 
be  given  by  publication  at  least  once  not  less  than  30  days 
nor  more  than  60  days  prior  to  the  redemption  date  in  a 
newspaper  "or  financial  journal  customarily  published  on 
each  full  business  day  of  the  year  (whether  or  not  such 
newspaper  or  financial  journal  is  published  on  Saturdays, 
Sundays  or  legal  holidays) ,  printed  in  the  English  language 
and  of  general  circulation  in  the  Borough  of  IManhattan, 
The  City  of  New  York,  and  in  the  case  of  the  redemption 
of  fully  registered  Bonds  upon  mailing  a  copy  of  the  re- 
demption notice  by  first  class  mail  at  least  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  to  the  Holder  of  each 
registered  Bond  to  be  redeemed  at  the  address  shown  on  the 
registration  books;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  give 
such  notice  by  mailing  or  any  defect  therein  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  any  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  Bonds. 
If  all  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  are  registered  Bonds, 
notice  by  mailing  given  by  first  class  mail  to  the  Holder  or 
Holders  thereof,  at  the  addresses  shown  on  the  registration 
books,  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for 
redemption  as  aforesaid  shall  be  sufficient,  and  published 
notice  of  the  call  for  redemption  need  not  be  given,  and 
failure  duly  to  give  such  notice  by  mailing,  or  any  defect  in 
the  notice,  to  the  Holder  of  any  registered  Bond  designated 
for  redemption  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceed- 
ings for  the  redemption  of  any  other  Bond.  All  Bonds  so 
called  for  redemption  will  cease  to  bear  interest  on  the 
specified  redemption  date,  provided  funds  for  their  redemp- 
tion are  on  deposit  with  the  Trustee  and  shall  no  longer  be 
protected  by  the  Ordinance  and  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be 
outstanding  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance.  If,  be- 
cause of  the  temporary  or  permanent  suspension  of  the 
publication  or  general  circulation  of  any  newspaper  or  fi- 
nancial journal  or  for  any  other  reason,  it  is  impossible  or 
impracticable  to  publish  such  notice  of  call  for  redemption 
in  the  manner  herein  provided,  then  such  publication  in 
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lieu  thereof  as  shall  be  made  with  the  approval  of  the  Trustee 
shall  constitute  a  sufficient  publication  of  notice. 

Section  3.04.  All  Bonds  which  have  been  redeemed  shall 
be  cancelled  and  destroyed  by  the  Trustee  together  with  the 
unmatured  coupons  appertaining  thereto  and  shall  not  be 
reissued,  and  a  counterpart  of  the  certificate  of  destruction 
evidencing  such  destruction  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
Trustee  to  the  City  and  the  Borrower  Subsidiary.  All  Bonds 
so  destroyed  shall  thereafter  no  longer  be  considered  out- 
standing for  any  purposes  of  the  Ordinance  or  the  Loan 
Agreement. 

Section  3.05.  All  unpaid  coupons  which  appertain  to 
Bonds  so  called  for  redemption  and  which  shall  have  be- 
come payable  on  or  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
shall  continue  to  be  payable  to  the  bearers  thereof  severally 
and  respectively  upon  the  presentation  and  surrender  of 
such  coupons. 

Section  3.06.  If  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time 
outstanding  are  to  be  called  for  prior  redemption,  the  par- 
ticular Bonds  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  the  Trustee 
in  inverse  order  of  maturities.  If  less  than  all  of  the  Bonds 
of  a  particular  maturity  at  the  time  outstanding  are  to  be 
called  for  prior  redemption,  the  particular  Bonds  of  such 
maturity  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  lot  by  the 
Trustee  in  such  manner  as  the  Trustee,  in  its  discretion, 
may  determine.  The  Trustee  shall  call  for  redemption  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  as  many  Bonds  as 
will,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  exhaust  the  moneys  available 
therefor.  Particular  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  only  in  the 
principal  amount  of  $5,000  each. 

No  redemption  of  less  than  all  the  Bonds  at  the  time  out- 
standing, other  than  in  accordance  with  the  sinking  fund 
provisions  of  Section  3.02  hereof,  shall  be  made  pursuant 
hereto  unless  the  total  amount  of  funds  available  and  to  be 
used  for  such  partial  redemption  is  equal  to  or  more  than 
$50,000. 

ARTICLE  IV 
LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  4.01.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  execute,  seal  and  deliver,  on  behalf  of  the 
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City,  the  Loan  Agreement  and  the  Assignment.  The  Loan 
Agreement  shall  be  in  substantially  the  form  hereinafter 
set  forth  as  evidenced  by  a  copy  of  such  form  certified  by 
the  Deputy  City  Treasurer  and  filed  among  the  permanent 
records  of  the  City.  The  Assignment  shall  be  in  substantially 
the  form  provided  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  prior  to  the  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds.  The 
Mayor  of  the  City  and  the  Commissioners  of  Finance, 
however,  are  hereby  authorized,  prior  to  execution  of  the 
Loan  Agreement  and  the  Assignment,  to  make  such  changes 
or  modifications  in  the  form  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  Lease 
Agreement,  Guaranty  Agreement,  Note  and  Assignment  as 
may  be  required  or  deemed  appropriate  by  them  in  order 
to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  the  transaction  authorized  by 
this  Ordinance;  provided  that  such  changes  shall  be  within 
the  scope  of  the  transactions  authorized  by  the  Act.  Such 
execution  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  Assignment  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  due 
execution,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  of  such  instruments  which 
shall  thereupon  become  binding  upon  the  City  in  accordance 
with  their  terms  as  authorized  by  the  Act. 

Section  4.02.  The  Loan  Agreement  shall  provide,  as  a 
condition  precedent  to  its  effectiveness,  that  the  following 
instruments  be  executed  and  delivered: 

(1)  a  Lease  Agreement  between  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary and  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  providing  for  the  lease 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  such  Lease  Agreement 
to  be  in  substantially  the  form  provided  by  the  Commission- 
ers of  Finance  in  a  resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance 
and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  containing  requirements  that 
(a)  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  be  operated  by  SCM 
under  an  agreement  with  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  and  (b) 
the  rental  payments  from  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  to  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary  be  payable  at  times  and  in  amounts 
sufficient  to  provide  for  the  payments,  when  due,  of  all 
amounts  payable  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  under  the 
Loan  Agreement;  and 

(2)  a  Guaranty  Agreement  between  SCM  and  the  Bor- 
rower Subsidiary  for  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Bondholders,  such  Guaranty  Agreement  to  be  in  substan- 
tially the  form  provided  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance 
in  a  resolution  adopted  prior  to  the  issuance  and  delivery 
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of  the  Bonds  and  unconditionally  guaranteeing  the  punctual 
payment  of  all  payments  payable  under  the  Lease  Agreement 
and  providing  for  assumption  by  SCM  of  the  obligations  of 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary  to  make  all  payments  under  the 
Loan  Agreement  in  the  event  that  (i)  SCM  sells  or  other- 
wise transfers  control  or  ownership  of  the  Adrian  Joyce 
Works,  (ii)  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  sells  or  otherwise 
transfers  control  or  ownership  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  at  the  Adrian  Joyce  Works,  or  (iii)  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  ceases  to  be  a  wholly-owned  subsidiary  of  SCM. 

ARTICLE  V 
REVENUES  AND  FUNDS 

Section  5.01.  The  Bonds  herein  authorized  and  all  pay- 
ments by  the  City  hereunder  are  not  general  obligations  of 
the  City  but  are  limited  obligations  payable  solely  from  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  and  as 
authorized  and  provided  in  this  Ordinance. 

The  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
are  to  be  remitted  directly  to  the  Trustee  for  the  account 
of  the  City  and  deposited  in  the  Bond  Fund.  Said  payments 
are  to  be  sufficient  in  amount  to  pay  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  and  the  entire 
amount  of  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan 
are  assigned  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Bonds.  The  City  hereby 
covenants  and  agrees  that  it  will  not  create  any  lien  upon 
said  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  other 
than  the  lien  hereby  created. 

Section  5.02.  There  is  hereby  created  by  the  City  and 
ordered  established  with  the  Trustee  a  trust  fund  to  be 
designated  "City  of  Baltimore  Pollution  Control  Revenue 
Bond  Fund — SCM  Corporation  Project"  (which  is  some- 
times referred  to  herein  as  the  ''Bond  Fund"),  which  shall 
be  used  to  pay  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  inter- 
est on  the  Bonds. 

Section  5.03.  There  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond 
Fund  all  accrued  interest  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds 
and  the  amounts  required  by  Section  5.01  hereof.  In  addition, 
there  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Bond  Fund,  as  and  when 
received   (a)   any  amount  remaining  in  the  Construction 
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Fund  to  the  extent  provided  in  Section  3.3(1)  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  except  as  otherwise  directed  pursuant  to  said 
Section  3.3(1);  (b)  all  payments  specified  in  Section  4.3 
of  the  Loan  Agreement;  and  (c)  all  other  moneys  received 
by  the  Trustee  under  and  pursuant  to  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Lease  Agreement,  the  Guar- 
anty Agreement  or  the  Assignment  which  are  required,  or 
which  are  accompanied  by  directions  from  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary,  to  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund.  The  City  hereby 
covenants  and  agrees  that  so  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds 
issued  hereunder  are  outstanding  it  will  deposit,  or  cause 
to  be  deposited,  in  the  Bond  Fund  for  its  account  sufficient 
sums  from  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the 
Loan  promptly  to  meet  and  pay  the  principal  of,  interest 
and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  du3 
and  payable. 

Section  5.04.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  5.10  and 
Section  11.04  hereof,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be 
used  solely  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of,  and  interest 
and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  and  for  the  redemption 
of  the  Bonds  at  or  prior  to  maturity.  Whenever  the  amount 
in  the  Bond  Fund  from  any  source  whatsoever  is  sufficient 
to  redeem  all  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  hereunder  and  to 
pay  interest  to  accrue  thereon  prior  to  such  redemption,  the 
City  covenants  and  agrees,  upon  request  of  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary,  to  take  and  cause  to  be  taken  the  necessary 
steps  to  redeem  all  or  part  of  said  Bonds  on  the  next  succeed- 
ing redemption  date  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
3.01  hereof  for  which  the  required  redemption  notice  may 
be  given. 

Section  5.05.  The  Bond  Fund  shall  be  in  the  custody  of 
the  Trustee  but  in  the  name  of  the  City  and  the  City  hereby 
authorizes  and  directs  the  Trustee  to  withdraw  sufficient 
funds  from  the  Bond  Fund  to  pay  principal  of  and  interest 
and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  become  due 
and  payable  and  to  make  said  funds  so  withdrawn  available 
to  the  Trustee  and  to  the  paying  agent  or  agents  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  said  principal  and  interest  and  premium, 
if  any,  which  authorization  and  direction  the  Trustee  hereby 
accepts. 

Section  5.06.  In  the  event  any  Bonds  shall  not  be  pre- 
sented for  payment  when  the  principal  thereof  becomes  due, 
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either  at  maturity  or  at  the  date  fixed  for  redemption 
thereof  or  otherwise,  or  in  the  event  any  coupon  shall  not 
be  presented  for  payment  at  the  due  date  thereof,  if  funds 
sufficient  to  pay  such  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  have  been  made 
available  to  the  Trustee  for  the  benefit  of  the  Holder  or 
Holders  thereof,  all  liability  of  the  City  to  the  Holder 
thereof  for  the  payment  of  such  Bond  or  coupon,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  forthwith  cease,  determine  and  be  completely 
discharged,  and  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustee 
(NOTWITHSTANDING  ANYTHING  IN  THIS  ORDI- 
NANCE TO  THE  CONTRARY)  to  hold  such  fund  or  funds, 
without  liability  for  interest  thereon,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Holder  of  such  Bond,  or  the  bearer  of  such  coupon,  as  the 
case  may  be,  who  shall  thereafter  be  restricted  exclusively 
to  such  fund  or  funds,  for  any  claim  of  whatever  nature  on 
his  part  under  this  Ordinance  or  on,  or  with  respect  to, 
said  Bond  or  coupon. 

Section  5.07.  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  has  agreed  to  pay  the 
Trustee,  until  the  principal  of,  interest  and  premium,  if  any, 
on  the  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount 
equal  to  the  annual  fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  Ordinary 
Services  of  the  Trustee  rendered,  as  Trustee;  and  its  Ordi- 
nary Expenses  incurred,  as  Trustee,  under  this  Ordinance, 
as  and  when  the  same  becomes  due,  (ii)  the  reasonable  fees 
and  charges  of  the  Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  and  any  pay- 
ing agents  for  acting  as  paying  agent  as  and  when  the  same 
become  due,  and  (iii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges  for 
the  necessary  Extraordinary  Services  and  Extraordinary 
Expenses  of  the  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance,  as  and  when 
the  same  become  due.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed 
that  the  initial  or  acceptance  fees  of  the  Trustee  and  the 
fees,  charges  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  paying  agent 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  sentence  which  become  due 
prior  to  the  Completion  Date  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment) will  be  paid  to  the  Trustee  from  the  Construction 
Fund  as  and  when  the  same  shall  become  due.  The  Bor- 
rower Subsidiary  may,  without  creating  a  default  here- 
under, contest  in  good  faith  the  necessity  for  any  such  Ex- 
traordinary Services  and  Extraordinary  Expenses  and  the 
reasonableness  of  any  of  the  fees,  charges  or  expenses  re- 
ferred to  herein. 
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Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary  has  agreed  to  pay  the  City  for  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  the  Treasurer  as  Bond  Registrar,  and 
reasonable  administrative  expenses,  if  any,  incurred  by  the 
City  in  the  administration  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and  of 
the  Bonds  issued  under  this  Ordinance. 

Section  5.08.  All  moneys  required  to  be  deposited  with 
or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  account  of  the  Bond  Fund  or  the 
Construction  Fund  under  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  be  held  by  the  Trustee  in  trust,  and  except  for  moneys 
deposited  with  or  paid  to  the  Trustee  for  the  redemption  of 
Bonds,  notice  of  the  redemption  of  which  has  been  duly 
given,  shall,  while  held  by  the  Trustee,  constitute  part  of  the 
Trust  Estate  and  be  subject  to  the  lien  thereof. 

Section  5.09.  Reference  is  hereby  made  to  Article  V  of 
the  Loan  Agreement  whereunder  it  is  provided  that  under 
certain  circumstances  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  may  be 
required  to  restore,  repair  or  replace  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  in  the  event  of  damage,  destruction  or  condemna- 
tion; but  no  such  funds  are  required  to  be  deposited  with  the 
Trustee. 

Section  5.10.  Any  amounts  remaining  in  the  Bond  Fund 
after  payment  in  full  of  the  principal  of,  interest  and  pre- 
mium, if  any,  on  Bonds  (or  provision  for  payment  thereof 
as  provided  in  this  Ordinance),  the  fees,  charges  and 
expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  any  paying  agents,  any 
expenses  of  the  City  as  Bond  Registrar  or  other  amounts 
required  to  be  paid  to  the  City,  and  all  other  amounts  re- 
quired to  be  paid  hereunder  shall,  upon  the  written  instruc- 
tion to  the  Trustee  from  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  be  paid  to 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary  upon  the  expiration  or  sooner 
termination  of  the  term  of  the  Loan  Agreement  as  provided 
in  Section  9.2  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  VI 

CUSTODY  AND  APPLICATION  OF 
PROCEEDS  OF  BONDS 

Section  6.01.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  issuance  and 
delivery  of  the  Bonds  there  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Bond 
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Fund  all  accrued 
Series  A  Bonds. 


interest  received  upon  the  sale  of  the 


Section  6.02.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established 
with  the  Trustee  a  trust  in  the  name  of  the  City  to  be  desig- 
nated ''City  of  Baltimore  Pollution  Control  Facilities  Con- 
struction Fund-SCM  Corporation  Project"  (which  is  some- 
times referred  to  herein  as  the  "Construction  Fund").  The 
balance  of  the  proceeds  upon  the  issuance  and  delivery 
of  Bonds  remaining  after  the  deduction  provided  by  Section 
6.01  hereof  shall  have  been  made  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
Construction  Fund.  Moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  shall 
be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  particularly  Section  3.3  thereof. 

The  Trustee  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue 
its  checks  for  each  disbursement  required  by  the  aforesaid 
provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement. 

The  Trustee  shall  keep  and  maintain  adequate  records 
pertaining  to  the  Construction  Fund  and  all  disbursements 
therefrom  and  after  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall 
have  been  completed  and  a  certificate  of  payment  of  all 
costs  filed  as  provided  in  Section  6.03  hereof,  the  Trustee 
shall,  if  requested  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  file  an  ac- 
counting thereof  with  the  City  and  with  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary. 

Section  6.03.  The  completion  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  and  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  expenses  incident 
thereto  shall  be  evidenced  by  the  filing  with  the  Trustee  of 
(i)  the  certificate  of  the  Authorized  Borrower  Subsidiary 
Representative  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement)  required 
by  the  provisions  of  Section  3.5  of  the  Loan  Agreement  and 
(ii)  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Authorized  Borrower  Subsi- 
diary Representative  stating  that  all  obligations  and  costs  in 
connection  ^^'ith  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  payable 
out  of  the  Construction  Fund  have  been  paid  and  discharged 
except  for  amounts  retained  by  the  Trustee  with  the  approval 
of  the  said  Authorized  Borrower  Subsidiary  Representative 
for  the  payment  of  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
not  then  due  and  payable  as  provided  in  the  Loan  Agreement. 
As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  date  of  the  certificate 
referred  to  in  clause  (ii)  of  the  preceding  sentence  any  bal- 
ance remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund  (other  than  the 
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amounts  retained  by  the  Trustee  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
sentence)  shall  at  the  direction  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary 
be  (i)  used  by  the  Trustee  for  the  redemption  of  Bonds  to 
the  extent  permitted  by  the  terms  of  the  Bonds  or  for  the 
purchase  of  Bonds  for  the  purpose  of  cancellation  at  prices 
acceptable  to  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  or  (ii)  paid  into 
the  Bond  Fund,  but  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  eight  per  cent 
(S^c)  of  the  amount  initially  deposited  into  the  Construction 
Fund  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds. 

ARTICLE  VII 

INVESTMENTS 

Section  7.01.  Any  moneys  held  as  part  of  the  Construc- 
tion Fund  and  the  Bond  Fund  shall,  at  the  written  request 
of  and  as  specified  by  the  Authorized  Borrower  Subsidiary 
Representative  (as  defined  in  the  Loan  Agreement),  be 
invested  and  reinvested  by  the  Trustee  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  3.8  of  the  Loan  Agreement ;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  neither  all  nor  a  major  portion  of  the 
proceeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  used, 
directly  or  indirectly,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  any  Bond 
to  be  an  "arbitrage  bond"  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
103(d)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended. 
Any  such  investment  shall  be  held  by  or  under  the  control  of 
the  Trustee  and  shall  be  deemed  at  all  times  a  part  of  the 
fund  in  which  such  moneys  are  originally  held  and  the 
interest  accruing  thereon  and  any  profit  realized  from 
such  investments  shall  be  credited  to  such  fund,  and  any  loss 
resulting  from  such  investments  shall  be  charged  to  such 
fund.  The  Trustee  shall  sell  and  reduce  to  cash  funds  a 
sufficient  amount  of  such  investments  whenever  the  cash 
balance  in  such  fund  or  account  is  insufiicient  for  the  pur- 
poses of  such  fund  or  account. 

Section  7.02.  The  Trustee  may  make  any  and  all  invest- 
ments permitted  under  Section  7.01  through  its  own  bond 
department  if  instructed  to  do  so  by  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

GENERAL  COVENANTS 

Section  8.01.  Each  and  every  covenant  herein  made, 
including  all  covenants  made  by  the  various  sections  of  this 
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Article  VIII,  is  predicated  upon  the  condition  that  any 
obligation  for  the  payment  of  money  incurred  by  the  City 
shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City  or  a 
charge  upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing  powers, 
but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan  which  are  required  to  be  set  apart 
and  transferred  to  the  Bond  Fund,  which  moneys,  revenues 
and  receipts  are  hereby  specifically  assigned  to  secure  the 
payment  thereof  in  the  manner  and  to  the  extent  in  this 
Ordinance  specified,  and  nothing  in  the  Bonds  or  coupons  or 
in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  considered  as  pledging  any  other 
funds  or  assets  of  the  City. 

The  City  covenants  that  it  will  promptly  pay  the  principal 
of,  including  any  applicable  redemption  premiums,  and  in- 
terest on  every  Bond  issued  under  this  Ordinance  at  the 
place,  on  the  dates  and  in  the  manner  provided  herein  and 
in  said  Bonds,  and  in  the  coupons  appertaining  thereto 
according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  thereof. 

Section  8.02.  The  City  covenants  that  it  will  faithfully 
perform  at  all  times  any  and  all  covenants,  undertakings, 
stipulations  and  provisions  contained  in  this  Ordinance,  in 
any  and  every  Bond  executed,  authenticated  and  delivered 
hereunder  and  in  all  proceedings  pertaining  thereto.  The 
City  covenants  that  it  is  duly  authorized  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  to  issue  the  Bonds 
authorized  hereby,  to  enter  into  the  Loan  Agreement  and 
to  assign  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the 
Loan,  and  that,  upon  issuance,  and  delivery,  the  Bonds  and 
the  coupons  appertaining  thereto  are  and  will  be  valid  and 
enforceable  obligations  of  the  City  according  to  the  import 
thereof. 

Section  8.03.  The  City  will  at  all  times  maintain  its 
corporate  existence  or  assure  the  assumption  of  its  obliga- 
tions under  this  Ordinance  by  anj^  public  body  succeeding 
to  its  powers  under  the  Act,  and  it  will  use  its  best  efforts  to 
maintain,  preserve  and  renew  all  the  rights  and  powers 
provided  to  it  by  the  Act ;  and  it  will  comply  with  all  valid 
acts,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  directions  of  any  legisla- 
tive, executive,  administrative  or  judicial  body  applicable 
to  the  Loan  Agreement. 
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Section  8.04.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstand- 
ing, the  City  will  enforce  the  obligation  of  the  Industrial 
Corporations  to  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  all  the  payments 
and  other  costs  and  charges  payable  by  the  Industrial  Corpo- 
rations pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Lease  Agree- 
ment and  the  Guaranty  Agreement.  Except  with  respect  to 
the  issuance  of  Additional  Bonds,  the  City  will  not  enter  into 
any  agreement  with  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  amending  the 
Loan  Agreement,  the  Lease  Agreement  or  the  Guaranty 
Agreement  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Trustee 
and,  in  the  event  such  amendatory  agreement  shall  adversely 
affect  the  interests  of  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  prior 
written  consent  thereto  of  the  Holders  of  at  least  Q6%  %  in 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding. 

Section  8.05.  The  City  shall  cause  the  Industrial  Cor- 
porations to  release  the  Citv  and  the  Trustee  from,  to  agree 
that  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be  liable  for,  and  to 
agree  to  indemnify  and  hold  the  City  and  the  Trustee  harm- 
less from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage  to  property  or 
any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  that  may  be  occasioned 
by  any  cause  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  or  the  financing  thereof. 

Section  8.06.  The  City  will  from  time  to  time  execute 
and  deliver  such  further  instruments  and  take  such  further 
action  as  may  be  reasonable  and  as  may  be  required  to  carry 
out  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance ;  provided,  however,  that 
no  such  instruments  or  actions  shall  pledge  the  credit  or 
taxing  power  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  the  City  or  any  other 
political  subdivision  of  said  State. 

Section  8.07.  Except  for  the  contemplated  assignment 
to  the  Trustee,  the  City  will  not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise  dis- 
pose of,  or  encumber  its  interest  in,  the  Loan  Agreement, 
the  Lease  Agreement  or  the  Guaranty  Agreement  or  any  of 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan,  and 
will  promptly  pay  or  cause  to  be  discharged  or  make  ade- 
quate provision  to  satisfy  and  discharge  any  lien  or  charge 
on  any  part  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from 
the  Loan. 

Section  8.08.  In  Sections  5.1  and  5.2  of  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, the  Borrower  Subsidiarv  agrees  at  its  own  expense  to 
maintain  and  keep  THE  POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILI- 
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TIES  insured  and  in  good  condition,  repair  and  working 
order  and  supplied  with  all  necessary  equipment  and 
will  cause  to  be  made  all  necessary  repairs,  renewals, 
replacements,  betterments  and  improvements  thereof, 
as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  may 
be  necessary  so  that  the  business  carried  on  in  connection 
with  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  may  be  properly  and 
advantageously  conducted  at  all  times. 

Section  8.09.  The  City  covenants  and  agrees  that  all 
books  and  documents  in  its  possession  relating  to  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  and  the  moneys,  revenues  and  re- 
ceipts derived  from  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  such  accountants  or  other 
agencies  as  the  Trustee  or  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  or  both 
may  from  time  to  time  designate. 

Section  8.10.  To  the  extent  that  such  information  shall 
be  made  known  to  the  City  under  the  terms  of  this  Section 
8.10,  it  will  keep  on  file  at  the  corporate  trust  ofRce  of  the 
Trustee  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  the  last  knowai 
Holders  of  all  Bonds  and  the  amounts  believed  to  be  held 
by  each  of  such  last  known  Holders.  Any  Bondholder  may 
request  that  his  name  and  address  be  placed  on  said  list 
by  filing  a  written  request  with  the  City  or  with  the  Trustee, 
which  request  shall  include  a  statement  of  the  principal 
amount  of  Bonds  held  by  such  Holder  and  the  numbers  of 
such  Bonds.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  responsibility 
with  regard  to  the  accuracy  of  said  list.  9^  may  i^eiy  e» 
sai4  fet  ^^¥  the  pa^miont  el  aii  sums  4«e  aB4  payable  under 
this  Ordinance  with  regard  te  the  pa^nnont  e#  principal  e^ 
premium,  H  afi^j  aft4  interest  efi  the  Bonds.  At  reasonable 
times  and  under  reasonable  regulations  established  by  the 
Trustee,  said  list  may  be  inspected  and  copied  by  the  Bor- 
rower Subsidiary  or  by  Holders  and /or  Owners  (or  a  desig- 
nated representative  thereof)  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
percent  in  principal  amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding,  such 
ownership  and  the  authority  of  any  such  designated  repre- 
sentative to  be  evidenced  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Trustee. 

Section  8.11.  The  City  covenants  that,  in  order  to  per- 
fect the  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  the  payments  to  be  made 
pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  (including  the  Note,  the 
Lease  Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement)  such  fin- 
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nancing  statements  as  are  necessary  in  the  opinion  of 
counsel  rendering  any  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of  the  Bonds, 
naming  the  Trustee  as  assignee  of  the  contract  rights  rep- 
resented by  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Lease  Agree- 
ment and  the  Guaranty  Agreement  will  be  filed  in  the 
appropriate  state,  city  and  county  offices  as  are  required  by 
the  provisions  of  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code,  as 
amended.  The  City  and  the  Trustee  will  file  such  necessary 
continuation  statements  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  re- 
quired pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  Uniform  Com- 
mercial Code  to  protect  the  interest  of  the  Trustee. 

ARTICLE  IX 
DEFEASANCE 

Section  9.01.  If  and  when  the  Bonds  secured  hereby 
shall  become  due  and  payable  in  accordance  with  their 
terms  or  through  redemption  proceedings  as  provided  in 
this  Ordinance,  or  otherwise,  and  the  whole  amount  of  the 
principal,  premium  (if  any)  and  the  interest  so  due  and 
payable  upon  all  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  paid,  or  provisions 
shall  have  been  made  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  together 
with  all  other  sums  payable  hereunder  by  the  City,  then  in 
that  case,  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  Trustee  in  and 
to  the  Trust  Estate  and  all  covenants,  agreements  and  other 
obligations  of  the  City  to  the  Bondholders  shall  thereupon 
cease,  terminate  and  become  void  and  be  discharged  and 
satisfied.  In  such  event,  upon  request  of  the  City,  the 
Trustee  shall  assign  and  transfer  to  the  City  all  property 
then  held  by  the  Trustee  and  shall  execute  such  documents 
as  may  be  reasonably  required  by  the  City  and  shall  turn 
over  to  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  so  long  as  it  is  not  in 
default  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  or  to  such  person,  body 
or  authority  as  may  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  any 
surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund  and  all  balances  remaining  in  any 
other  fund  created  under  this  Ordinance.  If  and  when  the 
Trustee  shall  hold  sufficient  moneys  hereunder  to  provide 
for  payment  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal,  premium 
(if  any)  and  interest  due  and  payable  and  thereafter  to 
become  due  and  payable  upon  all  the  Bonds,  together  with 
all  other  sums  payable  or  which  may  thereafter  become  pay- 
able hereunder  by  the  City,  notwithstanding  that  all  the 
Bonds  and  coupons  have  not  yet  become  due  and  payable 
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and  that  consequently  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the 
Trustee  in  and  to  the  Trust  Estate  shall  not  have  ceased, 
terminated  and  become  void  pursuant  to  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  Section  9.01,  the  Trustee,  on  demand  of 
the  City,  shall  turn  over  to  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  so 
long  as  it  is  not  in  default  under  the  Loan  Agreement,  or 
to  such  person,  body  or  authority  as  may  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  same,  any  surplus  in  the  Bond  Fund  and  in  any 
other  fund  created  under  this  Ordinance  in  excess  of  the 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  whole  amount  of  the  principal, 
premium  (if  any)  and  interest  due  and  payable  and  there- 
after to  become  due  and  payable  upon  all  Bonds  together 
with  all  other  sums  payable  or  which  may  thereafter  become 
payable  hereunder  by  the  City. 

All  outstanding  Bonds  and  all  coupons  appertaining  to 
such  Bonds  shall  prior  to  the  maturity  or  redemption  date 
thereof  be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  within  the  meaning 
and  with  the  effect  expressed  above  if  (a)  in  case  any  of 
said  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  on  any  date  prior  to  their 
maturity  the  City  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee  in  form 
satisfactory  to  it  irrevocable  instructions  to  publish  notice 
of  redemption  of  such  Bonds  on  said  date  as  provided  in 
Section  3.03  hereof,  (b)  there  shall  have  been  deposited 
with  the  Trustee  either  moneys  in  an  amount  which  shall 
be  sufficient,  or  securities  specified  in  Section  3.8  (i),  (ii) 
or  (iii)  of  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  principal  of  and  the 
interest  on  which  when  due  will  provide  moneys  which, 
together  with  the  moneys,  if  any,  deposited  with  the  Trustee 
at  the  same  time,  shall  be  sufficient,  to  pay  when  due  the 
principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  due  and  to 
become  due  on  said  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  the  redemption 
date  or  maturity  date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  (c) 
in  the  event  said  Bonds  are  not  by  their  terms  subject  to 
redemption  within  the  next  succeeding  60  days,  the  City 
shall  have  given  the  Trustee  in  form  satisfactory  to  it 
irrevocable  instructions  to  publish,  as  soon  as  practicable 
in  the  same  manner  as  a  notice  of  redemption  is  published 
pursuant  to  Section  3.03  hereof,  a  notice  to  the  Holders  of 
such  Bonds  and  coupons  that  the  deposit  required  by  (b) 
above  has  been  made  with  the  Trustee  and  that  said  Bonds 
and  coupons  are  deemed  to  have  been  paid  in  accordance 
with  this  Section  and  stating  such  maturity  or  redemption 
date  upon  which  moneys  are  to  be  available  for  the  payment 
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of  the  principal  and  premium,  if  any,  on  said  Bonds.  Neither 
the  securities  nor  moneys  deposited  with  the  Trustee  pur- 
suant to  this  Section  nor  principal  or  interest  payments  on 
any  such  securities  shall  be  withdrawn  or  used  for  any 
purpose  other  than,  and  shall  be  held  in  trust  for,  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any, 
on  said  Bonds;  provided  that  any  cash  received  from  such 
principal  or  interest  paj'ments  on  such  securities  deposited 
with  the  Trustee,  if  not  then  needed  for  such  purpose,  shall, 
to  the  extent  practicable,  be  reinvested  in  securities  ma- 
turing at  times  and  in  amounts  sufficient  to  pay  when  due 
the  principal  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  to  become 
due  on  said  Bonds  on  and  prior  to  such  redemption  date  or 
maturity  date  thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  interest 
earned  from  such  reinvestments  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary,  as  received  by  the  Trustee,  free  and 
clear  of  any  trust,  lien  or  pledge. 

The  release  of  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  this 
Section  9.01  shall  be  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  the 
Trustee  to  be  paid  reasonable  compensation  for  all  services 
rendered  by  it  hereunder  and  all  its  reasonable  expenses, 
charges  and  other  disbursements  and  those  of  its  attorneys, 
agents  and  employees,  incurred  on  and  about  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  trusts  hereby  created  and  the  performance 
of  its  powers  and  duties  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  X 

DEFAULTS  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  10.01.  If  any  of  the  following  events  occur,  it 
is  hereby  defined  as  and  declared  to  be  and  constitute  an 
*'Event  of  Default": 

(a)  the  City  shall  default  in  the  payment  of  any  inter- 
est on  any  Bond  or  the  pajment  of  principal  of  any  Bond 
pursuant  to  the  sinking  fund  requirements  when  and  as 
the  same  shall  become  due,  and  such  default  shall  continue 
for  a  period  of  thirty  days; 

(b)  the  City  shall  default  in  the  payment  of  principal 
of,  or  premium,  if  any,  on  any  Bond  when  and  as  the  same 
shall  become  due,  whether  at  the  stated  maturity  thereof, 
by  acceleration  or  by  call  for  redemption  other  than  pur- 
suant to  the  sinking  fund  requirements; 
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(c)  there  shall  be  an  event  of  default  under  the  Loan 
Agreement; 

(d)  an  order  or  decree  appointing  a  receiver  of  the 
payments  to  be  made  by  the  Industrial  Corporations  pur- 
suant to  the  Loan  Agreement  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be 
entered  with  the  consent  or  acquiescence  of  the  City  or  such 
order  or  decree  shall  be  entered  without  the  acquiescence  or 
consent  of  the  City  if  it  shall  not  be  vacated,  discharged  or 
stayed  within  sixty  (60)   days  after  entry;  or 

(e)  the  City  shall  default  in  the  due  and  punctual  per- 
formance of  any  covenant,  condition,  agreement  or  pro- 
vision (other  than  as  specified  in  (a)  or  (b)  or  this  Section 
10.01)  contained  in  the  Bonds  or  in  this  Ordinance  on  the 
part  of  the  City  to  be  performed,  and  such  default  shall 
continue  for  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days  after  written  notice 
specifying  such  default  and  requiring  the  same  to  be 
remedied  shall  have  been  given  to  the  City  and  the  Bor- 
rower Subsidiary  by  the  Trustee,  which  may  give  notice  in 
its  discretion  and  shall  give  notice  at  the  written  request  of 
the  Holders  of  not  less  than  twentj'-five  per  cent  (25%)  in 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  unless  the 
City  and  the  Trustee  shall  agree  in  writing  to  an  extension 
of  such  time  prior  to  its  expiration;  provided,  however, 
that  if  the  City  is  proceeding  with  due  diligence  to  cure 
such  default,  then  such  sixty-day  period  shall  be  extended 
to  such  period  as  may  be  required  to  cure  such  default  pro- 
ceeding with  due  diligence. 

The  term  "default"  as  used  in  this  Section  10.01  shall 
mean  default  by  the  City  in  the  performance  or  observance 
of  any  of  the  covenants,  agreements  or  conditions  on  its 
part  contained  in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds,  exclusive 
of  any  period  of  grace  required  to  constitute  an  ''Event  of 
Default"  as  hereinabove  provided. 

If  any  Loan  payment  required  under  the  Loan  Agreement 
to  avoid  a  default  under  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  10.01 
shall  not  have  been  received  at  the  opening  of  business  on 
the  day  when  paj^ment  must  be  made  to  avoid  a  default 
under  said  (a)  or  (b),  the  Trustee  shall,  within  sixty 
minutes  of  such  opening  of  business,  give  telephonic  notice 
to  the  Treasurer  or  Assistant  Treasurer  of  SCM,  which 
telephonic  notice  shall  be  confirmed  by  telegraphic  or  writ- 
ten notice  to  either  of  such  persons.  If  any  other  default 
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shall  occur  under  the  provisions  of  this  Section  10.01,  the 
Trustee  shall,  within  five  days  after  having  knowledge  of 
such  default,  give  written  notice  of  such  default  to  the  City, 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  the  Lessee  Subsidiary,  SCi\I  and 
the  original  purchaser  (provided  by  resolution  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  Finance)  of  the  Bonds.  A  default  or  an  Event 
of  Default  specified  in  (a)  through  (e)  above  shall  occur 
even  though  the  Trustee  fails  to  give  the  notice  required  by 
this  literary  paragraph,  the  giving  of  such  notice  being 
intended  to  aid  in  enforcement  of  the  rights  of  Bondholders 
and  not  in  limitation  of  such  rights. 

If  an  Event  of  Default  shall  occur,  the  Trustee  may,  and 
upon  written  request  of  the  Holders  of  twenty-five  per 
cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  out- 
standing shall,  declare  the  principal  of  all  Bonds  then  out- 
standing to  be  due  and  payable  immediately  by  notice  in 
writing  delivered  to  the  (iity  and  the  Borrower  Subsidiary, 
and  upon  such  declaration  the  said  principal,  together  with 
INTEREST  accrued  thereon,  shall  become  due  and  payable 
immediately  at  the  place  of  payment  provided  therein,  any- 
thing in  this  Ordinance  or  in  said  Bonds  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

The  above  provisions,  however,  are  subject  to  the  condi- 
tion that  if,  after  the  principal  of  said  Bonds  shall  have 
been  so  declared  to  be  due  and  payable,  all  arrears  of  inter- 
est upon  the  Bonds,  and  interest  on  overdue  installments  of 
interest  (if  lawful)  at  the  rate  per  annum  which  is  one 
percentage  point  greater  than  that  borne  by  the  Bonds,  and 
all  other  sums  payable  under  this  Ordinance,  except  the 
principal  of,  and  interest  on,  the  Bonds  which  by  such 
declaration  shall  have  become  due  and  payable,  shall  have 
been  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  the  City  also  shall 
have  performed  all  other  things  in  respect  of  which  it  may 
have  been  in  default  hereunder,  and  shall  have  paid  the 
reasonable  expenses  of  the  Trustees  and  of  the  Holders  of 
such  Bonds,  including  reasonable  attorneys'  fees  paid  or 
incurred,  then  and  in  every  such  case,  such  default  may  be 
waived  and  such  declaration  and  its  consequences  rescinded 
and  annulled  by  the  Trustee  by  written  notice  to  the  Cit3% 
which  waiver,  recission  and  annulment  shall  be  binding  upon 
all  Bondholders;  provided  that  if  such  declaration  was  re- 
quested by  the  Holders  of  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in 
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principal  amount  of  the  Bonds,  such  waiver,  recission  and 
annulment  must  be  consented  to  by  the  Holders  of  a  majority 
in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding,  which 
consent  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Trustee  and  upon  all 
Holders  of  Bonds;  but  no  such  waiver,  recission  and  annul- 
ment shall  extend  to  or  affect  any  subsequent  default  or 
impair  any  right  or  remedy  consequent  thereon. 

Section  10.02.  The  Trustee,  as  the  assignee  of  all  the 
right,  title  and  interest  of  the  City  in  and  to  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Lease  Agreement  and  the  Guar- 
anty Agreement,  and  all  payments  thereunder,  shall  enforce 
each  and  every  right  granted  to  the  City  pursuant  to  the 
Loan  Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Lease  Agreement,  the  Guar- 
anty Agreement  and  the  Assignment. 

Section  10.03.  Upon  the  happening  of  any  Event  of  De- 
fault, then  and  in  every  such  case  the  Trustee  in  its  discre- 
tion may,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  the  Holders  of 
twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  outstanding  and  receipt  of  indemnity  to  its  satis- 
faction, shall : 

(a)  by  mandamus,  or  other  suit,  action  or  proceeding  at 
law  or  in  equity,  enforce  all  rights  of  the  Bondholders,  and 
require  the  City  or  the  Industrial  Corporations  or  any  of 
of  them  to  carry  out  agreements  with  or  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Bondholders  and  to  perform  its  or  their  duties  under 
the  Act,  the  Loan  Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Lease  Agree- 
ment, the  Guaranty  Agreement  and  this  Ordinance; 

(b)  bring  suit  upon  the  Bonds; 

(c)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  require  the  City  to 
account  as  if  it  were  the  trustee  of  an  express  trust  for  the 
Bondholders;  or 

(d)  by  action  or  suit  in  equity  enjoin  any  acts  or 
things  which  may  be  unlawful  or  in  violation  of  the  rights 
of  the  Bondholders. 

Section  10.04.  In  case  any  proceeding  taken  by  the 
Trustee  on  account  of  any  default  shall  have  been  discon- 
tinued or  abandoned  for  any  reason,  or  shall  have  been 
determined  adversely  to  the  Trustee,  then  and  in  every 
such  case,  the  City,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bondholders  shall 
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be  restored  to  their  former  positions  and  rights  hereunder, 
respectively,  and  all  rights,  remedies  and  powers  of  the 
Trustee  shall  continue  as  though  no  such  proceeding  had 
been  taken. 

Section  10.05.  Anything  in  this  Ordinance  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding,  the  Holders  of  a  majority  in  princi- 
pal amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding  hereunder  shall 
have  the  right,  by  an  instrument  in  writing  executed  and 
delivered  to  the  Trustee,  to  direct  the  method  and  place  of 
conducting  all  remedial  proceedings  to  be  taken  by  the 
Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  10.06.  No  Holder  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  have 
any  right  to  institute  any  suit,  action  or  proceeding  in 
equity  or  at  law  for  the  execution  of  any  trust  hereunder, 
or  any  other  remedy  hereunder  or  on  said  Bonds,  unless 
such  Holder  previously  shall  have  given  to  the  Trustee 
written  notice  of  an  Event  of  Default  as  hereinabove  pro- 
vided and  unless  also  the  Holders  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then 
outstanding  shall  have  made  written  request  of  the  Trustee 
so  to  do,  after  the  right  to  exercise  such  powers  or  rights 
of  action,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  accrued,  and  shall 
have  afforded  the  Trustee  a  reasonable  opportunity  either 
to  proceed  to  exercise  the  powers  hereinabove  granted,  or  to 
institute  such  action,  suit  or  proceeding  in  its  or  their 
name;  nor  unless  there  also  shall  have  been  offered  to  the 
Trustee  security  and  indemnity  satisfactory  to  it  against 
the  costs,  expenses  and  liabilities  to  be  incurred  therein  or 
thereby,  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  have  complied  with  such 
request  within  a  reasonable  time;  and  such  notification, 
request  and  offer  of  indemnity  are  hereby  declared  in  every 
such  case,  at  the  option  of  the  Trustee,  to  be  conditions 
precedent  to  the  execution  of  the  trusts  of  this  Ordinance 
or  for  any  other  remedy  hereunder;  it  being  understood 
and  intended  that  no  one  or  more  Holders  of  the  Bonds 
hereby  secured  shall  have  any  right  in  any  manner  what- 
ever by  his  or  their  action  to  affect,  disturb  or  prejudice 
the  security  of  this  Ordinance,  or  to  enforce  any  right 
hereunder  or  under  the  Bonds,  except  in  the  manner  herein 
provided,  and  that  all  proceedings  at  law  or  in  equity  shall 
be  instituted,  had  and  maintained  in  the  manner  herein 
provided  and  for  the  equal  benefit  of  all  Holders  of  out- 
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standing  Bonds  and  coupons.  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance 
contained,  shall  however,  affect  or  impair  the  right  of  any 
Holder  of  Bonds  or  coupons  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of,  and  interest  on,  any  Bond  at  and  after  the 
maturity  thereof,  or  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  the 
principal  of  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  each  of 
the  Bonds  issued  hereunder  to  the  respective  Holders  of 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  at  the  time,  place,  from  the  source 
and  in  the  manner  herein  and  in  said  Bonds  and  the  appur- 
tenant coupons  expressed. 

Section  10.07.  All  rights  of  action  under  this  Ordinance 
or  under  any  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby  which  are  en- 
forceable by  the  Trustee  may  be  enforced  by  it  without  the 
possession  of  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  thereunto  ap- 
pertaining, or  the  production  thereof  at  the  trial  or  other 
proceedings  relative  thereto,  and  any  such  suit,  action  or 
proceeding  instituted  by  the  Trustee  shall  be  brought  in 
its  name  for  the  equal  and  ratable  benefit  of  the  Holders  of 
the  Bonds  and  coupons,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance. 

Section  10.08.  No  remedy  herein  conferred  upon  or  re- 
served to  the  Trustee  or  to  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  is 
intended  to  be  exclusive  of  any  other  remedy  or  remedies, 
and  each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative,  and 
shall  be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  hereunder 
or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity  or  by 
statute. 

Section  10.09.  No  delay  or  omission  of  the  Trustee  or 
of  any  Holder  of  the  Bonds  to  exercise  any  right  or  power 
accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such  right  or 
power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  of  any  such 
default,  or  any  acquiescence  therein;  and  every  power  and 
remedy  given  by  this  Article  to  the  Trustee  and  to  the 
Holders  of  the  Bonds,  respectively,  may  be  exercised  from 
time  to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Section  10.10.  Any  moneys  received  by  the  Trustee  or 
by  any  receiver  pursuant  to  this  Article  X  shall  be  applied 
as  follows : 

(a)  Unless  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have 
become,  or  shall  have  been  declared,  due  and  payable,  all 
such  moneys  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  to  the  persons

entitled  thereto  of  all  installments  of  interest  then  due  on 
the  Bonds,  with  interest  on  overdue  installments,  if  lawful, 
at  the  rate  per  annum  which  is  one  percentage  point  greater 
than  the  rate  borne  by  the  Bonds  (such  interest  on  overdue 
installments  being  payable  pro  rata  to  the  persons  entitled 
to  such  overdue  installments),  in  the  order  of  maturity  of 
the  installments  of  such  interest  and,  if  the  amount  avail- 
able shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  in  full  any  particular 
installment  with  such  interest,  then  to  the  payment  ratably, 
according  to  the  amounts  due  on  such  installment,  to  the 
persons  entitled  thereto,  without  any  discrimination  or 
privilege. 

(b)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  become 
or  shall  have  been  declared  due  and  payable,  all  such  moneys 
shall  be  applied  to  the  paj^ment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
then  due  and  unpaid  upon  the  Bonds,  with  interest  on  over- 
due interest  and  principal,  as  aforesaid,  without  preference 
or  priority  of  principal  over  interest  or  of  interest  over 
principal,  or  of  any  installment  of  interest  over  any  other 
installment  of  interest  or  of  any  Bond  over  any  other  Bond, 
ratably,  according  to  the  amounts  due  respectively  for  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto  without 
any  discrimination  or  privilege. 

(c)  If  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  have  been 
declared  due  and  payable,  and  if  such  declaration  shall 
thereafter  have  been  rescinded  and  annulled  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Article,  then,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (b)  of  this  Section  which  shall  be  applicable  in 
the  event  that  the  principal  of  all  the  Bonds  shall  later 
become  due  or  be  declared  due  and  payable,  the  moneys 
shall  be  applied  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  para- 
graph (a)  of  this  Section. 

Whenever  moneys  are  to  be  applied  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Section,  such  moneys  shall  be  applied  at  such 
times,  and  from  time  to  time,  as  the  Trustee  shall  determine, 
having  due  regard  to  the  amount  of  such  moneys  available 
for  application  and  the  likelihood  of  additional  moneys 
becoming  available  for  such  application  in  the  future. 
Whenever  the  Trustee  shall  apply  such  funds,  it  shall 
fix  the  date  (which  shall  be  an  interest  payment  date 
unless  it  shall  deem  another  date  more  suitable)  upon 
which   such   application   is   to   be   made,    and  upon  such 
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date  interest  on  the  amounts  of  principal  to  be  paid 
on  such  dates  shall  cease  to  accrue.  The  Trustee  shall 
give  such  notice  by  publication  or  mailing  as  it  may 
deem  appropriate  of  the  deposit  with  it  of  any  such  moneys 
and  of  the  fixing  of  any  such  date,  and  shall  not  be  required 
to  make  payment  to  the  Holder  of  any  unpaid  coupon  or  any 
Bond  until  such  coupon  or  such  Bond  shall  be  presented  to 
the  Trustee  for  appropriate  endorsement  or  for  cancellation 
if  fully  paid. 

Section  10.11.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intention  of  this 
Article  to  provide  rights  and  remedies  to  the  Trustee  and 
Bondholders  which  may  be  lawfully  granted  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  but  should  any  right  or  remedy  herein 
granted  be  held  to  be  unlawful,  the  Trustee  and  the  Bond- 
holders shall  be  entitled,  as  above  set  forth,  to  every  other 
right  and  remedy  provided  in  this  Ordinance  and  by  law. 

ARTICLE  XI 

CONCERNING  THE  TRUSTEE 

Section  11.01.  By  executing  the  certificate  of  authenti- 
cation endorsed  upon  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  shall  signify 
its  acceptance  and  agree  to  execute  the  trusts  hereby  cre- 
ated, but  only  upon  the  additional  terms  set  forth  in  this 
Article,  to  all  of  which  the  City  agrees  and  the  respective 
Holders  of  the  Bonds  agree  upon  and  by  their  acceptance 
of  delivery  of  any  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  11.02.  The  recitals,  statements  and  representa- 
tions in  this  Ordinance  or  in  the  Bonds  contained,  save  only 
the  Trustee's  authentication  upon  the  Bonds,  shall  be  taken 
and  construed  as  made  by  and  on  the  part  of  the  City,  and 
not  by  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee  does  not  assume,  and 
shall  not  have,  any  responsibility  or  obligation  for  the  cor- 
rectness of  any  thereof. 

Section  11.03.  The  Trustee  may  execute  any  of  the 
trusts  or  powers  hereof  and  perform  the  duties  required 
of  it  hereunder  by  or  through  attorneys,  agents,  receivers, 
or  employees,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  advice  of  counsel 
concerning  all  matters  of  trust  and  its  duty  hereunder,  and 
the  Trustee  shall  not  be  answerable  for  the  default  or  mis- 
conduct of  any  such  attorney,  agent,  or  employee  selected 
by  it  with  reasonable  care.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  answer- 
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able  for  the  exercise  of  any  discretion  or  power  under  this 
Ordinance  or  for  anything  whatever  in  connection  with  the 
trust,  except  only  for  its  own  wilful  misconduct  or  negli- 
gence. 

Section  11.04.  The  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  payment 
and/or  reimbursement  for  reasonable  fees  for  its  Ordinary 
Services  rendered  hereunder,  and  all  advances,  counsel  fees 
and  other  Ordinary  Expenses  reasonably  and  necessarily 
made  or  incurred  by  the  Trustee  in  connection  with  such 
Ordinary  Services  and,  in  the  event  that  it  should  become 
necessary  that  the  Trustee  perform  Extraordinary  Services, 
it  shall  be  entitled  to  reasonable  extra  compensation  there- 
for, and  to  reimbursement  for  reasonable  and  necessary 
Extraordinary  Expenses  in  connection  therewith;  provided, 
that  if  such  Extraordinary  Services  or  Extraordinary  Ex- 
penses are  occasioned  by  the  neglect  or  misconduct  of  the 
Trustee,  it  shall  not  be  entitled  to  compensation  or  reim- 
bursement therefor.  The  Trustee  shall  have  a  lien  with  right 
of  payment  prior  to  the  payment  on  account  of  interest  or 
principal  of  any  Bond  for  the  foregoing  advances,  fees, 
costs  and  expenses  incurred. 

Section  11.05.  The  Trustee  shall  not  be  required  to  take 
notice,  or  to  be  deemed  to  have  notice,  of  any  default  under 
this  Ordinance  other  than  a  default  under  Section  10.01(a) 
or  Section  10.01(b)  hereof,  unless  specifically  notified  in 
writing  of  such  default  by  the  Holders  of  at  least  twenty- 
five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then 
outstanding.  The  Trustee  may,  however,  at  any  time,  in  its 
discretion,  require  of  the  City  full  information  and  advice 
as  to  the  performance  of  any  of  the  covenants,  conditions 
and  agreements  contained  herein. 

Section  11.06.  The  Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation 
to  take  any  action  in  respect  of  any  default  or  otherwise, 
or  toward  the  execution  or  enforcement  of  any  of  the  trusts 
hereby  created,  or  to  institute,  appear  in  or  defend  any 
suit  or  other  proceeding  in  connection  therewith,  unless 
requested  in  writing  so  to  do  by  Holders  of  at  least  twenty- 
five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then 
outstanding,  and  if  in  its  opinion  such  action  may  tend  to 
involve  it  in  expense  or  liability,  unless  furnished,  from 
time  to  time  as  often  as  may  require,  with  security  and 
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indemnity  satisfactory  to  it;  but  the  foregoing  provisions 
are  intended  only  for  the  protection  of  the  Trustee,  and 
shall  not  affect  any  discretion  or  power  given  by  any  pro- 
visions of  this  Ordinance  to  the  Trustee  to  take  action  in 
respect  of  any  default  without  such  notice  or  request  from 
the  Bondholders,  or  without  such  security  or  indemnity. 

Section  11.07.  If  the  City  shall  fail  to  perform  any  of 
the  covenants  or  agreements  contained  in  this  Ordinance 
other  than  the  covenants  or  agreements  in  respect  of  the 
pajTnent  of  the  principal  of,  redemption  premium  (if  any), 
and  interest  on,  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may,  in  its  uncon- 
trolled discretion  and  without  notice  to  the  Bondholders, 
at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  make  advances  to  effect 
performance  of  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City,  but  the 
Trustee  shall  be  under  no  obligation  so  to  do;  and  any  and 
all  moneys  paid  or  advanced  by  the  Trustee  for  any  such 
purpose,  together  with  interest  thereon  at  one  percentage 
point  greather  than  the  rate  of  interest  on  the  Series  A 
Bonds,  shall  be  a  claim  in  favor  of  the  Trustee  upon  the 
Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  prior  to 
the  claim  of  the  Bonds;  but  no  such  advance  shall  operate 
to  relieve  the  City  from  any  default  hereunder. 

Section  11.08.  The  Trustee  shall  be  protected  and  shall 
incur  no  liability  in  acting  or  proceeding  in  good  faith  upon 
any  resolution,  notice,  telegram,  request,  consent,  waiver, 
certificate,  statement,  affidavit,  voucher,  bond,  requisition 
or  other  paper  or  document  which  it  shall  in  good  faith 
believe  to  be  genuine  and  to  have  been  passed  or  signed  by 
the  proper  board,  body  or  person  or  to  have  been  prepared 
and  furnished  pursuant  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  or  the  Loan  Agreement,  and  the  Trustee  shall 
be  under  no  duty  to  make  any  investigation  or  inquiry  as  to 
any  statements  contained  or  matters  referred  to  in  any  such 
instrument,  but  may  accept  and  rely  upon  the  same  as  con- 
clusive evidence  of  the  truth  and  accuracy  of  such  state- 
ments. The  Trustee  shall  not  be  bound  to  recognize  any 
person  as  a  Holder  of  any  Bond  or  coupon  or  to  take  any 
action  at  his  request  unless  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  Trustee  or  satisfactory  evidence  of  the 
ownership  of  such  Bond  or  coupon  shall  be  furnished  to  the 
Trustee. 
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Section  11.09.  The  Trustee  may  in  good  faith  buy,  sell, 
own  and  hold  any  of  the  Bonds  or  coupons  issued  hereunder 
and  secured  by  this  Ordinance,  and  may  join  in  any  action 
which  any  Bondholder  may  be  entitled  to  take  with  the  like 
effect  as  if  the  Trustee  were  not  a  party  to  this  Ordinance. 
The  Trustee,  either  as  principal  or  agent,  may  also  engage 
in  or  be  interested  in  any  financial  or  other  transaction 
with  the  City  or  the  Industrial  Corporations  or  any  of 
them,  and  may  act  as  depositoiy,  trustee,  or  agent  for  any 
committee^ or  body  of  Holders  of  the  Bonds  secured  hereby 
or  other  obligations  of  the  City  as  freely  as  if  it  were  not 
Trustee  hereunder. 

Section  11.10.  The  Trustee  may  allow  and  credit  inter- 
est upon  any  moneys  which  it  may  at  any  time  receive 
under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  at  such  rate, 
if  any,  as  it  customarily  allows  upon  similar  funds  of 
similar  size  and  under  similar  conditions.  All  interest  al- 
lowed on  any  such  moneys  shall  be  credited  as  provided  in 
Article  VII  with  respect  to  interest  on  investments. 

Section  11.11.  The  Trustee  may  construe  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  insofar  as  the  same  may  appear 
to  be  ambiguous  or  inconsistent  with  any  other  provisions 
hereof,  and  any  construction  of  any  such  provisions  hereof 
by  the  Trustee  in  good  faith  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
Bondholders. 

Section  11.12.  The  Trustee  may  resign  and  be  dis- 
charged of  the  trusts  created  by  this  Ordinance  by  execut- 
ing an  instrument  in  writing  resigning  such  trust  and 
specifying  the  date  when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect, 
and  filing  the  same  with  the  Deputy  City  Treasurer  not  less 
than  sixty  (60)  days  before  the  date  specified  in  such  in- 
strument when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  and  by 
giving  notice  of  such  resignation  by  publication  at  least  once 
a  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  or  finan- 
cial journal  customarily  published  on  each  full  business  day 
of  the  year  (whether  or  not  such  newspaper  or  financial 
journal  is  published  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  or  legal  holi- 
days), printed  in  the  English  language  and  of  general  cir- 
culation in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan,  The  City  of  New 
York,  the  first  publication  of  said  notice  to  appear  not  less 
than  three  weeks  prior  to  the  date  specified  in  such  notice 
when  such  resignation  shall  take  effect.  Such  resignation 
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shall  take  effect  on  the  day  specified  in  such  instrument  and 
notice,  unless  previously  a  successor  trustee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed as  hereinafter  provided,  in  which  event  such  resig- 
nation shall  take  effect  immediately  on  the  appointment  of 
such  successor  trustee. 

Section  11.13.  The  Trustee  may  be  removed  at  any  time 
by  an  instrument  in  writing,  appointing  a  successor,  filed 
with  the  Trustee  so  removed  and  executed  by  the  Holders 
of  a  majority  in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  out- 
standing. 

Section  11.14.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall 
resign,  or  shall  be  removed,  or  be  dissolved,  or  if  its  prop- 
erty or  affairs  shall  be  taken  under  the  control  of  any  state 
or  federal  court  or  administrative  body  because  of  insol- 
vency or  bankruptcy,  or  for  any  other  reason,  a  vacancy 
shall  forthwith  and  ipso  facto  exist  in  the  ofiice  of  Trustee 
and  a  successor  may  be  appointed  by  the  Holders  of  a  ma- 
jority in  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding, 
by  an  instrument  or  instruments  in  writing  filed  with  the 
Deputy  City  Treasurer,  signed  such  Bondholders  or  by  their 
attorneys-in-fact  duly  authorized.  Copies  of  each  instru- 
ment shall  be  promptly  delivered  by  the  City  to  the  prede- 
cessor Trustee  and  to  the  Trustee  so  appointed. 

Until  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Bond- 
holders as  herein  authorized,  the  City,  by  an  instrument 
authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance, 
may  appoint  a  Trustee  to  fill  such  vacancy.  After  any  ap- 
pointment by  the  City,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  such  appoint- 
ment to  be  published  once  in  each  of  two  consecutive  weeks 
in  a  newspaper  or  financial  journal  customarily  published 
on  each  full  business  day  of  the  year  (whether  or  not  such 
newspaper  or  financial  journal  is  published  on  Saturday's, 
Sundays  or  legal  holidays),  printed  in  the  English  language 
and  of  general  circulation  in  the  Borough  of  Manhattan, 
The  City  of  New  York.  Any  new  Trustee  so  appointed  by 
the  City  shall  immediately  and  without  further  act  be  super- 
seded by  a  Trustee  appointed  by  the  Bondholders  in  the 
manner  above  provided. 

Section  11.15.  Every  successor  in  the  trust  hereunder 
appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  be 
a  trust  company,  a  bank  and  trust  company  or  national 
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bank  with  trust  powers,  having  a  combined  capital  and 
surplus  of  at  least  Ten  Million  Dollars  ($10,000,000)  if 
there  be  such  a  trust  company,  bank  and  trust  company  or 
national  bank  willing  and  able  to  accept  the  trust  on  rea- 
sonable and  customary  terms. 

Section  11.16.  In  case  at  any  time  the  Trustee  shall  re- 
sign and  no  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be 
made  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Article 
prior  to  the  date  specified  in  the  notice  of  resignation  as  the 
date  when  "such  resignation  shall  take  effect,  the  retiring 
Trustee  may  forthwith  apply  to  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction for  the  appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee.  If  no 
appointment  of  a  successor  Trustee  shall  be  made  pursuant 
to  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Article  within  six  months 
after  a  vacancy  shall  have  occurred  in  the  office  of  Trustee, 
the  Holder  of  any  Bond  may  apply  to  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  to  appoint  a  successor  Trustee.  Such  court  may 
thereupon,  after  such  notice,  if  any,  as  it  may  deem  proper 
and  prescribe,  appoint  a  successor  Trustee. 

Section  11.17.  Any  successor  Trustee  appointed  here- 
under shall  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  the  City  an 
instrument  accepting  such  appointment  hereunder,  and 
thereupon  such  successor  Trustee,  without  any  further  act, 
deed  or  conveyance,  shall  become  duly  vested  with  all  the 
estates,  property,  rights,  powers,  trusts,  duties  and  obliga- 
tions of  its  predecessor  in  the  trust  hereunder,  with  like 
effect  as  if  originally  named  Trustee.  Upon  request  of  such 
Trustee,  the  Trustee  ceasing  to  act  and  the  City  shall  execute 
and  deliver  an  instrument  transferring  to  such  successor 
Trustee  all  of  the  estates,  property,  rights,  powers  and  trusts 
hereunder  of  the  Trustee  so  ceasing  to  act,  and  the  Trustee 
so  ceasing  to  act  shall  pay  over  to  the  successor  Trustee  all 
moneys  and  other  assets  at  the  time  held  by  it  hereunder. 

Section  11.18.  Any  corporation  into  which  any  Trustee 
hereunder  may  be  merged  or  with  which  it  may  be  consoli- 
dated, or  any  corporation  resulting  from  any  merger  or 
consolidation  to  which  any  Trustee  hereunder  shall  be  a 
party,  shall  be  the  successor  Trustee  under  this  Ordinance 
without  the  execution  or  filing  of  any  paper  or  any  further 
act  on  the  part  of  the  parties  hereto,  anything  herein  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 
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Section  11.19.  Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of 
this  Article  XI,  the  Trustee  shall,  during  the  existence  of 
an  Event  of  Default  known  to  the  Trustee,  exercise  such  of 
the  rights  and  powers  vested  in  it  by  this  Ordinance  and 
use  the  same  degree  of  skill  and  care  in  their  exercise  as  a 
prudent  man  would  use  and  exercise  under  the  circum- 
stances in  the  conduct  of  his  own  affairs. 

Section  11.20.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  De- 
fault kno-s^Ti  to  the  Trustee,  the  Trustee  shall  within  30 
days  give  written  notice  thereof  by  mail  to  each  registered 
Holder  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  at  his  last  address  appear- 
ing upon  the  Bond  registry  books  of  the  City  kept  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  unless  such  Event  of  Default  shall  have 
been  cured  before  the  giving  of  such  notice. 

Section  11.21.  In  any  judicial  proceeding  to  which  the 
City  is  a  party  and  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustee  and 
its  counsel  has  a  substantial  bearing  on  the  interests  of 
holders  of  the  Bonds,  the  Trustee  may  intervene  on  behalf 
of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  shall,  upon  receipt  of  indem- 
nity satisfactory  to  it,  do  so  if  requested  in  writing  by  the 
holders  of  at  least  twenty-five  per  cent  (25%)  in  principal 
amount  of  Bonds  then  outstanding  if  permitted  by  the  court 
having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 

ARTICLE  XII 

EXECUTION  OF  INSTRUMENTS  BY  BONDHOLDERS 
AND  PROOF  OF  OWNERSHIP  OF  BONDS 

Section  12.01.  Any  request,  direction,  consent  or  other 
instrument  in  wrriting  required  or  permitted  by  this  Ordi- 
nance to  be  signed  or  executed  by  Bondholders  may  be  in 
any  number  of  concurrent  instruments  of  similar  tenor  and 
may  be  signed  or  executed  by  such  Bondholders  in  person 
or  by  agent  appointed  by  an  instrument  in  writing.  Proof 
of  the  execution  of  any  such  instrument  and  of  the  owner- 
ship of  Bonds  shall  be  sufficient  for  any  purpose  of  this 
Ordinance  and  shall  be  conclusive  in  favor  of  the  Trustee 
with  regard  to  any  action  taken  by  it  under  such  instrument 
if  made  in  the  following  manner : 

(a)  The  fact  and  date  of  the  execution  by  any  person 
of  any  such  instrument  may  be  proved  by  the  certificate 
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of  any  officer  in  any  jurisdiction  who,  by  the  laws  thereof, 
has  power  to  take  acknowledgments  within  such  jurisdic- 
tion, to  the  effect  that  the  person  signing  such  instrument 
acknowledged  before  him  the  execution  thereof,  or  by  an 
affidavit  of  a  witness  to  such  execution. 

(b)  The  fact  of  the  holding  of  Bonds  hereunder  by  any 
Bondholder  and  the  numbers  of  such  Bonds  and  the  date  of 
his  holding  the  same  (unless  such  Bonds  be  registered  as  to 
principal)^ may  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  the  person 
claiming  to  be  such  Holder,  if  such  affidavit  shall  be  deemed 
by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory,  or  by  a  certificate  exe- 
cuted by  any  trust  company,  bank,  banker,  member  of  the 
National  Association  of  Securities  Dealers,  Inc.  or  any  other 
depository,  wherever  situated,  if  such  certificate  shall  be 
deemed  by  the  Trustee  to  be  satisfactory,  showing  that  at 
the  date  therein  mentioned  such  person  had  on  deposit  with 
such  trust  company,  bank,  banker,  or  other  depository  the 
Bonds  described  in  such  certificate.  The  Trustee  may  con- 
clusively assume  that  such  ownership  continues  until  writ- 
ten notice  to  the  contrary  is  served  upon  the  Trustee.  The 
ownership  of  Bonds  registered  as  to  principal  shall  be 
proved  by  the  registration  books  kept  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.10  of  this  Ordinance. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  Article  shall  be  construed  as 
limiting  the  Trustee  to  such  proof,  it  being  intended  that 
the  Trustee  may  accept  any  other  evidence  of  the  matters 
herein  stated  which  to  it  may  seem  sufficient.  Any  request 
or  consent  of  the  Holder  of  any  Bond  shall  bind  every  future 
Holder  of  the  same  Bond  in  respect  of  anything  done  by 
the  Trustee  in  pursuance  of  such  request  or  consent. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

MODIFICATION  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE  AND  THE 
LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  13.01.  This  Ordinance  shall  not  be  modified  or 
amended  in  any  respect  except  as  provided  in  accordance 
with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Article. 

Section  13.02.  1.  The  City  may,  from  time  to  time  and 
at  any  time,  without  the  consent  of  Bondholders,  enact  ordi- 
nances supplemental  to  this  Ordinance  as  follows : 
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(a)  To  specify  and  determine  any  matters  and  things 
relative  to  Bonds  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 
with  this  Ordinance  and  which  shall  not  adversely  affect 
the  interests  of  the  Bondholdersr  ;  OR 

(b)  To  cure  any  formal  defect,  omission  or  ambiguity  in 
this  Ordinance  if  such  action  does  not  adversely  affect  the 
rights  of  the  Bondholders;  or 

(c)  To  grant  to  or  confer  upon  the  Trustee  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Bondholders  any  additional  rights,  remedies, 
powers,  authority  or  security  which  may  lawfully  be  granted 
or  conferred  and  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 
with  this  Ordinance  as  heretofore  in  effect;  or 

(d)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the  City 
in  this  Ordinance,  other  covenants  and  agreements  to  be 
observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  incon- 
sistent with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect;  or 

(e)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this 
Ordinance,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be  ob- 
served by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent 
with  this  Ordinance  as  theretofore  in  effect;  or 

(f )  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge  under 
and  the  subjection  to  any  claim,  lien  or  pledge  created  or  to 
be  created  by,  the  Ordinance,  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues 
of  the  City  from  the  Loan  or  of  any  other  moneys,  secu- 
rities or  funds;  or 

(g)  To  issue  Additional  Bonds  pursuant  to  Section  2.10 
of  this  Ordinance. 

2.  Before  the  City  shall  enact  any  supplemental  ordi- 
nance pursuant  to  this  Section,  there  shall  have  been  filed 
with  the  Trustee  an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that  such 
supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or  permitted  by  this 
Ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms,  and  that  upon  enact- 
ment it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City  in  accordance 
with  its  terms.  The  opinion  of  counsel  filed  with  the  Trustee 
shall  also  state  that  enactment  of  the  supplemental  ordi- 
nance will  not  adversely  affect  the  exemption  from  Federal 
income  taxes  of  the  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  13.03.  1.  Subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions 
contained  in  this  Section  and  not  otherwise,  the  Holders  of 
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not  less  than  66%%  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  then  outstanding  shall  have  the  right  from  time  to 
time  to  consent  to  and  approve  the  enactment  by  the  City 
of  any  supplemental  ordinance  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary 
or  desirable  by  the  City  for  the  purpose  of  modifying, 
altering,  amending,  adding  to  or  rescinding,  in  any  par- 
ticular, any  of  the  terms  or  provisions  contained  in  this 
Ordinance;  provided,  however,  that,  unless  approved  in 
writing  by  all  the  Holders  of  Outstanding  Bonds,  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  permit,  or  be  construed  as  permitting, 
(i)  a  chang'e  in  the  terms  of  redemption  or  maturity  of  the 
principal  of,  or  the  interest  on,  any  Outstanding  Bond,  or  a 
reduction  in  the  principal  amount  or  redemption  price  of  any 
Outstanding  Bond  or  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  or  (ii)  the 
creation  of  a  claim  or  lien  upon,  or  a  pledge  or  assignment  of, 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  rank- 
ing prior  to  or  on  a  parity  with  the  claim,  lien,  assignment 
or  pledge  created  by  this  Ordinance  or  the  Assignment,  or 
(iii)  a  preference  or  priority  of  any  Bond  or  Bonds  over  any 
other  Bond  or  Bonds,  OR  (iv)  a  reduction  in  the  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  required  for  consent  to  such 
supplemental  ordinance.  This  Section  13.02  shall  not  limit 
or  otherwise  affect  the  ability  of  the  City  to  enact  ordinances 
supplemental  to  this  Ordinance  without  the  consent  of  the 
Bondholders  pursuant  to  Section  13.02  of  this  Ordinance. 

2.  If  at  any  time  the  City  shall  determine  to  enact  any 
supplemental  ordinance  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this 
Section,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  the  proposed  supplemental 
ordinance  to  be  published  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  suc- 
cessive weeks  in  a  newspaper  or  financial  journal  customa- 
rily published  on  each  full  business  day  of  the  year  (whether 
or  not  such  newspaper  or  financial  journal  is  published  on 
Saturdays,  Sundays  or  legal  holidays),  printed  in  the  Eng- 
lish language  and  of  general  circulation  in  the  Borough  of 
Manhattan,  The  City  of  New  York.  It  shall  also  cause  a 
similar  notice  to  be  mailed,  postage  prepaid,  to  all  Holders 
of  Bonds  registered  as  to  principal  and  to  all  Bondholders 
who  shall  have  filed  their  names  and  addresses  with  the 
Trustee  for  such  purpose.  Such  notice  shall  briefly  set  forth 
the  nature  of  the  proposed  supplemental  ordinance  and  shall 
state  that  a  copy  thereof  is  on  file  at  the  office  of  the  Trustee 
for  inspection  by  all  Bondholders. 
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3.  Within  120  days  after  the  date  of  the  first  pubhcation 
of  such  notice,  the  City  may  enact  (the  date  of  enactment 
shall  be  the  date  of  passage  and  not  the  effective  date)  such 
supplemental  ordinance  in  substantially  the  form  described 
in  such  notice  only  if  there  shall  have  first  been  filed  with 
the  City  (a)  the  written  consents  of  Holders  of  not  less 
than  66%%  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds 
then  Outstanding  and  (b)  an  opinion  of  counsel  stating  that 
(i)  such  supplemental  ordinance  is  authorized  or  permitted 
by  this  Ordinance  and  complies  with  its  terms,  and  that 
upon  enactment  it  will  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  City 
in  accordance  with  its  terms  and  (ii)  the  enactment  of  the 
supplemental  ordinance  will  not  affect  the  exemption  from 
Federal  income  taxes  of  the  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

4.  If  the  Holders  of  not  less  than  the  percentage  of  Bonds 
required  by  this  Section  shall  have  consented  to  and  ap- 
proved the  enactment  thereof  as  herein  provided,  no  Holder 
of  any  Bond  shall  have  any  right  to  object  to  the  enactment 
of  such  supplemental  ordinance,  or  to  object  to  any  of  the 
terms  and  provisions  contained  therein  or  the  operation 
thereof,  or  in  any  manner  to  question  the  propriety  of  the 
enactment  thereof,  or  to  enjoin  or  restrain  the  City  from 
enacting  the  same  or  from  taking  any  action  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  thereof. 

5.  Upon  the  enactment  of  any  supplemental  ordinance 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  this  Ordinance 
shall  be,  and  be  deemed  to  be,  modified  and  amended  in 
accordance  therewith,  and  the  respective  rights,  duties  and 
obligations  under  this  Ordinance  of  the  City,  the  Trustee 
and  all  Holders  of  Bonds  then  Outstanding  shall  thereafter 
be  determined,  exercised  and  enforced  under  this  Ordinance 
subject  in  all  respects  to  such  modifications  and  amendments. 

Section  13.04.  Any  supplemental  ordinance  enacted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  there- 
after form  a  part  of  this  Ordinance  and  all  the  terms  and 
conditions  contained  in  any  such  supplemental  ordinance 
as  to  any  provision  authorized  to  be  contained  therein  shall 
be  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  part  of  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions of  this  Ordinance  for  any  and  all  such  purposes. 

Section  13.05.  Anything  herein  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing, any  supplemental  ordinance  under  this  Article 
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which  affects  any  rights,  powers  and  authority  of  the  In- 
dustrial Corporations  or  any  of  them  under  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, the  Note,  the  Lease  Agreement  or  the  Guaranty  Agree- 
ment, or  requires  a  revision  of  such  Loan  Agreement  or  such 
other  instruments  shall  not  become  effective  unless  and 
until  the  Industrial  Corporation  or  Corporations  so  affected 
or  party  to  the  instrument  so  revised  shall  have  consented 
to  such  supplemental  ordinance. 

Section  13.06.  The  City  and  the  Trustee  may  without 
the  consent  of  or  notice  to  the  Bondholders  consent  to  any 
amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan  Agreement, 
the  Note,  the  Lease  Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agree- 
ment as  may  be  required  (i)  by  the  provisions  of  the  Loan 
Agreement  and  this  Ordinance,  (ii)  in  connection  with  the 
issuance  of  Additional  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  2.10 
hereof,  or  any  refunding  Bonds  as  provided  in  Section  2.12 
hereof,  (iii)  for  the  purpose  of  curing  any  ambiguity  or 
formal  defect  or  omission,  or  (iv)  in  connection  with  any 
other  change  therein  which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Trustee, 
is  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Trustee,  or  materially  adverse 
to  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  13.07.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  13.06  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  consent 
to  any  amendment,  change  or  modification  of  the  Loan 
Agreement,  the  Note,  the  Lease  Agreement  a^  OR  THE 
GUARANTY  AGREEMENT  without  publication  of 
notice  and  the  written  approval  or  consent  of  the 
Holders  of  not  less  than  66%%  in  aggregate  princi- 
pal amount  of  the  Bonds  at  the  time  Outstanding  given  and 
procured  as  in  Section  13.03  provided.  If  at  any  time  the 
City  and  an  Industrial  Corporation  shall  request  the  con- 
sent of  the  Trustee  to  any  such  proposed  amendment, 
change  or  modification,  the  Trustee  shall  cause  notice  of 
such  proposed  amendment,  change  or  modification  to  be 
published  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  by  Section  13.03 
with  respect  to  supplemental  ordinances.  Such  notice  shall 
briefly  set  forth  the  nature  of  such  proposed  amendment, 
change  or  modification  and  shall  state  that  copies  of  the 
instrument  embodying  the  same  are  on  file  at  the  principal 
office  of  the  Trustee  for  inspection  by  all  Bondholders. 
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ARTICLE  XIV 
MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  14.01.  In  the  event  of  the  dissolution  of  the  City, 
all  the  covenants,  stipulations,  promises  and  agreements  in 
this  Ordinance  contained,  by  or  on  behalf  of,  or  for  the 
benefit  of,  the  City,  shall  bind  or  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
successors  of  the  City  from  time  to  time  and  any  entity, 
officer,  board,  commission,  agency  or  instrumentality  to 
whom  or  to  which  any  power  or  duty  of  the  City  shall  be 
transferred. 

Section  14.02.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  specifically 
provided,  nothing  in  this  Ordinance  expressed  or  implied 
is  intended  or  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon  any  natural 
person,  firm,  corporation,  company,  association,  trust, 
partnership,  or  any  other  legal  entity  other  than  the  City 
and  the  Trustee  and  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons 
issued  hereunder,  any  right,  remedy  or  claim  under  or  by 
reason  of  this  Ordinance,  this  Ordinance  being  intended  to 
be  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  benefit  of  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  and  the  Holders  of  the  Bonds  and  coupons  issued 
hereunder. 

Section  14.03.  In  case  any  one  or  more  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  or  of  the  Loan  Agreement  (or  instru- 
ments executed  pursuant  thereto,  including  the  Note,  the 
Lease  Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement)  or  of  the 
Bonds  or  coupons  issued  hereunder  shall,  for  any  reason, 
be  held  to  be  illegal  or  invalid,  such  illegality  or  invalidity 
shall  not  affect  any  other  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  or 
of  the  Loan  Agreement  (or  instrument  executed  pursuant 
thereto)  or  of  said  Bonds  or  coupons^  and  this  Ordinance 
and  the  Loan  Agreement  (or  instrument  executed  pursuant 
thereto)  and  the  Bonds  or  coupons  shall  be  construed  and 
enforced  as  if  such  illegal  or  invalid  provisions  had  not 
been  contained  therein. 

Section  14.04.  No  covenant  or  agreement  contained  in 
the  Bonds  or  coupons  or  in  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  the  covenant  or  agreement  of  any  official,  officer,  agent, 
or  employee  of  the  City  in  his  individual  capacity,  and 
neither  the  members  of  the  City  Council  nor  any  official 
executing  the  Bonds  shall  be  liable  personally  on  the  Bonds 
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or  coupons  or  be  subject  to  any  personal  liability  or  account- 
ability by  reason  of  the  issuance  thereof. 

Section  14.05.  The  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall 
govern  the  construction  of  this  Ordinance  and  of  all  Bonds 
and  coupons  issued  hereunder. 

ARTICLE  XV 

FORMS  OF  BONDS,  COUPONS,  TRUSTEE'S 
AUTHENTICATION  CERTIFICATE,  AND 
LOAN  AGREEMENT 

Section  15.01.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Ordi- 
nance and  any  ordinance  supplemental  hereto  adopted  in

ary"),  to  acquire  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  for  lease 
to  Glidco  Leasing,  Inc.,  a  Maryland  corporation  and  a 
wholly-owned  consolidated  subsidiary  of  SCM  (the  "Lessee 
Subsidiary")  under  a  Lease  Agreement  for  operation  by 
SCM.  SCM  guarantees  all  payments  to  be  made  by  the 
Lessee  Subsidiary  to  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  by  a  Guar- 
anty Agreement  which  provides,  among  other  matters,  that 
SCM  will  become  the  primary  obligor  on  payments  due 
under  the  Lt)an  Agreement  in  the  event  SCM  sells  or  other- 
wise disposes  of  either  its  Adrian  Joyce  Works  (defined 
in  the  Ordinance)  or  its  stock  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary. 

The  Bonds  are  equally  and  ratably  secured,  to  the  extent 
provided  in  the  Ordinance,  by  the  assignment  thereunder 
of  the  ''Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan", 
which  term  is  used  herein  as  defined  in  the  Ordinance  and 
which  as  therein  defined  includes  all  the  payments  payable 
to  the  City  pursuant  to  the  Loan  Agreement  between  the 
City  and  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  dated  as  of  , 

1974  (the  ''Loan  Agreement")  and  all  other  revenues  of  the 
City  attributable  to  the  financing  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  including  (without  limitation)  any  moneys  paid 
under  the  Lease  Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement. 

As  more  fully  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  the  Bonds  do 
not  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  obligation  to  which  the 
faith  and  credit  of  the  City  are  pledged  but  are  limited  ob- 
ligations of  the  City,  which  is  obligated  to  pay  the  principal 
of,  the  interest  on,  and  the  redemption  premium  (if  any) 
on,  the  Bonds  only  out  of  the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the 
City  from  the  Loan.  The  Bonds  may  also  be  paid  out  of  any 
other  moneys  made  available  to  the  City  or  the  Trustee  for 
the  pajonent  thereof.  The  principal  of,  the  interest  on,  or 
the  redemption  premium  (if  any)  on,  this  Bond,  does  not, 
and  shall  not  ever,  constitute  an  indebtedness  or  a  charge 
against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  or  the  City  or  any  other  political  subdivision  of 
such  State  within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or 
charter  provision  or  statutory  limitation  and  shall  not  con- 
stitute or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 

Reference  is  hereby  made  to  the  Ordinance  for  a  full  and 
complete  statement  of  the  provisions  with  respect  to  the

LOAN  AGREEMENT 


THIS  LOAN  AGREEMENT,  dated  as  of  1, 

1974  between  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  a 
body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  Glidden 
Plants,  Inc.,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  party  of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH : 

IN  CONSIDERATION  of  the  respective  representations 
and  agreements  hereinafter  contained,  the  parties  hereto 
agree  as  follows  (provided,  that  in  the  performance  of  the 
agreements  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  herein  contained, 
any  obligation  it  may  thereby  incur  for  the  payment  of 
money  shall  not  create  a  pecuniary  liability  or  a  charge 
upon  its  general  credit  or  against  its  taxing  powers  but 
shall  be  payable  solely  out  of  the  proceeds  derived  from 
the  Receipts  and  Revenues  of  the  City  from  the  Loan  (as 
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hereinafter  defined)  and  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  referred  to  in 
Section  3.2  hereof) : 

ARTICLE  I 

DEFINITIONS 

Section  1.1.  Certain  terms  used  in  this  Loan  Agreement 
are  hereinafter  defined  in  this  Section  1.1.  When  used  herein, 
such  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  given  to  them  by  the 
language  employed  in  this  Article  I  defining  such  terms, 
unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise: 

''Act"  means  Sections  266A  to  266-1,  inclusive,  of  Article 
41  of  the  Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1971  Replacement 
Volume,  as  amended),  as  re-enacted  by  Chapter  352  of  the 
Laws  of  Maryland  of  1972  and  as  amended  by  Chapter  396 
of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1973  and  all  future  acts  supple- 
mental thereto  or  amendatory  thereof. 

''Additional  Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  issued 
pursuant  to  Section  2.10  of  the  Ordinance. 

"Adrian  Joyce  Works"  means  the  entire  Baltimore  Plant 
manufacturing  titanium  dioxide  located  on  Hawkins  Point 
Road  and  having  the  post  office  address  of  3901  Hawkins 
Point  Road,  Baltimore,  Maryland  21226. 

"Agreement"  or  "Loan  Agreement"  means  this  Loan 
Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower  Subsidiary 
and  any  and  all  modifications,  alterations,  amendments  and 
supplements  hereto. 

"Assignment"  means  the  assignment  by  which  the  Lease 
Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement,  and  all  payments 
thereunder,  are  assigned  to  the  City  by  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary as  security  for  the  Loan  and  by  which  the  Lease 
Agreement,  the  Guaranty  Agreement  and  the  Loan  Agree- 
ment, and  all  payments  thereunder,  are  assigned  to  the 
Trustee  by  the  City.  The  Assignment  may  consist  of  more 
than  one  instrument  and  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
or  forms  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  4.01  of  the  Ordinance. 

"Authorized  City  Representative"  means  the  person  or 
persons  at  the  time  designated  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  City 
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by  written  certificate  furnished  to  the  Borrower  Subsidiary 
and  the  Trustee,  containing  the  specimen  signature  of  such 
person  or  persons  and  signed  on  behalf  of  the  City  by  its 
Mayor  or  Acting  Mayor.  Such  certificate  may  designate  an 
alternate  or  alternates. 

"Authorized  Borrower  Subsidiary  Representative"  means 
the  person  or  persons  at  the  time  designated  to  act  on  behalf 
of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  by  written  certificate  furnished 
to  the  City  and  the  Trustee  containing  the  specimen  signa- 
ture of  such  person  and  signed  on  behalf  of  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  by  its  President,  any  Vice  President  or  by  the 
Chairman  of  its  Board  of  Directors.  Such  certificate  may 
designate  an  alternate  or  alternates. 

''Baltimore  Plants"  means  the  Baltimore  factories  and 
related  facilities  operated  by  The  Glidden-Durkee  Division 
of  SCM  Corporation  at  5601  Eastern  Avenue,  3901  Hawkins 
Point  Road  and  2701  Broening  Highway. 

"Bonds"  means  the  Bonds  of  the  City  from  time  to  time 
issued  and  outstanding  under  the  Ordinance. 

''Bond  Fund"  means  the  Bond  Fund  created  in  Section 
5.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to  herein. 

"Borrower  Subsidiary"  means  Glidden  Plants,  Inc.,  a 
Maryland  corporation  and  a  wholly-owned  consolidated  sub- 
sidiary of  SCM  or  any  corporation  which  is  the  surviving, 
resulting  or  transferee  corporation  in  any  merger,  consoli- 
dation or  transfer  of  assets  permitted  under  Section  6.3 
hereof.  Glidden  Plants,  Inc.  has  covenanted  to  limit  its 
activities  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  transactions  con- 
templated by  this  Ordinance.  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall 
also  mean  SCM  in  the  event  that  SCM  shall  have  assumed 
the  obligations  of  Glidden  Plants,  Inc.  as  provided  in  Section 
7.4  hereof. 

"City"  means  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
a  body  politic  and  corporate  and  a  political  subdivision  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  its  successors  and  assigns. 

"Commissioners  of  Finance"  shall  mean  that  board  of 
finance  known  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the  City 
of  Baltimore. 
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''Completion  Date"  means  the  date  of  completion  of  the 
construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  as  that 
date  shall  be  certified  as  provided  in  Section  3.5  hereof. 

"Construction  Fund"  means  the  Construction  Fund  cre- 
ated in  Section  6.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  referred  to  herein. 

''Guaranty  Agreement"  means  the  guaranty  agreement 
to  be  executed  by  and  between  SCM  and  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary, which  Guaranty  Agreement  shall  contain  the  pro- 
visions required  by  Section  4.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  shall 
be  in  substantially  the  form  provided  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  pursuant  to  Section  4.02  thereof. 

"Independent  Counsel"  means  an  attorney  duly  admitted 
to  practice  law  before  the  highest  court  of  any  state  and 
not  an  employee  of  either  the  City  or  the  Industrial  Corpo- 
rations. 

"Independent  Engineer"  means  an  engineer  or  engineer- 
ing firm  registered  and  qualified  to  practice  the  profession  of 
engineering  under  the  laws  of  Maryland  and  who  or  which 
is  not  a  full  time  employee  of  either  the  City  or  the  Indus- 
trial Corporations. 

"Industrial  Corporation"  means  SCM,  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  or  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  as  a  participant  in  the 
concerted  undertaking  to  acquire  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  for  use  at  the  Baltimore  Plants. 

"Lease  Agreement"  means  the  lease  agreement  to  be  exe- 
cuted prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  and  between  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary  and  the  Lessee  Subsidiary,  which  lease 
agreement  shall  contain  the  provisions  required  by  Section 
4.02  of  the  Ordinance  and  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  as  provided  in 
Section  4.02  thereof. 

"Loan"  means  the  loan  by  the  City  to  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary provided  by  this  Agreement. 

"Lessee  Subsidiary"  means  Glidco  Leasing,  Inc.,  a 
Maryland  corporation  and  a  wholly-owned  consolidated  sub- 
sidiary of  SCM,  or  any  corporation  which  is  the  surviving, 
resulting  or  transferee  corporation  in  any  merger,  consoli- 
dation or  transfer  of  assets  permitted  under  Section  6.3  of 
this  Agreement.   Glidco  Leasing,   Inc.   has   covenanted  to 
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limit  its  activities  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  transac- 
tions contemplated  by  the  Ordinance. 

''Mayor  and  City  Council"  means  the  governing  body  of 
the  City  and  any  successor  body. 

*'Note"  shall  mean  the  note  executed  by  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  in  substantially  the  form  provided  in  Exhibit  **B" 
to  this  Agreement. 

"Ordinance*'  shall  mean  the  Bond  Ordinance  of  the  City 

enacted  on  ,  1974  providing  for  the 

terms  and  provisions  under  which  the  Bonds  will  be  issued 
and  pursuant  to  which  the  City's  interest  in  this  Agreement, 
the  Lease  Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement,  and  all 
payments  thereunder,  are  assigned  as  security  for  the  pay- 
ment of  principal,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds. 

"Pemco  Plant"  means  the  entire  Baltimore  Plant  located 
at  5601  Eastern  Avenue,  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

"Pollution  Control  Facilities"  means  the  facilities  de- 
signed to  collect,  treat  and  dispose  of  the  water  and  air 
pollutants  originating  at  the  Baltimore  Plants  which,  as 
set  out  in  Section  2.2  hereof,  are  to  be  constructed,  in- 
stalled or  completed  and  thereafter  operated  and  maintained 
as  herein  provided  and  which  are  pollution  control  facilities 
within  the  meaning  the  Act  and  of  Section  103(c)  (4)  (F) 
of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended.  The 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  are  generally  described  in  Ex- 
hibit "A"  attached  hereto.  Pollution  Control  Facilities  also 
means  the  facilities  resulting  from  any  addition,  modifica- 
tion, substitution  or  improvement  to,  or  removal  from,  such 
facilities,  as  permitted  in  Section  5.1  hereof. 

"Resolution"  shall  mean  resolution  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  providing  for  the  details  of  the  Bonds,  the  Lease 
Agreement,  the  Guaranty  Agreement  and  the  Assignment 
all  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance. 

"SCM"  means  SCM  Corporation,  a  New  York  corpora- 
tion, or  any  corporation  which  is  the  surviving,  resulting  or 
transferee  corporation  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or 
transfer  of  assets  permitted  under  Section  6.3  of  this  Agree- 
ment. 
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"St.  Helena  Plant"  means  the  entire  Baltimore  Plant  lo- 
cated at  2701  Broening  Highway,  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

''Series  A  Bonds"  means  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
Revenue  Bonds  (SCM  Corporation  Project),  Series  A,  of 
the  City,  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance. 

'Trustee"  means  the  trustee  appointed  and  acting  pur- 
suant to  the  Resolution. 

The  words  "hereof,"  "herein,"  "hereunder,"  and  other 
words  of  similar  import  refer  to  this  Loan  Agreement  as 
a  whole. 

References  to  Articles,  Sections,  and  other  subdivisions 
of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  to  the  designated  Articles,  Sec- 
tions, and  other  subdivisions  of  this  Loan  Agreement  as 
originally  executed. 

The  headings  of  this  Loan  Agreement  are  for  convenience 
only  and  shall  not  define  or  limit  the  provisions  hereof. 

ARTICLE  n 

REPRESENTATIONS  AND  UNDERTAKINGS 

Section  2.1.  Representations  by  the  City,  The  City  makes 
the  following  representations  as  the  basis  for  undertak- 
ings on  the  part  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  herein  con- 
tained: 

(a)  The  City  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  and  a  body  corporate  and  politic  created  and 
existing  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Maryland ; 

(b)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  the  power 
to  enter  into  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Agree- 
ment and  to  carry  out  its  obligations  hereunder ; 

(c)  The  City  is  not  in  default  under  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  which  would 
affect  its  existence  or  its  powers  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
subsection  (b)  ; 

(d)  Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  the  City  has  power  to 
enter  into  this  Agreement,  and  by  ordinance  has  duly  author- 
ized the  execution  and  deliverv  hereof :  and 
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(e)  Under  existing  statutes  and  decisions  no  taxes  on 
income  or  profits  are  imposed  on  the  City. 

Section  2.2.  Representations  by  the  Borroiver  Subsidi- 
ary. The  Borrower  Subsidiary  makes  the  following  repre- 
sentations as  the  basis  for  the  undertakings  on  its  part 
herein  contained : 

(a)  The  Borrower  Subsidiary  is  a  corporation  duly  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  Maryland,  is  in  good  standing 
under  its  charter  and  the  laws  of  Maryland,  and  has  power 
to  enter  into  this  Agreement  and  by  proper  corporate  action 
has  been  duly  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  this  Agree- 
ment. 

(b)  Neither  the  execution  and  delivery  of  this  Agree- 
ment, the  consummation  of  the  transactions  contemplated 
hereby,  nor  the  fulfillment  of  or  compliance  with  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  this  Agreement,  conflict  with  or  result 
in  a  breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions,  or  provisions  of 
any  corporate  restriction  or  any  agreement  or  instrument 
to  which  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  is  now  a  party  or  by 
which  it  is  bound,  or  constitute  a  default  under  any  of  the 
foregoing ; 

(c)  The  processes  carried  out  at  the  Baltimore  Plants 
result  in  the  discharge  of  water  and  air  pollutants.  The 
City  and  the  Industrial  Corporations  agreed  that  the  City 
would  assist  the  Industrial  Corporations  to  acquire  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  through  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds  pursuant  to  the  Act.  The  acquisition  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities,  including  reimbursement  for  loans  in- 
curred or  funds  heretofore  advanced  as  aforesaid  for  such 
purposes,  will  require  the  expenditure  of  approximately 
§17,000,000.  When  completed,  the  Industrial  Corporations 
propose  properly  to  operate  and  maintain  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities  as  provided  herein  in  accordance  with  all 
applicable  statutes,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  treatment 
and  disposition  of  the  industrial  pollution  originating  at  the 
Baltimore  Plants  (and  such  other  industrial  waste  as  may 
may  be  treated  in  accordance  with  this  Agreement);  and 

(d)  The  Borrower  Subsidiary  presently  intends  to  con- 
tinue to  own  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and  to  continue 
to  lease  them  to  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  for  operation  by 
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SCM  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  Baltimore 
Plants.  The  Borrower  Subsidiary  does  not  now  contemplate 
a  sale  or  other  disposition  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
and,  to  the  best  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Borrower  Subsidi- 
ary's officers  and  directors,  SCM  does  not  presently  con- 
template any  sale  or  other  disposition  of  the  stock  of  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary.  The  provisions  of  this  Agreement 
dealing  with  the  sale  or  other  disposition  of  (i)  all  or  any 
of  the  Baltimore  Plants  or  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities 
and  (ii)  the  stock  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  have  been 
included  in  this  Agreement  to  make  prudent  provision  for 
economic,  technological  and  other  eventualities  which  are 
not  now  foreseen. 

Section  2.3.  Findings  by  the  City.  The  City  hereby  con- 
firms its  findings  that: 

(a)  SCM  is  engaged  in  industrial  activities  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  Maryland  requiring  substantial  capital  and 
creating  substantial  employment  opportunities  and  consti- 
tutes an  ''industrial  concern"  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Act.  The  Borrower  Subsidiary  constitutes  an  ''industrial 
concern"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  as  a  wholly-owned 
consolidated  subsidiary  of  SCM  participating  in  the  con- 
certed undertaking  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  the  Lessee 
Subsidiary  and  SCM  to  effect  the  acquisition  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  for  lease  to 
the  Lessee  Subsidiary  and  operation  by  SCM.  Such  concerted 
undertaking  by  SCM,  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  and  the 
Lessee  Subsidiary  constitutes  an  industrial  enterprise  and 
an  "industrial  concern"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 
The  guaranty  by  SCM  of  the  obligations  of  the  Lessee 
Subsidiary  under  the  Lease  Agreement,  and  all  payments 
thereunder,  will  be  assigned  as  part  of  the  security  for  the 
Bonds,  and  SCM  is  financially  able  to  undertake  such 
guaranty  and  thereby  assure  that  payments  v/ill  be  made 
to  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  under  the  Lease  Agreement. 

(b)  The  Pollution  Control  Facilities  will  promote  the 
purposes  of  the  Act  by  (i)  maintaining  employment  and 
relieving  unemployment  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland, 
and  elsewhere  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  (ii)  encouraging 
the  increase  of  industry  and  a  balanced  economy  in  the 
State  of  Maryland,   (iii)   assisting  in  the  retention  of  ex- 
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isting  industry  in  the  State  of  Maryland  through  the  con- 
trol, reduction  or  abatement  of  pollution  of  the  environment; 
(iv)  promoting  economic  development;  (v)  protecting 
natural  resources;  and  (vi)  thus  promoting  the  health, 
welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  and  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

ARTICLE  III 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  POLLUTION 
CONTROL  FACILITIES 

Section  3.1.  Agreement  to  Construct  Pollution  Control 
Facilities.  The  Borrower  Subsidiary  agrees  that  it  will  pro- 
ceed with  all  reasonable  dispatch  to  construct,  install  and 
complete  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

Section  3.2.  Agreement  to  Issue  Series  A  Bonds; 
Application  of  Bond  Proceeds.  In  order  to  provide  funds  for 
payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  the 
City  agrees  that  it  will  sell  and  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the 
purchaser  or  purchasers  thereof  the  Series  A  Bonds  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  exceeding  $17,000,000,  and 
will  thereupon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  all  accrued 
interest  received  on  the  sale  of  the  Bonds;  and  (ii)  deposit 
in  the  Construction  Fund  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  re- 
ceived from  said  sale. 

Section  3.3.  Disbursements  from  the  Construction  Fund. 
The  City  shall  in  the  Ordinance  authorize  and  direct  the 
Trustee  to  use  the  moneys  in  the  Construction  Fund  for  the 
following  purposes  (but,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 3.8  hereof,  for  no  other  purposes)  : 

(a)  Payment  of  the  initial  or  acceptance  fee  of  the 
Trustee,  the  fees  for  filing  any  financing  statements  and 
any  curative  documents  that  either  the  Trustee  or  Inde- 
pendent Counsel  may  deem  necessary  to  file  for  record  in 
order  to  perfect  or  protect  the  interest  of  the  Trustee  in 
the  payments  to  be  made  pursuant  to  this  Agreement  (in- 
cluding the  Note) ,  the  Lease  Agreement  and  the  Guaranty 
Agreement  under  the  Ordinance;  and  the  fees  and  expenses 
in  connection  with  any  actions  or  proceedings  that  either 
the  Trustee,  the  Industrial  Corporations,  or  Independent 
Counsel  may  deem  desirable  to  bring  in  order  to  perfect  or 
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protect  the  security  interest  under  the  Ordinance  as  afore- 
said. 

(b)  Payment  to  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  of  such 
amounts,  if  any,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  reimburse  the  In- 
dustrial Corporations  in  full  for  all  advances  and  pajTnents 
made  by  the  Industrial  Corporations  prior  to  or  after 
delivery  of  the  Bonds  for  expenditures  in  connection  with 
the  acquisition  and  construction  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  and  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications 
therefor  (including  any  preliminary  study  or  planning  of 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  any  aspect  thereof)  and 
all  construction,  acquisition  and  installation  expenses  re- 
quired to  provide  utility  services  or  other  facilities,  and  all 
real  or  personal  properties  deemed  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  (including  architec- 
tural, engineering  and  supervisory  services  with  respect 
to  any  of  the  foregoing) . 

(c)  Pa\Tnent  of  the  cost  of  legal,  financial  and  account- 
ing fees  and  expenses,  and  printing  and  engra\ing  costs 
incurred  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  sale  and 
issuance  of  the  Bonds,  the  preparation  of  this  Agreement, 
the  Lease  Agreement,  the  Guaranty  Agreement,  the  Assign- 
ment, the  Ordinance,  the  Resolution,  and  all  other  docu- 
ments in  connection  therewith  and  in  connection  with  the 
acquisition  and  construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities. 

(d)  Payment  for  labor,  services,  materials  and  supplies 
used  or  furnished  in  site  improvement  and  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  pa^Tnent  for  the 
cost  of  the  construction,  acquisition  and  installation  of 
utility  services  or  other  facilities  and  all  real  and  personal 
property  deemed  necessary  in  connection  with  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  and  payment  for  the  miscellaneous  ex- 
penses incidental  to  any  of  the  foregoing  items  including 
the  premium  on  any  surety  bond. 

(e)  Pa\Tnent  of  the  fees,  or  out-of-pocket  expenses  of 
the  City,  if  any,  incurred  with  respect  to  the  Pollution  Con- 
trol Facilities. 

(f)  Paj^ment  to  the  Trustee,  as  such  pa\Tnents  become 
due,  of  the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  (as  Trustee 
and  paying  agent)   and  of  any  paying  agent  properly  in- 
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curred  under  the  Ordinance  that  may  become  due  prior  to 
the  Completion  Date,  or  reimbursement  thereof  if  paid 
by  the  Industrial  Corporations. 

(g)  To  such  extent  as  they  shall  not  have  been  paid 
by  a  contractor  for  construction  or  installation  with  re- 
spect to  any  part  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  pay- 
ment of  the  premiums  on  all  insurance  required  to  be  taken 
out  and  mamtained  during  the  construction  of  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities,  or  reimbursement  thereof  if  paid  by  the 
Industrial  Corporations. 

(h)  Payment  of  the  taxes,  assessments  and  other 
charges,  if  any,  that  may  have  become  payable  during  the 
construction  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  or  reim- 
bursement thereof  if  paid  by  the  Industrial  Corporations. 

(i)  PajTnent  of  expenses  incurred  in  seeking  to  enforce 
any  remedy  against  any  contractor  or  subcontractor  in 
respect  of  any  default  under  a  contract  relating  to  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

(j)  Payment  of  interest  on  the  Series  A  Bonds  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  three  (3)  years  beginning  on  the  date 
of  the  Bonds  and  ending  on  the  Completion  Date. 

(k)  Payment  of  any  other  costs  and  expenses  relating 
to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

(1)  All  moneys  remaining  in  the  Construction  Fund 
after  payment  in  full  of  the  costs  of  acquiring,  constructing 
and  equipping  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  and  after 
payment  of  all  other  items  (or  after  making  provision  for 
the  pajTnent  thereof)  provided  for  in  the  preceding  subsec- 
tions (a)  to  (k) ,  inclusive,  of  this  Section,  shall  at  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  be :  (i)  used  by  the  Trustee 
for  the  redemption  of  Bonds  (to  the  extent  permited  by  the 
terms  of  the  Bonds)  or  for  the  purchase  of  Bonds  for  the 
purpose  of  cancellation  at  prices  acceptable  to  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary,  or  (ii)  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund,  but  not  to  ex- 
ceed eight  per  cent  (8%)  of  the  amount  initially  deposited 
into  the  Construction  Fund. 

Each  of  the  paj^ments  made  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
subsections  (a)  through  (k)  of  this  Section  shall  be  made 
only  upon  receipt  by  the  Trustee  of  a  written  order  by  the 
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Borrower's  Authorized  Representative,  which  written  order 
shall  certify  with  respect  to  each  such  payment:  (i)  that 
none  of  the  items  for  which  the  pajTuent  is  proposed  to  be 
made  has  formed  the  basis  for  any  payment  theretofore 
made  from  the  Construction  Fund;  and  (ii)  that  each  item 
for  which  the  payment  is  proposed  to  be  made  is  or  was 
necessary  in  connection  with  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 
At  the  time  the  written  order  is  submitted  to  the  Trustee, 
a  copy  thereof  shall  be  mailed  to  the  Authorized  City  Rep- 
resentative in  the  manner  provided  in  Section  10.1  of  this 
Agreement. 

Section  3.4.  Trustee  May  Rely  on  Orders  and  Certifica- 
tions. In  making  any  such  payment  from  the  Construction 
Fund,  the  Trustee  may  rely  on  any  such  orders  and  cer- 
tifications delivered  to  it  pursuant  to  Section  3.3,  and  the 
Trustee  shall  be  relieved  of  all  liability  with  respect  to 
making  such  payments  in  accordance  with  such  orders  and 
certifications. 

Section  3.5.  Establishment  of  Completion  Date.  The 
Completion  Date  shall  be  evidenced  to  the  Trustee  by  a 
certificate  signed  by  the  Authorized  Borrower  Subsidiary 
Representative  stating  that,  except  for  amounts  retained 
by  the  Trustee  for  Pollution  Control  Facilities  costs  not 
then  due  and  payable  or  then  in  dispute,  construction  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  has  been  completed  substantially 
in  accordance  with  the  specifications  therefor  and  all  labor, 
services,  materials  and  supplies  used  in  such  construction 
have  been  paid  for,  and  all  facilities  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  have  been  constructed, 
acquired  and  installed  in  accordance  with  the  specifications 
therefor  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  connection 
therewith  have  been  paid.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing, 
such  certificate  shall  state  that  it  is  given  without  prejudice 
to  any  rights  against  third  parties  which  exist  at  the  date 
of  such  certificate  or  which  may  subsequently  come  into 
being.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  to 
cause  the  certificate  contemplated  by  this  Section  3.5  to  be 
furnished  as  soon  as  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall 
have  been  completed. 

Section  3.6.  Borroiver  Subsidiary  Required  to  Pay  Con- 
struction Costs  in  Event  Construction  Fund  Insufficient.  In 
the  event  the  monevs  in  the  Construction  Fund  available  to 
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loan  to  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  for  payment  of  the  costs 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall  not  be  sufficient  to 
pay  the  costs  thereof  in  full,  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  agrees 
to  complete,  or  cause  to  be  completed,  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  and  to  finance  all  that  portion  of  the  costs  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  as  may  be  in  excess  of  the 
moneys  available  therefor  in  the  Construction  Fund.  The 
City  does  not  make  any  warranty,  either  express  or  implied, 
that  the  nioneys  which  will  be  paid  into  the  Construction 
Fund  and  which,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement, 
will  be  available  to  loan  to  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  for 
payment  of  the  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  will 
be  sufficient  to  provide  funds  to  pay  all  the  costs  which  have 
been  or  will  be  incurred  in  that  connection.  The  Borrower 
Subsidiary  agrees  that  if  after  exhaustion  of  the  moneys  in 
the  Construction  Fund,  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall  fi- 
nance any  portion  of  the  said  costs  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  it  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement  therefor  from  the  City 
or  from  the  Trustee  or  from  the  holders  of  any  Bonds,  nor 
shall  it  be  entitled  to  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the 
payments  required  by  Section  4.3  hereof. 

Section  3.7.  Authorized  Borroiver  Subsidiary  Repre- 
sentative and  Authorized  City  Representative  and  Succes- 
sors. The  Borrower  Subsidiary  and  the  City,  respectively, 
shall  designate,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Section  1.1, 
the  Authorized  Borrower  Subsidiary  Representative  and 
the  Authorized  City  Representative.  In  the  event  that  any 
person  or  persons  so  designated  and  their  alternate  or  al- 
ternates, if  any,  should  become  unavailable  or  unable  to 
take  any  action  or  make  any  certificate  provided  for  or 
required  in  this  Agreement,  a  successor  or  successors  shall 
be  appointed  in  the  same  manner. 

Section  3.8.  Investment  of  Construction  Fund  and  Bond 
Fund  Moneys  Permitted.  Any  moneys  held  as  a  part  of  the 
Construction  Fund  or  Bond  Fund,  and  not  required  for  im- 
mediate disbursement  and  withdrawal,  shall  be  invested  or 
reinvested  by  the  Trustee,  to  the  extent  such  investments  are 
not  prohibited  by  law  for  investment  of  Bond  proceeds 
by  the  City,  in  (i)  general  obligations  of,  or  obli- 
gations unconditionally  guaranteed  as  to  principal  and 
interest  by,  the  United  States  of  America;  (ii)  bonds,  de- 
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bentures,  participation  certificates  or  notes  issued  by  any 
agency  or  corporation  which  is  or  may  hereafter  be  created 
by  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  as  an  agency 
or  instrumentality  thereof;  (iii)  Public  Housing  Bonds, 
Temporary  Notes  or  Preliminary  Loan  Notes,  fully  secured 
by  contracts  with  the  United  States;  (iv)  certificates  of 
deposit  issued  by  the  Trustee  or  any  bank,  trust  company 
or  national  banking  association,  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  or  any  state  thereof,  which  has  a  com- 
bined capital  and  surplus  of  at  least  $10,000,000,  in  any 
amount  if  collaterally  secured  by  securities  of  the  type  de- 
scribed in  (i),  (ii)  and  (iii)  above  having  a  market  value 
of  not  less  than  the  amount  of  the  certificates  of  deposit  so 
secured,  or  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  10%  of  such  com- 
bined capital  and  surplus  if  not  so  collaterally  secured;  (v) 
any  other  investments  permitted  under  the  law  then  ap- 
plicable. Such  investments  shall  be  made  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Trustee;  provided,  however,  the  Borrower  Subsidiary 
may  by  written  direction  from  the  Authorized  Borrower 
Subsidiary  Representative  to  the  Trustee  direct  the  invest- 
ments and  such  investments  shall  have  maturities  consonant 
with  the  need  for  funds  as  estimated  by  said  Authorized 
Borrower  Subsidiary  Representative.  The  Trustee  may, 
and  to  the  extent  required  for  payments  from  the  Construc- 
tion Fund  or  Bond  Fund  shall,  sell  any  such  investment  at 
any  time,  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sale,  and  of  all  payments 
at  maturity  and  upon  redemption  of  such  investments,  shall 
be  credited  to  the  Fund  in  which  such  investments  were 
held.  Interest  and  other  income  received  on  moneys  or  se- 
curities in  either  such  Fund  shall  be  credited  to  such  Fund. 
The  Borrower  Subsidiary  covenants  that  it  will  not  direct 
or  permit  investments  which  would  cause  the  Series  A 
Bonds  to  be  "Arbitrage  Bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Sec- 
tion 103(d)  (2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as 
amended,  and  the  applicable  regulations  issued  thereunder. 

ARTICLE  IV 

EFFECTIVE  DATE  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT 

DURATION  OF  AGREEMENT,  REPAYMENT 

PROVISIONS,  AND  UNCONDITIONAL  OBLIGATIONS 

OF  INDUSTRY 

Section  4.1.     Effective  Date  of  this  Agreement;  Duration 
of  Agreement,  This  Agreement  shall  become  eflfective  upon 
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its  delivery;  provided  that  the  Lease  Agreement,  Guaranty 
Agreement  and  Assignment  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
effectiveness  of  this  Agreement,  shall  be  executed  and  de- 
livered simultaneously  herewith.  The  Lease  Agreement  will 
require  that  (i)  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  be  operated 
by  SCM  under  an  agreement  with  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  and 
(ii)  the  rental  payments  from  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  to  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary  be  payable  at  times  and  in  amounts 
sufficient  to  provide  for  the  payment,  when  due,  of  all 
amounts  payable  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  under  the 
Loan  Agreement.  This  Agreement  shall  continue  in  full 
force  and  effect  until  the  principal,  and  premium,  if  any, 
and  interest  on  the  Bonds  have  been  fully  paid  (or  pro- 
vision for  their  payment  has  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance) ,  together  with  all  sums  to 
which  the  City  or  the  Trustee  are  entitled  hereunder. 

Section  4.2.  Possession  and  Otvnership  of  Pollution  Con- 
trol  Facilities.  The  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall  be 
owned  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary.  The  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary shall  lease  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  to  the 
Lessee  Subsidiary  pursuant  to  the  Lease  Agreement.  The 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall  be  operated  by  SCM  pur- 
suant to  an  operating  agreement  by  and  between  SCM  and 
the  Lessee  Subsidiary.  The  Industrial  Corporations  shall 
have  sole  and  exclusive  possession  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  (subject  to  the  right  of  the  City  to  enter  thereon 
for  inspection  purposes  and  to  the  other  provisions  of  Sec- 
tion 6.2  hereof) .  The  provisions  of  this  Section  are  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  Section  7.1  of  this  Agreement. 

Section  4.3  Repayment  of  Loan  and  Payment  of  Other 
Amounts  Hereunder.  The  City  has  made  available  to  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary  in  the  form  of  a  loan  the  proceeds 
derived  from  the  sale  of  the  Series  A  Bonds,  and  the  Bor- 
rower Subsidiary  shall  repay  such  loan  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Section  4.3.  Simultaneously  with  the 
authentication  and  delivery  of  the  Series  A  Bonds  and  as 
a  condition  precedent  to  any  payments  from  the  Construc- 
tion Fund  under  Section  3.3  hereof,  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary shall  execute  its  Note,  in  substantially  the  form  set 
forth  in  Exhibit  B  hereto.  On  the  last  business  day  before 

1,  1974,  and  on  the  last  business  day  before  each 1 

and  1  thereafter,  until  the  principal  of,  premium,  if 
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any,  and  interest  on  the  Series  A  Bonds  shall  have  been 
fully  paid  or  provision  for  the  payment  thereof  shall  have 
been  made  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance,  the  Borrower 

Subsidiary  shall  pay  to  the  Trustee:  (i)  if  such  date  is 

1,  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  payable  on  such  date  as  interest 
upon  the  Series  A  Bonds,  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  and 
(ii)  if  such  date  is  1,  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  pay- 
able on  such  date  as  principal  (whether  at  the  stated  ma- 
turity or  by  sinking  fund  redemption  pursuant  to  Section 
3.02  of  the  Ordinance)  and  interest  upon  the  Series  A 
Bonds. 

In  any  event  each  payment  under  this  Section  shall  be 
sufficient  to  pay  the  amount  of  interest  or  interest  and  prin- 
cipal (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemption  or  acceleration) 
and  premium,  if  any,  payable  on  the  next  succeeding  in- 
terest payment  date,  and  if  at  any  payment  date  (whether  or 
not  such  payment  date  is  an  interest  payment  date)  the  bal- 
ance in  the  Bond  Fund  is  insufficient  to  make  the  required 
payments  of  principal  (whether  at  maturity  or  by  redemp- 
tion or  acceleration)  and  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on 
such  date,  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall  forthwith  pay  any 
such  deficiency ;  provided  that  any  amount  at  any  time  held 
by  the  Trustee  in  the  Bond  Fund  shall  be  credited  against 
the  next  payment  to  the  extent  such  amount  is  in  excess 
of  the  amount  required  for  pa>Tnent  of  the  Series  A  Bonds 
theretofore  matured  or  called  for  redemption  and  past 
due  interest  in  all  cases  where  such  Bonds  or  coupons  have 
not  been  presented  for  payment ;  and  provided  further,  that 
if  the  amount  held  by  the  Trustee  in  the  Bond  Fund  should 
be  sufficient  to  pay  at  the  times  required  the  principal  of, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the  Series  A  Bonds  then 
remaining  unpaid,  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall  not  be 
obligated  to  make  any  further  payments  under  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  Section. 

The  Borrower  Subsidiary  agrees  to  pay  to  the  Trustee 
until  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the 
Series  A  Bonds  shall  have  been  fully  paid:  (i)  an  amount 
equal  to  the  annual  fee  of  the  Trustee  for  the  ordinary  serv- 
ices of  the  Trustee,  as  Trustee,  rendered,  and  its  ordinary 
expenses,  as  Trustee,  incurred  under  the  Ordinance,  as  and 
when  the  same  become  due;  (ii)  reasonable  fees  and 
charges  of  the  Trustee,  as  paying  agent,  and  any  other 
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paying  agents  on  the  Series  A  Bonds  for  acting  as  paying 
agents  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  and  the  City  as  Bond 
Registrar  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance,  as  and  when  the 
same  become  due;  and  (iii)  the  reasonable  fees  and  charges 
of  the  Trustee  for  the  necessary  extraordinary  services 
rendered  by  it  and  extraordinary  expenses  incurred  by  it 
under  the  Ordinance,  as  and  when  the  same  become  due; 
provided,  that  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  may,  without  creat- 
ing a  default  hereunder,  contest  in  good  faith  the  necessity 
for  any  such  extraordinary  services  and  extraordinary  ex- 
penses and  the  reasonableness  of  any  such  fees,  charges  or 
expenses. 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  this  Agreement,  the 
Lease  Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement  and  all  pay- 
ments by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  pursuant  to  this  Agree- 
ment (including  paj'ments  pursuant  to  the  Note)  and  pay- 
ments pursuant  to  the  Lease  Agreement  and  the  Guaranty 
Agreement  are  to  be  assigned  by  the  City  to  the  Trustee.  The 
Borrower  Subsidiary  assents  to  such  assignment  and  agrees 
that,  as  to  the  Trustee,  its  obligation  to  make  such  payments 
shall  be  absolute,  irrevocable  and  unconditional  and  shall  not 
be  subject  to  any  defense  (other  than  pajTuent)  or  any 
any  indebtedness  or  liability  at  any  time  owing  to  the  Indus- 
trial Corporations  by  the  City.  The  City  directs  the  Bor- 
rower Subsidiary,  and  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  agrees,  to 
pay  to  the  Trustee  at  its  principal  office  all  payments  pur- 
suant to  this  Agreement. 

In  the  event  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall  fail  to  make 
any  of  the  payments  required  in  this  Section  4.3,  the  item 
or  installment  so  in  default  shall  continue  as  an  obligation  of 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary  until  the  amount  in  default  shall 
have  been  fully  paid,  and  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  agrees 
to  pay  the  same  with  interest  therec-n  at  one  percentage 
point  greater  than  the  rate  of  interest  on  the  Series  A  Bonds 
until  fully  paid. 

Section  4.4  Plnce  of  Payments.  The  payments  provided 
for  in  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be  paid  directly  to  the  Trustee 
for  the  account  of  the  City  and  shall  be  deposited  in  the 
Bond  Fund.  The  additional  payments  to  be  made  to  the 
Trustee  under  Section  4.3  hereof  shall  be  paid  directly  to  the 
Trustee  for  its  own  use  or  for  disbursement  to  the  paying 
agents,  or  to  the  City,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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Section  4.5.  Obligations  of  the  Borroiver  Subsidiary 
Hereunder  Unconditional.  The  obligations  of  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  to  make  the  paj^ments  required  in  Section  4.3 
hereof  and  to  perform  and  observe  the  other  agreements  on 
its  part  contained  herein  shall  be  absolute  and  unconditional, 
irrespective  of  any  defense  or  any  rights  of  set-off,  recoup- 
ment or  counterclaim  it  might  otherwise  have  against  the 
City,  and  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall  pay  absolutely  net 
during  the  term  of  this  Agreement  the  payments  to  be  made 
on  account  of  the  Loan  as  prescribed  in  Section  4.3  and  all 
other  payments  required  hereunder  free  of  any  deductions 
and  without  abatement,  diminution  or  set-off  other  than 
those  herein  expressly  provided ;  and  until  such  time  as  the 
principal  of  and  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  the  Bonds 
shall  have  been  fully  paid,  or  provision  for  the  payment 
thereof  shall  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  Ordi- 
nance, the  Borrower  Subsidiary:  (i)  mil  not  suspend  or 
discontinue  any  payments  provided  for  in  Section  4.3 
hereof;  (ii)  will  perform  and  observe  all  of  its  other  agree- 
ments contained  in  this  Agreement;  and  (iii)  except  as 
provided  in  Article  IX  hereof,  will  not  terminate  this 
Agreement  for  any  cause,  including,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  failure  to  complete  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities,  sale  or  other  transfer  of  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities,  destruction  of  or  damage  to 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  commercial  frustration  of 
purpose,  anj'  change  in  the  tax  laws  of  the  United  States 
of  America  or  of  ^Maryland  or  any  political  subdivision  of 
either  of  these,  or  any  failure  of  the  City  to  perform  and 
observe  any  agreement,  whether  express  or  implied,  or 
any  duty,  liability  or  obligation  arising  out  of  or  connected 
with  this  Agreement,  except  to  the  extent  permitted  by  this 
Agreement. 

ARTICLE  V 

OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE,  INSURANCE 
AND  CONDEMNATION 

Section  5.1.  Maintenance  and  Modifications  of  Pollu- 
tio-n  Control  Facilities.  The  Borrower  Subsidiary  agrees  that 
it  will  cause  all  properties  used  or  useful  in  the  operation 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  to  be  properly  maintained 
and  kept  in  good  condition,  repair  and  working  order  and 
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supplied  with  all  necessary  equipment  and  all  necessary 
repairs,  renewals,  replacements,  betterments  and  improve- 
ments thereof  to  be  made,  all  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary  may  be  necessary  so  that  the  business 
carried  on  at  the  Baltimore  Plants  may  be  properly  and 
advantageously  conducted  at  all  times;  provided,  however, 
that  nothing  in  this  Section  shall  require  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  -to  continue  the  operation  and  maintenance  of 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  if  such  operation,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  is  no  longer  (a) 
desirable  in  the  conduct  of  business  due  to  the  discon- 
tinuance of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  any  of  the 
industrial  facilities  served  by  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities or  (b)  required  in  the  operation  of  such  industrial 
facilities.  The  cost  of  such  maintenance,  repairs,  renewals, 
replacements,  betterments  and  improvements  of  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  shall  be  provided  by  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary. 

The  Borrower  Subsidiary  may  cause  to  be  made  all  addi- 
tions, modifications,  substitutions  and  improvements  to  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities,  or  to  be  removed  any  prop- 
erty therefrom,  which  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  in  its  sole 
discretion,  may  deem  to  be  desirable  for  its  use  and  pur- 
poses, provided  that  such  additions,  modifications,  substi- 
tutions, improvements  and  removals  comply  with  applicable 
laws  and  regulations  of  governmental  entities  having  jur- 
isdiction thereof.  The  cost  of  such  additions,  modifications, 
substitutions,  improvements  and  removals  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  SCM  or  another  wholly- 
owned  consolidated  subsidiary  of  SCj\I,  or  to  the  extent 
permitted  by  the  Ordinance,  from  the  proceeds  of  Addi- 
tional Bonds.  Any  property  forming  a  part  of  such  addi- 
tions, modifications,  substitutions  and  improvements  the 
cost  of  which  is  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  Additional  Bonds 
shall  be  the  property  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  and  be 
included  under  the  terms  of  the  Lease  Agreement  as  part 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities.  Any  such  property  the 
cost  of  which  is  provided  for  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary, 
SCM  or  another  wholly-owned  consolidated  subsidiary  of 
SCM  shall  be  the  sole  property  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary, 
SCM  or  other  wholly-owned  consolidated  subsidiary  of  SCM 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  may  if  it  will  not  adversely  affect 
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the  usefulness  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  be  modi- 
fied or  removed  at  any  time. 

Section  5.2.  Insurance.  The  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall 
keep  at  its  own  expense  the  Baltimore  Plants  and  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  at  all  times  insured  against  loss  or 
damage  in  accordance  with  the  customary  insurance  prac- 
tices of  SCM  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Trustee  from  time  to 
time  certificates  establishing  that  such  insurance  has  been 
obtained.  Such  insurance  may  be  provided  either  by  means 
of  policies  issued  by  reputable  insurance  companies  or,  at 
the  election  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  partially  or  wholly 
by  means  of  self  insurance  or  in  conjunction  with  other 
companies  through  an  insurance  trust  or  other  arrange- 
ments. The  Borrower  Subsidiary  may  also  insure  such  prop- 
erty under  a  blanket  insurance  policy  or  policies  which 
cover  not  only  such  property  but  other  properties. 

If  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  at  any  time  shall  carry  prop- 
erty damage  or  public  liability  insurance  with  specific  refer- 
ence to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  for  the  operation 
thereof,  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  be  made  additional 
insureds  thereunder  or  included  therein  as  their  interests 
may  appear. 

The  Borrower  Subsidiary  releases  the  City  and  the  Trus- 
tee from,  agrees  that  the  City  and  the  Trustee  shall  not  be 
liable  for,  and  agrees  to  defend  and  hold  the  City  and  the 
Trustee  harmless  from,  any  liability  for  any  loss  or  damage 
to  property  or  any  injury  to  or  death  of  any  person  that  may 
be  occasioned  by  any  cause  whatsoever  pertaining  to  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

The  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the 
payment  of  any  costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance 
or  condemnation  awards,  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement 
from  the  City,  the  Trustee,  or  the  holders  or  owners  of  the 
Bonds  or  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  payments 
prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 

Section  5.3.  Damage  and  Destruction;  Eminent  Dom.ain. 
In  the  event  that  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  shall  be 
damaged  or  partially  or  totally  destroyed,  or  title  to  or  the 
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temporary  use  of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  be  taken  under  the  exercise  of  the  power 
of  eminent  domain  by  any  governmental  body  or  by  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  acting  under  governmental  au- 
thority, the  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall  promptly  repair, 
rebuild  or  restore  the  portion  of  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities damaged,  destroyed  or  taken,  to  the  extent  that  such 
repairing,  r^ebuilding  or  restoration  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary,  desirable  or  required  by  applicable 
law  or  in  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  industrial 
facilities  served  by  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities.  In  the 
event  that  any  such  damage  or  destruction  shall  be  covered 
by  insurance  or  that  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  receives  any 
award  in  such  eminent  domain  proceedings,  an  amount 
equal  to  the  proceeds  of  such  insurance  received  by  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary  in  respect  of  such  damage  or  destruc- 
tion or  an  amount  equal  to  such  award  shall  be  applied  to 
such  repair,  rebuilding  or  restoration  or,  if  such  repair,  re- 
building or  restoration  is  not  required  or  is  determined  by 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary  to  be  not  desirable,  to  the  construc- 
tion or  acquisition  of  other  Pollution  Control  Facilities  to  the 
extent  that  such  construction  or  acquisition  is,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  desirable  or  required  by  ap- 
plicable law  or  to  the  redemption  of  Bonds  to  the  extent  that 
such  redemption  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Borrower  Subsidi- 
ary, desirable  and  permitted  by  Article  III  of  the  Ordinance. 
To  the  extent  the  costs  of  repair,  rebuilding  or  restoration 
exceed  the  proceeds  of  such  insurance  or  eminent  domain 
award,  such  excess  shall  be  paid  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary. 
No  such  damage,  destruction  or  taking  shall  result  in  any 
diminution  or  postponement  of  the  Loan  payments  required 
under  Section  4.3  hereof. 

The  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall  not,  by  reason  of  the  pay- 
ment of  any  costs  to  repair,  rebuild  or  restore  the  Pollution 
Control  Facilities  in  excess  of  the  proceeds  of  insurance  or 
condemnation  aw^ards,  be  entitled  to  any  reimbursement 
from  the  City,  the  Trustee  or  the  holders  or  owners  of  the 
Bonds  or  any  abatement  or  diminution  of  the  Loan  pay- 
ments prescribed  under  Section  4.3  hereof. 
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ARTICLE  VI 

SPECIAL  COVENANTS 

Section  6.1.  No  Warranty  of  Condition  or  Suitability 
by  the  City.  The  City  makes  no  warranty,  either  express  or 
or  implied,  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Pollution  Control  Fa- 
cilities, or  that  they  will  be  suitable  for  the  purposes  or 
needs  of  the  Industrial  Corporations. 

Section  6.2.  Access  to  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 
The  Borrower  Subsidiary  agrees  that  it  will  cooperate  with 
the  City  and  the  duly  authorized  agents  of  the  City  and 
other  lawful  authorities  in  exercising  any  lawful  right  to 
examine  and  inspect  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 

Section  6.3.     The  Borrower  Subsidiary  to  Maintain  its 

Corporate  Existence;  Conditions  Under  Which  Exceptions 
Permitted.  The  Borrower  Subsidiary  agrees  that  during  the 
term  of  this  Agreement  it  will  maintain  its  corporate  exist- 
ence, and  will  not  dissolve  or  otherwise  dispose  of  all  or 
substantially  all  of  its  assets,  and  will  not  consolidate  with 
or  merge  into  another  corporation  or  permit  one  or  more 
other  corporations  to  consolidate  with  or  merge  into  it;  un- 
less (i)  the  surviving,  resulting  or  transferee  corporation, 
as  the  case  may  be,  is  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  of  America  or  any  state,  district  or  ter- 
ritory thereof  and  is  a  wholly-owned  consolidated  subsidiary 
of  SCM  which  has  made  the  covenants  provided  in  Section 
6.8  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  and  assumes  in  writing  all  of 
the  obligations  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  under  this  Agree- 
ment and  the  Note  and  would  have  been  eligible  to  finance  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  under  the  Act,  had  the  same  facts 
and  circumstances  existed  on  the  date  of  delivery  of  the 
Bonds  as  exist  on  the  date  of  such  merger,  consolidation,  sale 
or  transfer,  or  (ii)  SCM  assumes  in  ^^Titing  all  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  under  this  Agreement  and 
under  the  Note. 

Section  6.4.  Qualification  in  Maryland.  The  Borrower 
Subsidiary  warrants  that,  tnroughout  the  term  of  this 
Agreement,  any  corporation  which  is  the  surviving,  result- 
ing or  transferee  corporation  in  any  merger,  consolidation 
or  transfer  of  assets  permitted  under  Section  6.3  hereof  will 
either  be  a  ^Maryland  domestic  corporation  or,  if  a  foreign 
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corporation  (as  to  the  State  of  Maryland),  will  covenant 
to  become  and  to  remain  duly  qualified  to  do  business  in  the 
State  of  Maryland. 

Section  6.5.  No  Pecuniary  Liability.  The  Act  prescribes 
and  the  parties  intend  that  by  reason  of  making  this  Agree- 
ment, by  reason  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  by  reason  of  the 
performance  of  any  act  required  of  it  by  this  Agreement,  or 
by  reason  of  the  performance  of  any  act  requested  of  it  by 
the  Industrial  Corporations,  no  indebtedness  or  charge 
against  the  general  credit  or  taxing  powers  of  the  City 
within  the  meaning  of  any  constitutional  or  charter  provi- 
sion or  statutory  limitation  shall  occur  as  shall  ever  consti- 
tute or  give  rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City. 
Nevertheless,  if  the  City  shall  incur  any  such  pecuniary 
liability,  then  in  such  event  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall 
indemnify  and  hold  the  City  harmless  by  reason  thereof. 

Section  6.6.  Financial  Statements  to  be  Required  of 
SCM.  The  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall  require  in  the  Lease 
Agreement  that  in  the  Guaranty  Agreement  to  be  delivered 
with  the  Loan  Agreement  SCM  will  covenant  (a)  to  furnish 
the  City  and  the  Trustee  without  request  therefor  copies  of 
the  annual  reports  which  SCM  is  required  to  file  vdth  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  pursuant  to  Section 
13  or  15(d)  of  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Act  of  1934 
and  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee  without  request  therefor 
and  to  any  holder  of  a  Bond  if  reasonably  requested  copies 
of  all  annual  reports  and  quarterly  financial  statements 
which  SCM  furnishes  to  it  stockholders,  and  (b)  in  the  event 
SCM  is  not  required  to  so  file  such  annual  reports,  SCM  will 
furnish  the  City  and  the  Trustee  without  request  therefor 
financial  information  concerning  SCM  substantially  similar 
to  that  required  for  such  reports. 

Section  6.7.  Additional  Bonds.  Subject  to  the  obliga- 
tions of  the  City  under  the  Ordinance,  the  City  and  the  In- 
dustrial Corporations  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or  more 
amendments  to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  obtaining  of 
additional  funds  by  the  City  to  finance  the  completion  of 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  to  provide  additional 
pollution  control  facilities  through  the  issuance  of  Additional 
Bonds  pursuant  to  Section  2.10  of  the  Ordinance;  provided 
that  no  obligation  is  imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Section  6.7 
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to  enter  into  any  such  amendment,  and  no  such  amend- 
ment is  permitted  hereunder  which  would  result  either  in 
the  breach  of  the  City's  agreements  pursuant  to  the  Ordi- 
nance or  in  the  reduction  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary's 

obligations  pursuant  to  this  Agreement. 

Section  6.8.  Restrictions  on  Borroiver  Subsidiary.  The 
Borrower  Subsidiary  covenants  that,  so  long  as  the  Bonds 
remain  outstanding  and  unpaid,  it  will  not  conduct  or  carry 
on  any  other  operation  or  business  activity  except  the 
operation,  management  and  leasing  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities,  will  not  incur  any  indebtedness  other  than  that 
incurred  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this  Agreement  or  the 
Lease  Agreement  or  in  the  ordinary  course  of  operating, 
managing  and  leasing  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  and 
will  not  declare  or  pay  any  dividend  on,  make  any  distribu- 
tion in  respect  of  or  purchase  any  of  its  capital  stock  unless 
any  such  dividend  shall  be  payable  within  sixty  days  of  the 
date  of  declaration  thereof  and  any  such  dividend  shall  be 
paid,  or  such  distribution  or  purchase  shall  be  made,  only 
out  of  earned  surplus. 

ARTICLE  VII 
ASSIGNMENT,  LEASING  AND  SELLING 

Section  7.1.  Sale,  Lease  or  Other  Disposition.  The  Bor- 
rower Subsidiary  will  not  sell,  lease  or  otherwise  dispose 
of  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  except  as  provided  in 
Section  6.3  hereof  and  in  this  Article  VII. 

Section  7.2.  Permitted  Partial  Sale.  The  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary may  from  time  to  time  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
any  item  constituting  an  identifiable  element  of  the  Pollu- 
tion Control  Facilities  if  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  in  re- 
gard to  such  item,  furnishes  the  City  and  the  Trustee  a 
certificate  of  the  Authorized  Borrower  Subsidiary  Repre- 
sentative that  the  maintenance,  repair,  replacement  or  re- 
newal of  such  item  has  become  uneconomic  to  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  because  of  damage  or  destruction  by  a  cause 
not  within  the  control  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  or 
obsolescence,  or  change  in  government  standards  and  reg- 
ulations, or  the  termination  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary 
of   the   operation    of   the    production    facilities    to   which 
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such   item  of  the   Pollution   Control  Facilities   is   an  ad- 
junct. 

Any  proceeds  from  such  permitted  sale  or  other  disposi- 
tion shall  be  either  (i)  applied  to  the  replacement  of  or 
substitution  for  the  item  so  sold  or  disposed  of  or  to  acquire 
other  pollution  control  facilities,  or  (ii)  paid  to  the  Trustee 
for  the  redemj)tion  or  purchase  of  Bonds  in  accordance  with 
instructions  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  all  as  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  shall  determine. 

The  provisions  of  this  Section  7.2  are  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  7.4  of  this  Agreement. 

Section  7.3.  Permitted  Sale,  Lease  or  Assignment.  This 
Agreement  may  be  assigned  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  the 
Pollution  Control  Facilities  may  be  sold  or  leased  as  a 
whole  or  in  part,  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  without  the 
necessity  of  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  City,  subject,  how- 
ever, to  the  following  conditions: 

(a)  no  sale,  assignment  or  leasing  shall  relieve  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary,  the  Lessee  Subsidiary  or  SCM  from 
their  obligations  under  this  Agreement,  the  Lease  Agree- 
ment, and  the  Guaranty  Agreement,  and  in  the  event  of  any 
such  sale,  assignment  or  leasing  the  Borrower  Subsidiary 
shall  continue  to  remain  liable  for  the  payments  specified 
in  Section  4.3  hereof,  including  payments  under  the  Note 
and  for  performance  and  observance  of  the  other  agree- 
ments to  be  performed  on  the  part  of  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary, and  SCM  shall  continue  to  remain  liable  under  the 
Guaranty  Agreement ; 

(b)  the  purchaser,  assignee  or  lessee  from  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  shall  be  a  consolidated,  wholly-owned  subsidiary 
of  SCINI  and  shall  assume  the  obligations  of  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  under  this  Agreement,  including  the  Note,  and 
the  Lease  Agreement,  to  the  extent  of  the  interest  sold, 
assigned  or  leased;  and 

(c)  The  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall,  within  fifteen  (15) 
days  after  the  delivery  thereof,  furnish  or  cause  to  be 
furnished  to  the  City  and  the  Trustee  a  true  and  complete 
copy  of  each  such  sale  agreement,  assignment  and  lease,  as 
the  case  may  be. 
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The  provisions  of  this  Section  7.3  shall  not  apply  to  sales 
or  other  dispositions  pursuant  to  Section  7.4  of  this  Agree- 
ment. 

Section  7.4.  Sale  of  Adrian  Joyce  Works.  The  City  and 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary  recognize  that  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary and  Lessee  Subsidiary  constitute  part  of  the  com- 
plex corporate  structure  consisting  of  SCM  and  its  con- 
solidated subsidiaries.  Although  the  Adrian  Joyce  Works, 
the  Pemco  Plant  and  the  St.  Helena  Plant  each  constitute 
major  industrial  installations,  the  needs  of  various  markets 
and  technological  developments  affecting  the  utilization 
of  industrial  production,  as  well  as  other  varied  industrial 
and  business  considerations,  might  indicate  the  desirability 
or  necessity  for  SCM  to  sell  either  the  Adrian  Jojxe  Works, 
Pemco  Plant,  or  the  St.  Helena  Plant,  or  any  two  or  all 
of  them,  in  order  to  maintain  or  increase  the  value  and 
utility  of  these  industrial  installations. 

Recognizing  that  the  interests  of  the  City  and  its  resi- 
dents and  the  purposes  of  the  Act  will  be  best  served  by 
avoiding  unnecessarily  restrictive  and  potentially  adverse 
(to  the  interests  of  the  City  and  its  residents)  limitations 
on  the  future  uses  of  the  Baltimore  Plants,  the  City  recog- 
nizes the  right  of  SCM  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
Adrian  Joyce  Works,  the  Pemco  Plant,  the  St.  Helena 
Plant  or  any  two  or  all  of  them. 

In  the  event  SCM  were  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  (i) 
the  Adrian  Joyce  Works  or  (ii)  the  stock  of  the  Borrower  or 
Lessee  Subsidiary,  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  owned 
by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  would  necessarily  have  to  be 
sold  or  otherwise  transferred  to  the  new  owner  or  owners 
of  the  Adrian  Joyce  Works  or  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary. 
In  order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  City  and  of  the 
Bondholders,  the  Lease  Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agree- 
ment shall  provide  that,  (a)  in  the  event  of  such  a  sale  or 
other  disposition  of  either  the  Adrian  Joyce  Works  or  the 
stock  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  (i)  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary will  use  its  best  efforts  to  provide  for  the  continued 
operation  and  maintenance  (to  the  extent  then  technolog- 
ically or  economically  desirable)  of  the  Pollution  Control 
Facilities  by  the  new  owner  or  owners,  and  (ii)  SC]\I  shall 
become  directly  and  primarily  liable  for  the  obligations  of 
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the  Borrower  Subsidiary  under  this  Agreement,  and  (b)  in 
the  event  of  a  sale  or  other  disposition  of  the  Pemco  Plant 
or  the  St.  Helena  Plant,  or  both,  this  Agreement,  the  Lease 
Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement  shall  continue  in 
full  force  and  effect  and  there  shall  be  no  resulting  diminu- 
tion of  the  obligations  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary, 
the  Lessee  Subsidiary  or  SCM  under  this  Agreement,  the 
Lease  Agreement  and  the  Guaranty  Agreement  (as  the 
case  may  be). 

Section  7.5.  Assignment  of  this  Agreement  by  the  City. 
The  City  will  assign  this  Agreement,  the  Lease  Agreement 
and  the  Guaranty  Agreement,  and  all  payments  thereunder 
(except  payments  pursuant  to  Section  6.5  and  Section  8.4 
of  this  Agreement) ,  to  the  Trustee  as  security  for  payment 
of  the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds. 

Section  7.6.  Redemption  of  Bonds.  The  City,  at  the  re- 
quest at  any  time  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  and  if  the 
same  are  then  callable,  shall  forthwith  take  all  steps  that 
may  be  necessary  under  the  applicable  redemption  provi- 
sions of  the  Resolution  and  the  Ordinance  to  effect  redemp- 
tion of  all  or  part  of  the  then  outstanding  Bonds,  as  may  be 
specified  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  on  the  earliest  redemp- 
tion date  on  which  such  redemption  may  be  made  under 
such  applicable  provisions.  The  City  shall  cooperate  with 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary  in  delivering  Bonds  and  in  effect- 
ing any  purchase  of  Bonds  to  be  delivered  for  credit,  as 
provided  in  the  Ordinance,  against  the  sinking  fund  re- 
demption obligation,  if  desired  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary. 

Section  7.7.  Prepayments.  There  is  expressly  reserved 
to  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  the  right,  and  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  is  authorized  and  permitted  at  any  time  it  may 
choose,  to  prepay  all  or  any  part  of  the  amount  payable 
under  Section  4.3  hereof,  and  the  City  agrees  that  the 
Trustee  may  accept  such  prepajanents  when  the  same  are 
tendered  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary.  All  amounts  so  pre- 
paid shall  be  credited  on  the  paj^ments  specified  in  Section 
4.3  hereof,  in  the  order  of  their  due  dates,  or,  if  requested 
by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary,  the  City  shall  direct  the  Trus- 
tee (i)  to  apply  such  payments  to  the  purchase  of  Bonds  in 
accordance  with  the  Ordinance,  or   (ii)   upon  payment  to 
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the  Trustee  of  the  applicable  redemption  premium,  to  the 
redemption  of  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance. 

Section  7.8.  Modification  of  Pollution  Control  Facilities. 
The  Industrial  Corporations  may  from  time  to  time  in  their 
sole  discretion  and  at  their  own  expense  modify,  improve  or 
enlarge  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  any  way  per- 
mitted by  the  then  applicable  statutes,  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  Industrial  Corporations' 
pollution  control  needs;  provided  that,  in  the  event  of  a 
material  modification,  improvement  or  enlargement,  there 
shall  have  been  delivered  to  the  Trustee  (prior  to  the  mak- 
ing thereof)  an  opinion  of  Independent  Counsel  to  the  effect 
that  such  modification,  improvement  or  enlargement  shall 
not  adversely  affect  the  exemption  from  Federal  income 
taxes  of  interest  on  the  Bonds. 

Section  7.9.  Reference  to  Bonds  Ineffective  After  Bonds 
Paid.  Upon  paj^ment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision  for 
payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  all  fees  and  charges  of  the 
Trustee,  all  references  in  this  Agreement  to  the  Bonds  and 
the  Trustee  shall  be  ineffective  and  neither  the  Trustee  nor 
the  holders  of  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  thereafter  have  any 
rights  hereunder,  saving  and  excepting  those  that  shall 
have  theretofore  vested.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Agreement, 
the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed  fully  paid : 

(a)  If  there  is  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund  an  amount 
sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  all  the  then  outstanding 
Bonds  plus  the  interest  due  thereon  until  and  at  their 
respective  maturities,  and  provision  for  payment  of  all 
Trustee's  and  paying  agents'  fees,  accrued  and  to  accrue, 
has  been  made  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Trustee  and 
such  paying  agents;  or 

(b)  If  the  Bonds  have  been  paid  as  provided  in  Section 
9.01  of  the  Ordinance. 


ARTICLE  VIII 

EVENTS  OF  DEFAULT  AND  REMEDIES 

Section  8.1.     Events  of  Default  Defined.  The  following 
shall  be  ''events  of  default"  under  this  Agreement  and  the 
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terms  "event  of  default"  or  ''default"  shall  mean,  whenever 
they  are  used  in  this  Agreement,  any  one  or  more  of  the 
following  events : 

(a)  Failure  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  to  pay  the 
amounts  required  to  be  paid  under  the  first  two  paragraphs 
of  Section  4.3  of  this  Agreement  at  the  time  specified  there- 
in; provided,  that,  such  failure  to  make  at  the  time  specified 
any  such  i^ayments  required  to  be  paid  under  the  first  two 
paragraphs  of  Section  4.3  of  this  Agreement  as  are  required 
for  the  payment  of  principal  on  the  Bonds  payable  pursuant 
to  the  sinking  fund  requirements  or  for  the  payment  of 
interest  on  the  Bonds  shall  not  constitute  an  "event  of 
default"  or  "default"  until  continued  for  a  period  of  thirty 
days. 

(b)  The  occurrence  of  an  event  of  default  under  the 
Lease  Agreement. 

(c)  The  occurrence  of  an  event  of  default  under  the 
Guaranty  Agreement. 

(d)  Failure  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  to  observe  and 
perform  any  covenant,  condition  or  agreement  in  this  Agree- 
ment on  its  part  to  be  observed  or  performed,  other  than  as 
referred  to  in  subsection  (a)  of  this  Section,  for  a  period 
of  sixty  days  after  written  notice,  specifying  such  failure 
and  requesting  that  it  be  remedied,  given  to  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  unless  the  City  and 
the  Trustee  shall  agree  in  writing  to  an  extension  of  such 
time  prior  to  its  expiration  (or  in  the  case  of  any  such 
default  which  cannot  with  due  diligence  be  cured  within 
such  sixty  day  period,  if  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall  fail 
to  proceed  promptlj^  to  cure  the  same  and  thereafter  prose- 
cute the  curing  of  such  default  with  due  diligence,  it  being 
intended  in  connection  with  such  a  default  not  susceptible 
of  being  cured  with  due  diligence  within  the  sixty  days  that 
the  time  within  which  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  may  cure 
the  same  shall  be  extended  for  such  period  as  may  be 
necessary  to  complete  the  curing  of  the  same  with  all  due 
diligence). 

(c)  The  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  an  Industrial  Cor- 
poration or  the  filing  by  an  Industrial  Corporation  of  a 
voluntary  petition  in  bankruptcy,  or  the  commission  by  an 
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Industrial  Corporation  of  any  act  of  bankruptcy,  or  adjudi- 
cation of  an  Industrial  Corporation  as  a  bankrupt,  or  as- 
signment by  an  Industrial  Corporation  for  the  benefit  of  its 
creditors,  or  the  entry  by  an  Industrial  Corporation  into  an 
agreement  of  composition  with  its  creditors,  or  the  ap- 
proval by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of  a  petition 
applicable  to  an  Industrial  Corporation  in  any  proceeding 
for  its  reorganization  instituted  under  the  provisions  of 
the  general  bankruptcy  act,  as  amended,  or  under  any 
similar  act  in  any  domestic  or  foreign  jurisdiction  which 
may  now  be  in  effect  or  hereafter  enacted.  The  term  **dis- 
solution  or  liquidation  of  an  Industrial  Corporation,"  as 
used  in  this  subsection,  shall  not  be  construed  to  include 
the  cessation  of  the  corporate  existence  of  an  Industrial 
Corporation  resulting  either  from  a  merger  or  consolida- 
tion of  an  Industrial  Corporation  into  or  with  another  cor- 
poration or  a  dissolution  or  liquidation  of  an  Industrial 
Corporation  following  a  transfer  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  its  assets  as  an  entity,  provided,  that  the  conditions  per- 
mitting such  actions  contained  in  Section  6.3  hereof  shall 
have  been  met. 

The  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section  are  subject  to 
the  following  limitations :  If  by  any  reason  of  force  majeure 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary  is  unable  in  whole  or  in  part  to 
carry  out  the  agreements  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  on 
its  part  contained  in  this  Agreement  other  than  the  obliga- 
tions on  the  part  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  contained  in 
Article  IV  and  Section  6.5  hereof,  the  Borrower  Subsidiary 
shall  not  be  deemed  in  default  during  the  continuance  of 
such  inability.  The  term  "force  majeure''  as  used  herein 
shall  mean,  without  limitation,  the  following:  acts  of  God; 
strikes;  lockouts  or  other  industrial  disturbances;  acts  of 
public  enemies;  orders  of  any  kinds  of  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  or  of  Maryland  or  any  of  their  depart- 
ments, agencies  or  officials,  or  any  civil  or  military  author- 
ity; insurrections;  riots;  epidemics;  landslides;  lightning; 
earthquakes;  fire;  hurricanes;  storms;  floods;  washouts; 
droughts;  arrests;  restraint  of  government  and  people; 
civil  disturbances;  explosions;  breakage  or  accident  to  ma- 
chinery, transmission  pipes  or  canals;  partial  or  entire 
failure  of  utilities  or  any  other  cause  or  event  not  reason- 
ably within  the  control  of  the  Industrial  Corporation,  it 
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being  agreed  that  the  settlement  of  strikes,  lockouts  and 
other  industrial  disturbances  shall  be  entirely  within  the 
discretion  of  the  Industrial  Corporation,  and  the  Industrial 
Corporation  shall  not  be  required  to  make  settlement  of 
strikes,  lockouts  and  other  industrial  disturbances  by  ac- 
ceding to  the  demands  of  the  opposing  party  or  parties 
when  such  course  is,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Industrial 
Corporatioij,  unfavorable  to  the  Industrial  Corporation. 

Section  8.2.  Remedies  on  Default.  Whenever  any  event 
of  default  referred  to  in  Section  8.1  hereof  shall  have  hap- 
pened and  be  subsisting,  the  City  may  take  any  one  or 
more  of  the  following  remedial  steps: 

(a)  The  City  or  the  Trustee  as  provided  in  the  Ordi- 
nance may,  at  its  option,  declare  all  payments  payable 
under  the  first  two  paragraphs  of  Section  4.3  hereof  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  of  this  Agreement  be  be  immediately 
due  and  payable,  whereupon  the  same  shall  become  immedi- 
ately due  and  payable. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  at  the  time  be 
outstanding  and  unpaid,  the  City  may  have  access  to  and 
inspect,  examine  and  make  copies  of  the  books  and  records 
and  any  and  all  accounts  and  similar  data  of  Borrower 
Subsidiary. 

(c)  The  City  may  take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in 
equity  may  appear  necessary  or  desirable  to  collect  the 
pajrrnents  and  other  amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to 
become  due  or  to  enforce  performance  and  observance  of 
any  obligation,  agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Borrower 
Subsidiary  under  this  Agreement. 

Any  amounts  collected  pursuant  to  action  taken  under 
this  Section  shall  be  paid  into  the  Bond  Fund  and  applied 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

No  action  taken  pursuant  to  this  Section  shall  relieve 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary  from  its  obligations  pursuant  to 
Section  4.3  and  Section  8.2(a)  hereof,  all  of  which  shall 
survive  any  such  action,  and  the  City  and  the  Trustee  may 
take  whatever  action  at  law  or  in  equity  as  may  appear 
necessary  and  desirable  to  collect  the  payments  and  other 
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amounts  then  due  and  thereafter  to  become  due  and/or  to 
enforce  the  performance  and  observance  of  any  obligation, 
agreement  or  covenant  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  here- 
under. 

Section  8.3.  No  Remedy  Exclusive.  No  remedy  herein 
conferred  upon  or  reserved  to  the  City  is  intended  to  be 
exclusive  of  any  other  available  remedy  or  remedies,  but 
each  and  every  such  remedy  shall  be  cumulative  and  shall 
be  in  addition  to  every  other  remedy  given  under  this 
Agreement  or  now  or  hereafter  existing  at  law  or  in  equity 
or  by  statute.  No  delay  or  omission  to  exercise  any  right 
or  power  accruing  upon  any  default  shall  impair  any  such 
right  or  power  or  shall  be  construed  to  be  a  waiver  thereof, 
but  any  such  right  and  power  may  be  exercised  from  time 
to  time  and  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  expedient.  In 
order  to  entitle  the  City  to  exercise  any  remedy  reserved 
to  it  in  this  Article,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  give  any 
notice,  other  than  such  notice  as  may  be  herein  expressly 
required.  Such  rights  and  remedies  as  are  given  the  City 
hereunder  shall  also  extend  to  the  Trustee,  and  the  Trustee 
and  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deemed  third  party 
beneficiaries  of  all  covenants  and  agreements  herein  con- 
tained. 

Section  8.4.  Agreement  to  Pay  Attorneys'  Fees  and 
Expenses.  In  the  event  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  should  de- 
fault under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  and  the 
City  or  the  Trustee  should  employ  attorneys  or  incur  other 
expenses  for  the  collection  of  amounts  due  hereunder  or 
the  enforcement  of  performance  or  observance  of  any  obli- 
gation or  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  Borrower  Subsidiary 
herein  contained,  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  agrees  that  it 
will  on  demand  therefor  pay  to  the  City  or  the  Trustee  the 
reasonable  fee  of  such  attorneys  and  such  other  expenses 
so  incurred  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee. 

Section  8.5.  No  Additional  Waiver  Implied  by  One 
Waiver.  In  the  event  any  agreement  contained  in  this  Agree- 
ment should  be  breached  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  and 
thereafter  waived  by  the  City  or  the  Trustee,  such  waiver 
shall  be  limited  to  the  particular  breach  so  waived  and  shall 
not  be  deemed  to  waive  any  other  breach  hereunder. 
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ARTICLE  IX 


OPTIONS  IN  FAVOR  OF  THE  BORROWER 
SUBSIDIARY 

Section  9.1.  Option  to  Terminate.  The  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary shall  have,  and  is  hereby  granted,  the  following 
option  to  terminate  this  Agreement : 

At  any  time  prior  to  full  payment  of  the  Bonds  (or  pro- 
vision for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary may  terminate  this  Agreement  by  paying  to  the 
Trustee  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  the  amount  on 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient  to  pay,  retire 
and  redeem  all  the  outstanding  Bonds  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  (including,  without  limiting 
the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  principal,  interest  to  matur- 
ity or  earliest  applicable  redemption  date,  as  the  case  may 
be,  premium,  expenses  of  redemption  and  Trustee's,  paying 
agents'  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses),  and  in 
case  of  redemption,  making  arrangements  satisfactory  to 
the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemp- 
tion, and  by  paying  to  the  City  any  and  all  sums  then 
due  to  the  City  under  this  Agreement. 

Section  9.2.  Option  to  Terminate  Agreement  Prior  to 
Payment  of  the  Bonds.  The  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall  have, 
and  is  hereby  granted,  the  option  to  terminate  this  Agree- 
ment prior  to  the  full  pajTnent  of  the  Bonds  (or  provision 
for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance),  if  any  of  the  events  set 
forth  in  the  following  clauses  shall  have  occurred  (but  only 
upon  pajTnent  of  the  sum  hereinafter  prescribed)  : 

[The  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall  be  given  the  option  to 
terminate  in  those  events  which  give  rise  to  an  option  to 
redeem  the  Bonds,  such  options  to  be  inserted  when  deter- 
mined by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  as  provided  in  the 
Ordinance] . 

To  exercise  such  option,  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  shall, 
within  ninety  days  following  the  event  authorizing  the 
exercise  of  such  option,  give  written  notice  to  the  City, 
and  to  the  Trustee  if  any  of  the  Bonds  shall  then  be  unpaid. 
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and  shall  specify  therein  the  date  of  termination,  which 
date  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  sixty  days 
from  the  date  such  notice  is  mailed,  and  in  case  of  a  re- 
demption of  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance,  shall  make  arrangements  satisfactory  to 
the  Trustee  for  the  giving  of  the  required  notice  of  redemp- 
tion, provided  that  this  option  to  terminate  is  conditioned 
upon  the  payment  by  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  to  the  Trus- 
tee en  or  prior  to  the  termination  date  of  the  sum  of  the 
following : 

(1)  An  amount  of  money  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  then  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Fund,  will  be  sufficient 
to  retire  and  redeem  all  the  then  outstanding  Bonds  on  the 
earliest  redemption  date  provided  by  the  Ordinance,  includ- 
ing, without  limitation,  principal,  premium,  if  any,  and  all 
interest  to  accrue  to  said  redemption  date  and  redemption 
expenses;  plus 

(2)  An  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  Trustee's,  paying 
agents'  and  bond  registrar's  fees  and  expenses  under  the 
Ordinance  accrued  and  to  accrue  until  such  final  payment 
and  redemption  of  the  Bonds. 

In  the  event  of  the  exercise  of  the  option  granted  in  this 
Section,  any  proceeds  of  insurance  or  condemnation  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  simultaneously  with  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary's  payment  of  the  sum  prescribed  in 
(1)  and  (2)  above. 

If  any  of  the  events  set  forth  in  clauses  [Insert  refer- 
ences to  options  to  terminate]  of  this  Section  9.2  occur  and 
the  Borrower  Subsidiary  does  not  exercise  its  option  to 
terminate  which  results  from  such  event,  then  the  Bor- 
rower Subsidiary  shall  continue  to  operate  and  maintain 
the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  in  accordance  with  this 
Agreement  until  the  principal,  premium,  if  any,  and  inter- 
est of  the  Bonds  have  been  fully  paid  or  provision  for  their 
payment  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance  and  until  such  time  shall  undertake  any 
repairs  thereto  or  restoration  thereof  required  under  any 
provisions  of  this  Agreement. 
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ARTICLE  X 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  10.1.  Notices.  All  notices,  certificates  or  other 
communications  hereunder  shall  be  sufficiently  given  and 
shall  be  deemed  given  when  mailed  by  registered  mail, 
postage  prepaid,  or  given  when  dispatched  by  telegram 
when  telegl'aphic  notice  is  permitted  by  express  provisions 
of  this  Agreement,  addressed  as  follows:  If  to  the  City,

The  City,  the  Borrower  Subsidiary  and  the  Trustee  may,  by 
notice  given  to  all  parties  to  this  Agreement  and  the  Ordi- 
nance, designate  any  further  or  different  addresses  to  which 
subsequent  notices,  certificates  or  other  communications 
shall  be  sent. 

Section  10.2.     Filing. 

(a)  The  financing  statements  to  be  filed  pursuant  to 
the  Agreement  shall  fully  comply  with  the  Maryland  Uni- 
form Commercial  Code  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  Office  of 
the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  and  in 
the  Office  of  the  State  Department  of  Assessments  and  Taxa- 
tion in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland.  The  parties  fur- 
ther agree  that  all  necessary  continuation  statements  shall 
be  filed  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the  Maryland  Uni- 
form Commercial  Code,  in  order  to  continue  the  security 
interests  created  by  this  Agreement,  to  the  end  that  the 
rights  of  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Trustee  shall  be 
fully  preserved. 

Section  10.3.  Binding  Effect.  This  Agreement  shall  in- 
ure to  the  benefit  of  and  shall  be  binding  upon  the  City,  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary  and  their  respective  successors  and 
assigns,  subject,  however,  to  the  limitations  contained  in 
Sections  6.3,  7.1,  7.2,  7.3  and  7.4  hereof.  The  terms  ''agree'' 
and  ''agreements"  contained  herein  are  intended  to  include 
and  mean  "covenant"  and  "covenants." 

Section  10.4.  Severability.  In  the  event  any  provision 
of  this  Agreement  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unenforceable  by 
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any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  holding  shall  not 
invalidate  or  render  unenforceable  any  other  provision 
hereof. 

Section  10.5.  Amounts  Remaining  in  Bond  Fund.  It  is 
agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  any  amounts  remaining  in 
the  Bond  Fund  after  payment  in  full  of  the  Bonds  (or  pro- 
vision for  payment  thereof  having  been  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance)  and  the  fees,  charges 
and  expenses  of  the  Trustee  and  paying  agents  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Ordinance,  shall  belong  to  and  be  paid  to  the 
Borrower  Subsidiary  by  the  Trustee  as  overpayments. 

Section  10.6.  Amendments,  Changes  and  Modifications. 
This  Agreement  may  not  be  amended,  changed,  modified, 
altered  or  terminated  without  in  each  instance  the  prior 
written  consent  of  the  Trustee,  provided  the  City  and  the 
Industrial  Corporations  may  hereafter  negotiate  one  or 
more  amendments  to  this  Agreement  pertaining  to  an 
increase  in  the  obligations  of  the  City  and  the  Industrial 
Corporations  upon  an  undertaking  of  the  Borrower  Sub- 
sidiary to  complete  the  Pollution  Control  Facilities  or  to 
construct  or  acquire  additional  pollution  control  facilities 
through  the  issuance  of  Additional  Bonds  pursuant  to  Sec- 
tion 2.10  of  the  Ordinance;  provided  that  no  obligation  is 
imposed  on  the  City  by  this  Section  10.6  to  enter  into  any 
such  amendment  and  no  such  amendment  is  permitted 
hereunder  which  would  result  either  in  the  breach  of  the 
City's  agreements  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance  or  in  the 
reduction  of  Borrower  Subsidiary's  obligations  pursuant  to 
this  Agreement. 

Section  10.7.  Execution  of  Counterparts.  This  Agree- 
ment may  be  executed  in  several  counterparts,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  and  all  of  which  shall  constitute 
but  one  and  the  same  instrument. 

Section  10.8.  Law  Governing  Construction  of  Agree- 
ment. This  Agreement  is  prepared  and  entered  into  with 
the  intention  that  the  law  of  the  State  of  Maryland  shall 
govern  its  construction.

Description  of  Pollution  Control  Facilities 

I. 

ADRIAN  JOYCE  WORKS— HAWKINS  POINT 

A. 

Water  Pollution  Control 

1.    Primary  Waste  Water  Neutralization 

Pollutants  in  the  waste  water  from  the  sulfate  titanium 
dioxide  pigment  plant  will  be  neutralized  in  this  facility. 
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Waste  water  will  be  treated  with  an  alkali,  filtered  and 
decanted  before  it  is  discharged  into  the  Patapsco  River. 
The  pollution  control  facilities  include  tanks,  reactors, 
filters,  mills,  conveyors,  settlers,  pumps  and  related  items. 

2.    Secondary  Waste  Water  Neutralization 

The  waste  water  from  the  primary  neutralization  plant 
will  be  directed  to  a  secondary  treatment  plant  where  it  will 
be  reacted  with  an  alkali  to  remove  residual  pollutants. 
Solids  will  be  precipitated,  filtered  and  separated  before  the 
waste  water  is  discharged  into  the  Patapsco  River.  The 
pollution  control  facilities  include  reactors,  filters,  settlers, 
pumps  and  related  items. 

B. 

Air  Pollution  Control 

1.  Batch  Attack  Scrubbers 

Particulate  matter  and  gaseous  pollutants  will  be 
scrubbed  from  the  exhaust  fumes  generated  in  the  attack 
vessels  of  the  sulfate  titanium  dioxide  pigment  plant.  The 
pollution  control  facilities  include  ducts,  tanks,  pumps, 
scrubbing  condenser  and  related  items. 

2.  Pigment  Calciner  Scrubber 

Particulate  matter  and  gaseous  pollutants  will  be 
scrubbed  from  the  exhaust  fumes  generated  in  two  calciners 
used  in  the  manufacturing  of  sulfate  titanium  dioxide  pig- 
ment. The  pollution  control  facilities  include  ducts,  tanks, 
pumps,  scrubber,  fan  and  related  items. 

3.  Ore  Diner  Du^t  Collector 

Particulate  matter  will  be  removed  from  the  gases  dis- 
charged from  an  ore  drier  used  in  the  manufacturing  of 
chloride  titanium  dioxide  pigment  through  the  utilization 
of  a  bag-type  dust  collector.  The  pollution  control  facilities 
include  ducts,  bag  collector,  fan  and  related  items. 

4.  Reactor  Emission  Control  Equipment 

Particulate  matter  and  certain  gaseous  pollutants  will  be 
removed  from  the  fumes  that  result  from  a  chemical  reac- 
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tion  in  the  manufacturing  of  chloride  titanium  dioxide  pig- 
ment. These  fumes  will  be  conducted  first  to  a  scrubber  and 
then  to  an  incinerator  where  a  final  chemical  reaction  will 
take  place  before  the  air  stream  is  discharged  into  the  at- 
mosphere.

An  Ordinance  to  repeal  Sections  40,  41,  42  and  43  of  Article 
1  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1966  Edition),  title 
''Mayor,  City  Council,  Municipal  Agencies",  subtitle 
''Community  Action  Program",  as  amended,  and  ordain 
new  Sections  40,  41,  42  and  43,  in  lieu  thereof,  under 
new  subtitle  "Urban  Services  Program"  to  abolish  the 
Community  Action  Agency  and  the  Model  Cities  Agency 
and  create  the  Urban  Services  Agency  and  prescribe 
the  organization  and  functions  thereof:  to  establish  the 
Urban  Services  Agency  as  the  successor  to  the  Com- 
munity Action  Agency  and  the  Model  Cities  Agency  and 
provide  for  transfer  of  personnel,  property  and  records 
and  generally  relating  thereto. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  40,  41,  42  and  43  of  Article  1 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1966  Edition),  title  "Mayor, 
City  Council,  Municipal  Agencies",   subtitle  "Community 
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Action  Program"  as  amended  are  hereby  repealed  and 
that  new  Sections  40,  41,  42  and  43,  under  the  new  subtitle 
"Urban  Services  Program",  be  and  they  are  ordained  in 
lieu  thereof,  to  read  as  follows : 

[Community  Action  Program 

40.     Declaration  of  policy  and  finding  of  facts. 

(a)  Findings.  The  City  Council  finds  that  there  live 
within  the  City  of  Baltimore  persons  and  families  who  sub- 
sist in  conditions  of  abject  poverty,  and  that  there  are  con- 
centrations of  such  persons  and  families  in  certain  deteri- 
orated neighborhoods  within  the  City;  that  illiteracy, 
illegitimacy,  crime,  juvenile  delinquency,  ill  health  and 
other  symptoms  of  social  breakdown  all  result  from  or  are 
coincidental  with  such  poverty  and  are  rampant  in  said 
neighborhood ;  that  m.any  of  said  impoverished  persons  and 
families  are  dependent  upon  public  subsidy  for  their  sub- 
sistence; that  many  of  the  services  available  to  help  them 
attain  a  state  of  economic  self-sufficiency  and  social  pro- 
ductivity either  are  not  being  utilized  by  them  or  are  being 
inappropriately  utilized  in  coordinated,  piecemeal  fashion. 

(b)  Same.  It  is  further  found  that  to  eliminate  the 
cause  of  poverty  and  the  problems  attendant  upon  it,  it  is 
imperative  for  the  City  of  Baltimore  to  engage  in  a  total 
program  of  concerted  community  action  which  will  har- 
ness and  synchronize  its  resources  for  remedial  education, 
job  training,  health  care,  environmental  improvement, 
social  and  physical  rehabilitation,  and  training  in  home 
management  and  healthy  family  living;  such  a  program  to 
be  effective  must  attack  the  problem  at  its  source,  in  the 
neighborhoods. 

To  that  end,  legislation  is  necessary  in  the  public  interest 
in  order  to  inaugurate  a  program  of  Community  Action 
for  Neighborhood  Development;  such  a  program  would 
mobilize,  utilize,  and  synchronize  a  variety  of  public  and 
private  services  to  enable  disadvantaged  persons  living  in 
a  designated  Action  Area  or  Areas  to  help  themselves;  it 
would  seek  the  participation  of  all  of  the  public  and  private 
education,  employment,  health,  recreation,  welfare  and 
other  agencies  and  institutions  in  providing  services  to 
improve  human  performance,  motivation,  and  productivity 
and  to  better  the  conditions  under  which  people  live,  learn,

and  work;  it  would  seek  the  maximum  feasible  participa- 
tion of  residents  of  the  Action  Area  or  Areas  in  planning 
and  conducting  the  programs  of  services  to  be  provided. 
Such  a  program  would  result  in  the  social  and  economic 
betterment  of  the  residents  of  the  Action  Area  or  Areas 
and  concurrently  therewith,  reduce  the  fiscal  burdens 
of  the  City. 

The  inauguration  of  such  a  progi'am  of  Community 
Action  would  meet  the  standards  set  forth  in  Title  II  A  of 
the  Economic  Opportunity  Act  of  1964,  making  the  City 
of  Baltimore  eligible  to  receive  funds  made  available  for 
these  purposes  by  the  Federal  Government  under  the  afore- 
mentioned Act  and  other  relevant  legislation. 

41.     Community'  Action  Agency 

(a)  Created.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established 
the  Community-  Action  Agency  of  Baltimore  City,  the  head 
of  which  shall  be  the  Community  Action  Commission,  with 
the  membership,  powers  and  duties  as  in  this  subtitle  pro- 
vided, which  Commission  shall  be  responsible  for  the  ad- 
ministration and  proper  operation  of  the  Community  Ac- 
tion Program  in  Baltimore  City. 

(b)  Members.  The  Commission  shall  be  composed  of 
twenty-one  (21)  members,  one  (1)  of  whom  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  designated 
by  the  Mayor  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  and  one 
(1)  of  whom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  City  Council  elected 
as  hereinafter  provided  by  the  City  Council  to  serve  for 
a  term  of  one  year.

(19)  members  shall  be  members  of  the  groups  to  be  served 
by  the  Community  Action  Program  and  shall  reside  in 
the  areas  or  neighborhoods  in  which  the  programs  will  be 
carried  out.  As  to  such  ten  (10)  members,  the  Commission 
shall  adopt  a  plan  whereby  the  residents  of  the  area  to  be 
served  by  the  Community  Action  Program  shall  recom- 
mend to  the  Commission  candidates  for  such  appoint- 
ments, whereupon  the  Commission  shall  submit  such  re- 
commendations to  the  Mayor.  None  of  the  members  so 
appointed  shall  be  paid  full  time  employees  of  any  Federal, 
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State  or  Municipal  department  except  that  a  paid  full 
time  employee  of  the  Department  of  Education  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  may  he  appointed  as 
a  member  of  the  Commission, 

(c)  Vacancies.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  on  the  Commis- 
sion, the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  office  was  previously  filled.  The 
Commission  members  shall  serve  without  compensation 
but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  expenses  necessarily  in- 
curred. 

(d)  Tenure.  Each  of  the  ten  (10)  members  of  the  Com- 
mission who  ^are  members  of  the  groups  to  be  served  by 
the  Community  Action  Program,  shall  serve  for  a  period 
of  one  (1)  year  to  expire  on  January  31st  of  each  year, 
and  until  his  successor  is  duly  appointed  and  qualified. 
Each  member  of  the  Commission,  except  as  otherwise 
specifically  provided  herein,  shall  serve  for  a  period  of 
three  (3)  years  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  appointed 
and  qualified.  Each  Commission  member  presently  serv- 
ing, shall  complete  his  present  term.  The  representative  of 
the  City  Council  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  Thursday

(f)  Members  missing  meetings.  Any  appointive  mem- 
ber of  the  Commission  who  without  good  cause  misses  or 
fails  to  attend  three  consecutive  meetings  of  the  Commis- 
sion shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned  or  refused  his  mem- 
bership. When  the  Mayor  determines  there  is  a  vacancy 
on  the  Commission  under  the  provisions  of  this  Section, 
he  shall  proceed  to  fill  it  for  the  unexpired  term,  by  ap- 
pointing thereto  a  person  with  the  qualifications  specified 
in  this  section. 

42.  Staff 

(a)  Directors.  The  Commission  shall  recommend  to 
the  Mayor  for  his  appointment  candidates  for  the  position 
of  Executive  Director  (1)  and  Associate  Director  (1). 
These  officers  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  six  (6)  years  and 
shall  be  appointed  in  the  manner  designated  in  Section  6 
of  Article  IV  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  (1964  Edi- 
tion). The  Director  and  Associate  Director  shall  have  such 
duties  as  the  Commission  shall  impose  upon  them  in  the 
execution  of  the  Community  Action  Program.  In  the  case 
of  those  first  appointed  to  fill  the  positions  hereunder,  the 
term  of  the  Executive  Director  shall  expire  on  June  30, 
1971  and  the  teiTn  of  the  Associate  Director  shall  expire  on 
September  1,  1972. 

(b)  Other  employees.  The  Commission  shall  employ 
such  other  persons  as  may  be  required  to  effectively  ad- 
minister the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter  relating  to  Civil 
Service.  Compensation  of  all  persons  so  employed  by  the

the  delivery  of  remedial  education,  employment,  health, 
welfare,  recreation  and  related  services  to  Baltimore's  low 
income  population  living  in  a  designated  Action  Area  or 
Areas.  Such  a  program  would  organize,  coordinate,  and 
stimulate  existing  services  of  the  M,ayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  proportions 
and  impact  of  poverty  by  attacking  its  root  causes  as  well 
as  its  manifestations.  In  the  development  of  any  new  pro- 
ject components  of  the  Community  Action  Program,  there 
shall  be  the  maximum  feasible  participation  of  the  resi- 
dents of  the  Action  Area  or  Are,as  and  all  appropriate  pub- 
lic and  private  agencies  in  both  the  planning  and  con- 
ducting of  the  programs  of  services  to  be  provided. 

(2)  Evaluate  periodically  the  effectiveness  of  the  pro- 
ject components  of  the  Community  Action  Program  and 
recommend  to  the  Board  of  Estimates  additions  and/or 
deletions  of  any  such  project  components.  A  listing  of  the 
several  project  components  of  the  Community  Action  Pro- 
gram shall  be  filed  by  the  Commission  with  the  City 
Council,  ^nd  all  recommended  additions  and/or  deletions 
of  any  such  project  components  shall  also  be  filed  with  the 
City  Council  prior  to  their  submission  to  the  Board  of 
Estimates.  -fUpon  receipt  of  said  filing,  the  City  Council 
shall  within  SIX  consecutive  meetings  of  the  said  Council, 
consider  the  same  and  make  its  recommendations  with 
respect  thereto,  sending  a  copy  of  said  recommendations 
to  the  Commission  and  entering  same  on  its  journal;  if 
the  City  Council  fails  to  take  any  action  thereon  within 
the  prescribed  period,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  have  approved 
the  filing.3- 

(3)  Designate,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates, a  specific  area  or  areas  in  Baltimore  City,  to  be 
known  as  an  Action  Area  or  Areas  in  which  the  Com- 
munity Action  Program  is  to  operate. 

(4)  Review  and  make  recommxendations  to  the  Board 
of  Estimates  as  to  the  application  for,  receipt  and  utiliza- 
tion of  all  fiscal  and  other  assistance  from  the  Federal  and 
State  governments  and  from  private  sources  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supporting  the  Community  Action  Program  in  the 
Action  Area  or  Areas.  In  the  allocation  or  expenditure  of 
such  funds  as  well  as  the  monies  appropriated  to  the  Com- 
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munity  Action  Agency  in  the  Annual  Ordinance  of  Esti- 
mates, the  Commission  may : 

(i)  Contract  with  any  non-municipal  agencies  for  the 
development  and  execution  of  such  project  components  of 
the  Community  Action  Program  as  the  Commission  shall 
authorize. 

(ii)  Authorize  municipal  agencies  to  administer  and 
execute,  subject  to  specified  terms  and  conditions,  such 
project  components  of  the  Community  Action  Program 
as  the  Commission  shall  determine.

Such  a 
program  ivould  result  in  the  social  and  economic  better- 
ment of  the  residents  of  the  Service  Area  or  Areas  and 
concurrently  thereivith,  reduce  the  fiscal  burdens  of  the 
City. 

The  inauguration  of  such  a  program  of  Urban  Action 
would  meet  the  standards  set  forth  in  Title  II  A  of  the 
Economic  Opportunity  Act  of  196 J,,  and  those  of  Title  I 
of  the  Demonstration  Cities  and  Metropolitan  Develop- 
ment Act  of  1966;  making  the  City  of  Baltimore  eligible 
to  receive  funds  made  available  for  these  purposes  by  the 
Federal  Government  under  the  aforementioned  Acts  and 
other  relevant  legislation. 

Ifl.     Community  Action  Agency 

(a)  Created.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established 
an  agency  to  be  knoivn  as  the  Urban  Services  Agency 
of  Baltimore  City  to  be  constituted  in  replacement  of  the 
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Community  Action  Agency  of  Baltimore  City  and  the  Model 
Cities  Agency  ivhich  are  abolished  and  dissolved  upon  the 
effective  date  of  this  subtitle;  the  head  of  which  shall  be 
the  Urban  Services  Commission.  There  shall  also  be 
created  and  established  the  Urban  Services  Commission, 
with  the  membership,  powers  and  deities  as  in  this  subtitle 
provided,  ivhich  Commission  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
administration  and  proper  operation  of  the  Urban  Services 
Program  in  Baltimore  City. 

(b)  Members.  The  Commission  shall  be  composed  of 
Thirty  one  (31)  members,  one  (1)  of  ivhom  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  designated 
by  the  Mayor  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year,  and  one  (1) 
of  ivhom  shall  be  a  member  of  the  City  Council  elected 
as  hereinafter  provided  by  the  City  Council  to  serve  for 
a  term  of  one  year.  The  remaining  twenty  nine  (29) 
members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  in  the  manner 
designated  in  Section  6  of  Article  IV  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Charter  (1964-)  Revision.  Ttventy  (20)  of  said  re- 
maining tiventy  nine  (29)  members  shall  be  members  of 
the  groups  to  be  served  by  the  Urban  Services  Program 
and  shall  reside  in  the  areas  or  neighorhoods  in  ivhich 
the  programs  will  be  carried  out.  As  to  such  twenty  (20) 
members,  the  Commission  shall  adopt  a  plan  whereby  the 
residents  of  the  area  to  be  served  by  Urban  Services  Pro- 
gram shall  recommend  to  the  Commission  candidates 
for  such  appointments,  whereupon  the  Commission  shall 
submit  such  recommendations  to  the  Mayor,. 

(c)  Vacancies.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  on  the  Commis- 
sion, the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  office  was  previously  filled.  The 
Commission  members  shall  serve  without  compensation 
but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  expenses  necessarily  in- 
curred. 

(d)  Tenure.  Each  of  the  twenty  (20)  members  of  the 
Commission  who  are  members  of  the  groups  to  be  served 
by  the  Urban  Services  Program,  shall  serve  for  a  period 
of  three  (3)  years  to  expire  on  January  31st  of  said  year, 
and  until  his  successor  is  duly  appointed  and  qualified. 
Each  member  of  the  Commission,  except  as  otherwise 
specifically  provided  herein,  shall  serve  for  a  period  of  three 
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(3)  years  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  appointed  and 
qualified.  Each  Commission  member  presently  serving, 
shall  complete  his  present  term.  No  member  shall  serve 
more  than  two  consecutive  full  terms  on  the  Commission. 
The  representative  of  the  City  Council  shall  be  elected 
annually  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in 
December,  except  that  the  initial  election  shall  take  place 
within  thirty  (20)  days  after  the  passage  of  the  tvithin 
ordinance  and  shall  expire  on  the  Thursday  next  after  the 
first  Monday  in  December  197 Jp.  Each  member  of  the  Com- 
mission requiring  confirmation  by  the  City  Council  for 
the  appointment  shall  ivithin  ten  (10)  days  thereafter 
take  an  oath  of  office  that  so  far  as  it  devolves  upon  him, 
he  will  diligently  and  honestly  administer  the  affairs  of  the 
said  Commission  and  such  oath  shall  be  subsrcibed  to  by 
the  member  making  it  and  certified  by  the  Mayor  before 
whom  it  is  taken  and  shall  be  immediately  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

(e)  Operations.  Each  member  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote.  A  majority  of  said  Commission  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  business 
or  the  exercise  of  any  poiver  in  the  performance  of  any 
duty  authorized  or  imposed  by  this  subtitle.  The  Mayor 
shall  designate  one  appointed  member  of  the  Commission 
as  its  Chairman,  and  the  Commission  shall  elect  a  mem- 
ber as  its  Vice-Chairman. 

(f)  Members  missing  meetings.  Any  appointee  mem- 
ber of  the  Commission  who  ivithout  good  cause  misses  or 
fails  to  attend  three  consecutive  meetings  of  the  Commis- 
sion shall  be  deemed  to  have  resigned  or  refused  his  mem- 
bership. When  the  Mayor  determines  there  is  a  vacancy  on 
the  Commission  under  the  provision  of  this  Section,  he 
shall  proceed  to  fill  it  for  the  unexpired  term,  by  appoint- 
ing thereto  a  person  with  the  qualifications  specified  in 
this  Section. 

U2.     Staff 

(a)  Directors.  The  Mayor  shall  appoint  an  Executive 
Director  ivhereupon,  the  Executive  Director  shall  select 
an  Associate  Director.  The  Urban  Services  Commission 
shall  recommend  candidates  to  the  Mayor  for  appointment 
to  the  office  of  Executive  Director.  Both  officers  shall  serve 
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for  a  period  of  four  (U)  years  and  shall  he  appointed  in 
the  manner  designated  in  Section  6  of  Article  IV  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Charter  (196U  Edition).  The  Director 
and  Associate  Director  shall  have  such  duties  as  the 
Mayor  and  the  Commission  shall  impose  upon  them  in  the 
execution  of  the  Urban  Services  Program.  In  the  case  of 
those  first  appointed  to  fill  the  positions  hereunder,  the 
term  of  the  Executive  Director  and  Associate  Director 
shall  expire  on  June  30,  1978, 

Until  such  time  as  an  Executive  Director  and  Associate 
Director  are  appointed  as  provided  herein,  the  Mayor  shall 
appoint  an  interim  Executive  Director  and  an  interim 
Associate  Director  ivho  shall  perform  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices  until  the  aforesaid  appointments  are 
made. 

(b)  Other  employees.  The  Executive  Director  shall 
employ  such  other  persons  as  may  be  required  to  effec- 
tively administer  the  provisions  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Charter  relating  to  Civil  Service.  Compensation  of  all  per- 
sons so  employed  by  the  Agency  and  all  other  necessary 
expenses  shall  be  paid  at  such  rates  and  in  such  amounts 
as  the  Board  of  Estimates  shall  approve  and  in  accord- 
ance tvith  the  annual  Ordinance  of  Estimates  of  Baltimore,. 

JpS.     Powers  and  duties  of  the  Commission. 

(a)  The  Urban  Services  Commission  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed,  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  Com- 
munity Action  Commission  and  the  Model  Cities  Agency 
to  assure  that: 

(1)  The  Executive  Director  shall  perform  all  the  ad- 
ministrative and  operational  potvers,  duties,  functions  and 
discretions  that  heretofore  have  been  vested  in  the  Com- 
munity Action  Commission  and  the  Model  Cities  Agency 
under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  any  and  all  laws  or 
ordinances  or  any  and  all  contracts,  agreements,  other 
legal  instruments,  which  heretofore  may  have  been  en- 
tered into  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore; 
and 

(b)  The  Community  Action  Agency  and  the  Model 
Cities  Agency  hereby  dissolved  shall  transfer  to  the  cus- 
tody of  the  Urban  Services  Agency  all  property  in  their 
custody; 
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(c)  All  unexpended  appropriations  or  other  funds 
available  to  or  for  the  accounts  of  the  Community  Action 
Agency  or  the  Model  Cities  Agency  are  hereby  transfered 
to  and  for  the  account  of  the  Urban  Services  Agency. 
Said  appropriations  or  funds  shall  be  used  for  the  support, 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Urban  Services  Agency. 

(d)  (1)  All  of  the  present  employees  of  the  Com- 
munity Action  Agency  and  the  Model  Cities  Agency  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  Urban  Services  Agency  as  em- 
ployees thereof. 

(2)  The  Civil  Service  Commission  is  hereby  autho- 
rized and  directed  to  classify  all  positions  transferred  as 
aforesaid  from  the  Community  Action  Agency  and  the 
Model  Cities  Agency  to  the  Urban  Services  Agency.  All 
employees  so  transferred  shall  be  included  in  said  new 
classification  ivithout  examination.  No  such  transfer 
shall  constitute  an  interruption  in  the  service  record  of 
any  employee  for  the  purpose  of  leave,  vacation,  pension 
and  seniority. 

(e)  The  Commission  is  further  authorized  to  advise 
and  consent  to  the  following  responsibilities  of  the  Execu- 
tive Director: 

(1)  Formulating,  adopting  and  implementing  a  total 
comprehensive  Urban  Services  Program  designed  to  ex- 
pedite the  delivery  of  remedial  education,  employment, 
health,  tvelfare,  recreation  and  related  services  to  Balti- 
more's loiv  income  population  living  in  a  designated  Serv- 
ice Area  or  Areas.  Such  a  program  tvould  organize,  co- 
ordinate, and  stimulate  existing  services  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  for  the  purpose  of  reducing 
the  proportions  and  impact  of  poverty  by  attacking 
its  root  causes  as  well  as  its  manifestations.  In  the  de- 
velopment of  a7iy  netv  project  components  of  the  Urban 
Services  Program,  there  shall  be  the  maximum  feasible 
participation  of  the  residents  of  Service  Area  or  Areas 
and  all  appropriate  public  and  private  agencies  in  both 
the  planning  and  conducting  of  the  programs  of  services 
to  be  provided. 

(2)  Periodically  evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  the  pro- 
ject components  of  the  Urban  Services  Program  and  rec- 
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ommending  to  the  Board  of  Estimates  additions  and/or 
deletions  of  any  such  project  components.  A  listing  of  the 
several  project  components  of  the  Urban  Services  Pro^ 
gram  shall  he  filed  by  the  Commission  with  the  City  Coun- 
cil, and  all  recommended  additions  and/ or  deletions  of  any 
such  project  components  shall  also  be  filed  with  the  City 
Council  prior  to  their  submission  to  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates. ^Upon  receipt  of  said  filing,  the  City  Council  shall 
within  SIX  consecutive  meetings  of  said  Council,  con- 
sider the  same  and  make  its  recommendations  with  re- 
spect thereto,  sending  a  copy  of  said  recommendations  to 
the  Commission  and  Agency  and  entering  same  on  its 
journal;  if  the  City  Council  fails  to  take  any  action  there- 
on within  the  prescribed  period,  it  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  approved  the  filing.^ 

(3)  Designating,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  a  specific  area  or  areas  in  Baltimore  City,  to 
be  known  as  a  Service  Area  or  Areas  in  which  the  Urban 
Services  Program  is  to  operate. 

(U)  Reviewing  and  making  recommendations  to  the 
Board  of  Estimates  as  to  the  application  for,  receipt  and 
utilization  of  all  fiscal  and  other  assistance  from  the 
Federal  and  State  governments  and  from  private  sources 
for  the  purpose  of  supporting  the  Urban  Services  Pro- 
gram in  the  Service  Area  or  Areas.  In  the  allocation  or 
expenditure  of  such  funds  as  well  as  the  monies  appro- 
priated to  the  Urban  Services  Agency  in  the  Annual 
Ordinance  of  Estimates,  the  Commission  may: 

(i)  Refer  to  the  Board  of  Estimates  necessary  con- 
tracts with  any  non-municipal  agencies  for  the  develop- 
ment and  execution  of  project  components  of  the  Urban 
Services  Program: 

(ii)  Authorize  municipal  agencies  to  administer  and 
execute,  subject  to  specified  terms  and  conditions,  project 
components  of  the  Urban  Services  Program; 

(Hi)  Itself  administer  and  execute  project  components 
of  the  Urban  Services  Program. 

(iv)  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as 
diminishing  in  any  manner  the  powers  granted  to  the 
various  municipal  agencies  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  by  Charter  or  previously  enacted  ordinances. 
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(5)  Appoint  such  advisory  committees  as  it  deem^  ap- 
propriate for  the  purpose  of  assisting  it  in  carrying  out  the 
Urban  Services  Program. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

For]  multiple  family  dwellings,  apartment  hotels,  and 
non-residential  buildings.  Such  [such]  sign  shall  not  ex- 
ceed a  height  of  eight  feet  if  free  standing,  and  shall  not 
extend  above  the  roof  line  if  attached  to  a  building  and 
shall  not  exceed  an  area  of  36  square  feet.

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"Licenses,"  subtitle  "Dogs,"  and  Section  2  of  Article  21, 
title  "Recreation  and  Parks/'  subtitle  "Dogs,"  and  add- 
ing new  Sections  16A-16P,  inclusive,  to  Article  11,  under 
the  new  subtitle  "Animal  Control";  creating  the  Bureau 
of  Animal  Control  in  the  Baltimore  City  Health  Depart- 
ment; providing  for  the  appointment  of  the  Director  of 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Control  as  head  of  said  bureau 
and  describing  his  duties;  providing  for  the  creation  of 
the  Animal  Control  Advisory  Committee  to  assist  and 
advise  the  Commissioner  of  Health  on  animal  control 
matters;  conferring  and  imposing  certain  specific  pow- 
ers, duties  and  functions  on  the  Commissioner  of 
Health,  including  the  promulgation  of  rules  and  regula- 
tions concerning  anim,al  control,  the  establishment  of 
license  fees  and  permit  fees  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Estimates,  the  suspension  or  revocation  of  li- 
censes or  permits,  the  disposition  of  impounded  animals, 
and  the  care  in  general  of  animals;  and  providing  for 
enforcement. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  27-35,  inclusive,  of  Article  15 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1966  Edition),  title  "Licenses," 
subtitle  "Dogs,"  and  Section  2  of  Article  21  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1966  Edition),  title  "Recreation  and 
and  Parks,"  subtitle  "Dogs,"  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed,  and  that,  in  lieu  thereof,  new  Sections  16A-16P, 
inclusive,  of  Article  11  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  or- 
dained, said  sections  to  be  under  the  new  subtitle  "Animal 
Control,"  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Animal  Control 

Sec.  1 6  A .     Definitions. 

(a)  The  folloiving  tvords  and  phrases  as  used  in  this 
subtitle  and/or  rules  and  regulations  adopted  pursuant 
thereto,  unless  a  different  meaning  is  plainly  required  by 
the  context,  shall  have  the  folloiving  meanings: 

(1)  ''Animal" — any  live,  vertebrate  creature,  domestic 
or  wild.  ,  EXCEPT  HUMAN  BEINGS. 

(2)  ''Animal  Clinic" — any  establishment  maintained 
and  operated    by  a  licensed  veterinarian  for  immuniza- 
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tion,  surgery  and/or  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  diseases 
and  injuries  of  animals. 

(3)  "Animal  Control  Advisory  Committee'' — A  com- 
mittee of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor  to  assist 
and  advise  the  Commissioner  of  Health  in  animal  control 
matters. 

(J^)  "Animal  Shelter'' — any  facility  owned  or  operated 
by  or  under  contract  ivith  the  City  of  Baltimore  or  a 
humane  society  for  the  care,  confinement  or  detention  of 
animals  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  this  subtitle  or  state 
law. 

(5)  "At  Large" — not  under  restraint  as  defined  herein 
or  not  under  the  immediate  physical  control  of  the  owner 
or  a  responsible  person  capable  of  physically  restraining 
the  animal. 

(6)  "Attack  Dog" — one  trained  to  attack  only  on 
command  or  to  protect  persons  or  property. 

(7)  "Bureau  of  Animal  Control"— a  bureau  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Health  Department  created  for  the  control 
of  animals  tvithin  the  confines  of  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
the  head  of  which  shall  be  the  Director  of  the  Bureau 
of  Animal  Control. 

(8)  "Cages" — any  interior  enclosure  of  limited  space, 
enclosed  on  the  bottom  and  on  all  four  sides  by  either 
solid  ivalls  or  otherivise  in  ivhich  animals  or  other  crea- 
tures are  placed  for  any  purpose,  including  confinement 
or  display.  No  cage  shall  be  enclosed  entirely  by  solid  walls, 

(9)  "Circus" — a  commercial  variety  show  featuring 
animal  acts  for  public  entertainment. 

(10)  "Commercial  Animal  Establishment" — any  pet 
shop,  grooming  shop,  animal  auction,  riding  school  or 
stable,  zoological  park,  circus,  performing  animal  exhibi- 
tion or  kennel. 

(11)  "Commercial  Kennel" — includes  any  animal 
boarding  place  or  other  establishment  for  the  commercial 
breeding  of  dogs  and/or  cats,  or  the  boarding,  grooming 
sale  or  training  of  dogs  and/or  cats  for  which  a  fee  is 
charged;  provided  that  animal  hospitals  maintained  by  a 
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licensed  veterinarian  as  part  of  the  practice  of  veterinary 
medicine  for  the  treatment  of  animals,  and  dog  fanciers' 
kennels  shall  not  be  considered  ''Commercial  Kennels." 

(18)  "Commissioner  of  Health'' — the  Commissioner  of 
Health  of  Baltimore  City  or  his  duly  authorized  representor 
tive. 

(14,)  ''Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Control" — the 
head  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Control  in  the  Baltimore 
City  Health  Department. 

(15)  "Dog  Fancier" — any  person  who  owns  or  keeps 
three  or  more  dogs  for  the  non-commercial  purposes  of 
hunting,  practice  tracking,  or  exhibition  in  dog  shows  or 
field  or  obedience  trials, 

(16)  "Dog  Fanciers'  Kennel" — a  kennel  maintained  by 
a  dog  fancier  for  the  maintenance  or  training  of  the  dogs 
otuned  or  kept  by  such  dog  fancier. 

(17)  "Grooming  Shop" — a  commercial  establishment 
where  animals  are  bathed,  clipped,  plucked,  or  otherwise 
groomed. 

(18)  "Healthful" — a  condition,  appropriate  to  the  par- 
ticular species  of  animal  involved,  which  is  hygienic  and 
conducive  to  the  maintenance  of  the  animals'  well-being 
and  to  the  prevention  of  disease. 

(19)  "Humane  Officer" — a  person  designated  by  the 
State  of  Maryland,  the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  a  humane 
society  as  a  law  enforcement  officer  who  is  qualified  to 
perform  such  duties  under  law. 

(20)  "Humane  Society" — any  organization  for  the  pre- 
vention of  cruelty  to  animals  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Maryland,. 

(21)  "Keeper" — any  individual,  association  or  corpor- 
ation or  employee  thereof  maintaining  any  facility  regu- 
lated by  this  subtitle  or  attending  to  or  caring  for  animals 
within  said  facility. 

(22)  "Kennel" — any  premises  or  part  thereof  where 
three  or  more  dogs  or  cats  over  fou^  SIX  months  of  age,  or 
any  combination  thereof  totalling  three  or  more  such 
animals,  are  boarded  or  maintained. 
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(23)  ''Livestock'* — includes  hut  is  not  limited  to  horses, 
cattle,  sheep,  goats,  swine  and  enclosed  domestic  rabbits, 
hares  and  commercially  raised  fur  bearing  animals, 

(2U)  ''Obedience  Trained'' — any  animal  trained  to 
obey  on  command  of  its  owner  or  handler. 

(25)  "Owner" — any  person  who  keeps,  has  temporary 
or  permanent  custody  of,  possesses,  harbors,  regularly 
feeds,  exercises  control  over  or  has  a  property  right  in 
any  animal,  livestock  or  fowl  regulated  by  this  subtitle; 
provided  that  veterinary  hospitals,  animal  clinics,  com- 
mercial kennels  and  pet  shops  and  their  employees  shall 
not  be  construed  to  be  owners  to  the  extent  hereinafter 
provided. 

(26)  "Performing  Animal  Exhibition" — any  spectacle, 
display,  act  or  event,  other  than  circuses,  in  which  per- 
forming animals  are  used. 

(27)  "Pet" — any  animal  kept  for  pleasure  rather  than 
utility. 

(28)  "Pet  Shop" — any  establishment  maintained  separ- 
ately or  in  connection  with  another  commercial  enterprise 
which  offers  to  sell  any  species  of  live  animals,  with  the 
intent  that  they  be  kept  as  pets. 

(29)  "Poultry" — domestic  fowl  only. 

(30)  "Restraint" — state  of  being  secured  by  a  leash 
or  otherwise,  or  confined  ivithin  the  real  property  limits 
of  its  owner. 

(31)  "Riding  School  or  Stable" — any  facility  which 
provides  riding  instruction,  with  or  without  charge,  or 
which  offers  for  hire  or  tvhich  is  engaged  in  the  business 
of  buying  or  selling  or  trading  horses,  ponies,  donkeys, 
mules  or  burros. 

(32)  "Sanitary  Enforcement  Officer" — an  employee  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Health  Department  charged  with  en- 
forcing the  City  Health  Code,  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  pursuant  thereto,  and  performing  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
or  his  duly  authorized  representative. 
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(33)  "Veterinary  Hospital" — any  establishment  main- 
tained and  operated  by  a  licensed  veterinarian  for  im- 
munization, surgery  and /or  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  dis- 
eases and  injuries  of  animals. 

(34-)  ''Vicious  or  Dangerous  Animal" — any  animal  tlmt 
constitutes  a  physical  threat  to  human  beings,  animals 
or  livestock;  or  any  animal  which,  due  to  its  si^s^  disposi- 
tion or  propensity  to  cause  injury  or  behave  in  a  manner 
tuhich  could  reasonably  cause  injury  to  human  beings, 
animals  or  livestock,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  such 
behavior  is  hostile;  or  any  animal  tvhich  has  bitten  or 
attacked  a  human  being,  or  animal. 

(35)  ''Wild  AnimaV — any  poisonous  reptile  or  any 
reptile  in  excess  of  five  feet  in  length,  any  bird,  or  any 
7ion-human  primate  (monkey,  etc.),  raccoon,  skunk,  fox, 
leopard,  panther,  tiger,  lion,  lynx,  or  any  other  warm- 
blooded animal  tvhich  can  normally  be  found  in  the  tvild 
state. 

(36)  "Zoological  Park" — any  facility,  other  than  a 
circus,  pet  shop,  or  kennel,  displaying  or  exhibiting  one  or 
more  species  of  animals. 

Sec.  1 6B.     Creation  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Control. 

(a)  There  is  hereby  created  a  Bureau  of  Animal  Con- 
trol in  tJie  Balthnore  City  Health  Department,  the  head 
of  which  shall  be  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Control,  tvho  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  from  a  list  certified  to  him  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.  The  Cominissioner  of  Health  may  appoint  or 
employ  such  other  assistants  and  employees  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of  the  duties  and 
functions  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Control  and  may  dele- 
gate to  them  such  powers  and  duties  as  he  may  deem 
proper.  The  compensation  of  the  said  Director  of  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Control  and  of  the  said  assistants  and 
employees  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Estimates  and  shall  be  paid  as  provided  in  the  annual 
Ordinance  of  Estimates. 

(b)  There  is  hereby  created  an  advisory  committee  to 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Control  to  be  knoivn  as  the  Animal 
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Control  Advisory  Committee  to  assist  and  advise  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  on  animal  control  matters.  The 
Committee  shall  consist  of  seven  (7)  members,  all  of  whom 
shall  he  appointed  by  the  Mayor  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  Section  6  of  Article  IV  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore 
City  as  it  noiv  exists  or  as  it  hereafter  may  be  amended. 
One  member  of  the  Committee  shall  be  appointed  from 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  one  from  the  Police  De- 
partment, one  from  a  humane  society,  one  to  be  a  licensed 
veterinarian  actually  practicing  in  Baltimore  City  to  he 
chosen  from  a  list  of  three  names  submitted  by  the  Balti- 
more City  Veterinary  Medical  Association,  and  three  to 
be  residents  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  actively  interested 
in  the  control  of  animals. 

(1)  The  term  of  office  of  each  member  shall  be  three 
(3)  years,  or  until  his  successor  qualifies  and  takes  office, 
except  that  the  respective  terms  of  the  seven  (7)  members 
of  the  Committee  first  appointed  shall  be  as  folloivs:  tivo  (2) 
members  shall  he  appointed  for  one  (1)  year;  two  (2) 
members  shall  be  appointed  for  tivo  (2)  years;  and  three 
(3)  members  shall  be  appointed  for  three  (3)  years.  The 
Mayor  shall  designate  the  terms  of  the  members  of  the 
Committee  first  appointed  and  shall  designate  tuhich  mem- 
ber shall  be  the  Chairman.  The  Chairman  shall  serve  as 
such  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  or  until  his  office 
becomes  vacant. 

(2)  No  member  of  the  Advisory  Committee  shall  re- 
ceive any  compensation  for  his  services,  but  each  member 
may  be  reimbursed  for  his  necessary  and  proper  expenses 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as  such. 

16C.      General  Poivers. 

(a)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  may  adopt  and  pro- 
mulgate rules  and  regulations  concerning  the  care  and  con- 
trol of  both  animals  and  facilities  covered  by  this  subtitle. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  of  Health,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Estimates,  may  establish  license  fees  to  be 
paid  annually  by  any  person  or  other  legal  entity  seeking 
a  license  for  any  animal  that  is  required  to  be  licensed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  and  may  establish 
permit  fees  to  be  paid  annually  by  any  person  or  other 
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legal  entity  seeking  a  permit  for  a  kennel,  a  commercial 
animal  establishment  or  an  animal  shelter  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore.  The  Commissioner 
of  Health,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates, 
may  establish  other  fees  and  charges  authorized  in  this 
subtitle,  including  those  payable  by  Schools  of  Medicine, 
Dentistry,  Pharmacy,  Hygiene  and  Public  Health,  or  hos- 
pitals, for  animals  surrendered  to  such  institutions  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle. 

(c)  The  Commissioner  of  Health,  tvith  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Estimates,  may  establish  a  fee  for  the  re- 
moval or  disposition  of  every  dead  animal  that  is  removed 
or  disposed  of  by  the  Municipal  Animal  Shelter  or  by  any 
other  agency  or  employee  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  from  the  premises  of  or  for  the  benefit  of  any 
private  animal  hospital,  veterinarian's  office,  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  or  any  similar 
private  institution,  soeiety,  or  agency. 

(d)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  may  suspend  or  re- 
voke any  permit  or  license  issued  pursuant  to  this  subtitle 
if  the  person  issued  such  permit  or  license  fails  to  comply 
ivith  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  and  the  rules  and  regu^ 
lations  promulgated  pursuant  thereto,  or  any  other  pro- 
visions of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  goveyming  the  care 
and  control  of  animals  and  facilities. 

(e)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  or  his  designated 
representative  may  inspect  at  any  time  all  animals  and  the 
premises  ivhere  animals  are  kept-  ,  PROVIDED  THAT 
WRITTEN  NOTICE  IS-  GIVEN  TO  THE  OWNER  OR 
OCCUPANT  AT  LEAST  U  HOURS  BEFORE  AN  IN- 
SPECTION. THE  INSPECTION  IS  MADE  IN  CON- 
FORMITY WITH  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  SECTION  IJ^O 
—RIGHT  OF  ENTRY  OF  THIS  ARTICLE. 

(f)  Those  employees  or  agents  of  the  City  charged  with 
the  duty  of  seizing  animals  running  at  large  may  pursue 
such  animals  onto  City-owned  property,  vacant  property 
and  unenclosed  private  property. 

(g)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall,  upon  com- 
plaint, determine  if  an  animal,  oivner,  animal  shelter,  or 
commercial  animal  establishment  is  in  violation  of  this  sub- 
title. 
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(h)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall,  upon  written 
request,  consider  and  decide,  in  public  meeting,  whether 
to  issue  or  reinstate  a  license  or  permit  which  has  been 
denied,  suspended  or  revoked. 

(i)  Any  person  aggrieved  by  any  action  or  refusal 
of  action  hy  the  Commissioner  of  Health  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  subtitle  may  appeal  the  matter  to  the  Balti- 
more City  Court  where  it  shall  be  heard  de  novo.  The 
Court  may  affirm,  reverse,  or  modify  the  action  or  refusal 
of  action  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health, 

Sec.lOD.     Licenses. 

(a)  Any  oivner  as  defined  in  this  subtitle  of  any  dog 
over  four  (If)  months  of  age  must  obtain  a  license  therefor. 

(b)  Written  application  for  licenses  shall  include  name 
and  address  of  applicant,  description  of  the  animal,  the 
appropriate  fee,  and  such  other  information  deemed  neces- 
sary by  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 

(c)  If  not  revoked,  licenses  for  the  keeping  of  dogs 
shall  be  valid  until  the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding. 

(d)  Upon  acceptance  of  the  license  application  and  fee, 
the  Bureau  of  Receipts  shall  issue  a  durable  tag  or 
identification  collar,  stamped  ivith  an  identifying  number 
and  the  \*ear  of  issuance.  Tags  should  be  designed  so  that 
they  may  be  conveniently  fastened  or  riveted  to  the 
animaVs  collar  or  harness.  The  Animal  Shelter  shall  ac- 
cept the  license  application  and  fee  and  issue  the  tag  or 
collar  for  an  unlicensed  animal  reclaimed  or  adopted  from 
the  Animal  Shelter. 

(e)  Dogs  must  wear  identification  tags  or  collars 
when  out-of-doors. 

(f)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  maintain  a 
record  of  the  identifying  numbers  of  all  tags  issued  and 
shall  make  this  record  available  to  the  public  and  other 
City  agencies. 

(g)  Persons  ivho  fail  to  obtain  a  license  as  required 
in  this  section  ivill  be  subject  to  the  fine  specified  in  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  or  the  regulations  promulgated  pur- 
suxint  to  this  subtitle. 
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(h)  A  diiplicato  REPLACEMENT  license  may  be  ob- 
tained upo7i  payment  of  the  replacement  fee  established  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Estimates. 

(i)  No  person  may  use  any  license  for  any  animal  other 
than  the  animal  for  which  it  was  'issued. 

(j)  Any  person  or  persoiis  icho  shall  use  a  license  tag 
on  an  animal  for  luhich  it  tvas  not  issued  or  removed  such 
license  tag  from  the  collar  of  an  animal  ivithout  the  con- 
sent of  the  oivner  shall  be  subject  to  fine  upon  conviction. 

Sec.lSE.     Permits. 

(a)  No  person,  2:fartnership,  corporation,  or  other  legal 
entity  shall  operate  a  kennel,  commercial  animal  establish- 
ment, veterinary  hospital,  animal  clinic,  or  animal  shelter 
ivithout  first  obtaining  a  permit  in  compliance  ivith  this 
section. 

(b)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  promulgate  reg- 
ulations for  the  issuance  of  permits  and  shall  include  re- 
quirements for  humane  care  of  all  animals  and  for  the 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  subtitle  and  other 
applicable  laivs.  The  Commissioner  may  amend  such  regu- 
lations from  time  to  time  as  deemed  des'irable  for  public 
health  and  welfare  and  for  the  protection  of  animals. 

(c)  Upon  a  showing  by  an  applicant  for  a  permit  that 
he  is  willing  and  able  to  comply  ivith  the  regulations 
promulgated  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  a  permit  shall 
be  issued  upon  payment  of  the  applicable  fee. 

(d)  If  not  revoked,  permits  for  commercfial  animal 
establishments  and  animal  shelters  shall  be  valid  until  the 
first  day  of  July  next  succeeding. 

(e)  Every  facility  regulated  by  this  ordinance  shall 
be  considered  a  separate  enterprise  and  require  an  in- 
dividual permit. 

(f)  Persons  boarding  or  maintaining  three  or  more 
dogs  or  cats  over  few  -f^  SIX  (6)  months  of  age,  or  any 
combination  thereof  totalling  frn^  THREE  or  more  animals, 
at  any  one  location  shall  obtain  a  kennel  permit. 
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(g)  No  permit  fee  may  he  required  of  any  govern- 
ment-operated zoological  park  or  government-operated 
shelter. 

(h)  Any  person  or  other  legal  entity  failing  to  obtain 
a  permit  before  opening  any  facility  covered  in  this  section 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  upon  conviction  therefor. 

(i)  Any  facility  which  has  a  change  in  the  category 
under  which  a  permit  ivas  issued  shall  be  subject  to  re- 
classification and  appropriate  adjustment  of  the  permit  fee 
shall  be  made. 

Sec.  16F.     License  and  Permit  Issuance  and  Revocation. 

(a)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  may  revoke  any  per- 
mit or  license  if  the  person  holding  the  permit  or  license 
refuses  or  fails  to  comply  ivith  this  subtitle,  the  regulations 
promulgated  pursuant  thereto,  or  any  law  governing  the 
protection  and  keeping  of  animals. 

(b)  Any  person  whose  permit  or  license  is  revoked  shall, 
within  ten  (10)  days  thereafter,  humanely  dispose  of  all 
animals  oivned,  kept,  or  harbored  by  such  person  and  no 
part  of  the  permit  or  license  fee  shall  be  refunded. 

(c)  It  shall  be  a  condition  of  the  issuance  of  any  permit 
e^  Uconso  that  the  Commissioner  of  Health  or  his  desig- 
nated representative  shall  be  permitted  to  inspect  IM  AQ- 
CORDANCE  WITH  SECTION  U^  OF-  ¥mS-  ARTICLE 
UNLESS  PROHIBITED  BY  STATE  LAW,  all  animals  and 
the  premises  where  animals  are  kept  at  any  time.  AFTER

(d)  If  the  applicant  has  ivithheld  or  falsified  any  in- 
formation on  the  application,  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
may  refuse  to  issue  a  permit  or  license. 

(e)  No  person  who  has  been  convicted  of  cruelty  to 
animals  shall  be  issued  a  permit  or  license  to  operate  a 
commercial  animal  establishment. 

(f)  Any  person  having  been  denied  a  DOG  license  or 
permit  may  not  reapply  for  a  period  of  one  (1)  year. 
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Sec.ldG.     Restraint. 

(a)  All  dogs  shall  he  kept  under  restraint,  as  defined 
in  tJiis  subtitle.  Penalties  for  violation  of  this  subsection 
may  be  fixed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  in  the  rtUes 
and  regulations  adopted  pursuant  to  this  subtitle. 

(b)  No  oivner  shall  fail  to  exercfise  proper  care  and  con- 
trol of  his  animals  to  prevent  them  from  becoming  a  public 
nuisance.. 

(c)  Every  female  dog  or  cat  in  heat  shall  be  confined  in 
a  building  or  secure  enclosure  in  such  a  manner  that  such 
female  dog  or  cat  cannot  come  into  contact  with  a  male  dog 
or  cat,  as  applicable,  except  for  planned  breeding. 

(d)  Every  vicious  or  dangerous  animal,  as  defined  in 
this  subtitle,  shall  be  confined  by  the  oivner  ivithin  a  build- 
ing or  secure  enclosure,  and  shall  be  securely  caged  or 
muzzled  and  leashed  whenever  off  the  premises  of  its  owmer. 

Sec.lGH.     Impoundment. 

(a)  Unrestrained  animals  may  be  taken  by  the  police, 
Sanitary  Enforcement  Officers  or  other  designated  em- 
ployees of  the  Health  Department,  humane  officers,  or  any- 
one contracting  ivith  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more so  to  do,  and  impounded  in  an  animal  shelter  and 
there  confined  in  a  hum-an  HUMANE  maimer. 

(b)  UnliconGod  d  Dogs  and  other  animals  shall  be  kept 
for  three  -f^  days.  Licensed  dogs  shall  b€  kept  fm^  five  (5) 
days. 

(c)  If  by  a  license  tag  or  other  means,  the  owner  of  an 
impounded  animal  can  be  identified,  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  shall  immediately  upon  impoundment  notify  the 
owner  by  telephone  or  mail. 

(d)  An  owner  reclaiming  an  impounded  animal  shall 
pay  the  fee  imposed  by  law  or  regulation  for  each  day  the 
animal  has  been  impounded  and  other  charges  including 
but  not  limited  to  inoculations,  neutering,  boarding  and 
other  costs  incurred  in  maintaining  the  animal  during  the 
period  of  impoundment. 

(e)  Any  iinliconGcd  animul  not  reclaimed  by  its  owner 
ivithin    three    {S^    days    o^    €bwy    lic&tiscd    animal    nei 
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roolaimod  in  five  (5)  days  shall  become  the  property  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  shall  be  placed 
for  adoption  in  a  suitable  home,  or  humanely  destroyed,  or 
surrendered  to  a  School  of  Medicine,  Dentistry,  Pharmacy, 
Hygiene  and  Public  Health,  located  in  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
or  any  hospital  located  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  licensed  by 
the  State  of  Maryland  and  approved  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  ivhenever  such  school  or  hospital  shall  apply  in 
ivriting  to  the  Coinmissioner  of  Health  for  permission  to 
use  unclaimed  impounded  dogs,  which  would  otherwise  be 
killed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  for  the  good 
of  mankind  and  for  scientific  investigation  and  teaching 
aimed  to  promote  the  increase  of  knoivledge  relating  to  the 
cause,  prevention,  control,  treatment  and  cure  of  disease  or 
afflictions  of  mankind  and  shall  state  under  oath  that  there 
is  need  for  such  use  and  that  the  applicant  will  comply 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  as  herein  provided.  The  Commissioner  of 
Health  shall  approve  such  request  and  upon  approval  the 
number  of  said  dogs  for  ivhich  approval  is  given  shall  be 
surrendered  by  the  person  or  persons  charged  ivith  killing 
unclaimed  impounded  dogs  to  the  institution  for  such  use. 
Any  institution  which  receives  a  dog  under  the  provisions  of 
this  subsection  shall  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  sum 
established  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  subtitle. 

(f)  In  any  operations  performed  on  dogs,  said  dogs 
shall  first  be  rendered  incapable  of  feeling  pain  and  shall  be 
maintained  in  that  condition  until  the  operation  is  ended^ 
Where  continuance  of  the  dog's  life  is  necessary  to  deter- 
mine the  result  of  an  experiment,  the  operation  shall  be  con- 
ducted ivith  appropriate  precautions  comparable  to  those 
used  ivith  human  beings  and  the  same  care  shall  he  taken 
to  minimize  discomforts  during  convalescence. 

(g)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  establish  and 
prescribe  appropriate  and  reaso7iable  rules  and  regulations 
consistent  ivith  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  with  the 
applicable  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland  for  the  surrender, 
use,  care  and  treatment  of  dogs  surrendered  to  said  schools 
or  hospitals,  and  shall  make  such  inspections  of  schools  and 
hospitals  to  which  dogs  are  surrendered  as  may  be  required 
to  determine  whether  or  not  said  schools  or  hospitals  are 
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complying  with  said  ordinance,  rules  and  regulations.  Any 
of  said  schools  or  hospitals  to  luhich  dogs  are  so  surrendered 
shall  be  responsible  for  compliance  ivith  this  section, 
and  rules  and  regulations  established  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  and  any  willful  failure  to  so  comply  shall  be  a 
ground  for  refusal  of  further  requests  from  said  school  or 
hospital  for  the  surrender  of  dogs  as  herein  provided.  When- 
ever the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  have  reasonable 
grounds  to  believe  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  any 
regulation  prescribed  thereunder  have  been  violated,  he 
shall,  upon  request  therefor,  be  furnished  with  such  infor- 
mation under  oath  as  he  shall  require  with  respect  to  the 
conduct  of  an  experiment  or  experiments  and  the  circum- 
stances surrounding  it. 

Sec.  1 6-1.     Animal  Care. 

(a)  No  owner,  as  defined  herein,  shall  fail  to  provide  his 
animals  with  sufficient  and  wholesome  food  and  water, 
proper  shelter  and  protection  from  the  weather,  veterinary 
care  when  needed  to  prevent  suffering,  and  with  humane 
care  and  treatment,  including  sufficient  exercise  space. 

(b)  No  person  shall  beat,  cruelly  ill-treat,  torment,  over- 
load, overivork,  or  otherwise  abuse  any  animal,  or  cau^e, 
instigate  or  permit  any  dogfight,  cockfight,  bullfight,  or  other 
combat  between  animals  or  between  animals  and  humans. 

(c)  No  owner  of  an  animal  shall  abandon  such  animal. 

(d)  Chickens  or  ducklings  younger  than  eight  weeks  of 
age  may  not  be  sold  in  quantities  of  less  than  twenty-five  to 
a  single  purchaser. 

(e)  No  person  shall  give  away  any  live  animal,  fish, 
reptile,  or  bird  as  a  prize  for,  or  as  an  inducement  to  enter, 
any  contest,  game,  or  other  competition,  or  as  an  induce- 
ment to  enter  a  place  of  amusement;  or  offer  such  vertebrate 
as  an  incentive  to  enter  into  any  business  agreement  where- 
by the  offer  was  for  the  purpose  of  attracting  trade. 

(f)  Any  person  tvho,  as  the  operator  of  a  motor  vehicle, 
strikes  a  domestic  animal,  shall  stop  at  once  and  render 
such  assistance  as  may  be  possible  and  shall  immediately 
report  such  injury  or  death  to  the  animaVs  owner  and  to 
the  Baltimore  City  Police  Department;  in  the  event  the 
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owner  cannot  he  ascertained  and  located,  such  operator 
shall  at  once  report  the  accident  to  the  Baltimore  City  Police 
Department. 

(g)  No  person  shall  expose  any  known  poisonous  sub- 
stance, whether  mixed  with  food  or  not,  so  that  the  same 
shall  he  liahle  to  be  eaten  by  any  animal,  provided  that  it 
shall  not  be  unlaivful  for  a  person  to  expose  on  his  own 
property  an  anti-coagulant  type  rat  poison  and /or  the  type 
rat  poison  commonly  knoivn  as  "Red  Squill,*'  and  other  rat 
poisons  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health, 

Sec.  16 J.     Keeping  of  Wild  Animals. 

(a)  No  person  shall  keep  or  permit  to  he  kept  on  Ms 
premises  any  ivild  animal  or  vicious  or  dangerous  animal 
for  display  or  for  exhibition  purposes,  whether  gratuitously 
or  for  a  fee.  This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply 
to  zoological  parks,  performing  animal  exhibitions,  or  cir- 
cuses. 

(b)  No  person  shall  keep  or  permit  to  be  kept  any  wild 
animal  as  a  pet  without  a  permit  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Health. 

(c)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  may  issue  a  temporary 
permit  for  the  keeping;  care  and  protection  of  an  infant 
wild  animal  native  to  this  area  which  has  been  deemed  to 
he  homeless. 

(d)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  have  the  power 
to  release  or  order  the  release  of  any  infant  wild  animal 
kept  under  temporary  permit  which  is  deemed  capable  of 
survival. 

Sec.  1 6K.     Performing  Animal  Exhibitions. 

(a)  No  performing  animal  exhibition  or  circus  shall  he 
permitted  in  ivhich  animals  are  induced  or  encouraged  to 
perform  through  the  use  of  chemical,  mechanical,  electrical, 
or  manual  devices  in  a  manner  which  will  cause,  or  is  likely 
to  cause  physical  injury  or  suffering. 

(h)  All  equipment  used  on  or  by  a  performing  animal 
shall  fit  properly  and  be  in  good  working  condition. 
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Sec.ieL.     Rabies. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  own  or  harbor 
a  dog  or  cat  over  the  age  of  four  months  without  a  valid 
rabies  vaccination. 

(b)  Persons  bringing  dogs  or  cats  over  four  (U)  months 
of  age  into  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  have  readily  available, 
as  proof  of  vaccination,  a  valid  rabies  certificate  signed  by 
a  licensed  veterinarian  or  issued  by  an  approved  govern- 
mental agency.  Animals  which  do  not  qualify  shall  either 
be  immediately  removed  from  the  area  or  be  vaccinated  by 
a  licensed  veterinarian. 

(c)  Anti-rabies  clinics  may  be  operated  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  which  clinics  are  hereby  authorized  to 
charge  such  reasonable  fees  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
the  actual  costs  of  such  service.  Any  person  administering 
rabies  vaccinations  shall  complete  a  vaccination  certificate 
of  rabies  immunization  on  each  animal  immunized  and  fur- 
nish a  copy  of  said  certificate  to  the  animal's  oivner. 

(d)  When  any  animal  subject  to  rabies  has  bitten, 
scratched,  or  exposed  any  person  to  a  possible  rabies  in- 
fection, or  is  suspected  of  having  rabies,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  any  person  having  a  knowledge  of  such  facts  to  report 
the  same  immediately  by  telephone  or  in  person  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  the  Baltimore  City  Police 
Department.  Such  animal  shall  not  be  killed  but  shall  be 
confined  in  such  way  and  for  such  period  as  the  Commis- 
sioner shall  direct,  and  such  confinement  shall  only  be  termi- 
nated with  the  consent  of  the  Commissioner.  The  confine- 
ment of  such  animal  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or 
custodian  of  such  animal  and  the  Commissioner  shall  be 
empoivered  in  his  discretion  to  order  an  examination  of  any 
such  dog  or  animal  to  determine  whether  it  may  have  rabies. 
If  the  animal  dies  or  has  been  killed,  its  head  shall  be 
removed  and  sent  immediately  to  the  laboratory  of  the 
State  Department  of  Health  or  ihe  laboratory  o/  ihe  Ime- 
stock  sanitary  sorvice  ^  the  State  Department  ^  Agri  ■ 
cultiiro  ANOTHER  LABORATORY  APPROVED  BY  THE 
COMMISSIONER  OF  HEALTH  for  examination. 

(e)  Any  animal  subject  to  rabies  which  is  held  for  ob- 
servation or  tests  because  of  having  possibly  bitten, 
scratched  or  exposed  a  human  being  or  other  animal  to 
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rabies  infection  shall  not  he  released  to  the  owner  or  claim- 
ant until  there  is  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  established 
fee  for  each  day  or  portion  thereof  the  animal  was  held  for 
observation. 

(f)  Subsections  (a),  (b)  and  (c)  of  this  Section  shall 
take  effect  from  July  1,1975. 

Sec.lGM.     Animal  Waste. 

(a)  The  owner  of  every  animal  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  removal  of  any  excreta  deposited  by  his  animal(s)  on 
public  walks,  recreation  areas,  or  private  property,  immodi-

Sec.  16N.    Sterilization. 

(a)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  may  have  all  unclaimed 
dogs  or  cats  neutered  prior  to  release  or  adoption.

CITY,  MAY  BE  SUMMONED  IN  THE  USUAL  WAY  BE-

COURT  IN  BALTIMORE  CITY;  AND  SAID  PERSON, 
UPON  CONVICTION,  SHALL  BE  GUILTY  OF  A  MIS-

(E)  IT  SHALL  NOT  BE  NECESSARY,  UNDER  THIS

Sec.  16P.  Violation  Notice,  Hearing,  Appeal  and  Penal- 
ties. 

(a)  Whenever  the  Commissioner  of  Health  has  reason  to 
believe  that  a  provision  of  this  ordinance  has  been  violated, 
he  may  cause  luritten  notice  to  be  served  upon  the  alleged 
violator.  Such  notice  shall  specify  the  provision  of  this 
ordinance  alleged  to  have  been  violated  and  the  facts  al- 
leged to  constitute  a  violation  and  shall  include  an  order 
that  corrective  action  be  taken  within  a  reasonable  time 
considering  the  corrective  action  to  be  taken  as  specified  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Health.  Any  such  order  shall  become 
final  at  the  expiration  of  the  notice  unless  the  person  named 
therein  requests  in  ivriting  a  hearing. 

(b)  Upon  such  request,  the  Commissioner  of  Health  or 
his  designated  hearing  officer  shall  hold  a  hearing  at  which 
all  parties  shall  have  the  opportunity  to  be  represented  by 
legal  counsel.  Within  fifteen  (15)  days  following  the  hear- 
ing, the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  issue  a  written 
opinion  affirming,  modifying ,  or  rescinding  his  order  previ- 
ously issued.  The  written  opinion  shall  state  the  evidence 
upon  which  the  decision  is  based,  and  shall  include  a  notice 
of  the  right  of  any  aggrieved  party  to  enter  an  appeal  to 
the  Baltimore  City  Court. 

(c)  If  corrective  action  is  not  taken  by  the  violator 
within  the  time  specified  in  an  order  made  pursuant  to 
subsection  (a)  above,  and  an  appeal  is  not  noted,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  may  institute  in  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  such  legal  proceedings  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  concerning  the  order,. 
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(d)  All  notices  of  violations  or  other  notices  shall  be 
served  by  registered  or  certified  mail,  or  in  person  by  the 
Sanitary  Enforcement  Officers  or  other  employees  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Health  Department. 

(e)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  review  all  licenses 
issued  to  animal  owners  against  whom  three  or  more  ordi- 
nance violations  have  been  assessed  in  a  twelve-month 
period  and  consideration  shall  be  given  to  suspending  or 
revoking  such  licenses. 

(f)  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  subtitle 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  Twenty-five  Dollars  ($25.00) 
nor  more  than  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00).  If  any 
violation  be  continuing,  each  day's  violation  shall  be  deemed 
a  separate  violation.

The  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  owners  of  any  public

ject to  the  terms  hereof,  whether  now  existing  or  which 
in  the  future  may  be  installed  therein.  In  the  event  dur- 
ing the  course  of  construction,  etc.  as  aforesaid  it  shall  be 
necessary  that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
or  any  public  utility  disturb  or  remove  any  structure  or 
improvement  of  the  Grantee  located  on  the  aforesaid  por- 
tion of  the  bed  of  Bath  Street,  then  neither  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  City  nor  the  public  utility  com- 
pany shall  be  required  to  bear  the  cost  of  repair  or  replace- 
ment of  such  structure  and  improvement  of  the  Grantee. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  non-compliance 
with  any  of  the  terms  or  conditions  of  the  grant  hereby

Baltimore  City  and  the  Director  of  Public  Works  of  Bal- 
timore City,  such  removal  to  be  made  without  any  com- 
pensation to  the  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  and 
to  be  completed  within  such  time  as  shall  be  specified  in 
writing  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  said  Gran- 
tee, its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  liable  for  and  shall 
indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  against  any  and  all  suits,  costs,  claims, 
damages,  or  expenses  to  which  the  said  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  may  from  time  to  time  be  subjected 
on  account  of,  by  reason  of,  or  in  any  way  resulting  from: 

(a)  The  presence,  construction,  use,  operation,  main- 
tenance, alteration,  repair,  location,  relocation,  or  re- 
moval of  the  structures  and  improvements  for  which  the 
franchise  is  herein  granted ;  and 

(b)  Any  failure  on  the  part  of  said  Grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  to  perform,  promptly  and  properly, 
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any  of  the  duties  or  obligations  imposed  upon  him  or  them 
by  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  franchise 
charge  shall  begin  on  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  11:  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  on  the  date  of  its  passage.

the  gro\vth  of  the  community,  appreciate  assessable  values, 
encourage  private  investment  interest  and  participation 
in  new  construction,  rehabilitation  and  modernization  en- 
terprises in  the  downtown  area,  provide  incentives  for 
commercial  and  business  interest,  promote  the  creation

order  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  the  ACQUISITION,  de- 
velopment and  construction  of  the  jNIullan  Towor  AREA  3B 
PROJECT  at  Charles  Center  in  Baltimore  City,  Maryland, 
to  (i)  provide  essential  residential  housing  needs,  (ii)  fur- 
ther the  development  of  the  Charles  Center  Project  and 
(iii)  encourage  the  rejuvenation  of  the  downtown  area, 
thereby  encouraging  economic  development  and  protect- 
ing the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  the  citizens  of  the

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That,  acting  pursuant  to  the  Enabling  Laws, 
it  is  hereby  found  ^nd  determined,  as  follows : 
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(1)  There  is  a  need  to  provide  residential  and  related 
commercial  and  community  facilities  in  the  downtown 
area  of  Baltimore  to  further  the  balanced  and  sound  growth 
of  that  area  of  the  city  and  to  complete  the  Charles  Center 
Project ; 

(2)  The  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  pur- 
suant to  the  Act  in  order  to  loan  the  proceeds  to  a  developer 
will  facilitate  the  ACQUISITION,  development  and  con- 
struction of  Mullan  Tower  AREA  3B  PROJECT  at  Charles 
Center  in  Baltimore  City; 

(3)  The  accomplishment  of  the  transactions  contem- 
plated and  authorized  by  this  ordinance  including  (with- 
out limitation)  the  ACQUISITION,  development  and  con- 
struction of  Mullan  Towor  AREA  3B  PROJECT  by  the 
developer  and  the  financing  thereof  will  accomplish  a  public 
purpose  and  meet  existing  public  needs  by  (i)  creating 
additional  residential  housing  units,  with  related  commercial 
and  community  facilities,  (ii)  retarding  or  reversing  the 
movement  of  financially  self-sufficient  taxpayers  to  sur- 
rounding subdivisions,  (iii)  furthering  the  completion  of 
the  Charles  Center  Project  and  (iv)  promoting  the  rejuven- 
ation and  economic  development  of  the  downtown  area. 

(4)  Neither  the  Bonds  nor  interest  coupons  issued 
under  the  authority  of  the  Enabling  Laws  constitute  (i)  a 
general  obligation  of  the  City,  (ii)  a  pledge  of  or  involve 
the  faith  and  credit  or  the  taxing  power  of  the  City,  or 
(iii)  a  debt  of  the  City,  all  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
7  of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  Maryland  or  any  other 
constitutional,  statutory  or  charter  provision,  and  said 
Bonds  and  interest  coupons  shall  never  constitute  or  give 
rise  to  any  pecuniary  liability  of  the  City.  The  principal 
of  and  interest  on  the  bonds  shall  be  payable  from,  and 
secured  by,  an  assignment  of  the  revenues  realized  under 
the  Loan  Agreement  from  or  arising  in  connection  with 
the  property,  facilities,  developments  and  improvements, 
the  financing  of  which  is  undertaken  by  the  issuance  of 
the  Bonds.  The  Bonds  may  be  additionally  secured  (with- 
out in  Any  way  specifying  or  limiting  the  terms  of  such 
additional  security)  by  (i)  a  mortgage  lien  on  the  said 
property,  facilities,  developments  and  improvements  with 
the  payments  under  said  mortgage  assigned  to  the  trustee 
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for  the  bondholders;  or  (ii)  insuring  the  said  mortgage 
payments  through  the  ^Maryland  Housing  Fund  or  such 
other  Federal,  State  or  municipal  fund  or  agency  as  may 
be  permitted  by  applicable  law;  or  (iii)  assigning  the 
proceeds  of  said  mortgage  insurance  to  the  trustee  for  the 
bondholders;  or  (iv)  such  other  security  as  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Finance  may  approve;  or  (v)  any  combination 
of  (i),  (ii),  (iii)  and  (iv).  The  principal  amount  of  the

A.  In  accordance  with  the  Enabling  Laws,  any  and  all 
loans  made  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  which  shall  designate  in  such  approval  a  de- 
veloper (the  "Developer")  to  ACQUIRE,  develop  and  con- 
struct the  Mullan  Q^sw^  AREA  SB  PROJECT  at  Charles 
Center  in  Baltimore  for  residential  housing  purposes,  in- 
cluding related  commercial  and  community  facilities.

mortgage  assigned  to  the  trustee  for  the  bondholders;  or 
(ii)  insuring  the  said  mortgage  payments  through  the 
Maryland  Housing  Fund  or  such  other  Federal,  State,  or 
municipal  fund  or  agency  as  may  be  permitted  by  appli- 
cable law;  or  (iii)  assigning  the  proceeds  of  said  mort- 
gage insurance  to  the  trustee  for  the  bondholders;  or  (iv) 
such  other  security  as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  may 
approve;  or  (v)  any  combination  of  (i),  (ii),  (iii)  and 
(iv). 

C.  The  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  issued, 
sold  and  delivered  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  not 
exceed  $22,000,000  unless  such  amount  shall  be  increased 
by  an  ordinance  supplemental  hereto. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That : 

A.  A  majority  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized  to  pass  a  resolution  from  time  to  time, 
to  determine  and  prescribe  certain  matters  including 
(without  limitation)  the  form,  terms,  provisions,  manner 
or  method  of  issuing  and  selling  (including  negotiated 
AS  well  as  competitive  bid  sale)  and  the  time  or  times  of 
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issuance,  and  any  and  all  other  details  of  such  bonds,  and 
the  issuance  and  sale  thereof. 

B.  The  Bonds  authorized  by  this  ordinance  may  be 
issued  in  one  or  more  series,  and  each  such  series  shall 
be  identified  by  a  letter  designation,  so  that  the  first  series 
(if  the  issuance  of  more  th,an  one  series  of  Bonds  here- 
under is  then  contemplated)  shall  be  designated  **Resi- 
dential  Development  and  Rehabilitation  Revenue  Bonds 
(Mullan  Towor  Project)  (AREA  3B  PROJECT),  1974 
Series  A".  The  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be 
issued  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  at  any  one  time  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  by  resolution 
adopted  prior  to  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

C.  The  Bonds  of  ,a  series  of  Bonds  shall  be  dated  as  of 
the  first  day  of  the  month  next  following  the  date  on 
which  such  series  of  Bonds  is  sold  unless  the  Commission- 
ers of  Finance  shall  specify  a  different  date  in  its  resolu- 
tion hereinafter  described,  and  such  Bonds  shall  bear 
interest  at  an  annual  rate  or  rates  payable  semi-annually 
following  the  d,ate  of  such  series  of  Bonds  so  that,  if  the 
Bonds  of  a  series  are  dated  January  1,  1975,  interest  on 
that  series  of  Bonds  will  be  payable  on  July  1,  1975,  Jan- 
uary 1,  1976,  and  semi-annually  thereafter. 

D.  The  Bonds  of  each  series  of  Bonds  issued  hereunder 
shall  mature  on  such  date  or  dates  as  m,ay  be  provided  in 
the  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  herein- 
after described,  but  the  last  maturity  of  any  such  series 
of  Bonds  shall  in  no  event  exceed  a  period  of  forty  (40) 
years  from  the  date  of  such  series  of  Bonds.  If  the  said 
resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  hereinafter 
described  does  not  provide  any  maturity  or  maturities  for 
A  series  of  Bonds,  all  of  the  Bonds  of  such  series  shall 
mature  on  the  date  thirty  (30)  years  from  the  date  of 
such  series  of  Bonds.  If  the  Bonds  of  a  series  are  dated 
January  1,  1975,  all  the  Bonds  of  that  series  will  mature 
(in  the  absence  of  a  resolution  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Finance  determining  otherwise)  on  January  1,  2005. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That : 

A.  Prior  to  the  delivery  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  shall  adopt  a  resolution  or  reso- 
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lutions  which  shall  prescribe  (i)  the  principal  amount  of 
Bonds  to  be  issued  as  a  series  at  any  one  time,  (ii)  re- 
demption provisions  for  such  series  of  Bonds,  and  (iii) 
the  sinking  fund  requirements  for  such  series  of  Bonds. 

B.  Prior  to  the  delivery  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  the 
Commissioners  of  Finance  may  also  adopt  a  resolution  or 
resolutions  which  may  prescribe  (i)  the  date  of  issue  of 
such  series  of  Bonds,  (ii)  the  maturity  or  maturities  of 
such  series  of  Bonds,  (iii)  any  additional  terms  necessary 
or  appropriate  to  reflect  any  matters  provided  by  resolu- 
tion and  (iv)  such  other  matters  as  may  be  deemed  appro- 
priate by  the  Commissioners  of  Finance. 

C.  Any  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  pursuant  to 
this  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  an 
administrative  n,ature  and  shall  be  effective  upon  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Estimates  and  the  City  Solicitor. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That : 

A.  It  is  hereby  found  and  determined  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  City  will  be  served  by  selling  the  Bonds 
at  private  sale  as  authorized  by  Enabling  Laws,  upon  the 
terms  and  conditions  determined  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance  as  hereinafter  authorized. 

B.  Authority  is  hereby  conferred  on  the  Commission- 
ers of  Finance  unless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  shall 
otherwise  prescribe  prior  to  the  issuance  and  delivery  of 
the  Bonds,  to  take  the  following  actions  and  to  make  the 
following  commitments  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council : 

(a)  to  deliver  a  Loan  Agreement  by  and  between  the 
City  ^nd  the  Developer  in  the  form  determined  by  resolu- 
tion of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  and  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Estimates  and  the  City  Solicitor,  such  Loan 
Agreement  to  be  executed  by  the  Mayor  or  acting  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore  and  attested  by  the  Treasurer 
or  Deputy  Treasurer; 

(b)  to  prepare  and  distribute,  in  conjunction  with 
representatives  of  the  Developer  and  the  prospective  pur- 
chasers of  the  Bonds,  both  ^  preliminary  and  a  final  official 
statement  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  the  Bonds;  pro- 
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vided,  however,  that  any  such  preliminary  official  state- 
ment shall  be  clearly  marked  to  indicate  that  it  is  subject 
to  completion  and  amendment; 

(c)  to  determine  the  date,  time  and  place  when  a  bond 
purchase  agreement  shall  be  submitted  by  the  purchasers 
for  the  Bonds,  such  bond  purchase  agreement  to  specify 
the  interest  rate  or  rates  proposed  to  be  paid  on  the  Bonds, 
the  price  at  which  such  Bonds  are  to  be  sold  to  such 
purchasers,  and  such  other  matters  as  the  purchasers  and 
such  City  officials  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  in 
order  to  effect  the  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds ; 

(d)  to  determine  the  interest  r^te  or  rates  to  be  paid 
by  the  City  on  the  Bonds  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
posed bond  purchase  agreement  submitted  by  the  pur- 
chasers for  the  Bonds,  but  only  after  the  Developer  shall 
have  given  the  City  written  approval  of  such  rate  or  rates ; 

(e)  to  deliver,  as  a  binding  and  enforceable  obligation 
of  the  City,  the  bond  purchase  agreement  for  the  Bonds 
by  and  between  the  City  .and  the  purchasers  for  the  Bonds 
and  to  proceed  to  accomplish  any  and  all  actions  necessary 
or  deemed  appropriate  by  either  of  them  to  issue  and  de- 
liver the  Bonds  to  such  purchasers  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  bond  purchase  agree- 
ment; 

(f )  to  appoint  a  bank  having  trust  powers,  or  a  trust 
company,  as  trustee  for  the  bondholders  to  be  issued  pur- 
suant to  this  ordinance ;  and 

(g)  in  order  to  insure  that  such  Bonds  are  issued  with- 
out direct  cost  to  the  City,  to  provide  for  the  payment, 
directly  by  the  Developer,  of  all  costs,  fees  and  expenses 
incurred  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  such  payments  to  include  (with- 
out limitation)  costs  of  printing  and  issuing  the  Bonds, 
legal  expenses,  and  compensation  to  any  persons  (other 
th,an  full-time  employees  of  the  City)  performing  services 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City  in  connection  with  the  trans- 
actions contemplated  by  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That : 

A.     Prior  to  the  sale  of  ^ny  series  of  Bonds,  the  Com- 
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missioners  of  Finance,  unless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
shall  otherwise  prescribe,  may   determine  by   resolution: 

(1)  the  provisions  of  trust  between  the  City  and  the 
trustees ; 

(2)  the  manner  of  execution,  authentication,  regis- 
tration and-transf  er  of  the  Bonds ; 

(3)  provisions  for  authentication  and  delivery  of  the 
Bonds  ; 

(4)  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  Agreement  between  the 
City  and  the  Developer ; 

(5)  the  terms  of  the  mortgage  or  other  evidence  of 
the  obligation  of  the  Developer  issued  for  each  series  of 
Bonds ; 

(6)  provisions  for  creation,  holding  and  disbursement 
of  a  construction  fund  to  be  held  by  the  Trustee; 

(7)  provisions  for  creation,  holding  and  disbursement 
of  any  other  funds  and  accounts  to  be  held  by  the  Trustee; 

(8)  provisions  for  the  application  of  receipts  and  rev- 
enues from  the  Developer ; 

(9)  provisions  for  the  security  for  and  investment  of 
moneys  held  by  the  Trustee ; 

(10)  the  details  of  the  procedure  for  the  redemption 
of  the  Bonds  ; 

(11)  remedies  for  holders  of  the  Bonds  in  the  event 
of  default ; 

(12)  the  duties,  rights  and  immunities  of  the  Trustee; 

(13)  the  manner  of  execution  of  instruments  by  hold- 
ers of  the  Bonds  and  the  method  of  proof  of  ownership 
of  the  Bonds ; 

(14)  provisions  for  modification  of  this  ordinance  and 
the  Loan  Agreement ; 

(15)  provisions  for  defeasance ; 

(16)  the  forms  of  the  Bonds,  coupons  and  the  Trustee's 
authentication  certificate ;  and 
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(17)  such  other  matters  in  connection  with  the  au- 
thorization, issuance,  security,  sale  and  payment  of  the 
Bonds  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Finance. 

B.  Any  resolution  or  resolutions  adopted  pursuant  to 
this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be  of  an  administrative 
nature  and  shall  be  effective  upon  approval  by  the  Board 
of  Estimates  and  the  City  Solicitor. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordainedy  That  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if  any  provision, 
sentence,  clause,  section  or  p^rt  thereof  is  held  illegal, 
invalid  or  unconstitutional  or  inapplicable  to  any  person 
or  circumstances,  such  illegality,  invalidity  or  unconsti- 
tutionality, or  inapplicability  shall  not  affect  or  impair 
any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  sentences,  clauses,  sec- 
tions, or  parts  of  the  Enabling  Laws  or  their  application 
to  other  persons  or  circumstances.  It  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  the  legislative  intent  that  the  Enabling  Laws  would 
have  been  adopted  if  such  illegal,  invalid  or  unconstitu- 
tional provision,  sentence,  clause,  section  or  part  had  not 
been  included  therein,  and  if  the  person  or  circumstances 
to  which  the  Enabling  Laws  or  ^ny  part  thereof  are  inap- 
plicable had  been  specifically  exempted  therefrom. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

all  amendments  thereto,  and  any  and  all  other  Acts  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  and  any  and  all  ordi- 
nances of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and 
any  and  all  rules  or  regulations  in  effect  which  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Director  of  Assessments  and  filed  with  the 
Department  of  Legislative  Reference. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  Section  76  of  Article  31  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1966  Edition),  title  'Transit  and  Traffic,"  sub- 
title "Method  of  Parking,"  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and 
that  new  Section  76  is  hereby  ordained  in  lieu  thereof  to 
stand  in  place  of  the  section  repealed  and  to  read  as  follows : 

76.  Described. 

[In  all  cases  where  vehicles  stand  upon  the  streets  of  the 
City  for  a  longer  period  than  is  sufficient  to  take  on  or  dis- 
charge passengers,  baggage,  merchandise  or  freight,  they 
shall  be  so  placed  that  both  their  front  and  rear  wheels  next 
to  the  curb  are  not  more  than  six  (6)  inches  therefrom,  nor 
less  than  four  (4)  feet  distant  from  the  front  or  rear  of  any 
vehicle,  except  in  cases  where  the  Commissioner  of  Transit 
and  Traffic  may  by  regulation  determine  that  such  vehicle 
may  be  parked  at  any  angle  with  the  curb,  or  where  said 
Commissioner  of  Transit  and  Traffic  may  provide  for  multi- 
ple lane  parking.] 

a.  In  all  cases  where  any  vehicle  is  stopped  or  parked 
upon  a  tivo-ivay  roadway,  the  right  hand  tvheels  of  said 
vehicle  shall  be  parallel  to  and  ivithin  12  inches  of  the  right 
hand  curb  or  edge  of  the  roadivay. 

b.  In  all  cases  where  any  vehicle  is  stopped  or  parked 
upon  a  one-way  roadivay,  the  right  hand  tvheels  of  said 
vehicle  shall  be  within  12  inches  of  the  right  hand  curb  or 
edge  of  the  roadivay,  or  the  left  hand  ivheels  shall  be  ivithin 
12  inches  of  the  left  hand  curb  or  edge  of  the  roadivay. 

c.  Where  it  has  been  determined  that  a  roadivay  is  of 
sufficient  width  to  permit  angle  parking  without  inter f erring 
with  free  movement  of  traffic,  the  Commissioner  of  Transit 
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and  Traffic  may  permit  angle  parking  by  the  erection  of 
signs  so  stating. 

d.  No  vehicle  shall  be  stopped  or  parked  on  any  roadzvay 
in  such  manner  that  its  front  or  rear  is  less  than  four  (U) 
feet  distant  from  the  front  or  rear  of  any  other  vehicle. 

Sec.  2.  ^nd  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordinance 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

certain  types  of  checks  or  be  made  under  cover  of  a  bid 
bond;  and  providing  for  the  submission  of  the  proposed 
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amendment  to  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  to  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  adoption  or  rejec- 
tion. 

Section  1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  the  following  amendment  to  Section  4  (g) 
of  Article  VI  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Re- 
vision as  amended)  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  proposed  to 
read  as  follows : 


(g)  All  bids  made  to  the  City  in  response  to  the  formal 
advertising  procedures  contained  in  this  section,  for  mate- 
rials, supplies,  equipment,  services  or  work  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the  Charter,  shall 
be  opened  by  the  Board  of  Estimates.  The  Board  of  Esti- 
mates, after  opening  said  bids,  shall  award  the  contract  as 
an  entirety  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  or  by  items  to 
the  respective  lowest  responsible  bidders,  or  shall  reject  all 
bids;  provided,  however,  that  whenever  alternative  bids  are 
invited  for  two  or  more  different  things,  then  the  said 
Board  shall  have  the  power  and  authority,  in  its  discretion, 
after  all  bids  have  been  opened,  to  select  the  particular  thing 
which  shall  be  adopted,  and  thereupon  the  said  Board  shall 
award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  for 
and  upon  the  particular  thing  so  selected.  In  the  event  of 
tie  bids,  the  Department  of  Finance  shall  make  a  written 
recommendation  and  report  thereon  to  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates setting  forth  all  pertinent  considerations  and  the 
reasons  for  said  recommendation.  The  Board  may  then 
award  the  contract  in  such  manner  as  it  deems  best,  pro- 
vided that  the  cost  to  the  City  in  the  aggregate  shall  not  ex- 
ceed the  amount  of  the  tie  bid.  Bids  when  filed  shall  be 
irrevocable.  Any  recommendations  which  may  be  made  by 
any  municipal  agency  to  the  Board  of  Estimates  as  to  the 
appropriate  award  to  be  made  by  the  Board  shall  be  ad- 
visory only  and  not  binding  upon  the  Board. 

[All  such  bids  shall  either : 

(1)  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  check,  a  bank  cashier's 
check  or  bank  treasurer's  check  of  the  bidder  upon  some 
clearing  house  bank  in  an  amount  provided  by  ordinance 
or  by  the  bid  specifications  or  by  an  order  or  regulation  of 
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the  municipal  agency  for  whose  use  the  bids  are  made  and 
the  contract  entered  into,  or  in  the  case  of  bid  checks  of  less 
than  $5,000,  a  check  of  any  type  drawn  upon  any  banking 
institution  of  the  United  States,  or  (2)  in  the  case  of  sup- 
plies, materials  and  equipment,  be  made  under  the  cover  of 
an  annual  bid  bond  filed  by  the  bidder  with  the  Department 
of  Finance  in  accordance  with  rules  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Estimates;  subject  to  the  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  such  bid  bond  shall  be  in  such  an  amount  as  the 
Department  of  Finance  may  determine  and  may  be  in- 
creased from  time  to  time,  as  the  Department  may  require, 
in  order  to  keep  it  commensurate  with  the  bids  made  during 
the  annual  period.]

municipal  agency  for  whose  use  the  bids  are  made  and  the 
contract  entered  into,  or  in  the  case  of  bid  checks  of  $5,000 
or  less,  a  check  of  any  type  draivn  upon  any  banking  insti- 
tution of  the  United  States;  or  be  made  under  the  cover  of  a 
bid  bond,  in  such  form  and  amount  provided  by  rules  cind 
regulations  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  filed  by  the 
bidder  with  the  Department  of  Finance. 

The  successful  bidder  shall  promptly  execute  a  formal 
contract  to  be  approved  as  to  its  form,  terms  and  conditions 
by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  such  bidder  shall  also  execute  and 
deliver  to  the  Mayor  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor  in  the  amount  of  the  contract  price.

(c)(1)  Estimates  of  the  appropriations  needed  for  the 
operation  of  each  municipal  agency  for  the  next  ensuing 
fiscal  year  and  estimates  of  all  other  appropriations  needed 
for  the  next  ensuing  fiscal  year  other  than  for  capital  im- 
provements.

"(f)  The  proposed  ordinance  of  estimates  submitted  to 
the  City  Council  by  the  Board  of  Estimates  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  the  following  material  [;  provided,  however, 
that  detailed  information  concerning  the  estimates  of  the 
Board  of  School  Commissioners  shall,  unless  said  Board 
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otherwise  provides  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates, be  presented  in  such  form  as  is  prescribed  by 
Section  59  of  Article  VII]. 


(c)  No  person  shall  be  appointed  or  employed  as  a  paid 
municipal  ■t)fficer  or  employee  unless  an  appropriation  to 
cover  his  compensation  is  included  in  the  Ordinance  of  Es- 
timates; provided,  however,  that  this  provision  shall  not 
apply  to:  (1)  municipal  officers  whose  compensation  is 
stated  in  the  Charter  [;]  and  (2)  appointments  or 
employments  approved  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates, and  funds  are  available  for  payment  of  the  desig- 
nated compensation  [;  and  (3)  persons  whose  appointment 
or  employment  is  to  be  made  and  whose  compensation  is 
to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  59  of  Article  VII].

[(b)  The  salaries  of  the  superintendents,  assistant 
superintendents,  directors,  supervisors,  assistant  supervis- 
ors, principals,  assistant  principals,  teachers,  secretaries, 
clerks  and  employees  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Board,  not  to 
exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  amount  appropriated  for  such 
personnel  in  the  Ordinance  of  Estimates;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  salaries  of  classified  employees,  whose  classifica- 
tion is  common  to  departments  other  than  the  Department 
of  Education,  shall  not  be  fixed  at  a  higher  rate  than  is 
fixed  for  the  same  classification  in  other  City  departments, 
except  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Estimates.  The

vacancy  on  a  board  or  commission  within  120  days  the 
board  or  commission  shall  make  the  nomination;  pro- 
viding that  the  Mayor  may  appoint  an  acting  depart- 
ment head  who  can  serve  for  one  year  or  until  60  days 
after  the  City  Council  directs  the  INIavor  to  nominate 
a  new  head;  PROVIDING  THAT  DEPARTMENT 
HEADS  AND  BUREAU  HEADS  APPOINTED  BY  THE 
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MAYOR  OF  BALTIMORE  CITY  OR  BY  THE  GOV- 
ERNING BOARD  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT,  BE  RESI-

6.     APPOINTMENTS    OF    MUNICIPAL    OFFICERS. 

(a)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Charter,  the 
Mayor  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  appointment  of  all 
municipal  officers,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  City 
Council  by  a  majority  vote  of  its  members;  provided  said 
City  Council  shall  take  action  on  any  such  nomination 
within  the  first  three  regular  succeeding  meetings  of 
said  City  Council  after  said  nomination  is  sent  to  it  by 
the  Mayor.  If  the  City  Council  fails  to  take  such  action 
within  said  time,  then  the  person  or  persons  so  nominated 
shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes  such  officer  or  officers 
as  if  he  or  they  had  been  confirmed  by  said  City  Council. 
If  said  City  Council  by  the  required  vote  and  in  the  pre- 
scribed time,  shall  refuse  to  confirm  such  nomination  or

(A-1)  EXCEPT  AS  OTHERWISE  PROVIDED  FOR 
IN  THE  CHARTER  OR  THE  ORDINANCE  CREATING 
THE  OFFICE  AND  EXCEPT  FOR  MEMBERS  OF 
BOARDS  AND  COMMISSIONS,  TERMS  OF  ALL  MUNIC- 
IPAL OFFICERS  APPOINTED  BY  THE  MAYOR 
SHALL  EXPIRE  AT  THE  END  OF  FOUR  YEARS  OR  AT 
THE  END  OF  THE  MAYOR'S  TERM  OF  OFFICE, 
WHICHEVER  FIRST  OCCURS.

OFFICE,  THE  TERM  SHALL  EXPIRE  AT  THE  END  OF 
THE  PERIOD  SPECIFIED  BY  CHARTER  OR  ORDI- 
NANCE. AT  THE  EXPIRATION  OF  ANY  TERM  A  VA- 
CANCY SHALL  EXIST. 

(b)  ^The  Mayor  shall  have  the  power  to  remove  at  pleas- 
ure [,  during  the  first  six  months  of  their  respective 
terms,]  all  municipal  officers,  except  members  of  Boards 
and  Commissions  established  by  Charter,  law  or  ordi- 
nance, appointed  [by  him]  BY  THE  MAYOR  in  the  manner

transfer  of  certain  functions  of  the  Department  of 
Assessments  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works;  and 
providing  for  submission  of  the  proposed  amendments  to 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  for  their 
adoption  or  rejection. 

Section  1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  22,  23,  24  and  25  of  Article 
VII  of  the  Charter  of  Baltimore  City  (1964  Revision,  with 
amendments  to   July   1,   1973),   title   ''Executive   Depart-

ments",  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  proposed  to  be  re- 
pealed and  that  new  Sections  44A,  44B,  44C,  and  44D  be 
and  they  are  hereby  proposed  to  be  added  to  Article  VII 
of  said  Charter  to  read  as  follows,  if  adopted  by  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore : 

[22]     hUA. 

Any  ordinance  for  opening,  extending,  widening, 
straightening,  closing  or  grading  any  street  in  Baltimore 
City  may  provide  that  the  assessments  of  benefits  may  be 
made  payable  in  not  more  than  five  annual  installments, 
with  interest  [of  6%  per  annum]  at  such  rate  as  may  be 
deemed  just  and  proper  by  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  tvith  the  concurrence  of  the  Board  of 
Estimates  on  the  deferred  installments,  accounting  from 
the  date  on  which  the  first  installment  becomes  in 
arrears  as  provided  in  Section  [23]  4.J^B  of  this  Article 
VII.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  physical  work  required 
by  the  ordinance  to  be  done,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  or  any  other  municipal 
officer  who  may  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  performing 
such  work,  to  notify  the  [Department]  Director  of 
Finance  that  the  said  work  has  been  completed.  If  any 
such  ordinance  does  not  provide  otherwise  as  to  the  time 
of  payment  of  benefits,  then  all  benefits  assessed  thereunder 
shall  be  payable,  at  the  option  of  the  person  assessed, 
either  at  once  or  in  five  equal  annual  installments,  the 
first  of  which  shall  be  due  when  the  Director  of  Finance 
is  notified  that  the  physical  work  required  by  the  ordi- 
nance to  be  done  has  been  completed  and  has  given  notice 
thereof  to  the  property  owner;  and  the  other  installments 
shall  be  due  and  payable,  respectively,  one,  two,  three  and 
four  years  thereafter,  with  interest  on  each  installment 
from  the  date  when  the  notice  to  the  property  owner  was 
given  as  above  provided ;  provided,  however,  that  no  bene- 
fit assessments  shall  be  due  prior  to  notification  that  the 
work  has  been  completed,  and  provided  further  that  if  in 
any  such  proceedings  the  same  person  is  assessed  for 
benefits  and  also  awarded  damages,  the  damages  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  benefits  to  the  extent  of  the  damages, 
and  the  provision  of  this  section  as  to  payment  of  the 
benefits  shall  apply  only  to  the  excess  of  the  benefits  over 
the  damages.

All  sums  of  money  assessed  by  the  Department  of

If  the  sums  assessed  upon  the  property  specified  shall  not 
be  paid  within  the  time  above  limited,  the  Director  of 
Finance  is  hereby  directed  to  sell  the  property,  or  any  part 
thereof,  on  which  such  assessment  has  been  laid,  giving 
thirty  days'  notice  of  said  sale  in  two  daily  newspapers 
published  in  Baltimore  City,  the  first  insertion  of  said 
notice  to  be  made  promptly  after  the  expiration  of  the 
time  limited  in  the  Charter  for  payment  of  said  benefits.

permits  for  and  to  complete  before  said  day  all  work  that 
might  necessitate  the  digging  or  tearing  up  of  said  street. 
A  copy  of  such  published  notice  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons 
that  the  Director  may  have  reason  to  believe  would  be 
interested  in  receiving  it  but  failure  to  send  such  notice 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any  action  taken  by  the 
Mayor  and  the  Director  as  to  any  application  for  a  permit 
as  herein  provided.  No  pavement  laid  after  the  publica- 
tion of  such  notice  shall  be  cut  or  torn  up  by  any  person 
without  a  permit  signed  and  issued  jointly  by  the  Mayor 
and  the  Director  of  Public  Works.
